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WlMrafore  it  is  an  abridgment  of  thenoord  of  the  people  of  Vepbiiaad  alao  of  the  LeuiHi* 
itw ;  written  to  the  Lanuuiitee  who  axe  a  remnant  of  the  hooae  of  lexael;  and  also  to  Jew 
aad  Oentile :  written  by  way  of  eommandment,  and  alao  by  the  Spiilt  of  prophecy  and  of 
TBvelatioBi '  Written  and  aealed  np,  and  hid  np  unto  the  Lord,  that  they  might  not  be 
destroyed;  tooomeforthby  the  gift  and  power  of  God  unto  the  interpretation  thersctf:  seahsd 
by  the  band  of  Moroni,  and  bid  up  unto  the  Lord,  to  oome  ftoth  in  due  time  by  the  way  of 
Oentile ;  the  Interpretation  thereof  by  the  gift  of  Ood. 

An  abridgment  taken  from  the  Book -of  Bther  also ;  which  is  a  leoord  of  the  people  of 
Jand;  who  were  scattered  at  the  time  the  Lord  oonfonnded' the  hmguage  of  the  people 
when  they  were  building  a  tower  to  get  to  heaiven ;  which  la  to  ihew  unto  the  remnant 
of  the  House  of  Israel  what  great  things  the  Lord  hath  done  for  their  others;  and  th»t 
they  may  know  the  corenants  of  the  Lord,  that  they  are  not  eaat  off  forerer ;  and  also  to 
tike  eonrincing  of  the  Jew  and  Gentile  that  JESUS  is  the  CHKIST,  the  ETBRNAL  OOD. 
manifesting  himsdf  unto  all  nations.  And  now  if  there  are  faults,  they  are  the  mistakes 
of  men :  wherefbre  wwidnwn  not  the  things  of  God,  that  ye  may  bo  found  qiotleas  at  the 
juOgniMii-MKtof  Christ- 
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0|e  Zntinmns  ot  ^rrr  mftnntn. 

Be  it  known  unto  all  nations,  kindreds,  tongaeB,  and  people  unto  whom 
this  work  shall  come,  tiiat  we,  through  the  grace  of  God  tiie  Father,  and  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  hare  seen  the  plates  which  contain  this  record,  which  is  a 
record  of-  the  people  ot  Nephi,  and  also  of  the  Lamanites,  their  hrethren, 
and  also  of  the  people  of  Jared,  who  came  from  the  tower  of  which  hath 
been  spoken;  and  we  also  know  that  they  have  been  translated  by  the 
gift  and  power  of  Qod,  for  his  yoioe  hath  declared  it  unto  us ;  wherefore  we 
know  of  a  sure^  that  the  work  is  true.  And  we  also  testify  that  we  have 
seen  the  engravings  which  are  upon  the  plates ;  and  they  have  been  shewn 
unto  us  by  the  power  of  Qod,  and  not  of  man.  And  we  declare  with  words 
of  sobomess,  that  an  angel  of  Gkxl  came  down  from  heaven,  and  he  brought 
and  laid  before  our  eyes,  that  we  beheld  and  saw  the  plates,  and  the 
engravings  thereon ;  and  we  know  that  it  is  by  the  grace  of  Ood  the  Father, 
and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  we  beheld  and  bear  record  that  these  tilings 
are  true ;  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes,  nevertheless  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
conuDanded  us  that  we  should  bear  record  of  it ;  wherefore,  to  be  obedient 
unto  the  commandments  of  God,  we  bear  testimony  of  tiiese  things.  And 
we  know  that  if  we  are  faithful  in  Christ,  we  shall  rid  our  garments  of  the 
blood  of  all  men,  and  be  found  spotless  before  the  judgment-seat  of  Christ, 
and  shall  dwell  with  him  eternally  in  the  heavens.  And  the  honour  be  to  the 
Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy  Ohost,  which  is  one  Ood.    Amen.

THE    FIRST    BOOK    OF    NEPHI, 

HIS  BEION  AND  MINISTRY. 

An  account  ofLehi  and  his  wife  Sariah,  and  his  four  sons, 
bein^g  caUecL  (beginning  at  the  eldest,)  Laman,  Lemuet, 
Sam,  and  Nejphi.  The  Xord  warns  Lehi  to  depart  out  of 
the  land  of  Jerusalem,  because  he  prophesieth  unto  the 
people  concerning  their  iniquity  ;  and  tkey  seek  to  destroy 
his  Life.  He  taketh  three  days  journey  tnto  the  wilder- 
ness vjith  his  family,  Nephi  taketh  his  brethren  and 
returns  to  the  land  of  Jerusalem  after  the  record  of  the 
Jews.  The  account  of  their  sufferings.  TTiey  take  the 
dav^ghters  of  Ishmael  to  wife.  3f7iey  take  their  families 
and  depart  into  the  vnldemess.  Their  sufferings  and 
afflictions  in  the  wilderness.  The  course  of  iheir  travels. 
They  come  to  the  large  waters.  Nephi*s  brethren  rebelleth 
against  him.  He  confoundeth  them,  and  buildeth  a  ship. 
They  call  the  place  Bountiful.  They  cross  the  large 
waters  into  the  promised  land,  &c.  This  is  according  to 
the  account  of  Nephi;  or  in  other  words,  I,  Nephi,  wrote 
this  record. 

CHAPTER  1. 

1.  I,  Nephi,  having  been  bom  of  goodly  parents,  therefore 
I  was  taught  somewhat  in  all  the  learning  of  my  father ;  and 
having  seen  many  afflictions  in  the  course  of  my  days-:- 
neveruieless,  having  been  highly  favoured  of  the  Lord  in  all 
my  days ;  yea,  havmg  had  a  great  knowledge  of  the  good- 
ness and  the  mysteries  of  God,  therefore  I  make  a  record  of 
my 'proceedings  in  my  days ; 

2.  Yea,  I  make  a  record  in  the  language  of  my  father, 
which  consists  of  the  learning  of  the  Jews,  and  the  *lan- 
guage  of  the  Egyptians. 

3.  And  I  know  that  the  record  which  I  make  is  true ; 
and  I  make  it  with  mine  own  hand ;  and  I  make  it  according 
to  my  knowledge. 

4.  For  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the  *flrst 
year  of  the  reign  of  Zedekiah,  King  of  Judah,  (my  father 

a,  Mob.  1: 4.    Mor.  9: 32.       h,  n.  Kings  24: 18. 
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Lehi,  having  dwelt  at  Jerusalem  in  all  his  days ;)  and  in  that 
same  year  there  came  '^many  prophets,  prophesying  unto  the 
people  that  they  must  repent,  or  the  great  city  Jerusalem 
must  be  destroyed. 

o.  Wherefore  it  came  to  pass  that  my  father,  Lehi,  as  he 
went  forth,  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  yea,  even  with  all  his 
heart,  in  behalf  of  his  people. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  there 
came  a  pillar  of  fire  and  dwelt  upon  a  rock  before  him ;  and 
he  saw  and  heard  much ;  and  because  of  the  things  which, 
he  saw  and  heard,  he  did  quake  and  tremble  exceedingly. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  returned  to  his  own. 
house  at  Jerusalem ;  and  he  cast  himself  upon  his  bed, 
being  overcome  with  the  Spirit  and  the  things  which  he  had 
seen; 

8.  And  being  thus  overcome  with  the  Spirit,  he  was 
carried  aWay  in  a  vision,  even  that  he  saw  the  heavens  open, 
and  he  thought  he  saw  God  sitting  upon  his  throne, 
surrounded  with  numberless  concourses  of  angels  in  the 
attitude  of  singing  and  praising  their  Grod. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  saw  one  descending  oiit 
of  the  midst  of  heaven,  and  he  beheld  that  his  lustre  was 
above  that  of  the  sun  at  noon-day ; 

10.  And  he  also  saw  twelve  others  following  him,  and 
their  brightness  did  exceed  that  of  the  stars  in  the  firma- 
ment; 

11.  And  they  came  down  and  went  forth  upon  the  face 
of  the  earth  ;  and  the  first  came  and  stood  before  my  father, 
and  gave  unto  him  a  book,  and  bade  him  that  he  should 
read. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  he  read,  he  was  filled 
with  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord, 

13.  And  he  read,  saying.  Wo,  wo  unto  Jerusalem  1  for  I 
have  seen  thine  abominations ;  vea,  and  many  things  did  my 
father  read  concerning  Jerusalem  'that  it  should  be  de- 
stroyed, and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  many  should  perish  by 
the  sword,  and  many  should  be  carried  away  captive  into 
Babylon. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  my  father  had  read 
and  saw  many  great  and  marvellous  things,  he  did  exclaim 
many  things  unto  the  Lord ;  such  as  great  and  marvellous 
are  thy  works,  O  Lord  God  Almighty!  Thy  throne  is  high 
In  the  heavens,  and  thy  power,  and  goodness,  and  mercy  are 
over  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth ;  and  because  thou  art 
merciful,  thou  wilt  not  suffer  those  who  come  unto  thee  that 
they  shall  perish  1 

15.  And  after  this  manner  was  the  language  of  my 
father  in  the  praising  of  his  God ;  for  his  soul  did  rejoice, 
and  his  whole  neart  was  filled,  because  of  the  things  which 
he  had  seen ;  yea,  which  the  Lord  had  shewn  unto  him.

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10.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  do  not  make  a  full  account  of  the 
things  which  m^  father  hath  written,  for  he  hatb.  written 
many  things  which  he  saw  in  visions  and  in  dreams ;  and  he 
also  hath  written  many  things  which  he  prophesied  and 
spa^e  unto  his  children,  of  which  I  shall  not  make  a  full 
account: 

17.  But  I  shall  make  an  account  of  mv  proceedings  in  my 
days.  Behold  I  make  an  /abridgment  oi  the  record  of  my 
^ther,  upon  plates  which  I  have  made  with  mine  own 
hands;  wherefore  after  I  have  abridged  the  record  of  my 
father,  then  will  I  make  an  account  of  mine  own  life. 

18.  Therefore,  I  would  that  ye  should  know,  that  after 
the  Lord  had  shown  so  many  marvellous  things  unto  my 
^tiier,  Lehi,  yea,  concerning  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem, 
behold  he  went  forth  among  the  people,  and  began  to 
prophesy  and  to  declare  unto  them  concerning  the  things 
which  he  had  both  seen  and  heard. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  'Jews  did  mock  him, 
because  of  the  things  which  he  testified  of  them ;  for  he  truly 
testified  of  their  wickedness  and  their  abominations ;  and  he 
testified  that  the  things  which  he  saw  and  heard,  and  also 
the  things  which  he  read  in  the  book,  manifested  plainly  of 
the  coming  of  a  Messiah,  and  also  the  redemption  of  the 
world. 

20.  And  when  the  Jews  heard  these  things,  they  were 
angry  with  him ;  yea,  even  as  with  the  prophets  of  old,  whom 
they  had  cast  out,  and  stoned,  and  slam ;  and  they  also 
sought  his  life,  that  they  might  tiake  it  away.  But  behold,  I, 
Nepni,  will  shew  unto  you  that  the  tender  mercies  of  the 
Lord  are  over  all  those  whom  he  hath  chosen,  because  of 
their  faith,  to  make  them  mighty  even  unto  ^e  power  of 
deliverance. 


CHAPTER  2. 

1.  Fob  behold  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  spake  unto 
my  father,  yea,  even  in  a  dream,  and  said  unto  him.  Blessed 
art  thou  Lehi,  because  of  the  things  which  thou  hast  done ; 
and  because  thou  hast  been  faithful  and  declared  unto  this 
people  the  things  which  I  commanded  thee,  behold  they  seek 
to  take  awa^  thy  Uf  e. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  commanded  my 
father,  even  in  a  dream,  that  he  should  take  his  family  and 
depart  into  the  wilderness. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  was  obedient  unto  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  wherefore  he  did  as  the  Lord  commanded  him. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  departed  into  the  wilder-

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ness.  And  he  left  his  house,  and  the  land  of  his  inheritance, 
and  his  gold,  and  his  silver,  aiid  his  precious  things,  and 
took  nothing  with  him,  save  it  were  nis  family,  and  pro- 
visions, and  tents,  and  departed  into  the  wilderness ; 

5.  And  he  came  down  by  the  borders  near  the  shore  of 
the  Bed  Sea;  and  he  travelled  in  the  wilderness  in  the 
borders  which  are  nearer  the  Bed  Sea ;  and  he  did  travel 
in  the  wilderness  with  his  family  which  consisted  of  my 
mother,  Sariah,  and  my  elder  brothers,  who  were  Laman, 
Lemuel,  and  Sam. 

6.  And  it  came  to -pass  that  when  he  had  travelled  three 
days  in  the  wilderness,  he  pitched  his  tent  in  a  valley  by  the 
side  of  a  river  of  water. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  built  an  altar  of  stones, 
and  made  an  offering  unto  the  Lord,  and  gave  thajiks  unto 
the  Lord  our  God. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  called  the  name  of  the 
river,  Laman,  and  it  emptied  into  the  Bed  Sea ;  and  the 
valley  was  in  the  borders  near  the  mouth  thereof. 

9.  And  when  my  father  saw  that  the  waters  of  the  river 
emptied  into  the  fountain  of  the  Bed  Sea,  he  spake  unto 
Laman,  saying,  O  that  thou  mightest  be  like  unto  this  river, 
continually  running  into  the  fountain  of  all  righteousness. 

10.  And  he  also  spake  unto  Lemuel :  O  that  thou 
mightest  be  like  unto  this  valley,  firm  and  steadfast,  and 
immoveable  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  the  Lord. 

IL  Now  this  he  spake  because  of  the  stiffneckedness  of 
Laman  and  Lemuel ;  for  behold  they  did  murmur  in  many 
things  against  their  father,  because  he  was  a  visionary  man, 
and  had  led  them  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  to  leave  the 
land  of  their  inheritance,  and  their  gold,  and  their  silver,  and 
their  precious  things,  to  perish  in  tne  wilderness.  And  this 
they  said  he  had  done  because  of  the  foolish  imaginations  of 
hisneart. 

12.  And  thus  Laman  and  Lemuel,  being  the  eldest,  did 
murmur  against  their  father.  And  they  aid  murmur  be- 
cause they  knew  not  the  dealings  of  tnat  God  who  had 
created  them. 

13.  Neither  did  they  believe  that  Jerusalem,  that  great 
city,  could  be  desfxoyed  according  to  the  words  of  the 
prophets.  And  they  were  like  unto  the  Jews,  who  were  at 
Jerusalem,  who  sought  to  take  away  the  life  of  my  father. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  my  father  did  speak  unto 
them  in  the  valley  of  Lemuel,  with  powe]%  bein^  filled  with 
the  Spirit,  until  tneir  frames  did  shake  before  hmi.  And  he 
did  confound  them,  that  they  durst  not  utter  against  him ; 
wherefore,  they  did  as  he  commanded  them. 

15.  And  my  father  dwelt  in  a  tent. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  being  exceeding 
young,  nevertheless  being  large  in  stature,  and  also  having 
great  desires  to  know  of  the  mysteries  of  God,  wherefore  X 
did  cry  unto  the  Lord ;  and  behold  he  did  visit  me»  and  did 
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soften  mv  heart  that  I  did  believe  all  the  words  which  had 
been  spoKen  by  mv  father ;  wherefore  I  did  not  rebel  against 
him  like  unto  my  orothers. 

17.  And  I  spake  unto  Sam,  making  known  unto  him  the 
tbin^  which  the  Lord  had  manifested  unto  me  by  his  Holy 
Spint.    And  it  came  to  x>ass  that  he  believed  in  my  words ; 

18.  But  behold  Laman  and  Lemuel  would  not  hearken 
unto  my  words  ;  and  being  grieved  because  of  the  hardness 
of  their  hearts,  I  cried  unto  the  Lord  for  them. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  spake  unto  me, 
saying.  Blessed  art  thou,  Nephi,  because  of  thj  faith,  for 
thou  hast  sought  me  diligently,  with  lowliness  of  heart. 

20.  And  inasmuch  as  ye  shall  keep  my  conmiandments, 
ye  shall  prosper,  ''and  shall  be  led  to  a  land  of  promise ;  yea, 
even  a  laiid  which  I  have  prepared  for  you ;  yea,  a  land  which 
is  choice  above  all  other  liBinas. 

21.  And  inasmuch  as  thy  ^brethren  shall  rebel  against 
thee,  they  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

22.  And  inasmuch  as  thou  shalt  keep  mv  command- 
ments, ^hou  shalt  be  made  a  ruler  and  a  teacner  over  thy 
brethren. 

23.  For  behold,  in  that  da^  that  they  shall  rebel  against 
me,  I  will  ''curse  them  even  with  a  sore  curse,  and  they  shall 
have  no  power  over  thy  seed,  except  they  shall  rebel  against 
me  also. 

24.  And  if  it  so  be  that  they  rebel  against  me.  they  shall 
be  a  scourge  unto  thy  seed,  to  stir  them  up  in  tne  ways  of 
remembrance.  ■ 


CHAPTER  3. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  returned  from 
speaking  with  the  Lord,  to  the  tent  of  my  father. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  spake  unto  me^  saying : 
Behold  I  have  dreamed  a  dream,  in  the  which  the  Lord  hath 
commanded  me  that  thou  and  thy  brethren  shall  return  to 
Jerusalem. 

3.  For  behold,  Laban  hath  the  record  of  the  Jews,  and 
also  a  genealogy  of  thy  forefathers,  and  'they  are  engraven 
upon  pCtes  of  brass. 

4.  Wherefore,  the  Lord  hath  commanded  me  that  thou  and 
thy  brothers  should  go  unto  the  house  of  Laban,  and  seek 
the  records,  and  bring  them  down  hither  into  the  wilderness. 

6.  And  now,  behold  thy  brothers  murmur,  saying.  It  is  a 
hard  thing  which  I  have  required  of  them ;  but  behold  I 
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have  not  required  it  of  them ;  but  it  is  a  commandment  of 
the  Lord. 

6.  Therefore  go.  my  son,  and  thou  shalt  be  favoured  of 
the  Lord,  because  tnou  hast  not  murmured. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  said  unto  my 
father,  I  will  ^o  and  do  the  things  which  the  Lord  hath  com- 
manded, for  iKnow  that  the  Lord  giveth  no  commandments 
unto  the  children  of  men,  save  he  shall  prepare  a  way  for 
them  that  they  may  accomplish  the  thing  which  he  com* 
mandeth  them. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  mv  father  had  heard 
these  words,  he  was  exceeding  glad,  for  he  knew  that  I  had 
been  blessed  of  the  Lord. 

9.  And  I,  Nephi,  and  my  brethren  took  our  journey  in  the 
wilderness  with  our  tents,  to  eo  up  to  the  land  of  Jerusalem. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  we  had  come  up  to 
the  land  of  Jerusalemi  X  and  my  brethren  did  consult  one 
with  another ; 

11.  And  we  ^cast  lots  who  of  us  should  go  in  unto  the 
house  of  Laban.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  lot  fell  upon. 
Laman ;  and  Laman  went  in  unto  the  house  of  Laban,  and 
he  talked  with  him  as  he  sat  in  his  house. 

12.  And  he  desired  of  Laban  the  records  which  were 
engraven  upon  the  plates  of  brass,  which  contained  the 
genealogy  of  my  father. 

13.  And  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  Laban  was  angry, 
and  thrust  him  out  from  his  presence ;  and  he  would  not  that 
he  should  have  the  records.  Wherefore,  he  said  unto  him» 
Behold  thou  art  a  robber,  and  I  will  slay  thee. 

14.  But  Laman  fled  out  of  his  presence,  and  told  the 
things  which  Laban  had  done,  unto  us.  And  we  began  to 
be  exceeding  sorrowful,  and  my  brethren  were  about  to 
return  unto  my  father  in  the  wilderness. 

15.  But  behold  J  said  unto  them.  That  as  the  Lord  livetibw 
and  as  we  live,  we  will  not  go  down  unto  our  father  in  the 
wilderness,  until  we  have  accomplished  the  thing  which  the 
Lord  hath  commanded  us. 

16.  Wherefore  let  us  be  faithful  in  keeping  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord ;  therefore  let  us  go  down  to  the 
land  of  our  father's  inheritance,  for  behold  he  left  ^'gold  and 
silver,  and  all  manner  of  riches.  And  all  this  he  hath  done, 
because  of  the  commandments  of  the  Lord. 

17.  For  he  knew  tiiat  ^Jerusalem  must  be  destroyed, 
because  of  the  wickedness  of  the  people. 

18.  For  behold,  they  have  rejected  the  words  of  the  pro- 
phets. Wherefore,  if  my  father  should  dwell  in  the  land 
after  he  hath  been  commanded  to  flee  out  of  the  land,  behold 
he  would  also  perish.  Wherefore  it  must  needs  be  that  he 
flee  out  of  the  land. 
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19.  And  behold,  it  is  wisdom  in  God  that  we  should 
obtain  ^ese  records,  Uiat  we  may  preserve  unto  our  children 
the  'lanKuai^  of  our  fathers ; 

20.  And  also  that  We  may  preserve  unto  them  the  words 
which  have  been  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  the  holy  prophets, 
which  have  been  delivered  unto  them  by  the  Spirit  and 
power  of  Grod,  since  the  world  began,  even  down  unto  this 
present  time. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  this  manner  of  Ian- 
ffoace  did  I  persuade  my  brethren,  that  they  might  be 
fidthful  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  Grod. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  went  down  to  the  land 
of  our  inheritance,  and  we  did  ^ther  together  our  ^^gold,  and 
our  silver,  and  our  precious  things. 

23.  And  after  we  had  gathered  these  things  together, 
ve  went  up  again  to  the  house  of  Laban. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  went  in  unto  Laban,  and 
desired  him  that  he  would  give  unto  us  the  records  which 
^vere  engraven  upon  the  plates  of  brass,  for  which  we  would 

~  re  unto  him  our  gold,  and  our  silver,  and  all  our  precious 


And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Laban  saw  our  pro- 
perty, and  that  it  was  exceeding  great,  he  did  lust  after  it, 
insomuch  that  he  thrust  us  out,  and  sent  his  servants  to 
aby  us,  that  he  might  obtain  our  property. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  old  flee  before  the 
servants  of  Laban,  and  we  were  obliged  to  leave  behind  our 
property,  and  it  fell  into  the  hands  of  Laban. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  fled  into  the  wildemeseL 
and  the  servants  of  Laban  did  not  overtake  us,  and  we  hid 
ourselves  in  the  cavity  of  a  rock. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Laman  was  angry  with  me, 
snd  also  with  mv  famer;  and  also  was  Lemuel;  for  he 
kearkened  unto  the  words  of  Laman.  Wherefore  Laman 
snd  Lemuel  did  speak  many  hard  words  unto  us,  their 
jounger  brothers,  and  they  did  smite  us  even  with  a  rod. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  they  smote  us  with  a 
nxL  behold  an  angel  of  the  Lord  came  and  stood  before  them, 
and  he  spake  unto  them,  saying,  AVhy  do  ye  smite  your 
rounger  brother  with  a  rod?  l&ow  ye  not  that  the  Lord 
nath  chosen  him  to  be  a  *ruler  over  you,  and  this  because  of 
jour  iniquities  ?  Behold  ye  shiJl  go  up  to  Jerusalem  again, 
uid  the  Lord  will  deliver  Laban  into  yonr  hands. 

30.  And  after  the  angel  had  spoken  unto  us,  he  departed. 
3L    And   after  the   angel  had  departed,  Laman  and 

Lemuel  again  began  to  murmur,  saying.  How  is  it  possible 
that  the  Lord  wm  deliver  Laban  into  our  hands  ?  Behold, 
he  is  a  mighty  man,  and  he  can  command  fifty,  yea,  even  he 
can  slay  mtj ;  then  why  not  us  ? 
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CHAPTER  4. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  sp»ake  unto  my  brethren, 
saving.  Let  us  ^o  up  again  unto  Jerusalem,  and  let  us  be 
faithml  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  the  Lord;  for 
behold  he  is  mightier  than  all  the  earth,  then  why  not 
mightier  thsm  Laban  and  his  fifty,  yea,  or  even  than  his  tens 
of  uiousands. 

2.  Therefore  let  us  go  up ;  let  us  be  strong  Uke  unto 
Moses ;  for  he  trul^  spake  unto  the  waters  of  the  Bed  Sea, 
and  they  divided  mther  and  thither,  and  our  fathers  came 
through,  out  of  captivity,  on  dry  ground,  and  the  armies  of 
Pharaoh  did  follow  and  were  drowned  in  the  waters  of  the 
Bed  Sea. 

3.  Now  behold  ye  know  that  thii^  is  true;  and  ye  also 
know  that  an  angel  nath  spoken  unto  you,  wherefore  can  y3 
doubt  ?  Let  us  go  up ;  the  Lord  is  able  to  deliver  us,  even 
as  our  fathers,  and  to  destrov  Laban,  even  as  the  Egyptians. 

4.  Now  when  I  had  spoken  these  words,  they  were  y«t 
wroth,  and  did  still  continue  to  murmur ;  nevertheless  th<y 
did  follow  me  up  until  we  came  without  the  walls  yt 
Jerusalem. 

5.  And  it  was  by  night :  and  I  caused  that  they  shoiid 
hide  themselves  without  the  walls.  And  after  they  had  hid 
tiiemselves,  I,  Nephi,  crept  into  the  city  and  went  forJi 
towards  the  house  of  Labaji. 

6.  And  I  was  led  by  the  Spirit,  not  knowing  bef orehaid 
the  things  which  I  should  do. 

7.  Nevertheless  I  went  forth,  and  as  I  came  near  unbo 
the  house  of  Laban,  I  beheld  a  man,  and  he  had  fallen  to  th« 
earth  before  me,  for  he  was  drunken  with  wine. 

8.  And  when  I  came  to  him  I  found  that  it  was  Laban. 

9.  And  I  beheld  his  "sword,  and  I  drew  it  forth  from  th< 
sheath  thereof,  and  the  hilt  thereof  was  of  pure  gold,  and  th« 
workmanship  thereof  was  exceeding  fine,  and  I  saw  that  th« 
blade  thereof  was  of  the  most  precious  steel. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  was  constrained  by  th< 
Spirit  that  I  should  kill  Laban :  but  I  said  iii  my  heart,  neve? 
at  any  time  have  I  shed  the  blood  of  man,  and  I  shrunk  and 
would  that  I  mi^t  not  slay  him. 

11.  And  the  Spirit  said  unto  me  again,  Behold  the  Lord 
hath  delivered  him  into  thy  hands ;  yea,  and  I  idso  knew  that 
he  had  sought  to  take  away  mine  own  lif  e  j  yea,  and  he  would 
not  hearken  .unto  the  commandments  of  the  Lord ;  and  he 
also  had  taken  away  our  property. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Spirit  said  unto  me 
again,  Slay  him,  for  the  Lord  hath  delivered  him  into  thy 
hands. 

13.  Behold  the  Lord  slayeth  the  wicked  to  bring  forth 
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Ms  righteous  purposes.  It  is  better  that  one  man  should 
perish,  than  tnat  a  nation  should  dwindle  and  perish  in 
unbeliel 

14.  And  now,  when  I,  Nephi,  had  heard  these  words,  I 
remembered  the  words  of  the  Liord  which  he  spake  unto  me 
in  the  wilderness,  saying.  That  inasmuch  as  my  seed  shall 
keep  my  commandments,  Hhey  shall  prosper  in  the  land  of 
promise. 

15.  Yea,  and  I  also  thought  that  they  could  not  keep  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord  according  to  the  law  of  Moses, 
save  they  should  have  the  law. 

16.  And  I  also  knew  t^t  the  law  was  engraven  upon  the 
plates  of  brass. 

17.  And  again— I  knew  that  the  Lord  had  delivered 
Laban  into  my  nands  for  this  cause,  that  I  might  obtain  the 
records  according  to  his  commandments. 

18.  Therefore  I  did  obey  the  voice  of  the  Spirit^  and  took 
Laban  by  the  hair  of  the  head,  and  I  smote  on  his  head  with 
his  own  sword. 

19.  And  after  I  had  smitten  off  his  head  with  his  own 
sword,  I  took  the  garments  of  Laban  and  put  tihem  upon 
mine  own  body ;  yea,  even  every  whit ;  and  1  did  gird  on  his 
armour  about  my  loins. 

20.  And  after  I  had  done  this,  I  went  forth  unto  the 
treasury  of  Laban.  And  as  I  went  forth  towards  the 
treasury  of  Laban,  behold  I  saw  the  servant  of  Laban  who 
had  the  keys  of  Uie  treasury.  And  I  commanded  him  in 
the  voice  of  Laban,  that  he  should  go  with  me  into  the 
treasury; 

21.  And  he  supposed  me  to  be  his  master  Laban,  for  he 
beheld  the  garments  and  also  the  sword  ^ded  about  my  loins. 

22.  And  he  spake  unto  me  concenung  tibie  elders  of  the 
Jews,  he  knowing  that  his  master  Laban  had  been  out  by 
night  among  them. 

23.  And  I  spake  unto  him  as  if  it  had  been  Laban. 

24.  And  I  also  spake  unto  him  that  I  should  carry  the 
engravings  which  were  upon  the  ^^lates  of  brass,  to  my 
elder  brethren,  who  were  without  the  waJls. 

25.  And  I  also  bade  him  that  he  should  follow  me. 

26.  And  he,  supposing  that  I  spake  of  the  brethren  of  the 
church,  and  that  I  was  truly  that  Laban  whom  I  had  slain, 
wherefore  he  did  follow  me. 

27.  And  he  spake  unto  me  many  times  concerning  the 
elders  of  the  Jews,  as  I  went  forth  unto  my  brethren,  who 
were  without  the  walls. 

28.  And  it  came  to. pass  that  when  Laman  saw  me.  he 
was  exceedingly  frightened,  and  also  Lemuel  and  Sam.  And 
they  fled  from  before  my  presence ;  for  they  supposed  it  was 
Laban,  and  that  he  had  slain  me,  and  had  sought  to  take 
away  their  lives  also. 
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29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  called  after  them,  and  they 
did  hear  me;  wherefore  they  did  cease  to  flee  £rom  my 
presence. 

90.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  servant  of  Laban 
beheld  my  brethren,  he  began  to  tremble,  and  was  about  to 
flee  from  Def ore  me,  and  return  to  the  city  of  Jerusalem. 

31.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  being  a  man  large  in  stature,  and 
also  having  received  much  strength  of  the  Lord,  therefore 
I  did  seize  upon  the  servant  of  Laban,  and  held  him,  that  he 
should  not  flee. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  spake  with  him,  that  if  he 
would  hearken  unto  my  words,  as  the  Lord  liveth,  and  as  I 
live,  even  so  that  if  he  would  hearken  unto  our  words,  we 
woiild  spare  his  life. 

33.  And  I  spake  unto  him,  even  with  an  oath,  that  he 
need  not  f ear ;  that  he  should  be  a  free  man  like  unto  us,  if 
he  would  go  aown  in  the  wilderness  with  us. 

34.  And  I  also  spake  unto  him,  saying.  Surely  the  Lord 
hath  commanded  us  to  do  this  thing,  and  shall  we  not  be 
diligent  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  the  Lord?  There- 
fore, if  thou  wilt  go  down  into  the  wilderness  to  my  father, 
thou  Shalt  have  place  with  us. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Zoram  did  take  courage  at 
the  words  which  I  spake.  Now  ''Zoram  was  the  name  oi  the 
servant ;  and  he  promised  that  he  would  go  down  into  the 
wilderness  unto  my  father.  And  he  also  made  an  oath  unto 
us,  that  he  would  tarrv  with  us  from  that  time  f orl^. 

36.  Now  we  were  desirous  that  he  should  tajry  with  us 
for  this  cause,  that  the  Jews  might  not  know  concerning  our 
flight  into  the  wHdemess,  lest  they  should  pursue  us  and 
destroy  us. 

37.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Zoram  had  made  an 
oath  unto  us,  our  fears  did  cease  concerning  him. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  took  the  plates  of  brass 
and  the  servant  of  Laban,  and  departed  into  the  wilderness^ 
and  journeyed  unto  the  tent  of  our  father. 


CHAPTER  5. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  we  had  come  down  into 
the  wilderness  unto  our  father,  behold  he  was  filled  with  jov, 
and  also  my  mother  Sariah,  was  exceeding  glad,  for  she  truly 
had  mourned  because  of  us ; 

2.  For  she  had  siipposed  that  ye  had  pterished  In  the 
wilderness ;  and  she  also  had  complained  against  my  father, 
telling  him  that  he  was  a  visionary  man ;  saying,  Behold 
thou  hast  led  us  forth  from  the  land  of  our  inheritance,  and 
my  sons  are  no  more,  and  we  perish  in  the  wilderness. 
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3.  And  after  this  manner  of  langua^  had  my  mother 
complained  against  my  father. 

4  And  it  had  came  to  pass  that  my  father  sfMLke  unta 
her,  sayingy  I  know  that  I  am  a  visionary  man ;  for  if  I  had 
not  seen  the  things  of  God  in  a  '■vision,  I  should  not  have 
known  the  goodness  of  God,  but  had  tarried  at  Jerusalem, 
and  had  penshed  with  my  brethren. 

5.  But  behold,  I  have  obtained  a  land  of  promise,  in  th& 
which  things  I  do  rejoice ;  yea,  and  I  know  that  the  Lord 
will  deliver  my  sons  out  of  the  hands  of  Laban,  and  bring^ 
them  down  again  unto  us  in  the  wilderness. 

6.  And  after  this  manner  of  language  did  my  father  Lehi, 
comfort  my  mother  Sariah,  concerning  us,  while  we  jour- 
neyed in  the  wilderness  up  to  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  to  obtain 
the  record  of  the  Jews. 

7.  And  when  we  had  returned  to  the  tent  of  my  father, 
behold  their  ioy  was  full,  and  my  mother  was  comforted ; 

8.  And  she  spake,  saying.  Now  I  know  of  a  surety  tnat- 
the  Lord  hath  ^commanded  my  husband  to  flee  into  the 
wilderness ;  yea,  and  I  also  know  of  a  surety  that  the  Lord 
hath  protected  my  sons,  and  delivered  them  out  of  the  hands 
of  Laban,  and  gave  them  power  whereby  they  could  accom- 
plish the  thing  which  the  Lord  hath  commanded  them.  And 
after  this  manner  of  language  did  she  speak. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  rejoice  exceedingly, 
and  did  offer  sacrifice  and  burnt  offerings  unto  the  Lord ;  and 
they  gave  thanks  unto  the  God  of  Israel. 

l£  And  after  they  had  given  thanks  unto  the  God  of 
Israel,  my  father,  Lehi,  took  me  records  which  were  engraven 
upon  <the  plates  of  brass,  and  he  did  search  them  from  the 
b^inning. 

11.  And  he  beheld  that  they  did  contain  the  five  books  of 
Moses,  which  gave  an  account  of  the  creation  of  the  world, 
and  also  of  Adam  and  Eve,  who  were  our  first  parents ; 

12.  And  also  a  record  of  the  Jews  from  the  beginning, 
even  down  to  the  commencement  of  the  reign  of  Zedekia£, 
king  of  Judah ; 

13.  And  also  the  prophecies  of  the  holy  prophets,  from 
the  beginning,  even  down  to  the  commencement  of  the  reign 
of  Zeoeklah ;  and  also  many  prophecies  which  have  been 
spoken  by  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah. 

14.  Ajid  it  came  to  pass  that  my  father,  Lehi,  also  found 
upon  the  plates  of  brass,  a  '^genealogy  of  his  fathers  ;  where- 
fore he  knew  that  he  was  a  descendant  of  Joseph ;  yea,  even 
that  Joseph  who  was  the  son  of  Jacob,  who  was  sold  into 
Eg3rpt»  and  who  was  preserved  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  that 
he  might  preserve  his  father,  Jacob,  and  all  his  household 
from  perisBing  with  famine. 

10.  And  they  were  also  led  out  of  captivity  and  out  of

the  land  of  Egypt,  by  that  same  God  who  had  preserved 
them. 

16.  And  thus  my  father,  Lehi,  did  discover  the  genealogy 
of  his  fathers.  And  Laban  also  was  a  descendant  of  Joseph, 
wherefore  he  and  his  fathers  had  kept  the  records. 

17.  And  now  when  my  father  saw  all  these  things,  he 
was  filled  with  the  Spirit,  and  began  to  prophesy  concerning 
his  seed: 

18.  Ijiat  these  plates  of  brass  should  go  forth  unto  all  na- 
tions, kindreds,  tongues,  and  people  who  were  of  his  seed. 

19.  Wherefore,  he  said  that  these  plates  of  brass  should 
never  perish ;  neitner  should  they  be  dimmed  any  more  by 
time.    And  he  prophesied  many  things  concerning  his  seed.. 

20.  And  it  came  to  i>ass  that  thus  far  I  and  my  father 
had  kept  the  commandments  wherewith  the  Lord  had  com- 
manded us. 

21.  And  we  had  obtained  the  records  which  the  Lord  had 
commanded  us,  and  searched  them  and  found  that  they 
were  desirable ;  yea,  even  of  great  worth  unto  us,  insomuch 
that  we  could  preserve  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  unto 
our  children. 

22.  Wherefore,  it  was  wisdom  in  the  Lord  that  we 
should  carry  them  with  us,  as  we  journeyed  in  the  wilderness 
towards  the  land  of  promise. 


CHAPTERS 

1.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  do  not  give  the  genealogy  of  my 
fathers  in  this  part  of  my  record ;  neither  at  any  time  shall  1 
give  it  after  upon  these  plates  which  I  am  writing ;  for  it  is 
given  in  the  record  which  has  been  «kept  by  my  father ; 
wherefore  I  do  not  write  it  in  tiiis  work. 

2.  For  it  sufficeth  me  to  say,  that  we  are  a  descendant  of 
Jos^h. 

o.  And  it  mattereth  not  to  me  that  I  am  particular  to 
give  a  full  account  of  all  the  things  of  my  father,  for  they 
'Cannot  be  writteA  upon  these  plates,  for  I  desire  the  room 
that  I  may  write  of  the  things  of  God. 

4.  For  the  fulness  of  mine  intent  is,  that  I  may  persuade 
men  to  come  imto  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac, 
and  the  Grod  of  Jacob,  and  be  saved, 

5.  Wherefore,  the  things  which  are  pleasing  unto  the 
world,  I  do  not  write,  but  the  things  wnich  are  pleasing 
unto  Grod  and  unto  those  who  are  not  of  the  world. 

6.  Wherefore,  I  shall  give  commandment  unto  my  seed, 
that  they  shall  not  *occupy  these  plates  with  things  which 
are  not  of  worth  unto  the  <mildren  of  men. 
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CHAPTER  7. 

1.  And  now  I  would  that  ye  might  know^  that  after  my 
father,  Lehi,  had  made  an  end  of  '^rophesymg  concerning 
his  seedjit  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  spake  unto  him  again. 
Baying,  That  it  was  not  meet  for  him,  Ijehl,  that  he  should 
take  ms  family  into  the  wilderness  alone ;  but  that  his  sons 
should  Hake  daughters  to  wife,  that  they  might  raise  up 
seed  unto  the  Lord  in  the  land  of  promise. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  commanded  him 
that  I,  Nephi,  and  my  brethren,  should  again  return  unto  the 
land  of  Jerusalem,  and  bring  down  ^^Ishmael  and  his  family 
into  the  wilderness. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  again,  with  my 
brethren,  go  forth  into  the  wilderness  to  go  up  to  Jerusalem. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  went  up^  unto  the  house 
of  Ishmael,  and  we  did  gain  favour  in  the  -sight  of  Ishmael, 
insomuch  that  we  did  speak  unto  him  the  words  of  the  Lord. 

5.  And  it  came  to  ^ass  that  the  Lord  did  soften  the  heart 
of  Ishmael,  and  also  his  household,  insomuch  that  they  took 
their  journey  with  us  down  into  the  wilderness  to  the  tent 
of  our  father. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  we  journeyed  in  the 
wilderness,  behold  Laman  and  Lemuel,  and  two  of  the 
dau^ters  of  Ishmael,  and  the  two  sons  of  IshmaeL  and 
their  families,  did  rebel  against  us ;  yea,  a^^ainst  I,  Nephi, 
and  Scon,  and  their  father,  Ishmael,  and  his  wife,  and  his 
three  other  daughters. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  which  rebellion,  they  were 
desirous  to  return  unto  the  land  of  Jerusalem. 

8.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  being  grieved  for  the  hardness  of 
their  hearts,  therefore  I  spake  unto  them,  saying,  yea,  even 
unto  Laman  and  unto  Lemuel,  Behold  ye  are  mine  elder 
brethren,  and  how  is  it  that  ye  are  so  hard  in  your  hearts, 
and  so  blind  in  your  minds,  that  ye  have  need  that  I,  your 
younger  brother,  should  speak  unto  you,  yea,  and  set  an 
example  for  you  I 

9.  How  is  it  that  ye  have  not  hearkened  unto  the  word  of 
the  Lord  ? 

10.  How  is  it  that  ye  have  forgotten  that  ye  have  ''seen 
an  angel  of  the  Lord? 

11.  Yea,  and  how  is  it  that  ye  have  forgotten  what  great 
things  the  Lord  hath  done  for  us,  in  «delivering  us  out  of 
the  Lands  of  Laban,  and  also  that  we  should  obtain  the 
record? 

12.  Yea,  and  how  is  it  that  ye  have  forgotten  that  the 
Lord  is  able  to  do  all  things  according  to  his  will,  for  the 
children  of  men,  if  it  so  be  that  they  exercise  faith  in  him ; 
wherefore  let  us  be  faithful  to  him. 
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13.  And  if  it  so  be  that  we  are  faithful  to  him,  -^we  shall 
•obtain  the  land  of  promise;  and  ye  shall  know  ^at  some 
future  period,  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  shall  be  fulfilled 
concerning  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem ;  for  all  things 
which  the  Lord  hath  spoken  concerning  the  destruction  of 
Jerusalem,  must  be  fulfilled. 

14.  For  behold,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  ceaseth  soon  to 
strive  with  them;  for  behold  they  have  *rejected  the 
prophets,  and  'Jeremiah  have  they  cast  into  pnson.  And 
they  have  sought  to  -^take  away  the  life  of  my  father  in- 
somuch that  they  have  driven  him  out  of  the  land. 

15.  Now  behold,  I  say  unto  you.  That  if  ye  will  return 
unto  Jerusalem,  ye  shall  also  perish  with  them.  And  now, 
if  ye  have  choice,  go  up  to  the  land,  and  remember  the  words 
which  I  speak  unto  you,  that  if  ye  go  ye  will  also  perish ;  for 
thus  the  Spirit  of  uie  Lord  constraineth  me  that  I  should 
Apeak. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  I,  Nephi,  had  spoken 
these  words  unto  my  brethren,  they  were  angry  with  me. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  lay  their  hands  upon  me — 
for  behold,  they  were  exceeding  wroth — and  they  did  bind 
me  with  cords,  for  they  sought  to  take  away  my  life,  that 
they  might  leave  me  in  the  wilderness  to  be  devoured  by  wild 
beasts. 

17.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  I  prayed  unto  the  Lord, 
saying,  O  Lord,  according  to  my  faith  which  is  in  thee,  wilt 
thou  deliver  me  from  the  hands  of  my  brethren ;  yea,  even 
give  me  strength  that  I  may  burst  these  bands  with  which  I 
am  bound. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  I  had  said  these 
words,  behold,  the  bands  were  loosed  from  off  my  hands  and 
feet,  and  I  stood  before  my  brethren,  and  I  spake  unto  them 
again. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  angry  with  me 
again,  and  sought  to  lay  hands  upon  me ;  but  behold,  one  of 
the  daughters  of  IshmaeL  yea,  and  also  her  mother,  and  one 
of  the  sons  of  Ishmael,  did  plead  with  my  brethren,  insomuch 
that  they  did  soften  their  hearts ;  and  they  did  cease  striving 
to  take  away  my  life. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  sorrowful,  because 
of  their  wickedness,  insomuch  that  they  did  bow  down  before 
me,  and  did  plead  with  me,  that  X  woiud  forgive  them  of  the 
thing  that  they  done  against  me. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  frankly  forgive  them 
all  th&t  they  had  done,  and  I  did  exhort  them  that  they  would 
pray  unto  uie  Lord  their  Grod  for  forgiveness.  And  it  came 
to  pass  that  they  did  so.  And  after  they  had  done  praying 
unto  tiie  Lord,  we  did  again  travel  on  our  journey  towards 
the  tent  of  our  father. 
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22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  come  down  unto  the 
tent  of  our  father.  And  after  I  and  my  bretJiren,  and  all  the 
house  of  Ishmael,  had  come  down  unto  the  tent  of  my  father, 
they  did  ^ve  thanks  unto  the  Lord  their  Grod ;  and  they  did 
offer  sacrifice  and  burnt  offerings  unto  him. 


CHAPTER  a 

L  Asp  it  came  to  pass  that  we  had  gathered  together  all 
manner  of  ^eeds  of  every  kind,  both  of  grain  of  every  kind, 
and  also  of  the  seeds  of  miit  of  every  kind. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  my  father  tarried  in 
the  wilderness,  he  spake  unto  us,  saying.  Behold,  I  have 
dreamed  a  dream ;  or,  in  other  words,  I  have  seen  a  vision. 

3.  And  behold,  because  of  the  thing  which  I  have  seen,  I 
have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  Lord  because  of  Nephi  and  also 
of  Sam ;  for  I  have  reason  to  suppose  that  they,  and  also 
many  of  their  seed,  will  be  saved. 

4.  But  behold,  Laman  and  LemueL  I  fear  exceedingly 
because  of  you ;  for  behold,  methought  I  saw  in  my  dream,  a 
dark  and  areajry  wilderness. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  a  man^  and  he  was 
dressed  in  a  white  robe  :  and  he  came  and  stood  before  me. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  spake  unto  me,  and  bade 
me  follow  him. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  I  followed  him,  I  beheld 
myself  that  I  was  in  a  dark  and  dreary  waste. 

8.  And  after  I  had  travelled  for  the  space  of  many  hours 
in  darkness,  I  began  to  pray  unto  the  Lord  that  he  would 
have  mercy  on  me,  according  to  the  multitude  of  his  tender 
mercies. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  I  had  prayed  unto  the  Lord, 
I  beheld  a  large  and  spacious  field. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  ^beheld  a  tree,  whose  fruit 
was  desirable  to  make  one  happy. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  go  forth,  and  partake 
of  the  fruit  thereof ;  and  I  beheld  that  it  was  most  sweet» 
above  all  that  I  ever  before  tasted.  Yea,  and  I  beheld  tJiat 
the  fruit  thereof  was  white,  to  exceed  ail  the  whiteness  that 
I  had  ever  seen. 

12.  And  as  I  partook  of  the  fruit  thereof,  it  filled  my  soul 
with  exceeding  great  joy ;  wherefore,  I  beean  to  be  desirous 
that  my  family  should  partake  of  it  also ;  lor  I  knew  that  it 
was  desirable  above  all  other  fruit. 

13.  And  as  I  cast  my  eyes  round  about,  that  perhaps  I 
might  discover  my  fanmy  also,  I  beheld  a  <^iver  of  water ; 
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and  it  ran  along,  and  it  was  near  the  tree  of  which  I  was 
partaking  the  fruit. 

14.  And  I  looked  to  behold  from  whence  it  came ;  and  I 
saw  the  head  thereof  a  little  way  oS:  and  at  the  head  there- 
ofy  I  beheld  your  mother  Sariah,  and  Sam,  and  Nephi ;  and 
they  stood  as  if  they  knew  not  whither  thev  should  go. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beckoned  unto  them ;  and 
I  also  did  say  unto  them  with  a  loud  voice.  That  thev  should 
come  unto  me,  and  partake  of  the  fruity  which  was  desirable 
above  all  other  fruit. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  come  unto  me,  and 
partake  of  the  fruit  also.  « 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  was  desirous  that  Laman 
and  Lemuel  should  come  and  partake  of  the  fruit  also ; 
wherefore,  I  cast  mine  eyes  towards  the  head  of  t^e  river, 
that  perhaps  I  might  see  them. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  th^m,  but  *they  would 
not  come  unto  me. 

19.  And  I  beheld  a  'rod  of  iron,  and  it  extended  alon^ 
the  bank  of  the  river,  and  led  to  the  tree  by  which  I  stood. 

20.  And  1  also  beheld  a  straight  and  narrow  path,  which 
came  along  by  the  rod  of  iron,  even  to  the  tree  by  which  I 
stood ;  and  it  also  led  by  the  head  of  the  fountain,  unto  a 
large  and  spacious  field,  as  if  it  had  been  a  world ; 

21.  And  I  saw  numberless  concourses  of  people ;  many  of 
whom  were  pressing  forward,  that  they  might  obtain  the 
path  which  led  unto  the  tree  bv  which  I  stood. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  come  forth,  and 
commence  in  the  path  wnich  led  to  the  tree. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  tiiere  arose  a  mist  of  dark- 
ness ;  yea,  even  an  exceeding  great  mist  of  darkness,  inso- 
much that  they  who  had  commenced  in  the  path,  did  lose 
their  way,  that  they  wandered  off  and  were  lost. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  others  pressing 
forward,  and  they  came  forth  and  caught  hold  of  the  end  at 
the  rod  of  iron ;  and  they  did  press  forward  through  the 
mist  of  darkness,  clinging  to  the  rod  of  iron,  even  until  they 
did  come  forth  and  partake  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree. 

25.  And  after  they  had  partaken  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree, 
they  did  cast  their  eyes  about  as  if  they  were  ashamed. 

26.  And  I  also  cast  my  eyes  round  about,  and  beheld,  on 
the  other  side  of  the  river  of  water,  -^a  great  and  spacious 
buildhig ;  and  it  stood  as  it  were  in  the  air,  high  above  the 
eapth  * 

27!  And  It  was  filled  with  people,  both  old  and  young, 
both  male  and  female ;  and  their  manner  of  dress  was  ex- 
ceeding fine :  and  they  were  in  the  attitude  of  mocking  and 
pointing  their  fingers  towards  those  who  had  come  at,  and 
were  partaking^the  fruit. 
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28.  And  after  thejr  .had  tested  of  the  fruit  they  were 
ashamed,  because  of  mose  tiiat  were  scoffing  at  them ;  and 
th^  fell  away  into  forbidden  paths  and  were  lost. 

2d,  And  now  I,  Nephi,  do  not«peak  all  ^e  words  of  my 
fother. 

dO.  But^  to  be  short  in  writing,  behold,  he  saw  other 
multitades  pressing  forward ;  and  they  came  and  caught 
hold  of  tbe  ^id  of  .the  frod  of  iron ;  and  they  did  press  their 
wajr  forward,  continually  holding  fast  to  the  rod  of  iron, 
until  they  came  forth  and  fell  down  and  partook  of  the  fruit 
of  the  tree. 

31.  And  he  also  saw  other  multitudes  feeling  their  way 
towards  that  great  and  spacious  building. 

92.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  many  were  Mrowned  in  the 
depths  of  the  fountain ;  and  many  were  lost  from  his  view, 
wandering  in  strange  roads. 

33.  And  great  was  the  multitude  that  did  enter  into 
that  %trange  Duildin^.  And  after  they  did  enter  into  that 
building,  they  did  pomt  the  finder  of  scorn  at  me, -and  those 
that  were  partaking  of  the  fruit  also;  but  we  heeded  them 
not. 

34.  These  are  the  words  of  my  father :  For  as  many  as 
heeded  them,  had  fallen  away. 

35.  And  •^aman  and  Lemuel  partook  not  of  the  fruit,  said 
my  father. 

96.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  m^^  father  had  spoken  all 
the  words  of  his  dream  or  vision,  which  were  many,  he  said 
nnto  us,  because  of  these  things  which  he  saw  in  a  vision,  he 
exceedingly  feared  for  T<ama.n  and  Lemuel;  yea,  he  feared 
lestilJiey  should  be  *cast  off  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord : 
.37.  And  he  did  exhort  them  then  with  all  the  feeling  of  a 
tender  parent,  that  they  would  hearken  to  his  words,  that, 
peiliaps  the  Lord  would  be  merciful  to  them,  and  not  cast 
them  off:  yea,  my  father  did  preach  unto  them. 

38.  And  after  he  had  preached  unto  them,  and  also 
pn^Jiesied  unto  them  of  many  things,  he  bade  them  to  keep 
the  cornmandm^ita  of  the  Lord ;  and  he  did  cease  speaking 
imtothem. 


CHAPTER  9. 

L  And  all  these  things  did  my  father  see,  and  hear,  and 
tneskk^  as  he  "dwelt  in  a  tent,  in  the  valley  of  Lemuel ;  and 
also  a  great  many  more  things,  which  cannot  be  written  upon 
these  plates. 

2.  And  now,  as  I  have  spoken  ^concerning  these  plates, 
behold  they  are  not  the  plates  upon  which  1  make  a  full 
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account  of  the  history  of  my  people ;  for  the  plates  upon 
which  I  make  a  full  account  of  my  people,  I  have  given  the 
name  of  Nephi;  wherefore  thev  are  called  the  plates  of 
Nephi,  after  mine  own  name ;  ana  these  plates  also  are  called 
the  plates  of  Nephi. 

3.  Nevertheless,  I  have  received  a' commandment  of  the 
Lord,  that  I  should  make  these  plates,  for  the  special  pur- 
pose that  there  should  be  an  account  engraven  of  the 
ministry  of  my  people.  ] 

4.  Upon  the  otner  plates  should  be  engraven  an  account 
of  the  reign  of  the  kings,  and  the  wars  and  contentions  of 
my  people ;  wherefore  these  plates  are  for  the  more  part  of 
the  ministrv ;  and  the  other  plates  are  for  the  more  part  of 
the  reign  of  the  kings,  and  the  wars  and  contentions  of  my 
people. 

5.  Wherefore,  the  Lord  hath  commanded  me  to  make 
these  plates  for  a  ''wise  purpose  in  him ;  which  purpose  I 
know  not. 

6.  But  the  Lord  knoweth  all  things  from  the  be^ 
wherefore,  he  prepareth  a  way  to  accomplish  all  his  worL_ 
among  the  children  of  men ;  for  behold,  ne  hath  all  power 
unto  the  fulfilling  of  all  his  words.    And  thus  it  is.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  10. 

1.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  proceed  to  give  an  account  upon 
these  plates,  of  my  proceedm^,  and  my  reign  and  minis^T- ; 
wherefore,  to  proceed  with  mine  account,  I  must  speak  some- 
what of  the  tmngs  of  my  father,  and  also  of  my  brethren. 

'  2.  For  behol^  it  came  to  pass  after  my  famer  had  made 
an  end  of  speaking  the  words  of  his  dream,  and  also  of 
exhorting  them 'to  all  diligence,  he  si>ake  unto  them  con- 
cerning the  Jews, 

3.  That  after  they  should  be  destroyed,  even  that  great 
city  Jerusalem,  and  many  be  carried  away  captive  into  Babv- 
lon,  accor(Ung  to  the  own  due  time  of  the  Lord,  they  should 
retum  again ;  yea,  even  be  brought  back  out  of  captivity ; 
and  after  they  should  be  ^brought  back  out  of  captivify, 
they  should  possess  aj^ain  the  land  of  their  inheritance. 

4.  Yea,  even  ^six  hundred  years  from  the  time  that  my 
father  left  Jerusalem,  a  <^rophet  would  the  Lord  God  raise 
up  among  the  Jews ;  even  a  Messiah ;  or,  in  other  words,  a 
Saviour  of  the  world. 

5.  And  he  also  spake  concerning  the  prophets,  how  ''great 
a  number  had  testified  of  these  things,  concerning  this 
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Messiah,  of  whom  he  had  spoken,  or  this  Bedeemer  of  the 
world. 

6.  Wherefore  all  mankind  were  in  a  'lost  and  in  a  fallen 
state,  and  ever  would  be,  save  they  should  rely  on  this 
Bedeemer. 

7.  And  he  spake  also  concerning  a  -^prophet  who  should 
come  before  the  messiah,  to  prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord : 

8.  Yea,  even  he  should  go  forth  and  cry  in  the  wilder- 
ness. Prepare  je  the  way  of  the  Lord,  and  make  his  patlis 
strad^t ;  for  there  standeth  one  among  you  whom  ye  know 
not ;  and  he  is  mightier  than  L  whose  shoe's  latchet  I  am  not 
worthjr  to  unloose.  And  much  spake  my  father  concerning 
this  thing. 

0.  And  my  father  said  he  should  baptize  in  Bethabary, 
beyond  Jordan;  and  he  also  said  he  snould  bai)tize  with 
water ;  even  that  he  should  baptize  the  Messiah  with  water, 

10.  And  after  he  had  baptized  the  Messiah  with  wat^, 
he  should  behold  and  bear  record,  that  he  had  baptized  the 
Lamb  of  God,  who  should  take  away  the  sins  of  the  world. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  my  father  had  spoken  these 
words,  he  spake  unto  my  brethren  concerning  the  gospel 
which  should  be  preached  among  the  Jews;  and  also  con- 
cerning the  'dwindling  of  the  Jews  in  unbelief.  And  after 
they  had  slain  the  Messiah,  who  should  come,  and  after  he 
had.  been  slain,  he  should  rise  from  the  dead,  and  ^ould 
make  himself  manifest,  by  the  Holv  Ghost,  unto  the  Gr^itiles. 

12.  Tea,  even  my  father  spake  much  concerning  the 
Gentiles,  and  also  concerning  the  house  of  Israel,  that  they 
should  be  compared  like  unto  an  ^live  tree,  whose  branches 
should  be  broken  off,  and  should  be  scattered  upon  all  the 
face  of  the  earth. 

13.  Wherefore,  he  said  it  must  needs  be  that  we  should 
be  led  with  one  accord  into  the  'land  of  promise  unto  the 
fulfilling  of  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we  should  be  scattered 
upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth. 

14.  And  after  the  house  of  Israel  should  be  scattered, 
they  should  be  gathered  together  again ;  or,  in  fine,  after -^the 
Gentiles  had  received  the  lulness  of  the  Gospel,  the  natural 
branches  of  the  olive  tree,  or  the  remnants  of  the  house  of 
Israel,  should  be  grafted  in,  or  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
true  Messiah,  their  Lord  and  their  Redeemer. 

15.  And  after  this  manner  of  language  did  my  father 
prophesy  and  speak  unto  my  brethren ;  and  also  many  more 
thills,  which  I  do  not  write  in  this  book ;  for  I  have  *  written 
as  many  of  them  as  were  expedient  for  me  in  mine  other  book. 

16.  And  all  these  things  of  which  I  have  spoken,  were 
done  as  my  father  'dwelt  in  a  tent,  in  the  valley  of  LemueL 
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17.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  I,  Nephi,  having  heard  all 
the  words  of  my  father,  concerning  the  things  which  he 
saw  in  a  vision:  and  also  the  things  which  he  spake  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  which  power  he  received  by  faith. 
on  the  Son  of  Grod ;  and  the  Son  of  Grod  was  the  Messiah 
who  should  come ;  I.  Nephi,  was  desirous  also,  that  I  might 
see,  and  hear,  and  know  of  these  things,  by  the  power  o£ 
the  Holy  Ghost,  which  is  the  *'*gift  of  Grod  unto  all  tnose  who 
diligently  seek  him,  as  well  in  times  of  old  as  in  the  time 
that  he  should  manifest  himself  unto  the  children  of  men ; 

18.  For  he  is  the  same  yesterday,  to-day,  and  for  ever; 
and  the  way  is  prepared  for  all  men  from  the  foimdation  of 
the  world,  if  it  so  be  that  they  repent  and  come  unto 
him; 

19.  For  he  that  diligentlv  seeketh  shall  find ;  and  the 
mysteries  of  Grod  shall  be  unfolded  unto  them,  by  the  i>ower 
of  the  Holv  Ghost,  as  well  in  these  times  as  in  times  of  old, 
and  as  well  in  times  of  old  as  in  times  to  come ;  wherefore 
the  course  of  the  Lord  is  one  eternal  round. 

20.  Therefore  remember,  O  man,  for  all  thy  doings,  thou 
shalt  be  brought  into  judgment. 

21.  Wherefore  if  ye  have  sought  to  do  wickedly  in  the 
days  of  your  probation,  then  ye  are  found  unclean  before  the 
juogment-seat  of  Grod ;  and  no  miclean  thing  can  dwell  wiUi 
Goa;  wherefore  ye  must  be  cast  off  for  ever. 

2Z,  And  the  Holy  Ghost  giveth  authority  that  I  should 
speak  these  things,  and  deny  them  not. 


CHAPTER  11. 

1.  For  it  came  to  pass  after  I  had  desired  to  know  the 
things  that  my  father  nad  seen,  and  believing  that  the  Lord 
was  able  to  make  them  known  unto  me,  as  I  sat  pondering 
in  mine  heart,  I  was  caught  away  in  l^e  Spirit  of  the 
Lord,  yea,  into  an  exceeding  high  moimtain.  which  I  never 
had  Def ore  seen,  and  upon  which  I  never  had  before  set  my 
foot. 

2.  And  the  Spirit  said  unto  me.  Behold,  what  desirest 
thou? 

3.  And  I  said,  I  desite  to  behold  the  things  which  mj 
father  saw. 

4.  And  the  Spirit  said  unto  me,  Believest  thou  that  thy 
father  saw  the  <*tree  of  which  he  hath  spoken? 

5.  And  I  said.  Yea,  thou  knowest  that  I  believe  aU  the 
Words  of  my  father. 

6.  And  when  I  had  spoken  these  words,  the  Spirit  cried 
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with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Hosanna  to  the  Lord,  the  most 
high  Grod ;  for  he  is  God  over  all  the  earth,  yea,  even  above 
all:  and  blessed  art  thou^Nephi,  because  thou  believest  in 
the  Son  of  the  most  high  God ;  wherefore  thou  shalt  |>diold 
the  things  which  thou  nast  desired.  ' 

7.  And  behold  this  thing  shall  be  given  unto  thee  for  a 
sign,  that  after  thou  hast  oeheld  the  tree  which  bore  the 
fruit  which  thy  father  tasted,  thou  shalt  also  behold  a  man 
descending  out  of  heaven,  and  him  shall  ye  witness ;  and 
after  ye  have  witnessed  him,  ye  shall  bear  record  1±Lat  it  is 
the  Son  of  Grod. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Spirit  said  unto  me, 
Look !  and  I  looked  and  oeheld  a  tree ;  and  it  was  like  unto 
the  tree  which  my  father  had  seen ;  and  the  beauty  lliereof 
was  far  beyond^  yea,  exceeding  of  all  beauty ;  and  the  white- 
ness thereof  did  exceed  the  whiteness  of  the  driven  snow. 

0.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  I  had  seen  the  tree,  I  said 
unto  the  Spirit,  I  behold  thou  hast  shewn  unto  me  the  tree 
which  is  precious  above  all. 

10.  And  he  said  unto  me^  What  desirest  thou  ? 

11.  And  I  said  unto  him,  to  know  the  interpretation 
thereof ;  for  I  spake  unto  him  as  a  man  speakeUi ;  for  I  be- 
held that  he  was  in  the  ^form  of  a  man ;  yet  nevertheless,  I 
knew  that  it  was  the  Spirit  of  the  Loid ;  and  he  si>ake  unto 
me  as  a  man  speaketh  with  another. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  said  unto  me,  Look!  and 
I  looked  as  if  to  look  upon  him,  and  I  saw  him  not ;  for  he 
had  gone  from  before  my  presence. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  looked  and  beheld  the 
great  city  of  Jerusalem,  and  also  other  cities.  And  I  beheld 
the  city  of  Nazareth ;  and  in  the  city  of  ^Nazareth  I  beheld  a 
Tizgin,  and  she  was  exceedinglv  fair  and  white. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  the  heavens  open : 
and  an  angel  came  down  and  stood  before  me ;  and  he  said 
imto  me.  Nephi,  what  beholdest  thout 

16.  And  I  said  unto  him,  a  virgin,  most  beautiful  and 
fair  above  all  other  virgins. 

16.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Knowest  thou  the  condescension 
of  God? 

17.  And  I  said  unto  him,  I  know  that  he  loveth  his 
children ;  nevertheless,  I  do  not  know  the  meaning  of  aU 
things. 

78.  And  he  said  unto  me.  Behold  the  virgin  whom  thou 
aeest,  is  the  ''mother  of  the  Son  of  God,  after  the  manner  df 
the  flesh. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  that  she  was 
carried  away  in  the  Spirit ;  and  after  she  had  been  carried 
away  in  the  Spirit  for  the  space  of  a  time,  the  angel  spake 
onto  me,  saying.  Look  1 
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20.  And  I  looked  and  beheld  the  virgin  again,  bearing  a 
child  in  her  arms. 

21.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me,  Behold  the  Lamb  of 
Grod,  yea,  even  the  Son  of  the  Eternal  Father  I  Knowest 
thou  the  meaning  of  the  tree  which  thy  father  saw  ? 

22.  And  I  answered  him  saying,  Y  ea,  it  is  the  *love  of 
God,  which  sheddeth  itself  abroad  in  the  hearts  of  the 
children  of  men ;  wherefore,  it  is  the  most  desirable  above  all 
things. 

zs.  And  he  spake  unto  me  saying,  Tea,  and  the  most 
joyous  to  the  soul. 

24.  And  after  he  had  said  these  words,  he  said  unto  me. 
Look !  and  I  looked,  and  I  beheld  the  Son  of  Grod  going  forth 
among  the  children  of  men ;  and  I  saw  many  fall  down  at 
his  feet  and  worship  him. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  that  the  -^d  of  iron 
which  my  father  had  seen,  was  the  word  of  God,  which  led 
to  the  fountain  of  living  waters,  or  to  the  tree  of  life  ;  which 
waters  are  a  representation  of  the  love  of  Grod ;  and  I  also 
beheld  that  the  tree  of  life  was  a  representation  of  the  love 
of  God. 

26.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me  again,  Look  and  behold 
the  condescension  of  Grod  1 

27.  And  I  looked  and  beheld  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world,  of  whom  mv  father  had  spoken ;  and  I  also  beheld 
the  prophet,  who  should  prepare  the  way  before  him.  And 
the  Lamb  of  Grod  went  forth  and  was  baptized  of  him ;  and 
after  he  was  baptized,  I  beheld  the  heavens  open,  and  the 
Holv  Ghost  come  down  out  of  heaven  and  abode  upon  him 
in  the  form  of  a  dove. 

28.  And  I  beheld  that  he  went  forth  ministering  unto  the 
people,  in  power  and  great  glory ;  and  the  multitudes  were 
gatnered  together  to  hear  him ;  and  I  beheld  that  they  cast 
him  out  from  among  them. 

29.  And  I  also  beheld  Hwelve  others  following  him. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  carried  away  in  the 
Spirit,  from  before  my  face,  and  I  saw  them  not. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  spake  unto  me 
again,  saying,  Look  I  And  I  looked,  and  I  beheld  the  heavens 
open  again,  and  I  saw  angels  descending  upon  the  children 
of  men ;  and  they  did  minister  unto  them. 

31.  And  he  spake  unto  me  again,  saying.  Look  !  And  I 
looked,  and  I  beheld  the  Lamb  of  God  going  forth  among 
the  children  of  men.  And  I  beheld  multitudes  of  i>eople 
who  were  sick,  and  who  were  afflicted  with  all  manner  of 
diseases,  and  with  devils,  and  unclean  spirits ;  and  the 
angel  spake  and  showed  all  these  things  imto  me.    And  they 
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were  healed  by  the  power  of  the  Lamb  of  God ;  and  the  devils 
and  the  unclean  spirits  were  cast  out. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  spake  unto  me 
again,  saying,  Look  1  And  I  looked  and  beheld  the  Lamb  of 
God,  that  he  was  taken  by  the  people ;  yea,  the  Son  of  the 
everiasting  God  was  judged  of  the  world ;  and  I  saw  and 
bear  record.

34.  And  after  he  was  slain  I  saw  the  multitudes  of  the 
earth,  that  they  were  gathered  together  to  fight  against  the 
aposlies  of  the  Lamb ;  for  thus  were  the  twelve  called  by  the 
angel  of  the  Lord. 

35.  And  the  multitude  of  the  earth  was  j^thered  to- 

f  ether ;  and  I  beheld  that  they  were  in  a  large  and  spacious 
uildin^,  like  unto  the  *building  which  my  father  saw  I  And 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  me  aRain,  saying^  Behold 
the  world  and  the  wisdom  thereof ;  yea,  oehold  the  nouse  of 
Israel  hath  gathered  together,  to  nght  against  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  Lamb. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  and  bear  record,  that 
the  great  and  spacious  building  was  the  pride  of  the  world : 
and  it  fell ;  and  the  fall  thereof  was  exceeding  great.  And 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  me  again,  saying,  Thus 
shall  be  the  destruction  of  all  nations,  kindreds,  tongues, 
and  people,  that  shall  fight  against  the  twelve  apostles  of 
theX^umb.

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  said  unto  me. 
Look,  and  behold  thy  seed,  and  also  the  seed  of  thy 
brethren  I  And  I  looked  and  beheld  the  land  of  promise ;

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  multitudes  gathered 
together  to  battle,  one  against  the  other ;  and  I  beheld  wars, 
and  rumours  of  wars,  and  great  slaughters  with  the  sword 
among  my  people. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  many  generations 
pass  away,  after  the  manner  of  wars  and  contentions  in  the 
land ;  and  I  beheld  many  cities,  yea,  even  that  I  did  not 
number  them. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  a  mist  of  Markness  on 
the  face  of  the  land  of  promise ;  and  I  saw  lightnings,  and  I 
heard  thunderings,  and  earthquakes,  and  all  manner  of 
tumultuous  noises ;  and  I  saw  tne  earth  and  the  rocks  that 
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20.  And  I  looked  and  beheld  the  virgin  again,  bearing  a 
child  in  her  arms. 

21.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me,  Behold  the  Lamb  of 
Grod,  yea,  even  the  Son  of  the  Eternal  Father  I  Knowest 
thou  the  meaning  of  the  tree  which  thyfather  saw  ? 

22.  And  I  answered  him  saying,  x  ea,  it  is  the  'love  of 
God,  which  sheddeth  itself  abroad  in  the  hearts  of  the 
children  of  men ;  wherefore,  it  is  the  most  desirable  above  all 
things. 

.^.  And  he  spake  unto  me  saying,  Yea,  and  the  most 
joyous  to  the  soul. 

24.  And  after  he  had  said  these  words,  he  said  unto  me. 
Look  I  and  I  looked,  and  I  beheld  the  Son  of  Grod  going  forth 
among  the  children  of  men ;  and  I  saw  many  fall  down  at 
his  feet  and  worship  him. 

25.  Ajid  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  that  the  -^rod  of  iron 
which  my  ibther  had  seen,  was  the  word  of  God,  which  led 
to  the  fountain  of  living  waters,  or  to  the  tree  of  life ;  which, 
waters  are  a  representation  of  the  love  of  Grod ;  and  I  also 
beheld  tibat  the  tree  of  life  was  a  representation  of  the  love 
of  God. 

26.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me  again,  Look  and  behold 
the  condescension  of  Grod  ! 

27.  And  I  looked  and  beheld  the  Redeemer  of  the 
world,  of  whom  mv  father  had  spoken ;  and  I  also  beheld 
the  prophet,  who  should  prepare  the  way  before  him.  And 
the  Lamb  of  Grod  went  forth  and  was  baptized  of  him ;  and 
after  he  was  baptized,  I  beheld  the  heavens  open,  and  the 
Holv  Ghost  come  down  out  of  heaven  and  abode  upon  him 
in  tne  form  of  a  dove. 

28.  And  1  beheld  that  he  went  forth  ministering  unto  the 
people,  in  power  and  great  glory ;  and  the  multitudes  were 

Sbthered  together  to  hear  him  ;  and  I  beheld  that  they  cast 
m  out  from  among  them. 

29.  And  I  also  beheld  Hwelve  others  following  him. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  carried  away  in  the 
Spirit,  from  before  my  face,  and  I  saw  them  not. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  spake  unto  me 
again,  saving,  Look  1  And  I  looked,  and  I  beheld  the  heavens 
open  again,  and  I  saw  angels  descending  upon  the  children, 
of  men ;  and  they  did  minister  unto  them. 

31.  And  he  spake  unto  me  again,  saying.  Look !  And  I 
looked,  and  I  beheld  the  Lamb  of  God  going  forth  among 
the  children  of  men.  And  I  beheld  multitudes  of  people 
who  were  sick,  and  who  were  afflicted  with  all  manner  of 
diseases,  and  with  devils,  and  unclean  spirits ;  and  the 
angel  spake  and  showed  all  these  things  unto  me.    And  they 
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were  healed  by  the  power  of  the  Lamb  of  God ;  and  the  devils 
and  the  unclean  spirits  were  cast  out.

34.  And  after  he  was  slain  I  saw  the  multitudes  of  the 
earth,  that  they  were  gathered  together  to  fight  against  the 
apostles  of  the  Lamb ;  for  thus  were  the  twelve  called  by  the 
angel  of  the  Lord. 

35.  And  the  multitude  of  the  earth  was  ^thered  to- 

f  ether ;  and  I  beheld  that  they  were  in  a  large  and  spacious 
oilding,  like  unto  the  ^building  which  my  father  saw  I  And 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  me  again,  saying  Behold 
the  world  and  the  wisdom  thereof ;  yea,  oehold  the  nouse  of 
Israel  hath  gathered  together,  to  njg^t  against  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  Lamb. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  and  bear  record,  that 
the  great  and  spacious  ouilding  was  the  pride  of  the  world : 
and  it  fell ;  ana  the  fall  thereof  was  exceeding  great.  And 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  spake  unto  me  again,  saying.  Thus 
shall  be  the  destruction  of  all  nations,  kindreds,  tongues, 
and  people,  that  shall  fight  against  the  twelve  apostles  of 
the  Lamb.

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  said  unto  me, 
Lool^  and  behold  thj  seed,  and  also  the  seed  of  thy 
brethren  I  And  I  looked  and  beheld  the  land  of  promise ;

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  multitudes  gathered 
together  to  battle,  one  against  the  other ;  and  I  beheld  wars, 
and  rumours  of  wars,  and  great  slaughters  with  the  sword 
among  my  people. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  many  generations 
pass  away,  after  the  manner  of  wars  and  contenuons  in  the 
land;  and  I  beheld  many  cities,  yea,  even  that  I  did  not 
number  them. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  a  mist  of  Markness  on 
the  face  of  the  land  of  promise ;  and  I  saw  lightnings,  and  I 
heard  thunderings,  and  earthquakes,  and  all  manner  of 
tumtdtuous  noises ;  and  I  saw  tne  earth  and  the  rocks  that 
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they  rent ;  and  I  saw  mountains  tumbling  into  nieces ;  and  I 
saw  the  plains  of  the  earth,  that  they  were  broken  up ;  and 
I  saw  many  cities,  that  they  were  sunk ;  and  I  saw  many 
that  they  were  burned  with  fire ;  and  I  saw  many  that  dia 
tumble  U)  the  earth,  because  of  the  quaking  thereof. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  I  saw  these  things,  I  saw  the 
vapour  of  darkness,  tnat  it  passed  from  off  the  face  of  the 
earth;  and  behold,  I  saw  multitudes  who  had  fallen, 
because  of  the  great  and  terrible  judgments  of  the  Lord. 

6.  And  I  saw  the  heavens  open,  and  the  Lamb  of 
God  Mescending  out  of  heaven ;  and  he  came  down  and 
shewed  himself  unto  them. 

7.  And  I  also  saw  and  bear  record,  that  the  Holy  Grhost 
fell  upon  ^twelve  others ;  and  they  were  ordained  of  God, 
and  chosen. 

8.  And  the  angel  spake  imto  me,  saying.  Behold  the 
twelve  disciples  of  the  Lamb,  who  are  chosen  to  minister 
unto  liiy  seed. 

0.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Thou  rememberest  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  Lamb?  Behold  they  are  they  who  shall 
judge  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel;  wherefore,  the  twelve 
ministers  of  thy  seed  shall  be  judged  of  them ;  for  ye  are  of 
the  house  of  Israel. 

10.  And  these  twelve  ministers  whom  thou  beh(ddest, 
shall  judge  thy  seed.  And,  behold  they  are  righteous  for 
ever ;  for  because  of  their  faith  in  the  Lamb  ot  Grod,  their 
garments  are  made  white  in  his  blood. 

11.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me.  Look  I  And  I  looked, 
and  beheld  'three  generations  pass  away  in  righteousness  ; 
and  their  garments  were  white,  even  like  unto  the  Lamb  of 
God.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me,  These  are  made  white 
in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  because  of  their  faith  in  him. 

12.  And  I,  Nephi,  also  saw  many  of  the  fourth  genera- 
tion, who  passed  away  in  righteousness. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  I  saw  the  multitudes  of 
the  earth  gathered  toffetner. 

14.  And  the  aneel  said  unto  me.  Behold  thy  seed,  and 
also  the  seed  of  thy  brethren. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  looked  and  beheld 
the  •people  of  my  seed  gathered  together  in  multitudes 
against  the  seed  of  my  brethren;  and  they  were  gathered 
together  to  battle. 

16.  And  the  angel  spake  unto  me,  saying.  Behold 
the  fountain  of  filthy  water  which  thy  father  saw;  yea, 
even-^the  river  of  which  he  spake ;  and  the  depths  thereof:  are 
the  depths  of  hell ; 
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17.  And  the  mistB  of  darkness  are  the  temptations  of  the 
deTil,  which  blindeth  the  eyes,  and  hardeneth  the  hearts  of 
the  children  of  men,  and  leadeth  them  away  into  broad 
roads,  that  they  perish,  and  are  lost ; 

18.  And  the  large  and  spacious  building  which  thy  father 
saw,  is  vain  imaginations  and  the  pride  of  the  children  of 
men.  And  a  great  and  a  terrible  gulf  divideth  them ;  yea» 
even  the  word  of  the  justice  of  the  eternal  God,  and  the 
Messiah  who  is  the  Lamb  of  Grod,  of  whom  the  Holy  Ghost 
beareth  record,  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  until  this 
thne,  and  from  this  time  henceform  and  for  ever. 

19.  And  while  the  angel  sjutke  these  words,  I  beheld  and 
saw  that,  the  seed  of  my  brethren  did  contend  against  my 
seed,  according  to  the  word  of  the  angel :  and  because  of  the 
pride  of  my  seed,  and  the  temptations  of  the  devil,  I  beheld 
that  the  seed  of  my  brethren  did  overpower  the  people  of  my 
seed. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  and  saw  the  people 
of  the  seed  of  my  brethren,  that  they  had  overcome  my 
seed ;  and  they  went  forth  in  multitudes  upon  the  fiEice  of  the 
land. 

21.  And  I  saw  them  gathered  together  in  multitudes ; 
and  1  saw  wars  and  rumours  of  wars  among  them ;  and  in 
wars  and  rumours  of  wars,  I  saw  'many  generations  pass 
away. 

22.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me,  Behold  these  shall 
dwindle  in  unbelief. 

23.  And  it  came,  to  pass  that  1  beheld  after  they  had 
dwindled  in  unbelief,  they  became  a  *dark,  and  loathsome, 
and  a  filthy  people,  full  of  idleness  ana  all  manner  of 
abominations. 


CHAPTER  13. 

1.  And  it  came  to  imiss  that  the  angel  spake  unto  me. 
sayixig.  Look  1  And  I  looked  and  behelamany  nations  and 
kingdoms. 

2.  And  the  ansel  said  unto  me.  What  beholdest  thou? 
And  I  said,  I  behold  many  nations  and  kingdoms. 

3.  And  he  said  unto  me.  These  are  the  nations  and  king- 
doms of  the  Grentiles. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  among  the  nations  of 
the  Gentiles  the  foundation  of  a  <>great  church. 

5.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me,  Behold  the  foundation  of 
a  church,  which  is  most  abominable  above  all  other  churches, 
which  ^slayeth  the  saints  of  God,  yea,  and  tortureth  them 
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and  bindeth  them  down,  and  yoketh  them  with  a  yoke  of 
iron,  and  bringeth  them  down  mto  captiyity. 

a  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  this  great  and 
abominable  (^urch ;  and  I  ''saw  the  devil  that  he  was  the 
foundation  of  it. 

7.  And  1  also  'saw  ^Id,  and  silver,  and  silks,  and 
scarlets,  and  fine-twined  linen,  and  all  manner  of  precious 
clothing ;  and  I  saw  many  harlots. 

8.  And  the  angel  spake  unto  me,  saying.  Behold  the  gold» 
and  the  silver,  and  the  silks,  and  tne  scarlets,  and  the  fine- 
twined  linen,  and  the  precious  clothin^^  and  the  harlots, 
are  the  desires  of  this  great  and  abominable  church : 

9.  And  also  for  the  praise  of  the  world,  do  they  destroy 
the  saints  of  Grod,  and  bring  them  down  into  captivity. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  looked  and  beheld  'many 
waters;  and  they  divided  the  Gentiles  from  the  seed  of  my 
brethren. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  said  unto  me» 
Behold  the  wrath  of  Grod  is  upon  the  seed  of  thy  brethren. 

12.  And  I  looked  and  beheld  a  •^man  among  the  Gentiles 
who  was  separated  from  the  seed  of  my  brethren  by  tiie 
many  waters ;  and  I  beheld  the  Spirit  of  Grod,  that  it  came 
down  and  wrought  upon  tlie  man ;  and  he  went  forth  upon 
the  many  waters,  even  unto  the  seed  of  my  brethren,  who 
were  in  the  promised  land. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  the  Spirit  of  Grod, 
that  it  wrought  upon  'other  Grentiles ;  and  they  went  forth 
out  of  captivity,  ui>on  the  many  waters. 

14.  Ajid  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  many  multitudes 
of  the  Gentiles  upon  the  land  of  promise ;  and  I  beheld  the 
wrath  of  Grod,  that  it  was  upon  the  *seed  of  my  brethren  ; 
and  they  were  scattered  before  the  Gentiles,  and  were 
smitten. 

15.  And  I  beheld  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  that  it  was  iipon 
the  Gentiles ;  that  they  did  prosper,  and  obtain  the  land  for 
their  inheritance ;  and  I  beheld  that  they  were  white,  and 
exceeding  fair  and  beautiful,  like  unto  my  'people  before 
they  were  slain. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  beheld  that  the 
Grentiles  who  had  sone  forth  out  of  captivity,  did  humble 
themselves  before  the  Lord ;  and  the  power  of  the  Lord  was 
with  them ; 

17.  And  I  beheld  that  their  Mother  Grentiles  were 
gathered  together  upon  the  waters,  and  upon  the  lemd  also^ 
to  battle  against  them ; 

18.  And  I  beheld  that  the  power  of  God  was  with  them, 
and  also  that  the  wrath  of  Grod  was  upon  all  those  that  were 
gathered  together  against  them  to  battle. 
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19.  And  I,  Nephi,  beheld  that  the  *6entUe8  that  had 
gone  out  of  capti-vitY,  were  delivered  by  the  power  of  God 
ont  of  the  hands  of  ail  other  nations. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  L  Nephi,  beheld  that  they 
did  prosper  in  the  land ;  and  I  beheld  a  nx>ok,  and  it  waa 
earned  lorth  among  them. 

21.  And  the  ansel  said  unto  me,  Knowest  thou  the 
meaning  of  the  book? 

22.  And  I  said  unto  him,  I  know  not. 

23.  And  he  said,  Behold  it  proceedeth  out  of  the 
mout^  of  a  Jew :  and  L  Nephi,  beheld  it ;  and  he  said 
unto  me.  The  book  that  thou  oeholdest,  is  a  record  of  tiie 
Jews,  widch  contains  the  covenants  of  the  Lord  which  he 
bath  made  unto  the  house  of  Israel ;  and  it  also  containeth 
many  of  the  prophecies  of  the  holj^  prophets ;  and  it  is  a 
record  like  unto  the  engravings  which  are  upon  the  "^plates 
of  brass,  save  there  are  not  so  many :  nevertheless,  they 
contain  the  covenants  of  the  Lord,  which  he  hath  made  unto 
the  house  of  Israel ;  wherefore,  they  are  of  great  worth  unto 
the  Grentiles. 

24.  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Thou  hast 
beheld  that  the  book  proceeded  forth  from  the  mouth  of  a 
Jew;  and  when  it  proceeded  forth  from  the  mouth  of  a 
Jew,  it  contained  the  plainness  of  the  gospel  of  the  Lord,  of 
whom  the  twelve  apostles  bear  record ;  and  they  bear  record 
according  to  the  truth  which  is  in  the  Lamb  of  Grod ; 

25.  Wherefore,  these  things  go  forth  from  the  Jews  in 
ity,  unto  the  Gentiles,  according  to  the  truth  which  is  in 


26.  And  after  they  go  forth  by  the  hand  of  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  Lamb,  from  the  Jews  unto  the  Gentiles,  thou 
seest  the  foundation  of  a  great  and  abominable  church, 
which  is  most  abominable  above  all  other  churches;  for 
b^old,  they  have  **taken  away  from  the  gospel  of  the 
I^unb,  many  parts  which  are  plain  and  most  precious; 
and  also  many  covenants  of  the  Lord  have  they  taken 
away; 

27.  And  all  this  have  they  done,  that  they  might  pervert 
the  right  ways  of  the  Lord ;  that  they  might  blind  the  eyes 
and  harden  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men ; 

28.  Wherefore,  thou  seest  that  after  the  book  hath  gone 
forth  through  the  hands  of  the  great  and  abominable  church, 
that  there  are  many  plain  and  precious  things  taken  away 
from  the  book,  which  is  the  book  of  the  Lamb  of  God  ; 

29.  And  after  these  plain  and  precious  things  were  taken 
away,  it  goeth  forth  unto  all  the  nations  of  the  Gentiles ; 
and  aiter  it  goeth  forth  unto  all  the  nations  of  the  Gentiles, 
yea,  even  across  the  many  waters  which  thou  hast  seen  with 
the  Gentiles  which  have  gone  forth  out  of  captivity;  thou 
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seest  because  of  the  many  plain  and  precious  things  which 
have  been  taken  out  of  the  book,  which  were  plain  unto  the 
understanding  of  the  children  of  men,  according  to  the 
plainness  which  is  in  the  Lamb  of  Gk>d ;  because  of  these 
uiings  which  are  taken  awav  out  of  the  gospel  of  the  Lamb, 
an  exceeding  great  many  do  stumble,  yea,  insomuch  that 
satan  hath  great  power  over  them ; 

30.  Nevertheless  thou  behc^dest  that  the  Krentiles  who 
have  gone  forth  out  of  captivity,  and  have  been  lifted  up  by 
the  power  of  Grod  above  all  other  nations  upon  the  face  of 
the  land,  which  is  choice  above  all  other  lands,  which  is  the 
land  that  the  Lord  Grod  hath  covenanted  with  thy  father, 
that  his  seed  should  have  for  the  land  of  their  inheritance, 
^wherefore  thou  seest  that  the  Lord  Grod  will  not  suffer  that 
the  Gentiles  will  utterly  destroy  the  ^mixture  of  thy  seed, 
which  are  among  thy  brethren ; 

31.  Neither  will  he  suffer  that  the  Gentiles  shall  destroy 
the  'seed  of  thy  brethren ; 

32.  Neither  will  the  Lord  Grod  suffer  that  the  Gentiles 
shall  for  ever  remain  in  that  awful  state  of  blindness,  whidti 
thou  beholdest  they  are  in,  because  of  the  plain  and  most 
precious  parts  of  the  gospel  of  the  Lamb  wnich  have  been 
kept  back  by  that  abominable  church,  whose  formation  thou 
hast  seen. 

33.  Wherefore,  saith  the  Lamb  of  God,  I  will  be  merciful 
unto  the  Grentiles,  unto  the  visiting  of  the  remnant  of  the 
House  of  Israel  in  great  judgment. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
spake  imto  me,  saying.  Behold,  saith  the  Lamb  of  God,  after 
I  have  visited  the  remnant  of  the  house  of  Israel,  and  this 
remnant  of  whom  I  speat^  is  the  seed  of  thy  father; 
wherefore,  after  I  have  visited  them  in  judgment,  and 
smitten  them  by  the  hand  of  the  Gentiles;  and  after  the 
Gentiles  do  stumble  exceedingly,  because  of  the  most  plain 
and  precious  parts  of  the  gospel  of  the  Lamb,  which  have 
been  Kept  back  by  that  abominable  church,  which  is  the 
mother  of  harlots,  saith  the  Lamb ;  I  will  be  merciful  unto 
the  Gentiles  in  that  day,  insomuch  that  I  will  bring 
forth    unto    them    in  mme  own  power,    much    of    my 

Sspel,   which    shall    be   plain    and    precious,   saith   the 
tmb; 

35.  For  behold,  saith  the  Lamb,  I  will  manifest  myself 
unto  thy  seed,  that  they  shall  write  many  things  which  I 
shall  minister  unto  them,  which  shall  be  plain  and  precious ; 
and  after  thy  seed  shall  be  destroyed,  and  dwindle  in 
unbeliel  and  also  the  seed  of  thy  brethrai :  behold,  these 
things  snail  be  'hid  up.  to  come  forth  unto  tne  G^itUes,  by 
the  gift  and  power  ol  the  Lamb ; 
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96.  And  in  them  shall  be  written  my  ^;ospel,  saith  the 
Lamb,  and  my  rock  and  my  salvati^; 

37.  And  blessed  are  Hhey  who  shall  ^sei^  td  bring  forth 
my  Zion  at  that  day,  for  they  ^mll  ha^e  the  gift  and  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost :  and  if  ihey -Endure  luito  thie  etid^ 
they  shall  be  lifted  up  at  the  last  day,  and  shall  be -saved  in 
the  everlasting  kln^om  of  the  Lamb:  and  whoso  shall 
publish  x>eace,  yea,  tidings  of  great  joy,  now  beautiful  upon 
the  mountains  shall  they  be. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  the  remnant  of 
the  seed  of  my  brethren,  and  also  the  **book  of  the  Lamb  of 
God,  which  had  proceeded  forth  from  the  mouth  of  the  Jew, 
that  it  came  forth  from  the  Grentiles,  unto  the  remnant  of 
the  seed  of  my  brethren, 

30.  And  after  it  had  come  forth  untb  them,  1  b^eld 
other  'books,  which  came  forth  by  the  power  of  the  Lamb, 
from  the  Gentiles  unto  them,  unto  the  convincing  of  the 
Gentiles,  and  the  remnant  of  the  seed  of  my  brethren,  and 
also  the  Jews,  who  were  scattered  upon  all  the  face  of  the 
earth,  that  the  records  of  the  prophets  and  of  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  Lamb  are  true. 

40.  And  the  angel  spake  unto  m^  saying.  These  last 
records  which  thou  hast  seen  among  the  Gentiles,  shcdl 
establish  the  truth  of  the  ^'first,  which  are  of  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  Lamb,  and  shall  make  known  the  plain  and 
precious  things  which  have  been  taken  away  from  them; 
and  shall  make  known  to  aU  kindreds,  tongues,  and  people, 
that  the  Lamb  of  God  is  the  Son  of  the  eternal  Fatlier,  and 
the  Saviour  of  the  world ;  and  that  all  men  must  come  unto 
him,  or  they  cannot  be  saved ; 

41.  Ana  they  must  come  according  to  the  words  which 
shall  be  established  by  the  mouth  of  the  Lamb :  and  the 
words  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  made  known  in  the  records  of 
thy  seed,  as  well  as  in  the  records  of  the  twelve  apostles  of 
the  Lamb;  wherefore  they  'both  shall  be  established  in 
one;  for  there  is  one  God  and  one  Shei^herd  over  all  the 
earth; 

42.  And  the  time  cometh  that  he  shall  manifest  hiMSelf 
unto  all  nations,  both  unto  the  Jews,  and  also  unto  the 
Gentiles;  and  after  he  has  manifested  himself  imto  the 
Jews,  and  also  unto  the  Gentiles,  then  he  shall  manifest 
himself  unto  the  Grentiles,  and  also  unto  the  Jews,- and 't3ie 
last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  shall  be  last.

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'l.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  if  the  Grentiles  shall 
hearken  unto  the  Lamb  of  God  in  that  day  that  he  shall

manifest  himself  unto  them  in  word,  and  also  in  <>power,  in 
very  deed,  unto  the  taking  away  of  their  stumbling  blocks, 

2.  And  if  they  harden  not  their  hearts  against  the  Lamb 
of  Grod,  they  shall  be  Numbered  among  the  seed  of  thy 
fother ;  yea,  they  shall  be  numbered  among  the  house  of 
Israel ;  and  they  shall  be  a  blessed  people  upon  the  promised 
land  for  ever:  they  shall  be  no  more  brought  '^down  into 
captivity- ;  and  the  house  of  Israel  shall  no  more  be  con- 
founded; 

3.  And  that  great  pit  which  hath  been  digged  for  them, 
by  that  great  and  abominable  church,  whicn  was  founded 
by  the  devil  and  his  children,  that  he  might  lead  away  the 
souls  of  men  down  to  hell ;  vea,  that  great  pit  which  nath 
been  digged  for  the  destruction  of  men,  shall  be  filled  by 
those  who  digged  it^  unto  their  utter  destruction,  saith  the 
Lamb  of  God ;  not  the  destruction  of  the  soul,  save  it  be  the 
casting  of  it  into  that  hell  which  hath  no  end ; 

4.  For  behold,  this  is  according  to  the  captivity  of  the 
devil,  and  also  according  to  the  justice  of  G-od,  upon  aJl 
those  who  will  work  wickedness  and  abomination  before  him. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  spake  unto  me, 
l^ephi,  saying,  Thou  hast  beheld  that  if  the  Gentiles  repent^ 
it  shall  be  well  with  them ;  and  thou  also  knowest  con- 
cerning the  covenants  of  the  Lord  unto  the  house  of  Israel ; 
and  thou  also  hast  heard,  that  whoso  repenteth  not,  must 
perish; 

6.  Therefore,  ''wo,  be  unto  the  Gentiles,  if  it  so  be  that 
they  harden  tiieir  hearts  against  the  Lamb  of  Grod ; 

7.  For  the  time  cometh,  saith  the  Lamb  of  God,  That  I 
will  work  a  great  and  a  'marvellous  work  among  the 
children  of  men ;  a  work  which  shall  be  everlasting,  either 
on  the  one  hand  or  on  the  other  :  either  to  the  convincing 
of  them  unto  peace  and  life  eternal,  or  unto  the  deliverance 
of  them  to  tne  hardness  of  their  hearts  and  the  blindness 
of  their  minds,  unto  their  being  brought  down  into 
captivity^  and  also  into  destruction,  both  temporally  and 
spiritually,  according  to  the  captivity  of  the  devil,  of  which 
I  nave  spoken. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  angel  had  spoken 
these  words,  he  said  unto  me,  Bememberest  thou  the 
covenants  of  the  Father  unto  the  house  of  Israel?  I  said 
unto  him,  Yea. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  said  unto  me,  Look,  and 
behold  that  great  and  abominable  church,  which  is  the 
mother  of  abominations,  whose  foimdation  is  the   deviL 

10.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Behold  there  are,  save  -^wo 
churches  only :  the  one  is  the  church  of  the  Lamb  of  God, 
and  the  other  is  the  church  of  the  devil ;  wherefore,  whoso 
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belongeth  not  to  the  church  of  the  Lamb  of  Grod,  belongeth 
to  that  great  church,  which  is  the  mother  of  abominations ; 
and  'she  is  the  whore  of  all  the  earth. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  looked  and  beheld  the 
whore  of  all  the  earth,  and  she  sat  upon  many  waters ;  and 
she  had  dominion  over  all  the  earth,  among  all  nations, 
kindreds,  tongues,  and  people. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  the  church  of  the 
Lamb  of  God,  and  its  numbers  were  ^ew,  because  of  the 
wickedness  and  abominations  of  the  whore  who  sat  upon 
many  waters  ;  nevertheless,  I  beheld  that  the  churdi  of  the 
Lamb,  who  were  the  saints  of  Grod,  were  also  upon  all  the 
face  of  the  earth ;  and  their  dominions  upon  the  lace  of  the 
earth  were  small,  because  of  the  wickedness  of  the  great 
whore  w^hom  I  saw. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  that  the  great 
mother  of  abominations  did  gather  together  multitudes 
upon  the  face  of  all  the  earth,  among  all  the  nations  of 
the  Grentiles,  to  fight  against  the  Lamb  of  Grod. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  beheld  the  power 
of  the  Lamb  of  Grod.  that  it*  descended  upon  the  saints  of  the 
church  of  the  Lamb,  and  upon  the  covenant  people  of  the 
Lord,  who  were  scattered  upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth ;  and 
thev  were  armed  with  righteousness  and  with  the  ^wer  of 
Goa  in  great  glory. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beheld  that  the  wrath  of 
God  was  poured  out  upon  the  great  and  abominable  church, 
insomuch  that  there  were  wars  and  rumours  of  wars 
among  all  the  nations  and  kindreds  of  the  earth, 

16.  And  as  there  began  to  be  ^ars  and  rumours  of  wars 
amon^  all  the  nations  which  belonged  to  the  mother  of 
abominations,  the  angel  spake  unto  me,  saying.  Behold,  the 
wrath  of  God  ^  is  upon  the  mother  of  harlots ;  and  behold, 
thou  seest  ail  these  things : 

17.  And  when  the  day  cometh  that  the  *wrath  of  God  is 
poured  out  upon  the  mother  of  harlots,  which  is  the  great 
and  abominable  church  of  all  the  earth*  whose  foundation  is 
the  devil,  then,  at  that  day,  the  work  of  the  Father  shall 
commence,  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  fulfilling  of  his 
covenants,  which  ne  hath  made  to  his  people,  who  are  of 
the  house  of  IsraeL 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  angel  spake  unto  me, 
<ayiiu;,  Look  I 

19.  And  I  looked  and  beheld  a  man,  and  he  was  dressed 
in  a  white  robe ; 

20.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me.  Behold  ^ne  of  the 
twelve  apostles  of  the  Lamb ! 
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-21.  Behold,  he  shall  aee  and  write  the  remainder  of 
these  things ;  yea.  and  also  many  things  which  have  been : 

22.  And  he  shall  also  write  concerning  i^^  end -.of  the 
world ; 

23.  Wherefore,  the  things  which  he*  shall  write,  are  jiust 
and  true;  and  behold  they  ore  written  in  the  **book  which 
thou  beheld  proceeding  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  Jew.;  andtat^ 
the  time  they  proceeded  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  Jew,  or,  at 
the  time  the  book  i)roeeeded  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  ^^tow, 
the  things  which  were  written,  were  plain  and  pure,  €HQ.d 
most  precious,  and' easy  to  the  understanding  of  all  men. 

24.  And  behold,  the  things  -which  this  apostle  of  ithe 
Lamb  shall  Write,  are.  xoany  tnings  which  thou  hast  seen  ; 
and  behold,  the  remainder  Euialt  thou  «ee ; 

25.  But  the  things  which  thou  shalt  see  hereafter,  thou 
shalt  not  write ;  for  the  Lord  Grod  hath  ordained  the  apostle 
of  the  Lamb  of  Grod,  that  he  should  write  them. 

26.  And  also  others  who  haye  been,  to  them  hath  he 
shewn  all  things,  and  "the^  have  written  them ;  and  they 
are  sealed  up  to  come  forth  in  their  purity,  according  to  the 
tifuth  which  is  in  the  Lamb,  in  the  own  due  time  of  the 
Lord,  imto  the  house  of  Israel. 

27.  And  I,  Nephi,  heard  and  bear  record,  that  the  name 
of  the  apostle  of  the  Lamb  was  ''John,  according  to  the  word 
of  the  angel. 

•2a  And  behold,  I,  Nephi,  am  .forbidden  that  I  should 
write  the  remainder  of  the  tmnss  which) I  saw  and  heard ; 
wherefore  'tifie  ithings  which  I  nave  written  sufSceth  me ; 
and  I  have  xfiot  ^written'  but  af  fionall  ;pait  of  ^e  things  which. 
I  saw. 

29.  And  II  bear  secord,  that  I  «aw  .the  things  which 
my  itather  aaw/and -thew^gel  4»f  the^Iiord  did.  make  tiiesoL 
known  unto  me. 

30.  And  now  I  make  an  end  of:  s|>eaking  concerning  the 
things  which  I  saw,  while  I  was  carried  away  in  the  Spirit : 
vad  if  ^all  tlie<things  which  I  eaw  are  not  written,  the 
thl!ii|i(S'inchlGh  I  have  wtitten.vreitnie.aAnd; thus  it  ifi..AmeKu 


CHAPTER  15. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  I,  Xeptti,^hadf]been 
carried  away  in  the  Spirit^  and  «een  all  .these  (things,  I 
returned  to  the  tent  of  my  father. 

2.  And  it'eaofte  to  pass  ^  that  J  beheld  my  brethren,  and 
thev  were  disputing  one  with  anMher,  ottneemlKig  the  things 
which  my  father  had  spoken  unto  them ; 

3.  For  he  truly  spake  many  great  things  unto  them, 
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which  were  hard  to  be  understood,  save  a  man  should 
inquire  of  the  Lord ;  and  they  being  hard  in  their  hearts, 
therefore  they  did  not  look  unto  the  liOrd  as  they  ought. 

4.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  was  grieved  because  of  the 
hardness  of  their  hearts,  and  also^  because  of  the  things 
which  I  had  seen,  and  knew  they  must  unavoidably  come  to 
pass,  because  of  the  great  wickedness  of  the  children  of  men. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  was  overcome  because  of 
my  afflictions,  for  I  considered  that  mine  afflictions  were 
great  above  alL  because  of  the  destructions  of  <*my  people, 
for  I  had  beheld  their  fall. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  I  had  received  strength 
I  spake  unto  my  brethren,  desiring  to  know  of  them  the 
cause  of  their  disputations. 

7.  And  they  said.  Behold,  we  cannot  understand  the 
words  which  ^our  father  hath  spoken  concerning  the  naturskl 
branches  of  the  olive  tree,  and  also,  concerning  the  Grentiles. 

8.  And  I  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  inquired  of  the  Lord  ? 

9.  And  they  said  unto  me,  We  have  not ;  for  the  Lord 
maketh  no  such  thing  known  unto  us. 

10.  Behold,  I  said  unto  them.  How  is  it  that  ^e  do  not 
keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord?  How  is  it  that  ye 
will  perish,  because  of  the  hardness  of  your  hearts  ? 

11.  Do  ye  not  remember  the  things  which  the  Lord  hath 
said,  If  ye  will  not  harden  ^our  hearts,  and  ask  me  in  faith, 
believing  that  ye  shall  receive,  with  diligence  in  keeping  my 
commandments,  surely  these  things  shall  be  made  known 
^toyou. 

12.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  house  of  Israel  was 
compared  unto  an  ^Olive-tree,  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
which  was  in  our  fathers ;  and  behold  are  we  not  broken  off 
from  the  house  of  Israel  ?  and  are  we  not  a  branch  of  the 
house  of  Israel? 

13.  And  now,  the  thing  which  our  father  meaneth 
concerning  the  grafting  in  of  the  natural  branches  through 
the  fulness  of  t£e  Gentiles,  is.  that  in  the  latter  days,  when 
oor  ''seed  shall  have  dwindled  in  unbelief,  yea,  for  me  space 
of  many  years,  and  many,  generations  after  the  Messiah  shall 
be  maidfested  in  body  unto  the  children  of  men,  then  shall 
the  fulness  of  the  gospel  of  the  Messiah  come  unto  the 
Utiles,  and  from  the  Gentiles  unto  the  remnant  of  our 
seed: 

li.  And  at  that  day  shaU  the  remnant  of  our  seed  know 
that  they  are  of  the  house  of  Israel,  and  that  they  are  the 
covenant  people  of  the  Lord ;  and  then  shall  they  Imow  and 
come  to  the  raiowledge  of  their  forefathers,  and  also  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  gospel  of  their  Redeemer,  which  was 
nunistered  unto  their  fathers  by  him ;  wherefore  they  shall 
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come  to  the  knowledge  of  their  Redeemer,  and  the  very 
points  of  his  doctrine,  that  they  may  know  how  to  come 
unto  him  and  be  saved. 

15.  And  then  at  that  da^,  will  they  not  rejoice  and  give 
praise  nnto  their  everlastmg  Grod,  their  rock  and  their 
salvation?  Yea,  at  that  day,  will  they  not  receive  the 
strength  and  nourishment  from  the  true  vine?  Tea,  will 
they  not  come  unto  the  true  fold  of  Grod  ? 

16.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Yea;  they  shall  be 
remembered  again  among  the  house  of  Israel;  they  shall 
be  grafted  in,  being  a  natural  branch  of  the  olive  tree,  into 
the  true  olive  tree ; 

17.  And  this  is  what  our  father  meaneth;  and  he 
meaneth  that  it  will  not  come  to  pass  until  after  they  are 
scattered  by  the  Gentiles;  and  he  meaneth  that  it  shall 
come  by  way  of  the  Gentiles,  that  the  Lord  may  shew  his 
power  unto  the  Grentiles,  for  the  very  cause  that  he  shall  be 
rejected  of  the  Jews,  or  of  the  house  of  Israel ; 

18.  Wherefore  our  father  hath  not  spoken  of  our  seed 
alone,  but  also  of  aXL  the  house  of  Israel,  pointing  to  the 
covenant  which  should  be  fulfilled  in  the  latter  days ;  which 
covenant  the  Lord  made  to  our  father  Abraham,  saying,  In 
thy  seed  shall  all  the  kindreds  of  the  earth  be  blessea. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  spake  much  unto 
them  concerning  tiiese  things;  yea,  I  spake  unto  them, 
concerning  the  restoration  of  the  ''Jews,  in  the  latter  days ; 

20.  And  I  did  rehearse  unto  them  the  words  of  Isaiah, 
who  spake  concerning  the  restoration  of  the  Jews,  or  of  the 
house  of  Israel ;  and  after  they  were  restored,  they  should 
no  more  be  comounded,  neither  should  they  be  scattered 
again.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  speak  many  words 
unto  my  brethren,  that  tney  were  pacified,  and  did  humble 
themselves  before  the  Lord. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  speak  unto  me 
again,  saying.  What  meaneth  this  thing  which  our  father 
saw  in  a  dream  ?    What  meaneth  the  -^tree  which  he  saw  ? 

22.  And  I  said  unto  them.  It  was  a  representation  of  the 
tree  of  life. 

23.  And  they  said  unto  me.  What  meaneth  the  <ted  of 
iron  which  our  father  saw,  that  led  to  the  tree  ? 

24.  And  I  said  unto  them.  That  it  was  the  word  of  Grod ; 
and  whoso  would  hearken  unto  the  word  of  God,  and  would 
hold  fast  unto  it,  they  would  never  perish ;  neither  could 
the  temptations  and  the  fiery  darts  of  the  adversary 
overpower  them  unto  blindness,  to  lead  them  away  to 
destruction. 

25.  Wherefore,  I,  Nephi,  did  exhort  them  to  give  heed 
unto  the  word  of  the  Lord ;  yea,  I  did  exhort  them  with  all 
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the  energies  of  my  soul,  and  with  all  the  faculty  which  I 
possessed,  that  they  would  give  heed  to  the  word  ot  Grod^  and 
remember  to  keep  nis  conmiandments  always  in  all  thingB. 

26.  And  they  said  unto  me,  What  meaneth  the  *river  of 
water  which  our  father  saw  ? 

27.  And  I  said  unto  them,  That  the  water  which  my 
father  saw,  was  filthiness;  and  so  much  was  his  mind 
swallowed  up  in  other  things,  that  he  beheld  not  the 
fllthiness  of  the  water ; 

28.  And  I  said  unto  them,  That  it  was  an  awful  'gulf, 
which  separated  tiie  wicked  from  the  tree  of  life,  and  also 
from  the  saints  of  God. 

29.  And  I  said  unto  them,  That  it  was  a  representation 
of  that  awful  hell,  which  the  angel  said  unto  me  was 
prepared  for  the  wicked. 

30.  And  I  said  unto  them,  That  our  father  also  saw  that 
the  justice  of  God  did  also  divide  the  wicked  from  the 
righteous;  and  the  brightness  thereof  was  like  unto  the 
fanghtness  of  a  flaming  fire,  which  ascendeth  up  unto  God 
for  ever  and  ever,  and  hath  no  end. 

31.  And  they  said  unto  me.  Doth  this  thing  mean  the 
torment  of  the  body  in  the  days  of  probation,  or  doth  it 
mean  the  final  state  of  the  soul  after  the  death  of  the 
temporal  body?  or  doth  it  speak  of  the  things  which  are 
temporal? 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  said  unto  them,  That  it 
was  a  representation  of  things  both  temporal  and  spiritual ; 
lor  ti^e  day  should  come  that  they  must  be  judged  of  their 
works,  yea,  even  the  works  which  were  done  by  the 
temporal  body  in  their  days  of  probation ; 

33.  Wherefore  if  they  should  die  in  their  wickedness, 
they  must  be  cast  off  also,  as  to  the  things  which  are 
spiritual,  which  are  pertaining  to  righteousness ;  wherefore, 
thev  must  be  brought  to  stand  before  Grod,  to  be  judged  of 
their  works ;  and  3  their  works  have  been  •'filthiness,  they 
must  needs  be  filthy :  and  if  they  be  filthy,  it  must  needs  be 
that  tihey  cannot  dwell  in  the  kingdom  of  God ;  if  so,  the 
kioffdom  of  Grod  must  be  filthy  also. 

34.  But  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  the  kingdom  of  God  is 
not  filthy,  and  there  cannot  any  unclean  thine  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God :  wherefore  tnere  must  needs  be  a  place  of 
fllthiness  prepared  for  that  which  is  filtliy. 

35.  And  there  is  a  place  prepared,  yea.  even  that  '^awful 
hell  of  which  I  have  spoken,  and  the  devil  is  the  foundation 
of  it;  wherefore  the  final  state  of  the  souls  of  men  is  to 
dwell  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  or  to  be  cast  out  because  of 
thatj^ustice  of  which  I  have  spoken ; 

do.    Wherefore,    the    wicked    are    rejected    from    the 
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righteous,  and  also  from  that  tree  of  life,  whose  fruit  is 
most  precious  and  most  desirable  above  all  other  fruits ;  jee^ 
and  it  is  the  greatest  of  all  the  gifts  of  God.  And  thus  X 
spake  unto  my  orethren.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  16. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  I,  Nephi,  had 
made  an  end  of  speaJcing  to  my  brethren,  behold  tney  said 
unto  me.  Thou  hast  declared  unto  us  ^hard  things,  more 
than  we  are  able  to  bear. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  said  unto  them.  That  I 
knew  that  I  had  spoken  hard  things  against  the  wicked, 
according  to  tibie  truth ;  and  the  righteous  have  I  justified, 
and  testified  that  they  should  be  lifted  i^p  at  the  last  day  ; 
wherefore,  the  guilty  taketh  the  truth  to  be  hard,  for  it 
cutteth  them  to  the  very  centre. 

3.  And  now  my  brethren,  if  ye  were  righteous  and  were 
willing  to  hearken  to  the  truth,  and  give  need  unto  it,  that 
ye.  might  walk  uprightly  before  God,  then  ye  would  not 
murmur  because  of  the  truth,  and  say.  Thou  speakest  hard 
things  against  us. 

C  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  exhort  my 
brethren,  with  all  diligence,  to  keep  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  humble  themselves 
before  the  Lord ;  insomuch,  that  I  had  joy  and  great  hopes 
of  them,  that  they  would  walk  in  the  paths  of  righteousness. 

6.  Now,  all  these  things  were  said  and  done,  as  my 
father  dwelt  in  a  tent  in  the  Galley  which  he  called  Lemuel. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  1,  Nephi,  took  one  of  the 
daughters  of  ^'Ishmael  to  wife ;  ana  also,  my  brethren  took 
of  l£e  daughters  of  Ishmael  to  wife ;  and  also  Zoram  took 
the  eldest  daughter  of  Ishmael  to  wife. 

8.  And  thus  my  father  had  fulfilled  all  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord  which  had  been  ^ven  unto  him.  And 
also,  I,  Nephi,  had  been  blessed  of  the  Lord  exceedingly. 

0.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  voice  of  the  Lord  spake 
unto  my  father  bv  night,  and  commanded  him  that  on  the 
morrow  he  should  take  his  journey  into  the  wilderness. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  mv  father  arose  in  the 
morning,  and  went  forth  to  the  tent  door,  to  his  gre&t 
astonishment  he  beheld  upon  the  ground  a  round  "^all  of 
curious  workmanship ;  ana  it  was  of  fine  brass.  And  within 
the  ball  were  two  spindles :  and  the  one  pointed  the  way 
whither  we  should  go  into  the  wilderness. 
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IL  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  gather  together 
whatsoever  things  we  should  canj  into  the  wilderness,  and 
all  the  remainder  of  our  provisions  which  the  Lord  had 
given  unto  us ;  and  we  did  take  seed  of  every  kind,  that  we 
might  carry  into  the  wilderness. 

12.  Ana  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  take  our  tents,  and 
depart  into  the  wilderness,  across  the  river  TATnatn- 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  travelled  for  the  space 
of  four  days,  nearly  a  south,  southeast  direction,  and  we  did 
j^tdi  our  tents  again ;  and  we  did  call  the  name  of  the  place 
Siazer. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  take  our  hows  and 
our  arrows,  and  go  forth  into  the  wilderness  to  slay  food  for 
our  families ;  and  after  we  had  slain  food  for  our  families, 
we  did  return  again  to  our  families  in  the  wilderness,  to  tJie 
place  of  Shazer.  And  we  did  go  forth  again  in  the  wilder- 
ness, following  the  same  direction,  keeping  in  the  most 
fertile  i>arts  of  the  wilderness,  which  were  in  the  borders 
near  the  Bed  Sea. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  travel  for  the  space 
of  many  days,  slaying  food  by  the  way,  with  our  bows  and 
our  arrows,  and  our  stones  and  our  slings ; 

16.  And  we  did  follow  the  directions  of  the  ball,  which 
led  us  in  the  more  fertile  pctrts  of  the  wilderness. 

17.  And  after  we  had  travelled  for  the  si>ace  of  many 
days,  we  did  pitch  our  tents  for  the  space  of  a  tima  that  we 
might  again  rest  ourselves  and  obtain  food  for  our  funilies. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  I,  Nephi,  went  forth  to 
slay  food,  behold,  I  did  break  my  bow,  which  was  made 
of  "fine  steel:  and  after  I  did  break  my  bow,  behold^  my 
brethren  were  angry  with  me,  because  of  the  loss  of  my  oow, 
for  we  did  obtain  no  food. 

19.  And  it  came  to  i)ass  that  we  did  return  without 
food  to  our  ftunilies.  And  being  much  fatigued,  because 
of  their  journeying,  they  did  suner  much  for  the  want  of 
food. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Laman  and  Lemuel,  and 
the  sons  of  Ishmael,  did  begin  to  murmur  exceedingly, 
because  of  their  sufferings  and  aflSictfons  in  the  wilderness : 
and  also  my  father  began  to  murmur  against  the  Lord  his 
God ;  yea,  and  they  were  all  exceeding  sorrowful,  even  that 
they  did  murmur  against  the  Lord. 

21.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  I.  Nephi,  having  been 
afflicted  with  my  brethren  because  oi  the  loss  of  my  bow ; 
and  their  bows  having  lost  t^eir  springs,  it  began  to  be 
exceeding  difficult,  yea,  Insomuch  that  we  coidd  obtain  no 
food. 

22.  And  it  came  t6  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  speak  much 
onto  my  brethren,  because  they  had  hardened  tndf  hearts 
again,  even  unto  complaining  against  the  Lord  their  God. 
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23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  make  out  of 
wood  a  bow,  and  out  of  a  straight  stick,  an  arrow :  where- 
fore, I  did  arm  myself  with  a  Dow  and  an  arrow^with  a 
slinpr  and  with  stones.  And  I  said  unto  my  father,  Whither 
shall  I  go  to  obtain  food? 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  inquire  of  the  LorcL 
for  they  had  humbled  memselves  because  of  my  word ;  for  I 
did  say  many  things  unto  them  in  the  energy  of  my  souL 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Yoice  of  the  Lord  came 
unto  my  father ;  and  he  was  truly  chastened  because  of  his 
murmuring  against  the  Lord,  insomuch  that  he  was  brought 
down  into  the  depths  of  sorrow. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  voice  of  the  Lord  said 
unto  him.  Look  upon  the  -n^all,  and  behold  the  things  which 
are  written. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  my  father  beheld  the 
things  which  were  written  upon  the  ball,  he  did  fear  and 
tremble  exceedingly ;  and  also  my  brethren,  and  the  sons  of 
Ishmael  and  our  wives. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  beheld  the  pointers 
which  were  in  the  ball,  that  they  did  work  according  to 
the  faith,  and  diligence,  and  heed  which  we  did  give  unto 
them. 

29.  And  there  was  also  written  upon  them,  a  new 
writing,  which  was  plain  to  be  read,  which  did  give  us 
understanding  concerning  the  ways  of  the  Lord ;  anoTit  was 
written  and  changed  from  time  to  time,  according  to  the 
faith  and  diligence  which  we  gave  unto  it :  And  thus  we  see 
that,  by  small  means,  the  Lord  can  bring  about  great 
things. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  go  forth  up 
into  the  top  of  the  mountain,  according  to  the  directions 
which  were  g^ven  upon  the  ball. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  slay  wild  beasts, 
insomuch  that  I  did  obtain  food  for  our  families. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  return  to  our  tents, 
bearing  the  beasts  which  I  had  slain ;  and  now  when  they 
beheld  that  I  had  obtained  food,  how  great  was  their  joy. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  humble  themselves  belors 
the  Lord  and  did  give  thanks  unto  him. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  again  take  our 
journey,  travelling  nearly  the  same  course  as  in  the  begin- 
ning:  and  after  we  had  travelled  for  the  space  of  manv  days, 
we  did  pitch  our  tents  again,  that  we  might  tarry  for  the 
space  of  a  tune. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  'Ishmael  died,  and  was 
buried  in  the  place  which  was  called  Nahom. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  daughters  of  Ishmael 
did  mourn  exceedingly,  oecause  of  the  loss  of  their  father, 
and  because  of  their  afflictions  in  the  wilderness ;  and  they 
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did  murmur  against  my  father,  because  he  had  brought 
them  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  saying,  Our  father  is 
dead  ;  yea,  and  we  have  wandered  much  in  the  wildemessL 
and  we  have  suffered  much  affliction,  hunger,  thirst,  and 
f&Ugae ;  and  after  all  these  sufferings  we  must  perish  in  the 
wilderness  with  hunger. 

96.  And  thus  they  did  murmur  against  my  father,  and 
also  against  me ;  and  they  were  desirous  to  return  again  to 
Jerusalem^ 

37.  And  Laman  said  unto  Lemuel,  and  also  unxx>  the  sons 
of  Ishmael,  behold,  let  us  slay  our  fatitier,  and  also  our 
brother  Nephi,  who  has  taken  it  upon  him  to  be  our  ruler 
and  our  teacher,  who  are  his  elder  brethren : 

38.  Now,  he  says  that  the  Lord  has  talked  with  him,  and 
also  that  angels  have  ministered  unto  him.  But  behold,  we 
know  that  he  lies  unto  us ;  and  he  tells  us  these  things,  and 
he  worketh  many  thines  by  his  cimning  su:ts,  that  he  may 
deceive  our  eyes,  thinking,  perhaps,  that  he  may  lead  us 
away  into  some  strange  wudemess ;  and  i^Eter  he  has  led  \is 
away,  he  has  thought  to  make  himself  a  king  and  a  ruler 
over  us,  that  he  may  do  with  us  su^cording  to  his  will  and 
pleasure.  And  after  this  manner  did  my  brother  Laman 
stir  up  their  hearts  to  anger. 

39.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  was  with  us,  yea, 
even  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  and  did  speak  many  words 
unto  them,  and  did  chasten  them  exceedingly ;  and  after 
they  were  chastened  by  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  tne^  did  turn 
away  their  anser,  and  did  repent  of  their  sins,  insomuch 
that  the  Lord  cud  bless  us  again  with  food,  that  we  did  not 
perish. 


CHAPTER  17. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  again  take  our 
journey  in  the  wilderness ;  and  we  did  travel  nearly  east- 
ward, D*om  that  time  forth.  And  we  did  travel  and  wade 
through  much  affliction  in  the  wilderness ;  and  our  women 
did  bear  children  in  the  wilderness. 

2.  And  so  great  were  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  upon  us, 
that  while  we  did  live  upon  raw  meat  in  the  wilderness,  our 
women  did  give  plenty  of  suck  for  their  children,  and  were 
strong,  yea,  even  like  unto  the  men ;  and  they  began  to  bear 
their  journeyings  without  murmurings. 

3.  And  thus  we  see  that  the  commandments  of  God  must 
be  fulfilled.  And  if  it  so  be  that  the  children  of  men  keep 
the  commandments  of  God,  he  doth  nourish  them,  and 
strengthen  them,  and  provide  means  whereby  they  can 
accomplish  the  thing  which  he  has  commanded  them; 
wherefore,  he  did  provide  means  for  us  while  we  did  sojourn 
in  the  wilderness. 
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4.  And  we  did  sojourn  for  the  speice  of  many  years,  yea, 
even  eight  years  in  the  wilderness. 

5.  And  we  did  come  to  the  land  which  we  called 
Bountiful,  because  of  its  much  fruit,  and  also  wild  honey ; 
and  aU  these  things  were  prepared  of  the  Lord,  that  we 
might  not  perish.  And  we  beheld  the  sea,  whidi  we  called 
Irreantum,  which  being  interpreted,  is,  many  waters. 

6.  And  it  came  to  i)ass  that  we  did  pitch  our  tents  by  the 
sea-shore ;  and  notwithstanding  we  had  suffered  many 
afflictions  and  much  difficulty,  yea,  even  so  much  that  we 
cannot  write  them  all,  we  were  exceedingly  rejoiced  when 
we  came  to  the  sea-shore  ;  and  we  called  the  place  Bountiful, 
because  of  its  much  fruit. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  I,  Nephi,  had  been  in 
the  land  of  Bountiful  for  the  si>ace  of  many  days,  the  voice 
of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying.  Arise,  and  get  thee  into 
the  mountain.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  arose  and  went 
up  into  the  mountain,  and  cried  unto  the  Lord. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  spake  unto  me, 
saying,  Thou  shalt  construct  a  ship,  after  the  manner  which 
I  shall  shew  thee,  that  I  may  carry  thy  people  across  these 
waters. 

9.  And  I  said.  Lord,  whither  shall  I  go  that  I  may  find 
ore  to  molten,  that  I  may  make  tools  to  construct  the  ship 
after  the  manner  which  thou  hast  shewn  unto  me? 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  told  me  whither  I 
should  go  to  find  ore,  that  I  might  make  tools. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  make  a 
bellows  wherewith  to  blow  the  fire,  of  the  skins  of  beasts  ; 
and  after  I  had  made  a  bellows,  that  I  might  have  wherewith 
to  blow  the  fire,  I  did  smite  two  stones  togetiier,  that  I  might 
make  fire : 

12.  For  the  Lord  had  not  hitherto  suffered  that  we  should, 
make  much  fire,  as  we  journeyed  in  the  wilderness ;  for  he 
said,  I  will  make  thy  food  become  sweet,  that  ye  cook  it  not ; 

13.  And  I  will  also  be  your  light  in  liie  wilderness :  and  I 
will  prepare  the  way  before  you,  if  it  so  be  that  ye  shall  keep 
my  commandments ;  wherefore,  inasmuch  as  ye  shall  keep 
my  commandments,  ye  shall  be  led  towards  the  "promised 
land ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  it  is  by  me  that  ye  are  led. 

14.  Yea,  and  the  Lord  said  also.  That  after  ye  have 
arrived  to  the  promised  land,  ye  shall  know  that  I,  the  Lord, 
am  God ;  and  that  ly  the  Lord,  did  deliver  you  from 
destruction ;  yea,  that  I  did  bring  you  out  of  the  land  of 
Jerusalem. 

15.  Wherefore,  I,  Nephi,  did  strive  to  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord,  and  I  did  exhort  my  brethren  to 
faithfulness  and  diligence. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  make  Hopls  of  the  ore 
which  I  did  molten  out  of  the  rock. 
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17.  And  when  my  brethren  saw  that  I  was  about 
to  ^build  a  ship,  they  began  to  murmur  against  me,  saying, 
Our  brother  is  a  fool,  for  he  thinketh  that  he  can  build  a 
ship :  yea,  and  he  also  thinketh  that  he  can  cross  tiiese  great 
waters. 

18.  And  thus  my  brethren  did  complain  against  me.  and 
were  desirous  that  they  might  not  labour,  for  they  did  not 
believe  that  I  could  build  a  ship ;  neither  would  tiiey  believe 
that  I  was  instructed  of  the  Lord. 

19.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi-,  was 
exceeding  sorrowful  because  of  the  hardness  of  the&  hearts ; 
and  now  when  they  saw  that  I  began  to  be  sorrowful,  they 
were  glad  in  their  hearts,  insomuch  t^at  they  did  rejoice 
over  me,  saying.  We  knew  that  ye  could  not  construct  a 
ship,  for  we  knew  that  ye  were  lacking  in  judgment ; 
wherefore,  thou  canst  not  accomplish  so  great  a  work  ; 

20.  And  thou  art  like  unto  our  father,  led  away  by  the 
foolish  imaginations  of  his  heart ;  yea,  he  hath  led  us  out  of 
the  land  of  Jerusalem,  and  we  have  wandered  in  the 
wilderness  for  these  many  years  ;  and  our  women  have 
toiled,  being  big  with  child ;  and  they  have  borne  children 
in  the  wilderness  and  suffered  all  things,  save  it  were  death; 
and  it  would  have,  been  better  that  they  had  died,  before 
thev  came  out  of  Jerusalem,  than  to  liave  suffered  tliese 
afflictions. 

21.  Behold,  these  many  years  we  have  suffered  in  the 
wilderness,  which  time  we  might  have  enjoyed  our 
possessions,  and  the  land  of  our  inheritance :  yea,  and  we 
might  have  been  happy ; 

22.  And  we  know  that  the  people  who  were  in  the  land 
of  Jerusalem,  were  a  righteous  people ;  for  tiiey  kept  the 
statutes  and  the  judgments  of  the  liOrd,  and  all  his  command- 
ments, according  to  the  law  of  Moses  :  wherefore  we  know 
that  they  are  a  righteous  people ;  and  our  father  hath  judged 
them,  and  hath  led  us  away  because  we  would  hearken  unto 
his  words  ;  yea,  and  our  brother  is  like  unto  him.  And  after 
this  manner  of  language  did  my  brethren  muimur  and 
complain  against  us. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  spake  unto  them, 
saying.  Do  ye  believe  that  our  fathers,  who  were  the  children 
of  Israel,  would  have  been  led  away  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Egyptians,  if  they  had  not  hearkened  unto  the  words  of  the 

24.  Yea,  do  ye  supx)ose  that  they  would  have  been  led 
oat  of  bondage,  if  the  Lord  had  not  commanded  Moses  that 
he  should  lead  them  out  of  bondage  ? 

25.  Now  ye  know  that  the  ^ildren  of  Israel  were  in 
bondage ;  and  ye  know  that  they  were  laden  with  tasks, 
which  were  grievous  to  be  borne ;  wherefore,  ye  know  that 
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it  must  needs  be  a  good  thing  for  them,  that  they  should  be 
brought  out  of  bondage. 

26.  Now  ye  know  that  Moses  was  commanded  of  the 
Lord  to  do  that  great  work ;  and  ye  know  that  by  his  word, 
the  waters  of  the  Bed  Sea  were  divided  hither  and  thither, 
and  they  passed  through  on  dry  ground. 

27.  But  ye  know  that  the  Egyptians  were  drowned  in  tlie 
Bed  Sea,  who  were  the  armies  of  Fharaoh ; 

28.  And  ye  also  know  that  they  were  fed  with  manna  in 
the  wilderness ; 

29.  Yea,  and  ye  also  know  that  Moses,  by  his  word, 
suscording  to  the  power  of  God  which  was  in  him,  smote  the 
rock,  and  there  came  forth  water,  that  the  children  of  Israel 
might  quench  their  thirst ; 

30.  And  notwithstanding  they  being  led,  the  Lord  their 
Grod,  their  Bedeemer,  going  before  them,  leading  them  by 
da^,  and  giving  light  unto  them  by  night,  and  doing  all 
things  for  them  which  were  expedient  for  man  to  receive, 
they  hardened  their  hearts,  and  blinded  their  minds,  and 
reviled  against  Moses  and  against  the  true  and  living  God. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  according  to  his  word,  ne  did 
destroy  them ;  and  according  to  his  worn,  he  did  lead  them  ; 
and  according  to  his  word  he  did  do  all  things  for  them  : 
and  there  was  not  any  thing  done,  save  it  were  by  his  word. 

32.  And  after  they  had  crossed  the  river  Jordan,  he  did 
make  them  mighty  unto  the  driving  out  of  the  children  of 
the  land,  yea,  unto  the  scattering  them  to  destruction. 

33.  And  now  do  ye  suppose  that  the  children  of  this 
land,  who  were  in  the  land  of  promise,  who  were  driven  out 
by  our  fathers,  do  ye  suppose  that  they  were  righteous  t 
Behold,  I  say  imto  you.  Nay. 

34.  Do  ye  suppose  that  our  fathers  would  have  been 
more  choice  than  uiey,  if  they  had  been  righteous  ?  I  say 
unto  you,  Nay ; 

35.  Behold,  the  Lord  esteemeth  all  flesh  in  one  :  he  that 
is  righteous  is  favored  of  God.  But  behold,  this  people  had 
rejected  every  word  of  God,  and  they  were  ripe  in  iniquity  ; 
and  the  fulness  of  the  wrath  of  God  was  upon  them ;  and 
the  Lord  did  curse  the  land  against  them,  and  bless  it  unto 
our  fathers ;  yea,  he  did  curse  it  against  them  unto  their 
destruction ;  and  he  did  bless  it  unto  our  fathers,  unto  their 
obtaining  power  over  it. 

36.  Behold,  the  Lord  hath  created  the  earth  that  it  should 
be  inhabited :  and  he  hath  created  his  children,  that  they 
should  possess  it. 

37.  And  he  raiseth  up  a  righteous  nation,  and  destroyeth 
the  nations  of  the  wicked. 

38.  And  he  leadeth  away  the  righteous  into  precious 
lands,  and  the  wicked  he  destroyeth,  and  curseth  tne  land 
unto  them  for  their  sakes. 

39.  He  ruleth  high  in  the  heavens,  for  it  is  his  throne» 
and  this  earth  is  his  footstool. 
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40.  And  he  loveth  those  who  will  have  him  to  be  their 
Grod.  Behold,  he  loved  our  fathers  1  and  he  covenanted  with 
them,  yea,  even  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob :  and  he- 
remembered  the  covenants  which  he  had  made ;  wheref ore,^ 
he  did  bring  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 

41.  And  he  did  straighten  them  in  the  wilderness  with 
his  rod ;  for  they  hardened  their  hearts,  even  as  ye  have  ; 
and  the  Lord  straightened  them  because  of  their  iniquity. 
He  sent  fiery-flying  serpents  among  them ;  and  after  they 
were  bitten,  he  prepared  a  way  that  they  might  be  healed  i 
and  the  labour  which  they  had  to  perform,  was  to  look ;  and 
because  of  the  simpleness  of  the  way,  or  the  easiness  of  it». 
there  were  many  wno  perished. 

42.  And  they  did  harden  their  hearts  from  time  to  time,. 
and  they  did  revile  against  Moses,  and  also  against  Grod ; 
nevertheless,  ye  know  that  they  were  led  forth  by  his- 
matchless  power  into  the  land  of  promise. 

43.  And  now,  after  all  these  things,  the  time  has  come 
that  they  have  become  wicked,  yea,  nearly  unto  ripeness ; 
and  I  ^ow  not,  but  they  are  at  this  day  about  to  be 
destroyed ;  for  I  know  that  the  day  must  surely  come,  that 
tiiiey  must  be  destroyed,  save  a  few  only,  who  shall  be  led 
away  into  captivity ; 

44.  Wherefore,  the  Lord  'commanded  my  father  that  he 
should  depart  into  the  wilderness;  and  the  *Jews  also 
sought  to  take  away  his  life ;  yea,  and  •'ye  also  have  sought 
to  take  away  his  life  ;  wherefore,  ye  are  murderers  in  your 
hearts,  and  ye  are  like  unto  them. 

45.  Ye  are  swift  to  do  iniquity,  but  slow  to  remember 
the  Lord  your  Grod.  'Ye  have  seen  an  angel,  and  he  spake 
unto  you ;  yea,  ye  have  heard  his  voice  from  time  to  tmie ; 
and  he  hath  si>oken  unto  you  in  a  still  small  voice,  but  ye 
were  past  feeling,  that  ye  could  not  feel  his  words ;  where- 
fore, he  has  spoken  unto  you  like  unto  the  voice  of  thunder, 
which  did  cause  the  earth  to  shake  as  if  it  were  to  divide 
asunder. 

46.  And  ye  also  know,  that  by  the  power  of  his  almighty 
word,  he  can  \»iuse  the  earth  that  it  shall  pass  away ;  yea, 
and  ye  know  that  by  his  word,  he  can  cause  the  ^ough 
places  to  be  made  smooth,  and  smooth  places  shall  be  broken 
up.  O,  then,  why  is  it,  that  ye  can  be  so  hard  in  your 
hearts? 

47.  Behold,  my  soul  is  rent  with  anguish  because  of  you, 
and  my  heart  is  pained :  I  fear  lest  ye  shall  be  cast  on  for 
ever.  Behold,  I  am  full  of  the  Spirit  of  Grod,  insomudi  that 
my  frame  has  no  strength. 

48.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  I  had  spoken 
these  words,  they  were  angry  with  me,  and  were  desirous  to 
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throw  me  into  the  depths  of  the  sea ;  and  as  they  came 
forth  to  lay  their  hands  ui>on  me,  I  spake  unto  them  saying. 
In  the  name  of  the  Almijzhty  Grod,  I  command  you  that 
ye  'touch  me  not,  for  I  am  mled  with  the  power  of  (rod,  even 
unto  the  consuming  of  my  flesh  ;  and  whoso  shall  lay  their 
hands  upon  me,  shall  wither  even  as  a  dried  reed ;  and  he 
shall  be  as  naught  before  the  power  of  Grod,  for  God  shall 
smite  him. 

49.  And  it  came  to  pass  tljat  I,  Nephl,  said  unto  them. 
That  they  should  murmur  no  more  against  their  father ; 
neither  should  they  withhold  their  labour  from  me,  for  Grod 
had  commanded  me  that  I  should  build  a  ship. 

50.  And  I  said  unto  them,  *If  God  had  commanded  me  to 
do  all  things,  I  could  do  them.  If  he  should  conmiand  me 
that  I  should  say  unto  this  water,  be  thou  earth,  it  should 
be  earth ;  and  if  I  should  say  it,  it  would  be  done. 

51.  And  now,  if  the  Lord  has  such  great  power,  and  has 
wrought  so  many  miracles  among  the  children  of  men,  how 
is  it  tiaat  he  cannot  instruct  me,  that  I  should  build  a  ship  ? 

52.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  said  many  things 
unto  my  brethren,  insomuch  that  they  were  confounded,  and 
could  not  contend  against  me ;  neither  durst  they  lay  their 
hands  upon  me,  nor  touch  me  with  their  fingers,  even  for  the 
space  of  many  davs.  Now  they  durst  not  do  tnis,  lest  they 
snoiild  wither  before  me,  so  powerful  was  the  Spirit  of  God  ; 
and  thus  it  had  wrought  upon  them. 

53.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  said  unto  me. 
Stretch  forth  thine  hand  again  unto  thy  brethren,  and  they 
shall  'not  wither  before  thee,  but  I  will  shock  them,  saith 
the  Lord,  and  this  will  I  do,  tiiat  they  may  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord  their  Grod. 

54.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  stretched  forth  my  hand 
unto  mv  brethren,  and  they  did  not  wither  before  me  ;  but 
the  Lord  did  shake  them,  even  according  to  the  word  which 
he  had  spoken. 

55.  And  now,  they  said.  We  know  of  a  surety  that  the 
Lord  is  with  thee,  for  we  kaow  that  it  is  the  power  of  the 
Lord  that  has  shaken  us.  And  they  fell  down  before  me,  and 
were  about  to  worship  me,  but  I  would  not  sufllisr  them, 
saying.  I  am  thjr  brouier,  yea,  even  thy  younger  brother ; 
wherefore,  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  honour  thy  father 
and  thy  mother,  tnat  thy  days  may  be  long  in  the  land  which 
the  Lord  thy  God  shall  give  thee. 


CHAPTER  18. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  worship  the  Lord, 
and  did  go  forth  with  me;   and  we  did  work  timbers  of 
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cniious  Ttrorkmanship.  And  the  Lord  did  show  me  from, 
time  to  time  after  what  mamier  I  should  work  the  timbers 
of  the  ship. 

2.  Now  L  Nephi,  did  not  '■work  the  timbers  after  the 
manner  which  was  learned  by  men,  neither  did  I  build  the 
ship  after  the  manner  of  men ;  but  I  did  build  it  after  the 
manner  which  the  Lord  had  shewn  unto  me ;  wherefore,  it 
was  not  after  the  manner  of  men. 

3.  And  I,  Nephi,  did  go  into  the  mount  oft,  and  I  did 
pray  oft  unto  the  Lord ;  wherefore  the  Lord  shewed  unto  me 
great  things.       ^ 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  I  had  finished  the  ship, 
according  to  the  word  of  the  Lord,  my  brethren  beheld  that 
it  was  good,  and  that  the  workmanship  thereof  was  ex- 
ceeding fine  ;  wherefore,  they  did  humble  themselves  again 
before  the  Lord. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came 
nnto  my  father,  that  we  should  arise  and  go  down  into  the 
ship. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow,  after  we  had 
prefMured  all  things,  much  fruits  and  meat  from  the  wilder- 
ness, and  honey  m  abimdance,  and  provisions  according  to 
that  which  the  Lord  had  commanded  us,  we  did  go  down 
into  the  ship,  with  all  our  loading  and  our  ^seeds,  and 
whatsoever  thing  we  had  brought  with  us,  eveiy  one 
according  to  his  age,  wherefore,  we  did  all  go  down  into  the 
ship,  with  our  wives  and  our  children. 

7.  And  now,  my  father  had  begat  two  sons  in  the 
wilderness ;  the  eldest  was  called  Jacob  and  the  younger 
Jos^h. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  we  had  all  gone  down  inta 
the  ship,  and  had  taken  with  us  our  provisions  and  things 
which  had  been  commanded  us,  we  did  put  forth  into  the  sea. 
and  were  driven  forth  before  the  wind  towards  the  promised 
land ; 

9.  And  after  we  had  been  driven  forth  before  the  wind, 
for  t^e  space  of  many  days,  behold  my  brethren,  and  the  sons 
of  Ishmael,  and  also  their  wives,  began  to  make  themselves 
merry,  insomuch  that  they  began  to  dance,  and  to  sing,  and 
to  speak  with  much  rudeness,  yea,  even  that  they  did  forget 
by  what  power  they  had  been  brought  thither ;  yea,  they 
were  lifted  up  unto  exceeding  rudeness. 

10.  And  X  Nephi,  began  to  fear  exceedingly,  lest  the 
Lord  should  be  angry  with  us,  and  smite  us,  because  of  our 
iniquity,  that  we  should  be  swallowed  up  in  the  depths  of 
the  sea ;  wherefore  I,  Nephi,  began  to  speak  to  them  with 
much  soberness;  but  benold  they  were  angry  with  me, 
saying.  We  will  not  that  our  younger  brother  shall  be 
a  ^mleroverus. 
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11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Laman  and  Lemuel  did 
take  me  and  bind  me  witn  cords,  and  they  did  treat  me  with 
much  harshness ;  nevertheless  tne  Lord  aid  suffer  it,  that  he 
mi^ht  shew  forth  his  power,  unto  the  fulfilling  of  nis  word 
which  he  had  spoken  concerning  the  wicked. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  they  had  bound  met,  < 
insomuch  that  I  could  not  move,  the  ^sompass,  which  haa 
been  prepared  of  the  Lord,  did  cease  to  work ; 

13.  Wherefore,  they  knew  not  whither  they  should  steer 
the  ship,  iuG^omuch  that  there  arose  a  great  storm,  yea,  a 
great  and  terrible  tempest,  and  we  were  driven  back  upon, 
the  waters  for  the  space  of  three  days ;  and  they  began  to  be 
frightened  exceedingly,  lest  they  should  be  drowned  in  the 
sea ;  nevertheless  they  did  not  loose  me. 

14.  And  on  the  fourth  day,  which  we  had  been  driven 
back,  the  tempest  began  to  be  exceeding  sore. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  were  about  to  be 
swallowed  up  in  the  depths  of  the  sea.  And  after  we  bad 
been  driven  back  upon  the  waters  for  the  space  of  four  days, 
my  brethren  began  to  see  that  the  judgments  of  God  were 
upon  them,  anathat  they  must  perish,  save  that  they  should 
repent  of  their  iniquities  ;  wherefore  they  came  unto  meu 
and  loosed  the  bands  which  were  upon  my  wrists,  and 
behold  they  had  swollen  exceedinglv ;  and  also  mine  ankles 
were  much  swollen,  and  great  was  tne  soreness  thereof. 

16.  Nevertheless  I  did  look  unto  my  Grod,  and  I  did 
praise  him  aU  the  day  long;  and  I  did  not  murmur 
against  the  Lord,  because  of  mine  afflictions. 

17.  Now  my  father,  Lehi,  had  said  many  things  unto 
them,  and  also  unto  the  -^sons  of  Ishmael ;  but  behold  tiiey 
did  breathe  out  much  threatenings  against  any  one  that 
should  speak  for  me;  and  my  parents  being  stricken  in 
years,  and  having  suffered  much  grief  because  of  their 
children,  they  were  brought  down,  yea,  even  upon  their 
sick  beds. 

18.  Because  of  their  grief,  and  much  sorrow,  and  the 
iniquity  of  mv  brethren,  they  were  brought  near  even  to  be 
carried  out  of  this  time  to  meet  their  Grod ;  yea>  their  grey 
hairs  were  about  to  be  brought  down  to  ue  low  in  the 
dust ;  yea,  even  they  were  near  to  be  cast  into  the  watery 
.grave. 

19.  And  'Jacob  and  Joseph  also,  being  young,  having 
need  of  much  nourishment,  were  grievea  because  of  the 
afflictions  of  their  mother  ;  and  also  *m^  wife  with  her 
tears  and  prayers,  and  also  my  children,  did  not  soften  the 
hearts  of  my  brethren,  that  they  would  loose  me ; 

20.  And  there  was  nothing,  save  it  were  the  power  of 
God,  which  threatened  them  with  destruction,  could  soften 
their  hearts ;  wherefore  when  they  saw  that  thev  were  about 
to  be  swallowed  up  in  the  depths  of  the  sea,  they  repented 
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of  the  thing  which  they  had  done,  insomuch  that  they 
loosed  me. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  they  had  loosed  me,  behold, 
I  took  the  *compass,  and  it  did  work  whither  I  desired  it. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  prayed  unto  the  Lord ;  and  after 
I  had  prayed,  the  wiads  did  cease,  and  the  storm  did  cease, 
and  there  was  a  great  cahn. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  ^guide  the 
ship,  that  we  sailed  again  towards  the  promised  land. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  we  had  sailed  for  the 
space  of  many  davs,  we  did  arrive  to  the  *i>romised  land; 
and  we  went  fortn  upon  the  land,  and  did  pitch  our  tents ; 
■and  we  did  caU  it  the  promised  land. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  begin  to  till  the 
earth,  and  we  began  to  plant  seeds ;  yea,  we  did  put  all 
our  'seeds  into  the  earth,  which  we  had  brought  from  the 
land  of  Jerusalem.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  grow 
exceedingly ;  wherefore  we  were  blessed  in  abundance. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  find  upon  the  land 
of  promise,  as  we  journeyed  in  the  wilderness,  that  there 
were  *"beasts  in  the  forests  of  every  kind,  both  the  cow  and 
the  ox,  and  the  ass  and  the  horse,  and  the  goat  and  the  wild 
goat,  and  all  manner  of  wild  animals,  which  were  for  the  use 
of  men.  And  we  did  find  all  manner  of  "ore,  both  of  gold, 
and  of  silver,  and  of  copper. 


CHAPTER  19. 

L  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  commanded  me, 
wheitefore  I  did  make  'plates  of  ore,  that  I  might  engraven 
upon  them  the  record  of  my  people.  And  upon  the  plates 
wbich  I  made,  I  did  engraven  the  h^cord  of  my  father,  and 
also  our  joumeyings  in  the  wilderness,  and  the  prophecies 
of  my  father :  and  also  many  of  mine  own  prophecies  have  I 
engraven  upon  them. 

2.  And  I  knew  not  at  the  time  when  I  made  them,  that  I 
should  be  commanded  of  the  Lord  to  make  these  plates : 
wherefore,  the  record  of  my  father,  and  the  genealogy  of  his 
fathers,  and  the  more  part  of  all  our  proceedings  in  the 
wilderness,  are  engraven  upon  those  plates  of  whicn  I  have 
spoken :  wherefore,  the  things  whi^  transpired  before  I 
made  tnese  plates,  are,  of  a  truth,  more  paracularly  made 
mention  upon  the  first  plates. 
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3.  And  after  I  had  made  ^ese  plates  by  way  of 
commandment,  I,  Nephi,  receiTed  a  commandment  that  the 
ministrv  and  the  prophecies,  the  more  plain  and  precious 
parts  of  tibem,  should  be  written  upon  these  plates;  and 
that  the  thinjgs  which  were  written,  should  be  kept  for  the 
instruction  oi  my  people,  who  should  possess  the  land,  and 
also  for  other  wise  purposes,  which  purposes  are  known 
unto  the  Lord ; 

4.  Wherefore,  I,  Nephi,  did  make  a  record  uix>n 
the  'other  plates,  which  ^ves  an  account,  or  which  gives  a 
g^reater  account  of  the  wars^  and  contentions,  and  destruc- 
tions  of  my  people.  And  this  have  I  done,  and  commanded 
my  people  what  thev  should  do  after  I  was  gone ;  and  that 
these  plates  should  oe  handed  down  from  one  generation  to 
another,  or  from  one  prophet  to  another,  until  further 
commandments  of  the  Ijordl 

5.  And  an  account  of  my  making  these  plates  shall  be 
^ven  hereafter:  and  then,  behold,  I  proceed  according  to 
uiat  which  I  have  spoken ;  and  this  I  do  that  the  more 
sacred  things  may  be  kept  for  the  knowledge  of  my  people. 

6.  Nevertheless,  I  do  not  write  anything  upon  plates, 
save  it  be  that  I  think  it  be  sacred.  And  now,  if  I  do  err, 
even  did  thev  err  of  old ;  not  that  I  would  excuse  myself 
because  of  otner  men,  but  because  of  the  weakness  which  is 
in  me,  according  to  the  flesh,  I  would  excuse  myself. 

7.  For  the  things  which  some  men  esteem  to  be  of  great 
worth,  both  to  the  oody  and  soul,  others  set  at  naught  and 
trample  under  their  feet.  Yea,  even  the  very  God  of  Israel, 
do  men  trample  under  their  feet ;  I  say,  trample  under  their 
feet,  but  I  would  sjieak  in  other  words;  they  set  him  at 
naukht  and  hearken  not  to  the  voice  of  his  counsels ; 

8.  And  behold  he  cometh  according  to  the  words  of  the 
angel,  in  -^six  hundred  years  from  the  time  my  father  left 
Jerusalem. 

9.  And  the  world,  because  of  their  iniquity,  shall  jud^e 
him  to  be  a  thing  of  naught ;  wherefore  thev  scourge  him, 
and  he  suffereth  it ;  and  they  smite  him,  and  ne  suffereth  it. 
Tea,  thev  spit  upon  him,  and  he  suffereth  it,  because  of  his 
loving  kmdness  and  his  long  suffering  towards  the  children 
of  men. 

10.  And  the  God  of  our  fathers,  who  were  led  out  of 
Egypt,  out  of  bondage,  and  also  were  preserved  in  the 
wTTdemess  bv  him:  yea,  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  of  Isaac, 
and  the  Goa  of  Jacob,  yieldeth  himself,  according  to  the 
words  of  the  angel,  as  a  man,  into  the  hands  of  wicked  men, 
to  be  lifted  up  according  to  the  words  of  ^Zenock,  and  to  be 
crudfled,  according  to  the  words  of  Neum,  and  to  be  buried 
in  a  sepulchre,  according  to  the  words  of  *Zenos,  which  he 
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spake  concerning  the  *three  days  of  darkness,  which  should 
be  a  sign  given  of  his  death,  nnto  those  who  should  inhabit 
ibe  isles  of  the  sea j  more  especially  given  unto  those  who 
are  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

11.  For  thus  sjMike  the  prophet,  The  Lord  God  surely 
ghall  visit  all  the  house  of  Israel  at  that  day :  some  with 
his  ^oice,  because  of  their  righteousness,  unto  their  sreat 
joy  and  salvation,  and  others  ^with  the  thunderings  and  the 
HghtT>iTig«  of  his  i>ower,  by  tempests,  by  fire,  and  oy  smoke, 
and  vax)our  of  darkness,  and  by  the  opening  of  the  eaith, 
and  by  mountains  which  shall  be  carried  up ; 

12.  And  all  these  things  must  surely  come,  saith  the 
prophet  Zenos.  And  the  ^ocks  of  the  earth  must  rend ;  and 
because  of  the  groanings  of  the  earth,  many  of  the  kings  of 
the  isles  of  the  sea  shall  be  wrought  upon  by  the  Spirit  of 
God,  to  exclaim,  The  God  of  nature  suffers. 

13.  And  as  for  those  who  are  at  Jerusalem,  saith  the 
prophet,  they  shall  be  scourged  by  all  people,  because  they 
emcify  the  God  of  Israel,  and  turn  their  hearts  aside, 
rejecting  signs  and  wonders,  and  power  and  glory  of  the 
Godoflsra^; 

14.  And  because  they  turn  their  hearts  aside,  saith  the 
prophet,  and  have  despised  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  they  shall 
wander  in  the  flesh,  and  perish,  and  become  a  hiss  and  a 
by- word,  and  be  hated  among  all  nations ; 

15.  Nevertheless,  when  that  day  cometh,  saith  the 
pro^^t,  that  *Hhey  no  more  turn  aside  their  hearts  against 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  then  will  he  remember  the  covenants 
which  he  made  to  their  fathers ; 

16.  Tea,  then  will  he  remember  the  isles  of  the  sea ;  yea, 
and  all  the  jpeople  who  are  of  the  house  of  Israel,  will  t 
gather  in,  saith  the  Lord,  according  to  the  words  of  the 
prophet  "Zenos,  from  the  four  Quarters  of  the  earth ; 

17.  Tea,  and  all  the  earth  snail  see  the  salvation  of  the 
Lord^  saith  the  prophet ;  every  nation,  kindred,  tongue,  and 
people,  shall  be  blessed. 

18.  And  I,  Nephi,  have  written  these  things  unto  my 
people,  that  perhaps  I  might  persuade  them  that  they 
would  remember  the  Lord  their  Bedeemer ; 

19.  Wherefore,  I  speak  unto  all  the  house  of  Israel,  if  it 
80  be  that  they  should?  obtain  these  thinj^. 

20.  For  behold,  I  have  workings  in  the  Spirit,  which 
doth  weary  me,  even  that  all  my  joints  are  weak,  for  those 
who  are  at  Jerusalem ;  for  had  not  the  Lord  been  merciful, 
to  show  unto  me  concerning  them,  even  as  he  had  prophets 
of  old,  I  should  have  perished  also : 

SQL  And  he  surely  did  shew  unto  the  prophets  of  old  all 
things  concerning  them ;  and  also  he  did  show  unto  many 
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concerning  us ;  wherefore  it  mufit  needs  be  that  we  know 
concerning  them,  for  they  are  <^written  upon  the  plates  of 
brass. 

22.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  teach  my 
brethren  these  things ;  and  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  read 
many  things  to  them,  which  were  engraven  upon  the  plates 
of  brass,  that  they  might  know  concerning  the  doings  of  the 
Lord  in  other  lands,  among  people  of  old. 

23.  And  I  did  read  many  things  unto  them,  which  were 
written  in  the  book  of  Moses ;  but  that  I  might  more  fully 
persuade  them  to  beUeve  in  the  Lord  their  Redeemer,  I  did 
read  unto  them  that  which  was  written  by  the  prophet 
Isaiah ;  for  I  did  liken  all  scriptures  unto  us,  that  it  nadght 
be  for  our  profit  and  learning. 

24.  Wherefore  I  spake  unto  them,  saying,  Hear  ye  the 
words  of  the  prophet,  ye  who  are  a  remnant  of  the  house  of 
Israel,  a  branch ~who  have  been  broken  off;  hear  ye  the 
words  of  the  prophet,  which  were  written  unto  all  the  house 
of  Israel,  and  liken  them  unto  yourselves,  that  ye  may  have 
hope  as  well  as  your  brethren,  from  whom  ye  have  been 
broken  off;  for  after  this  manner  has  the  prophet  written. 


CHAPTER  20.    (See  Isaiah  48.) 

1.  Hearken  and  hear  this,  O  house  of  Jacob,  who  are 
called  by  the  name  of  Israel,  and  are  come  forth  "out  of 
the  waters  of  Judi^,  who  ^swear  by  the  name  of  Uie  Lord, 
and  make  mention  of  the  Grod  of  Israel,  yet  they  swear  <^ot 
in  truth  nor  in  righteousness ; 

2.  Nevertheless  they  call  themselves  <^f  the  holy  city, 
but  they  do  '^ot  stay  themselves  upon  the  God  of  Israel, 
who  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts ;  yea,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  his 
name. 

3.  Behold,  H.  have  declared  the  former  things  from  the 
beginning;  and  they  went  forth  out  of  my  mouth,  and  I 
shewed  them.    I  did  shew  them  suddenly, 

4.  And  I  did  it  because  I  knew  that  thou  wert  obstinate, 
and  ^thy  neck  was  an  iron  sinew,  and  thv  brow  brass ; 

5.  And  I  have,  even  *from  the  beginning  declared  to  thee, 
before  it  came  to  pass  I  shewed  them  thee ;  and  I  shewed 
them  for  fear  lest  thou  shouldst  say,  mine  idol  hath  done 
them,  and  mv  graven  image,  and  my  molten  image  hath 
commanded  tnem. 

6.  Thou  hast  seen  and  heard  all  this ;  and  will  ye  not 
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declare  them  ?  And  that  I  have  shewed  thee  new  things  from 
this  time,  even  hidden  things,  and  thou  didst  not  know 
them. 

7.  They  are  created  now,  and  not  from  the  beginning; 
even  before  the  day  when  thou  heardest  them  not  they  were 
declared  unto  thee,  lest  thou  shouldst  say.  Behold  1  knew 
them. 

8.  Tea,  and  thou  heardest  not ;  yea,  thou  knewest  not ; 
yea,  from  that  time  thine  ear  was  not  opened :  for  I  knew 
that  thou  wouldst  deal  very  treacherously,  and  wast  called 
a  trsmsgressor  from  the  womb. 

9.  Nevertheless,  for  my  name's  sake  will  I  defer  mine 
anger,  and  for  my  praise  will  I  refrain  from  thee,  that  I  cut 
Ihee  not  off ; 

10.  For,  behold,  I  have  refined  thee,  I  have  chosen  thee 
in  the  furnace  of  affliction. 

U.  For  mine  own  sake,  yea,  for  mine  own  sake  will  I  do 
this,  for  I  will  not  suffer  my  name  to  be  polluted,  ^^and  I 
will  notgive  my  glory  unto  another. 

12.  Hearken  unto  me,  O  Jacob,  and  Israel  my  called ;  for 
I  am  he  ;  I  am  the  *first,  and  I  am  also  the  last. 

13.  Mine  liand  hath  also  laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth, 
and  my  right  hand  hath  spanned  the  heavens.  *"I  call  unto 
them,  ana  they  stand  up  together. 

14.  "All  ye,  assemble  yourselves,  and  hear ;  who  among 
them  hath  declared  these  thines  unto  them?  The  Lord 
hath  loved  him ;  yea,  and  he  will  fulfil  his  word  which  he 
hath  declared  by  them;  and  ''he  will  do  his  pleasure  on 
Babylon,  and  his  arm  shall  come  upon  the  Chaldeans. 

15.  Also,  saith  the  Lord ;  I  the  Lord,  yea,  I  have  spoken ; 
Tea,  'I  have  called  him  to  declare,  I  have  brought  him,  and 
ne  shidl  make  his  way  prosperous. 

16.  Ck>me  ye  near  vmto  me :  «I  have  not  spoken  in  secret 
from  the  begmning;  from  the  time  that  it  was  declaxed 
have  I  spoken ;  and  the  Lord  God,  and  his  Spirit^  hath  sent 
me. 

17.  And  thus  saith  the  Lord,  thy  Redeemer,  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel ;  I  have  sent  him,  the  Lord  thy  Grod  who 
teacheth  thee  to  profit,  who  leadeth  thee  by  the  way  thou 
shouldst  go,  has  done  it. 

.  18.  O  that  thou  hadst  hearkened  to  my  commandment! 
then  had  thy  peace  been  as  a  river,  and  thy  righteousness 
as  the  waves  of  the  sea ; 

19.  *Thy  seed  also  had  been  as  the  sand ;  the  offspring  of 
thy  bowels  like  the  mivel  thereof ;  his  name  should  not 
have  been  cut  off  nor  destroved  from  before  me. 

20.  'Gro  ye  forth  of  Babylon,  flee  ye  from  the  Chaldeans, 
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with  a  Toice  of  siiigiiig  declare  ye,  tell  this,  utter  to  the  end 
Of  th^  earth ;  say  ye,  niie  Lord  hath  redeemed  his  servant 
Jacob. 

21.  And  they  **thir8ted  not ;  he  led  them  through  the 
deserts ;  he  caused  the  waters  to  flow  out  of  the  rock  for 
them ;  he  clave  the  rock  also,  and  the  waters  gushed  out. 

22.  And  notwithstanding  he  hath  done  all  this,  and 
greater  also,  there  is  no  peace,  saith  the  Lord,  unto  the 
wicked. 


CHAFTEB21.    (See  Isaiah  49.) 

1.  And  eaoAn :  Hearken,  O  ye  house  of  Israel,  all  ye  that 
are  broken  on  and  are  driven  out,  because  of  the  wickedness 
of  the  i>astors  of  my  people ;  yea,  all  ye  that  are  broken  off 
that  are  scattered  abroad,  who  are  of  my  people,  O  house  of 
IsraeL  Listen,  <0  isles,  unto  me,  and  hearken  ye  people 
from  far ;  the  Lord  hath  called  me  from  the  womb ;  from 
the  bowels  of  my  mother  hath  he  made  mention  of  my 
name. 

2.  And  he  hath  made  my  mouth  like  a  sharp  sword;  in 
the  shadow  of  his  hand  hath  he  hid  me ;  and  made  me  a 
polished  shaft ;  in  his  quiver  hath  he  hid  me ; 

3.  And  said  unto  me,  Thou  art  my  servant,  O  Israel,  in 
whom  I  will  be  ^orified. 

4.  Then  I  said,  I  have  laboured  in  vain,  I  have  spent  my 
strength  for  naught  and  in  vain;  surely  my  judgment  is 
with  the  Lord,  azid  my  work  with  my  Goo. 

6.  And  now,  saith  the  Lord,  that  formed  me  from  the 
womb  that  I  should  be  ^his  servant,  to  bring  Jacob  again  to 
him  :  Though  Israel  be  not  gathered,  yet  shall  I  be  gToiiouB 
in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord,  and  my  God  shall  oe  my 
strength. 

6.  And  he  said.  It  is  a  Ught  thing  that  thou  shouldst  be 
my  servant  to  raise  up  the  tnbes  of  Jacob,  and  to  restore  the 
preserved  of  IsraeL  I  will  also  give  thee  for  a  light  %o  the 
Gentiles,  that  thou  mayest  be  my  salvation  unto  the  ends  of 
the  earth. 

7.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  Redeemer  of  Israel,  his  Holy 
One,  to  him  whom  man  despiseth,  to  him  whom  the  nations 
•bhorreth,  to  servant  of  rulers,  kings  shall  see  and  arise, 
princes  also  shall  worship,  because  of  the  Lord  that  is 
laithfuL 

8.  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  in  an  acceptable  time  have  I 
heard  thee,  'K)  isles  of  the  sea^  and  in  a  day  of  salvation 
have  I  helped  thee;  and  I  will  preserve  thee,  and  give 
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thee  'my  servant  for  a  covenant  of  the  people,  to  efitablish 
the  eartn,  to  cause  to  inherit  the  desolate  nenta^es ; 

9.  That  thou  mayestsay  to  the  prisonerSjdo  forth;  >to 
them,  that  sit  in  darmiess,  snew  yourselves.  They^  shall  feed 
in  the  ways,  and  their  ^'pastures  shall  be  in  all  high  places. 

10.  They  shall  not  hunger  nor  thirst,  neither  shall  the 
heat  nor  tne  sun  smite  them ;  for  he  that  hath  mercy  on 
them  shall  lead  them,  even  *by  the  springs  of  water  shall  he 
guide  them. 

11.  And  I  will  make  %11  my  mountains  a  way,  and  fjxtf 
highways  shall  be  exalted. 

12.  And  then,  O  house  of  Israel,  behold,  *these  shall 
come  from  far;  and  lo,  these  from  the  north  and  from  the 
west ;  and  these  from  the  land  of  Sinim. 

13.  'Sing,  O  heavens ;  and  be  jovful,  O  earth ;  for  tSie 
feet  of  those  who  are  in  uie  east  snaU  be  established ;  and 
break  forth  into  singing,  O  mountains ;  for  thejr  shall  be 
smitten  no  more ;  for  the  Lord  hath  comforted  his  people, 
and  will  have  mercy  upon  his  afflicted. 

14.  But»  behold,  Zioh  hath  said,  The  Lord  hath  forsakeil 
me,  and  my  Lord  hath  forgotten  me ;  but  he  will  shew  thai 
he  hath  not. 

15.  *"For  can  a  woman  forget  her  sucking  child,  that  she 
should  not  have  compassion  on  the  son  of  her  womb  ?  Yea, 
they  may  forged  yet  will  I  not  forget  thee,  O  house  of 
IsraeL 

16.  Behold,  I  have  graven  thee  upon  the  palms  of  my 
hands  ;  thv  walls  are  continually  before  me. 

17.  Thy  children  shall  make  haste  against  tirr 
destroyers ;  and  they  that  made  thee  waste,  shall  go  forth 
of  thee. 

18.  Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about  and  behold;  *^1 
these  gather  memselves  together,  and  they  shall  come  to 
thee.  And  as  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  thou  shalt  surely  clothe 
thee  with  them  all,  as  with  an  ornament,  and  Mnd  tibem  on 
eren  as  a  bride. 

19.  For  thy  waste  and  thy  desolate  places,  and  the  land 
of  thy  destruction,  shall  even  now  be  too  narrow  by  reason 
of  the  Inhabitants ;  and  IJiey  that  swallowed  thee  up  shall 
be  far  away. 

20.  The  children  whom  thou  shalt  have,  after  thorn 
hast  ^lost  the  first,  shall  again  in  thine  ears  say.  The  place 
is  too  straight  for  me  ;  give  place  to  me  that  I  may  dwell* 

21.  Then  shalt  thou  say  in  thine  heart,  who  hath 
begotten  me  these,  seeing  I  have  lost  my  children,  'and  am 
desolate,  a  captive,  and  removing  to  and  fro  ?  and  who  hatili 
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brought  up  these  ?    Behold,  I  was  left  alone ;  these,  where 
have  they  Deen  ? 

22.  lUivLB  saith  the  Lord  God,  Behold,  I  will  lift  up  *lnine 
hand  to  the  Gentiles,  and  set  up  ^mj  standard  to  the  people; 
and  'they  shall  bring  thy  sons  m  their  arms,  and  thy 
daughters  shall  be  earned  upon  their  shoulders. 

23.  And  kings  shall  be  thy  nursing  fathers,  and  their 
queens  thy  nursing  mothers ;  they  shall  bow  down  to  thee 
with  their  face  towards  the  earth,  and  lick  up  the  dust  of 
thy  feet ;  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Lord ;  for  they 
shall  not  be  ashamed  that  wait  for  me. 

24.  **For  shall  the  prey  be  taken  from  the  mighty,  or  the 
lawful  captives  delivered  ? 

25.  But  thus  saith  the  Lord,  even  the  ci^tives  of  the 
mighty  shall  be  taken  awa^,  and  the  prev  of  the  terrible 
shall  De  delivered ;  for  I  will  contend  with  him  that  oaor 
tendeth  with  thee,  and  I  will  save  thy  children. 

26.  'And  I  will  feed  them  that  oppress  thee  with  their 
own  flesh ;  they  shall  be  drunken  witn  their  own  blood  as 
with  sweet  wine ;  and  all  flesh  shall  know  that  I  the  Lord 
am  thy  Saviour  and  thy  Redeemer,  the  Mighty  One  of 
Jacob. 


CHAPTER  22. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  i>ass  that  after  I,  Nephi,  had  read 
these  things  which  were  engraven  upon  the  'plates  of  brass, 
my  brethren  came  unto  me  and  said  unto  me.  What 
meaneth  these  things  which  ye  have  read  ?  Behold,  are  thev 
to  be  understood  according  to  things  which  are  spiritual, 
which  shall  come  to  pass  according  to  the  Spirit  and  not  the 
flesh? 

2.  And  I,  Nephi,  said  unto  them.  Behold,  they  were 
manifest  unto  the  prophet,  by  the  voice  of  the  Spirit ;  for  by 
the  Spirit  are  all  things  made  known  unto  the  prophet^ 
which  shall  come  upon  the  children  of  men  according  to  the 
flesh. 

3.  Wherefore,  the  things  of  which  I  have  read,  are 
things  pertaining  to  things  both  temporal  and  spiritual :  for 
it  appears  that  the  house  of  Israel,  sooner  or  later,  will  be 
scatt^:ed  upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  also  among  all 
nations, 

4.  And  behold  there  are  many  who  are  already  lost  from 
the  knowledge  of  those  who  are  at  Jerusalem.  Yea,  the 
more  part  of  all  the  tribes  have  been  led  away ;  and  they  are 
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scattered  to  and  fro  upon  the  Hales  of  the  sea ;  and  whither 
they  are,  none  of  us  knoweth,  save  that  we  know  that  they 
have  been  led  away. 

5.  And  since  they  have  been  led  away,  these  thing^  have 
been  prophesied  concerning  them,  and  also  concerning;  all 
those  who  shall  hereafter  be  scattered  and  be  confounded, 
because  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  for  against  him  will  they 
harden  their  hearts;  wherefore,  they  shall  be  scattered 
amon^all  nations,  and  shall  be  hated  of  all  men. 

6.  rievertheless,  after  they  shall  be  nursed  by  the  Gren- 
tUes,  and  the  Lord  has  lifted  up  his  hand  upon  the  ^'Grentiles 
and  set  them  up  for  a  standard,  and  their  children  have  been 
carried  in  their  arms,  and  their  daughters  have  been  carried 
upon  their  shoulders,  behold  these  things  of  which  are 
siK>ken,  are  temporal ;  for  thus  is  the  covenant  of  the  Lord 
with  our  fathers ;  and  it  meaneth  us  in  the  days  to  come, 
and  also  all  our  brethren  who  are  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

7.  And  it  meaneth  that  the  time  cometh  that  after  all 
the  house  of  Israel  have  been  scattered  and  confounded, 
that  the  Lord  God  will  raise  up  a  %iighty  nation  among  the 
Gentiles,  yea,  even  upon  the  mce  of  this  land ;  and  by  them 
shall  'our  seed  be  scattered. 

8.  And  after  our  seed  is  scattered,  the  Lord  God  will 
proceed  to  do  a  ^marvellous  work  among  the  Gentiles,  which 
shall  be  of  great  worth  unto  our  seed ;  wherefore,  it  is 
likened  unto  their  being  nourished  by  the  Gentiles  and  being 
carried  in  their  arms  and  upon  their  shoulders. 

9.  And  it  shall  also  be  of  'worth  unto  the  Gentiles ;  and 
not  only  unto  the  GentiLes,  but  unto  ^all  the  house  of  Israel, 
onto  the  making  known  of  the  covenants  of  the  Father  of 
heaven  unto  Abraham,  saying.  In  thy  seed  shall  all  the 
kindreds  of  the  earth  be  blessed ; 

10.  And  I  would,  my  brethren,  that  ye  sho\ild  know  that 
all  the  kindreds  of  the  earth  cannot  be  blessed,  unless  he 
Bhall  make  bare  his  arm  in  the  eyes  of  the  nations. 

11.  Wherefore,  the  Lord  God  will  proceed  to  make  bare 
his  arm  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  nations,  in  bringing  about  his 
covenants  and  nis  gospel,  unto  those  who  are  of  the  house 
of  Israel. 

12.  Wherefore,  he  will  bring  them  again  out  of  captivity, 
and  they  shall  be  gathered  together  to  the  lands  of  their 
inheritance ;  and  they  shall  be  brought  out  of  obscurity, 
and  out  of  darkness ;  and  they  shall  know  that  the  Lord  is 
their  Saviour  and  their  Redeemer,  the  ll^hty  One  of  IsraeL 

13.  And  the  blood  of  that  great  and  abominable  church, 
which  is  the  whore  of  all  the  earth,  shall  turn  upon  their 
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own  heads ;  for  ^ev  shall  war  among  themselves,  and  the 
sword  of  their  own  hands  shall  fall  upon  their  own  heads, 
and  they  shall  be  drunken  with  their  own  blood. 

14.  And  every  nation  which  shall  war  against  thee,  O 
house  of  Israel,  shall  be  turned  one  against  another,  and 
they  shall  fall  into  the  pit  which  they  digged  to  ensnare  the 
people  of  the  Lord,  ^d  all  that  •^nght  against  Zion  shall 
be  d^estroyed,  and  that  great  whore,  who  hath  perverted  t^e 
right  ways  of  the  Lord,  yea,  that  great  and  abominable 
church  shall  tumble  to  the  dust,  and  great  shall  be  the  fall 
of  it. 

15.  For  behold,  saith  the  prophet^  the  time  cometh 
speedily,  that  satan  shall  have  %o  more  x>ower  over  the 
hearts  of  the  children  of  men;  for  the  day  soon  cometh, 
that  all  the  proud  and  they  who  do  wickedly,  shall  be  as 
stubble  :  and  the  day  cometh  that  they  must  be  turned. 

16.  For  the  time  soon  cometh,  that  the  fulness  of  the 
wrath  of  God  shall  be  poured  out  u^on  all  the  children  of 
men ;  for  he  will  not  suffer  that  the  wicked  shall  destroy  the 
righteous. 

17.  Wherefore,  he  will  preserve  .the  righteous  by  his 
IK)wer,  even  if  it  so  be  that  the  fulness  of  his  wrath  must 
come,  and  the  righteous  be  preserved,  even  unto  the  destruc- 
tion of  their  enemies  by  Are.  Wherefore,  the  righteous  need 
not  fear;  for  thus  saith  the  prophet,  tney  shall  be  saved, 
even  if  it  so  be  as  by  fire. 

18.  Behold,  my  brethren,  I  say  unto  you.  That  these 
things  must  shortly  come;  yea,  even  blood,  and  fire,  and 
vapour  of  smoke  must  come ;  and  it  must  needs  be  upon  the 
face  of  this  earth ;  and  it  cometh  unto  men  according  to  the 
flesh,  if  it  so  be  that  they  will  harden  their  hearts  against 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel ; 

19.  For  behold,  the  righteous  shall  not  perish ;  for  the 
time  surely  must  come,  that  all  they  who  fight  against  Zion 
shall  be  cut  off. 

20.  And  the  Lord  will  surely  prepare  a  way  for  his 
people,  unto  the  fulfilling  of  the  words  of  Moses,  which  he 
spake,  saying:  A  "*prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  Grod  raise 
up  unto  you,  like  unto  me ;  him  shall  ve  hear  in  all  thin^ 
whatsoever  he  shall  say  unto  you.  And  it  shall  come  to 
pass  that  all  those  who  will  not  hear  that  prophet^  shall  be 
cut  off  from  among  the  people. 

21.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  declare  unto  you,  that  this 
prophet  of  whom  Moses  spalse.  was  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ; 
wherefore,  he  shall  execute  judgment  in  righteousness ; 

22.  And  the  **righteous  need  not  fear,  for  they  are  those 
who  shall  not  be  confounded.  But  it  is  the  kingdom  of  the 
devil  which  shall  be  built  up  among  the  children  of  men, 
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which  kingdom  is  established  among  them  which  are  in  the 
flesh; 

23.  For  the  time  si>eedily  shall  come,  that  <^l  churches 
which  are  built  up  to  get  Kain,  and  all  those  who  are  built 
up  to  get  power  over  the  flesh,  and  those  who  are  built  up 
to  become  popular  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  and  those  who 
fieek  the  lusts  of  the  flesh  and  the  things  of  the  world,  and 
to  do  all  manner  of  iniquity;  yea,  in  fine,  all  those  who 
belong  to  the  kingdom  of  the  devi].  are  they  who  need  fear, 
and  trembly  and  quake;  they  are  those  who  must  be 
brought  low  in  the  dust;  they  are  those  who  must  be 
consumed  as  stubble ;  and  this  is  according  to  the  words  of 
the  prophet. 

24.  And  the  time  cometh  speedily,  that  the  righteous 
must  be  led  up  as  ^calves  of  the  stall,  and  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel  must  reign  in  dominion,  and  might,  and  power,  and 
great  glory. 

25.  And  he  gathereth  his  ^children  from  the  four 
quarters  of  the  earth;  and  he  numbereth  his  sheep,  and 
tney  know  him;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold  and  one 
shepherd ;  and  he  shall  feed  his  sheep,  and  in  him  they 
shall  find  {pasture. 

26.  And  because  of  the  righteousn^s  of  his  people, 
satan  has  no  power ;  wherefore,  he  cannot  be  loosed  lor  the 
space  of  many  years ;  for  he  hath  no  power  over  the  hearts 
of  the  people,  for  they  dwell  in  righteousness,  and  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel  reigneth. 

27.  And  now  behold,  I,  Nephi,  say  unto  you.  That  all 
these  things  must  come  according  to  the  flesh. 

28.  But,  behold,  all  nations,  kindreds,  tongues,  and 
people,  shall  dwell  safely  in  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  if  it  so 
oe  that  they  will  repent. 

29.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  make  an  end ;  for  I  durst  not 
speak  further  as  yet,  concerning  these  things. 

30.  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  I  would  that  ye  should 
consider  that  the  things  which  have  been  written  upon 
the  'plates  of  brass  are  true ;  and  they  testify  that  a  man 
must  oe  obedient  to  the  commandments  of  God. 

31.  Wherefore,  ye  need  not  siippose  that  I  and  my  father 
are  the  only  ones  that  have  testined,  and  also  taught  them* 
Wherefore,  if  ye  shall  be  obedient  to  the  commandments, 
and  endure  to  the  end,  ye  shall  be  saved  at  the  last  day. 
And  thus  it  is.    Amen.

CHAPTER  1. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  after  L  Nephl  had  made  an 
end  of  teaching  mv  brethren,  our  father,  liehi,  also  spake 
many  things  unto  them,  how  great  things  the  Lord  had  done 
for  tnem,  in  bringing  them  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem. 

2.  And  he  spake  unto  them,  concerning  their  <*rebellions 
ni>on  the  waters,  and  the  mercies  of  Groa  in  sparing  their 
lives,  that  they  were  not  swallowed  up  in  the  sea. 

3.  And  he  also  spake  unto  them,  concerning  the  ^land  of 
promise,  which  they  had  obtained :  how  mercSul  the  Lord 
had  been  in  warning  us  that  we  should  flee  out  of  the  land 
of  Jerusalem. 

4.  For,  behold,  said  he,  I  have  <^een  a  vision,  in  which  I 
know  that  Jerusalem  is  destroyed ;  and  had.  we  remained  in 
Jerusalem,  we  should  also  have  perished. 

5.  But»  said  he,  notwithstanding  our  aflUctions,  we  have 
obtained  a  land  of  promise,  a  land  which  is  choice  above  all 
other  lands :  a  land  which  the  Lord  God  hath  covenanted  with 
me  should  be  a  land  for  the  inheritance  of  my  seed.  Tea, 
the  Lord  hath  covenanted  this  land  unto  me,  and  to  my 
children  for  ever ;  and  also  all  those  who  should  be  led  out  of 
other  countries  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord. 

6.  Wherefore,  I,  Lehi,  prophesy  according  to  the 
workings  of  the  Spirit  which  is  in  me,  that  there  shall  none 
come  into  this  land,  save  they  shall  be  brought  by  the  hand 
oi  the  Lord. 

7.  Wherefore,  this  land  is  consecrated  tmto  him  whom 
he  shall  bring.  And  if  it  so~  be  that  they  shall  serve  him 
according  to  the  commandments  which  ne  hath  given,  it 
shall  be  a  land  of  liberty  unto  them ;  wherefore,  they  shall 
never  be  brought  down  into  captivity ;  if  so,  it  shall  be 
because  of  iniquity ;  for  if  iniquity  shall  aboimd,  <'cursed  shall 
be  the  land  for  their  sakes;  but  unto  the  righteous  it 
shall  be  blessed  for  ever. 

8.  And  behold,  it  is  wisdom  that  this  land  should  be 
kept  as  yet  from  the  knowledge  of  other  nations ;  for  behold, 
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many  nations  would  overrun  the  land,  that  there  would  be 
no  place  for  an  inheritance. 

9.  Wherefore,  L  Lehi,  have  obtained  a  promise,  that 
inasmuch  as  those  wnom  the  Lord  God  shall  brmg  out  of  the 
land  of  Jerusalem  shall  keep  his  commandments,  they  shall 
prosper  upon  the  face  of  this  land ;  and  they  shaU  be  kept 
nom  aJl  other  nations,  that  they  may  possess  this  land  unto 
themselves.  And  if  it  so  be  that  they  shall  keep  his 
conunandments,  they  shall  be  blessed  ui>on  the  face  oi  this 
land,  and  there  shall  be  none  to  molest  them,  nor  to  take 
awav  the  land  of  their  inheritance;  and  they  shall  dwell 
safely  for  ever. 

10.  But  behold,  when  the  time  cometh  that  they  shall 
dwindle  in  unbelief,  after  they  have  received  so  great 
blessings  from  the  hand  of  the  Lord ;  having  a  knowledge  of 
the  creation  of  the  earth,  and  all  men,  knowing  the  great 
and  marvellous  works  of  the  Lord  from  the  creation  of  the 
world ;  having  power  given  them  to  do  all  thin^gs  by  faith  ; 
having  all  the  commandments  from  the  beginning,  and. 
having  been  brought  by  his  infinite  goodness  into  this 
precious  l^id  of  promise ;  behold,  1  say,  if  the  day  shall  come 
that  they  will  reject  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  the  true  Messiah, 
their  Beideemer  and  their  Grod,  behold  the  judgments  of  hink 
that  is  just  shall  rest  upon  them ; 

IL  X  ea,  he  will  bnng  "other  nations  unto  them,  and  he 
will  give  unto  them  power,  and  he  will  take  away  from  them 
the  lands  of  their  possessions ;  and  he  wiU  cause  them  to  be 
scattered  and  smitten. 

12.  Tea,  as  one  generation  passeth  to  another,  there  shall 
be  bloodsheds,  and  great  visitations  among  them ;  where- 
fore, my  sons,  I  would  that  ye  would  remember;  yea,  I 
would  that  ye  would  hearken  unto  my  words. 

13.  O  tn&t  ye  would  awake ;  awake  from  a  deep  sleep^ 
yea,  even  from  the  sleep  of  hell,  and  shake  off  the  awfui 
chains  by  which  ye  are  Dound,  which  are  the  chains  which 
bind  the  children  of  men,  that  they  are  carried  away  captive 
down  to  the  eternal  gulf  of  misery  and  woe  I 

14.  Awake !  and  arise  from  the  dust>  and  hear  the  words 
of  a  trembling  parent^  whose  limbs  ye  must  soon  lay  down  in 
the  cold  ana  silent  grave,  from  whence  no  traveller  can 
return ;  a  few  more  days,  and  I  go  the  way  of  all  the  earth. 

15.  But  behold,  the  Lord  hath  redeemed  my  soul  from 
hell;  I  have  beheld  his  glory,  and  I  am  encircled  about 
eternally  in  the  arms  of  his  love. 

16.  And  I  desire  that  ye  should  remember  to  observe  the 
statutes  and  the  judgments  of  the  Lord ;  behold,  this  hath 
been  the  anxiety  of  my  soul  from  the  beginning. 

17.  My  heart  hath  been  weighed  down  with  sorrow  from 
time  to  time,  for  I  have  feared,  lest  for  the  hardness  of  your 

hearts,  the  Lord  your  God  should  come  out  in  the  fulness  of 
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his  wrath  upon  -^you,  that  ye  be  cat  off  and  destroyed  for 
ever; 

18.  Or,  that  a  cnrshig  should  come  u]pon  you  for  the 
space  of  ^many  generations ;  and  ye  are  visited  by  sword, 
and  by  famine,  and  are  hated,  and  are  led  according  to  the 
will  and  captivity  of  the  devil. 

19.  O  my  sons,  that  these  things  might  not  come  upon 
you,  but  that  ye  might  be  a  choice  and  a  lavoured  people  of 
the  Lord.  But  behold,  his  will  be  done ;  for  his  ways  are 
righteousness  for  ever ; 

20.  And  he  hath  said,  ^That  inasmuch  as  ye  shall  keep 
my  commandments,  ye  snail  prosper  in  the  land;  but  inas- 
much as  ye  will  not  Keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  be  cut 
off  from  my  presence ;  . 

21.  And  now  that  my  sotd  mieht  have  joy  in  you,  and 
that  my  heart  might  leave  this  world  with  glaoness  because 
•of  you ;  that  I  might  not  be  brought  down  with  grief  and 
«orrow  to  the  grave,  arise  from  the  dust,  my  sons,  and  be 
men,  and  be  aetermined  in  one  mind,  and  in  one  heart 
imited  in  all  things,  that  ye  may  not  come  down  into 
captivity ; 

22.  That  ye  may  not  be  cursed  with  a  sore  cursing ;  and 
also,  that  ye  may  not  incur  the  displeasure  of  a  just  Grod 
upon  you,  unto  the  destruction,  yea,  the  eternal  destruction 
of  both  soul  and  body. 

23.  Awake,  my  sons ;  put  on  the  armour  of  righteous- 
ness. Shake  off  tbe  chains  with  which  ye  are  bound,  and 
come  forth  out  of  obscurity,  and  arise  from  the  dust. 

24.  Rebel  no  more  against  your  brother,  whose  viewB 
have  been  glorious,  and  who  hath  kept  the  commandments 
from  the  time  that  we  left  Jerusalem ;  and  who  hath  been 
an  instrument  in  the  hands  of  Grod,  in  oringing  us  forth  into 
the  land  of  promise ;  for  were  it  not  for  him,  we  must  have 
perished  with  -hunger  in  the  wilderness ;  nevertheless,  ye 
sought  to  Hake  away  his  life;  yea,  and  he  hath  suffered 
much  sorrow  because  of  vou. 

25.  And  I  exceedingly  fear  and  tremble  because  of  you, 
lest  he  shall  suffer  agam ;  for  behold,  ye  have  accused  nim 
that  he  sought  power  and  'authority  over  you ;  but  I  know- 
that  he  hath  not  sought  for  power  nor  authority  over  you : 
but  he  hath  sought  the  glory  of  God,  and  your  own  eternal 
welfare. 

26.  ■  And  ye  have  murmured  because  he  hath  been 
plain  unto  you.  Ye  say  that  he  hath  used  sharpness ;  ye 
say  that  he  hath  been  angry  with  you;  but  behold,  ms 
sharpness  was  the  "*sharpness  of  the  power  of  the  word  of 
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God,  which  was  in  him :  and  that  which  ye  call  anffer,  waa 
tiie  truth,  accordii^  to  tnat  which  is  in  God,  whichThe  could 
not  restrain,  manifesting  boldly  concerning  your  iniquities. 

27.  And  it  must  needs  be  that  the  power  of  Grod  must  be 
with  him,  even  unto  his  commanding  you,  that  ye  must 
obey.  But  behold,  it  was  not  him,  but  it  was  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  which  was  in  him,  which  opened  his  mouth  to 
utterance,  that  he  could  not  shut  it^ 

28.  And  now  my  son  Laman,  and  also  Lemuel  and  Sam, 
and  also  my  sons  who  are  the  sons  of  Islunael,  behold,  if  ve 
will  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  Nephi,  ye  shall  not  perish. 
And  if  ye  will  hearken  unto  him,  I  leave  unto  you  a  blessing, 
yea,  even  m^  first  blessing. 

29.  But  if  ye  will  not  nearken  unto  him,  I  take  away  my 
first  blessing,  yea,  even  my  blessing,  and  it  shall  rest  upon 
him. 

90.  And  now,  Zoram,  I  speak  unto  you :  Behold,  thou 
art  the  "servant  of  Laban ;  nevertheless,  thou  hast  been 
brou^t  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  and  t  know  that  thou 
art  a  true  friend  unto  my  son,  Nephi,  for  ever. 

31.  Wherefore,  because  thou  hast  been  faithful,  thy  seed 
shall  be  blessed  with  his  seed,  that  they  dwell  in  prosperity 
long  uix>n  the  face  of  this  land ;  and  nothing,  save  it  shidl  be 
iniqui^  among  them,  shall  harm  or  disturb  their  prosperity 
upon  tne  face  of  this  land  for  ever. 

32.  Wherefore,  if  ye  shall  keep  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord,  the  Lord  hath  consecrated  this  land  for  the  security  of 
thy  seed  with  the  seed  of  my  son. 


CHAPTER  2. 

1.  And  now,  Jacob,  I  speak  unto  you :  Thou  art  my  <>first- 
bom  in  the  days  of  my  tribulation  in  the  wilderness.  And 
behold,  in  thy  childhood  thou  hast  suffered  afflictions  and 
much  sorrow,  because  of  the  rudeness  of  thy  brethren. 

2.  Nevertheless,  Jacob,  mv  first-bom  in  the  wilderness, 
thou  knowest  the  greatness  of  God ;  and  he  shall  consecrate 
thine  afflictions  for  thy  gain. 

3.  Wherefore,  thy  soul  shall  be  blessed,  and  thou  shalt 
dwell  safely  with  thy  brother,  Nephi :  and  thy  days  shall  be 
spent  in  tne  service  of  .thy  God.  Wherefore,  I  know  that- 
tnou  art  redeemed,  because  of  the  righteousness  of  thy 
Redeemer ;  for  thou  hast  beheld,  that  in  the  fulness  of  time 
he  cometh  to  bring  salvation  unto  men. 

4.  And  thou  hast  beheld  in  thy  youth  his  glory :  where- 
fore, thou  art  blessed  even  as  they  unto  whom  he  shall 
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minister  in  the  flesh ;  for  the  Spirit  is  the  sam^  yesterday, 
to-day,  and  for  ever.  And  the  way  is  prepared  fromthe  fall 
of  maiL  and  salvation  is  free. 

5.  And  men  are  instructed  STifficiently,  that  they  know 
cood  from  evil.  And  the  law  is  given  unto  men.  And  by 
the  law,  no  flesh  is  justified ;  or,  by  the  law,  men  are  cut  off. 
Yea,  by  the  ^temporal  law,  they  were  cut  off ;  and  also,  by 
the  ''spiritual  law  they  perish  from  that  which  is  good,  and 
become  miserable  for  ever. 

6.  Wherefore,  redemption  cometh  in  and  through  the 
Holy  Messiah ;  for  he  is  full  of  grace  and  truth. 

7.  Behold  he  offereth  himself  a  sacrifice  for  sin,  to 
answer  the  ends  of  the  law,  unto  all  those  who  have  a 
broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit ;  and  unto  none  else  can 
the  ends  of  the  law  be  answered.  * 

8.  Wherefore,  how  great  the  importance  to  make  these 
things  known  unto  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  that  they 
may  know  that  there  is  no  flesh  that  can  dwell  in  the 
-presence  of  God,  save  it  be  through  the  merits,  and  mercy, 
and  grace  of  the  Holy  Messiah,  who  la^eth  down  his  life 
accoraing  to  the  flesh,  and  taketh  it  again  by  the  power  of 
the  Spirit,  that  he  mav  bring  to  pass  the  ^^resurrection  of  the 
clead,  being  the  flrst  tnat  should  rise. 

9.  Wherefore  he  is  the  first  fruits  unto  Grod,  inasmuch  as 
he  shall  make  'intercession  for  all  the  children  of  men ;  and 
they  that  believe  in  him  shall  be  saved. 

10.  And  because  of  the  intercession  for  all,  all  men  come 
unto  Grod ;  wherefore,  they  stand  in  the  presence  of  him,  to 
be  judged  of  him  according  to  the  truth  and  holiness  which 
is  m  him.  Wherefore,  the  ends  of  the  law  which  the  Holy 
One  hath  given,  unto  tne  inflicting  of  the  punishment  which 
is  aJfixed,  which  punishment  that  is  affixed  is  in  opposition 
to  that  of  the  happiness  which  is  affixed,  to  answer  the 
«nds  of  the  -^atonenMnt : 

11.  For  it  must  needs  be,  that  there  is  an  ^opposition  in 
•all  things.  If  not  so,  my  first-born  in  the  wilderness, 
righteousness  could  not  be  brought  to  pass ;  neither  wicked- 
ness; neither  holiness  nor  misery;  neither  good  nor  bad. 
Wherefore,  all  things  must  needs  be  a  compound  in  one ; 
wherefore,  if  it  should  be  one  body,  it  must  needs  remain  as 
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dead,  having  no  life  neither  death,  nor  corruption  nor 
incorruption,  happiness  nor  misery,  neither  sense  nor 
insensibility. 

12.  Wherefore,  it  must  needs  have  been  created  for  a 
thing  of  naught ;  wherefore  there  would .  have  been  no 
purpose  in  the  end  of  its  creation.  Wherefore,  this  thing 
must  needs  destroy  the  wisdom  of  God,  and  his  eternal 
purj^oses ;  and  also,  the  power,  and  the  mercy,  and  the 
justice  of  Grod. 

13.  And  if  ye  shall  say  there  is  no  law,  ye  shall  also  say- 
there  is  no  sin.  If  ye  shall  say  there  is  no  sin,  ye  shall 
also  say  there  is  no  righteousness.  And  if  there  be  no 
righteousness,  there  be  no  happiness.  And  if  there  be  no 
righteousness  nor  happiness,  tnere  be  no  punish ment  nor 
nusery.  And  if  these  tilings  are  not,  there  is  no  God.  And 
if  there  is  no  God,  we  are  not,  neither  the  earth ;  for  there 
could  have  been  no  creation  of  things,  neither  to  act  nor  to 
be  acted  ujmn;  wherefore,  all  things  must  have  vanished 
away. 

14.  And  now,  my  sons,  I  speak  unto  you  these  things, 
for  your  profit  and  learning ;  for  there  is  a  God,  and  he  hath 
created  all  things,  both  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and  all 
things  that  in  them  is ;  both  things  to  act,  and  things  to  be 
acted  ui)oii. 

15.  And  to  bring  about  his  eternal  purposes  in  the  end 
of  man,  after  he  had  created  our  first  parents,  and  the  beasts 
of  the  field  and  the  fowls  of  the  air,  and  in  fine,  all  things 
which  are  created,  it  must  needs  be  that  there  was 
an  ^opposition ;  even  the  forbidden  fruit  in  opposition  to  the 
tree  of  life ;  the  one  being  sweet  and  the  other  bitter ; 

16.  Wherefore,  the  Lord  God  gave  unto  man  that  he 
should  act  for  himself.  Wherefore  man  could  not  act  for 
himself,  save  it  should  be  that  he  was  enticed  by  the  one  or 
the  other. 

17.  And  I,  Lehi,  according  to  the  things  which  I  have 
read,  must  needs  suppose,  that  an  angel  of  Grod,  according 
to  that  ^hich  is  written,  had  fallen  from  heaven ;  where- 
fore, he  became  a  devil,  having  sought  that  which  was  evil 
before  Grod. 

18.  And  because  he  had  fallen  from  heaven,  and  had 
become  miserable  for  ever,  he  sought  also  the  miseiv  of  all 
mankind.  Wherefore,  he  said  unto  Eve,  yea,  even  tnat  old 
serpent,  who  is  the  devil,  who  is  the  father  of  all  lies; 
wherefore  he  said.  Partake  of  the  forbidden  fruit,  and  ye 
shidl  not  die,  but  ye  shall  be  as  Grod,  knowing  good  and  eviL 

19.  And  after  Adam  and  Eve  had  partaken  of  the  for- 
bidden fruit,  they  were  driven  out  of  the  garden  of  Eden,  to 
till  the  earth. 

20.  And  they  have  brought  forth  children ;  yea,  even  the 
family  of  all  the  earth. 
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21.  And  the  davs  of  the  children  of  men  were  proloD^ed, 
according  to  the  will  of  God,  that  they  might  repent  while  in 
the  flesh ;  wherefore,  their  state  became  a  state  of  probation, 
and  their  time  was  lengthened,  according  to  the  conmiand- 
ments  which  the  Lord  Grod.gave  unto  the  children  of  men. 
For  he  gave  commandment  that  all  men  must  repent ;  for  he 
shewed  unto  all  men  that  they  were  lost»  because  of  the 
transgression  of  their  parents. 

2E2.  And  now,  behold,  if  Adam  had  not  trani^pressed,  he 
would  not  have  fallen ;  but  he  would  have  remained  in  the 
garden  of  Eden.  And  all  things  which  were  created,  must 
have  remained  in  the  same  state  which  they  were,  after  they 
were  created ;  and  they  must  have  remained  for  ever,  and 
had  no  end. 

23.  And  they  would  have  had  •'no  children ;  wherefore, 
they  would  have  remained  in  a  state  of  innocence,  having  no 
joy,  for  they  knew  no  misery ;  doing  no  good,  for  they  knew 
no  sin. 

24.  But  behold,  all  things  have  been  done  in  the  wisdom 
of  him  who  knoweth  all  things. 

25.  Adam  *f ell  that  men  might  be ;  and  men  are,  that 
they  might  have  joy. 

26.  And  the  Messiah  cometh  in  the  fulness  of  time,  that 
he  may  redeem  the  children  of  men  from  the  falL  And 
because  that  they  are  redeemed  from  the  fall,  they  have 
become  ffree  for  ever,  knowing  good  from  evil;  to  acft  for 
themselves,  and  not  to  be  acted  upon,  save  it  be  by  the 
punishment  of  the  law  at  the  great  ana  last  day,  according 
to  the  commandments  which  God  hath  given. 

27.  Wherefore,  men  are  free  accordmg  to  the  flesh ;  and 
all  things  are  given  them  which  are  expedient  unto  man. 
And  they  are  free  to  choose  liberty  and  eternal  life,  through 
the  great  mediation  of  all  men,  or  to  choose  captivitv  and 
death,  according  to  the  captivity  and  power  of  the  devil ;  for 
he  seeketh  that  aU  men  mi^t  be  miserable  like  unto 
himsell 

26.  And  now,  my  sons,  I  would  that  ye  should  look  to 
the  great  Mediator,  and  hearken  unto  his  sreat  conmiand- 
ments ;  and  be  faithful  unto  his  words,  and  choose  eternal 
life,  according  to  the  will  of  his  Holy  Spirit ; 

29.  And  not  choose  eternal  death,  according  to  the  will 
of  the  flesh  and  the  evil  which  is  therein,  whicn  giveth  the 
spirit  of  the  devil  power  to  captivate^  to  bring  you  down  to 
hell,  that  he  may  reign  over  you  in  his  own  kingdonL 

30.  I  have  spoken  these  few  words  unto  vou  alL  my  sons, 
in  the  last  days  of  my  probation ;  and  I  nave  chosen  the 
good  part,  according  to  the  words  of  the  prophet.  And  I 
have  none  other  object,  save  it  be  the  everlasting  weHfaie  of 
your  souls.    Amen.

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CHAPTER  3. 

1.  And  now  I  speak  unto  you,  Joseph,  «my  last  bom. 
Thou  wast  bom  in  tne  wilderness  of  mine  afflictions ;  yea,  in 
the  days  of  my  greatest  sorrow,  did  thy  mother  bear  thee. 

2.  And  may  the  Lord  consecrate  also  unto  thee  *this 
land,  which  is  a  most  precious  land,  for  thine  inheritance 
and  the  inheritance  of  thy  seed  with  thy  brethren,  for  thy 
Becurity  for  ever,  if  it  so  be  that  ye  shall  Keep  the  commana- 
ments  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel 

3.  And  now,  Joseph,  my  last  bom,  whom  I  have  brought 
ont  of  the  wilderness  of  mine  afflictions,  may  the  Lord  bless 
thee  for  ever,  for  thy  seed  shall  not  *1itterly^  be  destroyed. 

L  For  behold,  thou  art  the  fruit  of  my  loins  ;  and  I  am 
a  descendant  of  Joseph,  who  was  carried  captive  into 
Egypt.  And  great  were  the  covenants  of  the  Lord,  which 
he  made  unto  Joseph ; 

5.  Wherefore,  Joseph  truly  saw  our  day.  And  he 
obtained  a  promise  of  the  Lord,  that  out  of  the  fruit  of  his 
loins,  the  Lord  God  would  raise  up  a  righteous  branch  unto 
the  house  of  Israel  ;  not  the  Messiah,  out  a  branch  which 
was  to  be  broken  off;  nevertheless,  to  be  remembered  in  the 
covenants  of  the  Lord,  that  the  Messiah  should  be  made 
manifest  unto  tiiiem  in  the  latter  days,  in  the  Spirit  of 
power,  unto  the  bringing  of  them  out  of  darkness  unto 
light ;  yea,  out  of  hidden  darkness  and  out  of  captivity  unto 
freedom. 

6.  For  Joseph  truly  testified,  saying  :  A  *seer  shall  the 
Lord  my  God  raise  up,  who  shall  be  a  choice  seer  unto  the 
fruit  of  my  loins. 

7.  Yea,  Joseph  truly  said.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  me : 
A  choice  seer  will  I  raise  up  out  of  the  fruit  of  thy  loins ; 
and  he  shall  be  esteemed  highly  among  the  fruit  of  thy  loins. 
And  unto  him  will  I  give  commandment,  that  he  shall  do  a 
work  for  the  fruit  of  thy  loins,  his  brethren,  which  shall  be 
of  great  worth  unto  them,  even  to  the  bringing  of  them  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  covenants  which  I  have  made  with  thy 
fathers. 

8.  And  I  will  give  unto  him  a  commandment,  that  he 
shall  do  none  other  work,  save  the  work  whicn  I  shaU 
command  him.  And  I  will  make  him  great  in  mine  eyes ; 
for  he  shall  do  my  work. 

9.  And  he  shall  be  great  like  unto  Moses,  whom  I  have 
said  I  would  raise  up  unto  you,  to  deliver  my  people,  O  house 
of  Israel. 

10.  And  Moses  will  I  raise  up,  to  deliver  thy  people  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

a,  L  Nep.  18:  7, 19.  6,  i.  Nep.  2:  20.  18:  22,  23.  c,  i.  Nep.  IS:  30. 
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11.  But  a  seer  will  I  raise  up  put  of  the  fruit  of  thy  loins ; 
and  unto  him  will  I  give  power  to  bring  forth  my  word 
unto  the  seed  of  thy  loins  ;  and  not  to  the  bringing  forth  my 
word  onlj,  saith  the  Lord,  but  to  the  convincing  mem  of  my 
word,  which  shall  have  already  gone  forth  among  them. 

12.  Wherefore,  the  fruit  of  thy  loios  shall  write ;  and  the 
fruit  of  the  loins  of  Judah  shall  write  ;  and  that  which  shall 
be  written  by  the  fruit  of  thy  loins,  and  also  that  which  shall 
be  written  by  the  fruit  of  the  loins  of  Judah,  shall  -^grow- 
together,  unto  the  confounding  of  false  doctrines,  and  laying 
down  of  contentions,  and  estabUshing  peace  among  the  fruit 
of  thy  loins,  and  bringing  them  to  tne  ^'knowledge  of  their 
fathers  in  the  latter  days ;  and  also  to  the  knowledge  of  my 
covenants,  saith  the  Lord. 

13.  And  out  of  weakness  he  shall  be  made  strong,  in 
that  day  when  my  work  shall  commence  among  all  my 

Eeople,  unto  the  restoring  thee,  O  house  of  Israel,  saith  the 
lOrd. 

14.  And  thus  prophesied  Joseph,  saying:  Behold,  that 
seer  will  the  Lord  oless ;  and  they  that  seek  to  destroy  him, 
shaU  be  confounded ;  for  this  promise,  which  I  have 
obtained  of  the  Lord,  of  the  fruit  of  my  loins,  shall  be 
fulfilled.    Behold,  I  am  sure  of  the  fulfilling  of  this  promise. 

15.  And  his  name  shall  be  called  '^after  me  :  and  it  shall 
be  after  the  name  of  his  father.  And  he  shall  be  like  unto 
me ;  for  the  thing  which  the  Lord  shall  bring  forth  by  his 
hand,  by  the  power  of  the  Lord  shall  *bring  my  people  unto 
salvation ; 

16.  Yea,  thus  prophesied  Joseph,  I  am  sure  of  this 
thing,  even  as  I  am  sure  of  the  promise  of  Moses ;  for  the 
Lord  hath  said  unto  me,  I  will  preserve  thy  seed  for  ever. 

17.  And  the  Lord  hath  said,  I  will  raise  up  a  Moses ;  and 
I  wiU  give  power  unto  him  in  a  rod ;  and  I  will  give  judg- 
ment unto  him  in  writing.  Yet  I  will  not  loose  his  tongue, 
that  he  shall  speak  much ;  for  I  will  not  make  him  mighty 
in  speaking.  But  I  will  write  unto  him  my  law,  by  the 
finger  of  mine  own  hand;  and  I  will  make  a  spokesman 
formm. 

18.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me  also,  I  will  raise  up  unto 
the  fruit  of  thy  loins ;  and  I  will  make  for  him  a  -^spokesman. 
And  I,  behold,  I  will  give  unto  him,  that  he  shall  write  the 
writing  of  the  fruit  of  thy  loins,  unto  the  fruit  of  thy  loins ; 
and  the  spokesman  of  t^y  loins  shaU  declare  it. 

19.  And  the  words  which  he  shall  write,  shall  be  the 
words  which  are  expedient  in  my  wisdom  should  go  forth 
unto  the  fruit  of  thy  loins.  And  it  shall  be  as  if  the  fruit 
of  thy  loins  had  cried  unto  them  from  the  dust;  for  I  know 
their  faith. 

/  Ezek.  37 :  1&— 20.  g,  m.  Nep.  5 :  28.  Mor.  7 :  6, 10.  A,  Joseph, 
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20.  And  they  shall  ^cry  from  the  dust;  yea,  even 
repentance  unto  their  brethren,  even  after  many  generations 
have  gone  by  them.  And  it  shall  come  to  i>ass  that  Uielr  ciy 
shall  go,  even  according  to  the  simpleness  of  their  words. 

21.  Because  of  thdr  faith,  their  words  shall  proceed 
forth  out  of  my  mouth  unto  their  brethren  who  are  the  fruit 
of  thy  loins ;  and  the  weiUbiess  of  their  words  will  I  make 
strong  in  their  faith,  unto  the  remembering  of  my  covenant 
which  I  made  unto  thy  fathers. 

22.  And  now,  behold,  my  son  Joseph,  after  this  manuer 
did  my  father  of  old  prophesv. 

23.  Wherefore,  because  of  this  covenant  thou  art  blessed; 
for  thv  seed  shall  not  be  destroyed,  for  they  shall  hearken 
unto  tihe  words  of  the  book. 

24.  And  there  shall  rise  up  'one  mighty  among  them, 
who  shall  do  much  good,  both  la  word  ana  in  deed,  being  an 
instrument  in  the  hands  of  God,  with  exceeding  faith,  to 
work  mighty  wonders,  and  do  that  thing  which  is  great  in 
the  sight  of  Grod,  unto  the  bringing  to  jiass  much  restoration 
unto  the  house  of  Israel,  and  unto  the  seed  of  thy  brethren. 

25.  And  now,  blessed  art  thou,  Joseph.  Behold,  thou 
art  little ;  wherefore  hearken  unto  the  words  of  th^  brother, 
Nephl,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  thee,  even  according  to  the 
words  w^hich  I  have  spoken.  Remember  the  words  of  thy 
dying  father.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  4. 

L  And  now,  I,  Nephi,  speak  conceminj^  the  prophecies 
of  which  my  father  hath  spoken,  concemmg  Joseph,  who 
was  carried  mto  Egypt :

seed.     And  the  prophecies  which  he  wrote,  there' are  not

2.    For  behold,  he  truly  prophesied  concerning  all  his 


many  greater.  And  he  prophesied  concerning  us,  and  our 
fature  generations ;  and  they  are  written  ui>on  the  "plates 
of  brass. 

3.  Wherefore,  after  my  father  had  made  an  end  of 
speaking  concerning  the  jprophecies  of  Joseph,  he  called 
the  children  of  Laman,  his  sons,  and  his  daughters,  and 
said  unto  them,  Behold^  my  sons,  and  my  daughters,  who 
are  the  sons  and  the  daughters  of  my  flrst-bom,  I  would 
that  ye  should  ^ve  ear  unto  my  words ; 

4.  For  the  Xord  God  hath  said,  That  inasmuch  as  ye 
shall  keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  prosper  in  the  land ; 
and  inasmuch  as  ye  will  not  keep  my  commandments,  ye 
shall  be  cut  off  from  my  presence. 

5.  But  behold,  my  sons  and  my  daughters,  I  cannot  go 

fc,  IL  Nep.  26: 16.    Mor.  8: 14—16,  28,  25,  26.       2,  an  Indian  prophet 
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down  to  my  grave,  save  I  shonld  leave  a  blessing  upon  you: 
For  behold,  1  know  that  if  ye  are  brought  iip  in  the  way  ye 
should  go,  ye  will  not  deiMurt  from  it. 

6.  Wherefore,  if  ye  are  cursed,  behold,  I  leave  my 
blessing  upon  you,  that  the  cursing  may  be  taken  from  you, 
and  be  answered  upon  the  heads  of  your  parents. 

7.  Wherefore,  because  of  my  blessing,  the  Lord  Grod  will 
not  suffer  that  ye  shall  perish;  wherefore,  he  ^will  be 
merciful  unto  you,  and  unto  your  seed  for  ever. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  my  father  had  made  an 
end  of  speaking  to  tne  sons  and  daughters  of  Laman,  lie 
caused  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Lemuel  to  be  brou^t 
before  him. 

9.  And  he  spake  unto  them,  saying :  Behold,  my  soub 
and  my  daughters,  who  are  the  sons  and  the  daughters  of 
my  second  son;  behold,  I  leave  unto  you  the  ''same  blessing 
which  I  left  unto  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Laman ;  where- 
fore, thou  shalt  not  utterly  be  destroyed ;  but  in  the  end  thy 
seed  shall  be  blessed. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  my  father  had  made 
an  end  of  speaking  unto  them,  behold,  he  spaJ^e  unto 
the  ''sons  of  Ishmael,  yea,  and  even  all  his  household. 

IL  And  after  he  had  made  an  end  of  speaking  unto 
Ihem,  he  spake  unto  Sam,  saying  :  Blessed  art  thou,  and  thy 
seed ;  for  thou  shalt  Inherit  the  land,  like  unto  thy  brother 
Nephi.  And  thy  seed  shall  be  Numbered  with  his  seed ; 
and  thou  shalt  be  even  like  unto  thy  brother,  and  thy  seed 
like  unto  his  seed ;  and  thou  shalt  be  blessed  in  all  thy  days. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  my  father,  Lehi,  had  spoken 
unto  all  his  household,  according  to  the  feelings  of  his  neart, 
and  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  which  was  in  him,  ne  waxed  old. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  died,  and  was  buried. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  not  many  days  after  his 
death,  Laman  and  Lemuel,  and  the  sons  of  Ishmael,  were 
angry  with  me  because  of  the  admonitions  of  the  Lord ; 

14.  For  I,  Nephi,  was  constrained  to  speak  unto  them, 
according  to  his  word :  for  I  had  spake  many  things  unto 
them,  and  also  my  father,  bef pre  his  death  ;  many  of  which 
sayings,  are  written  upon  mine  -Mother  plates ;  for  a  more 
history  part  are  written  upon  mine  other  plates. 

15.  And  upon  ^hese,  I  write  the  things  of  my  soul,  and 
many  of  the  scriptures  which  are  engraven  upon  the  plates 
of  brass.  For  my  soul  delighteth  in  the  scriptures,  and  my 
heart  pondereth  them,  and  writeth  them  for  the  learning  and 
the  profit  of  my  children. 

16.  Behold,  my  soul  delighteth  in  the  things  of  the  Lord ; 
and  my  heart  pondereth  continually  upon  the  things  which 
I  have  seen  and  heard.

17.  Nevertheless,  the  great  goodness  of  the  Lord,  in 
shewing  me-  his  great  and  marvellous  works,  my  heart 
ezclaimeth.  O  wretched  man  that  I  am;  yea,  my  heart 
sorroweth  because  of  my  flesh.  My  soid  grieveth  because  of 
mine .  iniquities. 

18.  I  am  encompassed  about,  because  of  the  temptations 
and  the  sins  which  doth  so  easily  beset  me. 

19.  And  when  I  desire  to  rejoice,  my  heart  groaneth 
because  of  my  sins ;  nevertheless,  I  know  in  whom  I  have 
trusted. 

20.  My  God  hath  been  my  support;  he  hath  led  ma 
through  mine  afOictions  in  the  wilderness;  and  he  hath 
preserved  me  upon  the  waters  of  the  great  deep. 

21.  He  hath  flUed  me  with  his  love,  even  unto  the  oon> 
Buming  of  my  flesh. 

22.  He  hath  confounded  mine  enemies,  unto  the  causing 
of  them  to  quake  before  me. 

23.  Behold,  he  hath  heard  my  cry  by  day,  and  he  hath 
given  me  knowledge  by  visions  in  the  night  time. 

24.  And  by  day  have  I  waxed  bold  in  mighty  prayer 
before  him;  yea,  my  voice  have  I  sent  up  on  high;  and 
angels  came  down  and  ministered  unto  me. 

25.  And  upon  the  wings  of  his  Spirit  hath  my  body  been 
carried  away  upon  exceeding  high  mountains.  And  mine 
eyes  have  beheld  great  things ;  yea,  even  too  great  for  man ; 
therefore  I  was  bidden  that  1  should  not  write  them. 

26.  O  then,  if  I  have  seen  so  great  things ;  if  the  Lord  in 
his  condescension  unto  the  children  of  men,  hath  visited 
men  in  so  much  mercy,  why  should  my  heart  weep,  and  my 
soul  linger  in  the  valley  of  sorrow,  and  my  flesh  waste  away, 
and  my  strength  slacken,  because  of  mine  afBictions? 

27.  And  why  should  I  yield  to  sin,  because  of  my  flesh? 
Tea,  why  should  I  give  way  to  temptations,  that  the  evil  one 
have  plaice  in  my  heart,  to  destroy  my  peace  and  afflict  my 
Boul  ?    Why  am  I  angry  because  of  mine  enemy  ? 

28.  Awake,  my  soiu  I  No  longer  droop  in  sin.  Bejoice^ 
0  my  heart,  and  give  place  no  more  for  the  enemy  of  my 
soul. 

29.  Do  not  anger  again,  because  of  mine  enemies.  Do 
not  slacken  my  strength,  because  of  mine  afflictions. 

90.  Rejoice,  O  my  heart,  and  cry  unto  the  Lord,  and  say, 
0  Lord,  I  will  praise  thee  for  ever ;  yea,  m^  soul  will  rcjoioe 
in  thee,  my  God,  and  the  rock  of  my  salvation. 

31.  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  redeem  my  soul?  Wilt  thou 
deliver  me  out  of  the  hands  of  mine  enemies  ?  Wilt  thou 
make  me  that  I  may  shake  at  the  appearance  of  sin? 

32.  May  the  gates  of  hell  be  shut  continually  before  me, 
because,  that  my  heart  is  broken  and  my  spirit  is  contrite  I 
0  Lord,  wilt  thou  not  shut  the  gates  of  thy  righteousness 
before  me,  that  I  may  walk  in  the  path  of  the  low  valley, 
that  I  may  be  strict  in  the  plain  road  ? 

33.  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  encircle  me  around  in  the  robe  of 
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thy  righteousness  ?  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  make  a  way  for  mine 
escape  before  mine  enemies?  Wilt  thou  make  my  path 
straight  before  me?  Wilt  thou  not  place  a  stumming 
block  in  my  way?  But  that  thou  wouldst  clear  mv  way 
before  me,  and  hedge  not  up  my  way,  but  the  ways  of  mine 
enemy. 

34.  O  Lord,  I  have  trusted  in  thee,  and  I  will  trust  in 
thee  for  ever.  I  will  not  put  my  trust  in  the  arm  of  flesh ; 
for  I  know  that  cursed  is  he  that  putteth  his  trust  in  the 
arm  of  flesh.  Tea,  cursed  is  he  that  putteth  his  trust  in 
man,  or  maketh  flesh  his  arm. 

35.  Yea,  I  know  that  God  will  give  liberally  to  him  that 
asketh.  Yea,  my  Grod  will  give  me,  if  I  asK  not  amiss; 
Uieref ore  I  will  lift  up  my  voice  unto  thee ;  yea,  I  will  cry 
unto  tiiee,  my  God,  the  rock  of  my  righteousness.  Behold, 
my  voice  shall  for  ever  ascend  up  unto  thee,  my  rock  and 
mine  everlasting  God.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  5. 

1.  Behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  cry  much 
unto  the  Lord  my  God,  because  of  the  '*anger  of  my  brethren. 

2.  But  behold,  their  anger  did  increase  against  me; 
insomuch  that  they  did  seek  to  take  away  my  life. 

3.  Yea,  they  did  murmur  against  me,  saying :  Our 
younger  brother  thinks  to  rule  over  us ;  and  we  have  had 
much  trial  because  of  him ;  wherefore,  now  let  us  slay  him, 
that  we  may  not  be  afilicted  more  because  of  his  words.  For 
behold,  we  will  not  have  him  to  be  our  ruler ;  for  it  belong 
unto  us,  who  are  the  elder  brethren,  to  rule  over  this 
people. 

4.  Now  I  do  not  write  upon  these  plates,  all  the  words 
which  they  murmured  against  me.  But  it  sufficeth  me  to 
say,  that  they  did  seek  to  take  away  my  life. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  did  warn  me,  that 
I,  Nephi,  should  depart  from  them,  and  flee  into  the 
wilderness,  and  all  those  who  would  go  with  me. 

6.  Wherefore,  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  take  my 
family,  and  also  Zoram  and  his  family,  and  Sam,  mine  elder 
brother  and  his  family,  and  Jacob  and  Joseph,  my  younger 
brethren,  and  also  my  sisters,  and  all  those  who  would  go 
with  me.  And  all  those  who  would  go  with  me,  were  those 
who  believed  in  the  warnings  and  the  revelations  of  Grod ; 
wherefore  they  did  hearken  unto  my  words. 

7.  And  we  did  take  our  tents  and  whatsoever  things 
were  possible  for  us,  and  did  journey  in  the  wilderness  for 
the  space  of  many  days.  And  after  we  had  journeyed  for 
the  space  of  many  days,  we  did  pitch  our  tents. 
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8.  And  my  people  would  that  we  should  caU  the  name  of 
fhe  place  *Nepm ;  wherefore  we  did  call  it  Nephi. 

9.  And  all  those  who  were  with  me,  did  take  upon  them 
to  call  themselves  the  people  of  Nephi. 

10.  And  we  did  observe  to  keep  the  judgments,  and  the 
statutes,  and  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  in  all  things, 
according  to  the  law  of  Moses. 

11.  And  the  Lord  was  with  us;  and  we  did  prosper 
exceedingly ;  for  we  did  sow  seed,  and  we  did  reap  again  in 
abundance.  And  we  began  to  raise  flocks,  and  hea:ds,  and 
animals  of  every  kind. 

12.  And  I,  Nephi,  had  also  brought  the  records  which 
were  engraven  upon  the  <^lates  of  brass ;  and  also  the  <nt)all, 
or  compass,  which  was  prepared  for  my  father,  by  the  hand 
of  the  Lord,  according  to  that  which  is  written. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  began  to  prosper 
exceedingly,  and  to  midtiply  in  the  land. 

14.  And  I,  Nephi,  did  take  the  'sword  of  Laban,  and 
after  the  manner  of  it  did  make  many  swords,  lest  by  any 
means  the  i>eople  who  were  now  called  Lamanites  should, 
come  upon  us  and  destroy  us ;  for  1  knew  their  "hatred 
towards  me  and  my  children,  and  those  who  were  called  my 
people. 

15.  And  I  did  teach  my  people,  to  build  buildings  ;  and 
to  work  in  all  ^manner  of  wood,  and  of  iron,  and  of  copper, 
and  of  brass,  and  of  steel,  and  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  and  of 
precious  ores,  which  were  in  great  abundance. 

16.  And  I,  Nephi,  did  build  a  Hemple ;  and  1  did 
construct  it  after  the  manner  of  the  temple  of  Solomon,  save 
it  were  not  built  of  so  many  precious  thmgs ;  for  they  were 
not  to  be  found  upon  the  land ;  wherefore,  it  could  not  be 
built  like  unto  Solomon's  temple.  But  the  manner  of  the 
construction  was  like  unto  the  temple  of  Solomon ;  and  the 
workmanship^  thereof  was  exceeding  fine. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  1,  Nephi,  did  cause  my 
people  to  be  industrious,  and  to  labour  with  their  hands. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  would  that  1  should  be 
their  ^king.  But  I,  Nephi,  was  desirous  that  they  should 
have  no  king ;  nevertheless,  X  did  for  them  according  to  that 
which  Tvas  in  my  power. 

19.  And  behold,  the  words  of  the  Lord  had  been  fulfilled 
tmto  my  brethren,  which  he  spake  concerning  them,  that  I 
should  DC  their  <^ruler  and  their  teacher ;  wherefore,  I  had 
been  their  ruler  and  their  teacher,  according  to  the  com- 
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mandments  of  the  Lord,  until  the  time  they  sought  to  ^take 
awav  inv  life. 

20.  Wherefore,  the  word  of  the  Lord  was  fulfilled  which 
he  spake  unto  me,  saying :  That  inasmuch  as  they  will  not 
hearken  unto  thy  words,  they  shall  be   'cut  off  from  the 

Eresence  of  the  Lord.    And  behold,  they  were  cut  off  from 
is  presence. 

21.  And  he  had  caused  the  *^urslng  to  come  upon  them, 
ea,  even  a  sore  cursine,  because  of  their  iniquity.  For 
ehold,  they  had  hardened  their  hearts  against  him,  that  they 

had  become  like  unto  a  flint ;  wherefore,  as  they  were  whit^^ 
and  exceeding  fair  and  delightsome,  that  they  might  not  be 
enticing  unto  my  people,  the  Lord  God  did  cause  a  skin  of 
blackness  to  come  upon  them. 

22.  And  thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  will  cause  that  they 
shall  be  loathsome  unto  thy  people,  save  they  shall  repent  of 
their  iniquities. 

23.  And  cursed  shall  be  the  seed  of  him  that  mixeth  with 
their  seed:  for  they  shall  be  cursed  even  with  the  same 
cursing.    And  the  Lord  spake  it,  and  it  was  done. 

24.  And  because  of  their  cursing  which  was  upon  them, 
they  did  become  an  idle  people,  full  of  mischief  and  subtlety, 
and  did  seek  in  the  wilderness  for  beasts  of  prey. 

25.  And  the  Lord  Grod  said  unto  me,  they  shall  be 
a  "scourge  unto  thy  seed,  to  stir  them  up  in  remembrance  of 
me  ;  and  inasmuch  as  they  will  not  remember  me,  and 
hearken  unto  my  words,  they  shall  scourge  them  even  unto 
destruction. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Nephi,  did  consecrate 
Jacob  and  Joseph,  that  <1;hey  shoiild  be  priests  and  teachers 
over  the  land  of  my  people. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  lived  after  the  manner 
of  happiness. 

28.  And  thirty  years  had  passed  away  from  the  time  we 
left  Jerusalem. 

29.  And  I,  Nephi,  had  kept  the  '^records  upon  my  plates, 
which  I  had  made,  of  my  people,  thus  far. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  Grod  said  unto  me. 
Make  Mother  plates ;  and  thou  shalt  engraven  many  things 
upon  them  wnich  are  good  in  my  sight,  for  the  profit  of  thy 
I)eople. 

31.  Wherefore,  I,  Nephi,  to  be  obedient  to  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord,  went  and  made  these  plates  upon  which 
I  have  engraven  Jbhese  things. 

32.  And  I  engraved  that  which  is  pleasing  unto  God. 
And  if  my  people  are  pleased  with  the  things  of  God,  they 
will  be  pleased  with  mme  engravings  which  are  upon  these 
plates. 
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33.  And  if  my  people  desire  to  know  the  more  particular 
part  of  the  history  of  my  people  they  must  search  mine 
other  plates. 

34.  And  it  siifficeth  me  to  say,  that  forty  years  had 
passed  away,  and  we  had  already  had  wars  and  contentions 
with  our  brethren. 


CHAPTER  6. 

1.  The  words  of  Jacob,  the  brother  of  Nephi,  which  he 
spake  unto  the  i)eople  of  Nephi : 

2.  Behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  I,  Jacob,  having  been 
called  of  Grod,  and  '^ordained  after  the  manner  of  his  holy 
order,  and  having  been  consecrated  by  my  brother  NephI, 
unto  whom  ye  look  as  a  ^king  or  a  protector,  and  on  whom 
ye  dei)end  for  safety,  behold  ye  know  that  I  have  spoken 
unto  you  exceeding  many  things ; 

3.  Nevertheless,  I  speak  unto  you  again;  for  I  am 
desirous  for  the  welfare  of  your  souls.  Yea,  mine  anxiety 
is  great  for  you ;  and  ye  yourselves  know  tiiat  it  ever  has 
been.  For  I  have  exhorted  you  with  all  diligence ;  and  I 
have  taught  you  the  words  of  my  father ;  and  i  have  spoken 
unto  jou.  concerning  all  things  which  are  written,  from  the 
creation  of  the  worla. 

4.  Ajid  now,  behold,  I  would  speak  unto  you  concerning 
things  which  are,  and  which  are  to  come ;  wherefore,  I  wiu 
read  you  the  words  of  Isaiah.  And  thev  are  the  words 
which  my  brother  has  desired  that  I  should,  speak  unto  you. 
And  I  speak  unto  you  for  your  sakes,  that  ye  may  learn  and 
glorify  the  name  oi  your  God. 

5.  Ajid  now,  the  words  which  I  shall  read,  are  they 
which  Isaiah  spake  concerning  all  the  house  of  Israel; 
wherefore,  they  may  be  likened  unto  you.  for  ye  are  of  the 
house  of  IsraeL  And  there  are  many  things  which  have 
been  spoken  by  Isaiah,  which  may  be  likened  unto  you, 
because  ye  are  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

6.  And  now,  these  are  the  words :  ^'Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God :  Behold,  I  will  lift  up  mine  hand  to  the  Gentiles,  and 
set  up  my  standard  to  the  people ;  and  they  shall  bring  thy 
sons  m  tneir  arms,  and  thy  daughters  shall  be  carried  upon 
their  shoulders. 

7.  And  kings  shall  be  thy  nursing  fathers,  and  their 
queens  thy  nursing  mothers  ;  they  shall  bow  down  to  thee 
with  their  faces  towards  the  earth,  and  lick  up  the  dust  of 
thy  feet ;  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Lord ;  for  they 
shall  not  be  ashamed  that  wait  for  me. 

8.  And  now  I,  Jacob,  would  speak  somewhat  concerning 
these  words :     For  behold,  the  Lord  has  ''shewn  me  that

those  who  were  at  Jerusalem,  from  whence  we  came,  have 
been  slain  and  carried  away  captive ; 

9.  Nevertheless,  the  Lord  has  shewn  unto  me  that  they 
should  return  again.  And  he  also  has  shewn  unto  me,  that 
the  Lord  God,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  should  manifest 
himself  unto  them  in  the  flesh ;  and  after  he  should 
manifest  himself,  thev  should  scourge  him  and  crucify  him, 
according  to  the  woras  of  the  angel,  who  spake  it  unto  me. 

10.^And  after  they  have  hardened  their  hearts  and 
stiffened  their  necks  against  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  behold, 
the  judgments  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  shall  come  upon 
them.  And  the  day  cometh  that  they  shall  be  smitten  and 
a^cted. 

11.  Wherefore,  after  they  are  driven  to  and  fro,  for  thus 
saith  the  angel.  Many  shall  be  afflicted  in  the  flesh,  and 
shall  not  be  suffered  to  perish,  because  of  the  prayers  of  the 
faithful,  they  shall  be  scattered,  and  smitten,  and  hated ; 
nevertheless,  the  Lord  will  be  merciful  unto  them, 
that  *when  they  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  their 
Bedeemer,  they  snail  be  gathered  together  again  to  the  lands, 
of  iJieir  inheritance. 

12.  And  blessed  are  the  -^Grentiles,  they  of  whom  the 
prophet  has  written ;  for  behold,  if  it  so  be  that  they  shall 
repent  and  flght  not  a^dnst  Zion,  and  do  not  unite  them- 
selves to  that  ^eat  and  ^abominable  church,  they  shall  be 
saved ;  for  the  Lord  God  will  fulfil  his  covenants  which  he 
has  made  unto  his  children ;  and  for  this  cause  the  prophet 
has  written  these  things. 

13.  Wherefore,  Hhey  that  flght  against  Zion  and  the 
covenant  i>eople  of  the  Lord,  shall  lick  up  the  dust  of  their 
feet ;  and  the  people  of  the  Lord  shall  not  be  ashamed.  For 
the  people  of  the  Lord  are  they  who  wait  for  him ;  for  they 
still  wait  for  the  coming  of  the  Messiah. 

14.  And  behold,  according  to  the  words  of  the  prophet, 
the  Messiah  will  set  himself  again  the  Second  time  to  re- 
cover tJiem ;  wherefore,  he  will  manifest  himself  unto  theno. 
in  power  and  great  glory,  unto  the  destruction  of  their 
enemies,  when  that  day  cometh  when  they  shall  believe  in 
him ;  and  none  will  he  destroy  that  believe  in  him. 

15.  AjQd  they  that  believe  -^not  in  him,  shall  be  destroyed, 
both  by  Are,  and  by  tempest,  and  by  earthquakes,  and  by- 
bloodsheds,  and  by  pestilence,  and  by  fanune.  And  they 
shall  know  that  tne  Lord  is  God,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ; 

16.  *For  shall  the  prey  be  taken  from  the  mighty,  or  the 
lawful  captive  delivered? 

17.  But  thus  saith  the  Lord :   Even  the  captives  of  the

mighty  shall  be  taken  away,  and  the  prey  of  the  terrible 
sh^Ql  oe  delivered;  for  the  Mighty  God  shall  deliver  his 
covenant  people.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord ;  I  will  contend 
with  them  that  contendeth  with  thee, 

18.  And  I  will  feed  them  that  oppress  thee,  with  their 
own  flesh ;  and  they  shall  be  drunken  with  their  own  blood, 
as  with  sweet  wine;  and  all  flesh  shall  know  that  I  the 
Lord  am  thy  Saviour  and  thy  Redeemer,  the  Mighty  One  of 
Jacob. 


CHAPTER  7.    {See  Isaiah  50.) 

1.  Tea,  for  thus  saith  the  Lord :  ^Have  I  put  thee  awav, 
or  have  I  cast  tiiee  off  for  ever  ¥  For  thus  saitii  the  Lord : 
Where  is  the  *bill  of  your  mother's  divorcement?  To  whom 
have  I  put  thee  away,  or  to  which  of  my  Creditors  have  I 
sold  you?  Yea,  to  whom  have  I  sold  you?  Behold,  for  your 
iniquities  ''have  ye  sold  yourselves,  and  for  your  trans- 
gressions  is  your  mother  put  awav ; 

2.  \^^eref ore,  when  Icame,  there  was  no  man  ;  'when  I 
called,  yea,  there  was  none  to  answer.  O  house  of  Israel,  is 
my  hand  shortened  at  all  that  it  cannot  redeem,  or  have  I  no 

fiwer  to  deliver?  Behold,  -^at  my  rebuke  I  dry  up  the  sea, 
make  'their  rivers  a  wilderness  and  Hheir  fish  to  stmk, 
because  the  waters  are  dried  up ;  and  they  die  because  of 
thirst. 

3.  1  clothe  the  heavens  with  blackness,  ^and  I  make 
aack-cloth  their  covering. 

4.  *The  Lord  God  hath  given  me  the  tonsue  of  the 
learned,  that  I  should  know  how  to  speak  a  word  in  season 
mito  thee,  O  house  of  IsraeL  When  ye  are  weary,  he 
waketh  morning  by  morning.  He  waketh  mine  ear  to  hear 
as  the  learned. 

5.  The  Lord  God  hath  opened  mine  ear,  and  I  was  not 
rebellious,  neither  turned  away  back. 

6.  I  gave  my  back  to  the  smiter,  and  my  cheeks  to  them 
that  plucked  off  the  hair.  I  hid  not  my  face  from  shame 
and  spittine, 

7.  For  tne  Lord  God  will  help  me ;  therefore  shall  I  not 
be  confounded.  Therefore  have  I  set  my  face  like  a  flint, 
and  I  know  that  I  shall  not  be  ashamed ; 

8.  And  the  Lord  is  near,  and  he  justifieth  me.  Who  will 
contend  with  me?  let  us  stand  together.  Who  is  mine 
adversary?  let  him  come  near  me,  ^and  I  will  smite  bJTn 
with  the  strength  of  my  mouth ; 

9.  For  the  Lord  Grod  will  help  me.     And  all  they  who 
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shall  condemn  me,  behold.  "*all  they  shall  wax  old  as  a 
garment,  and  the  moth  shall  eat  them  up. 

10.  Who  is  among  you  that  feareth  the  Lord;  that 
obeyeth  the  voice  of  his  servant ;  that  walketh  in  darkness, 
and  hath  no  light? 

11.  Behold  all  ye  that  kindle  fire,  that  compass  your- 
selves about  with  sparks,  walk  in  the  lijg^t  of  your  fire,  and 
in  the  sparks  which  ve  have  kindled.  '*Tliis  shall  ye  have  of 
mine  hand :  Ye  shall  lie  down  in  sorrow. 


CHAPTERS.    {See Isaiah 51.) 

1.  Heabken  unto  me.  ye  that  follow  after  righteoTUr 
ness :  Look  unto  the  rock  from  whence  ye  are  hewn,  and  to    \ 
the  hole  of  the  pit  from  whence  ye  are  digged. 

2.  Look  unto  Abraham,  your  father,  and  unto  Sarali,  ' 
she  that  bear  you ;  for  I  callea  him  alone,  and  blessed  him. 

3.  For  the  Lord  "shall  comfort  Zion,  he  will  comfort 
all  ^her  waste  places ;  and  he  wiU  make  her  ''wilderness  like 
Eden,  and  ''her  desert  like  the  garden  of  the  Lord.  Joy  and 
gladness  shall  be  found  therein,  thanksgiving  and  the  voice 
of  melody. 

4.  Hearken  unto  me,  my  people  ;  and  give  ear  unto  me. 
O  my  nation  ;  for  a  'law  shall  proceed  from  me,  ajid  I  will 
make  my  judgment  to  rest  for  a  light  for  the  people. 

5.  My  righteousness  is  near ;  my  salvation  is  gone  forth, 
and  mine  arm  shall  judge  the  people.  -^The  isles  shall  wait 
upon  me,  and  on  mine  arm  shall  they  trust. 

6.  'Lift  up  your  eyes  to  the  heavens,  and  look  upon  the 
earth  beneath;  for  the  heavens  shall  vanish  away  like 
smoke,  and  the  earth  shall  wax  old  like  a  garment;  and 
they  tihat  dwell  therein,  shall  die  in  like  manner.  But  my 
salvation  shall  be  for  ever ;  and  my  righteousness  shall  not 
be  abolished. 

7.  Hearken  unto  me,  ye  that  know  righteousness,  the 
people  in  whose  heart  I  have  written  my  ^w ;  fear  ve  not 
the  reproach  of  men ;  neither  be  ye  afraid  of  their  revilings: 

8.  fFor  the  moth  shall  eat  them  up  like  a  garment,  and 
the  worm  shall  eat  them  like  wool.  But  my  righteousness 
shall  be  for  ever;  and  my  salvation  from  generation  to 
generation. 

9.  ''Awake,  awake !  '^Put  on  strength,  O  arm  of  the  Lord ; 
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awake  %ks  in  the  ancient  davs.     Art  thoa  not  he  that 
hath  "*cat  Hahab,  and  wounded  the  dnu^nt 

10.  Art  thou  not  he  who  hath  driea  the  sea,  the  waters 
of  the  great  deep ;  that  hath  made  the  depths  of  the  sea  a 
way  for  the  ransomed  to  pass  over  ? 

11.  "Therefore,  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  shall  retnm^ 
and  come  with  singing  unto  Zion ;  and  everlasting  joy  and 
holiness  shall  be  upon  their  heads ;  and  they  shall  obtain 
gladness  and  joy ;  sorrow  and  mourning  shall  flee  away. 

12.  I  am  he ;  yea,  I  am  he  that  comrorteth  you.  Behold, 
who  art  thou,  that  thou  shouldest  be  afraid  of  man,  who 
shall  die ;  and  of  the  son  of  man,  who  shall  be  made  like 
unto  grass ; 

13.  Ana  forgetest  this  Lord  thy  maker,  that  hath 
stretched  forth  the  heavens,  and  laid  the  foundations  of 
the  earth,  ^and  hast  feared  continually  every  day,  because  of 
the  fury  of  the  oppressor,  as  if  he  were  ready  to  de- 
stroy ?    ''And  where  is  the  fury  of  the  oppressor? 

14.  The  'captive  exile  hasteneth,  that  he  may  be  loosed, 
and  that  he  should  not  die  in  the  pit,  nor  that  his  bread 
should  fail. 

15.  But  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  whose  waves  roared; 
the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  my  name. 

16.  And  I  have  put  my  words  in  thy  mouth,  and  have 
covered  thee  in  the  snadow  of  mine  hand,  that  I  may  plant 
the  heavens  and  lay  the  foundations  of  the  earth,  ana  say 
unto  Zion,  'Behold,  thou  art  my  people. 

17.  Awake,  awake,  stand  up,  O  Jerusalem,  'which  hast 
drunk  at  the  hand  of  the  Lord  the  cup  of  his  fuiy ;  thou  hast 
drunken  the  dregs  of  the  cup  of  trembling  rung  out ; 

18.  And  none  to  guide  her  among  all  the  sons  she  hath 
brought  forth ;  neither  that  taketh  her  by  the  hand,  of  all 
the  sons  she  hath  brought  up. 

19.  These  Hwo  sons  are  come  unto  thee ;  who  shall  be 
sorry  for  thee:  thy  -desolation  and  destruction,  and  the 
famme  and  the  sword :  And  by  whom  shall  I  comfort  thee  ? 

20.  Thy  sons  have  fainted,  save  these  two ;  they  lie  at  the 
bead  of  all  the  streets,  as  a  wild  bull  in  a  net ;  they  are  full 
of  the  fury  of  the  Lord,  lie  rebuke  of  thy  Grod. 

21.  Therefore  hear  now  this,  thou  afflicted,  and  drunken, 
and  not  with  wine ; 

22.  Thus  saith  thy  Lord,  the  Lord  and  thy  Grod  pleadeth 
the  cause  of  his  people ;  behold,  I  have  taken  out  of  thine 
hand  the  cup  of  trembling,  the  dregs  of  the  cup  of  my  fury ; 
tiiou  shalt  no  more  drink  it  again. 

23.  But  'I  will  put  it  into  the  hand  of  them  that  afflict

thee ;  who  have  said  to  thy  soul.  Bow  down,  that  we  may  so 
over ;  and  thou  hast  laid  tny  body  as  the  ground,  and  as  tne 
street  to  them  that  went  over. 

24.  •'Awake,  awake,  put  on  thy  strength,  O  Zion ;  put  on 
thy  beautiful  garments,  O  Jerusalem,  the  holy  city;  *for 
henceforth  there  shall  no  more  come  into  thee,  the  uncircum- 
cised  and  the  unclean. 

25.  Shake  thyself  from  the  dust;  arise,  sit  down,  O 
Jerusalem;  ^loose  thyself  from  the  bands  of  thy  neck^  O 
captive  daughter  of  Zion. 


CHAPTER  9. 

1.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  have  read  these 
things  that  ye  might  know  concerning  the  covenants  of  the 
Lora;  that  ne  has  covenanted  with  all  the  house  of  Israel ; 

2.  That  he  has  spoken  unto  the  Jews,  by  the  mouth  of 
his  holy  prophets,  even  from  the  beginning  down,  from 
generation  to  generation,  until  the  time  comes  that  they 
shall  be  '■restored  to  the  true  church  and  fold  of  Grod; 
when  they  shall  be  gathered  home  to  the  lands  of  their 
inheritance,  and  shall  be  established  in  all  their  lands  of 
promise. 

S.  Behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  ^peak  unto  you  these 
things  that  ye  may  rejoice,  and  lift  up  your  heads  for'  ever, 
because  of  the  blessings  which  the  Lord  God  shall  bestow 
upon  your  children. 

4.  For  I  know  t^t  ye  have  searched  much,  many  of  you, 
to  know  of  things  to  come ;  wherefore  I  know  that  ye  know 
that  our  flesh  must  waste  away  and  die ;  nevertheless,  in 
our  ^bodies  we  shall  see  God. 

5.  Yea,  I  know  that  ye  know,  that  in  the  body  he  shall 
show  himself  unto  those  at  Jerusalem,  from  whence  ^w^e 
came ;  for  it  is  exi)edient  that  it  should  be  among  them  ;  for 
it  behoveth  the  great  Creator  that  he  sofiereth  himself  to 
become  sul^ect  unto  man  in  the  flesh,  and  'die  for  all  m^en, 
that  all  men  might  become  subject  unto  him. 

6L  For  as  death  hath  passed  upon  all  men,  to  fulfil  the 
merciful  plan  of  the  great  Creator,  there  must  needs  be  a 
power  of  resuirection,  and  the  ^resurrection  must  needs 
come  unto  man  by  reason  of  the  faJl ;  and  the  fall  came  by 
reason  of  tran^cression;  and  because  man  became  fallen, 
they  were  cut  on  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord ; 
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7.  Wherefore  it  must  needs  be  an  infinite  -^atonement ; 
save  it  should  be  an  infinite  atonement,  this  corruption 
could  not  put  on  incorruption.  Wherefore,  the  'first  judg- 
ment which  came  upon  man,  must  needs  have  remained  to 
an  endless  duration.  And  if  so,  this  flesh  must  have  laid 
down  to  rot  and  to  crumble  to  its  mother  earth,  to  rise  no 
more. 

8.  O  the  wisdom  of  God!  his  mercy  and  grace  I  For 
behold,  if  the  flesh  should  rise  no  more,  our  spirits  must 
become  subject  to  that  *angel  who  fell  from  before  the 
presence  of  uie  eternal  God,  and  became  the  devil,  to  rise  no 
more. 

9.  And  our  spirits  must  have  becoine  'like  unto  him,  and 
we  become  devils,  angels  to  a  devil,  to  be  shut  out  from  the 
presence  of  our  G<>d,  and  to  remain  with  the  father  of  hes,  in 
misery,  Uke  unto  himself ;  yea,  to  that  being  who  beguiled 
our  first  parents ;  who  transf ormeth  himself  nigh  unto  an 
angel  of  light,  and  stirreth  up  the  children  of  men  unto 
secret  combinations  of  murder,  and  all  manner  of  secret 
works  of  darkness. 

10.  O  how  great  the  goodness  of  our  God,  who  prepareth 
a  way  for  our  escai>e  from  the  grasp  of  this  awful  monster : 
yea,  that  monster,  •'death  and  hell,  which  I  call  the  death  of 
the  body,  and  also  the  death  of  the  spirit. 

11.  And  because  of  the  way  of  deliverance  of  our  God, 
the  Holv  One  of  Israel,  this  death,  of  which  I  have  spoken, 
which  IS  the  temporal,  shall  deliver  up  its  dead;  which 
death  is  the  grave. 

12.  And  this  death  of  which  I  have  spoken,  which  is  the 
spiritual  death,  6hall  deliver  up  its  dead;  which  spiritual 
death  is  hell ;  wherefore,  Meath  and  hell  must  dehver  up 
their  dead,  and  hell  must  deliver  up  its  captive  spirits,  and 
the  grave  must  deliver  up  its  captive  bodies,  and  the  bodies 
and  the  spirits  of  men  will  be  restored  one  to  the  other;  and 
it  is  by  the  power  of  the  resurrection  of  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel.  • 

13.  O  how  great  the  plan  of  our  Grod  I  For  on  the  other 
hand,  the  'paradise  of  Ghd  must  deliver  up  the  spirits  of  the 
righteous,  and  the  p;rave  deliver  up  the  body  of  the 
righteous ;  and  the  spirit  and  the  body  is  *'*restorea  to  itself 
i^ain,  and  all  men  become  incorruptible,  and  immortal,  and 
they  are  living  souls,  having  a  i>eTf ect  Knowledge  Uke  unto 
us  in  the  flesh ;  save  it  be  that  our  knowledge  shall  be  perfect : 

14.  Wherefore,  we  shall  have  a  "perfect  knowledge  of  all 

our  guilt,  and  our  uncleanness,  and  our  nakedness ;  and  the  . 
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righteous  shall  have  a  perfect  knowledge  of  their  enjoyment^ 
and  their  righteousness,  being  clothed  with  purity,  yea» 
even  with  the  robe  of  righteousness. 

15.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  all  men  sliaJl 
have  passed  from  this  first  death  unto  life,  insomuch  as 
they  have  become  immortal,  they  must  appear  before  the 
judgement-seat  of  the  Holy  One  ot  Israel ;  and  then  cometh 
the  judgment,  and  then  must  they  be  judged  according  to 
the  holy  judgment  of  God. 

16.  And  assuredly,  as  the  Lord  liveth,  for  the  Lord  God 
hath  spoken  it,  and  it  is  his  eternal  word,  which  cannot  i>ass 
away,  that  they  who  are  righteous,  shall  be  righteous  still, 
and  they  who  are  filthy,  shall  be  ^'filthy  still ;  wherefore, 
they  who  are  filthy,  are  the  devil  and  his  angels ;  and  they 
shall  go  away  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  them  ;  and 
their  torment  is  as  a  lake  of  fire  ana  brimstone,  whose  flame 
ascendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever,  and  has  no  end. 

17.  O  the  ffreatness  and  the  justice  of  our  God  I  For  lie 
executeth  all  his  wcords,  and  they  have  gone  forth  out  of  his 
mouth,  and  his  law  must  be  fulfilled. 

18.  But,  behold,  the  righteous,  the  saints  of  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel,  they  who  have  believed  in  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel,  thev  who  have  endured  the  crosses  of  the  world,  and 
despised  the  shame  of  it ;  they  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God,  which  was  prepared  for  them  ^^om  the  foundation  of 
the  world,  and  their  joy  shall  be  full  for  ever. 

19.  O  the  greatness  of  the  mercy  of  our  Grod,  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel  I  For  he  delivereth  his  saints  from  that  lawful 
monster  the  devil,  and  death,  and  hell,  and  that  lake  of  fire 
and  brimstone,  which  is  endless  torment. 

20.  O  how  great  the  holiness  of  our  God!  For  he 
knoweth  *'all  tmngs,  and  there  is  not  any  thing,  save  he 
knows  it. 

21.  And  he  cometh  into  the  world  that  he  may  save  all 
men,  if  they  will  hearken  unto  his  voice;  for  behold,  he 
sufiereth  the  pains  of  all  men;  yea,  the  'pains  of  every  living 
creature,  both  men,  women,  and  children,  who  belong  to  the 
family  of  Adam. 

22.  And  he  suffereth  this,  that  the  Resurrection  might 
pass  upon  all  men,  that  aXL  might  stand  before  him  at  the 
great  and  judgment  day. 

23.  And  he  commondeth  all  men  that  Hhey  must  repent, 
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and  be  baptized  in  his  name,  having  perfect  faith  in  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel,  or  they  cannot  be  saved  in  the  kingdom 
ofGlod. 

24.  And  if  they  will  not  repent  and  believe  in  his  name, 
and  be  baptized  in  his  name,  and  endure  to  the  end,  thev 
must  be  damned ;  for  the  Lord  God,  the  Holy  One  of  Lsrael, 
has  spoken  it ; 

25.  Wherefore  he  has  given  a  law ;  and  where  there  is  no 
law  given,  there  is  no  piuiishment  ;^  and  where  there  is  no 
pnmshment,  there  is  no  condemnation ;  and  where  there  is 
no  condemnation,  the  mercies  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  have 
claim  upon  them,  because  of  the  'atonement ;  for  they  are 
delivered  by  the  power  of  him ; 

26.  For  the  atonement  satisfieth  the  demands  of  his 
justice  upon  all  tiiose  who  have  not  the  law  given  to  them, 
that  they  are  delivered  from  that  awful  monster,  •death 
and  hell,  and  the  devil,  and  the  lake  of  fire  and  brimstone, 
which  is  endless  torment;  and  they  are  restored  to  that 
God  who  gave  them  breath,  which  is  the  Holy  One  of 
IsraeL 

27.  But  wo  unto  him  that  has  the  law  given ;  yea,  that 
has  all  the  commandments  of  God,  like  unto  us,  and  that 
transgresseth  them,  and  that  wasteth  the  days  of  his 
probation,  for  awful  is  his  state ! 

28.  O  that  cunning  plan  of  the  evil  one  1  O  the  vainness, 
and  ^e  frailties,  and  the  foolishness  of  menl  When 
they  *are  learned,  they  think  they  are  wise,  and  they 
hearken  not  unto  the  counsel  of  God,  for  they  set  it  aside, 
supposing  they  know  of  themselves, — ^wherefore,  their 
wisdom  is  foolishness,  and  it  profiteth  them  not.  And  they 
shall  perish. 

29.  But  to  be  learned  is  good,  if  they  hearken  unto  the 
counsels  of  God. 

30.  But  wo  unto  the  rich,  who  are  rich  as  to  the  things 
of  the  world.  For  because  they  are  rich,  tiiey^  despise  the 
poor,  and  they  persecute  the  meek,  and  their  hearts  are 
upon  their  treasures ;  wherefore  their  treasure  is  their  Grod. 
And  behold,  their  treasure  shall  perish  with  them  also. 

31.  And  wo  unto  the  deaf,  that  will  not  hear;  for  they 
ahaUperish. 

3£  Wo  unto  the  blind,  that  will  not  see ;  for  they  shall 
perish  also. 

33.  Wo  unto  the  uncircumcised  of  heart ;  for  a  know- 
ledge of  their  iniquities  shall  smite  them  at  the  last  day. 

34.  Wo  unto  the  liar;  for  he  shall  be  thrust  down  to 
helL 

35.  Wo  unto  the  murderer,  who  deliberately  killeth ;  for 
he  shall  die. 

36.  Wo  unto  them  who  commit  «^horedoms ;  for  they 
shall  be  thrust  down  to  hell.     
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37.  Yea,  wo  unto  those  that  worship  idols ;  for  the  devil 
of  aU  devils  delighteth  in  them. 

38.  And,  in  mie,  wo  unto  all  those  who  die  in  their  sins  ; 
for  they  shall  'return  to  God,  and  behold  his  face,  and  re- 
main in  their  sins. 

39.  O,  my  beloved  brethren,  remember  the  awfulness  in 
trans^essing  against  that  Holv  Grod,  and  also  the  awfulness 
of  yielding  to  the  enticings  of  that  cunning  one.  Remember, 
to  oe  carnally  minded  is  death,  and  to  be  spiritually  minded 
is  life  eternal. 

40.  O,  my  beloved  brethren,  give  ear  to  my  w^ords. 
Remember  the  greatness  of  the  Holy  One  of  Ieu:tteL  Do  not 
say  that  I  have  spoken  hard  things  against  you ;  for  if  ye  do, 
ye  will  revile  agamst  the  truth ;  tor  Ihave  spoken  the  words 
of  your  Maker.  I  know  that  the  words  of  truth  are  hard 
against  all  uncleanness ;  but  the  righteous  fear  them  not^ 
for  they  love  the  truth,  and  are  not  shaken. 

41.  O  then,  my  beloved  brethren,  come  unto  the  Lord, 
the  Holy  One.  Remember  that  his  paths  are  righteous. 
Behold,  the  way  for  man  is  ^onarrow,  but  it  lieth  in  a 
straight  coiurse  before  him,  and  the  keeper  of  the  gate  is  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel ;  and  he  employetn  no  servant  there ; 
and  there  is  none  other  way,  save  it  be  by  the  gate,  for  he 
cannot  be  deceived ;  for  the  Lord  God  is  his  name. 

42.  And  whoso  knocketh,  to  him  will  he  open;  and 
the  ^^Tise,  and  the  learned,  and  they  that  are  rich,  who  are 
puffed  up  because  of  their  learning,  and  their  wisdom,  and 
their  riches ;  yea,  they  are  they,  whom  he  despiseth ;  and 
save  they  shall  cast  these  things  away,  and  consider  them- 
selves  fools  before  Grod,  and  come  down  in  the  deptiis  of 
humility,  he  will  not  open  unto  them. 

43.  But  the  things  of  the  wise  and  the  prudent,  shall  be 
hid  from  them  for  ever;  yea,  that  happiness  which  is 
prepared  for  the  samts. 

44.  O,  my  beloved  brethren,  remember  my  words :  Behold, 
I  take  off  my  garments,  and  I  shake  them  before  you :  I  pray 
the  Grod  of  my  salvation  that  he  view  me  with  his  aU- 
searching  eye;  wherefore,  ye  shall  know  at  the  last  day, 
when  aJl  men  shall  be  judged  of  their  works,  that  the  God  of 
Israel  did  witness  that  I  shook  your  iniquities  from  my  soul, 
and  that  I  stand  with  brightness  before  him,  and  am  rid  of 
your  blood. 

45.  O,  my  beloved  brethren,  turn  away  from  vour  sins ; 
shake  off  the  chains  of  him  that  would  bind  you  fast ;  come 
unto  that  God  who  is  the  rock  of  your  salvation. 

46.  Prepare  your  souls  for  that  glorious  day,  when  justice 
shall  be  administered  unto  the  righteous ;  even  the  day  of 
judgment,  that  ye  may  not  shrink  with  awful  fear ;  that  ve 
may  not  remember  your  awful  guilt  in  '*^rfectnes8,  and  oe

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coBstraiiied  to  exclaim*  Holy,  holy  are  thy  j  udgments,  O  Lord 
God  Almighty.  But  I  know  my  guilt ;  1  transgressed  thy 
law,  and  my  transgressions  are  mine;  and  the  devil 
hath  2«*obtained  me,  that  I  am  a  prey  to  his  awful  misei^-. 

47.  But  behold,  my  brethren,  is  it  expedient  that  I  should 
awake  you  to  an  awrul  realit^r  of  these  things?  Would  I 
harro-w  up  your  souls,  if  your  minds  were  pure?  Would  I  be 
plain  unto  you  according  to  the  plainness  of  the  truth,  if  ye 
were  freed  from  sin  ? 

48.  Behold,  if  ye  were  holv,  I  would  si>eak  unto  you  of 
holiness  ;  but  as  ye  are  not  holy,  and  ye  look  ui)on  me  as  a 
teacher,  it  must  needs  be  expedient  that  I  t^^  you  the 
consequences  of  sin. 

49.  Behold,  my  soul  abhorreth  sin,  and  my  heart 
delighteth  in  righteousness;  and  I  wiU  praise  the  holy 
name  of  my  Grod. 

50.  Come,  my  brethren,  ^eevery  one  that  thirsteth,  come 
ye  to  the  waters  ;  and  he  that  hath  no  money,  come  buy  and 
eat;  yea,  come  buy  wine  and  milk  without  money  and 
without  price. 

61.  Wherefore,  do  not  spend  money  for  that  which  is  of 
no  worth,  nor  your  labour  for  that  which  cannot  satisfy. 
Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  remember  the  words  which 
I  have  spoken  ;  and  come  unto  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  and 
feast  upon  that  which  perisheth  not,  neither  can  be  corrupted, 
and  let  your  soul  delist  in  fatness. 

52.  Behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  remember  the  words  of 
your  Grod;  pray  unto  him  continually  by  day,  and  give 
thanks  unto  his  holy  name  by  night.  Let  your  hearts 
rejoice, 

53.  And  behold  how  ^eat  the  covenants  of  the  Lord,  and 
how  great  his  condescensions  unto  the  children  of  men ;  and 
because  of  his  greatness,  and  his  grace  and  mercy,  he  has 
promised  unto  us  that  our  seed  shall  ^not  utterly  be 
destroyed,  according  to  the  flesh,  but  that  he  would  preserve 
them;  and  in  future  generations^  they  shall  become  a 
righteous  branch  unto  the  house  of  IsraeL 

54.  And  now^  my  brethren,  I  would  speak  unto  you 
more;    but  on   tne   morrow  I  will  declare  unto  you   the 

,     remainder  of  my  words.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  10. 

1.  And  now  I,  Jacob,  speak  unto  you  again,  my  beloved 
brethren,  concerning  this  ''righteous  branch  of  which  I  have 
spoken. 

2  d,  see  i.      2  e,  Isaiah  65 : 1, 2.      2/,  i.  Nep.  13 :  80, 81.    see  p,  i.  Nep.  1& 
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2.  For  behold,  the  promises  which  we  have  obtained, 
are  promises  unto  us  according  to  the  liesh ;  wherefore,  as  it 
has  been  shown  nnto  me  that  hnany  of  our  children  sliaJl 
perish  in  the  flesh,  because  of  unbeuef,  nevertheless,  Grod 
will  be  merciful  unto  many;  and  our  children  shall  be 
restored,  that  they  may  come  to  that  which  will  give  th.ein 
the  true  knowledge  of  their  Redeemer. 

3.  Wherefore,  as  I  said  unto  you,  it  must  needs  be 
expedient  that  Christ,  (for  in  the  last  night  the  angel  spake 
unto  me  that  tiiis  should  be  his  name,)  should  come  amonK 
the  Jews,  among  those  who  are  the  more  wicked  part  ol 
the  world ;  and  they  shall  crucify  him :  For  thus  it  beno veth 
our  God ;  and  there  is  none  other  nation  on  ^rth  that  would 
crucify  their  God. 

4.  For  should  the  mighty  miracles  be  wrought  among 
other  nations,  they  would  repent,  and  know  tnat  he  be 
their  God ; 

5.  But  because  of  priestcrafts  and  iniquities,  they  at 
Jerusalem  will  stiffen  their  necks  against  him,  that  he  be 
cmcifled. 

6.  Wherefore,  because  of  their  iniquities,  destructions, 
famines,  pestilences,  and  bloodshed,  shall  come  upon  them ; 
and  they  who  shall  not  be  destroyed,  shall  be  scattered 
among  all  nations. 

7.  But  behold,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God :  When  the  day 
cometh  that  they  shall  believe  in  me,  that  I  am  Christ,  tben 
have  I  covenanted  with  their  fathers  that  <1;hey  shall  be 
restored  in  the  flesh,  upon  the  earth,  unto  the  lands  of  their 
inheritance. 

8.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  they  shall  be  gathered 
in  from  their  long  dispersion,  from  the  isles  of  the  sea, 
and  from  the  four  parts  of  the  earth ;  and  the  nations  of 
the  Grentiles  shall  be  great  in  the  eves  of  me,  saith. 
Grod,  in  carrying  them  forth  to  the  lands  of  their  inheritance. 

9.  Yea,  'the  kings  of  the  Gentiles  shall  be  nursing 
fathers  unto  them,  and  their  queens  shall  become  nursing 
mothers;  wherefore,  the  promises  of  the  Lord  are  great 
unto  the  Gentiles,  for  he  hath  spoken  it,  and  who  caK. 
dispute? 

10.  But  behold,  this  land,  saith  God,  shall  be  a  land  6t 
thine  ^inheritance,  and  the  Gentiles  -^shall  be  blessed  upon 
the  land. 

11.  And  this  land  shall  be  a  land  of  liberty  unto  the 
Grentiles,  and  there  shall  be  no  kings  upon  the  lajid,  who 
shall  raise  up  unto  the  Gentiles  ^ 

12.  And  I  will  fortify  this  land  ^against  all  other 
nations;

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13.  And  he  that  ^ghteth  against  Zion  shall  perish, 
saith  God ; 

14.  For  he  that  raiseth  up  a  king  against  me  shall 
perish,  for  I,  the  Lord,  the  king  of  heaven,  will  he  their 
king,  and  I  will  be  a  light  unto  tnem  for  ever,  that  hear  my 
words. 

15.  Wherefore,  for  this  cause,  that  my  covenants  may 
be  fulfilled  which  I  have  made  unto  the  children  of  men, 
that  I  will  do  unto  them  while  they  are  in  the  flesh,  I  must 
needs  destroy  the  Secret  works  of  darkness,  and  of  murders, 
and  of  abomuiations ; 

16.  Wherefore,  he  that  fighteth  •'against  Zion,  both  Jew 
and  Gentile,  both  bond  and  free,  both  male  and  female, 
shall  perish  ;  for  they  are  they  who  are  the  *whore  of  all  the 
earth ;  for  they  who  are  not  for  me  are  against  me,  saith 
our  God. 

17.  For  I  will  fulfil  my  promises  which  I  have  made  unto 
the  children  of  men,  that  I  will  do  unto  them  while  they 
are  in  the  flesh  : 

18.  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  thus  saith  our 
Grod,  I  will  afflict  thy  seed  by  the  Qiand  of  the  Grentiles ; 
nevertheless  I  will  soften  the  hearts  of  the  Grentiles,  that 
they  shall  be  like  unto  a  father  to  them;  wherefore  the 
Grentiles  shall  be  blessed  and  numbered  among  the  house  of 
Israel. 

19.  Wherefore,  I  will  consecrate  "*this  land  unto  thy  seed, 
and  they  who  shall  be  numbered  among  thy  seed,  for  ever, 
for  the  land  of  their  inheritance :  for  it  is  a  choice  land, 
saith  Grod  unto  me,  above  all  other  lands,  wherefore  I  will 
have-i,ll  men  that  dwell  thereon,  that  they  shall  worship  me, 
saith  Grod. 

20.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  seeing  that  our  mer- 
ciful God  has  given  us  so  ^reat  knowledge,  concerning  these 
things,  let  us  remember  him,  and  lay  aside  our  sins,  and  not 
han^  down  our  heads,  for  we  are  not  cast  off :  nevertheless, 
wehave  been  driven  out  of  liie  land  of  our  inneritance ;  but 
we  have  been  led  to.  a  better  land,  for  the  Lord  has  made 
the  sea  our  path,  and  we  are  upon  an  isle  of  the  sea. 

21.  But  great  are  the  promises  of  the  Lord  imto  they 
who  are  upon  the  "isles  or  the  sea;  wherefore  as  it  says 
isles,  there  must  needs  be  more  than  this,  and  they  are 
inhabited  also  by  our  brethren. 

22.  For  behold,  the  Lord  God  has  ''led  away  from  time 
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to  time  from  the  house  of  Israel,  according  to  his  will  and 
Iftleasure.  And  now  behold,  the  Lord  remembereth  all  they 
who  have  been  broken  off,  wherefore  he  remembereth  ns 
also; 

S3.  Therefore  cheer  up  your  hearts,  and  remember  that 
ye  are  free  to  act  for  yourselves — ^to  choose  the  way  of  ever- 
lasting death,  or  the  way  of  eternal  life. 

24.  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  reconcile  yourselves 
to  the  will  of  God,  and  not  to  the  will  of  the  devil  and  the 
flesh :  and  remember  after  ye  are  reconciled  unto  Grod,  that 
it  is  only  in  and  through  the  grace  of  Grod  that  ye  are  saved. 

25.  Wherefore,  may  God  raise  you  from  death  by  the 
power  of  the  Resurrection,  and  also  from  everlasting  death 
by  the  power  of  the  ^atonement,  that  ye  may  be  received 
into  the  eternal  kingdom  of  God,  that  ye  may  praise  hirn 
through  grace  divine.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  11. 

1.  And  now  Jacob  spake  many  more  things  to  my  people 
at  that  time :  nevertheless  only  tnese  things  have  I  caused 
to  be  written,  for  the  things  which  I  have  written  suf- 
ficeth  me. 

2.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  write  more  of  the  words  of  Isaiah, 
for  my  soul  delighteth  in  his  words.  For  I  will  hken  his 
words  unto  my  people,  and  I  will  send  them  forth  unto  all 
my  children,  for  ne  verily  *saw  my  Redeemer,  even  as  I  have 
seen  him. 

3.  And  my  brother  Jacob  also  has  ^seen  him  as  I  have 
seen  him :  wherefore  I  will  send  their  words  forth  unto  my 
children,  to  prover  unto  them  that  my  words  are  true. 
Wherefore,  by  the  words  of  <1;hree,  God  hath  said  I  will 
establish  my  word.  Nevertheless,  God  sendeth  ''more 
witnesses,  and  he  proveth  all  his  words. 

4.  Behold,  my  soul  deli^teth  in  proving  unto  my  people 
the  truth  of  the  coming  of  Christ :  for,  for  Qus  end  nath  the 
law  of  Moses  been  given ;  and  all  things  which  have  been 
nven  of  God  from  the  beginning  of  the  world,  unto  man,  are 
the  typifying  of  him. 

5.  And  also  my  soul  delighteth  in  the  covenants  of  the 
Lord  which  he  hath  made  to  our  fathers ;  yea,  my  soul 
delighteth  in  his  grace,  and  in  his  justice,  and  power,  and 
mercy  in  the  great  and  eternal  plan  of  •deliverance  from 
death. 
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6.  And  m^  soul  delighteth  in  proving  unto  my  people, 
that  save  Chnst  should  come,  all  men  must  perish. 

7.  For  if  there  be  no  Christ,  there  be  >ho  God ;  and 
if  there  be  no  God,  we  are  not,  for  there  could  have  been  no 
creation.  But  there  is  a  God,  and  he  is  Christ,  and  he 
Cometh  in  the  fulness  of  his  own  time. 

8.  And  now  I  write  some  of  the  'words  of  Isaiah,  that 
whoso  of  my  people  shall  see  these  words,  may  lift  up  their 
hearts  and  rejoice  for  all  men.  Now  these  are  the  words, 
and  ye  may  lixen  them  unto  you  and  unto  all  men. 


CHAPTER  12.    {See  Isaiah  2.) 

1.  The  word  that  Isaiah,  the  son  of  Amos,  saw, 
concerning  Judah  and  Jerusalem. 

2.  Ana  ''it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the  last  days,  when  the 
mountain  of  the  Xiord's  ^house  shall  be  established  in  the 
top  of  the  mountains,  and  shall  be  exalted  above  the  hills, 
and  all  nations  shall  flow  unto  it. 

3.  And  many  people  shall  go  and  say.  Come  ye,  and  let 
OS  go  up  to  the  <^ountain  of  the  Lord,  to  the  house  of  the 
Grod  of  Jacob ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways,  and  we 
will  walk  in  his  paths :  for  out  of  Zion  shall  go  forth 
the  law,  and  the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem. 

4.  And  he  shall  ''judge  among  the  nations,  and  shall  . 
rebuke  many  i)eople :  and  ^hey  shall  beat  their  swords  into 
plough-shares,  and  their  spears  into  prunin^-hooks :  nation 
shair  not  lift  up  sword  against  nation,  neither  shall  tiiey 
learn  war  any  more. 

5.  O  house  of  Jacob,  come  ye  and  let  us  walk  in  the  light 
of  the  Lord ;  -^yea,  come,  for  ye  have  all  gone  astray,  every 
one  to  his  wicked  ways. 

6.  Therefore,  O  Lord,  thou  hast  forsaken  thy  people,  the 
house  of  Jacob,  because  they  be  replenished  ffrom  tne  east, 
and  ^hearken  unto  soothsayers  like  the  Philistines,  and  they 
please  themselves  in  tiie  children  of  strangers. 

7.  ^Their  land  also  is  full  of  silver  and  gold,  neither  is 
there  any  end  of  their  treasures — their  land  is  also  full  of 
horses,  neither  is  there  any  end  of  their  chariots ; 

8.  -^heir  land  is  also  full  of  idols— they  worship  the  work 
of  their  own  hands,  that  which  their  own  fingers  have 
made:  «

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9.  And  the  mean  man  boweth  *not  down,  and  the  great 
man  humbleth  himself  *not,  therefore,  forgive  him  not. 

10.  ♦^  ye  wicked  ones,  enter  into  the  rock,  and  hide  thee 
in  the  dust,  for  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  the  glory  of  his 
majesty  shall  smite  thee. 

11.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  the  '^lofty  looks  of 
man  shall  be  humbled,  and  the  haughtiness  of  men  shall  be 
bowed  down,  and  the  Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted  in  that 
day. 

12.  For  the  "day  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts  soon  cometh  upon 
all  nations ;  yea,  upon  every  one  ;  yea,  upon  the  ^roud  and 
lofty,  and  upon  every  one  who  is  lifted  up,  and  he  shall  be 
brought  low ; 

13.  Yea,  and  the  day  of  the  Lord  shall  come  upon 
all  Hhe  cedars  of  Lebanon,  for  they  are  high  and  lifted  up  ; 
and  upon  all  the  oaks  of  Bashan, 

14.  And  upon  all  the  *'high  mountains,  and  upon  all  the 
hills,  and  upon  all  the  nations  which  are  lifted  up,  and  upon 
every  people, 

15.  And  upon  'every  high  tower,  and  upon  every  fenced 
walL 

16.  And  upon  all  the  ships  of  the  sea,  and  'upon  all  the 
ships  of  Tarshish,  and  upon  edi  pleasant  pictures. 

17.  And  Hhe  loftiness  of  man  shall  be  bowed  down,  and 
the  haughtiness  of  men  shall  be  made  low ;  and  the  Lord 
alone  shall  be  exalted  in  that  day. 

18.  And  the  idols  he  shall  'utterly  abolish. 

19.  And  *<they  shall  go  into  the  holes  of  the  rocks,  and 
into  the  caves  of  the  earth,  for  the  fear  of  the  Lord  shall 
come  upon  them ;  and  the  glory  of  his  majesty  shall  smite 
them,  when  he  ariseth  to  shake  terribly  the  earth. 

20.  In  that  day  a  'man  shall  cast  his  idols  of  silver,  and 
his  idols  of  gold,  which  he  hath  made  for  himself  to  worship, 
to  the  moles  and  to  the  bats  ; 

21.  To  "go  into  the  clefts  of  the  rocks,  and  into  the  tops 
of  the  ragged  rocks,  for  the  fear  of  the  Lord  shall  come  upon 
them,  and  the  majesty  of  his  glory  shall  smite  them  when  he 
ariseth  to  shake  terribly  the  earth. 

22.  Cease  ye  from  man,  whose  breath  is  in  his  nostrils ; 
for  wherein  is  he  to  be  accounted  of  ?

2.  The  "inightY  man,  and  the  man  of  war,  the  judge,  and 
the  prophet,  and  the  prudent,  and  the  ancient, 

S.  The  captam  of  fifty,  and  the  honourable  man,  and  the 
counsellor,  and  the  cunning  artificer,  and  the  eloquent 
orator. 

4.  And  I  will  *give  children  unto  them  to  be  their 
princes,  and  babes  shall  rule  over  them. 

5.  And  the  people  shall  be  oppressed,  every  one  by 
another,  and  every  one  by  Jiis  neighbour;  the  child  shall 
behave  himself  proudly  against  the  ancient^  and  the  base 
against  the  honourable. 

6.  When  a  man  shall  take  hold  of  his  brother  of  the 
house  of  his  father,  and  shall  say,  thou  hast  clothine,  be  thou 
our   ruler,  and   let   not  this  ruin   come  under  tny  hand; 

7.  In  that  day  shall  he  swear,  saying,  I  will  not  be  a 
healer ;  for  in  my  house  there  is  neither  bread  nor  clothing ; 
make  me  not  a  ruler  of  the  people. 

8.  For  '^ Jerusalem  is  ruined,  and  Judah  13  fallen ;  because 
their  tongues  and  their  doings  have  been  against  the  Lord, 
to  provoke  the  eyes  of  his  glory. 

9.  The  shew  of  their  countenance  doth  witness  against 
them,  and  doth  declare  their  sin  to  be  even  as  ''Sodom,  and 
they  cannot  hide  it.  Wo  unto  their  souls  I  for  they  have 
rewarded  evil  unto  themselves. 

10.  Say  unto  the  righteous,  that  it  is  well  with  them ;  for 
they  shall  eat  the  fruit  of  their  doings. 

11.  Wo  unto  the  wicked  1  for  they  shall  perish ;  for  the 
reward  of  their  hands  shall  be  upon  them. 

12»  And  my  people,  •children  are  their  oppressors,  and 
women  rule  over  them.  O  mv  people,  they  -^who  lead  thee 
cause  thee  to  err,  and  destroy  tne  way  of  thy  paths. 

13.  The  Lord  standeth  up  <to  plead,  and  standeth  to 
judge  the  people. 

14.  The  Lord  will  enter  into  judgment  with  the  ancients 
of  his  people,  and  the  princes  thereof ;  for  ye  have  eaten 
up  *the  vineyard,  and  the  spoil  of  the  poor  in  your  houses. 

15.  What  mean  ye?  Ye  'beat  mj  people  to  pieces,  and 
grind  the  faces  of  the  poor,  saith  the  Lord  Cod  of  Hosts. 

16.  Moreover,  the  Lord  saith,  Because  the  daughters  of 
Zion  are  haughty,  and  walk  with  stretched  forth  necks  and 
wanton  eyes,  walking  and  mincing  as  they  go,  and  making 
a  tinkling  with  their  feet ; 

17.  Therefore  the  Lord  will  smite  with  a  'scab  the  crown 
of  the  head  of  the  daughters  of  Zion,  and  the  Lord 
will  ^discover  their  secret  parts. 

18.  In  that  day  the  Lord  wiU  take  away  the  bravery  of

22.  The  changeable  suits  of  appurel,  and  the  mantles, 
and  the  wimples,  and  the  crisping-pms, 

28.  The  glasses,  and  the  nne  linen,  and  hoods,  and  tJie 
vails. 

24.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  instead  of  sweet  smelL 
there  shall  be  stink;  and  instead  of  a  girdle,  a  rent;  sLna. 
instead  of  well  set  hair,  'baldness;  and  instead  of  a 
stomacher,  a  girding  of  sack-cloth;  burning  instead  of 
beauty. 

25.  Thy  men  shall  fall  by  the  sword,  and  thy  mighty  in 
the  war.

6.  And  there  shall  be  a  tabernacle  for  a  shadow  in  the 
day-time  from  the  heat>  and  Hor  a  place  of  refuge,  and  a. 
covert  ttoxxL  storm  and  from  rain.

1.  And  then  will  I  sing  to  my  well-beloved  a  song  of  my 
beloved,  touching  "his  vineyard.  My  well-beloved  hath  a 
vineyard  in  a  very  fruitful  hill ; 

2.  And  he  fenced  it,  and  ^thered  out  the  stones  thereof^ 
and  planted  it  with  the  choicest  vine,  and  built  a  tower  in 
the  midst  of  it,  and  also  made  a  wine-press  therein ;  and  he 
looked  that  it  should  bring  forth  grapes,  and  it  brought 
forth  ^wild  grapes. 

3.  And  now,  O  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  and  men  of 
Judah,  judge,  I  pray  you,  betwixt  me  and  my  vineyard. 

4.  What  could  have  been  done  more  to  mv  vineyard,  that 
1  have  not  done  in  it?  Wherefore,  when  1  looked  that  it 
should  bring  forth  grapes,  it  brought  forth  wild  grapes. 

5.  And  now  go  to ;  I  will  tell  you  what  I  wiU  do  to  mv 
vineyard ;  I  will  lAkQ  away  the  hedge  thereof,  and  it  shall 
be  eaten  up ;  and  I  will  break  down  tne  wall  thereof,,  and  it 
shall  be  trodden  down ; 

6.  And  I  will  lay  it  waste ;  it  shall  not  be  pruned  nor 
digged ;  but  there  shall  come  up  <<  briers  and  thorns ;  I  will 
also  'command  the  clouds  that  tney  rain  no  rain  upon  it. 

7.  For  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  the  men  of  Judah  his  pleasant  plant  ^  and  he 
looked  for  judgment,  and  behold  oppression ;  for  righteous- 
ness,  but  behold  a  cry. 

8.  Wo  unto  them  that  join  -^ouse  to  house,  till  there  can 
be  no  place,  that  they  may  be  placed  alone  in  the  midst  of 
theeaiiJiI 

9.  In  mine  ears,  said  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  of  a  truth  many 
houses  shall  be  desolate,  and  great  and  fair  cities  without 
inhabitant. 

10.  Tea,  ten  acres  of  vineyard  shall  yield  one  ^bath,  and 
the  seed  of  a  homer  shall  yield  an  ephah. 

11.  ^Wo  unto  them  that  rise  up  early  in  the  morning, 
that  they  may  follow  strong  drink,  that  continue  until 
night,  and  wine  inflame  them  1 

12.  'And  the  harp,  and  the  viol,  the  tabret,  and  pipe,  and 
wine  are  in  their  feasts ;  but  they  ^regard  not  the  work  of 
the  Lord,  neither  consider  the  operation  of  his  hands. 

13.  Therefore,  my  i)eople  are  gone  into  captivity,  *because 
they  have  no  knowledge;  and  their  honourable  men  are 
famished,  and  their  multitude  dried  up  with  thirst. 

14.  Therefore,  hell  hath  enlarged  herself,  and  opened  her 
mouth  without  measure ;  and  their  glory,  and  their  multi-

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tude,  and  their  pomp,  and  he  that  rejoiceth,  shall  descend 
into  it. 

15.  And  ^he  mean  man  shall  be  brought  down,  and  the 
mighty  man  &liall  be  humbled,  and  the  eyes  of  the  lofty  shall 
benumbled; 

16.  But  the  Lord  of  Hosts  shall  be  "*exalted  in  judgment, 
and  God  that  is  holy  shall  be  sanctiiied  in  righteousness. 

17.  Then  shall  the  lambs  feed  after  their  manner,  and 
the  waste  places  of  **the  fat  ones  shall  strangers  eat. 

18.  Wo  unto  them  that  draw  iniquity  with  cords  of 
vanity,  and  sin  as  it  were  with  a  cart  rope  ; 

19.  That  say,  let  him  '^ake  speed,  hasten  his  work,  that 
we  may  see  it ;  and  let  the  counsel  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel 
•draw  nigh  and  come,  that  we  may  know  it. 

20.  Wo  unto  them  that  call  evil  good,  and  good  evil,  that 

Eut  darkness  for  light,  and  light  for  darkness;  that  put 
itter  for  sweet,  and  sweet  for  bitter  I 

21.  Wo  unto  the  wise  in  their  own  eyes,  and  prudent  in 
their  own  sight  I 

22.  Wo  unto  the  mighty  to  drink  wine,  and  men  of 
strength  to  mingle  strong  drink  ; 

23.  Who  justify  the  wicked  for  reward,  and  take  away 
the  righteousness  of  the  righteous  from  him ! 

24.  Therefore,  as  the  fire  devoureth  the  stubble,  and  the 
flame  consumeth  the  chaff,  their  root  shall  be  rottenness, 
and  their  blossoms  shall  go  up  as  dust ;  because  they  have 
cast  away  the  law  of  the  jLora  of  Hosts,  and  despised  the 
word  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

25.  Therefore,  is  the  anger  of  the  Lord  kindled  against 
his  people,  and  he  hath  stretched  forth  his  hand  against 
them,  and  hath  smitten  them ;  and  the  hills  did  tremble, 
and  their  carcasses  were  torn  in  the  midst  of  the  streets. 
For  all  this  his  anger  is  not  turned  away,  but  his  hand 
4stretched  out  stilL 

26.  And  he  will  lift  up  an  ^ensign  to  the  nations 
from  ?far,  and  will  hiss  unto  them  *'from  the  end  of  the 
eurth-  and  behold,  they  shall  come  with  speed  swiftly;  none 
shall  be  weary  nor  stumble  among  them ; 

27.  None  shall  sliimber  nor  sleep;  neither  shall  the 
girdle  of  their  loins  be  loosed,  nor  the  latchet  of  their  shoes 
be  broken : 

28.  Whose  arrows  shall  be  sharp,  and  all  their  bows 
bent,  and  their  horses  hoofs  shall  be  counted  like  flint,  and 
their  wheels  like  a  whirlwind,  their  roaring  like  a  Hon. 

29.  They  shall  roar  like  young  lions ;  yea,  they  shall  roar, 
-and  lay  hold  of  the  prey,  and  shsLll  carry  away  safe,  and  none 
shall  deliver. 

30.  And  in  that  day  they  shall  roar  against  them  like  the

darkness  and  sorrow,  and  the  light  is  darkened  in  the 
heavens  thereof. 


CHAPTER  16.    {See  Isaiah  6,) 

1.  In  the  year  that  king  Uzziah  died,  I  'saw  also  the 
Lord  sitting  upon  a  throne,  high  and  lifted  up,  and  his 
train  filled  the  temple. 

2.  Above  it  stood  the  seraphims ;  each  one  had  six 
wings  ;  with  twain  he  covered  his  face,  and  with  twain  he 
covered  his  feet,  and  with  twain  he  did  fly. 

3.  And  one  cried  unto  another,  ana  said.  Holy,  holy, 
holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts ;  the  *wnole  earth  is  full  of  his 
glory. 

4.  And  the  posts  of  the  door  moved  at  the  voice  of  him 
that  cried,  and  the  house  was  filled  with  smoke. 

5.  Then  said  I,  wo  is  unto  me  1  for  I  am  undone ;  because 
I  am  a  man  of  unclean  lips  ;  and  I  dwell  in  the  midst  of  a 
people  of  unclean  lips ;  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  the  King, 
theXord  of  Hosts. 

6.  Then  flew  one  of  the  seraphims  unto  me,  having  a  live ' 
coal  in  his  hand,  which  he  had  taken  with  the  tongs  from 
off  the  altar ; 

7.  And  ne  laid  it  upon  my  mouth,  and  said,  Lo,  this  has 
touched  thy  lips ;  and  thine  iniquity  is  taken  away,  and  thy 
sin  purged. 

8.  Also  I  heatd  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  saying,  whom 
shall  I  send,  and  who  will  go  for  us  ?  Then  I  said,  here  am 
I ;  send  me, 

9.  And  he  said.  Go,  and  tell  this  people,  <^hear  ye  indeed, 
but  they  understood  not;  and  see  ye  indeed,  but  they 
perceived  not. 

10.  Make  the  heart  of  this  people  fat,  and  make  their 
ears  heavy,  and  shut  their  eyes;  lest  they  see  with  their 
eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears,  and  understand  with  their 
heart,  and  be  converted  and  be  healed. 

11.  Then  said  I,  Lord,  how  long  ?  And  he  said,  ^hmtil 
the  cities  be  wasted  without  inhabitant,  and  the  houses 
without  man,  and  tiie  land  be  utterly  desolate ; 

12.  And  the  Lord  have  removed  men  «far  away,  for 
there  shall  be  a  great  forsaking  in  the  midst  of  the  land. 

13.  But  yet  there  shall  be  a  tenth,  and  they  shall  return, 
and  shall  be  eaten ;  as  a  teil-tree,  and  as  aiL  oak  whose 
substance  is  in  them  when  they  cast  their  leaves;  so 
the  -^oly  seed  shall  be  the  substance  thereof.

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CHAPTER  17.    {See  Isaiah  7.) 

1.  And  it.came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  'Ahaz  the  son  of 
Jotham,  the  son  of  Uzziah,  king  of  Judah,  that  Rezin,  king 
of  Syria,  and  Pekah  the  son  of  Hemalia,  king  of  Israel,  went 
up  towards  Jerusalem  to  war  against  it,  but  could  not  pre- 
vail against  it. 

2.  And  it  was  told  the  house  of  David,  saying,  Syria  is 
confederate  with  Ephraim.  And  his  heart  was  moved,  and 
the  heart  of  his  people,  as  the  trees  of  the  wood  are  moved 
with  the  wind. 

3.  Then  said  the  Lord  unto  Isaiah,  Go  forth  now  to 
meet  Ahaz,  thou,  and  Shear jashub  thy  son,  at  the  end  of 
the  ^conduit  of  the  upper  pool  in  the  highway  of  the  fuller's 
field; 

4.  And  say  unto  him.  Take  heed,  and  be  quiet ;  fear  not, 
neither  be  faint-hearted  for  the  two  tails  of  these  smoking 
fire-brands,  for  the  fierce  anger  of  Rezin  with  Syria,  and  oi 
the  son  of  Remalia. 

5.  Because  Syria,  Ephraim,  and  the  son  of  Remalia,  have 
taken  evil  counsel  against  thee,  saying, 

6.  Let  us  go  up  against  Judah  and  vex  it,  and  let  us 
make  a  breach  therein  for  us,  and  set  a  king  in  the  midst  of 
it,  yea,  the  son  of  Tabeal ; 

7.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  ''It  shall  not  stand,  neither 
shall  it  come  to  pass. 

8.  For  '^he  head  of  Syria  is  Damascus,  and  the  head  of 
Damascus,  Rezin;  and  within  three  score  and  five  years 
shall  Ephraim  be  broken,  that  it  be  not  a  people. 

9.  And  the  head  of  Ephraim  is  Samaria,  and  the  head  of 
Samaria  is  Remalia's  son.  ^If  ye  will  not  believe,  surely  ye 
shall  not  be  established. 

10.  Moreover,  the  Lord  spake  again  unto  Ahaz,  saying, 

11.  -^Ask  thee  a  sign  of  the  Lord  thy  God  ;  ask  it  either 
in  the  depths,  or  in  the  heists  above. 

12.  But  Ahaz  said,  I  will  not  ask,  neither  will  I  tempt 
the  Lord. 

13.  And  he  said,  Hear  ye  now,  O  house  of  David ;  is  it  a 
small  thing  for  you  to  weary  men,  but  will  ye  weary  my  Grod 
also? 

14.  Therefore,  the  Lord  himself  shall  give  you  a  sign; 
Behold,  a  ^virgin  shall  conceive,  and  shall  bear  a  son,  and 
shall  call  his  name  ^Immanuel. 

15.  Butter  and  honey  shall  he  eat,  that  he  may  know  to 
]:ef use  the  evil,  and  to  choose  the  ^ood. 

16.  For  'before  the  child  shall  know  to  refuse  the  evil 
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and  choose  the  good,  the  land  that  thou  abhorrest  shall  be 
forsaken  of  ^both  her  kin^. 

17.  *The  Lord  shall  bring  upon  thee,  and  upon  thy  people, 
and  upon  thy  father's  house,  days  that  have  not  come,  from 
the  day  that  ^Ephraim  departed  from  Judah,  the  king  of 
Assyria. 

18.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  Lord 
shall  hiss  for  the  fly^  that  is  in  the  uttermost  part  of  Egypt^ 
and  for  the  bee  that  is  in  the  land  of  Assyria. 

19.  And  they  shall  come,  and  shall  rest  all  of  them  in 
the  desolate  valleys,  and  in  the  holes  of  the  rocks,  and  upon 
all  thorns,  and  upon  all  bushes. 

20.  In.  the  same  day  shall  the  Lord  shave  with  a  *'*razor 
that  is  hired,  by  them  beyond  the  river,  by  the  king  of 
Assyria,  the  head,  and  the  hair  of  the  feet ;  and  it  shall  also 
consume  the  beard. 

21.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  a  man  shall 
nourish  a  young  cow  and  two  sheep ; 

22.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  lor  the  abundance  of  milk 
they  shall  give,  he  shall  eat  butter:  for  butter  and  honey 
shall  every  one  eat  that  is  left  in  the  land. 

23.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  every  place 
shall  be,  where  there  were  a  thousand  vines  at  a  thousand 
silverlings,  which  shall  be  for  "briers  and  thorns. 

24.  W  ith  arrows  and  with  bows  shall  men  come  thither, 
because  all  the  land  shall  become  briers  and  thorns. 

25.  And  all  hills  that  shall  be  digged  with  the  mattock, 
there  shall  not  come  thither  the  fear  of  briers  and  thorns ; 
but  it  shall  be  for  the  sending  forth  of  oxen,  and  the  treading 
of  lesser  cattle.

L  MoBEOYEB,  the  word  of  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Take 
tiiee  a  ^eat  roll,  and  write  in  it  with  a  man's  pen,  '■con- 
coming  Maher-shalal-hash-baz. 

2.  And  I  took  unto  me  faithful  witnesses  to  record, 
Uriah  the  priest,  and  Zechariah  the  son  of  Jeberechiah. 

3.  And  I  went  unto  the  prophetess ;  and  she  conceived 
and  bear  a  son.  Then  said  the  Liord  to  me,  Call  his  name, 
Mikher-shalal-hash-baz. 

4.  ^For  behold,  the  child  shall  not  have  knowledge  to 
cry,  my  father,  and  my  mother,  before  <1}he  riches  of  Damas- 
cus and  the  spNoil  of  Samaria  shall  be  taken  away  before  the 
king  of  Assyria. 

5.  The  Lord  spake  also  unto  me  again,  saying, 

a  Forasmuch  as  this  people  refuseth  the  waters  of  ''Shl- 
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V>ah  that  go  softly,  and  rejoice  in  *Bezin  and  Bemalia's 
eon; 

7.  Now  therefore,  behold,  the  Lord  bringeth  up  upon 
them  the  waters  of  the  river,  strong  and  many,  even  the 
king  A>f  Assyria  and  all  his  glory ;  and  he  shall  come  up 
over  all  his  channels,  and  go  over  idl  his  banks, 

8.  And  he  shall  pass  through  Judah ;  he  shall  overflow 
and  go  over,  ^he  shall  reach  even  to  the  neck;  and  tiie 
stret^ing  out  of  his  wings  shall  fill  the  breadth  of  thy  land, 
O  ^Immanuel. 

9.  'Associate  yourselves,  O  ye  people,  and  ye  shall  be 
broken  in  pieces,  and  give  ear  all  ye  oi  far  countries ;  gird 
yourselves,  and  ye  shall  be  broken  in  pieces :  gird  yourselves, 
and  ye  shall  be  broken  in  pieces. 

10.  Take  counsel  together,  and  it  shall  come  to  naught ; 
speak  the  word,  and  it  shall  not  stand;  for  Grod  is  with 
us. 

11.  For  the  Lord  spake  thus  to  me  with  a  strong  hand, 
and  instructed  me  that  I  should  not  walk  in  the  way  of  this 
people,  saying, 

12.  Say  ye  not,  a  confederacy,  to  all  to  whom  this  people 
shall  say,  a  confederacy ;  neither  fear  ye  their  fear,  nor  be 
afraid. 

13.  Sanctify,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  himself,  and  let  him  be 
your  fear,  and  let  him  be  your  dread. 

14.  And  he  shall  be  for  a  sanctuary ;  but  for  a  -^stone  of 
stumbling,  and  for  a  rock  of  offence  to  both  the  houses  of 
Israel,  for  a  gin  and  a  snare  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem. 

15.  And  many  among  them  shall  ^stumble  and  fall,  and 
be  broken,  and  be  snared,  and  be  taken. 

16.  Bind  up  the  testimony,  seal  the  law  among  my 
disciples. 

17.  And  I  will  wait  upon  the  Lord,  that  ^deth  his  face 
from  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  I  will  look  for  him. 

18.  Behold.  I  and  the  children  whom  the  Lord  hath 

given  me  are  for  signs  and  for  wonders  in  Israel  from  the 
ord  of  Hosts,  whi<m  dwelleth  in  Mount  Zion. 

19.  And  when  they  shall  say  unto  you,  ""seek  unto  them 
that  have  familiar  spirits,  and  unto  wizards  that  peep  and 
mutter ;  should  not  a  i)eople  **seek  unto  their  Goat  for  the 
living  to  hear  from  the  dead? 

W,  To  ^the  law  and  to  the  testimony ;  and  if  thev  speak 
not  according  to  this  word,  it  is  because  there  is  no  light  in 
them. 

21.  And  they  shall  pass  through  it  hardly  bestead  and 
hungry,  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  they  shall  be 
hungry,  they  shall  fret  themselves,  and  curse  their  king  and 
their  God,  and  look  upward. 
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22.  And  they  shall  look  unto  the  earth;  and  behold 
trouble,  and  darkness,  'dimness  of  angtdsh,  and  shall  be 
driven  to  darkness. 


CHAPTER  19.    (See  Isaiah  9.) 

1.  Nevertheless  the  <"dimness  shall  not  be  snch  as  was 
in  her  vexation,  when  at  first  he  lightly  aflUcted  the  ^land  of 
Zebulun,  and  the  land  of  Naphtali,  and  afterwards  did  more 
greviously  afflict  by  the  way  of  the  Bed  Sea  beyond  Jordan 
m  Gralilee  of  the  nations. 

2.  The  people  that  walked  in  darkness  have  seen  a  great 
light ;  they  that  dwell  in  the  land  of  the  shadow  of  death, 
apon  them  hath  the  light  shined. 

3.  Thou  hast  midtiplied  the  nation,  and  increased  the 
joy :  they  joy  before  thee  according  to  the  ioy  in  harvest, 
and  as  men  rejoice  when  they  divide  the  spoil. 

i.  For  thou  hast  broken  the  j^oke  of  his  burden,  and  the 
Biaff  of  his  shoulder,  the  rod  of  his  oppressor. 

5.  For  every  battle  of  the  warrior  with  confused  noise, 
and  garments  rolled  in  blood ;  but  this  shall  be  with  burning 
and  fuel  of  fire. 

6.  For  <\mto  ns  a  child  is  bom,  unto  us  a  son  is  given ; 
and  the  <^ovemment  shall  be  upon  his  shoulder ;  and  his 
name  shaU  be  called.  Wonderful  Counsellor,  The  *Migh^ 
God,  The  Everlasting  Father,  >The  Prince  of  Peace. 

7.  Of  the  increase  of  government  and  peace  ^there  is 
no  end,  ui>on  the  throne  of  l)avid,  and  upon  nis  kingdom  to 
order  it,  and  to  establish  it  with  judgment  and  wim  justice 
from  henceforth,  even  for  ever.  The  zeal  of  the  Lord  of 
Hosts  will  perform  this. 

8.  The  lx)rd  sent  his  word  unto  Jacob  and  it  hath  lighted 
nponlsraeL 

9.  And  all  the  people  shall  know,  even  Ephraim  and 
the  Inhabitants  of  Samaria,  that  say  in  the  pride  and  stout- 
ness of  heart, 

10.  The  bricks  are  fallen  down,  but  we  will  build  with 
hewn  stones:  the  sycamores  are  cut  down,  but  we  will 
change  them  into  cedars. 

IL  Therefore  the  Lord  shall  set  up  the  adversaries  of 
Bezin  ajcgiinat  him,  and  join  his  enemies  together ; 

12.  The  Syrians  before  and  the  Philistmes  behind ;  and 
they  shall  devour  Israel  with  open  mouth.  *For  all  this  his 
anger  is  not  turned  away,  but  his  hand  is  stretched  out  still. 

13.  For  the  i>eople  tumeth  not  unto  him  that  smiteth 
them,  neither  do  they  seek  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

5:80.    9:1. 
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14.  Therefore  will  the  Lord  cut  off  from  Israel  head  and 
tail,  branch  and  rush  ^in  one  dav. 

15.  *The  ancient^  he  is  the  head;  and  the  prophet  that 
teacheth  lies,  he  is  tne  tail. 

16.  'For  the  leaders  of  this  people  cause  them  to  err ;  and 
they  that  are  led  of  them  are  destroyed. 

17.  Therefore  the  Lord  shall  have  no  "*goy  in  their  young 
men,  neither  shall  have  mercy  on  their  fatherless  ana 
widows ;  for  "every  one  of  them  is  a  hypocrite  and  an  evil- 
doer, and  every  mouth  speaketh  folly.  "For  all  this  his 
anger  is  not  turned   away,  but  his  hand  stretcheth  out 

18.  For  wickedness  'bumeth  as  the  fire ;  it  shaU  devour 
the  briers  and  thorns,  and  shall  kindle  in  the  thickets  of  the 
forests,  and  they  shall  mount  up  like  the  lifting  up  of 
smoke. 

19.  Through  the  wrath  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  the  ^land 
darkened,  and  the  people  shall  be  as  the  fuel  of  the  fire ;  ''no 
man  shall  spare  his  brother. 

20.  'And  he  shall  snatch  on  the  right  hand  and  be 
hungry ;  and  he  shall  eat  on  the  left  hand,  and  they  shall 
not  be  satisfied ;  they  shall  eat  every  man  the  flesh  of  his 
own  arm: 

21.  Manasseh,  Ephraim ;  and  Ephraim,  Manasseh ;  they 
together  shall  be  against  Judah.  'For  all  this  his  anger  is 
not  turned  away,  but  his  hand  stretched  out  still. 


GHAFTEB20.    {See  Isaiah  10.) 

1.  Wo  unto  them  that  "decree  unrighteous  decrees,  and 
that  write  grievousness  which  they  have  prescribed ; 

2.  To  turn  away  the  needy  from  judgment,  and  to  take 
away  the  right  from  the  poor  of  my  people,  that  widows  may 
be  their  prev,  and  that  thev  may  rob  the  f atiierless ! 

3.  And  ^hat  will  ve  do  in  /Ihe  day  of  visitation,  and  in 
the  desolation  which  shall  come  from,  fftr?  to  whom  will  ye 
flee  for  help?  and  where  will  ye  leave  your  glory? 

4.  Without  me  they  shall  bow  down  unoter  the  prisoners, 
and  they  shall  taJl  under  the  slain.  <fFor  all  this  his  anger  is 
not  turned  away,  but  his  hand  stretched  out  still. 

5.  O  Assyrian,  the  rod  of  mine  anger,  and  the  staff*  in 
their  hand  is  their  indignation. 

6.  I  will  send  him  against  a  'hypocritical  nation,  and 
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aoBinst  the  people  of  mv  wrath  will  I  give  him  a  charge  to 
tuLe  the  spoil,  and  to  take  the  prey,  and  to  tread  them  down 
Uke  the  mire  of  the  streets. 

7.  Howbeit  he  meanet^  not  so,  neither  doth  his  heart 
think  so ;  but  in  his  heart  it  is  to  destroy  and  cut  off  nations 
not  a  few. 

8.  For  he  saith,  -^Are  not  my  princes  altogether  kings? 

9.  Is  not  'Calno  as  K)archemish?  Is  not  Hamath  as 
Arpad  ?    Is  not  Samaria  *bs  Damascus  ? 

10.  As  my  hand  hath  founded  the  kingdoms  of  the  idols, 
and  whose  graven  images  did  excel  them  of  Jerusalem  and 
of  Samaria: 

U.  Shall  I  not,  as  I  have  done  unto  Samaria  and  her 
idols,  so  do  to  Jerusalem  and  to  her  idols  ? 

12.  Wherefore  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  when  the  Lord 
hath  performed  his  whole  work  -^upon  Mount  Zion  and  upon 
Jeruaalem,  '^I  will  punish  the  fruit  of  the  stout  heart  of  the 
king  of  Assyria,  and  the  glory  of  his  hish  looks. 

13.  For  he  saith,  .'By  the  strength  of  my  hand  and  by  my 
wisdom  I  have  done  these  things ;  for  I  am  prudent ;  and  I 
have  moved  the  borders  of  the  people,  and  have  robbed  their 
treasures,  and  I  have  put  down  the  inhabitants  like  a  valiant 
man; 

14.  And  my  hand  hath  found  as  a  nest  the  riches  of  the 
people;  and  as  one  gathereth  eggs  that  are  left,  have  I 
gathered  all  the  earth ;  and  there  was  none  that  moved  the 
wing,  or  opened  the  mouth,  or  peeped. 

15.  Shall  the  axe  boast  itselt  against  him  that  heweth 
therewith  ?  Shall  the  saw  magniJ^  itself  against  him  that 
shaketh  it?  as  if  the  rod  should  snake  itseU  against  them 
that  lift  it  up,  or  as  if  the  staff  should  lift  up  itself  as  if  it 
were  no  wood. 

16.  Therefore  shall  the  Lord,  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  send 
among  his  fat  ones,  leanness ;  and  under  his  glory  he  shall 
kindle  a  burning  like  the  burning  of  a  fire. 

17.  And  the  light  of  Israel  shall  be  for  a  fire,  and  his 
Holy  One  for  a  flame,  and  "*  shall  bum  and  shall  devour  his 
thorns  and  his  briers  in  one  day ; 

18.  And  shall  consume  the  glory  of  his  forest,  and  of  his 
fniitful  field,  both  soul  and  body ;  and  they  shall  be  as  when 
a  standard-bearer  fainteth. 

19.  And  the  rest  of  the  trees  of  his  forest  shall  be  few, 
that  a  child  may  write  them. 

20.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the 
remnant  of  Israel,  and  such  as  are  escaped  of  the  house  of 
Jacob.  **shan  no  more  again  stay  upon  him  that  smote  them, 
but  snail  stay  uix)n  the  Lord,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  in 
truth. 
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21.  "The  remnant  shall  return,  yea,  even  the  remnant  of 
Jacob,  Tinto  the  mighty  Grod. 

22.  For  ''though  thy  people  Israel  be  as  the  sand  of  the 
sea,  'yet  a  remnant  of  them  shall  return ;  the  ''consumption, 
decreed  shall  overflow  with  righteousness. 

23.  For  the  Lord  God  of  Hosts  shall  make  a  consumptioii, 
even  determined  in  all  the  land. 

24.  Therefore,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Grod  of  Hosts,  O  my 
people  that  dwellest  in  Zion,  'be  not  afraid  of  the  Assyrian  ; 
he  shall  smite  thee  with  a  rod,  and  shall  lift  up  his  stafif 
against  thee,  'after  the  manner  of  Egypt. 

25.  For  yet  a  very  little  while,  and  the  **indignation  shall 
cease,  and  mine  anger  in  tlieir  destruction. 

26.  And  the  Lord  of  Hosts  shall  ^'stir  up  a  scourge  for 
him  according  to  the  slaughter  of  ^'Midian  at  the  rock  of 
Oreb ;  and  'as  his  rod  was  upon  the  sea,  so  shall  he  lift  it  up 
after  the  manner  of  Egypt. 

27.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  <liis 
burden  shall  be  taken  away  from  off  tiiy  shoulder,  and 
his  yoke  from  off  thy  neck,  and  the  yoke  shall  be  destroyed 
because  of  the  'anointing. 

28.  He  is  come  to  Aiath,  he  is  passed  to  Migron;  at 
Michmash  he  hath  laid  up  his  carriages ; 

29.  They  are  2*gone  over  the  passage ;  they  have  taken 
up  their  lodging  at  Geba;  Bamath  is  afraid;  ^^Gibeah  of 
Saul  is  fled. 

30.  Lift  up  the  voice,  O  daughter  of  s^Gallim ;  cause  it  to 
be  heard  unto  ^^^Laish,  O  poor  ^^Anathoth. 

31.  ^-TMadmenah  is  removed ;  the  inhabitants  of  G«blni 
gather  themselves  to  flee. 

32.  As  yet  shall  he  remain  at  ^^Nob  that  day; 
he  shall  ^^ shake  his  hand  against  the  mount  of  the  daughter 
of  Zion,  the  hill  of  Jerusalem. 

33.  Behold,  the  Lord,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  shall  lop  the 
bough  with  terror ;  and  ^Hhe  high  ones  of  stature  shall  be 
hewn  down ;  and  the  haughty  shall  be  humbled. 

34.  And  he  shall  cut  down  the  thickets  of  the  forests 
with  iron,  and  Lebanon  shall  fall  by  a  mighty  one. 


CHAPTER  21.    (See  Isaiah  11.) 

1.  Akd  ''there  shall  come  forth  a  rod  out  of  the  stem  of 
Jesse,  and  a  branch  shall  grow  out  of  his  roots ; 

0,  IsiL  7:  »-0.  p,  Rom.  9:  27.  g,  Isa.  6:  18.  r,  laa.  28:  28. 
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2.  ^And  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  shall  rest  upon  him,  the 
spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  the  spirit  of  counsel 
and  might,  the  spirit  of  knowledge  and  of  the  fear  of  the 
Lord; 

3.  And  shall  make  him  of  quick  understanding  in  the 
fear  of  the  Lord :  and  he  shall  not  judge  after  the  sight  of 
his  eyes,  neither  reprove  after  the  hearing  of  his  ears : 

4.  But  ''with  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  poor,  and 
reprove  with  equity  for  the  meek  of  the  earth:  and  he 
shall  ''smite  the  earth  with  the  rod  of  his  mou^  and  with 
the  breath  of  his  lips  shall  he  slay  the  wicked. 

5.  And  'righteousness  shall  be  the  girdle  of  his  loins, 
and  faithfulness  the  girdle  of  his  reins. 

6.  -^The  wolf  also  ^  shall  dwell  with  the  lamb,  and  the 
leopard  shall  lie  down  with  the  kid ;  and  the  c«^  and  the 
Toung  Hon  and  &itling  together ;  and  a  little  child  shall  lead 


7.  And  the  cow  and  the  bear  shall  feed;  their  young 
ones  shall  lie  down  together;  and  the  lion  shall  eat  straw 
like  the  ox. 

8.  And  the  sucking  child  shall  play  on  the  hole  of  the 
asp,  and  the  weaned  child  shall  put  his  hand  on  the 
cockatrice's  den. 

9.  'They  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy 
mountain :  for  '^the  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 

10.  And  in  that  day  there  shall  be  a  root  of  Jesse,  which 
shall  •'stand  for  an  ensign  of  the  people ;  to  it  *shall  the 
Crentiles  seek :  and  his  rest  shall  be  glorious. 

11.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  Lord 
shall  set  his  hand  again  the  second  time  to  recover  the 
remnant  of  his  people,  which  shall  be  left  *>^&om  Assyria^ 
and  from  Egypt,  and  from  Pathros,  and  from  Cush,  and 
from  Elam,  and  from  Shinar,  and  from  Hamath,  and  from 
the  islands  of  the  sea. 

12.  And  he  shall  "set  up  an  ensign  for  the  nations,  and 
shall  assemble  the  "outcasts  of  Israel,  and  ''gather  together 
the  dispersed  of  Judah  from  the  four  comers  of  the  earth. 

13.  ^The  envy  of  Ephraim  also  shall  depart,  and  the 
adversaries  of  Judah  shall  be  cut  off;  Ephraim  shall  not 
envy  Judah,  and  Judah  shall  not  vex  Ephnom. 

14.  But  they  shaU  fly  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
Philistines  towards  the  west ;  they  shall  spoil  them  of  the 
east  together;  they  shall  lay  their  hand  upon  Edom  and 
Moab  :  and  the  children  of  Ammon  shall  obey  them. 
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15.  And  the  Lord  ''shall  utterly  destrojy  the  tongue  of  the 
_  mtian  sea ;  and  with  his  mighty  wind  he  shall  shake  Ills 

hand  over  the  riyer,  and  shall  smite  it  in  the  seven  streams, 
and  'make  men  go  over  dry  shod. 

16.  'And  there  shall  be  a  highway  for  the  remnant  o£  liig 
people,  which  shall  be  left,  from  Assyria,  **like  as  it  w^as  to 
Israel  in  the  day  that  he  came  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 


CHAPTER  22.    {See  Isaiah  12.) 

1.  Anp  '•in  that  day  thou  shalt  say,  O  Lord.  I  will  praise 
thee:  though  thou  wast  angry  with  me,  thine  anger  is 
turned  awav,  and  thou  comf  ortedest  me. 

2.  Beholo,  God  is  my  salvation ;  I  will  trust,  and  not  be 
afraid :  for  the  Lord,  *  JEHOVAH  is  my  <^trength  and  my 
song;  he  also  has  become  mv  salvation. 

3.  Therefore,  with  joy  shall  ye  ''draw  water  out  of  the 
weUs  of  salvation. 

4.  And  in  that  day  shall  ^e  say,  praise  the  Lord,  call 
upon  his  name,  declare  his  doings  among  the  i>eople,  make 
mention  that  his  name  is  exalted. 

5.  Sin^  unto  the  Lord;  -^for  he  hath  done  excellent 
things :  this  is  known  in  all  the  earth. 

6.  ^Cry  out  and  shout^  thou  inhabitant  of  Sion ;  for  great 
is  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  in  the  midst  of  thee. 


CHAPTER  23.    {See  l8aia:hlZ,) 

1.  The  burden  of  Babylon,  which  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amos 
did  see. 

2.  ''Lift  ye  up  a  banner  upon  the  high  mountain,  exalt 
the  voice  unto  them,  ^shake  the  hand,  that  they  may  go  into 
the  gates  of  the  nobles. 

sC  I  have  commanded  'toy  sanctified  ones,  I  have  also 
called  mv  mi^ty  ones,  for  mine  anger  is  not  upon  them 
that  rejoice  in  my  highness* 

4.  The  noise  of  the  multitude  in  the  mountains  like  as  of 
a  great  i)eople:  a  tumultuous  noise  of  'the  kingdoms  of 
nations  gathered  together :  the  Lord  of  Hosts  mustereth  the 
hosts  of  the  battle. 
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5.  They  come  from  a  far  country,  from  the  end  of  heaven, 
yea,  the  Lord,  and  the  weai>ons  of  his  indignation,  to 
destroylJie  whole  land. 

0.  Howl  ye ;  for  the  >day  of  the  Lord  is  at  hand :  it  shall 
come  as  a  destruction  from  the  Almighty. 

7.  Therefore  shall  all  hands  be  laint^  every  man's  heart 
shall  melt: 

8.  And  they  shall  be  afraid ;  pangs  and  sorrows  shall 
take  hold  of  them ;  they  shall  be  amazed  one  at  another ; 
their  faces  shall  be  as  flames : 

9.  Behold,  the  day  of  the  Lord  cometh,  cruel  both  with 
wrath  and  flerce  anger,  to  lay  the  land  desolate :  and  he  shall 
destroy  the  sinners  thereof  out  of  it. 

10.  'For  the  stars  of  heaven  and  the  constellations  thereof 
shall  not  give  their  light ;  the  sun  shall  be  darkened  in  her 
going  forth,  and  the  moon  shall  not  cause  her  light  to  shine. 

U.  *And  I  will  punish  the  world  for  evil,  ana  the  wicked 
for  their  ini<^uity ;  I  will  cause  the  arrogancy  of  the  proud  to 
cease,  and  will  lay  down  the  haughtiness  of  the  terrible. 

12.  I  will  ^uike.  a  man  more  precious  than  fine  gold ; 
even  a  man  than  the  golden  wedge  of  Ophir. 

13.  Therefore,  I  will  "^shake  the  heavens,  and  the  earth 
shall  remove  out  of  her  place,  in  the  wrath  of  the  Lord  of 
Hosts,  and  in  the  dav  of  his  fierce  anger. 

14.  And  it  shall  oe  as  the  chased  roe,  and  as  a  sheep  that 
no  man  ta^eth  up ;  and  they  shall  *every  man  turn  to  his 
own  pe^le,  and  nee  every  one  into  his  own  land. 

15.  £!very  one  that  is  proud  shall  be  thrust  through ;  yea, 
and  every  one  that  is  joined  to  the  wicked,  shall  fall  by  the 
sword. 

16.  Their  children  also  shall  be  'dashed  to  pieces  before 
their  eyes ;  their  houses  shall  be  spoiled,  and  their  wives 
rairished. 

17.  Behold,  I  will  *^tir  up  the  Modes  against  them, 
which  shall  not  regard  silver  and  gold,  nor  they  shall  not 
delight  in  it. 

18.  Their  bows  shall  also  dash  the  young  men  to  pieces ; 
and  they  shall  have  no  pity  on  the  fruit  of  ihe  womb ;  their 
eyes  shall  not  spare  children. 

19.  "And  Babylon,  the  glory  of  kingdoms,  the  beauty 
of  the  GhaJdees'  excellency,  shall  be  as  when  Grod  over- 
threw ^'Sodom  and  Gomorrah. 

20.  i'lt  shall  never  be  inhabited,  neither  shall  it  be  dwelt 
in  from  generation  to  generation :  neither  shall  the  Arabian 
pitch  tent  there;  neither  shall  the  shepherds  make  their 
lold  there ; 
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21.  'But  wild  beasts  of  the  desert  shall  lie  there ;  and 
their  houses  shall  be  full  of  doleful  creatures ;  and  owls  shall 
dwell  there,  and  satyrs  shall  dance  there. 

22.  And  the  wild  beasts  of  the  islands  shall  cry  in  their 
desolate  house^  and  dragons  in  their  pleasant  palaces : 
and  'her  time  is  near  to  come,  and  her  day  shall  not  be 
prolonged.  For  I  will  destroy  her  speedily ;  yea,  for  I  "wUl 
be  merciful  unto  my  people :  but  the  wicked  shall  perish. 


CHAPTER  24.    {See  Isaiah  14.) 

1.  For  the  Lord  *will  have  mercy  on  Jacob,  and  will  yet 
choose  Israel,  and  set  them  in  their  own  land :  and 
the  ^strangers  shall  be  joined  with  them,  and  they  shall 
cleave  to  the  house  of  Jacob. 

2.  And  the  people  shall  take  them,  and  bring  them  to 
their  place ;  yea,  from  far  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth :  and 
they  snail  return  to  their  lands  of  promise.  And  the  house 
of  Israel  shall  possess  them,  and  the  land  of  the  Lord  shall 
be  ^or  servants  and  handmaids ;  and  they  shall  take  ttiem 
captives  unto  whom  they  were  captives ;  and  they  shall  rule 
over  their  oppressors. 

3.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day  that  the  Lord 
shall  give  thee  rest,  from  thy  sorrow,  and  from  thy  fear,  and 
from  the  hard  bondage  wherein  thou  wast  made  to  serve. 

4.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  thou  ''shalt 
take  up  this  proverb  against  the  king  of  JBabylon,  and  say. 
How  hath  the  oppressor  ceased,  the  golden  ci^  ceased  1 

5.  The  Lord  nath  broken  ^e  staiF  of  the  wicked,  the 
sceptres  of  the  rulers. 

6.  He  who  smote  the  people  in  wrath  with  a  continual 
stroke,  he  that  ruleth  the  nations  in  anger,  is  persecuted, 
and  none  hindereth. 

7.  The  whole  earth  is  at  rest,  and  is  quiet :  they  break 
forth  into  singing. 

8.  Yea,  -^e  nr-trees  rejoice  at  thee,  and  also  the  cedars 
of  Lebanon,  saying.  Since  thou  art  laid  down,  no  feller  is 
oome  up  agsdnst  us. 

9.  'Hell  from  beneath  is  moved  for  thee  to  meet  thee 
at  thy  coming :  it  stirreth  up  the  dead  for  thee,  even  all  the 
chief  ones  of  the  earth :  it  hath  raised  up  from  their  thrones 
all  the  kings  of  the  nations. 

10.  All  they  shall  speak  and  say  unto  thee.  Art  thou  also 
become  weak  as  we  ?    Art  thou  become  like  unto  us  f 

11.  Thy  pomp  is  brought  down  to  the  grave ;  the  noise  of 
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thy  viols  is  not  heard :  the  worm  is  spread  under  thee,  and 
the  worms  cover  thee. 

12.  *How  art  thou  fsJlen  from  heaven,  O  Lucifer,  son  of 
the  morning  I  Art  thou  cut  down  to  the  ground,  which  did 
weaken  the  nations  I 

13.  For  thou  hast  said  in  thy  hearty  I  will  ascend  into 
heaven,  I  will  exalt  my  throne  above  the  stars  of  God :  I 
will  sit  also  upon  the  mount  of  the  congregation,  'in  the 
sides  of  the  north ; 

14.  I  will  ascend  above  the  heights  of  the  clouds ;  >I  will 
be  like  the  Most  High. 

15.  Yet  thou  shalt  be  brought  down  *to  hell,  to  the  sides 
ef  the  pit. 

16.  They  that  see  thee  shall  narrowly  look  upon  thee, 
and  shall  consider  thee,  and  shall  say,  Is  this  the  man  that 
made  the  earth  to  tremble,  that  did  shake  kingdoms, 

17.  And  made  the  world  as  a  wilderness,  and  destroyed 
the  cities  thereof,  and  opened  not  the  house  of  his  prisoners? 

18.  All  the  kings  of  the  nations,  yea,  all  of  them,  lie  in 
gloiT,  every  one  of  them  in  his  own  house. 

19.  But  thou  art  cast  out  of  thy  grave  like  an  abominable 
branch,  and  the  remnant  of  those  that  are  slain,  thrust 
through  with  a  sword,  that  go  down  to  the  stones  of  the 
pit ;  as  a  carcass  trodden  under  feet. 

20.  Thou  shalt  not  be  joined  with  them  in  burial,  because 
thou  hast  destroyed  thy  land,  and  slain  thy  people ;  the  seed 
of  evilnioers  shall  never  be  renowned. 

21.  Prepare  slaughter  for  his  children  «^or  the  iniquities 
of  their  fathers  :  that  they  do  not  rise,  nor  possess  the  land, 
nor  fill  the  face  of  the  world  with  cities. 

22.  For  I  will  rise  up  against  them,  saith  the  Lord  of 
Hosts,  and  cut  off  from  Babylon  *^e  name,  and  rem- 
nant, ''and  son,  and  nephew  saith  the  Lord. 

23.  ''I  will  also  make  it  a  i>ossession  for  the  bittern,  and 
pools  of  water:  and  I  will  sweep  it  with  the  besom  of 
destruction,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

24.  The  Lord  of  Hosts  hath  sworn,  saying.  Surely  as  I 
have  thought,  so  shall  it  come  to  i>ass;  and  as  I  have 
pQiposed,  so  shall  it  stand  : 

25.  Tnat  I  will  bring  the  Assyrian  in  my  land,  and  upon 
my  mountains  tread  him  under  foot ;  then  shall  «his  yoke 
depart  from  off  them,  and  his  burden  depart  from  off  their 
shoulders. 

26.  This  is  the  purpose  that  is  *^urposed  upon  the  whole 
earth  :  and  this  is  the  hand  that  is  stretched  out  upon  all 
nations. 

27.  For  the  Lord  of  Hosts  hath  purposed,  and  who  shall 
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^sanniil  ?   And  his  hand  stretched  out,  and  who  shall  turn 
it  back? 

28.  In  the  year  that  "king  Ahaz  died  was  this  burden. 

29.  Rejoice  not  thou,  whole  Palestina,  ^cause  the  rod  of 
him  that  smote  thee  is  broken :  for  out  of  the  serpent's  root 
shall  come  forth  a  cockatrice,  and  **his  fruit  shall  be  a  fiery 
flying  serpent. 

SO.  And  the  first-bom  of  the  poor  shall  feed,  and  the 
needy  shall  lie  down  in  safety :  and  I  will  kill  thy  root  with 
famine,  and  he  shall  slay  thy  remnant. 

31.  Howl,  O  gate;  cry,  O  dty ;  thou,  whole  Paiestina,  art 
dissolved  :  for  there  shall  come  from  the  north  a  smoke,  and 
none  shall  be  alone  in  his  appointed  times. 

32.  What  shall  then  answer  *the  messengers  of  the 
nations?  That  Hhe  Lord  hath  founded  Zion,  and  the  poor 
of  his  people  shall  trust  in  it. 


CHAPTER  25. 

1.  Now  L  Nephi,  do  speak  somewhat  concerning  the 
words  which  I  have  written,  which  have  been  spoken  by^  the 
mouth  of  Isaiah.  For  behold,  Isaiah  si>ake  many  things 
which  were  ^haucd  for  many  of  my  people  to  understand ;  for 
they  know  not  concerning  the  manner  of  prophesying  among 
the  Jews. 

2.  For  L  Nephi,  have  not  taught  them  many  things 
concerning  the  manner  of  the  Jews ;  for  their  works  were 
works  of  darkness,  and  their  doings  were  doings  of 
abominatiLona 

3.  Wherefore,  I  write  unto  m^  people,  unto  all  those 
that  shall  receive  hereafter  these  things  which  I  write,  that 
they  may  know  the  judgments  of  God,  that  they  come  upon 
all  nations,  according  to  the  word  which  he  hath  spoken. 

4.  Wherefore  hearken,  O  my  people,  which  are  of  the 
house  of  Israel,  and  give  ear  unto  my  words :  for  because  the 
words  of  Isaiah  are  not  plain  unto  you,  nevertheless  thev  are 
plain  unto  all  those  that  are   filled  with   the    Spirit   of 

Srophecy.  But  I  give  unto  you  a  prophecy,  according  to  the 
pint  which  is  in  me ;  wherefore  I  shall  prophesy  according 
to  the  plainness  which  hath  been  with  me  from  the  time 
that  I  came  out  from  Jerusalem  with  my  father :  for  behold, 
my  soul  delighteth  in  plainness  unto  my  people,  that  they 
may  learn : 

5.  Tea,  and  my  soul  delighteth  in  the  words  of  Isaiahj 
for  I  came  out  from  Jerusalem,  and  mine  eyes  hath  beheld 
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the  things  of  the  Jew&  and  I  know  that  the  Jews  do  under- 
stand the  things  of  the  prophets,  and  there  is  none  other 
people  that  nnderstand  the  thing;s  which  were  spoken  unto 
the  JeWs,  like  unto  them,  save  it  be  that  they  are  taught 
after  the  manner  of  the  things  of  the  Jews. 

6.  But  behold  I,  Nephi,  have  not  taiight  my  children 
after  the  manner  of  the  Jews ;  but  behold,  1,  of  myself,  have 
dwelt  at  Jerusalem,  wherefore  I  know  concerning  the 
regions  round  about:  and  I  have  made  mention  tmto  my 
children  concerning  tne  judgments  of  Grod,  which  hath  come 
to  pass  among  the  Jews,  unto  my  children,  according  to  all 
that  which  Isaiah  hath  spoken,  and  I  do  not  write  them. 

7.  But  behold,  I  proceed  with  mine  own  prophecy, 
according  to  my  plainness ;  in  the  which,  I  know  that  no 
man  can  err ;  nevertheless,  in  the  davs  that  the  prophecies 
of  Isaiah  shall  be  fulfilled,  men  shall  know  of  a  surety,  at 
the  times  when  they  shall  come  to  pass ; 

8.  Wherefore,  they  are  of  worth  unto  the  children  of 
men,  and  he  that  supi>oseth  that  they  are  not,  unto  them 
will  I  speak  particularly,  and  confine  the  words  unto  mine 
own  jieople :  for  I  know  that  they  shall  be  of  great  worth 
unto  them  in  the  last  days:  for  in  that  day  shall  they 
understand  them ;  wherefore,  for  their  good  have  I  written 
them. 

9.  And  as  one  generation  hath  been  destroyed  among  the 
Jews,  because  of  iniquity,  even  so  have  they  been  destroyed, 
from  generation  to  generation,  according  to  their  iniquities ; 
and  never  hath  any  of  them  been  destroyed  save  it  were 
foretold  them  by  the  prophets  of  the  Lord. 

10.  Wherefore,  it  hath  been  told  them  concerning  the 
destruction  which  should  come  upon  them,  immediately 
after  my  father  left  Jerusalem ;  nevertheless,  they  hardened 
their  hearts  ;  and  according  to  my  prophecy,  they  have  been 
destroyed,  save  it  be  those  which  are  ''Carried  away  captive 
into  Babylon. 

11.  And  now  this  I  speak  because  of  the  Spirit  which  is 
in  me.  And  notwithstanding  they  have  been  carried  away, 
they  shall  return  again,  and  possess  the  land  of  Jerusalem ; 
wherefore  they  shall  be  restored  again  to  the  land  of  their 
inheritance. 

12.  But,  behold,  they  shall  have  wars,  and  rumours  of 
wars;  and  when  the  dav  cometh  that  the  Only  Begotten  of 
the  Father,  yea,  even  the  Father  of  heaven  and  of  earth, 
shall  manifest  himself  unto  them  in  the  flesh,  behold,  they 
will  reject  him,  because  of  their  iniquities,  and  the  hardness 
of  their  l^earts,  and  the  stifihess  of  their  necks. 

13.  Behold,  they  will  crucify  him,  and  after  he  is  laid  in 
a  sepulchre  for  the  space  of  three  days,  he  shall  rise  from  the 
dead,  with  healing  in  his  wings,  and  all  those  who  shall 
believe  on  his   name,  shall  be  saved  in  the  kingdom  of 
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Ood :  wherefore,  my  soul  delighteth  to  prophesy  conoeming 
him.  for  I  have  ''seen  his  day,  and  my  neart  doth  magni^ 
his  holy  name. 

14.  And  behold  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  after  the 
Messiah  hath  risen  from  the  dead,  and  hath  manifested  him- 
self mito  his  people,  unto  as  many  as  wUl  believe  on  his  name, 
behold,  Jerusalem  shall  be  destroyed  again:  for  wo  unto 
them  that  fight  against  God  and  the  people  of  his  church. 

15.  Wherefore,  the  Jews  shall  be  ^scattered  among  all 
nations ;  yea,  and  also  Babylon  shall  be  destroyed ;  where- 
fore, the  Jews  shall  be  scattered  by  other  nations  ; 

16.  And  after  they  have  been  scattered,  and  the  Lord 
Grod  hath  scourged  them  by  other  nations,  for  the  s^ace  of 
many  generations,    yea,  even   down   from  generation   to 

generation,  until  they  shall  be  persuaded  to  -^believe  in 
hrist,  the  Son  of  Grod,  and  the  ^atonementu  which  is  infinite 
for  all  mankind:  and  when  that  day  shall  come,  that  they 
shall  believe  in  Christ,  and  worship  tne  Father  in  his  name, 
with  pure  hearts  and  dean  hands,  and  look  not  forward  any 
more  for  another  Messiah,  then,  at  that  time,  the  day  will 
come  that  it  must  needs  be  expedient  that  they  should 
believe  these  things, 

17.  And  the  liOrd  will  set  his  hand  again  the  Second 
time  to  restore  his  people  from  their  lost  and  fallen  state. 
Wherefore,  he  will  proceed  to  do  a  'marvellous  work  and  a 
wonder  among  the  children  of  men. 

18.  Wherefore  he  shall  brin^  forth  -^s  words  unto 
them,  which  words  shall  judge  them  at  the  last  day,  for 
they  shall  be  given  them  for  the  purpose  of  '^convincing 
them  of  the  true  Messiah,  who  was  rejected  by  them ;  and 
unto  the  convincing  of  them  that  they  need  not  look  f  orivard 
any  more  for  a  Messiah  to  come,  for  there  should  not  any 
come,  save  it  should  be  a  false  Messiah,  which  should 
deceive  the  people  :  for  there  is  save  one  Messiah  spoken  of 
by  the  prophets,  and  that  Messiah  is  he  who  should  be 
rejected  of  the  Jews. 

19.  For  according  to  the  words  of  the  prophets,  the 
Messiah  cometh  in  'six  hundred  years  from  the  time  that  my 
father  left  Jerusalem,  and  according  to  the  words  of  the 
prophets,  and  also  the  word  of  the  angel  of  God,  his  name 
shall  be  J  esua  Christ,  the  Son  of  God. 

20.  And  now,  my  brethren,  I  have  spoken  "*plain,  that 
ye  cannot  err:  and  as  the  Lord  Grod  liveth  that  brought 
Israel  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  gave  unto  Moses 
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power  that  he  dhould  heal  the  nations,  after  they  had  been 
oitten  by  the  jioisonous  serpents,  if  they  would  cast  thc^ 
eyes  unto  the  serpent  which  he  did  raise  up  before  them, 
and  also  gave  him  power  that  he  should  smite  the  rock,  ana 
the  water  should  come  forth ;  yea,  behold  I  say  unto  you, 
that  as  these  things  are  true,  and  as  the  Lord  Grod  liveth, 
there  is  none  other  name  given  under  heaven,  save  it  be  this 
Jesus  Christ  of  which  I  have  spoken,  whereby  man  can  be 
saved. 

21.  Wherefore,  for  this  cause  hath  the  Lord  God  promised 
unto  me  that  these  things  which  I  write,  shall  be  Kept  and 
preserved,  and  handed  down  unto  my  seed,  from  generation 
to  generation,  that  the  promise  may  be  fulmled  unto  Joseph, 
that  his  seed  should  never  perish  as  long  as  the  earth  e^ouIcL 
stand. 

22.  Wherefore,  these  things  shall  go  from  generation  to 
generation  as  long  as  the  earth  shall  stand ;  and  they  shall 
go  according  to  the  will  and  pleastire  of  Grod :  and  the  nations 
who  shall  possess  them,  shall  be  "judged  oz  them  according 
to  the  words  which  are  written : 

23.  For  we  labour  diligently  to  write,  to  persuade  our 
children,  and  also  our  brethren,  to  believe  in  Christ,  and  to 
be  reconciled  to  God ;  for  we  know  that  it  is  by  grace  that  we 
are  saved,  after  all  we  can  do. 

24.  And  <^otwithstanding  we  believe  in  Christ,  we  keep 
the  law  of  Moses,  and  look  forward  with  steadfastness  unto 
Christ,  until  the  law  shall  be  fulfilled ; 

25.  For,  for  this  end  was  the  law  given ;  wherefore  the 
law  hath  become  dead  unto  us,  and  we  are  mitde  alive  in 
Christ,  because  of  our  faith ;  yet  we  keep  the  law  because  of 
the  commandments ; 

26.  And  we  talk  of  Christ,  we  rejoice  in  Christy  we  preach 
of  Christ,  we  prophesy  of  Christ,  and  we  write  according  to 
oar  prophecies,  that  our  children  may  know  to  what  source 
they  may  look  for  a  remission  of  their  sins. 

27.  Wherefore,  we  speak  concerning  the  law,  that  our 
children  may  know  the  deadness  of  the  law ;  and  they,  by 
knowing  the  deadness  of  the  law,  may  look  forward  tmto 
that  life  which  is  in  Christ,  and  know  for  what  end  the  law 
Was  given.  And  after  the  law  is  fulfilled  in  Christ,  that  they 
need  not  harden  their  hearts  against  him,  when  the  law 
onght  to  be  done  away. 

28.  And  now  behold,  my  people,  ye  are  a  stiflhecked 
people :  wherefore,  I  have  spoken  plam  unto  you,  that  ye 
cannot  misunderstand.  And  the  words  which  I  nave  spoken, 
shall  stand  as  a  testimony  against  you :  for  they  are  sufficient 

to  teach  any  man  the  right  way:  for  the  nght  way  is  to 
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believe  in  Christ  and  denv  him  not ;  for  by  denying  him,  ye 
also  deny  the  prophets  and  the  law. 

29.  And  now  behold  I  say  unto  you.  That  the  right  way 
is  to  believe  in  Christy  and  deny  him  not ;  and  Christ  is  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel:  wherefore  ye  must  bow  down  before 
him,  and  worship  him  with  ail  your  might,  mind,  ajid 
stren^h.  and  your  whole  soul ;  and  iC  ye  do  this  ye  shall  in 
no  wise  be  cast  out. 

30.  And,  inasmuch  as  it  shall  be  eimedient,  ye  must 
keep  the  performances  and  ordinances  of  God,  until  the  law 
shall  be  fulfilled  which  was  given  unto  Moses. 


CHAPTER  26. 

1.  And  after  Christ  shall  have  risen  from  the  dead,  he 
shall  '^how  himself  unto  you,  my  children,  and  my  beloved 
brethren;  and  the  words  which  he  shall  speak  unto  you 
shall  be  tne  law  which  ye  shall  do. 

2.  For  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  That  I  have  beheld  that 
many  generations  shall  pass  away,  and  there  shall  be  great 
wars  and  contentions  among  my  people. 

3.  And  after  the  Messiah  shall  come,  there  shall  be  ^signs 
given  unto  my  people  of  his  birth,  and  also  of  his  death  and 
resurrection ;  and  great  and  terrible  shall  that  day  be  unto 
the  wicked ;  for  they  shall  perish ;  and  they  perish  because 
they  cast  out  the  prophets,  and  the  saints,  and  stone  them, 
and  slay  them:  wherefore  the  ''cry  of  the  blood  of  the 
saints  shall  ascend  up  to  God  from  the  ground  against  them. 

4.  Wherefore  all  those  who  are  proud,  and  that  do 
wickedly  the  day  that  cometh  shall  burn  them  up,  saith  the 
Lord  of  Hosts,  for  thev  shall  be  as  stubble ; 

5.  And  they  that  kill  the  prophets,  and  the  saints,  the 
depths  of  the  earth  shall  swallow  them  up,  saith  the  Lord 
of  Hosts  ;  and  mountains  shall  cover  them,  and  whirlwinds 
shall  carry  them  away,  and  buildings  shall  fall  upon  them, 
and  crush  them  to  pieces  and  grind  them  to  powder; 

6.  And  they  shall  be  visited  with  thunderings,  and 
lightnii^,  and  earthquakes,  and  all  manner  of  destructions, 
for  the  fre  of  the  anger  of  the  Lord  shall  be  kindled  against 
them,  and  they  shall  be  as  stubble,  and  the  day  that  cometh 
shall  consume  them,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

7.  O  the  pain,  and  the  anguish  of  my  soul  for  the  loss  of 
the  slain  of  my  people  I  For  I,  Nephi,  have  seen  it,  and  it 
well  nigh  consumeth  me  before  the  presence  of  the  Lord ; 
but  I  must  cry  unto  my  God,  thy  ways  are  just. 

8.  But  behold,  the  righteous,  that  hearken  unto  the 
words  of  the  prophets,  and   destroy  them  not,  but   look 
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forward  unto  Ghiist  with  stedfastness  for  the  siffns  which 
are  given,  notwithstandmg  all  persecations ;  behold  they 
are  they  which  shall  ''not  perish. 

9.  But  the  Son  of  righteousness  shall  Appear  unto 
them ;  and  he  shall  heal  them,  and  they  shall  have  peace 
with  him,  until  three  generations  shall  have  passed  away, 
and  many  of  the  -fourth  generation  shall  have  passed  away 
in  righteousness. 

10.  And  when  these  things  have  iMissed  away,  a  speedy 
destruction  cometh  unto  my  peoj)le;  for,  notwitnstanding 
the  pains  of  my  soul,  I  have  seen  it ;  wherefore,  I  know  that 
it  shall  come  to  pass ;  and  they  sell  themselve's  for  naueht : 
for,  for  the  reward  of  their  pride,  and  tJieir  foolishness,  uiev 
shall  reap  destruction ;  for  Because  they  yield  unto  the  devil, 
and  choose  works  of  aarkness  rather  than  light ;  therefore 
they  must  go  down  to  hell ; 

11.  For  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  will  not  always  strive  with 
man.  And  when  the  Spirit  ceaseth  to  strive  with  man,  then 
cometh  speedy  destruction,  and  this  mevetii  my  soul* 

12.  .^d  as  1  spake  concerning  the  'convincing  of  the 
Jews,  that  Jesus  is  the  very  Christ,  it  must  needs  be  that 
the  Gentiles  ^be  convinced  also  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the 
eternal  Grod; 

13.  And  that  he  manifesteth  himself  imto  all  those  who 
believe  in  him,  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  yea,  unto 
every  nation,  kindred,  tongue,  and  people,  working  mighty 
miracles,  signs,  and  wonders,  among  tne  children  of  men, 
according  to  their  faith. 

14.  But  behold,  I  prophesy  unto  you  concerning  the  last 
days ;  concerning  the  days  when  the  Lord  God  'shall  bring 
these  things  forth  unto  the  children  of  men. 

15.  After  my  seed  and  the  seed  of  my  brethren  •^shall 
have  dwindled  in  unbelief  and  shall  have  been  smitten  by 
the  Grentiles ;  yea,  after  *the  Lord  God  shall  have  camped 
against  them  round  about,  and  shall  have  laid  siege  against 
them  with  a  mount,  and  raised  forts  against  them ;  and 
after  they  shall  have  been  brought  down  low  in  the  dust^ 
even  that  they  are  not,  yet  the  words  of  the  righteous  shall 
be  written,  and  the  prayers  of  the  faithful  shall  be  heard, 
and  aU  those  who  have  dvnndled  in  unbelief,  shall  not  be 
forgotten ; 

16.  For  those  who  shall  be  destroyed  shall  'speak  unto 
them  out  of  the  ground,  and  their  speech  shall  be  tow  out  of 
the  dusty  and  their  voice  shall  be  as  one  that  hath  a  familiar 
spirit ;  for  the  Lord  Grod  will  give  unto  him  power,  that  he 
may  whisper  concerning  them,  even  as  it  were  out  of  the 
ground ;  and  their  speech  shall  whisper  out  of  the  dust. 
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17.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God :  They  shall  write  the 
things  which  shall  be  done  among  them,  and  they  shall  be 
written  and  sealed  up  in  a  book,  and  those  who  have 
dwindled  in  unbelief,  shall  *^ot  have  them,  for  they  seek  to 
destroy  the  things  of  God : 

18.  Wherefore,  as  those  who  have  been  destroyed,  have 
been  destroyed  speedily ;  and  the  **multitude  of  their  terrible 
ones,  shall  oe  as  chaff  that  passeth  away.  Yea,  thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  :  It  shall  be  at  an  instant^  suddenly. 

19.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  those  who 
have  ^dwindled  in  unbeUef,  shall  be  smitten  by  the  hand 
of  the  Gentiles. 

20.  And  the  Grentiles  are  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  their 
eyes,  and  have  ^stumbled,  because  of  the  greatness  of  their 
stumbling  block,  that  they  have  built  up  <many  churches ; 
nevertheless,  they  put  down  the  »^wer  and  miracles  or 
God,  and  preach  up  unto  themselves  their  own  wisdom, 
and  their  'own  learning,  that  they  may  get  'gain,  and  grind 
upon  the  face  of  the  poor ; 

21.  And  there  are  many  churches  built  up  which  cause 
envyings,  and  strifes,  and  malice ; 

22.  And  there  are  also  *^ecret  combinations,  even  as  in 
times  of  old,  according  to  the  combinations  of  the  devil,  for 
he  is  the  foundation  of  all  these  things ;  yea,  the  foundation 
of  murder,  and  works  of  darkness ;  yea,  and  he  leadeth  them 
by  the  neck  with  a  flaxen  cord,  until  he  bindeth  them  with 
his  strong  cords  for  ever. 

23.  For  behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  say  unto  you, 
That  the  Lord  God  worketh  not  in  darkness. 

24.  He  doeth  not  anything,  save  it  be  for  the  benefit  of 
the  world;  for  he  loveth  the  world,  even  that  he  layeth 
down  his  own  life,  that  he  may  'draw  all  men  unto  nim. 
Wherefore  he  commandeth  none  that  they  shall  not  partake 
of  his  salvation. 

26.  Behold,  doth  he  cry  unto  any,  saying,  Depart  froiy 
me?  Behold.  I  say  unto  you,  Nay ;  but  he  saith,  Come  untt 
me  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth,  ''buy  milk  and  honey,  withoiJt 
money  and  without  price. 

26.  Behold,  hath  he  commanded  any  that  they  should 
depart  out  of  the  synagogues,  or  out  of  the  houses  of 
worship  ?    Behold,  I  say  unto  you.  Nay. 

27.  Hath  he  commanded  any  that  they  should  not 
partake  of  his  salvation?  Behold  1  say  unto  you.  Nay ;  but 
he  hath  given  It  free  for  all  men ;  and  he  hath  commanded 
his  people  that  they  should  persuade  all  men  to  repentance. 

28.  Bi^old,  haul  the  Lord  commanded  any  that  they 
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should  not  partake  of  his  goodness  ?  Behold  I  say  unto  you. 
Nay;  but  all  men  are  priTileged  the  one  like  unto  the 
other,  and  none  are  forbidden. 

29.  He  commandeth  that  there  shall  be  no  priest-crafts ;  for, 
behold,  *priest-craft8  are  that  men  preach  and  set  themselves 
up  for  a  light  unto  the  world,  that  they  may  get  gain,  and 
praise  of  the  world ;  but  they  seek  not  the  welfare  of  ZioiL 

90,  Behold,  the  Lord  hath  forbidden  this  thing ;  where- 
fore, the  Lord  Grod  hath  given  a  commandment,  that  all 
men  should  have  charity,  which  ^charity  is  love.  And 
except  iheyr  should  have  charity  they  were  nothing: 
wherefore,  if  they  should  have  charity  they  would  not 
suffer  the  labourer  in  Zion  to  perish. 

31.  But  the  laboTirer  in  Zion,  shall  labour  for  Zion  ;  for  if 
they  labour  for  money,  they  shall  perish. 

32.  And  again,  the  Lord  God  hath  commanded  that  men 
should  not  murder ;  that  they  should  not  lie ;  tliat  they 
should  not  steal ;  that  they  should  not  take  the  name  of  the 
Lord  their  God  in  vain  *  that  they  should  not  envy ;  that 
they  should  not  have  malice  ;  that  they  should  not  contend 
one  with  another;  that  they  should  not  commit  whcnre- 
doms ;  and  that  they  should  do  none  of  these  things ;  for 
whoso  doeth  them,  shall  perish ; 

33.  For  none  of  these  iniquities  come  of  the  Lord ;  for 
he  doeth  that  which  is  good  among  the  children  of  men: 
and  he  doeth  nothing  save  it  be  "plain  unto  the  children  oi 
men;  and  he  inviteth  them  all  to  come  unto  him,  and 
putake  of  his  goodness ;  and  he  denieth  none  that  come 
unto  him,  black  and  white,  bond  and  free,  male  and  female ; 
and  he  remembereth  the  heathen,  and  all  are  alike  unto 
God,  both  Jew  and  Gentile. 


CHAPTER  27. 

1.  BiTT,  behold,  in  the  last  da^s;  or  in  the  days  of  the 
Gentiles ;  yea,  behold  all  the  nations  of  the  Gentiles,  and 
also  the  Jews,  both  those  who  shall  come  upon  this  land, 
and  those  who  shall  be  upon  other  lands ;  yea,,  even  upon 
all  the  lands  of  the  earth ;  behold,  they  will  be  ^drunken 
with  iniquity,  and  all  manner  of  abominations  ; 

2.  And  when  that  day  shall  come,  they  shall  be  *visited 
of  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  with  thunder,  and  with  earthquake, 
and  with  a  great  noise,  and  with  storm,  and  with  tempest, 
and  with  the  flame  of  devouring  fire ; 

3.  And  all  the  nations  that  fight  against  Zion,  and  that 
distress  her,  shall  be  as  a  dream  of  a  night  vision ;  yea,  it 
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shall  be  unto  them,  even  as  nnto  a  hungry  man,  which 
dreameth,  and  b^old  he  eateth,  but  he  awaketh  and  his 
soul  is  empty ;  or  like  unto  a  thirsty  man,  which  dreameth, 
and  behold  ne  drinketh,  but  he  awaketh,  and  behold  he  is 
faint,  and  his  soul  hath  appetite :  yea,  even  so  shall  the 
multitude  of  all  the  nations  be  that  fight  against  Mount 
Zion: 

4.  For  behold,  all  ye  that  do  iniquity,  stay  yourselves  and 
wonder,  for  ye  shall  cry  out,  and  cry;  yea,  ye  shall  be 
drunken,  but  not  with  wine,  ye  shall  stagger,  but  not  with 
strong  drink : 

5.  For  behold,  the  Lord  hath  poured  out  upon  you  the 
spirit  of  deep  sleep.  For  behold,  ye  have  closed  your  eyes, 
and  ye  have  rejected  the  prophets ;  and  your  rulers,  and  the 
seers  hath  he  covered  because  of  your  iniquity. 

6.  And  it  shall  come  to.  pass,  that  the  Lord  God  shall 
bring  forth  unto  you  the^woras  of  a  "book,  and  they  shall  be 
the  words  of  them  which  have  slumbered, 

7.  And  behold  the  book  shall  be  ''sealed :  and  in  the 
book  shall  be  a  Revelation  from  God,  from  the  beginning -of 
the  world  to  the  ending  thereof. 

8.  Wherefore,  because  of  the  things  which  are  sealed 
up,  the  things  which  are  sealed  shall  not  be  delivered  in 
the  Aiav  of  the  wickedness  and  abominations  of  the  people. 
Wherefore  the  book  shall  be  kept  from  them. 

9.  But  the  book  shall  be  delivered  unto  a  ^Inan,  and  he 
shall  deliver  the  words  of  the  book,  which  are  the  words 
of  those  who  have  slumbered  in  the  dust ;  and  he  shall 
deliver  these  words  unto  ^another ; 

10.  But  the  words  which  are  sealed  he  shall  not  deliver, 
neither  shall  he  deliver  the  book.  For  the  book  shall  be 
sealed  by  the  power  of  God,  and  the  revelation  which  was 
sealed  shall  be  kept  in  the  book  until  the  own  'due 
time  of  the  Lord,  that  they  may  come  forth :  for  behold, 
they  •^reveal  all  things  from  the  foundation  of  the  world 
unto  the  end  thereof. 

11.  And  the  day  cometh  that  the  words  of  the  book 
which  were  sealed  shall  be  read  upon  the  house  tops ;  and 
they  shall  be  read  by  the  power  of  Christ :  and  all  things 
shall  be  ^revealed  unto  the  children  of  men  which  ever 
have  been  among  the  children  of  men,  and  which  ever  will 
be,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  eaxth. 

12.  Wherefore,  at  that  day  when  the  book  shall  be 
delivered  unto  the  hnan  of  whom  I  have  spoken,  the  book 
shall  be  hid  from  the  eyes  of  the  world,  that  the  ^es  of 
none  shall  behold  it  save  it  be  that  'Hhree  witnesses  aball 
behold  it,  by  the  power  of  God,  besides  him  to  whom  the 
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book  shall  be  delivered ;  and  they  shall  testify  to  the  truth 
of  the  book  and  the  things  therein. 

13.  And  there  is  none  other  which  shall  view  it,  save  it 
be  a  "few  according  to  the  will  of  Grod,  to  bear  testimony  of 
his  word  unto  the  children  of  men :  for  the  Lord  God 
hath  said.  That  the  words  of  the  faithful  should  speak  as 
if  it  were  from  the  Mead.  • 

14.  Wherefore,  the  Lord  God  will  proceed  to  bring  forth 
the  words  of  the  book ;  and  in  the  mouth  of  as  ''many 
witnesses  as  seemeth  him  good,  will  he  establish  his  word ; 
and  wo  be  unto  him  that  «rejecteth  the  word  of  God. 

15.  But  behold,  it  shall  coiae  to  pass  that  the  Lord  Grod 
shall  say  unto  ''him  to  whom  he  shall  deliver  the  book,  Take 
these  words  which  are  not  sealed  and  deliver  them 
to  'another,  that  he  may  shew  them  'unto  the  learned, 
saying,  **Read  this,  I  pray  thee.  And  the  learned  shall 
say,  Bring  hither  the  book,  and  I  will  read  them : 

16.  And  now,  because  of  the  gloiy  of  the  world,  and  to 
get  ^tin  will  they  say  this,  and  not  for  the  glory  of  God. 

n.  And  the  man  shall  say,  I  cannot  bring  the  book,  for 
it  is  sealed. 

18.  Then  shall  the  learned  say,  I  cannot  read  it. 

19.  Wherefore  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  the  Lord  God 
wiU  deliver  again  the  book  and  the  words  thereof  to  *him 
that  is  not  learned :  and  the  man  that  is  not  learned  shall 
say,  1  am  not  learned. 

20.  Then  shall  the  Lord  God  say  unto  him.  The  learned 
shall  not  read  them,  for  they  have  rejected  them,  and  1  am 
able  to  do  mine  own  work ;  wherefore  thou  shalt  read  the 
words  w^hich  I  shall  give  unto  thee. 

21.  "Touch  not  tne  things  which  are  sealed,  for  I  will 
bring  them  forth  in  mine  own  due  time :  for  I  will  shew 
unto  the  children  of  men  that  I  am  able  to  do  mine  own 
work. 

SE2.  Wherefore,  when  thou  hast  read  the  words  which  I 
have  commanded  thee,  and  obtained  the  ^i^witnesses  which  I 
have  promised  unto  thee,  then  shalt  thou  seal  up  the  book 
again,  and  hide  it  up  unto  me,  that  I  may  preserve  the 
words  which  thou  hast  not  read,  until  I  shaU  see  fit  in  mine 
own  wisdom,  Ho  reveal  all  things  unto  the  children  of  men. 

23.  For  behold,  I  am  God ;  and  I  am  a  Grod  of  miracles : 
and  I  will  shew  unto  the  world  that  I  am  the  same  yester- 
day, to-day,  and  for  ever ;  and  I  work  not  among  tiie  children 
of  men,  save  it  be  according  to  their  faith. 

24.  And  again  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  the  Lord  shall 
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say  nnto  *hira  that   shall  read  the  words  that  shall    be 
deliYered  him, 

25.  ^^^Forasmuch  as  this  people  draw  near  unto  me  'with, 
their  moul^,  and  with  their  lips  do  honour  me,  but  liave 
removed  Uieir  hearts  far  from  me,  and  their  fear  towards  me 
is  taught  by  the  precepts  of  men, 

26.  Therefore,  I  will  proceed  to  2  Mo  a  marvellous  work 
among  this  people,  yea,  a  marvellous  work  and  a  wonder: 
for  the  wisdom  of  their  wise  and  learned  shall  perish,  and 
the  understanding  of  their  prudent  shall  be  hid. 

27.  And  wo  unto  them  that  seek  deep  to  hide  their 
counsel  from  the  Lord.  And  their  works  are  in  the  daj-k  ; 
and  they  say.  Who  seeth  us,  and  who  knoweth  us  ?  And 
they  also  say.  Surely,  your  turning  of  things  upside  down 
shall  be  esteemed  as  the  potter's  clay.  But  benold,  I  'will 
shew  unto  them,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  that  I  know  all 
their  works.  For  shall  the  work  say  of  him  that  made  it. 
He  made  me  not 9  Or  shall  the  thmg  framed  say  of  Yiim 
that  framed  it,  He  had  no  understanding  ? 

28.  But  behold,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  I  will  shew  unto 
the  children  of  men  that  it  is  yet  a  very  little  while  and 
Lebanon  shall  be  turned  into  a  fruitful  field;  and  the  fruitful 
field  shall  be  esteemed  as  a  forest. 

29.  3^And  in  that  day  shall  the  deaf  hear  the  words  of 
the  book,  and  the  eyes  of  the  blind  shall  see  out  of  obscurity 
and  out  of  darkness, 

30.  And  the  meek  also  shall  increase,  and  their  joy  sliall 
be  in  the  Lord,  and  the  poor  among  men  shall  rejoice  in  ti^e 
Holy  One  of  Israel. 

31.  3<<For  assuredly  as  the  Lord  liveth  they  shall  see  that 
the  terrible  one  is  brought  to  naught,  and  the  scomer  is 
consumed,  and  all  that  watch  for  iniquity  are  cut  off; 

32.  And  they  that  make  a  man  an  offender  for  a  word, 
and  lay  a  snare  for  him  that  reproveth  in  the  gate,  and  turn 
aside  the  just  for  a  thing  of  naught. 

33.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord,  who  redeemed  Abra- 
ham, concerning  the  house  of  Jacob,  Jacob  shall  2«not  now 
be  ashamed,  neither  shall  his  face  now  wax  pale. 

34  But  when  he  seeth  his  children,  the  work  of  my 
hands,  in  the  midst  of  him,  they  shall  sanctify  my  name, 
and  sanctify  the  Holy  One  of  Jacob,  and  shall  fear  the  God 
of  Israel. 

35.  2/They  also  that  erred  in  spirit  shall  come  to  under- 
standing, and  they  that  murmured  shall  learn  doctrine. 
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CHAPTER  28. 

1.  And  now,  behold,  my  brethren,  I  have  spoken  nnto 
you,  according  as  the  Spirit  hath  constrained  me ;  wherefore, 
I  know  that  they  must  surely  come  to  pass. 

2.  The  things  which  shall  be  written  out  of  the  '^book 
shall  be  of  great  worth  tmto  the  children  of  men,  and 
especially  unto  our  seed,  which  is  a  renmant  of  the  house 
of  IsraeL 

3.  For  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  ^churches 
which  are  built  up,  and  not  unto  the  Lord,  when  the  one 
shall  say  unto  the  other,  Behold  L  I  am  the  Lord's ;  and 
the  others  shall  say,  I,  I  am  the  Lord's.  And  thus  shall 
every  one  say  that  hath  built  up  churches,  and  not  unto  the 
Lord; 

4.  And  they  shall  contend  one  with  another ;  and  their 
priests  shall  contend  one  with  another,  and  they  shall  teach 
with  their  ^learning,  and  deny  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  giveth 
utterance. 

5.  And  they  deny  the  '^power  of  God,  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel ;  and  they  say  unto  the  people.  Hearken  unto  us,  and 
hear  ye  our  precept ;  for  behold  there  is  no  Crod  to-day,  for 
the  Lord  and  the  Kedeemer  hath  done  his  work,  and  he 
hath  given  his  power  unto  men. 

6.  Behold,  hearken  ye  unto  my  precept;  if  they  shall  say, 
There  is  a  miracle  wrought^  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  believe 
it  not ;  for  this  day  he  is  not  a  Grod  of  miracles ;  he  hath 
done  his  work. 

7.  Tea,  and  there  shall  be  many  which  shall  say.  Eat, 
drink,  and  be  merry,  for  to-morrow  we  die ;  and  it  shall  be 
well  with  us. 

8.  And  there  shall  also  be  many  which  shall  say^,  Eat^ 
drink,  and  be  merry ;  nevertheless,  fear  God,  he  will  'justify 
in  committing  a  little  sin ;  ^ea,  lie  a  little,  take  the 
advantage  of  one  because  of  his  words,  dig  a  pit  for  thy 
neighbour;  there  is  no  harm  in  this.  And  do  all  these 
things,  for  to-morrow  we  die :  and  if  it  so  be  that  we  are 
guilty,  God  will  beat  us  with  a  few  stripes,  and  at  last  we 
shall  be  saved  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

9.  Tea,  and  there  shall  be  many  which  shall  teach  after 
this  manner,  false,  and  vain,  and  foolish  doctrines,  and  shall 
be  puffed  up  in  their  hearts,  and  shall  seek  deep  to  hide 
their  counsels  from  the  Lord ;  and  their  works  snail  be  in 
the  dark ; 

10.  And  the  -Hblood  of  the  saints  shall  cry  from  the 
ground  against  them.

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11.  Yea,  they  have  all  gone  out  of  the  way ;  they  have 
become  corrupted. 

12.'  Because  of  pride,  and  because  of  false  teachers,  and 
fidse  doctrine,  their  'churches  have  become  corrupted,  and 
their  churches  are  lifted  up ;  because  of  pride  they  are 
puffed  up. 

13.  They  rob  the  poor  because  of  their  fine  sanctuaries ; 
they  rob  the  poor  because  of  their  fine  clothing ;  and  thej 
persecute  the  meek,  and  the  poor  in  heart ;  because  in  then- 
pride  they  are  puffed  up. 

14.  They  wear  stiff  necks  and  hiffh  heads;  yea,  and 
because  of  pride,  and  wickedness,  ana  abominations,  and 
whoredoms,  they  have  all  gone  astray,  save  it  be  a  few,  who 
are  the  humble  followers  of  Christ ;  nevertheless,  they  are 
led,  that  in  many  instances  they  do  err,  because  they 
are  Haught  by  the  precepts  of  men. 

15.  O  the  wise,  and  the  learned,  and  the  rich,  that  are 
puffed  up  in  the  pride  of  their  hearts,  and  all  those  who 
preach  false  doctrines,  and  all  those  who  conmiit 
whoredoms,  and  pervert  the  right  way  of  the  Lord  ;  <wo, 
wo,  wo  be  unto  them,  saith  the  Lord  €rod  Almighty,  for 
they  shall  be  thrust  down  to  hell. 

16.  Wo  unto  them  that  -^tum  aside  the  just  for  a  thing 
of  naught  and  revile  against  that  which  is  good,  and  say, 
That  is  of  no  worth ;  for  the  day  shall  come  that  the  Lord 
God  will  speedilv  visit  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  ;  and  in 
that  day  that  they  are  *fully  ripe  in  iniquity,  they  shall 
perish. 

17.  But  behold,  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  shall 
repent  of  their  wickedness  and  abominations,  they  shall  not 
be  destroyed,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

18.  But  behold,  that  great  and  abominable  church,  the 
whore  of  all  the  earth,  must  tumble  to  the  earth,  and  great 
must  be  the  fall  thereof ; 

19.  For  the  kingdom  of  the  devil  "toust  shake,  and  they 
which  belong  to  it  must  needs  be  stirred  up  unto  repentaJiccL 
ot  the  devil  will  grasp  them  with  his  everlasting  chains,  ana 
they  be  stirred  up  to  anger,  and  perish ; 

20.  For  behold,  at  that  day  shall  he  **rage  in  the  hearts 
of  the  children  of  men,  and  stir  them  up  to  anger  against 
that  which  is  good ; 

21.  And  others  will  he  ''pacify,  and  lull  them  away  into 
barnal  security,  that  they  will  say,  All  is  well  in  Zion ;  yea, 
Zion  prospereth,  all  is  well;  and  thus  the  devil  cheateth 
their  souls,  and  leadeth  them  away  carefully  down  to  hell. 

22.  And  behold,  others  he  flattereth  away,  and  telleth 
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• 
them  there  is  no  hell;  and  he  saith  unto  them,  I  9x0.  no 
devil,  for  there  is  none;  and  thus  he  whispereth  in  their 
ears,  until  he  grasps  them  with  his  awful  ''chains,  from 
whence  t^ere  is  no  deliverance. 

23.  Tea,  they  are  'grasped  with  death,  and  hell ;  and 
death,  and  hell,  and  the  devil,  and  all  that  have  been  seized 
therewith,  must  stand  before  the  throne  of  God,  and  be 
judged  according  to  their  works,  from  whence  thev  must  go 
into  the  place  prepared  for  them,  even  a  *'lake  01  fire  and 
brimstone,  which  is  endless  torment. 

24.  Therefore,  wo  be  unto  him  that  is  at  ease  in  Zion. 

25.  Wo  be  unto  him  that  crieth,  All  is  well ; 

26.  Tea,  wo  be  unto  him  that  'hearkeneth  unto  the 
precepts  of  men,  and  denieth  the  power  of  Grod,  and  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

27.  Tea,  wo  be  unto  him  that  saith.  We  have  received, 
aud  we  ^eed  no  more. 

28.  And  in  fine,  wo  unto  all  those  who  tremble,  and 
are  *angr^  because  of  the  truth  of  God.  For  behold,  he 
that  is  built  upon  the  rock,  receiveth  it  with  gladness ;  and 
he  that  is  built  upon  a  sandy  foundation,  trembleth  lest  he 
shallfaU. 

29.  Wo  be  imto  him  that  shall  say,  We  have  received  the 
word  of  Grod,  and  we  "need  no  more  of  the  word  of  Grod,  for 
we  have  enough. 

30.  For  behold,  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  I  will  give 
unto  the  children  of  men  ^'line  upon  line,  precept  upon 
precept,  here  a  little  and  there  a  little ;  and  blessed  are  those 
who  hearken  unto  mv  precepts,  and  lend  an  ear  unto  my 
counsel,  for  they  shall  learn  wisdom ;  'for  tmto  him  that 
receiveth,  I  will  give  more ;  and  from  them  that  shall  say, 
We  have  enough,  from  them  shall  be  taken  away  even  that 
which  they  have. 

31.  Cursed  is  he  that  puttethhis  trust  in  man,  or  maketh 
flesh  his  arm,  or  shall  hearken  unto  the  ^precepts  of  men, 
save  tJieir  precepts  shall  be  given  by  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

32.  'Wo  be  unto  the  Gentiles,  saith  the  Lord  Grod  of 
Hosts ;  for  notwithstanding  I  shall  len^hen  out  mine  arm 
unto  them  from  day  to  day,  they  will  deny  me ;  never- 
theless, I  will  be  merciful  unto  them,  saith  the  Lord  God, 
if  they  will  repent  and  come  unto  me ;  for  mine  arm  is 
lengthened  out  all  the  day  long,  saith  the  Lord  God  of 
Hosts. 
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CHAPTER  29. 

1.  But  behold,  there  shall  be  many  at  that  day,  when 
I  shall  proceed  to  do  a  ''marvellous  work  among  them,  that 
I  may  remember  my  covenants  which  I  have  made 
imto  the  children  of  men,  that  I  may  set  my  hand  again 
the  ^second  time  to  recover  my  people,  which  are  of  the 
house  of  Israel ; 

2.  And  also,  that  I  may  remember  the  promises  w^hich 
I  have  made  unto  thee,  Nephi,  and  also  unto  thy  father,  that 
I  would  remember  your  seed ;  and  that  the  "words  of  your 
seed  should  proceed  forth  out  of  my  mouth  unto  your  seed. 
And  my  words  shall  ''hiss  forth  unto  the  ends  of  the  eajiih, 
for  a  'standard  unto  my  people,  which  are  of  the  house  of 
IsraeL 

3.  And  because  my  words  shall  hiss  forth,  many  of  the 
Gentiles  shall  say,  A  -^Bible  I  A  Bible  I  We  have  got  a 
Bible,  and  there  cannot  be  any  more  Bible. 

4.  But  thus  saith  the  Lord  God ;  O  fools,  they  shall  have 
a  Bible ;  and  it  shall  proceed  forth  from  the  Jews,  mine 
ancient  covenant  people.  And  what  thank  they  the  Jews 
for  the  Bible  whicn  tney  receive  from  them?  Yea,  what  do 
the  G«ntiles  meaA?  Do  they  remember  the  travels,  and  the 
labours,  and  the  pains  of  the  Jews,  and  their  diligence  unto 
me,  in  bringing  forth  salvation  unto  the  Gentiles  ? 

5.  O  ye  Gentiles,  have  ye  remembered  the  Jews,  mine 
ancient  covenant  people?  Nay;  but  ye  have  cursed  them, 
and  have  hated  them,  and  have  not  sought  to  recover  them. 
But  behold,  I  will  return  all  these  things  upon  your  own 
heads ;  for  I  the  Lord  hath  not  forgotten  my  people. 

6.  Thou  ^fool,  that  shall  say.  A  Bible,  we  have  got  a 
Bible,  and  we  need  no  more  Bible.  Have  ye  obtained  a 
Bible,  save  it  were  by  the  Jews  ? 

7.  EZnowye  not. that  there  are  more  nations  than  one? 
Bjiow  ye  not  that  I.  the  Lord  your  Gx)d,  have  created  all  men, 
and  that  I  remember  those  who  are  upon  the  isles  of  the 
sea ;  and  that  I  rule  in  the  heavens  above,  and  ii^  the  earth 
beneath ;  and  I  bring  forth  my  word  unto  the  diildren  of 
men,  yea,  even  upon  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  ? 

8.  Wherefore  murmur  ye,  because  that  ye  shall  receive 
more  of  my  word  ?  Know  ye  not  that  the  testimony  of  two 
nations  is  a  witness  unto  you  that  I  am  God,  that  I 
remember  one  nation  like  unto  another?  Wherefore,  I 
speak  the  same  words  unto  one  nation  like  unto  another. 
And  when  the  two  nations  ^all  run  together,  the  testimony 
of  the  Hwo  nations  shall  run  together  also. 
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9.  And  I  do  this  that  I  may  prove  tmto  many,  that  I  am 
the  same  yesterday,  to-day,  and  tor  eyer ;  and  that  I  speak 
forth  my  words  according  to  mine  own  pleasure.  And 
because  that  I  haye  si)oken  one  word,  ye  need  not  suppose 
that  I  cannot  speak  another;  for  my  work  is  not  vet 
finished ;  neither  shall  it  be,  until  the  end  of  man ;  neither 
from  that  time  henceforth  and  for  ever. 

10.  Wherefore,  because  that  ye  have  a  Bible,  ye  need  not 
suppose  that  it  contains  all  my  words ;  neither  need  ye 
suppose  that  I  have  not  caused  more  to  be  written : 

11.  For  I  command  all  men,  both  in  the  east  and  in  the 
west,  and  in  the  north,  and  in  the  south,  and  in  the  islands 
of  the  sea,  that  they  shall  write  the  words  which  I  speak 
unto  them  :  for  out  of  the  'books  which  shall  be  written,  I 
will  ^judge  the  world,  every  man  according  to  their  works, 
according  that  which  is  written. 

12.  For  behold,  I  shall  speak  unto  the  *Jews,  and  they 
shall  write  it;  and  I  shall  also  speak  unto  the  ^ephites, 
and  they  shall  write  it;  and  I  shall  also  *"speak  unto  the 
other  tribes  of  the  house  of  Israel,  which  I  have  led  away, 
and  they  shall  write  it ;  and  I  shall  also  speak  unto  "all 
nations  of  the  earth,  and  they  shall  write  it. 

13.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  '^thskt  the  Jews  shall  have 
the  words  of  the  Nephites,  and  the  Nephites  shall  have  the 
words  of  the  Jews ;  land  the  Nephites  and  the  Jews  shall 
have  the  words  of  the  lost  tribes  of  Israel ;  and  the  lost 
tribes  of  Israel  shall  have  the  words  of  the  Nephites  and  the 
Jews. 

14.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  my  i)eople  which  are 
of  the  house  of  Israel,  shall  be  gathered  home  unto  the  lands 
of  their  x>ossessions ;  and  my  word  also  shall  be  ^gathered  in 
one.  And  I  will  shew  unto  them  that  fight  against  my 
word  and  against  my  people,  who  are  of  the  house  of  IsraeL 
that  I  am  God,  and  that  I  covenanted  with  Abrahain,  that  I 
would  remember  his  seed  for  ever. 


CHAPTER  30. 

1.  And  now  behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  would  speak 
nnto  you :  for  I,  Nephi,  would  not  suffer  that  ye  should  sup- 
pose that  ye  are  more  righteous  than  the  Gentiles  shall  be. 
For  behold,  except  ye  shall  keep  the  commandments  of  Grod 
ye  shidl  all  likewise  perish ;  and  because  of  the  words  which 
naye  been  spoken  ye  need  not  suppose  that  the  Gentiles  are 
utterly  destroyed. 
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2.  For  behold,  I  say  unto  you.  That  as  many  of  the 
Gentiles  as  will  repent^  are  the  covenant  people  of  the  Lord ; 
and  as  many  of  the  Jews  as  will  not  repent,  shall  be  cast  off; 
for  the  Lord  covenanteth  with  none,  save  it  be  witii  them 
that  repent  and  believe  tn  his  Son,  who  is  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel. 

3.  And  now,  I  would  prophesy  somewhat  more  concerning 
the  Jews  and  the  Grentiles.  For  after  the  ^book  of  which  I 
have  spoken  shall  come  forth,  and  be  written  unto  the  Grentiles, 
and  sealed  up  again  unto  the  Lord,  there  shall  be  hnany 
which  shall  believe  the  words  which  are  written;  and  they 
shall  carry  them  forth  unto  the  <1remnant  of  our  seed. 

4.  And  then  shall  the  remnant  of  our  seed  know 
concerning  us,  how  that  we  came  out  from  Jerusalem,  and 
that  thev  are  descendants  of  the  Jews. 

5.  And  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  shall  be  de- 
clared ''among  them;  wherefore,  they  shall  be  restored 
unto  the  'knowledge  of  their  fathers,  and  also  to  the 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  had  among  their 
fathers. 

6.  And  then  shall  they  rejoice ;  for  they  shall  know  that 
it  is  a  blessing  unto  them  from  the  hand  of  Grod ;  and  their 
scales  of  darkness  shall  begin  to  fall  from  their  eyes :  and 
many  generations  shall  not  pass  away  among  them,  save 
they  shall  be  a  -^white  and  delightsome  people. 

7.  And  it  shall  come  to  i>ass  that  the  Jews  which  are 
scattered,  also  shall  ^begin  to  believe  in  Christ ;  and  they 
shall  begin  to  gather  in  upon  the  face  of  the  land ;  and  as 
many  as  shall  beUeve  in  Christ,  shall  also  become  a  delight- 
some people. 

8.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  the  Lord  God  shall 
commence  his  work,  among  all  nations,  kindreds,  tongues, 
and  people,  to  bring  about  the  Restoration  of  his  people 
upon  the  earth. 

9.  'And  with  righteousness  shall  the  Lord  Grod  judge  the 
I>oor,  and  reprove  with  equity,  for  the  meek  of  tne  earth. 
And  he  shall  smite  the  earth  with  the  rod  of  his  mouth; 
and  with  the  breath  of  his  lips  shall  he  slay  the  wicked  ; 

10.  For  the  time  speedily  cometh,  that  the  Lord  Grod 
shall  cause  a  •'great  division  amonc  the  people ;  and  the 
wicked  will  he  destroy :  and  he  will  spare  his  people,  yea, 
even  if  it  so  be  that  he  must  destroy  the  wicked  mr  fire. 

11.  *And  righteousness  shall  be  the  girdle  of  his  loins, 
and  faithfulness  the  srirdle  of  his  reins. 
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12.  And  then  shall  the  wolf  dwell  with  the  lamb,  and  the 
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leopard  shall  lie  down  with  the  kid ;  ajid  the  call  and  the 

Jroung  lion,  and  the  fatling,  together ;  and  a  little  child  shall 
ead  them. 

13.  And  the  cow  and  the  bear  shall  feed ;  their  young 
ones  shsJl  lie  down  together ;  and  the  lion  shall  eat  straw 
like  the  ox. 

14.  And  the  sucking  child  shall  play  on  the  hole  of  the 
asp,  aad  the  weaned  child  shall  put  his  hand  on  the 
cocKatrice's  den. 

15.  Thev  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy 
mountain ;  for  the  earth  shall  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea. 

16.  'Wherefore,  the  things  of  all  nations  shall  be  made 
known;  yea,  all  things  shall  be  made  known  unto  the 
diildren  of  men« 

17.  There  is  nothing  which  is  secret,  save  it  shall  be 
reveaJed ;  there  is  no  work  of  darkness,  save  it  shall  be 
made  manifest  in  the  light;  and  there  is  nothing  which 
is  "■sealed  upon  the  earth,  save  it  shall  be  loosed. 

18.  Wherefore,  all  things  which  have  been  revealed  unto 
the  children  of  men,  shall  at  that  day  be  revealed ;  and  Satan 
shall  have  power  over  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men  "no 
more,  for  a  long  time.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  I 
must  make  an  end  of  my  sayings. 


CHAPTER  3L 

1.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  make  an  end  of  my  prophesying 
imto  you,  my  beloved  brethren.  And  I  cannot  write  but  a 
few  things,  which  I  know  must  surely  come  to  pass :  neither 
can  I  write  but  a  few  of  the  words  of  my  brother  Jacob. 

2.  Wherefore,  the  things  which  I  have  written,  sujBQceth 
me,  save  it  be  a  few  words  which  I  must  speak,  concerning 
the  doctrine  of  Christ ;  wherefore,  I  shall  speak  unto  you 
plainly,  according  to  the  plainness  of  my  pro^esying. 

3.  For  my  soul  delighteth  in  ''plainness :  for  after  this 
manner  doth  the  Lord  God  work  among  the  children  of  men. 
For  the  Lord  God  giveth  light  unto  the  understanding :  for 
be  speaketh  unto  men  according  to  their  language,  unto 
their  understanding. 

4.  Wherefore,  I  would  that  ye  should  remember  that  I 
have  spokep.  unto  you,  concerning  Hhat  prophet  which  the 
Lord  snowed  unto  me,  that  should  baptize  the  Lamb  of  God, 
which  should  take  away  the  sins  of  the  world. 

5.  And  now,  if  the  Lamb  of  God,  he  being  holy,  should 
have  need  to  be  baptized  by  water,  to  ''ful^  all  righteousness, 
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O  then,  how  much  more  need  have  we,  being  unholy,  to  be 
baptized,  yea,  even  by  water. 

6.  And  now,  I  would  ask  of  you,  my  beloved  brethren, 
wherein  the  Lamb  of  God  did  fulfil  all  rignteousness  in  being 
baptized  by  water? 

7.  Kjiow  ye  not  that  he  was  holy?  But  notwithstanding 
he  being  holy,  he  sheweth  unto  the  children  of  men,  tliat 
according  to  the  flesh,  he  humbleth  himself  before  tlie 
Father,  and  witnesseth  unto  the  Father  that  he  would  be 
obedient  unto  him  in  keeping  his  commandments. 

8.  Wherefore^  after  he  was  baptized  with  water,  the 
Holy  Ghost  descended  upon  him  in  the  'form  of  a  dove. 

9.  And  again :  it  snoweth  unto  the  children  of  men 
the  'straightness  of  the  path,  and  the  narrowness  of  tbe 

fate,  by  -v^ich  they  should  enter,  he  having  set  the  example 
efore  them. 

10.  And  he  said  unto  the  children  of  men.  Follow  thou 
me.  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  can  we  follow  Jesus, 
save  we  shall  be  willing  to  keep  the  commandments  of  the 
Father? 

11.  And  the  Father  said.  Repent  ye,  repent  ye,  and 
be  -^baptized  in  the  name  of  my  beloved  Son. 

12.  And  also,  the  voice  of  the  Son  came  unto  me,  saying. 
He  that  is  baptized  in  my  name,  to  him  will  the  Father  give 
the  Holy  Ghost,  like  unto  me  ;  wherefore,  follow  me,  and  do 
the  things  which  ye  have  seen  me  do. 

13.  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  know  that  if  ye 
shall  follow  the  Son,  with  full  purpose  of  heart,  acting  no 
hypocrisy  and  no  deception  before  God,  but  with  real  intent, 
repenting  of  your  sins,  witnessing  unto  the  Father,  that  ye 
are  willing  to  take  upon  you  the  name  of  Christ,  by  baptism : 
yea,  by  following  your  Lord  and  your  Saviour  down  into  the 
water,  according  to  his  word ;  behold,  then  shall  ye  receive 
the  Holy  Ghost ;  yea,  then  cometh  the  baptism  of  nre  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost ;  and  then  can  ye  speak  with  the  tongue  of 
angels,  and  shout  praises  unto  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

14.  But,  behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  thus  came  the 
voice  of  the  Son  unto  me,  saying,  After  ye  have  repented  of 
your  sins,  and  witnessed  unto  the  Father  that  ye  are  wUline 
to  keep  my  commandments,  by  the  baptism  of  water,  and 
have  received  the  baptism  of  fire  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
can  speak  with  a  new  tongue,  yea,  even  with  tne  tongue  of 
angels,  and  after  this  should  deny  me,  it  would  have  been 
better  for  you,  that  ye  had  *not  known  me. 

15.  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  the  Father,  saying.  Yea, 
the  words  of  my  Beloved  are  true  and  faithful.  He  that 
endureth  to  the  end,  the  same  shall  be  saved. 

16.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  know  by  this,  that 
unless  a  man  shall  endure  to  the  end,  in  following  the 
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exanrple  of  the  Son  of  the  living  Grod,  he    cannot    be 
saved; 

17.  Wherefore,  do  the  things  which  I  have  told  you  I 
have  seen,  that  your  Lord  and  your  Bedeemer  should  do : 
for,  for  this  cause  have  they  beeii  shown  unto  me,  that  ve 
might  know  the  %ate  by  which  ye  should  enter.  For  the 
gate  by  which  ye  should  enter,  is  repentance,  and  baptism 
by  water ;  and  then  cometh  a  remission  of  your  sins  by  fire, 
and  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18.  And  then  are  ye  in  this  straight  and  narrow  path 


which  witnesses  of  the  Father  and  the  Son,  unto  the  fulfill- 
ing of  the  promise  which  he  hath  made,  that  if  ye  entered  in 
by  the  way,  ye  should  receive. 

19.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  after  ye  have  gotten 
into  this  straight  and  narrow  path,  I  would  ask.  If  all  is 
done  ?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Nay ;  for  ye  have  not  come 
thus  far,  save  it  were  by  the  word  of  Christ  with  unshaken 
faith  in  him,  relying  wnolly  upon  the  merits  of  him  who  is 
mighty  to  save ; 

20.  Wherefore,  ye  must  press  forward  with  a  steadfast- 
ness in  Christ,  having  a  perfect  brightness  of  hope,  and  a 
love  of  God  and  of  all  men.  Wherefore,  if  ye  shall  press 
forward,  feasting  upon  the  word  of  Christ,  and  endure  to 
the  end,  behold,  thus  saith  the  Father,  Ye  shall  have 
eternal  life. 

21.  And  now,  behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  this  is 
the  ^way;  and  there  is  none  other  way  nor  name  given  under 
heaven,  whereby  man  can  be  saved  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 
And  now,  behold,  this  is  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  and  the  only 
and  true  doctrine  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  which  is  *one  Grod,  without  end.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  32. 

1.  And  now,  behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  suppose 
that  ye  i)onder  somewhat  in  your  hearts,  concerning  that 
which  ye  should  do,  after  ye  nave  entered  in  by  the  way. 
But,  behold,  why  do  ye  ponder  these  things  in  your  hearts  ? 

2.  Do  ye  not  remember  tiiat  I  said  unto  you.  That  after 
ye  had  received  the  Holy  Ghost,  ye  could  speak  with  the 
tongue  of  angels?  And  now,  now  could  ye  speak  with 
the  *tonguc  of  angels,  save  it  were  by  the  Holy  Ghost? 

3.  Angels   speak  by  the   power   of  the   Holy   Ghost; 
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wherefore,  they  speak  the  words  of  Christ.  Wherefore,  I  said 
-onto  you,  Feast  upon  the  words  of  Christ :  for  behold,  the 
words  of  Christ  will  tell  you  all  things  what  ye  should  do. 

4.  Wherefore,  now  after  I  have  spoken  tnese  words,  if 
ye  cannot  understand  them,  it  will  be  because  ye  ask  not, 
neither  do  ye  knock ;  wherefore,  ye  are  not  brought  into 
the  light,  but  must  perish  in  the  dark. 

5.  For  behold,  again  I  say  unto  you.  That  if  ye  will 
enter  in  by  the  way,  and  receive  the  Holy  Ghost,  it  will 
shew  unto  you  ^all  things  what  ye  should  do. 

6.  Behold,  this  is  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  and  there  will 
be  no  more  doctrine  given,  until  after  he  shall  manifest 
himself  unto  you  '^  the  flesh.  And  when  he  shall  mani£est 
himself  unto  you  in  the  flesh,  the  things  which  he  shall  Bay 
unto  you,  shall  ye  observe  to  do. 

7.  And  now  I,  Nephi,  cannot  say  more;  the  Spirit 
stoppeth  mine  utterance,  and  I  am  left  to  mourn  because  of 
the  unbelief,  and  the  wickedness,  and  the  ignorance,  and 
the  stifF-neckedness  of  men  :  for  tney  will  not  search  know- 
ledge, nor  understand  great  knowledge,  when  it  is  given 
unto  them  in  ''plainness,  even  as  plain  as  word  can  be. 

8.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  perceive  that  ye 
ponder  still  in  your  nearts  ;  and  it  grieveth  me  that  F  must 
speak  concerning  this  thing.-  For  ii  ye  would  hearken  unto 
the  Spirit  which  teacheth  a  man  to  *pray,  ye  would  know 
that  ye  must  prav  :  for  the  evil  spirit  teacheth  not  a  roan  to 
pray,  but  teacheth  him  that  he  must  notpray. 

9.  But  behold,  I  say  unto  you.  That  ye  must  pray 
always,  and  not  faint ;  that  ye  must  not  perform  any  thing 
unto  the  Lord,  save  in  the  flrst  place  ye  shall  pray  unto  the 
Father  in  the  name  of  Christ,  that  he  will  consecrate  thy 
performance  unto  thee,  that  thy  performance  may  be  for  the 
welfare  of  thy  souL 


CHAPTER  33. 

1.    AxD    now  I,  Nephi,  cannot   write  all   the    things 
which  were  taught  among  my  people ;  neither  am  I  "mighty 
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in  writing,  like  unto  speaking :  for  when  a  man  speaketh  by 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
tameth  it  unto  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men. 

2.  But  behold,  there  are  many  that  harden  their  hearts 
adjust  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  it  hath  no  place  in  them; 
Wherefore,  they  cast  many  things  away  which  are  written, 
and  esteem  them  as  things  of  naught. 

3.  But  I,  Nephi,  have  written  what  I  have  written ;  and 
I  esteem  it  as  of  great  worth,  and  especially  unto  my  people. 
For  I  pray  continually  for  them  by  day,  and  mine  eyes  water 
my  pillow-  bv  night,  because  of  them ;  and  I  cry  unto  my  God 
in  mitJi,  and  I  know  that  he  will  hear  my  cry ;    . 

4.  And  I  know  that  the  Lord  God  wiU  consecrate  my 

?rayers,  for  the  gain  of  my  people.  And  the  words  whicn 
have  written  in  weakness,  will  be  made  strong  unto  them ; 
for  it  persuadeth  them  to  do  good ;  it  maketh  Known  unto 
them  of  Hheir  fathers ;  and  it  speaketh  of  Jesus,  and  per- 
suadeth them  to  belieye  in  him,  and  to  endure  to  the  end, 
which  is  life  eternal. 

5.  And  it  speaketh  ''harsh  against  sin,  according  to  the 
plainness  of  the  truth ;  wherefore,  no  man  will  be  angry  at 
the  words  which  I  haye  written,  saye  he  shall  be  of  the  spirit 
of  the  deyil. 

6.'  I  glory  in  <^lainness ;  I  glory  in  truth ;  I  glory  in  my 
Jesus,  for  he  hath  redeemed  my  soul  from  'hell. 

7.  I  haye  charity  for  my  people,  and  great  faith  in 
Christ,  that  I  shall  meet  many  souls  spotless  at  his  judgment 
seat. 

8.  I  have  charity  for  the  Jew :  I  say  Jew,  because  I  mean 
them  from  whence  1  came. 

9.  I  also  haye  charity  for  the  Gentiles.  But  behold,  for 
none  of  these  can  I  hope,  except  they  shall  be  reconciled 
nnto  Christ,  and  enter  into  tiie  -^narrow  gate,  and  walk  in 
the  6traiffht  path,  which  leads  to  life,  and  continue  in  the 
path  until  the  end  of  the  day  of  probation. 

10.  And  now,  my  beloyed  brethren,  and  also  Jew,  and 
all  ye  ends  of  the  earth,  hearken  unto  these  words,  and 
belieye  in  Christ;  and  if  ye  belieye  not  in  these  words, 
belieye  in  Christ.  And  if  ye  shall  belieye  in  Christ,  ye  will 
belieye  in  these  words :  for  they  are  the  words  of  Christ,  and 
he  hath  glyen  them  unto  me ;  and  they  teach  all  men  that 
they  should  do  good. 

11.  And  if  tney  are  not  the  words  of  Christ,  judge  ye ; 
for  Christ  will  show  unto  you,  f^ynth  power  and  great  glory, 
that  they  are  his  words,  at  the  last  day ;  and  you  and  1  shali 
stand  face  to  face  before  his  bar ;  ana  ye  shall  know  that  I 
have  been  commanded  of  him  to  write  these  things, 
notwithstanding  my  weakness : 
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12.  And  I  pray  the  Father  in  the  name  of  Christ,  that 
many  of  us,  if  not  all,  may  be  saved  in  his  kingdom,  at  that 
great  and  last  day. 

13.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  all  those  who  are  of 
the  house  of  Israel,  and  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth,  I  speak  unto 
you,  as  the  voice  of  one  *crying  from  the  dust :  fareyvell 
until  that  great  day  shall  come ; 

14.  And  you  tnat  will  not  partake  of  the  goodness  of 
God,  and  respect  the  words  of  the  Jews,  and  also  my  words, 
and  the  words  which  shall  proceed  forth  out  of  the  mouth  of 
the  Lamb  of  God,  behold,  I  bid  you  an  everlasting  farewell, 
for  'these  words  shall  condemn  you  at  the  last  day ; 

15.  For  what  I  ^eal  on  earth,  shall  be  brought  against 
you  at  the  judgment  bar:  for  thus  hath  the  Lord 
commanded  me,  and  I  must  obey.    Amen. 


THE     BOOK    OP     JACOB, 

THE  BBOTHEB  OF  NEPHI. 


T?ie  words  of  his  precmhing  unto  his  brethren.  He  cron- 
foundeth  a  man  who  seeketh  to  overthrow  the  doctrine  of 
Christ.  A  few  words  concerning  the  history  of  the  people 
of  Nephi.  

CHAPTER  1. 

1.  Fob  behold,  it  came  to  i>ass  that  fifty  and  five  years 
had  passed  away,  from  the  time  that  Lehi  left  Jerusalem ; 
whereforcL  Nephi  gave  me,  Jacob,  a  commandment  con- 
cerning the  "small  plates,  upon  which  these  things  afe 
engraven. 

2.  And  he  gave  me,  Jacob,  a  commandment  that  I  should 
write  upon  these  plates,  a  few  of  the  things  which  I  con- 
sidered to  be  most  precious:  that  I  should  not  touch,  save 
it  were  lightly,  concerning  the  history  of  this  people  which 
are  called  the  people  of  NephL 

3.  For  he  said  that  the  history  of  his  people  should  be 
engraven  upon  his  ^other  plates,  and  that  I  should  preserve 
these  plates  and  hand  tnem  down  unto  my  se^  from 
generation  to  generation. 

4.  And  if  there  were  preaching  which  was  sacred,  or 
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revelation  which  was  great,  or  prophesyine,  that  I  should 
engraven  the  heads  of  them  upon  ^hese  plates,  and  touch 
upon  them  as  much  as  it  were  possible,  lor  Christ's  sake, 
and  for  the  sake  of  our  people ; 

5.  For  because  of  faith  and  great  aniuety,  it  truly  had 
been  made  manifest  unto  us  concerning  our  people,  ''what 
things  should  happen  unto  them. 

0.  And  we  also  had  many  revelations,  and  the  Spirit  of 
much  prophecy ;  wherefore,  we  knew  of  Christ  and  his 
kingdom,  whicn  should  come. 

7.  Wherefore  we  laboured  diligently  among  our  people, 
that  we  might  persuade  them  to  come  unto  Christ,  and 
partake  of  the  goodness  of  God,  that  they  might  enter  into 
nis  rest,  lest  by  any  means  he  should  swear  in  his  wrath 
they  should  not  enter  in,  as  in  the  provocation  in  the  lays 
of  temptation,  while  the  children  of  Israel  were  in  the 
wilderness. 

8.  Wherefore,  we  would  to  God  that  we  could  persuade 
all  men  not  to  rebel  against  God,  to  provoke  him  to  anger, 
but  that  all  men  would  believe  in  Christ,  and- view  his  death, 
and  suffer  his  cross  and  bear  the  shame  of  the  world ; 
wherefore,  I,  Jacob,  take  it  upon  me  to  fulfil  the  command- 
ment of  my  brother  Nephi. 

9.  Now  Nephi  began  to  be  old,  and  he  saw  that  he  must 
soon  die  ;  w^heref ore,  he  anointed  a  man  to  be  a  king  and  a 
ruler  over  his  people  now,  according  to  the  reigns  of  the 
kings. 

10.  The  people  having  loved  Nephi  exceedingly,  he  having 
been  a  great  protector  for  them,  having  wielded  ths  sword 
of  Laban  in  their  defence,  and  having  laboured  in  all  his  day<s 
for  their  welfare  ; 

11.  Wherefore,  the  people  were  desirous  to  retain  in 
remembrance  his  name.  And  whoso  shoiild  rei^  in  his 
stead,  were  called  by  the  people,  •''second  Nephi,  third  Nephi, 
&c.,  according  to  the  reigns  of  the  kings ;  and  thus  tney 
were  called  by  the  people,  let  them  be  of  whatever  name 
they  would. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  died. 

13.  Now  the  people  which  were  not  Lamanites,  were 
Nephites;  nevertheless,  they  were  called  Nephites,  Jacob- 
ites, Josephites,  Zoramites,  Lamanites,  Lemuelites,  and 
Ishmaelites. 

14.  But  I,  Jacob,  shall  not  hereafter  distinguish  them  by 
these  names,  but  I  shall  call  them  Lamanites  that  seek  to 
destroy  the  people  of  Nephi,  and  those  who  are  friendly  to 
Nephi,  I  shall  call  Nepnites,  or  the  people  of  Nephi, 
according  to  the  reigns  of  the  kings. 

15.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  of  Nephi,

10 
ch.  26  eh.  26  ch.  27  ch.  29: 11— 14.  80:  1—6.  c,  vers.  1—4.  /,  vers. 
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under  the  reign  of  the  'second  ktng»  began  to  grow  hard  in 
their  hearts,  and  indulge  themselves  somewhat  in  wicked 
practices,  such  as  like  unto  David  of  old,  desiring  many 
wives  and  concubines,  and  also  Solomon,  his  son : 

16.  Tea.  and  they  also  began  to  search  much  gold  and 
silver,  and  began  to  oe  lifted  up  somewhat  in  pride ; 

17.  Wherefore  I,  Jacob,  gave  unto  them  these  words  as  I 
taught  them  in  the  Hemple,  having  firstly  obtained  roine 
errand  from  the  Lord. 

18.  For  I,  Jacob,  and  my  brother  Joseph,  %ad  been 
consecrated  priests,  and  teachers  of  this  i>eople,  by  the  liand 
of  Nephi. 

19.  And  we  did  magnify  our  office  unto  the  Lord,  taking 
upon  us  the  responsibility,  answering  the  sins  of  the  people 
upon  our  own  heads,  if  we  did  not  teach  them  the  word  of 
God  with  all  diligence;  wherefore,  by  labouring  with  our 
mights,  their  -O^lood  might  not  come  upon  our  garments  ; 
otherwise,  their  blood  would  come  upon  our  garments,  and 
we  would  not  be  found  spotless  at  the  last  day. 


CHAPTER  2. 

L  The  words  which  Jacob,  the  brother  of  Nephi,  spake 
unto  the  people  of  Nephi,  after  the  death  of  Nephi : 

2.  NoWj  my  beloved  brethren,  I,  Jacob,  according  to  the 
responsibihty  which  I  am  under  to  Grod,  to  magnify  mine 
office  with  soberness,  and  that  I  might  ^d  my  garments  of 
your  sins.  I  come  up  into  the  temple  this  day,  that  I  might 
declare  unto  you  the  word  of  Grod : 

3.  And  ye  yourselves  know,  that  I  have  hitherto  been 
diligent  in  the  office  of  my  calling;  but  I  this  day  am 
weighed  down  with  much  more  desire  and  anxiety  for  the 
welmre  of  your  souls  than  I  have  hitherto  been. 

4.  For  oehold,  as  yet,  ye  have  been  obedient  unto  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  which  I  have  given  unto  you. 

5.  But  behold,  hearken  ye  unto  me.  and  know  that  by 
the  help  of  the  all-powerful  Creator  of  neaven  and  earth,  I 
can  iell  you  concerning  your  thoughts,  how  that  ye  are  begin- 
ning to  labour  in  sin,  which  sin  appeareth  very  abominable 
unto  me ;  yea,  and  abominable  unto  God. 

6.  Tea,  it  grieveth  my  soul  and  causeth  me  to  shrink 
with  shame  before  the  presence  of  my  Maker,  that  I  might 
testify  unto  you  concerning  the  wickedness  of  your  hearts ; 

7.  And  also  it  grieveth  me  that  I  must  use  so  much 
boldness  of  speech  concerning  you,  before  your  wives  and 
your  children,  many  of  whose^f  eelings  are  exceeding  tender

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and  chaste,  and  deUcate  before  God,  which  thing  is  pleasing 
unto  God; 

8.  And  it  Bup^seth  me  that  they  have  come  up  hither 
to  hear  the  pleasinj^  word  of  God,  yea,  the  word  which 
healeth  the  woundeasoul. 

9.  Wherefore,  it  burdeneth  my  soul,  that  I  should  be 
constrained  because  of  the  strict  commandment  which  I 
have  received  from  God,  to  admonish  you  according  to  your 
crimes,  to  enlarge  the  wounds  of  those  who  are  akeady 
wounded,  instead  of  consoling  and  healing  their  wounds; 
and  those  who  have  not  been  wounded,  instead  of  feasting 
upon  the  pleasing  word  of  God,  have  dai^ers  placed  to  pierce 
their  souls,  and  wound  their  delicate  mmds. 

10.  But,  notwithstanding  the.  greatness  of  the  task,  I 
must  do  according  to  the  strict  commands  of  Grod,  and  tell 
you  concerning  your  wickedness  and  abominations,  in  the 
Dresence  of  the  pure  in  heart,  and  the  broken  heart,  and 
under  the  glance  of  the  <^iercing  eye  of  the  Almighty  God. 

11.  Wherefore,  I  must  teU  you  the  truth  according  to 
the  ''plainness  of  the  word  of  Grod.  For  behold,  as  I  enquired 
of  the  Lord,  thus  came  the  word  unto  me,  saying,  Jacob, 
get  thou  up  into  the  temple  on  the  morrow,  and  declare  the 
word  which  I  shall  give  thee  unto  this  people. 

12.  And  now  behold,  my  brethren,  this  is  the  word 
which  I  declare  unto  you,  that  many  of  you  have  begun 
to  search  for  gold,  and  for  silver,  and  all  manner  of 
precious  ores,  in  the  which  this  land,  which  is  a  -^land  of 
promise  unto  you,  and  to  your  seed,  doth  'abound  most 
plentifully. 

13.  Aiid  the  hand  of  providence  hath  smiled  ui>on  you 
most  pleasingly,  that  you  have  obtained  many  riches ;  and 
because  some  of  you  nave  obtained  more  abundantly  than 
tiiat  of  your  brethren,  ye  are  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  your 
hearts,  and  *wear  stiff  necks  and  high  heads,  because  of  the 
costliness  of  your  apparel  and  persecute  your  brethren, 
because  ye  suppose  that  ye  are  better  than  they. 

14.  And  now,  my  brethren,  do  ye  suppose  that  God 
justifieth  you  in  this  thing?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you.  Nay. 
But  he  condenmeth  you,  and  if  ye  persist  in  these  tilings, 
his  judgments  must  speedily  come  unto  you. 

15.  O  that  he  would  shew  you  that  he  can  pierce  you, 
and  with  one  'glance  of  his  eye,  he  can  smite  you  to  the 
dust. 

16.  O  that  he  would  rid  you  from  this  iniquity  and 
abomination.  And,  O  that  ye  would  listen  unto  the  word  of 
his  commands,  and  let  not  this  pride  of  your  hearts  destroy 
your  souls. 

17.  Think  of  your  brethren,  like  unto  yourselves,  and  be 

e,  n.  Nep.  9:  4i.  Jacob  2:  15.  Mob.  27:  81.  d,  see  c,  n.  Nep.  88. 
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familiar  with  all,  and  free  with  your  substance,  that  ■'tiiey 
may  be  rich  like  unto  you. 

18.  But  before  ye  seek  for  riches,  seek  ye  for  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

19.  And  after  ye  have  obtained  a  hope  in  Christ,  ye  shall 
obtain  riches,  if  ye  seek  them ;  and  ye  will  seek  them,  for 
the  intent  to  do  good ;  to  clothe  the  naked,  and  to  feed  the 
hun^y,  and  to  liberate  the  captive,  and  administer  relief  to 
the  sick,  and  the  afflicted. 

20.  And  now,  my  brethren,  I  have  spoken  unto  you 
concerning  pride;  and  those  of  you  which  have  afflicted 
your  neighbour,  and  persecuted  him  because  ye  were  proud 
m  your  nearts,  of  the  things  which  God  hath  given  you, 
what  say  ye  of  it? 

21.  Do  ye  not  suppose  that  such  things  are  abominable  unto 
him  who  created  all  flesh?  And  the  one  being  is  as  precious 
in  his  sight  as  the  other.  And  all  flesh  is  of  the  dust ;  and 
for  the  self -same  end  hath  he  created  them,  that  they  should 
keep  his  commandments,  and  glorify  him  for  ever. 

22.  And  now  I  make  an  end  of  speaking  unto  you 
concerning  this  ^ride.  And  were  it  not  that  1  must  speak 
unto  you  concerning  a  grosser  crime,  my  heart  would  rejoice 
exceedingly,  because oivou. 

23.  But  the  word  of  Grod  burthens  me  because  of  your 
ffrosser  crimes.  For  behold,  thus  saith  the  Lord,  This  people 
begin  to  wax  in  iniquity ;  they  understand  not  the  scriptures ; 
for  they  seek  to  excuse  themselves  in  committing  -whore- 
doms, because  of  the  things  which  were  written  concerning 
David,  and  Solomon  his  son. 

24.  Behold,  David  and  Solomon  truly  had  *many  wives 
and  concubines,  which  thing  was  'abominable  before'  me, 
saith  the  Lord ; 

25.  Wherefore,  thus  saith  the  Lord,  1  have  led  this 
people  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  by  the  ]^ower  of 
mine  arm,  that  1  nught  raise  up  unto  me  a  '^ghteous 
branch  from  the  fruit  of  the  loins  of  Joseph. 

26.  Wherefore,  1  the  Lord  God,  will  not  suffer  that  this 
people  shall  do  like  unto  them  of  old. 

27.  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  hear  me,  and  hearken  to 
the  word  of  the  Lord ;  for  there  shall  not  any  man  among 
you  have  save  it  be  "one  wife ;  and  concubines  he  shall  have 
none; 

28.  For  I,  the  Lord  Grod,  delighteth  in  the  chastity  of 
women.  And  <^horedoms  are  an  abomination  before  me  ; 
thus  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

29.  Wherefore,  this   people   shall   keep  my  command- 
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ments,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  or  '^cursed  be  the  land  for 
their  sakes. 

30.  For  if  I  will,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  raise  up  seed 
unto  me,  I  ^will  command  my  people ;  otherwise  they  shall 
hearken  unto  these  things. 

31.  For  behold,  I,  the  Lord,  have  seen  the  sorrow,  and 
heard  the  mourning  of  the  daughters  of  my  people  in  the 
land  of  Jerusalem ;  yea,  and  in  all  the  lands  of  my  people, 
because  of  the  wickedness  and  abominations  of  their 
husbands. 

32.  And  I  will  not  suffer,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  that 
the  cries  of  the  fair  daughters  of  this  people,  which  i  have 
led  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  shaU  come  up  unto  me, 
against  the  men  of  my  people,  saitn  the  Lord  of  Hosts ; 

33.  For  they  shall  not  lead  away  captive  the  daughters 
of  my  people,  because  of  their  tenderness,  save  1  shall 
Ti»it  them  with  a  'sore  curse,  even  unto  destruction :  for 
they  shidl  not  commit  *'whoreaoms,  like  unto  them  of  old, 
saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

34.  And  now  behold,  my  brethren,  ye  know  that  these 
commandments  were  "given  to  our  father,  Lehi;  wherefore 
ye  have  known  them  before ;  and  ye  have  come  unto  great 
condemnation;  for  ye  have  done  these  things,  whicn  ye 
ought  not  to  have  done. 

35.  Behold,  ye  have  done  greater  iniquities  than 
the  Lamanites,  our- brethren.  Ye  have  broken  the  hearts 
of  your  tender  wives,  and  lost  the  confidence  of  your 
children,  because  of  your  bad  examples  before  them ;  and 
the  sobbings  of  their  hearts  ascend  up  to  God  against  vou. 
And  because  of  the  ^strictness  of  the  word  of  God,  which 
Cometh  down  against  you,  many  hearts  died,  pierced  with 
deep  wounds. 

CHAPTER  3. 

1.  But  behold,  I,  Jacob,  would  speak  unto  you  that  are 
pure  in  heart.  Look  \mto  God  with  firmness  of  mind, 
and  "pray  unto  him  with  exceeding  faith,  and  he  will 
console  you  in  your  aifiictions  ana  he  will  plead  your 
cause,  and  send  down  justice  upon  those  who  seek  your 
destruction. 

2.  O  all  ye  that  are  pure  in  heart,  lift  up  your  heads  and 
receive  the  pleasing  word  of  God,  and  feast  upon  his  love ; 
for  ye  may,  if  your  minds  are  firm,  for  ever. 

3.  But  wo,  wo,  unto  you  that  are  not  pure  in  heart ;  that 

p,  Jacob  8:  8.  Alma  46 :  16.  Ether  2 :  7—12.  5,  See  Rev.  oil  marriage, 
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are  filthy  this  day  before  God ;  for  except  ye  repent,  the  laud 
is  ^cursed  for  your  sakes ;  and  the  Lamanites,  which  are  not 
filthy  like  unto  you,  (nevertheless,  'lihey  are  cursed  with  a 
sore  cursing)  shall  scourge  you  even  unto  destruction. 

4.  And  the  time  speedily  cometh,  that  except  ye  Tepent^ 
they  shall  <^ssess  the  land  of  your  inheritance,  and  the  liOrd 
Grod  will  lead  away  the  righteous  out  from  among  you. 

5.  Behold,  the  Lamanites  your  brethren,  whom  ye  hate, 
because  of  their  filthiness  and  the  ''cursings  which  bath 
come  upon  their  skins,  are  more  righteous  than  you ;  for 
they  have  not  forgotten  the  commandment  of  the  Lord, 
which  was  given  unto  our  fathers,  that  they  should  have, 
save  it  were  A>ne  wife ;  and  concubines  they  should  have 
none;  and  there  should  not  be  whoredoms  committed  among 
them. 

6.  And  now  this  commandment  they  observe  to  keep; 
wherefore,  because  of  this  observance,  in  keeping  this  com- 
mandment, tiie  Lord  G-od  will  not  destroy  them,  out  will  be 
merciful  unto  them;  and  one  day  they  shall  'become  a 
blessed  people. 

7.  Behold,  their  husbands  love  their  wives,  and  their 
wives  love  their  husbands;  and  their  husbands  and  their 
wives  love  their  children;  and  their  unbelief  and  their  hatred 
towards  you,  is  because  of  the  iniquity  of  their  fathers; 
wherefore,  how  much  better  are  you  than  they,  in  the  sight 
of  your  great  Creator? 

8.  O  my  brethren,  I  fear,  that  unless  ye  shall  repent  of 
your  sins,  that  their  skins  will  be  whiter  than  yours,  when 
ye  shall  be  brought  with  them  before  the  throne  of  Grodl 

9.  Wherefore,  a  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  w^hich 
is  the  word  of  God,  that  ye  revile  no  more  against  them, 
because  of  the  ^darkness  of  their  skins;  neither  shall  ye 
revile  against  them  because  of  their  filthiness ;  but  ye  shall 
remember  your  own  filthiness,  and  remember  that  their 
filthiness  came  because  of  their  fathers. 

10.  Wherefore,  ye  shall  remember  yoTur  children,  how 
that  ye  have  grieved  their  hearts  because  of  the  example 
that  ye  have  set  before  them ;  and  also,  remember  that  ye 
may,  because  of  your  filthiness,  bring  your  children  unto 
destruction,  and  their  sins  be  heajted  upon  your  heads  at  the 
last  day. 

11.  O  my  brethren,  hearken  unto  my  word ;  arouse  the 
faculties  of  your  soul ;  shake  yours^ves,  that  ye  may  a-wake 
from  the  slumber  of  death ;  and  loose  yourselves  iSt>ni  the 
pains  of  hell,  that  ye  may  not  become  ^gels  to  the  devil, 
to  be  cast  into  that  lake  of  •^fire  and  brimstone  whi<^  is  the 
second  death. 

12.  And  now  I,  Jacob,  spake  many  more  things  unto  the 
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people  of  Nephl,  warning  them  against  fornication  and 
msciTiousness,  and  every  kind  of  sin,  telling  them  the  awful 
consequences  of  them ; 

13.  And  a  hundredth  part  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
people,-  which  now  began  to  be  numerous,  cannot  be  written 
upon  *these  plates ;  but  many  of  their  proceedings  are 
written  upon  the  larger  plates,  and  their  wars,  and  their 
contentions,  and  the  reigns  of  their  kings. 

14.  These  plates  are  called  the  plates  of  Jacob,  and  they 
were  made  by  the  *"hand  of  NephL  And  I  make  an  end  of 
8i)eaking  these  words. 


CHAPTER  4. 

1.  Now  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Jacob,  having 
ministered  much  unto  my  people  in  word,  (and  I  cannot 
write  but  a  little  of  my  words,  because  of  tne  "diflBculty  of 
engraving  our  words  upon  plates,)  and  we  know  that  the 
thmgs  which  we  write  ui>on  plates  must  remain ; 

£  But  whatsoever  things  we  write  iipon  any  thing,  save 
it  be  upon  plates,  must  pensh  and  vanish  away ;  but  we  can 
write  a  few  words  upon  plates,  which  will  give  our  children, 
and  also  our  belovea  brethren,  a  small  degree  of  knowledge 
concerning  us,  or  concerning  their  fathers. 

3.  Now  in  this  thing  we  do  rejoice:  and  we  labour 
diligently  to  engraven  these  words  upon  plates,  hoping  that 
our  beloved  brethren,  and  our  chiloren,  will  receive  them 
with  thankful  hearts,  and  look  upon  them  that  they  may 
learn  with  joy  and  not  with  sorrow,  neither  with  contempt, 
concerning  their  first  parents : 

4.  For,  for  this  intent  have  we  written  these  things^ 
that  they  may  know  that  we  knew  of  Christ,  and  we  had  a 
hope  of  his  glory  many  hundred  years  before  his  coming ; 
and  not  only  we  ourselves  had  a  hope  of  his  glory,  but  also 
all  the  holy  prophets  which  were  before  us. 

5.  Behold,  they  believed  in  Christ  and  worshipped  the 
Father  in  his  name,  and  also  we  worship  the  Father  in  his 
name.  And  for  this  intent  we  ^keep  the  law  of  Moses,  it 
pointing  our  souls  to  him ;  and  for  this  cause  it  is  sanctified 
unto  us  for  righteousness,  even  as  it  was  accounted  unto 
Abraham  in  the  wilderness,  to  be  obedient  unto  the  com- 
mands of  God  in  offering  up  his  son  Isaac,  which  is  a 
Himilitude  of  God  and  his  only  begotten  Son. 

6.  Wherefore,  we  search  the  prophets,  and  we  have 
many  revelations,  and  the  Spirit  of  prophecy ;  and  havins 
all  these  witnesses  we  obtain  a  hope,  and  our  faith  becometh 

k^  small  plates.  See  6,  l  Nep.  6.  2,  see  f,  i.  Kep.  1.  m,  i.  Nep.  10: 
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-anshaken,  insomuch  that  we  truly  ''can  command  in  the 
name  of  Jesus,  and  the  very  trees  obey  us,  or  the  naoun- 
tains,  or  the  waves  of  the  sea : 

7.  Nevertheless,  the  Lord  Grod  sheweth  us  our  weakness, 
that  we  may  know  that  it  is  by  his  grace,  and  his  zreat 
condescensions  unto  the  children  of  men,  that  we  nave 
power  to  do  these  things. 

8.  Behold,  great  and  marvellous  are  the  works  of  the 
Lord.  How  unsearchable  are  the  depths  of  the  mysteries  of 
him ;  and  it  is  impossible  that  man  should  find  out  all  his 
ways.  And  no  man  knoweth  of  his  ways,  save  it  be  revealed 
unto  him ;  wherefore,  brethren,  despise  not  the  revelations 
of  God. 

9.  For  behold,  by  the  ''power  of  his  word,  man  came 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth  I  which  earth  was  created  by  the 
power  of  his  word.  Wherefore,  if  God  being  able  to  speak, 
and  the  world  was,  and  to  speak,  and  man  was  created, 
O  then,  why  not  able  to  command  the  earth,  or  the  work- 
manship of  his  hands  upon  the  face  of  it,  according  to  his 
will  and  pleasure? 

10.  Wherefore,  brethren,  seek  not  to  counsel  the  Lord, 
but  to  take  counsel  from  his  hand.  For  behold,  ye  your- 
selves know  that  he  counselleth  in  wisdom,  and  in  justice, 
and  iu  great  mercy,  over  all  his  works ; 

11.  Wherefore,  beloved  brethren,  be  reconciled  unto  hirn 
through  the  "atonement  of  Christy  his  only  begotten  Son, 
and  ye  may  obtain  a  -^resurrection,  according  to  the  power  of 
the  resurrection  which  is  in  Christ,  and  oe  presented  as 
the  ^first-fruits  of  Christ  unto  God,  having  faith,  and 
obtained  a  good  hope  of  glory  in  him  before  he  manif esteth 
himself  in  the  flesh. 

12.  And  now,  beloved,  marvel  not  that  I  tell  you  these 
things ;  for  why  not  speak  of  the  ^atonement  of  Christ,  and 
attain  to  a  perfect  knowledge  of  him,  as  to  attain  to  the 
knowledge  of  a  ^resurrection  and  the  world  to  come  ? 

13.  Behold,  my  brethren,  he  that  prophesieth,  let  him 
prophesy  to  the  understanding  of  men;  for  the  Spirit 
speaketh  the  truth  and  lieth  not.  Wherefore,  it  speaketh 
of  things  as  they  really  are,  and  of  things  as  they  really  will 
be  ;  wherefore,  these  things  are  manifested  unto  us  -^plainly, 
for  the  salvation  of  our  souls.  But  behold,  we  are  not 
witnesses  alone  in  these  things ;  for  God  also  spake  them 
unto  prophets  of  old. 

14.  But  behold,  the  Jews  were  a  *stifftiecked  people; 
and  they  despised  the  words  of  plainness,  and  killed  the 
prophets,  and  sought  for  things  that  they  could  not  under- 
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stancL  Wherefore,  because  of  their  blindness,  which 
blindness  came  by  looking  beyond  the  mark,  they  must 
needs  fall :  for  Grod  hath  taken  away  his  plainness  from 
them,  and  delivered  unto  them  many  things  which  they 
cannot  understand,  because  they  desired  it.  And  because 
they  desired  it,  God  hath  done  it,  that  they  may  stumble. 

15.  And  now  L  Jacob,  am  led  on  by  the  Spirit  unto 
prophesying :  for  I  perceive  by  the  workings  of  the  Spirit 
which  is  in  me,  that  by  the  stumbling  of  the  Jews,  they 
will  *^eject  the  stone  upon  which  they  might  build,  and 
have  safe  foundation. 

16.  But  behold,  according  to  the  "scriptures,  this  stone 
shall  become  the  great,  and  the  last,  and  the  only  sure 
foundation,  upon  which  the  Jews  can  build. 

17.  And  now,  my  beloved,  how  is  it  possible  that  these, 
after  having  r^ected  the  sure  foundation,  can  ever  bulla 
ui>on  it,  that  it  may  become  the  ^head  of  their  comer? 

18.  Behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  1  will  unfold  this 
mystery  unto  you ;  if  I  do  not,  by  any  means,  get  shaken 
from  my  firmness  in  the  Spirit,  and  stumble  because  of  my 
over  anxiety  for  yon. 


CHAPTER  5. 

1.  Behold,  my  brethren,  do  ye  not  remember  to  have 
read  the  words  of  the  prophet  <*Zenos,  which  he  spake  unto 
the  house  of  Israel,  saving ; 

2.  Hearken,  O  ye  house  of  Israel,  and  hear  the  words  of 
me,  a  prophet  of  the  Lord ; 

3.  For  behold,  thus  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  liken  thee, 
O  house  of  Israel,  like  unto  a  Hame  olive  tree,  which  a  man 
took  and  nourished  in  his  vineyard ;  and  it  grew,  and  waxed 
old,  and  beg^  to  decay. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  master  of  the  vineyard 
went  forth,  and  he  saw  that  his  olive  tree  began  to  decay ; 
and  he  said,  I  will  prune  it,  and  dig  about  it,  and  nourish  it, 
that  i)erhap8  it  may  shoot  forth  young  and  tender  branches, 
and  it  perish  not. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  pruned  it,  and  digged 
about  it,  and  nourished  it  according  to  his  word. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  many  days,  it  began  to 
put  forth  somewhat  a  little,  young  and  tender  branches ;  but 
behold,  the  main  top  thereof  began  to  perish. 

,  7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  master  of  the  vineyard 
saw  it,  and  he  said  unto  his  servant,  It  grieveth  me  that  I 
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should  lose  this  tree ;  wherefore,  go  and  pluck  the  branches 
from  a  ''wild  oHye  tree,  and  bring  them  hither  unto  me ;  and 
we  will  pluck  off  those  main  branches  which  are  beginning 
to  wither  away,  and  we  will  cast  them  into  the  fire,  that 
they  may  be  burned. 

8.  ^d  behold,  saith  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard,  I  take 
away  many  of  these  ''young  and  tender  branches,  and  I  will 
grait  them  whithersoever  I  will ;  and  it  mattereth  not  that 
if  it  so  be,  that  the  root  of  this  tree  will  perish,  I  may 
preserve  the  fruit  tiiereof  unto  myself;  wherefore,  I  i?vill 
take  these  young  and  tender  branches,  and  I  wiU  gra^  tliem 
whithersoever  I  will. 

9.  Take  thou  the  branches  of  the  <^ild  oUve  tree,  and 
graft  them  in,  in  the  stead  thereof ;  and  these  which  I  have 
plucked  off,  I  will  cast  into  the  fire,  and  bum  them,  that  th.ey 
may  not  cumber  the  ground  of  my  vineyard. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  servant  of  the  Lord  of 
the  vineyard,  did  accoraing  to  the  word  of  the  Lord  of  the 
vineyard,  and  grafted  in  the  branches  of  the  -^wild  olive 
tree. 

11.  And  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  caused  that  it  should 
be  digged  about,  and  pruned,  and  nourished,  saying  unto 
his  servant.  It  grieveth  me  that  I  should  lose  this  tree ; 
wherefore,  that  perhaps  I  might  preserve  the  roots  thereof 
that  they  perish  not,  that  1  might  preserve  them  unto 
myself,  I  have  done  this  thing. 

12.  Wherefore,  go  thy  way ;  watch  the  tree,  and  nourish 
it,  according  to  my  words. 

13.  And  ^these  will  I  place  in  the  nethermost  part  of  my 
vineyard,  whithersoever  I  will,  it  mattereth  not  unto  thee  ; 
and  I  do  it  that  I  might  preserve  unto  myself  the  natural 
branches  of  the  tree;  and  also,  that  I  ma^  lay  up  fruit 
thereof,  against  the  season,  unto  myself :  for  it  grieveth  me 
that  I  should  lose  this  tree  and  the  fruit  thereof. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the- vineyard 
went  his  way,  and  hid  the  natural  branches  of  the  tame 
olive  tree  in  the  Nethermost  parts  of  the  vineyard ;  some 
in  one,  and  some  in  another,  according  to  his  will  and 
pleasure. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  a  long  time  passed  away, 
and  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  said  unto  his  servant.  Come, 
let  us  go  down  into  the  vineyard,  that  we  may  labour  in  the 
vineyard. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vinevard, 
and  also  the  servant,  went  down  into  the  vineyard  to  labour. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  servant  said  unto  his  master. 
Behold,  look  here ;  behold  the  tree. 

17.  And  it  came  to'  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
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looked  and  beheld  the  tree,  in  the  which  the  wild  olive 
branches  had  been  grafted;  and  it  had  sprang;  forth 
and  •'began  to  bear  fruit.  And  he  beheld  that  it  was  good  ; 
and  the  fruit  thereof  was  like  unto  the  natural  fruit. 

18.  And  he  said  unto  the  servant^  Behold,  the  branches 
of  the  *wild  tree  hath  taken  hold  of  the  moisture  of  the  root 
thereof,  that  the  root  thereof  hath  brought  forth  much 
strength ;  and  because  of  the  much  strength  of  the  root 
thereof,  the  wild  branches  have  brought  forth  tame  fruit : 
now,  if  we  had  not  grafted  in  these  branches,  the  tree  thereof 
would  hav^  perish^  And  now,  behold,  I  shall  lay  up  much 
fruit,  which  the  tree  thereof  hath  brought  forth ;  and  the 
fruit  thereof  I  shall  lay  up,  against  the  season,  unto  mine 
own  se  V. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
said  unto  the  servant,  Uome,  let  us  go  to  the  nethermost 
part  of  the  vineyard,  and  behold  if  the  natural  branches  of 
the  tree  hath  not  brought  forth  much  fruit  also,  that  I  may 
lay  up  of  the  fruit  thereof,  against  the  season,  unto  mine 
own  self. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  went  forth  whither  the 
master  had  hid  the  natural  branches  of  the  tree,  and  he  said 
unto  the  servant,  Behold  these :  and  he  beheld  the  first, 
that  it  had  brought  forth  much  fruit ;  and  he  beheld  also, 
that  it  was  good.  And  he  said  unto  the  servant.  Take  of  the 
fruit  thereof,  and  lay  it  up,  against  the  season,  that  I  may 
preserve  it  unto  mine  own  self ;  for  behold,  said  he,  this 
long  time  have  I  nourished  it,  and  it  hath  brought  forth 
much  fruit. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  servant  said  unto  his 
master.  How  comest  thou  hither  to  plant  this  tree,  or  this 
branch  of  the  tree?  for  behold,  it  was  the  poorest  %pot  in 
all  the  land  of  the  vineyard. 

22.  And  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  said  unto  him,  Counsel 
me  not :  I  knew  that  it  was  a  poor  spot  of  ground  ;  where- 
fore, I  said  unto  thee,  I  have  nourished  it  this  long 
time,  and  thou  beholdest  that  it  hath  brought  forth  much 
fruit. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
said  unto  his  servant.  Look  hither;  behold  I  have  planted 
another  branch  of  the  tree  also ;  and  thou  knowest  that  '"this 
spot  of  ground  was  poorer  than  the  first.  But,  behold  the 
tree :  I  have  nourished  it  this  long  time,  and  it  hath  brought 
forth  much  fruit ;  therefore,  gather  it,  and  lay  it  up,  against 
the  season,  that  1  may  preserve  it  unto  mine  own  self. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
said  again  unto  his  servant.  Look  hither,  and  behold  ''another 
branch  also,  which  I  have  planted :  behold  that,  I  have 
nourished  it  also,  and  it  hath  brought  forth  fruit. 

J.  The  Gentiles  in  the  Apostles'  days.       it,  see  e« .     I,  Place  unknown. 
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25.  And  he  said  unto  the  servant,  iLook  hither  and 
behold  the  last :  behold,  this  have  I  planted  in  a  ^good  spot 
of  ground ;  and  I  have  nourished  it  tnis  long  time,  and  only 
a  '^rt  of  the  tree  hath  brought  forth  tame  fruit ;  and 
the  ^ot^er  part  of  the  tree  hath  brought  forth  wild  fruit ; 
behold,  I  have  nourished  this  tree  like  unto  the  others. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
said  unto  the  servant.  Pluck  off  the  branches  that  have  not 
brought  forth  good  fruit,  and  cast  them  into  the  fire. 

zl.  But  behold,  the  servant  said  unto  him.  Let  us  prune 
it,  and  dig  about  it,  and  nomrish  it  a  little  longer,  that 
perhaps  it  may  bring  forth  good  fruit  unto  thee,  that  tliou 
canst  lay  it  up  against  the  season. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard, 
and  the  servant  of  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard,  did  nourisli  all 
the  fruit  of  the  vineyard. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  a  'long  time  had  passed 
away,  and  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  said  unto  his  'servant, 
Come,  let  us  go  down  into  the  vineyard,  that  we  may  labour 
again  in  the  vineyard.  For  behold,  the  time  draweth  near, 
and  the  **end  soon  cometh ;  wherefore,  I  must  lay  up  truit, 
against  the  season,  unto  mine  own  self. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard, 
and  the  servant,  went  down  into  the  vineyard :  and  l^ey 
came  to  the  tree  whose  natural  branches  had  been  broken 
ofty  and  the  wild  branches  had  been  gn^fted  in :  and  beliold 
all  *sort8  of  fruit  did  cumber  the  tree. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
did  taste  of  the  fruit»  every  sort  according  to  its  number. 
And  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  said.  Behold  this  long  time 
have  we  nourished  this  tree,  and  1  have  laid  up  unto  myself 
against  the  season,  much  fruit. 

32.  But  behold,  this  time  it  hath  brought  forth  much 
fruit,  and  there  is  *none  of  it  which  is  goML  And  behold 
there  are  'all  kinds  of  bad  fruit ;  and  it  profiteth  me  nothing', 
notMthstandin^  all  our  labour :  and  now  it  g^eveth  me  that 
I  should  lose  this  tree. 

33.  And  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  said  unto  the  servant. 
What  shall  we  do  unto  the  tree,  that  I  may  preserve  again 
good  fruit  thereof  unto  mine  own  self! 

34.  And  the  servant  said  unto  his  master.  Behold, 
because  thou  didst  ^raft  in  the  branches  of  the  wild  olive 
tree,  they  have  nourished  the  roots  that  they  are  alive,  and 
they  have  not  perished ;  wherefore  thou  beholdest  that  they 
are  yet  good. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  ci  the  vineyard 
said  unto  his  servant,  The  tree  profiteth  me  nothing ;  and 
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the  roots  thereof  ^rofiteth  me  nothing,  so  long  as  it  shall 
bring  forth  evil  fruit. 

3d.  Nevertheless  I  know  that  the  roots  are  good ;  and  for 
mine  own  purpose  I  have  preserved  them ;  and  because  of 
their  much  strength,  they  hJave  hitherto  brought  forth  from 
the  ^wild  branches,  ffood  fruit. 

37.  But  behold,  the  wild  branches  have  grown,  and  have 
overran  the  roots  thereof ;  and  because  that  the  wild 
branches  have  overcome  the  roots  thereof,  it  hath  brought 
forth  'much  evil  fruit ;  and  because  that  it  hath  brought 
forth  so  much  evil  fruit,  thou  beholdest  that  it  beginneth  to 
perish  :  and  it  will  soon  become  ripened,  that  it  ma^  be  cast 
into  the  fire,  except  we  should  do  something  for  it  to 
preserve  it. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
said  unto  his  servant,  Let  us  go  down  into  the  ^ 'Nethermost 
parts  of  the  vineyard,  and  behold  if  the  natural  branches 
have  also  brought  forth  evil  fruit. 

39.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  went  down  into  the 
nethermost  parts  of  the  vineyard.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
they  beheld  that  the  fruit  of  the  natural  branches  had 
become  corrupt  also ;  yea,  the  ^^flrst,  and  the  ^cg^cond  and 
also  the  '''last :  and  they  had  all  become  corrupt. 

40.  And  tne  ''wild  fruit  of  the  last  nad  overcome 
that  2-^part  of  the  tree  which  brought  forth  good  fruit,  even 
that  the  branch  had  withered  away  and  died. 

41.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vine- 
yard ^'wept,  and  said  unto  the  servant^  What  could  I  have 
done  more  for  my  vineyard? 

42.  Behold,  I  knew  that  all  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard, 
save  it  were  these,  had  become  corrupted.  And  now  these 
which  have  once  brought  forth  good  fruit,  have  also  become 
corrupted ;  and  now  all  the  trees  of  my  vineyard  are  ^ood 
for  2  ^nothing,  save  it  be  to  be  hewn  down  and  cast  into 
the  fire. 

43.  And  behold  this  last,  whose  'branch  hath  withered 
away,  I  did  plant  in  a  ^good  spot  of  ground ;  yea,  even  that 
which  was  choice  unto  me,  above  all  other  parts  of  the  land 
of  my  vineyard. 

44.  And  thou  beheldest  that  I  also  cut  down  that 
which  3*cumbered  this  spot  of  ground,  that  I  might  plant 
this  tree  in  the  stead  thereof ; 

45.  And  thou  beheldest  that  a  ''part  thereof  brought 
forth  good  fruit,  and  a  '♦"part  thereof  brought  forth  wild 
fruit ;  and  because  that  I  plucked  not  the  branches  thereof, 
and  cast  them  into  the  fire,  behold  they  have  overcome  the 
good  branch  that  it  hath  withered  away. 

46.  And  now,  behold,  notwithstanding  all  the  care  which

2d,  ver.  25.  2e,  Lamanites.  2/,  Nephites.  2a,  Isa.  6:4.  2 A,  see 
w.  2i)  Nepbites.  2j,  America.  2k,  Jaredites.  22,  Nephltea 
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we  have  taken  of  my  vineyard,  the  trees  thereof  hath 
become  corrupted,  that  they  bring  forth  **»no  ^ood  fruit; 
and  these  I  had  hoped  to  preserve,  to  have  laid  up  fruit 
thereof  against  the  season,  unto  n^e  own  self.  But,  behold* 
they  have  become  like  unto  the  wild  olive  tree,  and  they  are 
of  ^^o  worth  but  to  be  he>vn  down  and  cast  into  the  fire; 
and  it  ^ieveth  me  that  I  should  lose  them. 

47.  J3ut  what  could  I  have  done  ^^toore  in  my  vineyard? 
have  I  slackened  mine  hand,  that  I  have  not  nourished  it? 
Nay,  I  have  nourished  it,  and  I  have  digged  about  it,  and  I 
have  pruned  it,  and  I  have  dunged  it ;  and  I  have  stretched 
forth  mine  hand  almost  all  the  day  long,  and  the  ^«end 
draweth  nigh.  And  it  grieveth  me  that  I  should  hew  down 
all  the  trees  of  my  vineyard,  and  cast  them  into  the  fire  that 
they  should  be  burned.  Who  is  it  that  has  corrupted  my 
vinevard? 

48.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  servant  said  unto  his 
master.  Is  it  not  the  loftiness  of  thy  vineyard  ?  has  not  the 
branches  thereof  overcome  the  roots  whicn  are  good  ?  Axid 
because  the  branches  have  overcome  the  roots  thereof 
behold  they  grew  faster  than  the  strength  of  the  roots, 
taking  strength  unto  themselves.  Behold,  I  say,  is  not  this 
the  cause  that  the  trees  of  thy  vineyard  have  become  cor- 
rupted ? 

49.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
said  unto  the  servant.  Let  us  go  to  and  hew  down  the  trees 
of  the  vineyard,  and  cast  them  into  the  fire,  that  they  shall 
not  cumber  the  ground  of  my  vineyard,  for  I  have  done  all ; 
what  could  I  have  done  '-^''more  for  my  vineyard? 

50.  But,  behold,  tHe  servant  said  unto  the  Lord  of  the 
vineyard,  Spare  it  a  little  longer. 

51.  Ana  the  Lord  said.  Tea,  I  will  spare  it  a  little  longer, 
fat  it  grieveth  me  that  I  should  lose  the  trees  of  my 
vineyard. 

52.  Wherefore  let  us  take  of  the  ^'branches  of  these 
which  I  have  planted  in  the  nethermost  parts  of  my  vine- 
yard, and  let  us  graft  them  into  the  ^'tree  from  whence  they 
came;  and  let  us  pluck  from  the  tree  those  ^**branche8 
whose  fruit  is  most  bitter,  and  graft  in  tiie  natural  branches 
of  the  tree  in  the  stead  thereof. 

53.  And  this  will  I  do,  that  the  tree  may  not  perish, 
that,  perhaps,  I  may  preserve  unto  myself  the  roots  uiereS 
for  mine  own  purpose. 

54.  And,  behold,  the  ^ 'roots  of  the  natural  branches  of 
the  tree  which  I  planted  whithersoever  I  would,  are  yet 
alive :  wherefore,  that  I  may  preserve  them  also  for  mine 
own  purpose,  I  will  take  of  the  ^'branches  of  t^s  tree,  and 
I  will  graft  them  in  unto  '*them.    Yea,  I  will  graft  in  unto 

2  n,  see  to.  2o,  Present  oondition  of  the  Indians.  2p,  vers.  41, 
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them  the  branches  of  their  mother  tree,  that  I  may  preserve 
the  ^'^roots  also  unto  mme  own  self,  that  when  they  shall  be 
sufficiently  strong,  i>erhaps  they  may  bring  forth  good  fruit 
unto  me,  and  I  may  yet  have  glory  in  the  fruit  of  my 
vineyard. 

55.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  'took  from  the 
natural  tree  which  had  become  wild,  and  grafted  in  unto  the 
natural  trees,  which  also  had  become  wild ; 

56.  And  they  also  ^Hook  of  the  natural  trees  which  had 
become  wild,  and  grafted  into  their  mother  tree. 

ff7.  And  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  said  unto  the  servant. 
Pluck  not  the  wild  branches  from  the  trees,  save  it  be  those 
which  are  ^^ost  bitter ;  and  in  them  ye  shall  graft  accord- 
ing  to  that  which  I  have  said. 

58.  And  we  will  nourish  again  the  trees  of  the  vineyard, 
and  we  will  trim  up  the  branches  thereof;  and  we  will 
pluck  from  the  trees  those  branches  which  *<toe  ripened, 
that  must  perish,  and  cast  them  into  the  fire. 

59.  And  this  I  do  that,  ^rhaps,  the  roots  thereof  may 
take  strength  because  of  their  goodness ;  and  because  of  the 
change  of  the  branches,  that  the  good  may  overcome  the 
evil; 

60.  And  because  that  I  have  preserved  the  natural 
branches  and  the  roots  thereof,  and  that  I  have  grafted  in 
the  natural  branches  again  into  their  mother  tree,  and  have 
preserved  the  roots  of  their  mother  tree,  that,  perhaps,  the 
trees  of  my  vineyard  ma^  bring  forth  again  good  fruit ;  and 
that  I  may  have  joy  again  in  the  fruit  of  my  vineyard,  and, 
perhaps,  that  I  may  rejoice  exceedingly  that  I  have  pre- 
served the  3'hroots  and  the  branches  of  the  first  fruit. 

61.  Wherefore,  ^o  to,  and  call  ^'servants,  that  we  may 
labour  diligently  with  our  mights  in  the  vineyard,  that  we 
may  prepare  the  way,  that  1  may  bring  forth  again  the 
natural  truit,  which  natural  fruit  is  good,  and  the  most 
precious  above  all  other  fruit. 

62.  Wherefore,  let  us  26  to  and  labour  with  our  mights 
this  '-Hast  time,  for  behold  the  end  draweth  nigh,  and  this 
is  for  the  last  time  that  I  shall  prune  my  vineyard. 

63.  Graft  in  the  branches,  begin  at  the  ^'last  that  they 
may  be  first,  and  that  the  ^^first  may  be  last,  and  dig  about 
the  trees,  ooth  old  and  young,  the  first  and  the  last,  and 
the  last  and  the  first,  that  all  may  be  nourished  once  again 
lor  the  ''last  time. 

64.  Wherefore,  dig  about  them,  and  prune  them,  and 
dung  them  once  more,  for  the  last  time,  for  the  end  draweth 
nigh.    And  if  it  be  so  that  these  last  grafts  shall  grow,  and 
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bring  forth  the  natural  fruit,  then  shall  ye  prepare  the  way 
for  them,  that  they  may  grow ; 

65.  And  as  they  begin  to  grow,  ye  shall  clear  away  the 
branches  which  brmg  forth  skitter  fruit,  according  to  the 
strength  of  the  good  and  the  size  thereof :  and  ye  shall  not 
clear  away  the  bad  thereof  all  at  once,  lest  the  roots  thereof 
should  be  too  strong  for  the  graft,  and  the  graft  tibereof  shall 
perish,  and  I  lose  the  trees  of  my  vineyard. 

66.  For  it  grieveth  me  that  1  should  lose  the  trees  of  my 
vineyard ;  wherefore  ye  shall  clear  away  the  bad,  according 
as  the  good  shall  grow,  that  the  root  and  the  top  may  be 
equal  in  strength,  until  the  good  shall  overcome  the  bad, 
and  the  bad  be  hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  fire,  that  they 
cumber  not  the  ground  of  my  vineyard ;  and  thus  will  I 
sweep  away  the  bad  out  of  my  vineyard ; 

6y.  And  the  ^*branches  of  the  natural  tree  wiU  I  graft 
in  a^^dn  into  the  natural  tree  : 

w.  And  the  ^^ranches  of  the  natural  tree  will  I  ^raft 
into  the  natural  branches  of  the  tree;  and  thus  vnll  I 
bring  them  together  again,  that  they  shidl  bring  forth 
the  natural  fruit,  and  thev  shall  be  B"*one. 

69.  And  the  bad  shall  be  cast  away,  yea,  even  out  '"of 
all  the  land  of  my  vineyard :  for  behold,  only  this  once  will 
I  prune  my  vineyard. 

70.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
sent  his  '"servant ;  and  the  servant  went  and  did  as  the 
Lord  had  commanded  him,  and  brought  'Mother  servants ; 
and  they  were  '«few. 

71.  And  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  said  unto  them,  Gro  to, 
and  '^'labour  in  the  vineyard,  with  your  mights.  For  behold, 
this  is  the  last  time  that  I  shall  nourish  my  vineyard :  for 
the  ''end  is  nigh  at  hand,  and  the  season  speedily  cometh ; 
and  if  ye  labour  with  your  mights  witin  me,  ye  shall 
have  '^joy  in  the  fruit  which  I  shall  lay  up  unto  mjrself, 
against  tne  time  which  will  soon  come. 

72.  And  it  came  to  pass  tiiat  the  '**servant8  did  ^,  and 
labour  with  their  mights ;  and  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 
laboured  also  with  them :  and  they  did  obey  the  conunand- 
ments  of  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard,  in  all  thuiKS. 

73.  And  there  began  to  be  the  natural  miit  again  in 
the  vineyard ;  and  the  natural  branches  began  to  grow  and 
thrive  exceedingly;  and  the  wild  branches  began  to  be 
plucked  off,  ana  to  be  ''cast  away ;  and  they  did  keep  the 
root  and  the  top  thereof,  ^equal,  according  to  the  strength 
thereoL 

74  And  thus  they  laboured,  with  all  diligence,  according 
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to  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard,  even 
until  the  ^'bad  had  been  cast  away  out  of  the  vineyard, 
and  the  Lord  had  preserved  unto  nimself,  that  the  trees 
had  become  again  the  natural  fruit ;  and  they  became  like 
unto  *'one  body;  and  the  fruit  were  eaual ;  and  the  Lord  of 
the  vineyard  had  preserved  unto  nimself  the  natural 
fruit,  which  was  most  precious  unto  him  from  the 
beginning. 

75.  And  it  came  to  i>ass  that  when  the  Lord  of  the 
vineyard  saw  that  his  fruit  was  good,  and  that  his  vineyard 
was  S'no  more  corrupt,  he  called  up  his  servants,  and  said 
unto  them,  Behold,  for  this  last  time  have  we  nourished  my 
vineyard;  and  thou  beholdest  that  I  have  done  according 
to  my  will ;  and  I  have  preserved  the  natural  fruit,  that  it 
is  good,  even  like  as  it  was  in  the  hemming ;  and  blessed 
art  thou.  For  because  ye  have  been  dUigent  in  labouring 
with  me  in  my  vineyard,  and  have  kept  my  commandments, 
and  have  brou^t  unto  me  again  the  natural  fruit,  that  my 
vineyard  is  no  more  corrupted,  and  the  ^'■bad  is  cast  away, 
behold  je  shall  have  *yoy  with  me,  because  of  the  fruit 
of  my  vmeyard. 

7o.  For  behold,  for  a  **long  time  will  I  lay  up  of  the  fruit 
of  my  vineyard  unto  mine  own  self,  against  the  season, 
which  speedily  cometh;  and  for  the  ^''last  time  have  I 
nourished  my  vineyard,  and  pruned  it,  and  dug  about  it, 
and  dunged  it ;  wherefore  I  will  lay  up  unto  mine  own  self 
of  the  fruity  for  a  long  time,  according  to  that  which  I  have 
spoken. 

77.  And  when  the  time  cometh  that  evil  fruit 
shall  ^'again  come  into  my  vineyard,  then  will  I  cause  the 
good  ana  the  bad  to  be  gathered ;  and  the  good  will  I 
preserve  unto  myself ;  and  the  bad  will  I  cast  away  into  its 
own  place.  And  then  cometh  the  season  and  the  end ;  and 
my  vineyard  vTlll  I  cause  to  be  <^unied  with  fire. 


CHAPTER  6, 

1.  And  now,  behold,  my  brethren,  as  I  said  unto  you 
that  I  would  prophesy,  behold,  this  is  my  prophecy :  That 
the  things  which  this  prophet  *Zenos  spake,  concerning  the 
house  of  Israel,  in  the  which  he  Ukenea  them  unto  a  Hame 
olive  tree,  must  surely  come  to  pass. 

2.  And  in  the  day  that  he  shall  set  his  hand  again 
the  ^second  time  to  recover  his  people,  is  the  day,  yea,  even 
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the  last  time,  that  the  servants  of  the  Lord  shall  go  forth  in 
his  «power,  to  nourish  and  prune  his  vineyard ;  and  after 
that,  the  ^nd  soon  cometh. 

3.  And  how  blessed  are  ^they  who  have  laboured 
diligently  in  his  vmeyard :  and  how  *cursed  are  they  who 
shall  be  cast  out  into  their  own  place  I  And  the  world  shall 
be  ^burned  with  fire. 

4.  And  how  merciful  is  our  God  unto  us:  for  he 
remembereth  the  house  of  Israel,  both  roots  and  branches ; 
and  he  stretches  forth  his  hands  unto  them,  all  the  day 
long ;  and  they  are  a  -^stiffnecked  and  a  gainsaying  people : 
but  as  many  as  will  not  harden  their  hearts,  shall  oe  saved 
in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

5.  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  beseech  of  you  in 
words  of  soberness,  that  ye  would  repent,  and  come  with 
full  purpose  of  heart,  and  cleave  unto  God  as  he  cleaveth 
unto  you.  And  while  his  arm  of  mercy  is  extended  towards 
you  in  the  light  of  the  da^,  harden  not  ^our  hearts. 

6.  Yea,  to-day  if  ye  wUl  hear  his  voice,  harden  not  your 
hearts  :  for  why  will  ye  die  ? 

7.  For  behold,  after  ye  have  been  nourished  by  the 
good  word  of  God  all  the  day  long,  will  ye  bring 
forth  evil  fruit,  that  ye  must  be  hewn  down  and  cast  into 
the  fire? 

8.  Behold,  will  ye  reject  these  words?  Will  ye  reject 
the  words  of  the  prophets  ?  and  will  ye  reject  all  the  words 
which  have  been  spoken  concerning  Christ,  after  so  many 
have  spoken  concerning  him;  and  deny  the  good  word  of 
CSirist,  and  the  power  of  Grod,  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  quench  the  Holy  Spirit?  and  make  a  mock  of 
the  great  plan  of  redemption,  which  hath  been  laid  for  you? 

9.  Know  ye  not  that  if  ye  will  do  Hhese  things,  that  the 
power  of  the  redemption  and  the  resurrection  which  is  in 
Christ,  will  bring  you  to  stand  with  shame  and  awful  guilt 
before  the  bar  of  God  ? 

10.  And  according  to  the  power  of  justice ;  for  justice 
cannot  be  denied,  ye  must  go  away  into  that  ^ke  of  fire 
and  brimstone,  whose  flames  are  unquenchable,  and  whose 
smoke  ascendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever,  whidi  lake  of  fire 
and  brimstone,  is  *"endle8s  torment. 

11.  O  then,  my  beloved  brethren,  repent  ye,  and  enter  in 
at  the  '^straight  gate,  and  continue  in  the  way  which  is 
narrow,  until  ye  shall  obtain  eternal  life. 

12.  O  be  wise :  what  can  I  say  more  ? 

13.  Finally,  I  bid  you  farewell,  until  I  shall  meet  you 
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before  the  "pleasiiifi;  bar  of  Grod,  which  bar  striketh  the 
wicked  with  awful  oread  and  fear.    Amen. 


CHAPTER?. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  after  some  years  had  passed 
a^^ay,  there  came  a  man  among  the  people  of  Nephi,  whose 
name  was  Sherem. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  began  to  preach  among 
the  people,  and  to  declare  unto  them  that  there  should  be 
no  Chnst.  And  he  preached  many  things  which  were 
flattering  unto  the  people ;  and  this  he  did  that  he  might 
overthrow  the  doctrine  of  Christ. 

3.  And  he  laboured  diligently  that  he  might  lead  away 
the  hearts  of  the  people,  insomuch  that  he  did  lead  away 
many  hearts ;  and  he  knowing  that  I,  Jacob,  had  faith  in 
Christ  who  should  come,  he  sought  much  opportunity  that 
he  might  come  unto  me. 

4.  And  he  was  learned,  that  he  had  a  perfect  knowledge 
of  the  language  of  the  people;  wherefore,  he  could  use 
much  flattery,  and  much  power  of  speech,  according  to  the 
power  of  the  deviL 

5.  And  he  had  hope  to  shake  me  from  the  faith,  not- 
withstanding the  many  revelations,  and  the  many  things 
which  I  had  seen  concerning  these  things:  for  I  tnuy 
had  ^een  angels,  and  they  had  ininistered  unto  me.    Ana 


also,  I  had  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord  speaking  unto  me 
in  very  word,  from  time  to  time ;  wherefore,  I  c     " " 
be  shaken. 


6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  came  unto  me ;  and  on 
this  wise  did  he  speak  unto  me,  saying :  Brother  Jacob,  I 
have  sought  much  opportunity  that  I  might  speak  unto 
you :  for  1  have  heara  and  also  know,  that  thou  goest  about 
much^  preaching  that  which  ye  call  the  gospel,  or  the 
doctrine  of  Christ ; 

7.  And  ye  have  led  away  much  of  this  people,  that  they 

Srvert  the  ri^t  way  of  God,  and  keep  not  the  law  of 
OSes,  which  is  the  right  way:  and  convert  the  law  of 
Moses  into  the  worship  of  a  being,  which  ye  say  shall  come 
many  hundred  years  nence.  And  now  beholdl  I,  Sherem, 
declare  unto  you,  that  this  is  blasphemy;  for  no  man 
knoweth  of  such  things;  for  he  cannot  tell  of  things 
to  come.  And  after  tnis  manner  did  Sherem  contend 
against  me. 

8.  But  behold,  the  Lord  Grod  poured  in  his  Spirit  into 
my  soul,  insomuch  that  I  did  confound  him  in  all  ms  words. 

0,110X0.10:84. 
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9.  And  I  said  unto  him,  Deniest  thou  the  Christ  -who 
should  come?  And  he  said^  If  there  should  be  a  Christ,  I 
would  not  deny  him ;  but  I  know  that  there  is  no  Christ, 
neitiier  has  been,  nor  ever  will  be. 

10.  And  I  said  unto  him,  Believest  thou  the  scriptures  ? 
And  he  said,  Yea. 

11.  And  I  said  unto  him,  Then  ye  do  not  understand 
tfaem ;  for  they  truly  testify  of  Christ.  Behold,  I  sav  unto 
you.  That  none  of  the  prophets  have  written,  nor  propnesied, 
save  they  have  s]pK>ken  concerning  this  Christ. 

12.  And  this  is  not  all :  it  has  been  made  manifest  xinto 
me,  for  I  have  heard  and  seen ;  and  it  also  has  been  made 
manifest  unto  me  bv  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost ; 
wherefore,  I  Imow  if  mere  should  be  no  ^atonement  made, 
aJl  mankind  must  be  lost. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  said  luito  me.  Shew  me 
a  sign  by  this  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost^  in  the  which,  ye 
know  so  much. 

14.  And  I  said  unto  him.  What  am  I  that  I  should 
tempt  God  to  shew  unto  thee  a  sign  in  the  thing  wMch. 
thou  knowest  to  be  true?  Tet  thou  wilt  deny  it»  because 
thou  *^art  of  the  devil.  Nevertheless,  not  my  will  be  done ; 
bfot  if  God  shall  smite  thee,  let  that  be  a  sign  unto  tliee 
that  he  has  power,  both  in  heaven  and  in  earth ;  and  also, 
that  Christ  shall  come.  And  thy  will,  O  Lord,  be  done,  and 
not  mine. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  I,  Jacob,  %ad 
spoken  these  words^  the  power  of  the  Lord  came 
upon  him,  insomuch,  that  he  feU  to  the  earth.  And  it 
eame  to  pass  that  he  was  nourished  for  the  space  of  many 
days. 

16w  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  said  unto  the  people, 
Grather  together  on  the  morrow,  'for  I  shall  die  \  wherefore;, 
I  desire  to  speak  unto  the  people  before  I  shall  die. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow  the 
multitude  were  sathered  together ;  and  he  spake  plainly 
unto  them  and  denied  the  things  which  he  had  taught 
them ;  and  confessed  the  Christ,  and  the  power  of  the  ELoly 
CBiost»  and  the  ministering  of  angels. 

18*  And  he  spake  plamly  unto  them,  that  he  had  been 
deceived  by  the  -^wer  of  the  devlL  And  he  spake  of  'hell, 
and  of  eternity,  and  of  ^eternal  punishment. 

Id.  And  he  said,  I  fear  lest  I  have  committed  the  'un- 
pardonable sin,  for  I  have  lied  unto  God :  for  I  denied  the 
Christ,  and  said  that  I  believed  the  scriptures :  and  thev 
truly  testify  of  him.  And  because  I  have  thus  lied  unto  God, 
I  greatly  fear  lest  my  case  shall  be  awful ;  but  I  confess  unto 
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20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  he  had  said  these 
words,  he  could  say  no  more,  and  he  •'gave  up  the  ^ost. 

21.  And  when  the  ^multitude  had  witnessed  that  he 
spake  these  things  as  he  was  about  to  give  up  tiie  ghost, 
they  w^ere  astonished  exceedingly :  insomuch  that  the  power 
of  God  came  down  upon  them,  and  they  were  overcome,  that 
they  fell  to  the  earth. 

22.  Now,  this  thing  was  pleasing  unto  me,  Jacob,  lor  I 
had  requested  it  of  my  Father  who  was  in  heaven :  for  he 
had  heard  my  cry  and  answered  my  prayer. 

23.  And  it  came  to  i>ass  that  j?eace  and  the  love  of  God 
was  restored  agalu  among  the  i)eople;'  and  they  searched 
the  'scriptures,  and  hearkened  no  more  to  the  words  of  this 
wicked  man. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  many  means  were  devised 
to  "'reclaim  and  restore  the  Lamanites  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  truth ;  but  it  all  were  vain,  for  they  delighted  in  wars 
and  bloodshed,  and  they  had  an  eternal  "hatred  against  us, 
their  brethren.  And  they  sought  by  the  power  of  their  arms 
to  destroy  us  continually ; 

25.  Wherefore,  the  people  of  Nephi  did  fortify  against 
them  vnth  their  armies,  and  with  all  their  might,  trusting 
in  the  God  and  rock  of  their  salvation;  wherefore,  they 
became  as  jet,  conquerors  of  their  enemies. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Jacob,  began  to  be  old ; 
and  the  record  of  this  people  being  kept  on  the  "other  plates 
of  Nephi,  wherefore,  I  conclude  tms  record,  declaring  that  I 
have  written  according  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  by 
saying,  that  the  time  passed  away  with  us,  and  also  our 
lives  passed  away  like  as  it  were  unto  us  a  dream,  we  being 
a  lonesome  and  a  solemn  i)eopl&  wanderers,  cast  out  from 
Jerusalem ;  bom  in  tribulation,  m  a  wilderness,  and  'hated 
of  our  brethren,  which  caused  wars  and  contentions; 
wherefore,  we  did  mourn  out  our  days. 

27.  And  I,  Jacob,  saw  that  I  must  soon  go  down  to  my 
mave;  wherefore,  I  said  imto  my  son  Enos,  take 
these  plates.  And  I  told  him  the  things  which  my 
brother  Nephi  had  conmianded  me,  and  he  promised 
obedience  unto  the  commands.  And  I  make  an  end  of 
my  writing  ujion  'these  plates,  which  writing  has  been 
small ;  ana  to  the  readec  I  bid  farewell,  hoping  that  many 
of  my  brethren  may  read  my  words.    Brethren,  adieu. 
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THE    BOOK    OF    ENOS. 


CHAPTER  1, 

1.  Behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  <*Eiios,  knowing  my 
father  that  he  was  a  just  man:  for  ne  taught  me  in  his 
language,  and  also  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord.    And  blessed  be  the  name  of  my  Grod  for  it. 

2.  And  I  will  tell  you  of  the  wrestle  which  I  had  before 
God,  before  I  received  a  remission  of  my  sins : 

3.  Behold,  I  went  to  hunt  beasts  in  the  forest ;  and  the 
words  which  I  had  often  heard  my  father  speak  concerning 
eternal  life,  and  the  joy  of  the  saints,  sunk  deep  ifito  my 
heart. 

4.  And  my  soul  hungered ;  and  I  kneeled  down  before 
my  Maker,  and  I  cried  unto  him  in  mighty  prayer  and 
supplication  for  mine  own  soul ;  and  all  the  oay  long  did  I 
cry  unto  him ;  yea,  and  when  the  night  came,  I  md  still 
raise  my  voice  high  that  it  reached  the  heavens. 

5.  And  there  came  a  voice  unto  me,  saying,  Enos,  thy 
sins  are  forgiven  thee,  and  thou  shalt  be  blessedT 

6.  And  I,  Enos,  knew  that  God  could  not  lie,  wherefore, 
my  guilt  was  swept  away. 

7.  And  I  said.  Lord,  how  is  it  done  ? 

8.  And  he  said  unto  me.  Because  of  thy  faith  in  Christ, 
whom  thou  hast  never  before  heard  nor  seen.  And  many 
years  pass  away,  before  he  shall  manifest  himself  in  the 
flesh ;  wherefore,  go  to,  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole. 

9.  Now,  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  I  had  heard  these 
words,  I  began  to  feel  a  aesire  for  the  welfare  of  my  brethren, 
the  Nephites ;  wherefore,  I  did  pour  out  my  whole  soul  unto 
Grod  for  them. 

10.  And  while  I  was  thus  struggling  in  the  Spirit, 
behold,  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  mto  my  mind  again, 
saying,  I  will  visit  thy  brethren,  according  to  their  diligence 
in  keeping  my  commandments.  I  have  '^given  unto  them 
this  land ;  and  it  is  a  holy  land :  and  I  curse  it  not,  save  it 
be  for  the  cause  of  iniauity ;  wherefore,  I  will  visit  thy 
brethren^  according  as  I  nave  said  ;  and  their  transgressions 
will  I  bring  down  with  sorrow  upon  their  own  heads, 

11.  And  after  I,  Enos,  had  heard  these  words,  my  faith 
began  to  be  imshaken  in  the  Lord ;  and  I  prayed  unto  him 
with  many  long  strugglings  for  my  brethren,  the  Lamanites. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  I  had  prayed,  and 
laboured  with  all  diligence,  the  Lord  said  unto  me,  I  will 
.srant  unto  thee  according  to  thy  desires,  because  of  thy 
faith. 
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13.  And  now  behold,  this  was  the  desire  which  I  desired 
of  him  :  That  if  it  should  so  be,  that  my  people,  the 
Nephites,  should  fall  into  transgression,  and  oy  any  means 
be  destroyed,  and  the  Lamanites  should  not  be  destroyed, 
that  the  Lord  God  would  *^reserve  a  record  of  my  people, 
the  Nephites ;  even  if  it  so  be,  by  the  power  of  his  holy 
arm,  that  it  might  be  brought  forth  at  some  future  day 
imto  the  Lamanites,  that,  perhaps,  they  might  be  brought 
unto  salvation : 

14.  For  at  the  present,  our  strugglings  were  ''vain  in 
restoring  them*  to  the  true  faith.  And  they  swore  in  their 
wrath,  that  if  it  were  possible,  they  would  destroy  our 
recordiB  and  us ;  and,  also,  all  the  traditions  of  our  fathers. 

15.  Wherefore,  I  knowing  that  the  Lord  God  was  able  to 
preserve  our  records,  I  cried  unto  him  continualljr,  for  he 
had  said  unto  me.  Whatsoever  thine  ye  shall  ask  in  faith, 
believing  that  ye  shall  receive  in  tihe  name  of  Christ,  ye 
BhaU  receive  it. 

16.  And  I  had  faith,  and  I  did  cry  unto  God  that  he 
would  •preserve  the  records ;  and  he  covenanted  with  me 
that  he  would  -^bring  them  forth  unto  the  Lamanites  in  his 
own  due  time.     • 

17.  And  I,  Enos,  knew  it  would  be  according  to  the 
covenant  which  he  had  made ;  wherefore  my  soul  did  rest. 

18.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me,  Thy  fathers  have  also 
required  of  me  this  thing ;  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  them 
according  to  their  faith  ;  for  their  faith  was  like  unto  thine. 

19.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Enos,  went  about 
among  the  people  of  Nei)hi,  prophesying  of  things  to  come, 
and  testifying  of  the  things  which  I  had  heard  and  seen. 

20.  And  ibear  record  that  the  people  of  Nephi  did  seek 
dil^ently  to  frestore  the  Lamanites  unto  the  true  faith  in 
God.  But  our  labours  were  vain ;  their  ^hatred  was  fixed, 
and  they  were  led  by  their  evil  nature  that  they  became 
wild,  and  ferocious,  and  a  bloodthirsty  people;  full  of 
idolatry  and  filthiness :  feeding  upon  beasts  of  prey ;  dwell- 
ing in  tents,  and  wandering  about  in  the  wilderness  with  a 
short  skin  girdle  about  their  loins  and  their  heads  shaven : 
and  their  sMll  was  in  the  bow,  and  in  the  cimeter,  and  the 
axe.  And  many  of  them  did  eat  nothing  save  it  was  raw 
meat;  and  they  were  continually  seeking  to  destroy  us. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  of  Nephi  did  tiU 
the  land,  and  'raise  all  manner  of  grain,  and  of  fruit,  and 
flocks  of  herds,  and  flocks  of  all  manner  of  cattle  of  every 
kind,  and  goats,  and  wild  goats,  and  also  many  horses. 

2^.  And  there  were  exceeding  many  prophets  among  us. 
And  the  people  were  a  stifEhecked  people,  hard  to  under- 
stand. 

23,   And   there  was   nothing  save  it  was   Exceeding 
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harshness,  preaching  and  prophesying  of  wars,  and  con- 
tentions, and  destructions,  and  continually  reminding  them 
of  death,  and  the  duration  of  eternity,  and  the  judgments 
and  the  power  of  God ;  and  all  these  things  stirring  them  up 
continually  to  keep  them  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  I  say 
there  was  nothing  short  of  these  things;  and  exceeding 

great  plainness  of  speech,  would  keep  them  from  going 
own  speedil^r  to  destruction.     And  after  this  manner  do  I 
write  concerning  them. 

24.  And  I  saw  wars  between  the  Nephites  and  Iiama- 
nites  in  the  course  of  my  days. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  began  to  be  old,  and  an 
hundred  and  seventy  and  nine  years  had  passed  away  from 
the  time  that  our  father  Lehi  *lef t  Jerusalem. 

26.  And  as  I  saw  that  I  must  soon  go  down  to  my  grave, 
having  been  wrought  upon  b^  the  power  of  God  that  1  must 
preach  and  prophesy  unto  this  people,  and  declare  the  word 
according  to  the  truth  which  is  in  Christ.  And  I  have 
declared  it,  in  all  my  days,  and  have  rejoiced  in  it,  above 
that  of  the  world. 

27.  And  I  soon  go  to  the  place  of  my  rest,  which  is  with 
my  Hedeemer  ;  for  I  know  tnat  in  him  I  tshall  rest :  and  I 
re.ioice  in  the  day  when  my  mortal  shall  put  on  Hnunor- 
tality,  and  shall  stand  before  him :  then  shall  I  see  his  face 
with  pleasure,  and  he  will  say  unto  me,  come  unto  me,  ye 
blessed,  there  is  a  place  prepared  for  you  in  the  *'*mansioxis 
of  my  Father,    Amen. 


THE     BOOK     OF     JAROM. 


CHAPTER  1. 

1.  Now  behold,  I,  Jarom,  write  a  few  words,  according 
to  the  commandment  of  my  father,  Enos,  that  our  genealogy 
may  be  kept. 

2.  And  as  ''these  plates  are  small,  and  as  these  things 
are  written  for  the  intent  of  the  benefit  of  our  brethren 
the  ^Lamanites,  wherefore,  it  must  needs  be  that  I  write  a 
little;  but  I  shall  not  write  the  things  of  my  prophesying, 
nor  of  my  revelations.  For  what  could  I  write  more  than  my 
fathers  nave  written?  For  have  not  thev  revealed  the  plan 
of  salvation?    I  say  unto  you,  Yea;  and  this  sufficeth  me. 

3.  Behold,  it  is  expedient  that  much  should  be  done 
among  this  people,  ^'because  of  the  hardness  of  their  hearts, 
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and  the  deafness  of  their  ears,  and  the  blindness  of  their 
minds,  and  the  stiffness  of  their  necks ;  nevertheless,  God  is 
exceeding  merciful  unto  them,  and  has  not  as  yet  swept 
them  off  from  the  face  of  the  land. 

4.  And  there  are  many  among  us  who  have  many 
revelations  :  for  they  are  not  all  stinnecked.  And  as  many 
as  are  not  stiffnecked  and  have  faith,  have  communion  witn 
the  Holy  Spirit,  which  maketh  manifest  unto  the  children  of 
men,  according  to  their  faith. 

&  And  now,  behold,  two  hundred  years  had  passed 
away,  and  the  people  of  Nephi  had  waxed  strong  in  the  land. 
They  observed  to  ''keep  the  law  of  Moses  and  the  Sabbath 
dav  holy  unto  the  Lora.  And  they  profaned  not;  neither 
did  they  blaspheme.  And  the  laws  of  the  land  were 
exceeding  strict. 

6.  And  they  were  scattered  upon  much  of  the  face  of  the 
land ;  and  the  Lamanites  also.  And  they  were  exceeding 
more  numerous  than  were  they  of  the  Nephites ;  and 
they  'loved  murder  and  would  drmk  the  blood  of  beasts. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  came  many  times 
against  us,  the  Nephites,  to  battle.  But  our  kings  and  our 
leaders  were  mightv  men  in  the  faith  of  the  Lord  :  and  they 
taught  the  people  the  ways  of  the  Lord ;  wherefore,  we  with- 
stood the  Lamanites,  and  swept  them  away  out  of  our  lands, 
and  began  to  fortify  our  cities,  or  whatsoever  place  of  our 
inheritance. 

8.  And  we  multiplied  exceedingly,  and  spread  upon  the 
face  of  the  land,  and  oecame  exceeding  -^rich  in  gold,  and  in 
silver,  and  in  precious  things,  and  in  fine  workmanship  of 
wood,  in  buildings,  and  in  machinery,  and  also  in  iron  and 
copper,  and  brass  and  steel,  making  all  manner  of  tools  of 
every  kind  to  till  the  ground,  and  weapons  of  war ;  yea,  the 
sharp  ix>inted  arrow,  and  the  quiver,  and  the  dart^  and  the 
javeun,  and  all  preparations  for  war ; 

9.  And  thus  being  prepared  to  meet  the  Lamanites,  they 
did  not  prosper  against  us.  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  was 
verified,  which  he  spake  uixto  our  fathers,  saying.  That  ^in- 
asmuch as  ye  will  keep  my  commandments  ye  shall  prosper 
in  the  land. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  tibat  the  prophets  of  the  Lord 
did  threaten  the  people  of  Nephi,  according  to  the  word  of 
God,  that  if  they  did  not  keep  the  commandments,  but 
should  fall  into  transgression,  they  should  be  ^destroyed 
from  off  the  face  of  the  land ; 

11.  Wherefore,  the  prophets,  and  the  priests,  and  the 
teachers,  did  labour  diligently,  exhorting  with  all  long 
suffering,  the  people  to  diligence;  teachmg  the  'law  of 
Moses,  and  the  intent  for  which  it  was  given;  persuading

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them  to  look  forward  unto  the  Messiah,  and  believe  in  him 
to  come  as  though  he  already  was*  And  after  this  manner 
did  they  teach  them. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  by  so  doing  they  kept  them 
from  being  destroyed  upon  the  face  of  the  land:  for  they 
did  prick  their  hearts  with  the  word,  continually  stiiring 
them  up  unto  repentance. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  two  hundred  and  thirty  and 
eight  years  had  passed  away  after  the  manner  of  wars,  and 
contentions,  and  dissensions,  for  the  space  of  much  of  the 
time. 

14.  And  I,  Jarom,  do  not  write  more,  for  the  plates  are 
small.  But  behold,  my  brethren,  ye  can  go  to  the  ^ther 
plates  of  Nephi ;  for  behold,  upon  them  the  record  of  our 
wars  are  engraven,  according  to  the  writings  of  the  kings,  or 
those  which  they  caused  to  be  written. 

15.  And  I  deliver  these  plates  into  the  hands  of  my  son 
Omni,  that  they  may  be  kept  according  to  the  command- 
ments of  my  f  atners. 
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CHAPTER  1. 

1.  Behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Omni,  being  com- 
manded by  my  father,  Jarom,  that  I  should  write  somewhat 
upon  *these  plates,  to  preserve  our  genealogy ; 

2.  Wherefore,  in  my  days,  I  would  that  ye  should  know 
that  I  fought  much  with  the  sword  to  preserve  my  people, 
the  Nephites,  from  falling  into  tiie  hands  of  their  enemies, 
the  Lamanites.  But  behold,  I,  of  myself  am  a  wicked  man, 
and  I  have  not  kept  the  statutes  and  the  commandmente  of 
the  Lord  as  I  ought  to  have  done. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  two  hundred  and  seventy 
and  six  years  had  passed  away,  and  we  had  many  seasons  of 
peace;  and  we  had  many  seasons  of  serious  war  and  blood- 
shed. Tea,  and  in  fine,  two  hundred  and  eighty  and  two 
years  had  passed  away,  and  I  had  kept  these  plates  according 
to  the  ^commandments  of  my  fathers ;  and  I  conferred  them 
upon  my  son  Amaron.     And  I  make  an  end. 

^  4.  And  now  I,  Amaron,  write  the  things  whatsoever  I 
write,  which  are  few,  in  the  book  of  my  father. 

5.  Behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  three  hundred  and  twenty 
years  had  passed  away,  and  the  *toore  wicked  part  of  the 
Nephites  were  destroyed ;

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6.  For  the  Lord  would  not  suffer,  after  he  had  led  them 
out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  and  kept  and  preserved  them 
from  falling  into  the  hands  of  their  enemies ;  vea,  he  would 
not  suffer  that  the  words  should  not  he  verified,  which  he 
spake  unto  our  fathers,  saying.  That  ^Hnasmuch  as  ye 
-mil  not  keep  my  commandments  ye  shall  not  prosper  in 
the  land. 

7.  Wherefore,  the  Lord  did  visit  them  in  great  judg- 
ment; nevertheless,  he  did  spare  the  righteous,  that  they 
should  not  perish,  hut  did  dehver  them  out  of  the  hands  of 
their  enemies. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  1  did  deliver  the  plates  unto 
my  brother  Chemish. 

9.  Now  I,  Chemish,  write  what  few  things  I  write,  in 
the  same  book  with  my  brother :  for  behold,  I  saw  the  last 
which  he  wrote,  that  ne  wrote  it  with  his  own  hand ;  and 
he  wrote  it  in  the  day  that  he  delivered  them  unto 
me.  And  after  this  manner  we  keep  the  records,  for 
it  is  'according  to  the  commandments  of  our  fathers.  And 
I  make  an  end. 

10.  Behold,  I,  Abinadom,  am  the  son  of  Chemish. 
Behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  I  saw  much  war  and  conten- 
tion between  my  people,  the  Nephites,  and  the  Lamanites ; 
and  I,  with  my  own  sword,  have  taken  the  lives  of  many 
of  the  Lamanites  in  the  defence  of  my  brethren. 

11.  And  behold,  the  record  of  this  people  is  engraven 
upon  -^plates  which  is  had  by  the  kin^,  according  to  the 
generations ;  and  I  know  of  no  revelation,  save  that  which 
bas  been  written,  neither  prophecy;  wherefore,  that  which 
is  sufficient  is  written.    And  1  make  an  end. 

12.  Behold,  I  am  Amalekl,  the  son  of  Abinadom. 
Behold,  I  will  sx)eak  unto  you  somewhat  concerning 
Mosiah,  who  was  made  king  over  the  land  of  Zarahemla: 
for  behold,  he  being  warned  of  the  Lord  that  he  should 
flee  out  of  the  land  of  ^Nephi,  and  as  many  as  would 
hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  should  also  depart 
out  of  the  land  with  him,  into  the  wilderness. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  according  as  the 
Lord  had  commanded  him.  And  they  departed  out  of  the 
land  into  the  wilderness,  as  many  as  would  hearken  unto 
the  voice  of  the  Lord ;  and  they  were  led  by  many  preach- 
ings and  prophesyings.  And  they  were  admonished  con- 
tinually by  the  word  of  God ;   and  they  were  led  by  the 

Sower  of  his  arm,  through  the  wilderness,  until  they  came 
own  into   the  land  which  is   called  the  land  of  *Zara- 
hemla. 

14.  And   they   discovered  a  people,   who  were   called

The  land  ^Tephi  is  supposed  to  have  been  in  or  near  Ecuador, 
South  America.  A,  The  land  of  Zarahemla  is  supposed  to  have  been 
north  of  the  head  waters  of  the  river  Magdalena,  its  northern  boundaiy 
being,  a  few  days'  Journey  south  of  the  isthmus. 
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the  'people  of  Zarahemla.  Now,  there  was  great  rejoicing 
among  the  people  of  Zarahemla;  and  also  Zarahemla  dia 
rejoice  exceedingly,  because  the  Lord  had  sent  the  people 
of  Mosiah  with  tne  -^plates  of  brass  which  contained  the 
record  of  the  Jews. 

15.  Behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  Mosiah  discovered  that 
the  people  of  Zarahemla  came  out  from  Jerusalem,  at 
the  *time  that  Zedekiah,  king  of  Judah,  wafi  carried  away 
captive  into  Babylon. 

16.  And  they  journeyed  in  the  wilderness,  and  were 
brought  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  across  the  great  waters, 
into  the  land  where  Mosiah  'discovered  them ;  and  they  had 
dwelt  there  from  that  time  forth. 

17.  And  at  the  time  that  Mosiah  discovered  theni, 
they  had  become  exceeding  numerous.  Nevertheless,  they 
had  had  many  wars  and  serious  contentions,  and  had  fallen 
by  the  sword  from  time  to  time ;  and  their  language  had 
become  ^"corrupted ;  and  they  had  brought  no  records  with 
them ;  and  they  denied  the  being  of  their  Creator ;  and 
Mosiah,  nor  the  people  of  Mosiah,  could  understand  them. 

18.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  Mosiah  caused  that  they 
should  be  taught  in  his  language^  And  it  came  to  pass 
that  after  they  were  taught  in  ttue  language  of  Mosiah, 
Zarahemla  gave  a  genealogy  of  his  fathers,  according  to 
his  memory;  and  they  are  written,  but  "not  in  these 
plates. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  i>eople  of  Zarahemla, 
And  of  Mosiah,  did  unite  together;  and  Mosiah  was 
Appointed  to  be  <1iieirking. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Mosiah,  there 
was  a  large  stone  brought  unto  him  ''with  engravings^on 
it ;  and  he  did  ^interpret  the  engravings  by  the  gift  and 
I>ower  of  God. 

21.  And  they  gave  an  account  of  one  'Gorlantumr,  and 
the  slain  of  his  people.  And  Ck>riantumr  was  discovered 
by  the  'people  of  Zarahemla;  and  he  dwelt  with  them  for 
the  space  of  nine  moons. 

2m.  It  also  spake  a  few  words  concerning  his  fathers. 
And  his  first  parents  came  out  from  the  "towec,  at  the 
time  the  Lord  confounded  the  language  of  the  people ;  and 
the  severity  of  the  Lord  fell  upon  them  accoraing  to  his 
judgments,  which  are  just ;  ana  their  "bones  lay  scattered 
in  the  land  northward. 

Sa.  Behold,  I,  Amaleki,  was  bom  in  the  days  of  Mosiah ; 
and  I  have  lived  to  see  his  death ;  and  Beigionin,  his  son, 
reigneth  in  his  stead. 

ST«n.  IS— 19.    MotL  SS:  S-4.    Abna  tt:  30-«*     HdiL  6:  10.    8:  21. 
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24.  And  behold  I  have  seen,  in  the  davs  of  king 
Benjamin,  a  serious  war,  and  much  bloodshed,  between  the 
Xephites  and  the  Lamanites.  But  behold,  the  Nephites  did 
obtain  much  advantage  over  them ;  yea,  insomuch  that 
kine  Benjamin  did  drive  them  out  of  the  *land  of  Zara- 
hernia. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  began  to  be  old;  and» 
having  no  seed,  and  knowing  king  Benjamin  to  be  a  just 
man  Before  the  Lord,  wherefore,  I  shall  deliver  up  these 
plates  unto  him,  exhorting  all  men  to  come  unto  God,  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel,  and  believe  in  prophesying,  and  in. 
revelations,  and  in  the  ministering  of  angels,  and  in  the 
gift  of  speaking  with  tongues,  and  in  the  gift  of  inter^ 
pietin^  languages,  and  in  all  things  which  are  good :  for 
there  is  nothing  which  is  good,  save  it  comes  from  the 
Lord ;  and  that  which  is  evil,  cometh  from  the  devil. 

26.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  would  that  ye 
should  come  unto  Christ,  who  is  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  and 
partake  of  his  salvation,  and  the  power  of  his  redemption.. 
lea,  come  unto  him,  and  offer  your  whole  souls  as  an 
offering  unto  him,  and  continue  in  fasting  and  foraying,, 
and  endure  to  the  end;  and  as  the  Lord  liveth,  ye  wfll 
be  saved. 

27.  And  now  I  would  s];)eak  somewhat  concerning  a. 
certain  number  who  went  up  into  the  wilderness,  to  return 
to  the  land  of  '^ephi ;  for  there  was  a  large  number  who 
were  desirous  to  possess  the  land  of  their  inheritance ; 

28.  Wherefore,  they  went  up  into  the  wilderness.  And 
their  leader  being  a  strong  and  mighty  man,  and  a  stiff- 
necked  man,  wherefore  he  caused  a  contention  amone  them; 
and  2  they  were  all  slain,  save  fifty,  in  the  wilderness, 
and  they  returned  again  to  the  ^^land  of  Zarahemla. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  also  took  3<*others  ta 
a  considerable  number,  and  took  their  journey  again  into 
the  wilderness. 

30.  And  I,  Amaleki,  had  a  brother,  who  also  went  with 
them ;  and  I  have  not  since  known  concerning  them.  And 
I  am  about  to  lie  down  in  my  grave;  and  these  plates 
are  '"'fulL    And  I  make  an  end  of  my  speaking.

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CHAPTER  1. 

1.  And  now  I,  Mormon,  being  about  to  deliver  up 
the  ''record  which  I  have  been  marking,  into  the  hands  of 
my  son  Moroni,  behold  I  have  witnessed  almost  all  the 
destruction  of  my  people,  the  Nephites. 

2.  And  it  is  *inany  hundrea  years  after  the  coming  of 
Christ  that  I  deliver  these  records  into  the  ''hands  of  my  son; 
and  it  supposeth  me  that  he  will  witness  the  entire 
destruction  of  my  people.  But  may  Grod  grant  that  he  may 
survive  them,  that  '^e  may  write  somewhat  concerning 
them,  and  somewhat  concerning  Christ,  that  perhaps  some 
day  it  may  profit  them. 

3.  And  now,  I  speak  somewhat  concerning  that  which  I 
have  written;  for  after  I  had  made  an  ''abridgment  from 
the  -^plates  of  Nephi,  down  to  the  ^reign  of  this  king 
Benjamin,  of  whom  Amaleki  spake,  I  searched  amoiu^ 
the  ^records  which  had  been  delivered  into  my  hands,  and  I 
found  'these  plates,  which  contained  this  small  account  of 
the  -^'prophets,  from  Jacob,  down  to  the  reign  of  this  king 
Benjamin ;  and  also  *many  of  the  words  of  Nephi. 

4.  And  the  things  which  are  upon  these  plates  pleasing 
me,  because  of  the  prophecies  of  the  coming  of  Christ ;  and 
my  fathers  knowing  that  many  of  them  have  been  fulfilled ; 
yea,  and  I  also  know  that  as  many  things  as  have  been 
prophesied  concerning  us  down  to  this  day,  have  been 
mlnlled,  and  as  many  as  go  beyond  this  day,  must  surely 
come  topass ; 

5.  Wherefore,  I  choose  these  things,  to  finish  my  record 
upon  them,  which  remainder  of  my  "*record  I  shall  taike  from 
the  ''plates  of  Nephi ;  and  I  cannot  write  the  ''hundredth 
part  of  the  things  of  my  people. 

6.  But  behold,  I  shall  take  ^l^hese  plates,  which  ocmtaia 
these  prophesyings  and  revelations,  and  put  them  with  the 
remainder  of  my  lecord,  for  they  are  choice  unto  me ;  and  I 
know  they  will  be  choice  unto  my  brethren.

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7.  And  I  do  this  for  a  ''wise  purpose ;  for  thus  it 
whispereth  me,  according  to  the  workings  of  the  Spirit. of 
the  Lord  which  is  in  me.  And  now,  I  do  not  know  all 
things ;  but  the  Lord  knoweth  all  things  which  are  to  come; 
wherefore,  he  worketh  in  me  to  do  according  to  his  will. 

8.  And  my  prayer  to  God  is  concerning  my  •brethren, 
that  they  may  once  again  come  to  the  knowledge  of  God; 
vea,  the  redemption  of  Christ ;  that  they  may  once  again 
be  a  'delightsome  people. 

9.  And  now  I,  Mormon,  proceed  to  finish  out  my  ♦'record, 
which  I  take  from  the  plates  of  Nephi;  and  I  make  it  ac- 
cording to  the  knowledge  and  the  understanding  which 
God  hasgiven  me. 

10.  Wherefore  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Amaleki  had 
delivered  up  *these  plates  into  the  hands  of  king  Benjamin, 
he  took  them  and  put  them  with  the  *other  plates,  which 
contained  records  which  had  been  handed  down  by  the 
kin^  from  generation  to  generation,  until  the  days  of  king 
Benjamin; 

11.  And  they  were  handed  down  from  king  Benjamin, 
from  generation  to  generation,  until  they  nave  fallen 
into  *my  hands.  Ana  I,  Mormon,  pray  to  Grod  that  they 
may  be  preserved,  from  this  time  henceforth.  And  I  know 
that  they  will  be  preserved;  for  there  are  great  things 
written  upon  them,  out  of  which  nny  people  and  *their 
brethren,  shall  be  ^''judged  at  the  great  and  last  day,  accord- 
ing to  the  word  of  God  which  is  written. 

12.  And  now,  concerning  this  king  Benjamin:  He  had 
somewhat  contentions  among  his  own  people. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  also,  that  the  armies  of  the 
Lamanites  came  down  out  of  the  ^^land  of  Nephi,  to  battle 
against  his  people.  But  behold,  king  Benjamin  gathered 
together  his  armies,  and  he  did  stand  against  them ;  and  he 
did  fisht  with  the  strength  of  his  own  arm,  with  the  ^^^sword 
ofLaban; 

14^  And  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  they  did  contend 
asainst  their  enemies,  until  they  had  slain  many  tiiousands 
of  the  Lamanites.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  contend 
aeainst  the  Lamanites,  until  they  had  driven  them  out  of 
all  the  lands  of  their  inheritance. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  there  had  been  false 
Christs,  and  their  mouths  had  been  shut,  and  they  punished 
according  to  their  crimes ; 

16.  And  after  there  had  been  false  prophets,  and  false

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teachers  and  preachers  among  the  people,  and  all  these 
having  been  punished  according  to  tneir  crimes ;  and  after 
there  naving  oeen  much  contentions  and  many  dissensions, 
away  unto  we  Lamanites,  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  king 
Benjamin,  with  the  assistance  of  the  holy  prophets  who 
were  among  his  people ; 

17.  For  behold,  King  Benjamin  was  a  holy  man,  and  he 
did  reign  over  his  people  in  righteousness,  ^d  there  were 
many  holv  men  in  the  land ;  and  they  did  speak  the  word  of 
Crod,  with  power  and  with  authority;  and  they  did  use 
much  2 'Sharpness  because  of  the  stiff neckedness  of  the 
people; 

18.  Wherefore,  with  the  help  of  these,  king  Beinamin, 
by  labouring  with  all  the  might  of  his  body  and  the  faculty 
of  his  whole  soul,  and  also  the  prophets,  did  once  more 
establish  peace  in  the  land. 


THE    BOOK    OF    MOSIAH. 


CHAPTER  1. 

1.  And  now  there  was  no  more  contention  in  all 
the  ''land  of  Zarahemlk,  among  all  the  people  who  belonged 
to  king  Benjamin,  so  that  king  Benjamm  had  continual 
peace  all  the  remainder  of  his  days. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  had  three  sons ;  and  he 
called  their  names  Mosiah,  and  Helorum,  and  Helaman. 
And  he  caused  that  they  should  be  taught  in  ^all  the 
language  of  his  fathers,  that  thereby  they  might  become 
men  of  understanding ;  and  that  they  might  know  con- 
cerning the  i>rophecies  which  had  been  spoken  by  the 
mouths  of  their  £Eithers,  which  were  delivered  them  by  the 
hand  of  the  Lord. 

S.  And  he  also  taught  them  concerning  the  records 
which  were  engraven  on  the  plates  of  <^bras8,  saying,  My 
cpons,  I  would  that  ye  should  remember,  that  were  it  not  for 
these  plates,  which  contain  these  records  and  these  com- 
mandments, we  must  have  suffered  in  i^orance,  even  at 
this  present  time,  not  knowing  the  mysteries  of  God ; 

£  For  it  were  not  possible  that  our  father,  Lehi,  could 
have  remembered  all  these  things,  to  have  taught  them  to 
his  children,  except  it  were  for  the  help  of  these  plates :  for 
he  having  been  taught  in  the  language  of  the  Egyptians, 

2(2,  806  a,  L  Nop.  16. 
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therefore  he  could  read  these  engravings,  and  teach  them 
to  his  children,  that  thereby  they  could  teach  them  to  their 
children,  and  so  fulfilling  tne  commandments  of  God,  even 
down  to  this  present  time. 

5.  I  say  unto  you,  my  sons,  were  it  not  for  these  things, 
which  have  been  kept  and  preserved  by  the  hand  of  Crod, 
that  we  might  read  and  understand  of  his  mysteries,  and 
have  his  conamandments  always  before  our  eyes,  that  even 
our  fathers  would  have  dwindled  in  unbelief,  and  we  should 
have  been  like  unto  our  brethren,  the  Lamanites,  who  know 
nothing  concerning  these  things,  or  even  do  not  believe  them 
when  tiiey  are  taught  them,  oecause  of  the  tniditions  of 
their  fathers,  which  are  not  correct. 

6.  O  my  sons,  I  would  that  ve  should  remember  that 
these  sayings  are  true ;  and  also,  that  these  records  are  true. 
And  behold,  also  the  plates  oi  Nephi,  which  contain  the 
records  and  the  savings  of  our  fathers  from  the  time  they 
left  Jerusalem  until  now;  and  they  are  true;  and  we  can 
know  of  their  surety,  because  we  have  them  before  our  eyes. 

7.  And  now,  my  sons,  I  would  that  ye  should  remember 
to  search  them  diligently,  that  ye  may  profit  thereby ;  and  I 
would  that  ye  should  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  that 
ye  may  prosper  in  the  land  according  to  the  -^promises  which 
the  Lord  made  unto  our  fathers. 

8.  And  many  more  thin^  did  king  Benjamin  teach  his 
sons,  which  are  not  written  m  this  book. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  king  Benjamin  had 
made  an  end  of  teaching  his  sons,  that  he  waxed  old,  and  he 
saw  that  he  must  very  soon  go  the  way  of  all  the  earth ; 
therefore,  he  thought  it  expedient  that  he  should  confer  the 
kingdom  upon  one  of  his  sons. 

10.  Therefore,  he  had  Mosiah  brought  before  him ;  and 
these  are  the  words  which  he  spake  unto  him,  saying :  My 
son,  I  woidd  that  ye  should  make  a  proclamation  through- 
out all  this  land  among  all  this  people,  or  the  people  of 
Zarahemla,  and  th6  ^people  of  Mosiah  who  dwell  in  the 
land,  that  thereby  they  may  be  gathered  together:  for  on 
the  morrow  I  shall  proclaim  unto  this  my  people  out  of  mine 
own  mouth,  that  *thou  art  a  king  and  a  ruler  over  this 
people,  whom  the  Lord  our  God  hath  given  us. 

11.  And  moreover,  I  shall  give  this  people  a  %ame, 
that  thereby   they   may   be   distinguished   aoove  all   the 

nle  whidb.  the  Lord  Grod  hath  brought  out  of  the  land 
erusalem;   and  this  I  do,  because  they  have  been  a 
diligent  people  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  the  Lord. 

12.  A!nd  1  give  unto  them  a  name  that  never  shall  be 
blotted  out,  except  it  be  through  transgression. 

13.  Yea,  and  moreover  I  say  unto  you,  that  if  this 
highly  favoured  people  of  the  Lord  should  fall  into  trans-

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sression,  and  become  a  wicked  and  an  adulterous  people, 
Sbat  the  Lord  will  deliver  them  up,  that  thereby  tney 
become  weak,  like  unto  their  brethren ;  and  he  will  no  more 

E reserve  them,  by  his  matchless  and  marvellous  power,  as 
e  has  hitherto  preserved  our  fathers. 

14.  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  if  he  had  not  extended  his 
arm  in  tJie  preservation  of  our  &thers,  they  must  have 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites,  and  become  victims 
to  their  hatred. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  king  Benjamin  had 
made  an  end  of  these  sayings  to  his  son,  l£at  he  gave  him 
charge  concerning  all  the  affairs  of  the  kinsdom. 

'Si,  And  moreover,  he  also  gave  him  charge  concerning 
the  records  which  were  engraven  on  the  plates  of  brass ; 
and  also  *the  plates  of  Nephi;  and  also,  the  '^word  of 
Laban,  and  the  "ball  or  director,  which  led  our  fathers 
through  the  wilderness,  which  was  prepared  by  the  hand  of 
the  £ord,  that  thereby  they  might  be  led,  every  one 
according  to  the  heed  and  diligence  which  they  gave 
unto  him. 

17.  Therefore,  as  they  were  unfaithful,  they  did  not 
prosper  nor  progress  in  their  journey,  but  were  "driven 
oack,  and  incurred  the  displeasure  of  uod  upon  them;  and 
therefore,  they  were  smitten  with  famine  and  sore  afflictions, 
to  stir  them  up  in  remembrance  of  their  duty. 

18.  And  now,  it  came  to  pass  that  Mosiah  went  and  did 
as  his  fiither  'had  commanded  him,  and  proclaimed  unto 
aU  the  people  who  were  in  the  'land  of  Zarahemla,  that 
thereby  they  might  gather  themselves  together,  to  go  up  to 
the  *temi>le  to  hear  the  words  which  his  father  should  sxteak 
Unto  them. 


GHAFTER  2. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Moeiah  had  done  as  his 
father  *had  commanded  him,  and  had  made  a  proclamation 
throughout  all  the  land,  that  the  people  gatheared  themselves 
together  throughout  all  the  land,  that  uiey  might  go  np  to 
the  Hemple  to  hear  the  words  which  king  Bei^amin  should 
speak  unto  them. 

2.  And  there  were  a  great  number,  even  so  many  that 
they  did  not  number  them:  for  they  bad  multiiAed  exceed- 
In0v»  and  waxed  spneat  in  the  land. 

&  And  they  also  took  of  the  firstUnss  of  their  flocks, 
that  they  mif^t  o£fer  sacarifioe  and  burnt  oaeiings,  according 
to  the  *law  cff  Moses;

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4.  And  also,  that  they  might  give  thanks  to  the  Lord 
their  Grod,  who  had  brou^t  them  out  of  the  land  of  Jeru- 
salem, and  who  had  delivered  them  out  of  the  hands  of  their 
enemies,  and  had  appointed  just  men  to  be  their  teachers: 
and  also  a  just  man  to  be  their  kin^,  who  had  established 
peace  in  the  ''land  of  Zarahemla,  ana  who  had  taught  them 

I     to  keep  the  conunandments  of  God,  that  they  might  rejoice, 

I     and  be  filled  with  love  towards  God  and  all  men. 

I  5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  came  up  to 

the  'temple,  they  pitched  their  tents  round  about^  every  man 
according  to  his  mnilv,  consisting  of  his  wife,  and  his  sons, 
and  his  daughters,  and  their  sons,  and  their  daughters,  from 
the  eldest  down  to  the  youngest,  every  family  being  separate 
one  from  another;^  ' 

6.  And  they  pitched  their  tents  round  about  the  -^mple, 
every  man  having  his  tent  with  the  door  thereof  towards  the 
temple,  that  thereby  thev  mi^t  remain  in  their  tents,  and 
hear  the  words  which  king  JBeujamin  should  speak  unto 
them; 

,  7.  For  the  multitude  bein^  so  great,  that  king  Benjamin 

could  not  teach  them  all  within  the  walls  of  the  temple; 
therefore  he  caused  a  ^tower  to  be  erected,  that  thereby 
his  people  might  hear  the  words  which  he  should  speaK 
unto  them. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  began  to  speak  to  his 
people  from  the  tower;  and  they  could  not  cQl  hear  his 
words,  because  of  the  greatness  of  the  midtitude;  therefore 
he  caused  that  the  words  which  he  spake,  should  be  written 
and  sent  forth  among  those  that  were  not  under  the  sound 
of  his  voice,  that  they  might  also  receive  his  words. 

9.  And  these  are  the  words  which  he  spake  and  caused 
I  to  be  written,  saying:  My  brethren,  all  ye  that  have 
I    assembled  yourselves  together,  you  that  can  hear  my  words 

which  I  snail  speak  unto  you  this  da^:  for  I  have  not 
commanded  you  to  come  up  hither  to  tnfle  with  the  words 
which  I  shall  speak,  but  that  you  should  hearken  unto  me, 
and  open  your  ears  that  ye  may  hear,  and  your  hearts  that 
ye  may  understand,  and  your  minds  that  the  mysteries  of 
God  may  be  unfolded  to  your  view. 

10.  I  have  not  commanded  you  to  come  up  hither  that  ye 
:  should  fear  me,  or  that  ye  shomd  think  that  I,  of  myself,  am 
I    more  than  a  mortal  man ; 

!  11.  But  I  am  like  as  yourselves,  subject  to  all  manner  of 
;  infirmities  in  body  and  mind ;  yet  as  I  have  been  chosen  by 
I  this  i>eople,  atnd  consecrated  by  ^my  father,  and  was  sufiSered 
by  the  hand  of  the  Lord  that  I  should  be  a  ruler  and  a  king 
over  this  people ;  and  have  been  kept  and  preserved  by  his 
matchless  power,  to  'serve  thee  with  all  tne  might,  mind 
and  strength  which  the  Lord  hath  granted  tmto  me ;

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12.  I  say  unto  you,  that  as  I  have  been  suffered  to  spend 
my  days  in  your  service,  even  up  to  this  time,  and  have  not 
sought  ffold  nor  silver,  nor  anv  manner  of  riches  of  you ; 

13.  Neither  have  I  suffered  that  ye  should  be  confined  in 
dungeons,  nor  that  ye  should  make  slaves  one  of  another, 
or  that  ye  should  murder,  or  plunder,  or  steal,  or  commit 
adultery,  or  even  I  have  not  suffered  that  ye  should  commit 
any  manner  of  wickedness,  and  have  taught  you  that  ye 
should  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord,  in  all  things 
which  he  hath  commanded  you ; 

14.  And  even  I,  myself,  have  laboured  with  mine  own 
hands,  that  I  might  serve  you,  and  that  ye  should  not  be 
laden  with  taxes,  and  that  there  should  nothing  come  upon 
you  which  was  grievous  to  be  borne ;  and  of  all  these  things 
which  I  have  spoken,  ye  yourselves  are  witnesses  this  day. 

15.  Yet,  my  brethren,  1  have  not  done  these  things  that 
I  might  boast»  neither  do  I  teU  these  things  that  thereby  I 
might  accuse  you ;  but  I  tell  you  these  things,  that  ye  may 
know  that  I  can  answer  a  dear  conscience  oef ore  Grod  this 
day. 

16.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  because  I  said  unto  you 
that  I  had  spent  my  day^  in  your  -^service,  I  do  not  desire  to 
boast,  for  1  have  only  be^  in  the  service  of  God. 

17.  And  behold,  I  tell  you  these  things  that  ye  may  learn 
wisdom ;  that  ve  may  learn  that  when  ye  are  in  the  service 
of  your  fellow  beings,  ye  are  only  in  the  service  of  your  God. 

18.  Behold,  ye  have  called  me  your  king ;  and  if  I,  whom 
ye  call  your  king,  do  labour  to  serve  you,  then  had  not  ye 
Qu^t  to  labour  to  serve  one  anotherf 

19.  And  behold  also,  if  1,  whom  ye  call  your  king,  who 
has  spent  his  days  in  *your  service,  and  yet  has  been  in 
the  service  of  GcooL  doth  merit  any  thanks  from  you,  O  how 
had  you  ought  to  thank  your  heavenly  Eling ! 

20.  I  say  unto  you,  my  brethren,  that  if  you  should 
render  all  me  thanks  and  praise  which  your  whole  souls 
has  power  to  possess,  to  that  God  who  nas  created  you, 
and  nas  kept  and  preserved  you,  and  has  caused  that  ye 
should  rejoice,  and  nas  granted  that  ye  should  live  in  peace 
one  with  another ; 

2L  I  say  unto  you,  that  if  je  should  serve  him  who 
has  <aeated  you  from  the  banning,  and  art  juneserving  you 
from  day  to  day,  by  lending  you  breath,  that  ye  may  live 
and  move,  and  ao  according  to  your  own  will,  and  even 
supporting  you  from  one  moment  to  another;  I  say,  if 
je  should  serve  him  with  all  your  whole  souls,  yet  ye  would 
be  unprofitable  servants. 

2SL  And  behold,  all  that  he  requires  of  you  is  to  keep 
his  commandments ;  and  he  has  'promised  you,  that  if  ye 
would  keep  his  commandments,  ye  should  prosier  in  the 
land;  and  he  never  doth  vary  firom  that  which  he  hath

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said ;  therefore,  if  ye  do  keep  his  commandments,  he  doth 
bless  you  and  prosper  you. 

23.  And  now,  in  the  iirst  place,  he  hath  created  you. 
and  granted  unto  you  your  lives,  for  which  ye  are  indeDted 
untohim. 

24.  And  secondly :  He  doth  require  that  ye  should  do  as 
he  hath  commanded  you ;  for  which  if  ye  do,  he  doth 
immediately  bless  you ;  and  therefore,  he  hati^  paid  you. 
And  ye  are  still  indebted  unto  him :  and  are,  and  will  be^ 
for  ever  and  ever ;  therefore,  of  what  have  ye  to  boast? 

25.  And  now  I  ask,  can  ye  say  ought  of  yourselves  ?  1 
answer  you,  Nay.  Te  cannot  say  that  ye  are  even  as  much 
as  the  dust  of  the  earth :  vet  ye  were  created  of  the  '"dust  of 
the  earth :  but  behold,  it  oelongeth  to  him  who  created  you. 

26.  And  I,  even  I,  whom  he  call  your  king,  am  no  better 
than  ye  vourselves  are ;  for  I  am  also  of  the  dust.  And  ye 
behold  that  I  am  old,  and  am  about  to  yield  up  this  mortal 
frame  to  its  mother  earth : 

27.  Therefore,  as  I  said  unto  you  that  I  had  "served  you, 
walking  with  a  clear  conscience  before  God,  even  so  I  at  this 
time  have  caused  that  ye  should  assemble  yourselves  to^ 
gether,  that  I  might  be  found  blameless,  and  that  your  blood 
should  not  come  upon  me,  when  I  shall  stand  to  be  judged 
of  Grod-of  the  things  whereof  he  hath  commanded  me  con* 
cemingyou. 

28.  I  say  imto  you,  that  I  have  caused  that  ye  should 
assemble  yourselves  together,  that  I  might  rid  my  garments 
of  your  blood,  at  this  period  of  time  when  I  am  about  to  go 
down  to  my  ^ave,  that  I  might  go  down  in  peace,  and  my 
immortal  spuit  may  join  the  ^choirs  above  m  singing  the 
praises  of  a  just  God. 

29.  And  moreover,  I  say  unto  you,  that  I  have  caused 
that  ye  should  assemble  yourselves  together,  that  I  might 
declare  unto  you  that  I  can  no  longer  be  your  teacher,  nor 
your  king; 

30.  For  even  at  this  time,  my  whole  frame  doth  tremble 
exceedingly,  while  attempting  to  speak  unto  you ;  but  the 
Lord  God  doth  support  me,  and  hath  suffered  me  that  I 
ahould  speak  unto  you,  and  hath  commanded  me  that  I 
should  declare  unto  you  this  day,  that  my  son  Mosiah  is 
a  'king  and  a  ruler  over  you. 

81.  And  now,  my  brethren,  I  would  that  ye  should  do 
as  ye  have  hitherto  done.  As  ye  have  kept  my  command- 
ments, and  also  the  conmiandments  of  my  father,  and  have 
prospered,  and  have  been  kept  from  falling  into  the  hands 
of  your  enemies,  even  so  if  ye  shall  keep  the  commandments 
of  my  son,  or  the  commandments  of  God,  which  shall  be 
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delivered  unto  you  bv  him  ye  shall  prosper  in  the  land« 
and  your  enemies  shall  have  no  power  over  you. 

9SL  But,  O  my  people,  beware  lest  there  shall  arise 
contentions  among  vou,  and  ye  list  to  obey  the  «evil  spirit^ 
which  was  spoken  of  by  my  father  Mosiah. 

88.  For  behold,  there  is  a  wo  pronounced  upon  him  who 
listeth  to  obey  tnat  spirit:  for  if  he  listeth  to  obe^  him, 
and  remaineth  and  dieth  in  his  sins,  the  same  dnnketh 
damnation  to  his  own  soul ;  for  he  receiveth  for  his  wages 
an  ''everlasting  punishment,  having  transgressed  the  law 
of  God,  contrary  to  his  own  knowledge. 

84.  I  say  unto  vou,  that  there  are  not  any  among  you, 
except  it  be  vour  little  children,  that  have  not  been  taught 
concerning  these  things;  but  what  knoweth  that  ye  are 
eternally  indebted  to  your  heavenly  Father,  to  render  to  him 
all  that  you  have  and  are,  and  also  have  been  taught,  con- 
cerning the  'records  which  contain  the  prophecies  which 
have  been  spoken  by  the  holy  prophets,  even  down  to  the 
time  our  father,  Lehi,  left  Jerusalem ; 

86.  And  also,  all  that  has  been  sjioken  by  our  fathers 
untU  now.  And  behold,  also,  they  spake  that  which  was 
commanded  them  of  the  Lord;  therefore,  they  are  just 
and  true. 

86.  And  now,  I  sav  unto  you,  my  brethren,  that  after 
have  known  and  nave  been  taught  all  these  things, 

ye  should  transgress,  and  go  contrary  to  that  which  has 
been  spoken,  that  ye  do  withdraw  yourselves  from  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord,  that  it  may  have  no  i>lace  in  you  to  guide  you 
in  wisdom's  i>aths,  that  ye  may  be  blessea,  prospered,  and 
preserved. 

87.  I  sav  unto  you,  that  the  man  that  doeth  this,  the 
same  cometh  out  in  open  rebellion  against  God;  therefore 
he  listeth  to  obey  the  'evil  spirit,  ana  beoometh  an  enemy 
to  all  righteousness ;  therefore,  the  Lord  has  no  place  in. 
him^for  he  dweUeth  not  in  unholy  temples. 

a8L  Therefore  if  that  man  repenteth  not,  and  remaineth 
and  dieth  an  enemy  to  Grod,  the  demands  of  divine  justice 
doth  awaken  his  immortal  soul  to  a  lively  sense  of  his  own 

Silt,  which  doth  cause  him  to  shrink  from  the  presence  of 
e  Lord,  and  doth  fill  his  breast  with  guilt,  and  pain,  and 
angnJHh,  which  is  **like  an  unquenehatue  fire,  whose  flame 
•Bcendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever. 

SQL  And  now  I  say  unto  ^u,  that  mercy  hath  no  chum 
on  that  man;  therefore,  his  final  doom  is  to  endure 
a  "HeTer-ending  tonnent. 

^  CX  all  ye  old  men,  and  also  ye  young  men,  and  you 
mito  ddldren,  who  can  understand  my  words,  (for  I  have

spoken  plain  tinto  you,  that  ye  might  understand,)  I  pray 
tiiat  ye  should  awake  to  a  remembrance  of  the  awful 
situation  of  those  that  have  fallen  into  transgression : 

41.  And  moreoyer,  I  would  desire  that  ye  should 
consider  on  the  blessed  and  happy  state  of  those  that  keep 
the  commandments  of  God.  For  behold,  thejr  are  blessed  in 
all  things,  both  temporal  and  spiritual ;  and  if  they  hold  out 
£sdthful  to  the  enc^  the^  are  received  into  heaven,  that 
thereby  they  may  dwell  with  God  in  a  state  of  never-ending 
happiness.  O  remember,  remember  that  these  things  are 
troe ;  for  the  Lord  God  hath  spoken  it. 


CHAPTER  3. 

1.  And  again  my  brethren,  I  would  call  your  attention, 
for  I  have  somewhat  more  to  speak  unto  you  ^  for  behold,  I 
have  things  to  tell  you  concerning  that  which  is  to  come ; 

2.  And  the  things  which  I  shall  tell  you  are  made  known 
unto  me,  by  an  angel  from  Grod.  And  he  said  unto  me, 
Awake ;  and  I  awoke,  and  behold  he  stood  before  me. 

3.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Awake,  and  hear  the  words 
which  I  shall  tell  thee;  for  behold,  1  am  come  to  declare 
unto  you  the  glad  tidings  of  great  joy. 

4.  For  the  Lord  hath  heard  thy  prayers,  and  hath 
judged  of  thy  righteousness,  and  hath  sent  me  to  declare 
unto  thee  tiiat  thou  mayest  rejoice  ;  and  that  thou  mayest 
declare  unto  thy  people,  that  they  may  also  be  mled 
with  joy. 

5.  For  behold,  the  time  cometh,  and  is  not  far  distant, 
that  with  i)ower,  the  Lord  Onmipotent  who  reigneth,  who 
was,  and  "is  from  all  eternity  to  all  eternity,  shall  come 
down  from  heaven,  among  the  children  of  men,  and  shall 
dwell  in  a  Habemacle  of  clay,  and  shall  go  forth  amongst 
men,  working  ''mighty  miracles,  such  as  nealing  the  sick, 
raising  the  dead,  causing  the  lame  to  walk,  the  blind  to 
receive  their  sight,  and  the  deaf  to  hear,  and  curing  all 
manner  of  diseases ; 

6.  And  he  shall  cast  out  devils,  or  the  '^evil  spirits  which 
dwell  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men. 

7.  And  lo,  he  shall  suffer  temptations,  and   <^ain  of 
body,  hiinger,  thirst,  and  fatigue,    even  more  than   man 
can  suffer,  except  it  be  unto  deaui ;  for  behold,  blood  cometh . 
from  every  pore,    so  great  shall  be  his   anguish  for   the 
wickedness  and  the  abominations  of  his  people. 
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8.  And  he  shall  be  called  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God, 
the  Father  of  heaven  and  earth,  the  Creator  of  all  things, 
from  Idle  beginning ;  and  his  mother  shall  be  called  -^Mary. 

9.  And  lo,  he  cometh  unto  his  own,  that  salvation  might 
come  unto  the  children  of  men,  even  through  faith  on  Ms 
name ;  and  even  after  all  this,  they  shall  consider  hun  a 
man,  and  say  that  he  hath  a  devil,  and  shall  scourge  him, 
and  shall  'crucify  him. 

10.  And  he  shall  rise  the  Hhird  day  from  the  dead ;  and 
behold,  he  standeth  to  judge  the  world ;  and  behold,  all 
these  things  are  done,  that  a  righteous  judgment  might 
come  upon  the  c^iildren  of  men. 

11.  For  behold,  and  also  his  blood  ^itoneth  for  the  sins 
of  those  who  have  fallen  by  the  transgression  of  Adam,  who 
have  died,  not  knowing  the  will  of  God  concerning  them,  or 
who  have  -^'ignorantly  sinned. 

12.  But  wo,  wo  unto  him  who  knoweth  that  he  rebelleth 
against  God ;  for  salvation  cometh  to  none  such,  except  it  be 
through  repentance  and  faith  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

13.  Ana  the  Lord  Grod  hath  sent  his  holy  prophets 
among  all  the  children  of  men,  to  declare  these  things  to 
every  Kindred,  nation,  and  tongue,  that  thereby  whosoever 
should  believe  that  Christ  should  come,  the  same  mi^ht 
receive  remission  of  their  sins,  and  rejoice  with  exceeding 

Seat  joy,  even  as  though  he  had  already  come  among 
em. 

14.  Yet  the  Lord  God  saw  that  his  people  were  a  stiff- 
necked  people,  and  he  appointed  unto  them  a  law,  even 
the  *law  of  Moses. 

15.  And  many  signs,  and  wonders,  and  types,  and 
shadows  shewed  ne  imto  them,  concerning  his  coming  ;  and 
also  holy  prophets  spake  unto  them  concerning  his  coming ; 
and  yet  they  hardened  their  heajrts,  and  understood  not  that 
the  law  of  Moses  availeth  nothing,  except  it  were  through 
the  Atonement  of  his  blood ; 

16.  And  even  if  it  were  possible  that  little  children 
could  sin,  they  could  not  be  saved ;  but  I  say  unto  you  they 
are  blessed  *  ror  behold,  as  in  Adam,  or  by  nature  they  foil, 
even  so  the  blood  of  Christ  atoneth  for  "•their  sins. 

17.  And  moreover,  I  say  unto  you,  that  there  shall  be  no 
other  name  given,  nor  any  other  way  nor  means  vrhereby 
salvation  can  come  unto  the  chOdren  of  men,  only  in  and 
through  the  name  of  Christ,  the  Lord  Omnipotent. 

18.  For  behold  he  judgeth,  and  his  judgment  is  just ; 
and  the  "infant  perisheth  not  that  dieth  in  his  infancy; 
but  men  drink  damnation  to  their  own  souls,  except  they 
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humble  themselves  and  become  as  little  children,  and 
believe  that  salvation  was,  and  is,  and  is  to  come,  in  and 
through  the  ^atoning  blood  of  Christ,  the  Lord  Omnipotent ; 

19.  For  the  natural  man  is  an  enemy  to  God,  and  has 
been  from  the  fall  of  Adam,  and  will  be,  for  ever  and  ever; 
but  if  he  yields  to  the  enticings  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
putteth  off  the  natural  man,  and  becometh  a  saint,  through 
the  atonement  of  Christ  the  Lord,  and  becometh  as  a  chiid, 
submissive,  meek,  himible,  patient,  full  of  love,  vpilling  to 
submit  to  aJl  things  which  the  Lord  seeth  fit  to  inflict  ui>on 
him,  even  as  a  child  doth  submit  to  his  father. 

20.  And  moreover,  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  time  shall 
come,  when  the  knowledge  of  a  Saviour  shall  spread 
throughout  every  nation,  kindred,  tongue,  and  people. 

21.  And  behold,  when  that  time  cometh,  none  shall  be 
found  blameless  before  God,  except  it  be  ^little  children, 
only  through  rex>entanoe  and  faith  on  the  name  of  the  Lord 
God  Omnipotent; 

22.  And  even  at  this  time,  when  thou  shalt  have  taught 
thy  people  the  things  which  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  com- 
manded thee,  even  then  are  they  found  no  more  blameless  in 
the  slg:ht  of  God,  only  according  to  the  words  which  I  have 
spoken  unto  thee. 

23.  And  now  I  have  spoken  the  words  which  the  Lord 
God  hath  commanded  me. 

24.  And  thus  saith  the  Lord:  They  shall  stand  as  a 
bright  testimony  against  .this  people,  at  the  judgment  day; 
whereof  they  shall  be  judged,  every  man  according  to  ms 
works,  whetner  they  be  good,  or  whether  they  be  evu; 

25.  And  if  they  be  evil,  they  are  consigned  to  an  awful 
view  of  their  own  guilt  and  abominations,  which  doth  cause 
them  to  shrink  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  into  a  state 
of  misery  and  'endless  torment,  from  whence  they  can 
no  more  return ;  therefore  they  have  drunk  damnation  to 
thdr  own  souls. 

26.  Therefore,  they  have  drunk  out  of  the  cup  of  the 
wrath  of  God,  which  justice  could  no  more  deny  unto  them, 
than  it  could  deny  that  Adam  should  fall,  because  of  his 
partaking  of  the  forbidden  fruit;  therefore,  mercy  could 
nave  claim  on  them  no  more  for  ever. 

27.  And  their  torment  is  'as  a  lake  of  fire  and  brim- 
stone, whose  flames  are  unquenchable,  and  whose  smoke 
ascendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever.  Thus  hath  the  Lord  com- 
manded me.    Amen. 
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CHAPTER  4. 

1.  And  now,  it  came  to  pass  that  when  king  Benjamin 
had  made  an  end  of  sx)efiLking  the  words  which  had  been 
deUvered  unto  him  by  the  ''aneel  of  the  Lord,  that  he  cast 
his  eyes  round  about  on  the  multitude,  and  behold  they  had 
fallen  to  the  earth,  for  the  fear  of  the  Lord  had  come  upon 
them; 

2.  And  they  had  viewed  themselves  in  their  own  carnal 
state,  even  less  than  the  dust  of  the  earth.  And  they  all 
cried  aloud  with  one  voice,  saying,  O  have  mercy,  and  ai>ply 
the  ^atoning  blood  of  Christ,  that  we  may  receive  forgive- 
ness of  our  sins,  and  our  hearts  may  be  purified;  for  we 
believe  in  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  Goa,  who  created  heaven 
and  earth,  and  all,  things;  who  shall  come  down  among  the 
children  of  mien. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  they  had  spoken  these 
words,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  came  upon  them,  and  they 
were  filled  with  joy,  having  received  a  remission  of  their 
sins,  and  having  peace  of  conscience,  because  of  the  ex- 
ceeding faith  which  they  had  in  Jesus  Christ  who  should 
come,  according  to  the  words  which  king  Benjamin  had 
spoken  unto  them. 

4.  And  king  Benjamin  again  opened  his  mouth,  and 
began  to  speak  unto  them,  saying,  My  friends  and  mv 
brethreh,  mj  kindred  and  my  people,  1  would  again  call 
your  attention,  that  ye  may  near  and  understand  the 
remainder  of  mv  words  which  I  shall  speak  unto  you ; 

5.  For  behold,  if  the  knowledge  of  the  goodness  of  €rod 
at  this  time  has  awakened  you  to  a  sense  of  your  nothing- 
ness, and  your  worthless  and  fallen  state ; 

6.  I  say  unto  you,  if  ye  have  come  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
goodness  of  God,  and  his  matchless  power,  and  his  wisdom, 
and  his  patience,  and  his  long  sufTerin^  towards  the  children 
of  men,  and  also,  the  ''atonement  which  has  been  prepared 
from  the  <f oundation  of  the  world,  that  thereby  salvation 
might  come  to  him  that  should  put  his  trust  in  the  Lord, 
and  should  be  diligent  in  keepine  his  commandments,  and 
continue  in  the  faitn  even  unto  tne  end  of  his  life;  I  mean 
the  life  of  the  mortal  body ; 

7.  I  say,  that  this  is  the  man  who  receiveth  salvation, 
through  the  'atonement  which  was  prepared  from  the 
foundation  of  the  world  for  all  mankind,  which  ever  were 
ever  since  the  fall  of  Adam,  or  who  are,  or  who  ever  shall  be,, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world ; 

8.  And  this  is  the  means  whereby  salvation  cometlu 
And  there  is  none  other  salvation,  save  this  which  hath 
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been  spoken  of;  neither  are  there  any  conditions  whereby 
man  can  be  saved,  except  the  conditions  which  I  have  tola 
you. 

9.  Believe  in  God;  believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he 
created  fill  things,  both  in  heaven  and  in  earth  ;  believe  that 
he  has  tdl  wisdom,  and  all  power,  both  in  heaven  and  in 
earth ;  believe  that  man  doth  not  comprehend  all  the  things 
which  the  Lord  can  comprehend. 

10.  And  again :  Beheve  that  ye  must  repent  of  your 
sins  and  forsake  them,  and  humble  yourselves  before  God ; 
and  ask  in  sincerity  of  heart  that  he  would  forgive  you ;  and 
now,  if  you  believe  all  these  things  see  that  ye  do 
them. 

11.  And  again  I  say  unto  you  as  I  have  said  before,  that 
as  ye  have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God,  or  if 
ye  have  known  of  his  goodness,  and  have  tasted  of  his  love, 
and  have  received  a  remission  of  your  sins,  which  causeth 
such  exceeding  great  joy  in  your  souls,  even  so  I  would  that 
ye  should  remember,  and  always  retain  in  remembrance,  the 
greatness  of  Grod,  and  your  own  nothingness,  and  his 
goodness  and  long  suffering  towards  you,  unworthy 
creatures,  and  humble  yourselves  even  in  the  depths  of 
humility,  calling  on  the  name  of  the  Lord  daily,  and 
standing  steadfastly  in  the  faith  of  that  which  is  to  come» 
which  was  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  the  •^ang;el ; 

12.  And  behold,  I  sav  unto  you,  that  if  ye  do  this,  ye 
shall  always  rejoice,  and  oe  filled  with  the  love  of  God,  and 
always  retain  a  remission  of  your  sins  ;  and  ye  shall  grow  in 
the  loiowledge  of  the  ^Iotj^  of  him  that  created  you,  or  in  the 
knowledge  of  that  which  is  just  and  true. 

13.  And  ye  will  not  have  a  mind  to  injure  one  another, 
but  to  live  peaceably,  and  to  render  to  every  man  according 
to  that  which  is  his  due. 

14.  And  ye  will  not  suffer  your  children,  that  they  go 
hungry,  or  naked;  neither  will  ye  suffer  that  they  transgress 
the  Glws  of  God,  and  fight  and  quarrel  one  with  anotdier,  and 
serve  the  'devil,  who  is  the  master  of  sin,  or  who  is  the  evil 
spirit  which  hath  been  spoken  of  by  our  fathers ;  he  being 
an  enemy  to  all  righteousness ; 

15.  But  ye  wiU  teach  them  to  walk  in  the  ways  of  truth 
and  soberness ;  ye  will  teach  them  to  love  one  another,  and 
to  serve  one  another ; 

16.  And  also,  ye  yourselves  will  succour  those  that  stand 
in  need  of  your  succour ;  ye  will  administer  of  your 
substance  unto  him  that  stanaeth  in  need ;  and  ye  will  not 
suffer  that  the  ^beggar  putteth  up  his  petition  to  you  in 
vain,  and  turn  him  out  to  perish. 

17.  Ferhaj^s  thou  shalt  say,  the  man  has  brought  upon 
himself  his  misery,  therefore  I  will  stay  my  hand,  and  will 
not  give  unto  him  of  my  food,  nor  impart  unto  him  of  my 
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substance  that  he  may  not  suffer,  for  his  punishments  are 
just. 

18.  But  I  say  unto  you,  O  man,  whosoever  doeth  this, 
the  same  hath  great  cause  to  repent;  and  except  he 
repenteth  of  that  which  he  hath  done,  he  perisheth  for  ever, 
and  hath  no  interest  in  the  kingdom  of  GrocL 

19.  For  behold,  are  we  not  all  'beggars  f  Do  we  not  all 
depend  upon  the  same  Being,  even  God,  for  all  the  substance 
which  we  have ;  for  both  food  and  raiment>  and  for  gold, 
and  for  silver,  and  for  all  the  riches  which  we  have  of  every 
kind? 

20.  And  behold,  even  at  this  time,  ye  have  been  caUine 
on  his  name,  and  begging  for  a  remission  of  your  sins.  And 
has  he  suffered  that  je  have  begged  in  vain  ?    Nay ;  he  has 

Soured  out  his  Spirit  ui>on  ]^ou,  and  has  caused  that  your 
earts  should  be  nlled  with  joy,  and  has  caused  that  your 
mouths  should  be  stopped,  that  ye  could  not  find  utterance, 
so  exceeding  great  was  your  joy. 

21.  Andnow,  if  Grod,  who  has  created  you,  on  whom  you 
are  dependant  for  your  lives,  and  for  all  that  ye  have  and 
are,  doth  g^rant  unto  you  -^whatsoever  ye  ask  that  is  right,  in 
faith,  believing  that  ye  shall  receive,  O  then,  how  had  ye 
ought  to  impart  of  the  substemce  that  ye  have  one  to 
another? 

22.  And  if  ye  judge  the  man  who  putteth  up  his  petition 
to  you  for  your  substance  that  he  perish  not,  and  condemn 
him,  how  much  more  just  will  be  your  condemnation  for 
witholding  your  substance,  which  doth  not  belong  to  you 
but  to  God,  to  whom  also  your  life  belongeth ;  and  yet  ye 

Sut  up  no  petition,  nor  repent  of  the  thing  which  thou  hast 
one. 

23.  I  sav  unto  you.  Wo  be  unto  that  man,  for  his 
substance  shall  pensh  with  him;  and  now,  I  say  these 
thin^  unto  those  who  are  rich,  as  pertaining  to  the  things 
of  this  world. 

24.  And  again,  I  say  unto  the  poor,  Ye  who  have  not  and 
yet  have  sufficient,  that  ye  remain  from  day  to  day ;  I  mean 
all  you  who  Meny  the  beggar,  because  ye  have  not ;  I  would 
that  ye  sav  in  your  hearts,  t^at  I  give  not  because  I  have 
not :  out  if  I  had,  I  would  give. 

25.  And  now,  if  ye  say  this  in  your  hearts,  ye  remain 
guiltless,  otherwise  ye  are  condemned,  and  your  condemna- 
tion is  just;  for  ye  covet  that  which  ye  have  not  received. 

26.  And  now,  for  the  sake  of  these  things  which  I  have 
spoken  unto  you;  that  is,  for  the  sake  of  retaining  a 
i^mission  of  your  sins  from  day  to  day,  that  ye  may  walk 
guiltless  before  God,  I  would  that  ye  should  impart  of  your 
substance  to  the  poor,  every  man  according  to  thiEkt  which  h« 
hath,  such    'as  reeding   the   hungry,  clothing  the  naked, 
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yisitmg  the  sick,  and  administering  to  their  relief,  both 
spiritaally  and  temporally,  according  to  their  wants; 

27.  And  see  that  all  these  things  are  done  in  wisdom  and 
order ;  for  it  is  not  requisite  that  a  man  should  run  faster 
than  ne  has  strength.  And  again :  It  is  expedient  that  he 
should  be  diligent,  that  thereby  he  might  win  the  prise; 
therefore,  all  things  must  be  done  in  order. 

28.  And  I  would  that  ye  should  remember,  that  whoso> 
ever  among  you  that  "*borroweth  of  his  neighbour,  should 
return  the  thing  that  he  borroweth,  according  as  he  doth 
agree,  or  else  thou  shalt  commit  sin,  and  perhaps  thou  shalt 
cause  thy  neighbour  to  commit  sin  also. 

29.  And  mially,  I  cannot  tell  you  all  the  things  whereby 
ye  may  commit  sin ;  for  there  are  divers  ways  and  means, 
even  so  many,  that  I  cannot  number  them. 

90.  But  this  much  I  can  tell  you,  that  if  ye  do  not  watch 
yourselyes,  and  your  thoughts,  ana  your  words,  and  your 
deeds,  and  observe  the  commandments  of  God,  and  conmiue 
in  the  faith  of  what  ye  have  heard  concerning  the  coming  of 
our  Lord,  even  unto  the  end  of  your  lives,  ye  must  penah. 
And  now,  O  man,  remember,  and  perish  not. 


CHAPTER  5. 

1.  AjiU)  now,  it  came  to  pass  that  when  king  Benjamin, 
had  thus  spoken  to  his  people,  he  sent  among  them,  desiring- 
to  know  oi  his  people,  if  they  believed  the  words  which  he 
had  spoken  unto  them. 

2.  And  they  all  cried  with  one  voice,  saying.  Yea,  we 
believe  all  the  words  which  thou  hast  spoken  unto  us ;  and 
also,  we  know  of  their  surety  and  truth,  because  of  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  Omnipotent,  which  has  wrought  a  mighty 
cnange  in  us,  or  in  our  hearts,  that  we  have  no  more 
disposition  to  do  evil,  but  to  do  good  continually. 

3.  And  we,  ourselves,  also,  through  the  infinite  goodness 
of  Grod,  and  the  manifestations  of  nis  Spirit,  have  great 
views  of  that  which  is  to  come ;  and  were  it  expedient^  we 
could  prophesy  of  all  things. 

4.  And  it  is  the  faith  which  we  have  had  on  the  things 
which  our  king  has  spoken  unto  us,  that  has  brought  us  to 
this  great  knowledge,  whereby  we  do  rejoice  with  such 
exceeding  great  joy ; 

5.  And  we  are  willing  to  enter  into  a  covenant  with  oui 
God  to  do  his  will,  and  to  be  obedient  to  his  commandments ' 
in  all  things  that  he  shall  command  us,  all  the  remainder 
of   our  days,  that  we  may  not  bring  upon  ourselves  a 
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never  ''ending  torment,  as  has  been  spoken  by  the  ^an^el, 
that  we  may  not  drink  out  of  the  cup  of  the  wrath  of  God. 

6.  And  now,  these  are  the  words  which  king  Benjamin 
desired  of  them ;  and  therefore  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  have 
spoken  the  words  that  I  desired ;  and  the  covenant  which  ye 
have  made  is  a  righteous  covenant. 

7.  And  now,  because  of  the  covenant 'which  ye  have 
made,  ye  shall  be  called  the  children  of  Christ,  his  sons,  ancl 
his  daughters;  for  behold,  this  day  he  hath  spiritually 
begotten  you;  for  ye  say  that  your  hearts  are  changed 
through  faith  on  his  name ;  therefore,  ye  are  ^'bom  of  him, 
and  have  become  his  sons  and  his  daughters. 

8.  And  under  this  head,  ye  are  made  free,  and  there  is  no 
other  head  whereby  ye  can  be  made  free.  There  is  no  *'othei 
name  given  whereby  salvation  cometh;  therefore,  I  would 
that  ye  should  ''take  upon  you  the  name  of  Christ,  all  you 
that  have  entered  into  the  covenant  with  God,  that  ye 
should  be  obedient  unto  the  end  of  your  lives. 

9.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  whosoever  doeth  this, 
shall  be  found  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  for  he  shall  know 
the  name  by  which  he  Is  called ;  for  he  shall  be  called  by 
the  -^name  of  Christ. 

10.  And  now  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  shall 
not  take  upon  them  the  name  of  Christ,  must  be  called  bv 
some  other  name ;  therefore,  he  findeth  himself  on  the  left 
hand  of  God. 

11.  And  I  would  that  ye  should  remember  also,  that  this 
is  the  name  that  I  said  I  should  give  unto  you  that  ^ever 
should  be  blotted  out,  except  it  be  through  transgression; 
therefore,  take  heed  that  ye  do  not  transgress,  that  the  name 
be  not  blotted  out  of  your  hearts. 

12.  I  say  unto  you,  I  would  that  ye  should  remember  to 
retain  the  %ame  written  always  in  your  hearts,  that  ye  are 
not  found  on  the  'left  hand  of  God.  but  that  ye  hear  and 
know  the  voice  by  which  ye  shall  be  caUed,  and  also,  the 
name  by  which  he  shall  call  you ; 

13.  For  how  knoweth  a  man  the  master  whom  he  has 
not  served,  and  who  is  a  stranger  unto  him,  and  is  far  from 
the  thoughts  and  intents  of  his  heart  ? 

14.  And  again :  Doth  a  man  take  an  ass  which  belongeth 
to  his  neighbour,  and  keep  him  ?  I  say  unto  you.  Nay ;  he 
will  not  even  suffer  that  he  shall  feed  among  his  nocks,  but 
will  drive  him  away,  and  cast  him  out.  I  say  unto  you,  that 
even  so  shall  it  be  among  you,  if  ye  know  not  the  ^name 
by  which  ye  are  called. 

15.  Therefore,  I  would  that  ye  should  be  steadfast  and 
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immovable,  always  abounding  in  good  works,  that  Christ, 
the  *Lord  Grod  Omnipotent,  may  seal  you  his,  that  you  may 
be  brought  to  heaven,  that  ye  may  have  everlasting  salva- 
tion ana  eternal  life,  througn  the  wisdom,  and  power,  and 
jnstioe,  and  mercy  of  him,  who  'created  all  things,  in  heaven 
and  in  earth,  who  is  God  above  all.    Amen. 


CHAPTEB  a 

1.  And  now  king,  Benjamin,  thought  it  was  expedients 
after  having  finished  speaking  to  the  people,  that  he  should 
take  the  names  of  all  those  who  had  entered  into  a  covenant 
with  Grod,  to  keep  his  commandments. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  not  one  soul, 
except  it  were  little  children,  but  what  had  entered  into  the 
covenant,  and  had  taken  upon  them  the  ''name  of  Christ. 

3.  And  again :  It  came  to  pass  that  when  king  Benjamin 
had  made  an  end  of  all  these  things,  and  had  ^consecrated 
Ms  son  Mosiah,  to  be  a  ruler  and  a  king  over  his  people, 
and  had  given  him  all  the  charges,  concerning  the  kingdom, 
and  also  had  appointed  'priests  to  teach  the  people,  tJiat 
thereby  they  might  hear  and  know  the  commandments  of 
God,  and  to  .stir  them  up  in  remembrance  of  the  ''oatii  which 
they  had  made,  he  dismissed  the  multitude,  and  they 
returned,  eveiy  one  according  to  their  families,  to  their 
own  houses. 

4.  And  Mosiah  began  to  'reign  in  his  father's  stead. 
And  he  began  to  reign  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  his  age, 
making  in  the  whole,  about  four  hundred  and  seventy-six 
years  m>m  the  -^time  that  Lehi  left  Jerusalem. 

5.  And  king  Benjamin  lived  three  years  and  he  died. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Mosiah  did  walk  in  the 
ways  of  the  Lord,  and  did  observe  his  judgments,  and  his 
statutes,  and  did  keep  his  commandments  in  all  things 
whatsoever  he  commanded  him. 

7.  And  king  Mosiah  did  cause  his  people  that  they 
should  till  the  earth.  And  he  also,  himself,  did  till  the  earth, 
that  thereby  he  might  not  become  burthensome  to  his. 
people,  that  he  might  do  according  to  that  which  his  father 
nad  done  in  all  things.  And  there  was  no  contention  among. 
all  his  people  for  the  space  of  three  years. 
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CHAPTER  7. 

1.  And  now,  it  came  to  pass  that  after  king  MoBiah  had 
had  continual  peace,  for  the  space  of  three  years,  Jhe  was 
desirous  to  know  concerning  the  people  who  went  up  to 
dwell  in  the  land  of  'Lehi-Nephi,  or  ux  the  citv  of  Lehi- 
Nephi;  for  his  people  had  heard  nothing  from  tnem,  from 
the  time  they  left  the  land  of  ^Zarahemla;  therefore,  they 
wearied  him  with  their  teasings. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Mosiah  granted  that 
sixteen  of  their  strong  men  might  go  up  to  the  ^'land  of 
Lehi-Nephi,  to  inquire  concerning  their  brethren. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow  they  started 
to  go  up,  having  with  them  one  Ammon,  he  being  a  strong 
and  mighty  man,  and  a  descendant  of  Zarahemla ;  and  he 
was  also  their  leader. 

4.  And  now,  they  knew  not  the  course  they  should 
travel  in  the  wilderness,  to  go  up  to  the  'land  of  Xiehi- 
Nephi ;  therefore  they  wandered  many  days  in  the  wilder- 
ness, even  forty  days  did  they  wander. 

5.  And  when  they  had  wandered  foitv  days  they  came 
to  a  hiU,  which  is  north  of  the  land  of  -Whilom,  and  there 
they  pitched  their  tents. 

6.  And  Ammon  took  three  of  his  brethren,  and  their 
names  were  Amaleki,  Helem,  and  Hem,  and  they  went 
down  into  the  'land  of  Nephi ; 

7.  And  behold,  they  met  the  king  of  the  people,  who 
was  in  the  land  of  Nephi,  and  in  the  land  of  Snilom ;  and 
they  were  surrounded  by  the  king's  ffuard,  and  were  taken, 
and  were  bound,  and  were  committed  to  prison. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Uiey  had  been  in  prison 
two  days,  they  were  again  broufi^t  before  the  king,  and 
their  bands  were  loosed ;  and  they  stood  before  the  king; 
and  were  permitted,  or  rather  commanded  that  they 
should  answer  the  questions  which  he  should  ask  them. 

0.  And  he  said  imto  them,  *Behold,  I  am  TJmhi,  the 
sotn  of  Noah,  who  was  the  son  of  Zenifl^  who  came  up  out 
of  the  *land  of  Zarahemla  to  inherit  this  land,  whichwas 
the  land  of  their  fath^s,  who  was  made  a  king  by  the  ^voioe 
ot  the  people. 

IOl  And  now,  I  desire  to  know  the  cause  whereby  ye 
w«re  so  *bold  as  to  come  near  the  walls  of  the  city,  when  I, 
myself,  was  with  mv  guards*  without  the  gate? 

11.  And  now,  for  thJ^  cause  have  I  suffered  that  ye 
dMMild  be  preserved,  that  I  mii^t  imiaire  of  yon,  or  else  I 
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should  have  caused  that  my  guards  should  have  'put  you  to 
death.    Ye  are  permitted  to  speak. 

12.  And  now,  when  Ammon  saw  that  he  was  i>ermitted 
to  speak,  he  went  forth  and  *"bowed  himself  before  the  ktiig; 
and  rising  again  he  said,  O  king,  I  am  very  thankful  before 
God  this  day,  that  I  am  yet  alive,  and  am  permitted  to 
speak;  and  I  will  endeavour  to  speak  with  boldness; 

13.  For.  I  am  assured  that  if  ye  had  known  me,  ye  would 
not  have  suffered  that  I  should  have  wore  these  bands.  For 
I  am  Anmion,  and  am  a  "descendant  of  Zarahemla,  and 
have  come  up  out  of  the  ®land  of  ZarsJiemla^  to  inquire 
concerning  our  brethren,  whom  ''Zeniff  brougut  up  out  of 
that  land. 

14^  And  now,  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Limhi  had  heard 
the  words  of  Ammon,  he  was  exceeding  glad,  and  said,  Now, 
I  know  of  a  surety  that  my  brethren  who  were  in  the  land  of 
Zarahemla  'are  ^et  alive.  And  now,  I  will  reioice ;  and  on 
the  morrow,  I  will  cause  that  my  people  shall  rejoice  also. 

15.  For  behold,  we  are  in  bondage  to  the  Lamanites, 
and  'are  taxed  with  a  tax  which  is  erievous  to  be  borne. 
And  now,  behold,  our  brethren  wUl  deliver  us  out  of  our 
bondage,  or  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites,  and  we  will 
be  Uielr  slaves;  for  it  is  better  that  we  be  slaves  to  the 
Nephites,  than  to  paj  tribute  to  the  king  of  the  Lamanites. 

16.  And  now,  king  Limhi  commanded  his  guards  that 
they  should  no  more  bind  Ammon,  nor  his  brethren,  but 
caused  that  they  should  go  to  the  'hill  which  was  north  of 
Shilom,  and  bring  their  brethren  into  the  city,  that  thereby 
they  might  eat,  and  drink,  and  rest  themselves  from  the 
labours  of  their  journey;  for  they  *had  suffered  many 
things;  they  had  suffered himger,  thirst,  and  fatigue. 

VI.  And  now,  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  king 
Limhi  sent  a  proclamation  among  all  his  people,  thsS 
thereby  they  might  gather  themselves  t  together  to 
the  **temple,  to  hear  the  words  which  he  should  speak 
unto  them. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  gathered 
themselves  together,  that  he  spake  unto  them  in  this 
wise,  saying^  O  ye,  my  people,  lift  up  your  heads  and  be 
comforted :  for  behold,  the  time  is  at  handi  or  is  not  far 
distant,  wnen  we  shall  no  longer  be  in  subjection  to  our 
enemies,  notwithstanding  our  many  strugglings,  which 
have  been  in  vain ;  yet  I  trust  there  remainetn  an  effectual 
stru^le  to  be  made. 

19.  Therefore,  lift  up  your  heads,  and  rejoice,  and  put 
your  trust  in  God,  in  that  God  who  was  the  God  of 
Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob;  and  also,  that  God  who 
brought  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and 
caused  that  they  should  walk  through  the  Red  Sea  on  dry 
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ground,  and  fed  them  with  manna,  that  they  mi^ht  not 
perish  in  the  wilderness ;  and  many  more  things  did  he  do 
for  them. 

20.  And  again :  That  same  God  has  brought  our  fathers 
out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  and  has  kept  and  preserved 
his  people,  even  until  now.  And  behold,  it  is  because  of 
our  iniquities  and  abominations  that  has  brought  us  into 
bondage. 

21.  And  ye  all  are  witnesses  this  day,  that  *Zeni£^  ^who 
was  made  king  over  this  people,  he  being  '"over-zealous  to 
inherit  the  land  of  his  fathers,  therefore  oeing  deceived  by 
the  cunning  and  craftiness  of  kin^  Tjaman,  who  having 
entered  into  a  treatv  with  king  Zenif^  and  having  yielded 
up  into  his  hands  the  possessions  of  a  part  of  the  lajid,  or 
eyen  the  city  of  'Lehi-JNephi,  and  the  city  of  yShilom ;  and 
the  land  round  about ; 

22.  And  all  this  he  did,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  bringing 
this  ]3eo^le  into  subjecition  or  into  bondage.  And  behold,  we 
at  this  tmie  do  pay  tribute  to  the  king  of  the  Lamanites,  to 
the  Amount  of  one  half  of  our  com,  and  our  barley,  and 
even  all  our  grain  of  every  kind,  and  one  half  of  the  increase 
of  our  flocks  and  our  herds ;  ana  even  one  half  of  all  we  have 
or  possess,  the  king  of  the  Lamanites  doth  exact  of  us,  or 
our  lives. 

23.  And  now,  is  not  this  grievous  to  be  borne  ?  And  is 
not  this,  our  affliction,  great?  Now  b^old,  how  great 
reason  we  have  to  mourn. 

24.  Yea,  I  say  unto  you,  great  are  the  reasons  which  we 
have  to  mourn ;  for  behold,  how  many  of  our  brethren  have 
been  slain,  and  their  blood  has  been  spilt  in  vain,  and  all 
because  of  iniquity. 

25.  For  if  this  people  had  not  fallen  into  transgression, 
the  Lord  would  not  have  suffered  that  this  great  evil  should 
come  upon  them.  But  behold,  they  would  not  hearken  unto 
his  words ;  but  there  arose  contennons  among  them,  even  so 
much  that  they  did  shed  blood  among  themselves. 

26.  And  a  ^^rophet  of  the  Lord  nave  they  slain ;  yea,  a 
chosen  man  of  Grod,  who  told  them  of  their  wickedness  and 
abominations,  and  prophesied  of  many  things  which  are  to 
come,  yea,  even  the  coming  of  Christ. 

27.  And  because  he  said  unto  them,  That  Christ  ^^as 
the  God,  the  Father  of  all  things,  and  sidd  that  he  should 
take  upon  him  the  image  of  man,  and  it  should  be  the  image 
after  which  man  was  ^ 'treated  in  the  beginning ;  or  in  other 
words,  he  said  that  man  was  created  after  the  unage  of  God, 
and  that  God  should  come  down  among  the  children  of  men. 
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and  "take  upon  him  flesh  and  blood,  and  go  forth  upon  Die 
fiice  of  the  earth ; 

28.  And  now,  because  he  said  tUs,  they  did  ^*put  him  to 
death ;  and  many  more  things  did  they  do,  whidbi  broucdi| 
down  the  wratn  of  Grod  upon  them.  Therefore,  wb^ 
wondereth  that  th^  are  in  oondage,  and  that  they  are 
smitten  with  sore  afflictions  ? 

^.  For  behold,  the  Lord  hath  said,  I  will  not  succouv 
my  i)eople  in  tiie  day  of  their  transgression :  but  I  will 
hmge  up  their  ways,  that  they  prosper  not;  and  their 
doings  shall  be  as  a  stumbling  block  before  them. 

a.  And  again,  he  saitn.  If  mv  people  shall  sow 
filthiness,  they  shall  reap  the  chaff  thereof  in  the  whirl* 
wind ;  and  the  effects  thereof  is  i)oison. 

31.  And  again,  he  saith.  If  my  people  shall  sow 
filthiness,  they  shall  reap  the  ^east  wina,  which  bringeth 
immediate  destruction. 

32.  And  now,  behold,  the  promise  of  the  Lord  is  fulfilled] 
and  ye  are  smitten  and  afflicted. 

&,  But  if  ye  will  turn  to  the  Lord  with  full  purpose  of 
heart,  and  put  your  trust  in  him,  and  serve  him  with  i^ 
diligence  of  mind ;  if  ye  do  this,  he  will,  according  to  hui 
own  will  and  pleasure,  deliver  you  out  of  bondage. 


CHAPTER  a 

1.  And  it  came  to  pi^s  that  after  king  Limhi  had  made 
an  end  of  speaking  to  nis  people,  for  he  spake  many  things 
nnto  them,  and  only  a  few  of  them  have  I  written  in  this 
book,  he  told  his  people  all  the  things  concerning  their 
brethren  who  were  in  the  ^land  of  Zarahemla ; 

2.  And  he  caused  that  Ammon  should  stand  up  before 
the  multitude,  and  rehearse  unto  them  all  that  had 
happened  unto  their  brethren  from  the  time  that  ^Zeniff 
went  up  out  of  the  land,  even  until  the  time  that  he  ^liimself 
came  up  out  of  the  land. 

3.  And  he  also  rehearsed  unto  them  the  last  words 
which  king  Benjamin  had  taught  them,  and  explained  them 
to  the  people  of  king  Limhi,  so  that  they  might  understand 
all  the  words  which  he  spake. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  he  had  done  all  this, 
that  king  Limhi  dismissed  the  multitude,  and  caused  tihap 
they  should  return,  every  one  unto  his  own  house. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  caused  th&t  the  Opiates 
which  contained  the  record  of  his  people,  from  the  time  that 
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they  left  the  /land  of  Zarahemla,  should  be, brought  before 
Aimnon,  that  he  might  read  them. 

0.  Now,  as  soon  as  Ammon  had  read  the  record,  the  kinj 
inquired  of  him  to  know  if  he  could  interpret  langua^^es,  am 
Ammon  told  him  that  he  could  not. 

7.  And  the  king  said  unto  him.  Being  grieved  for  the 
afflictions  of  my  i>eople,  I  caused  that  ^orty  and  three  of  my 
people  should  take  a  journey  into  the  wilderness^  that 
thereby  they  might  find  the  *Iand  of  Zarahemla,  thiat  we 
mi£^t  appeal  unto  our  brethren  to  deliver  us  out  of 
bondage; 

8b  And  they  were  lost  in  the  wilderness  for  the  space  of 
many  days,  yet  they  were  dili^^ent,  and  found  not  the  land  of 
Zarainemia,  but  returned  to  this  land,  having  travelled  in  a 
huad  among  'many  waters ;  having  discovered  a  land  which 
was  oover^l  with  "^bones  of  mep,  and  of  beasts,  &c.,  and  was 
also  covered  with  ruins  of  buildings  of  every  kind ;  having 
discovered  a  land  which  had  been  peopled  with  a  i>eople  who 
were  as  numerous  as  the  hosts  of  Israel. 

9.  And  for  a  testimony  that  the  things  that  they  liave 
said  are  true,  they  have  brought  Hwenty-iour  plates  wMch 
are  filled  with  engravings,  and  they  are  of  pure  gold. 

10.  And  behold,  also,  they  have  brougnt  'breast-plates, 
which  are  large,  and  they  are  of  ""brass  and  of  copper,  and 
are  perfectly  sound. 

11.  And  again,  they  have  brought  swords,  the  hilts 
thereof  have  perished,  and  the  blades  thereof  were  cankered 
with  rust;  and  there  is  no  one  in  the  land  that  is  able  to 
interpret  the  language  or  the  engravings  that  are  on  the 
plates.    Therefore  I  said  unto  thee.  Canst  thou  translate  ? 

12.  And  I  say  unto  thee  again,  Knowest  thou  of  any  one 
that  can  translate?  for  I  am  desirous  that  these  records 
should  be  translated  into  our  language ;  for,  perhaps,  they 
will  £dve  us  a  knowledge  of  a  remnant  of  the  x>eople,  who 
have  oeen  destroyed,  from  whence  these  records  came ;  or, 
perhaps,  they  will  give  us  a  knowledge  of  this  very  people 
who  have  been  destroyed;  and  I  am  desiious  to  know  the 
cause  of  their  destruction. 

13.  Now  Ammon  said  unto  him,  I  can  assuredly  tell 
thee,  O  king,  of  a  man  that  can  translate  the  records ;  for  he 
has  wherewith  that  he  can  look,  and  translate  aJil  records 
that  are  of  ancient  date ;  and  it  is  a  gift  from  God.  And  the 
things  are  called  "int^preters,  and  no  man  can  look  in 
them,  except  he  be  commanded,  lest  he  should  look  for  that 
he  ought  not,  and  he  should  perish.  And  whosoever  is 
commanded  to  look  in  them,  the  same  is  called  seer. 
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14.  And  behold,  the  king  of  the  people  who  is  In  the 
land  of  Zarahemla,  is  the  ^Inan  that  is  commanded  to  do 
these  things,  and  who  has  this  high  gift  from  Grod. 

15.  And  the  king  said,  that  a  seer  is  'greater  than  a 
prophet. 

16.  And  Ammon  said,  that  a  seer  is  a  revelator  and  a 
prophet  also ;  and  a  gift  which  is  greater  can  no  man  have, 
except  he  should  possess  the  power  of  God,  which  no  man 
can ;  yet  a  man  may  have  great  power  given  him  from  God. 

17.  But  a  seer  can  know  of  things  which  have  past,  and 
also  of  things  which  are  to  come,  and  by  them  shall  all 
thin^  be  revealed,  or,  rather,  shall  secret  things  be  made 
manifest,  and  hidden  things  snail  come  to  light,  and  things 
which  are  not  known  shall  be  made  known  by  them  ;  and 
also  things  shall  be  made  known  by  them  which  otherwise 
could  not  De  known. 

18.  Thus  God  has  provided  a  means  that  man,  through 
faith,  might  work  mighty  miracles ;  therefore  he  becometh  a 
great  benefit  to  his  fellow-beings. 

19.  And  now,  when  Ammon  had  made  an  end  of 
spes^ng  these  words,  the  king  rejoiced  exceedingly,  and 
g^ve  thanks  to  Grod,  saying,  doubtless  a  'great  mystery  is 
contained  within  these  plates,  and  these  interpreters  were 
doubtless  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  unfolding  lUl  such 
mysteries  to  the  children  of  men. 

20.  O  how  marvellous  are  the  works  of  the  Lord,  and 
how  long  doth  he  suffer  with  his  people ;  yea,  and  how  blind 
and  impenetrable  are  the  understanding  of  the  children  of 
men ;  for  they  will  not  seek  wisdom,  neither  do  ti^ey  desire 
that  she  should  rule  over  them. 

21.  Tea,  they  are  as  a  wild  flock  which  fleeth  from  the 
shepherd,  and  scottereth,  and  are  driven,  and  are  devoured 
by  Uie  beasts  of  the  forest. 


The  Record  of  Zeniff.— :4n  accourU  of  his  people,  from 
the  time  they  left  the  land  of  ZaraheTrua,  untu  the 
time  thai  tKey  were  delivered  oiU  of  the  hands  of  the 

Lamamtes. 

CHAPTER  9. 

1.  I,  Zeniff,  having  been  taught  in  all  the  language  of 
the  Nephites,  and  having  had  a  knowledge  of  the  <*land 
of  Nepm,  or  of  the  land  or  our  fathers'  first  Inheritance,  and 
having  been  sent  as  a  spy  among  the  Lamanites,  that  I 
might  spy  out  their  forces,  that  our  army  might  come  upon 
them  and  destroy  them ;  but  when  I  saw  that  which  was 
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ffood  amone  them,  I  was  desirous  that  they  should  not 
be  destroyed; 

2.  Therefore  I  contended  with  my  brethren  in  the 
wilderness,  for  I  would  that  our  ruler  should  make  a  treaty 
with  them;  but  he  being  an  austere  and  a  blood-thirsty  man, 
commanded  that  I  shomd  be  slain ;  but  I  was  rescued  by  liie 
shedding  of  much  blood;  for  father  fought  against  father, 
and  brother  against  brother,  until  the  ^greatest  number  of 
our  army  was  destroyed  in  the  wilderness;  and  we  returned, 
those  ol!  us  that  were  spared,  to  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  to 
relate  that  tale  to  their  wives  and  their  children. 

3.  And  yet,  I  being  «over-zealous  to  inherit  the  land  of 
our  fathers,  collected  as  many  as  were  desirous  to  fp  up  to 
possess  tiie  land,  and  started  aeain  on  our  journey  into  the 
wilderness,  to  go  up  to  the  land;  but  we  were  smitten  -with 
famine  and  sore  afflictions;  for  we  were  slow  to  remember 
the  Lord  our  God. 

4.  Nevertheless,  after  many  days'  wandering  in  the 
wilderness  we  pitched  our  tents  in  the  place  where  our 
brethren  ^ere  slain,  which  was  near  to  the  'land  of  our 
fathers. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  went  again  with  four  o£ 
my  men  into  the  city,  in  unto  the  king,  that  I  might  know 
of  the  disix>sition  of  the  king,  and  that  I  might  know  if 
I  might  go  in  with  my  people  and  possess  the  land  in  peace. 

o.  And  I  went  in  unto  the  king,  and  he  covenanted  witii 
me  that.  I  might  possess  the  land  of  -^Lehi-Nephi,  and  the 
luid  of  'Shilom. 

7.  And  he  also  commanded  that  his  people  should  depart 
out  ot  the  land,  and  I  and  my  people  went  into  the  land  that 
we  mi^t  possess  it. 

8.  And  we  began  to  build  buildings,  and  to  repair  the 
walls  of  the  cit^,  yea.  even  the  walls  of  the  city  of  Ltehi- 
Kephi,  and  the  city  of  Shilom. 

9.  And  we  began  to  till  the  ground,  ve&  even  with  *all 
manner  of  seeds,  with  seeds  of  com,  ana  of  wheat,  and  of 
barley,  and  with  'neas,  and  with  -^sheum,  and  with  seeds  of 
all  manner  of  fruits;  and  we  did  begin  to  multiply  and 
prosper  in  the  land. 

10.  Now  it  was  the  *CuTining  and  the  craftiness  of  king 
Tiaman,  to  bring  my  people  into  oondage,  that  he  yielded  up 
the  land  that  we  might  possess  it. 

U.  Therefore  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  we  had  dwelt  in 
the  land  for  the  space  of  twelve  years,  that  king  TATniin 
'began  to  grow  uneasy,  lest  by  any  means  my  people  should 
wax  strong  in  the  land,  and  that  they  could  'not  overpower 
them  and  bring  them  into  bondage. 

12.  Now  they  were  a  "*lazy  and  an  idolatrous  people: 
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therefore  they  were  desirous  to  bring  us  into  "bondage, 
that  they  might  glut  themselves  witn  the  labours  of  our 
hands ;  yea,  that  they  might  feast  themselves  upon  the 
flocks  of  our  fields. 

13.  Therefore  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Laman  began  to 
stir  up  his  people,  that  they  should  contend  with  my  people ; 
therefore  tnere  began  to  be  wars  and  contentions  in  the 
land; 

14.  For,  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  my  reign  in  the  land  of 
Nephl,  away  on  the  south  of  the  land  of  "Shilom,  when  my 
people  were  watering  and  feeding  their  flocks,  and  tilling 
their  lands,  a  numerous  host  of  Lamanites  came  upon  them 
and  began  to  slay  them,  and  to  take  off  their  flocks,  and  the 
com  of  their  flelds. 

15.  Yea,  and  it  came  to  pass  that  they  fled,  all  that  were 
not  overtaken,  even  into  the  'city  of  Nephi,  and  did  call 
upon  me  for  protection. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  arm  them  with  bows, 
and  with  arrows,  with  swords,  and  with  cimeters,  and  with 
clubs,  and  with  slings,  and  with  all  manner  of  weapons 
which  we  could  invent,  and  I  and  my  people  did  go  forth 
against  the  Lamanites  td  battle ; 

17.  Yea,  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  did  we  go  forth  to 
battle  against  the  Lamanites ;  for  I  and  my  people  did  cry 
mightily  to  the  Lord  that  he  would  deliver  us  out  of  the 
hands  of  our  enemies,  for  we  were  awakened  to  a  remem- 
brance of  the  deliverance  of  our  fathers. 

18.  And  God  did  hear  our  cries  and  did  answer  our 
prayers;  and  we  did  go  forth  in  his  might;  yea,  we  did  go 
lortn  against  the  Lamanites,  and  in  one  day  and  a  night,  we 
did  slay  three  thousand  and  forty-three :  we  did  slay  them, 
even  until  we  had  driven  them  out  of  our  land. 

19.  And  I,  myself,  with  mine  own  hands,  did  help  to 
bury  their  deiad.  And  behold,  to  our  great  sorrow  and 
lamentation,  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  our  brethren 
were  slain. 


CHAPTER  10. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  again  began  to  establish 
the  kingdom,  and  we  again  began  to  possess  the  land  in 
peace.  And  I  caused  that  there  should  be  weapons  of  war 
made  of  every  kind,  that  ttiereby  I  might  have  weapons  for 
my  jpeople,  against  the  time  the  Lamanites  should  come  up 
aj^Eon  to  war  against  my  people. 

2.  And  I  set  guards  round  about  the  land,  that  the 
Lamanites  might  not  come  upon  us  again  unawares  and 
destroy  us :  and  thus  I  did  guard  my  people  and  my  flocks, 
and  keep  tnem  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  our  enemies. 
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3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  inherit  the  '^land  of 
our  fathers,  for  many  years,  yea,  for  the  space  of  twenty 
and  two  years ; 

4.  And  I  did  cause  that  the  men  should  till  the  ground, 
and  raise  ^all  manner  of  grain,  and  all  manner  of  fruit 
of  every  kind. 

5.  And  I  did  cause  that  the  women  should  spin,  and 
toil,  and  work,  and  work  '^all  manner  of  fine  linen ;  yea, 
and  cloth  of  every  kind,  that  we  might  clothe  our  naked- 
ness ;  and  thus  we  did  prosper  in  the  land — thus  we  did 
have  continual  peace  in  the  land  for  the  space  of  twenty  and 
two  years. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Laman  died,  and  his 
son  began  to  reign  in  his  stead.  And  he  began  to  stir 
his  people  up  in  rebellion  against  my  people  ;  therefore  they 
began  to  prepare  for  war,  and  to  come  up  to  battle  against 
my  people. 

7.  But  I  had  sent  my  spies  out  round  about  the  land 
of  ''Shemlon,  that  I  might  discover  their  preparations,  that 
I  might  guard  against  tliem,  that  they  might  not  come  upon 
my  people  and  destroy  them. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  came  up  upon  the 
north  of  the  land  of  '^Snilom,  with  their  numerous  hosts, 
men  -^armed  with  bows,  and  with  arrows,  and  with  swords, 
and  with  cimeters,  and  with  stones,  and  with  slings ;  and 
they  had  their  heads  shaved,  that  they  were  naked :  and 
they  were  g;irded  with  a  leathern  girdle  about  their  loins. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  caused  that  the  women  and 
children  of  my  people  shoidd  be  hid  in  the  wilderness  :  and 
I  also  caused  that  all  my  old  men  that  could  bear  arms,  and 
also  all  my  young  men  that  were  able  to  bear  arms,  should 

father  themselves   together  to   ^  to  battle   against  the 
lamanites ;  and  I  did  place  them  in  their  ranks,  every  man 
according  to  his  age. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  go  up  to  battle 
against  the  Lamanites ;  and  I,  even  I,  in  my  old  age,  did  go 
up  to  battle  against  the  Lamanites.  And  it  came  to  pass 
that  we  did  go  up  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  to  battle. 

11.  Now,  the  Lamanites  Knew  nothing  concerning  the 
Lord,  nor  the  strength  of  the  Lord,  therefore  they  depended 
upon  their  own  strength.  Yet  they  were  a  strong  people, 
as  to  the  strength  of  men. 

12.  The^  were  a  wild,  and  ferocious,  and  a  blood-thirstnr 
people,  believing  in  the  ^adition  of  their  fathers,  whicn 
18  this :— Believmg  that  thev  were  driven  out  of  the  land 
of  Jerusalem,  because  of  the  iniquities  of  their  fathers, 
and  that  they  were  wronged  in  the  wilderness  by  their 
toethren,  and  they  were  also  wronged  while  crossing 
the  sea.  

a,  see  b,  ii.  Nep.  6.  6,  see  h,  Mos.  9.  e.  Alma  1:  29.  Hehk  6:  ISL 
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13.  And  again :  That  they  were  wronged  while  in  the 
land  of  their  Mrst  inheritance,  after  they  liad  crossed  the 
8ea>  and  all  this  because  that  Nephi  was  more  faithful  in 
keeping  the  commandments  of  the  Lord ;  therefore  he  was 
&voured  of  the  Lord,  for  the  Lord  heard  his  prayers  and 
answered  them,  and  fhe  took  the  lead  of  their  journey 
in  the  wilderness. 

14.  And  his  brethren  were  wroth  with  him,  because  they 
tmderstood  not  the  dealings  of  the  Lord;  they  were  also 
wroth  with  him  upon  the  waters,  because  they  hardened 
their  hearts  against  the  Lord. 

15.  And  again:  they  were  wroth  with  him  when  they 
had  arriven  to  the  promised  land,  because  they  said  that  he 
had  taken  the  ^ruling  of  the  people  out  of  their  hands ; 
and  they  sought  to  kill  him. 

16.  And  again :  thejr  were  wroth  with  him,  because 
he  departed  into  the  wilderness  as  the  Lord  had  com- 
manded  him,  and  *took  the  records  which  were  engraven 
on  the  plates  of  brass,  for  they  said  that  he  robbed  them, 

17.  And  thus  they  have  taught  their  children,  that  they 
should  hate  them,  and  that  they  should  murder  them,  and 
that  they  should  rob  and  plunder  them,  and  do  all  they 
could  to  destroy  them:  therefore  they  have  an  eternal 
hatred  towards  the  children  of  Nephi. 

18.  For  this  very  cause  has  king  Laman,  by  his  *"cunning, 
and  lying  craftiness,  and  his  fau*  promises,  deceived  me, 
that  I  have  brought  this  my  people  up  into  this  land,  that 
they  may  destroy  them;  yea,  and  we  have  suffered  this 
many  years  in  the  land. 

19.  And  now  I,  Zenifi;  after  having  told  all  these  things 
vaato  my  people  concerning  the  Lamanites,  I  did  stimulate 
them  to  go  to  battle  with  tneir  might,  putting  their  trust  in 
the  Lord ;  therefore,  we  did  contend  with  them,  face  to  face. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  drive  them  again 
out  of  our  land ;  and  we  slew  them  with  a  great  slaughter, 
even  so  many  that  we  did  not  number  them. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  returned  again  to  our 
own  land,  and  my  people  again  ''began  to  tend  tneir  flocks, 
and  to  till  their  ground. 

22.  And  now  I,  being  old,  did  confer  the  kingdom  upon 
one  of  my  sons ;  thererore,  I  say  no  more.  And  may  the 
LOTd  bless  my  people.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  11. 

L  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  ZenifT  conferred  the 
kingdom  upon  Noah,  one  of  his  sons ;  therefore  Noah  began 
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to  reign  in  his  stead;  and  he  did  not  walk  in  the  ways  of  his 
father. 

2.  For  hehold,  he  did  not  keep  the  oommandments  of 
€k)d,  but  he  did  widk  after  the  desires  of  his  own  heart. 
And  he  had  '■many  wives  and  concubines.  And  he  did 
cause  his  people  to  commit  sin,  and  do  that  which  was 
abominable  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.  Yea,  and  they  did 
<)ommit  Whoredoms  and  all  manner  of  wickedness. 

3.  And  he  laid  a  tax  of  one  fifth  part  of  all  they 
possessed:  a  fifth  part  of  their  gold  and  oi  their  silver,  and 
a  fifth  part  of  their  *^ff,  and  of  their  copper,  and  of  their 
brass  and  l^eir  iron ;  and  a  fifth  part  of  tneir  fatlings ;  and 
also  a  fifth  part  of  all  their  grain. 

4.  And  all  this  did  he  take  to  support  himself,  and  his 
wives,  and  his  conculnnes ;  and  also  ms  priests,  and  their 
wives,  and  their  concubines ;  thus  he  had  changed  the  afiOurs 
of  the  kingdom. 

5.  For  he  put  down  all  the  ^priests  that  had  been 
consecrated  by  his  fikther;  and  consecrated  new  A>ne8  in 
their  stead,  such  as  were  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  their 
hearts. 

6.  Yea,  and  thus  thev  were  supported  in  their  laziness, 
and  in  their  idolatnr,  ana  in  their  whoredoms,  by  the  taxes 
which  king  Noah  had  put  upon  his  people;  thus  did  the 
people  labour  exceedingly  to  supiK>rt  iniquity. 

7.  Yea,  and  they  also  became  idolatrous,  because  they 
were  deceived  by  the  vain  and  flattering  words  of  the  king 
and  priests :  for  they  did  speak  flattering  things  unto  them. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Noah  built  many 
elegant  and  spacious  buildings;  and  he  ornamented  them 
wiui  flne  work  of  wood,  and  of  all  manner  of  precious 
fhinffs,  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  and  of  iron,  and  of  bnss,  and 
of  *afty  and  of  copper; 

9.  And  he  also  Duilt  him  a  spacious  palace,  and  a  throne 
in  the  midst  thereof,  all  of  which  was  of  fine  wood«  and 
was  ornamented  with  gold  and  silver,  and  with  preicionB 

tilings. 

lOL  And  he  also  caused  that  his  workmen  should  work 
all  manner  of  fine  work  within  the  walls  of  the  •^mple,  of 
fine  wood,  and  of  copper,  and  of  brass ; 

11.  And  the  seats  which  were  set  ai>art  for  the  ^hi^ 
priests,  which  were  above  all  the  other  seats,  he  did  orna- 
ment with  pure  gold:  and  he  caused  a  breastwork  to  be 
built  before  them,  that  they  might  rest  their  bodies  and 
their  arms  upon,  while  they  should  speak  lying  and  vain 
words  to  his  people. 
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12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  built  a  tower  near 
the  "•temple;  yea,  a  very  nigh  tower,  even  so  high  that  he 
could  stand  ui>on  the  top  thereof  and  overlook  the  land 
of  **Shilom,  and  also  the  land  of  <^hemlon,  which  was 
possessed  by  the  Lamanites;  and  he  coidd  even  look  over 
all  the  land  round  about. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  caused  many  buildings 
to  be  built  in  the  land  Snllom ;  and  he  caused  a  ^great  tower 
to  be  built  on  tiie  hill  north  of  the  land  Shilom,  which  had 
been  a  resort  for  the  children  of  Nephi,  at  the  time  the^  ^ed 
out  of  the  land;  and  thus  he  did  do  with  the  riches  wmch  he 
obtaiued  by  the  taxation  of  his  people. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  placed  his  heart  upon  his 
riches,  and  he  spent  his  time  in  riotous  living  with  *'his 
wives  and  his  concubines;  and  so  did  also  his  ^priests  spend 
their  time  with  harlots. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  planted  vineyards  round 
about  in  the  land ;  and  he  built  wine  presses,  and  made  wine 
in  abundance;  and  therefore  he  became  a  wine  bibber,  and 
also  his  people. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  began  to 
come  in  upon  his  people,  upon  small  numbers,  and  to  slay 
them  in  their  fields,  and  while  they  were  tending  their 
flocks. 

17.  And  king  Noah  sent  guards  round  about  the  land  to 
keep  them  off:  but  he  did  not  send  a  sufficient  number,  and 
the  Lamanites  came  upon  tliem  and  killed  them,  and  drove 
many  of  their  flocks  out  of  the  land:  thuB  the  Lamanites 
b^gan  to  destroy  them^  and  to  exercise  their  hatred  upon 
them. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Noah  sent  his  armies 
against  them,  and  they  were  driven  back,  or  they  drove  them 
back  for  a  time;  therefore,  they  returned  rejoicing  in  their 
spoil. 

19.  And  now,  because  of  this  great  victory,  they  were 
lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  their  hearts :  they  did  boast  in  their 
own  strength,  saying,  that  their  fifty  could  stand  against 
thousands  of  the  Lamanites;  and  thus  they  did  boast,  and 
did  deUght  in  blood,  and  the  shedding  of  the  blood  of  their 
brethren,  and  this  because  of  the  wickedness  of  their  king 
and  fpriests. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  a  man  among 
them  whose  name  was  Abinadi ;  and  he  went  forth  among 
them,  and  began  to  prophesy,  saying,  Behold,  thus  saith  the 
Lord,  and  thus  hath  he  commanded  me,  saying.  Go  forth, 
and  say  unto  this  people,  thus  saith  the  Lord :  Wo  be  unto 
this  people,  for  I  nave  seen  their  abominations,  &nd  their 
wickedness,  and  their  whoredoms ;  and  except  they  repent, 
I  wiU  visit  them  in  mine  anger. 

^^^~-  -  -r 
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21.  And  except  they  repent,  and  turn  to  the  Lord  theur 
God,  behold,  I  will  deliver  them  into  the  hands  of  their 
enemies :  yea,  and  they  shall  be  brought  into  **bondage ; 
and  they  shall  be  afflicted  by  the  hand  of  their  enemies. 

22.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  they  shall  know  that  I 
am  the  Lord  their  God,  and  am  a  jealous  Grod,  visiting  the 
iniquities  of  my  people. 

23.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  except  this  people 
repent,  and  turn  unto  the  Lord  their  God,  they  shall  be 
brought  into  'bondage  :  and  none  shall  deliver  them,  except 
it  be  the  Lord  the  Almiffhty  God. 

24.  Tea,  and  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  when  they  shall 
cry  unto  me,  I  will  be  "slow  to  hear  their  cries ;  yea,  and  I 
wul  suffer  Uiem  that  they  be  smitten  by  their  enemies. 

25.  And  except  they  repent  in  sackcloth  and  ashes,  and 
cry  mightily  to  the  Lord  their  Grod,  I  will  not  hear  their 
prayers,  neither  will  I  deliver  them  out  of  their  a.fflictions ; 
and  thus  saith  the  Lord,  and  thus  hath  he  commanded  me. 

2d,  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Abinadi  had  spoken 
these  words  unto  them,  they  were  wroth  with  him,  and- 
sought  to  take  away  his  life ;  but  the  Lord  delivered  him 
out  of  their  hands. 

27.  Now  when  king  Noah  had  heard  of  the  words  which 
Abinadi  had  spoken  unto  the  people,  he  was  also  wroth : 
and  he  said.  Who  is  Abinadi,  that  I  and  my  people  should 
be  judged  of  him?  or  who  is  the  Lord,  that  shall  bring  upon 
my  Pl^ople  such  great  affliction  ?  ' 

z8.  1  command  you  to  bring  Abinadi  hither,  that  I  may 
slay  him :  for  he  has  said  these  things  that  he  might  stir  up 
my  people  to  anger  one  with  another,  and  to  raise 
€ontenUons  among  my  i>eople ;  therefore  I  will  slay  him. 

29.  Now  the  eyes  of  the  i>eople  were  blinded :  therefore 
they  hardened  their  hearts  agamst  the  words  of  Abinadi. 
and  they  sought  from  that  time  forward  to  take  him.  And 
king  Noah  hardened  his  heart  against  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
anahe  did  not  repent  of  his  evil  doings. 


CHAPTER  12. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  space  of  two 
Tears,  that  Abinadi  came  among  them  in  disguise,  that  they 
Jcnew  him  not,  and  began  to  prophesy  among  them,  sayin^^. 
Thus  has  the  Lord  commanded  me,  saving :  Abinadi,  go 
and  iHTophesy  unto  this  my  people,  for  they  have  hardened 
their  hearts  against  my  woras :  t^ey  have  repented  not  of 
their  evil  doings ;  therefore,  I  will  visit  them  in  mj  anjger, 
yea*  in  mv  fierce  anger  will  I  visit  them  in  their  iniquities 
and  abominations ; 

>;  8S.    Sm»,Maa.9L    12:  2.       «^  ■m«l       w,w.  S&    Mm.  21: 
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2.  Yea,  wo  be  unto  this  generation.  And  the  Lord  said 
onto  me,  Stretch  forth  thy  hand  and  prophesy,  saying,  ThoB 
saith  the  Lord :  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  this  generation, 
because  of  their  iniquities,  shall  be  brought  into  <*bondage9 
and  shall  be  smitten  ^on  the  cheek ;  yea,  and  shall  oe 
driven  <^by  men,  and  shall  be  slain ;  and  the  vultures  of  the 
air,  and  the  dogs,  yea»  and  the  wild  beasts,  shall  devour 
their  flesh. 

3.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  the  life  of  king  Noah 
shall  be  valued  even  as  a  ''garment  in  a  hot  furnace ;  for  he 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

4.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  I  will  smite  this  mv 
peoi)le  with  sore  afflictions ;  yea,  with  famine  and  witn 
pestilence ;  and  I  will  cause  that  they  shall  ''howl  all  the 
day  long. 

5.  Yea,  and  I  virill  cause  that  they  shall  have  bur- 
dens -^lashed  upon  their  backs;  and  they  shall  be  driven 
before  like  a  dumb  ass. 

6.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  I  will  send  forth  hail 
among  them,  and  it  shall  smite  them ;  and  they  shall  also 
be  smitten  with  the  ^east  wind ;  and  insects  shall  pester 
their  land  also,  and  devour  their  grain. 

7.  And  they  shall  be  smitten  with  a  great  pestilence : 
and  all  this  will  I  do  because  of  their  iniquities  and 
abominations. 

8.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  except  they  repent,  I 
will  ^utterly  destroy  them  from  off  the  face  of  the  eartn : 
yet  they  shall  'leave  a  record  behind  them,  and  I  will 
preserve  them  for  •'other  nations  which  shall  possess  the 
Und;  yea,  even  this  will  I  do  that  I  may  discover  the 
abominations  of  this  people  to  other  nations.  And  many 
thinffs  did  Abinadi  prophesy  against  this  people. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  angry  with  him  i 
and  they  took  him  ana  carried  him  bound  before  the  king, 
and  said  unto  the  king,  Behold,  we  have  brought  a  man 
before  thee  who  has  prophesied  evil  concerning  thy  people, 
and  saith  that  Grod  will  destroy  them. 

10.  And  he  also  prophesieth  evil  concerning  thy  life,  and 
saith  that  thy  life  shall  oe  as  a  '^garment  in  a  furnace  of  fire. 

11.  And  again,  he  saith.  That  thou  shalt  be  as  a  stalk, 
«ven  as  a  dry  stalk  of  the  field,  which  is  ran  over  by  the 
beasts  and  trodden  under  foot. 

12.  And  again,  he  saith,  Thou  shalt  be  as  the  blossoms  of 
a  thistle,  whiSi,  when  it  is  fully  ripe,  if  the  wind  bloweth,  it 
is  driven  forth  upon  the  face  of  the  land ;  and  he  pretendeth 
the  Lord  hath  spoken  it.    And  he  saith  all  this  shall  come 
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ujgjon  thee  except  thou  repent;  and  this  because  of  thine 
iniquities. 

13.  And  now,  O  king,  what  great  evil  hast  thou  done,  or 
what  great  sins  have  thy  people  committed,  that  we  should 
be  condemned  of  God  or  judj^d  of  this  man  ? 

14.  And  now,  O  king,  behold,  we  are  guiltless,  and  thou, 
O  king,  hast  not  sinned;  therefore,  this  man  has  lied 
concerning  you,  and  he  has  prophesied  in  vain. 

15.  And  behold,  we  are  strong,  we  shall  not  come  into 
bondage,  or  be  taken  captive  by  our  enemies :  yea,  and 
thou  hast  prospered  in  the  land,  and  thou  shalt  also  prosper. 

10.  Benold,  here  is  the  man,  we  deliver  him  into  thy 
hands ;  thou  mayest  do  with  him  as  seemeth  thee  good. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Noah  caused  tihat 
Abinadi  should  be  cast  into  prison ;  and  ne  commanded  that 
the  'priests  should  gather  themselves  together,  that  be 
might  hold  a  council  with  them  what  he  should  do  with  him* 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  said  unto  the  king^ 
Bring  him  hither  that  we  may  question  him ;  and  the  king 
commanded  that  he  should  be  brought  before  them. 

19.  And  they  began  to  question  him,  that  they  might 
cross  him,  that  thereby  they  might  have  wherewith  to 
accuse  him ;  but  he  answered  them  boldly,  and  withstood 
all  their  questions,  yea,  to  their  astonishment:  for  he  did 
withstand  them  in  all  their  questions,  and  did  confound 
them  in  all  their  words. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  one  of  them  said  unto  him. 
What  meaueth  the  words  which  are  written,  and  which 
have  been  taught  by  our  fathers,  saying : 

21.  '"How  oeautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet 
of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings ;  that  publisheth  peace ; 
that  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good ;  that  publisheth  salva- 
tion ;  that  saith  unto  Zion,  thy  God  reignem ; 

2S2.  Thv  watchman  shall  lift  up  the  voice ;  with  the  voice 
together  snail  they  sing,  for  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye  when 
the  Lord  shall  bring  again  Zion* 

23.  Break  forth  into  joy ;  sing  together  ye  waste  places  of 
Jerusalem :  for  the  Lord  ham  comforted  his  people,  he 
hath  redeemed  Jerusalem. 

24.  The  Lord  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  in  the  eyes 
of  all  the  nations,  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  ttm 
salvation  of  our  God. 

25.  And  now  Abinadi  said  unto  them,  Are  you  '"priests, 
and  pretend  to  teach  this  iteojiie,  and  to  understand  the 
Spirit  of  prophesying,  and  yet  desire  to  know  of  me  what 
these  things  mean? 

26.  I  say  unto  you.  Wo  be  unto  you  for  i>erverting  the 
ways  of  the  Lord.  For  if  ye  understand  these  things  ve 
have  not  taught  them :  therefore,  ye  have  perverted  the 
ways  of  the  Lord.

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27.  Ye  have  not  applied  ^our  hearts  to  understanding ; 
therefore,  ye  have  not  oeen  wise.  Therefore,  What  teach  79 
this  people  ? 

^.  And  the^r  said.  We  teach  the  law  of  Moses. 

29.  And  again  he  said  unto  them.  If  ye  teach  the  ''law 
of  Moses  why  do  ye  not  keep  it  ?  Why  do  ye  set  your  hearti^ 
upon  richest  Wnv  do  to  commit  '^^horedoms  and  spend 
your  strength  with  harlots,  yea,  and  cause  this  people  to 
commit  sin,  that  the  Lord  has  cause  to  send  me  to  prophesy 
against  this  people,  yea,  even  a  great  eyil  agamst  this 
people? 

30.  Know  ye  not  that  I  speak  the  truth  ?  Yea,  ye  know 
that  I  speak  the  truth;  and  you  ought  to  tremble  before 
God. 

31.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  ye  shall  be  smitten  for 
your  iniquities :  for  ye  have  said  tiiat  ye  teach  the  law  of 
Moses.  And  what  know  ye  concerning  the  law  of  Moses? 
Doth  salvation  come  by  the  law  of  Moses?    What  say  ye? 

32.  And  they  answered  and  said,  That  salvation  did 
come  by  the  «law  of  Moses. 

33.  But  now  Abinadi  said  unto  them,  I  know  if  ye  keep 
the  commandments  of  God  ye  shall  be  saved  :  yea,  if  ye  keep 
the  commandments  which  the  Lord  delivered  unto  Moses  iii 
the  mount  of  Sinai,  saying, 

34.  *'I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  hast  brought  thee  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  bondage. 

35.  Thou  shalt  have  no  other  Grod  before  me. 

36.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image, 
or  any  likeness  of  any  thins  in  heaven  aoove,  or  thingn 
which  are  in  the  earth  beneath. 

37.  Now  Abinadi  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  done  all  this? 
I  say  unto  you.  Nay,  ye  have  not.  And  have  ye  taught  this 
people  that  they  should  do  all  these  things  ?  I  say  unto  you, 
Nay,  ye  have  not. 


CHAPTER  13. 

1.  And  now  when  the  king  had  heard  these  words,  he 
said  unto  ''his  priests.  Away  with  this  fellow,  and  slay 
him :  for  what  have  we  to  do  with  him,  for  he  is  mad. 

2.  And  they  stood  forth  and  attempted  to  lay  their 
hands  on  him ;  out  he  withstood  them,  and  said  unto  them, 

3.  Touch  me  not,  for  God  shall  smite  you  if  ye  lay  your 
hands  upon  me,  for  I  have  not  delivered  the  message  whicl^ 
the  Lord  sent  me  to  deliver;  neither  have  I  told  you  that 
which  ^e  requested  that  I  should  tell ;  therefore,  God  will 

not  sufler  that  I  shall  be  destroyed  at  this  time.

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4.  But  I  must  fulfil  the  commandments  wherewith  Grod 
has  commanded  me,  and  because  I  have  told  you  the  truth, 
ye  are  angry  with  me.  And  again,  because  1  have  spoken 
the  word  of  Grod,  ye  have  judged  me  that  I  am  "mad. 

5.  Now  it  came  to  pass  after  Abinadi  had  8iK>ken 
these  words,  that  the  people  of  king  Noah  durst  not  lay 
their  hands  on  him,  for  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  upon 
him;  and  his  face  shone  with  exceeding  lustre,  even 
as  'Moses'  did  while  in  the  mount  of  Sinai,  while  speaking 
with  the  Lord. 

6.  And  he  spake  with  power  and  authority  from  Grod  ; 
and  he  continued  his  words,  saying, 

7.  Te  see  that  ye  have  not  power  to  slay  me,  therefore  I 
finish  my  message.  Yea,  and  I  perceive  that  it  cuts  yon  to 
vour  hearts,  because  I  tell  you  the  truth  concerning  your 
iniquities ; 

8.  Tea,  and  my  words  fill  you  with  wonder  and 
amazementb  and  with  anger. 

9.  But  I  finish  my  message;  and  then  it  matters  not 
whither  I  go.  if  it  so  be  that  I  am  saved. 

10.  But  tnis  much  I  tell  you ;  what  you  do  with  me,  after 
this,  shall  be  as  a  type  and  a  shadow  of  things  which  are  to 
come. 

11.  And  now  I  read  unto  you  the  remainder  of  the  com- 
mandments of  God,  for  I  perceive  that  they  are  not  written 
in  your  hearts ;  I  perceive  that  ye  have  studied  and  taught 
iniquity  the  most  i>art  of  your  lives. 

12.  And  now,  ye  remember  that  I  -^said  unto  you.  Thou 
shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image,  or  any  lixeness 
of  things  which  are  in  heaven  above,  or  which  are  in  the 
earth  beneath,  or  which  are  in  the  water  under  the  earth. 

13.  And  again ;  thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyscAf  unto 
them,  nor  serve  them ;  tar  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous 
Grod,  visiting  the  iniquities  of  the  fathers  upon  the  cnildren, 
unto  the  third  and  fourth  generations  of  them  that  hate  me ; 

14.  And  shewing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that 
love  me  and  keep  my  commandments. 

16.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  Grod  in 
vain ;  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltiess  that  taketh  his 
name  in  vain. 

16.  Remember  the  sabbath  day,  to  keep  it  holy. 

17.  Six  davs  shalt  thou  labour,  and  do  all  thy  work; 

18.  But  the  seventh  day,  the  sabbath  of  uie  Lord  thy 
God,  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy 
daughter,  thy  man-servant,  nor  thj  maid-servant^  nor  ti^ 
cat^  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  withm  thy  gates : 

19.  For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  and 
.the  sea.  and  all  that  in  them  is ;  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed 
the  si^oath  day,  and  hidlowed  it.

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20.  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother,  that  thy  days 
may  be  long  upon  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  Grod  giveth 
thee. 

21.  Thou  Shalt  not  kill. 

22.  Thou  Shalt  not  commit  adultery.  Thou  shalt  not 
steaL 

23.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy 
nei^bour. 

liL  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's  house,  thou 
shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's  wife,  nor  his  man-servant, 
nor  his  maid-servant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing 
that  is  thy  neighbour's. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Abinadi  had  made  an 
end  of  these  sayings,  that  he  said  unto  them.  Have  ye  taught 
this  i>eople  that  they  should  observe  to  do  all  these  things? 
for  to  keep  these  commandments? 

26.  I  say  unto  you,  Nay;  for  if  ye  had,  the  Lord  would 
not  have  caused  me  to  come  forth  and  to  prophesy  evil  con- 
cerning this  people. 

27.  And  now  ye  have  said  that  salvation  cometh  by  the 
law  of  Moses.  I  say  unto  you  that  it  is  expedient  that  ye 
i^ould  *keep  the  law  of  Moses  as  yet :  but  I  say  unto  you, 
that  the  time  shall  come  when  it  shall  *no  more  be  exi>ec[ient 
to  keep  tiie  law  of  Moses. 

28.  And  moreover,  I  say  unto  you,  that  salvation  doth 
not  come  by  the  law  alone ;  and  were  it  not  for  the  •^atone- 
ment which  God  himself  shall  make  for  the  sins  and 
iniquities  of  his  people,  that  they  must  unavoidably  perish, 
notwithstanding  the  law  of  Moses. 

29.  And  now  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  was  e^edient  that 
there  should  be  a  law  given  to  the  children  of  Israel,  yea, 
even  a'very  strict  law ;  for  they  were  a  stiff-necked  people ; 
onick  to  do  iniquity,  and  slow  to  remember  the  Lord  tneir 

30.  Therefore  there  was  a  law  given  them,  yea,  a  Maw  of 
performances  and  of  ordinances,  a  law  which  they  were  to 
observe  strictly,  from  day  to  day,  to  keep  them  in  remem- 1 
biance  of  God,  and  their  duty  towards  him. 

31.  But  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  all  these  things 
were  types  of  things  to  come. 

32.  And  now,  did  they  understand  the  law  ?  I  say  unto 
70U,  Nay,  they  did  not  all  understand  the  law;  and  this 
because  of  the  hardness  of  their  hearts;  for  they  understood 
not  that  there  could  not  anv  man  be  saved,  except  it  were 
through  the  redemption  of  Grod. 

33.  For  behold,  did  not  Moses  prophesy  unto  them  con- 
cerning the  coming  of  the  Messiah,  and  that  God  should 
redeem  his  people,  yea,  and  even  all  the  prophets  who  have 
prophesied  ever  since  the  world  began!  Have  they  not 
spoken  more  or  less  concerning  these  things?

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34.  Have  tfaey  not  said  that  <Grod  himself  should  oome 
down  among  the  children  of  men,  and  take  upon  him  the 
form  of  man,  and  go  forth  in  mighty  power  upon  the  face  of 
the  earth? 

35.  Yea,  and  have  they  not  said  also,  that  he  should 
taring  to  nass  the  ""resurrection  of  the  dead,  and  that  he, 
himself,  snould  be  oppressed  and  afSicted? 


CHAPTER  14.    (See  Isaiah  5S,) 

1.  Tea,  even  doth  not  Isaiah  say.  Who  hath  believed  our 
report)  and  to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed? 

2.  For  he  shall  grow  up  before  him  as  a  tender  plant,  and 
as  a  root  out  of  dry  ground ;  he  hath  no  form  nor  comeliness : 
and  when  we  shall  see  him,  there  is  no  beauty  that  we  alioula 
desire  him. 

3.  He  is  despised  and  r^ected  of  men ;  a  man  of  sorrowis, 
and  ac<iuainted  with  grief ;  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our  fauo^ 
from,  him ;  he  was  despised,  and  we  esteemed  him  not. 

4.  Surely  he  has  borne  our  griefe,  and  carried  our 
sorrows;  yet  we  did  esteem  him  stricken,  smitten  of  God, 
andaflHicted. 

5.  But  he  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was 
bruised  for  our  iniquities ;  the  chastisement  of  our  peace  was 
upon  him ;  and  with  his  strii>es  we  are  healed. 

6.  All  we.  like  sheep,  have  gone  astray :  we  have  turned 
every  one  to  nis  own  way ;  and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  h^ 
the  miouities  of  us  alL 

7.  He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  afflicted,  vet  he  opened 
not  his  mouth ;  ne  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter, 
and  as  a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  he  opened 
not  his  mouth. 

8.  He  was  taken  from  prison  and  from  judgment ;  and 
who  shall  declare  his  generation?  for  he  was  cut  off  out  of 
the  land  of  the  living ;  for  the  transgressions  of  my  i>eople 
was  he  stricken. 

9.  And  he  made  his  grave  with  the  wicked^  and  with  the 
rich  in  his  death ;  because  he  had  done  no  evil,  neither  was 
any  deceit  in  his  mouth. 

10.  Yet  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise  him ;  he  hath  put 
him  to  grief ;  when  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an  offering  for 
sin,  he  shall  see  his  seed,  he  shall  prolong  his  days,  and  the 
pleasure  of  the  Lord  shall  prosper  m  his  hiemd. 

IL  He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  shall  be

CHAPTER  15. 

I.  And  now  Abinadi  said  unto  them,  I  would  that  ya 
should  imderstand  that  '■God  himself  shall  come  down 
among  the  children  of  men,  and  shall  redeem  his  i>eople; 

1  And  because  he  Mwelleth  in  flesh,  he  shall  be  ccQled 
the  Son  of  God :  and  havings  subjected  the  flesh  to  the  will 
of  the  Father,  being  the  Father  and  the  Son ; 

3.  The  Father,  because  he  was  Conceived  by  the  pow^ 
of  God;  and  the  bon,  ''because  of  the  flesh ;  thus  becoming 
the  Father  and  Son : 

4.  And  they  are  'one  God,  yea,  the  yery  ^eternal  Father 
of  heaven  and  of  earth  ; 

5.  And  thus  the  flesh  becoming  'subject  to  the  Spirit,  or 
the  Son  to  the  Father,  being  \>ne  Grod,  'sufl'ereth 
temptation,  and  yieldeth  not  to  the  temptation,  but  suffereth 
himaelf  to  be  mocked,  and  scourged,  and  cast  out,  and 
(Usowned  by  his  people. 

&  And  after  all  this,  after  working  many  ^mighty 
miiaclra  among  the  children  of  men,  he  shall  be  led,  yea, 
even  as  Isaiah  said^  *As  a  sheep  before  the  shearer  is  dumb, 
so  he  opened  not  his  mouth : 

7.  Yea,  even  so  he  shall  be  led,  Hmcifled,  and  slain« 
the  flesh  ""becoming  subject^  even  unto  death,  the  will  of  the 
Son  being  swallowed  up  in  the  will  of  the  Father ; 

8.  And  thus  Grod  breaketh  the  "bands  of  death,  having 
gained  the  victory  over  death ;  giving  the  Son  piower  to 
make  ^intercession  for  the  children  of  men : 

9.  Having  ascended  into  heaven ;  having  the  bowels  of 
mercy ;  being  fllled  with  compassion  towains  the  children 
of  men;  standing  betwixt  them  and  justice :  having  '^broken 
the  bands  of  death,  taken  ui)on  'himself  tneir  iniquity  and 
their  transgressions  :  having  redeemed  them,  and  satisfied 
the  deinan&  of  justice. 

10.  And  now  I  say  unto  you.  Who  shall  ''declare  his 
Seneration?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  when  his  soul  has 
heen  made  an  ^flliBring  for  sin,  he  snail  see  his  seed.  And 
now  what  say  ye?    And  who  shall  be  'his  seed  ? 

II.  Behold  I  say  unto  you,  that  whosoever  has  heard  the

believed  that  the  Lord  would  redeem  his  people,  and  have 
looked  forward  to  that  day  fxnr  a  remission  of  their  ains  ;  I 
say  unto  you,  that  these  are  his  seed,  or  they  are  the  heirs  of 
the  kincnom  of  God : 

12.  Por  these-  are  they  whose  sins  he  *has  borne ;  these 
are  they  for  whom  he  has  died,  to  redeem  them  from  their 
txansgressions.    And  now,  are  they  not  his  seed! 

la^Tea,  and  are  not  the  prophets,  every  one  that  has 
opened  his  mouth  to  prophesv,  that  has  not  fallen  into 
transgression ;  I  mean  all  the  holy  prophets  ever  since  the 
worldbe^Eui f    I  say  unto  you  that  they  are  his  seed ; 

14.  And  these  are  *they  who  have  published  peace,  who 
have  brou^t  good  tidings  of  good,  who  have  published 
salvation ;  and  said  unto  zion.  Thy  Grod  reigneth  I 

15.  And  O  how  beautiful  ui>on  the  mountains  were  their 
feet! 

18.  And  again,  how  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are 
the  feet  of  those  that  are  still  publishing  peace  I 

17.  And  again,  how  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are 
the  feet  of  those  wno  shall  hereafter  publish  peace,  yea,  from 
Uiis  time  henceforth  and  for  ever  I 

18.  And  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  this  is  not  all :  For  O 
how  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  him  that 
bringeth  good  tidings,  that  is  the  founder  of  peace  :  yea, 
even  the  Lord,  who  nas  redeemed  his  people :  yea,  him  who 
has  granted  salvation  unto  his  people : 

&.  For  were  it  not  for  the  redemption  which  he  hath 
made  for  his  people,  which  was  prepared  from  the  *f ounda- 
tion  of  the  worla ;  I  say  unto  you,  were  it  not  for  this,  *aU 
mankind  must  have  perished. 

20.  But  behold,  the  bands  of  death  "shall  be  broken,  and 
the  Son  reigneth,  and  hath  power  over  the  dead ;  therefore, 
he  bringeth  to  pass  the  'resurrection  of  the  dead. 

21.  And  there  cometh  a  resurrection,  even  a  *  "first 
resurrection;  yea,  even  a  resurrection  of  those  that  have 
been,  and  who  are,  and  who  shall  be,  even  until  the 
resurrection  of  Christ :  for  so  shall  he  be  called. 

22.  And  now,  the  resurrection  of  all  the  prophets,  and 
all  those  that  have  believed  in  their  words,  or  all  those  that 
have  kept  the  conmiandments  of  God,  shall  come  forth 
in  the  first  resurrection ;  therefore,  they  are  the  first 
resurrection. 

23.  They  are  raised  to  dwell  with  God  who  has  redeemed 
them :  thus  they  have  eternal  life  through  Christ,  who  has 
broken  the  bands  of  death. 

24.  And  these   are  those  who  have  part  in  ihe  first 
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resurrection;  and  these  are  they  that  have  died  before 
Christ  came  ^Mn  their  ignorance,  not  havins  salvation 
declared  unto  them.  And  thus  the  Lord  bringeth  about  the 
restoration  of  these;  and  they  have  a  part  in  the  first 
resurrection,  or  have  eternal  life,  being  redeemed  by  the 
Lord. 

25.  And  little  children  ^^so  have  eternal  life. 

26.  But  behold,  and  fear,  and  tremble  before  Grod ;  for  ye 
ought  to  tremble  :  for  the  Lord  redeemeth  none  such  that 
rebel  against  him,  and  die  in  their  sins  ;  yea,  even  all  those 
that  have  perished  in  their  sins  ever  since  the  world  began, 
that  have  ^'^ wilfully  rebelled  against  God,  tJiat  have  known 
the  commandmente  of  God,  and  would  not  keep  them; 
these  are  they  that  hav6  ^^o  part  in  the  first  resurrection. 

27.  Therefore  had  ye  not  ought  to  tremble?  For  sal- 
vation Cometh  to  none  such;  for  the  Lord  hath  redeemed 
none  such;  yea,  neither  can  the  Lord  redeem  such;  for  he 
cannot  deny  himself;  for  he  cannot  ^deny  justice  when  it 
has  its  claim. 

28.  And  now  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  time  shall  come 
that  the  salvation  of  the  Lord  shall  be  declared  to  every 
nation,  kindred,  tongue,  and  people. 

29.  Yea,  Lord,  ^Hhj  watcnmen  shall  lift  up  their  voice; 
with  the  voice  together  shall  they  sing :  for  tney  shall  see 
eye  to  eye,  when  the  Lord  shall  bring  again  Zion. 

30.  Break  forth  into  joy,  sing  together,  ye  waste  places 
of  JerusaJem :  for  the  Lord  hath  comforted  his  people,  he 
hath  redeemed  Jerusalem. 

31.  The  Lord  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  -in  the  eyes  of 
all  the  nations :  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  the 
salvation  of  our  God. 


CHAPTER  16. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Abinadi  had 
spoken  these  words,  he  stretcned  forth  his  hand  and  said. 
The  time  shall  come  when  all  shall  see  the  salvation  of  the 
Lord;  «when  every  nation,  kindred,  tongue,  and  people, 
shall  see  eye  to  eye,  and  shall  confess  before  Grod  that  nis 
judnnents  are  just ; 

2.  And  then  shall  the  wicked  be  cast  out,  and  they  shall 
have  ^cause  to  howl,  and  weep,  and  wail,  and  gnash  their 
teeth ;  and  this  because  they  would  not  hearken  unto  the 
voice  of  the  Lord ;  therefore  the  Lord  redeemeth  them  not» 

3.  For  they  are  carnal  and  devilish,  and  the  devil  ^'has 
power  over  them;   yea,  even  that    ^old  serpent  that  did 
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beg^uile  our  first  parents,  which  was  the  cause  ot  their  fall ; 
which  was  the  cause  of  all  mankind  becoming  carnal, 
sensuaL  devilish,  knowing  evil  from  good,  subjecting 
tiiemselves  to  the  deviL 

4.  Thus  *all  mankind  were  lost ;  and  behold,  they  would 
.have  been  endlessly  lost,  were  it  not  that  God  redeemed  his 
people  from  their  lost  and  fallen  state. 

&  But  ronember,  that  he  that  persists  in  his  own  carnal 
nature^  and  goes  on  in  the  ways  of  sin  and  rebellion  against 
God,  remaineth  in  his  fallen  state,  and  the  devil  haui  ^aH 
power  over  him.  Therefore  he  is  as  though  there  v^as 
no  redemption  made ;  being  an  enemy  to  God ;  and  also  is 
the  devil  an  enemv  of  Grod. 

6.  And  now  if  Christ  had  not  come  into  the  world, 
speaking  of  thinns  to  come,  as  though  they  had  already 
come,  there  could  nave  been  no  redemption. 

7.  And  if  Christ  had  not  risen  from  the  dead,  or 
have  'broken  the  bands  of  death,  that  the  grave  should 
have  %o  victory,  and  that  death  should  have  ^o  sting, 
there  could  have  been  no  resurrection. 

8.  But  there  is  a  -^resurrection,  therefore  the  grave 
hath  ^o  victory,  and  the  'sting  of  death  is  swallowed  up  in 
Christ: 

9.  He  is  the  **light  and  the  life  of  the  world ;  yea,  a  light 
that  is  endless,  that  can  never  be  darkened ;  yea,  and  also  a 
life  which  is  endless,  that  there  can  be  no  more  death. 

10.  Even  Hhis  mortal  shall  put  on  inmiortality,  and  this 
eorruption  shall  put  on  incorruption,  and  shall  be  brought 
to  stand  before  the  bar  of  Grod^  to  be  judged  of  him  accord- 
ing to  their  works,  whether  they  be  gocM  or  whether  they 
be  evil. 

11.  If  they  be  good,  to  the  resurrection  of  endless  life 
and  happiness,  and  if  they  be  evil,  to  the  resurrection  of 
endless  damnation;  being  delivered  up  <to  the  devil,  who 
hath  subjected  them,  which  is  damnation : 

12.  Having  gone  according  to  their  own  carnal  wills  and 
desires;  having  never  called  upon  the  Lord  while  the  arms 
of  mercy  were  extended  towards  them:  for  the  arms  of 
mercy  were  extended  towards  them ;  and  they  would  not : 
they  being  warned  of  their  iniquities,  and  yet  they  would 
not  depart  from  them ;  and  they  were  commanded  to  repent^ 
and  yet  they  would  not  repent. 

13.  Ana  now  had  ye  not  ought  to  tremble  and  repent  of 
TOur  sins,  and  rememb^  only  in  and  through  Christ  ye  can 
oe  saved  f 

14.  Therefore,  if  ve  teach  the  'law  of  Moses,  also  teach 
ttat  it  is  a  shadow  of  those  things  which  are  to  come ; 
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15.  Teach  them  that  redemption  cometh  through  Christ 
the  Lord,  who  is  the  ^very  eternal  Father.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  17. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Abinadi  had 
finished  these  sayings,  that  the  king  commanded  that 
the  <*priests  should  take  him  and  cause  that  he  should  be 
put  to  death. 

2.  But  there  was  one  among  them  whose  name  was 
Alma,  he  also  being  a  descendant  of  Nephi.  And  he  was  a 
young  man,  and  he  believed  the  words  which  Abinadi  had 
spoken,  for  he  knew  concerning  the  iniquity  which  Abinadi 
had  testified  against  them ;  therefore  he  began  to  plead  with 
the  Mng  that  he  would  not  be  angry  with  Abinadi,  but 
suffer  tibat  he  might  depart  in  peace. 

3.  But  the  king  was  more  wroth,  and  caused  that  Alma 
should  be  cast  out  from  among  them,  and  sent  his  servants 
after  him  that  they  might  slay  nim. 

4.  But  he  fled  from  before  them,  and  hid  himself  that 
they  found  him  not.  And  he  being  concealed  for  many 
days,  did  write  all  the  words  which  Aoinadi  had  spoken. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  caused  that  his 
guards  should  surround  Abinadi,  and  take  him;  and  they 
bound  him  and  cast  him  into  prison. 

6.  And  after  three  days,  having  counselled  with 
his  priests,  he  caused  that  he  should  again  be  brought 
before  him. 

7.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Abinadi,  we  have  found  an 
accusation  against  thee,  and  thou  art  worthy  of  death. 

8.  For  thou  hast  said  that  '^God  himself  should  come 
down  among  the  children  of  men ;  and  now,  for  this  cause 
thou  shalt  be  put  to  death,  unless  thou  wilt  recall  all  the 
words  which  tnou  hast  spoken  evil  concerning  me  and  my 
people. 

9.  Now  Abinadi  said  unto  him :  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
not  recall  the  words  which  I  have  spoken  unto  you  con- 
cerning this  people,  for  they  are  true;  and  that  ye  may 
know  of  their  suretv,  I  have  suffered  myself  that  I  have 
fallen  into  your  hands. 

10.  Tea,  and  I  will  suffer  even  until  death,  and  I  will  not 
recall  my  words,  and  they  shall  stand  as  a  testimony  against 
yoo.  And  if  ye  slay  me,  ye  wHl  shed  innocent  blood,  and 
tMs  shall  also  stand  as  a  testimony  against  you  at  the 
last  day. 

11.  And  now  king  Noah  was  about  to  release  him,  for

he  feared  his  word ;  for  he  feared  that  the  Judgments  of  Grod 
would  come  upon  Mm. 

12.  But  the  ''priests  lifted  up  their  voices  against  Mm, 
and  began  to  accuse  him,  saying :  He  has  reviled  the  king 
Therefore  the  king  was  stirred  up  in  anger  against  him,  and 
he  delivered  him  up,  that  he  mignt  be  slain. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  took  him,  and 
scourged  his  skin  with  faggots,  yea,  even  unto  'death. 

14.  And  now  when  the  flames  began  to  scorch  him,  he 
cried  unto  them,  saying : 

15.  Behold  even  as  ye  have  done  unto  me,  so  shall  it 
come  to  pass  that  -^thy  seed  shall  cause  that  many  shall 
suffer,  even  the  pains  of  death  by  fire ;  and  this  because 
they  believe  in  the  salvation  of  the  Lord  their  Grod. 

16.  And  it  will  come  to  pass  that  ye  shall  be  afflicted 
with  all  manner  of  diseases  because  of  your  iniquities. 

17.  Yea,  and  ye  shall  be  smitten  on  every  hand,  and 
shall  be  driven  and  scattered  to  and  fro,  even  as  a  wild  flock 
is  driven  by  wild  and  ferocious  beasts. 

18.  Ana  in  that  day  ye  shall  be  'hunted,  and  ye  shall  be 
taken  by  the  hand  of  your  enemies,  and  then  ye  ahall 
suffer,  as  I  suffer,  the  pains  of  death  by  fire. 

19.  Thus  Grod  executeth  vengeance  upon  those  that 
destroy  his  people.    O  Grod,  receive  my  souL 

20.  And  now  when  Abinadi  had  said  these  words,  he 
fell,  having  suffered  *death  by  fire ;  yea,  having  been  put  to 
death  because  he  would  not  deny  the  commandments  of 
Grod :  having  sealed  the  truth  of  his  words  by  his  death. 


CHAPTER  18. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma,  who  had  fled 
from  the  servants  of  king  Noah,  repented  of  his  sins  and 
iniquities,  and  went  about  privately  among  the  i>eople,  and 
began  to  teach  the  words  of  Abinadi ; 

2.  Tea,  concerning  that  which  was  to  come,  and  also 
concerning  the  "resurrection  of  the  dead,  and  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  people,  which  was  to  be  brou^t  to  pass  throu^ 
the  power,  and  sufferings,  and  death  of  Christy  and  his 
resurrection  and  ascension  into  heaven. 

3^  And  as  many  as  would  hear  his  word  he  did  teach. 
And  he  taueht  them  privately,  that  it  might  not  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  king.  And  many  did  believe  his 
words. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  many  as  did  believe  him, 
did  go  forth  to  a  place  which  was  called  *Monnon,  having 
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received  its  name  from  the  king,  being  in  the  bordets  of  the 
land  having  been  infested,  by  times,  or  at  seasons,  by  wild 
beasts. 

5.  Now  there  was  in  ^Mormon  a  fountain  of  pure  water, 
and  Alma  resorted  thither,  there  being  near  tke  water  a 
thicket  of  small  trees,  where  he  did  hide  himself  in  the  day- 
time, from  the  searches  of  the  king. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  many  as  believed  him, 
went  thither  to  hear  his  words. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  many  days,  there  were  a 
goodly  number  gathered  together  to  tne  pmce  of  Mormon, 
to  hear  the  words  of  Alma.'  Yea,  all  were  gathered  to- 
gether that  believed  on  his  word,  to  hear  him.  And  he  did 
teach  them,  and  did  preach  unto  them  repentance,  and  re- 
demption, and  faith  on  the  Lord. 

s.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  said  unto  them,  behold, 
here  are  the  ''waters  oi  Mormon ;  for  thus  were  th^  called. 
And  now,  as  ve  are  desirous  to  come  into  the  fold  of  Grod, 
and  to  be  called  his  people,  and  are  willing  to  bear  one 
another^s  burdens,  that  they  may  be  light ; 

9.  Tea,  and  are  willing  to  mourn  with  ^those  that 
mourn ;  yea,  and  comfort  those  that  stand  in  need  of  com- 
fort, and  to  stand  as  witnesses  of  God  at  all  times,  and  in 
aU  things,  and  in  all  places  that  ye  may  be  in,  even  until 
death,  that  ye  may  be  redeemed  of  God,  and  be  numbered 
with  those  of  the  ffirst  resurrection,  that  ye  may  have 
eternal  life. 

10.  Now  I  say  unto  you,  if  this  be  the  desire  of  your 
hearts,  what  have  you  against  being  -^baptized  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord,  as  a  witness  before  him  that  ye  have  entered 
into  a  covenant  with  him.  that  ye  will  serve  him  and  keep 
his  commandments,  that  he  may  pour  out  his  Spirit  more 
abundantly  upon  you  ? 

11.  And  now  when  the  pedple  had  heard  these  words, 
they  dapped  their  hands  for  joy,  and  exclaimed.  This  is  the 
demre  of  our  hearts. 

12.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  took  Helam,  he 
being  one  of  the  first,  and  went  and  stood  forth  in  the 
water,  and  cried,  saying,  O  Lord,  pour  out  thy  Spirit  upon 
thy  servant,  that  he  may  do  this  work  wim  holiness  of 
heart. 

13.  And  when  he  had  said  these  words,  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  was  upon  him,  and  he  said,  Helam,  I  oaptize 
thee,  'having  authority  fit)m  the  Almighty  God,  as  a  testi- 
monv  that  ye  have  entered  into  a  covenant  ta  serve  him 
until  you  are  dead,  as  to  the  mortal  body ;  and  may  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  be  poured  out  upon  you ;  and  may  he 
grant  unto  you  eternal  Ufe,  through  the  redemption  of 
Christ,  whom  he  has  prepared  from  the  foundation  of  the 
world. 
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14.  And  after  Alma  had  said  these  words,  both  Alma 
and  Helam  were  buried  in  the  water ;  and  they  arose  and 
came  forth  ont  of  the  water  rejoicing,  oeing  filled  with  the 
Spirit. 

15.  And  again.  Alma  took  another,  and  went  forth  a 
second  time  into  tiie  water,  and  biq>tized  him  according  to 
the  first,  only  he  did  not  bury  himself  a^un  in  the  water. 

16.  And  after  this  manner'  he  did  baptize  every  one  that 
went  forth  to  the  *place  of  Mormon :  and  they  were  in 
number  about  two  hundred  and  four  souls ;  yea,  and  they 
were  baptized  in  the  -^^aters  of  Mormon,  and  were  filled 
with  the  grace  of  Grod ; 

17.  And  they  were  called  the  church  of  God,  or  the 
church  of  Christ,  from  that  time  forward.  And  it  came  to 
pass  that  whosoever  was  ^baptized  by  the  power  and  autho- 
rity of  Grod,  was  added  to  his  church. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma,  having  authority 
from  Grod,  Ordained  priests ;  even  one  priest  to  every  fifty  of 
their  number  did  he  ordain  to  preach  unto  them,  and  to 
teach  them,  concerning  the  things  x>ertaining  to  the  king- 
dom of  Grod. 

19.  And  he  commanded  them  that  they  should  teach 
nothing  save  it  were  the  things  which  he  had  taught,  and 
which  had  been  spoken  by  the  mouth  of  the  holy  prophets. 

20.  Tea,  even  he  commanded  them  that  they  should 
preach  nothing  save  it  were  repentance  and  faith  on  the 
Lord,  who  had  redeemed  his  people. 

21.  And  he  conmianded  them  that  there  should  be  no 
contention  one  with  another,  but  that  they  should  look 
forward  with  one  eye,  having  one  faith  and  one  baptism ; 
having  their  hearts  knit  together  in  unity  and  in  love,  <nie 
towaras  another. 

22.  And  thus  he  commanded  them  to  preach.  And  thus 
tiiey  became  the  children  of  God. 

23.  And  he  commanded  them  that  they  should  observe 
the  "*8abbath  day,  and  keep  it  hol^,  and  also  every  day  they 
should  give  thanks  to  the  Lord  their  God. 

24.  And  he  also  commanded  them  that  the  "priests 
whom  he  had  ordsdned  should  labour  with  their  ^wn  hands 
for  their  support ; 

25.  And  there  was  'one  day  in  every  week  that  was  set 
apart  that  they  should  gather  themselves  tc^ther  to  teach 
the  people,  and  to  worship  the  Lord  their  God,  and  also, 
as  orten  as  it  was  in  their  power,  to  assemble  themselves 
together. 

26.  And  the  priests  were  not  to  depend  upon  the  people 
for  «their  support;  but  for  their  labour  they  were  to  receive 
the  grace  of  God,  that  they  might  wax  strong  in  the  Spirit, 

t\  see  b.  j,  yen.  5,  8.  Ir,  see  «,  n.  Nep.  9.  I,  see  e,  Mo«.  6. 
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having  the  knowledge  of  God,  that  they  might  teach  with 
power  and  authority  trom  God. 

27.  And  again  Aima  commanded  that  the  people  of  the 
draxch  should  impart  of  their  substance,  *'eveiy  one  accord- 
ing to  that  which  he  had ;  if  he  have  more  abundantly  he 
should  imipart  more  abundantly ;  and  he  that  had  but  little, 
but  little  should  be  required ;  and  to  him  that  had  not 
should  be  given. 

28.  And  thus  they  should  impart  of  their  substance,  of 
their  own  free  will  and  good  desires  towards  Grod,  and  to 
those  priests  that  stood  in  need,  yea,  and  to  every  needy, 
naked  souL 

29.  And  this  he  said  unto  them,  having  been  com- 
manded of  God ;  and  they  did  walk  uprightly  before  God, 
imparting  to  one  another,  both  temporally  and  spirituaUy, 
according  to  tJieir  needs  and  their  wants. 

90.  And  now  it  came  to  iniss  that  all  this  was  done 
in  Harmon ;  yea^  by  the  'waters  of  Mormon,  in  the  **! orest 
that  was  near  the  waters  of  Mormon ;  yea,  the  place  of 
Mormon,  the  waters  of  Mormon,  the  forest  of  Mormon,  how 
beautiful  are  they  to  the  eyes  of  them  who  there  came  to  the 
knowledge  of  their  Redeemer;  yea,  and  how  blessed  are 
they,  for  they  shall  sing  to  his  praise  for  ever. 

31.  And  these  things  were  done  in  the  'borders  of  the 
land,  that  they  might  not  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
kino. 

32.  But  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  having 
discovered  a  movement  among  tne  peoples  sent  his  servants 
to  watch  them.  Therefore  on  the  day  that  they  were  as- 
sembling themselves  together  to  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
they  were  disoovered  unto  the  king. 

33.  And  now  the  king  said  that  Alma  was  stirring  up 
the  people  to  rebellion  against  him ;  therefore  he  sent  his 
wmv  to  destroy  them. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  and  the  people  of  the 
Lord  were  ^apprised  of  the  coming  of  the  kings  army; 
therefore  they  took  their  tents  and  their  families,  and 
departed  into  the  wilderness. 

35.  And  they  were  in  number  about  four  hundred  and 
fifty  souls. 


CHAPTER  19. 

L  Ain>  it  came  to  pass  that  the  ''army  of  the  king 
returned,  having  searched  in  vain  for  the  people  of  the 
Lord. 

2.  And  now  behold,  the  forces  of  the  king  were  small, 

r,  eee^',  Jacob  2.  8,  see  &,  Mos.  18.  f,  vers.  6,  8.  Mos.  26 :  !&  u, 
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having  been  reduced,  and  there  began  to  be  a   division 
among  the  remainder  of  the  i>eople. 

3.  And  the  lesser  part  began  to  breathe  out  threatenings 
against  the  king,  and  there  began  to  be  a  great  contention 
among  them. 

4.  And  now  there  was  a  man  among  them  irhose  name 
was  Gideon,  and  he  being  a  strong  man,  and  an  enemy  to 
the  king,  therefore  he  drew  his  sword,  and  swore  in  his 
wrath  tnat  he  would  slay  the  king. 

5.  And  it  came  to  iMtss  that  he  fought  with  the  king ; 
and  when  the  king  saw  that  he  was  about  to  overpower  bim, 
he  fled  and  ran  and  got  upon  the  Hower  which  was  near 
the  *1}emple. 

6.  And  Gideon  pursued  after  him  and  was  about  to  get 
ui)on  the  tower  to  slay  the  king,  and  the  king  cast  his  eyes 
round  about  towards  the  land  of  ^hemlon,  and  behold,  the 
armv  of  the  Lamanites  were  within  the  holders  of  the  land. 

7.  And  now  the  king  cried  out  in  the  anguish  of  his  &oul, 
saying,  Gideon,  sjiare  me,  for  the  Lamanites  are  ui>on  us, 
and  they  will  destroy  them;  yea,  they  will  destroy  my 
I>eople. 

8.  And  now  the  king  was  not  so  much  concerned  about 
his  people,  as  he  was  about  his  own  life ;  neverth^ess, 
Gideon  did  spare  his  hf  e. 

9.  And  the  king  commanded  the  i>eople  that  they  should 
flee  before  the  Lamanites,  and  he  himself  did  ^p  before 
them,  and  thev  did  flee  into  the  wilderness,  with  their 
women  and  their  children. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  pursue 
them,  and  did  overtake  tnem,  and  began  to  slay  them. 

11.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  commanded  them, 
that  all  the  men  should  'leave  their  wives  and  their 
children,  and  flee  before  the  Tiamanlteft. 

12.  Now  there  were  many  that  would  not  leave  them, 
but  had  rather  stay  and  perish  with  them.  And  the  rest 
left  their  wives  and  their  <mildren  and  fled. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  those  who  tarried  with 
their  wives  and  their  children,  caused  that  their  •^Zair 
daughters  should  stand  forth  and  plead  with  the  Lamanit<^ 
that  thev  would  not  slay  them. 

14.  And  it  came  to  i>ass  that  the  Lamanites  had  com- 
passion on  them,  for  they  were  charmed  with  the  'beauty  of 
their  women ; 

15.  Therefore  the  Lamanites  did  spare  their  lives,  and 
took  them  captives,  and  carried  them  oack  to  the  *laiid  of 
Nephi,  and  granted  unto  them  that  they  mifi^t  possess  the 
lancL  under  the  conditions  that  they  would  deliver  up  king 
Koah  into  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites,  and  deliver  up  their 
property,  even  H)ne  half  of  all  they  possessed ;  one  naif  of

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their  sold,  and  their  silver,  and  all  their  preciouB  thinffa, 
and  thus  they  should  pay  tribute  to  the  king  of  {be 
Lamanites,  from  year  to  year. 

16.  And  now  there  was  one  of  the  sons  of  the  king 
among  those  that  were  taken  captive,  whose  name 
was  •OLimhi. 

17.  And  now  Llmhi  was  desirous  that  his  father  should 
not  be  destroyed ;  nevertheless,  Tamhi  was  not  i^orant  of 
the  iniquities  of  his  father,  he  himself  being  a  just  man. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Gideon  sent  men  into  the 
wilderness  secretly,  to  search  for  the  king,  and  those  that 
were  with  him.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  met  the 
people  in  the  wilderness,  all  save  the  king  and  his  ^priests. 

19.  Now  they  had  sworn  in  their  hearts  that  they  would 
return  to  the  land  of  Nephi,  and  if  their  wives  and  their 
children  were  slain,  and  also  *Hhose  that  had  tarried  with 
them,  that  they  would  seek  revenge,  and  also  perish  with 
them. 

20.  And  the  king  commanded  them  that  they  should  not 
return ;  and  they  were  angry  with  the  king,  and  caused  that 
he  should  suffer,  even  unto  aeath  **bv  fire. 

21.  And  they  were  about  to  take  the  <^riests  also  and 
put  them  to  death,  and  they  fied  before  them. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  about  to  return 
to  the  land  of  Nephi,  ana  they  met  the  men  of  Gideon.  And 
the  men  of  Gideon  told  them  of  all  that  had  'happened  to 
their  wives  and  their  children ;  and  that  the  Lamtmites  had 
granted  unto  them  that  they  might  possess  the  Icmd,  by 
paying  a  tribute  to  the  Lamanites  of  'one  half  of  all  they 
possessed. 

23.  And  the  people  told  the  men  of  Gideon  that  they 
had  ^slain  the  king,  and  'his  priests  had  fled  from  them, 
farther  into  the  wilderness. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  they  had  ended  the 
oeremonv,  that  they  returned  to  the  land  of  Nephi,  repoicing^ 
because  ^eir  wives  and  their  children  were  not  slain ;  and 
they  told  Gideon  what  liiey  had  *'done  to  the  king. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  of  the  Lamanitea 
made  an  oath  unto  them,  that  his  people  should  not  slay 
them. 

26.  And  also  Limhi,  being  the  son  of  the  king,  having 
the  kingdom  conferred  upon  nim  by  the  people,  made  oath 
nnto  the  king  of  the  Lamanites,  that  his  people  should  pay 
tribute  unto  nim,  *even  one  half  of  aU  they  possessed. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Limhi  began  to  establish 
the  kingdom,  and  to  establish  peace  among  ms  people. 

28.  And  the  king  of  the  Lamanites  set  ^guards  round 
about  the  land,  that  he  might  keep  the  people  of  Limhi  in 

i,  see  hf  Hoe.  7.  k,  see/,  Mos.  11.  I,  vers.  11,  12.  m,  Ter.  12. 
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the  land,  that  they  might  not  dejiart  into  the  wilderness ; 
and  he  did  support  his  goards  out  of  the  tribnte  which  he 
did  receive  from  the  Ne^nites. 

29.  And  now  king  Limhi  did  have  oontinnal  peace' in  his 
kingdom,  for  the  space  of  two  years,  that  the  TjainanlteB  did 
not  molest  them  nor  seek  to  destroy  them. 


CHAPTER  2a 

1.  Now  there  was  a  place  in  "Shemlon,  where  the 
dangfaters  of  the  Lamanites  did  gather  themselyes  together 
to  smg,  and  to  dance,  and  to  make  themselves  merry. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  one  day  a  small 
nxunber  of  them  gathered  toother  to  sin^  and  to  dance. 

3.  And  now  the  ^nests  of  km^  Noah,  being 
ashamed  to  return  to  the  %ity  of  Nephi,  yea,  and  also 
fearing  that  the  people  would  ^lay  them,  therefore  they 
durst  not  return  to  tiieir  wives  and  their  children. 

4.  And  having  tarried  in  the  wilderness,  and  having 
discovered  the  daughters  of  the  Lamanites,  they  laid  and 
watched  them; 

5.  And  when  there  were  but  few  of  them  gathered 
together  to  dance,  they  came  forth  out  of  their  secret  places, 
and  took  them  and  carried  them  into  the  wilderness ;  yea, 
twenty  and  four  of  the  'daughters  of  the  Lamanites  &ey 
carried  into  the  wilderness. 

-  6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  Lamanites  found 
that  their  dau^ters  had  been  missing,  they  were  angry  with 
the  people  of  Lomhi  ;  for  they  thought  it  was  the  people  of 

7.  Therefore  thev  sent  their  armies  forth ;  yea,  even  the 
king  himself  went  before  his  i)eople ;  and  they  went  up  to 
the  land  of  Nephi,  to  destroy  the  people  of  Limhl 

8.  And  now  Limhi  had  discoverea  them  from  the  •^wer, 
even  all  their  preparations  for  war  did  he  discover ;  therefore 
he  gathered  his  people  together,  and  laid  wait  for  them  in 
the  fields,  and  in  the  forests. 

9.  And  it  came  to  i)ass  that  when  the  Lamanites  had 
come  up,  that  the  people  of  Limhi  began  to  fall  upon  them 
from  their  waiting  places,  and  began  to  slay  them. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  &e  battle  became  exceeding 
sore,  for  they  fought  like  lions  for  their  prey. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  of  Limhi  bc«an 
to  drive  the  Lamanites  before  them ;  yet  they  were  not  naif 
so  numerous  as  the  Lamanites.    But  they  fought  for  their 

s,  ne  ft,  Hon  9. 
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lives,  and  for  their  wives,  and  for  their  children ;  th^efore 
they  exerted  themselves,  and  like  dragons  did  they  fight. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  found  the  king  of  the 
Lamanites  among  the  number  of  their  dead ;  yet  he  was  not 
dead,  having  been  wounded  and  left  upon  the  ground,  so 
speedy  was  the  flight  of  his  people. 

13.  And  thev  took  him  ana  bound  up  his  wounds,  and 
brought  him  before  Limhi,  and  said,  behold,  here  is  the  king 
of  the  Lamanites ;  he  having  received*  a  wound,  has  fallen 
among  their  dead,  and  they  nave  left  him ;  and  behold,  we 
have  brought  him  before  you ;  and  now  let  us  slay  him. 

14.  But  Limhi  said  nnto  them,  ye  shall  not  slay  him,  but 
bring  him  hither,  that  I  may  see  Mm.  And  they  brought 
him«  And  Limhi  said  unto  him.  What  cause  have  ye  to 
come  up  to  war  against  my  people?  Behold,  my  people 
have  ^ot  broken  the  oath  that  I  made  unto  you  ;  therefore, 
why  shOTild  ye  break  the  oath  which  ye  made  unto  my  people? 

15.  And  now  the  king  said,  I  have  broken  the  oath, 
because  thy  people  did  *carry  away  the  daughters  of  my 
people ;  therefore,  in  my  anger  I  did  cause  my  people  to  come 
up  to  w^ar  against  thy  people. 

16.  Now  Limhi  had  heard  nothing  concerning  this 
matter ;  therefore  he  said,  I  will  search  among  my  people 
and  whosoever  has  done  tnis  thing  shall  perish.  Olierefore 
he  caused  a  search  to  be  made  among  his  i>eople. 

17.  Now  when  Gideon  had  heara  these  things,  he  being 
the  king's  captain,  he  went  forth  and  said  unto  tiie  king,  I 
pray  thee  forbear,  and  do  not  search  this  people,  and  lay  not 
this  thing  to  their  charge. 

18.  For  do  ye  not  remember  the  'priests  of  thy  father, 
whom  this  people  sought  to  destroy  ?  And  are  they  not  in 
the  wilderness  ?  And  are  not  they  the  ones  who  have  •'stolen 
the  daughters  of  the  Lamanites  ? 

19.  And  now  behold,  and  tell  the  king  of  these  things, 
that  he  may  tell  his  people  that  they  may  be  pacifled  towards 
us :  for  behold  they  are  already  preparing  to  come  against 
us ;  and  behold  also,  there  are  but  few  of  us. 

20.  And  behold,  they  come  with  their  numerous  hosts ; 
and  except  the  king  doth  pacify  them  towards  us,  we  must 
perish. 

2L  For  are  not  the  words  of  Abinadi  ''fulfilled,  which 
he  prophesied  against  us?  and  all  this  because  we  woidd 
not  hearken  unto  the  words  of  the  Lcnrd,  and  turn  from  our 
iniquities. 

22.  And  now  let  us  pacify  the  kins,  and  we  fulfil 
the  'oath  which  we  have  made  unto  him :  for  it  is  better  that 
we  should  be  in  bondage,  than  that  we  should  lose  our  lives ; 
therefore,  let  us  put  a  stop  to  the  shedding  of  so  much  blood. 

23.  And  now  Limhi  told  the  king  all  the  things  concern- 
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ing  his  father,  and  the  *^riests  that  had  fled  into  the  wilder- 
ness, and  attoibuted  the  carrying  away  of  their  Maughters 
to  them. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  was  i>acified 
towards  his  people :  and  he  said  unto  them,  Xet  ns  go  forth 
to  meet  ^mv  people,  without  arms ;  and  I  sware  unto  you 
with  anibath,  that  my  people  shall  not  slay  thy  peoide. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  followed  the  King,  and 
went  forth  without  arms  to  meet  the  Lamanites.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  they  did  meet  the  Lamanites;  and  the 
king  of  the  Lamanites  did  bow  himself  down  before  tiiem, 
and  did  plead  in  behalf  of  the  j^eople  of  Limhi. 

26.  And  when  the  Lamanites  saw  the  people  of  Liznhi, 
that  they  were  without  arms,  they  had  compassion  on  them, 
and  were  pacified  towards  them,  and  returned  with  their 
king  in  peace  to  their  own  land* 


CHAPTER  2L 

L  Am)  it  came  to  pass  that  Limhi  and  his  people 
returned  to  the  city  of  Nephi,  and  began  to  dwell  in  the  land 
again  in  peace. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  many  days,  the  Laman- 
ites  began  again  to  oe  stirred  up  in  anger  against  the 
Nephites,  ana  they  began  to  come  into  the  boraers  of  the 
land  round  about. 

3.  Now  they  durst  not  slay  them,  because  of  the  ''oath 
which  their  king  had  made  unto  Limhi;  but  they  would 
smite  them  on  ^eir  cheeks,  and  exercise  authority  over 
them ;  and  began  to  put  "heavy  burdens  upon  their  oacks, 
and  ''drive  them  as  they  would  a  dumb  ass : 

4  Y^  aU  this  was  done  ^that  the  word  of  the  Lord 
might  be  «fulfllled. 

5.  And  now  the  afflictions  of  the  Nephites  were  great, 
and  there  was  no  way  that  thev  could  deliver  themselves 
out  of  their  hands,  for  the  Lamanites  had  •Surrounded  them 
on  every  side. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thepeople  began  to  murmur 
with  the  kmg,  because  of  their  afSictions ;  and  they  began 
to  be  desirous  to  go  against  them  to  battle.  And  tney  did 
afflict  the  king  sorely  with  their  complaints ;  therefore  he 
granted  unto  them  uiat  they  should  do  according  to  their 
desires. 

7.  And  they  gathered  themselves  together  again,  and 
put  on  their  armour,  and  went  forth  against  the  Lamanites 
to  drive  them  out  of  their  land. 

m.  Beef,  Hos.  11.       n,  ver.  6. 
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8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  beat  them, 
and  droTe  them  back,  and  slew  many  of  them. 

9.  And  now  there  was  a  ^eat  mourning  and  lamentation 
among  the  people  of  Limhi :  the  widow  mourning  for  her 
husband;  the  son  and  the  daughter  mourning  for  their 
ifather,  and  the  brothers  for  their  brethren. 

10.  Now  there  were  a  great  many  widows  in  the  land, 
and  they  did  cry  mightily  irom  day  to  day,  for  a  great  fear 
of  the  Lamanites  had  come  upon  them. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  their  continual  cries  did 
stir  up  the  remainder  of  the  people  of  Limhi  to  anger  against 
the  Lamanites;  and  they  went  again  to  battle,  but  they 
were  driven  back  again,  suffering  much  loss. 

12.  Yea,  they  went  again  even  the  third  time,  and 
suffered  in  the  like  manner;  and  those  that  were  not 
slain  returned  again  to  the  city  of  Nephi. 

13.  And  they  did  humble  themselves  even  to  the  dust, 
subjecting  themselves  to  the  ^oke  of  bondage,  submitting 
themselves  to  be  smitten,  and  to  be  driven  to  and  fro,  and 
burdened,  according  to  the  desires  of  their  enemies. 

14.  And  they  did  humble  themselves  even  in  the  depths 
of  humility ;  and  they  did  cry  mightily  to  God ;  vea,  even 
all  the  day  long  did  they  ci^  unto  their  Grod  that  he  would 
deliver  them  out  of  their  afflictions. 

15.  And  now  the  Lord  was  *slow  to  hear  their  cry, 
because  of  their  iniquities ;  nevertheless  the  Lord  did  hear 
tiieir  cries,  and  began  to  soften  the  hearts  of  the  Lamanites, 
that  they  began  to  ease  their  burdens  :  yet  the  Lord  did  not 
see  fit  to  dehver  them  out  of  bondage. 

16.  Audit  came  to  pass  that  they  began  to  prosper  by  de- 
grees in  the  land,  and  oegan  to  raise  grain  more  abundantly, 
and  flocks,  and  herds,  that  they  did  not  suffer  with  hunger. 

17.  Now  there  was  a  great  number  of  women,  <more 
than  there  was  of  men ;  therefore  king  Limhi  commanded 
that  -^every  man  should  impart  to  the  support  of  the  widows 
and  their  children,  that  they  might  not  perish  with  hunger: 
and  this  they  did  because  of  the  greatness  of  their  number 
that  had  been  slain. 

18.  Now  the  people  of  Limhi  kept  together  in  a  bodv  as 
much  as  it  was  possible,  and  secured  their  grain  and  their 
flocks; 

19.  And  the  king  himself  did  not  trust  his  person  with- 
out the  walls  of  the  cilnr,  unless  he  *took  his  guards  with 
him,  fearing  that  he  might  by  some  means  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  Lamanites. 

20.  And  he  caused  that  his  people  should  watch  the 
land  round  about,  that  by  some  means  they  might  take 
those  'priests  that  fled  into  the  wilderness,  who  had  stolen 
the  *"aaughters  of  the  Lamanites,  and  that  had  caused 
such  a  great  destruction  to  come  upon  them  : 

a.  Mob.  12:2—8.        A»  Mos.  11  :  24,  25.        i,  vers.  10,  11.        ;',  see/, 
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21.  For  they  were  desirous  to  take  them,  that  they 
might  **punish  them ;  for  they  had  come  into  the  land  of 
Ne^hi  by  night,  and  carried  off  their  grain,  and  many  of 
their  precious  things  ;  therefore  they  laid  wait  for  them. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pi^ss  that  there  was  no  more  disturb- 
ance between  the  Lamanites  and  the  people  of  Limhi,  even 
until  the  liime  that  Ammon  and  his  brethren  came  into 
the  land. 

23.  And  the  king  having  been  without  the  gates  of  the 
city  with  his  guard,  discovered  Ammon  and  his  brethren  ; 
and  supposing  them  to  be  priests  of  Noah,  therefore  he 
caused  that  they  should  be  taken,  and  bound,  and  cast  into 

grison.     And  had  they  been  the  priests  of  Noah,  he  would 
ave  caused  that  they  should  be  put  to  death ; 

24.  But  when  he  found  that  they  were  not,  but  that  they 
were  his  brethren,  and  had  come  ^from.the  land  of  Zara- 
hemla,  he  was  filled  with  ^exceeding  great  joy. 

25.  Now  king  Limhi  had  sent,  previous  tb  the  coming  of 
Ammon,  a  ''small  number  of  men  to  search  for  the  land  of 
Zarahemla ;  but  they  could  not  find  it,  and  they  were  'lost 
in  the  wilderness. 

26.  Nevertheless  they^  did  find  a  land  which  had  been 
peopled ;  yea,  a  land  which  was  'covered  with  dry  bones ; 
yea,  a  land  which  had  been  peopled,  and  which  had  been 
destroyed  ;  and  they  having  "supposed  it  to  be  the  land  of 
Zarahemla,  returned  to  the  land  of  Nephi,  having  arrived 
in  the  borders  of  the  land  not  many  days  before  the  'coming 
of  Ammon. 

27.  And  they  brought  a  "Record  with  them,  even  a  record 
of  the  people  whose  bones  they  had  found :  and  they  were 
engraven  oil  plates  of  ore. 

28.  And  now  Limhi  was  again  filled  with  joy  on  learn- 
ing from  the  mouth  of  Ammon  that  king  Mosiah  had  a  'gift 
from  God,  whereby  he  could  interpret  such  engravings  ;  yea, 
and  Ammon  also  did  rejoice. 

29.  Yet  Ammon  and  his  brethren  were  filled  with  sorrow 
because  so  many  of  their  brethren  had  been  slain  ; 

30.  And  also  that  king  Noah  and  "his  priests  had  caused 
the  people  to  commit  so  many  sins  and  iniauities  against 
God ;  and  they  also  did  mourn  for  the  *deatn  of  Abinadl ; 
and  also  for  the  ^"departure  of  Alma  and  the  people  that 
went  with  him,  who  had  formed  a  church  of  God  through 
the  strength  and  power  of  God,  and  faith  on  the  woras 
which  had  been  spoken  by  Abinadi  ; 

31.  Yea,  they  did  mourn  for  their  departure,  for  they 
knew  not  whither  they  had  fled.  Now  they  would  have 
gladly  joined  with  them,  for  they  themselves  had  entered 
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into  a  covenant  with  Grod,  to  serve  him  and  keep  his  com- 
mandments. 

32.  And  now  since  the  coming  of  Ammon  king  Limhi 
had  also  entered  into  a  covenant  with  Grod,  and  also  many 
of  his  people,  to  serve  him  and, keep  Ms  commandments. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Limhi  and  many  of  his 
people  were  desirous  to  be  baptized ;  but  there  was  none  in 
the  land  that  ha'd  ^  ^authority  from  Grod.  And  Ammon 
declined  doing  this  thing,  considering  himself  an  unworthy 
servant; 

34.  Therefore  the^  did  not  at  that  time  form  themselves 
into  a  church,  ^cwaiting  upon  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.  Now 
they  were  desirous  to  become  even  as  Alma  and  his 
brethren,  who  had  fled  into  the  wilderness. 

35.  They  were  desirous  to  be  ^ ''baptized,  as  a  witness  and 
a  testimony  that  they  were  willing  to  serve  Grod  with  all 
their  hearts  ;  nevertheless  they  did  prolong  the  time :  and 
an  account  of  their  baptism  shall  be  ^'given  hereafter. 

36.  And  now  all  the  study  of  Ammon  and  ^  /his  i>eople, 
and  King  Limhi  and  his  people,  was  to  deliver  themselves 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites,  and  from  ^^bondage. 


CHAPTER  22. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Ammon  and  king 
Limhi  began  to  consult  with  the  people  how  they  should 
deliver  themselves  out  of  bondage ;  and  even  they  did  cause 
that  all  the  people  should  gather  themselves  together  :  and 
this  they  did  that  they  might  have  the  voice  of  the  people 
concerning  the  matter. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  could  find  no  way  to 
deliver  themselves  out  of  bondage,  except  it  were  to  teke 
their  women  and  children,  and  their  flocks,  and  their  herds, 
and  their  tents,  and  depart  into  the  wilderness:  for  the 
Lamanites  being  so  numerous  that  it  was  impossible  for  the 
people  of  Limhi  to  contend  with  them,  thinking  to  deliver 
themselves  out  of  bondage  by  the  sword. 

3.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  ^Gideon  went  forth  and 
stood  before  the  king,  and  said  unto  him,  Now  O  king,  thou 
hast  hitherto  hearkened  unto  my  words  many  times  when 
we  have  been  contending  with  our  brethren,  the  Lamanites. 

4.  And  now  O  king,  if  thou  hast  not  found  me  to  be  an 
unprofitable  servant,  or  if  thou  hast  hitherto  listened  to  my 
words  in  any  degree,  and  they  have  been  of  *st,rvice  to  thee, 
even  so  I  desire  that  thou  wouldst  listen  to  my  words  at  this 
time,  and  I  will  be  thy  servant,  and  deliver  ttiis  people  out 
of  bondage. 

26,  Mo6.  18:18,  17.  iri.  Nep.  11:  26.  2c,  ver.  86.  2d,  see  tt, 
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6.  And  the  king  granted  unto  him  that  he  might  si^eak. 
And  Gideon  said  unto  him, 

6.  Behold  the  ^'back  pass,  through  the  back  wall,  on  the 
back  side  of  the  city.  Tne  Lamanites,  or  the  guards  of  the 
-Lamanites,  by  night,  are. drunken ;  therefore  let  us  send  a 
proclamation  among  all  this  people,  that  they  gather  to- 
gether their  flocks  and  herds,  that  they  may  drive  them  into 
the  wilderness  by  night. 

7.  And  I  will  go  according  to  thy  command,  and  pay  Hhe 
last  tribute  of  wine  to  the  Lamanites,  and  tiiey  will 
be  'drunken;  and  we  will  pass  through  the  -^secret  pass 
on  the  left  of  the  camp,  when  they  are  drunken  and  asleep  : 

8.  Thus  we  will  depart  with  our  women  and  our  chil^ 
^ren,  our  flocks,  and  our  herds  into  the  wilderness ;  and  we 
will  travel  ^around  the  land  of  Shilom. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  hearkened  unto  the 
words  of  Gideon. 

10.  And  king  Limhi  caused  that  his  people  should  gather 
their  flocks  together  :  and  he  sent  the  Hribute  of  wine  to  the 
Lamanites ;  and  he  also  sent  more  wine,  as  a  present  unto 
them  :  and  they  did  drink  ^freely  of  the  wine  which  king 
Limhi  did  send  unto  them. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  of  king  Limhi 
did  depart  by  night  into  the  wilderness  with,  their  flocks 
«nd  their  herds,  and  they  went  •Ground  about  the  land  of 
Shilom  in  the  wilderness,  and  bent  their  course  towards 
the  *land  of  Zarahemla,  being  led  by  A  mm  on  and  'his 
brethren. 

12.  And  they  had  taken  all  their  gold,  and  silver,  and 
their  precious  things^  which  they  could  carry;  and  also 
their  provisions  with  them,  into  the  wildemess ;  and  they 
pursued  their  journey. 

13.  And  after  being  many  days  in  the  wildemess,  they 
arrived  in  the  *"land  of  Zarahemla,  and  joined  his  people,  and 
became  his  subjects. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Mosiah  received  them 
with  joy;  and  he  also  received  their  "records,  and  also 
the  'Irecords  which  had  been  found  by  the  people  of  LimhL 

15.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  when  the  Lamanites  had 
found  that  the  people  of  Limhi  had  departed  out  of  the  land 
by  night,  that  they  sent  an  ^army  into  the  wildemess  to 
pursue  them ; 

16.  And  after  they  had  pursued  them  two  days,  they 
could  no  longer  follow  their  tracks ;  therefore  they  were  'loHt 
in  the  wildemess. 
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V 

An  account  of  Alma  and  the  people  of  the  Lord,  who  werm 
driven  into  the  toUdemeas  by  the  'people  of  leing  NoaK 

CHAPTER  23. 

1.  Now  Alma,  having  been  <*wamed  of  the  Lord  thafe 
the  ^armies  of  king  Noah  would  come  upon  them,  and  had 
made  it  known  to  his  people ;  therefore  they  gathered  to- 
gether their  flocks,  and  took  of  their  grain,  and  departed 
into  the  wilderness  before  the  armies  of  king  Noah. 

2.  And  the  Lord  did  strengthen  them,  that  the  people  of 
king  Noah  could  not  overtake  them,  to  destroy  them. 

3.  And  they  fled  ''eight  days*  journey  into  the  wilderness. 

4.  And  they  came  to  a  land,  yea,  even  a  very  beautiful 
and  pleasant  land ;  a  land  of  pure  water. 

5.  And  they  pitched  their  tents,  and  began  to  till  the 
ground,  and  began  to  build  buildings,  &c. ;  yea,  they  were 
industrious,  and  did  labour  exceedingly. 

6.  And  the  people  were  desirous  that  Ahna  should  be 
their  king,  for  he  was  beloved  by  his  people. 

7.  But  he  said  unto  them.  Behold,  it  is  not  expedient 
that  we  should  have  a  king :  for  thus  saith  the  Lord :  Te 
shall  ''not  esteem  one  flesh  above  another,  or  one  man  shall 
not  think  himself  above  another ;  therefore  I  say  unto  you, 
it  is  not  expedient  that  ye  should  nave  a  king. 

8.  Nevertheless,  if  it  were  possible  that  ye  could  always 
have  just  men  to  be  your  kings,  it  would  be  well  for  you  to 
have  a  king. 

9.  But  remember  the  'iniquity  of  king  Noah  and  his 
priests  :  and  I  myself  was  /caught  in  a  snare,  and  did  many 
things  which  were  abominable  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
whicn  caused  me  ^sore  repentance ; 

10.  Nevertheless,  after  much  tribulation,  the  Lord  did 
hear  my  cries,  and  did  answer  my  prayers,  and  has  made 
me  an  instrument  in  his  hands,  in  bringing  ^so  many  of  you 
to  a  knowledge  of  his  truth. 

11.  Nevertheless,  in  this  I  do  not  glory,  for  I  am  un- 
worthy to  glory  of  myself. 

12.  And  now  I  say  unto  you,  ye  have  been  oppressed  by 
king  Noah,  and  have  been  in  bondage  to  him  and  nis  priests^ 
ana  have  been  brought  into  iniquity  by  them :  therefore  ye 
were  bound  with  the  bands  of  iniquity. 

13.  And  now  as  ye  have  been  dehvered  by  the  power  of 
God  out  of  these  bonds ;  yea,  even  out  of  the  -^ands  of  king 
Noah  and  his  people,  and  also  from  the  bonds  of  iniquity, 
even  so  I  desire  that  ye  should  stand  fast  in  this  lioer^ 
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wherewith  ye  have  been  made  free,  and  that  ye  trust  Hio 
man  to  be  a  king  over  you ; 

14.  And  also  trusting  ^o  one  to  be  your  teacher  nor  your 
minister,  except  he  be  a  man  of  God,  walking  in  his  ways 
and  keeping  his  commandments. 

15.  Thus  did  Alma  teach  his  people,  that  every  man 
should  love  his  neighbour  "*as  himself :  that  there  should  be 
no  contention  among  them. 

16.  And  now  Alma  was  their  **high  priest^  he  being  the 
founder  of  their  church. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  none  received  authority  to 
preach  or  to  teach,  except  it  were  by  him  from  God.  There- 
fore he  consecrated  all  their  priests,  and  all  their  teachers, 
and  none  were  consecrated  except  they  were  just  men. 

18.  Therefore  they^  did  watcn  over  their  people,  and  did 
nourish  them  with  things  pertaining  to  righteousness. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  oegan  to  prosper 
exceedingly  in  the  land ;  and  they  called  the  land  ''Helam. 

20.  Ana  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  multiply  and  pros- 
per exceedingly  in  the  land  of  Helam ;  and  they  built  a  city, 
which  they  called  the  city  of  Helam. 

21.  Nevertheless  the  Lord  seeth  fit  to  chasten  his  people ; 
yea,  he  trieth  their  patience  and  their  faith. 

22.  Nevertheless,  whosoever  putteth  his  trust  in  him, 
the  same  shall  be  ^lifted  up  at  the  last  day.  Yea,  and  thus 
it  was  with  this  people. 

23.  For  behold,  I  will  shew  unto  you  that  thev  "were 
brought  into  bondage,  and  none  could  deliver  them  out  the 
Lord  their  God ;  yea,  even  the  God  of  Abraham  and  Isaac, 
and  of  Jacob. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  deliver  them,  and  he 
did  shew  forth  his  mighty  power  unto  them,  and  great  were 
their  rejoicings. 

25.  For  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  while  the^  were  in 
the  land  of  Helam,  yea,  in  the  city  of  ^Helam,  while  tilling 
the  land  round  about,  behold  an  army  of  the  Lamanites 
were  in  the  borders  of  the  land. 

26.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brethren  of  Alma  fled 
from  their  fields,  and  gathered  themselves  together  in  the 
city  of  Helam ;  and  they  were  much  frightened  because  of  the 
appearance  of  the  Lamanites. 

27.  But  Alma  went  forth  and  stood  among  them,  and 
exhorted  them  that  they  should  not  be  frightened,  but  that 
the^  should  remember  the  Lord  their  God,  and  ne  would 
dehver  them ;  • 

28.  Therefore  they  hushed  their  fears,  and  began  to  cry 
unto  the  Lord,  that  he  would  soften  the  hearts  of  the 
Lamanites,  that  they  would  spare  them,  and  their  wives* 
and  their  children. 
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29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  did  soften  the 
hearts  of  the  Lamanites.  And  Alma  and  his  brethren  went 
forth  and  delivered  themselves  up  into  their  hands ;  and  the 
Lamanites  took  possession  of  the  *'land  of  Helam. 

90.  Now  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites  which  had  followed 
after  the  people  of  king  Limhi,  had  been  'lost  in  the  wilder- 
ness for  manv  days. 

31.  And  behold,  they  had  fomid  those  'priests  of  kins 
Noah,  in  a  place  which  they  called  "Amnion ;  and  they  had 
b^an  to  possess  the  land  of  Amnion,  and  had  began  to  till 
the  ground. 

^.  Now  the  name  of  the  leader  of  those  priests  was 
Amnion. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amnion  did  plead  with  the 
Lamanites  ;  and  he  also  sent  forth  their  wives,  who  were 
the  'daughters  of  the  Lamanites,  to  plead  with  their 
brethren,  that  they  should  not  destroy  their  husbands. 

34.  And  the  Lamanites  had  compassion  on  Amnion  and 
his  brethren,  and  did  not  destroy  them,  because  of  *'their 
wives. 

35.  And  Amnion  and  his  brethren  did  join  the  Laman- 
ites, and  they  were  travelling  in  the  wilderness  in  search  of 
the  land  of  Nephi,  when  they  discovered  the  land  of  *Helam, 

.  which  was  possessed  by  Alma  and  his  brethren. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  promised 
unto  Alma  and  his  brethren,  that  if  they  would  shew  them 
the  way  which  led  to  the  ^land  of  Nepni,  that  they  would 
grant  unto  them  their  lives  and  their  liberty. 

37.  But  after  Alma  had  shewn  them  the  way  that  led  to 
the  land  of  Nephi,  the  Lamanites  would  not  keep  their 
promise ;  but  they  set  'guards  round  about  the  land  of 
Helam,  over  Alma  and  his  brethren. 

38.  And  the  remainder  of  them  went  to  the  land  of 
Nephi  :  and  a  part  of  them  returned  to  the  land  of  Helam, 
and  also  brought  with  them  the  wives  and  the  children  of 
the  guards  who  had  been  left  in  the  land. 

39.  And  the  king  of  the  Lamanites  had  granted 
unto  2«Amulon  that  he  should  be  a  king  and  a  ruler  over  his 
people,  who  were  in  the  land  of  Helam;  nevertheless  he 
flhould  have  no  power  to  do  anything  contrary  to  the  will  of 
the  king  of  the  Lamanites. 


CHAPTER  24. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amnion  did  gain  favour  in 
the  eyes  of  the  king  of  the  Lamanites  ;  therefore,  the  king  of

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the  Lamanites  panted  unto  him  and  his  brethren,  that  they 
should  be  appointed  "teachers  over  his  people ;  yea^  even, 
over  the  people  who  were  in  the  land  of  ^Shemlon,  and  in 
the  land  of  <^hilom,  and  in  the  land  of  ^Amnion ; 

2.  For  the  Lamanites  had  taken  possession  of  all  these 
lands  ;  therefore,  the  king  of  the  X<amanites  had  appointed 
kings  over  all  these  lands. 

3.  And  now  the  name  of  the  king  of  the  Lamanites 
was  'Laman,  being  called  after  the  name  of  his  father ;  and 
therefore  he  was  called  king  Laman.  And  he  was  king  over 
a  numerous  people ; 

4.  And  ne  appointed  -^teachers  of  the  brethren  of 
Amnion,  in  every  land  which  was  possessed  by  his  people  : 
and  thus  the  'language  of  Nephi  began  to  be  taught  among 
all  the  people  of  the  Lamanites. 

5.  AndTtiiey  were  a  people  friendly  one  with  another; 
nevertheless  they  knew  not  God  ;  neither  did  the  ^brethren 
of  Amnion  teach  them  anything  concerning  the  Lord  their 
God,  neither  the  law  of  Moses  ;  nor  did  they  teach  them  the 
words  of  Abinadi ; 

6.  But  they  taught  them  that  they  should  keep  ^heir 
record,  and  that  they  might  -^write  one  to  another. 

7.  And  thus  the  Lamanites  began  to  increase  in  riches, 
and  began  to  trade  one  with  anoxher,  and  wax  great,  ana 
began  to  be  a  cunning  and  a  wise  people,  as  to  the  wisdom 
of  the  world ;  yea,  a  very  cunning  people ;  delighting  in  all 
manner  of  wickedness  and  plunaer,  except  it  were  among 
their  own  brethren. 

8.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  *Amulon  began  to 
exercise  authority  over  Alma  and  his  brethren,  and  began  to 
persecute  him,  and  cause  that  his  children  should  persecute 
their  children : 

9.  For  Amnion  knew  Alma,  that  he  had  been  'one  of  the 
king's  priests,  and  that  it  was  he  that  believed  the  words  of 
Abinadi,  and  was  driven  out  before  the  king ;  and  therefore 
he  was  wroth  with  him,  for  he  was  subject  to  king  Laman ; 

Set  he  exercised  authority  over  them,  and  put  tasks  upon 
tiem,  and  put  task-masters  over  them. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  so  great  were  their  afflic- 
tions, that  they  began  to  cry  mightily  to  God. 

11.  And  Amnion  commanded  them  that  they  should  stop 
their  cries ;  and  he  put  guards  over  them  to  watch  them, 
that  whosoever  should  be  found  calling  upon  God,  should  be 
put  to  death. 

12.  And  Alma  and  his  people  did  not  raise  their  voices  to

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the  Lord  their  God,  but  did  pour  out  their  hearts  to  him ; 
and  he  did  know  tihe  thoughts  of  their  hearts. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came 
to  them  in  their  afflictions,  saying.  Lift  up  your  heads  and  be 
of  KPod  comfort,  for  I  know  of  the  covenant  which  ye  have 
made  unto  me ;  and  I  will  covenant  with  my  people,  and 
deliver  them  out  of  bondage. 

11  And  I  will  also  *~ease  the  burdens  which  are  put 
upon  your  shotdders^  that  even  you  cannot  feel  them  upon 
your  backs,  even  while  you  are  in  bondage ;  and  this  wm  I 
do,  that  ye  may  stand  as  witnesses  for  me  hereafter,  and 
that  ye  ma^  know  of  a  surety  that  I,  the  Lord  Grod,  do  visit 
my  people  in  their  afflictions. 

15.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  burdens  which 
were  laid  upon  Alma  and  his  brethren,  were  made  **light ; 
yea^  the  Lord  did  strengthen  them  that  they  could  bear  up 
their  burdens  with  ease,  and  they  did  submit  cheerfully  and 
with  patience  to  all  the  will  of  the  Lord. 

lo.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  so  great  was  their  faith  and 
their  patience,  that  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  unto  them 
again,  saying.  Be  of  good  comfort,  for  on  the  morrow  I  will 
deliver  you  out  of  bondage. 

17.  And  he  said  unto  Alma,  Thou  shalt  go  before  this 
people,  and  I  will  go  with  thee,  and  deliver  this  people  out 
of  "bondage. 

18.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  and  his  people  in  the 
night  time,  gathered  their  flocks  together,  and  also  of  their 
gnun;  yea,  even  all  the  night  time  were  they  gathering 
their  flocks  together. 

19.  And  in  the  morning  the  Lord  caused  a  ^deep  sleep  to 
come  upon  the  Lamanites,  yea,  and  all  their  task-masters 
Were  in  a  profound  sleep. 

20.  And  Alma  and  his  people  departed  into  the  wilder- 
ness ;  and  when  they  had  travellea  all  day,  they  pitched 
their  tents  in  a  valley,  and  they  called  the  valley  Aima, 
because  he  led  the^  way  in  the  wilderness ; 

21.  Yea,  and  in  the  valley  of  Alma  they  poured  out  their 
thanks  to  God,  because  he  had  been  merciful  unto  them, 
and  eased  their  burdens,  and  had  delivered  them  out 
of  'bondage ;  for  they  were  in  bondage,  and  none  could 
deliver  them,  except  it  were  the  Lord  their  Grod. 

22.  And  they  gave  thanks  to  God,  jrea,  all  their  men, 
and  all  their  women,  and  all  their  children,  that  could 
speak,  lifted  their  voices  in  the  praises  of  their  God. 

23.  And  now  the  Lord  said  unto  Alma,  Haste  thee  and 

fet  thou  and  this  people  out  of  this  land,  for  the  Lamanites 
ave  *'awoke  and  ao  pursue  thee ;  therefore  get  thee  out  of 
this  land,  and  I  will  stop  the  Lamanites  in  this  'valley,  that 
they  come  no  further  in  pursuit  of  this  people.

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24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  departed  out  of  the 
valley,  and  took  their  journey  into  the  wilderness. 

25.  And  after  they  had  been  in  the  wilderness  'twelve 
days,  the^  arrived  to  the  ^'land  of  Ziurahemla ;  and  king 
Mosiah  did  'also  receive  them  with  joy. 


CHAPTER  25. 

1.  And  now  king  Mosiah  caused  that  all  the  people 
should  be  gathered  together. 

2.  Now  there  were  not  so  many  of  the  children  of  Nephi, 
or  so  many  of  those  who  were  descendants  of  Nephi,  as  there 
were  of  the  people  of  Zarahemla,  who  was  a  "descendant  of 
Mulek,  and  those  who  came  with  him  into  the  wilderness : 

3.  And  there  were  not  so  many  of  the  people  of  Nephi 
and  of  the  people  of  Zarahemla  as  there  were  oi  the  Laman- 
ites  :  yea,  they  were  not  half  so  numerous. 

4.  And  now  all  the  people  of  Nephi  were  assembled 
together,  and  also  all  the  people  of  Zarahemla,  and  Hhey 
were  gathered  together  in  two  Dodies. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Mosiah  did  read,  and  caused 
to  be  read,  the  Records  of  Zenlff  to  his  people ;  yea,  he  read 
the  records  of  the  people  of  Zenlff  from  the  time  they  ''left 
the  land  of  Zarahemla  until  they  ^returned  again. 

6.  And  he  also  read  the  account  of  Alma  and  his 
brethren,  and  all  their  afflictions,  from  the  time  they-Tleft 
the  land  of  Zarahemla,  until  the  time  they  ^returned  again. 

7.  And  now  when  Mosiah  had  made  an  end  of  reading 
the  records,  his  people  who  tarried  in  the  land  were  struck 
with  wonder  and  amazement, 

8.  For  they  knew  not  what  to  think ;  for  when  they 
beheld  those  that  had  been  delivered  *out  of  bondage,  they 
were  filled  with  exceeding  great  joy. 

9.  And  again,  when  l^ey  thought  of  their  brethren  who 
had  been  slain  by  the  Lamanites,  they  were  filled  with 
sorrow,  and  even  shed  many  tears  of  sorrow, 

10.  And  again,  when  they  thought  of  the  immediate 

goodness  of  God,  and  his  power  in  'delivering  Alma  and  his 
rethren  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites,  and  of  bondage, 
they  did  raise  their  voices,  and  give  thanks  to  (rod. 

11.  And  again,  when  they  thought  upon  the  Lamanites, 
who  were  their  brethren,  of  their  sinful  and  polluted  state, 

tt  Twelve  days'  Journey  from  the  valley  of  Alma.  From  Helam  to  the 
valle^T  of  Alma,  was-  one  day's  Joumev.  See  e,  Moe.  23.  Hence,  from 
the  city  of  Kephi  to  Zjarahemla  was  aoout  22  days'  Joomey.  u,  see  h, 
Omni  1.        V,  Hos.  22  :  14. 
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the^  T^ere  filled  with  pain  and  anguish,  for  the  welfare  of 
their  souls. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pc^s  that  those  who  -^were  the 
children  of  Amnion  and  nis  brethren,  who  had  taken  to 
wife  the  ^daughters  of  the  Lamanites,  were  displeased  with 
the  conduct  of  their  fathers,  and  they  would  no  longer  be 
called  by  the  names  of  their  fathers,  therefore  they  took 
upon  themselves  the  name  of  Nephi,  that  they  might  be 
cidled  the  children  of  Nephi,  and  be  numbered  among 
those  who  were  called  Nephites. 

13.  And  now  'all  the  people  of  Zarahemla  were  num- 
bered with  the  Nephites,  and  this  because  the  kingdom  had 
been  conferred  upon  none  but  those  who  were  descendants 
of  Nephi. 

14.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Mosiah  had 
made  an  end  of  speaking  and  *^eadinff  to  the  people,  he 
desired  that  Alma  should  also  si>eak  to  the  people.  * 

15.  And  Alma  did  speak  unto  them,  when  they  were 
assembled  together  in  large  bodies,  and  he  went  from  one 
bodv  to  another,  preaching  unto  the  people  repentance  and 
faith  on  the  Lord. 

16.  And  he  did  exhort  the  people  of  Limhi  and  his 
brethren,  all  those  that  had  been  "delivered  out  of  bondage, 
that  thev  should  remember  that  it  was  the  Lord  that  did 
deliver  them. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Alma  had  taught  the 
people  many  things,  and  had  made  an  end  of  speaking  to 
them,  that  king  Limhi  was  desirous  that  he  might  be  bap- 
tized ;  and  all  his  people  were  desirous  that  they  might  be 
baptized  also. 

18.  Therefore  Alma  did  go  forth  into  the  water,  and  did 
baptize  them ;  yea,  he  did  ^baptize  them  after  the  manner 
he  did  his  ^brethren  in  the  waters  of  Mormon  ;  yea,  and  as 
many  as  he  did  baptize  did  belong  to  the  church  of  God ; 
and  this  because  of  their  belief  on  the  words  of  Alma. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Mosiah  granted  unto 
Alma,  that  he  might  establish  churches  throughout  all  the 
land  of  Zarahemla ;  and  gave  him  power  to  ^ordain  priests 
and  teachers  over  every  church. 

20.  Now  this  was  done  because  there  were  so  many  people 
that  they  could  not  all  be  governed  by  one  teacher ;  neither 
could  they  all  hear  the  wora  of  God  in  one  assembly  ; 

21.  Therefore  they  did  assemble  themselves  together  in 
different  bodies,  being  called  churches  ;  every  churcn  having 
their  priests  and  their  teachers,  and  every  priest  preaching 
the  word  according  as  it  was  delivered  to  him  by  the  mouth 
of  Alma.

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22.  And  thus,  notwithstanding  there  being  many 
churches,  they  were  all  one  church  ;  yesL,  even  the  chuicn 
of  God ;  for  there  was  nothing  j^reached  in  all  the  churches 
except  it  were  reiientance  and  fiath  in  Grod. 

z3.  And  now  there  were  seven  churches  in  the  land  of 
Zarahemla.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  whosoever  were 
desirous  to  take  upon  them  the  'name  of  Christ,  or  of  Grod, 
they  did  join  the  cnurches  of  Grod ; 

24.  And  they  were  called  the  people  of  Grod.  And  the 
Lord  did  pour  out  his  Spirit  unon  them,  and  they  ^were 
Messed,  and  prosx^ered  in  the  lancL 


CHAPTER  28. 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  many  of  the  rising 
generation  that  could  not  understand  the  'words  of  king 
Senjamin,  being  little  children  at  the  time  he  spake  unto  his 

giople;   and  they  did  not  believe   the  tradition   of   their 
thers. 

2.  They  did  not  believe  what  had  been  said  concerning 
the  ^surrection  of  the  dead,  neither  did  they  believe  con- 
cerning the  coming  of  Christ. 

3.  And  now  because  of  their  unbelief  they  could  not 
understand  the  word  of  Grod ;  and  their  hearts  were 
hardened. 

4.  And  they  would  not  be  ^tiaptized ;  neither  would 
they  'join  the  church.  And  they  were  a  separate  jteople  as 
to  their  faith,  and  remained  so  ever  after,  even  in  their 
carnal  and  sinful  state;  for  they  would  not  call  upon  the 
Lord  their  Grod. 

3.  And  now  in  the  reign  of  Mosiah,  they  were  not  half 
so  numerous  as  the  i>eople  of  God ;  but  because  of  the 
dissensions  among  the  brethren,  they  became  more  nume- 
rous. 

6.  And  it  came  to  x>ass  that  they  did  deceive  many  with 
their  flattering  words,  who  were  in  the  church,  and  did 
cause  them  to  ^»nmiit  many  sins:  therefore  it  became 
expedient  that  those  who  conunittea  sin  that  were  in  the 
church,  should  be  admonished  bv  the  church. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  mey  were  brought  before  the 
priests,  and  d^veied  un  unto  the  -priests  by  the  teachers ; 
and  the  priests  brought  tnem  before  Alma,  who  was  the  'hi^ 
priest. 

r,  aee  e,  Moa.  6. 
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8.  Now  king  Mosiah  had  given  Alma  the  authority  over 
the  church. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  did  not  know  concern- 
ing them,  for  there  were  many  witnesses  against  them ;  yea, 
the  people  stood  and  testified  of  their  iniqmty  in  abun- 
dance. 

10.  Now  there  had  not  any  such  thing  happened  before  in 
the  church ;  therefore  Alma  was  troubled  in  his  spirit,  and 
he  caused  that  thev  should  be  brought  before  the  kmg. 

11.  And  he  said  unto  l^e  king,  Behold,  here  are  many 
whom  we  have  brought  before  thee,  who  are  accused  of 
their  brethren ;  yea,  and  they  have  been  taken  in  divers 
iniquities.  And  they  do  not  repent  of  their  iniquities; 
therefore  we  have  brought  them  before  thee,  that  thou  mayst 
judge  them  according  to  their  crimes. 

12.  But  king  Mosiah  said  unto  Alma,  Behold,  I  judge 
them  not ;  therefore  I  deliver  them  into  thy  hands  to  be 
judged. 

13.  And  now  the  spirit  of  Alma  was  again  troubled ;  and 
he  went  and  inquired  of  the  Lord  what  he  should  do  concern- 
ing this  matter,  for  he  feared  that  he  should  do  wrong  in  the 
si^ht  of  Grod. 

U.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  he  had  poured  out  his 
whole  soul  to  God,  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  to  him, 
saying, 

15.  Blessed  art  thou.  Alma,  and  blessed  are  they  who 
were  '^baptized  in  the  'waters  of  Mormon.  Thou  art  blessed 
because  of  thy  exceeding  faith  in  the  words  alone  of  my 
servant  Abinadi. 

16.  And  blessed  are  they,  because  of  their  exceeding  faith 
in  the  words  alone  which  thou  hast  spoken  unto  them. 

17.  And  blessed  art  thou  because  thou  hast  established 
a  Church  among  this  people ;  and  they  shall  be  established, 
and  they  shall  be  mj  people, 

18.  Tea,  blessed  is  this  people,  who  are  willing  to  bear 
my  *name ;  for  in  my  name  shall  they  be  called ;  and  they  are 
mine. 

19.  And  because  thou  hast  inquired  of  me,  concerning 
the  transgressor,  thou  art  blessed. 

20.  Thou  art  my  servant;  and  I  covenant  with  thee,  that 
thou  Shalt  have  eternal  life ;  and  thou  shalt  serve  me,  and  go 
forth  in  my  name,  and  shalt  gather  together  my  sheep. 

21.  And  he  that  will  hear  my  voice  shall  be  m^  sheep ; 
and  him  shall  ye  receive  into  the  church,  and  him  will  I  also 
receive.  » 

22.  For  b^old,  this  is  my  "*church :  whosoever  is  "bap- 
tized, shall  be  baptized  unto  repentance.  And  whosoever  ye 
receive  shall  believe  in  my  name;  and  him  will  I  freely 
foigive ;

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23u  For  it  is  I  that  taketh  upon  me  the  sins  of  the  world ; 
for  it  is  I  that  hath  "created  them;  and  it  is  I  that  granteth 
unto  him  that  believeth  unto  the  end,  a  place  at  my  r^ght 
hand. 

24.  For  behold,  in  'tey  name  are  they  called;  and  if  they 
know  me  they  shall  come  forth,  and  shall  have  a  place 
eternally  at  my  right  hand. 

25.  And  it  shall  come  to  imiss  that  w^hen  the  second 
trump  shall  sound,  then  shall  they  that  never  knew  me 
come  forth  and  shall  stand  before  me ; 

26.  And  then  shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  their 
God,  that  I  am  their  Redeemer;  but  they  would  not  be 
redeemed. 

27.  And  then  will  I  confess  unto  them  that  I  never 
knew  them;  and  they  shall  depart  into  ^everlasting  fire, 
prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels. 

28.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  that  will  not  hear 
my  voice,  the  same  shall  ye  *'not  receive  into  my  church,  for 
him  I  will  not  receive  at  the  last  day ; 

29.  Therefore  I  say  unto  vou.  Go ;  and  whosoever  trans- 
gresseth  against  me,  him  shall  ye  judge  according  to  the 
sins  which  he  has  committed ;  and  if  he  confess  liis  sins 
before  thee  and  me,  and  repenteth  in  the  sincerity  of  his 
heart,  him  shall  ye  forgive,  and  I  will  forgive  him  also ; 

30.  Tea,  and  as  often  as  my  people  repent^  will  I  forgive 
them  their  trespasses  against  me. 

31.  And  ye  shall  also  forgive  'one  another  your  tres- 
passes ;  for  verily  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  f orgiveth  not  his 
neighbour's  trespasses,  when  he  says  that  he  repents,  the 
same  hath  brou^t  himself  under  condemnation. 

32.  Now  I  say  unto  you,  €ro ;  and  whosoever  will  not 
repent  of  his  sins,  the  same  shall  "not  be  numbered  among 
my  people;  and  this  shall  be  observed  from  this  time 
forward. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Alma  had  heard  these 
ivords,  he  wrote  them  down  that  he  might  have  them,  and 
that  he  might  judge  the  people  of  that  church,  according  to 
the  'commandments  of  Grod. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  went  and  judged 
those  that  had  been  taken  in  iniquity,  according  to  the 
word  of  the  Lord. 

35.  And  whosoever  repented  of  their  sins  and  did  'con- 
fess them,  them  he  did  number  among  the  people  of  the 
church ; 

36.  And  those  that  would  not  confess  their  sins  and 
repent  of  their  iniquity,  the  same  were  *not  numbered 
among  the  people  of  the  church,  and  their  names  were 
blotter  out. 
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37.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  did  regulate  all  the 
affairs  of  the  church ;  and  they  began  again  to  have  peace 
and  to  prosper  exceedingly  in  the  affa^  of  the  church; 
walking  circumspectly  before  Grod;  receiving  many, 
and  <^baptizing  many. 

38.  And  now  all  these  things  did  Alma  and  his  f eUow 
labourers  do  who  were  over  the  church  ;  walking  in  all 
diligence ;  teaching  the  word  of  God  in  all  things ;  suffering 
all  manner  of  afflictions  ;  being  persecuted  by  all  those  who 
did  not  belong  to  the  church  of  God. 

39.  And  they  did  admonish  their  brethren ;  and  they 
were  also  admonished,  every  one  by  the  word  of  God, 
according  to  his  sins,  or  to  the  sins  which  he  had  committed, 
being  commanded  of  God  to  *pray  without  ceasing,  and  to 
give  thanks  in  all  things. 


CHAPTER  27. 

L  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  persecutions  which 
were  Inflicted  on  Uie  church  by  the  unbelievers  became  so 
great,  that  the  church  began  to  murmur,  and  complain  to 
their  leaders  concerning  the  matter ;  and  they  did  complain 
to  Alma.  And  Alma  laid  the  case  before  their  king,  Mosiah. 
And  Mosiah  consulted  with  his  priests. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Mosiah  sent  a  procla- 
mation throughout  the  land  round  about,  that  there  should 
not  any  unbeliever  persecute  any  of  those  who  belonged  to 
the  church  of  God ; 

3.  And  there  was  a  strict  command  throughout  all  the 
churches,  that  there  should  be  no  persecutions  among  them, 
that  there  should  be  an  "equality  among  all  men  ; 

4.  That  they  should  let  no  pride  nor  haughtiness  disturb 
their  peace  ;  that  every  man  should  esteem  his  neighbour  *as 
himselt  labouring  with  their  own  hands  for  their  support ; 

5.  Yea,  and  ail  their  ^priests  and  teachers  should  labour 
with  their  ''own  hands  for  their  support,  in  all  cases  save  it 
were  in  sickness,  or  in  much  want ;  and  doing  these  things, 
they  did  abound  In  the  grace  of  God. 

6.  And  there  began  to  be  much  peace  again  in  the  land ; 
and  the  people  began  to  be  very  numerous,  and  began  to 
scatter  abroad  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  yea,  on  the  north 
and  on  thfe  south,  on  the  east  and  on  the  west,  building  large 
cities  and  villages  in  all  quarters  of  the  land. 

7.  And  the  Lord  did  visit  them  and  prosper  them,  and 
they  became  a  large  and  wealthy  people. 

y,  see  u,  IL  Nop.  9.       z,  see  e,  il  Nep.  S2. 
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8.  Now  the  'sons  of  Mosifkh  were  numbered  amon^  the 
unbelievers ;  and  also  one  of  the  sons  of  Alma  was  numbered 
among  them,  he  b^ng  called  Alma,  after  his  father ;  never- 
theless, he  became  a  very  wicked  and  an  idolatrous  man. 
And  he  was  a  man  of  many  words,  and  did  speak  much 
flattery  to  the  people ;  therefore  he  led  many  of  the  people 
to  do  after  the  manner  of  his  iniquities. 

9.  And  he  became  a  great  hinderment  to  the  pro8i>erit7 
of  the  church  of  God;  stealing  away  the  hearts  of  the 
people  ;  causing  much  dissension  among  the  people  ;  giving 
a  chance  for  the  enemy  of  Grod  to  exercise  his  power  over 
tiiem. 

10.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  that  while  he  was  going 
about  to  destroy  the  church  of  Grbd;  for  he  did  go  about 
secretly  with  the  sons  of  Mosiah,  •''seeking  to  destroy  the 
church,  and  to  lead  astray  the  people  of  the  Lord,  contrary 
to  the  commandments  of  Grod,  or  even  the  king ; 

11.  And  as  I  said  unto  you,  as  they  were  going  about 
rebelling  against  God,  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  'ap- 
I)eared  unto  them ;  and  he  descended  as  it  were  in  a  cloua ; 
and  he  spake  as  it  were  with  a  voice  of  thunder,  which 
caused  the  '^earth  to  shake  u^n  which  they  stood  ; 

12.  And  so  great  was  theu:  astonishment,  that  they  fell 
to  the  earth,  and  understood  not  the  words  which  he  spake 
unto  them. 

13.  Nevertheless  he  cried  again,  saying.  Alma,  arise  and 
stand  forth,  for  why  persecuteth  thou  the  church  of  God  ? 
For  the  Lord  hath  said,  'This  is  my  church,  and  I  will 
establish  it ;  and  nothing  shall  overthrow  it,  save  it  is  the 
transgression  of  my  people. 

14.  And  again,  the  angel  said.  Behold,  the  Lord  hath 
heard  the  prayers  of  his  people,  and  also  the  prayers  of  his 
servant,  AJma,  who  is  thy  father :  for  he  has  prayed  with 
much  faith  concerning  thee,  that  thou  mightest  be  brought 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth ;  therefore,  for  this  purpose 
have  I  come  to  convince  thee  of  the  power  and  authority  of 
God,  that  the  prayers  of  his  servants  might  be  answered 
according  to  their  faith. 

15.  And  now  behold,  can  ye  dispute  the  power  of  God  f 
For  behold,  doth  not  my  voice  •'shake  the  earth  ?  And  can 
ye  not  also  *beholdme  before  you?    And  I  am  sent  from 

16.  Now  I  say  unto  thee,  Gro,  and  remember  the  captivity 
of  thy  fathers  in  the  land  of  'Helam,  and  in  the  "*land  of 
Nepm  ;  and  remember  how  ^eat  things  he  has  done  for 
them :  for  they  were  in  bondage,  and  he  has  "delivered 
them.     And  now  I  say  unto  thee.  Alma,  go  thy  way,  and 
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seek  to  destroy  the  church  no  more,  that  their  prayers  may 
be  answered ;  and  this  even  if  thou  wilt  of  thyself  be  cast 

17.  And  now  it  came  to  ];)ass  that  these  were  the  last 
words  which  the  angel  spake  unto  Alma,  and  he  departed. 

18.  And  now  Alma,  and  those  that  were  witn  him, 
fell  "again  to  the  earth,  for  great  walls  their  astonishment : 
for  with  their  own  eyes  they  had  'beheld  an  angel  of  the 
Lord;  and  his  voice  was  as  thimder,  which  'shook  the 
earth;  and  they  knew  that  there  was  nothing  save  the 
power  of  God  that  could  shake  the  earth  and  cause  it  to 
tremble,  as  though  it  would  part  asunder. 

19.  And  now  the  astonishment  of  Alma  was  so  great, 
that  he  became  ''dumb,  that  he  could  not  open  his  mouth ; 
yea,  and  he  became  weak,  even  that  he  could  not  move  his 
Hands ;  therefore  he  was  taken  b^  those  that  were  with  him, 
and  carried  helpless,  even  until  he  was  laid  before  his 
father. 

20.  And  they  rehearsed  unto  his  father  all  that  had 
happened  unto  them ;  and  his  father  rejoiced,  for  he  knew 
that  it  was  the  power  of  God. 

21.  And  he  caused  that  a  multitude  should  be  gathered 
t(^ether,  that  they  might  witness  what  the  Lord  had  done 
for  his  son,  and  also  for  those  that  were  with  him. 

22.  And  he  caused  that  the  *priests  should  assemble 
themselves  together ;  and  they  began  to  ^fast,  and  to  pray 
to  the  Lord  their  Grod,  that  he  would  **open  the  mouth  of 
Alma,  that  he  might  speak  ;  and  also  that  his  *limbs  might 
receive  their  strength,  that  the  eyes  of  the  people  might  be 
opened  to  see  and  Know  of  the  goodness  and  glory  of  Grod. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  alter  they  had  *fasted  and 
praved  for  the  space  of  two  days  and  two  nights,  the  limbs 
of  Alma  received  their  strength,  and  he  stood  up  and  began 
to  speak  unto  them,  bidding  them  to  be  of  ^ood  comfort ; 

24.  For,  said  he,  I  have  repented  of  my  sins,  and  have 
been  redeemed  of  the  Lord  ;  benold  I  am  'bom  of  the  Spirit. 

25.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  Marvel  not  that  all 
mankind,  yea,  men  and  women,  all  nations,  kindreds, 
tongues  and  people,  must  be  ''bom  again ;  yea,  bom  of  God, 
changed  from  tneir  carnal  and  fallen  state,  to  a  state  of 
righteousness,  being  redeemed  of  God,  becoming  his  sons 
and  dai^ters  ; 

26.  And  thus  they  become  new  creatures;  and  unless 
they  do  this,  they  can  in  no  wise  inherit  the  kingdom  of 

27.  I  say  unto  you,  unless  this  be  the  case,  they  must  be 
cast  off ;  and  this  I  taio  w,  because  I  was  like  to  be  cast  off. 
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28.  Nevertheless,  after  wanderine  tfaroush  much  tribula- 
tion, repenting  nig^  unto  death,  the  Lord  in  mercy  hath 
seen  fit  to  snatch  me  out  of  an  'everlasting  burning,  and  I 
am  bom  of  Grod : 

29.  My  soul  hath  been  redeemed  from  the  gall  of  bitter- 
ness and  bonds  of  iniquity.  I  was  in  the  darkest  abyss ; 
but  now  I  behold  the  marvellous  light  of  God.  My  soul  was 
racked  with  ^<^temal  torment ;  but  I  am  snatched,  and  my 
soul  is  pained  no  more. 

30.  I  rejected  my  Redeemer,  and  denied  that  which  had 
been  spoken  of  by  our  fathers;  but  now  that  they  may 
foresee  that  he  will  come,  and  that  he  remembereth  eveiy 
creature  of  his  creating,  he  will  make  himself  manifest 
unto  all; 

31.  x  ea,  '  *every  knee  shall  bow,  and  every  tongue  con- 
fess before  him.  Yea,  even  at  the  last  day,  when  all  men 
shall  stand  to  be  judged  of  him,  then  shall  they  confess  that 
he  is  God ;  then  shall  they  confess,  who  live  without  Grod 
in  the  world,  tiiat  the  judgment  of  an  '^'everlasting  punish- 
ment is  pust  upon  them ;  and  they  shall  ouake,  and  tremble, 
and  shrink  beneath  the  ^ ''glance  of  his  all-searchinff  eye. 

32.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  began  from  this 
time  forward,  to  teach  the  people,  and  those  who  were  witii 
Alma  at  the  time  the  angel  appeared  unto  them  :  'travelling 
round  about  through  all  the  land,  publishing  to  all  the 
people  the  things  which  they  had  neard  and  seen,  and 
preaching  the  word  of  Grod  in  much  tribulation,  being 
greatly  persecuted  by  those  who  were  unbelievers,  being 
smitten  by  many  of  them ; 

33.  But  notwithstanding  all  this,  they  did  impart  much 
consolation  to  the  church,  confirming  tneir  faith,  and  ex- 
horting them  with  long  suffering  and  much  travail,  to  ke^ 
the  commandments  of  Grod. 

31.  And  'four  of  them  were  the  sons  of  Mosiah ;  and 
their  names  were  Anmion,  and  Aaron,  and  Omner,  and 
Himni  :  these  were  the  names  of  the  sons  of  Mosiah. 

36.  And  they  travelled  throughout  all  the  '^land  of  Za- 
rahemlsL  and  among  all  the  people  who  were  under  the 
reign  of  king  Mosiah,  zealously  striving  to  repair  all  the 
iiVJuries  which  they  had  done  to  the  church :  confessing  all 
their  sins,  and  publishing  all  the  'things  which  they  bad 
seen,  and  explaining  the  prophecies  and  the  scriptures  to  all 
who  desired  to  hear  them  ; 

36.  And  thus  they  were  instruments  in  the  hands  of 
Grod,  in  bringing  many  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  yea, 
to  the  knowledge  of  their  Redeemer. 

37.  And  how  blessed  are  they  I  For  they  did  'h)ub]i8h 
peace  :  they  did  publish  good  tidmgs  of  good ;  and  tney  did 
declare  unto  the  people  that  the  Lord  reigneth. 
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CHAPTER  28. 

L  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  *80ii8  of  Mosiah 
had  done  all  these  thinssj  they  took  a  small  number  witili 
them,  and  returned  to  their  father,  the  king,  and  desired  of 
him  ^at  he  would  grant  unto  them;  that  they  might,  with 
these  whom  they  had  selected,  ^  up  to  the  *land  of  Nephi» 
that  they  might  preach  the  things  which  they  had  heard, 
and  that  they  might  impart  the  word  of  God  to  tneir  brethren, 
thaLamanites; 

2.  That  i)erhaps  they  misht  bring  them  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Lord  their  Goo,  and  convince  them  of  the 
iniquity  of  their  fathers ;  and  that  perhaps  they  might  cure 
them  of  their  <^hatred  towards  the  Nephites,  that  they 
might  also  be  brought  to  rejoice  in  the  Lord  their  God,  that 
they  might  become  friendly  to  one  another,  and  that  there 
should  be  no  more  contentions  in  all  the  land  which  the 
Lord  their  God  had  given  them. 

3.  Now  they  were  desirous  that  salvation  should  be 
declared  to  every  creature,  for  they  could  not  bear  that  any 
human  soul' should  perish ;  yea,  even  the  very  thoughts  that 
any  soul  should  endure  ''endless  torment,  did  cause  them  to 
quake  and  tremble. 

4.  And  thus  did  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  work  upon  them, 
toe  they  were  the  'very  vilest  of  sinners.  And  the  Lord  saw 
fit  in  his  infinite  mercy  to  spare  them ;  nevertheless  tiiey 
suffered  much  anguish  of  soul,  because  of  their  iniquities ; 
and  suffering  much,  fearing  that  they  should  be  cast  off  for 
ever. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  plead  with  their 
father  many  days  that  they  might  go  up  to  the  -^land  of 
Nephi. 

6.  And  king  Mosiah  went  and  inquired  of  the  Lord,  if 
he  would  let  his  sons  go  up  among  the  Lamanltes  to  preach 
the  word. 

7.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Mosiah,  Let  them  go  up,  for 
many  shall  believe  on  their  words,  and  they  shall  nave 
eternal  life ;  and  I  will  'deliver  thy  sons  out  of  the  hands  of 
the  Lamanites. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Mosiah  granted  that  they 
might  go,  and  do  according^  to  their  request; 

9.  And  they  took  their  journey  into  the  wilderness,  to  go 
up  to  preach  the  word  among  the  Lamanites :  and  1  shall 
give  an  ^account  of  their  proceedings  hereafter. 

10.  Now  king  Mosiah  had  no  one  to  confer  the  kingdom 

rn,  for  there  was  not  any  of  his  sons  who  would  accept  of 
kingdom ; 

11.  Therefore  he  took  the  records  which  were  engraven

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on  the  j>lates  of  %rass,  and  also  the  -^plates  of  Nephi,  and  all 
the  things  which  he  had  kept  and  preserved,  according  to 
the  commandments  of  Grod,  after  ^ving  translated  and 
caused  to  be  written  the  records  which  were  on  the  Opiates 
of  gold,  which  had  been  found  by  the  people  of  Limhi,  which 
were  delivered  to  him  by  the  hand  of  Limhi  ; 

12.  And  this  he  did  because  of  the  great  anxiety  of  his 
people,  for  they  were  desirous  beyond  measure,  to  know  oon- 
ceming  those  people  ^ho  had  been  destroyed. 

13.  And  now  he  translated  them  by  the  means  of 
those  "*two  stones  which  were  fastened  into  the  two  rims 
of  a  bow. 

14.  Now  these  things  were  prepared  from  the  beginning, 
and  were  handed  down  from  genelration  to  generation,  for 
the  purpose  of  interpreting  languages ; 

15.  And  they  have  been  kept  and  preserved  by  the  hand 
of  the  Lord,  that  he  should  discover  to  everv  creature  i^ho 
should  possess  the  land,  the  iniquities  and  abominations  of 
his  people : 

16.  And  whosoever  has  these  things,  is  called  "seer,  after 
the  manner  of  old  times. 

17.  Now  after  Mosiah  had  finished  translating  these 
records,  behold,  it  gave  an  account  of  the  people  'who  were 
destroyed,  from  t^e  time  that  they  were  aesm>yed,  back  to 
the  building  of  the  'great  tower,  at  the  time  the  Lord  con- 
founded the  lang^uage  of  the  people ;  and  they  were  scattered 
abroad  upon  the  'face  of  all  the  earth,  yea,  and  even  from 
that  time  imtil  the  ''creation  of  Adam. 

18.  Now  this  account  did  cause  the  people  of  Mosiah  to 
mourn  exceedingly,  yea,  they  were  filled  with  sorrow :  never- 
theless it  gave  them  much  knowledge,  in  the  which  they  did 
rejoice. 

19.  And  this  account  shall  be  'written  hereafter :  for 
behold,  it  is  expedient  that  all  people  should  know  the  things 
which  axe  written  in  this  account. 

20.  And  now,  as  I  said  unto  you,  that  after  king  Mosiah 
had  done  these  things,  he  took  the  plates  of  brass,  and  all 
the  things  which  he  had  kept,  and  conferred  them  upon 
Alma,  who  was  the  son  of  Alma ;  yea,  **all  the  records,  and 
also  the  Interpreters,  and  conferred  them  upon  him,  and 
commanded  him  that  he  should  keep  and  preserve  them, 
and  also  keep  a  record  of  the  people,  handing  them  down 
from  one  generation  to  another,  even  as  they  had  been 
handed  down  from  the  time  that  Lehi  left  Jerusalem. 
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CHAPTER  29. 


1.  Now  when  Mosiah  had  done  this,  he  sent  out  through- 
out aJl  the  land,  among  all  the  people,  desiring  to  know  their 
will  concerning  who  should  be  their  king. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  voice  of  the  people  came, 
saying.  We  are  desirous  that  Aaron  thy  son  should  be  our 
king,  and  our  ruler. 

3.  Now  Aaron  had  gone  up  to  the  "land  of  Nephi,  there- 
fore the  king  could  not  confer  the  kingdom  upon  him ;  neither 
would  Aaron  take  iipon  him  the  kingdom ;  neither  were  any 
of  the  ^sons  of  Mosiah  willing  to  take  ui)dn  them  the 
kingdom, 

4.  Therefore  king  Mosiah  sent  again  among  the  people : 
yea,  even  a  written  word  sent  he  among  the  people.  And 
these  were  the  words  that  were  written : — saying, 

5.  Behold,  O  ye  my  people,  or  my  brethren,  for  I  esteem 
you  as  such;  fori  desire  that  ye  should  consider  the  cause 
which  ye  are  called  to  consider;  for  ye  are  desirous  to  have  a 
king. 

0.  Now  I  declare  unto  you,  that  he  to  whom  the  kingdom 
doth  <tiehtly  belong,  has  declined,  and  will  not  take  ui>on 
him  the  Kingdom. 

7.  And  now  if  there  should  be  another  appointed  in  his 
stead,  behold  I  fear  there  would  rise  contentions  among 
you;  and  who  knoweth  but  what  my  son,  to  whom  the  king- 
dom Moth  belong,  should  turn  to  be  angry,  and  draw  away  a 
part  of  this  people  after  him.  which  would  cause  wars  and 
contentions  among  you  ;  which  would  be  the  cause  of 
shedding  much  blood,  and  perverting  the  way  of  the  Lord; 
yea,  ana  destroy  the  souls  oi  many  people. 

8.  Now  I  say  unto  you.  Let  us  be  wise  and  consider  these 
things,  for  we  have  no  right  to  destroy  my  son,  neither 
should  we  have  a  right  to  destroy  another,  if  he  should  be 
appointed  in  his  stead. 

9.  And  if  my  son  should  turn  again  to  his  pride  and  vain 
things,  he  would  recall  the  things  which  he  had  said,  and 
claim  his  right  to  the  kingdom,  which  would  cause  him  and 
also  this  people  to  commit  much  sin. 

10.  And  now  let  us  be  wise  and  look  forward  to  these 
things,  and  do  that  which  will  make  for  the  peace  of  this 
people. 

11.  Therefore  I  will  be  your  king  the  remainder  of  my 
days;  nevertheless,  let  ^us  appoint  judges,  to  judge  th& 
people  according  to  our  law,  and  we  will  newly  arrange  the 
afEairs  of  this  people,  for  we  will  appoint  wise  men  to  be 
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judges,  that  wiU  judge  this  people  according  to  the  command- 
ments of  GodL 

12.  Now  it  is  better  that  a  man  should  be  judged  of  God 
than  of  man,  for  the  judgments  of  God  are  always  just,  but 
the  judgments  of  man  are  not  always  just ; 

13.  Therefore  if  it  were  possible  that  you  could  have  just 
men  to  be  your  kings,  who  would  establish  the  laws  of  God, 
and  judge  this  people  according  to  his  commandments ;  yea, 
if  ye  comd  have  men  for  your  kings,  who  would  do  even  as 
my  father  •TBeivJamin  did  for  this  people  :  I  say  unto  you,  if 
this  coidd  alwavs  be  the  case,  then  it  would  be  expedient 
that  ye  ^ould  always  have  kinks  to  rule  over  you. 

14.  And  even  I  myself  haveiaboured  with  aU  the  power 
of  faculties,  which  I  have  jiossessed,  to  teach  you  the  com- 
mandments of  God,  and  to  establish  peace  throughout  the 
land,  that  there  should  be  no  wars  nor  contentions,  no 
stealing,  nor  plundering,  nor  mu]:dering,  nor  any  manner  of 
iniquity : 

15.  And  whosoever  has  committed  iniouity,  him  have  I 
punished  according  to  the  law  which  has  oeen  given  to  us 
by  our  fathers. 

16.  Now  I  say  unto  you,  that  because  all  men  are  not  just, 
it  is  not  expedient  that  ye  should  have  a  king  or  kings  to  rule 
over  you. 

17.  For  behold,  how  much  iniquity  doth  one  wicked  king 
cause  to  be  committed !  yea,  and  what  great  destruction ! 

18.  Yea,  remember  'king  Noah,  his  wickedness  and  his 
abon^nations ;  and  also  the  wickedness  and  abominations  of 
his  people.  Behold  what  great  destruction  did  come  upon 
them;  and  also  because  of  their  iniquities,  they  were 
brou^^t  Mnto  bondage. 

W,  And  were  it  not  for  the  interposition  of  their  all-wise 
Creator,  and  this  because  of  their  sincere  repentance,  they 
must  unavoidably  remain  in  bondage  until  now. 

20.  But  bdbold,  he  did  deliver  them  because  ^ey  did 
humble  themselves  before  him ;  and  because  they  cried 
mightily  unto  him,  he  did  deliver  them  out  of  bondage :  and 
thus  doth  the  Lord  work  with  his  power  in  all  cases  among 
the  children  of  men,  extending  the  arm  of  mercy  towards 
them  that  put  their  trust  in  him. 

21.  And  behold,  now  I  say  unto  you,  ye  cannot  dethrone 
an  iniquitous  king,  save  it  be  through  much  contention,  and 
the  shedding  of  much  blood. 

22.  For  behold,  he  has  his  friends  in  iniquity,  and  he 
keepeth  his  guards  about  him :  and  he  teareth  up  tne  laws  of 
tiiose  who  have  reigned  in  righteousness  before  nim :  and  he 
tranoj^eth  under  his  feet  the  commandments  of  God ; 

23.  And  he  enacteth  laws,  and  sendeth  them  forth  amoiur 
his  people ;  yea,  laws  after  the  manner  of  his  own  wickeo- 
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ness ;  and  whosoever  doth  not  obey  his  laws,  he  causeth  to 
be  destroyed ;  and  whosoever  doth  rebel  a^iinst  him,  he  will 
send  his  aimies  against  them  to  war,  and  if  he  can,  he  will 
destroy  them :  and  thus  an  unrighteous  king  doth  pervert 
the  ways  of  all  righteousness. 

24.  And  now  behold  I  say  unto  you,  it  is  not  expedient 
that  such  abominations  should  come  upon -you ; 

25.  Therefore  choose  you  by  the  •'voice  of  this  people, 
judges,  that  ye  may  be  judged  according  to  the  laws  which 
have  been  given  you  by  our  fathers,  which  are  correct,  and 
which  were  given  them  oy  the  hand  of  the  Lord. 

26.  Now  it  is  not  common  that  the  voice  of  the  people 
desireth  anything  contrary  to  that  which  is  right ;  but  it  is 
common  for  the  lesser  part  of  the  x)eople  to  desire  that 
which  is  not  right;  therefore  this  shali  ye  observe,  and 
make  it  your  law  to  do  your  business  by  the  voice  of  the 
people. 

27.  And  if  the  time  comes  that  the  voice  of  the  people 
doth  *choose  iniquity,  then  is  the  time  that  the  judgments 
of  God  will  come  upon  you;  yea,  then  is  the  time  he  will 
visit  you  with  great  destruction  even  as  he  has  hitherto 
Tisited  this  land. 

28.  And  now  if  ye  have  judges,  and  they  do  not  judge 
you  according  to  the  law  which  has  been  given,  ye  can  cause 
that  they  may  be  judged  of  a  higher  judge  : 

29.  If  your  higher  judges  do  not  judge  righteous  judg- 
ments, ye  shall  cause  that  a  small  number  of  your  lower 
judges  should  be  gathered  together,  and  they  shsJl  Judge 
your  hieher  judges,  according  to  the  'voice  of  the  people. 

90.  And  I  command  you  to  do  these  things  in  the  fear  of 
the  Lord :  and  I  command  you  to  do  these  things,  and  that 
76  have  no  king :  that  if  these  people  commit  sins  and 
iniquities,  they  shall  be  answered  upon  their  own  heads. 

31.  For  behold  I  say  unto  you,  the  sins  of  manv  people 
have  been  caused  by  the  iniquities  of  their  kings ;  tnerefore 
their  iniquities  are  answered  upon  the  heads  of  their  kings. 

32.  And  now  I  desire  that  this  ine(][uality  should  be  no 
more  in  this  land,  especially  among  this  my  people ;  but  I 
desire  that  this  land  be  a  *"land  of  liberty,  and  every  man 
may  enjoy  his  rights  and  privileges  alike,  so  long  as  the 
Lord  sees  fit,  that  we  may  live  and  inherit  the  land;  yea, 
even  as  long  as  any  of  our  posterity  remains  upon  the  face 
of  the  land. 

33.  And  many  more  things  did  king  Mosiah  write  unto 
them,  unfolding  unto  them  all  the  triaJs  and  troubles  of  a 
righteous  king ;  yea,  all  the  travails  of  soul  for  their  people, 
and  also  all  the  murmurings  of  the  people  to  their  king ; 
and  he  explained  it  all  unto  them. 

34.  And  he  told  them  that  these  things  ought  not  to  be ; 

i,  see  e.      ik.  Alma  2  :  3—7.    10 :  19.    Hela.  6:2.    6  :  S8— 40.      Z,  see  e. 
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but  that  the  burden  should  come  upon  *'all  the  people,  that 
every  man  might  bear  his  part. 

35.  And  he  also  unfolded  unto  them  all  the  disadvan- 
tages they  laboured  under,  by  having  an  unrighteous  kmg 
to  rule  over  them ; 

36.  Yea,  all  his  iniquities  and  abominations,  and  all  the 
vrars,  and  contentions,  and  bloodshed,  and  the  stealing,  and 
the  plundering,  and  the  conmiitting  of  whoredoms,  and  all 
manner  of  iniquities  which  cannot  oe  enumerated ;  telling 
them  that  these  things  ought  not  to  be ;  that  they  were 
expressly  repugnant  to  the  commandments  of  Grod. 

37.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  after  king  Mosiah  had  sent 
these  things  forth  among  the  people,  they  were  convinced  of 
the  truth  of  his  words ; 

38.  Therefore  they  relinquished  their  desires  for  a  king, 
and  became  exceedingly  anxious  that  every  man  should 
have  an  ^'equal  chance  throughout  all  the  land ;  yea,  and 
every  man  expressed  a  willingness  to  answer  for  nis  own 
sins. 

39.  Therefore,  it  came  to  pads  that  they  assembled  them- 
selves together  in  bodies  throughout  the  land,  to  cast  in 
their  voices  concerning  who  should  be  their  judges,  to  judge 
them,  according  to  the  law  which  had  been  given  them ;  and 
thej  were  exceedingly  rejoiced,  because  of  the  ^liberty 
which  had  been  granted  unto  them. 

40.  And  they  did  wax  strong  in  love  towards  Mosiah ; 
yea,  they  did  esteem  him  more  than  any  other  man  ;  for  they 
did  not  look  upon  him  as  a  tyrant,  who  was  seeking  for 

fain,  yea,  for  that  lucre  which  doth  corrupt  the  soul ;  for  he 
ad  not  exacted  riches  of  them,  neither  had  he  delighted  in 
the  shedding  of  blood ;  but  he  had  established  peace  in  the 
land,  and  he  had  granted  unto  his  people  that  they  should 
be  delivered  from  all  manner  of  bondage ;  therefore  they  did 
esteem  him,  jea,  exceedingly  beyond  measure. 

41.  And  It  came  to  pass  that  they  did  ^appoint  judges  to 
rule  over  them,  or  to  judge  them  according  to  the  law ;  and 
this  they  did  throughout  all  the  land. 

42.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  was  appointed  to  be 
the  first  chief  judge ;  he  being  also  the  ''hign  priest ;  his 
father  having  conferred  the  onice  upon  him,  ana  had  given 
him  the  charge  concerning  all  the  affairs  of  the  church. 

43.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  did  walk  in  the 
ways  of  the  Lord,  and  he  didT  keep  his  commandments,  and 
he  did  judge  righteous  judgments ;  and  there  was  continual 
peace  through  the  land ; 

44.  And  thus  commenced  the  'reign  of  the  judges 
throughout  all  the  'land  of  Zarahemla,  among  all  the  people 
who  were  called  the  Nephites :  and  Alma  was  the  first  and 
chief  judge. 
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45.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  his  father  died,  being 
eighty  and  two  years  old,  having  lived  to  fttlfll  l^e  command- 
m^its  of  Giod. 

46.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Mosiah  died  also,  in  the 
thirty  and  third  year  of  his  reign,  beins  *sixty  and  three 
years  old;  making  in  the  whole,  five  hundred  and  nine  years 
from  the  time  Lehl  left  Jerusalem ;  • 

47.  And  thus  ended  the  'reign  of  the  kings  over  the 
people  of  Nephi :  and  thus  ^'ended  the  days  of  Alma,  who 
was  the  founder  bf  their  church.

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the  Judges,  and  the  wars  and  contentions  amoruf  the  people. 
And  also  an  account  of  a  war  between  the  Nephites  and 
the  Lamanites,  a/jcordtng  to  the  record  of  Alma  the  firsts 
amd  Chief  Judge, 


CHAPTER  1. 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi,  from  tiiis  time 
forward,  king  Mosiah  having  <*gone  the  way  of  all  the  earth, 
having  warred  a  good  warfare,  walkine  uprightly  before 
God,  leaving  none  to  reign  in  his  stead ;  nevertheless  he 
established  laws,  and  they  were  acknowledged  by  the 
people ;  therefore  they  were  obliged  to  ^abide  by  the  laws 
which  he  had  made. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Alma  in  the  judgment  seat,  there  was  a  <^an  brougnt 
before  him  to  be  judged ;  a  man  who  was  large,  and  was 
noted  for  his  much  strength ; 

3.  And  he  had  gone'  about  among  the  people,  preaching 
to  them  that  which  he  termed  to  be  the  word  of  God,  bearing 
down  against  the  church ;  declaring  unto  the  people  that 
every  priest  and  teacher  ought  to  become  i)opular;  and 
they  ought  ''not  to  labour  with  their  hands,  but  that  they 
ought  to  be  supported  bj  the  people  ; 

4.  And  he  also  testified  unto  the  people  that  'all  man- 
kind  should  be  saved  at  the  last  day,  and  that  they  need  not

fear  nor  trenible,  bat  that  tliey  mleht  lift  np  their  beads 
and  r^oice :  for  the  Ixird  bad  createa  all  m^i,  and  bad  also 
redeemed  all  men ;  and  in  the  end,  all  men  aboold  have 
eterikallife. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  be  did  teach  these  things 
flo  much,  that  many  did  believe  on  his  w<»ds,  even  so  many 
that  they  began  to  supiK>rt  him  and  give  him  money ; 

6.  And  be  began  to  be  lifted  up  in  the  ^de  of  his  heart, 
and  to  wear  venr  costly  tLppaiel;  yea,  and  even  began  to 
establish  a  chnrch,  after  the  numner  of  Mer  preaching. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  he  was  gomg  to  preach  to 
those  who  believed  on  ma  word,  he  met  a  man  who  belonged 
to  the  church  of  God,  jeskj  even  one  of  their  teachers ;  and 
he  began  to  contend  with  him  sharply,  that  he  might  lead 
away  the  people  of  the  chnrch ;  but  the  man  withstood  him, 
admonishing  nim  with  the  words  of  God. 

8.  Now  the  name  of  the  man  was  Gideon ;  and  it  was  he 
who  was  an  instrument  in  the  hands  of  God  -^in  deHvering 
the  people  of  Limhi  out  of  bondage. 

9.  Now,  because  Gideon  withstood  him  with  the  words 
of  God,  he  was  wroth  with  Qideon,  and  drew  Ms  swcHrd  and 
began  to  smite  him.  Now  Gideon  being  stricken  with  many 
years,  therefore  he  was  not  able  to  withstand  his  blows, 
therefore  he  was  slain  by  the  sword  ; 

10.  And  the  man  who  slew  him  was  taken  by  the  people 
of  the  church,  and  was  brought  before  Alma,  to  be  judged 
according  to  the  crimes  whic^  he  had  committed. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  stood  before  Alma,  and 
pleaded  for  himself  witn  much  boldness. 

12.  But  Alma  said  unto  him,  Behold,  this  is  the  first 
time  that  priestcraft  has  been  introduced  among  this  people. 
And  behold,  thou  art  not  only  guilty  of  priestcraft,  but  hast 
endeavoured  to  enforce  it  by  £he  sword ;  and  were  priestcraft 
to  be  enforced  among  this  people,  it  would  prove  tneir  entire 
destruction. 

13.  And  thou  hast  shed  the  blood  of  a  ^gbteous  man, 
yea,  a  man  who  has  done  much  good  among  this  people ; 
and  were  we  to  spare  thee,  his  blood  would  come  upon  us 
for  vengeance ; 

14.  Therefore,  thou  art  Condemned  to  die,  according  to 
the  law  which  has  been  given  us  by  Mosiah,  our  last  king ; 
and  they  have  been  acknowledged  by  this  people ;  therefore, 
this  people  must  abide  by  the  Ieiw.  > 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  took  him;  and  his 
name  was  'Nehor ;  and  tney  carried  him  upon  the  top  of  the 
hill  Manti,  and  there  he  was  caused,  or  rather  did  acknow- 
ledge, between  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  that  what  he  had 
taught  to  the  people  was  contrary  to  the  word  of  God ;  and 
there  he  suffered  an  ignominious  death. 
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16.  Nevertheless,  this  did  not  put  an  end  to  the  spreading 
of  priestcraft  throtijz^  the  land  :  for  there  "were  many  who 
loved  the  vain  thin^  of  the  world,  and  they  went  forth 
preaching  false  doctrines ;  and  this  they  did  for  the  *sake  of 
riches  and  honour. 

17.  Nevertheless,  they  durst  not  lie,  if  it  were  known» 
for  fear  of  the  law.  for  liars  were  imnished ;  therefore  they 

Eretended  to  preacn  according  to  meir  belief  :  and  now  the 
iw  could  have  no  power  on  any  man  for  %is  belief. 

18.  And  they  ""durst  not  steal,  for  fear  of  the  law ;  for 
Btich  were  punished ;  neither  durst  they  rob,  nor  murder : 
for  he  that  murdered  was  punished  unto  death. 

19.  But  it  cante  to  pass  that  whosoever  did  not  belong  to 
the  church  of  God,  began  to  persecute  those  that  did  belong 
to  the  church  of  God,  and  had  taken  upon  them  the  "name 
of  Christ; 

20.  Yea,  they  did  i>ersecute  them,  and  ai&ict  them  with 
all  manner  of  words,  and  this  because  of  their  humility ; 
because  they  were  not  proud  in  their  own  eyes,  and  because 
they  did  impart  the  word  of  God,  one  with  another,  with- 
out  money  and  without  price. 

21.  Now  Hbete  was  a  strict  law  among  the  people  of  the 
chnrch,  tibiat  there  should  not  any  man,  belonging  to  the 
church,  arise  and  ^rsecute  those  that  did  not  belong  to  the 
church,  and  that  there  should  be  no  persecution  among 
themselves. 

22.  Nevertheless,  there  were  many  amone  them  who 
^gan  to  be  proud,  and  began  to  contend  wamuy  with  their 
adversaries,  even  unto  blows ;  yea,  they  would  ^smite  one 
another  with  their  fists. 

23.  Now,  this  was  in  the  second  ^ear  of  the  reign  of 
Alma,  and  it  was  a  cause  of  much  affliction  to  the  church ; 
yea,  it  was  the  cause  of  much  trial  with  the  church ; 

21  For  the  hearts  of  many  were  hardened,  and  their 
Dames  were  ^blotted  out,  that  they  were  remembered  no- 
more  among  the  people  of  God.  And  also  many  withdrew 
themselves  n*om  amoAg  them. 

25.  Now  this  was  a  great  trial  to  those  that  did  stand 
fast  in  the  faith ;  nevertheless,  they  were  steadfast  and  im- 
moveable in  keeping  the  commandments  of  God,  and  they 
bore  with  patience  the  persecution  which  was  heaped  upon 
them. 

26.  And  when  the  'priests  left  their  'labour,  to  impart  the 
word  of  God  unto  thepeople,  the  people  also  left  their  labours 
to  hear  the  word  of  Grod.  And  when  the  priest  had  imparted 
unto  them  the  word  of  God,  they  all  returned  again  dili- 
gentlvtmto  ttieir  labours  ;  and  the  priest,  not  esteeming  him- 
self above  his  hearers ;  for  the  preacher  was  no  better  than 
the  hearer,  neitiher  was  the  teacher  any  better  than  the 
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learner ;  and  thus  they  were  all  equal,  and  they  did  all  labour, 
every  man  according  to  his  strength ; 

21.  And  they  did  impart  of  their  substance  every  man  'ac- 
cording to  that  which  ne  had,  to  the  pooi^  and  the  needy, 
and  the  sick,  and  the  afflicted ;  and  they  did  not  wear  costly 
apparel,  yet  they  were  neat  and  comely ; 

28.  Aud  thus  they  did  establish  the  affidrs  of  the  church ; 
and  thus  they  began  to  have  continual  peace  again,  not- 
withstanding all  their  persecutions. 

29.  And  now  because  of  the'  steadiness  of  the  church, 
they  began  to  be  exceeding  rich :  having  abundance  of  all 
things  whatsoever  they  stood  in  need ;  and  abundance  of 
flocks  and  herds,  and  fatlings  of  every  kind,  and  also  abun- 
dance of  grain,  and  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  and  of  precious 
things ;  and  abundance  of  **silk  and  flne  twined  linen,  and 
all  manner  of  good  homely  doth. 

90.  And  thus,  in  their  prosperous  circumstances,  they  did 
not  send  away  *any  who  were  naked,  or  that  were  hungry, 
or  that  were  athirst,  or  that  were  sick,  or  that  had  not  be^ 
nourished ;  and  they  did  not  set  their  hearts  upon  riches ; 
therefore  they  were  liberal  to  all,  both  old  and  young,  both 
bond  and  free,  both  male  and  female,  whether  out  of  the 
church,  or  in  the  church,  having  no  respect  to  persons  as  to 
those  who  stood  in  need  ; 

91.  And  thus  they  did  prosper  and  become  far  more 
wealthy,  than  those  who  did  not  belong  to  their  church. 

92.  For  those  who  did  not  belong  to  their  church,  did 
Indulge  themselves  in  sorceries,  and  in  idolatry  or  idleness, 
and  in  bablings,  and  in  envyings  and  strife ;  wearing  costly 
apparel;  being  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  their  own  eyes; 
lying,  thieving,  robbing,  committing  whoredoms,  and 
murdering,  and  all  manner  of  wickedness;  nevertheless, 
the  "'law  was  put  in  force  upon  all  those  who  did  transgress 
it,  inasmuch  as  it  were  possible. 

99.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  by  thus  exercising  the  law 
upon  them,  every  man  suffering  according  to  that  which  he 
had  done,  thev  became  more  still,  and  durst  not  commit  any 
wickedness  if  it  were  known ;  therefore,  there  was  much 
peace  among^  the  people  of  Nephi,  until  the  fifth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  judges. 


CHAPTER  2. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the 
fifth  year  of  their  reign,  there  began  to  be  a  contention 
amon^  the  people ;  for  a  certain  man,  being  called  Amlici ; 
he  being  a  very  cunning  man,  yea,  a  wise  man,  as  to  the 
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wisdom  of  the  world ;  he  being  after  the  order  of  the  "maii 
that  slew  ^Gideon  by  the  sworo^  who  was  ''executed  according 
to  the  law. 

2.  Now  this  Amlid  had,  by  his  cunning,  drawn  away 
much  people  after  him ;  even  so  much  that  they  began  to  be 
very  powerful ;  and  they  began  to  endeavour  to  establish 
Anmci  to  be  a  king  over  the  people. 

3.  Now  this  was  alarming  to  the  people  of  the  churchy 
and  also  to  all  those  who  had  not  been  drawn  away  after  the 
persuasions  of  Amlici ;  for  they  knew,  that  according  to  their 
law,  that  such  things  must  be  established  by  the  ''voice  of 
the  people : 

4.  Therefore,  if  it  were  possible  that  Amlici  should-  gain 
the  voice  of  the  peoj>le,  he,  being  a  wicked  man,  would 
deprive  them  of  their  rights  and  privileges  of  the  church, 
&c  ;  for  it  was  his  intent  to  destroy  the  church  of  Grod. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  assembled  them- 
selves toother  Uiroughout  all  the  land,  every  man  according 
to  his  mind,  whether  it  were  for  or  against  Amlici,  in  septU 
rate  bodies,  having  much  dispute  and  wonderful  contentions 
one  with  another ; 

6.  And  thus  they  did  assemble  themselves  together  to 
cast  in  their  voices  concerning  the  matter ;  and  they  were 
laid  before  the  judges. 

7.  Audit  came  to  pass  that  the  *voice  of  the  people  came 
against  Amlici,  that  he  was  not  made  king  over  the  people. 

8.  Now  this  did  cause  much  joy  in  the  hearts  of  those 
who  were  against  him ;  but  Amlici  did  stir  up  those  who 
were  in  his  favour,  to  anger  against  those  who  were  not  in 
his  favour. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  gathered  themselves 
together,  and  did  consecrate  Amlici  to  be  their  king. 

10.  Now  when  Amlici  was  made  king  over  them,  he 
commanded  them  that  t^ey  should  take  up  arms  against 
their  brethren ;  and  this  he  did,  that  he  might  subject  them 
to  him. 

11.  Now  the  people  of  Amlici  were  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  Amlici,  being  called  Amlicites  ;  and  the  remainder 
were  called  Nephites,  or  the  people  of  God  ; 

12.  Therefore  the  people  of  the  Nephites  were  aware  of 
the  intent  of  the  Amlicites.  and  therefore  they  did  prepare  to 
meet  them ;  yea,  they  did  •'arm  themselves  with  swords,  and 
with  cimeters,  and  with  bows,  and  with  arrows,  and  with 
stones,  and  with  slings,  and  with  all  manner  of  weapons  of 
war,  of  every  kind ; 

13.  And  thus  they  were  prepared  to  meet  the  Amlicites 
at  the  time  of  their  coming.     And  there  were   appointed 
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captahis,  and  hig^ber  CKptaiiiBy  and  diief  miitainn.  acoording 
to  their  nanibecB. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amlici  did  ann  his  men 
-with  all  maimer  oi  weapons  of  war,  of  emj  kind  ;  and  he 
also  apiiointed  rolaKB  and  leaden  orer  his  people,  to  lead 
them  to  war  sk^immt.  their  farethien. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Amticites  came  upon 
the  hin  Amnihn,  which  was  the  east  of  the  friver  Sidon, 
which  ran  hyr  the  *land  Zajrahem]a»  and  there  Ihey  began  to 
make  war  with  the  Kephites. 

16l  Now  Alma,  b^ng  the  ^chief  judge,  and  the  governor 
<3i  the  people  of  Nephi,  ^erd^ore  he  went  np  with  his  jieople. 
yea,  with  ^his  captains,  and  chief  captains,  yea,  at  the  ^ead 
of  his  armies,  a^iinst  the  Amlicites  to  battle; 

17.  And  they  began  to  slay  the  Amlicites  upon  the  *hiU 
east  of  'Sidon.  And  the  Amlicites  did  oont^d  with  the 
Nephites  with  great  strength,  insomnch  that  many  of  the 
Nephites  did  f&U  before  the  Amlicites ; 

18.  NeTertheless  the  Lord  did  stren^gthen  the  hand  of 
the  NepMtes,  that  they  slew  the  Amlicites  with  a  0reat 
slaughter,  that  they  began  to  flee  before  them. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  did  pursue  the 
AmHcites  all  that  day,  and  did  slay  them  with  much 
slaughter,  insomuch  that  there  was  slain  of  the  Amlicites 
twelve  thousand  five  hundred  thirty  and  two  souls;  and 
there  was  slain  of  the  Nephites,  six  uiousand  five  hundred 
sixty  and  two  souls. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Alma  could  pursue 
the  Amlicites  no  Icmger,  he  caused  that  his  people  should 
pitch  their  tents,  in  the  "hralley  of  Gideon,  the  valley  being 
called  after  that  Gideon  who  was  slain  by  the  hanS 
of  "Nehor  with  the  sword ;  and  in  this  valley  the  Nephites 
did  pitch  their  tents  for  the  night. 

21.  And  Alma  sent  spies  to  follow  the  remnant  of  the 
Amlicites,  that  he  might  Know  of  their  plans  and  their  -pLoto, 
whereby  he  might  guard  himself  against  them,  that  he 
might  preserve  his  i>eople  from  beingdestroyed. 

22.  Now  those  whom  he  had  sent  out  to  watch  the  eanu> 
of  the  Amlicites  were  called  Zeram,  and  Amnor,  and  Manti, 
and  Limber  ;  these  were  they  who  went  out  wlUi  their  men 
to  watch  the  camp  of  the  Ainlicites. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow  they 
returned  into  the  camp  of  uie  Nephites  in  great  haste,  being 
greatly  astonished,  and  struck  with  much  fear,  saying, 

24.  Behold,  we  followed  the  camp  of  the  Amlicites,  and 
to  our  great  astonishment,  in  the  limd  of  °Minon,  above 
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the  'land  of  Zarahemla,  in  the  course  of  the  ^land  of  Nephi, 
we  saw  a  numerous  host  of  the  Lanumites ;  and  behold,  the 
Amlicltes  have  joined  them, 

25.  And  they  are  upon  our  brethren  in  that  land ;  and 
they  are  fleeing  before  them  with  their  flocks,  and  their 
wives,  and  their  children,  towards  *'our  city ;  and  except  we 
make  haste,  they  obtain  possession  of  our  city;  and  our 
others,  and  our  wives,  and  our  children  be  slain. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  of  Nephi  took 
their  tents,  and  departed  out ,  of  the  'valley  of  Gideon 
towards  their  city,  which  was  the  dty  of  Zarahemla. 

27.  And  behold,  as  they  were  crossing  the  ^ver  Sidon, 
the  Lamanites  and  the  Amlicites,  being  as  numerous 
ahnost^  as  it  were,  as  the  sands  of  the  sea,  came  upon  them 
to  destrcyy  them  ; 

28.  Nevertheless,  the  Nephites  being  strengthened  by 
the  hand  of  the  Lord,  having  prayed  mightily  to  him  that  he 
would  deliver  them  out  of  the  hands  of  their  enemies; 
therefore  the  Lord  did  hear  their  cries,  and  did  strengthen 
them,  and  the  Lamanites  and  the  Amlicites  d^d  fall  before 
them. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  fought  with  Amliel 
with  the  sword,  face  to  face ;  and  they  did  contend  mightily, 
one  with  another. 

90.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma,  being  a  man  of  God, 
being  exercised  with  much  faith,  cried,  saying,  O  Lord,  have 
mercy  and  spare  my  life,  that  I  may  be  an  instrument  in  thy 
hands  to  save  and  preserve  this  people. 

31.  Now  when  Alma  had  said  these  words,  he  contended 
aeain  with  Amlici ;  and  he  was  strengthened,  insomuch 
tE&t  he  slew  Amlici  with  the  sword. 

32.  And  he  also  contended  with  the  king  of  the  Laman- 
ites ;  but  the  king  of  the  Lamanites  fled  back  from  before 
Ahna,  and  sent  his  guards  to  contend  with  Abna. 

33.  But  Abna,  with  his  guards,  contended  with  the 
guards  of  the  king  of  the  Lamanites,  until  he  slew  and 
orove  them  back ; 

34.  And  thus  he  cleared  the  ground,  or  rather  the  bank, 
which  w^as  on  the  west  of  the  *^ver  Sidon,  throwing  the 
bodies  of  the  Lamanites  who  had  been  slain  into  the  waters 
of  Sidon,  that  thereby  his  people  might  have  room  to  cross 
and  contend  with  the  Lamanites  and  the  Amhcites,  on  the 
west  side  of  the  river  Sidon. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  all  crossed 
the  river  Sidon,  that  the  Lamanites  and  the  Amlicites  began 
to  flee  before  them,  notwithstanding  they  were  so  numerous 
that  they  could  not  be  numbered ; 

36.  And  they  fled  before  the  Nephites  towards  the  wH- 
demess   which  was   west   and    north,    away  beyond    the 
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borders  of  the  famd ;  and  the  Kepfaites  did  puisae  them 
with  their  mi^t,  and  did  slay  them ; 

37.  Tea^  they  were  met  on  eveiy  hand,  and  alain,  and 
diiren,  until  they  were  scattered  on  the  w^est>  and  on  the 
noitl^  imtO  they  had  reached  the  wilderness,  which  was 
called  Hermoonts:  and  it  was  that  part  of  the  wQdemess 
which  was  infested  by  wild  and  layenons  beasts. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  many  died  in  the  wilder- 
ness of  their  wounds,  and  were  devoared  by  those  beasts, 
and  also  the  Tultores  of  the  air ;  and  their  bones  have  been 
foond,  and  have  been  heaped  np  on  the  earth. 


CHAPTER  a 

L  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  who  were  not 
slain  by  the  weapons  oi  war,  after  havine  buried  those  who 
had  been  slain, — ^now  the  number  of  tne  slain  were  not 
numbered,  because  of  the  greatness  of  their  number  ; — after 
thev  had  finished  burying  their  dead,  they  all  returned  to 
their  lands,  and  to  their  houses,  and  their  wives,  and  their 
children. 

2.  Now  many  women  and  children  had  been  slain  with 
the  sword,  and  also  many  of  their  fiocks  and  their  herds ; 
and  also  many  of  their  nelds  of  grain  were  destroyed,  for 
they  were  trodden  down  bj  the  hosts  of  men. 

3.  And  now  as  many  of  the  Lamanites  and  the  Amlicites 
who  had  been  slain  upon  the  <*b£uik  of  the  river  Sidon,  were 
cast  into  the  ^waters  of  Sidon :  and  behold  their  bones  are 
in  the  depths  of  the  ''sea,  and  tney  are  man^. 

4.  And  the  Amlicites  were  distinguished  from  the 
Nephites,  for  they  had  marked  themselves  with  ''red  in 
their  foreheads,  after  the  manner  of  the  Lamanites  ;  never- 
theless they  had  not  'shorn  their  heads  like  unto  the 
Lamanites. 

6.  Now  the  heads  of  the  Lamanites  were  shorn;  and 
thev  were  ^haked,  save  it  were  skin,  which  was  girded  about 
their  loins,  and  also  their  ^armour,  which  was  girded  about 
them,  and  their  bows,  and  ttieir  arrows,  and  tneir  stones, 
and  their  slings,  &c. 

G.  And  the  skins  of  the  Lamanites  were  ^darliL  according 
to  the  mark  which  was  set  upon  their  fathers,  wnich  was  a 
curse  upon  them  because  of  their  transgression  and  their 
rebellion  against  their  brethren,  who  consisted  of  Nephi, 
Jacob,  and  Joseph,  and  Sam,  who  were  just  and  holy  men. 

7.  And  their  brethren  sought  to  destroy  them,  therefore 
they  were  cursed ;  and  the  Lord  God  set  a  *mark  upon  them, 
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yea,  upon  Laman  and  Lemuel,  and  also  the  sons  of  Ishmael, 
and  Ismnaelitisli  women ; 

8.  And  this  was  done  that  their  seed  might  be  distin- 
guished from  the  seed  of  their  brethren,  that  thereby  the 
Lord  God  might  preswve  his  peoi)le,  that  they  might  not 
mix  and  believe  in  incorrect  traditions  which  would  prove 
their  destruction. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  whosoever  did  mingle  his 
seed  with  that  of  the  Lamanites,  did  bring  the  same  curse 
upon  his  seed ; 

10.  Therefore,  whomsoever  suffered  himself  to  be  led 
away  by  the  Lamanites  were  called  under  that  head,  and 
there  was  a  mark  set  upon  him. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  whosoever  would  not 
believe  in  the  tradition  of  the  Lamanites,  but  believed  those 
records  which  were  brought  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem, 
and  also  in  the  tradition  of  their  fathers,  which  were 
correct,  who  believed  in  the  commandments  of  God,  and 
kept  them,  were  called  the  Nephites,  or  the  i>eople  of  Nephi, 
from  that  time  forth ; 

12.  And  it  is  they  who  have  kept  the  •'records  which 
are  true  of  their  people,  and  also  of  the  people  of  the 
Lamanites. 

13.  Now  we  will  return  again  to  the  Amlicites,  for  thev 
also  had  a  mark  set  upon  tnem;  yea,  they  set  the  mark 
upon  tihemselves,  yea,  even  a  *mark  of  red  upon  their  fore- 
heads. 

14.  Thus  the  word  of  God  is  fulfilled,  for  these  are  the 
words  which  he  said  to  Nephi — ^Behold,  the  Lamanites  have 
I  cursed,  and  I  will  set  a  mark  on  them,  that  they  and  their 
seed  may  be  separated  from  thee  and  thy  seed,  from  this 
time  henceforth  and  for  ever,  except  they  repent  of  their 
wickedness  and  turn  to  me,  that  I  may  have  mercy  upon 
them. 

15.  And  again :  I  will  set  a  mark  upon  him  that  min- 
gleth  his  seed  with  thy  brethren,  that  they  may  be  cursed 
also. 

16.  And  again,  I  will  set  a  'mark  upon  him  that  fighteth 
against  thee  and  thy  seed. 

17.  And  again  1  say,  he  that  departeth  from  thee,  shall 
BO  more  be  called  thy  seed ;  and  I  will  bless  thee,  &c.,  and 
whomsoever  shall  be  called  thy  seed,  henceforth  and  for 
ever ;  and  these  were  the  promises  of  the  Lord  unto  Nephi 
and  to  his  seed. 

18.  Now  the  Amlicites  knew  not  that  they  were  ful- 
filling the  words  of  God,  when  they  began  to  ♦"mark 
themselves  in  their  foreheads ;  nevertheless  the^  had  come 
out  in  open  rebellion  against  God;  therefore  it  was  ex- 
pedient that  the  curse  should  fall  upon  them. 

19.  Now  I  would  that  ye  should  see  that  they  brought 
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upon  themselyes  the  corse;  and  even  so  doth  ev&rj  man 
tnat  is  cursed,  bring  upon  himself  his  own  condemnation. 

20.  Now  it  came  to  puss  that  not  many  days  after  the 
battle  which  was  fought  in  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  by  the 
Lamanites  and  the  Amlicites,  that  there  was  another  army 
of  the  Lamanites  came  in  upon  the  i)eople  of  Nephi,  in 
the  "same  place  where  the  first  army  met  the  Amlicites. 

21.  Ana  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  an  army  sent  to 
drive  them  out  of  their  land. 

22.  Now  Alma  himself  being  afflicted  with  a  wound,  did 
not  go  up  to  battle  at  this  time  against  tiie  Lamanites ; 

23.  But  he  sent  up  a  numerous  army  against  them ;  and 
they  went  up  and  slew  maiw  of  the  Lamanites,  and  drove 
the  remainder  of  them  out  of  the  borders  of  their  land ; 

24.  And  then  the^  returned  again,  and  began  to  establish 
peace  in  the  land,  being  troubled  no  more  for  a  time  with 
their  enemies. 

25.  Now  all  these  things  were  done,  yea,  all  these  wars 
and  contentions  were  commenced  and  ended  in  the  fifth 
year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges ; 

26.  And  in  one  year  were  thousands  and  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  souls  sent  to  the  eternal  world,  that  tiiey  mi^ht 
reap  their  rewards,  according  to  their  works,  whetner  t£ey 
were  good  or  whether  they  were  bad,  to  reap  eternal 
happiness  or  "eternal  misery,  according  to  the  'Spirit  w^hich 
they  listed  to  obey,  whether  it  be  a  good  spirit  or  a  bad 
one; 

27.  For  every  man  receiveth  wages  of  him  whom  he 
listeth  to  obey,  and  this  according  to  the  words  of  the  Spirit 
of  prophecy;  therefore  let  it  be  according  to  the  truth. 
And  thus  endeth  the  fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges. 


CHAPTEB4. 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  reign  of 
the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi,  there  were  no  con- 
tentions nor  wars  in  the  ''land  of  Zajuhemla ; 

2.  But  the  people  were  afflicted,  yea,  greatly  afflicted  for 
the  *loss  of  their  orethren,  and  also  for  the  loss  of  *tiheir 
flocks  and  herds,  and  also  for  the  loss  of  their  fields  of  grain, 
which  were  trodden  under  foot  and  destroyed  by  the  La- 
manites ; 

3.  And  so  great  were  their  afflictions,  that  every  soul 
had  cause  to  mourn ;  and  they  believed  that  it  was  the 
judgments  of  Grod  sent  upon  them,  because  of  their  wicked- 
ness and  their  abominations ;  therefore  they  were  awakened 
to  a  remembrance  of  their  duty. 
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4.  And  they  began  to  establish  the  church  more  folly ; 
yea,  and  many  were  ^baptized  in  the  waters  of  'Sidon,  and 
were  -^joined  to  the  church  of  Grod ;  yea,  they  were  baptized 
hj  the  hand  of  Alma,  who  had  been  consecrated  the  'High 
Aiest  over  the  people  of  the  church,  by  the  hand  of  his 
&ther  Alma. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  l^e  seventh  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  Judges,  there  were  about  three  thousand  five  hundred 
souls  that  united  themselves  to  the  church  of  Grod,  and 
were  ^baptized.  And  thus  endeth  the  seventh  year  of  the 
rdgn  of  tne  Jud^^es  over  the  people  of  Nephi ;  and  there  was 
continual  peace  in  all  that  time. 

6.  Ana  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eighth  year  of  the  reign  of 
the  Judges,  that  the  people  of  the  chuE>ch  b€«an  to  wax 
proud,  because  of  their  exceeding  riches,  and  ^eir  fine 
silks,  and  their  flne  twined  linen,  and  because  of  their  many 
flocks  and  herds,  and  their  ^old  and  their  silver,  and  all 
manner  of  precious  things,  which  they  had  obtainea  b^  their 
industry ;  and  in  all  these  things  were  they  lifted  up  in  the 
pride  of  their  eyes,  for  they  o^an  to  wear  very  costly 
apparel. 

7.  Now  this  was  the  cause  of  much  affliction  to  Alma, 
yea,  and  to  many  of  the  people  whom  Alma  had  •^consecrated 
to  be  teachers,  and  priests,  and  elders  over  the  church ;  yea,' 
many  of  them  were  sorely  grieved  for  the  wickedness  which 
they  saw  had  begun  to  be  among  their  people. 

8.  For  they  saw  and  beheld  with  great  sorrow  that  the 
people  of  the  church  bc^an  to  be  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of 
theuT  eves,  and  to  *set  their  hearts  upon  riches  and  upon  the 
vain  things  of  the  world:  that  they  began  to  be  scornful, 
one  towards  another,  and  they  be^an  to  persecute  those 
that  did  not  believe  according  to  their  own  wul  and  pleasure. 

9.  And  thus  in  this  eighth  year  of,  the  reign  of  the  Judges, 
there  began  to  be  great  contentions  among  the  people  of  the 
church;  yea,  there  were  envyings,  and  strife,  and  malice, 
and  persecutions,  and  'prides  even  to  exceed  the  pride  of 
those  who  did  not  belong  to  the  church  of  Grod. 

10.  And  thus  ended  the  eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
Judges ;  and  the  wickedness  of  the  church  was  a  great 
stumbling-block  to  those  who  did  not  belong  to  the  church ; 
and  thus  the  church  began  to  fail  in  its  progress. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the 
ninth  year.  Alma  saw  tne  "'wickedness  of  the  church,  and 
he  saw  also  that  the  example  of  the  church  be^an  to  lead 
those  who  were  unbelievers  on  from  one  piece  of  iniquity  to 
anotber,  thus  bringing  on  the  destruction  of  the  people ; 

12.  Tea,  he  saw  great  inequality  among  the  people,  some 
lifting  themselves  up  with  their  pride,  despising  other& 
turning  their  backs  "upon  the  needy,  and  the  naked,  and 
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those  who  were  hirng^,  and  those  who  were  athirst,  and 
those  who  were  sick  and  aflSioted. 

13.  Now  this  was  a  great  cause  for  lamentations  among 
the  people,  while  others  were  abasing  themselves,  succour- 
ing those  who  stood  in  need  of  tiieir  succour,  ''such  as  im- 
parting their  substance  to  the  i>oor  and  the  needy ;  feeding 
the  hungry,  and  suffering  all  manner  of  auctions,  for 
Christ^  sake,  who  should  come  according  to  the  Spirit  of 
prophecy ; 

14.  Looking  forward  to  that  da^,  thus  retaining  a  remis- 
sion of  their  sms ;  being  filled  with  ^prea,t  joy,  because  of 
the  ^^resurrection  of  the  dead,  according  to  the  will,  and 

Sower,  and  deliverance  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  'bands  of 
eath. 

15.  And  now  it  came  ta  pass  that  Alma^  having  seen  the 
afflictions  of  the  humble  followers  of  God,  and  the  persecu- 
tions which  were  heaped  upon  them  by  the  remainder  of  his 
people,  and  seeing  ''all  their  inequaTlty,  began  to  be  very 
sorrowful ;  nevertheless  the  Spirit  of  tne  Lord  did  not  fail 
him. 

16.  And  he  selected  a  wise  zoa^  who  was  among 
the  'elders  of  the  church,  and  gave  him  power  according  to 
the  ^voice  of  the  people,  that  he  mieht  have  power  to  enact 
laws,  according  to  the  ^laws  which  nad  been  fflven,  and  to 
put  them  in  force,  acccarcLing  to  the  wickedness  and  the 
crimes  of  the  people. 

17.  Now  this  man's  name  was  Nephihah,  and  he  was 
appointed  Chief  Judge ;  and  he  sat  in  the  judgment  seat^  to 
Judge  and  to  goven^i  the  people. 

18.  Now  Alma  did  not  grant  unto  him  the  office  of 
being  *High  Priest  over  the  church,  but  he  retained  the 
office  of  High  Priest  unto  himself;  but  he  delivered  the 
judj^ent  seat  unto  Nephihah ; 

19.  And  this  he  did,  that  he  himself  might  go  forth 
among  his  people,  or  among  the  people  of  Nephi,  that  he 
might  preach  tiie  word  of  God  unto  them,  to  stir  them  up  in 
remembrance  of  their  duty,  and  that  he  might  pull  down,  by 
the  word  of  God.  all  the  i)ride  and  craftiness,  and  all  the 
contentions  which  were  among  his  people,  seeing  no  way 
that  he  might  reclaim  them,  save  it  were  in  bearing  down 
in  pure  testimony  against  them. 

20.  And  thus  Ux  the  commencement  of  the  ninth  year  of 
the  reign  of  the  Judges  ovei:  the  people  of  Nephi,  Alma 
delivered  up  tiie  judgment  seat  to  *'Kepnihaih,  and  confined 
himself  wholly  to  the  'High  Priesthood  of  the  holy  order  of 
God,  to  the  testUnoivy  of  the  word,  according  to  tbe  Spirit  of 
revelation  and  prophecy. 
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CHAPTERS. 

T?ie  tporda  which  Alma,  the  High  Priest,  according  to  the 
holy  order  of  God,  delivered  to  the  people  in  their  cities 
ana  villages  throughovi  the  land, 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  began  to  deliver  the 
word  of  God  unto  the  people,  first  in  the  'land  of  Zara- 
hemla,  and  from  thence  throughout  all  the  land. 

2.  And  these  are  the  words  which  he  spake  to  the 
people  in  l^e  church  which  was  established  in  the  city  of 
Zarahemla,  according  to  his  own  record,  saying : 

3.  I,  Alma,  having  been  consecrated  by  my  father  Alma, 
to  be  a  *High  Priest  over  the  church  of  God,  he  naving  <^ower 
and  authority  from  God  to  do  these  things,  behold,  I  say  unto 
you,  that  he  began  to  establish  a  church  in  the  land  which 
was  in  the  borders  of  Nephi ;  yea,  the  land  which  was  called 
the  ''land  of  Mormon ;  yea,  and  he  did  'baptize  his 
brethren  in  the  waters  of  Mormon. 

4.  And  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  they  were  Alelivered  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  i>eople  of  king  Noah,  by  the  mercy  and 
power  of  Grod. 

5.  And  behold,  after  that,  they  were  brotight  into 
bondage  by  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites  fin  the  wildemess ; 
yea,  I  say  unto  you,  they  were  in  captivity,  and  again  the 
Loid  did  Meliver  them  out  of  bondage  by  the  power  of  his 
word ;  and  we  were  brought  into  this  land,  and  here  we 
began  to  establish  the  church  of  God  throughout  'this  land 
alK>. 

6.  And  now  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  my  brethren,  you 
that  belong  to  this  church,  have  you  sufficiently  retained  in 
remembrance  the  Captivity  of  your  fathers?  Yea,  and  have 
Tou  sufficiently  retained  m  remembrance  his  mercy  and 
loxiff-suffering  towards  them?  And  moreover,  have  ye 
somciently  retained  in  remembrance  that  he  has  delivered 
their  souls  from  %ell? 

7.  Behold,  he  changed  their  hearts ;  yea,  he  awaked 
them  out  of  a  deep  sleep,  and  they  awoke  unto  Grod.  Behold, 
they  were  in  the  midst  of  darkness :  nevertheless,  their 
souls  were  illuminated  by  the  light  of  the  everlasting  word ; 
yea,  they  were  encircled  about  by  the  %ands  of  death,  and 
the  **H;liains  of  hell,  and  an  everlasting  destruction   did 


await  them. 

8.  And  now  I  ask  of  you,  my  brethren,  were  they  de- 
stroyed?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  nay,  they  were  not. 
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9.  And  again  I  ask,  were  the  **bands  of  death  broken, 
and  the  ^'chains  of  hell  which  encircled  them  about^  were 
they  loosed?  I 'say  unto  you,  yea,  they  were  loosed,  and 
their  souls  did  expand,  and  they  did  sing  redeeming  love. 
And  I  say  unto  you,  that  they  are  saved. 

10.  ^d  now  I  ask  of  you  on  what  conditions  are  they 
saved?  Tea,  what  grounas  had  they  to  hope  for  salvation? 
What  is  the  cause  of  their  being  loosed  from  the  ^bands  of 
death  ?    Yea.  and  also  the  ^chains  of  hell  ? 

11.  Behold,  I  can  tell  you  :  did  not  my  father  Alma 
b0lieve  in  the  words  which  were  delivered  by  the  *'mouth  of 
Abinadi?  And  was  he  not  a  holy  prophet?  Did  he  not 
speak  the  words  of  Grod,  and  my  father  Alma  believe  them? 

12.  And  according  to  his  faith  there  was  a  mighty 
change  wrought  in  his  heart.  Behold  I  say  unto  you,  that 
this  IS  all  true. 

13.  And  behold,  he  preached  the  word  nmto  your  fathers, 
and  a  mighty  change  was  also  wrought  in  their  hearts,  and 
they  humbled  themselves^  and  put  tiieir  trust  in  the  true 
and  living  God.  And  benold,  they  were  faithful  ^until  the 
end :  therefore  they  were  saved. 

14.  And  now  behold,  I  ask  of  you,  my  brethren  of  the 
church,  have  ye  spiritually  been  **bom  of  God?  Have  ye 
received  his  image  in  your  countenances?  Have  ye  expe- 
rienced this  mighty  chsuige  in  your  hearts  ? 

16.  Do  ye  exercise  faith  in  the  redemption  of  him 
who. 'created  you?  Do  you  look  forward  with  an  eye  of 
faith,  and  view  this  mortal  body  ^'raised  in  immortality, 
and  this  corruption  raised  in  incorruption,  to  stand  before 
God,  to  be  judged  according  to  the  deeds  which  have  been 
done  in  the  mortal  body  ? 

16.  I  say  unto  you,  can  you  imagine  to  yourselves  that 
ye  hear  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  saying  unto  you,  in  that  day. 
Come  unto  me  ye  blessed,  for  behold,  your  works  have 
been  the  works  of  righteousness  upon  the  face  of  the  earth? 

17.  Or  do  ye  imagine  to  yourselves  that  ye  can  lie  unto 
the  Lord  in  that  day,  and  say.  Lord,  our  works  haVe  been 
righteous  works  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  that  he  will 
save  you  ? 

18.  Or  otherwise^  can  ye  imagine  yourselves  brou^^t 
before  the  tribunal  of  God,  with  your  souls  filled  with  guilt 
and  remorse ;  having  a  Remembrance  of  all  your  gu^lt ;  yea, 
a  perfect  remembrance  of  all  your  wickedness;  yea,  a 
remembrance  that  ye  have  set  at  defiance  the  command- 
ments of  Grod? 

19.  I  say  unto  you,  can  ye  look,  up  to  God  at  that  day 
with  a  pure  heart  and  clean  hands  ?    I  say  unto  you,  can 
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you  look  up,  having  the  image  of  Grod  engraven  upon  your 
countenances  ? 

20.  I  say  unto  you,  can  ye  think  of  being  saved,  when 
you  have  yielded  yourselves  to  become  ^subjects  to  the 
devil? 

21.  I  say  unto  you,  ye  will  know  at  that  day,  that  ye 
cannot  be  saved ;  for  there  can  no  man  be  saved  except  his 
garments  are  washed  white;  yea,  his  garments  must  be 
purified  until  they  are  cleansed^  from  all  stain,  through 
the  'blood  of  him  of  whom -it  has  been  spoken  by  our 
fathers  who  should  come  to  redeem  his  people  from  their 
sins. 

22.  And  now  I  ask  of  you,  my  brethren,  how  will  any 
of  you  feel,  if  ye  shall  stand  before  the  bar  of  God,  having 
your  garments  stained  with  blood  and  all  manner  of  filthi- 
ness?    Behold,  what  will  these  things  testify  against  you  f 

23.  Behold  will  they  not  testify  that  ye  are  murderers, 
yea,  and  also  that  ye  are  guilty  of  all  manner  of  wicked- 
ness? 

21  Behold,  my  brethren,  do  ye  suppose  that  such  an  one 
can  have  a  place  to  sit  down  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  with 
Abraham,  with  Isaac,  and  with  Jacob,  and  also  all  the  holy 
prophets,  whose  garments  are  cleansed,  and  are  spotless, 
pure  and  white  ? 

25.  I  say  unto  you,  nay,  except  ye  make  our  Creator  a 
liar  from  the  beginning,  or  suppose  that  he  is  a  liar  from 
the  beginning,  ye  cannot  suppose  that  such  can  have  place 
in  the  Kingdom  of  heaven ;  out  they  shall  be  cast  out,  for 
they  are  the  ^ochildren  of  the  kingdom  of  the  devil. 

26.  And  now  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  my  brethren,  if 
ye  have  experienced  a  change  of  heart,  and  if  ye  have  felt  to 
sing  the  song  of  redeeming  love,  I  woidd  ask,  can  ye  feel  so 
now? 

27.  Have  ye  walked,  keeping  yourselves  blameless  before 
God?  Could  ye  say,  if  ye  were  called  to  die  at  this  time, 
within  yourselves,  tiiat  ye  have  been  sufficiently  humble? 
That  your  garments  have  been  cleansed  and  made  white, 
through  the  ^  *blood  of  Christ,  who  will  come  to  redeem  his 
people  from  their  sins? 

28.  Behold,  are  ye  stripped  of  pride?  I  say  unto  you,  if 
ye  are  not^  ye  are  not  prepared  to  meet  Grod.  Behold  ye 
must  prepare  quickly ;  for  tne  kingdom  of  heaven  is  soon  at 
hand,  and  such  an  one  hath  not  eternal  life. 

29.  Behold,  I  say,  is  there  one  among  you  who  is  not 
stripped  of  envy?  I  say  unto  you,  that  such  an  one  is  not 
prepared,  and  I  would  that  he  should  prepare  quickly,  for 
tne  hour  is  close  at  hand,  and  he  knoweth  not  when  the 
time  shall  come  ;  for  such  an  one  is  not  found  guiltless. 

20,  And  again  I  say  unto  you,  is  there  one  among  you

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that  doth  make  a  mock  of  his  brother,  or  that  heapeth  upon 
him  persecutions? 

31.  Wo  unto  such  an  one,  for  he  is  not  prepared,  and  the 
time  is  at  hand  that  he  must  repent,  or  he  cannot  be  saved ; 

32.  Yea,  even  wo  unto  all  ye  workers  of  iniquity ;  repent, 
repent,  for  the  Lord  God  hath  spoken  it.  , 

33.  Behold,  he  sendeth  an  invitation  unto  all  men ;  for 
the  arms  of  mercy  are  extended  towards  them,  and  he  saith, 
Bepentjand  I  wiU  receive  you ; 

34.  Yea^  he  saith.  Gome  unto  me  and  ye  shall  partake  of 
the  ^^'fruit  of  the  tree  of  life  ;  yea,  ye  shsul  eat  and  drink  of 
the  bread  and  the  waters  of  life  freely ; 

35.  Yea,  come  unto  me  and  bring  forth  works  of  righte- 
ousness, and  ye  shall  not  be  hewn  down  and  ^''cast  into  the 
fire  : 

36.  For  behold,  the  time  is  at  hand,  that  whosoever 
bringeth  forth  not  good  fruit,  or  whosoever  doeth  not  the 
works  of  righteousness,  the  same  have  cause  to  Mrail  and 
mourn. 

37.  Oh  I  ye  workers  of  iniquity ;  ye  that  are  puffed  up  m 
the  vain  things  of  the  world ;  ye  that  have  professed  to  nave 
known  the  ways  of  righteousness ;  nevertheless  have  gone 
astray,  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd,  notwithstanding  a 
shepherd  hath  called  after  you,  and  art  still  calling  after 
you,  but  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  his  voice. 

38.  Behold,  I  say  tuito  you,  that  the  ^''good  shepherd  doth 
call  you ;  yea,  and  in  his  own  name  he  doth  call  you,  which 
is  the  name  of  Ghrist ;  and  if  ye  will  not  hearken  unto 
the  voice  of  the  good  shepherd,  to  the  name  by  which  ye  are 
called,  behold,  ye  are  not  the  sheep  of  the  good  shepherd. 

39.  And  now  if  ye  are  not  the  sheep  of  the  ^-^good 
shepherd,  of  what  fold  are  ye  ?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you, 
that  the  devil  is  your  shepherd,  and  ye  are  of  his  fold  ;  and 
now  who  can  deny  this  ?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  whosoever 
denieth  this,  is  a  liar  and  a  ^ 'child  of  the  devil ; 

40.  For  I  say  unto  you,  **that  whatsoever  is  good, 
cometh  from  God,  and  whatsoever  is  evil,  cometh  from  the 
devil ; 

41.  Therefore,  if  a  man  bringeth  forth  2<good  works,  he 
hearkeneth  unto  the  voice  of  the  ^•'good  shepherd,  and  he 
doth  follow  him ;  but  whosoever  oringeth  forth  a  *evil 
works,  the  same  becometh  a  ^ichild  of  the  devil ;  for  he 
hearkeneth  unto  his  voice,  and  doth  follow  him^ 

42.  And  whosoever  doeth  this  must  receive  his  waees  of 
him ;  therefore,  for  his  wages  he  receiveth  deatn,  as 
to  2*Hhings  pertaining  imto  righteousness,  being  dead  unto 
all  good  works. 
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43L  And  now,  my  brethren,  I  would  that  ye  should  hear 
me,  for  I  speak  in  the  energy  of  my  soul ;  for  behold,  I  have 
spoken  unto  vou  plain,  that  ye  cannot  err,  or  have  spoken 
according  to  the  commandments  of  Gk)d. 

44.  !For  I  am  called  to  speak  after  this  manner,  according 
to  the  '"holy  order  of  God,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus ;  yeaTl 
am  commanded  to  stand  and  testify  unto  this  people  the 
thiiifs  which  have  been  spoken  by  our  fathers,  concerning 
the  tnines  which  are  to  come. 

45.  And  this  is  not  alL  Do  ye  not  suppose  that  I  know 
of  these  things  myself?  Behold,  I  testify  unto  you,  that  I 
do  know  that  these  things  whereof  I  have  spoken,  are  true. 
And  how  do  ye  suppose  that  I  know  of  their  stirety  ? 

46.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  they  are  made  known  unto 
me  by  the  Ho]y  Spirit  of  God.  Behold,  I  have  '^lasted  and 
prayed  many  days,  that  I  might  know  these  things  of 
myself.  Ana  now  I  do  know  of  myself  that  they  are  true ; 
for  the  Lord  God  hath  made  them  manifest  unto  me  hj  his 
Holy  Spirit ;  and  this  is  the  Spirit  of  revelation  which  is  in 
me. 

47.  And  moreover,  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  has  thus  been 
revealed  unto  me,  that  the  words  which  have  been  spoken 
by  our  fathers  are  true,  even  so  according  to  the  Spirit  of 
prophecy  which  is  in  me,  which  is  also  by  the  manifestation 
of  the  Spirit  of  God. 

48.  I  say  unto  you,  that  I  know  of  myself  that  whatso- 
ever I  shall  say  unto  you,  concerning  that  which  is  to  come, 
is  true;  and  I  say  unto  you,  that  I  know  that  Jesus  Christ 
shall  come ;  yea,  the  Son,  the  only  begotten  of  t^e  Father, 
full  of  grace,  and  mercy,  and  truth.  And  behold,  it  is  he 
that  cometh  to  '>H;ake  away  the  sins  of  the  world ;  yea,  the 
sins  of  every  man  who  steadfastly  believeth  on  his  name. 

49.  And  now  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  is  the  'border  after 
which  I  am  called;  yea,  to  preach  unto  mv  beloved 
brethren ;  yea,  and  every  one  that  dwelleth  in  the  land ;  yea, 
to  preach  unto  all,  both  old  and  young,  both  bond  and  free : 
yea,  I  say  unto  you  the  aged,  and  also  the  middle  aged,  and 
the  rising  generation ;  yea,  to  cry  unto  them  that  they  must 
repent  and  be  ^''bom  again; 

50.  Yea,  thus  saith  the  Spirit,  Repent,  all  ye  ends  of  the 
earth,  for  tJie  kingdom  of  heaven  is  soon  at  hand ;  yea,  the 
Son  of  God  cometh  in  his  glory,  in  his  might,  majesty, 
power,  and  dominion.  Tea,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  say 
unto  you,  that  the  Spirit  saith.  Behold  the  glorv  of  the  King 
of  all  the  earth ;  and  also  the  King  of  heaven  shall  very  soon 
shine  forth  among  ail  the  children  of  men ; 

51.  And  also  the  Spirit  saith  unto  me,  yea,  crieth  unto 
me  with  a  mighty  voice,  saying.  Go  forth  and  say  unto  this 
people,  Repent,  for  except  ye  repent  ye  can  in  nowise  inlierit 
the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
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52.  And  again  I  say  unto  you,  the  Spirit  saith.  Behold, 
the  axe  is  laid  at  the  root  of  the  tree ;  therefore  every  tree 
that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruity  shall  be  ^  'hewn  down 
and  cast  into  the  fre ;  yea,  a  fire  which  cannot  be  consumed ; 
even  an  unquenchable  fire.  Behold,  and  rememb^,  the 
Holy  One  hath  spoken  it. 

53,  And  now  my  beloved  brethren,  I  sav  unto  you,  can 
ve  withstand  these  sayings ;  yea,  can  ye  Jay  aside  these 
thingSy  and  trample  the  Holy  One  under  your  feet ;  yea,  can 
ye  be  puffed  up  in  the  pride  of  your  hearts  ;  yea,  will  ye  stUl 

gersist  in  the  wearing  of  ^'costly  apparel,  and  setting  your 
earts  upon  the  vain  thinj^  of  the  world,  upon  your  ncnes  ; 
64.  Yea,  will  ye  persist  in  supposing  that  ye  are  better 
one  than  another ;  yea,  will  ye  persist  in  the  i>ersecution  of 
your  brethren,  who  humble  themselves,  and  do  walk  after 
the  holy  order  of  Grod,  wherewith  thev  have  been  brought 
into  this  church,  having  been  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit : 
and  they  do  bring  forth  works  which  are  meet  for 
rei)entance ; 

55.  Yea,  and  will  you  persist  in  turning  your  3**back8 
upon  the  poor,  and  the  needy,  and  in  withholding  your  sub- 
stance from  them  ? 

56.  And  finally  all  ye  that  will  persist  in  your  wicked- 
ness, I  say  unto  you,  that  these  are  tney  who  shall  be  ^'hewn 
down  and  cast  into  the  fire,  except  they  speedily  repent. 

57.  And  now  I  say  unto  you,  all  vou  that  are  desirous  to 
follow  the  voice  of  the  ^^good  shepnerd,  come  ye  out  from 
the  wicked,  and  be  ye  separate,  and  touch  not  their  unclean 
things ;  and  behold,  their  names  shall  be  ^'blotted  out,  that 
the  names  of  the  wicked  shall  not  be  numbered  among  the 
names  of  the  righteous,  that  the  word  of  God  may  be  fulfilled, 
which  saith.  The  names  of  the  wicked  shall  not  be  mingled 
with  the  names  of  my  people. 

58.  For  the  names  of  the  righteous  shall  be  written  in 
the  book  of  life  :  and  unto  them  will  I  grant  an  inheritance 
at  my  right  hand.  And  now,  my  brethren,  what  have  ye 
to  say  against  this?  I  say  unto  you,  if  ye  speak  against  it, 
it  matters  not^  for  the  word  of  Gibd  must  be  fulfilled. 

50.  For  what  shepherd  is  there  among  you  having  many 
sheep,  doth  not  watcn  over  them,  that  t£e  wolves  enter  not 
and  devour  his  fiock  ?  And  behold,  if  a  wolf  enter  his  flock, 
doth  he  not  drive  him  out?  Yea,  and  at  the  last,  if  he  can, 
he  will  destroy  him. 

60.  And  now  I  say  Tinto  you«  that  the  ^^good  shepherd 
doth  call  after  you ;  and  if  you  will  hearken  unto  his  voice 
he  will  brine  you  into  his  fold,  and  ye  are  his  sheep  ;  and  he 
commandeth  you  that  ye  suffer  no  ravenous  wolf  to  enter 
among  you,  that  ye  may  not  be  destroyed. 

61.  And  now  I,  Alma,  do  command  you  in  the  language 
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of  him  who  hath  commanded  me,  that  ye  observe  to  do  the 
words  which  I  have  spoken  unto  you. 

62.  I  sx)eak  by  way  of  command  unto  you  that  belong  to 
the  church ;  and  unto  those  who  do  not  belong  to  the  churclL 
I  speak  by  way  of  invitation,  saying,  Come  and  be  ^'baptized 
unto  repentance,  that  ye  also  may  be  partsLkers  of  the  fruit 
of  the  s^reeof  life. 


CHAPTER  6. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Alma  had  made 
an  end  of  speaking  unto  the  people  of  the  church,  which 
was  establisned  in  the  city  of  Zarahemla,  he  "ordained 
priests  and  elders,  by  laying  on  his  hands  according  to  the 
order  of  God,  to  preside  and  watch  over  the  church. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  whosoever  did  not  belong  to 
the  church  who  repented  of  their  sins,  were  ^baptized  unto 
lepentcmce,  and  were  received  into  the  church. 

3.  Anffi  it  also  came  to  pass  that  whosoever  did  belong  to 
the  church,  that  did  not  repent  of  their  wickedness,  and 
humble  themselves  before  God;  I  mean  those  who  were 
lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  their  hearts ;  the  same  were  rejected, 
and  their  names  were  ''blotted  out,  that  their  names  were 
not  numbered  among  those  of  the  righteous ; 

i.  And  thus  they  began  to  establish  tne  order  of  the 
church  in  the  city  of  ^Zarahemla. 

5.  Now  I  would  that  ye  should  understand  that  the  word 
of  God  was  liberal  unto  all ;  that  none  were  deprived  of  the 
privilege  of  assembling  themselves  together  to  hear  the  word 
of  God; 

6.  Nevertheless  the  children  of  God  were  commanded 
that  they  should  gather  themselves  together  oft,  and  join 
in  fasting  and  mighty  prayer,  in  behalf  of  the  welfare  of  the 
souls  of  those  who  Knew  not  God. 

7.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Alma  had  made 
these  regulations,  he  departed  from  them,  yea,  from  the 
church  vmich  was  in  the  cit^  of  Zarahemla,  and  went  over 
upon  the  east  of  the  ■'river  Sidon,  into  the  'valley  of  Gideon, 
there  having  been  a  city  built  which  was  called  the  city  of 
Gideon,  which  was  in  the  valley  that  was  called  Gideon, 
being  called  after  the  man  who  was  ^lain  by  the  hand 
of  *Nehor  with  the  sword. 

8.  And  Alma  went  and  began  to  declare  the  word  of  Grod 
unto  the  church  which  was  established  in  the  -^valley  of 
Gideon,  according  to  the  revelation  of  the  truth  of  the  word 
which  had  been  spoken  by  his  fathers,  and  according  to  the

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Spirit  of  prophecy  which  was  in  him,  according  to  the  testi- 
mony of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  Grod,  who  should  come  to 
redeem  his  people  from  their  sins,  and  the  *holy  order  by 
which  he  was  called.    And  thus  it  is  written.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  7. 

The  words  of  Alma  which  he  delivered  to  the  people  in 
Gideon,  according  to  his  oton  record, 

1.  Behold  my  beloved  brethren,  seeing  that  I  have  been 
permitted  to  come  unto  you,  therefore  I  attempt  to  address 
you  in  my  language ;  yea,  by  my  own  mouth,  seeing  that  it 
IS  the  first  time  that  I  have  .spoken  unto  you  by  the  words  of 
my  mouth,  I  having  been  *wholly  confined  to  the  judgment 
seat,  having  had  much  business  that  I  could  not  come  unto 

you: 

2.  And  even  I  could  not  have  come  now  at  this  time, 
were  it  not  that  the  judgment  seat  hath  been  ^given  to 
another,  to  reign  in  my  stead ;  and  the  Lord  in  much  mercy 
hath  granted  that  I  should  come  unto  yoTL 

3.  And  behold,  I  have  come  having  great  hoi>e8  and 
much  desire  that  I  should  find  that  ye  had  humbled  your- 
selves before  God,  and  that  ye  had  continued  in  the  suppli- 
cating of  his  grace,  that  I  should  find  that  ye  were  blameless 
before  him  ;  that  I  should  find  that  ye  were  not  in  the  awful 
dilemma  that  our  brethren  were  in  at  Zarahemla ; 

4.  But  blessed  be  the  name  of  God,  that  he  hath  given 
me  to  know,  yea,  hath  given  unto  me  the  exceeding  great 
joy  of  knowing  that  they  are  established  again  in  the  way 
of  his  righteousness. 

5.  And  I  trust,  according  to  the  Spirit  of  God  which  is 
in  me,  that  I  shall  also  have  joy  over  you ;  nevertheless  I 
do  not  desire  that  m^  joy  over  you  should  come  by  the 
cause  of  so  much  afflictions  and  sorrow  which  I  have  had  for 
the  brethren  at  ^Zarahemla :  for  behold,  my  joy  cometh  over 
them,  after  wading  through  much  affliction  and  sorrow. 

6.  But  behold,  I  trust  that  ye  are  not  in  a  state  of  so 
much  unbelief  as  were  your  brethren ;  I  trust  that  ye  are  not 
lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  vour  hearts  :  yea,  I  trust  that  ye 
have  not  set  your  hearts  "nipon  riches,  and  the  vain  things 
of  the  world ;  yea,  I  trust  that  you  do  not  worship  idols,  but 
that  ye  do  worship  the  true  and  the  living  God,  and  that  ye 
look  forward  for  the  remission  of  your  sins  with  an  ever- 
lasting faith  which  is  to  come. 

k,  see  g,  Mos.  26. 
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7.  For  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  there  be  many  things  to 
come;  and  behold,  there  is  one  thing  which  is  of  more 
importance  than  they  all;  for  behold,  the  time  is  not  far 
distant,  tliat  the  Redeemer  liveth  and  cometh  among  his 
people. 

8.  Behold,  I  do  not  say  that  he  will  come  among  us  at 
the  time  of  his  dwelling  in  his  mortal  tabernacle ;  for  be- 
hold, the  Spirit  hath  not  said  unto  me  that  this  should  be 
the  case.  Now  as  to  this  thing  I  do  not  know ;  but  this 
much  I  do  know,  that  the  Lord  Grod  hath  power  to  do  all 
things  which  are  according  to  his  word. 

£  But  behold,  the  Spirit  hath  said  this  much  unto  meu 
saying :  Cry  unto  this  people,  saying,  Bepent  ye,  and 
prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord,  and  walk  in  his  paths,  which 
are  straight :  for  behold,  the  kinedom  of  heaven  is  at 
himd,  and  the  Son  of  God  cometh  upon  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

10.  And  behold,  he  shall  be  bom  of  'Mary,  at  Jerusalem, 
which  is  the  land  of  our  forefathers,  she  being  a  -^virgin,  a 
precious  and  chosen  vessel,  who  shall  be  overshadoweof,  and 
conceive  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  bring  forth  a 
son,  yea,  even  the  Son  of  God ; 

11.  And  he  shall  go  forth,  suffering  i>ains  and  afflictions, 
and  temptations  of  every  kind  ;  and  this  that  the  word 
might  be  fulfilled  which  saith,  ^He  will  take  upon  him  the 
pams  and  the  sicknesses  of  his  people ; 

12.  And  he  wUl  take  upon  lum  death,  that  he  may  loose 
the  ^bands  of  death  which  bind  his  people :  and  he  will 
take  upon  him  their  infirmities,  that  his  bowels  may  be 
Ailed  with  mercy,  according  to  the  flesh,  that  he  may  ^ow 
according  to  the  flesh  how  to  succour  his  people  according 
to  their  infirmities. 

13.  Now  the  Spirit  'knoweth  all  things;  nevertheless 
the  Son  of  God  suffereth  according  to  the  flesh,  that  he 
might  •^ke  upon  him  the  sins  of  his  people,  that  he  might 
blot  out  their  transgressions,  according  to  the  power  of  nis 
deliverance ;  and  now  behold,  this  is  &e  testimony  which  is 
in  me. 

14.  Now  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  must  repent,  and 
be  *bom  again :  lor  the  Spirit  saith,  If  ye  are  not  bom 
again,  ye  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  therefore 
come  and  be  'baptized  unto  repentance,  that  ye  may  be 
washed  from  your  sini^,  that  ye  may  have  faith  on  the  Lamb 
of  God,  who  taketh  ""away  the  sms  of  the  world,  who  is 
mighty  to  save  and  to  cleanse  from  all  tmrighteousness ; 

15.  Tea,  I  say  xmto  you,  come  and  fear  not^  and  lay  aside 
every  sin,  which  easily  doth  beset  you,  which  doth  bind 
you  down  to  destruction,  yea,  come  and  go  forth,  and  shew 

e,  Mos.  8:8.  /,  i.  Nep.  11 :  IS— 21.  Mos.  8 : 8.  Alma  7 :  10.  g,  Mos. 
U :  8—6.  h,aeeg  and  j,  n.  Nep.  9.  i,  see  r,  n.  Nep.  9.  4,  Mos.  14 : 
6, 8, 12.       i:,  see  e,  Mos.  6.       2,  see  u,  n.  Nep.  9.       m,  see/,  n.  Nep.  2. 
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unto  your  Grod  that  ye  are  willing  to  repent  of  your  sins,  and 
enter  into  a  covenant  wiUi  him  to  keep  his  commandments, 
and  witness  it  unto  him  this  day,  by  going  into  the  "waters 
of  baptism ; 

16.  And  whosoever  doeth  this,  and  keepeth  the  com- 
mandments of  GrOd  from  thenceforth,  the  same  will 
remember  that  I  say  unto  him,  vea,  he  will  remember  that 
I  have  said  unto  him,  he  shall  have  eternal  life,  according 
to  the  testimony  of  the  Holv  Spirit,  which  testineth  in  me. 

17.  And  How  my  beloved  brethren^  do  you  believe  these 
things  ?  Behold,  I  sav  unto  you,  yea,  I  know  that  ye  believe 
them ;  and  the  way  tnat  I  know  that  ye  believe  them,  is  by 
the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  which  is  in  me.  And  now 
because  your  faith  is  strong  concerning  that,  yea,  concern- 
ing the  £hings  which  I  have  spoken,  great  is  m^r  joy. 

18.  For  as  I  said  unto  you  from  the  beginning,  that 
I  had  much  desire  that  ye  were  not  in  the  state  of  di- 
lemma ^'like  vour  brethren,  even  so  I  have  found  that  my 
desires  have  oeen  gratified. 

19.  For  I  perceive  that  ye  are  in  the  paths  of  righteous- 
ness ;  I  perceive  that  ye  are  in  the  path  which  lea<u  to  the 
kingdom  of  God  ;  yea,  I  i)erceive  that  ye  are  making 
his  ^aths  straight ; 

20.  I  pnerceive  that  it  has  been  made  known  unto  von 
by  the  testimony  of  his  word,  that  he  cannot  walk  in  crooked 
paths  ;  neither  doth  he  vary  from  that  which  he  hath  said ; 
neither  hath  he  a  shadow  of  turning  from  the  right  to  the 
left,  or  from  that  which  is  right  to  that  which  is  wrong ; 
therefore,  his  course  is  'one  eternal  round. 

21.  And  he  doth  not  dwell  in  tmholy  temples.;  neither 
can  filthiness,  or  anything  which  is  unclean  be  received  into 
the  kingdom  of  God ;  therefore  I  say  unto  you,  the  time  shall 
come,  yea,  and  it  shall  be  at  the  last  day,  that  he  who  is 
filthy  'shall  remain  in  his  filthiness. 

22.  And  now  mv  beloved  brethren,  I  have  said  these 
things  unto  you,  that  I  might  awaken  you  to  a  sense  of  your 
duty  to  Grod,  that  ye  may  walk  blameless  before  him ;  that 
ye  may  walk  after  the  noly  order  of  Grod,  after  which  ye 
nave  been  received. 

23.  And  now  I  would  that  ye  should  be  humble,  and  be 
submissive,  and  gentle;  easy  to  be  entreated;  full  of 
patience  and  long  suffering ;  being  temperate  in  all  things ; 
being  dilieent  in  keeping  the  commannments  of  Grod  at  all 
times ;  'asking  for  wnatsoevelr  things  ye  stand  in  need,  both 
spiritual  and  temporal ;  always  returning  thanks  unto  God 
for  whatsoever  things  ye  do  receive ; 

24.  And  see  that  ye  *'have  faith^  hope,  and  charity,  and 
then  ye  will  always  aoound  in  good  works  ; 

n.  see  u,  n.  Nep.  9.      o,  vera.  8— Ow  p,  see  2a,  il  Nep.  9.       q,  i.  Nep. 
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25.  And  may  the  Lord  bless  you,  and  keep  ^rour  garments 
spotless,  that  ye  may  at  last  be  brought  to  sit  down  with. 
Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  the  holy  prophets,  who 
have  been  ever  smce  the  world  began,  having  your  garments 
spotless,  even  as  their  garments  are  spotless  in  the  Mngdom 
of  heaven  to  go  no  more  out. 

26.  And  now  my  beloved  brethren,  I  have  spoken  these 
words  unto  you,  according  to  the  Spirit  which  testrfieth  in 
me  ;  and  m^  soul  doth  exceedingly  rejoice,  because  of  the 
exceeding  diligence  and  heed  which  ye  have  given  unto  my 
word. 

27.  And  now,  may  the  peace  of  God  rest  upon  you,  and 
upon  your  houses  and  lands,  and  upon  your  flocks  and 
herds,  and  all  that  you  possess;  your  women  and  your 
children,  according  to  your  faith  ana  good  works,  from  this 
time  forth  and  for  ever.    And  thus  i  have  spoken.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  8. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  returned  from 
the  ''land  of  Gideon,  after  having  taught  the  people  of  Gideon 
many  things  which  cannot  be  written,  having  established 
the  order  of  the  church,  according  as  he  had  before  done  in 
the  ^l^auid  of  Zarahemla ;  yea,  he  returned  to  his  own  house 
at  Zarahemla  to  rest  himself  from  the  labours  which  he  had 
performed. 

2.  And  thus  ended  the  ninth  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the 
tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of 
Nephi,  that  Alma  departed  from  thence,  and  took  his 
journey  over  into  the  "land  of  Melek,  on  the  west  of 
the  **river  Sidon,  on  the  west,  by  the  borders  of  the  wilder- 
ness; 

4.  And  he  began  to  teach  the  people  in  the  land  of 
Melek,  according  to  *the  holy  order  of  God,  by  which  he  had 
been  called ;  and  he  began  to  teach  the  people  throughout 
all  the  -Qand  of  Melek. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  came  to  him 
throughout  all  the  borders  of  the  land  which  was  by  the 
wilderness  side.  And  they  were  ^baptized  throughout  all 
the  land, 

6.  So  that  when  he  had  finished  his  work  at  ^Melek, 
he  departed  thence,  and  travelled  tiiree  days'  journey  on  the 
north  of  the  land  of  Melek ;  and  he  came  to  a  city  which 
was  called  *Ammonihah. 

a,  see  m,  Alma  2.  &,  see  A,  Omni  1.  c,  vers.  4.  6,  6.  Alma  81 : 6.

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7.  Now  it  was  the  custom  of  the  people  of  Nephi,  to  call 
their  lands,  and  their  cities,  and  their  villages,  yea,  even 
all  their  small  villages,  after  the  name  of  nim  who  first 
possessed  them ;  and  thus  it  was  with  the  land  of  -^Am- 
monihah. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Alma  had  come  to  the 
city  of  Ammonihah,  he  began  to  preach  the  word  of  God 
unto  them. 

9.  Now  satan  had  gotten  great  hold  upon  the  hearts  of 
the  people  of  the  city  of  Ammonihah  ;  therefore  they  would 
not  hearken  unto  the  words  of  Alma. 

10.  Nevertheless  Alma  laboured  much  in  the  Spirit, 
wrestling  with  God  in  ^mighty  prayer,  that  he  would  i>our 
out  his  Spirit  upon  the  people  who  were  in  the  city ;  that  he 
would  also  grant  that  he  might  ^ptize  them  unto  repent- 
ance; 

11.  Nevertheless,  they  hardened  their  hearts,  saying 
unto  him,  behold,  we  know  that  thou  art  Alma ;  and  we 
know  that  thou  art  "*High  Priest  over  the  church  which 
thou  hast  established  in  many  parts  of  the  land,  according 
to  your  tradition ;  and  we  are  not  of  thy  church,  and  we  do 
not  believe  in  such  foolish  traditions. 

12.  And  now  we  know  that  because  we  are  not  of  thy 
church,  we  know  that  thou  hast  no  power  over  us  ;  and 
thou  hast  delivered  up  the  "judgment  seat  unto  Nephihah  ; 
therefore  thou  art  not  the  chief  judge  over  us. 

13.  Now  when  the  people  had  said  this,  and  withstood 
all  his  words,  and  reviled  him,  and  spit  upon  him,  and  caused 
that  he  should  be  cast  out  of  their  city,  ne  departed  thence 
and  took  his  journey  towards  the  city  which  was  called 
Aaron. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  he  was  journeying 
thither,  being  weighed  down  with  sorrow,  wading  throuo^ 
much  tribulation  and  anguish  of  soul,  because  of  l£e 
wickedness  of  the  people  who  were  in  the  "city  of  Ammoni- 
hah, it  came  to  pass  while  Alma  was  thus  weighed 
down  with  sorrow,  behold  an  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared 
imto  him.  saying, 

15.  Blessed  art  thou.  Alma ;  therefore,  lift  up  thy  head 
and  rejoice,  for  thou  hast  ^eat  cause  to  rejoice :  for  thou 
hast  been  faithful  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  God 
from  the  time  which  thou  received  thy  first  message  from 
him.    Behold  I  am  he  that  delivered  it  unto  you ; 

16.  And  behold  I  am  sent  to  command  thee  that  thou 
return  to  the  city  of  Ammonihah,  and  preach  again  unto  the 
people  of  the  city ;  yea,  preach  unto  them,  x  ea,  say  unto 
them.  Except  they  repent,  the  Lord  God  will  ^destroy  them. 

17.  For  oehold,  they  do  study  at  this  time  that  they  may 
destroy  the  liberty  of  thy  people,  (for  thus  saith  the  Ix)rd,)

which  is  conbrarr  to  the  atatutes,  and  judgments,  and  com- 
mandments which  he  has  given  unto  his  i)eople. 

18.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Alma  had  received  his 
message  from  the  an^el  of  the  Lord,  he  returned  speedily  to 
the  land  of  Ammonihah.  And  he  entered  the  city  by 
another  way,  yea,  by  the  way  which  is  on  the  soum  of 
the  ''city  of  Ammonihah. 

19.  And  as  he  entered  the  city  he  was  an  hungered,  and 
he  said  to  a  man.  Will  ye  give  to  an  humble  servant  of  God 
something  to  eat? 

20.  And  the  man  said  unto  him,  I  am  a  Nephite,  and  I 
know  that  thou  art  an  holy  prophet  of  God,  for  thou  art  the 
man  whom  an  'angel  said  in  a  vision,  thou  shalt  receive ; 
therefore,  go  with  me  into  my  house,  and  I  will  impart  unto 
thee  of  my  food  :  and  I  know  that  thou  wilt  be  a  'blessing 
mito  me  and  my  nouse. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  man  received  him  into 
his  house ;  and  the  man  was  called  Amulek ;  and  he  brought 
forth  bread  and  meat,  and  sat  before  Alma. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  ate  bread  and  was 
filled ;  and  he  blessed  Amulek  and  his  house,  and  he  gave 
thanks  unto  God. 

23.  And  after  he  had  eat  and  was  filled,  he  said  unto 
Amulek,  I  am  Alma,  and  am  the  *High  Priest  over  the 
church  of  Grod  throughout  the  land. 

24.  And  behold,  I  have  been  called  to  preach  the  word  of 
God  among  all  this  people,  according  to  the  Spirit  of  revela- 
tion and  prophecy ;  and  I  was  in  tms  land,  and  they  would 
not  receive  me,  but  they  'cast  me  out,  and  I  was  about  to 
set  niy  back  towards  this  land  for  ever. 

25.  But  behold,  I  have  been  commanded  that  I  should 
torn  again  and  ^prophesy  imto  this  people,  yea,  and  to 
testifv  against  them  concerning  their  iniquities. 

2xL  And  now  Amulek,  because  thou  hast  fed  me  and  took 
me  in,  thou  art  'blessed;  for  I  was  an  hungered,  for  I 
had  yfasted  many  days. 

27.  And  Alma  tarried  many  days  with  Amulek  before 
he  began  to  preach  unto  the  people. 

28.  And.  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  did  wax  more 
gross  in  their  iniquities. 

29.  And  the  word  came  to  Alma,  saying,  Go ;  and  also 
say  unto  my  servant  Amulek,  go  forth  and  prophesy  unto 
this  people,  saying,  Repent  ye,  for  thus  saith  the  Lord, 
except  ye  repent,  I  will  visit  this  people  in  mine  anger;  yea, 
and  I  will  'not  turn  my  fierce  anger  away. 

90.  And  Alma  went  forth,  and  also  Amulek,  among  the 
people,  to  declare  the  words  of  God  unto  them;  and  they 
were  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost;

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31.  And  they  had  power  ^ven  unto  them,  insomuch  that 
they  could  not  be  confined  in  dungeons;  neither  were  it 
possible  that  any  man  could  slay  them;  nevertheless  diey 
did  not  exercise  their  power  until  they  were  ^ ''bound  in 
bfimds  and  cast  into  prison.  Now,  this  ivas  done  that  the 
Lord  might  show  forth  his  power  in  them. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  went  forth  and  began 
to  preach  and  to  prophesy  unto  the  people,  according  to  the 
Spirit  and  power  which  tne  Lord  had  gi^en  them. 


The  words  of  Alma,  wnd  aZso  the  words  of  ArnvZek  which 
were  declared  utUo  the  people  who  were  in  the  land  of 
AiMrvonihah,  And  aZao  they  are  cast  into  prison,  and 
delivered  by  the  miraculous  power  of  God  which  %Das 
in  them,  cuscardvng  to  the  record  of  Alnuu 

CHAPTER  9. 

1.  And  again :  I  Alma,  having  been  commanded  of  God 
that  I  should  "take  Amulek  and  go  forth  and  preach  again 
unto  this  people,  or  the  people  who  were  in  the  ^city  of 
AmmonihsQi,  it  came  to  pass  as  I  began  to  preach  unto 
them,  they  began  to  contend  with  me,  saying, 

2.  Who  art  thou  ?  Suppose  ye  that  we  shall  believe  the 
testimony  of  one  man,  almough  he  should  preach  unto  us 
that  the  earth  should  pass  away  ? 

3.  Now  they  understood  not  the  words  which  they 
8x>ake ;  for  they  knew  not  that  the  earth  should  pass  away. 

4.  And  they  said  also,  We  will  not  believe  thy  words,  if 
thou  shouldst  prophesy  that  this  great  city  should  be 
destroyed  in  ''one  day. 

5.  Now  they  knew  not  thatGrod  could  do  such  marvellous 
works,  for  they  were  a  hard-hearted  and  astiflheckedi)eople. 

6.  And  they  said.  Who  is  Grod,  that  sendeth  no  more 
authority  than  one  man  among  this  people,  to  declare  unto 
tiiem  the  truth  of  such  great  and  marvellous  things  ? 

7.  And  they  stood  forth  to  lav  their  hands  on  me ;  but 
behold,  they  did  not.  And  I  stood  vritii  boldness  to  declare 
unto  them,  yea,  I  did  boldly  testify  unto  them,  saying : 

8.  Behold,  O  ye  wicked  and  perverse  g^eration,  how 
have  ye  forgotten  the  tradition  of  your  fathers :  yea,  how 
soon  ye  have  forgotten  the  commandments  of  GocL 

9.  Do  ye  not  remember  that  our  father,  Lehi,  was  broukht 
out  of  Jerusalem  by  the  hand  of  Grod  ?  Do  ye  not  remember 
that  they  were  all  led  by  him  through  the  wilderness  I 

10.  And  have  ye  forgotten  so  soon  how  many  times  he 
delivered  our  fathers  out  of  the  hands  of  their  enemies,  and 

2  a,  Alma  14 :  17— 29. 
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preserved  them  from  being  destroyed,  even  by  the  hands  of 
their  own  brethren  ? 

11.  Yea,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  his  matchless  power, 
and  his  mercv,  and  his  long  suffering  towards  us,  we  should 
unavoidably  have  been  cut  off  from  the  face  of  the  earth, 
long  before  this  period  of  time,  and  perhaps  been  consigned 
to  a  state  of  ''endless  misery  and  wo. 

12.  Behold,  now  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  commandeth 
you  to  repent;  and  except  ye  repent,  ve  can  in  no  wise 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  6rod.  But  benold^  this  is  not  sJl : 
he  has  commanded  you  to  repent,  or  he  will  'utterly  destroy 
vou  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth ;  yea.  he  vnll  visit  you 
in  his  anger,  and  in  his  -^fierce  anger  ne  will  not  turn 
away. 

13.  Behold,  do  ye  not  remember  the  words  which  he 
spake  unto  Lehi,  saying.  That  ^inasmuch  as  ye  shiUl  keep 
my  commandments,  ye  shall  prosper  in  the  land?  And 
again  it  is  said.  That  inasmuch  as  ye  will  not  keep  my 
commandments,  ye  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord. 

14.  Now  I  woidd  that  ye  should  remember,  that  inas- 
much as  the  Lamanites  have  not  kept  the  commandments 
of  God,  they  have  been  cut  off  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.  Now  we  see  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  has  been 
verified  in  this  thing,  and  the  '^Lamanites  have  been  cut  off 
from  his  presence,  nrom  the  beginning  of  their  transgres- 
sions in  the  land. 

15.  Nevertheless  I  say  imto^ou,  that  it  shall  be  more 
tolerable  for  them  in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  vou,  if 
ye  remain  in  your  sins :  yea,  and  even  more  tolerable  for 
them  in  this  life,  than  for  you,  except  ye  repent, 

16.  For  there  are  many  promises  which  are  extended  to 
the  Lamanites  :^  for  it  is  o^cause  of  the  traditions  of  their 
fathers  that  caused  them  to  remain  in  their  state  of  igno- 
rance; therefore  the  Lord  will  be  merciful  unto  them, 
and  <^rolong  tJbeir  existence  in  the  land. 

17.  And  at  some  period  of  time  they  will  be  brought  to 
believe  in  his  word,  and  to  know  of  the  incorrectness  of 
the  traditions  of  their  fathers ;  and  many  of  them  will  be 
saved,  far  tile  Lord  vnll  be  merciful  unto  all  who  call  on  his 
name. 

18.  But  behold,  I  say  imto  you,  that  if  ye  persist  in 
your  wickedness,  that  your  days  shall  not  be  prolonged  in 
the  land,  for  the  Lamanites  shall  be  sent  upon  you ;  and  if  . 
ye  repent  not,  they  shall  come  in  a  time  when  you  know  not. 
and  ye  shall  be  visited  witii  fitter  destruction ;  and  it  shall 
be  according  to  the  ^erce  anger  of  the  Lord  ;       
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19.  For  he  will  not  suffer  you  that  ye  shall  live  ia  your 
iniquities,  to  destroy  his  people.  I  say  unto  you.  Nay ;  he 
would  rather  suffer  that  tne  JLamanites  might  destroy  "*all 
his  people  who  are  called  the  people  of  Nephi,  if  it  were 
possible  that  they  could  fall  into  sins  and  transgressions, 
after  having  had  so  much  light  and  so  much  knowledge 
given  unto  them  of  the  Lord  their  God ; 

20.  Yea,  after  having  been  such  a  highly  favoured  people 
of  the  Lord ;  yea,  after  having  been  favoured  above  every 
other  nation,  kindred,  tongue,  or  people ;  after  having  had 
all  things  made  known  unto  them,  according  to  .their 
desires,  and  their  faith,  and  prayers,  of  that  which  has 
been,  and  which  is,  and  which  is  to  come ; 

21.  Having  been  visited  by  the  Spirit  of  Grod ;  having 
conversed  with  angels,  and  having  been  spoken  unto  by  the 
voice  of  the  Lord;  and  having  the  Spirit  of  prophecy,  and 
the  Spirit  of  revelation,  and  also  many  gifts :  the  gift  of 
speakmg  with  tongues,  and  the  gift  of  preaching,  and  the 
^tt  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  the  gift  of  **translation ; 

2^  Yea.  and  after  having  been  delivered  of  God  out  of 
the  land  of  Jerusalem,  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord ;  having 
been  saved  from  famine,  and  from  sickness,  and  all  manner 
of  diseases  of  every  kind ;  and  they  having  been  waxed 
strong  in  battle,  that  they  might  not  be  destroyed :  having 
been  brought  ''out  of  bondage  time  after  time,  and  having 
been  kept  and  preserved  until  now ;  and  they  have  been 
prospered  until  tney  are  rich  in  all  manner  of  things. 

&.  And  now  behold  I  say  unto  you,  that  if  this  people, 
who  have  received  so  many  blessings  from  the  hand^of  the 
Lord,  should  transgress  contrary  to  the  li^ht  and  knowledge 
which  they  do  have :  I  say  unto  you  that  if  this  be  the  case, 
that  if  they  should  fall  into  transgression,  it  would  be  far 
more  tolerable  for  the  Lamanites  than  for  them. 

24.  For  behold,  the  promises  of  the  Lord  are  ^extended 
to  the  Lamanites,  but  they  are  not  unto  you,  if  ye  trans- 
gress :  for  has  not  the  Lord  expressly  promised  and  fiiroly 
decreed,  that  if  ye  will  rebel  against  nim,  that  ye  shall  'ut- 
terly be  destroyed  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth? 

25.  And  now  for  this  cause,  that  ye  may  not  be  de- 
stroyed, the  Lord  has  sent  his  angel  to  visit  many  of  his 
people,  declaring  unto  them  that  they  must  go  forth  and 
cry  mightily  unto  this  people,  saying.  Repent  ye,  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  nigh  at  hand ; 

26.  And  not  many  days  hence  the  Son  of  God  shall 
come  in  his  glory ;  and  his  glory  shall  be  the  glory  of  the 
Only  Begotten  of  the  Father,  full  of  grace,  equity,  and  truth, 
full  of  patience,  mercy,  ana  long  suffering,  quick  to  hear 
the  cries  of  his  people  and  to  answer  their  prayers. 
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27.  And  behold,  he  cometh  to  redeem  those  who  will 
be  *haptlzed  unto  repentance,  through  faith  on  his  name ; 

28.  Therefore  prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  for  the 
time  is  at  hand  that  all  men  shall  reap  a  reward  of  their 
works,  according  to  that  which  they  have  been :  if  they  have 
been  righteous,  they  shall  reap  the  salvation  of  their  souleu 
according  to  the  power  and  dehverance  of  Jesus  Christ :  and 
if  they  have  been  evil,  they  shall  reap  the  damnation  of  their 
souls,  according  to  uie  'power  and  captivation  of  the  devil. 

29.  Now  behold,  this  is  the  voice  of  the  angel,  crying 
unto  the  i>eople. 

30.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  for  ye  are  my  brethren, 
and  ye  had  ou^t  to  be  beloved,  and  ye  had  ought  to  bring 
forth  works  which  are  meet  for  repentance,  seeing  that  your 
hearts  have  been  grossly  hardened  against  the-  word  of  Grod, 
and  seeing  that  ye  are  a  ^ost  and  a  fallen  people. 

31.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  I,  Alxiia,  had  spoken 
these  words,  behold,  the  people  were  wroth  with  me,  because 
I  said  unto  them  that  tiiey  were  a  ^hard-hearted  and  a  stiff- 
necked  people ; 

32.  And  alBO  because  I  said  unto  them  that  they  were 
a  *lost  and  a  fallen  people,  they  were  angry  with  me,  and 
sought  to  lay  their  handB  upon  me,  that  they  might  cast  me 
intoprison ; 

S3.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  did  not  suffer  them 
that  they  should  take  me  at  that  time  and  cast  me  into 
prison. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amulek  went  and  stood 
forth,  and  began  to  preach  unto  them  also.  And  now  the 
words  of  Amulek  are  not  all  written,  nevertheless  a  part  of 
his  words  are  written  in  this  book. 


CHAPTER  10. 

1.  Now  these  are  the  words  which  Amulek  preached 
imto  the  people  who  were  in  the  <*land  of  Ammonihah, 
saying: 

2.  1  am  Amulek;  I  am  the  son  of  Giddonah,  who  was  the 
son  of  Ishmael,  who  was  a  descendant  of  Aminadi ;  and  it 
was  that  same  Aminadi  who  interpreted  the  writing  which 
was  upon  the  wall  of  the  temple,  which  was  written  by  the 
finger  of  Grod. 

3.  And  Aminadi  was  a  descendant  of  Nephi,  who  was 
the  son  of  Lehi,  who  came  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem,  who 
was  a  descendant  of  Manasseh,  who  was  the  son  of  Joseph, 
who  was  sold  into  Egypt  by  the  hands  of  his  brethren. 
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4.  And  behoM,  I  am  also  a  man  of  no  small  reputation, 
among  all  those  who  know  me ;  yea,  and  behold,  I  have  ^any 
kindreds  and  friends,  and  I  have  also  aoquirea  much  riches 
by  the  hand  of  my  industry ; 

5.  Nevertheless,  after  all  this,  I  never  have  known  much, 
of  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  and  his  mysteries  and  marvellous 
power,  t  said  I  never  had  known  much  of  these  things ; 
but  behold,  I  mistake,  for  I  have  seen  much  of  his  mystenes 
and  his  marvellous  power ;  yea,  even  in  the  preservation  of 
the  lives  of  this  people ; 

6.  Nevertheless  I  did  harden  my  heart,  for  I  was  called 
manv  times,  and  I  would  not  hear ;  therefore  I  knew  con- 
cemmg  these  things,  yet  I  would  not  know;  therefore  I 
went  on  rebelling  agamst  God,  in  the  wickedness  of  my 
heart,  even  until  the  fourth  day  of  this  sevens  montli^ 
which  is  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges. 

7.  As  I  was  journeying  to  see  a  very  near  kindred,  behold 
an  angel  of  the  luord  <^appeared  unto  me  and  said,  Amolek, 
return  to  thine  own  house,  for  thou  shalt  feed  a  prophet  of 
the  Lord ;  yea,  a  holy  man,  who  is  a  chosen  man  of  God ;  tar 
he  has  'lasted  many  days  because  of  the  sins  of  this  people, 
and  he  is  an  hungered,  and  thou  shalt  receive  him  into  thy 
house  and  feed  him,  and  he  shall  ^bless  thee  and  thy  house ; 
and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  shall  rest  ui>on  thee  and  thy 
house. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  obeyed  the  -^voioe  of  the 
angel,  and  returned  towards  my  house.  And  as  I  was  going 
thither,  I  foimd  the  'man  whom  the  angel  said  unto  me, 
thou  shalt  receive  into  thy  house ;  and  behold  it  was  this 
same  man  who  has  been  speaking  unto  you  concerning  the 
things  of  God. 

9.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me.  He  is  a  %oly  man; 
wherefore  I  know  he  is  a  holy  man,  because  it  was  said  by 
an  angel  of  God. 

10.  And  again,  I  know  that  the  things  whereof  he  hath 
testified  are  true:  for  behold  I  say  unto  you,  that  as  the 
Lord  liveth.  even  so  has  he  sent  nis  angel  to  make  these 
things  manifest  unto  me ;  and  this  he  has  done  while  this 
Alma  hath  'dwelt  at  my  house  : 

11.  For  behold,  he  hath  blessed  mine  house,  he  hath 
blessed  me,  and  my  women,  and  my  children,  and  mv  father 
and  my  kinsfolks ;  yea,  even  all  my  kindred  hath  he  olessed, 
and  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  hath  rested  upon  us  according 
to  the  words  which  he  spake. 

12.  And  now  when  Amulek  had  spoken  these  words,  the 
people  began  to  be  astonished,  seeing  there  was  *m.ore  than 
one  witness  who  testified  of  the  things  whereof  tiiey  were 
accused,  and  also  of  the  things  which  were  to  come,  accord- 
ing  to  the  Spirit  of  prophecy  which  was  in  them ; 
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13.  Nevertheless,  there  were  some  among  them  who 
thought  to  question  them,  that  by  their  cunning  devices 
they  might  catch  them  in  their  words,  that  they  might  find 
witness  against  them,  that  they  might  deliver  them  to  their 
judges,  that  they  might  be  judged  according  to  the  law,  and 
that  they  might  be  slain  or  cast  into  prison,  according  to  the 
crime  which  they  could  make  appear,  or  witness  against 
them. 

14.  Now  it  was  those  men  who  sought  to  destroy  them, 
who  were  ^wyers,  who  were  hired  or  appointed  by  the 
people  to  administer  the  law  at  their  times  of  trials,  or  at 
the  trials  of  the  crimes  of  the  people  before  the  judges. 

15.  Now  these  lawyers  were  learned  in  all  the  arts  and 
ciumin^  of  the  people ;  and  this  was  to  enable  them  that 
they  might  be  skilful  in  their  profession. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  began  to  question 
Amulek,  that  thereby  they  might  make  him  cross  his  words, 
or  contradict  the  words  which  lie  shotdd  speak. 

17.  Now  thev  knew  not  that  Amulek  could  know  of 
their  designs.  But  it  came  to  i>ass  as  they  began  to  question 
him,  he  perceived  their  thoughts,  and  he  said  unto  them,  O 
ve  wicked  and  perverse  generation ;  ye  **lawyers  and 
hypocrites ;  for  ye  are  laving  the  foundations  of  the  devil : 
for  ye  are  laying  traps  and  snares  to  catch  the  holy  ones  oi 

is.  Ye  are  laving  plans  to  pervert  the  ways  of  the 
righteous,  and  to  oring  down  the  wrath  of  God  upon  your 
heads,  even  to  the  utter  destruction  of  this  people ; 

19.  Tea,  well  did  Mosiah  say,  who  was  our  last  king, 
when  he  was  about  to  deliver  up  the  kingdom,  having  no 
one  to  confer  it  upon,  causing  that  this  people  should  be 
governed  by  their  own  voices ;  yea,  weU  did  he  sav,  that  if 
tile  time  should  come  that  the  "voice  of  this  people  should 
choose  iniquity ;  that  is,  if  the  time  should  come  that  this 
people  should  fail  into  transgression,  they  would  be  ripe  for 
destruction. 

20.  And  now  I  say  unto  vou,  that  well  doth  the  Lord 
judge  of  your  iniquities ;  well  doth  he  cry  unto  his  people, 
oy  Uie  voice  of  his  angels,  Repent  ye,  repent,  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

21.  Yea,  well  doth  he  cry,  by  the  voice  of  his  angels,  that 
I  will  come  down  among  my  people,  with  equity  and  justice 
in  my  hands. 

22.  Yea,  and  I  say  unto  you,  that  if  it  were  not  for  the 
prayers  of  the  righteous,  who  are  now  in  the  land,  that  ye 
Would  even  now  be  visited  with  utter  destruction  ;  yet  it 
^onld  not  be  by  flood,  as  were  the  people  in  the  days  of 
^oah,  but  it  would  be  by  famine,  and  by  pestilence,  and  the 
sword. 

I,  vera.  15—18, 24, 27, 29—32.  Alma  11 :  20—37.  14 :  18, 23—28.  m,  see  L 
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23.  But  it  is  b J  the  prayers  of  the  righteous  that  ye  are 
spared;  now  therefore  if  ye  will  cast  out  the  righteous  from 
among  you,  then  will  not  the  Lord  stay  his  hand ;  but  in 
his  ^fierce  anger  he  will  come  out  against  you ;  then  ye  shall 
be  smitten  b^  famine,  and  by  x>estilence,  and  by  the  sword ; 
and  the  time  is  soon  at  hand,  except  ye  repent. 

24.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  were  more 
angry  with  Amulek,  and  they  cried  out,  saying :  This  man 
doui  revile  against  our  laws  which  are  just»  and  our 
wise  ^lawyers  whom  we  have  selected. 

25.  But  Amulek  stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  cried  the 
mightier  unto  them,  saying :  O  ye  wicked  and  perverse  gene- 
ration; why  hath  satan  got  such  great  hold  upon  your 
hearts  ?  Why  will  ye  yield  yourselves  unto  him  that  he  may 
have  power  over  you,  to  blind  your  eyes,  that  je  will  not 
understand  the  words  which  are  si>oken,  accordmg  to  their 
truth? 

26.  For  behold,  have  I  testified  against  your  law?  Ye 
do  not  understand ;  ye  say  that  I  have  spoken  against  your 
law ;  but  I  have  not,  but  I  have  spoken  in  favour  of  your 
law,  to  your  condemnation. 

27.  And  now  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  foundation 
of  the  destruction  of  this  people  is  beginning  to  be  laid  by 
the  unrighteousness  of  your  'lawyers  and  your  judges. 

28.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Amulek  had 
spoken  these  words,  the  people  cried  out  against  him,  saying, 
Now  we  know  that  this  man  is  a  child  of  the  devil,  for  he 
hath  lied  unto  us ;  for  he  hath  spoken  against  our  law.  And 
now  he  says  that  he  has  not  spoken  against  it. 

29.  And  again :  he  has  re^ed  against  our  lawyers,  and 
our  Judges,  &c. 

90.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  lawyers  put  it  into  their 
hearts,  that  they  should  remember  these  things  against  him. 

31.  And  there  was  one  among  them  whose  name  was 
Zeezrom.  Now  he  was  the  foremost  to  accuse  Amulek  and 
Alma,  he  being  one  of  the  most  expert  among  them,  having 
much  business  to  do  among  the  people. 

32.  Now  the  object  of  these  lawyers  was  to  'get  gain : 
and  they  got  gain  **according  to  their  employ. 


CHAPTER  11. 

1.  Now  it  was  in  the  law  of  Mosiah  that  every^  man  who 
was  a  Judge  of  the  law,  or  those  who  were  appointed  to  be 
Judges,  should  receive  wages  "according  to  the  time  which

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they  laboured  to  judge  those  who  were  brought  before  them 
to  be  judged. 

2.  Now  if  a  man  owed  another,  and  he  would  not  pay 
that  which  he  did  owe,  he  was  complained  of  to  the  Judge  ; 
and  the  Judge  executed  authority,  and  sent  forth  officers 
that  the  man  should  be  brought  before  him ;  and  he  judged 
the  man  according  to  the  law  and  the  evidences  whicn  were 
brought  against  him,  and  thus  the  man  was  cbmpelled  to  pay 
that  which  he  owed,  or  be  stripped,  or  be  cast  out  from  among 
the  people  as  a  thief  and  a  robSer. 

3.  And  the  Jud^e  received  for  his  wages  according 
to  ^his  time :  a  ^'senine  of  gold  for  a  day,  or  a  ''senum  of 
silver,  which  is  ec^ual  to  a  senine  of  gold ;  and  this  is  accord- 
ing to  the  law  which  was  given. 

4.  Now  these  are  the  names  of  the  different  pieces  of 
their  gold,  and  of  their  silver,  according  to  their  value. 
And  the  names  are  given  by  the  Nephites  :  for  they  did  not 
reckon  after  the  manner  of  the  Jews  who  were  at  Jeru- 
salem :  neither  did  they  measure  after  the  manner  of  the 
Jews,  but  they  altered  their  reckoning  and  their  measure, 
according  to  the  minds  and  the  circumstances  of  the  people, 
in  every  generation,  until  the  reign  of  the  Judges;  tney 
havine  been  established  by  'king  li^siah. 

5.  i^ow  the  reckoning  is  thus :  a  -^senine  of  gold,  a  seon 
of  gold,  a  shum  of  gold,  and  a  limnah  of  ^old. 

6.  A  ^senum  of  silver,  an  amnor  of  silver,  an  ezrom  of 
silver,  and  an  onti  of  silver. 

7.  A  senum  of  silver  was  ^equal  to  a  senme  of  gold :  and 
either  for  a  measure  of  barley,  and  also  for  a  measure  of 
every  kind  of  grain. 

0.  Now  the  amount  of  a  seon  of  gold,  was  twice  the 
•  value  of  a  senine ; 

9.  And  a  shum  of  gold  was  twice  the  value  of  a  seon ; 

10.  And  a  limnah  of  gold  was  the  value  of  them  all ; 

11.  And  an  amnor  of  silver  was  as  great  as  two  senums ; 

12.  And  an  ezrom  of  silver  was  as  great  as  four  senums ; 

13.  And  an  'onti  was  as  great  as  them  all. 

14.  Now  this  is  the  value  of  the  lesser  numbers  of  their 
leckoning ; 

la.  A  sniblon  is  half  of  a  senum :  therefore,  a  shiblon 
for  half  a  measure  of  barley ; 

16.  And  a  shiblum  is  a  half  of  a«hiblon ; 

17.  And  a  leah  is  the  half  of  a  shiblum. 

18.  Now  this  is  their  number,  according  to  their 
rec]conii^. 

19.  Now  an  antion  of  gold  is  equal  to  three  shublons. 

20.  Now,  it  was  for  the  sole  purpose  to  ^et  gain,  because 
they  received  their  wages  •'according  to  their  employ ;  there- 
fore,  they  did  stir  up  the  people  to  riotings,  and  all  maimer 

bf  rer.  20.  Alma  10  :  31, 32.  e,  vers.  6,  7,  8.  Alma  30  :  S3,  iii.  Nep. 
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of  disturbances  and  wickedness,  that  thej  might  have  more 
employ ;  that  they  might  get  money  according  to  the  snits 
which  were  brought  before  them :  therefore  they  did  stir  up 
the  people  against  Alma  and  Amulek. 

21.  And  this  Zeezrom  began  to  question  Amulek,  say- 
ing :  Will  ye  answer  me  a  few  questions  which  I  shall  ask 

Sou?  Now  Zeezrom  was  a  man  who  was  expert  in  the 
evices  of  the  devil,  that  he  might  destroy  that  which  was 
good ;  therefore,  he  said  unto  Amulek,  Will  ye  answer  the 
questions  which  I  shall  put  unto  ^ou  ? 

22.  And  Amulek  said  unto  him.  Yea,  if  it  be  according 
to  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  which  is  in  me ;  for  I  shall  say 
nothing  which  is  contrary  to  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.  And 
Zeezrom  said  unto  him,  Behold,  here  is  six  *onties  of  silver, 
and  all  these  will  I  give  thee  if  thou  wilt  deny  the  existence 
of  a  supreme  Being. 

23.  Now  Amulek  said,  O  thou  child  of  hell,  why  tempt 
ye  me?  Knowest  thou  that  the  righteous  yleldeth  to  no 
such  temptations  ? 

24.  Believest  thou  that  there  is  no  God?  I  say  unto 
you.  Nay :  thou  knowest  that  there  is  a  God,  but  thou  lovest 
that  lucre  more  than  him. 

25.  And  now  thou  hast  lied  before  God  unto  me.  Thou 
saidstunto  me.  Behold  these  'six  onties,  which  are  of  great 
worth,  I  will  give  unto  thee,  when  thou  had  it  in  thy  heart 
to  retain  them  from  me ;  and  it  was  only  thy  desire  that  I 
should  deny  the  true  and  living  God,  that  thou  mightest 
have  cause  to  destroy  me.  And  now  behold,  for  this  great 
evil  thou  shalt  have  thy  reward. 

26.  And  Zeezrom  said  imto  him.  Thou  sayest  there  is  a 
true  and  living  God? 

27.  And  Amulek  said.  Yea,  there  is  a  true  and  living 
God. 

28.  Now  Zeezrom  said.  Is  there  more  than  one  Grod  t 

29.  And  he  answered.  No. 

30.  Now  Zeezrom  said  unto  him  again.  How  knowest 
thou  these  things  ? 

31.  And  he  said.  An  *"angel  hath  made  them  known 
unto  me. 

32.  And  Zeezrom  said  again.  Who  is  he  that  shall 
come  ?  Is  it  the  Son  of  God  ? 

33.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Yea. 

34.  And  Zeezrom  said  agsdn.  Shall  he  save  his  people  **in 
iheir  sins  ?  And  Amulek  answered  and  said  unto  him,  I 
say  unt€|  you  he  shall  not,  for  it  is  impossible  for  him  to 
deny  his  word. 

35.  Now  Zeezrom  said  unto  the  people.  See  that  ye 
remember  these  things  ;  for  he  said  there  Is  but  one  God  ;  yet 
he  saith  that  the  Son  of  God  shall  come,  but  he  shall  not  save 
his  people,  as  though  he  had  "authority  to  command  God.

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36.  Now  Amtilek  saith  again  unto  him,  Behold  thou 
hast  lied,  for  thou  sayest  that  I  spake  as  though  I  had 
authority  to  command  Qod,  because  I  said  he  shall  not  save 
his  people  in  their  ^ins. 

37.  And  I  say  tmto  you  again,  that  he  cannot  save  them 
in  their  sins  ;  for  I  cannot  deny  his  word,  and  he  hath  said 
that  no  unclean  thing  can  inherit  the  kingdom  of  heaven ; 
therefore,  how  can  ye  be  saved,  except  ye  inherit  the  king> 
dom  of  heaven?  Therefore,  ye  cannot  be  saved  in  your 
sins. 

38.  Now  Zeezrom  saith  again  unto  him.  Is  the  Son  of 
God  the  '^very  eternal  Father? 

39.  And  Amulek  said  unto  him.  Yea,  he  is  the  verv 
eternal  Father  of  heaven  and  of  earth,  and  all  things  which 
in  them  is ;  he  is  the  beginning  and  the  endy  the  first  and 
the  last ; 

40.  And  he  shall  come  into  the  world  to  redeem  his 
people;  and  he  shall  take  upon  him  the  'transgressions  of 
those  who  believe  on  his  name ;  and  these  are  they  that  shall 
have  eternal  life,  and  salvation  cometh  to  none  else ; 

41.  Therefore  the  wicked  remain  as  though  there  had 
been  no  redemption  made,  *'except  it  be  the  loosing  of  the 
bands  of  death :  for  behold,  the  day  cometh  that  all  shall 
rise  from  the  dead  and  stand  before  God,  and  be  judged 
according  to  their  works. 

42.  Now,  there  is  a  death  which  is  called  a  temporal 
death  :  and  the  death  of  Christ  shall  'loose  the  bands  of  this 

•  temporal  death,  that  all  shall  be  raised  from  this  temporal 
deaui; 

43.  The  spirit  and  the  body  shall  be  re-united  again  in 
its  perfect  form ;  'both  limb  and  joint  shall  be  restored  to  its 
proper  frame,  even  as  we  now  are  at  this  time ;  and  we  shall 
oe  OTOught  to  stand  before  God,  knowing  even  as  we  know 
now,  and  have  a  **bright  recollection  of  all  our  guilt. 

44.  Now  this  •restoration  shall  come  to  all,  both  old  and 
young,  both  bond  and  free,  both  male  and  female,  both  the 
wicked  and  the  righteous ;  and  even  there  shall  not  so  much 
as  a  hair  of  their  heads  be  lost ;  but  all  things  shall  be 
restored  to  its  perfect  frame,  as  it  is  now,  or  in  the  body, 
and  shall  be  brought  and  be  arraigned  before  the  bar  of 
Qirist  the  Son,  and  God  the  Father,  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
which  is  one  •'eternal  Crod,  to  be  judged  according  to  their 
works,  whether  they  be  good  or  whether  they  be  evil. 

45.  Now,  behold,  I  have  spoken  unto  you,  concerning  the 
death  of  the  mortal  body,  and  also  concerning  the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  mortal  body.  I  say  unto  you  that  this  mortal 
body  is  ^raised  to  an  immortal  body  ;  that  is  from  death  ; 
even  from  the  first  death  unto  life,  that  they  can  ^die  no

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more ;  their  spirits  unitinjg  with  their  bodies,  never  to  be 
divided  ;  thus  the  whole  becoming  spiritual  and  immortal, 
that  they  can  no  more  see  corruption. 

46.  Now,  when  Amulek  had  finished  these  words,  the 
people  began  again  to  be  astonished,  and  also  Zeezrom 
began  to  tremble.  And  thus  ended  the  words  of  Amulek,  or 
this  is  all  that  I  have  written. 


CHAPTER  12. 

1.  Now  Alma.,  seeing  that  the  words  of  Amulek  had 
silenced  Zeezrom,  for  he  beheld  that  Amulek  had  caught 
him  in  his  ''lying  and  deceiving  to  destroy  him,  and  seeing 
that  he  began  to^tremble  under  a  consciousness  of  his  guilty 
he  opened  his  mouth  and  began  to  speak  unto  him,  and  to 
establish  the  words  of  Ammek,  and  to  explain  things 
beyond,  or  to  unfold  the  Scriptures  beyond  that  whi^ 
Amulek  had  done. 

2.  Now  the  words  that  Alma  spake  unto  Zeezrom,  were 
heard  by  the  people  round  about;  for  the  multitude  was 
great^  and  he  spake  on  this  wise : 

3.  Now  Zee^om,  seeing  that  thou  hast  been  taken  in 
thy  lying  and  craftiness,  for  thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men 
only,  but  thou  hast  lied  unto  God ;  for  behold,  he  knows  *^all 
thy  thoughts,  and  thou  seest  that  thy  thoughts  are  made 
known  unto  us  by  his  Spirit ; 

4.  And  thou  seest  that  we  know  that  thy  plan  was 
a  ''very  subtle  plan,  as  to  the  subtlety  of  the  devil,  for  to  Ue 
and  to  deceive  this  people,  that  thou  mightest  set  them 
against  us,  to  revile  us  and  to  cast  us  out. 

5.  Now  this  was  a  plan  of  thine  adversary,  and  he  hath 
exercised  his  power  in  thee.  Now  I  would  that  ye  sliould 
remember  that  what  I  say  unto  thee,  I  say  unto  all« 

6.  And  behold  I  say  unto  you  all,  that  this  was  a  snare  of 
the  adversary,  which  he  has  laid  to  catch  this  people,  that 
he  might  bring  you  into  subjection  unto  him,  that  he 
ini^ht  encircle  you  about  with  his  'chains,  that  he  might 
chain  you  down  to  /everlasting  destruction,  according  to  the 
power  of  his  captivity. 

7.  Now  when  Alma  had  spoken  these  words,  Zeezrom 
began  to  tremble  more  exceedingly,  for  he  was  convinced 
more  and  more  of  the  power  of  God ;  and  he  was  also  con- 
vinced that  Alma  and  Amulek  had  a  knowledge  of  him,  for 
he  was  convinced  that  they  ^knew  the  thoughts  and  intents 
of  his  heart ;  for  power  was  gdven  unto  them  that  ti^ey  might 
know  of  these  things  according  to  the  Spirit  of  prophecy. 

8.  And  Zeezrom  began  to  enquire  of  them  <uligently, 
that  he  might  know  more  concerning  the  kingdom  <2  Goo. 

a,  AlmA  11 :  20—88.       b.  Alma  11 :  46.      e.  Beer,  ii.  Nep.  9.        d, 
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And  lie  said  unto  Alma,  What  does  this  mean  which 
Amulek  hath  spoken  concerning  the  ^resurrection  of  the 
dead,  that  all  shall  rise  from  the  dead,  both  the  just  and  the 
unjust^  and  are  brou^t  to  stand  before  God,  to  be  judged 
according  to  their  works  ? 

9.  And  now  Aima  began  to  expound  these  things  unto 
him,  saying.  It  is  given  unto  many  to  know  the  mysteries  of 
Grod;  nevertheless  they  are  laid  under  a  strict  command, 
that  they  shall  not  impart  'only  according  to  the  portion  of 
his  word,  which  he  doth  grant  unto  the  diildren  of  men ; 
according  to  the  heed  and  diligence  which  they  give  unto 
him ; 

10.  And  therefore  he  that  will  harden  his  heart,  the 
same  receiveth  the  Cesser  portion  of  the  word ;  and  he  that 
will  not  harden  his  heart,  to  him  is  given  the  greater  *por- 
tion  of  the  word,  until  it  is  given  unto  him  to  know  the 
mysteries  of  Grod,  Tintil  they  know  them  in  full ; 

11.  And  they  that  will  harden  their  hearts,  to  them  is 
given  the  lesser  portion  of  the  word,  until  they  know 
nothing  concerning  his  mysteries ;  and  then  tney  are 
taken  'captive  by  the  devil,  and  led  by  his  will  down  to 
destruction.  Now  this  is  what  is  meant  by  the  '"chains 
of  hell ; 

12.  And  Amulek  hath  spoken  plainly  "concerning  death, 
and  being  ^raised  from  this  mortality  to  a  state  of  immor- 
tality, and  beihg  brought  before  the  bar  of  Grod,  to  be  judged 
according  to  our  works. 

13.  Then  if  our  hearts  have  been  hardened,  yea,  if  we 
have  hardened  our  hearts  against  the  word,  insomuch  that 
it  has  not  been  found  in  us,  tnen  will  our  state  be  awful,  for 
then  we  shaU  be  condemned ; 

14.  For  our  words  will  condemn  us,  yea,  all  our  works 
will  condemn  us ;  we  shall  not  be  found  spotless ;  and  oar 
thoughts  will  also  condemn  us ;  and  in  this  awful  state  we 
shall  not  dare  to  look  up  to  our  Grod ;  and  we  would  fain  be 
glad  if  we  could  command  the  rocks  and  the  mountains  to 
toll  upon  us,  to  hide  us  from  his  presence. 

15.  But  this  cannot  be ;  we  must  come  forth  and  stand 
before  him  in  his  glory,  and  in  his  power,  and  in  his  mi^ht^ 
majesty,  and  dominion,  and  acknowledge  to  our  everlastine; 
shame,  that  all  his  judgments  are  just ;  that  he  is  just  in  all 
his  works,  and  that  he  is  merciful  unto  the  children  of  men, 
and  that  he  has  all  power  to  save  every  man  that  believeth 
on  his  name,  and  bringeth  forth  fruit  meet  for  repentance. 

16.  And  now  behold  I  say  unto  you,  then  cometh  a  death, 
even  a  second  death,  which  is  a  ^spiritual  death ;  then  is  a 
time  that  whosoever  dieth  in  his  sins,  as  to  a  temporal  death,

Also  see  X:,  L  Nep.  16.    Jacob  S  :  11. 
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ghall  also  die  a  spiritual  death ;  yea,  he  shall  ' die  as  to  things 
pertaining  unto  righteousness ; 

17.  Then  is  the  time  when  their  torments  shall  be  as 
a  ''lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,  whose  flame  ascendeth  up 
for  ever  and  ever ;  and  then  is  tiie  time  that  they  shaU 
be  'chained  down  to  an  everlasting  destruction,  according 
to  the  power  and  captivity  of  satan;  he  having  sufatjected 
them  according  to  his  will. 

18.  Then  I  say  unto  you,  they  shall  be  as  though  there 
had  been  no  redemption  made ;  for  they  cannot  be  redeemed 
according  to  God's  justice ;  and  they  'cannot  die,  seeing 
tiiere  is  no  more  corruption. 

19.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Alma  had  m$bde  an 
end  of  speaking  these  words,  the  people  began  to  be  mor^ 
astonished ; 

20.  But  there  was  one  Antionah,  who  was  a  chief  ruler 
among  them,  came  forth  and  said  unto  him,  What  is  this 
that  thou  hast  said,  **that  man  should  rise  from  the  dead  and 
be  changed  from  this  mortal  to  an  immortal  state,  that  the 
soul  can  never  die  ? 

21.  What  does  the  scripture  mean,  which  saith  that  *Gk>d 
placed  cherubims  and  a  naming  sword  on  the  east  of  the 
garden  of  Eden,  lest  our  first  parents  should  enter  and  par- 
take of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of  life,  and  live  for  ever  ?  And 
thus  we  see  that  there  was  no  possible  chance  that  they 
should  live  for  ever. 

22.  Now  Alma  said  unto  him.  This  is  the  thin^  which  I 
was  about  to  explain.  Now  we  see  that  Adam  did  fall  by 
the  partaking  of  the  forbidden  fruit,  according  to  the  word 
of  Uod;  and  thus  we  see,  that  i  by  his  fall,  all  mankind 
became  a  *<'lost  and  fallen  people. 

23.  And  now  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  if  it  had  been 
possible  for  Adam  to  have  'partaken  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree 
of  life  at  that  time,  there  would  have  been  no  death,  and  the 
word  would  have  been  void,  making  God  a  liar:  for  he 
said,  yJf  thou  eat,  thou  shalt  surely  die. 

24.  And  we  see  that  death  comes  upon  mankind,  yea, 
the  death  which  has  been  'spoken  of  by  Amulek,  which  is 
the  temporal  death ;  nevertheless  there  was  a  space  granted 
unto  man  in  which  he  might  repent;  therefore  tnis  Ufe 
became  a  ^  "probationary  state ;  a  time  to  prepare  to  meet 
God ;  a  time  to  prepare  for  that  endless  state,  which  has 
been  spoken  of  by  us,  which  is  after  the  ^^surrection  of  the 
dead. 

25.  Now  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  plan  of  redemptioiL 
which  was  laid  from  the  foundation  of  the  world,  there  could 
have  been  no  resurrection  of  the  dead ;  but  there  was  a  plan

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of  redemption  laid,  which  shall  bring  to  pass  the  ^^'resurreG- 
tion  of  the  dead,  of  which  has  been  spoken. 

26.  And  now  behold,  if  it  were  x>ossible  that  onr  first 
parents  could  have  went  forth  and  ^''purtaken  of  the 
tree  of  life,  they  would  have  been  for  ever  miserable,  havinff 
no  preparatory  state ;  and  thus  the  plan  of  redemption  would 
have  been  frustrated,  and  the  word  of  God  would  have  been 
void,  taking  none  effect. 

27.  But  behold,  it  was  not  so ;  but  it  was  appointed  unto 
man  that  they  must  die ;  and  after  death,  they  must  come  to 
judgment ;  even  that  same  judgment  of  ¥^ch  we  have 
spoken,  which  is  the  end. 

28.  And  after  God  had  appointed  that  these  things  should 
come  unto  man,  behold,  then  he  saw  that  it  was  expedient 
that  man  should  know  concerning  &e  things  whereof  lie  had 
appointed  unto  them; 

29.  Therefore  he  sent  angels  '*to  converse  with  them, 
who  caused  men  to  behold  of  his  glory. 

30.  And  they  b^an  from  that  time  forth  to  call  on  his 
name ;  therefore  God^conversed  with  men,  and  made  known 
unto  them  the  plan  of  redemption,  which  had  been  pre- 
pared ^^Irom  the  foundation  of  the  world;  and  this  he  made 
xnown  unto  them  according  to  their  faiui  and  rei>entance, 
and  their  holy  works ; 

31.  Wherefore  he  gave  commandments  unto  men,  they 
having  first  transgressed  the  s*first  commandments  as  to 
things  whl(di  were  temporal,  and  becoming  as  Gods,  knowing 
eood  from  evil,  placing  themselves  in  a  state  to  act,  or 
being  placed  in  a  state  to  act  ^'according  to  their  wills  and 
pleasures,  whether  to  do  evil  or  to  do  good ; 

32.  Therefore  God  gave  unto  them  commandments,  after 
having  made  3%nown  unto  them  the  plan  of  redemption,  that 
they  £ould  not  do  evil,  the  penalty  thereof  being  a  'Second 
death,  which  was  an  everlasting  death  as  to  ^'things  per- 
taining unto  righteousness ;  for  on  such  the  plan  of  redemp- 
tion could  have  no  power,  for  the  works  of  ^"'justice  could 
not  be  destroyed,  according  to  the  supreme  goodness  of  God. 

33.  But  God  did  call  on  men,  in  the  name  of  his  Son, 
{this  being  the  plan  of  redemption  which  was  laid,) 
saying,  **&  ye  will  repent,  and  harden  not  your  hearts, 
then  will  I  have  mercy  upon  you,  through  mine  only  be- 
gotten Son; 

34.  Therefore,  whosoever  repenteth,  and  hardeneth 
not  his  heart)  he  shall  have  claim  on  mercy  through  mine 
only  begotten  Son,  unto  a  remission  of  his  sins ;  and  these 
shall  enter  into  my  rest.

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35.  And  whosoever  will  '"harden  hii^  heart,  and  will  do 
iniquity,  behold,  I  swear  in  my  wrath  that  ne  shall  not 
enter  into  my  rest. 

36.  And  now,  my  brethren,  behold  I  say  unto  you,  that 
if  ye  will  harden  your  hearts,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the 
rest  of  the  Lord;  therefore  your  iniquity  provoketh  him, 
that  he  sendeth  aown  his  wrath  upon  you  as  in  the  ^J'^first 
provocation,  yea,  according  to  nis  word  in  the  ^'last 
provocation,  as  well  as  the  first,  to  the  ^''everlasting  de- 
struction of  your  souls ;  therefore,  according  to  his  word, 
unto  the  ''last  death,  as  well  as  the  '^first. 

37.  And  now,  my  brethren,  seeing  we  know  these  things, 
and  they  are  true,  let  us  repent,  and  harden  not  our  hearts, 
that  we  provoke  not  the  Lord  our  God  to  pull  down  his 
wrath  upon  us  in  these  his  '**second  commandments  which 
he  has  given  unto  us ;  but  let  us  enter  into  the  '  "rest  of 
Grod,  which  is  prepared  according  to  his  word. 


CHAPTER  13. 

1.  And  again :  My  brethren,  I  would  cite  your  minds 
forward  to  the  time  when  the  Lord  Grod  gave  these  com- 
mandments unto  his  children ;  and  I  would  that  ye 
should  remember  that  the  Lord  God  ordained  priests, 
aiter  his  holy  order,  which  was  after  the  order  of  his 
Son,  to  teach  these  things  imto  the  people; 

2.  And  those  priests  were  ordainea  after  the  'order  of  his 
Son,  in  a  manner  that  thereby  the  people  might  know  in 
what  manner  to  look  forward  to  his  Son  for  reaemption. 

3.  And  this  is  the  manner  after  which  thev  were  ordained : 
being  called  and  prepared  *trom  the  foundation  of  the  world, 
according  to  the  foreknowledge  of  Grod,  on  account  of  their 
exceeding  faith  and  good  works ;  in  the  first  place  being  left 
to  ''choose  good  or  e^;  therefore  they  having  chosen  good, 
and  exercising  exceeding  great  faith,  are  called  with  a  holy 
calling,  yea,  with  that  holy  calling  which  was  prefMured  with, 
and  according  to,  a  preparatory  redemption  for  such ; 

4.  And  thus  they  have  been  called  to  this  /holy  calling 
on  account  of  their  faith,  while  others  would  reject  the 
Spirit  of  God  on  account  of  the  hardness  of  their  hearts 
and  blindness  of  their  minds,  while,  if  it  had  not  been  for 
this,  they  might  had  as  great  privilege  as  their  brethren. 

6.  Or  in  fine ;  in  the  mrst  place  they  were  on  the  same 
standing  with  their  brethren ;  thus  this  holy  calling  being 
prepared  ^om  the  foundation  of  the  world  for  sudh  as 
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would  not  harden  their  hearts,  being  in  and  through 
the  atonement  of  the  only  begotten  Son,  who  was 
prepared; 

6.  And  thus  being  called  by  this  holy  calling,  and 
ordained  xinto  the  'High  Priesthood  of  the  holy  order  of  God, 
to  teach  his  commandinents  unto  the  children  of  men,  that 
they  sAso  might  enter  into  his  ^rest : 

7.  This  *High  Priesthood  belne  after  the  order  of  his  Son, 
which  order  was  ^trom.  the  foundation  of  the  world :  or  in 
other  words,  being  "^without  beginning  of  days  or  end  of 
years,  being  prepared  **from  eternity  to  aU  eternity,  according 
to  his  foreknowledge  of  all  things. 

8.  Now  they  were  ordained  after  this  manner:  Bein^ 
called  with  a  holy  calling,  and  ordained  with  a  holy  ordi- 
nance, and  taking  upon  them  the  ^High  Priesthood  of  the 
holy  order,  which  calling,  and  ordinance,  and  High  Priest- 
hood, is  without  ^beginniug  or  end : 

9.  Thus  they  become  *IIigh  Priests  for  ever,  after  the 
order  of  the  Son,  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father,  who 
is  'without  beginning  of  days  or  end  of  years,  who  is  full  of 
grace,  eouity,  and  truth.    And  thus  it  is.    Amen. 

10.  Now  as  I  said  concerning  the  holy  order  of 
this  'High  Priesthood :  there  were  many  who  were  ordained 
and  became  **High  Priests  of  6rod ;  and  it  was  on  account 
of  their  exceeding  faith  and  repentance,  and  their  righteous- 
ness before  God,  they  choosing  to  repent  and  work  right- 
eousness, rather  than  to  perish ; 

11.  Therefore  they  were  called  after  this  holy  order,  and 
were  sanctified,  and  their  garments  were  washed  white, 
through  the  *blood  of  the  Lamb. 

12.  Now  they,  after  being  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
haying  their  garments  made  white,  being  pure  and  spotless 
before  God,  coidd  not  look  upon  sin,  save  it  were  with  ab- 
horrence: and  there  were  many,  exceeding  great  many,  who 
were  made  pure,  and  entered  into  the  ^est  of  the  Lord  their 
God. 

13.  And  now,  my  brethren,  I  would  that  ye  should 
humble  yourselves  before  God,  and  bring  forth  fruit  meet 
for  repentance,  that  ye  may  also  enter  into  that  rest ; 

14.  Yea,  humble  yourselves  even  aa  the  people  in  the 
days  of  'Melchizedek,  who  was  also  a  High  Pnest  after  this 
same  order  which  I  have  spoken,  who  also  took  upon  him 
the  High  Priesthood  Hot  ever. 

15.  And  it  was  the  same  Melchizedek  to  whom  Abraham 
paid  tithes:  yea,  even  our  father  Abraham  paid  tithes 
of  *One-tenth  part  of  all  he  possessed. 
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16.  Now  these  ordinances  were  given  after  this  manner, 
that  thereby  the  people  might  look  forward  on  the  Son  of 
God,  it  being  a  type  of  his  order,  or  it  being  his  order ;  and 
this,  that  they  might  look  forward  to  him  for  a  remission 
of  their  sins,  that  they  might  enter  into  the  ^°Test  of  the 
Lord. 

17.  Now  this  Melchizedek  was  a  king  over  the  land 
of  Salem ;  and  his  people  had  waxed  strong  in  iniquity  and 
abominations ;  yea^  they  had  all  gone  astray :  they  were  full 
of  all  manner  of  wickedness : 

18.  But  Melchizedek  having  exercised  mighty  faith, 
and  received  the  office  of  the  ^^High  Priesthood,  according 
to  the  holy  order  of  God,  did  preach  repentance  unto  his 
people.  And  behold,  they  did  repent ;  and  Melchizedek  did 
establish  peace  in  the  land  in  his  days ;  therefore  he  was 
called  the  prince  of  peace,  for  he  was  uie  king  of  Salem ; 
and  he  did  reign  under  his  father. 

19.  Now,  there  were  *<toany  before  him,  and  also  there 
were  2<*]nany  afterwards,  but  none  weregreiater;  therefore, 
of  him  they  have  more  particularly  made  mention. 

20.  Now  I  need  not  rehearse  the  matter ;  what  I  have 
said  may  suffice.  Behold,  the  ^^scriptures  are  before  you; 
if  ye  will  wrest  them  it  shall  be  to  your  own  destruction. 

21.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  th&t  when  Alma  had 
said  these  words  unto  them,  ne  stretched  forth  his  hand 
unto  them  and  cried  with  a  mighty  voice,  saying.  Now  is 
the  time  to  repent,  for  the  day  of  salvation  draweth  nigh ; 

22.  Yea.  and  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  by  the  ^/hiouth  of 
angels,  dotn  declare  it  unto  all  nations :  yea,  doth  declare 
it,  that  they  may  have  glad  tidings  of  great  joy;  yea,  and  he 
doth  sound  these  glad  tidings  among  all  his  people,  yea,  even 
to  them  that  are  scattered  abroad  upon  the  face  of  the 
earth ;  wherefore  they  have  come  unto  us. 

23.  And  they  are  made  known  unto  us  in  plain  terms, 
that  we  may  understand,  that  we  ^^cannot  err ;  and  this 
because  of  our  being  wanderers  in  a  strange  land  ;  therefore, 
we  are  thus  highly  favoured,  for  we  have  these  glad  tidings 
declared  unto  us  in  all  parts  of  our  vineyard. 

24.  For  behold,  angels  are  declaring  it  unto  many  at 
this  time  in  our  land ;  and  this  is  for  the  purpose  of  prepar- 
ing the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men  to  receive  his  word 
at  the  time  of  his  coming  in  his  glory. 

25.  And  now  we  only  wait  to  hear  the  joyful  news 
declared  unto  us  by  the  mouth  of  angels,  of  his  coining: 
for  the  time  cometh^  we  know  not  how  soon.  Would  to 
God  that  it  might  be  m  my  day ;  but  let  it  be  sooner  or  later, 
in  it  I  will  rejoice. 

26.  And  it  shall  be  made  known  unto  just  and  holy 
men,  by  the  2*mouth  of  angels,  at  the  time  of  his  coming, 
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that  the  words  of  our  fathers  may  be  fulfilled,  according 
to  that  which  they  have  spoken  concerning  him,  which  was 
according  to  the  Spirit  of  prophecy  which  was  in  them. 

27.  And  now,  my  brethren,  I  wish  from  the  inmost  part 
of  nxy  heart,  yea,  with  great  anxiety,  even  unto  pain,  th&t  ye 
would  hearken  unto  my  words,  and  cast  off  your  sins,  and 
not  procrastinate  the  day  of  your  repentance ; 

28.  But  that  ye  would  humble  yourselves  before  the 
liord,  and  call  on  his  -  holy  name,  and  watch  and  ^*prav 
continually,  that  ye  may  not  be  tempted  above  that  wni(£ 

£e  can  bear,  and  thus  be  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  becoming 
umble,  meek,  submissive,  patient,  full  oi    love  and  afl 
long  suffering ; 

29.  ^^Having  faith  on  the  Lord ;  having  a  hope  that  ye 
shall  receive  eternal  life ;  having  the  love  of  God  always  in 
your  hearts,  that  ye  may  be  ^^lirted  up  at  the  last  day,  and 
enter  into  ^'his  rest ; 

30.  And  may  the  Lord  grant  unto  you  repentance,  that 
ye  may  not  bring  down  his  wrath  upon  you,  that  ye  may 
not  be  bound  down  by  the  3"*chains  of  hell ;  that  ye  may  not 
suffer  the  ^  "second  death. 

31.  And  Alma  spake  many  more  words  unto  the  people, 
which  are  not  written  in  this  book. 


CHAPTER  14. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  he  had  made  an  end  of 
speaking  unto  the  people,  many  of  them  did  believe  on 
his  words,  and  began  to  repent,  and  to  search  the  'Scriptures ; 

2.  But  the  more  part  of  them  were  desirous  that  thev 
might  destroy  Alma  and  Amulek :  for  they  were  angry  witn 
Alma,  because  of  the  ^plainness  of  his  words  unto  zeezrom ; 
)uid  they  also  said  that  ^'Amulek  had  lied  unto  them,  and  had 
reviled  against  their  law,  and  also  against  their  lawyers 
and  Judges. 

3.  And  they  were  also  angrv  with  Alma  and  Amulek: 
and  because  they  had  testified  so  plainly  against  their 
wickedness,  they  sought  to  put  them  away  privuy. 

4.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  not ;  but  they  took 
them  and  bound  them  with  strong  cords,  and  took  them 
before  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  land. 

5.  And  the  people  went  forth  and  witnessed  against 
them,  ''testifying  that  they  had  reviled  against  the  law,  and 
their  lawyers  and  Judges  of  the  land,  and  also  of  all  the 
people  that  were  in  the  land ;  and  also  testified  that  there 
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was  but  one  God,  and  that  he  should  send  his  Son  amonff 
the  people,  but  he  should  'not  save  them ;  and  many  such 
things  did  the  people  testify  against  Alma  and  Aooiulek. 
Now  this  was  done  before  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  land. 
0.  And  it  came  to  pass  that^Zeezrom  was  astonished 
at  the  words  which  had  been  spoken ;  and  he  also  knew 
concerning  the  blindness  of  the  minds  'which  he  had  caused 
among  the  i>eople  by  his  -^ying  words ;  and  his  soul  began  to 
be  harrowed  up,  under  a  consciousness  of  his  own  guilt ; 
yea,  he  be^ui  to  be  encircled  about  by  the  i>ains  of  heU. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  began  to  cry  unto  the 
I>eople,  saying:  Behold,  I  am  guilty,  and  these  men  are 
spotless  before  God.  And  he  began  to  plead  for  them,  from 
that  time  forth ;  but  they  reviled  him,  saying :  Art  thou 
also  possessed  with  the  devil?  And  they  spit  upon  him, 
and  cast  him  out  from  among  them,  and  also  all  those 
who  believed  in  the  words  which  had  been  spoken  by  Alma 
and  Amulek ;  and  they  'cast  them  out^  and  sent  men  to 
cast  stones  at  them. 

8.  And  they  brought  their  wives  and  children  together, 
and  whosoever  believed  or  had  been  taught  to  beheve  in 
the  word  of  Grod,  they  caused  that  they  should  be  *cast  into 
the  fire;  and  they  also  brought  forth  their  records  which 
contained  the  ^oly  Scriptures,  and  cast  them  into  the  fire 
also,  that  they  might  be  burned  and  destroyed  by  fire. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  took  Alma  and  Amulek, 
and  carried  them  fortn  to  the  place  of  martyrdom,  that  they 
might  witness  the  destruction  of  those  who  ^were  consumed 
by  fire. 

10.  And  when  Amulek  saw  the  pains  of  the  women 
and  children  who  were  consuming  in  l^e  fire,  he  also  was 
IMdned;  and  he  said  unto  Alma,  How  can  we  witness  this 
awful  scene  ?  Therefore  let  us  stretch  forth  our  hands,  and 
exenase  the  *power  of  Grod  which  is  in  us,  and  save  them 
from  the  flames. 

11.  But  Alma  said  unto  him.  The  Spirit  constraineth 
me  that  I  must  not  stretch  forth  mine  nand ;  for  behold 
the  Lord  receiveth  them  up  unto  himself,  in  glory;  and  he 
doth  suffer  that  they  may  do  this  thing,  or  that  the  x)eople 
may  do  this  thing  unto  them,  according  to  the  hardness  of 
their  hearts,  that  the  judgments  which  he  shall  exercise 
upon  them  in  his  wrath,  may  be  just;  and  the  blood  of 
the  innocent  shall  stand  as  a  witness  against  them,  yea, 
and  cry  mightily  against  them  at  the  last  ^y. 

12.  Now  Amulek  said  unto  Alma,  Behold,  perhaps  they 
will  bum  us  also. 

13.  And  Alma  said.  Be  it  according  to  the  will  of  the 
Lord.  But,  behold,  our  work  is  not  finished ;  therefore  th^ 
bum  us  not. 
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14.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  bodies  of  those 
who  had  been  cast  into  the  fire  "*were  consumed,  and  also 
the  "records  which  were  cast  in  with  them,  the  Chief  Judge 
of  the  land  came  and  stood  before  Alma  and  Amulek,  as 
they  were  bound  ;  and  he  smote  them  with  his  hand  ^pon 
their  cheeks,  and  said  unto  them.  After  what  ye  have  seen, 
will  ye  prea.ch  again  unto  this  people,  that  they  shall  be 
cast  mto'a  ^lake  of  fire  and  brimstone? 

15.  Behold,  ye  see  that  ye  had  not  power  to  save  those 
who  had  been  cast  into  the  fire ;  neither  has  God  saved 
them,  because  they  were  of  thy  faith.  And  the  Judge  smote 
them  again  «upon  their  cheeks,  and  asked.  What  say  ye 
for  yourselves  ? 

16.  Now  this  Judge  was  after  the  order  and  faith 
of  'Nehor,  who  'slew  Gideon. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  and  Amidek  answered 
him  nothing;  and  he  'smote  them  again,  and  delivered 
them  to  the  officers  to  be  cast  into  prison. 

18.  And  when  they  had  been  cast  into  prison  three  days, 
there  came  many  lawyers,  and  judges,  and  priests,  and 
teachers,  who  were  of  the  profession  of  **Nehor :  and  they 
came  in  unto  the  prison  to  see  them,  and  they  questioned 
them  about  many  words ;  but  they  answered  them  nothing. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Judge  stood  before 
them,  and  said.  Why  do  ye  not  answer  the  words  of  this 
people?  Know  ye  not  that  I  have  power  to  deliver  ye 
up  unto  the  flames?  And  he  commanded  them  to  si>eak ;  but 
they  answered  nothing. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  departed  and  went 
their  ways,  but  came  again  on  the  morrow ;  and  the  Judge 
also  smote  them  again  on  their  cheeks.  And  many  came 
forth  also,  and  *smote  them,  saying,  WiU  ye  stand  again 
and  judge  this  people,  and  condemn  *'our  law?  If  ye  nieive 
such  great  power,  wny  do  ye  not  'deliver  yourselves  ? 

21.  And  many  such  things  did  they  say  unto  them, 
gnashing  their  teeth  upon  them,  and  spitting  upon  them, 
and  saying.  How  shall  we  look  when  we  are  damned? 

2Z.  And  many  such  things,  yea,  all  manner  of  such  things 
did  they  say  unto  them ;  and  thus  they  did  mock  them, 
for  many  dajs.  And  they  did  withhold  food  from  them, 
that  they  nught  hunger,  and  water,  that  they  might  thirst ; 
and  they  also  did  take  from  them  their  clothes,  that  they 
were  naked  :  and  thus  they  were  bound  with  ''strong  cords, 
and  confined  in  prison. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  th^  had  thus  suffered 
for  many  days,  (and  it  was  on  the  twelfth  day,  in  the  tenth 
month,  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over 
the  people  of  Nephi,)  that  the  Chief  Judge  over  the  land 
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went  in  unto  the  prison  wlieEe  Alma  and  Amiilek  were 
iMMind  with  cords. 

24.  And  the  Chief  Judge  stood  before  them,  and  smote 
them  again,  and  said  unto  them.  If  je  have  the  power 
of  God,  deliver  yoDTselves  from  these  bands,  and  then  we 
will  belieTe  that  the  Lord  will  destroy  this  people  according 
to  yoor  words. 

25l  And  it  came  to  pass  tiiat  they  all  went  forth  and 
smote  them,  saying  the  sanie  words,  eiren  nntil  the  last; 
and  when  the  last  nad  spoken  unto  them,  the  **power  of 
Ciod  was  upon  Alma  and  Amulek,  and  they  rose  and  stood 
upon  their  feet; 

26l  And  Alma  cried,  saying;  How  long  shall  we  sofE^ 
these  great  afflictions,  O  Lord?  O  Lord,  give  us  strength 
according  to  our  futh  which  is  in  Ghiist»  CYcn  unto  deliver- 
ance: and  they  bveak  the  ''toords  with  which  they  woe 
bound;  and  when  tiie  people  saw  this,  they  b^an  to  flee, 
for  the  *ffear  of  destruction  had  come  upon  uiem. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  so  great  was  their  fear, 
that  they  fell  to  the  earth,  and  did  not  obtain  the  outer 
door  of  the  prison ;  and  the  earth  sho(^  mightily,  and  the 
walls  of  the  prison  were  rent  in  twain,  so  that  they  fell  to 
the  earth;  and  "the  Chief  Judge,  and  the  lawyers,  and 
priests,  and  teachers,  who  smote  upon  Alma  and  Aww^i^v^^ 
were  slain  by  the  fall  thereof. 

28.  And  Alma  and  Amulek  came  forth  out  of  the  prison, 
and  they  were  not  hurt ;  for  the  Lord  had  granted  unto 
them  power,  according  to  their  fidth  which  was  in  Christ. 
And  th^  stnugjitwi^  came  forth  out  of  the  prison;  and 
thfi^  were  ^'loosed  from  their  bands;  and  the  prison 
had  ^-^SrUlen  to  the  earth,  and  ^'every  soul  who  were  in  the 
walls  thereof,  save  it  were  Alma  and  Amulek,  were  slain ; 
and  they  stnJ^tway  came  forth  into  the  city. 

29.  Now  the  people  having  heard  a  great  noise,  came 
ronning  together  by  multitudes,  to  know  the  cause  of  it ; 
and  when  they  saw  Alma  and  Amulek  coming  forth  out  of 
tibe  prison,  ana  the  walls  thereof  **had  fallen  to  the  earth, 
they  were  struck  with  great  fear,  and  fled  from  the  presence 
of  Alma  and  Amulek,  even  as  a  ^;oat  fleeth  with  her  young 
from  two  lions ;  and  thus  they  did  flee  from  the  presence  of 
Alma  and  Amulek. 


CHAPTER  15. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  and  Amulek  were 
commanded  to  depart  out  of  that  city ;  and  they  departed, 
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and  came  out  even  into  the  land  of  'Sidom :  and  behold, 
there  they  found  all  the  people  who  had  departed  out  of  the 
Lmd  of  Ammonihah,  wno  had  been  ^cast  out  and  stoned, 
because  they  believed  in  the  words  of  Alma. 

2.  And  they  related  unto  them  all  that  had  happened 
mito  their  wives  and  children,  and  also  concerning  them- 
selves, and  of  their  'power  of  deliverance. 

3.  And  also  Zeezrom  lav  sick  at  Sidom,  with  a  burning 
fever,  which  was  caused  by  the  great  tribulations  of  his 
mind,  on  account  of  'his  wickedness,  for  he  supposed  that 
Alnoa  and  Amulek  were  no  more;  and  he  supposed  that 
they  had  been  slain,  by  the  cause  of  his  iniquity.  And  this 
great  sin,  and  his  many  other  sins,  did  harrow  up  his  mind 
until  it  did  become  exceeding  sore,  having  no  deliverance ; 
therefore  he  began  to  be  scorched  with  a  burning  heat. 

4.  Now  when  he  heard  that  Alma  and  Amulek  were  in 
the -Hand  of  Sidom,  his  heart  began  to  take  courage ;  and  he 
sent  a  message  immediately  unto  them,  desiring  them  to 
come  unto  him. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  went  immediately, 
obeying  the  message  which  he  had  sent  unto  them ;  and 
they  went  in  unto  the  house  unto  Zeezrom ;  and  they  found 
him  u]^n  his  bed  sick,  being  'very  low  with  a  burning  fever ; 
and  his  mind  also  was  ^exceeding  sore  because  of  his 
iniquities ;  and  when  he  saw  them,  he.  stretched  forth  his 
hand,  and  besought  them  that  they  would  heal  him. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  said  unto  him,  taking 
him  b^  the  hand,  Believest  thou  in  the  power  of  Christ  unto 
salvation  ? 

7.  And  he  answered  and  said.  Yea,  I  believe  aU  the 
words  that  thou  hast  taught. 

8.  And  Alma  said.  If  thou  believest  in  the  redemption 
of  Christ,  thou  canst  be  healed. 

9.  And  he  said.  Yea,  I  believe  according  to  thy  words. 

10.  And  then  Alma  cried  unto  the  Lord,  saying,  O  Lord 
our  God,  have  mercy  on  this  man,  and  heal  him  according  to 
his  faith  which  is  in  Christ. 

11.  And  when  Alma  had  said  these  words,  Zeezrom 
leaped  upon  his  feet,  and  began  to  walk ;  and  this  was  done 
to  the  great  astonishment  of  all  the  people  ;  and  the  know- 
ledge of  this  went  forth  throughout  all  ine  *land  of  Sidom. 

12.  And  Alma  •^baptized  Zeezrom  unto  the  Lord ;  and  he 
b^;an  from  that  time  forth  to  preach  unto  the  people. 

13.  And  Alma  established  a  church  in  the  *land  of 
Sidom,  and  consecrated  priests  and  teachers  in  the  land, 
to  baptize  unto  the  Lord  whosoever  were  desirous  to  be 
baptized. 
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14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  many ;  for  they 
did  flock  in  from  all  the  region  romid  about  Sidom,  and 
were  "^baptized; 

15.  But  as  to  the  i>eople  that  were  in  the  "land  of  Ammo- 
nlhah,  they  yet  remained  a  hard-hearted  and  a  stifl^ecked 
people;  and  they  repented  not  of  their  sins,  ascribing  all 
the  <^ower  of  Auna  and  Amulek  to  the  devil ;  for  they  were 
of  the  profession  of  ''Nehor,  and  did  not  believe  in  the 
repentance  of  their  sins. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  and  Amulek,  Amulek 
having  forsaken  all  his  gold,  and  silver,  and  his  precious 
things,  which  were  in  the  land  of  Ammonihah,  for  tne  word 
of  Grod,  heheing  rejected  by  those  who  were  ''once  his  friends, 
and  also  by  his  fatner  and  his  kindred ; 

17.  Therefore,  after  Alma  having  established  the  church 
at  'Sidom,  seeing  a  great  check,  yea,  seeing  that  tiie  people 
were  checked  as  to  the  pride  of  their  hearts,  and  began  to 
humble  themselves  before  Grod,  and  began  to  assemble  them- 
selves together  at  their  'sanctuaries  to  worship  Grod  before 
the  altar,  watching  and  praying  continually,  that  they  might 
be  delivered  from  satan,  and  from  death,  and  from  destruc- 
tion. 

18.  Now  as  I  said.  Alma  having  seen  all  these  things, 
therefore  he  took  Amulek  and  came  over  to  the  **land  of 
Zarahemla,  and  took  him  to  his  'own  house,  and  did  ad- 
minister unto  him  in  his  tribulations,  and  strengthened  him 
in  the  Lord. 

19.  And  thus  ended  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  th« 
Judges  over  the  ppople  of  Nephi. 


CHAPTER  16. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi,  on  the  fifth  day  of 
the  second  month,  there  having  been  mucn  peace  in  the  <^land 
of  Zarahemla ;  there  having  been  no  wars  nor  contentions 
for  a  certain  number  of  years ;  even  until  the  fifth  day  of  the 
second  month,  in  the  eleventh  year,  there  was  a  cry  of  war 
heard  throughout  the  land ; 

2.  For  behold,  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites  had  come  in 
upon  the  wilderness  side,  into  the  borders  of  the  land,  even 
into  the  ^city  of  Ammonihah,  and  began  to  slay  the  people, 
and  destroy  the  city. 

3.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  before  the  Nephites  could 
raise  a  sufficient  army  to  drive  them  out  of  the  land,  they 
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had  '^destroyed  the  people  who  were  in  the  city  of  Ammonl- 
hah,  and  also  some  around  the  borders  of  ''Noah,  and  taken 
others  captive  into  the  wilderness. 

4.  Kow  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  were  desirous 
to  obtain  those  who  had  been  carried  away  captive  into  the 
wilderness ; 

5.  Therefore  he  that  had  been'  appointed  chief  captain 
over  the  armies  of  the  Nephites,  (and  his  name  was  Zoram, 
and  he  had  two  sons,  Lehi  and  Aha.)  Now  Zoram  and  his 
two  sons,  knowing  that  Alma  was  'High  Priest  over  the 
church,  and  having  heard  that  he  had  the  Spirit  of  prophecy, 
therefore  they  went  unto  him  and  desired  of  him  to  know 
whether  the  Lord  would  that  they  should  go  into  the  wilder- 
ness in  search  of  their  brethren,  who  had  been  taJcen -^captive 
by  the  Lamanites. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  inquired  of  the  Lord 
concerning  the  matter.  And  Alma  returned  and  said  unto 
them,  behold  the  Lamanites  will  cross  the  ^ver  Sidon  in 
the  south  wilderness,  away  up  beyond  the  borders  of 
the  ^land  of  Manti.  And  behold  there  shall  ye  meet  them, 
on  the  east  of  the  'riyer  Sidon,  and  there  the  Lord  will 
deliver  unto  thee  thy  brethren  who  have  been  taken  -'captive 
by  the  Lamanites. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  ^Zoram  and  his  sons  crossed 
over  the  Uver  Sidon,  with  their  armies,  and  marched  away 
beyond  the  borders  of  *"Manti,  into  the  south  wilderness, 
which  was  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  Sidon. 

8.  And  they  came  upon  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites, 
and  the  Lamanites  were  scattered  and  driven  into  the 
wilderness;  that  they  took  their  brethren  who  had  been 
taken  captive  by  the  Lamanites,  and  there  was  not  one  soiQ 
of  them  who  had  been  lost,  that  were  taken  "captive.  And 
they  were  brought  by  their  brethren  to  possess  their  ''own 
lands. 

9.  And  thus  ended  the  eleventh  year  of  the  Judses,  the 
Lamanites  having  been  driven  out  of  the  land,  and  the  peo- 
ple of  Ammonihan  were  destroyed ;  yea,  every  living  soul  of 
the  Ammonihahites  were  destroyed,  and  also  their  great 
city,  which  they  said  Grod  could  'not  destroy,  because  of  its 
greatness. 

10.  But  behold,  in  one  dav  it  was  left  desolate' ;  and  the 
carcases  were  mangled  by  dogs  and  wild  beasts  of  the 
wilderness ; 

11.  Nevertheless,  after  many  days,  their  dead  bodies  were 
heaped  up  upon  the  face  of  the  eartn,  and  they  were  covered 
with  a  shallow  covering.  And  now  so  great  was  the  scent 
thereof,  that  the  people  did  not  go  in  to  possess  the  land  of 
Ammonihah  for  many  years.     And  it  was  called  Desolation 
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of  ''Nehors ;  for  thev  were  of  the  profession  of  Nehor  who 
were  slain ;  and  their  lands  remained  desolate. 

12.  And  the  Lainanites  did  not  come  again  to  war  against 
the  Nephites  until  the  fourteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi.  And  thus  for  three  years 
did  Die  people  of  Nephi  have  continual  peace  in  all  the  land. 

13.  And  Alma  and  Amulek  went  forth  preaching  re- 
pentance to  the  j^ople  in  their  *temples,  and  in  their  'sanc- 
tuaries, and  also  in  tneir  **synagogue8,  which  were  built  'after 
the  manner  of  the  Jews. 

14.  And  as  many  as  would  hear  their  words,  unto  them 
they  did  imi>art  the  word  of  God,  without  any  resi>ect  of 
persons,  continually. 

15.  And  thus  cud  Alma  and  Amulek  go  forth,  and  also 
many  more  who  had  been  chosen  for  the  work,  to  preach  the 
word  throughout  all  the  land.  And  the  establishment  of  the 
church  became  general  throughout  the  land,  in  all  the  region 
round  about,  among  all  the  people  of  the  Nephites. 

16.  And  there  was  *^o  inequality  among  them,  the  Lord 
did  pour  out  his  Spirit  on  all  the  face  of  the  land,  to  prepare 
Uie  minds  of  the  children  of  men,  or  to  prepare  their  hearts 
to  receive  the  word  which  should  be  taught  among  them 
at  the  time  of  his  coming, 

17.  That  they  might  not  be  hardened  against  the  word, 
that  they  might  not  be  unbelieving,  and  go  on  to  destruc- 
tion, but  that  they  might  receive  the  word  with  joy,  and  as 
a  branch  be  grafted  into  the  true  vine,  that  they  might  enter 
into  the  'rest  of  the  Lord  their  God. 

18.  Now  those  ^priests  who  did  go  forth  among  the 


people,  did  preach  'gainst  all  lyings,  and  deceivings,  and 
envyings,  and  strifes,  and  malice,  and  reviling  ana  steal- 
infir,  robbing,  plundering,  murdenng,  committmg  adultery, 

lasciviousness,  crying  that  these  things 


I 


ought  not  so  to  be ; 

19.  Holding  forth  things  which  must  shortly  come; 
ea,  holding  forth  the  coining  of  the  Son  of  Grod,  his  suf- 
erings  and  death,  and  also  the  ^'■resurrection  of  the  dead. 

20.  And  many  of  the  people  did  inquire,  concerning  the 
place  where  the  Son  of  Goa  should  come ;  and  they  were 
taught  that  he  would  ^  ^appear  unto  them  after  his  resurrec- 
tion ;  and  this  the  people  did  hear  with  great  joy  and  gladness. 

21.  And  now  after  the  church  having  oeen  established 
throughout  all  the  land,  having  got  the  victory  over  the 
devil,  and  the  word  of  God  being  preached  in  its  purity  in 
aU  the  land,  and  the  Lord  pounng  out  his  blessings  upon 
the  people ;  thus  ended  the  fourteenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
the  Judges,  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 
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An  account  of  the  sons  of  Mosiah^  who  rejected  their  rights 
t6  the  kingdom  for  the  word  of  God,  and  went  up  to  the 
land  of  Nephi,  to  preach  to  the  Lamanites.  T^neir  suf- 
ferings and  deliverance,  OAJCording  to  the  record  of 
AlTncL* 

CHAPTER  17. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  as  Alma  was  journey* 
Toa  from  the  "land  of  Gideon,  southward,  away  to  uie  ^land 
^manti,  behold,  to  his  astonishment,  he  met  with  the  <^sona 
of  Mosiah,  journeying  towards  the  ''land  of  Zaraliemla. 

2.  Now  these  sons  of  Mosiah  were  with  Alma  at  the 
time  the  angel  'first  appeared  unto  him ;  therefore  Alma  did 
rejoice  exceedingly  to  see  his  brethren:  and  what  added 
more  to  his  joy,  they  were  still  his  brethren  in  the  Lord ; 
yea,  and  they  had  waxed  strong  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth;  for  they  were  men  of  a  sound  understancQng,  and 
they  had  searched  the  -^Scriptures  diligently,  tibat  t^ey 
might  know  the  word  of  God. 

3.  But  this  is  not  all;  they  had  given  themselves 
to  'much  prayer,  and  fasting,  therefore  they  had  the  Spirit 
of  prophecy,  and  the  Spirit  of  revelation,  and  when  they 
taught,  they  taught  with  power  and  authority  of  God. 

4.  And  they  had  been  teaching  the  word  of  God  for  the 
space  of  fourteen  years  among  the  Lamanites,  having  had 
much  success  in  bringing  many  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
truth ;  yea,  by  the  power  of  their  words,  many  were  brought 
before  the  altar  of  God,  to  call  on  his  name,  and  confess  their 
sins  before  him. 

5.  Now  these  are  the  circumstances  which  attended  them 
in  their  joumeyings,  for  they  had  many  afflictions ;  they 
did  suffer  mucli,  botn  in  body  and  in  mind;  such  as  hun- 
ger,  thirst  and  fatigue,  and  also  much  labour  in  the  Spirit. 

6.  Now  these  were  their  ioumeyings :  Having  taken 
leave  of  their  ^father,  Mosiah^  in  the  first  year  of  the 
Judges ;  having  'refused  the  kmgdom  which  their  father 
was  desirous  to  confer  upon  them ;  and  also  this  was  the 
minds  of  the  people; 

7.  Nevertheless  tney  departed  out  of  the  -^nd  of  Zara- 
hemla,  and  took  their  swords,  and  their  spears,  and  their 
bows,  and  their  arrows,  and  their  slings;  and  this  they 
did  that  they  might  provide  food  for  themselves  while 
In  the  wilderness, 

8.  And  thus  they  departed  Into  the  wilderness  with  their 
numbers  which  they  had  *selected,  to  go  up  to  the  ^and  of 
Nephi,  to  preach  the  word  of  God  unto  the  Lamanites. 
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9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  journeyed  many  days 
in  the  wilderness,  ana  they  "*fasted  much  that  the  Lord 
would  grant  unto  them  a  portion  of  his  Spirit  to  go  with 
them,  and  abide  with  them,  that  they  might  be  an  instru- 
ment in  the  hands  of  God  to  bring,  if  it  were  possible,  their 
brethren,  the  Lamanites,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth ;  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  **Daseness  of  the  traditions  of  their 
fathers,  which  were  not  correct. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  did  visit  them 
with  his  Spirit,  and  said  unto  them,  °Be  comforted ;  and 
they  were  comforted. 

11.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  them  al^o,  ^  Go  forth  kmong 
the  Lamanites,  thy  brethren,  and  establish  my  word  ;  yet  ye 
shall  be  patient  in  long  suffering  and  afflictions,  that  ye  mav 
shew  forth  good  examples  unto  them  in  me,  and  I  -will 
make  an  instrument  of  thee  in  my  hands,  unto  the  salvaticxp 
of  many  souls. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  hearts  of  the  sons 
of  Mosiah,  and  also  those  who  were  with  them,  took 
courage  to  go  forth  unto  the  Lamanites,  to  declare  unto 
them  the  word  of  God. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  they  had  arrived  in  the 
borders  of  the  land  of  the  Lamanites,  that  they  separated 
themselves,  and  departed  one  from  anotJier,  trusting  in  the 
Lord  that  they  should  meet  again  at  the  clo^e  of  their 
harvest ;  for  they  supposed  t^at  'great  was  the  work  which 
they  had  undertaken. 

14.  And  assuredly  it  was  great,  for  they  had  undertaken 
to  preach  the  word  of  Grod  ''co  a  wild  and  a  hardened,  and  a 
ferocious  people  ;  a  people  who  delighted  in  murdering  the 
Nephites,  and  robbmg,  and  plundering  them;  and  their 
hearts  were  set  upon  riches,  or  upon  gold  and  silver,  and 
precious  stones ;  yet  they  sought  to  obtain  these  things 
by  murdering  and  plundering,  that  they  might  not  labour 
for  them  with  their  own  hands ; 

15.  Thus  the^  were  a  very  indolent  people,  many  of 
virhom  did  worship  idols,  and  the  'curse  or  Grod  had  fallen 
upon  them  because  of  the  traditions  of  their  fathers; 
notwithstanding,  the  promises  of  the  Lord  were  ^extended 
unto  them  on  the  conditions  of  repentance; 

16.  Therefore  this  was  the  cause  for  which  the  sons 
of  Mosiah  had  undertaken  the  *^ork,  that  perhaps  they 
might  bring  them  unto  repentance ;  that  perhaps  they  might 
hring  them  to  know  of  the  plan  of  redemption; 

17.  Therefore  they  'separated  themselves  one  from 
another,  and  went  forth  among  them,  every  man  alone, 
according  to  the  word  and  power  of  Grod  which  was  £^ven 
unto  him. 

18.  Now  Ammon  being  the  chief  among  them,  or  rather 
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he  did  administer  'unto  them :  and  he  departed  from  them, 
after  having  blessed  them  according  to  their  several  stations^ 
having  imparted  the  word  of  Grod  unto,  them,  or  administered 
unto  tnem  before  his  departure ;  and  thus  they  took  their 
several  journeys  throughout  the  land. 

19.  And  Ammon  went  to  the  land  of  "'Ishmael,  the  land 
being  called  after  the  ^ons  of  Ishn^ael,  who  also  became 
liamanites. 

20.  And  as  Ammon  entered  the  land  of  Ishmael,  the 
Liamanites  took  him  and  bound  him,  as  was  their  custom  to 
bind  aU  the  Nephites  who  fell  into  their  hands,  and  carry 
them  before  the  king ;  and  thus  it  was  left  to  the  pleasure 
of  the  king  to  slay  them,  or  to  retain  them  in  captivity,  or 
to  cast  them  into  prison,  or  to  cast  them  out  of  his  ]!and> 
according  to  his  will  and  pleasure ; 

21.  And  thus  Ammon  was  carried  before  the  king  who 
was  over  the  t'land  of  Ishmael:  and  his  name  was  Lamoni; 
and  he  was  a  descendant  of  'Isnmael. 

22.  And  the  king  inquired  of  Ammon  if  it  were  his 
desire  to  dwell  in  the  lana  among  the  Lamanites,  or  among 
his  people  ? 

23.  And  Ammon  said  unto  him,  Yea^  Idesiretodwell  among 
this  people  for  a  time ;  yea,  and  perhaps  until  the  day  I  die. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Lamoni  was  much 
pleased  with  Ammon,  and  caused  that  his  ^<*bands  should  be 
KK>sed ;  and  he  would  that  Ammon  should  take  one  of  his 
daughters  to  wife. 

25.  But  Ammon  said  unto  him.  Nay,  but  I  will  be  thy 
servant;  therefore  Ammon  became  a  servant  to  king 
Lamoni.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  was  set  among  other 
servants,  to  watch  the  flocks  of  Lamoni,  according  to  the 
custom  of  the  Lamanites. 

26.  And  after  he  had  been  in  the  service  of  the  king 
three  days,  as  he  was  with  the  Lamanitish  servants  going 
forth  with  their  flocks  to  the  place  of  water,  which  was 
called  the  ^^water  of  Sebus  (and  all  the  Lamanites  drive  their 
flocks  hither,  that  they  may  have  water) ; 

27.  nierefore  as  Ammon  and  the  servants  of  the  king 
were  driving  forth  their  flocks  to  this  place  of  water,  behold, 
a  certain  number  of  the  Lamanites  who  had  been  with  their 
flocks  to  water,  stood  and  scattered  the  flocks  of  Ammon, 
and  the  servants  of  the  king,  and  they  ^ ^scattered  them 
insomuch  that  they  fled  manv  ways. 

28.  Now  the  servants  of  the  king  began  to  murmur, 
saying,  Now  the  king  will  slay  us,  as  he  ^^dbs  our  brethren, 
b^use  their  flocks  were  scattered  by  the  wickedness  of 
these  men.  And  they  began  to  weep  exceedingly,  saying. 
Behold,  our  flocks  are  scattered  already. 
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29.  Now  they  wept  because  of  the  fear  of  being  slain. 
Now  when  Ammon  saw  this,  his  heart  was  swollen  within 
him  with  joy ;  for,  said  he,  I  will  shew  forth  my  power  onto 
these  my  fellow-servants,  or  the  i>ower  which  is  in  me, 
in  restoring  these  flocks  unto  the  king,  that  I  may  win  the 
hearts  of  these  my  fellow-servants,  that  I  may  lead  them  to 
believe  in  my  words. 

30.  Now  these  were  the  thoughts  of  Ammon,  when  he  saw 
the  afflictions  of  those  whom  he  termed  to  be  his  brethren. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  flattered  them  by  his 
words,  saying,  My  brethren,  be  of  g^ood  cheer  and  let  us  go  in 
search  of  the  flocks,  and  we  will  ^'gather  them  together,  and 
bring  them  back  unto  the  place  of  water ;  and  thus  we  will 
preserve  the  flocks  unto  the  king,  and  he  will  not  slay  us. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  tney  went  in  search  oi  the 
flocks,  and  they  did  follow  Ammon,  and  they  rushed  forth 
with  much  swiftness,  and  did  head  the  flocks  of  the  idng; 
and  did  gather  them  together  again  to  the  place  of  water. 

33.  And  those  ^-^men  again  stood  to  scatter  their  flocks ; 
but  Ammon  said  unto  his  brethren,  encircle  the  flocks 
round  about  that  they  flee  not :  and  I  go  and  contend  with 
these  men  who  do  scatter  our  flocks. 

34.  Therefore  they  did  as  Ammon  commanded  them, 
and  he  went  forth  and  stood  to  contend  with  those  who 
stood  by  the  ^i^waters  of  Sebus ;  and  they  were  in  number 
not  a  few ; 

35.  Therefore  they  did  not  fear  Ammon,  for  they  sup- 
posed that  one  of  their  men  could  slay  him  according  to 
their  pleasure,  for  they  knew  not  that  the  Lord  had  pro- 
mised Mosiah  that  he  would  ^Meliver  his  sons  out  of  tneir 
hands ;  neither  did  they  know  anything  concerning  the 
Lord ;  therefore  they  delighted  in  the  destruction  of  their 
brethren;  and  for  this  cause  ^'they  stood  to  scatter  the 
flocks  of  the  king. 

30.  But  Ammon  stood  forth  and  began  to  cast  stones 
at  them  with  his  sling ;  yea,  with  mighty  power  he  did 
sling  stones  amongst  them ;  and  thus  he  slew  a  ^ •^certain 
number  of  them,  insomuch  that  they  began  to  be  astonii^ed 
at  his  power ;  nevertheless  they  were  angry  because  of  the 
slain  of  their  brethren,  and  they  were  determined  that  he 
should  fall ;  therefore,  seeing  that  they  could  not  hit  him 
with  their  stones,  they  came  forth  with  clubs  to  slay  him. 

37.  But  behold,  every  man  that  lifted  his  club  to  smite 
Ammon,  he  smote  off  ^Hheir  arms  with  his  sword;  for  he 
did  withstand  their  blows  by  smiting  their  arms  with  the 
edge  of  his  sword,  insomuch  that  they  began  to  be 
astonished,  and  began  to  flee  before  him ;  yea,  and  they 
were  not  few  in  number;  and  he  caused  them  to  flee  by 
the  strength  of  his  arm. 
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38.  Now  six  of  them  had  fallen  by  the  sling,  but  he  slew 
none  save  it  were  their  leader,  with  his  sword;  and  he 
smote  off  as  many  of  their  arms  as  were  lifted  against  him, 
and  tiiey  ^Hrere  not  a  few. 

39.  And  when  he  had  driven  them  afar  off,  he  returned, 
and  they  watered  their  flocks  and  returned  them  to  the 
pasture  of  the  king,  and  then  went  in  unto  the  king,  ^**bearing 
the  arms  which  had  been  smote  off  by  the  sword  of  Ammon, 
of  those  who  sought  to  slay  him ;  and  the^  were  carried  in 
unto  the  king  for  a  testimony  of  the  things  which  they 
had  done. 


CHAPTER  la 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Lamoni  caused  that 
liis  servants  should  stand  forth  and  testify  ''to  all  the  things 
which  they  had  seen  concerning  the  matter. 

2.  And  when  they  had  all  testified  to  the  things  which 
they  liad  seen,  and  he  had  learned  of  the  faithfulness  of 
Ammpn  in   preserving  his    flocks,  and  also  of  his  great 

Sower  in  contending  against  those  who  sought  to  slay  nim, 
e  was  astonished  exceedingly,  and  said.  Surely,  this  is 
more  than  a  man.  Behold,  is  not  this  the  ^Great  Spirit  who 
doth  send  such  great  punishments  upon  this  people,  because 
of  their  murders  ? 

3.  And  they  answered  the  king,  and  said.  Whether  he 
be  the  Great  Spirit  or  a  man,  we  know  not ;  but  this  much 
we  do  know,  that  he  ''cannot  be  slain  by  the  enemies  of  the 
king ;  neither  can  they  scatter  the  king^s  flocks  when  he 
is  with  us,  because  of  his  expertness  and  great  strength ; 
therefore,  we  know  that  he  is  a  friend  to  the  king.  Ana 
now,  O  king,  we  do  not  believe  that  a  man  has  such  great 
power,  for  we  know  he  cannot  be  slain. 

4.  And  now  that  when  the  king  heard  these  words,  he 
said  unto  them.  Now  I  know  that  it  is  the  'Kxreat  Spirit :  and 
be  has  come  down  at  this  time  to  preserve  your  lives,  tnat  I 
might  not  slay  you  'as  I  did  your  brethren.  Now  this  is  the 
Great  Spirit  of  whom  our  fathers  have  spoken. 

5.  Now  this  Was  the  tradition  of  Lamoni,  which  he  had 
received  from  his  father,  that  there  was  a  Great  Spirit. 
Notwithstanding  they  believed  in  a  AJreat  Spirit,  they 
supposed  that  whatsoever  they  did,  was  right ;  nevertheless. 
Lamoni  began  to  fear  exceedingly,  with  fear  lest  he  had 
done  wrong  in  slaying  his  servants  : 

6.  For  he  had  slain^many  of  them,  because  their  brethren 
liad  scattered  their  flocks  at  the  place  of  water ;  and  thus 
because  they  had  had  their  flocks  scattered,  they  were  slain. 
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7.  Now  it  was  the  practice  of  the  Lamanites  to  stand 
by  the  Waters  of  Sebus,  to  scatter  the  flocks  of  the  people, 
that  thereby  they  might  drive  away  many  that  were 
scattered  tuito  their  own  land,  it  being  a  practice  of  plunder 
among  them. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  king  Lamoni  inquired  of  liis 
servants,  saying,  Where  is  this  man  that  has  such  g^ireat 
power? 

9.  And  they  said  unto  him.  Behold,  he  is  feeding 
thy  Worses.  Now  the  king  had  commanded  his  servants, 
previous  to  the  time  of  the  watering  of  their  flocks,  that 
they  should  prepare  his  horses  and  chariots,  and  conduct 
him  forth  to  the /land  of  Nephi ;  for  there  had  been  a  *great 
feast  appointed  at  the  land  of  Nephi,  by  the  i^ther  of 
Lamoni,  who  was  king  over  all  the  lajid. 

10.  Now  when  king  Lamoni  heard  that  Ammon  was. 
preparing  his  horses  and  his  'chariots,  he  was  more 
astonished,  because  of  the  faithfulness  of  Ammon,  savings. 
Surely  there  has  not  been  anv  servant  among  all  my 
servants,  that  has  been  so  faithful  as  this  man ;  for  even 
he  doth  remember  *^11  my  commandments  to  execute  them. 

11.  Now  I  surely  know  that  this  is  the  "Great  Spirit,  and 
I  would  desire  him  that  he  come  in  unto  me,  but  I  durst  not. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Ammon  had  made 
ready  the ''horses  and  the  ^chariots  for  the  king  and  his 
servants,  he  went  in  \into  the  king,  and  he  saw  that  the 
countenance  of  the  king  was  changed;  therefore  he  was 
about  to  return  out  of  his  presence ; 

13.  And  one  of  the  king's  servants  said  unto  him, 
Babbanah,  which  is,  being  interpreted,  powerful  or  great 
king,  considering  their  kings  to  be  powerful ;  and  thus  he 
said  unto  him,  Eabbanah,  the  king  desireth  thee  to  stay ; 

14.  Therefore  Ammon  turned  himself  unto  the  king,  and 
said  tmto  him,  What  wilt  thou  that  I  should  do  for  thee. 
Oh  king  ?  And  the  king  answered  him  not  for  the  space  of 
an  ?hour,  according  to  their  time,  for  he  knew  not  y/vhsLt  he 
should  say  unto  him. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Ammon  said  unto  him 
a^ain,  What  desirest  thou  of  me?  But  the  king  answered 
him  not. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Ammon,  being  fliled  with 
the  Spirit  of  Grod,  therefore  he  perceived  the  thoughts 
of  the  king.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Is  it  because  thou  hast 
heard  that  I  ''defended  thy  servants  and  thv  flocks,  and  slew 
seven  of  their  brethren  with  the  sling  ana  with  the  sword, 
and  smote  off  the  arms  of  others,  in  order  to  defend  thy 
flocks  and  thy  servants ;  behold,  is  it  this  that  causeth  thy 
marvellings  ? 
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.  17.  I  say  unto  you,  what  is  it,  that  thy  marVellings  are 
80  great?  Behold,  I  am  a  man,  and  am  thy  servant ;  therefore, 
whatsoever  thou  desirest  which  is  right,  that  will  I  do. 

18.  Now  when  the  king  had  heard  these  words,  he 
marvelled  again,  for  he  beheld  that  Ammon  could  discern 
his  thoughts ;  but  notwithstanding  this,  king  Lamoni  did 
open  his  mouth,  and  said  unto  him.  Who  art  thou?  Art 
thou  that  *Great  Spirit,  who  knows  all  things  ? 

19.  Ammon  answered  and  said  unto  him,  I  am  not. 

20.  And  the  king  said,  How  knowest  thou  the  thoughts 
of  my  heart?  Thou  mayest  speak  boldlv,  and  tell,  me  con- 
cerning these  things ;  and  also  tell  me  by  *what  power  ye 
slew  and  smote  ot£  the  arms  of  my  brethren  that  scattered 
my  flocks. 

21.  And  now,  if  thou  wilt  tell  me  concerning  these 
things,  whatsoever  thou  desirest,  I  will  ^ve  unto  thee  ;  and 
if  it  were  needed,  I  would  guard  thee  with  my  armies ;  but 
I  know  that  thou  art  more  powerful  than  all  they :  neverthe- 
less, whatsoever  thou  desirest  of  me,  I  will  grant  it  unto 
thee.  V 

22.  Now  Ammon  being  wise,  yet  harmless,  he  said  unto 
Lamoni,  Wilt  thou  hearken  unto  my  words,  if  I  tell  thee 
by  what  power  I  do  these  things?  and  this  is  the  thing  that 
I  desire  of  thee. 

23.  And  the  king  answered  him,  and  said.  Yea,  I  will 
believe  all  thy  words  ;  and  thus  he  was  caught  with  guile. 

24.  And  Ammon  oegan  to  speak  unto  him  wil^  boldness, 
and  said  unto  him,  Believest  thou  that  there  is  a  God  ? 

25.  And  he  answered,  and  said  unto  him,  I  do  not  know 
what  that  meaneth. 

26.  And  then  Ammon  said,'  Believest  thou  that  there  is  a 
Great  Spirit  ? 

27.  And  he  said,  Tea. 

28.  And  Ammon  said,  this  is  God.  And  Ammon  said 
onto  him  again,  Believest  thou  that  this  Great  Spirit,  who 
is  God,  created  all  things  which  are  in  heaven  and  in  the 
earth? 

29.  And  he  said.  Tea,  I  believe  that  he  created  all  things 
which  are  in  th^  earth ;  but  I  do  not  know  the  heavens. 

30.  Ajid  Ammon  said  unto  him,  the  heavens  is  a  place 
where  God  dwells  and  all  his  holy  angels. 

31.  And  king  Lamoni  said.  Is  it  above  the  earth? 

32.  And  Ammon  said.  Tea,  and  he  looketh  down  upon 
all  the  children  of  men ;  and  he  knows  all  the  thoughts  and 
intents  of  the  heart :  for  by  his  hand  were  they  all  created 
from  the  beginning. 

33.  And  king  Lamoni  said,  I  believe  all  these  things 
which  thou  hast  spoken.    Art  thou  sent  from  God  ? 

■34.  Ammon  said  unto  him,  I  am  a  man;  and  man  in 
the  **beginnin^,  was  created  after  the  image  of  God,  and  I 
am  called  by  his  Holy  Spirit  to  teach  these  things  unto  this 
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people,  that  they  may  be  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  that 
which  is  just  and  true  ; 

35.  And  a  portion  of  that  Spirit  dwelleth  in  me,  which 
giveth  me  knowledge,  and  also  power,  according  to  my  faith 
and  desires  which  are  in  God. 

36.  Now  when  Ammon  had  6aid  these  words,  he  began 
at  the  creation  of  the  world,  and  also  the  'creation  of  Adam, 
and  told  him  all  the  things  concerning  the  fall  of  man,  and 
rehearsed  and  laid  before  him  the  ^'records  and  the  holy 
scriptures  of  the  people,  which  had  been  spoken  by  the 
prophets,  even  down  to  the  time  that  their  fatner,  Lem,  left 
Jerusalem ; 

37.  And  he  also  rehearsed  unto  them,  (for  it  was  unto  the 
king  and  to  his  servants,)  all  the  *joumeyings  of  their  fathers 
in  the  wilderness,  and  all  their  sufferings  with  hunger  and 
thirst,  and  their  travel,  &c. 

38.  And  he  also  rehearsed  unto  them  concerning  the 
rebellions  of  Laman  and  Lemuel,  and  the  sons  of  Ishmael, 
yea,  all  their  rebellions  did  he  relate  unto  them ;.  and  he 
expounded  unto  them  all  the  ^records  and  scriptures,  from 
the  time  that  Lehi  left  Jerusalem,  down  to  the  present 
time ; 

39.  But  this  is  not  all ;  for  he  expounded  unto  them  the 
plan  of  redemption,  which  was  prepared  *from  the 
foundation  of  the  world ;  and  he  also  made  known  unto 
them  concerning  the  coming  of  Christ,  and  all  the  works  of 
the  Lord  did  he  make  known  unto  them. 

40.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  he  had  said  all  these 
things,  and  expounded  them  to  the  king,  that  the 
king  2«believed  all  his  words. 

41.  And  he  began  to  cry  unto  the  Lord,  saying  :  O  Lord, 
have  mercy ;  according  to  thy  abundant  mercy  which  thou 
hast  had  upon  the  people  of  Nephi,  have  ujjon  me,  and  my 
people. 

42.  And  now,  when  he  had  said  this,  he  fell  unto  the 
earth,  ^^as  if  he  were  dead. 

43.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  his  ^cservants  took  him  and 
carried  him  in  unto  his  wife,  and  laid  him  upon  a  bed  :  and 
he  lay  as  if  he  were  dead  for  the  ^ ''space  of  two  days  and  two 
nights ;  and  his  wife,  and  his  sons,  and  his  daughters 
mourned  over  him,  after  the  manner  of  the  Lamanites,  greatly 
lamenting  his  loss. 


CHAPTER  19. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  *af ter  two  days  and  two 
nights,  they  were  about  to  take  his  body  and  lay  it  in  a 
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sepulchre  which  they  had  made  for  the  purpose  of  burying 
their  dead. 

2.  Now  the  queen  having  heard  of  the  fame  of  Ammon, 
therefore  she  sent  and  desired  that  he  should  come  in  unto 
her. 

3.  And  it  came  i>ass  that  Ammon  did  as  he  was  com- 
manded, and  went  in  unto  the  queen,  and  desired  to  know 
what  she  would  that  he  should  do. 

4.  And  she  said  unto  him,  The  ^servants  of  my  husband 
have  made  it  known  unto  me  that  thou  art  a  prophet  of  a 
holy  God,  and  that  thou  hast  power  to  do  many  mighty 
works  in  his  name  ; 

5.  Therefore,  if  this  is  the  case,  I  would  that  ye  should 
ffo  in  and  see  my  husband,  for  he  has  been  laid  upon  his  bed 
K»r  the  <^space  of  two  days  and  two  nights ;  and  some  say 
that  he  is  not  dead,  but  others  say  that  ne  is  dead,  and  that 
he  stinketh,  and  that  he  ought  to  be  placed  in  the  ''sepulchre ; 
but  as  for  myselt  to  me  he  aoth  not  stink. 

6.  Now,  this  was  what  Ammon  desired,  for  he  knew 
that  king  Lamoni  was  under  the  power  of  God ;  he  knew 
that  the  dark  veil  of  unbelief  being  cast  away  from  his 
mind,  and  the  light  which  did  li^ht  up  his  mind,  which  was 
the  light  of  the  glory  of  God,  which  was  a  marvellous  light 
of  his  goodness ;  yea,  this  light  had  infused  such  joy  into 
his  som,  the  cloud  of  darkness  having  been  dispelled,  and 
tiiat  the  light  of  everlasting  life  was  ht  up  in  his  soul ;  yea, 
he  knew  that  this  had  '^overcome  his  natural  frame,  and  he 
was  carried  away  in  God ; 

7.  Therefore,  what  the  queen  desired  of  him,  was  his 
only  desire.  Therefore,  he  went  in  to  see  the  king  according 
as  the  queen  had  desired  him ;  and  he  saw  the  king,  and  he 
knew  that  he  was  not  dead.     . 

8.  And  he  said  unto  the  queen.  He  is  not  dead,  but  he 
sleepeth  in  God,  and  on  the  morrow  he  -^shall  rise  again ; 
therefore  bury  him  not. 

9.  And  Ammon  said  unto  her,  Believest  thou  this  ?  And 
she  said  unto  him,  I  have  had  no  witness  save  thy  word,  and 
the  word  of  our  servants  ;  nevertheless  I  believe  that  it  shall 
be  according  as  thou  hast  said. 

10.  And  Ammon  said  unto  her.  Blessed  art  thou  because 
of  thy  exceeding  faith ;  I  say  unto  thee,  woman.  There  has 
not  been  such  great  tsAth  among  all  the  people  of  the 
Nephites. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  she  watched  over  the  bed 
of  her  husband,  from  that  time,  even  untU  that  time  on  the 
morrow  which  Ammon  had  appointed  that  he  should  rise. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  arose,  ^according  to  the 
words  of  Ammon ;  and  as  he  arose,  he  stretched  forth  his 
hand  unto  the  woman,  and  said.  Blessed  be  the  name  of  God, 
and  blessed  art  thou ; 
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13.  For  as  sure  as  thou  livest,  behold,  I  have  seen  my 
-Redeemer ;  and  he  shall  come  forth,  and  be  bom  of  a  *wo> 
man,  and  he  shall  redeem  all  mankind  who  believe  on  his 
name.  Now  when  he  had  said  these  words,  his  heart  was 
swollen  within  him,  and  he  sunk  again  with  joy ;  and  the 
queen  also  sunk  down,  being  overpowered  bv  the  Spirit. 

14.  Now  Ammon  seeing  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  i)oured 
out  according  to  his  prayers  upon  the  Lamanites,  his  bre- 
thren, who  had  been  tne  cause  of  so  much  mourning  among 
the  Nephites,  or  among  all  the  people  of  God  because  of  their 
iniquities  and  their  traditions,  he  fell  upon  his  knees,  and 
began  to  pour  out  his  soul  in  prayer  and  thanksgiving  to 
GkKl,  for  what  he  had  done  for  his  brethren ;  and  he  was  also 
overpowered  with  joy ;  and  thus  they  all  three  had  sunk  to 
the  earth. 

15.  Now,  when  the  servants  of  the  king  had  seen  that 
thev  had  fallen,  tiiey  also  began  to  cry  unto  God,  for  the  fear 
of  tne  Lord  had  come  upon  them  also,  for  it  was  'they  who 
had  stood  before  the  king,  and  testified  unto  him  concerning 
the  great  power  of  Ammon. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  call  on  the  name 
of  the  Lord,  in  tiieir  might,  even  until  the^  had  all  fallen  to 
the  earth,  save  it  were  -^one  of  the  Lamanitish  women,  whose 
name  was  Abish,  she  having  been  converted  unto  the  Lord 
for  many  years,  on  account  of  a  remarkable  vision  of  her 
father; 

17.  Thus  having  been  converted  to  the  Lord,  never  had 
made  it  known ;  therefore  when  she  saw  that  all  the  serv- 
ants of  Lamoni  had  fallen  to  the  earth,  and  also  her  mis- 
tress, the  queen,  and  the  king,  and  Ammon  lay  nrostrate 
upon  the  earth,  she  knew  that  it  was  the  power  of  God  ;  and 
supi)osing  that  this  opportunity,  by  making  known  unto  the 
people  what  had  happened  among  them,  tnat  by  beholding 
this  scene,  it  would  cause  them  to  believe  in  the  power 
of  Grod,  therefore  she  ran  forth  from  house  to  house,  making 
it  known  unto  the  people ; 

18.  And  they  began  to  assemble  themselves  together  unto 
the  house  of  the  king.  And  there  came  a  multitude,  and  to 
their  astonishment,  they  beheld  the  king,  and  the  queen, 
and  their  servants  prostrate  upon  the  earth,  and  they  all  lay 
there  as  though  they  were  dead ;  and  they  also  saw  Ammon, 
and  behold,  he  was  a  Nephite. 

10.  And  now  the  people  began  to  murmur  among  them- 
selves :  some  saying  that  it  was  a  great  evil  that  had  come 
upon  them,  or  upon  the  king  and  his  house,  because  he  had 
suffered  that  the  Nephite  should  '^remain  in  the  land. 

20.  But  others  rebuked  them,  saving,  The  king  hath 
brought  this  evil  upon  his  house,  because  he  'slew  his 
servants  who  had  had  their  flocks  scattered  at  the  "^waters 
of  Sebus ; 
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21.  And  they  were  also  rebuked  by  those  men  who 
had  stood  at  the  waters  of  Sebus,  and  scattered  the  flocks 
which  belonged  to  the  king,  for  ^they  were  angry  with 
Ammon  because  of  the  number  which  he  had  slain  of  their 
brethren  at  the  waters  of  Sebus,  while  defending  the  flocks 
of  the  king. 

22.  Now,  one  of  them,  whose  brother  had  been  slain 
with  the  <^word  of  Ammon,  being  exceeding  angry  with 
Ammon,  drew  his  sword  and  went  forth  that  he  might  let 
it  fall  upon  Anmion,  to  slay  him ;  and  as  he  lifted  the  sword 
to  smite  him,  behold,  he  fell  dead. 

23.  Now  we  see  that  Ammon  could  not  be  slain,  for 
the  Lord  had  said  unto  Mosiah,  ^his  father,  I  will  spare  him, 
and  it  shall  be  unto  him  according  to  thy  faith ;  therefore, 
Mosiah  trusted  him  unto  the  Lord. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  multitude  beheld 
that  the  man  had  fallen  dead,  who  lifted  the  sword  to  slay 
Ammon,  fear  came  upon  them  all,  and  they  durst  not  put 
forth  their  hands  to  touch  him,  or  any  of  those  who  had 
fallen ;  and  they  began  to  marvel  again  among  themselves 
what  could  be  the  cause  of  this  great  power,  or  what  all 
these  things  could  mean. 

25.  And  it. came  to  pass  that  there  were  man^  among 
them  who  said  that  Ainmon  was  the  ''Great  Spirit,  and 
others  said  he  was  sent  by  the  Great  Spirit ; 

26.  But  others  rebuked  them  alL  saying,  that  he  was  a 
monster,  who  had  been  sent  from  the  Nephites  to  torment 
us; 

27.  And  there  were  some  who  said  that  Ammon  was  sent 
by  the  Great  Spirit  to  afilict  them,  because  of  their  iniquities : 
and  that  it  was  the  Great  Spirit  that  had  always  attended 
the  Nephites;  who  had  ever  delivered  them  out  of  their 
hands ;  and  they  said  that  it  was  this  Great  Spirit  who  had 
destroyed  so  many  of  their  brethren,  the  Lamanites ; 

28.  And  thus  the  contention  began  to  be  exceeding 
sharp  among  them.  And  while  they  were  thus  contending, 
the  *woman  servant  who  had  caused  the  multitude  to  be 
gathered  together  came,  and  when  she  saw  the  contention 
which  was  among  the  multitude  she  was  exceeding  sor- 
rowful, even  unto  tears. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  she  went  and  took  the  queen 
by  the  hand,  that  perhaps  she  might  raise  her  from  the 
ground ;  and  as  soon  as  she  touched  ner  hand  she  arose  and 
stood  upon  her  feet,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  O 
blessed  Jesus,  who  has  saved  me  from  an 'awful  hell  I  O 
blessed  Grod,  have  mercv  on  this  people. 

30.  And  when  she  nad  said  this,  she  clasped  her  hands, 
being  filled  with  jov,  speaking  many  words  which  were  not 
understood ;  and  wnen  she  had  done  this,  she  took  the  king,

Lamoni,  by  the  hand,  and  behold  he  arose  and  stood  upon 
his  feet. 

31.  And  he  immediately,  seeing  the  contention  among 
his  people,  went  forth  and  began  to  rebuke  tiiem,  and  tx> 
teach  them  the  "words  which  he  had  heard  from  the  mouth 
of  Ammon ;  and  as  many  as  heard  his  words,  believed,  and 
were  converted  unto  the  Lord. 

32.  But  there  were  many  among  them  who  would  not 
hear  his  words ;  therefore  they  went  their  way. 

33.  Audit  came  to  pass  that  when  Ammon  arose,  he  also 
administered  unto  them,  and  also  did  all  the  servants  of 
Lamoni ;  and  they  did  all  declare  unto  the  people  the  self- 
same thing :  that  their  hearts  had  been  changed  ;  that  they 
had  no  more  desire  to  do  evil. 

34.  And  behold,  many  did  declare  unto  the  people  that 
they  had  seen  angels,  and  had  conversed  with  them :  and 
thus  they  had  told  them  things  of  Grod,  and  of  his  righteous- 
ness. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  many  that 
did  believe  in  their  words;  and  as  many  as  did  l>elieve, 
were  'baptized ;  and  they  became  a  righteous  people,  and 
they  did  establish  a  church  among  them  ; 

36.  And  thus  the  work  of  the  Lord  did  commence  among 
the  Lamanites;  thus  the  Lord  did  begin  to  pour  out  his 
Spirit  upon  them ;  and  we  see  that  his  arm  is  extended  to 
all  people  who  will  repent  and  believe  on  his  name. 


CHAPTER  20. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  established  a 
church  in  that  land,  that  king  Lamoni  desired  that  Ammon 
should  go  with  him  to  the  '^land  of  Nephi,  that  he  might 
show  him  unto  his  father. 

2.  And  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  to  Ammon,  saving. 
Thou  shalt  not  go  iip  to  the  land  of  Nephi,  for  beholo,  the 
king  will  seek  thy  uf  e ;  but  thou  shalt  go  to  the  Hand  of 
Middoni ;  for  behold,  thy  brother  Aaron,  and  also  Moloki 
and  Ammah  ^are  in  prison. 

3.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Ammon  had  heard 
this,  he  said  unto  Lamoni,  Behold,  my  brother  and 
brethren  ''are  in  prison  at  Middoni,  and  I  go  that  I  may 
deliver  them. 

4.  Now  Lamoni  said  unto  Ammon,  I  know,  in  the 
strength  of  the  Lord  thou  canst  do  all  things.  But  behold,  I 
will  go  with  thee  to  the  'land  of  Middoni :  for  the  king  of  the 
land  of  Middoni,  whose  name  is  Antiomno,  is  a  friend  unto 
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me ;  therefore  I  go  to  the  land  of  Middoni,  that  I  may  flatter 
the  king  of  the  land ;  and  he  will  cast  thy  brethren  out 
of  -^prison.  Now  Lamoni  said  unto  him.  Who  told  thee  that 
thy  brethren  were  in  prison? 

5.  And  Ammon  said  unto  him,  no  one  hath  told  me,  save 
it  be  Grod :  and  he  said  unto  me,  ^Go  and  deliver  thy  brethren, 
for  they  are  in  prison  in  the  land  of  Middoni. 

6.  Jf  o w  when  Lamoni  had  heard  this,  he  caused  that  his 
servants  should  make  ready  ^his  horses,  and  his  'chariots. 

7.  And  he  said  unto  Ammon,  CJome,  I  will  go  with  thee 
down  to  the  -^and  of  Middoni,  ana  there  I  will  plead  with  the 
king,  that  he  will  cast  thy  brethren  out  of  prison. 

o.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  Ammon  and  Lamoni  were 
journeying  thither,  that  they  met  the  father  of  Lamoni,  who 
was  king  *over  all  the  land. 

9.  Ajid  behold,  the  father  of  Lamoni  said  unto  him.  Why 
did  ye  not  come  to  the  ^east  on  that  great  day  when  I  made 
a  feast  unto  my  sons,  and  unto  my  people  ? 

10.  And  he  also  said.  Whither  art  thou  going  with  this 
Nephite,  who  is  one  of  the  children  of  a  liar? 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Lamoni  rehearsed  unto 
him  whither  he  was  going,  for  he  feared  to  offend  him. 

12.  And  he  also  told  him  all  the  cause  o^  his  tarrying  in 
his  own  kingdom,  that  he  did  not  go  unto  his  father,  to 
the  *^east  which  he  had  prepared. 

13.  And  ngw  when  Lamoni  had  rehearsed  unto  him  all 
these  things,  behold,  to  his  astonishment,  his  father  was 
angry  with  him,  and  said,  Lamoni,  thou  art  going  to  "deliver 
these  Nephites,  who  are  sons  of  a  liar.  Benold,  he  robbed 
our  fathers ;  and  now  his  children  are  also  come  amongst 
us,  that  lihey  may,  by  their  cunning  and  their  lyings, 
deceive  us,  that  they  again  may  rob  us  of  our  property. 

14.  Now  the  father  of  Lamoni  commanded  him  that 
he  should  slay  Ammon  with  the  sword.  And  he  also 
commanded  him  that  he  should  not  go  to  the  ^land  of 
Middoni,  but  that  he  should  return  with  him  to  the  'land 
of  Ishmael. 

15.  But  Lamoni  said  unto  him,  I  will  not  slay  Ammon, 
neither  will  I  return  to  the  land  of  Ishmael,  but  I  go  to  the 
land  of  Middoni,  that  I  may  '"release  the  brethren  of  Ammon, 
for  I  know  that  they  are  just  men,  and  holy  prophets  of  the 
true  Grod. 

16.  Now  when  his  father  had  heard  these  words,  he  was 
ansry  with  him,  and  he  drew  his  sword  that  he  might 
smite  him  to  the  earth. 

17.  But  Ammon  stood  forth  and  said  unto  him.  Behold, 
thou  shalt  not  slay  thy  son;  nevertheless,  it  were  better 
that  he  should  fall  than  thee :  for  behold,  he  has  repented  of 
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his  sins ;  but  if  thou  shouldst  fall  at  this  time,  in  thine 
anger,  thy  soul  could  not  be  saved. 

18.  And  again,  it  is  expedient  that  thou  shouldst  forbear  ; 
for  if  thou  snouldst  slay  thy  son,  (he  being  an  innocent 
man,)  his  blood  would  cry  from  the  ground,  to  the  Lord  his 
Grod,  for  vengeance  to  come  upon  thee;  and  perhaps  thou 
wouldst  lose  thy  soul. 

19.  Now  when  Ammon  had  said  these  words  unto  him, 
he  answered  him,  saying,  I  know  that  if  I  should  slay  my 
son,  that  I  should  shed  innocent  blood;  for  it  is  thou 
that  hast  sought  to  destroy  him : 

20.  And  he  stretched  forth  his  hand  to  slay  Ammon.  But 
Ammon  withstood  his  blows,  and  also  smote  nis  arm  that  he 
could  not  use  it. 

21.  Now  when  the  king  saw  that  Ammon  could  slay 
him,  he  began  to  plead  with  Ammon,  that  he  would  spare 
his  life. 

22.  But  Anmion  raised  his  sword,  and  said  unto  him. 
Behold,  I  will  smite  thee,  except  thou  wilt  grant  unto  me 
that  my  brethren  may  be  'cast  out  of  prison. 

23.  Now  the  king  fearing  he  should  lose  his  life,  said. 
If  thou  wilt  spare  me,  I  will  grant  unto  thee  whatsoever  thou 
wilt  ask,  even  t'^  half  of  the  kingdom. 

24.  Now  when  Ammon  saw  that  he  had  wrought  upon 
the  old  king-  according  to  his  desire,  he  said  unto  him, 
if  thou  wilt  grant  that  my  brethren  may  be  ^cast  out  of 
prison,  and  stlso  that  Lamoni  may  retain  his  kingdom, 
and  that  ye  be  not  displeased  with  him,  but  grant  that  he 
may  do  according  to  his  own  desires  in  **whatsoever  thing  he 
thinketh,  then  will  I  spare  thee ;  otherwise  I  will  smite  thee 
to  the  earth. 

25.  Now  when  Ammon  had  said  these  words,  the  king 
began  to  rejoice  because  of  his  life. 

26.  And  when  he  saw  that  Ammon  had  no  desire  to 
destroy  him,  and  when  he  also  saw  the  great  love  he  had  for 
his  son  Lamoni,  he  was  astonished  exceedingly,  and 
said,  because  this  is  all  that  thou  hast  desired,  that  I 
would  'release  thy  brethren,  and  suffer  that  my  son  Lamoni 
should  retain  his  kingdom,  behold,  I  will  grant  unto  you 
that  my  son  may  retain  his  kingdom  from  this  time  and  for 
ever ;  and  I  will  govern  him  "no  more. 

27.  And  I  will  also  grant  unto  thee  that  thy 
brethren  'may  be  cast  out  of  prison,  and  thou  and  thy 
brethren  may  come  unto  me,  in  my  kingdom ;  for  I  shall 
greatly  desire  to  see  thee :  for  the  king  was  greatly 
astonished  at  the  words  which  he  had  spoken,  and  also 
at  the  words  which  had  been  spoken  by  his  son  Lamoni, 
therefore  he  was  desirous  to  learn  them. 

28.  And   it  came   to   pass   that  Ammon   and   Lamoni 
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proceeded  on  their  journey  towards  the  'land  of  Middoni. 
And  Lamoni  found  favour  in  the  eyes  of  the  king  of  the 
land ;  therefore  the  brethren  of  Ammon  were  'brought  forth 
out  of  prison. 

29.  And  when  Ammon  did  meet  them,  he  was  exceeding 
sorrowful,  for  behold  they  were  naked,  and  their  skins  were 
worn  exceedingly,  because  of  being  bound  with  -"strong 
cords.  And  they  also  had  ^^sufferea  hunger,  thirst,  and  all 
kinds  of  afflictions  ;  nevertheless  they  were  patient  in  all 
their  sufferings. 

30.  And  as  it  happened,  it  was  their  lot  to  have  fallen 
into  the  hands  of  a  more  hardened  and  a  more  stiffnecked 
people ;  therefore  they  would,  not  hearken  unto  their  words, 
and  they  had  cast  them  out)  and  had  smitten  them,  and  had 
driven  them  from  house  to  house,  and  from  place  to  place, 
even  until  they  had  arriven  to  the  3<^land  of  Middoni ;  and 
there  they  were  taken  and  cast  into  prison,  and  bound 
with  ^''strong  cords,  and  kept  in  prison  for  many  days,  and 
were  delivered  by  Lamoni  and  Ammon. ' 


An  account  of  thevreaching  of  Aaron,  and  MuloHj 
and  their  orethren,  to  the  Lamanites. 

CHAPTER  21. 

1.  Now  when  Ammon  and  his  brethren  Separated  them- 
selves in  the  borders  of  the  land  of  the  Lamanites,  behold 
Aaron  took  his  journey  towards  the  land  which  was  called 
by  the  Lamanites,  ^Jerusalem;  calling  it  after  the  land 
of  their  father's  nativity ;  and  it  was  away  joining 
the  ^borders  of  Mormon. 

2.  Now  the  Lamanites,  and  the  Ajnalekites,  and 
the  ''people  of  Amnion  had  built  a  great  city,  which  was 
called  "Jerusalem. 

3.  Now  the  Lamanites  of  themselves  were  sufficiently 
hardened,  but  the  Amalekites,  and  the  -^Amulonites,  were 
still  harder :  therefore  they  did  cause  the  Lamanit-es  that 
they  should  harden  their  hearts,  that  they  should  wax  strong 
in  w^ickedness  and  their  abominations. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Aaron  came  to  the  city 
of  'Jerusalem,  and  firstly  began  to  preach  to  the  Amalekites. 
And  he  began  to  preach  to  them  m  their  Synagogues,  for 
they  had  built  synagogues  after  the  'order  of  tne  Nehors ; 
for  many  of  the  Amalekites  and  the  Amulonites  were  after 
the  order  of  the  Nehors. 
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5.  Therefore,  as  Aaxon  entered  into  one  of  their  -^syna- 
gogues to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  as  he  was  speaking 
unto  Uiem,  behold  there  arose  an  Amalekite  and  be^an  to 
contend  with  him,  saying,  What  is  that  thou  hast  testified  % 
Hast  thou  *seen  an  ang^ei?  Why  do  not  angels  appear  unto 
us?    Behold  are  not  this  people  as  good  as  tnv  people? 

6.  Thou  also  sayest,  except  we  repent,  we  shall  perish. 
How  knowest  thou  the  thought  and  intent  of  our  neart? 
How  knowest  thou  that  we  have  cause  to  repent?  How 
knowest  thou  that  we  are  not  a  righteous  people?  Behold, 
we  have  built  'sanctuaries,  and  we  do  assemble  ourselves 
together  to  worship  God.  We  do  believe  that  God  will 
save  "*all  men. 

7.  Now  Aaron  said  unto  him,  Believest  thou  that  the 
Son  of  Gk>d  shall  come  to  redeem  mankind  from  their  sins  ? 

8.  And  the  man  said  unto  him.  We  do  not  believe  that 
thou  knowest  any  such  thing.  We  do  not  believe  in  these 
foolish  traditions.  We  do  not  believe  that  thou  knowest 
of  things  to  come,  neither  do  we  believe  that  thy  fathers, 
and  also  that  our  fathers  did  know  concerning  t-he  things 
which  they  spake,  of  that  which  is  to  come.     * 

9.  Now  Aaron  be^an  to  open  the  Scriptures  unto  them 
concerning  the  coming  of  Christ,  and  also  concerning 
the  "resurrection  of  the  dead^  and  that  there  could  be  no 
redemption  for  mankind,  save  it  were  through  the  death  and 
sufferings  of  Christ,  and  the  ''atonement  of  his  blood. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  he  be^n  to  expound  these 
things  unto  them,  they  were  angrv  with  him,  and  be^n  to 
mock  him ;  and  they  would  not  near  the  words  which  he 
spake; 

11.  Therefore,  when  he  saw  that  they  would  not  hear  his 
words,  he  departed  out  of  their  ^synagogue,  and  came  over 
to  a  village  which  was  called  Ani-Anti,  and  there  he  ^found 
Muloki  preaching  the  word  unto  them ;  and  also  Ammah 
and  his  orethren.  And  they  contended  with  many  about 
the  word. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  saw  that  the 
people  would  harden  their  hearts,  therefore  they  departed 
and  came  over  into  the  ''land  of  Middoni.  Ana  they 
did  preach  the  word  unto  many,  and  few  believed  on  the 
words  which  they  taught. 

13.  Nevertheless,  Aaron,  and  a  certain  number  of  his 
brethren,  'were  taken  and  cast  into  prison,  and  the  remainder 
of  them  fled  out  of  the  land  of  Middoni,  unto  the  regions 
round  about. 

14.  And  those  who  were  cast  into  prison  suffered  many 
things,  and  they  were  delivered  by  the  hand  of  Lamoni  and 
Ammon,  and  they  were  fed  and  clothed. 
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15.  And  they  went  forth  again  to  declare  the  word,  and 
thus  they  were  delivered  for  the  first  time  out  of  prison; 
and  thus  they  had  suffered. 

16.  And  they  went  forth  whithersoever  they  were  led  by 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  preaching  the  word  of  God  in 
every  ^synagogue  of  the  Amalekites,  or  in  every  assembly  of 
the  Lamatdtes  where  they  could  be  admitted. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  began  to  bless 
them,  insomuch  that  they  brou^t  many  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  truth ;  yea,  they  did  convince  many  of  their  sins,  and 
of  the  traditions  of  their  fathers,  which  were  ''not  correct. 

18.  And  it  came  to  •pass  that  Ammon  and  Lamoni 
returned  from  the  *'land  of  Middoni,  to  the  '"land  of  Ishmael^ 
which  was  the  land  of  their  inheritance. 

19.  And  king  Lamoni  would  'not  suffer  that  Ammon 
should  serve  him,  or  be  his  servant ; 

20.  But  he  caused  that  there  should  be  vsvnagogues- 
built  in  the  land  of  Ishmael ;  and  he  caused  that  his  people, 
or  the  people  who  were  under  his  reign,  should  assemble 
themselves  together. 

21.  And  he  did  rejoice  over  them,  and  he  did  teach  them, 
many  things.  And  he  did  also  declare  unto  them  that  they 
were  a  people  who  were  under  him,  and  that  they  were 
a  free  people,  that  they  were  *free  from  the  oppressions 
of  the  kins,  his  father;  for  that, his  father  had  granted 
unto  him  that  he  might  reigu  over  the  people  who  were 
in  the  land  of   Ishmael,  and  in  all  the  land  round  about. 

22.  And  he  also  declared  unto  them,  that  they  might 
have  the  liberty  of  worshipping  the  Lord  their  God, 
according  to  their  desires,  in  whatsoever  place  they  were 
in,  if  it  were  in  the  land  which  was  under  tiie  reign  of 
king  Lamoni. 

23.  And  Ammon  did  preach  unto  the  people  of  kins 
Lamoni ;  and  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  teach  them  all 
things  concerning  things  pertaining  to  righteousness.  And 
he  did  exhort  them  daily,,  with  all  diligence  ;  and  they  gave 
heed  unto  his  word,  and  they  were  zealous  for  keeping  the 
commandments  of  God. 


CHAPTER  22. 

1.  Now  as  Ammon  was  thus  teaching  the  people  of 
Lamoni  continually,  we  will  return  to  the  account  of  Aaron 
and  his  brethren ;  for  after  he  departed  from  the  "land 
of  Middoni,  he  was  led  by  the  Spirit  to  the  *land  of  Nephi  ; 
even  to  the  house  of  the  King  which  was  ''over  all  the  land, 
save  it  were  the  <*land  of  Ishmael ;  and  he  was  the  ''father  of 
Lamoni.

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  lie  went  in  unto  him 
into  the  king's  palace,  with  his  brethren,  and  bowed  himself 
before  the  king,  and  said  unto  him,  Behold,  O  king,  we  are 
the  brethren  or  Ammon,  whom  thou  hast  /delivered  out  of 
prison. 

3.  And  now,  O  king,  if  thou  wilt  spare  our  lives,  we 
will  be  thy  servants.  And  the  king  said  unto  them.  Arise, 
for  I  will  grant  unto  you  your  lives,  and  I  will  not  suifer 
that  ye  shall  be  my  servants  ;  but  I  will  insist  that  ye  shall 
Administer  unto. me;  for  I  have  been  somewhat  troubled  in 
mind,  because  of  the  ^'generosity,  and  the  greatness  of  the 
words  of  thy  brother  Ammon ;  and  I  desire  to  know  the 
«ause  why  he  has  not  come  up  out  of  *Middoni  with  thee. 

4.  And  Aaron  said  unt  the  king.  Behold,  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  has  called  him  another  way;  he  has  gone  to 
the  *land  of  Ishmael,  to  teach  the  people  of  Lamoni. 

5.  Now  the  king  said  unto  them,  What  is  this  that  ye 
have  said  concerning  the  ^Spirit  of  the  Lord  ?  Behold,  this 
is  the  thing  which  doth  trouble  me. 

6.  And  also,  what  is  this  that  Ammon  said — *If  ye  "will 
repent  ye  shall  be  saved,  and  if  ye  will  not  repent,  ye  shall 
be  cast  off  at  the  last  day  ? 

7.  And  Aaron  answered  him  anci  said  unto  him,  Believest 
thou  that  there  is  a  Grod?  And  the  king  said,  I  know  that 
the  Amalekites  say  that  there  is  a  God,  and  I  have  granted 
unto  them  that  they  should  build  Sanctuaries,  that  they 
may  assemble  themselves  together  to  worship  him.  And 
if  now  thou  say  est  there  is :.  God,  behold  I  will  believe. 

8.  And  now  when  Aaron  heard  this,  his  heart  began  to 
rejoice,  and  he  said,  Behold,  assuredly  as  thou  livest>  O 
king,  there  is  a  God. 

9.  And  the  king  said,  Is  God  that  *^Great  Spirit  that 
brought  our  fathers  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem? 

10.  And  Aaron  said  unto  him,  Yea,  he  is  that  Great 
Spirit,  and  he  created  all  things  both  in  heaven  and  in 
«arth :  Believest  thou  this  ? 

11.  And  he  said  yea,  I  believe  that  Ihe  Great  Spirit 
created  all  things,  and  I  desire  that  ye  should  tell  me  con- 
cerning all  these  things,  and  I  will  believe  thy  words. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  wh  .  Aaron  saw  that  the 
king  would  believe  his  words,  he  began  from  the  "creation 
of  Adam,  <^eading  the  scriptures  unto  the  king :  how  God 
created  man  after  his  own  image,  and  that  God  gave  him 
commandments,  and  that  because  of  transgression,  man  had 
fallen. 

13.  And  Aaron  did  expound  unto  him  the  scriptures, 
from  the  creation  of  Adam,  laying  the  fall  of  man  before 
him,  and  their  carnal  state  and  also  the  plan  of  redemption, 
which  was  prepared  from  the  foundation  of   the  world, 
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through  Christ,   for  all  whosoever  would  believe  on  hi& 
name. 

14.  And  since  man  had  fallen,  he  could  not  merit 
anything  of  himself;  but  the  sufferings  and  death  of 
Chirist,  ^atoneth  for  their  sins,  through  mith  and  repent- 
ance, &c. ;  and  that  he  ''breaketh  the  hands  of  death,  that 
the  grave  shall  have  'no  victory,  and  that  the  ^sting  of  death 
should  be  swallowed  u^)  in  the  hopes  of  glory :  and  Aaron 
did  expound  aU  these  things  unto  the  king. 

15.  An'd  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Aaron  had  expoimded 
these  things  unto  Jiim,  the  king  said.  What  shall  I  do  that 
I  may  have  this  eternal  life  of  which  thou  hast  spoken? 
Yea,  what  shall  I  do,  that  I  may  be  **bom  of  God,  having 
this  •wicked  spirit  rooted  out  of  my  breast,  and  receive  his 
Spirit,  that  I  may  be  filled  with  joy,  that  I  may  not  be  cast 
on  at  the  last  day?    Behold,  said  he,  I  will  give  up  all  that 

1  possess ;   yea,  I  will  forsake  my  kingdom,  that  I  may 
receive  this  great  joy. 

16.  But  Aaron  said  \into  him.  If  thou  desirest  this 
thing,  if  thou  wilt  "bow  down  before  God,  yea,  if  thou  wilt 
repent  of  all  thy  sins,  and  will  bow  down  before  God,  and  *call 
on  his  name  in  faith,  believing  that  ye  shall  receive,  then 
shalt  thou  receive  the  hope  which  thou  desirest. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Aaron  had  said  these 
words,  the  king  did  bow  down  before  the  Lord,  upon  his 
knees ;  yea,  even  he  did  ^prostrate  himself  upon  the  earth,, 
and  'cried  mightily,  saying, 

18.  O  God,  Aaron  hath  told  me  that  there  is  a  God ;  and 
if  there  is  a  God,  and  if  thou  art  God,  wilt  thou  make  thyself 
known  unto  me,  audi  will  give  away  all  my  sins  to  know  thee, 
and  that  I  may  be  raised  from  the  dead,  and  be  saved  at  the 
last  day.  And  now  when  the  king  had  said  these  words,  he 
was  struck  ^  «as  if  he  were  dead. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  his  servants  ran  and  told 
the  queen  all  that  had  nappened  unto  the  king.  And  she 
came  in  unto  the  king ;  and  when  she  saw  him  lay  as  if  he 
were  dead,  and  also  Aaron  and  his  brethren  standing 
as  2*though  they  had  been  the  cause  of  his  fall,  she  was  angry 
with  them,  and  commanded  that  her  servants,  or  the 
servants  of  the  king,  should  take  them  and  slay  them. 

20.  Now  the  servants  had  seen  the  cause  of  the  king's 
fall,  therefore  they  durst  not  lay  their  hands  on  Aaron  and 
his  brethren ;  and  they  plead  with  the  queen,  saying.  Why 
commandest  thou  that  We  should  slay  these  men,  when 
behold  one  of  them  is  mightier  than  us  all?  Therefore  we 
shall  fall  before  them. 

21.  Now  when  the  queen  saw  the  fear  of  the  servants,  she 
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also  began  to  fear  exceedingly,  lest  there  should  some  evil 
come  upon  her.  And  she  commanded  her  servants  that  they 
should  go  and  ^'^call  the  people,  that  they  might  slay  Aaron 
and  his  brethren. 

22.  Now  when  Aaron  saw  the  determination  of  the 
queen,  and  he  also  knowing  the  hardness  of  the  hearts  of  the 
people,  feared  lest  that  a  multitude  should  assemble  them- 
selves together,  and  there  should  be  a  great  contention,  and 
a  disturbance  among  them ;  therefore  he  put  forth  his  hand 
and  raised  the  king  n*om  the  earth,  and  saia  unto  him.  Stand : 
and  he  stood  upon  his  feet,  receiving  his  strength. 

23.  Now  this  was  done  in  the  presence  of  the  queen  and 
many  of  the  servants.  And  when  they  saw  it,  they  greatly 
marvelled,  and  began  to  fear.  And  thekin^  stood  forth,  an^ 
began  to  minister  unto  them.  And  he  did  minister  unto 
them,  insomuch  that  his  ^^whole  household  were  converted 
unto  the  Lord. 

24.  Now  there  was  a  ^emultitude  gathered  together 
because  of  the  commandment  of  the  queen,  and  there  hegan 
to  be  great  murmurings  among  them,  because  of  Aaron  and 
his  brethren. 

25.  But  the  king  stood  forth  amon^  them,  and  adminis- 
tered unto  them.  And  they  were  pacified  towards  Aaron, 
and  those  who  were  with  him. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  king  saw  that  the 
people  were  pacified,  he  caused  that  Aaron  and  his  brethren 
should  stand  forth  in  the  midst  of  the  multitude,  and  that 
they  should  preach  the  word  unto  them. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  sent  a  ^proclamation 
throughout  all  the  land,  amongst  all  his  people  who  were  in 
all  his  land,  who  were  in  all  the  regions  round  about,  which 
was  bordering  even  to  the  sea,  on  the  east,  and  on  the  west, 
and  which  was  divided  from  the  ^^land  of  Zarahemla  by  a 
narrow  strip  of  wilderness,  which  ran  from  the  sea  east,  even 
to  the  sea  west,  and  round  about  on  the  borders  of  the  sea- 
shore, and  the  borders  of  the  wilderness  which  was  on  the 
north,  by  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  through  the  ^^borders  of 
Manti,  by  the  head  of  the  2»river  Sidon,  running  from  the  east 
towards  the  west :  and  thus  were  the  Lamanites  and  the 
Nephites  divided. 

28.  Now,  the  more  idle  part  of  the  Lamanites  lived  in 
the  wilderness,  and  dwelt  in  tents ;  and  they  were  spread 
through  the  wilderness,  on  the  west,  in  the  ^^land  of  Nephi : 
yea,  and  also  on  the  west  of  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  in  the 
borders  by  the  seashore,  and  on  the  west,  in  the  land  of 
Nephi,  in  the  place  of  their  fathers'  first  inheritance,  and 
thus  bordering  along  by  the  seashore. 

29.  And  also  there  were  many  Lamanites  on  the  east  by 
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the  seashore,  whither  the  Nephites  had  driven  them.  And 
thus  the  Nephites  were  nearly  surrounded  by  the  Lamanites ; 
nevertheless  the  Nephites  had  taken  possession  of  all  the 
northern  parts  of  the  land,  bordering  on  the  wilderness,  at 
the  head  of  the  river  Sidon,  from  the  east  to  the  west,  round 
about  on  the  wilderness  side  ;  on  the  north,  even  until  they 
came  to  the  land  which  they  called  2*Bountiful. 

30.  And  it  bordered  upon  the  land  which  they 
called  2  ^Desolation ;  it  being  so  far  northward  that  it  came 
into  the  land  which  had  2»»been  peopled,  and  been  destroyed, 
of  whose  2  "bones  we  have  spoken,  which  was  discovered 
by  the  ^  people  of  Zarahemla;  it  being  the  place  of 
their  ^pfirst  landing. 

31.  And  they  came  from  there  ^^up  into  the  south 
wilderness.  Thus  the  land  on  the  northward  was 
called  2 'Desolation,  and  the  land  on  the  southward  was 
called  2 'Bountiful ;  it  being  the  wilderness  which  is  filled 
with  all  manner  of  wild  animals  of  every  kind ;  a  part  of 
which  had  2«come  from  the  land  northward  for  food. 

32.  And  now  it  was  only  the  2  "distance  of  a  day  and  a 
half  8  journey  for  a  Nephite,  on  the  line  Bountiful,  and  the 
land  Desolation,  from  the  east  to  the  west  sea  ;  and  thus  the 
land  of  Nephi,  and  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  were  nearly 
surrounded  by  water;  there  being  a  small  2»neck  of  land 
between  the  land  northward  and  the  land  southward. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  had  inhabited 
the  land  Bountiful,  even  from  the  east  unto  the  west  sea, 
and  thus  the  Nephites  in  their  wisdom,  with  their  guards 
and  their  armies,  had  hemmed  in  the  Lamanites  on  the 
south,  that  thereby  they  should  have  no  more  possession  on 
the  north,  that  they  might  not  overrun  the  land  northward ; 

34.  Therefore  the  Lamanites  could  have  no  more 
possessions  only  in  the  land  of  Nephi,  and  the  wilderness 
round  about.  Now  this  was  wisdom  in  the  Nephites ;  as 
the  Lamanites  were  an  enemy  to  them,  they  would  not 
suffer  their  afflictions  on  every  hand,  and  also  that  they 
mi^ht  have  a  country  whither  they  might  flee,  according  to 
then:  desires. 

35.  And  now  X  after  having  said  this,  return  again  to 
the  account  of  Ammon  and  Aaron,  Omner  and  Himni,  and 
their  brethren. 
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CHAPTER  23.     • 

1.  Behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  of  the 
Lamanites  sent  a  ^proclamation  among  all  his  people,  that 
they  should  not  lay  their  hands  on  Ammon,  or  Aaron,  or 
Omner,  or  Himni,  nor  either  of  their  brethren  -who  should 
go  forth  preaching  the  word  of  God,  in  whatsoever  place 
they  should  be,  in  any  part  of  their  land ; 

2.  Yea,  he  sent  a  decree  among  them,  that  they  should 
not  lay  their  hands  on  them  to  bind  them,  or  to  cast  them 
into  prison ;' neither  should  the^r  spit  upon  them,  nor  smite 
them,  nor  cast  them  out  of  their  Synagogues,  nor  scourge 
them :  neither  should  they  cast  stones  at  them,  but  that 
they*  should  have  free  access  to  their  houses,  and  aJso 
their  temples,  and  their  Sanctuaries ; 

3.  Ana  thus  they  might  go  forth  and  preach  the  'word 
according  to  their  desires,  for  the  king  had  been  converted 
unto  the  Lonl,  and  'all  his  household:  therefore,  he  sent 
his  -^proclamation  throughout  the  land  unto  his  ppople,  that 
the  word  of  God  might  have  no  obstruction,  but  that  it  might 
go  forth  throughout  all  the  land,  that  his  people  might  be 
convinced  concerning  the  'wicked  traditions  of  their  fathers, 
and  that  they  might  be  convinced  that  they  were  all 
brethren,  and  that  tney  ought  not  to  murder,  nor  to  plunder, 
nor  to  steal,  nor  to  commit  adultery,  nor  to  commit  any 
manner  of  wickedness. 

4.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  king  had  sent 
forth  this  ^proclamation,  tnat  Aaron  and  his  bretnren  went 
forth  from  city  to  city,  and  from  *one  house  of  worship  to 
another,  establishing  cnurches,  and  consecrating  -^priests  and 
teachers  throughout  the  land  among  the  Lamanites,  to 
preach  and  to  teach  the  word  of  God  among  them ;  and  thus 
they  began  to  have  great  success. 

5.  And  thousands  were  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lord,  yea,  thousands  were  brought  to  believe  in  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  Nephites ;  and  they  were  taught  the  '^records  and 
the  prophecies  which  were  handed  down,  even  to  the  present 
time ; 

6.  And  as  sure  as  the  Lord  liveth,  so  sure  as  many  as. 
believed,  or  as  many  as  were  brought  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  truth,  through  the  preaching  of  Ammon  and  his  brethren, 
according  to  the  Spirit  of  revelation  and  of  prophecy,  and  the 
•power  of  God  working  miracles  in  them ;  yea,  1  sav  unto  you, 
as  the  Lord  liveth,  as  many  of  the  Lamanites  as  believed  in 
their  preaching,  and  were  converted  unto  the  Lord,  'never  did 
fall  away, 

7.  For  they  became  a  righteous  people:  they  did  lay 
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down  the  weapons  of  their  rebellion,  that  they  did  not  fight 
against  God  any  more,  neither  against  any  of  their  brethrei) 

8.  Now,  these  are  they  who  were  converted  unto  the 
Lord; 

9.  The  people  of  the  Lamanites,  who  were  in  the  *"land  of 
Ishmael, 

10.  And  also  of  the  people  of  the  Lamanites  who  were  in 
the  "land  of  Middoni, 

11.  And  also  of  the  people  of  the  Lamanites  who  were  in 
the  "city  of  Nephi, 

12.  And  also  of  the  people  of  the  Lamanites  who  were  in 
the  ^land  of  Shilom,  and  who  were  in  the  land  of  ^Shemlon, 
and  in  the  city  of  Lemuel,  and  in  the  citv  of  Shimnilon. 

13.  And  these  are  the  names  of  the  cities  of  the 
Lamanites  which  were  converted  unto  the  Lord ;  and 
these  are  they  that  laid  down  the  weapons  of  their  rebellion, 
yea,  all  their  weapons  of  war ;  and  they  were  all  Lamanites. 

14.  And  the  Amalekites  were  not  converted,  save  only 
one;  neither  were  any  of  the  '"Amulonites ;  but  they  did 
harden  their  hearts,  and  also  the  hearts  of  the  Lamanites  in 
that  part  of  the  land  wheresoever  they  dwelt ;  yea,  and  all 
their  villages  and  all  their  cities ; 

15.  Therefore,  we  have  named  all  the  cities  of  the 
Lamanites  in  wmch  they  did  repent  and  come  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  truth,  and  were  converted. 

16.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  and  those  who 
were  converted,  were  desirous  that  they  might  have  a  name, 
that  tiiereby  they  might  be  distinguished  from  their 
brethren;  therefore  the  king  consulted  with  Aaron,  and 
many  of  their  'priests,  concerning  the  name  that  they  should 
take  upon  them,  that  they  might  be  distinguished. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  tney  called  their 
names  ^Anti-Nephi-Lehies :  and  they  were  called  by  this 
name,  and  were  no  more  called  Lamanites. 

18.  And  they  began  to  be  a  very  industrious  people :  yea, 
and  they  were  friendly  with  the  Nephites ;  therefore,  they 
did  open  a  correspondence  with  them,  and  the  *'curse  of  God 
did  no  more  follow  them. 


CHAPTER  24. 

1.  And  It  came  to  pass  that  the  Amalekites,  and 
the  'Amxilonites,  and  the  Lamanites  who  were  in  the  land  of 
Amnion,  and  also  in  the  ^land  of  Helam,  and  who  were  in 
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the  ''land  of  Jerusalem,  and  in  fine,  in  all  the  land  round 
about,  who  had  not  been  converted^  and  had  not  taken  uiKm 
them  the  name  of  ^Anti-Nephi-Lehi,  were  stirred  up  by  the 
Amalekites  and  by  the  Amulonites  to  anger  against  their 
brethren; 

2.  And  their  hatred  became  exceeding  sore  against  them, 
even  insomuch  that  they  began  to  rebel  against  their  king, 
insomuch  that  they  would  not  that  he  should  be  their  king ; 
therefore,  they  took  up  arms  against  the  people  of  Anti- 
Nephi-LehL 

3.  Now  the  king  conferred  the  kin^om  upon  his  son, 
and  he  called  his  name  Anti-Nephi-Lehi. 

4.  And  the  king  died  in  that  [self  same  year  that  the 
Lamanites  began  to  make  preparations  for  war  against  the 
people  of  Grod. 

5.  Now  when  Ammon  and  his  brethren,  and  all  those 
who  had  come  up  with  him,  saw  the  preparations  of  the 
Lamanites  to  destroy  their  brethren,  they  came  forth  to  the 
land  of  Midian,  and  there  Ammon  met  all  his  brethren  ;  and 
from  thence  they  came  to  the  'land  of  Ishmael,  that  they 
might  hold  a  council  with  Lamoni,  and  also  with  his 
brother  •''Anti-Nephi-Lehi,  what  they  should  do  to  defend 
themselves  against  the  Lamanites. 

6.  Now  there  was  not  one  soul  among  all  the  people  who 
had  been  converted  unto  the  Lord,  that  would  take  up  arms 
against  their  brethren ;  nay,  they  woidd  not  even  make  any 
preparations  for  war ;  yea,  and  also  their  king  commanded 
them  that  thev  should  not. 

7.  Now,  tnese  are  the  words  which  he  said  unto  the 
people  concerning  the  matter ;  I  thank  my  Grod,  my  beloved 

Eeople,  that  our  great  God  has  in  goodness  sent  these  our 
rethren,  the  Nephites,  unto  us  to  preach  unto  us,  and  to 
convince  us  of  the  ^traditions  of  our  wicked  fathers. 

8.  And  behold,  I  thank  my  great  God  that  he  has  given 
us  a  portion  of  his  Spirit  to  soften  our  hearts,  that  we 
have  ^opened  a  correspondence  with  these .  brethren,  t^e 
Nephites ; 

9.  And  behold,  I  also  thank  my  God,  that  by  opening  this 
correspondence  we  have  been  convinced  of  our  sins,  and  of 
the  many  murders  which  we  have  committed ; 

10.  And  I  also  thank  my  God,  yea,  my  great  Grod,  that  he 
hath  granted  unto  us  that  we  might  repent  of  these  things, 
and  also,  that  he  hath  forgiven  us  of  those  our  many  sins 
and  murders  which  we  have  committed,  and  took  away  the 
guilt  from  our  hearts,  through  the  merits  of  his  Son. 

11.  And  now  behold,  my  brethren,  since  it  has  been  all 
that  we  could  do,  <as  we  were  the  most  lost  of  all  mankind,) 
to  repent  of  all  our  sins  and  the  many  murders  which  we 
have  committed,  and  to  get  Grod  to  take  them  away  from  our 
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hearts,  for  it  was  all  we  could  do  to  repent  sufficiently  before 
God,  that  he  would  take  away  our  stam. 

12.  Now,  my  best  beloved  brethren,  since  Grod  hath  taken 
away  our  stains,  and  our  swords  have  become  bright,  then 
let  us  stain  our  swords  'no  more  with  the  blood  of  our 
brethren. 

13.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  nav,  let  us  retain  our  swords, 
that  they  be  not  stained  with  the  olood  of  our  brethren :  for 
perhaps,  if  we  should  stain  our  swords  again,  they  can  no 
more  be  washed  bright  through  the  blood  of  the  Son  of  our 
^"eat  God,  which  shall  be  shed  for  the  ^atonement  of  our 
Bins. 

14.  And  the  great  Gk)d  has  had  mercy  on  us,  and  made 
these  things  known  unto  us,  that  we  might  not  perish  :  yea, 
and  he  has  made  these  things  known  unto  us  oef orehand, 
because  he  lov eth  our  souls  as  weU  as  he  loveth  our  children ; 
therefore,  in  his  mercy  he  doth  visit  us  by  his  angels,  that 
the  plan  of  salvation  might  be  made  known  unto  us  as  well 
as  unto  future  generations. 

15.  Oh  how  merciful  is  our  God  I  And  now  behold,  since 
it  has  been  as  much  as  we  could  do  to  get  our  *stains  taken 
away  from  us,  and  our  swords  are  made  bright,  let  us  'hide 
them  away  that  they  may  be  kept  bright^  as  a  testimony  to 
our  God  at  the  lasfday,  or  at  the  day  that  we  shall  be  brought 
to  stand  before  him  to  be  judged,  that  we  have  not  stained 
our  swords  in  the  blood  of  our  brethren  since  he  imparted 
his  word  unto  us,  and  has  made  us  clean  thereby. 

16.  And  now,  my  brethren,  if  our  brethren  seek  to  destroy 
Tis,  behold,  we  will  hide  away  our  swords,  yea,  even  we  win 
bury  them  "^deep  in  the  earth,  that  they  may  be  kept  bright^ 
as  a  testimony  that  we  have  never  used  them,  at  the  last  &j ; 
and  if  our  brethren  destroy  us,  behold,  we  shall  go  to  our 
God  and  shall  be  saved. 

17.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  king  had 
made  an  end  of  these  sayinss,  and  all  the  people  were 
assembled  together,  they  took  their  swords,  and  all  the 
"Weapons  which  were  used  for  the  shedding  of  man's  blood, 
and  they  did  bury  them  up  deep  in  the  earm ; 

18.  And  this  they  did,  it  bemg  in  their  view  a  testimony 
to  God,  and  also  to  men,  that  they  never  would  use  weapons 
again  for  the  shedding  of  man's  blood ;  and  this  they  didL 
vouching  and  covenanting  with  God,  that  rather  than  shed 
the  blood  of  their  brethren,  they  would  **give  up  their  own 
lives ;  and  rather  than  take  away  from  a  brother,  they  wonld 

S've  unto  him ;  and  rather  than  spend  their  days  in  idleness, 
ey  would  labour  abundantly  with  their  hands ; 

19.  And  thus  we  see  that  when  these  Lamanites  were 
urou^t  to  believe  and  to  loiow  the  truth,  .they  were  firm. 
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and  would  ^suffer  even  unto  death,  rather  than  commit  sin; 
and  thus  we  see  that  they  buried  their  weapons  of  peace,  or 
they  buried  the  weapons  of  war,  for  peace. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  their  brethren,  the  Laman- 
ites,  made  preparations  for  war,  and  came  up  to  the  land  of 
Nephi,  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  kinjg,  and  to  place 
another  in  his  stead,  and  also  oi  destroying  the  people 
of  ''Anti-Nephi-Lehi  out  of  the  land. 

21.  Now  when  the  people  saw  that  they  were  coming 
against  them,  they  went  out  to  meet  them,  and  prostrated 
themselves  before  them  to  the  earth,  and  be^an  to  call  on  the 
name  of  the  Lord ;  and  thus  they  were  in  this  attitude  when 
the  Lamanites  began  to  fall  upon  them,  and  began  to  slay 
them  with  the  sword; 

22.  And  thus  without  meeting  any  resistance,  they  did 
slay  a  thousand  and  five  of  them  ;  and  we  know  that  they 
are  blessed,  for  they  have  gone  to  dwell  with  their  Grod. 

23.  Now  when  the  Lamanites  saw  that  their  brethren 
would  not  flee  from  the  sword,  neither  would  they  turn  aside 
to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left,  but  that  they  would  lie  down 
and  perish,  and  praised  God  even  in  the  very  act  of  perishing 
under  the  sword ; 

24.  Now  when  the  Lamanites  saw  this,  they  did  forbear 
from  slaying  them ;  and  there  were  many  whose  hearts  had 
swollen  in  them  for  those  of  their. bretm-en  who  had  fallen 
under  the  sword,  for  they  repented  of  the  things  which  they 
had  done. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  threw  down  their 
weapons  of  war,  and  they  would  not  take  them  again,  for 
they  were  stung  for  the  murders  which  they  had  committed ; 
and  they  came  down  even  as  their  brethren,  relying  upon 
the  mercies  of  those  whose  arms  were  lifted  to  slay  them. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  of  God  were 
joined  that  day  by  more  than  the  number,  who  had  been 
slain ;  and  those  who  had  been  slain  were  righteous  people ; 
therefore  we  have  no  reason  to  doubt  but  what  they  were 
saved. 

27.  And  there  was  not  a  wicked  man  slain  among  them ; 
but  there  were  more  than  a  thousand  brought  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  truth;  thus  we  see  that  the  Lord  worketh  in 
manv  ways  to  the  salvation  of  his  people. 

28.  Now  the  greatest  number  of  those  of  the  Lamanites 
who  slew  so  many  of  their  brethren,  were  Amalekites  and 
Amulonites,  the  greatest  number  of  whom  were  after 
the  'order  of  the  ^^ehors. 

29.  Now  among  those  who  joined  the  people  of  the  Lord, 
there  were  none  who  were  Amalekites  or ''Amulonites,  or 
who  were  of  the  'order  of  Nehor,  but  they  were  actual 
descendants  of  Tjaman  and  Lemuel ; 
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90.  And  thus  we  can  plainly  discern,  that  after  a  people 
have  been  once  enlightened  by  the  Spirit  of  Grod,  and  have 
had  great  knowledge  of  things  pertaining  to  righteousness, 
and  then  have  fallen  away  into  sin  and  transgression,  they 
become  more  hardened,  and  thus  their  state  becomes  ^worse 
than  though  they  had  never  known  these  things. 


CHAPTER  25. 

1.  And  behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  those  Lamanites 
were  more  angry,  because  they  had  slain  their  brethren; 
therefore  tiiey  swore  vengeance  upon  the  Nephites  •  and  they 
did  no  more  attempt  to  slay  the  people  of  *Anti-Nephi-Lelii 
at  that  time ; 

2.  But  they  took  their  armies  and  went  over  into  the 
borders  of  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  and  fell  upon  the 
people  who  were  in  the  ^land  of  Anunonihah,  and  ''destroyed 
them. 

3.  And  after  that,  they  had  many  battles  with  the  Ne- 
phites, in  the  which  they  were  driven  and  slain ; 

4.  And  aihong  the  Lamanites  who  were  slain,  were 
almost  all  the  ''seed  of  Amnion  and  his  brethren,  who  were  the 
priests  of  Noah,  and  they  were  slain  by  the  hands  of  the 
Nephites ; 

5.  And  the  remainder  having  fled  into  the  east  wilder- 
ness, and  having  usurped  the  power  and  authority  over  the 
Lamanites,  caused  that  many  of  the  Lamanites  should  <^erish 
by  fire  because  of  their  belief ; 

6.^  For  many  of  them,  after  having  suffered  much  loss 
and  so  many  afflictions,  began  to  be  stirred  up  in  remem- 
brance of  the  •'words  which  Aaron  and  his  brethren  had 
preached  to  them  in  their  land ;  therefore  they  began  to  dis- 
believe the  ^traditions  of  their  fathers,  and  to  believe  in 
the  Lord,  and  that  he  gave  great  power  unto  the  Nephites ; 
and  thus  there  were  many  of  them  converted  in  the  wilder- 
ness. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  those  rulers  who  were  the 
remnant  of  the  ^children  of  Amnion,  caused  that  they 
should  be  *put  to  death,  yea,  all  those  that  believed  in  these 
things. 

8.  Now  this  martyrdom  caused  that  many  of  their  brethren 
should  be  stirred  up  to  anger  ;  and  there  began  to  be  conten- 
tion in  the  wilderness ;  and  the  Lamanites  began  to  hunt 
the  -^seed  of  Amnion  and  his  brethren,  and  began  to  slay 
them,  and  they  fled  into  the  east  wilderness. 
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9.  And  behold  they  are  hunted  at  this  day  by  the  Laman- 
ites ;  thns  the  words  of  Abinadi  *were  brought  to  pass, 
which  he  said  concerning  the  seed  6t  the  priests  who  caused 
that  he  lediould  suffer  death  by  fire. 

10.  For  he  said  unto  thcon,  'What  ye  shall  do  unto  me, 
shall  be  a  Ijpe  of  things  to  come. 

IL  And  now  Abinadi  was  the  first  that  suffered  *"death 
by  fire,  because  of  his  belief  in  Grod ;  now  this  is  what  he 
mean^  that  many  should  suffer  death  by  fire,  "according;  as 
he  had  suffered. 

12.  And  he  said  unto  the  priests  of  Noah,  that  their  seed 
should  cause  many  to  be  put  to  death,  in  the  like  manner  as 
he  was,  and  that  mey  should  be  scattered  abroad  and  slain, 
even  as  a  sheep  having  no  shepherd  is  driven  and  slain  by  wild 
beasts ;  and  now  behmd,  these  words  were  verified,  for  they 
were  driven  b^  ihe  Lamanites,  and  they  were  ''hunted,  and 
they  were  smitten. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  Lamanites  saw 
that  they  could  not  overpower  the  Nephites,  they  returned 
again  to  their  own  land ;  and  many  of  them  came  over  to 
dwell  in  the  ^hmd  of  Ishmael  and  the  'land  of  Nephi,  and 
did  join  themselves  to  the  i»eople  of  Grod,  who  were  the 
people  of  *'Anti-Neplii-Lehi ; 

14.  And  the^r  aid  also  'buiy  their  weapons  of  war,  ac- 
cording as  their  brethren  haid,  and  they  began  to  be  a 
righteous  people;  and  they  did  walk  in  the  ways  of  the 
Lord,  and  did  observe  to  keep  his  commandments  and  his 
statutes, 

15.  X  ea,  and  they  did  keep  the  ^w  of  Moses ;  for  it  was 
expedient  that  thev  should  keep  the  law  of  Moses  as  yet,  for 
it  was  not  all  fumlled.  But  notwithstanding  the  law  of 
Moses,  they  did  look  forward  to  the  coming  of  Christ,  con- 
sidering that  the  law  of  Moses  was  a  t7i>e  of  his  coming, 
and  believing  that  they  must  keep  those  outward  perform- 
ances, until  the  time  that  he  should  be  revealed  unto 
them. 

16.  Now  they  did  not  suppose  that  salvation  came  by  the 
law  of  Moses ;  but  tibe  law  of  Moses  did  serve  to  strengthen 
their  faith  in  Christ;  and  thus  they  did  retain  a  hope 
through  faith,  unto  eternal  salvation,  relying  upon  the 
Spirit  of  prophecy,  which  spake  of  those  things  to  come. 

17.  And  now  behold,  Ammon,  and  Aaron,  and  Omner, 
and  Himni,  and  their  brethren  did  rejoice  exceedingly,  for 
the  success  which  they  had  had  among  the  Lamanites^ 
seeing  that  the  Lord  had  granted  unto  them  according  to 
their  prayers,  and  that  he  nad  also  verified  his  word  unto 
them  in  every  particular. 
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CHAPTER  28. 

1.  And  now,  these  are  the  words  of  Ammon  to  his  breth- 
ren, which  say  thus :  My  brothers  and  my  brethren,  behold 
I  say  unto  you,  how  great  reason  have  we  to  rejoice ;  for 
could  we  have  supposed,  when  we  <^tarted  from  the  ^land  of 
Zarahemla,  that  God  would  have  granted  unto  us  such  great 
blessings? 

2.  And  now,  I  ask,  what  great  blessingis  has  he  bestowed 
upon  us?    Can  ye  tell? 

3.  Behold,  I  answer  for  you,  for  our  brethren,  the  Laman- 
ites,  were  in  darkness,  yea,  even  in  the  darkest  abyss ;  but 
behold,  how  <^many  of  them  are  brought  to  behold  the 
marvellous  light  of  Uod?  And  this  is  the  blessing  which  hath 
been  bestowed  iipon  us,  that  we  have  been  made  instnmients 
in  the  hands  of  God  to  bring  about  this  ^reat  work. 

4.  Behold,  'thousands  of  them  do  rejoice,  and  have  been 
brought  into  the  fold  of  Grod. 

5.  Behold,  the  field  was  ripe,  and  blessed  are  ye,  for  ye 
did  thrust  in  the  sickle,  and  did  reap  with  your  mights,  yea, 
all  the  day  lone  did  ye  labour ;  and  behold  the  number  of  your 
sheaves,  and  they  shall  be  gathered  into  the  gamers,  that 
they  are  not  wasted ; 

6.  Yea,  they  shall  not  be  beaten  down  by  the  'storm  at 
the  last  day ;  yea,  neither  shall  they  be  harrowed  up  by  the 
whirlwinds;  but  when  the  storm  cometh,  they  shall  be 
gathered  together  in  their  place,  that  the  storm  cannot  pene- 
trate to  them ;  yea,  neither  shall  they  be  driven  with  nerce 
winds  whithersoever  the  enemy  listeUi  -^to  carry  them. 

7.  But  behold,  they^  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  and  they  are  his ;  and  he  will  Praise  them  up  at  the 
last  day. 

8.  Blessed  be  the  name  of  our  God ;  let  us  sing  to  his 
praise,  yea,  let  us  give  thanks  to  his  holy  name,  for  ne  doth 
work  righteousness  for  ever. 

9.  For  if  we  had  not  come  up  out  of  the  Mand  of  Zara- 
hemla, these  our  dearly  beloved  brethren,  who  have  so  dearly 
beloved  us,  would  still  have  been  'racked  with  hatred  against 
us,  yea,  and  they  would  also  have  been  strangers  to  Grod. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Ammon  had  said  these 
words,  his  brother  Aaron  rebuked  him,  saying,  Ammon,  I 
fear  that  thy  joy  doth  carry  thee  away  unto  boasting ; 

11.  But  Ammon  said  unto  him,  I  do  not  boast  in  my  own 
strength,  or  in  my  own  wisdom ;  but  behold,  my  joy  is  full, 
yea,  my  heart  is  brim  with  joy,  and  I  will  rejoice  in  my  God ; 

12.  Tea,  I  know  that  I  am  nothing;  as  to  my  strength  I 
am  weak;  therefore  I  will  not  boast  of  myself,  but  X  will 
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boast  of  my  God,  for  in  his  strength  I  can  do  all  things;  yea, 
behold,  many  mighty  miracles  we  have  wrought  in  tnis  land 
for  which  we  will  praise  his  name  for  ever. 

13.  Behold,  how  many  thousands  of  our  brethren,  has  he 
loosed  from  the  -^pains  of  hell ;  and  thev  fire  brought  to  sin^ 
redeeming  love,  and  this  because  of  the  jKJwer  of  his  word 
which  is  in  us,  therefore  have  we  not  great  reason  to  rejoice  ¥• 

14.  Yea,  we  have  reason  to  praise  nim  for  ever,  for  he  is 
the  most  high  God,  and  has  loosed  our  brethren  from 
the  ^chains  oi  hell. 

15.  Yea,  they  were  encircled  about  with  everlasting  dark- 
ness and  destruction;  but  behold,  he  has  brought  them  into 
his  everlasting  light;  yea,  into  everlasting  salvation;  and 
they  are  encirclecL  about  with  the  matchless  bounty  of  his 
love ;  yea,  and  we  have  been  instruments  in  his  hands  of 
doing  this  great  and  marvellous  work  ; 

16.  Therefore,  let  us  glory,  yea,  we  will  glory  in  the  Lord ; 
yea,  we  will  rejoice,  for  our  joy  is  full ;  yea,  we  will  praise 
our  Grod  for  ever.  Behold,  who  can  glory  too  much  in  the 
Lord  ?  Yea,  who  can  say  too  much  or  his  great  power,  and 
of  his  mercv,  and  of  his  long  suffering  towards  the  children 
of  men?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  I  cannot  say  the  smallest 
part  which  I  feel. 

17.  Who  could  have  supposed  that  our  God  would  have 
been  so  merciful  as  to  have  snatched  us  from  our  awful,  sin- 
ful, and  polluted  state  ? 

18.  Behold,  we  went  forth  even  in  wrath,  with  mighty 
threatenings  to  'destroy  his  church. 

19.  O  then,  why  did  he  not  consign  us  to  an  awful  destruc- 
tion? yea,  why  did  he  not  let  the  sword  of  his  justice  fall 
upon  us,  and  doom  us  to  '"eternal  despair? 

20.  O  my  soul,  almost  as  it  were,  fleeth  at  the  thought. 
Behold,  he  did  not  exercise  his  justice  upon  us,  but  in  his 
great  mercy  hath  brought  us  over  that  everlasting  ••gulf  of 
death  and  misery,  even  to  the  salvation  of  our  souls. 

21.  And  now  behold,  my  brethren,  what  natural  man  is 
there  that  knoweth  these  things?  I  say  unto  you,  there  is 
none  that  knoweth  these  things,  save  it  oe  the  penitent ; 

22.  Yea,  he  that  repenteth  and  exercisetn  faith,  and 
brin^eth  forth  good  works,  and  '^rayeth  continually  without 
ceasmg :  unto  such  it  is  given  to  know  the  mysteries  of  God; 
yea,  unto  such  it  shall  be  given  to  reveal  things  which  never 
have  been  revealed ;  yea,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  such  to 
bring  thousands  of  souls  to  repentance,  even  as  it  has  been 
given  unto  us  to  bring  these  our  brethren  to  repentance. 

23.  Now  do  ye  remember,  my  brethren,  that  we  said  unto 
our  brethren  in  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  we  go  up  to  the  land 
of  Nephi,  to  preach  unto  our  brethren  the  Lamanites,  and 
they  laughed  us  to  scorn? 
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24.  For  they  said  unto  us.  Do  ye  suppose  that  ye  can 
bring  the  Lamanites  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth?  Do  ye 
suppose  that  ye  can  convince  the  Lamanites  of  the  ^Lncorrect- 
ness  of  the  traditions  of  their  fathers,  as  stiffiiecked  a  people 
as  they  are  ;  whose  hearts  delight  in  the  shedding  of  blood ; 
whose«days  have  been  spent  in  the  grossest  iniquity ;  whose 
ways  have  been  the  ways  of  a  transgressor  from  the  begin- 
ning? Now  my  brethren,  ye  remember  that  this  was  their 
language. 

25.  And  moreover  they  did  say,  Let  us  take  up  arms 
against  them,  that  we  destroy  them  and  their  iniquity  out 
of  the  land,  lest  they  overrun  us  and  destroy  us. 

26.  But  behold,  mv  beloved  brethren,  we  came  into  the 
wilderness  not  with  the  intent  to  destroy  our  brethren,  but 
with  the  intent  that  perhaps  we  might  save  some  few  of 
their  souls. 

27.  Now  when  our  hearts  were  'depressed,  and  we  were 
about  to  turn  back,  behold,  the  Lord  comforted  us,  and 
said,  Gro  amongst  thy  brethren,  the  Lamanites,  and  bear 
with  '■patience  thine  afflictions,  and  I  will  give  unto  you 
success. 

28.  And  now  behold,  we  have  come,  and  been  forth 
amongst  them ;  and  we  have  been  'patient  in  our  sufferings, 
and  we  have  suffered  every  privation ;  yea,  we  have  travelled 
from  house  to  house,  relying  upon  the  mercies  of  the  world ; 
not  upon  the  mercies  of  the  world  alone,  but  upon  the 
mercies  of  Grod. 

29.  And  we  have  entered  into  their  houses  and  taught 
them,  and  we  have  taught  them  in  their  streets ;  yea,  and  we 
have  taught  them  upon  their  hills  ;  and  we  have  also  entered 
into  their  temples  and  their  "synagogues  and  taught  them  • 
and  we  have  been  'cast  out,  and  mocked,  and  spit  upon,  and 
smote  ilpon  our  cheeks ;  and  we  have  been  stoned,  and  taken 
and  bound  with  ^'strong  cords,  and  cast  into  prison ;  and 
through  the  power  and  wisdom  of  God  we  have  been 
delivered  again ; 

30.  And  we  have  suflfered  all  manner  of  afflictions,  and 
all  this,  that  perhaps  we  might  be  the  means  of  saving  some 
soul ;  and  we  supposed  that  our  joy  would  be  full,  if  perhaps 
we  could  be  the  means  of  ^saving  some. 

31.  Now  behold,  we  can  look  forth  and  see  the  fruits  of 
our  labors;  and  are  they  few?  I  say  unto  you.  Nay,  they 
are  »inany ;  yea,  and  we  can  witness  of  their  sincerity, 
because  of  their  love  towards  their  brethren,  and  also 
towards  us. 

32.  For  behold,  they  had  rather  *sacrifl[ce  their  lives,  than 
even  to  take  the  life  of  their  enemy ;  and  they  have  2  "buried 
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their  weapons  of  war  deep  in  the  earth,  because  of  their 
love  towards  their  brethren. 

33.  And  now  behold  I  say  unto  you,  has  there  been  so 
great  love  in  all  the  land?  behold,  1  say  unto  you.  Nay, 
there  has  not  even  among  the  Nephites. 

34.  For  behold,  they  would  take  up  arms  against  their 
brethren;  they  would  not  suffer  themselves  to  be  slain. 
But  behold,  how  ^hnanj  of  these  have  laid  down  their  lives ; 
and  we  know  that  they  have  gone  to  their  God,  because  of 
their  love,  and  of  their  hatred  to  sin. 

35.  Now  have  we  not  reason  to  rejoice  ?  Tea,  I  say  unto 
you,  there  never  were  men  that  had  so  great  reason  to  rejoice 
as  we,  since  the  (world  began ;  vea,  and  my  ioy  is  carried 
away,  even  unto  the  boasting  m  my  Grod ;  for  he  has  all 

Sower,  all  wisdom,  and  all  understanding;  he  compre- 
endeth  ^'^all  things,  and  he  is  a  merciful  Bein^,  even  unto 
salvation,  to  those  who  will  repent  and  beheve  on  his 
name. 

36.  Now  if  this  is  boasting,  even  so  will  I  boast ;  for  this  is 
my  life  and  my  light,  my  joy  and  my  salvation,  and  my  redemp- 
tion from  everlasting  wo.  x  ea,  blessed  is  the  name  of  my  Grod, 
who  has  been  mindful  of  this  people,  who  are  a  ^ ''branch  of 
the  tree  of  Israel,  and  has  been  ^'lost  from  its  body  in  a 
strange  land ;  yea,  I  say,  blessed  be  the  name  of  my  Grod, 
who  has  been  mindful  of  us  ^wanderers  in  a  strange  land. 

37.  Now  my  brethren,  we  see  that  God  is  mindful  of 
every  people,  in  whatsoever  land  they  may  be  in ;  yea,  he 
numbereth  his  people,  and  his  bowels  of  m.ercy  are  over  idl 
the  earth.  Now  this  is  my  joy,  and  my  great  tnanksgiving ; 
yea,  and  I  will  give  thanks  unto  my  God  for  ever.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  27. 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  those  Lamanites  who 
had  gone  to  war  against  the  Nephites  had  found,  idEter 
liieir  ''many  struggles  to  destroy  tnem.  that  it  was  in  vain 
to  seek  their  destruction,  they  returned  again  to  the  ^land 
of  Nephi. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Amalekites,  because  of 
their  loss,  were  exceeding  angry.  And  when  they  saw  that 
they  could  not  seek  revenge  from  the  Nephites,  they  began 
to  stir  up  the  people  in  anger  against  their  brethren,  the 
people  of  ''Anti-Nephi-Lehi ;  therefore  they  began  again  to 
destroy  them. 

3.  Now  this  people  again  refused  to  take  their  arms,  and 
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they  BiiflTered  themselves  to  be  slaia  aooording  to  the  desires 
of  their  enemies. 

4.  Now  when  Ammon  and  his  brethren  saw  this  work  at 
destruction  among  those  who  they  so  dearly  beloved,  and 
amoi^  those  who  nad  so  dearly  beloved  them ;  for  they  were 
lareated  as  though  they  were  angels  sent  from  God  to  save 
them  from  everlasting  destruction ;  therefore,  when  Ammon 
and  his  brethren  saw  this  great  work  of  destruction,  they 
were  moved  with  comfMission,  and  they  said  unto  the  king, 

5.  Let  us  gather  together  this  people  of  the  Lord,  and 
let  us  go  down  to  the  rland  of  Zarahemla,  to  our  brethren 
the  Nephites,  and  flee  out  of  the  hands  of  our  enemies,  that 
we  be  not  destroyed. 

6.  But  the  king  said  xinto  them,  behold,  the  Nephites 
will  destroy  us,  because  of  the  many  murders  and  sins  we 
have  committed  against  them. 

7.  And  Ajnmon  said,  I  will  go  and  inquire  of  the  Lord, 
and  if  he  say  unto  us,  go  down  unto  our  brethren,  will  yo 
go? 

8.  And  the  king  said  unto  him.  Yea :  if  the  Lord  saith 
onto  us  go,  we  will  go  down  unto  our  brethren,  and  we  will 
be  their  slaves  until  we  repair  unto  them  the  many  murders 
and  sins  which  we  have  committed  against  them. 

9.  But  Ammon  said  unto  him.  It  is  against  the  law  of 
onr  brethren,  which  was  established  by  mv  father,  that  there 
should  be  'any  slaves  among  them  ;  therefore  let  us  go  down 
and  rely  upon  the  mercies  of  our  bretturen. 

10.  J3ut  the  king  said  unto  him,  -^Inquire  of  the  Lord,  and 
if  he  saith  unto  us  go,  we  will  go  ;  otherwise  we  will  perish 
in  the  land. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Ammon  went  and  inquired 
of  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  said  unto  him, 

12.  Gret  this  people  out  of  this  land,  that  thev  perish  not, 
for  satan  has  great  hold  on  the  hearts  of  the  Amalekites,  'who 
do  stir  up  the  Lamanites  to  anger  against  their  brethren  to 
slay  them ;  therefore  get  thee  out  of  this  land ;  and  blessed 
are  this  people  in  this  generation,  for  I  will  preserve  them. 

13.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Ammon  went  and  told 
the  king  all  the  words  which  the  Lord  had  ^said  unto  him. 

14.  And  they  gathered  together  all  their  people ;  vea,  all 
the  people  of  the  Lord,  and  did  gather  together  all  their 
flocks  and  herds,  and  departed  out  of  the  land,  and  came 
into  the  wilderness  which  divided  the  land  of  Nephi  from 
the  land  of  Zarahemla,  and  came  over  near  the  borders  of 
the  land. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Ammon  said  unto  them, 
Behold,  I  and  my  brethren  will  go  forth  into  the  land  of 
Zarahemla,  and  ye  shall  remain  here  until  we  return  ;  and 
we  will  try  the  hearts  of  our  brethren,  whether  they  will 
that  ye  shtQl  come  into  their  land. 
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16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  Ammon  was  going  forth 
into  the  land,  that  he  and  his  brethren  met  Alma,  over  in 
the  'place  of  which  has  been  si>oken ;  and  behold,  this  was  a 
joyful  meeting. 

17.  Now  the  joy  of  Ammon  was  so  great  even  that  he 
was  full ;  yea,  he  was  swallowed  up  in  the  joy  of  his  God, 
even  to  the  exhausting  of  his  strength ;  bJid  he  fell-^again  to 
the  earth. 

18.  Now  was  not  this  exceeding  joy  ?  Behold,  this  is  joy 
which  none  receiveth  save  it  be  the  truly  penitent  and  hunible 
seeker  of  happiness. 

19.  Now  tne  joy  of  Alma  in  meeting  his  brethren  'was 
truly  great,  and  also  the  joy  of  Aaron,  of  Omner,  ajid 
Himni ;  but  behold  their  joy  was  not  that  to  exceed  their 
strength. 

20.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  conducted  his 
brethren  back  to  the  '^land  of  Zarahemla ;  even  to  his  'own 
house.  And  they  went  and  told  the  *^hief  Judge  all  the 
things  that  had  happened  luito  them  in  the  "land  of  Nephi, 
among  their  brethren,  the  Lamanites. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Chief  Judge  sent  a  pro- 
clamation throughout  all  the  land,  desiring  the  ^oice  of  the 
people  concerning  the  admitting  their  brethren,  who  were 
the  people  of  *Anti-Nephi-Lehi. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  voice  of  the  people  came, 
saying,  Behold,  we  will  give  up  the  «land  of  Jershon,  which 
is  on  the  east  by  the  sea,  which  joins  the  land  Bountiful, 
which  is  on  the  south  of  the  land  Bountiful ;  and  this  land 
Jershon  is  the  land  which  we  will  give  unto  our  brethren  for 
an  inheritance. 

23.  And  behold,  we  will  set  our  armies  between  the  land 
Jershon  and  the  land  Nephi,  that  we  may  protect  our  breth- 
ren in  the  land  Jershon ;  and  this  we  do  for  our  brethren,  on 
account  of  their  fear  to  take  up  arms  against  their  brethren, 
lest  they  should  commit  sin :  and  this  their  great  fear  came, 
because  of  their  sore  repentance  which  they  had,  on  accoimt 
of  their  many  murders,  and  their  awful  wickedness. 

24.  And  now  behold,  this  will  we  do  unto  our  brethren, 
that  they  may  inherit  the  land  Jershon ;  and  we  will  ^uard 
them  from  their  enemies  with  our  armies,  on  'conditions 
they  will  give  us  a  portion  of  their  substance  to  assist  us, 
that  we  may  maintain  our  armies. 

25.  Now,  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Ammon  had  heard 
this,  he  returned  to  the  people  of  L4jiti-Nephi-Lehi,  and  also 
Alma  with  him,  into  the  wilderness,  whence  they  had  pitched 
their  tents,  and  made  known  unto  them  all  these  things. 
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And  Alma  also  related  unto  them  his  *^onversion  with 
Ammon,  and  Aaron,  and  his  brethren. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  it  did  cause  great  joy  amon^ 
them.  And  they  went  down  into  the  'land  of  Jershon,  ana 
took  possession  of  the  land  of  Jershon ;  and  they  were  called 
by  the  Nephites  the  people  of  Ammon :  therefore,  they  were 
distinguished  by  that  name  ever  after. 

27.  And  they  were  among  the  people  of  Nephi,  and  also 
numbered  among  the  people  who  were  of  the  church  of  Grod. 
And  they  were  also  distinguished  for  their  zeal  towards  God, 
and  also  towards  men ;  for  they  were  i>erf ectly  honest  ana 
upright  in  all  things ;  and  they  were  firm  in  the  faith  of 
dirist,  ''even  unto  the  end. 

28.  And  they  did  look  upon  shedding  the  blood  of  their 
brethren  with  tne  greatest  abhorrence  ;  and  thejr  never  could 
be  prevailed  upon  to  take  up  arms  against  their  brethren ; 
and  they  never  did  look  upon  death  with  any  degree  of 
terror,  for  their  hope  and  views  of  Christ  and  the  ^resurrec- 
tion ;  therefore,  death  was  swallowed  up  to  them  by  the  ^vic- 
tory  of  Christ  over  it ; 

29.  Therefore,  they  would  suffer  'death  in  the  most  aggra- 
vating and  distressing  manner  which  could  be  inflicted  by 
their  brethren,  before  they  would  take  the  sword  or  cimeter 
to  smite  them. 

30.  And  thus  they  were  a  zealous  and  beloved  people,  a 
bighly  favoured  people  of  the  Lord. 


CHAPTER  28. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  that  after  the  "people  of 
Ammon  were  established  in  the  ^land  of  Jershon,  and  a 
church  also  established  in  the  land  of  Jershon ;  and  the 
armies  of  the  Nephites  were  set  round  about  the  land  of 
Jershon ;  yea,  in  all  the  borders  round  about  the  <^land  of 
Zarahemla  ;  behold  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites  had  followed 
their  brethren  into  the  wilderness. 

2.  And  thus  there  was  a  tremendous  battle ;  yea,  even 
such  an  one  as  never  had  been  known  among  all  the  people 
in  the  land  from  the  time  Lehi  left  ** Jerusalem ;  yea,  and  tens 
of  thousands  of  the  Lamanites  were  slain  and  scattered 
abroad. 

3.  Tea, '  and  also  there  was  a  tremendous  slaughter 
among  the  people  of  Nephi ;  nevertheless,  the  Lamanites 
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were  driven  and  scattered,  and  the  people  of  Nephi  returned 
again  to  their  land. 

4.  And  now  this  was  a  time  that  there  was  a  great 
moumine  and  lamentation  heard  throughout  all  the  mnd, 
among  all  the  people  of  Nephi ; 

5.  Yea,  the  cry  of  widows  mourning  for  their  hushands, 
and  also  of  fathers  mourning  for  their  sons,  and  the  daughter 
for  the  brother ;  ^ea,  the  brother  for  the  Either :  and  thus 
the  cry  of  mourning  was  heard  among  every  one  of  them: 
mourning  for  their  kindred  who  had  been  slain. 

6.  And  now  surely  this  was  a  sorrowful  day ;  yea,  a  time 
of  solemnity,  and  a  tune  of  much  lasting  and  prayer ; 

7.  And  thus  endeth  the  fifteenth  year  of  tibe  reign  of  the 
judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi ; 

8.  And  this  is  tne  account  of  Ammon  and  his  brethren, 
their  joume^ings  in  the  land  of  Nephi,  their  sufferings  in 
the  land,  their  sorrows,  and  their  afflictions,  and  their  •^- 
comprehensible  joy,  and  the  reception  and  safety  of  the 
bretnren  in  the  ^land  of  Jershon.  And  now  may  the  Lord, 
the  Redeemer  of  all  men,  bless  their  souls  for  ever. 

9.  And  this  is  the  account  of  the  wars  and  contentions 
among  the  Nephites,  and  also  the  wars  between  the  Nephites 
and  the  Lamanites ;  and  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  tiie 
judges  is  ended ; 

10.  And  *from  the  first  year  to  the  fifteenth,  has  brought 
to  pass  the  destruction  of  many  thousand  lives ;  yea,  it  Has 
brought  to  pass  an  awful  scene  of  bloodshed  ; 

11.  And  the  bodies  of  many  thousands  are  laid  low  in 
the  earth,  while  the  bodies  of  many  thousands  are  'moulder- 
ing in  heaps  upon  the  face  of  the  earth;  jtccl,  and  many 
thousands  are  mourning  for  the  loss  of  their  kindred,  be- 
cause they  have  reason  to  fear,  according  to  the  promises 
of  the  Lord,  that  they  are  consigned  to  a  state  of  endless 
wo; 

12.  While  many  thousands  of  others  truly  mourn  for  the 
loss  of  their  kindred,  vet  they  rejoice  and  exult  in  the  hope, 
and  even  know,  according  to  the  promises  of  the  Lord,  that 
they  are  raised  to  dwell  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  in  a  state 
of  never  ending  happiness ; 

13.  And  thus  we  see  how  great  the  inequality  of  man  is 
because  of  sin  and  transgression,  and  the  power  of  the 
devil,  which  comes  by  the  cunning  plans  which  he  hath 
devised  to  ensnare  the  hearts  of  men ; 

14.  And  thus  we  see  the  great  call  of  diligence  of  men 
to-^bour  in  the  vineyards  of  the  Lord ;  and  thus  we  see  the 
great  reason  of  sorrow,  and  also  of  rejoicing ;  sorrow  because 
of  death  and  destruction  among  men,  and  joy  because  of  the 
light  of  Christ  unto  life. 
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CHAPTER  29. 

1.  O  THAT  I  were  an  angel,  and  could  have  the  wish  of 
mine  hearty  that  I  might  go  forth  and  speak  with  the  trump 
of  Grod,  with  a  voice  to  shake  the  earth,  and  cry  repentance 
unto  every  people ; 

2.  Tea,  I  would  declare  unto  every  soul,  as  with  the 
voice  of  thunder,  repentance,  and  the  plan  of  redemption, 
that  they  should  repent  and  come  unto  our  God,  that  tiiere 
might  not  be  more  sorrow  upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth. 

3.  But  behold,  I  am  a  man,  and  do  sin  in  my  wish ;  for 
I  ought  to  be  content  with  the  things  which  the  Lord  hath 
allotted  unto  me. 

4.  I  ought  not  to  harrow  up  in  my  desires,  the  firm 
decree  of  a  just  Grod,  for  I  know  that  he  granteth  unto  men 
according  to  their  desire,  whether  it  be  unto  death  or  unto 
life ;  yea,  I  know  that  he  allotteth  unto  men,  according  to 
their  wills ;  whether  they  be  unto  salvation  or  unto  destruc- 
tion. 

5.  Yea,  and  I  know  that  good  and  evil  have  come  before 
all  men ;  or  he  that  '^knoweth  not  ^od  from  evil  is  blameless ; 
but  he  that  ^knoweth  good  and  evil,  to  him  it  is  given  accord- 
ing to  his  desires ;  whether  he  desireth  good  or  evil,  life  or 
death,  joy  or  remorse  of  conscience. 

6.  Now  seeing  that  I  know  these  things,  why  should  I 
desire  more  than  to  perform  the  work  to  which  I  have  been 
called? 

7.  Why  should  I  <^desire  that  I  was  an  angel,  that  I  could 
speak  unto  all  the  ends  of  the  earth? 

8.  For  behold,  the  Lord  doth  grant  unto  all  nations,  of 
their  own  nation  and  tongue,  to  teach  his  word;  yea,  in 
wisdom,  ''all  that  he  seeth  fit  that  they  should  have ;  there- 
fore we  see  that  the  Lord  doth  counsel  in  wisdom,  according 
to  that  which  is  just  and  tarue. 

9.  I  know  that  which  the  Lord  hath  commanded  me, 
and  I  glory  in  it :  I  do  ^ot  glory  of  myself,  but  I  glory  in 
that  which  the  Lord  hath  commanded  me ;  yea,  ana  this  is 
my  glory,  that  perhaps  I  may  be  an  instrument  in  the  hands 
of  God,  to  bring  some  soul  to  repentance ;  and  this  is  my 
joy. 

10.  And  behold,  when  I  see  many  of  my  brethren  truly 
penitent,  and  coming  to  the  Lord  their  Grod,  then  is  my  soul 
filled  with  joy;  then  do  I  remember  what  the  Lord  has 
done  -^for  me ;  yea,  even  that  he  hath  heard  my  prayer;  yea, 
then  do  I  remember  his  merciful  arm  which  he  extended  to- 
wards me; 

11.  Yea,  and  I  also  remember  the  cantivity  of  my  fathers; 
for  I  surely  do  know  that  the  Lord  did  deliver  them  out  of 
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bondage,  and  by  this  did  establish  his  church;  yea,  the  Lord 
God,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  Grod  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of 
Jacob,  did  deliver  them  out  of  bondage ; 

12.  Yea,  I  have  always  remembered  the  captivity  of  my 
fathers ;  and  that  same  God  who  delivered  them  out  of  t^e 
hands  of  the  Egvptians,  did  deliver  them  ^out  of  bondage  ; 

13.  Yea,  and  that  same  God  did  establish  his  chuich 
among  them;  yea,  and  that  same  God  hath  called  me  by 
a  %oly  calling,  to  preach  the  word  unto  this  people,  and  hath 
given  me  much  success,  in  the  which  my  joy  is  full ; 

14.  But  I  do  not  joy  in  my  own  success  alone,  but  my  joy 
is  more  full  because  of  the  success  of  'my  brethren,  who  nave 
been  up  to  the^^nd  of  Nephi. 

15.  Behold,  they  have  labored  exceedingly,  and  have 
brought  forth  much  fruit;  and  how  great  shall  be  their 
reward. 

16.  Now  when  I  think  of  the  success  of  these  my  brethren, 
my  soul  is  carried  away,  even  to  the  separation  of  it  from  the 
body,  as  it  were,  so  great  is  my  joy. 

17.  And  now  may  Grod  grant  unto  these  my  brethren, 
that  they  may  sit  down  in  the  kingdom  of  God ;  yea,  and  also 
all  those  who  are  the  fruit  of  their  labors  that  they  may  go 
no  more  out,  but  that  they  may  praise  him  for  ever.  And 
may  God  grant  that  it  may  be  done  according  to  my  words,, 
even  as  I  have  spoken.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  30. 

1.  Behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  "people  of 
Ammon  were  established  in  the  ^land  of  Jershon,  yea,  and 
also  after  the  Lamanites  were  ^driven  out  of  the  land,  and 
their  dead  were  buried  by  the  people  of  the  land. 

2.  Now  their  dead  were  not  numbered  because  of 
the  ''^eatness  of  their  numbers ;  neither  were  the  dead  of  the 
Nephites  numbered.  But  it  came  to  pass  aiter  they  had 
buried  their  dead,  and  also  after  the  days  of  lasting,  and 
mourning,  and  prayer,  (and  it  was  in  the  sixteenth  year  of 
the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi,)  there  began 
to  be  continual  peace  throughout  all  tiie  land, 

3.  Yea,  and  the  people  did  observe  to  keep  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord ;  and  they  were  strict  in  observing  the 
ordinances  of  God,  according  to  the  -^w  of  Moses ;  for  they 
were  taught  to  keep  the  law  of  Moses,  until  it  should  be  ful- 
fiUed ; 

4.  And  thus  the  people  did  have  no  disturbance  in  all  the 
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sixteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of 
Nephi. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seventeenth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges,  there  was  continual  peace. 

6.  But  it  came  to  pass  in  the  latter  end  of  the  seventeenth 
year,  there  came  a  man  into  the  land  of  Zarahemla ;  and  he 
was  Anti-Christ,  for  he  be^an  to  preach  unto  the  people 
against  the  prophecies  which  had  been  spoken  by  tiie 
prophets,  concerning  the  coming  of  Christ. 

7.  Now  there  was  no  ^law  against  a  man's  belief;  for  it 
was  strictly  contrarv  to  the  commands  of  God  that  there 
should  be  a  law  wnich  should  bring  men  on  to  unequal 
grounds. 

8.  For  thus  saith  the  scripture,  ^Choose  ye  this  day,  whom 
ye  will  serve. 

9.  Now  if  a  man  desired  to  serve  God,  it  was  his  privilege, 
or  rather  if  he  believed  in  God,  it  was  his  privilege  to  serve 
him ;  but  if  he  did  not  believe  in  him,  there  was  no  law  to 
punish  him. 

10.  But  if  he  murdered,  he  was  punished  imto  death; 
,  and  if  he  robbed,  he  was  also  punished ;  and  if  he  stole,  he 

was  also  punished ;  and  if  he  committed  adulterv,  he  was 
also  punished;  yea,  for  aU  this  wickedness,  they  were 
punished ; 

11.  For  there  was  a  law,  that  men  should  be  judged 
according  to  their  crimes.  Nevertheless,  there  was  *no  law 
against  a  man's  belief;  therefore,  a  man  was  punished  only 
for  the  crimes  which  he  had  done ;  therefore  all  men  were 
on^equal  grounds. 

12.  And  this  Anti-Christ,  whose  name  was  Korihor,  (and 
the  Law  could  have  no  hold  upon  him, )  began  to  preach  unto 
the  people  that  there  shoula  be  no  Christ.  And  after  this 
manner  did  he  preach,  saying : 

13.  O  ye  that  are  bound  down  under  a  foolish  and  a  vain 
hope,  why  do  ye  yoke  vourselves  with  such  foolish  things  ? 
Why  do  ye  look  for  a  Christ?  For  no  man  can  know  of  any 
thing  wnich  is  to  come. 

14.  Behold,  these  things  which  ye  call  prophecies,  which 
ye  say  are  handed  down  by  holy  prophets,  behold,  tney  are 
foolish  traditions  of  your  fathers. 

15.  How  do  ye  know  of  their  surety  ?  Behold,  ye  cannot 
know  of  things  which  ye  do  not  see;  therefore  ye  cannot 
know  that  there  shall  be  a  Christ. 

16.  Ye  look  forward  and  say  that  ye  see  a  remission  of 
your  sins.  But  behold,  it  is  the  effect  of  a  frenzied  mind ;  and 
this  derangement  of  your  minds  comes  because  of  the  tra- 
ditions of  yoiur  fathers,  which  lead  you  away  into  a  belief  of 
things  which  are  not  so. 

17.  And  many  more  such  things  did  he  say  unto  them, 
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tellinff  them  that  there  could  be  no  atonement  made  for  the 
sins  <S  men,  but  every  man  fared  in  this  life  according  to 
the  management  of  the  creature ;  therefore  every  man  pros- 
pered according  to  his  genius,  and  that  every  man  conquered 
according  to  his  strength ;  and  whatsoever  a  man  did  was  no 
crime. 

18.  And  thus  he  did  preach  unto  them,  leading  away  the 
hearts  of  many,  causing  them  to  lift  up  their  heads  in  their 
wickedness ;  yea,  leading  away  many  women,  and  also  men, 
to  commit  whoredoms :  telling  them  that  when  a  man  was 
dead,  that  was  the  end  thereoE 

19.  Now  this  man  went  over  to  the  *land  of  Jershon  also, 
to  preach  these  things  among  the  'people  of  Ammon,  who 
were  once  the  people  of  the  Lamanites. 

20.  But  behold  they  were  more  wise  than  many  of  the 
Nephites ;  for  they  took  him,  and  bound  him,  and  carried 
him  before  Ammon,  who  was  a  '"High  Priest  over  that 
people. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  caused  that  he  should  be 
carried  out  of  the  land.  And  he  came  over  into  the  '^land  of 
Gideon,  and  began  to  preach  unto  them  also ;  and  here  he 
did  hot  have  much  success,  for  he  was  taken  and  bound  and 
carried  before  the  "High  Priest,  and  also  the  Chief  Judge 
over  the  land. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  High  Priest  said  unto 
him,  Why  do  ye  go  about  perverting  the  ways  of  the  Lord? 
Why  do  ye  teach  this  people  that  there  shall  be  no  Christ  to 
interrupt  their  rejoicings  ?  Whv  do  ye  speak  against  all  the 
prophecies  of  the  holy  prophets? 

23.  Now  the  High  Pnest's  name  was  Giddonah.  And 
Korihor  said  unto  him,  because  I  do  not  teach  the  foolish 
traditions  of  your  fathers,  and  because  I  do  not  teach  this 
people  to  bind  themselves  down  under  the  foolish  ordinances 
ana  performances  which  are  laid  down  by  ancient  priests,  to 
usurp  power  and  authority  over  them,  to  keep  them  in  igno- 
rance, that  they  may  not  uft  up  their  heads,  out  be  brought 
down  according  to  thy  words. 

24.  Ye  say  that  this  people  is  a  free  people.  Behold,  I 
say  they  are  in  bondage.  Ye  say  that  those  ancient  prophe- 
cies are  true.  Behold,  I  say  that  ye  do  not  know  that  they 
are  true. 

25.  Ye  say  that  this  people  is  a  guilty  and  a  fallen  people, 
because  of  the  transgression  of  a  parent.  3ehold,  I  say  that 
a  child  is  not  guilty  because  of  its  parents. 

26.  And  ye  also  say  that  Christ  shall  come.  But  be- 
hold, I  say  that  ye  do  not  know  that  there  shall  be  a  Christ. 
And  ve  say  also,  that  he  shall  be  slain  for  the  sins  of  the 
world ; 

27.  And  thus  ye  lead  away  this  people  after  the  foolish

traditions  of  your  fathers,  and  according  to  your  own  desires ; 
and  ye  keep  them  down,  eyen  as  it  were  in  bondage,  that  ye 
may  elut  yourselves  with  the  labors  of  their  hands,  that 
they'  durst  not  look  up  with  boldness,  and  that  they  durst 
not  enjoy  their  rights  and  privileges ; 

28.  Yea,  they  durst  not  make  use  of  that  which  is  their 
own,  lest  they  should  offend  their  priests,  who  do  yoke  them 
according  to  their  desires,  and.  have  brought  them  to  believe, 
by  their  traditions,  and  tneir  dreams,  and  their  whims,  and 
their  visions,  and  their  pretended  mysteries,  that  tihey 
should,  if  they  did  not  do  according  to  their  words,  offend 
some  unknown  being,  who  they  say  is  God ;  a  beiiiig  who 
never  has  been  seen  or  known,  who  never  was  nor  ever 
will  be. 

29.  Now  when  the  High  Priest  and  the  Chief  Judge  saw 
the  hardness  of  his  heart ;  yea,  when  they  saw  that  he  would 
revile  even  against  God,  they  would  not  make  any  reply  to 
his  words  ;  but  they  caused  that  he  should  be  bound ;  and 
they  delivered  him  up  into  the  hands  of  the  officers,  and 
sent  bim  to  the^land  of  Zairahemla,  that  he  might  be  brought 
before  Alma,  and  the  Chief  Judge,  who  was  governor  over 
all  the  land. 

90.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  he  was  brought  before 
Alma  and  the  Chief  Judge,  he  did  go  on  in  the  'same 
manner  as  he  did  in  the  land  of  Gideon ;  yea,  he  went  on  to 
blaspheme. 

31.  And  he  did  rise  up  in  great  swelling  words  before 
Alma,  and  did  revile  against  the  'priests  and  teachers, 
accusing  them  of  leading  away  the  people  after  the  silly 
traditions  of  their  fathers,  for  the  sake  of  glutting  in  the 
labors  of  the  people. 

32.  Now  Alma  said  unto  him.  Thou  knowest  that  we 
do  not  glut  ourselves  upon  the  labors  of  this  people ;  for 
behold  I  have  labored  even  from  the  commencement  of 
the  reign  of  *  the  Judges,  until  now,  with  'mine  own 
hands,  for  my  supix)rt,  notwithstanding  my  many  travels 
round  about  the  land  to  declare  the  word  of  God  unto  my 
people. 

33.  And  notwithstanding  the  many  labors  which  I  have 
performed  in  the  church,  I  have  never  received  so  much  as 
even  one  ^senine  for  my  labor;  neither  has  any  of  my 
brethren,  **save  it  were  in  the  judgment-seat;  ana  then  we 
bave  received  only  according  to  law  for  our  time. 

34.  And  now  if  we  doTiot  receive  anything  for  our  labors 
in  the  church,  what  doth  it  profit  us  to  labor  in  the  church, 
save  it  were  to  declare  the  truth,  that  we  may  have  rejoicings 
m  the  joy  of  our  brethren  ? 

35.  Then  why  sayest  thou  that  we  preach  unto  this 
people  to  'getr  gain,  when  thou,  of  thyself,  Knowest  that  we 
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feceivenogaln?    And  now,  believest  thou  that  we  deceive 
this  people,  that  causes  such  jov  in  their  hearts  ? 
do.  And  Korihor  answered  him,  Tea. 

37.  And  then  Alma  said  unto  him,  Believest  thou  that 
thereisaGrod? 

38.  And  he  answered,  "'Nay. 

39.  Now  Alma  said  unto  nim.  Will  ye  deny  again  that 
there  is  a  God,  and  also  deny  the  Christ  ?  For  behold,  I  say 
unto  you,  I  know  there  is  a  Grod,  and  also  that  Christ  shau 
come. 

40.  And  now  what  evidence  have  ye  that  there  is  no  God, 
or  that  Christ  cometh  not?  I  say  unto  you  that  ye  have 
none,  save  it  be  *your  word  only. 

41.  But,  behold,  I  have  all  things  as  a  testimony  that 
these  things  are  true ;  and  ye  also  have  all  things  as  a  testi- 
mony unto  you  that  they  are  true ;  and  will  ye  deny  them  V 
believest  thou  that  these  things  are  true? 

42.  Behold,  I  know  that  thou  believest,  but  thou  art 
possessed  with  a  lying  spirit,  and  ye  have  put  off  the  Spirit 
of  Grod  that  it  may  have  no  place  in  you ;  but  the  devil  has 
power  over  you,  and  he  dotn  carry  you  about,  working  de- 
vices, that  he  may  destroy  the  children  of  Grod. 

43.  And  now  Korihor  said  unto  Alma,  If  thou  wilt  shew 
me  a  ''sign,  that  I  may  be  convinced  that  there  is  a  God,  yea, 
shew  unto  me  that  he  hath  power,  and  then  will  I  be  con- 
vinced of  the  truth  of  thy  words. 

44.  But  Alma  said  unto  him,  Thou  hast  had  signs  enough ; 
will  ye  tempt  your  God  ?  Will  ye  say.  Shew  unto  me  a  sign, 
when  ye  have  the  testimony  of  all  these  thy  brethren,  ana 
also  an  the  holy  prophets?  The 'scriptures  are  laid  before 
thee,  yea,  and  all  things  denote  there  is  a  God  ;  yea,  even 
the  earth,  and  all  things  that  are  upon  the  face  of  it,  yea^ 
and  3^t8  motion :  yea,  and  also  all  tne  planets  which  move 
in  their  regular  form,  doth  witness  that  there  is  a  Supreme 
Creator; 

45.  And  yet  do  ye  go  about,  leading  away  the  hearts  of 
this  people,  testifying  unto  them  there  is  no  God?  Andyet 
will  ye  deny  against  all  these  witnesses  ?  And  he  said.  Yea, 
I  will  deny,  except  ye  shall  *  *shew  me  a  sign. 

46.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  said  unto  him, 
behold,  I  am  ^eved  because  of  the  hardness  of  your  heart; 
yea,  that  ye  will  still  resist  the  Spirit  of  the  truth,  that  thy 
soul  may  be  destroyed. 

47.  But  behold,  it  is  better  that  thy  soul  should  be  lost^ 
€han  that  thou  shouldst  be  the  means  of  bringing  many  souls 
down  to  destruction,  by  thy  lying  and  by  my  flattering 
words :  therefore  if  thou  shalt  deny  again,  behold,  God  shall 
smite  thee,  that  thou  shalt  become  ^''dumb,  that  tiiou  shalt 
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never  open  thy  mouth  any  more,  that  thou  ahalt  not  deceive 
this  people  any  more. 

^.  Now  Korihor  said  unto  him,  I  do  not  deny  the 
existence  of  a  God,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  a  God ; 
and  I  say  also,  that  ye  do  not  know  that  there  is  a  God ;  and 
except  ye  ^  ''shew  me  a  sign,  I  will  not  believe. 

&.  Now  Alma  said  unto  him.  This  will  I  give  unto  theo 
for  a  sign,  that  thou  shalt  be  struck  dumb,  according  to  mv 
words ;  and  I  say,  that  in  the  name  of  God,  ye  shall  be  struck 
dumb,  that  ye  shaU  no  ^^more  have  utterance. 

50.  Now  when  Alma  had  said  these  words,  Korihor  wa« 
strudc  dumK  that  he  cbtdd  not  have  utterance,  according  to 
the  words  of  Alma. 

51.  And  now  when  the  Chief  Judge  saw  this,  he  put  forth 
his  hand  and  wrote  unto  Korihor,  saying:  Art  thou  con* 
vinced  of  the  power  of  Grod  ?  In  whom  did  ye  desire  that 
Alma  should  shew  forth  his  sign  ?  Would  ye  that  he  should 
afflict  others,  to  shew  unto  thee  a  sign?  Behold,  he  has 
showed  unto  you  a  sign ;  and  now  will  ye  dispute  more? 

52.  And  Korihor  put  forth  his  hand  and  wrote,  saying :  I 
know  that  I  am  dumb,  for  I  cannot  speak ;  and  I  know  that 
nothing,  save  it  were  the  power  of  Grod,  could  bring  this 
upon  me ;  yea,  and  I  also  ^-^new  that  there  was  a  Grod. 

53.  But  behold,  the  devil  hath  deceived  me ;  for  he  ' 'ap- 
peared unto  me  in  the  form  of  an  angel,  and  said  imto  me. 
Go  and  reclaim  this  people,  for  they  have  all  gone  astray 
after  an  unknown  Grod.  And  he  said  unto  me.  There  is  no 
God ;  yea,  and  he  taught  me  that  which  I  should  say.  And 
I  have  taught  his  words ;  and  I  taught  them,  because  they 
were  pleasing  unto  the  carnal  mind ;  and  I  taught  them,  even 
until  X  had  much  success,  insomuch  that  I  verily  believed 
that  they  were  true ;  and  for  this  cause,  I  withstood  the 
truth,  even  until  I  have  brought  this  great  curse  upon  me. 

54.  Now  when  he  had  said  this,  he  besought  that  Alma 
should  pray  unto  Grod,  that  the  ^  \:urse  might  be  taken  from 
hin>T 

55.  But  Alma  said  unto  him.  If  this  curse  should  be 
taken  from  thee,  thou  wouldst  again  lead  away  the  hearts  of 
this  people ;  therefore,  it  shall  be  unto  thee,  even  as  the  Lord 
wilL 

56.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  curse  was  not  taken  off 
of  Korihor ;  but  he  was  cast  out,  and  went  about  from  house 
to  house,  ^  M^effging  for  his  food. 

51,  Now  the  knowledge  of  what  had  happened  unto 
Korihor  was  immediately  published  throughout  all  the  land ; 
yea,  the  proclamation  was  sent  forth  by  me  Chief  Judge  to 
all  the  people  in  the  land,  declaring  unto  those  who  had 
believea  in  the  words  of  Korihor,  that  they  must  speedily 
repent,  lest  the  same  judgments  would  come  unto  them. 
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68.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  all  convinced  of 
the  wickedness  of  Korihor ;  therefore  they  were  all  con- 
verted again  unto  the  Lord ;  and  thiA  put  an  end  to  the 
iniquity  after  the  manher  of  Korihor.  And  Korihor  did 
go  about  from  house  to  house,  begging  food  for  his  support. 

50.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  he  went  forth  among  the 
people|.  ye&  among  a  people  who  had  separate^  ttiemselves 
from  the  Nephites,  and  called  themselves  ^^Zoramites,  being 
led  by  a  man  whose  name  was  Zoram ;  and  as  he  went  fort£ 
amongst  them,  behold,  he  was  run  upon  and  trodden  down, 
even  until  he  was  dead ; 

60.  And  thus  we  see  the  end  of  him  who  perverteth  the 
ways  of  the  Lord ;  and  thus  we  see  that  the  devil  will  not 
support  his  children  at  the  last  day,  but  doth  speedily  dra^; 
tfaem  down  to  '^hell. 


CHAPTER  31. 

1.  Now  it  came  to  ^ass  that  after  the  end  of  Korihor, 
Alma  having  received  tidings  that  the  <*Zoramites  were  per> 
verting  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  and  that  Zoram,  who  v^as 
their  leader,  was  leading  the  hearts  of  the  people  to  bow 
down  to  dumb  idols,  &c.,  his  heart  again  began  to  sicken, 
because  of  the  iniquity  of  the  people ; 

2.  For  it  was  the  cause  of  great  sorrow  to  Alma  to  know 
of  iniquity  among  his  people ;  therefore  his  heart  was  ex- 
ceeding sorrowful,  because  of  the  separation  of  the  Zoram- 
ites  from  the  N^nites. 

3.  Now  the  Zoramites  had  gathered  themselves  together 
in  a  land  which  they  called  ^Antionum,  whidi  was  east  of 
the  «land  of  Zarahemla,  which  lay  nearly  bordering  upon  the 
sea  shore,  which  was  south  of  the  <Hand  of  Jer^on,  which 
also  bordered  upon  the  wilderness  south,  which  wfldemess 
was  full  of  the  Lamanites. 

4.  Now  the  Nephites  greatly  feared  that  the  'Zoramites 
would  enter  into  a  correspondence  vnth  the  Lamanites,  and 
that  it  would  be  the  means  of  great  loss  on  the  part  of  the 
Nephites. 

5.  And  now  as  the  preaching  of  the  word  had  a  great 
tendency  to  lead  the  people  to  do  that  which  was  just ;  yea» 
it  had  had  more  powenul  effect  upon  the  minds  of  Uie 
people  than  the  sword,  or  anv  thing  else,  which  had  hap- 
pened unto  them ;  therefore  Alma  thought  it  was  expedient 
that  thev  should  try  the  virtue  of  the  word  of  God. 

6.  Therefore  he  took  Ammon,  and  Aaron,  and  Qmner  r 
andHimni  he  did  leave  in  the  church  in/ZaraJiemla ;  but 
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the  former  three  he  took  with  him,  and  alao  Amulek  and 
Zeezrom,  who  were  at  <Melek ;  and  he  also  took  two  of  hid 
sons. 

7.  Now  the  eldest  of  his  sons  he  took  not  with  him ; 
and  his  name  was  Helaman ;  but  the  names  of  those  whom 
he  took  with  him,  were  ^Shiblon,  and  ^Gorianton ;  and  these 
are  the  names  of  those  who  went  with  him  among  the  ^Zo- 
ramites,  to  preach  nnto  them  the  word. 

8.  Now  the  Zoramites  were  dissenters  from  the  Ne- 
phites ;  therefore  they  had  the  word  of  God  preached  nnto 
them. 

9.  But  they  had  fallen  into  great  errors,  for  they  would 
not  observe  to  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  his 
statutes,  according  to  the  *law  of  Moses ; 

10.  Neither  would  they  observe  the  performances  of  the 
church,  to  continue  in  grayer  and  supplication  to  God  daily, 
that  thev  might  not  enter  into  temptation ; 

11.  Yea,  in  fine,  they  did  pervert  the  ways  of  the  Lord 
m  very  many  instances ;  therefore,  for  this  cause.  Alma  and 
his  brethren  went  into  the  land,  to  preach  the  word  unto 
them. 

12.  Now  when  they  had  come  into  the  land,  behold,  to 
their  astonishment^  they  found  that  the  Zoramites  had 
built  "^synagogues,  and  that  they  did  gather  themselves 
together  on  one  day  of  the  week,  which  day  they  did  call 
the  day  of  the  Lord ;  and  they  did  worship  after  a  manner 
which  Alma  and  his  brethren  had  never  beheld  ; 

13.  For  they  had  a  place  built  up  in  the  centre  of  their 
synagogue,  a  **place  for  standing,  which  was  high  above  the 
head ;  and  the  top  thereof  would  only  admit  one  person. 

14.  Therefore,  whosoever  desired  to  worship,  must  go 
forth  and  stand  upon  t^e  top  thereof,  and  streteh  forth 
his  hands  towards  heaven,  and  cry  with  a  loud  voice,  say- 
ing: 

15.  Holy,  holy  God ;  we  believe  that  thou  art  God,  and 
we  believe  that  thou  art  holy,  and  that  thou  wast  a  spirit, 
and  that  tiiou  art  a  spirit,  and  that  thou  wilt  be  a  spirit  for 
ever. 

16.  Holy  God,  we  believe  that  thou  hast  separated  us 
from  our  brethren ;  and  we  do  not  believe  in  the  tradition  of 
our  brethren,  which  was  handed  down  to  them  by  the  child- 
ishness of  their  fathers ;  but  we  believe  that  thou  hast  elected 
us  to  be  thy  holy  children ;  and  also  thou  hast  made  it  known 
unto  us  that  there  shall  be  no  Christ ; 

17.  But  thou  art  the  same  yesterday,  to-day,  and  for 
ever ;  and  thou  hast  elected  us,  that  we  shall  be  saved,  whilst 
all  around  us  are  elected  to  be  cast  by  thy  wrath  down  to 
hell ;  for  the  which  holiness,  O  God,  we  thank  thee ;  and  we 
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also  thank  thee  that  thou  hast  elected  us,  that  we  may  not 
be  led  away  after  the  foolish  traditions  of  our  brethren, 
which  doth  bind  them  down  to  a  belief  of  Christ,  which 
doth  lead  their  hearts  to  wander  far  firom  thee,  our  God. 

18.  And  again :  We  thank  thee,  O  Grod,  tliat  we  are  a 
chosen  and  a  holy  people.    Amen. 

19.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  aSter  Alma  and  his  brethren, 
and  his  sons,  had  heara  these  prayers,  they  were  astonished 
beyond  all  measure. 

20.  For  behold,  every  man  did  go  forth  and  offer  up  the 
'  same  prayers. 

21.  Now  the  place  was  called  by  them  Bameumptoxo, 
which  being  interpreted,  is  the  Holy  Stand. 

22.  Now  from  this  stand  they  did  offer  up,  every  man, 
the  self  same  prayer  unto  God,  thanking  their  Uod  that  they 
were  "chosen  of  nim,  and  that  he  did  not  lead  them  away 
after  the  tradition  of  their  brethren  ;  and  that  their  hearts 
were  not  stolen  away  to  believe  in  things  to  come,  which 
they  knew  nothing  about. 

23.  Now  after  the  people  had  all  offered  up  thanks  after 
this  manner,  they  returned  to  their  homes,  never  speaking 
of  their  God  again  until  they  had  assembled  themselves 
together  again  to  the  ^Holy  Stand,  to  offer  up  thanks  after 
their  manner. 

24.  Now  when  Alma  saw  this,  his  heart  was  grieved; 
for  he  saw  that  they^  were  a  wicked  and  a  perverse  people ; 
yea,  he  saw  that  their  hearts  were  set  upon  gold,  and  upon, 
silver,  and  upon  all  manner  of  fine  goods. 

25.  Yea,  and  he  also  saw  that  their  hearts  were  Kfted  up 
unto  great  boasting,  in  their  pride. 

26.  And  he  lifted  up  his  voice  to  heaven,  and  cried, 
saying :  Oh,  how  long,  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  suffer  that  thv 
servants  shall  dwell  here  below  m.  the  flesh,  to  behold  such 
gross  wickedness  among  the  children  of  men. 

27.  Behold,  O  God,  they  cry  unto  thee,  and  yet  their 
hearts  are  swallowed  up  in  their  pride.  Behold,  O  God,  they 
cry  unto  thee  with  their  mouths,  while  they  are  puffed  up, 
even  to  greatness,  with  the  vain  things  of  the  world. 

28.  Behold,  O  my  God,  their  costly  apparel,  and  their 
ringlets,  and  their  bracelets,  and  their  ornaments  of  goldL 
and  all  their  precious  things  which  they  are  ornamented 
with ;  and  behold,  their  hearts  are  set  upon  them,  and  yet 
they  cry  imto  thee  and  sav,  we  *thank  thee,  O  Grod,  for  we 
are  a  chosen  people  unto  thee,  while  others  shaU  perish. 

29.  Tea,  and  they  say  that  thou  hast  made  it 'known 
unto  them,  that  there  shall  be  no  Christ. 

30.  O  Lord  Grod,  how  long  wilt  thou  suffer  that  such 
wickedness  and  iniquity  shall  be  among  this  people  ?  O  Lord, 
wilt  thou  give  me  strength,  that  I  may  Dear  with  mine 
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inflrmities?  for  I  am  infirm,  and  such  wickedness  among 
this  people  doth  pain  my  souL 

31.  O  Lord,  mj  heart  is  exceeding  sorrowful ;  wilt  thou 
comfort  my  soul  in  Christ  ?  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  grant  unto 
me  that  I  may  have  strength,  that  I  may  suffer  with  patience 
these  afflictions  which  shall  come  uixm  me,  because  of  the 
iniquity  of  this  people  ? 

32.  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  comfort  my  soul,  and  ^ve  unto  me 
success,  and  also  my  fellow-labourers  who  are  with  me ;  yea^ 
Ammon,  and  Aaron,  and  Omner,  and  also  Amulek  ana 
Zeezrom,  and  also  my  ^two  sons ;  vea»  even  all  these  wilt 
thou  comfort,  O  Lord?  Yea,  wilt  tnou  comfort  their  souls 
in  Christ? 

33.  Wilt  thou  grant  unto  them  that  they  mav  have 
strength,  that  they  may  bear  their  afflictions  which  shall 
come  upon  them  because  of  the  iniquities  of  this  people? 

M.  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  grant  imto  us  that  we  may  have 
success  in  bringing  them  again  unto  thee  in  Christ  ? 

35.  Behold,  O  Lord,  their  souls  are  precious,  and  manv 
of  them  are  our  brethren,  therefore,  give  unto  us,  O  Lorc^ 
power  and  wisdom  that  we  may  bring  these,  our  brethren, 
again  unto  thee. 

36.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Alma  had  said  these 
words,  that  he  *'clappea  his  hands  upon  all  them  who  were 
with  him.  And  behold,  as  he  clajpped  his  hands  upon  them, 
they  were  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit. 

37.  And  after  thatj»  they  did  separate  themselves  one 
from  another ;  taking  'no  thought  for  themselves  what  they 
should  eat,  or  what  they  should  drink,  or  what  they  should 
put  on. 

38.  And  the  Lord  provided  for  them  that  they  should 
hunger  not,  neither  should  they  thirst ;  yea,  and  he  also 
gave  them  strength,  that  they  snould  suffer  no  manner  of 
afflictions,  "'save  it  were  swaUowed  up  in  the  joy  of  Christ. 
Now  this  was  according  to  the  prayer  of  Alma;  and  this 
because  he  grayed  in  faith. 


CHAPTER  32. 

L  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  go  forth,  and  began 
to  preach  the  word  of  Grod  unto  the  people,  entering  into 
their  <>synagogues,  and  into  their  houses ;  yea,  and  even  they 
did  preach  the  word  in  their  streets. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  much  labour  amons 
them,  they  began  to  have  success  among  the  poor  class  m 

f ,  yer.  7.  u,  m.  Nep.  18 :  87.  v,  m.  Nep.  18 :  2&— 84.  w,  yer.  8S. 
0,  yen.  2ft— 86. 
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people ;  for  behold,  they  were  cast  out  of  the  synagogues, 
because  of  the  coarseness  of  their  apparel ; 

3.  Therefore  they  were  not  permitted  to  enter  into  their 
synagogues  to  worship  God,  being  esteemed  as  filthiness; 
tneref ore  they  were  poor ;  yea,  they  were  esteemed  by  their 
brethren  as  dross ;  therefore  they  were  ^or  as  to  things  of 
the  world  :  and  also  they  were  poor  in  heart. 

4.  Now  as  Alma  was  teaching  and  speaking  unto  the 
people  upon  the  hill  Onidah,  there  came  a  great  multitude 
unto  him,  who  were  those  of  whom  we  have  been  speaking, 
of  whom  were  i)oor  in  heart,  because  of  their  poverty  as  to 
the  things  of  the  world. 

5.  And  they  came  unto  Alma ;  and  the  one  who  was  the 
most  foremost  among  them,  said  unto  him.  Behold,  what 
shaJl  these  my  brethren  do,  for  they  are  despised  of  all  men 
because  of  their  poverty ;  yea,  and  more  especially  by  our 
priests ;  for  they  have  cast  us  out  of  our  <^synagogues  which 
we  have  labored  abundantly  to  build  with  our  own  hands ; 
and  they  have  cast  us  out  because  of  our ''exceeding  poverty, 
and  we  have  no  place  to  worship  our  God ;  and  behold,  what 
shall  we  do  ? 

6.  And  now  when  Alma  heard  this,  he  turned  him 
about,  his  face  immediately  towards  him,  and  he  beheld  with 
great  joy ;  for  he  behela  that  their  afflictions  had  truly 
humbled  them,  and  that  they  were  in  a  preparation  to  hear 
the  word ; 

7.  Therefore  he  did  say  no  more  to  the  other  multitude ; 
but  he  stretched  forth  his  hand,  and  cried  unto  those  whom 
he  beheld,  who  were  truly  penitent,  and  said  unto  them, 

8.  I  behold  that  ye  are  lowly  in  heart ;  and  if  so,  blessed 
are  ye. 

9.  Behold  thy  brother  hath  said,  -^ What  shall  we  do  ?  for 
we  are  cast  out  of  our  synagogues,  that  we  cannot  worship 
our  Grod. 

10.  Behold  I  say  unto  you.  Do  ye  suppose  that  ye  cannot  - 
worship  God,  save  it  be  in  your  'synagogues  only? 

11.  And  moreover,  I  would  ask,  Do  ye  suppose  that  ye 
must  not  worship  God  only  once  in  a  ^eek  ? 

12.  I  say  unto  you,  It  is  well  that  ye  are  cast  out  of 
your  <s3magogues,  that  ye  may  be  humble,  and  that  ye  may 
learn  wisdom ;  for  it  is  necessary  that  ye  should  learn 
wisdom ;  for  it  is  because  that  ye  are  cast  out,  that  ye  are 
despised  of  your  brethren,  because  of  your  •^exceeding 
poverty,  that  ye  are  brought  to  a  lowliness  of  heart ;  for  ye 
are  necessarily  brought  to  be  humble. 

13.  And  now  because  ye  are  *compelled  to  be  humble, 
blessed  are  ye ;  for  a  man  sometimes,  if  he  is  compelled  to 
be  humble,  seeketh  repentance ;  and  now  surely,  whosoever

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repenteth,  shall  find  mercv;  and  he   that  flndeth  mercy 
and  ^endureth  to  the  end,  the  same  shall  be  saved. 

14.  And  now  as  I  said  onto  you,  that  because  ye 
were."*compelled  to  be  humble,  ye  were  blessed,  do  ye  not 
suppose  that  they  are  more  blessed  who  truly  humble  them- 
selves because  of  the  word? 

15.  Tea,  he  that  truly  humbleth  h|mself,  and  repenteth 
of  Ms  sins,  and  '^endureth  to  the  end,  the  same  nhall  be 
blessed ;  yea,  much  more  blessed  than  they  who  are  com- 
pelled to  be  humble  because  of  their  exceeding  poverty ; 

16.  Therefore  blessed  are  they  who  humble  themselves 
with.out  being  "compelled  to  be  humble ;  or  rather,  in  other 
words,  blessed  is  he  that  believeth  in  the  word  of  God,  and 
is  baptized  without  stubbornness  of  heart ;  yea,  without 
being  brought  to  know  the  word,  or  even  compelled  to  know, 
before  they  will  believe. 

17.  Tea,  there  are  many  who  do  say,  If  thou  wilt  shew 
unto  us  a  sign  from  heaven,  then  we  shall  know  of  a  surety; 
then  we  shall  believe. 

18.  Now  I  ask  is  this  faith?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you. 
Nay ;  for  if  a  man  knoweth  a  thing,  he  hath  no  cause  to 
believe,  for  he  knoweth  it. 

19.  And  now,  how  much  *»more  cursed  is  he  that  knoweth 
the  Tvill  of  God  and  doeth  it  not,  than  he  that  only  believeth, 
or  only  hath  cause  to  believe,  and  faUeth  into  transgres- 
sion ? 

20.  Now  of  this  thing  ye  must  judge.  Behold,  I  say 
unto  you,  that  it  is  on  the  one  hand,  even  as  it  is  on  the 
other;  and  it  shall  be  unto  every  man  according  to  his 
work. 

21.  And  now  as  I  said  concerning  faith  :  Faith,  is  not  to 
have  a  ^perfect  knowledge  of  things ;  therefore  if  ye  have 
faith,  ye  hope  for  things  which  are  not  seen,  which  are 
true. 

22.  And  now,  behold,  I  say  unto  you ;  and  I  would  that 
ye  should  remember  that  God  is  merciful  unto  all  who 
believe  on  his  name ;  therefore  he  desireth,  in  the  first  place, 
thatye  should  believe,  yea,  even  on  his  word. 

23.  And  now,  he  imparteth  his  word  by  angels,  \into 
men ;  yea,  not  only  men,  but  women  also.  Now  this  is  not 
all ;  little  children  do  have  words  given  luito  them  many 
times,  which  confound  the  wise  and  the  learned. 

24.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  as  ye  have  desired 
to  know  of  me  ''what  ye  shall  do  because  ye  are  afflicted 
and  cast  out ;  now  I  ao  not  desire  that  ye  shoidd  suppose 
that  I  mean  to  judge  you  only  according  to  that  which  is 
true; 

25.  For  I  do  not  mean  that  ye  all  of  you  have  been  'com- 
pelled to  humble  yourselves  ;  for  I  verily  believe  that  there 
»-• 
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are  some  among  you  who  would  humble  themselves,  let 
them  be  in  whatsoever  circumstances  they  mi^t. 

26.  Now  as  I  said  concerning  faith — tnat  it  was  not  a 
perfect  knowledge,  even  so  it  is  with  my  words.  Ye  caniiot 
Know  of  their  surety  at  first,  unto  perfection,  any  more  than 
faith  is  a  perfect  knowledge. 

27.  But  behold,  if  ye  will  awake  and  arouse  vour  facul- 
ties, even  to  an  experiment  upon  my  words,  and  exercise  a 
particle  of  faith ;  yea,  even  if  ^e  can  no  more  than  desire 
to  believe,  let  this  desire  work  in  you,  even  until  ^e  beUeve 
in  a  manner  ttx&t  ye  can  give  place  for  a  portion  of  my 
words. 

28.  Now  we  will  compare  the  word  unto  a  seed.  Now  if 
ye  give  place,  that  a  seed  may  be  planted  in  your  heart, 
behold,  ii  it  be  a  true  seed,  or  a  good  seed,  if  ye  do  not  cast 
it  out  by  your  unbelief,  that  ye  will  resist  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord,  behold,  it  will  begin  to  swell  within  your  breasts ;  and 
when  you  feel  these  swelling  motions,  ye  will  be^m  to  say 
within  yourselves,  it  must  needs  be  that  this  is  a  good  seed^ 
or  that  the  word  is  good,  for  it  beginneth  to  enlar^  my  soul : 
yea,  it  beginneth  to  enlighten  my  understanding,  yea,  it 
beginneth  to  be  delicious  to  me. 

29.  Now  behold,  would  not  this  increase  your  faith  ?  I 
say  unto  you,  Yea ;  nevertheless  it  hath  not  grown  up  to  a 
perfect  knowledge. 

30.  But  behold,  as  the  seed  swelleth,  and  sprouteth,  and 
beginneth  to  grow,  then  vou  must  needs  say  that  the  sc^ed  is 
good ;  for  behold  it  swelleth,  and  sprouteth,  and  beginneth 
to  grow. 

31.  And  now  behold,  are  ye  sure  that  this  is  a  eood  seed? 
I  say  unto  you.  Yea ;  for  every  seed  bringcth  forth  unto  its 
own  likeness ; 

32.  Therefore,  if  a  seed  groweth  it  is  good,  but  if  it 
groweth  not,  behold  it  is  not  good,  therefore  it  is  cast 
away. 

33.  And  now,  behold,  because  ye  have  tried  the  experi- 
ment, and  planted  the  seed,  and  it  swelleth  and  sprouteth, 
and  beginneth  to  grow,  ye  must  needs  know  that  the  seed 
is  good. 

34.  And  now  behold  is  your  knowledge  perfect?  Yea, 
your  knowledge  is  perfect  in  that  thing,  and  your  faith  is 
dormant ;  and  this  because  you  know,  for  ye  loiow  that  the 
word  haUi  swelled  your  souls,  and  ye  also  know  that  it  hath 
sprouted  up,  that  your  understanding  doth  begin  to  be 
enlightened,  and  your  mind  doth  begin  to  expand. 

35.  O  then,  is  not  this  real?  I  s&y  unto  you.  Yea,  because 
it  is  light :  and  whatsoever  is  light,  is  good,  because  it  is  dis- 
cernable,  therefore  ye  must  know  that  it  is  good ;  and  now 
behold,  after  ye  have  tasted  this  light,  is  your  knowledge 
perfect? 

36.  Behold  I  say  unto  you,  Nav,  neither  must  ye  lay  aside 
your  faith,  for  ye  have  only  exercised  your  faith  to  plant  the 
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seed,  that  ye  might  tiy  the  experiment  to  know  if  the  seed 
was'good. 

3>7.  And  behold,  843  the  tree  beginneth  to  grow,  ye  will  say, 
liet  lis  nourish  it  with  ^reat  care,  that  it  may  get  root,  that  it 
may  grow  up,  and  bring  forth  fruit  unto  us.  And  now 
behold,  if  ye  nourish  it  with  much  care,  it  will  get  root,  and 
grow  up,  and  bring  forth  fruit. 

38.  ^ut  if  ye  neglect  the  tree,  and  take  no  thought  for  its 
nourishment,  behold  it  will  not  get  any  root ;  and  when  the 
lieat  of  the  sun  cometh  and  scorcheth  it,  because  it  hath  no 
root,  it  withers  away  and  ye  pluck  it  up  and  cast  it  out. 

39.  Now  this  is  not  because  the  seed  was  not  good, 
neither  is  it  because  the  fruit  thereof  would  not  be  desirable ; 
but  it  is  because  your  ground  is  barren,  and  ye  will  not 
noxirish  the  tree,  therefore  ye  cannot  have  the  fruit  thereof. 

40.  And  thus,  if  ye  will  not  nourish  the  word,  looking 
forward  with  an  eye  of  faith  to  the  fruit  thereof,  ye  can  never 
pluck  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of  life. 

41.  But  if  ye  wiU  nourish  the  word,  yea,  nourish  the  tree 
as  it  beginneth  to  grow,  by  your  faith  with  great  diligence, 
and  with  patience,  looking  forward  to  the  fruit  thereof,  it 
shall  take  root ;  and  behold  it  shall  be  a  tree  springing  up 
unto  everlasting  life. 

42.  And  because  of  your  diligence,  and  your  faith,  and 
your  patience  with  the  word  in  nourishing  it,  that  it  may  take 
root  in  you,  behold,  by  and  by  ye  shall  pluck  the  fruit  thereof, 
which  IS  'most  precious,  which  is  sweet  above  all  that  is 
sweet,  and  which  is  white  above  all  that  is  white ;  yea,  and 
pure  above  aU  that  is  pure ;  and  ye  shall  feast  upon  this  fruity 
even  until  ye  are  filled,  that  ye  hunger  not,  neither  shall  ye 
thirst. 

43.  Then,  my  brethren,  ye  shall  reap  the  rewards  of  your 
faith,  and  your  diligence,  and  patience,  and  long  suffering, 
waiting  for  the  tree  to  bring  forth  fruit  unto  you. 


CHAPTER  33. 

1.  Now  after  Alma  had  spoken  these  words,  they  sent 
forth  unto  him  desiring  to  know  whether  they  should  believe 
in  one  God,  that  they  might  obtain  this  fruit  of  which  he  had 
spoken  or  how  they  should  plant  the  seed,  or  the  word  of 
which  he  had  spoken,  which  he  said  must  be  planted  in  their 
hearts ;  or  in  what  manner  they  should  begin  to  exercise 
their  faith  ? 

2.  And  Alma  said  unto  them,  behold  ye  have  said  "that 
ye  could  not  worship  your  God,  because  ye  are  cast  out  of 
your  ^synagogues.    But  behold  I  say  unto  you.  If  ye  suppose

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that  ye  cannot  worship  God,  ye  do  greatly  err,  and  ye  ought 
to  search  the  ^scriptures ;  if  ye  suppose  that  they  have  taught 
you  this,  ye  do  not  understand  them. 

3.  Do  ye  remember  to  have  read  what  ''Zenos,  the 
prophet  of  old,  has  said  concerning  Sprayer  or  worship? 

4.  For  he  said.  Thou  art  merciful,  O  God,  for  thou  hast 
heard  my  prayer,  even  when  I  was  m  the  wilderness ;  yea, 
thou  wast  merciful  when  I  prayed  concerning  those  who 
were  mine  enemies,  and  thou  didst  turn  them  to  me ; 

5.  Yea,  O  Grod,  and  thou  wast  merciful  unto  me  when  I 
did  cry  \into  thee  in  my  field ;  when  I  did  cry  unto  thee  in  i)^y 
prayer,  and  thou  didst  hear  me. 

6.  And  again,  O  God,  when  I  did  turn  to  my  house  thou 
didst  hear  me  in  my  prayer. 

7.  And  when  I  did  turn  unto  my  closet^  O  Lord,  and  prayed 
imto  thee,  thou  didst  hear  me ; 

8.  Yea,  thou  axt  merciful  unto  thy  children  when  they 
cry  unto  thee  to  be  heard  of  thee,  and  not  of  men,  and  thou 
wilt  hear  thein: 

9.  Yea,  O  God,  thou  hast  been  merciful  unto  me,  and 
heard  my  cries  in  the  midst  of  thy  congregations ; 

10.  Yea,  and  thou  hast  also  heard  me  when  I  have  been 
cast  out,  and  have  been  despised  by  mine  enemies ;  yea,  thou 
didst  hear  my  cries,  and  wast  angry  with  mine  enemies,  and 
thou  didst  visit  them  in  thine  anger  with  speedy  destruc- 
tion. 

11.  And  thou  didst  hear  me  because  of  mine  afflictions 
and  my  sincerity ;  and  it  is  because  of  thy  Son  that  thou  hast 
been  tnus  merciful  unto  me,  therefore  I  will  cry  unto  thee  in 
all  mine  afflictions,  for  in  thee  is  my  joy ;  for  thou  hast 
turned  thy  judgments  away  from  me,  because  of  thy  Son. 

12.  And  now  Alma  said  unto  them.  Do  ye  beUeve 
those  -^scriptures  which  have  been  written  by  them  of  old  ? 

13.  Behold,  if  ye  do,  ye  must  believe  what  ^Zenos  said ; 
for,  behold  he  said.  Thou  hast  turned  away  thy  judgments 
because  of  thy  Son. 

14.  Now  behold,  my  brethren,  I  would  ask  if  ye  have  *read 
the  scriptures  ?  If  ye  have,  how  can  ye  disbelieve  on  the  Son 
of  God? 

15.  For  it  is  not  written  that  'Zenos  alone  sjiake  of  these 
things,  but  •'Zenock  also  s^ake  of  these  things ; 

16.  For  behold,  he  said.  Thou  art  angry,  O  Lord,  with 
this  people,  because  they  will  not  understand  of  thy  mercies 
whicn  thou  hast  bestowed  upon  them  because  of  thy  Son. 

17.  And  now  my  brethren,  ye  see  that  a  second  prophet 
of  old  has  testified  of  the  Son  of  God,  and  because  the 
people  would  not  understand  his  words,  they  stoned  him 
to  death.

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18.  But  behold,  this  is  not  all ;  these  are  not  the  only 
ones  who  have  spoken  concerning  tJie  Son  of  God. 

19.  Behold,  he  was  spoken  of   by  Moses ;  yea,  and  be 
liold  a  type  was  ^raised  up  in  the  wilderness,  that  whoso- 
ever would  look  upon  it  might  live.    And  many  did  look  and 
live. 

20.  But  few  understood  the  meaning  of  those  things, 
and  this  because  of  the  hardness  of  their  liearts.  But  there 
-were  many  who  were  so  hardened  that  they  would  not  look, 
therefore  they  perished.  Now  the  reason  they  would  not 
look,  is  because  they  did  not  believe  that  it  would  heal 
tliem. 

21.  O  my  brethren,  if  ye  could  be  healed  by  merely  cast- 
ing  about  your  eyes,  that  ye  might  be  healed,  would  ye  not 
l>ehold  quickly,  or  would  ye  rather  harden  your  hesurts  in 
-unbelief,  and  oe  slothful,  that  ye  would  not  cast  about  your 
eyes,  that  ye  might  perish  ? 

22.  If  so,  wo  shall  come  upon  you ;  but  if  not  so,  then 
cast  about  your  eyes  and  begin  to  believe  in  the  Son  of  God, 
that  he  will  come  to  redeem  his  people,  and  that  he  shall 
suffer  and  die  to  'atone  for  their  sins ;  and  that  he  shall  rise 
a^ain  from  the  dead,  which  shall  bring  to  pass  the  'Resurrec- 
tion, that  all  men  shall  stand  before  him,  to  be  judged,  at 
the  last  and  judgment  day,  according  to  their  works. 

23.  And  now,  my  brethren,  I  desire  that  ye  shall  plant 
this  word  in  your  hearts,  and  as  it  beginneth  to  swell,  even 
so  nourish  it  by  your  faith.  And  behold,  it  will  become  a 
tree,  springing  up'  in  you  unto  everlasting  life.  And  then 
may  God  grant  unto  you  that  your  burdens  may  be  light, 
through  the  joy  of  his  Son.  And  even  all  this  can  ye  do  if 
ye  will.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  34. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Alma  had  spoken 
these  words  unto  them,  he  sat  down  upon  the  ground,  and 
Amulek  arose  and  began  to  teach  them,  saying ; 

2.  My  brethren,  I  think  that  it  is  impossible  that  ye 
should  be 'ignorant  of  the  things  which  have  been  spoken 
concerning  the  coming  of  Christ,  who  Is  taught  by  us  to  be 
the  Son  of  God ;  yea,  I  know  that  these  things  were 
taught  unto  you,  bountifully  before  your  dissension  from 
among  us. 

3.  And  as  ye  have  desired  of  my  beloved  brother,  that 
he  should  make  known  unto  you  <*what  ye  should  do,  because 
of  your  afflictions  ;  and  he  hath  spoken  somewhat  unto  you

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to  prepare  your  mindA ;  yea,  and  he  hath  exhorted  you  unto 
faith  and  to  patience  ; 

4.  Yea,  even  that  ye  would  have  so  much  faith  as  even 
to  ^lant  the  word  in  your  hearts,  that  ye  may  try  the  experi- 
ment of  its  goodness ; 

5.  And  we  have  beheld  that  the  great  question  which  is 
in  your  minds,  is  whether  the  word  be  in  the  Son  of  God,, 
or  <^hether  there  shall  be  no  Christ. 

6.  And  ye  also  beheld  that  my  brother  has  proven  unto 
you,  in  many  instances,  that  the  word  is  in  Christ  unto  sal- 
vation. 0 

7.  Mv  brother  has  called  upon  the  words  of  ^Zenos,  that 
redemption  cometh  through  the  Son  of  God,  and  also  upon 
the  words  of  *Zenoch ;  and  also  he  has  appealed  unto  -^Moses, 
to  prove  that  these  things  are  true. 

8.  And  now,  behold,  I  will  testify  unto  you  of  myself 
that  these  things  are  true.  Behold,  1  say  unto  you,  tnat  I 
do  know  that  Christ  shall  come  among  the  children  of  men, 
to  take  upon  him  the  transgressions  at  his  people,  and  that 
he  shall  ^atone  for  the  sins  of  the  world ;  for  the  Lord  God 
hath  spoken  it ; 

9.  For  it  is  expedient  that  an  atonement  should  be  made ; 
for  according  to  tne  great  p}an  of  the  eternal  God,  there  must 
be  an  atonement  made,  or  else  ^all  mankind  must  unavoid- 
ably perish ;  yea,  all  are  hardened ;  yea,  all  are  fallen  and 
are  lost,  and  must  perish  except  it  oe  through  the  'atone- 
ment which  it  is  expedient  should  be  made  ; 

10.  For  it  is  expedient  that  there  should  be  a  great  and 
last  sacrifice ;  yea,  not  a  sacrifice  of  man,  neither  of  beast, 
neither  of  any  manner  of  fowl;  for  it  shall  not  be  a 
human  sacrifice ;  but  it  must  be  an  infinite  and  eternal 
sacrifice. 

11.  Now  there  is  not  any  man  that  can  sacrifice  his  own 
blood,  which  will  atone  for  the  sins  of  another.  Now  if  a 
man  murdereth,  behold  will  our  law,  which  is  just,  take  the 
life  of  his  brother  ?    I  say  unto  you.  Nay. 

12.  But  the  law  requireth  the  life  of  him  who  hath  mur- 
dered; therefore  there  can  be  nothing  which  is  short  of 
an  •^infinite  atonement,  which  will  sufiice  for  the  sins  of  the 
world ; 

13.  Therefore  it  is  expedient  that  there  should  be  a  great 
and  *last  sacrifice;  and  then  shall  there  be,  or  it  is  expe- 
dient there  should  be,  a  'stop  to  the  shedding  of  blood: 
then  shall  the  *^law  of  Moses  be  fulfilled ;  yea,  it  shall 
be  all  fulfilled ;  every  jot  and  tittle,  and  none  shall  have 
passed  away. 

14.  And  behold,  this  is  the  whole  meaning  of  the  law;

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>  every  whit  polntiiig  to  that  ^reat  and  last  sacrifice ;  and 
that  great  and  "last  sacrifice  will  be  the  Son  of  God :  yea,  In- 
finite and  eternal ; 

15.  And  thus  ne  shall  bring  salvation  to  all  those  who 
shall  believe  on  his  name ;  this  being  the  intent  of  this^last 
sacrifice,  to  bring  about  the  bowels  of  mercy,  which  over- 
powereth  Justice,  and  bringeth  about  means  unto  men  that 
they  may  have  faith  unto  repentance. 

16.  And  thus  mercy  can  ^satisfy  the  demands  of  justice, 
and  encircles  them  in  tne  arms  of  safety,  while  he  that  exer- 
cises no  faith  unto  repentance,  is  exposed  to  the  whole  law 
of  the  demands  of  justice  ;  therefore  only  unto  him  that  has 
faith  unto  repentance,  is  brought  about  the  great  and  eternal 
plan  of  redemption. 

17.  Therefore  may  God  grant  unto  you,  iny  brethren, 
that  ye  may  begin  to  exercise  your  faith  unto  repentance, 
that  ye  begin  to  call  upon  his  holy  name,  that  he  would  have 
mercv  upon  you ; 

18.  Yea,  cry  unto  him  for  mercy ;  for  he  is  mighty  to 
save; 

19.  Yea,  humble  yourselves,  and  ''continue  in  prayer 
mitohim ; 

20.  Cry  unto  him  when  ye  are  in  your  fields ;  yea,  over  all 
your  flocks ; 

21.  Cry  unto  him  in  your  houses,  yea,  over  all  your 
household,  both  morning,  mid-day,  and  evening ; 

22.  Yea,  cry  unto  him  against  the  power  of  your  ene- 
mies; 

23.  Yea,  cry  unto  him  against  the  devil,  who  is  an 
enemy  to  all  righteousness. 

24.  Cry  unto  him  over  the  crops  of  your  fields,  that  ye 
may  prosper  in  them ; 

25.  Cry  over  the  fiocks  of  your  fields,  that  they  may 
increase. 

26.  But  this  is  not  aU ;  ye  must  pour  out  your  souls  in 
your  closets,  and  your  secret  places,  and  in  your  wilderness  ; 

27.  Yea,  and  when  you  do  not  cry  unto  the  Lord,  let 
your  hearts  be  full,  drawn  out  in  praver  unto  him  con- 
tinually for  your  welfare,  and  also  for  tne  welfare  of  those 
who  are  around  you. 

28.  And  now  behold,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  say  unto 
j-ou,  do  not  suppose  that  this  is  all ;  for  after  ye  have  done 
all  these  things,  if  ye  turn  away  the  needy,  and  the  naked, 
and  visit  not  the  sick  and  afflicted,  and  impart  of.  your  sub- 
stance, if  ye  have,  to  those  who  stand  in  need ;  I  say  unto 
you,  if  ye  do  not  any  of  these  things,  behold,  your  prayer 
is  ^rain,  and  availeth  you  nothing,  and  ye  are  as  hypocrites 
who  do  deny  the  faith ; 

29.  Therefore,  if  ye  do  not  remember  to  be  charitable,  ye

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are  as  dross,  which  the  refiners  do  cast  out,  (it  being  of  no 
worth,)  and  is  trodden  underfoot  of  men. 

30.  And  now,  my  brethren,  I  would  that  after  ye  have 
received  so  many  witnesses,  seeing  that  the  holy  "scriptures 
testify  of  these  things,  come  forth  and  bring  fruit  unto 
repentance ; 

31.  Yea,  I  would  that  ye  would  eome  forth  and  harden 
not  your  hearts  any  longer ;  for  behold,  now  is  the  time,  and 
the  day  of  your  salvation ;  a-nd  therefore,  if  ye  will  repent 
and  harden  not  your  hearts,  immediately  shall  the  great 
plan  of  redemption  be  brought  about  unto  you. 

32.  For  behold,  this  life  is  the  time  for  men  to  prepare 
to  meet  God ;  yea,  behold  the  day  of  this  life  is  the  •day  for 
men  to  perform  their  labors. 

33.  And  now  as  I  said  unto  you  before,  as  ye  have  had 
so  many  witnesses,  therefore,  I  beseech  of  you,  that  ye  do 
not  procrastinate  the  day  of  your  rei)entance  until  the  end ; 
for  after  this  day  of  life,  which  is  given  us  to  prepare  for 
eternity,  behold,  if  we  do  not  improve  our  time  while  in  this 
life,  then  cometn  the  night  of  darkness,  wherein  there  can 
be  no  labor  performed. 

34.  Ye  cannot  say,  when  ye  are  brought  to  that  awful 
crisis,  that  I  will  repent,  that  I  will  return  to  my  Grod. 
Nay,  ye  cannot  say  this ;  for  that  same  spirit  which  doth 
ix>ssess  your  bodies  at  the  time  that  ye  go  out  of  this  life, 
that  same  spirit  will  have  power  to  possess  your  body  in  that 
eternal  world. 

35.  For  behold,  if  ye  have  procrastinated  the  day  of  your 
repentance,  even  until  death,  behold,  ye  have  become  sub- 
jected to  the  spirit  of  the  devil,  and  he  doth  seal  you  his ; 
therefore,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  hath  withdrawn  from  you, 
and  hath  no  place  in  you,  and  the  devil  hath  *all  power  ovpr 
you ;  and  this  is  the  final  state  of  the  wicked. 

36.  And  this  I  know,  because  the  Lord  hath  said.  He 
dwelleth  not  in  ^^unholy  temples,  but  in  the  hearts  of  the 
righteous  doth  he  dwell ;  yea,  and  he  has  also  said.  That  the 
righteous  shall  sit  down  in  his  kingdom,  to  go  no  more  out : 
but  tiieir  garments  should  be  made  white,  through  the  blood 
of  the  Lamb. 

37.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  I  desire  that  ye  should 
remember  these  things,  and  that  ye  should  work  out  your 
salvation  with  fear  before  God,  and  that  ye  should  no  more 
deny  the  coming  of  Christ ; 

38.  That  ye  contend  no  more  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  but 
that  ye  receive  it,  and  take  upon  you  the  niame  of  Christ; 
that  ye  humble  yourselves  even  to  the  dust,  and  worship 
God,  in  whatsoever  place  ye  may  be  in,  in  Spirit  and  in  truth ; 

fi,  upon  th«  Bma  and  other  metallic  plates.  «,  see  2a,  Abna  It 
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and  that  ye  live  in  thanksgiving  daily,  for  the  many  mercies 
and  blessings  which  he  doth  bestow  upon  you. 

39.  Yea,  and  I  also  exhort  you,  my  brethren,  that  ye  be 
"watchf  ul  unto  'prayer  continually,  that  ye  may  not  be  led 
away  by  the  temptation  of  the  deviL  that  he  may  not  over- 
power you,  that  ye  may  not  become  his  subjects  at  the  last 
day  :  for  behold,  he  rewardeth  you  no  good  thing. 

40.  And  now  my  beloved  brethren,  I  would  exhort  you 
to  have  patience,  and  that  ye  bear  with  all  manner  of  afflic- 
tions ;  that  ye  do  not  revile  ag^Etinst  those  who  do  cast  you 
out  because  of  your  ^  "exceeding  poverty,  lest  ye  become 
sinners  like  unto  them ; 

41.  But  that  ye  have  patience,  and  bear  with  those  afflic- 
tions, with  a  firm  hope  that  ye  shall  one  day  rest  from  all 
your  afflictions. 


CHAPTER  35, 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Amulek  had  made  an 
end  of  these  words,  tney  withdrew  themselves  from  the 
multitude,  and  came  over  into  the  ''land  of  Jershon ; 

2.  Yea,  and  the  rest  of  the  brethren,  after  they  had 
preached  the  word  imto  the  ^Zoramitea  also  came  over  into 
the  land  of  Jershon. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  more  popular  part 
of  the  Zoramites  had  consulted  together  concerning  the 
words  which  had  been  preached  unto  them,  they  were  angry 
because  of  the  word,  for  it  did  destroy  their  craft;  thererore 
they  would  not  hearken  unto  the  words. 

4.  And  they  sent  and  gathered  together  throughout  all 
the  land,  all  the  people,  and  consulted  with  them  concerning 
the  words  which  had  been  spoken. 

5.  Now  their  rulers,  and  their  priests,  and  their  teachers, 
did  not  let  the  people  know  concerning  tneir  desires ;  there- 
fore they  found  out  privily  the  minds  of  all  the  people. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  they  had  found  out  the 
minds  of  all  the  people,  those  who  were  in  favor  of  the  words 
which  had  been  spoken  by  Alma  and  his  brethren,  were  cast 
out  of  the  land ;  and  they  were  many;  and  they  came  over 
also  into  the  ''land  of  Jershon. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Alma  and  his  brethren  did 
minister  unto  them. 

8.  Now  the  people  of  the  Zoramites  were  angry  with 
the  ''people  of  Ammon  who  were  in  Jershon*  and  the  chief 

Zf  see  e,  ii.  Nep.  82.       2a,  Alma  82 ;  8—6. 
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ruler  of  the  "Zoramites  being  a  very  wicked  man,  sent  over 
unto  the  people  of  Ammon  desiring  them  that  they  should 
cast  out  of  their  land  all  those  Av'ho  came  over  from  them  into 
their  Ismd. 

0.  And  he  breathed  out  many  threatenings  against  them. 
And  now  the  people  of  Ammon  did  not  fear  their  words, 
therefore  they  did  not  cast  them  out,  but  they  did  receive 
all  the  poor  of  the  Zoramites  that  came  over  unto  them; 
and  *tiiey  did  nourish  them,  and  did  clothe  them,  and  did  give 
imto  tiiem  lands  for  their  inheritance ;  and  they  did  adminis- 
ter unto  them  according  to  their  wants. 

10.  Now  this  did  sUr  up  the  Zoramites  to  anger  against 
the  people  of  Ammon,  and  they  began  to  mix  with  the  Laman- 
ites,  and  to  stir  them  up  also  to  anger  against  them  ; 

IL  And  tiius  the  'Zoramites  and  the  Lamanites  began  to 
make  preparations  for  war  against  the  people  of  Ammon,  and 
also  against  the  Nephites. 

12.  And  thus  ended  the  seventeenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

13.  And  the  ^people  of  Ammon  departed  out  of  the  *land 
of  Jershon,  and  came  over  into  the  Hand  of  Melek,  and  ^ve 
place  in  the  land  of  Jershon  for  the  armies  of  the  Nephites, 
that  they  might  contend  with  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites 
and  the  armies  of  the  Zoramites ;  and  thus  commenced  a  war 
betwixt  the  Lamanites  and  the  Nephites,  in  the  eighteenth 
year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges ;  andTan  account  shalibe  given 
of  their  wars  "»hereafter. 

14.  And  Alma,  and  Ammon,  and  their  brethren,  and  also 
the  Hwo  sons  of  Alma,  returned  to  the  land  of  "Zarahemla, 
after  having  been  instruments  in  the  hands  of  (rod  of  bring- 
ing many  of  the  ''Zoramites  to  repentance ;  and  as  many  as 
were  brought  to  repentance,  were  ^driven  out  of  their  land ; 
but  they  have  lands  for  their  inheritance  in  the  *'land  of  Jer- 
shon, and  they  have  taken  up  arms  to  defend  themselves,  and 
their  wives,  and  children,  and  their  lands. 

15.  Now  Alma,  being  grieved  for  the  iniquity  of  his  peo- 
ple, yea  for  the  wars,  and  the  bloodsheds,  and  the  contentions 
which"  were  among  them ;  and  having  been  to  declare  the 
word,  or  sent  to  declare  the  word,  among  all  the  people  in 
every  city ;  and  seeing  that  the  hearts  of  the  people  began  to 
wax  hard,  and  that  they  began  to  be  offended  because  of  the 
strictness  of  the  word,  ms  heart  was  exceeding  sorrowful ; 

16.  Therefore,  he  caused  that  his  sons  should  be  gathered 
together,  that  he  might  give  unto  them  every  one  his  charge, 
separately,  concerning  the  things  pertaining  unto  righteous* 
ness.  And  we  have  an  account  of  nis  commandments,  which 
he  gave  unto  them  according  to  his  own  record.

CHAPTER  36. 

1.  My  son,  give  ear  to  my  words ;  for  I  swear  unto  you, 
that  ^inasmucn  as  ye  shall  keep  the  commandments  of  Grod, 
ye  shall  prosper  in  the  land. 

2.  I  would  that  ye  should  do  as  I  have  done,  in  remember- 
ing the  captivity  of  our  fathers ;  for  they  were  in  ^bondage, 
aiia  none  could  deliver  them  except  it  was  the  God  of  Abra- 
Iiam,  and  the  God  of  >  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob ;  and  he 
surely  did  deliver  them  in  tneir  afflictions. 

3.  And  now,  O  my  son  Helaman,  behold,  thou  art  in  thy 
youth,  and  therefore,  I  beseech  of  thee  that  thou  wilt  hear 
my  words,  and  learn  of  me ;  for  I  do  know  that  whosoever 
shall  put  their  trust  in  God,  shall  be  supported  in  their  trials, 
and  tneir  troubles,  and  their  afflictions,  and  shall  be  ^'lifted 
up  at  the  last  day ; 

4.  And  I  would  not  that  ye  think  that  I  know  of  myself 
not  of  the  temporal,  but  of  the  spiritual ;  not  of  the  carnal 
mind,  but  of  God. 

5.  Now  behold  I  say  unto  you,  if  I  had  not  been  'bom  of 
God,  I  should  not  have  known  these  things ;  but  God  has,  by 
the  'mouth  of  his  hol^  angel,  made  these  things  known  unto 
me,  not  of  any  worthiness  of  myself, 

6.  For  I  went  about  with  the^sons  of  Mosiah,  seeking  to 
destroy  the  church  of  God ;  but  behold,  God  sent  his  'holy 
angel  to  stop  us  by  the  way. 

7.  And  behold,  he  spake  unto  us,  as  it  were  the  Voice  of 
thunder,  and  the  whole  earth  did  tremble  beneath  our  feet, 
and  we  all  fell  to  the  earth,  for  the  fear  of  the  Lord  came 
upon  us. 

8.  But  behold,  the  voice  said  tinto  me,  Arise.  And  I  'arose 
and  stood  up,  and  beheld  the  angel. 

9.  And  he  said  unto  me,  If  thou  wilt  of  thyself  be  -^de- 
49troyed,  seek  no  more  to  destroy  the  church  of  God. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  *fell  to  the  earth ;  and  it 
was  for  the  space  of  'three  days  and  three  nights,  that  I 
could  not  open  my  mouth:  neither  had  I  the  use  of  my 
limbs. 

11.  And  the  angel  spake  more  things  unto  me,  which 
were  heard  by  my  brethren,  but  I  did  not  hear  them ;  for 
when  I  heard  the  words.  If  thou  wilt  be  "*de8troyed  of 
thyself,  seek  no  more  to  aestroy  the  church  of  God,  I  was 
struck  with  such  great  fear  and  amazement^  lest  i>erhaps  I

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should  be  destroyed,  that  I  fell  to  the  earth,  and  I  did  hear 
no  more ; 

12.  But  I  was  racked  with  **etemal  torment,  for  m^  soul 
was  harrowed  up  to  the  greatest  degree,  and  racked  with  all 
my  sins.  i 

13.  Yea,  I  did  remember  all  my  sins  and  iniqmties,  for 
which  I  was  tormented  with  the  pains  of  hell ;  yea,  I  saw 
that  I  had  rebelled  against  my  GrocU  and  that  I  had  not  kept 
his  holy  commandments ; 

14.  Yea,  and  I  had  murdered  many  of  his  children,  or 
rather  led  them  awa^  unto  destruction ;  yea,  and  in  fine  so 
great  had  been  my  iniquities,  that  the  Yerv  thoughts  of 
coming  into  the  presence  of  my  Grod,  did  rack  my  soul  with 
inexpressible  horror. 

15.  Oh,  thought  I,  that  I  could  be  banished  and  become 
extinct  both  soul  and  body,  that  I  might  not  be  brought 
to  stand  in  the  presence  of  my  jGrod,  to  be  judged  of  my 
deeds. 

16.  And  now.  for  <1ihree  days  and  for  three  nights  was  I 
racked,  even  with  the  pains  of  a  damned  soul.* 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  I  was  thus  racked  with 
torment,  while  I  was  harrowed  up  by  the  memory  of  my 
many  sins,  behold,  I  remembered  also  to  have  heard  my 
father  prophesy  unto  the  people  concerning  the  coming  of 
one  Jesus  Christ,  a  Son  of  God,  to  ''atone  for  the  sins  of  the 
world. 

18.  Now  as  mr  mind  caught  hold  upon  this  thought,  I 
cried  within  my  neart,  O  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  Grod,  have 
mercy  on  me,  who  art  in  the  gall  of  bitterness,  and  art 
encircled  about  by  the  everlasting 'chains  of  death. 

19.  And  now,  behold,  when  i  thought  this,  I  could 
remember  my  pains  no  more;  yea,  I  was  harrowed  up  by 
the  memory  of  my  sins  no  more. 

20.  And  oh,  wnat  joy,  and  what  marvellous  light  I  did 
behold ;  yea,  my  soul  was  filled  with  joy  as  exceeding  as 
was  my  nain; 

21.  Yea,  I  say  xmto  you,  my  son,  that  there  could  be 
nothing  so  exquisite  and  so  bitter,  as  was  my  pains.  Yea, 
and  again  I  say  unto  you,  my  son,  that  on  the  other  hand, 
there  can  be  nothing  so  exquisite  and  sweet  as  was  mv  joy ; 

22.  Yea,  me  thought  I  saw,  even  as  our  tather  Leni  saw, 
God  sitting  upon  his  throne,  surrounded  with  numberless 
concourses  of  angels,  in  the  attitude  of  singing  and  praising 
their  Grod ;  yea.  and  my  soul  did  long  to  be  there. 

23.  But  benold,  my  'limbs  did  receive  their  strength 
again,  and  I  stood  upon  my  feet,  and  did  manifest  unto  the 
people  that  I  had  been  ^orn  of  God ; 

zL  Yea,  and  from  that  time,  even  until  now,  I  have 
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labored  without  ceasing,  that  I  might  bring  souls  unto 
repentance ;  that  I  might  bring  them  to  taste  of  the  *^exceed- 
Ing  joy  of  which  I  did  taste ;  that  they  might  also  be  "bom 
of  God,  and  be  «^lled  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

25.  Yea,  and  now  behold,  O  my  son,  the  Lord  doth  give 
me  exceeding  great  joy  in  the  fruit  of  my  labors  ; 

26.  For  because  of  the  word  which  he  has  imparted  unto 
me,  behold,  many  have  been  *bom  of  God,  and  have  tasted 
as  I  have  tasted,  and  have  seen  eye  to  eye,  as  I  have  seen ; 
therefore  they  do  know  of  these  things  of  which  I  have 
spoken,  as  1  do  know ;  and  the  knowledge  which  1  have  is  of 
God. 

27.  And  I  have  been  supported  under  trials  and  troubles 
of  every  kind,  yea,  and  in  all  manner  of  afflictions;  yea, 
God  has  ^delivered  me  from  prison,  and  from  bonds,  and 
from  death ;  yea,  and  I  do  put  my  trust  in  him,  and  he  will 
still  deliver  me ; 

28.  And  1  know  that  he  will  *raise  me  up  at  the  last  day, 
to  dwell  with  him  in  glory  ;  yea,  and  I  will  praise  him  for 
ever,  for  he  has  brought  our  fathers  out  of  Egypt,  and  he 
has  swallowed  up  the  Egyptians  in  the  Red  Sea ;  and  he 
led  them  by  his  power  into  the  promised  land  ;  yea^  and  he 
has  delivered  them  out  of  bondage  and  captivity  from  time 
to  time; 

29.  Yea,  and  he  has  also  brought  our  fathers  out  of  the 
land  of  Jerusalem ;  and  he  has  also,  by  his  everlasting  ^ower, 
delivered  them  out  of  bondage  and  captivity,  from~time  to 
time,  even  down  to  the  present  day;  and  I  have  always 
retained  in  remembrance  their  captivity ;  yea,  and  ye  also 
ou^t  to  retain  in  remembrance,  as  I  have  done,  their  cap- 
tivity. 

30.  But  behold,  my  son,  this  is  not  all :  for  ye  ought  to 
know  as  I  do  know,  that  ^  <^inasmuch  as  ye  shall  keep  the 
commandments  of  God  ye  shall  prosper  in  the  land  ;  and  ye 
ought  to  know  also,  that  inasmuch  as  ye  will  not  keep  the 
commandments  of  God,  ye  shall  be  cut  oif  from  his  presence. 
Now  this  is  according  to  nis  word. 


CHAPTER  37. 

1.  And  now  my  son  Helaman,  I  command  you  that  ye 
take  the  records  which  have  been  "entrusted  with  me ; 

2.  And  I  also  command  you  that  ye  keep  a  record  of 
this  i)eople,  according  as  I  have  done,  upon  the  *plates  of 
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Nephi,  and  keep  all  these  things  sacred  which  I  have  kept, 
even  as  I  iiave  kept  them ;  for  it  is  for  a  ''wise  purpose 
that  they  are  kept ; 

3.  And  these  plates  of  ''brass  which  contain  these  en- 
gravings, which  nave  the  records  of  the  holy  scriptures 
upon  them,  which  have  the  ''genealogy  of  our  forefathers, 
even  from  the  beginning. 

4.  And  behold,  it  has  been  prophesied  by  our  fathers, 
that  they  should  be  kept  and  -Qianded  down  m>m  one  gener- 
ation to  another,  and  be  kept  and  preserved  by  the  hand  of 
the  Lord,  untU  they  should  go  forth  unto  every  nation,  kin- 
dred, tongue,  and  people,  that  they  shall  know  of  the 
mysteries  contained  thereon. 

5.  And  now  behold,  if  thev  are  kept  they  must  retain 
tibeir  'brightness ;  yea,  and  they  will  retain  their  bright- 
ness ;  yea,  and  also  shall  all  the  plates  which  do  contain 
that  which  is  holy  writ. 

6.  Now  ye  may  suppose  that  this  is  foolishness  in  me; 
but  behold  I  say  unto  you,  that  by  small  and  simple  things, 
are  great  things  brought  to  pass  ;  and  small  means  in  many 
instances,  doth  confound  the  wise. 

7.  And  the  Lord  God  doth  work  by  means  to  brin^ 
about  his  great  and  eternal  purposes ;  and  by  *very  small 
means  the  Lord  doth  confound  the  wise,  and  bringeth  about 
the  salvation  of  many  souls. 

8.  And  now,  it  has  hitherto  been  wisdom  in  God,  that 
these  things  should  be  preserved ;  for  behold,  they  have  *en- 
larged  the  memory  of  this  people,  yea,  and  convinced  many 
of  the  error  of  their  ways,  and  brought  them  to  the  know- 
ledge of  their  God,  unto  the  salvation  of  their  souls. 

9.  Yea,  I  say  unto  you,  were  it  not  for  these  things 
that  these  records  do  contain,  which  are  on  these  plates, 
Ammon  and  his  brethren  ■'could  not  have  convinced  so  many 
thousands  of  the  Lamanites,  of  the  incorrect  tradition  of 
their  fathers ;  yea,  these  records  and  their  words  brought 
them  unto  repentance ;  that  is,  they  brought  them  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  their  God,  and  to  rejoice  in  Jesus 
Christ  their  Redeemer. 

10.  And  who  knoweth  but  what  they  will  be  the  means 
of  bringing  many  thousands  of  them,  yea,  and  also  many 
thousands  of  our  stiffnecked  brethren,  the  Nephites,  who 
are  now  hardening  their  hearts  in  sin  and  iniquities,  to  the 
knowledge  of  their  Redeemer  ? 

11.  Now  these  mysteries  are  not  yet  fully  made  known 
unto  me ;  therefore  I  shall  forbear. 

12.  And  it  may  suffice,  if  I  only  say,  they  are  preserved 
for  a  *wise   purpose,  which  purpose  is  known  unto  God ; 
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ior  he  doth  coimselln  wisdom  over  all  his  works,  and  his 
X>aths  'are  straight,  and  his  course  is  *"one  eternal  round. 

13.  O  remember,  remember,  my  son  Helaman,  how  strict 
3xe  the  commandments  of  God.  And  he  said,  **If  ye  will 
keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall  prosper  in  the  land ;  but 
if  ye  keep  not  his  commandments,  ye  shall  be  cut  off  from 
his  presence. 

14.  And  now  remember,  my  son,  that  Grod  has  entrusted 
you  with  these  things,  which  are  sacred,  which  he  has  kept 
sacred,  and  also  which  he  will  keep  and  ^^reserve  for  a  wise 
purpose  in  him,  that  he  may  shew  forth  his  power  unto 
f  utTU*e  generations. 

15.  And  now  behold,  I  tell  you  by  the  Spirit  of  prophecy, 
that  if  ye  transgress  the  commandments  of  God,  behold, 
these  things  which  are  sacred  shall  be  taken  away  from  you 
by  the  power  of  God,  and  ye  shall  be  delivered  up  unto 
satan,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  chaff  before  the  wind. 

16.  But  if  ye  Iseep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  do 
with  these  things  which  are  sacred,  according  to  that  which 
the  Lord  doth  command  you,  (for  you  must  appeal  unto  the 
Lord  for  all  things  whatsoever  ye  must  do  with  them,)  be- 
hold, no  power  of  earth  or  hell  can  take  them  from  you,  for 
God  is  powerful  to  the  fulfilling  of  all  his  words  ; 

17.  Tor  he  will  fulfil  all  his  promises  which  he  shall  make 
unto  you,  for  he  has  fulfilled  his  promises  which  he  has 
made  unto  our  fathers. 

18.  For  he  promised  unto  them  that  he  would  reserve 
these  things  for  a  wise  piupose  in  him,  that  he  might  shew 
forth  his  power  unto  ^future  generations. 

19.  And  now  behold,  one  purpose  hath  he  fulfilled,  even 
to  the  restoration  of  'many  thousands  of  the  Lamanites  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth ;  and  he  hath  shewn  forth  his 
power  in  them,  and  he  will  also  still  shew  forth  his  power  in 
them  unto  tuture  generations ;  therefore  they  shall  be  pre- 
served ; 

20.  Therefore  I  command  you,  my  son  Helaman,  that  ye 
be  diligent  in  fulfilling  all  my  words,  and  that  ye  be  dili- 
gent in  keeping  the  commandments  of  Grod,  as  they  are 
written. 

21.  And  now,  I  will  speak  unto  you  concerning 
those  'twenty-four  plates,  that  ye  keep  them,  that  the  mys- 
teries and  the  works  of  darkness,  and  their  secret  works,  or 
the  'secret  works  of  those  people,  who  have  been  destrcrfed, 
maybe  made  manifest  unto  this  people ;  ye€^  all  their  muraers, 
and  robbings,  and  their  plundenngs,  and  all  their  wickedness, 
and  abominations,  may  be  made  manifest  unto  this  people  ; 
yea,  and  that  ye  preserve  these  "directors. 
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22.  For  behold,  the  Lord  saw  that  his  people  began  to 
work  in  darkness,  yea,  work  'secret  murders  and  abomina- 
tions ;  therefore  the  Lord  said.  If  they  did  not  repent^  they 
should  be  ^'destroyed  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth. 

23.  And  the  Lord*  said,  I  will  prepare  unto  my  servant 
Gazelem,  a  'stone,  which  shall  shine  forth  in  darkness  unto 
light,  that  I  may  discover  unto  my  people  who  serve  me, 
that  1  may  discover  unto  them  the  works  of  their  brethren  : 
yea,  their  "secret  works,  their  works  of  darkness,  and  their 
wickedness  and  abominations. 

24.  And  now  my  son,  these  ^directors  were  prepared, 
that  the  word  of  God  might  be  fulfilled,  which  he  spake, 
saying: 

25.  I  will  bring  forth  out  of  darkness  imto  light,  all 
their  ^''secret  works  and  their  abominations ;  and  except 
they  repent,  I  will  » ^destroy  them  from  off  the  face  of  the 
earth ;  and  I  will  bring  to  light  all  their  secrets  and  abomi- 
nations, unto  every  nation  that  shall  hereafter  possess  the 
land. 

26.  And  now,  my  son,  we  see  that  they  did  not  repent ; 
therefore  ^^they  have  been  destroyed,  and  thus  far  the  word 
of  God  has  been  fulfilled;  yea,  their  secret  abominations 
have  been  brought  out  of  darkness,  and  ^^ade  known 
unto  us. 

27.  And  now  my  son,  I  command  you  that  ye  retain  all 
their  oaths,  and  their  covenants,  and  their  agreements  in 
their  secret  abominations ;  yea,  and  all  their  signs  and  their 
wonders  ye  shall  retain  from  this  people,  that  they  know 
them  not,  lest  peradventure  they  shoula  fall  into  darkness 
also,  and  be  destroyed. 

28.  For  behold,  there  is  a  curse  upon  all  this  land,  that 
destruction  shall  come  upon  all  those  workers  of  darkness, 
according  to  the  power  of  Grod,  when  they  are  fully  ripe; 
therefore  I  desire  that  this  people  might  not  be  de- 
stroyed. 

29.  Therefore  ye  shall  keep  these  seeret  plans  of  their 
oaths  and  their  covenants  from  this  people,  and  only  their 
wickedness,  and  their  murders,  and  their  abominations, 
shall  ye  make  known  unto  them ;  and  ye  shall  teach  them 
to  abhor  such  wickedness,  and  abominations,  and  murders ; 
and  ye  shall  also  teach  them,  that  these  people  were  destroyed 
on  account  of  their  wickedness,  and  abominations,  and  their 
murders. 

30.  For  behold,  they  murdered  all  the  prophets  of  the 
Lord  who  came  among  them  to  declare  unto  them  concern* 
ing  their  iniquities ;  and  the  blood  of  those  whom  they 
murdered,  did  cry  unto  the  Lord  their  God  for  vengeance 
upon  those  who  were  their  murderers  :  and  thus  the  judg- 
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ments  of  God  did  come  upon  these  workers  of  darkness  and 
secret  combinations  ; 

31.  Yea,  and  ^  «cursed  be  the  land  for  ever  and  ever  unto 
those  workers  of  darkness  and  secret  combinations,  even 
unto  destruction,  except  they  repent  before  they  are  fully 
ripe- 

32.  And  now  my  son,  remember  the  words  which  I  have 
spoken  unto  you :  trust  not  those  secret  plans  unto  this 
people,  but  teach  them  an  everlasting  hatrea  against  sin  and 
iniquity ; 

33.  Preach  unto  them  repentance,  and  faith  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ ;  teach  them  to  humble  themselves,  and  to  be 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart ;  teach  them  to  withstand  every 
temptation  of  the  devil,  with  their  faith  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Chnst ; 

34.  Teach  them  to  never  be  weary  of  good  works,  but  to 
be  meek  and  lowly  in  heart :  for  such  shall  find  rest  to  their 
souls. 

35.  Oh  remember,  my  son,  and  learn  wisdom  in  thy 
youth  :  yea,  learn  in  thy  youth  to  keep  the  commandments 
of  God : 

36.  Yea,  and  ^/cry  imto  God  for  all  thy  support ;  yea,  let 
all  thy  doings  be  unto  the  Lord,  and  whithersoever  thou 
goest,  let  it  be  in  the  Lord:  yea,  let  thy  thoughts  be 
directed  unto  the  Lord ;  yea,  let  the  affections  of  thy  heart 
be  placed  upon  the  Lord  for  ever ; 

37.  Counsel  the  Lord  in  all  thy  doings,  and  he  will  direct 
thee  for  good ;  y^ea,  when  thou  liest  down  at  night,  lie  down 
unto  the  Lord,  that  he  may  watch  over  you  in  your  sleep  ; 
and  when  thou  risest  in  the  morning,  let  thy  heart  be  full 
of  thanks  unto  God :  and  if  ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall 
be  2  ^lifted  up  at  the  last  day. 

38.  And  now,  my  son,  1  have  somewhat  to  say  concern- 
ing the  thing  which  our  fathers  call  a  2*ball,  or  director ;  for 
our  fathers  called  it  Liahona^  which  is,  being  interpreted,  a 
compass  ;  and  the  Lord  prepared  it. 

39.  And  behold,  there  cannot  any  man  work  after  the 
manner  of  so  curious  a  workmanship.  And  behold,  it  was 
prepared  to  shew  unto  our  fathers  the  course  which  they 
should  travel  in  the  wilderness  ;

CHAPTER  39. 

1.  And  now,  m^r  son,  I  have  somewhat  more  to  say  tmto 
thee  than  what  I  said  unto  thv  brother  :  for  behold,  have  ye 
not  observed  the  steadiness  of  thy  brother,  his  faithfulness, 
and  his  diligence  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  Grodt 
Behold,  has  he  not  set  a  good  example  for  thee? 

2.  For  thou  didst  not  give  so  much  heed  unto  my  words 
as  did  thy  brother,  among  the  people  of  the  *Zoramites.  Now 
this  is  what  I  have  against  thee ;  thou  didst  go  on  unto 
boasting  in  thy  strength  and  thy  wisdom. 

3.  And  this  is  not  all,  my|son.  Thou  didst  do  that  which 
was  grievous  unto  me ;  for  thou  didst  forsake  the  ministry, 
^and  did  go  over  into  the  land  of  Siron,  among  the  borders  of 
the  Lamanites,  after  the  harlot  Isabel ; 

4.  Yea,  she  did  steal  away  the  hearts  of  many  ;  but  this 
was  no  excuse  for  thee,  my  son.  Thou  shouldst  Imve  tended 
to  the  ministry  wherewith  thou  wast  entrusted. 

5.  Know  ye  not,  my  son,  that  these  thin^  are  an  abomi- 
nation in  the  sight  of  tne  Lord ;  yea,  ^most  abominable  above 
all  sins,  save  it  be  the  shedding  of  innocent  blood,  or  denying 
the  Holy  Ghost? 

6.  For  behold,  if  ye  deny  the  Holy  Ghost  when  it  once 
lias  had  place  in  you,  and  ye  know  that  ye  deny  it.  behold, 
this  is  a  sin  which  is  ^Unpardonable ;  yea,  and  wnosoeyer 
murdereth  ''against  the  light  and  knowledge  of  Grod,  it  is 
not  easy  for  him  to  obtain  forgiveness ;  yea,  I  say  unto  ^ou, 
my  son,  that  it  is  not  easy  for  him  to  obtain  a  forgive- 
ness. 

7.  And  now,  my  son,  I  would  to  God  that  ye  had  not 
~been  guilty  of  so  great  a  crime.  I  would  not  dwell  upon 
your  crimes,  to  harrow  up  your  soul,  if  it  were  not  for  your 
good. 

8.  But  behold,  ye  cannot  hide  your  crimes  from  God; 
4uid  except  ye  repent,  they  will  stand  as  a  testimony  against 
jrou  at  the  last  day. 

9.  Now  my  son,  I  would  that  ye  should  repent  and  f or> 
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sake  your  sins,  and  go  no  more  after  the  lusts  of  your  eyes, 
but  'cross  yourself  in  all  these  things ;  for  except  ve  do  tnls, 
ve  con  in  nowise  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God.  Oh,  remem- 
ber, and  take  it  ux>on  you,  and  cross  yourself  in  >hese 
things. 

10.  And  I  command  you  to  take  it  upon  you  to  counsel 
your  elder  brothers  in  your  undertakings ;  for  behold,  thou 
art  in  thy  youth,  and  ye  stand  in  need  to  be  nourished  by 
your  brothers.    And  give  heed  to  their  counsel ; 

11.  Suffer  not  yourself  to  be  led  away  by  any  vain  or 
foolish  thing ;  suffer  not  the  devil  to  lead  away  your  heart 
again  after  those  Avicked  harlots.  Behold,  O  my  son,  how 
Kreat  iniquity  ye  brought  upon  the  Zoramites :  for  when 
uiey  saw  your  conduct,  they  would  not  believe  in  my 
i^ords. 

12.  And  now  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  doth  say  imto  me, 
Ck>mmand  thy  children  to  do  good,  lest  they  lead  away  the 
hearts  of  many  people  to  destruction ;  therefore  I  command 
vou,  m^  son,  in  the  fear  of  God,  that  ye  refrain  from  your 
iniquities ; 

13.  That  ye  turn  to  the  Lord  with  all  your  mind,  might, 
and  strength ;  that  ye  lead  away  the  hearts  of  no  more 
to  do  wickedly ;  but  rather  return  unto  them,  and  acknow- 
ledge your  faults,  a^jid  retain  that  wrong  which  ye  have 
done ; 

14.  Seek  not  after  riches,  nor  the  vain  things  of  this 
world,  for  behold,  you  cannot  carry  them  with  you. 

15.  And  now,  my  son.  I  would  say  somewhat  unto  you 
concerning  the  coming  oi  Christ.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you, 
that  it  is  he  that  surely  shall  come,  to  take  away  the  sins  of 
the  world:  yea,  he  cometh  to  declare  glad  tidings  of  salva- 
tion unto  his  people. 

16.  And  now  my  son,  this  was  the  ministry  unto  which 
ye  were  called,  to  declare  these  glad  tidings  unto  this  people, 
to  prepare  their  minds  ;  or  rather  that  salvation  might  come 
unto  uiem,  tbat  they  may  prepare  the  minds  of  their  children 
to  hear  the  word  at  the  time  of  his  coming. 

17.  And  now  I  will  ease  your  mind  somewhat  on  this 
subject.  Behold,  you  marvel  why  these  things  should  be 
known  so  long  beforehand.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you.  Is  not  a 
soul  at  this  time  as  precious  unto  God,  as  a  soul  will  be  at 
the  time  of  his  coming  ? 

18.  Is  it  not  as  necessary  that  the  plan  of  redemption 
should  be  made  known  unto  this  people,  as  well  as  unto 
their  children? 

19.  Is  it  not  as  easy  at  this  time,  for  the  Lord  to  ^send 
Ms  angel  to  declare  these  glad  tidings  unto  us,  as  unto  our 
children ;  or  as  after  the  time  of  his  coming  f 
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CHAPTER  40. 

1.  Now  my  son,  here  is  somewhat  more  I  would  sayimto 
thee ;  for  T  perceive  that  thy  mind  is  worried  coneemin^ 
the  "resurrection  of  the  dead. 

2.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  there  is  no  resurrection ; 
or,  I  would  say,  in  other  words,  that  Hhis  mortal  does  not 
put  on  immor&lity ;  this  corruption  does  not  put  on  incor- 
ruption,  until  after  the  coming  of  Christ. 

3.  Behold,  he  bringeth  to  pass  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  But  behold,  my  son,  the  resurrection  is  not  yet.  Now 
I  unfold  unto  you  a  mystery ;  nevertheless,  there  are  many 
mysteries,  which  are  kept,  that  no  one  knoweth  them,  save 
God  himself.  But  I  shew  unto  you  one  thing,  which  I  have 
inquired  diligently  of  God,  that  I  might  know ;  that  is  con- 
cerning the  resurrection. 

4.  Behold,  there  is  a  time  appointed  that  all  shall  come 
forth  from  the  dead.  Now  when  this  time  cometh,  no  one 
knows  ;  but  God  knoweth  the  time  which  is  appointed. 

5.  Now  whether  there  shall  be  one  time,  or  a  second 
time,  or  a  third  time,  that  men  shall  come  forth  from  the 
dead,  it  mattereth  not ;  for  God  knoweth  all  these  things ; 
and  it  sufficeth  me  to  know  that  this  is  the  case  ;  that  there 
is  a  time  appointed  that  all  shall  rise  from  the  dead. 

6.  Now  there  must  needs  be  a  space  betwixt  the  time  of 
death,  and  the  time  of  the  resurrection. 

7.  And  now  I  would  inquire  what  becometh  of  the  souls 
of  men  from  this  time  of  death,  to  the  time  appointed  for 
the  resurrection  ? 

8.  Now  whether  there  is  more  than  one  time  appointed 
for  men  to  rise,  it  mattereth  not ;  for  all  do  not  die  at  once : 
and  this  mattereth  not ;  all  is  as  one  day,  with  God ;  and 
time  only  is  measured  unto  men ; 

9.  Therefore  there  is  a  time  appointed  unto  men,  that 
they  shall  rise  from  the  dead ;  and  there  is  a  space  between 
the  time  of  death  and  the  resurrection.  And  now  concern- 
ing  this  space  of  time.  What  becometh  of  the  souls  of  men, 
is  the  thing  which  I  have  inquired  diligently  of  the  Lord  to 
know  ;  and  this  is  the  thing  of  which  i  do  know. 

10.  And  when  the  time  cometh  when  all  shall  rise,  then 
shall  they  know  that  God  knoweth  all  the  times  which  are 
appointed  unto  man. 

11.  Now  concerning  the  state  of  the  soul  between  death 
and  the  resurrection.  Behold,  it  has  been  made  known  unto 
me,  by  an  angel,  that  the  spirits  of  all  men,  as  soon  as  thev 
are  departed  from  this  mortal  body ;  yea,  the  spirits  of  *ail 
men,  whether  they  be  good  or  evil,  are  taken  home  to  that 
Grod  who  gave  them  Uf  e.

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12.  And  then  shall  it  come  to  pass  that  the  spirits  of 
those  who  are  righteous,  are  received  into  a  state  of  happi- 
ness, which  is  called  ''paradise ;  a  state  of  rest ;  a  state  of 
peace,  where  they  shall  rest  from  all  their  troubles  and  from 
all  care,  and  sorrow,  &c. 

13.  And  then  shall  it  come  to  pass,  that  the  spirits  of  the 
wicked,  yea,  who  are  evil ;  for  behold,  they  have  no  part  nor 
portion  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord ;  for  behold,  they  chose  evil 
works  rather  than  good ;  therefore  the  spirit  of  the  devil 
did  'enter  into  them,  and  take  possession  of  their  house: 
and  these  shall  be  cast  out  into  outer  darkness ;  -^there  shall 
be  weeping,  and  wailing,  and  gnashing  of  teeth ;  and  this 
because  of  their  own  iniquity;  being  led  captive  by  the  will 
of  the  devil. 

14.  Now  this  is  the  state  of  the  souls  of  the  wicked ;  yea, 
in  ^darkness,  and  a  state  of  awful,  fearful,  looking  for  the 
fiery  indignation  of  the  wrath  of  God  upon  them ;  tnus  they 
remain  in  this  state,  as  well  as  the  righteous  in  ^paradise, 
until  the  time  of  their  resurrection. 

15.  Now  there  are  some  that  have  understood  that  this 
state  of  happiness,  and  this  state  of  misery  of  the  soul, 
before  the  resurrection,  was  a  first  resurrection.  Yea,  I 
admit  it  may  be  termed  a  resurrection  j  the  ^raising  of  the 
spirit  or  the  soul,  and  their  consignation  to  happiness  or 
misery,  according  to  the  words  which  have  been  spoken. 

16.  And  behold,  again  it  hath  been  spoken,  that  there  is 
a  -^first  resurrection;  a  resurrection  of  all  those  who  have 
been,  or  who  are,  or  who  shall  be,  down  to  the  resurrection 
of  Christ  from  the  dead. 

17.  Now  we  do  not  suppose  that  this  first  resurrection 
which  is  spoken  of  in  this  manner,  can  be  the  resurrec- 
tion *of  the  souls,  and  their  consignation  to  happiness  or 
misery.    Ye  cannot  suppose  that  this  is  what  it  meaneth. 

18.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you  Nay ;  but  it  meaneth  the  're- 
uniting of  the  soul  with  the  body  of  those  '"from  the  days  of 
Adam,  down  to  the  resurrection  of  Christ. 

19.  Now  whether  the  souls  and  the  bodies  of  those  of 
whom  have  been  spoken,  shall  all  be  re-united  at  once,  the 
wicked  as  well  as  the  righteous,  I  do  not  sav ;  let  it  suffice, 
that  I  say  that  they  all  come  forth ;  or  in  other  words,  their 
resurrection  cometh  to  pass  '^bef  ore  the  resurrection  of  those 
who  die  after  the  resurrection  of  Christ. 

20.  Now  my  son,  I  do  not  say  that  their  resurrection 
cometh  at  the  resurrection  of  Christ;  but  behold,  I  give  it 
as  my  opinion,  that  the  souls  and  the  bodies  are  ''re-united, 
of  t£e  righteous,  at  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  and  his 
ascension  into  heaven.

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21.  But  whether  it  be  at  his  resurrection,  or  after,  I  do 
not  say ;  but  this  much  I  say,  that  there  is  a  ^space  between 
death  and  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  and  a  state  of  the 
soul  in  happiness  or  in  misery  until  the  time  which  is 
appointed  of  God  that  the  dead  shall  come  forth,  and  be  re- 
united, both  soul  and^body^  and  be  brought  to  stand  before 
Grod,  and  be  judged  according  to  their  works ; 

22.  Yea,  this  bringeth  about  the  restoration  of  those 
things  of  which  have  been  spoken  by  the  mouths  of  the 
prophets. 

23.  The  ffsoul  shall  be  restored  to  the  body,  and  the  body- 
to  the  soul;  yea,  and  every  limb  and  joint  shall  be  restored 
to  its  bodj ;  yea,  even  a  hair  of  the  head  shall  not  be  lost, 
but  all  things  shall  be  restored  to  their  proper  and  perfect 
frame. 

24.  And  now  my  son,  this  is  the  restoration  of  which 
has  been  spoken  by  the  mouths  of  the  prophets : 

25.  And  then  shall  the  righteous  shine  forth  in  the 
kingdom  of  Grod. 

26.  But  behold,  an  awful  Meath  cometh  upon  the  wicked ; 
for  they  die  as  to  things  pertaining  to  things  of  righteous- 
ness ;  for  they  are  unclean,  and  *no  unclean  thing  can  inhelit 
the  kingdom  of  God ;  but  they  are  cast  out,  and  consigned  to 
partake  of  the  fruits  of  their  labors  or  their  works,  which 
have  been  evil;  and  they  drink  the  dregs  of  a  bitter  cup. 


CHAPTER  41. 

1.  And  now  my  son,  I  have  somewhat  to  say  concerning 
the  restoration  of  which  has  been  spoken ;  for  behold,  some 
have  wrested  the  scriptures,  and  have  gone  far  astray  be- 
cause of  this  thing.  Aiid  I  perceive  that  thy  mind  has  oeen 
worried  also,  concerning  this  thing.  But  behold,  I  will 
explain  it  unto  thee. 

2.  I  say  unto  thee,  in.^  son,  that  the  plan  of  restoration 
is  requisite  with  the  justice  of  God;  for  it  is  requisite  that 
all  things  should  be  restored  to  their  proper  order.  Behold, 
it  is  requisite  and  just,  according  to  the  power  and  resur- 
rection of  Christ,  Hhat  the  soul  of  man  should  be  restored  to 
its  body,  and  that  every  part  of  the  body  should  be  restored 
to  itself. 

3.  And  it  is  requisite  with  the  justice  of  Grod,  that  men 
should  be  judged  according  to  their  works;  and  *if  their 
works  were  good  in  this  life,  and  the  desires  of  their  hearts

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'were  good,  that  they  should  also,  at  the  last  day,  be  restored 
unto  uiat  which  is  good ; 

4.  And  ^  their  works  are  evil,  they  shall  be  restored 
Tinto  hJTn  for  evil ;  therefore,  all  things  shall  be  restored  to 
their  proper  order;  everything  to  its  natural  frame;  mor- 
tality <^raised  to  immortality;  corruption  to  incomiption; 
raised  to  endless  happiness,  to  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God, 
or  to  ''endless  misery,  to  inherit  the  kingdom  of  the  devU, 
the  one  on  one  hand,  the  other  on  the  other; 

5.  The  one  raised  to  -^happiness  according  to  his  desires 
of  happiness ;  or  good,  according^  to  his  desires  of  good ;  and 
the  omer  to  'evil  according  to  his  desires  of  evil;  for  as  he 
has  desired  to  do  evil  all  the  dav  long,  even  so  shall  he  have 
his  reward  of  evil  when  the  nignt  cometh. 

6.  And  so  it  is  on  the  other  hand.  If  he  hath  repented 
of  his  sins,  and  Mesired  righteousness  until  the  end  of  his 
days,  even  so  he  shall  be  rewarded  unto  righteousness. 

7.  These  are  they  that  are  redeemed  or  the  Lord;  yea, 
these  are  they  that  are  taken  out,  that  are  delivered  nom 
that  'endless  night  of  darkness;  and  thus  they  stand  or  fall; 
for  behold,  they  are  their  own  judges,  whether  to  do  good  or 
do  evil. 

8.  Now,  the  decrees  of  God  are  -^unalterable ;  therefore, 
the  way  is  prepared,  that  whosoever  will,  may  walk  therein 
and  be  saved. 

9.  And  now  behold,  mv  son,  do  not  risk  one  more  offence 
against  your  God  upon  those  points  of  doctrine,  which  ye 
have  hitherto  risked  to  commit  sin. 

10.  Do  not  suppose,  because  it  has  been  spoken  con- 
ceming  restoration,  that  ye  shall  be  restored  from  sin  to 
happiness.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  wickedness  *never  was 
happiness. 

11.  And  now,  my  son,  all  men  that  are  in  a  state  of 
nature,  or  I  would  say,  in  a  carnal  state,  are  in  the  ^11  of 
bitterness,  and  in  the  bonds  of  iniquity;  they  are  without 
God  in  the  world,  and  they  have  gone  contrary  to  the  nature 
of  God ;  therefore,  they  are  in  a  state  'contrary  to  the  nature 
of  happiness. 

12.  And  now  behold,  is  the  meanine  of  the  word  resto- 
ration, to  take  a  thing  of  a  natural  state,  and  place  it  in  an 
imnatural  state,  or  to  place  it  in  a  state  opposite  to  its 
nature? 

13.  O,  my  son,  this  is  not  the  case;  but  the  meaning  of 
the  word  "^restoration,  is  to  bring  back  a^^ain  evil  for  eviL  or 
carnal  for  carnal,  or  devilish  for  devib^ ;  **good  for  that 
which  is  good ;  righteous  for  that  which  is  righteous ;  just 
for  that  which  is  just;  merciful  for  that  which  is  merciful; 

14.  Therefore,  my  son,  see  that  ye  are  merciful  unto  your

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brethren ;  deal  justly,  judge  righteously)  and  do  good  con- 
tinually ;  and  if  ye  do  all  these  things,  then  shall  ye  receive 
your  reward;  yea,  ye  shall  have  mercy  restored  unto  you 
again ;  ye  shall  have  justice  restored  unto  you  again ;  ye 
shall  have  a  righteous  judgment  restored  unto  you  again ; 
and  ye  shall  have  good  rewarded  unto  you  again ; 

15.  For  that  which  ye  do  send  out  shall  return  unto 
you  again,  and  be  restored;  therefore,  the  word  restora- 
tion <^ore  fully  condemneth  the  sinner,  and  justiiietii  him 
not  at  all. 


CHAPTER  42. 

1.  And  now,  my  son,  I  perceive  there  is  somewhat  more 
which  doth  worry  your  mind,  which  ye  cannot  understand, 
which  is  concerning  the  justice  of  God,  in  the  punishment 
of  the  sinner;  for  ye  do  try  to  suppose  that  it  is  injustice 
that  the  sinner  should  be  consigned  to  a  state  of  misery. 

2.  Now  behold,  my  son,  I  will  explain  this  thing  unto 
thee :  for  behold,  a^r  the  Lord  God  sent  our  first  parents  forth 
from  the  garden  of  Eden,  to  till  the  ground,  from  "whence 
Uiey  were  taken ;  yea,  he  drew  out  the  man,  and  he  placed 
at  the  east  end  of  tlie  garden  of  Eden,  Cherubim,  and  a 
fiaming  sword  which  turned  every  way,  to  keep  the  tree  of 
life. 

3.  Now  we  see  that  the  man  had  become  as  God,  know- 
ing good  and  evil :  and  lest  he  should  put  forth  his  hand, 
and  take  also  of  ihe  tree  of  life,  and  eat  and  live  for  ever, 
the  Lord  Grod  placed  Cherubim  and  the  flaming  sword,  tiiat 
he  should  not  partake  of  the  fruit ; 

4.  And  thus  we  see.  that  there  was  a  time  granted  unto 
man  to  repent,  yea,  a  ^probationary  time,  a  time  to  repent 
and  serve  God. 

5.  For  behold,  if  Adam  had  put  forth  his  hand  imme- 
diately, and  partook  of  the  tree  of  life,  he  would  have  ''lived 
for  ever,  according  to  the  word  of  God,  having  no  space  for 
repentance ;  yea,  and  also  the  word  of  God  would  have 
been  'Void,  and  the  great  plan  of  salvation  would  have  been 
frustrated. 

6.  But  behold,  it  was  appointed  unto  man  to  die  ;  there- 
fore as  they  were  cut  off  from  the  tree  of  life  they  should  be 
cut  off  from  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  man  became  lost  for 
ever ;  yea,  they  became  fallen  man. 

7.  And  now  we  see  by  this,  that  our  first  parents  were 
cut  off  both  -^temporally  and  ^spiritually,  from  the  presence

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of  the  Lord ;  thus  we  see  they  became  subjects  to 

follow  after  their  *own  wilL 

8.  Now  behold,  it  was  not  expedient  that  man  should 
be  ^claimed  from  this  temporal  death,  for  that  would 
destroy  the  great  plan  of  happiness ; 

9.  Therefore,  as  the  soul  could  %ever  die,  and  the  fall 
had  brought  upon  all  mankind  a  ^spiritual  death  as  well  as 
a  temporal ;  tnat  is  they  were  cut  off  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord ;  it  was  expedient  that  mankind  should  be 
reclaimed  from  this  spiritual  death ; 

10.  Therefore  as  they  had  become  carnal,  sensual,  and 
dcTilish,  by  nature,  this  "*probationary  state  became  a  state 
for  them  to  prepare  ;  it  became  a  preparatory  state. 

11.  And  now  remember,  m^  son,  if  it  were  not  for  the 
plan  of  redemption,  (laying  it  aside,)  as  soon  as  they 
were  Mead,  their  <>80uls  were  miserable,  being  cut  on 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

12.  And  now  there  was  no  means  to  reclaim  men  from 
this  fallen  state  which  man  had  brought  upon  himseli^ 
because  9f  his  own  disobedience ; 

13.  Therefore,  according  to  justice,  the  plan  of  redemp- 
tion could  not  be  brought  about,  only  on  conditions  of 
repentance  of  men  in  this  probationary  state;  yea,  this 
preparatory  state ;  for  except  it  were  for  these  conditions, 
mercy  could  not  take  effect  ^except  it  should  destroy  the 
work  of  justice.  Now  the  work  of  justice  could  not  be 
destroyea ;  if  so,  God  would  'cease  to  be  God. 

14.  And  thus  we  see  that  'all  mankind  were  fallen,  and 
they  were  in  the  grasp  of  justice;  yea,  the  justice  of  God, 
which  consigned  them  'for  ever  to  be  cut  off  from  his  pre- 
sence. 

15.  And  now  the  plan  of  mercy  could  not  be  brought 
about,  except  an  ''atonement  should  be  made  ;  therefore  God 
himself  atoneth  for  the  sins  of  the  world,  to  brinjg  about 
the  plan  of  mercy,  to  "aijpease  the  demands  of  lustice,  that 
God  might  be  a  perfect,  just  God,  and  a  merciful  God  also. 

16.  Now  repentance  could  not  come  unto  men,  except 
there  were  a  punishment,  ^vhich  also  was  •'eternal  as  the*life 
of  the  soul  should  be,  afSxed  opposite  to  the  plan  of  happiness, 
which  was  as  eternal  also  as  tne  life  of  the  soul. 

17.  Now,  how  could  a  man  repent,  except  he  should  sin  ? 
How  could  he  sin,  if  there  was  no  law,  how  could  there  be  a 
law,  save  there  was  a  punishment?

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18.  Now  there  was  a  punishment  affixed,  and  a  just  law 
given,  which  brought  remorse  of  conscience  unto  man. 

19.  Now  if  there  was  no  law  given, — ^if  a  man  murdered 
he  should  die,  would  he  be  afraid  he  would  die  if  he  should 
murder? 

20.  And  also,  if  there  was  no  law  given  against  sin,  men 
would  not  be  afraid  to  sin. 

21.  And  if  there  was  no  law  given  if  ^men  sinned,  what 
could  justice  do,  or  mercy  either ;  for  they  would  have  no 
claim  upon  the  creature? 

22.  But  there  is  a  law  given,  and  a  punishment  affixed, 
and  a  repentance  granted  ;  which  repentance^  mercy  claim- 
eth  ;  otherwise,  'iustice  claimeth  the  creature,  and  executeth 
the  law,  and  the  law  infLicteth  the  punishment ;  if  not  so,  the 
works  of  justice  would  be  destroyed,  and  God  would  ^  "cease 
to  be  God. 

23.  But  Grod  ceaseth  not  to  be  God,  and  mercy  claimeth 
the  penitent)  and  mercy  cometh  because  of  the  ^  ^atonement; 
and  the  atonement  brin^eth  to  pass  the  ^  ^Resurrection  of  the 
dead ;  and  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  bringeth  back  men 
into  the  presence  of  God  ;  and  thus  they  are  ^  ''restored  into 
his  presence,  to  be  judged  according  to  their  works  ;  accord- 
ing to  the  law  and  justice ; 

24.  For  behold,  justice  exerciseth  all  his  demands,  and 
also  mercy  claimeth  all  which  is  her  own ;  and  thus,  none 
but  the  truly  penitent  are  saved. 

25.  What  I  do  ye  suppose  that  mercy  can  rob  justice  ?  I 
say  unto  you,  nay ;  Not  one  whit.  If  so,  God  would  ^  'cease 
to  be  God. 

26.  And  thus  God  bringeth  about  his  great  and  eternal 
purposes,  which  were  prepared  ^ /from  the  foundation  of  the 
world.  And  thus  cometh  about  the  salvation  and  the  re- 
demption of  men,  and  also  their  destruction  and  misery ; 

27.  Therefore,  O  my  son,  whosoever  will  come,  may  come, 
and  partake  of  the  waters  of  life  freely:  and  whosoever 
will  not  come,  the  same  is  not  compelled  to  come  ;  but  in  the 
last  day,  it  shall  be  ^ 'restored  unto  him,  according  to  his 
deeds. 

28.  If  he  has  desired  to  do  evil,  and  has  not  repented  in 
his  days,  behold,  ^  ^vil  shaU  be  done  unto  him,  according  to 
the  restoration  of  God. 

29.  And  now,  my  son,  I  desire  that  ye  should  let  these 
things  trouble  you  no  more,  and  only  let  your  sins  trouble 
you,  with  that  trouble  which  shall  bring  you  down  unto 
repentance. 

30.  O  my  son,  I  desire  ^  'that  ye  should  deny  the  justice 
of  Grod  no  more.    Do  not  endeavour  to  excuse  yourself  in  the

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least  point,  because  of  your  sins,  by  denying  the  justice  of 
Grod,  but  do  you  let  the  justice  of  God,  and  his  mercy,  and 
his  long  suffering,  have  full  sway  in  your  heart ;  but  let  it 
bring  you  down  to  the  dust  in  humility. 

31.  And.  now,  O  my  son,  ye  are  called  of  God  to  preach 
the  word  unto  this  people.  And  now,  my  son,  go  thy  way, 
declare  the  word  with  truth  and  soberness,  that  thou  may  est 
bring  souls  unto  repentance,  that  the  great  plan  of  mercy 
may  nave  claim  upon  them.  And  may  God  grant  unto  you 
even  according  to  my  words.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  43. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  sons  of  Alma  did 
go  forth  among  the  people,  to  declare  the  word  unto  them. 
And  Alma,  also,  himself,  could  not  rest,  and  he  also  went 
forth. 

2.  Now  we  shall  say  no  moife  concerning  their  preaching, 
except  that  they  preached  the  word,  and  the  truth,  according 
to  the  Spirit  of  prophecy  and  revelation ;  and  they  preached 
after  the  "holy  order  of  God,  by  which  they  were  called. 

3.  And  now  I  return  to  an  account  of  the  wars  between 
the  Nephites  and  the  Lamanites,  in  the  eighteenth  year  of 
the  reign  of  the  Judges. 

4.  For  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  the  ^Zoramites  became 
Lamanites ;  therefore,  in  the  commencement  of  the 
eighteenth  year,  the  people  of  the  Nephites  saw  that  the 
Lamanites  were  coming  upon  them ;  therefore  they  made 
prei>arations  for  war;  yea,  they  gathered  together  their 
armies  in  the  ^land  of  Jershon. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  came  with 
their  thousands  ;  and  they  came  into  the  <^and  of  Antionum, 
which  is  the  ''land  of  the  Zoramites ;  and  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Zerahemnah  was  their  leader. 

6.  And  now  as  the  Amalekites  were  of  a  more  wicked 
and  murderous  disposition  than  the  Lamanites  were,  in  and 
of  themselves,  therefore,  Zerahemnah  appointed  chief  cap- 
tains over  the  Lamanites,  and  they  were  all  the  Amalekites 
and  ^  Zoramites. 

7.  Now  this  he  did,  that  he  might  preserve  their  ''hatred 
towards  the  Nephites ;  that  he  mi^ht  bring  them  into  sub- 
jection to  the  accomplishment  of  his  designs  ; 

8.  For  behold,  his  desi^s  were  to  stir  up  the  Lamanites 
to  anger  against  the  Nephites ;  this  he  did  that  he  might 
usurp  great    power  over  them,  and  also  that   he   might 

gain  power  over  the  Nephites  by  bringing  them  into  bon- 
age,  &c.

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9.  And  now  the  design  of  the  Nephites  was  to  support 
their  lands,  and  their  nouses,  and  their  wives,  and  their 
children,  that  they  might  preserve  them  from  the  hands  of 
their  enemies,  and  also  that  they  might  preserve  their  rights 
and  their  privileges  ;  yea,  and  also  their  ^liberty,  that  tney 
might  worship  (rod  according  to  their  desires  ; 

10.  For  the^  knew  that  if  they  should  fall  into  the  hands 
of  the  Lamanites,  that  whosoever  should  worship  Grod,  in 
Spirit  and  in  truth,  the  true  and  the  living  God,  the  Laman- 
ites would  destroy ; 

11.  Yea,  and  they  also  knew  the  'extreme  hatred  of  the 
Lamanites  towards  their  brethren,  who  were  the  people 
of  ■'Anti-Nephi-Lehi,  who  were  called  the  *people  of  Ammon ; 
and  they  would  not  take  up  arms ;  yea,  they  had  entered  ^to 
a  covenant  and  thev  would  not  break  it ;  therefore,  if  they 
should  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites  they  would  be 
destroyed. 

12.  And  the  Nephites  would  not  sujQTer  *Hhat  thev  should 
be  destroyed;  therefore  they  gave  them  **lands  lor  their 
inheritance. 

13.  And  the  people  of  Ammon  did  give  unto  the  Nephites 
a  "large  portion  of  their  substance  to  support  their  armies ; 
and  tihus  the  Nephites  were  compelled,  alone,  to  withstand 
against  the  Lamanites,  who  were  a  compound  of  Laman  and 
Lemuel,  and  the  sons  of  Ishmael,  and  all  those  who  had  dis- 
sented from  the  Nephites,  who  were  Amalekites  and  ''Zoram- 
ites,  and  the  descendants  of  the  priests  of  Noah. 

14.  Now  those  descendants  were  as  numerous,  nearly  as 
were  the  Nephites ;  and  thus  the  Nephites  were  obligea  to 
contend  with  their  brethren,  even  \into  bloodshed. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  the  armies  of  the  Lamanitee 
had  gathered  together  in  the  ''land  of  Antionum,  behold,  the 
armies  of  the  Nephites  were  prepared  to  meet  them  in 
the  'land  of  Jershon. 

16.  Now  the  leader  of  the  Nephites,  or  the  man  who  had 
been  appointed  to  be  the  chief  captain  over  the  Nephites: 
now  the  chief  captain  took  the  command  of  all  the  armies  of 
the  Nephites,  and  his  name  was  Moroni ; 

17.  And  Moroni  took  all  the  command,  and  the  govern- 
ment of  their  wars.  And  he  was  only  twenty  and  five  vears 
old  when  he  was  appointed  chief  captain  over  the  annies  of 
the  Nephites. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  met  the  Lamanites  In 
the  ^borders  of  Jershon,  and  his  people  were  armed  **with 
swords,  and  with  cimeters,  and  all  manner  of  weapons  of 
war. 

19.  And  when  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites  saw  that  the 

A,  see  m,  Mob.  29.  t,  Alma  27 :  2.  j^aeet,  Alma  23.  k.  Alma  27 : 
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people  of  Nephi,  or  that  Moroni  had  prex»red  his  people 
with  breastplates,  and  with  arm-shields ;  yea,  and  also 
shields  to  defend  their  heads ;  and  also  they  were  dressed 
with  thick  clothing. 

20.  Now  the  army  of  Zerahemnah  was  not  prepared  with 
any  such  thing.  They  had  only  their  swords  and  their 
oimeters,  their  bows  and  their  arrows,  their  stones  and  their 
slings  ;  but  they  were  naked,  'save  it  were  a  skin  which  was 
ttiraJed  about  their  loins ;  yea,  all  were  naked,  save  it  were  the 
Zoramites  and  the  Amalekites. 

21.  But  they  were  not  armed  with  breast-plates,  nor 
shields  :  therefore  they  were  exceeding  afraid  of  the  armies 
of  the  Nephites,  because  of  their  armourj  notwitiistanding 
their  number  being  so  much  greater  than  the  Nephites. 

22.  Behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  they  durst  not  come 
against  the  Nephites  in  the  "borders  of  Jershon  :  therefore 
they  departed  out  of  the  'land  of  Antionum  into  the  wilder- 
ness, and  took  their  joumev  round  about  in  the  wilderness, 
away  by  the  head  of  the  <1nver  Sidon,  that  they  might  come 
into  the  'land  of  Manti.  and  take  possession  of  the  land ;  for 
theY  did  not  suppose  that  the  armies  of  Moroni  would  know 
whither  the^  had  gone. 

23.  But  it  came  to  pass,  as  soon  as  they  had  departed 
into  the  wilderness,  Moroni  sent  spies  into  the  wilderness  to 
watch  their  camp ;  and  Moroni,  also,  knowing  of  the  prophe- 
cies of  Alma,  sent  certain  men  unto  him,  desudng  him  that 
he  should  inquire  of  the  Lord  whither  the  armies  of  ti^e 
Nephites  should  go,  to  defend  themselves  against  the 
Xiamanites. 

24.  And  it  came  to  i)ass  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  came 
unto  Alma,  and  Alma  informed  the  messengers  of  Moroni 
that  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites  were  marching  round  about 
in  the  wilderness,  that  they  might  come  over  into  the  ^"land 
of  Manti,  that  they  might  commence  an  attack  upon  the  more 
weak  part  of  the  people.  And  those  messengers  went  and 
delivered  the  message  unto  Moroni. 

25.  Now  Moroni,  leaving  a  part  of  his  army  in  the  ^^land 
of  Jershon,  lest  by  any  means  a  part  of  the  Lamanites  should 
come  into  that  land  and  take  possession  of  the  city,  took  the 
remainder  part  of  his  army  and  marched  over  into  the  ^''land 
of  Manti. 

26.  And  he  caused  that  all  the  people  in  that  quarter  of 
the  land  should  gather  themselves  together  to  battle,  against 
the  Lamanites,  to  defend  their  lands  and  their  country,  their 
rights  and  their  liberties;  therefore  they  were  prepared 
against  the  time  of  the  coming  of  the  Lanumites. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  caused  that  his  army 
should  ^be  secreted  in  the  valley  which  was  near  the  bank  of 
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the  2<»rivep  Sidon,  which  was  on  the  west  of  the  river  Sidon 
in  the  wilderness. 

28.  And  Moroni  placed  spies  round  about,  that  he  might 
know  when  the  camp  of  the  liamanites  should  come. 

29.  And  now  as  Moroni  knew  the  intention  of  the 
Lamanites,  that  it  was  their  ^^tention  to  destroy  their 
brethren,  or  to  subject  them  and  bring  them  into  bondage 
that  they  might  establish  a  kingdom  unto  themselves,  over 
all  the  land ; 

30.  And  he  also  knowing  that  it  was  the  ^onlv  desire  of 
the  Nephites  to  preserve  their  lands,  and  their  liberty,  and 
their  church,  therefore  he  thought  it  no  sin  that  he  should 
defend  them  by  stratagem ;  therefore  he  foimd  by  his  ^^spies» 
which  course  tine  Lamanites  were  to  take. 

31.  Therefore  he  divided  his  army,  and  brought  a  part 
over  into  the  valley,  and  concealed  them  on  the  east,  and  on 
the  south  of  the  2%ill  Riplah ; 

32.  And  the  remainder  he  concealed  in  the  west  valley, 
on  the  west  of  the  2«river  Sidon,  and  so  down  into  the  ^^bor- 
ders  of  the  land  Manti. 

33.  And  thus  having  placed  his  army  according  to  his 
desire,  he  was  prepared  to  meet  them. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  came  up  on 
the  north  of  the  3*hill  where  a  part  of  the  army  of  Moroni 
was  concealed. 

35.  And  as  the  Lamanites  had  passed  the  ^^ill  Biplah, 
and  come  into  the  valley,  and  began  to  cross  the  ^*"river 
Sidon,  the  army  which  was  concealed  on  the  south  of  the 
hill,  which  was  led  by  a  man  whose  name  was  Lehi ;  and  he 
led  his  army  forth  and  encircled  the  Lamanites  about  on  the 
east  in  their  rear. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites,  when  they 
saw  the  Nephites  conung  upon  them  in  their  rear,  turned 
them  about)  and  began  to  contend  with  the  army  of  Lehi ; 

37.  And  the  work  of  death  commenced  on  both  sides, 
but  it  was  more  dreadful  on  the  part  of  the  Lamanites,  for 
their  ^'^nakedness  was  exposed  to  the  heavy  blows  of  the 
Nephites,  2«with  their  swords  and  their  cimeters,  which, 
brought  death  almost  at  every  stroke ; 

38.  While  on  the  other  hand  there  was  now  and  then  a 
man  fell  amon^  the  Nephites,  by  their  swords  and  the  loss  of 
blood ;  they  being  shielded  from  the  more  vital  parts  of  the 
body,  or  the  more  vital  parts  of  the  body  being  shielded  from, 
the  'strokes  of  the  Lamanites,  ^^by  their  breast-plates,  and 
their  arm-shields,   and   their  head-plates:   ana  thus   the 
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Nephites  did  carry  on  the  work  of  death  among  the  Laman- 
ites. 

39.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  became 
frightened,  because  of  the  great  destruction  among  them, 
even  until  they  began  to  flee  towards  the  ^'river  Sidon. 

40.  And  tney  were  pursued  by  Lehi  and  his  men,  and 
they  were  driven  by  Lehi  into  the  waters  of  Sidon ;  and  they 
crossed  the  waters  of  Sidon.  And  Lehi  retained  his  armies 
ui)on  the  ^''bank  of  the  river  Sidon,  that  they  should  not 
cross. 

41.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  and  his  army  met 
the  Lamanites  in  the  ^'valley,  on  the  ^ 'other  side  of 
the  river  Sidon,  and  began  to  fall  upon  them  and  to  slay 
them. 

42.  And  the  Lamanites  did  flee  again  before  them,  ^Ho- 
wards  the  land  of  Manti ;  and  they  were  met  again  by  the 
armies  of  Moroni. 

43.  Now  in  this  case  the  Lamanites  did  flght  exceedingly  ; 
yea,  never  had  the  Lamanites  been  known  to  flght  with  such 
exceeding  great  strength  and  courage,  no,  not  even  from  the  , 
beginning; 

44.  And  they  were  inspired  by  the  ^'Zoramites  and  the 
Axnalekites,  who  were  their  chief  captains  and  leaders,  and 
by  Zerahemnah,  who  was  their  chief  captain,  or  their  chief 
leader  and  commander ;  yea,  they  did  flght  like  dragons,  and 
many  of  the  Nephites  were  slain  b^  their  hands,  yea,  for 
they  did  smite  in  two  2«many  of  their  head-plates,  and  they 
did  pierce  many  of  their  breast-plates,  and  they  did  smite 
off  many  of  their  arms ;  and  thus  the  Lamanites  did  smite 
in  their  fierce  anger. 

45.  Nevertheless,  the  Nephites  were  inspired  by  a  better 
cause,  for  they  were  not  fighting  for  monarchy  nor  power, 
but  they  were  3*flffhting  for  their  homes  and  their  liberties,. 
their  wives  and  their  cnildren,  and  their  all ;  yea,  for  their 
rites  of  worship  and  their  church ; 

46.  And  they  were  doing  that  which  they  felt  was  the 
duty  which  they  owed  to  their  God ;  for  the  Lord  had  said 
unto  them,  and  also  unto  their  fathers.  That  ^^inasmuch  as 
ye  are  not  guilty  of  the  first  offence,  neither  the  second,  ye 
shall  not  suffier  yourselves  to  be  slain  by  the  hands  of  your 
enemies. 

47.  And  again,  the  Lord  has  said  That  ye  shall  defend 
your  families  even  ilnto  bloodshed ;  therefore  for  this  cause 
were  the  Nephites  contending  with  the  Lamanites,  to  2«de- 
fend  themselves,  and  their  families,  and  their  lands,  their 
country,  and  their  rights,  and  their  religion. 

48.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  men  of  Moroni 
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saw  the  '^erceness  and  the  anger  of  the  Lamanites,  they 
were  about  to  shrink  and  flee  from  them.  And  Moroni  per- 
ceiving their  intent,  sent  forth  and  inspired  their  hearts  with 
these  thoughts— yea,  thB  ^  ^thoughts  of  their  lands,  their 
liberty,  Tea,  their  freedom  from  bondage. 

49.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  turned  upon  the 
Lamanites,  and  they  cried  with  one  voice  unto  tne  Lord 
their  Grod,  ''tor  their  liberty,  and  their  freedom  from  bond- 
age. 

50.  And  they  began  to  stand  against  the  Lamanites  with 
power:  and  in  that  self -same  hour  that  they  cried  \into 
the  Lord  for  their  freedom,  the  Lamanites  be^ui  to  flee 
before  them ;  and  they  fled  even  to  the  ^''waters  of  Sidon. 

61.  Now  the  Lamanites  were  more  numerous,  yea,  by 
more  than  double  the  number  of  the  Nephites  ;  nevertheless 
they  were  driven  insomuch  that  they  were  gathered  together 
in  one  body  in  the  » •valley,  upon  the  ^^-^bank  by, the  river 
Sidon ; 

52.  Therefore  the  armies  of  Moroni  encircled  them  about, 
yea,  even  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  for  behold,  on  the  east 
were  the  men  of  Lehi ; 

53.  Therefore  when  Zerahemnah  saw  the  men  of  Lehi  on 
the  east  of  the  river  Sidon,  and  the  annies  of  Moroni  on  the 
west  of  the  river  Sidon,  that  they  were  encircled  about  by 
the  Nephites,  they  were  struck  with  terror, 

54.  Now  Moroni,  when  he  saw  their  terror,  commanded 
his  men  that  they  should  stop  shedding  their  blood. 


CHAPTER  44. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  stop  and  withdrew 
a  pace  from  them.  And  Moroni  said  unto  Zerahemnah, 
behold  Zerahemnah,  that  we  do  not  desire  to  be  men  of 
blood. — Ye  know  that  ye  are  in  our  hands,  yet  we  do  not 
desire  to  slay  you. 

2.  Behold,  we  have  not  come  out  to  battle  aradnst  you, 
that  we  might  shed  your  blood  for  power ;  neiuier  do  we 
desire  to  bring  any  one  to  the  yoke  of  bondi^e.  But  this  is 
the  'hrery  cause  for  which  ye  have  come  against  us ;  yea,  and 
ye  are  angry  with  us  because  of  our  religion. 

3.  But  now  ye  behold  that  the  Lora  is  with  us  ;  and  ye 
behold  that  he  has  delivered  you  into  our  hands.  And  now  I 
would  that  ye  should  understand  that  this  is  done  unto 
us  ^because  of  our  religion  and  our  faith  in  Christ.  And 
now  ye  see  that  ye  cannot  destroy  this  our  faith. 
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4.  Now  ye  see  that  this  is  the  true  faith  of  Grod ;  yea,  ye 
see  that  Goa  wUl  support,  and  keep,  and  preserve  us,  so  long 
as  we  are  faithful  unto  him,  and  unto  our  faith,  and  our 
religion ;  and  never  will  the  Lord  <^uffer  that  we  shall  be 
destroyed,  except  we  should  fall  into  transgression  and 
deny  our  faith. 

5.  And  now,  Zerahemnah,  I  command  you,  in  the  name 
of  that  all-powerful  God,  who  has  strengthened  our  arms 
that  we  have  gained  ^ower  over  you  ''by  our  faith,  by  our 
religion,  and  by  our  rites  of  worship,  and  by  our  dhurch. 
and  by  the  sacred  support  which  we  owe  to  our  wives  and 
our  children,  by  that  liberty  which  binds  us  to  our  lands 
and  our  country ;  yea,  and  also  by  the  maintenance  of  the 
sacred  word  of  Grod,  to  which  we  owe  all^our  happiness ;  and 
by  all  that  is  most  dear  unto  us ; 

6.  Yea,  and  this  is  not  all ;  I  command  you  by  all  the 
desires  which  ye  have  for  life,  that  ye  dehver  up  your 
weapons  of  war  unto  us,  and  we  will  seek  not  your  blood, 
but  we  will  spare  your  lives,  if  ye  will  go  your  way,  and 
come  not  again  to  war  against  us. 

7.  And  now,  if  ye  do  not  this,  behold,  ye  are  in  our 
hands,  and  I  will  command  my  men  that  they  shall  fall 
upon  you,  and  inflict  the  woimds  of  death  in  your  bodies, 
that  ye  may  become  extinct ;  and  then  we  will  see  who  shall 
have  power  over  this  people ;  yea,  we  will  see  who  shall  be 
brought  into  bondage. 

8.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Zerahemnah  had 
heard  these  saying,  he  came  forth  and  delivered  ^tip  his 
sword  and  his  cimeter,  and  his  bow  into  the  hands  of 
Moroni,  and  said  \into  him,  behold,  here  are  our  weapons  of 
war;  we  will  deliver  them  up  \into  you,  and  we  will  not  suffer 
otirselves  to  -^take  an  oath  \into  you,  which  we  know  that 
we  shall  break,  and  also  our  children ;  but  take  our  weapons 
of  war,  and  suffer  that  we  may  depart  into  the  wilderness ; 
otherwise  we  will  retain  our  swords,  and  we  will  perish  or 
conauer. 

9.  Behold,  we  are  not  of  your  faith;  we  do  not  believe 
that  it  is  God  that  has  delivered  us  into  your  hands ;  but  we 
believe  that  it  is  your  cunning  that  has  preserved  you  from 
our  swords.  Behold,  ^t  is  your  breast-plates,  and  your 
shields  that  has  preserved  you. 

10.  And  now  when  Zerahemnah  had  made  an  end  of 
speaking  these  words.  Moroni  returned  the  sword  and  the 
weapons  of  war  wbicn  he  had  received,  unto  Zerahemnah, 
saying,  Behold,  we  will  end  the  conflict. 

11.  Now  I  cannot  retain  the  words  which  I  have  spoken, 
therefore  as  the  Lord  liveth,  ye  shall  not  depart,  *except  ye 
depart  with  an  oath  that  ye  will  not  return  again  against  us 
to  war.     Now  as  ye  are  in  ^our  hands,  we  will  spill  your 
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blood  upon  the  grotuid,  or  ye  shall  sabmit  to  the  conditions 
to  whicn  I  have  proposed. 

12.  And  now  when  Moroni  had  said  these  words,  Zera- 
hemnah  retained  his  sword,  and  he  was  angry  with  Moroni, 
and  he  rushed  forward  that  he  mieht  slaj  Moroni ;  but  as 
he  raised  his  sword,  behold,  one  of  Moroni's  soldiers  smote 
it  even  to  the  earth ;  and  it  broke  by  the  hilt ;  and  he  also 
smote  Zerahemnah,  tnat  he  *took  off  his  scalp,  and  it  fell  to 
the  earth.  And  Zerahemnah  withdrew  from  before  them 
into  the  midst  of  Ids  soldiers. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  soldier  who  stood  by, 
who  smote  off  the  scalp  of  Zerahemnah,  took  up  the  scalp 
from  off  the  ground  by  the  hair,  and  laid  it  upon  the  point 
of  his  sword,  and  stretched  it  forth  unto  them,  saying  unto 
them  with  a  loud  yoice, 

14.  -^ven  as  this  scalp  has  fallen  to  the  earth,  which  is 
the  scalp  of  your  chief,  so  shall  ye  fall  to  the  earth,  except  ye 
will  deliver  up  your  weapons  of  war  and  depart  with 
a  ^covenant  of  peace. 

15.  Now  there  were  many,  when  they  heard  these  words 
and  saw  the  'scalp  which  was  upon  the  sword,  that  were 
struck  with  fear,  and  many  came  forth  and  threw  down 
their  weapons  of  war  at  the  feet  of  Moroni,  and  entered  into 
a  covenant  of  peace.  And  as  many  as  entered  into  a  "*coye- 
nant  they  suffered  to  depart  into  the  wilderness. 

16.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  Zerahemnah  was  exceeding 
wroth,  and  he  did  stir  up  the  remainder  of  his  soldiers  to 
anger,  to  contend  more  powerfully  against  the  Nephites. 

17.  And  now  Moroni  was  angry,  because  of  the  stubborn- 
ness of  the  Lamanites ;  therefore  he  commanded  his  people 
that  they  should  fall  upon  them  and  slay  them.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  they  began  to  slay  them :  yea,  and  the 
Lamanites  did  contend  with  their  swords  and  their  mights. 

18.  But  behold,  their  "naked  skins  and  their  bare  heads 
were  exposed  to  the  sharp  swords  of  the  Nephites  ;  yea, 
behold  tnev  were  pierced  and  smitten ;  yea,  and  did  fall 
exceeding  fast  before  the  swords  of  the  Nephites ;  and  they 
began  to  be  swept  down,  even  as  the  ''soldier  of  Moroni  had 
prophesied. 

19.  Now  Zerahemnah,  when  he  saw  that  they  were  all 
about  to  be  destroyed,  cried  mightily  unto  Moroni,  promising 
that  he  would  covenant,  and  also  his  people  with  them,  9 
they  would  spare  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  that  they '^ever 
would  come  to  war  again  against  them. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  caused  that  the 
work  of  death  should  cease  again  among  the  people.  And 
he  took  the  weapons  of  war  from  the  Lamanites ;  and  'after 
they  had  enterea  into  a  covenant  with  him  of  peace,  they 
were  suffered  to  depart  into  the  wilderness. 
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21.  Now  the  number  of  their  dead  were  not  numbered, 
because  of  the  greatness  of  the  number ;  yea,  the  number  of 
their  dead  were  exceeding  great,  both  on  the  Nephites  and 
on  the  Lamanites. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  cast  their  dead  into 
the  ''waters  of  Sidon,  and  they  have  gone  forth  and  are 
buried  in  the  depths  of  the  sea. 

23.  And  the  armies  of  the  Nephites,  or  of  Moroni,  re- 
turned, and  came  to  their  houses  and  their  lands. 

24.  And  thus  ended  the  eighteenth  vear  of  the  reign  of 
the  Judges  over  the  i>eople  of  Nephi.  And  thus  ended  the 
record  of  Alma,  which  was  written  upon  th.6  'plates  of 
Nephi. 


The  account  of  the  people  of  Nephi,  and  their  wars  and  dis- 
senaionSf  in  the  aavs  of  Helaman,  according  to  the  record 
of  Helamany  which  he  kept  in  hia  days. 

CHAPTER  45. 

1.  Behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  of  Nephi 
w^ere  exceedingly  rejoiced,  because  the  Lord  had  again  de- 
livered them  out  of  the  hands  of  their  enemies ;  therefore 
they  gave  thanks  unto  the  Lord  their  Grod ;  yea,  and  they 
did  ''fast  much  and  ^ray  much,  and  they  did  worship  Grod 
with  exceeding  great  joy. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi,  that  Alma 
came  unto  his  son  Helaman  and  said  unto  nim,  Believest 
thou  the  words  which  I  spake  unto  thee  '^concerning  those 
records  which  have  been  kept  ? 

3.  And  Helaman  said  unto  him.  Yea,  I  believe. 

4.  And  Alma  said  again,  Believest  thou  in  Jesus  Christ, 
w^ho  shall  come? 

5.  And  he  said.  Yea,  I  believe  all  the  words  which  thou 
hast  spoken. 

6.  And  Alma  said  unto  him  again,  Will  ye  keep  my  com- 
mandments ? 

7.  And  he  said.  Yea,  I  wiU  keep  thy  commandments  with 
all  my  heart. 

8.  Then  Alma  said  unto  him.  Blessed  art  thou ;  and  the 
Lord  shall  prosper  ihee  in  this  land. 

9.  But  behold,  I  have  somewhat  to  prophesy  unto  thee  ; 
but  what  I  prophesy  unto  thee,  ye  shall  not  make  known ; 
yea,  what  I  prophesy  unto  thee  shall  not  be  made  known, 
even  until  the  prophecy  is  fulfilled;  therefore  write  the 
words  which  I  shall  say. 
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10.  And  these  are  the  words :  Behold,  I  perceive  that 
this  very  people,  the  Nephites,  according  to  the  Spirit  of 
revelation  which  is  in  me,  in  Hour  hundred  years  ttom.  the 
time  that  Jesus  Christ  shall  manifest  himself  unto  them, 
shall  'dwindle  in  unbelief ; 

11.  Yea,  and  then  shall  they  see  wars  and  pestilences^ 
yea,  famines  and  bloodshed,  even  until  the  peopfe  of  Nephi 
shall  become  "^extinct ; 

12.  Yea^  and  this  because  they  shall  dwindle  in  unbelieL 
and  fall  into  the  works  of  darkness,  and  lasciviousness,  and 
all  manner  of  iniq|uities ;  yea,  I  say  unto  you,  that  bc^cause 
they  shall  sin  against  so  great  light  and  knowledge ;  yea,  I 
say  unto  you,  that  from  that  day,  even  the  ^fourth  genera- 
tion shall  not  all  pass  away,  before  this  great  iniquity  shaJl 
come; 

13.  And  when  that  great  day  cometh,  behold,  the  time 
very  soon  cometh  that  those  who  are  now,  or  the  seed  of 
those  who  are  now  numbered  among  the  people  of  Nephi, 
shall  no  more  be  numbered  among  the  people  of  Nephi ; 

14.  But  whosoever  remaineth,  and  is  not  destroyed  in 
that  great  and  dreadful  day,  shall  be  'Numbered  among  the 
Lamanites,  and  shall  become  like  unto  them,  aH,  save  it  be  a 
few,  who  snail  be  called  the  disciples  of  the  Lord ;  and  thent 
shall  the  Lamanites  pursue,  even  'until  they  shall  become 
extinct.  And  now,  because  of  iniquity,  this  prophecy  shall 
be  f  uimied. 

15.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Alma  had  said 
these  things  to  Helaman,  he  blessed  him,  and  also  his  other 
sons  ;  and  ne  also  blessed  the  earth  for  the  righteous'  sake ; 

16.  And  he  said,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Grod :  <^Cursed  shall 
be  the  land,  yea,  this  land,  unto  every  nation,  kindred, 
tongue,  and  people,  unto  destruction,  which  do  wickedly, 
when  they  are  fully  ripe ;  and  as  I  have  said,  so  shall  it  be ; 
for  this  is  the  cursing  and  the  blessing  of  Grod  upon  the  land, 
for  the  Lord  cannot  look  upon  sin  with  the  least  degree  of 
allowance. 

17.  And  now,  when  Alma  had  said  these  words,  he 
blessed  the  church,  ^ea,  all  those  who  should  stand  fast  in 
the  faith  from  that  time  henceforth ; 

18.  And  when  Alma  had  done  this,  he  departed  out  of 
the  ^land  of  Zarahemla,  as  if  to  go  into  the  land  of  Melek. 
And  it  came  to  jpass  that  he  was  never  heard  of  more ;  as  to 
his  death  or  bunal  we  know  not  of. 

19.  Behold,  this  we  know,  that  he  was  a  righteous  man ; 
and  the  saying  went  abroad  in  the  church,  that  he  was  taken 
up  by  the  Spirit^  or  buried  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  even  as 
Moses.  But  behold,  the  scriptures  saith  the  Lord  took  Moses 
unto  himself ;  and  we  suppose  that  he  has 'also  received  Alma 
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in  the  Spirit,  unto  himself :  therefore,  for  this  cause,  we  know 
nothing  concerning  his  death  and  burial. 

20.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the 
nineteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of 
Nephi,  that  Helaman  wenr  forth  among  the  people  to  declare 
the  word  unto  them. 

21.  For  behold,  because  of  their  wars  with  the  Lamanites 
and  the  many  little  dissensions  and  disturbances  which  had 
been  among  the  people,  it  became  exx>edient  that  the  word  of 
God  should  be  declared  among  them  ;  yea,  and  that  a  regu- 
lation should  be  made  throughout  the  church ; 

22.  Therefore  Helaman  and  his  brethren  went  forth  to 
establish  the  church  again  in  all  the  land,  yea,  in  every  city 
throi:^hout  all  the  land  which  was  possessed  by  the  people  of 
Kenhi.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  appoint  "*priest-s 
and  teachers  throughout  all  the  land,  over  all  the  churches. 

23.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Helaman  and  his 
brethren  had  appointed  priests  and  teachers  over  the  churches 
that  there  arose  a  dissension  among  them,  and  they  would 
not  give  heed  to  the  words  of  Helaman  and  his  brethren  ; 

24.  But  they  grew  proud,  bein^  lifted  up  in  their  hearts, 
because  of  their  exceeding  great  riches ;  therefore  they  grew 
rich  in  their  own  eyes,  and  would  not  give  heed  to  their 
words,  to  walk  uprightly  before  God. 


CHAPTER  46. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  many  as  would  not  hearken 
to  the  words  of  Helaman  and  his  brethren,  were  gathered 
together  against  their  brethren. 

2.  Anonow  behold,  they  were  exceeding  wroth,  insomuch 
that  they  were  determined  to  slav  them. 

3.  Now  the  leader  of  those  wno  were  wroth  against  their 
brethren,  was  a  large  and  a  strong  man ;  and  his  name  was 
Amalickiah. 

4.  And  Amalickiah  was  desirous  to  be  a  king:  and  those 
people  who  were  wroth,  were  also  desirous  that  he  should  be 
their  king :  and  they  were  the  greater  part  of  them  the  lower 
judges  of  the  land  :  and  they  were  seeKing  for  power. 

5.  And  they  had  been  led  by  the  flatterers  of  Amalickiah, 
that  if  they  would  support  him  and  establish  him  to  be  their 
king,  that  he  would  make  them  rulers  over  the  people. 

o.  Thus  they  were  led  away  by  Amalickiah  to  dissensions, 
notwithstanding  the  preaching  of  Helaman  and  his  brethren; 
yea,  notwithstanding  their  exceeding  great  care  over  the 
church,  for  they  were  <*High  Priests  over  the  church. 
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7.  And  there  were  many  in  the  church  who  believed  in 
the  flattering  words  of  Amalickiah  ;  therefore  they  dissented 
even  from  the  chmx^h ;  and  thus  were  the  affairs  of  the  people 
of  Nephi  exceeding  precarious  and  dangerous,  notwithstand> 
ing  their  ^great  victory  which  they  had  had  over  the  Laman- 
ites,  and  their  great  rejoicings  which  they  had  had,  because 
of  their  deliverance  by  zhe  hands  of  the  Lord. 

8.  Thus  we  see  how  quick  the  children  of  men  do  forget 
the  Lord  their  Grod ;  yea,  how  quick  to  do  iniquity,  and  to 
be  led  away  by  the  evil  one  ; 

9.  Yea,  and  we  also  see  the  great  wickedness  one  very 
wicked  man  can  cause  to  take  place  among  the  children  of 
men ; 

10.  Yea,  we  see  that  Amalickiah,  because  he  was  a  man. 
of  cunning  device,  and  a  man  of  many  flattering  words,  that 
he  led  awav  the  hearts  of  many  people  to  do  wickedly :  yea, 
and  to  seek  to  destroy  the  church  of  God,  and  to  destroy 
the  <^f  oundation  of  liberty  which  God  had  granted  unto  them, 
or  which  blessing  God  had  sent  upon  the  lace  of  the  land  for 
the  righteous'  sake. 

11.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Moroni,  who  was 
the  ''chief  commander  of  the  armies  of  the  Nephites  had  heard 
of  these  dissensions,  he  was  angry  with  Ajnalickiskh. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  "rent  his  coat ;  and  he 
took  a  piece  thereof,  and  wrote  upon  it,  -In  memory  of  gup 
God,  our  religion,  and  freedom,  and  our  peace,  our  wives,  and 
our  children;  and  he  fastened  it  upon  the  end  of  a  pole 
thereof. 

13.  And  he  fastened  on  his  head-plate,  and  his  breast- 
plate, and  his  shields,  and  girded  on  nis  armour  about  his 

'.  oins  ;  and  he  took  the  pole,  which  had  on  the  end  thereof 
.  lis  rent  coat,  (and  he  called  it  the  ^title  of  liberty,)  and  he 
jowed  himself  to  the  earth,  and  he  *prayed  mightily  unto 
his  God,  for  the  blessinesof -oiberty  to  rest  upon  his  brethren 
so  long  as  there  should  a  band  of  ^Christians  remain  to 
possess  the  land  ; 

14.  For  thus  were  all  the  true  believers  of  Christ,  who 
belonged  to  the  church  of  Grod,  called  by  those  who  did  not 
belong  to  the  church ; 

15.  And  those  who  did  belong  to  the  church  were  faith- 
ful ;  yea,  all  those  who  were  true  believers  in  Christ,  took 
upon  them,  gladly,  the  name  of  Christ  or  Christians,  as  they 
were  called,  because  of  their  belief  in  Christ,  who  should 
come; 

16.  And  therefore,  at  this  time,  Moroni  prayed  that  the 
cause  of  the  Christians,  and  the  freedom  of  the  land  mi^t 
be  favored. 
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17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  he  had  *'*pouTed  out 
his  soul  to  God,  he  gave  all  the  land  which  was  "south  of 
the  ^land  Desolation  :  yea,  and  in  fine,  aU  the  land,  both  ''on 
the  north  and  on  the  south,  a  chosen  land,  and  the  'land  of 
liberty. 

18.  And  he  said,  surely  God  shall  not  suffer  that  we, 
who  are  despised  because  we  take  upon  us  the  rname  of 
Christ,  shall  oe  trodden  down  and  destroyed,  mitil  we  bring 
it  upon  us  by  our  own  transffressions. 

19.  And  when  Moroni  had  said  these  words,  he  went 
forth  among  the  people,  waving  the  'rent  of  his  garment  in 
the  air.  that  all  might  see  the  'writing  which  he  had  wrote 
upon  tne  rent,  and  crying  with  a  loud  voice,  saying, 

20.  Behold,  whosoever  will  maintain  this  title  upon  the 
land,  let  them  come  forth  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord,  and 
enter  into  a  covenant  that  they  will  "maintain  their  rights, 
and  their  religion,  that  the  Lord  God  may  bless  them. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Moroni  had  proclaimed 
these  words,  behold,  the  people  came  running  together  with 
their  armours  girded  about  their  loins,  "rending  their  gar- 
ments in  token,  or  as  a  covenant,  that  they  would  not  forsake 
the  Lord  their  God,  or,  in  other  words,  if  they  should  trans- 
gress the  commandments  of  God,  or  fall  into  transgression, 
and  be  ashamed  to  take  upon  them  the  *name  of  Christ,  the 
Lord  should  rend  them  even  as  they  had  'rent  their  garments. 

^  22.  Now  this  was  the  covenant  which  they  made :  and 
they  cast  their  garments  at  the  feet  of  Moroni,  saying,  we 
covenant  with  our  God,  that  we  shall  be  destroyed,  even  as 
our  brethren  in  the  s'land  northward,  if  we  shall  fall  into 
transgression :  yea,  he  may  cast  us  at  t^e  feet  of  our  ene- 
mies, even  as  we  have  cast  our  garments  at  thy  f eet>  to  be 
trodden  under  fool^  if  we  shall  fall  into  transgression. 

23.  Moroni  said  unto  them,  behold,  we  are  a  remnant  of 
the  seed  of  Jacob :  yea,  we  are  a  remnant  of  the  seed 
of  Joseph,  whose  ^coat  was  rent  by  his  brethren  into 
many  pieces :  yea,  and  now  behold,  let  us  remember  to 
keep  the  commandments  of  Grod,  or  our  garments  shall  be 
rent  by  our  brethren,  and  we  be  cast  into  prison,  or  be  sold, 
or  be  slain : 

24.  Yea,  let  us  preserve  our  3<*liberty,  as  a  remnant  of 
Joseph :  yea,  let  us  remember  the  words  of  Jacob,  before  his 
death  :  for  behold,  he  saw  that  a  part  of  the  remnant  of  the 
•coat  of  Joseph  was  preserved,  and  had  not  decayed.  And 
lie  said,  ^^Even  as  this  remnant  of  garment  of  my  son's  hath 
been  preserved,  so  shall  a  remnant  of  the  seed  of  my  son's  be 
preserved  by  tne  hand  of  God,  and  be  taken  unto  himself, 
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while  the  remainder  of  the  seed  of  Joseph  shall  perish,  even 
as  the  remnant  of  his  garment. 

25.  Now  behold^  this  givetii  my  soul  sorrow :  nevertheless, 
mv  soul  hath  joy  in  my  son,  because  that  part  of  his  seed 
wnich  shall  be  taken  unto  God. 

26.  Now  behold,  this  was  the  language  of  Jacob. 

27.  And  now  who  knoweth  but  wnat  the  remnant  of  the 
seed  of  Joseph,  which  shall  perish  as  his  garment,  are  those 
who  have  dissented  from  us :  yea,  and  even  it  shall  be  us, 
if  we  do  not  stand  fast  in  the  faith  of  Christ. 

28.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Moroni  had  said 
these  words,  he  went  forth,  and  also  sent  forth  in  all  the 
parts  of  the  land  where  there  were  dissensions,  and  gathered 
together  all  the  people  who  were  desirous  to  maintain 
their  **liberty,  to  stand  against  Amalickiah,  and  those  who 
had  dissented,  who  were  called  Amalickiahites. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Amalickiah  saw  that 
the  i>eople  of  Moroni  were  more  numerous  than  the  Amalic- 
kiahites ;  and  he  also  saw  that  his  people  were  doubtful 
concerning  the  justice  of  the  cause  in  which  they  had  under- 
taken :  therefore,  fearing  that  he  should  not  gam  the  point, 
he  took  those  of  his  people  who  would,  and  departed  into 
the  a^qand  of  Nephi. 

30.  Now  Moroni  thought  it  was  not  expedient  that  the 
Lamanites  should  have  any  more  strength :  therefore  he 
thought  to  cut  off  the  people  of  Amalickiah,  op  to  take  them 
and  bring  them  back,  and  put  Amalickiah  to  death :  yea,  for 
he  knew  that  he  would  stir  up  the  Lamanites  to  anger 
against  them,  and  cause  them  to  come  to  battle  against 
them  :  and  this  he  knew  that  Amalickiah  would  do,  that  he 
might  obtain  his  purposes ; 

31.  Therefore  Moroni  thought  it  was  expedient  that  he 
should  take  his  armies,  who  had  gathered  themselves  to- 
gether, and  armed  themselves,  and  entered  into  a  covenant 
to  keep  the  peace :  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  took  his 
army,  and  marched  out  into  the  wilderness,  to  cut  off  the 
course  of  Amalickiah  in  the  wilderness. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  according  to  his  de- 
sires and  inarched  forth  into  the  wilderness,  and  headed  the 
armies  of  Amalickiah. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amalickiah  fled  with  a  small 
number  of  his  men^  and  the  remainder  were  delivered  up 
into  the  hands  of  Mioroni,  and  were  taken  back  into  the  land 
of  Zarahemla. 

34.  Now  Moroni  being  a  man  who  was  appointed  by  the 
Chief  Judges  and  the  ^  «voice  of  the  people,  tneref  ore  he  had 
power  according  to  his  will  with  the  armies  of  the  Nephitea, 
to  establish  andto  exercise  authority  over  them. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  whomsoever  of  the  Ama- 
lickiahites that  would  not  enter  into  a  covenant  to  supi>ort 
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the  3-^  cause  of  freedom,  that  they  might  maintaiii  a  free 

fovemment,  he  catised  to  he  put  to  death ;  and  there  was 
ut  few  who  denied  the  covenant  of  freedom. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  also,  that  he  caused  the  '^itle  of 
liberty  to  be  hoisted  upon  every  tower  which  was  in  all  the 
land,  which  was  possessed  by  the  Nephites ;  and  thus 
Moroni  planted  the  standard  of  liberty  among  the  Ne- 
phites. 

37.  And  they  began  to  have  peace  again  in  the  land: 
and  thus  they  did  maintain  peace  in  the  land,  until 
nearly  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
Judges. 

38.  And  Helaman  and  the  ^^High  Priests  did  also  main- 
tain order  in  the  church;  yea,  even  for  the  sjpace  of  four 
years  did  they  have  much  pea.ce  and  rejoicing  in  the 
church. 

39.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  many  who  died, 
Armly  believing  that  their  souls  were  redeemed  by  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ ;  Qius  they  went  out  of  the  world  rejoicing. 

40.  And  there  were  some  who  died  with  fevers,  which  at 
«ome  seasons  of  the  year  was  very  frequent  in  the  land :  but 
not  so  much  so  with  fevers,  because  of  the  excellent  qualities 
of  the  many  plants  and  roots  which  God  had  prepared  to 
Temove  the  cause  of  diseases,  to  which  men  were  subject  by 
the  nature  of  the  climate. 

41.  But  there  were  many  who  died  with  old  age ;  and 
those  who  died  in  the  faith  of  Christ  are  happy  in  nim,  as 
we  must  needs  suppose. 


CHAPTER  47. 

1.  Now  we  will  return  in  our  record,  to  Amalickiah,  and 
those  who  had  '*fled  with  him  into  the  wilderness ;  for 
behold  he  had  taken  those  who  went  with  him,  and  went  up 
in  the  ^land  of  Nephi  among  the  Lamanites,  and  did  stir  up 
the  Lamanites  to  anger  against  the  people  of  Nephi,  inso- 
much that  the  king  of  the  Lamanites  sent  a  proclamation 
throughout  all  his  land,  among  all  his  people,  that  they 
«houla  gather  themselves  together  again,  to  go  to  battle 
against  the  Nephites. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  proclamation  had 
gone  forth  among  them,  the^  were  exceeding  afraid ;  yea, 
&ev  feared  to  displease  the  king,  and  they  also  feared  to  ^o 
to  oattle  against  the  Nephites,  lest  they  should  lose  their 
lives.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  would  not,  or  the  more 
part  of  them  would  not,  obey  the  commandments  of  the 
King. 
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3.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  was  wroth 
because  of  their  disobedience ;  therefore  he  ^ave  Amalickiah. 
the  command  of  that  part  of  his  armjr  which  was  obedient 
\into  his  commands,  and  commanded  him  that  he  should  go 
forth  and  compel  them  to  arms. 

4.  Now  behold,  this  was  the  desire  of  Amalickiah;  for 
he  being  a  very  subtle  man  to  do  evil,  therefore  he  laid  the 
plan  in  nis  heart  to  '^dethrone  the  king  of  the  Lamanites. 

5.  And  now  he  had  got  the  command  of  those  parts  of 
the  Lamanites  who  were  in  favor  of  the  king ;  and  he  sought 
to  gain  favor  of  those  who  were  not  obedient :  therefore  he 
went  forward  to  the  place  which  was  called  Onidah,  for 
thither  had  all  the  Lamanites  fled ;  for  they  discovered  the 
army  coming,  and  supposing  that  they  were  coming  to 
destroy  them,  therefore  they  ned  to  OnicGah  to  the  place  of 
arms. 

6.  And  they  had  appointed  a  man  to  be  a  king  and  & 
leader  over  them,  being  fixed  in  their  minds  with  a  deter- 
mined resolution  that  they  would  not  be  subjected  to  go 
against  the  Nephites. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  had  gathered  them- 
selves together  upon  the  top  of  the  mount  which  was  called 
Antipas,  in  preparation  to  battle. 

8.  Now  it  was  not  Amalickiah's  intention  to  give  them 
battle,  according  to  the  commandments  of  the  king,  but 
behold,  it  was  his  intention  to  gain  favor  with  the  armies 
of  the  Lamanites,  that  he  might  place  himself  at  their 
head  and  ^dethrone  the  king,  and  take  possession  of  tibe 
kingdom. 

^.  And  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  he  caused  his  army 
to  pitch  their  tents  in  the  vaUey  which  was  near  the  'mount 
Antipas. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  it  was  night,  he  sent 
a  secret  embassy  into  the  mount  Antipas,  desiring  that  the 
leader  of  those  who  were  upon  the  mount,  whose  name  was 
Lehonti,  that  he  shotdd  come  down  to  the  foot  of  the  mount, 
for  he  desired  to  speak  with  him. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Lehonti  received  the 
message,  he  durst  not  go  down  to  the  foot  of  the  mount. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amalickiah  sent  again  the  second 
time,  desiring  him  to  come  down.  And  it  came  to  x>ass  that 
Lehonti  would  not ;  and  he  sent  again  the  third  time. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Amalickiah  found 
that  he  could  not  get  Lehonti  to  come  down  off  from  the 
mount,  he  went  up  mto  the  mount,  nearly  to  Lehonti's  camp  ; 
and  he  sent  again  the  fourth  time  his  message  unto  Lehonti, 
desiring  that  he  would  come  down,  and  that  he  would  bring 
his  guards  with  him. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Lehonti  had  come 
down  with  his  guards  to  Amalickiah,  that  Amalickiah  de- 
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sired  him  to  come  down  with  his  army  in  the  night  time, 
and  surround  those  men  in  their  camps  over  whom  the  king 
had  ^ven  him  commanoL  and  that  he  would  deliver  them  up 
into Xehontrs  hands,  if  he  would  make  him  (Amalickiah,)  a 
second  leader  over  the  whole  army. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Lehonti  came  down  with 
his  men,  and  surrounded  the  men  of  Amalickiah,  so  that 
before  they  awoke  at  the  dawn  of  day,  they  were  surrounded 
by  the  armies  of  Lehonti. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  saw  that  they 
were  surrounded,  they  ^lead  with  Amalickiah  that  he 
would  suffer  them  to  fall  in  with  their  brethren,  that  they 
might  not  be  destroyed.  Now  this  was  the  very  tning  which 
Amalickiah  desired. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  delivered  his  men,  /con- 
trary to  the  commands  of  the  king.  Now  this  was  the  thing 
that  Amalickiah  desired,  that  he  might  accomplish  his  designs 
in  ^dethroning  the  king. 

17.  Now  it  was  the  custom  among  the  Lamanites,  if 
their  chief  leader  was  killed,  to  appoint  the  '^second  leader 
to  be  their  chief  leader. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amalickiah  caused  that  one 
of  his  servants  should  administer  poison  by  degrees  to  Le- 
honti, that  he  died. 

19.  Now  when  Lehonti  was  dead,  the  Lamanites  ap- 
pointed Amalickiah  to  be  their  leader  and  their  *chief  com- 
mander. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amalickiah  marched  with 
his  armies  (for  he  had  gained  his  desires)  to  the  -Qand  of 
Nephi,  to  the  city  of  Nephi,  which  was  the  chief  city. 

21.  And  the  king  came  out  to  meet  him  with  his  guards, 
for  he  supposed  that  Amalickiah  had  ^fulfilled  his  commands, 
and  that  Amalickiah  had  gathered  together  so  great  an  army 
to  go  against  the  Nephites  to  battle. 

22.  But  behold,  as  the  king  came  out  to  meet  him, 
Amalickiah  caused  that  his  servants  should  go  forth  to  meet 
the  king.  And  they  went  and  bowed  themselves  before  the 
king,  as  if  to  reverence  him,  because  of  his  greatness. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  put  forth  his  hand 
to  raise  them,  as  was  the  custom  with  the  Lamanites,  as  a 
token  of  peace,  which  'custom  they  had  taken  from  the 
Nephites. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  he  had  raised  the  first 
from  the  ground,  behold  he  stabbed  the  king  to  the  heart ; 
and  he  fell  to  the  earth. 

25.  Now  the  servants  of  the  king  fled ;  and  the  servants 
of  Amalickiah  raised  a  cry,  saying, 

26.  Behold,  the  servants  of  the  king  have  stabbed  him 
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to  the  heart,  and  he  has  fell  and  they  have  fled ;  behold,  come 
and  see. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amalickiah  commanded 
that  his  armies  should  march  forth,  and  see  what  had  hap- 
pened to  the  king ;  and  when  they  had  come  to  the  spot,  and 
found  the  king  lying  in  his  gore,  Amalickiah  pretended  to 
be  wrotib,  una  said  whosoever  loved  the  king,  let  him  go 
forth,  and  pursue  his  servants  that  they  may  be  slain. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  all  they  who  loved 
the  king,  when  they  heard  these  words,  came  forth  and 
pursued  after  the  servants  of  the  king. 

29.  Now  when  the  servants  of  the  kin^  saw  an  army 
pursuing  after  them,  they  were  frighted  again  and  fled  into 
the  wilderness,  and  came  over  in  the  "*land  of  Zarahemla 
and  joined  the  '*people  of  Ammon ; 

30.  And  the  army  which  pursued  after  them,  returned, 
having  pursued  after  them  in  vain ;  and  thus  Amalickiah, 
by  his  fraud,  gained  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  he  entered 
the  "city  Nephi  with  his  armies,  and  took  possession  of  the 
city. 

32.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  queen,  when  she 
had  heard  that  the  king  was  slain,  for  Amalickian  had  sent 
an  embassy  to  the  queen,  informing  her  that  the  king  had 
been  slain  by  his  servants ;  that  he  nad  pursued  them  with 
his  army,  but  it  was  in  vain,  and  they  had  made  their  escai>e. 

33.  Therefore  when  the  queen  had  received  this  message, 
she  sent  unto  Amalickiah,  desiring  him  that  he  would  spare 
the  people  of  the  city ;  and  she  also  desired  him  that  he 
should  come  in  unto  her ;  and  she  also  desired  him  that  he 
should  bring  witnesses  with  him,  to  testify  concerning  the 
death  of  the  king. 

34.  And  it  came  to  ]^ss  that  Amalickiah  took  the  '^same 
servant  that  slew  the  king,  and  all  ^they  who  were  with  him, 
and  went  in  unto  the  queen,  unto  the  place  where  she  sat ; 
and  they  all  testified  unto  her  that  the  King  was  slain  by  his 
own  servants  ;  and  they  said  also,  they  have  fled ;  does  not 
this  testify  against  them  ?  And  thus  they  satisfied  the  queen 
concerning  uie  death  of  the  king. 

35.  And  it  came  .to  pass  that  Amalickiah.  sought  the  favor 
of  the  queen,  and  took  her  unto  him  to  wife ;  and  thus  by 
his  fraud,  and  by  the  assistance  of  his  cunning  servants, 
he  ''obtained  the  Kingdom  ;  yea,  he  was  acknowledged  king 
throughout  all  the  land,  atnong  all  the  people  of  the 
Lamanites,  who  were  composed  of  the  Lamanites  and  the 
Lemuelites,  and  the  Ishmaelites,  and  all  the  dissenters  of 
the  Nephites,  from  the  reign  of  Nephi  down  to  the  present 
time. 

36.  Now  these  dissenters  having  the  same  instruction 
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and  the  same  information  of  the  Nephites,  yea,  having  been 
instructed  in  the  same  knowledge  of  the  Lord,  nevertheless, 
it  is  strange  to  relate,  not  long  after  their  dissensions  'they 
became  more  hardened  and  impenitent,  and  more  wUd, 
wicked  and  ferocious  than  the  Lamanites ;  drinking  in  with 
the  traditions  of  the  Lamanites ;  giving  wav  to  indolence, 
and  all  manner  of  lasciviousness ;  yea,  entirely  forgetting 
the  Lord  their  Grod. 


CHAPTER  48. 

L  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  as  soon  as  AmaJickiah 
liad  obtained  the  kingdom,  ne  be$»n  to  inspire  the  hearts  of 
the  Lamanites  against  the  people  of  Nejphi;  vea,  he  did 
appoint  men  to  s^eak  unto  the  Lamanites  from  their  towers, 
against  the  Nepmtes ; 

2.  And  thus  he  did  inspire  their  hearts  against  the 
^ephites,  insomuch,  that  in  tne  latter  end  of  the  nineteenth 
year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges,  he  having  accomplished  his 
designs  thus  far;  vea,  having  been  made  king  over  the 
Lamanites,  he  sought  also  to  reign  over  all  the  land;  yea, 
and  aU  the  people  who  were  in  the  land,  the  Nephites  as 
well  as  the  Lamanites, 

3.  Therefore  he  had  accomplished  his  design,  for  he  had 
hardened  the  hearts  of  the  Lamanites  and  blinded  their 
minds,  and  stirred  them  up  to  anger,  insomuch  that  he  had 
gathered  together  a  numerous  host,  to  go  to  battle  against 
the  Nephites. 

4.  For  he  was  determined,  because  of  the  greatness  of 
the  number  of  his  people,  to  overpower  the  Nephites,  and  to 
bring  them  into  bondage ; 

5.  And  thus  he  did  appoint  chief  captains  of  the  '*Zoram- 
ites,  chev  being  the  most  acquainted  with  the  strength  of 
the  Nepnites,  and  their  places  of  resort,  and  the  weakest 
parts  of  their  cities ;  therefore  be  appointed  them  to  be  chief 
captains  over  his  armies. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  took  their  camp,  and 
moved  forth  towards  the  ^land  of  Zarahemla  in  the  wilder- 
ness. 

7.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  while  Amalickiah  had  thus 
been  obtaining  power  by  fraud  and  deceit,  Moroni,  on  the 
other  hand,  had  oeen  preparing  the  minds  of  the  people  to 
be  faithful  unto  the  Lord  their  God ; 

8.  Yea,  he  had  been  strengthening  the  armies  of  the 
Nephites,  and  erecting  small  '^orts,  or  places  of  resort; 

8t  see  t,  AhDA  24 :  80.  
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throwing  up  banks  of  earth  iDond  about^  to  enclose  his 
armies,  and  also  buildii^  walls  of  stone  to  encircle  them 
about,  round  about  their  cities  and  the  borders  of  their 
lands ;  yea,  all  round  about  the  land ; 

9.  And  in  their  weakest  fortifications,  he  did  place  the 
g^reater  number  of  men;  and  thus  he  did  fortify  and 
streiLKthen  the  land  which  was  possessed  by  the  Nephites. 

la  And  thus  he  was  preparing  to  ''support  their  liberty, 
their  lands,  their  wives,  and  their  children,  and  their  peace, 
and  that  they  might  live  unto  the  Lord  their  Grod,  and  that 
they  might  maintain  that  which  was  called  by  their  enemies 
the  cause  of  'Christians. 

IL  And  Moroni  was  a  strong  and  a  mighty  man ;  he  was 
a  man  of  a  perfect  understanding ;  yea,  a  man  that  did  not 
delight  in  bloodshed;  a  man  whose  soul  did  joy  in 
the  ^liberty  and  the  freedom  of  his  country,  and  his  brethren 
from  bondage  and  slavery ; 

12.  Tea,  a  man  whose  heart  did  swell  with  thanks^ving 
to  his  God,  for  the  manv  privileges  and  blessings  which  he 
bestowed  upon  his  people ;  a  man  who  did  labor  exceedingly 
for  the  weluire  and  safety  of  his  people ; 

13.  Yea.  and  he  was  a  man  who  was  firm  in  the  faith  of 
Christ,  and  he  had  sworn  with  an  oath,  to  ^defend  his 

Seople,  his  rights,  and  his  country,  and  his  religion,  even  to 
[le  loss  of  his  blood. 

14.  Now  the  Nephites  were  Haught  to  defend  themselves 
against  their  enemies,  even  to  the  shedding  of  blood,  if  it 
were  necessary;  yea,  and  they  were  also  taught  never  to 
give  an  offence ;  yea,  and  never  to  raise  the  sword,  except  it 
were  against  an  enemy,  except  it  were  to  preserve  tneir 
lives; 

15.  And  this  was  their  faith,  that  by  so  doins,  God  would 
prosper  them  in  the  land ;  or  in  other  words,  *u.  they  were 
faithful  in  keeping  the  commandments  of  Grod,  that  he 
would  prosper  them,  in  the  land  ;  yea,  warn  them  to  flee,  or 
to  prepare  ror  war,  according  to  their  danger ; 

16.  And  also,  that  God  would  make  it  known  unto 
them,  '^whither  they  shonJd  go  to  defend  themselves  against 
their  enemies ;  and  by  so  doing,  the  Lord  would  deliver 
them,  and  this  was  the  faith  of  Moroni  ;  and  his  heart  did 
glory  in  it ;  not  in  the  shedding  of  blood,  but  in  doine  good, 
m  preserving  his  people ;  yea,  in  keeping  the  commandments 
of  God ;  yea,  and  resisting  iniquity. 

17.  Yea,  verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  all  men  had 
been,  and  were,  and  ever  would  oe,  like  unto  Moroni,  behold, 
the  very  powers  of  hell  would  have  been  shaken  for  ever ; 
yea,  the  devil  would  *never  have  power  over  the  hearts  of 
the  children  of  men. 
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18.  Behold,  he  was  a  man  like  unto  Ammon,  the  son  of 
Mosiah,  yea,  and  even  the  other  sons  of  Mosiah ;  yea,  and 
also  Alma  and  his  sons,  for  they  were  all  men  of  God. 

19.  Now  behold,  Helaman  and  his  brethren  were  no  less 
serviceable  unto  the  people  than  was  Moroni :  for  they  did 
preach  the  word  of  God,  and  they  did  baptize  unto  repent- 
ance all  men  whosoever  would  hearken  unto  their  words. 

20.  And  thus  they  went  forth,  and  the  people  did  humble 
themselves  because  of  their  words,  insomuch  that  they  were 
highly  favoured  of  the  Lord,  and  thus  they  were  free  from 
wars  and  contentions  among  themselves ;  yea,  even  for  the 
space  of  four  years  : 

21.  But  as  I  have  said  '"in  the  latter  end  of  the  nineteenth 
year,  yea,  notwithstanding  their  peace  amongst  themselves, 
they  were  compelled  reluctantly  to  contend  with  their 
brethren,  the  Lamanites ; 

22.  Yea,  and  in  fine,  their  wars  never  did  cease  for  the 
space  of  manv  years  with  the  Lamanites,  notwithstanding 
their  much  reluctance. 

23.  Now  they  were  sorry  to  take  up  arms  against  the 
Lamanites,  because  they  did  not  delight  in  the  shedding  of 
blood  ;  yea,  and  this  was  not  all ;  they  were  sorry  to  be  the 
means  of  sending  so  many  of  their  brethren  out  of  this  world 
into  an  eternal  world  unprepared  to  meet  their  God. 

24.  Nevertheless  they  could  not  suflfer  to  lav  down  their 
lives,  that  their  wives  and  their  children  should  be  massacred 
by  the  barbarous  cruelty  of  those  who  were  once  their  brethren, 
yea,  and  had  dissented  from  their  church,  and  had  left  them 
and  had  gone  to  destroy  them  by  joining  the  Lamanites  ; 

25.  Yea,  they  could  not  bear  that  their  brethren  should 
rejoice  over  the  blood  of  the  Nephites,  so  long  as  there  were 
any  who  should  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  for  the 
promise  of  the  Lord  was,  "If  they  should  keep  his  command- 
ments they  should  prosper  in  the  land. 


CHAPTER  49. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  in  the  eleventh  month  of  the 
nineteenth  year,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  the  armies  of 
the  Lamanites  were  seen  approaching  towards  the  ''land  of 
Ammonihah. 

2.  And  behold,  the  city  had  been  re-built,  and  Moroni 
had  stationed  an  army  by  the  borders  of  the  city,  and  they 
had  ^cast  up  dirt  round  about,  to  shield  them  from  the 
arrows  and  the  stones  of  the  Lamanites ;  for  behold,  they 
fought  with  stones  and  with  arrows. 

2,  see  u,  II.  Nep.  9.       m,  ver.  2.       n,  see  h,  u.  Nep.  1. 
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3.  Behold,  I  said  that  the  city  of  Ammonihah  had  been 
re-built.  I  say  unto  you,  yea,  that  it  was  in  part  re-built, 
and  because  the  Lamanites  had  destroyed  it  ''once  because  of 
the  iniquity  of  the  people,  they  supposed  that  it  would  a^ain 
become  an  easy  prey  for  them. 

4.  But  behold,  how  great  was  their  disappointment :  for 
behold,  the  Nephites  had  Mug  up  a  ridge  of  earth  round 
about  them,  which  was  so  high  that  the  Lamanites  could  not 
cast  their  stones  and  their  arrows  at  them,  that  they  might 
take  effect,  neither  could  they  come  upon  them,  save  it  was 
by  their  place  of  entrance. 

5.  Now  at  this  time  the  chief  captains  of  the  Lamanites 
were  astonished  exceedingly,  because  of  the  wisdom  of  the 
Nephites  in  preparing  their  places  of  security. 

6.  Now  the  leaders  of  the  Lamanites  had  supposed, 
because  of  the  greatness  of  their  numbers ;  yea,  they  supposd 
that  they  shoiild  be  privileged  to  come  upon  them  as  they 
had  hitherto  done ;  yea,  and  they  had  also  prepared  them- 
selves "with  shields,  and  with  breast^plates ;  and  they  had 
also  prepared  themselves  with  garments  of  skins ;  yea,  very 
thick  garments  to  cover  their  nakedness. 

7.  And  being  thus  prepared,  they  supposed  that  they 
should  easily  overpower  and  subject  their  brethren  to  the 
yoke  of  bonoage,  or  slay  and  massacre  them  according  to 
their  pleasure. 

8.  But  behold,  to  their  uttermost  astonishment,  they 
were  prepared  for  them,  in  a  manner  which  never  had 
been  known  among  the  children  of  Lehl.  Now  they  were 
prei)ared  for  the  Lamanites,  to  battle,  after  the  -^manner  of 
the  instructions  of  Moroni. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites,  or  the  Ama- 
lickiahites,  were  exceedingly  astonished  at  tlieir  manner  of 
preparation  for  war. 

10.  Now  if  king  Amalickiah  had  come  down  out  of 
the  ^land  of  Nephi,  at  the  head  of  his  army,  perhaps  he  would 
have  caused  the  Lamanites  to  have  attacked  the  Nephites  at 
the  city  of  ^Ammonihah ;  for  behold,  he  did  care  not  for  the 
blood  of  his  people. 

11.  But  behold,  Amalickiah  did  not  come  down  himself 
to  battle.  And  behold,  his  chief  captains  durst  not  attack 
the  Nephites  at  the  city  of  Ammonihah,  for  Moroni  ha4 
altered  the  management  of  affairs  among  the  Nephites, 
insomuch  that  the  Lamanites  were  disappointed  in  their 
places  of  retreat,  and  they  could  not  come  upon  them. 

12.  Therefore  they  retreated  into  the  wilderness,  and 
took  their  camp  and  marched  towards  the  4and  of  Noah, 
supposing  that  to  be  the  next  best  place  for  them  to  come 
against  the  Nephites ; 
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13.  For  they  knew  not  that  Moroni  had  •^fortified  or  had 
built  forts  of  security  for  every  city  in  all  the  land  round 
about ;  therefore,  they  marched  forward  to  the  land  of  Noah, 
with  a  firm  determination ;  ^yea,  their  chief  captains  came 
forward,  and  took  an  oath  that  they  would  destroy  the  people 
of  that  city. 

14.  But  behold,  to  their  astonishment,  the  city  of  *Noah, 
which  had  hitherto  been  a  weak  place,  had  now,  by  tiie 
means  of  Moroni,  become  strong;  yea,  even  to  exceed  the 
strength  of  the  'city  Ammonihah. 

15.  And  now  behold,  this  was  wisdom  in  Moroni :  for  he 
had  sui>posed  that  they  would  be  frightened  at  the  city 
Ammoninah ;  and  as  the  *^city  of  Noan  had  hitherto  been 
the  weakest  part  of  the  land,  therefore  they  would  march 
thither  to  battle ;  and  thus  it  was,  according  to  his  desires. 

16.  And  behold,  Moroni  had  appointed  Lehi  to  be  chief 
captain  over  the  men  of  that  city ;  and  it  was  that  "same 
Leni  who  fought  with  the  Lamanites  in  the  valley,  on  the 
east  of  the  <tiver  Sidon. 

17.  And  now  behold  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  the 
Lamanites  had  found  that  Lehi  commanded  the  city,  they 
were  again  disappointed,  for  they  feared  Lehi  exceedingly; 
nevertheless  their  chief  captains  had  sworn  with  an^oath,  to> 
attack  the  city ;  therefore,  thejr  brought  up  their  armies. 

18.  Now  behold,  the  Lamanites  could  not  get  into  their 
forts  of  security,   oy  any  other  way  save  by  the  entrance, 
because  of  the  ^highness  of  the  bank  which  had  been  thrown 
up,  and  the  depth  of  the  ditch  which  had  been  dug  round 
about,  save  it  were  by  the  entrance. 

19.  And  thus  were  the  Nephites  prepared  to  destroy  all 
such  as  should  attempt  to  climb  up  to  enter  the  fort  by  any 
other  wav,  by  casting  over  stones  and  arrows  at  them. 

20.  Thus  they  were  prepared ;  yea,  a  body  of  their  most 
strong  men,  with  their  swords  and  their  slings,  to  smite 
down  aU  who  should  attempt  to  come  into  their  place  of 
security  by  the  place  of  *"entrance  :  and  thus  were  they  pre- 
pared to  defend  themselves  against  the  Lamanites. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  captains  of  the  La- 
manites brought  up  their  armies  before  the  place  of  'entrance, 
and  began  to  contend  with  the  Nephites,  to  get  into  their 
place  of  security ;  but  behold,  they  were  driven  back  from 
time  to  time,  insomuch  that  they  were  slain  with  an  immense 
slaughter. 

^.  Now  when  they  found  that  they  could  not  obtain 

Sower  over  the  Nephites  by  the  pass,  they  began  to  ^dig 
own  their  banks  of  earth,  that  they  might  obtain  a  pass  to 
their  armies,  that  they  might  have  an  equal  chance  to  fight ;. 
but  behold  in  these  attempts  they  were  swept  off  by  the 
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stones  and  arrows  which  were  thrown  at  them :  and  instead 
of  tilling  up  their  ditches  by  puUipg  down  the  banks  of 
earth,  they  were  filled  up  in  a  measure,  with  their  dead  and 
wounded  bodies. 

23.  Thus  the  Nephites  had  all  power  over  their  enemies ; 
and  thus  the  Lamanites  did  attempt  to  destroy  the  Nephites, 
until  their  **chief  captains  were  all  slain :  yea,  and  more 
than  a  thousand  of  the  Lamanites  were  slain ;  while  on  the 
other  hand,  there  was  not  a  single  soul  of  the  Nephites 
which  was  slain. 

24.  There  were  about  fifty  who  were  wounded,  who  had 
been  exposed  to  the  arrows  of  the  Lamanites  through 
the  *pass,  but  they  were  "'shielded  by  their  shields,  and  their 
breast-plates,  and  their  head-plates,  insomuch  that  their 
wounds  were  upon  their  legs,  many  of  which  were  very 
severe. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  the  Lamanites  saw 
that  their  *chief  captains  were  all  slain,  they  fled  into  the 
wilderness.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  returned  to 
the  ^land  of  Nephi,  to  inform  tneir  king,  Amalickiah,  who 
was  a  Nephite  by  birth,  concerning  their  great  loss. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  was  exceeding  angry 
with  his  people,  because  ne  had  not  obtained  his  desire  over 
the  Nephites;  he  had  not  subjected  them  to  the  yoke  of 
bondage ; 

27.  Yea,  he  was  exceeding  wroth,  and  he  did  curse  God, 
and  also  Moroni,  and  swearing  with  an  'oath  that  he  would 
drink  his  blood ;  and  this  because  Moroni  had  kept  the  com- 
mandments of  God  in  preparing  for  the  safety  of  his  people. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  other  hand,  the 
people  of  Nephi  did  thank  the  Lord  their  God,  because  of 
his  matchless  power  in  delivering  them  from  the  hands  of 
their  enemies. 

29.  And  thus  ended  the  nineteenth  year  of  the  reign  of 
the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi ; 

30.  Yea,  and  there  was  continual  peace  among  them,  and 
exceeding  great  prosperity  in  the  church  because  of  their 
heed  and  diligence  which  they  gave  unto  the  word  of  God, 
which  was  declared  unto  them  by  Helaman,  and  Shiblon, 
and  Corianton,  and  Ammon  and  his  brethren,  &c.  :  yea,  ana 
by  all  those  who  had  been  ordained  by  the  ^  «holy  order  of 
Crod,  being  baptized  unto  repentance,  and  sent  forth  to  preach 
among  the  people,  &c. 


CHAPTER   60. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  did  not  stop 
making  preparations  for  war,  or  to  defend  his  people  against 
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the  Lamanites  ;  for  he  caused  that  his  armies  should  com- 
mence in  the  commencement  of  the  twentieth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges,  that  they  should  commence  in  digging 
up  ''heaps  of  eartn  round  about  all  the  cities,  throughout  all 
the  land  which  was  possessed  by  the  Nephites ; 

2.  And  upon  the  top  of  these  ridges  of  earth  he  caused 
that  there  should  be  timbers ;  yea,  works  of  timbers  built 
up  to  the  height  of  a  man,  round  about  the  cities. 

3.  And  he  caused  that  upon  those  works  of  timbers,  there 
should  be  a  frame  of  pickets  built  upon  the  timbers  round 
about ;  and  they  were  strong  and  high ; 

4.  And  he  caused  towers  to  be  erected  that  overlooked 
those  works  of  pickets,  and  he  caused  places  of  security  to 
be  built  upon  those  tbwers,  that  the  stones  and  the  arrows 
of  the  Lamanites  could  not  hurt  them. 

6.  And  they  were  prepared,  that  they  could  cast  stones 
from  the  top  thereof,  according  to  their  pleasure  and  their 
strength,  and  sla>[  him  who  should  attempt  to  approach  near 
the  walls  of  the  cit^. 

6.  Thus  Moroni  did  prepare  strong  holds  ag:ainst  the 
coming  of  their  enemies,  round  about  every  city  in  all  the 
land. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pcuss  that  Moroni  caused  that  his  armies 
should  go  forth  into  the  east  wilderness  ;  yea,  and  they  went 
forth  and  drove  all  the  Lamanites  who  were  in  the  east 
wilderness  into  their  own  lands,  which  were  south  of  the  *land 
of  Zarahemla; 

8.  And  the  ^land  of  Nephi  did  run  in  a  straight  course 
from  the  east  sea  to  the  west. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Moroni  had  driven  all 
the  Lamanites  out  of  the  east  wilderness,  which  was  north 
of  the  lands  of  their  own  possessions,  he  caused  that  the 
inhabitants  who  were  in  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  and  in  the 
land  round  about,  should  go  forth  into  the  east  wilder- 
ness, even  to  the  borders  by  the  sea  shore,  and  possess  the 
land. 

10.  And  he  also  placed  armies  on  the  south,  in  the 
borders  of  their  possessions,  and  caused  them  to  erect  *f  or- 
tifications,  that  they  might  secure  their  armies  and  their 
people  from  the  hands  of  their  enemies. 

11.  And  thus  he  cut  oft  all  the  strong  holds  of  the 
Lamanites,  in  the  east  wilderness;  yea,  and  also  on  the 
west,  fortifying  the  •line  between  the  Nephites  and  the 
Lamanites,  between  the  -^land  of  Zarahemla  and  the  ''land 
of  Nephi ;  from  the  west  sea,  running  by  the  head  of  the  *river 
Sidon;  tiie  Nephites  possessing  all  the  land  *northwardj 
yea,  even  all  the  land  which  was  northward  of  the  -^land 
Bountiful,  accorcUng  to  their  pleasure. 
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12.  Thus  Moroni,  with  his  armies,  which  did  increase 
daily  because  of  the  assurance  of  protection  which  his 
works  did  bring  forth  unto  them ;  therefore  they  did  seek 
to  cut  off  the  strength  and  the  power  of  the  Lamanites, 
from  off  the  lands  of  their  possessions,  that  they  should 
have  no  power  upon  the  lands  of  their  possession. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  began  the 
foundation  of  a  city  ;  and  they  called  the  name  ot  the  *city 
Moroni  ;  .and  it  was  by  the  east  sea ;  and  it  was  on  the  south, 
by  the  line  of  the  possessions  of  the  Lamanites. 

14.  And  they  also  began  a  foundation  for  a  city  between 
the  city  of  Moroni  and  the  city  of  Aaron,  joining  the  borders 
of  Aaron  and  Moroni ;  and  they  called  the  name  of  the  city 
or  the  land,  Wephihah. 

15.  And  they  also  began  in  that  same  year,  to  build 
many  cities  on  tne  north ;  one  in  a  particular  manner  which 
they  called  *"Lehi,  which  was  in  tne  north,  by  the  borders 
of  the  sea  shore. 

16.  And  thus  ended  the  twentieth  year. 

17.  And  in  these    prosperous   circumstances  were  the 

Seople  of  Nephi  in  the  commencement  of  the  twenty  and 
rst  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  oyer  the  people  of 
Nephl. 

18.  And  they  did  prosper  exceedingly,  and  they  became 
exceeding  rich ;  yea,  and  tney  did  multiply,  and  were  strong 
in  the  land. 

19.  And  thus  we  see  how  merciful  and  just  are  all  the 
dealings  of  the  Lord,  to  the  fulfilling  of  all  his  words  unto 
the  children  of  men  :  yea,  we  can  behold  that  his  words  are 
verified,  even  at  this  time,  which  he  spake  unto  Lehi, 
saying, 

20.  "Blessed  art  thou  and  thv  children ;  and  they  shall 
be  blessed.  Inasmuch  as  they  shall  keep  my  commandments, 
they  shall  prosper  in  the  land.  But  remember,  inasmuch  as 
they  will  not  keep  my  commandments,  tiiey  shall  be  cut  off 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

21.  And  we  see  that  these  promises  have  been  verified  to 
the  people  of  Nephl ;  for  it  has  been  their  quarrellings  and 
their  contentions,  yea,  their  murderings,  ana  their  plunder- 
ings,  their  idolatry,  their  whoredoms,  and  their  abomina- 
tions, which  were  amon^  themselves,  which  brought  upon 
them  their  wars  and  their  destructions. 

22.  And  those  who  were  faithful  in  keeping  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord,  were  delivered  at  all  times,  whilst 
thousands  of  their  wicked  brethren  have  been  consigned  to 
bondage,  or  to  perish  by  the  sword,  or  to  dwindle  in  unbeliel^ 
and  mingle  wltn  the  Lamanites. 

23.  But  behold  there  never  was  a  happier  time  among 
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the  people  of  Nephi,  since  the  days  of  Nephi,  than  in  the 
days  of  Moroni ;  yea,  even  at  this  time,  in  tibe  twenty  and 
first  vear  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  twenty  and  second  year 
of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  also  ended  in  peace;  yea,  and 
also  the  twenty  and  third  year. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  commencement  of 
the  twenty  and  fourth  vear  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges, 
there  would  also  have  been  peace  among  the  people  of 
Nephi,  had  it  not  been  for  a  contention  which  took  place 
among  them  concerning  the  ''land  of  Lehl,  and  the  ^land  of 
Morianton,  which  joined,  upon  the  borders  of  Lehi ;  both  of 
which  were  on  the  borders  oy  the  sea  shore. 

26.  For  behold  the  people  who  possessed  the  'land  of 
Morianton,  did  claim  a  part  of  the  ''land  of  Lehi ;  therefore 
there  began  to  be  a  warm  contention  between  them,  inso- 
much that  the  people  of  Morianton,  took  up  arms  against 
their  brethren,  and  they  were  determined  by  the  sword  to 
slay  them. 

27.  But  behold  the  people  who  possessed  the  'land  of 
Lehi,  fled  to  the  camp  of  Moroni,  and  appealed  unto  him  for 
assistance ;  for  behold  they  were  not  in  tne  wrong. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  people  of  Morian- 
ton, who  were  led  by  a  man  whose  name  was  Morianton, 
found  that  the  people  of  Lehi  had  fled  to  the  camp  of 
Moroni,  they  were  exceeding  fearful  lest  the  army  of 
Moroni  should  come  upon  them  and  destroy  them ; 

29.  Therefore,  Morianton  put  it  into  their  hearts  that 
they  should  flee  to  the  land  which  was  'northward,  which 
was  "covered  with  large  bodies  of  water,  and  take  possession 
of  the  land  which  was  northward. 

30.  And  behold,  they  would  have  carried  this  plan  into 
effect,  (which  woiild  have  been  a  cause  to  have  been  la- 
mented,) but  behold  Morianton,  bein^  a  man  of  much  passion, 
therefore  he  was  angry  with  one  of  his  maid  servants,  and  he 
fell  upon  her  and  beat  her  much. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  she  fled,  and  came  over  to 
the  camp  of  Moroni,  and  told  Moroni  all  things  concerning 
the  matter ;  and  also  concerning  their  intentions  to  flee  into 
the  land  northward. 

32.  Now  behold,  the  people  who  were  in  the  land  Bounti- 
ful, or  rather  Moroni,  feared  that  they^  would  hearken  to  the 
words  of  Morianton,  and  unite  with  his  people,  and  thus  he 
wotild  obtain  x>ossession  of  those  parts  of  the  land  which 
would  lay  a  foundation  for  serious  consequences  among  the 
people  of  Nephi;  yea,  which  consequences  would  lead  to 
the  'overthrow  of  their  liberty ; 

33.  Therefore  Moroni  sent  an  army,  with  their  camp,  to 
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head  the  people  of  Morianton,  to  stop  their  flight  into  the 
land  northward. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  not  head  them, 
until  they  had  come  to  the  borders  of  the  "'land  Desolation; 
and  there  they  did  head  them,  by  the  ''narrow  pass  which 
led  by  the  sea  into  the  land  northward;  yea,  By  tiie  sea, 
on  the  west,  and  on  the  east. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  Uiat  the  army  which  was  sent  by 
Moroni,  which  was  led^  a  man  whose  name  was  Teanctim, 
did  meet  the  people  of  Morianton ;  and  so  stubborn  were  the 
people  of  Morianton,  (being  inspired  by  his  wickedness  and 
his  flattering  words,)  that  a  battle  commenced  between  them, 
in  the  which  Teancum  did  slay  Morianton,  and  defeat  his 
army,  and  took  them  prisoners,  and  returned  to  the  camp  of 
Moroni.  And  thus  ended  the  twenty  and  fourth  year  of  the 
r^ign  of  the  judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

36.  And  thus  was  the  people  of  Morianton  brought  back. 
And  upon  their  covenanting  to  keep  the  peace,  way  were 
restored  to  the  s'land  of  Morianton,  and  a  union  took  place 
between  them  and  the  people  of  ^Lehi :  and  they  were  also 
restored  to  their  lands. 

37.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  same  year  that  the 
people  of  Nephi  had  peace  restored  unto  them,  that  Nephi- 
hah,  the  2«second  Chief  Judge,  died,  having  filled  the  judg- 
ment seat  with  perfect  uprightness  before  God ; 

38.  Nevertheless,  he  had  refused  Alma  to  take  possession 
of  ^Hhose  records  and  those  things  which  were  esteemed  by 
Alma  and  his  fathers  to  be  most  sacred  :  therefore  Alma  had 
conferred  them  upon  his  son  Helaman. 

39.  Behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  the  son  of  Nephihaii  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  judgment  seat,  in  the  stead  of  his  father; 
yea,  he  was  appointed  Chief  Judge  and  Governor  over  the 
people,  with  an  oath  and  sacred  ordinance  to  judge  right- 
eously, and  to  keep  the  peace,  and  the  ^''freedom  of  the 
people,  and  to  grant  unto  them  their  sacred  privileges  to 
worship  the  Lord  their  God ;  yea,  to  support  and  mamtahi 
the  cause  of  God  all  his  days,  and  to  bring  the  wicked  to 
justice,  according  to  their  cnme. 

40.  Now  behold,  his  name  was  Pahoran.  And  Pahoran 
did  fill  the  seat  of  his  father,  and  did  commence  his  reign  in 
the  end  of  the  twenty  and  fourth  year,  over  the  peoj^e  of 
Nephi. 

CHAPTER  51. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of 
the  twenty  and  fifth  year  of  tne  reign  of  the  judges  over  the 
people  of  Nephi,  they  having  established  peace  &tween  the 
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people  of  'Lehi  and  the  people  of  ^Morianton,  oonoemiiig 
their  lands,  and  having  commenced  the  twenty  and  fiftE 
year  in  peace; 

2.  Nevertneless,  they  did  not  long  maintain  an  entire 
peace  in  the  land,  for  there  bep^an  to  be  a  contention  among 
the  people  concerning  the  <Ohief  Judge,  Pahoran;  for  behold 
there  were  a  part  of  the  people  who  desired  that  a  few  ''par- 
ticular points  of  the  law  should  be  altered. 

3.  Hut  behold,  Pahoran  would  not  alter,  nor  suffer  the 
law  to  be  altered;  therefore,  he  did  not  hearken  to  those 
who  had  sent  in  their  voices  with  their  petitions,  concerning 
the  altering  of  the  law ; 

4.  Therefore,  those  who  were  desirous  that  the  law 
should  be  altered,  were  angry  with  him,  and  desired  that  he 
should  no  longer  be  Chief  Judge  over  the  land :  therefore 
there  arose  a  warm  dispute  concerning  the  matter;  but  not 
unto  bloodshed. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  those  who  were  desirous 
that  Pahoran  shoidd  be  dethroned  from  the  judgment  seat^ 
were  called  'king-men,  for  they  were  desirous  that  the  law 
should  be  altex:ea  in  a  manner  to  overthrow  the  free  govern* 
ment,  and  to  establish  a  king  over  the  land. 

6.  And  those  who  were  desirous  that  Pahoran  should 
remain  Chief  Judge  over  the  land,  took  upon  them  the  name 
of  -^freemen ;  and  thus  was  the  division  amon^  them :  for 
the  freemen  had  sworn  or  covenanted  to  mamtain  their 
rights  and  the  privileges  of  their  religion  by  a  ^free  govern- 
ment. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  this  matter  of  their  conten- 
tion was  settled  by  the  voice  of  the  people.  And  it  came  to 
pass  that  the  voice  of  the  people  came  in  favour  of  the  *free- 
men,  and  Pahoran  retained  the  judgment  seat,  which  caused 
much  rejoicing  among  the  brethren  of  Pahoran,  and  also 
many  of  the  'people  ot  liberty;  who  also  put  the  >king-men 
to  silence,  that  they  durst  not  oppose,  but  were  obliged  to 
maintain  the  *cause  of  freedom. 

8.  Now  those  who  were  in  favour  of  kings  were  those  of 
high  birth:  and  they  sought  to  be  kings;  and  they  were 
supported  by  tiiose  who  sought  power  and  authority  over 
the  people. 

9.  But  b^old,  this  was  a  critical  time  for  such  contentions 
to  be  among  the  people  of  Nephi ;  for  behold,  Amalickiah 
had  a^ain  stirred  up  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  the 
Lamanites,  against  the  people  of  the  Nephites,  and  he  was 
gathering  together  soldiers,  from  all  parts  of  his  land,  and 
arming  them,  and  preparing  for  war,  with  all  diligence ;  for 
he  had  sworn  to  'drink  the  blood  of  Moroni. 

10.  But  behold,  we  shall  see  that  his  promise  which  lie 
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made  was  rasli ;  nevertheless,  he  did  prepare  himself  and 
his  armies  to  come  to  battle  against  the  Nephites. 

11.  Now  his  armies  were  not  so  great  as  they  had  hitherto 
been,  because  of  the  many  thousands  who  had  been  slain  by 
the  hand  of  the  Nephites ;  but  notwithstanding  their  great 
loss,  AmaUckiah  had  gathered  together  a  wonderful  zreat 
army,  insomuch  that  he  feared  not  to  come  down  to  the  land 
of  Zarahemla. 

12.  Tea,  even  Amalickiah  did  himself  come  down,  at 
the  head  of  the  Lamanites.  And  it  was  in  the  twenty  and 
fifth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  ;  and  it  was  at  the  same 
time  that  they  had  began  to  settle  the  affairs  of  their  con- 
tentions *"conceming  the  Chief  Judge  Pahoran. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  t^e  men  who  were 
called  "king-men,  had  heard  that  the  Lamanites  were  coming 
down  to  battle  against  them,  they  were  glad  in  their  hearts, 
and  they  refused  to  take  up  arms ;  for  they  were  so  wroth 
with  the  Chief  Judge,  and  also  with  the  *^eople  of  liberty, 
that  they  would  not  take  up  arms  to  defend  their  country. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Moroni  saw  this,  and 
also  saw  that  the  Lamanites  were  coming  into  the  borders 
of  the  land,  he  was  exceeding  wroth,  because  of  the  stub- 
bornness of  those  people,  whom  he  had  labored  with  so 
much  diligence  to  preserve  ;  yea,  he  was  exceeding  wroth ; 
his  soul  was  filled  with  anger  against  them. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  sent  a  petition,  with 
the  '^oice  of  the  people,  unto  the  governor  of  the  land, 
desiring  that  he  shoula  read  it,  and  give  him  (Moroni)  power 
to  compel  those  dissenters  to  defend  their  country,  or  to  put 
them  to  death : 

16.  For  it  was  his  first  care  to  put  an  end  to  such  conten- 
tions, and  dissensions  among  the  people ;  for  behold,  this 
had  been  hitherto  a  cause  of  all  their  destruction.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  it  was  granted,  according  to  the  voice  of 
the  people. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  commanded  that  his 
army  should  go  against  those  ^king-men,  to  pull  down  their 
pride  and  their  nobility,  and  level  them  with  the  earth,  or 
they  should  take  up  arms  and  support  the  cause  of  liberty. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  armies  did  march  forth 
against  them ;  and  they  did  pull  down  their  pride  and  their 
nobility,  insomuch  that  as  they  did  lift  their  weapons  of  war 
to  fight  against  the  men  of  Moroni,  they  were  hewn  down 
and  levelled  to  the  earth. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  ihere  were  four  thousand  of 
those  dissenters  who  were  hewn  down  by  the  sword ;  and 
those  of  their  leaders  who  were  not  slain  in  battle,  were 
taken  and  cast  into  prison,  for  there  was  no  time  for  thehr 
trials  at  this  period  ; 
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20.  And  the  remainder  of  those  dissenters,  rather  than 
be  smote  down  to  the  earth  by  the  sword,  yielded  to  the 
standard  of  liberty,  and  were  compelled  to  hoist  the  title  of 
liberty  upon  their  towers,  and  in  their  cities,  and  to  take  up 
arms  m.  defence  of  their  country. 

21.  And  thus  Moroni  put  an  end  to  those  king-men,  that 
there  were  not  any  known  by  the  appellation  of  'king-men ; 
and  thus  he  put  an  end  to  the  stubbornness  and  the  pride  oi 
those  people  who  professed  the  blood  of  nobility ;  but  they 
'were  brought  down  to  humble  themselves  like  unto  their 
brethren,  and  to  fight  valiantly  for  their  freedom  from 
bondage. 

22.  Behold,  it  came  to  i)ass  that  while  Moroni  was  thus 
breaking  down  the  wars  and  contentions  among  his  own 
people,  and  subjecting  them  to  peace  and  civilization,  and 
maKing  regulations  to  prepare  for  war  against  the  Lamanites, 
behold,  the  Lamanites  had  come  into  the  *'l9iid  of  Moroni, 
which  was  in  the  borders  by  the  sea  shore. 

23.  And  it  came  to  ^ass  that  the  Nephites  were  not  suffi- 
ciently^ strong  in  the  city  of  Moroni ;  therefore  Amalickiah 
did  drive  them,  slaying  many.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
Amalickiah  took  possession  of  the  city;  yea,  possession  of 
all  their  fortifications. 

24.  And  those  who  fled  out  of  the  'city  of  Moroni,  came 
to  the  "city  of  Nephihah ;  and  also  the  people  of  the  "city  of 
liehi  gathered  themselves  together,  and  made  preparations, 
and  were  ready  to  receive  the  Lamanites  to  battle. 

25.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  Amalickiah  would  not  sufi'er 
the  Lamanites  to  go  against  the  I'city  of  Nephihah  to  battle, 
but  kept  them  down  by  the  sea  shore,  leaving  men  in  every 
city  to  maintain  and  defend  it : 

26.  And  thus  he  went  on,  taking  possession  of  many 
cities :  the  %ity  of  Nephihah,  and  the  ^  '*city  of  Lehi,  and 
the  2*city  of  Morianton,  and  the  city  of  Omner,  andthe^^^ity 
of  Gid,  and  the  ^''city  of  Mulek,  all  of  which  were  on  the 
east  borders  by  the  sea  shore. 

27.  And  thus  had  the  Lamanites  obtained,  by  the  cun- 
ning of  Amalickiah,  so  many  cities,  by  their  numberless 
hosts,  all  of  which  were  strongly  2«fortified,  after  the  manner 
of  the  fortifications  of  Moroni ;  all  of  which  afibrded  strong- 
holds for  the  Lamanites. 

28.  3-^And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  marched  to  the  bor- 
ders of  th^  land  Bountiful,  driving  tiie  Nephites  before 
Uiem,  and  slaying  many. 

29.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  met  by  Teancum,

who  had  ^'slain  Morianton,  and  had  headed  his  people  in 
hifl  flight 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  headed  Amalickiah  also, 
and  he  was  marching  forth  wilji  his  numerous  army,  that 
he  might  take  possession  of  the  '^land  Bountiful,  and  also 
the  land  "northward. 

31.  But  behold  he  met  with  a  disappointment,  by  being 
lepulsed  by  Teancum  smd  his  men,  for  tney  were  great  war- 
riors :  for  every  man  of  Teancum  did  exceed  the  Ijamanites 
in  their  strength,  and  in  their  skill  of  war,  insomuch  that 
they  did  gain  advantage  over  the  Lamanites. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  harass  them,  inso- 
much that  thev  did  slay  them  even  until  it  was  dark.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  Teancum  and  his  men  did  pitch  their  tents 
in  the  borders  of  the  ^-Qand  Bountiful ;  and  Amalickiah  did 
pitch  his  tents  in  the  borders  on  the  beach  by  the  sea  shore, 
and  after  this  manner  were  they  driven.    ' 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  night  had  come, 
Teancum  and  his  servant  stole  forth  and  went  out  bv  night, 
and  went  into  the  camp  of  Amalickiah;  and  behold,  sleep 
had  overpowered  them,  because  of  their  much  fatigue,  which 
was  caused  by  the  labors  and  '*heat  of  the  day. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Teancum  stole  privily  into 
the  tent  of  the  king,  and  put  a  javelin  to  his  heart ;  and  he 
did  cause  the  death  of  the  king  immediately,  that  he  did  not 
awake  his  servants. 

35.  And  he  returned  again  privily  to  his  own  camp,  and 
behold,  his  men  were  asleep,  and  he  awoke  them  and  told 
them  all  the  things  that  he  nad  done. 

36.  And  he  caused  that  his  armies  should  stand  in  readi- 
ness, lest  the  Lamanites  had  awoke,  and  should  come  upon 
them. 

37.  And  thus  endeth  the  twenty  and  fifth  year  of  the 
reiffn  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi;  and  thua 
endeth  the  days  of  Amalickiah. 


CHAPTER  62. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twenty  and  sixth  year 
of  the  reign,  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi,  behold, 
when  the  Ijamanites  awoke  on  the  west  morning  of  the  first 
month,  behold,  they  found  Amalickiah  was  dead  in  his  own 
tent ;  and  they  also  saw  that  Teancum  was  ready  to  give 
them  battle  on  that  day. 

2.  And  now  when  the  Lamanites  saw  this,  they  were 
aflUghted;  and  they  abandoned  their  design  in  marching 
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into  the  '*land  northward,  and  retreated  with  all  their  armv 
into  the  ^city  of  Mulek,  and  sought  protection  in  their  ^orti- 
lications. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Amalickiah 
was  appointed  king  over  the  people;  and  his  name  was 
Ammoron ;  thus  king  Ammoron,  the  brother  of  king  Ama- 
lickiahy  was  appointed  to  reign  in  his  stead. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  command  that  his 
people  should  maintain  those  cities  which  they  had  taken  by 
the  shedding  of  blood ;  for  they  had  not  taken  any  cities, 
save  they  hskd  lost  much  blood. 

5.  And  now  Teancum  saw  that  the  Lamanites  were 
determined  to  maintain  those  cities  which  they  had  taken, 
and  those  parts  of  the  land  which  the^r  had  obtained  posses- 
sion of;  and  also  seeing  the  enormity  of  their  number, 
Teancum  thought  it  was  not  expedient  that  he  should 
attempt  to  attack  them  in  their  forts  ; 

6.  But  he  kept  his  men  round  about,  as  if  making  pre- 

Earations  for  war ;  yea,  and  truly  he  was  preparing  to  deiend 
imself  against  them,  by  ''casting  up  walls  round  about,  and 
preparing  places  of  resort. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  kept  thus  preparing  for 
war,  until  Moroni  had  sent  a  large  number  of  men  to 
strengthen  his  army ; 

8.  And  Moroni  also  sent  orders  unto  him,  that  he  should 
retain  all  the  prisoners  who  fell  into  his  hands  ;  for  as  the 
Lamanites  had  taken  many  prisoners,  that  he  should  retain 
all  the  prisoners  of  the  Lamanites,  as  a  ransom  for  those 
whom  the  Lamanites  had  taken. 

9.  And  he  also  sent  orders  unto  him,  that  he  should  for- 
tify the  ''land  Bountiful,  and  secure  the  -^narrow  pass  which 
led  into  the  land  .^northward,  lest  the  Lamanites  should 
obtain  that  point,  and  should  have  power  to  harass  them  on 
every  side. 

10.  And  Moroni  also  sent  unto  him,  desiring  him  that  he 
would  be  faithful  in  maintaining  that  quarter  of  the  land, 
and  that  he  would  seek  every  opportunity  to  scourge  the 
Lamanites  in  that  quarter,  as  much  as  was  in  his  power, 
that  perhaps  he  might  take  again  by  stratagem  or  some 
other  way,  those  cities  which  had  been  taken  out  of  their 
hands ;  and  that  he  also  would  ^fortify*  and  strengthen  the 
cities  round  about,  which  had  not  fallen  into  the  hands  of 
the  Lamanites. 

11.  And  he  also  said  unto  him,  I  would  come  unto  you, 
but  behold,  the  Lamanites  are  upon  us  in  the  borders  of  the 
land  by  the  west  sea  ;  and  behold,  I  go  against  them,  there- 
fore I  cannot  come  unto  you. 

12.  Now  the  king  (Ammoron)  had  departed  out  of  the  land 
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of  Zarahemla,  and  had  made  known  unto  the  queen  concern- 
ing the  deatn  of  his  brother,  and  had  gathered  toother  a 
large  number  of  men,  and  had  marched  forth  agamst  the 
Nephites,  on  the  borders  by  the  west  sea ; 

13.  Ajid  thus  he  was  endeavouring  to  harass  the  Ne- 
phites,  and  to  draw  away  a  part  of  theur  forces  to  that  part 
of  the  land,  while  he  had  commanded  those  whom  he  nad 
left  to  possess  the  cities  which  he  had  taken,  that  they 
should  also  harass  the  Nephites  on  the  borders  by  the  east 
sea ;  and  should  take  possession  of  their  lands  as  much 
as  it  was  in  their  power,  according  to  the  power  of  their 
armies. 

14.  And  thus  were  the  Nephites'  in  those  dangerous 
circumstances,  in  the  ending  of  the  twenty  and  sixm  year 
of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

15.  But  behold,  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twenty  and  seventh 
year  of  thexeign  of  the  Judges,  that  (Teancum,  by  the  command 
of)  Moroni,  who  had  established  armies  to  protect  the  south 
and  the  west  borders  of  the  land,  had  oegan  his  march 
towards  the  -Qand  Bountiful,  that  he  might  assist  Teancum 
with  his  men,  in  retaking  the  cities  whida  they  had^lost. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Teancum  had  received 
orders  to  make  an  attack  upon  the  *city  of  Mulek,  and 
retake  it  if  it  were  possible. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Teancum  made  preparations 
to  meike  an  attack  upon  the  city  of  Mulek,  and  march  forth 
with  his  army  against  the  Lamanites ;  but  he  saw  that  it 
was  impossible  that  he  could  overpower  them  while  they 
were  in  their  fortifications ;  therefore  he  abandoned  his 
designs,  and  returned  again  to  the  "*city  Bountiful,  to  wait 
for  the  coming  of  Moroni,  that  he  might  receive  strength  to 
his  army. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  did  arrive  with  his 
army  to  the  land  of  JBountiful,  in  the  latter  end  of  the 
twenty  and  seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the 
people  of  Nephi. 

19.  And  m  the  commencement  of  the  twenty  and  eighth 
vear,  Moroni  and  Teancum,  and  many  of  the  chief  captains, 
held  a  council  of  war,  what  they  should  do  to  cause  the 
Lamanites  to  come  out  against  them  to  battle  ;  or  that  they 
might  by  some  means  flatter  them  out  of  their  strong  holds, 
that  they  might  gain  advantage  over  them  and  take  again 
the  "city  of  Mulek. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  they  sent  embassies  to  the  army 
of  the  Lamanites,  which  protected  the  city  of  Mulek,  to 
their  leader,  whose  name  was  Jacob,  desiring  him  that 
he  would  come  out  with  his  armies  to  meet  them  upon  the 
plains,  between  the  two  cities.    But  behold,  Jacob,  'vi^o  was 
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a  <^Zoramite,  would  not  come  out  with  his  army  to  meet 
^em  upon  the  plains. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni,  having  no  hopes 
of  meeting  them  upon  nsdr  grounds,  therefore,  he  resolved 
upon  a  plan  that  he  might  decoy  the  Lamanites  out  of  their 
strong  nolds. 

22.  Therefore  lie  caused  that  Teancum  should  take  a 
small  number  of  men,  and  march  down  near  the  sea  shore ;' 
and  Moroni  and  his  army,  by  night,  marched  in  the  wilder- 
ness, on  the  west  of  the  ''city  Mulek;  and  thus,  on  the 
morrow,  when  the  guards  of  the  Lamanites  had  discovered 
Teancum,  they  ran  and  told  it  unto  Jacob,  their  leader. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  armies  of  the  Laman- 
ites did  march  forth  against  Teancum,  supposing  by  their 
ntmibers  to  overpower  Teancum,  because  of  the  smallness 
of  his  numbers.  And  as  Teancum  saw  the  armies  of  th.e 
Lamanites  coming  out  against  him,  he  began  to  retreat  down 
by  the  sea  shore,  northward. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  Lamanites  saw 
that  he  began  to  flee,  thev  took  courage  and  pursued  them 
with  vi^r.  And  while  Teancum  was  thus  leading  away  the 
Xiamanites  who  were  pursuing  them  in  vain,  behold,  Mo- 
roni commanded  that  a  ^art  of  his  army  who  were  with. 
him,  should  march  forth  into  the  city,  and  take  possession 
of  it. 

25.  And  thus  the^  did,  and  slew  all  those  who  had  been 
left  to  protect  the  city ;  yea,  all  those  who  would  not  yield 
up  their  weapons  of  war. 

26.  And  thus  Moroni  had  obtained  possession  of  the  «city 
Mulek,  with  a  part  of  his  army,  while  he  marched  with  tiie 
remainder  to  meet  the  Lamanites,  when  they  should  return 
from  the  pursuit  of  Teancimi. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  pursue 
Teancum  until  they  came  near  the  ''city  Bountiful,  and  then 
they  were  met  by  Lehi,  and  a  small  army,  which  had  been 
left  to  protect  the  dtv  BountiftQ. 

28.  And  now  behold,  when  the  chief  captains  of  the 
Lamanites  had  beheld  Lehi  with  his  army,  coming  against 
them,  they  fled  in  much  confusion,  lest  perhaps  they  snoiild 
not  obtain  the  'city  Mulek,  before  Lehi  should  overtake  them ; 
for  they  were  wearied  because  of  their  march,  and  the  men 
of  Lehi  were  fresh. 

29.  Now  the  Lamanites  did  not  know  that  Moroni  had 
been  in  their  rear  with  his  army ;  and  all  they  feared  was 
Lehi  and  his  men. 

30.  Now  Lehi  was  not  desirous  to  overtake  them,  till 
they  should  meet  Moroni  and  his  army. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  before  the  Lamanites  had 
retreated  far,  they  were  surrounded  by  the  Nephites  ;  by  the 
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men  of  Moroni  on  one  hand,  and  the  men  of  Lehi  on  the 
other,  all  of  whom  were  fresh  and  full  of  strength  ;  but  the 
Lamanites  were  wearied,  because  of  their  long  march. 

32.  And  Moroni  commanded  his  men  that  they  should  fall 
upon  them,  until  they  had  given  up  their  weapons  of  war. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jacob,  b^ing  their  leader, 
being  also  a  'Zoramite,  and  having  an  unconquerable  spirit, 
he  led  the  Lamanites  forth  to  battle,  with  exceeding  fury 
against  Moroni. 

34.  Moroni  being  in  their  course  of  march,  therefore  Jacob 
was  determined  to  slay  them,  and  cut  his  wav  through  to 
the  *^ity  of  Mulek.  But  behold^  Moroni  and  nis  men  were 
more  powerful ;  therefore  they  did  not  give  way  before  the 
Lamanites. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  fought  on  both  hands 
with  exceeding  fury ;  and  there  were  many  slain  on  both 
sides ;  yea,  ana  Moroni  was  wounded  and  Jacob  was  killed. 

36.  And  Lehi  pressed  upon  their  rear  with  such  fury, 
with  his  strong  men,  that  the  Lamanites  in  the  rear  delivered 
up  their  weapons  of  war ;  and  the  remainder  of  them  being 
much  confused,  knew  not  whether  to  ^o  or  to  strike. 

37.  Now  Moroni  seeing  their  confusion,  he  said  unto  them 
if  ye  will  bring  forth  your  weapons  of  war,  and  deliver  them 
up,  behold  we  will  forbear  sheading  your  blood. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  thatwnen  the  Lamanites  had 
heard  these  words,  their  chief  captains,  all  those  who  were 
not  slain,  came  forth  and  threw  down  their  weapons  of  war 
at  the  feet  of  Moroni,  and  also  commanded  their  men  that 
ti^ey  should  do  the  same ; 

39.  But  behold,  there  were  many  that  would  not ;  and 
those  who  would  not  deliver  up  their  swords,  were  taken  and 
bound,  and  their  weapons  of  war  were  taken  from  them* 
and  they  were  compelled  to  mardi  with  their  brethren  forth 
into  the  *land  Bountiful. 

40.  And  now  the  number  of  prisoners  who  were  taken* 
exceeded  more  than  the  number  of  those  who  had  been  slain  ; 
yea,  more  than  those  who  had  been  slain  on  both  sides. 


CHAPTER  63. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  set  guards  over  the 
prisoners  of  the  Lamanites,  and  did  compel  them  to  go  forth 
and  bury  their  dead :  yea,  and  also  the  dead  of  the  Nephites 
who  were  slain ;  and  Moroni  placed  men  over  them  to  guard 
them  while  they  should  perform  their  labors. 

2.  And  Moroid  went  to  the  "city  of  Mulek  with  Lehi,  and 
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took  command  of  the  city,  and  gave  it  unto  Lehi.  Now 
behold  this  Lehi  was  a  man  who  had  been  with  Moroni  in. 
the  more  part  of  all  his  battles ;  and  he  was  a  man  like  unto 
Moroni  ;  and  they  rejoiced  in  each  other's  safety  ;  yea,  they 
were  beloved  by  each  other,  and  also  beloved  by  all  the 
people  of  Nephi. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  Lamanites  had 
finished  burying  their  dead,  and  also  the  dead  of  the  Nephites, 
they  were  marcned  back  into  the  *land  Bountiful ;  ana  Tean- 
cum,  by  the  orders  of  Moroni,  caused  that  they  should  com- 
mence laboring  in  ''digging  a  ditch  round  about  th,e  land,  or 
the  city  Bountiful ; 

4.  And  he  caused  that  they  should  build  a  breastwork  of 
timbers  upon  the  inner  bank  of  the  ditch  ;  and  th6y  cast  up 
dirt  out  of  the  ditch  against  the  breastwork  of  timbers ;  and 
thus  they  did  cause  the  Lamanites  to  labor  until  they  had 
encircled  the  ''city  of  Bountiful  round  about  with  a  strong^ 
wall  of  timbers  and  earth,  to  an  exceeding  height. 

5.  And  this  city  became  an  exceeding  strong  hold  ever 
after ;  and  in  this  city  they  did  guard  the  prisoners  of  the 
Lamanites  ;  yea,  even  within  a  wall,  which  they  had  caused 
them  to  build  with  their  own  hands.  Now  Moroni  was  com- 
pelled to  cause  the  Lamanites  to  labor,  because  it  were  easy 
to  guard  them  while  at  tlieir  labor  :  and  he  desired  all  his 
forces,  when  he  should  make  an  attack  upon  the  Lamanites. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  had  thus  gained  & 
victory  over  one  of  the  greatest  of  the  armies  of  the  Laman- 
ites, and  had  obtained  possession  of  the  ''city  of  Mulek, 
which  was  one  of  the  strongest  holds  of.  the  Lamanites 
in  the  Land  of  Nephi ;  and  thus  he  had  also  built  a  strong 
hold  to  retain  his  prisoners. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  no  more  attempt  & 
battle  with  the  Lamanites  in  that  year,  but  he  did  employ  his 
men  in  preparing  for  war ;  yea,  and  in  making  -^f ortincations 
to  ^ard  against  the  Lamanites ;  yea,  and  also  delivering^ 
their  women  and  their  children  from  famine  and  affliction, 
and  providing  food  for  their  armies. 

8.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  armies  of  the 
Lamanites,  on  the  West  sea,  south,  while  in  the  absence 
of  Moroni,  on  account  of  some  intrigue  amongst  the  Nephites, 
which  caused  dissensions  amongst  them,  had  gained  some 
ground  over  the  Nephites,  yea,  insomuch  that  they  had 
obtained  possession  of  a  number  of  their  cities  in  that  part 
of  the  land ; 

9.  And  thus  because  of  iniquity  amongst  themselves, 
yea,  because  of  dissensions  and  intrigue  among  themselves, 
they  were  placed  in  the  most  dangerous  circumstances. 

10.  And  now  behold,  I  have  somewhat  to  say  concern^ 
ing  the  'people  of  Ammon,  who,   in  the  beginning,  were

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Lamanltes ;  but  by  Ammon.  and  his  brethren,  or  rather  by 
the  power  and  word  of  God,  they  had  been  ^converted  unto 
the  Lord :  and  thev  had  been  brought  down  into  the  land 
of  Zarahemla,  ana  had  ever  since  been  protected  by  the 
Nephites ; 

11.  And  because  of  their  -^oath,  they  had  been  kept  from 
takivg  up  arms  against  their  brethren ;  for  they  had  taken 
an  oath,  that  they  never  would  shed  blood  more;  and 
according  to  their  oath  they  would  have  perished;  yea, 
they  would  have  suffered  themselves  to  have  fallen  into 
^e  hands  of  their  brethren,  had  it  not  been  for  the  pity 
imd  the  exceeding  love  which  Ammon  and  his  brethren 
had  had  for  them. 

12.  And  for  this  cause,  they  were  brought  down  into  the 
land  of  Zarahemla;  and  they  ever  had  been  protected  by  the 
Nephites. 

13.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  saw  the  danger, 
and  the  many  afflictions  and  tribulations  which  the  Nephites 
bore  for  them,  they  were  moved  with  compassion,  ana  were 
desirous  to  take  up  arms  in  the  defence  of  their  country. 

14.  But  behold,  as  they  were  about  to  take  their  weapons 
of  war,  they  were  overpowered  by  the  persuasions  of  Hela- 
man  and  his  brethren,  for  they  were  about  to  *break  the  oath 
which  they  had  made ; 

15.  And  Helaman  feared  lest  by  so  doing,  they  should 
lose  their  souls;  therefore  all  those  who  had  entered  into 
this  covenant,  were  compelled  to  behold  their  brethren  wade 
through  their  afflictions,  in  their  dangerous  circumstances, 
at  this  time. 

16.  But  behold,  it  came  to  pass  they  had  many  sons,  who 
had  not  entered  into  a  covenant  that  they  would  not  take 
their  weapons  of  war  to  defend  themselves  against  their 
enemies;  therefore  they  did  assemble  themselves  together 
at  this  time,  as  many  as  were  able  to  take  up  arms;  Sknd 
they  called  themselves  Nephites ; 

17.  And  they  entered  into  a  covenant  to  fight  for 
the  liberty  of  the  Nephites;  yea,  to  protect  the  land  unto 
the  laying  down  of  their  lives ;  yea,  even  they  covenanted 
that  they  never  would  give  up  their  liberty,  but  they  would 
fight  in  all  cases  to  protect  the  Nephites  and  themselves 
from  bondage. 

18.  Now  behold,  there  were  two  thousand  of  those  young 
men  who  entered  into  this  covenant,  and  took  their  weapons 
of  war  to  defend  their  country. 

19.  And  now  behold,  as  they  never  had  hitherto  been  a 
•disadvantage  to  the  Nephites,  they  became  now  at  this 
period  of  time  also  a  great  support;  for  they  took  their 
weapons  of  war,  and  they  woula  that  Helaman  should  be 
their  leader.

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*20.  And  they  were  all  young  men,  and  they  were  exceed- 
ing valiant  for  courage,  and  also  for  strength  and  activity; 
but  behold,  this  was  not  all :  they  were  men  who  were  true 
at  all  times  in  whatsoever  thing  they  were  entrusted ; 

21.  Yea,  they  were  men  of  truth  and  soberness,  for  they 
had  been  taught  to  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  to 
walk  uprightly  before  him. 

22.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Helaman  did  march  at 
the  head  of  his  two  thousand  stripling  soldiers,  to  the 
support  of  the  people  in  the  borders  or  the  land  on  the  south 
by  tne  West  Sea. 

23.  And  thus  ended  the  twenty  and  eighth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi,  &c. 


CHAPTER   54. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twenty  and  ninth  year 
of  the  Judges,  that  Ammoron  sent  unto  Moroni,  desiring 
that  he  would  exchange  prisoners. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  felt  to  rejoice  exceed- 
ingly at  this  request,  for  he  desired  the  provisions  which 
were  imparted  for  the  support  of  the  Lamanite  prisoners  for 
the  support  of  his  own  people  ;  and  he  also  desired  his  own 
people  for  the  strengthening  of  his  army. 

3.  Now  the  Lamanites  had  taken  manv  women  and 
children,  and  there  was  not  a  woman  nor  a  child  among  all 
the  prisoners  of  Moroni,  or  the  prisoners  whom  Moroni  nad 
tsiken ;  therefore  Moroni  resolved  upon  a  stratagem  to  obtain 
as  many  prisoners  of  the  Nephites  from  the  Lamanites  as  it 
were  possible; 

4.  Therefore  he  wrote  an  epistle,  and  sent  it  by  the  ser- 
vant of  Ammoron,  the  same  who  had  brought  an  epistle  to- 
Moroni.  Now  these  are  the  words  which  he  wrote  unto 
Ammoron,  saying, 

5.  Behold,  Ammoron,  I  have  written  unto  you  somewhat 
concerning  this  war  which  ye  have  waged  against  my  people, 
or  rather  which  thy  brother  hath  waged  against  them,  and 
which  ye  are  still  determined  to  carry  on  after  his  death. 

6.  Behold,  I  would  tell  vou  somewhat  concerning  the 
justice  of  God,  and  the  sWord  of  his  almighty  wrath,  which 
doth  hang  over  you,  except  ye  repent  and  withdraw  j^our 
armies  into  your  own  lands,  or  the  lands  of  your  possessions, 
which  is  the  "land  of  Nephi ; 

7.  Yea,  I  would  tell  you  these  things  if  ye  were  capable 
of  hearkening  unto  them ;  yea,  I  would  tell  you  concerning 
that  *awf ul  hell  that  awaits  to  receive  •'such  murderers  as 
thou  and  thy  brother  have  been,  except  ye  repent  and  with-

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draw  your  murderous  purposes,   and  return  with  your 
armies  to  your  own  lands; 

8.  But  as  ye  have  rejected  these  things,  and  have  fought 
against  the  j)eople  of  the  Lord,  even  so  I  may  expect  you 
wiU  do  it  again. 

9.  And  now  behold,  we  are  prei>ared  to  receive  you;  yea» 
and  except  you  withdraw  your  purposes,  behold,  ye  will 
pull  down  the  wrath  of  that  God  whom  you  have  rejected 
upon  you,  even  to  your  utter  destruction ; 

10.  But,  as  the  Lord  liveth,  our  armies  shall  come  ui>on 
you,  except  ye  withdraw,  and  je  shall  soon  be  visited  with 
death,  for  we  will  retain  our  cities  and  our  lands ;  yea,  and 
we  will  maintain  our  religion  and  the  cause  of  our  God. 

11.  But  behold,  it  supposeth  me  that  I  talk  to  you  con- 
cerning these  things  in  vain ;  or  it  supposeth  me  tnat  thou 
art  a  child  of  hell ;  therefore  I  will  close  my  epistle  by  tell- 
ing you  that  I  will  not  exchange  prisoners,  save  it  be  on  con- 
ditions that  ye  will  ''deliver  up  a  man,  and  his  wife,  and  his 
children,  for  one  prisoner;  if  this  be  the  case  that  ye  will  do 
it,  I  will  exchange. 

12.  And  behold,  if  ye  do  not  this,  I  will  come  againdt  you, 
with  my  armies ;  yea,  even  I  will  arm  my  women  and  my 
children,  and  I  will  come  against  you,  and  I  will  follow  vou 
«ven  into  your  own  land,  which  is  the  land  of  our  'first 
inheritance ;  yea,  and  it  shall  be  blood  for  blood ;  yea,  life 
for  life ;  and  I  will  give  you  battle,  even  Tintil  you  are 
destroyed  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth. 

13.  Behold,  I  am  in  my  anger,  and  also  my  people ;  ye 
have  sought  to  murder  us,  and  we  have  only  sought  to  defend 
ourselves.  But  behold,  if  ye  seek  to  destroy  us  more,  we 
will  seek  to  destroy  you ;  yea,  and  we  will  seek -^  our  land  of 
our  first  Inheritance. 

14.  Now  I  close  my  epistle.  I  am  Moroni ;  I  am  a  leader 
of  the  people  of  the  Nephites. 

15.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  Ammoron,  when  he  had 
received  this  epistle,  he  was  angry ;  and  he  wrote  another 
epistle  unto  Moroni,  and  these  are  the  words  which  he  wrote^ 
saying, 

16.  I  am  Ammoron,  the  king  of  the  Lamanites ;  I  am 
the  brother  of  Amalickisih  whom  ye  have  'murdered.  Behold, 
I  will  avenge  his  blood  upon  you,  yea,  and  I  will  come  upon 
you  with  my  armies,  for  I  fear  not  your  threatenings  ; 

17.  For  behold  your  fathers  did  wrong  their  brethreo, 
insomuch  that  they  did  rob  them  of  their  Mght  to  the 
government,  when  it  rightly  belonged  unto  them. 

18.  And  now  behold,  if  ye  will  lay  down  your  arms,  and 
subject  yourselves  to  be  governed  by  those  to  whom  the 
government  doth  rightly  belong,  then  will  I  cause  that  my

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people  shall  lay  down  their  weapons,  and  shall  be  at  war  no 
more. 

19.  Behold,  ye  have  breathed  out  many  threatenings 
afiainst  me  and  my  people ;  but  behold  we  fear  not  your 
tEureatenings ; 

20.  Nevertheless,  I  will  grant  to  exchange  prisoners 
according  to  your  request,  guuily,  that  I  may  preserve  mv 
food  for  my  men  of  war :  and  we  will  wage  a  war  which 
shall  be  eternal,  either  to  the  subjecting  the  Nephites  to  our 
authority,  or  to  their  eternal  extinction. 

21.  And  as  concerning  that  Grod  whom  ye  say  we 
have  Rejected,  behold,  we  know  not  such  a  being ;  neither 
do  ye ;  but  if  it  so  be  that  there  is  such  a  being,  we  know 
not  but  that  he  hath  made  us  as  well  as  you ; 

22.  And  if  it  so  be  that  there  is  a  devQ  and  a  hell,  behold 
will  he  not  send  you  there  to  dwell  with  my -brother  whom 
ye  have  murdered,  whom  ye  have  hinted  that  he  hath 
gone  to  such  a  place  ?  But  oehold  these  things  mattereth 
not 

23.  I  am  Ammoron,  and  a  descendant  of  ^Zoram,  whom 
your  fathers  pressed  and  brought  out  of  Jerusalem. 

24.  And  behold,  now,  I  am  a  bold  Lamanite ;  behold  this 
war  hath  been  waged  to  avenge  their  wrongs,  and  to  main- 
tain, and  to  obtain  their  lights  to  the  government ;  and  I 
close  my  epistle  to  Moroni. 


CHAPTER   55, 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Moroni  had  received 
this  epistle,  he  was  more  angry,  because  he  knew  that 
Ammoron  nad  a  perfect  knowledge  of  his  fraud ;  yea,  he 
knew  that  Ammoron  knew  that  it  was  not  a  just  cause  that 
had  caused  him  to  wage  a  wskr  against  the  people  of  Nephi. 

2.  And  he  said.  Behold,  I  will  not  exchange  prisoners 
with  Ammoron,  save  he  will  "withdraw  his  purpose,  as  I 
have  stated  in  my  epistle ;  for  I  will  not  grant  unto  him  that 
he  shall  have  anv  more  power  than  what  he  hath  got. 

8.  Behold,  I  know  the  place  where  the  Lamanites  doth 
guard  my  people,  whom  they  have  taken  prisoners ;  and  as 
Ammoron  would  not  grant  unto  me  mine  epistle,  behold,  I 
will  give  unto  him  according  to  my  words  ;  yea,  I  will  seek 
death  among  them,  until  they  shall  sue  for  peace. 

4.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Moroni  had  said 
these  words,  he  caused  tiiat  a  search  should  be  made  among 
his  men,  that  perhaps  he  might  find  a  man  who  was  a  de- 
scendant of  Laman  among  them. 
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5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  found  one,  whose  name 
was  Laman :  and  he  was  ^one  of  the  servants  of  the  kin^c 
who  was  murdered  by  Amalickiah. 

6.  Now  Moroni  caused  that  Laman  and  a  small  nunaber 
of  his  men,  should  go  forth  unto  the  guards  who  were  over 
the  Nephites. 

7.  Now  the  Nephites  were  guarded  in  the  ''city  of  Gid ; 
therefore  Moroni  appointed  Laman  and  caused  that  a  small 
number  of  men  should  go  with  him. 

8.  And  when  it  was  evening,  Laman  went  to  tlie  guards 
who  were  over  the  Nephites,  and  behold,  they  saw  him 
coming,  and  they  hailed  nim ;  but  he  saith  unto  them,  fear 
not ;  behold,  I  am  a  Lamanite.  Behold,  we  have  escaped 
from  the  Nephites,  and  they  sleepeth ;  and  behold  we  have 
took  of  their  wine,  and  brought  with  us. 

9.  Now  when  the  Lamanites  heard  these  words,  they 
received  him  with  joy ;  and  they  said  unto  him,  give  us  of 
your  wine,  that  we  may  drink ;  we  are  glad  that  ye  have 
thus  taken  wine  with  you,  for  we  are  weary. 

10.  But  Laman  said  unto  them,  let  us  keep  of  our  w^ine 
till  we  go  against  the  Nephites  to  battle ;  but  this  saying 
only  made  them  more  desirous  to  drink  of  the  wine  ; 

11.  For,  said  they,  we  are  weary,  therefore  let  us  take  of 
tiie  wine,  and  by  and  by  we  shall  receive  wine  for  our  rations, 
which  will  strengthen  us  to  go  against  the  Nephites. 

12.  And  Laman  said  unto  them,  you  may  do  according 
to  your  desires. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  take  of  the  wine 
freely,  and  it  was  pleasant  to  their  taste ;  therefore  they 
took  of  it  more  freely ;  and  it  was  strong,  having  been  pre- 
pared in  its  strength. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  they  did  drink  and  were  merry, 
and  by  and  by  they  were  aU  dninken. 

15.  And  now  when  Laman  and  his  men  saw  that  they 
were  all  drunken,  and  were  in  a  deep  sleep,  they  returned  to 
Moroni,  and  told  him  all  the  things  that  had  happened. 

16.  And  now  this  was  according  to  the  design  of  Moroni. 
And  Moroni  had  prepared  his  men  with  weapons  of  war; 
and  he  sent  to  the  ''city  Gid,  while  the  Lamanites  were  in  a 
deep  sleep,  and  drunken,  and  cast  in  the  weapons  of  war  in 
unto  theprisoners,  insomuch  that  they  were  all  armed ; 

17.  Yea,  even  to  their  women,  and  all  those  of  their 
children,  as  many  as  were  able  to  use  a  weapon  of  war, 
when  Moroni  had  armed  all  those  prisoners ;  and  all  those 
things  were  done  in  a  profound  silence. 

18.  But  had  they  awoke  the  Lamanites,  behold  they 
were  drunken,  and  the  Nephites  could  have  slain  them. 

19.  But  behold  this  was  not  the  desire  of  Moroni :  he  did 
not  delight  in  murder  or  bloodshed,  but  he  delighted  in  the 
saving  of  his  people  from  destruction ;  and  for  this  cause  he

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might  not  bring  upon  hin:  injustice,  he  would  not  fall  upon 
the  Lamanites  ana  destroy  them  in  their  drunkenness. 

20.  But  he  had  obtaine(  his  desires ;  for  he  had  armed 
those  prisoners  of  the  Nephites  who  were  within  the  wall  of 
the  city,  and  had  gave  them  power  to  gain  possession  of 
those  parts  which  were  within  the  walls ; 

21.  And  then  he  caused  the  men  who  were  with  him,  to 
withdbraw  a  pace  from  them,  and  surround  the  armies  of  the 
Lamanites. 

22.  Now  behold  this  was  done  in  the  night  time,  so  that 
when  the  Lamanites  awoke  in  the  morning,  they  beheld  that 
they  were  surrounded  by  the  Nephites  without,  and  that 
their  prisoners  were  armed  vrithin. 

23.  And  thus  they  saw  that  the  Nephites  had  power  over 
them ;  and  in  these  circumstances  they  found  tnat  it  was 
not  expedient  that  they  should  fight  with  the  Nephites; 
therefore  their  chief  captains  demanded  their  weapons  oi 
war,  and  they  brought  them  forth  and  cast  them  at  the  feet 
of  the  Nephites,  pleading  for  mercy. 

24.  Now  behold,  this  was  the  desire  of  Moroni.  He  took 
them  prisoners  of  war,  and  took  possession  of  the  city,  and 
caused  that  all  the  prisoners  should  be  liberated,  who  were 
Nephites;  and  the}[  did  join  the  army  of  Moroni,  and  were  a 
great  strength  to  his  army. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  cause  the  Lamanites, 
whom  he  had  taken  prisoners,  that  they  should  commence  a 
labour  in  strengthening  the  fortifications  round  about  the 
city  Gid. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  he  had  fortified 
the  -^city  Gid,  according  to  his  desires,  he  caused  that  his 
prisoners  should  be  taken  to  the  'city  Bountiful;  and  he 
also  guarded  that  city  with  an  exceeding  strong  force. 

zf.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did,  notwithstanding 
all  the  intrigues  of  the  Lamanites,  keep  and  protect  all  the 
prisoners  whom  they  had  taken,  and  also  maintain  all  the 
ground  and  the  advantage  which  they  had  retaken. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  b^^n  again 
to  be  victorious,  and  to  reclaim  their  rights  and  their  privi- 
leges. 

29.  Many  times  did  the  Lamanites  attempt  to  encircle 
them  about  by  night,  but  in  these  attempts  they  did  lose 
many  prisoners. 

30.  And  many  times  did  they  attempt  to  administer  of 
their  wine  to  the  Nephites,  that  they  might  destroy  them 
with  poison  or  with  drunkenness. 

31.  But  behold,  the  Nephites  were  not  slow  to  remember 
the  Lord  their  God,  in  this  their  time  of  aflUction.  They 
could  not  be  taken  in  their  snares ;  yea,  they  would  not  par- 
take of  their  wine,  save  they  had  firstly  given  to  some  oi  the 
Tiamanlte  prisoners.

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32.  And  they  were  thus  cautious  that  no  poison  should 
be  administered  among  them;  for  if  their  wine  would 
poison  a  Lamanite.  it  would  also  poison  a  Nephite;  and 
thus  they  did  try  all  their  liquors. 

33.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  it  was  expedient  for 
Moroni  to  make  preparations  to  attack  tiie  Mty  Morianton : 
for  behold,  the  Lamanites  had,  by  their  labours,  fortified 
the  city  Morianton  until  it  had  become  an  exceeding  strong 
hold; 

34.  And  they  were  continuaUv  bringing  new  forces  into 
that  city,  and  also  new  supplies  of  provisions. 

35.  And  thus  ended  the  twenty  and  ninth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 


CHAPTER  56. 

1.  Aim  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the 
thirtieth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges,  in  the  second  day, 
on  the  first  month,  Moroni  received  an  epistle  from  Hela- 
man,  stating  the  affairs  of  the  people  in  <*that  quarter  of  Uie 
land. 

2.  And  these  are  the  words  which  he  wrote,  saying,  My 
dearlv  beloved  brother,  Moroni,  as  well  in  the  Lord  as  in  the 
tribulationB  of  our  warfare;  behold,  my  beloved  brother,  I 
have  somewhat  to  tell  you  concerning  our  warfare  in  this 
part  of  the  land. 

3.  Behold,  ^two  thousand  of  the  sons  of  those  men  whom 
Ammon  brought  down  out  of  the  ''land  of  NephL  Now  ve 
have  known  that  these  were  descendants  of  Tjaman,  who 
was  the  eldest  son  of  our  father  LehL 

4.  Now  I  need  not  rehearse  unto  you  concerning  their  tra- 
ditions or  their  unbelief,  for  thou  knowest  concerning  all 
these  things : 

5.  Therefore  it  sufficeth  me  that  I  tell  you  that  two 
thousand  of  these  young  men  have  taken  tb.&T  weapons  of 
war,  and  would  that  I  should  be  their  leader ;  and  we  have 
come  forth  to  defend  our  country. 

6.  And  now  ye  also  know  concerning  the  covenant  which 
their  fathers  made,  that  they  would  not  take  up  their 
weapons  of  war  against  their  brethren  to  shed  bloocL 

7.  But  in  the  twenty  and  sixth  year,  when  tiiey  saw  our 
afflictions  and  our  tribulations  for  them,  they  were  about 
to  -^  break  the  covenant  which  they  had  made,  and  take  up 
their  weapons  of  war  in  our  defence. 

8.  But  I  would  not  suffer  them  that  they  should  break 
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this  covenant  which  they  had  made,  supposing  that  God 
would  strengthen  us,  insomuch  that  we  should  not  suffer 
more  because  of  the  fulfilling  the  oath  which  they  had 
taken. 

9.  But  behold,  here  is  one  thing  in  which  we  may  have 

S'eat  joy.  For  behold,  in  the  twenty  and  sixth  year,  L 
elaman,  did  march  at  the  head  of  these  ^two  thousand 
young  men  to  the  ^city  of  Judea,  to  assist  Antipus,  whom 
ve  had  appointed  a  leader  over  the  people  of  that  part  of  the 
land. 

10.  And  I  did  join  my  two  thousand  sons,  (for  they  are 
worthy  te  be  called  sons,^  to  the  army  of  Antipus,  in  which 
strength  Antipus  did  rejoice  exceedingly ;  for  behold,  his 
army  had  been  reduced  by  the  Lamamtes,  because  their 
forces  had  slain  a  vast  number  of  our  men,  for  which  cause 
we  Iiave  to  mourn. 

11.  Nevertheless  we  may  console  ourselves  in  this  point, 
that  they  have  died  in  the  cause  of  their  coimtry  and  of 
their  Groo,  yea,  and  they  are  happy. 

12.  And  the  Lamanites  had  also  retained  many  prisoners, 
all  of  whom  are  chief  captains,  for  none  other  have  they 
spared  alive.  And  we  8upi)ose  that  they  are  now  at  this 
time  in  the  ^and  of  Nephi ;  it  is  so  if  they  are  not  slain. 

13.  And  now  these  are  the  cities  which  the  Lamanites 
have  obtained  possession  by  the  shedding  of  the  blood  of  so 
many  of  our  valiant  men : — 

14.  The  *land  of  Manti.  or  the  city  of  Manti,  and  the 
city  of  Zeezrom,  and  the  ^uty  of  Cumeni,  and  tne  *^ity  of 
Antiparah. 

15.  And  these  are  the  cities  which  they  possessed  when 
I  arrived  at  the  **city  of  Judea  ;  and  1  found  Antipus  and 
his  men  toiling  with  their  mights  to  <lortify  the  city ; 

16.  Yea,  and  they  were  depressed  in  body  as  well  as  in 
spirit,  for  they  had  fought  valiantly  by  day  and  toiled  by 
night  to  maintain  their  cities ;  and  thus  they  had  suffered 
great  afflictions  of  every  kind. 

17.  And  now  they  were  determined  to  conquer  in  this 
place  or  die ;  therefore  you  may  well  suppose  that  this  little 
force  which  I  brought  with  me,  yea,  those  'sons  of  mine, 
gave  them  great  hopes  and  much  joy. 

18.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  Lamanites 
saw  that  Antipus  had  received  a  greater  strength  to  his 
army,  they  were  compelled  by  the  orders  of  Ammoron,  to 
not  come  against  the  ^city  of  Judea,  or  against  us,  to  battle. 

19.  And  thus  were  we  f&voTed  of  the  Lord ;  for  had  they 
come  upon  us  in  this  our  weakness,  they  might  have  perhaps 
destroyed  our  little  army  ;  but  thus  were  we  preserved.

20.  They  were  oommanded  by  Ammoron  to  Tnaintaln 
those  cities  which  they  had  taken.  And  thus  ended  the 
twenty  and  sixth  year.  And  in  the  commencement  of  the 
twenty  and  seventh  year,  we  had  prepared  onr  city  and  our- 
selves for  defence. 

21.  Now  we  were  desirous  that  the  Tiaman1t>e8  should 
come  uxx)n  us ;  for  we  were  not  desirous  to  make  an  attack 
upon  them  in  their  strong  holds. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  kept  spiies  out  round 
about,  to  watch  the  movements  of  the  Lamanites,  that  they 
might  not  pass  us  by  ni^ht  nor  by  day,  to  make  an  attack 
upon  our  other  cities  which  were  on  the  northward ; 

23.  For  we  knew  in  those  cities  they  were  not  suMciently 
strong  to  meet  them:  therefore  we  were  desirous,  if  they 
should  pass  by  us,  to  fall  upon  them  in  their  rear,  and  thus 
brhig  tnem  up  in  the  rear,  at  the  same  time  they  were  met 
in  the  front.  We  supposed  that  we  could  overpower  them ; 
but  behold,  we  were  disappointed  in  this  our  desire. 

24.  They  durst  not  pass  by  us  with  their  whole  annv, 
neither  durst  they  with  a  part,  lest  they  should  not  be  suffi- 
dentlv  strong,  and  thev  should  fall. 

25[  Neither  durst  tney  march  down  against  the  ''city  of 
Zarahemla ;  neither  durst  they  cross  the  head  of  ^don,  over 
to  the  'city  of  Nephihah. 

26.  And  thus,  with  their  forces,  they  were  determined  to 
maintain  those  cities  which  they  had  taken. 

27.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  in  the  second  month  of 
this  year,  there  was  brought  unto  us  many  provisions  from 
the  ^rathers  of  those  my  two  thousand  sons. 

28.  And  also  there  was  sent  two  thousand  men  unto  us 
from  the  *land  of  Zarahemla.  And  thus  we  were  prepared 
with  ten  thousand  men,  and  provisions  for  them,  ana  also 
for  their  wives  and  their  chiloren. 

29.  And  the  Lamanites,  thus  seeing  our  forces  increase 
daily,  and  provisions  arrive  for  our  support,  the^  b^pan  to 
be  fearful,  and  began  to  sall^  forth,  if  it  were  possible  to  put 
an  end  to  our  receiving  provisions  and  strength. 

30.  Now  when  we  saw  that  the  Lamanites  began  to  grow 
uneasy  on  this  wise,  we  were  desirous  to  bring  a  stratagem 
into  effect  upon  them ;  therefore  Antipus  ordered  Uiat  I 
should  march  forth  wiui  my  little  sons  to  a  neighbouring 
city,  as  if  we  were  carrying  provisions  to  a  neighbouring 
city. 

31.  And  we  were  to  march  near  the  %ity  of  Antinarah, 
as  if  we  were  going  to  the  city  beyond,  in  the  borders  by  the 
sea  shore. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  march  forth,  as  if 
with  our  provisions,  to  go  to  that  city. 

r,  Me'^,  Omnil.  c,  we  p.  Alma  2.  t,  This  is  not  the  dty  referred 
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33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Antipus  did  march  forth, 
with  a  part  of  his  army,  leaving  the  remainder  to  maintain 
the  city.  But  he  did  not  march  forth,  until  I  had  gone 
forth  with  my  little  army,  and  came  near  the  city  of 
Antiparah. 

M.  And  now  in  the  ^city  of  Antiparah,  were  stationed 
the  strongest  army  of  the  Lamanites ;  yea,  the  most  numer- 
ous. 

35.  And  it  came  to  imuss  that  when  thev  had  heen  in- 
formed by  their  spies,  they  came  forth  with  tneir  army,  and 
marched  against  us. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  flee  before  them, 
northward.  And  thus  we  did  lead  away  the  most  powerful 
army  of  the  Lamanites ; 

37.  Yea,^even  to  a  considerable  distance,  insomuch  that 
when  they  saw  the  army  of  Antipus  pursuing  them,  with 
their  mights,  they  did  not  turn  to  the  right  nor  to  the  left, 
but  pursued  their  march  in  a  straight  course  after  us ;  and, 
as  we  suppose,  it  was  their  intent  to  slay  us  before  Antipus 
should  overtake  them,  and  this  that  they  might  not  be 
surrounded  by  our  people. 

38.  And  now  Antipus  beholding  our  danger,  did  speed 
the  march  of  his  army.  But  behold,  it  was  nif<nt ;  therefore 
they  did  not  overtake  us,  neither  did  Antipus  overtake 
them ;  therefore  we  did  camp  for  the  night. 

39.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  before  the  dawn  of  the 
morning,  behold,  the  Lamanites  were  pursuing  us.  Now 
we  were  not  sufficiently  strong  to  contend  with  them  ;  yea, 
I  would  not  suffer  that  my  little  sons  should  fall  into  tneir 
hands  ;  therefore  we  did  continue  our  march  ;  and  we  took 
Oiir  march  into  the  wilderness. 

40.  Now  they  durst  not  turn  to  the  right  nor  to  the  left, 
lest  they  should  be  surrounded ;  neither  would  I  turn  to  the 
right  or  to  the  left,  lest  they  should  overtake  me,  and  we 
could  not  stand  against  them,  but  be  slain,  and  they  would 
make  their  escape ;  and  thus  we  did  flee  all  that  day  into 
ttie  wilderness,  even  until  it  was  dark. 

41.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  again  when  the  light  of  the 
morning  came,  we  saw  the  Lamanites  upon  us,  and  we  did 
fl^  before  them. 

42.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  not  pursue  us  far, 
before  they  halted  ;  and  it  was  in  the  morning  of  the  third 
day,  on  the  seventh  month. 

4:{.  And  now  whether  they  were  overtaken  by  Antipus, 
we  knew  not,  but  I  said  unto  my  men,  behold,  we  know  not 
but  they  have  halted  for  the  purpose  that  we  should  come 
against  them,  that  they  might  catch  us  in  their  snare  ; 

44.  Therefore  what  say  ye,  my  sons,  will  ye  go  against 
them  to  battle? 

45.  And  now  I  say  unto  you  my  beloved  brother  Moroni, 
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that  never  had  I  seen  so  great  oooiage,  nay,  not  amongst 
all  the  Nephites. 

46.  For  as  I  had  ever  called  them  "my  sons  (for  they  were 
all  of  them  very  young,)  even  so  they  said  unto  me,  iather, 
behold  our  God  is  wltia  us,  and  he  will  not  suffer  that  we 
shall  fall:  then  let  us  go  forth;  we  would  not  slay  our 
brethren,  if  they  would  let  us  alone ;  therefore  let  us  go^ 
lest  they  shoula  overpower  the  army  of  Antipus. 

'  47.  Now  they  never  had  fought,  yet  they  did  not  fear 
death  ;  and  they  did  think  more  upon  the  liberty  of 
their  ^ fathers  than  they  did  upon  their  lives;  yel^  they 
had  been  taught  by  their  mothers,  ^Hhat  if  they  did  not 
doubt,  that  Grod  would  deliver  them. 

48.  And  they  rehearsed  unto  me  the  words  of  their 
mothers,  saving,  we  do  not  doubt  our  mothers  knew  it. 

49.  Ana  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  return  with  my 
two  thoujBand,  i^ainst  these  Lamanites  who  had  pursuea 
us.  And  now  benold,  the  armies  of  Antipus  had  overtaken 
them,  and  a  terrible  battle  had  commenoecL 

50.  The  army  of  Antipus  being  weary,  because  of  their 
long  march  in  so  short  a  si>ace  of  time,  were  about  to  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites ;  and  had  I  not  returned 
with  my  two  thousand,  they  would  have  obtained  their 
purpose: 

51.  For  Antipus  had  fallen  by  the  sword,  and  many  of 
his  leaders,  because  of  their  weariness,  which  was  occa- 
sioned bv  the  speed  of  their  march ;  therefore  the  men  of 
Antipus  being  confused,  because  of  the  fall  of  their  leaders, 
began  to  give  way  before  the  Lamanites. 

52.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  took  courage, 
and  began  to  pursue  them ;  and  thus  were  the  Lamanites 
pursuing  them  with  great  vigour,  when  Helaman  came  upon 
their  rear  with  his  ^  ''two  thousand,  and  began  to  slay  them 
exceedingly,  insomuch  that  the  whole  army  of  the  Laman- 
ites halte({,  and  turned  upon  Helaman. 

53.  Now  when  the  people  of  Antipus  saw  that  the  Laman- 
ites had  turned  them  about,  they  gathered  together  their 
men,  and  came  again  upon  the  rear  of  the  Lamanites. 

54.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  we,  the  people  of 
Nephi,  the  people  of  Antipus,  and  I  with  my  two  tnousand, 
did  surround  the  Lamanites,  and  did  slay  them ;  yea,  inso- 
much that  they  were  compelled  to  deliver  up  their  weapons 
of  war,  and  also  themselves  as  prisoners  of  war. 

55.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  sur- 
rendered themselves  up  unto  us,  behold  I  numbered  those 
young  men  who  had  fought  with  me,  fearing  lest  there  were 
many  of  them  slain. 

56.  But  behold,  to  my  great  Joy,  there  had  ^''not  one 
soul  of  them  fallen  tO  the  earth ;  yea,  and  they  had  fought 
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as  if  with  the  strength  of  God  ;  yea,  never  were  men  known 
to  have  fought  with  such  miraculous  strength ;  and  with 
such  mighty  power  did  they  fall  upon  the  Liamanites,  that 
they  did  fnghten  them ;  and  for  this  cause  did  the  Laman- 
ites  deliver  themselves  up  as  prisoners  of  war. 

S7.  And  as  we  had  no  place  for  our  prisoners,  that  we 
could  ^ard  them  to  keep  them  from  the  armies  of  the 
Lamanites,  therefore  we  sent  them  to  the  ^'land  of  Zara- 
hemla,  and  a  part  of  those  men  who  were  not  slain  of 
Antipus,  with  them ;  and  the  remainder  I  took  and  joined 
them  to  my  stripling  ^-TAmmonites,  and  took  our  march 
back  to  the  ^^city  of  Judea. 


CHAPTER  67. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  I  received  an  epistle 
from  Ammoron,  the  king,  stating  that  if  I  would  deliver  up 
those  prisoners  of  war  whom  we  had  taken,  that  he  would 
deliver  up  the  "city  of  Antiparah  unto  us. 

2.  But  I  sent  an  epistle  unto  the  kin^,  that  we  were  sure 
our  forces  were  sufficient  to  take  the  crty  of  Antiparah  by 
our  force ;  and  by  delivering  up  the  prisoners  for  tnat  city, 
we  should  suppose  ourselves  unwise,  and  that  we  would 
only  deliver  up  our  prisoners  on  exchange. 

.3.  And  Ammoron  refused  mine  epistle,  for  he  would  not 
exchange  prisoners:  therefore  we  began  to  make  prepara* 
tions  to  go  against  the  city  of  Antiparah. 

4.  But  the  people  of  ^Antiparan  did  leave  the  city,  and 
fled  to  their  other  cities,  which  they  had  possession  of, 
to  "fortify  them ;  and  thus  the  city  of  Antiparah  fell  into  our 
hands. 

5.  And  thus  ended  the  twenty  and  eighth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  commencement  of  the 
twenty  and  ninth  year,  we  received  a  supply  of  provisions, 
and  also  an  addition  to  our  army,  from  tne  ''land  of  Zara- 
hemla,  and  from  the  land  round  about,  to  the  number  of  six 
thousand  men,  besides  sixty  of  the  sons  of  the  'Ammonites, 
who  had  come  to  join  their  brethren,  my  little  band  of  two 
thousand.  And  now  behold,  we  were  strong,  yea,  and  we 
had  also  a  plenty  of  provisions  brought  unto  us. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  it  was  our  desire  to  wage  a 
battle  with  the  army  which  was  placed  to  protect  the  %ity 
Cumeni. 

8.  And  now  behold,  I  will  shew  unto  you  that  we  soon

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accomplished  our  deBire;  yea,  with  our  strong  force,  or 
with  a  part  of  our  strong  force,  we  did  surround,  by  night» 
the  'city  Cumeni,  a  little  before  they  were  to  receive  a  supply 
of  provisionB. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  camp  round  about 
the  dty  for  many  nights ;  but  we  did  sleep  upon  our  swords, 
and  keep  guards,  that  the  Lamanites  could  not  come  upon 
us  by  night  and  slay  us,  which  they  attempted  many  times ; 
but  as  many  times  as  they  attempted  this,  their  blood  was 
spilt. 

10.  At  length  their  provisions  did  arrive,  and  they  were 
about  to  enter  the  city  by  night.  And  we,  instead  of  being 
Lamanites,  were  Nephites;  therefore,  we  did  take  them 
and  their  provisions. 

11.  And  notwithstanding  the  Lamanites  being  cut  off 
from  their  support  after  this  manner,  they  were  still  deter- 
mined to  maintain  the  city ;  therefore  it  became  expedient 
that  we  should  take  those  provisions  and  send  them 
to  ^Judea,  and  our  prisoners  to  the  'land  of  Zarahemla. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  not  many  days  had  passed 
away  before  the  Lamanites  began  to  lose  all  hopes  of  suc- 
cour; therefore  they  vielded  up  the  city  into  our  hands  ;  and 
thus  we  had  accomplished  our  designs,  in  obtaining  the  -^city 
Cumeni. 

13.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  our  prisoners  were  so  nu- 
merous, that  notwithstanding  the  enormity  of  our  numbers, 
we  were  obliged  to  employ  all  our  force  to  keep  them  or  to 
put  them  to  death. 

14.  For  behold,  they  would  break  out  in  great  numbers, 
and  would  fight  with  stones,  and  with  clubs,  or  whatsoever 
t^ng  they  could  get  into  their  hands,  insomuch  that  we  did 
slay  upwards  of  two  thousand  of  them,  after  they  had  sur- 
rendered themselves  prisoners  of  war ; 

15.  Therefore  it  became  expedient  for  us,  that  we  should 

Sutanend  to  their  lives,  or  guard  them,  sword  in  hand, 
own  to  the  *land  of  Zarahemla;  and  also  our  provisions 
were  not  any  more  than  sufficient  for  our  own  people,  not- 
withstanding that  which  we  had  taken  from  the  Lamanites. 

16.  And  now,  in  those  critical  circumstances,  it  became 
a  very  serious  matter  to  determine  concerning  these  prisoners 
of  war;  nevertheless,  we  did  resolve  to  send  them  down  to 
the  land  of  Zarahemla;  therefore  we  selected  a  part  of  our 
men,  and  gave  them  charge  over  our  prisoners,  to  go  down 
to  the  land  of  Zarahemla. 

17.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow  they  did 
return.  And  now  behold,  we  did  not  inquire  of  them  con- 
cerning the  prisoners ;  for  behold,  the  Lamanites  were  upon 
us,  and  they  returned  in  season  to  save  us  from  falling  into 
their  hands.     For  behold,  Ammoron   had   sent  to   their

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support  a  new  supply  of  provisions,  and  also  a  numerous 
armv  of  men. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  those  men  whom  we  sent 
with  the  prisoners,  did  arrive  in  season  to  check  them,  as 
they  were  about  to  overpower  us. 

19.  But  behold,  my  little  band  of  *Hwo  thousand  and 
sixty,  f oug:ht  most  desperatelv ;  yea,  they  were  firm  before 
the  Lamanites,  and  did  administer  death  unto  all  those  who 
opposed  them : 

20.  And  as  the  remainder  of  our  army  were  about  to 
give  way  before  the  Lamanites,  behold,  those  two  thousand 
and  sixty  were  firm  and  undaunted ; 

21.  Tea,  and  the^  did  obey  and  observe  to  perform  every 
word  of  command  with  exactness  ;  yea,  and  even  according 
to  their  faith  it  was  done  unto  them ;  and  I  did  remember 
the  words  which  they  said  unto  me  that  their  "mothers  had 
taught  ti^em. 

22.  And  now  behold,  it  was  these  my  sons,  and  those 
men  who  had  been  "selected  to  convey  the  prisoners,  to  whom 
we  owe  this  great  victory ;  for  it  was  they  who  did  beat  the 
Lamanites  ;  therefore  they  were  driven  back  to  th«  ^city  of 
Manti. 

23.  And  we  retained  our  ^city  Cumeni,  and  were  not  all 
destroyed  by  the  sword ;  nevertheless,  we  had  suffered  great 
loss. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  Lamanites  had  fied 
I  immediately  gave  orders  that  my  men  who  had  been 
wounded  should  be  taken  from  among  the  dead,  and  caused 
that  their  wounds  should  be  dressed. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  two  hundred,  out 
of  my  two  thousand  and  sixty,  who  had  fainted  because  of 
the  loss  of  blood  ;  nevertheless,  according  to  the  goodness  of 
Grod,  and  to  our  great  astonishment,  and  also  the  foes  of 
our  whole  army,  there  was  rnot  one  soul  of  them  who  did 
perish ;  yea,  and  neither  was  there  one  soul  among  them  who 
nad  not  received  many  wounds. 

26.  And  now,  their  preservation  was  astonishing  to  our 
whole  army ;  yea,  that  they  should  be  spared,  whfle  there 
was  a  thousand  of  our  brethren  who  were  slain.  And  we  do 
justly  ascribe  it  to  the  miraculous  power  of  God,  because  of 
their  exceeding  faith  in  that  which  they  had  been  taught  to 
believe,  that  there  was  a  just  God  ;  and  whosoever  did  not 
doubt,  that  they  should  be  »preserved  by  his  marvellous 
power. 

27.  Now  this  was  the  faith  of  these  of  whom  I  have 
spoken ;  they  are  young,  and  their  minds  are  firm  ;  and  they 
do  put  their  trust  in  God  continually. 

28.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  aiter  we  had  thus  taken

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care  of  our  wounded  men,  and  had  buried  our  dead,  and  aLso 
the  dead  of  the  Lamanites,  who  were  many,  behold,  we  did 
inquire  of  Gid  concerning  the  ^prisoners  whom  they  had 
started  to  go  down  to  the  land  of  Zarahemla  with. 

29.  Now  Gid  was  the  chief  captain  over  the  band  who 
was  appointed  to  guard  th^m  down  to  the  land. 

30.  And  now,  these  are  the  words  which  Gid  said  unto 
me.  Behold,  we  did  start  to  go  down  to  the  **land  of  Zara- 
hemla with  our  prisoners.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did 
meet  the  spies  of  our  armies,  who  had  been  sent  out  to  watch 
the  camp  of  the  Lamanites. 

31.  And  they  cried  unto  us,  saying,  Behold,  the  armies  of 
the  Lamanites  are  marching  towards  the  *'city  of  Cumeni ; 
and  behold,  they  will  fall  ui>on  them,  yea,  and  will  destroy 
our  people. 

s2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  our  prisoners  did  hear  their 
cries,  which  caused  them  to  take  courage  ;  and  they  did  rise 
up  in  rebellion  against  us. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  because  of  their  rebellion,  we  did 
cause  that  our  swords  should  come  upon  them.  And  it  came 
to  ^ass  that  they  did  in  a  body  run  upon  our  swords,  in  the 
wmch,  the  greater  number  of  them  were  slain;  and  the 
remainder  of  them  broke  through  and  fled  from  us. 

34.  And  behold,  when  they  had  fled,  and  we  coidd  not 
overtake  them,  we  took  our  march  with  speed  towards 
the  *^city  of  Cumeni  :  and  behold,  we  did  arrive  in  time  that 
we  might  assist  our  brethren  in  preserving  the  city. 

35.  And  behold,  we  are  again  delivered  out  of  the  hands 
of  our  enemies.  And  blessed  is  the  name  of  our  Grod ;  for 
behold,  it  is  he  that  has  delivered  us ;  yea>  that  has  done  this 
great  thing  for  us. 

36.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  I,  Helaman,  had  heard 
these  words  of  Gid,  I  was  filled  with  exceeding  joy,  because 
of  the  goodness  of  God  in  preserving  us,  that  we  might  not 
all  perish  ;  yea,  and  I  trust  that  the  souls  of  them  wno  have 
been  slain,  have  entered  into  the  rest  of  their  Grod.

CHAPTER  68. 

1.  And  behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  our  next  object 
was  to  obtain  the  '*city  of  Manti ;  but  behold,  there  was  no 
way  that  we  could  lead  them  out  of  the  city  bv  our  small 
bands.  For  behold  they  remembered  that  which  we  had 
hitherto  done ;  therefore  we  could  not  decoy  them  away  from 
their  strongholds ; 

2.  And  they  were  so  much  more  numerous  than  was  our

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army,  that  we  durst  not  go  forth  and  attack  them  in  their 
4strongholds. 

3.  Tea,  and  it  became  expedient  that  we  should  employ 
our  men,  to  the  maintaining  those  parts  of  the  land,  of  the 
^which  we  had  retained  of  our  possessions ;  therefore  it 
became  expedient  that  we  should  wait,  that  we  might  receive 
more  strength.from  the  ^land  of  Zarahemla,  and  also  a  new 
supply  of  provisions. 

4.  Ana  it  came  to  pass  that  I  thus  did  send  an  embassy 
to  the  governor  of  our  land,  to  acquaint  him  concerning  the 
•affairs  of  our  people.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  wait 
to  receive  provisions  and  strength,  from  the  land  of  Zara- 
iiemla. 

5.  Bi^t  behold,  this  did  not  profit  us  but  little ;  for  the 
Lamanites  were  also  receiving  great  strength,  from  day  to 
<Lay,  and  also  many  provisions ;  and  thus  were  our  circum- 
stances at  this  period  of  time. 

6.  And  the  Lamanites  were  sallying  forth  against  us, 
from  time  to  time,  resolving  by  stratagem,  to  destroy  us ; 
nevertheless  we  could  not  come  to  battle  with  them,  because 
of  their  retreats  and  their  strongholds. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  wait  in  these  difficult 
■circumstances,  for  the  space  of  many  months,  even  until 
we  were  about  to  perish  for  the  want  of  food. 

8.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  receive  food,  which 
was  guarded  to  us  by  an  army  of  two  thousand  men,  to  our 
■assistance;  and  this  is  all  the  assistance  which  we  did 
receive,  to  defend  ourselves  and  our  country  from  falling 
into  the  hands  of  our  enemies ;  yea,  to  contend  with  an 
«nemy  which  was  innumerable. 

9.  And  now  the  cause  of  these  our  embarrassments,  or 
the  cause  why  they  did  not  send  more  strength  unto  us,  we 
knew  not ;  therefore  we  were  grieved,  and  also  filled  with 
fear,  lest  by  any  means  the  judgments  of  God  should  come 
upon  our  land,  to  our  overthrow  and  utter  destruction. 

10.  Therefore  we  did  pour  out  our  souls  in  <^rayer  to 
Ood,  that  he  would  strengthen  us  and  deliver  us  out  of  the 
hands  of  our  enemies ;  yea,  and  also  give  us  strength  that 
we  might  retain  our  cities,  and  our  lands,  and  our  posses- 
sions, for  the  support  of  our  people. 

11.  Yea,  ana  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  our  God  did 
visit  us  with  assurances,  tnat  he  would  deliver  us;  ye€L 
insomuch  that  he  did  speak  peace  to  our  souls,  and  did 
.graiit  unto  us  great  faith,  and  aid  cause  us  that  we  should 
hope  for  our  deliverance  in  him. 

12.  And  we  did  take  courage  with  our  small  force  which 
we  had  received,  and  were  fixed  with  a  ^determination  to 
conquer  our  enemies,  and  to  maintain  our  lands,  and  our 
possessions,  and  our  wives,  and  our  children,  and  the  cause 
of  our  liberty. 

6,  see  h.  Omni  i         c,  see  ^,  ii.  Nep.  32.        d,  see  m,  Mos.  29. 
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13.  And  thus  we  did  go  forth  with  all  our  might  against 
the  Lamanites,  who  were  in  the  ^cit^  of  Manti ;  and  we  did 
pitch  our  tents  by  the  wilderness  side,  which  was  near  to 
the  city. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow,  that  when 
the  Lamanites  saw  that  we  were  in  the  borders  by  the 
wilderness  which  was  near  the  city,  that  they  sent  out  their 
spies  round  about  us,  that  they  might  discover  the  number 
and  the  strength  of  our  array. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  saw  that  we 
were  not  strong,  according  to  our  numbers,  and  fearing  that 
we  should  cut  them  off  from  their  support,  except  they 
should  come  out  to  battle  against  us,  and  kill  us  ;  and  also 
supposing  that  they  coula  easily  destroy  us  with  their 
numerous  hosts,  therefore  they  began  to  make  preparations 
to  come  out  against  us  to  battle. 

16.  And  when  we  saw  that  they  were  making  prepara- 
tions to  come  out  against  us,  behold,  I  caused  that  Gid,  with 
a  small  number  of  men,  should  secrete  himself  in  the  wil- 
derness, and  also  that  Teomner  should,  with  a  small  number 
of  men,  secrete  themselves  also  in  the  wilderness. 

17.  Now  Gid  and  his  men  were  on  the  right,  and  the 
others  on  the  left ;  and  when  they  had  thus  secreted  them- 
selves, behold,  I  remained  with  the  remainder  of  my  army, 
in  that  same  place  where  we  had  first  pitched  our  tents, 
against  the  time  that  the  Lamanites  should  come  out  to 
battle. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  come 
out  with  their  numerous  army  against  us.  And  when  they 
had  come  and  were  about  to  fall  upon  us  with  the  sword,  I 
caused  that  my  men,  those  who  were  with  me,  should  retreat 
into  the  wilderness. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  follow 
after  us  with  great  speed,  for  they  were  exceedingly  desirous 
to  overtake  us,  that  they  might  slay  us  ;  therefore  they  did 
follow  us  into  the  wilderness  ;  and  we  did  pass  by  in 
the -^  midst  of  Gid  and  Teomner,  insomuch  that  they  were 
not  discovered  by  the  Lamanites. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  Lamanites  had 

Sassed  by,  or  when  the  army  had  passed  by,  Gid  and  Teomner 
id  rise  up  from  their  secret  places,  and  did  cut  off  the  spies 
of  the  Lamanites,  that  they  should  not  return  to  the  city. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  cut  them 
off,  they  ran  to  the  city,  and  fell  upon  the  guards  who  were 
left  to  guard  the  city,  insomuch  that  they  cud  destroy  them, 
and  did  take  possession  of  the  city. 

22.  Now  tnls  was  done  because  the  Lamanites  did  suffer 
their  whole  army,  save  a  few  guards  only,  to  be  led  away 
Into  the  wilderness. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Gid  and  Teomner  by  this

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means  had  obtained  possession  of  their  strongholds.  And 
it  came  to  pass  that  we  took  our  course,  after  having  travelled 
much  in  the  wilderness,  towards  the  'land  of  Zarahemla. 

24.  And  when  the  likmanites  saw  that  they  were  march- 
ing towards  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  Xhej  were  exceeding 
fraidy  lest  there  was  a-plan  laid  to  lead  them  on  to  destruc- 
tion ;  therefore  they  began  to  retreat  into  the  wilderness 
again,  yea,  even  back  by  the  same  way  which  they  had 
come. 

25.  And  behold,  it  was  night,  and  they  did  pitch  their 
tents,  for  the  chief  captains  of  the  Lamanites  had  supposed 
that  the  Nephites  were  weary  because  of  their  march ;  and 
8upi>osing  that  they  had  driven  their  whole  army,  therefore 
they  took  no  thought  concerning  the  \:ity  of  Manti. 

26.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  it  was  niffht,  that  I 
caused  that  my  men  should  not  sleep,  but  that  they  should 
march  forward  by  another  way  towards  the  land  of  Manti. 

27.  And  because  of  this  our  march  in  the  night  time, 
behold,  on  the  morrow  we  were  beyond  the  Lamanites,  inso< 
much  that  we  did  arrive  before  them  to  the  city  of  Manti. 

28.  And  thus  it  came  to  i>ass,  that  by  this  stratagem  we 
did  take  possession  of  the  ^city  of  Manti  without  the  shed- 
dingof  blood. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  armies  of  the 
Lamanites  did  arrive  near  the  city,  and  saw  that  we  were 
prepared  to  meet  them,  they  were  astonished  exceedingly 
ana  struck  with  great  fear,  insomuch  that  they  did  flee  into 
the  wilderness. 

90.  Yea,  and  it  came  to  pass  that  the  armies  of  the 
Lamanites  did  flee  out  of  all  this  quarter  of  the  land.  But 
behold,  they  have  carried  with  tnem  many  women  and 
children  out  of  the  land. 

31.  And  those  cities  which  had  been  taken  by  the  La- 
manites, all  of  them  are  at  this  period  of  time  in  our 
possession ;  and  our  fathers,  and  our  women^  and  our 
children,  are  returning  to  their  homes,  all  save  it  be  those 
who  have  been  taken  prisoners  and  carried  ofl*  by  the 
Lamanites. 

32.  But  behold,  our  armies  are  small  to  maintain  so  great 
a  number  of  cities,  and  so  great  possessions. 

33.  But  behold,  we  trust  that  our  Grod  who  has  given  us 
victory  over  those  lands,  insomuch  that  we  have  obtained 
those  cities  and  those  lands,  which  were  our  own. 

34.  Now  we  do  not  know  the  cause  that  the  government 
does  not  grant  us  more  strength ;  neither  do  ^those  men 
who  came  up  unto  us  know  why  we  have  not  received 
greater  strength. 

35.  Behold,  we  do  not  know  but  what  ye  are  unsuc- 
cessful, and  ye  have  drawn  away  the  forces  into  that 
quarter  of  the  land ;  if  so,  we  do  not  desire  to  murmur. 
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36.  And  if  it  is  not  so,  behold,  we  fear  that  there  ia 
some  ^faction  in  the  government,  that  they  do  not  send 
more  men  to  our  assistance ;  for  we  know  that  they  are 
more  numerous  than  that  which  they  have  sent. 

37.  But,  behold,  it  mattereth  not:  we  trust  God  will 
deliver  us,  notwiths\»,nding  the  weakness  of  our  armies, 
yea,  and  deliver  us  out  of  the  hands  of  our  enemies. 

38.  Behold,  this  is  the  twenty  and  ninth  year,  in  the 
latter  end,  and  we  are  in  the  possession  of  our  lands ;  and 
the  Lamanites  have  fled  to  the  Qand  of  Nephi. 

39.  And  those  sons  of  the  ^people  of  Ammon,  of  whom 
I  have  so  highly  spoken,  are  with  me  in  the  "city  of  Manti  ; 
and  the  Lord  hiets  supported  them,  yea,  and  kept  them  from 
falling  by  the  sword,  insomuch  that  even  "one  soul  has  not 
been  slain. 

4D.  But  beholoL  they  have  received  many  wounds ;  never- 
theless they  stand  fast  in  that  liberty  wherewith  God  has 
made  them  free ;  and  they  are  strict  to  remember  the  Lord 
their  Grod,  from  day  to  day ;  yea,  they  do  observe  to  ^eep 
his  statutes,  and  his  judgments,  and  his  commandments 
continually ;  and  their  faith  is  strong  in  the  prophecies 
concerning  that  which  is  to  come. 

41.  And  now,  my  beloved  brother  Moroni,  that  the  Lord 
our  God,  who  has  redeemed  us  and  made  us  free,  may  keep 
you  continually  in  his  presence ;  yea,  and  thaf  he  may  favour 
this  people,  even  that  ye  may  have  success  in  obtaining  the 
possession  of  all  that  which  the  Lamanites  have  taken  from 
us,  which  was  for  our  support.  And  now,  behold,  I  close 
mine  epistle.    I  am  Helaman,  the  son  of  Alma. 


CHAPTER  59. 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirtieth  vear  of  the  reign 
of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nejihl,  after  Moroni  had 
received  and  had  read  Helaman's  ''episUe,  he  was  exceed- 
ingly  rejoiced  because  of  the  welfare,  yea,  the  exceeding 
success  which  Helaman  had  had,  in  obtaining  those  lands 
which  were  lost ; 

2.  Yea,  and  he  did  make  it  known  unto  all  his  people,  in 
all  the  land  round  about  in  that  part  where  he  was,  that  they 
might  rejoice  also. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  immediately  sent  an 
epistle  to  ^Pahoran,  desiring  that  he  should  cause  men  to  be 
gathered  together  to  strengthen  Helaman,  or  the  armies  of 
Helaman,  insomuch  that  he  might  with  ease  maintain  that 
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■part  of  the  land  which  he  had  been  so  miraculously  pros- 
pered in  retaining. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Moroni  had  sent  this  epistle 
to  the  ^'land  of  Zarahemla,  he  began  again  to  lay  a  plan  that 
he  might  obtain  the  remainder  of  those  possessions  and 
cities  which  the  Lamanites  had  taken  from  them. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  Moroni  was  thus 
making  preparations  to  go  against  the  Lamanites  to  battle, 
behold,  tine  people  of  '^ephihah,  who  were  gathered  together 
from  the  *city  of  Moroni,  and  the  -^  city  of  Lehi,  and  the^city 
of  Morianton,  were  attacked  by  the  Lamanites  ; 

6.  Yea,  even  those  who  had  been  compelled  to  flee  from 
the  ^land  of  Manti,  and  from  the  land  round  about,  had 
come  over  and  joined  the  Lamanites  in  this  part  of  the  land ; 

7.  And  thus  being  exceeding  numerous,  yea,  and 
receiving  strength  from  day  to  day,  by  the  command  of 
Ammoron  they  came  forth  against  the  people  of  *Nephihah, 
and  they  did  oegin  to  slay  them  with  an  exceeding  great 
slaughter. 

8.  And  their  armies  were  so  numerous  that  the  remainder 
of  the  people  of  Nephihah  were  obliged  to  flee  before  them ; 
and  they  came  even  and  joined  the  army  of  Moroni. 

9.  And  now  as  Moroni  had  supposed  that  there  should 
be  men  sent  to  the  •'city  of  Nephihan,  to  the  assistance  of  the 
people  to  maintain  l^at  city,  and  knowing  that  it  was  easier 
to  keep  the  city  from  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Laman- 
ites, tnan  to  retake  it  from  them,  he  supposed  that  they 
would  easily  maintain  that  city ; 

10.  Therefore  he  retained  all  his  force  to  maintain  those 
places  which  he  had  recovered. 

IL  And  now  when  Moroni  saw  that  the  city  of  Nephihah 
was  lost,  he  was  exceeding  sorrowful,  and  began  to  doubt, 
because  of  the  wickedness  of  the  people,  whether  they 
should  not  fall  into  tiie  hands  of  their  brethren. 

12.  Now  this  was  the  case  with  all  his  chief  captains. 
They  doubted  and  marvelled  also,  because  of  the  wickedness 
of  the  people ;  and  this  because  of  the  success  of  the  La- 
manites over  them. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  was  angry  with 
the  government,  because  of  their  indifference  concerning 
the  %eedom  of  their  country. 


CHAPTER  eo. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he   wrote  again  to   the 
governor  of  the  land,  "who  was  Pahoran,  and  these  are  the 
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words  which  he  wrote,  saying,  behold,  I  direct  mine  epistle  to 
Pahoran.  in  the  ^city  of  Zarahemla,  who  is  the  CMc$  Judge 
and  the  Governor  over  the  land,  and  also  to  all  those  who 
have  been  chosen  by  this  people  to  govern  and  manage  the 
aflGEdrs  of  this  war ; 

2.  For  behold,  I  have  somewhat  to  say  nnto  them  by  the 
wav  of  condemnaticm ;  for  behold,  ye  yourselves  know  that 
ye  have  been  appointed  to  gather  together  men,  and  <^ann 
them  with  sworas,  and  with  cimeters,  and  all  manner  of 
weapons  of  war,  of  every  kind,  and  send  forth  against  the 
Lanuuiites,  in  wnatsoever  i>arts  they  should  come  into  our 
land. 

3.  And  now  behold,  I  say  unto  you  that  myself,  and  also 
my  men,  and  also  Helaman  and  his  men,  nave  suffered 
exceeding  great  sufferings ;  yea,  even  hunger,  thirst,  and 
fatigue,  and  all  manner  of  afSictions  of  every  kind. 

I.  But  behold,  were  this  all  we  had  suffered,  we  would 
not  murmur  nor  complain ; 

5.  But  behold,  great  has  been  the  slaughter  among  our 
I)eopIe ;  yea,  thousands  have  fallen  by  the  sword^  while  it 
might  have  otherwise  been  if  ye  had  rendered  unto  our 
armies  sufQcient  strength  and  succour  for  them.  Yea,  gpreat 
has  been  your  neglect  towards  us. 

6.  And  now  behold,  we  desire  to  know  the  cause  of  this 
exceeding  great  neglect;  yea,  we  desire  to  know  the  cause 
of  your  thoughtless  state. 

7.  Can  you  think  to  sit  upon  your  thrones  in  a  state  of 
thoughtless  stupor,  while  your  enemies  are  spreading  the 
work  of  death  around  you  f  Tea,  while  they  are  murdering 
thousands  of  your  brethren: 

8.  Yea,  even  they  who  have  looked  up  to  you  for  pro- 
tection, yea,  have  'placed  you  in  a  situation  that  ye  nught 
have  succored  them ;  yea,  ve  might  have  sent  armies  unto 
them,  to  have  strengtnened  them,  and  have  saved  thousands 
of  them  from  falling  by  the  sword. 

9.  But  behold,  this  is  not  all,  ye  have  withheld  your 
provisions  from  them,  insomuch  that  many  have  fought 
and  bled  out  their  lives  because  of  their  great  desires  wmct 
they  had  for  the  welfare  of  this  people;  yea,  and  this  they 
have  done  when  they  were  about  to  perish  with  hunger, 
because  of  your  exceeding  great  neglect  towards  them. 

10.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  for  ye  had  ou^t  to 
be  beloved ;  yea,  and  ye  had  ought  to  have  stirred  yourselves 
more  diligently  for  the  welfare  and  the  freedom  of  this 
people ;  but  behold,  ye  have  neglected  them,  insomuch  that 
the  Dlood  of  thousands  shall  come  upon  your  heads  for  ven- 
geance ;  yea,  for  known  unto  God  were  all  their  cries,  and 
all  their  sufferings. 

II.  Behold,  could  ye  suppose  that  ye  could  sit  upon  your 
thrones  and  because  of  the  exceeding  goodness  of  God  ye 
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could  do  nothing,  and  he  wotdd  deliver  you?   Behold,  if  ye 
have  supposed  this,  ye  have  supposed  in  vain  :— 

12.  Do  ye  suppose  that,  because  so  manjr  of  your  brethren 
have  been  killed,  it  is  because  of  their  wickedness?  I  say 
unto  jou,  if  ye  nave  supposed  this,  ye  have  supposed  in 
vain :  for  I  say  unto  you,  there  are  many  who  have  fallen  by 
the  6 word ;  and  behold  it  is  to  your  condemnation : 

13.  For  the  Lord  suffereth  the  <tighteous  to  be  slain  that 
his  justice  and  judgment  may  come  upon  the  wicked ;  there- 
fore ye  need  not  suppose  that  the  righteous  are.  lost  because 
they  are  slain ;  but  oehold,  they  do  enter  into  the  -^rest  of 
the  Lord  their  God. 

14.  And  now  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  I  fear  exceedingly 
that  the  iudgments  of  Grod  will  come  upon  this  people, 
because  of  their  exceeding  slothfulness ;  yea,  even  the  sloth- 
fulness  of  our  government,  and  their  exceeding  great  neglect 
towards  their  brethren,  yea,  towards  those  who  have  been 
slain: 

16.  For  were  it  not  for  the  wickedness  which  first  com- 
menced at  our  head,  we  could  have  withstood  our  enemies, 
that  they  coidd  have  gained  no  power  over  us ; 

16.  Yea,  had  it  not  been  for  the  war  which  broke 
out  'among  ourselves ;  vea,  were  it  not  for  these  %ing-men, 
who  caused  so  much  oloodshed  among  ourselves;  yea.  at 
the  time  we  were  contending  among  ourselves,  if  we  had 
united  our  strensth-  as  we  hitherto  have  done ;  ye{L  had  it 
not  been  for  the  desire  of  power  and  authority  whi<m  those 
king-men  had  over  us;  had  they  been  true  to  the  cause  of 
our  freedom,  and  united  with  us,  and  gone  forth  against  our 
enemies,  instead  of  taking  up  their  swords  against  us,  whi^ 
was  the  cause  of  so  much  bloodshed  among  ourselves ;  yea, 
if  we  had  gone  forth  against  them  in  the  strength  of  the 
Lord,  we  should  have  dispersed  our  enemies  ;  for  it  would 
have  been  done  according  to  the  'fulfilling  of  his  word. 

17.  But  behold,  now  the  Lamanites  are  comine  upon  us, 
and  they  are  murdering  our  people  with  the  swora:  yea,  our 
women  and  our  children :  taking  possession  of  our  lands, 
and  also^  carrying  them  away  captive ;  causing  them  that 
they  should  suffer  all  manner  of  afflictions ;  and  this  because 
of  the  great  wickedness  of  those  who  are  seeking  for  power 
and  aumority :  yea,  even  those  "^ing-men. 

18.  But  why  should  I  say  much  concerning  this  matter, 
for  we  know  not  but  what  ye  yourselves  are  seeking  for 
authority?  We  know  not  but  wnat  ye  are  also  traitors  to 
your  country? 

19.  Or  is  it  that  ye  have  neglected  us  because  ye  are  in 
the  heart  of  our  country,  •and  ye  are  surrounded  by  security, 
that  ye  do  not  cause  food  to  be  sent  unto  us,  and  also 
men  to  strengthen  our  armies? 
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20.  Have  ye  forgot  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  your 
God?  Yea,  have  ye  fori^ot  the  captivity  of  our  fathers? 
Have  ye  f  oi^ot  tiie  many  times  we  have  been  delivered  out  of 
the  hands  of  our  enemies  ? 

21.  Or  do  ye  suppose  that  the  Lord  will  still  deliver 
us  while  we  sit  upon  our  thrones,  and  do  not  make  use  of 
the  *means  which  the  Lord  has  provided  for  us? 

22.  Yea,  will  ye  sit  in  idleness  while  ye  are  surrounded 
with  thousands  oi  those,  yea,  and  tens  of  thousands,  who  do 
also  sit  in  idleness,  while  there  are  thousands  round  about  in 
the  borders  of  the  land  who  are  falling  by  the  sword,  yea, 
wounded  and  bleeding  ? 

23.  Do  ye  suppose  that  God  will  look  upon  you  as  guiltless 
while  ye  sit  still  and  behold  these  things  ?  Behold  I  say  unto 
you,  nay.  Now  I  would  that  ye  should  remember  that  Grod 
has  said  that  the  ^ward  vessel  shall  be  cleansed  firsts  and 
then  shall  ti^e  outer  vessel  be  cleansed  also. 

24.  And  now  except  ye  do  repent  of  that  which  ye  have 
done,  and  begin  to  be  up  and  doing,  and  send  forth  food  and 
men  unto  us,  and  also  unto  Helaman,  that  he  may  support 
those  parts  of  our  country  which  he  has  retained,  and  that 
we  may  also  recover  the  remainder  of  our  possessions  in  these 
parts,  behold  it  will  be  expedient  that  we  contend  no  more 
with  the  Lamanites  until  we  have  first  cleansed  our  inward 
vessel ;  yea,  even  the  great  head  of  our  government ; 

25.  And  except  ye  grant  mine  epistle,  and  come  out  and 
shew  unto  me  a  *Hrue  spirit  of  freedom,  and  strive  to 
strengtiien  and  fortify  our  armies,  and  grant  unto  them  food 
for  their  support,  behold  I  will  leave  a  ^rt  of  my  freemen  to 
maintain  tms  part  of  our  land,  and  I  will  leave  the  strength 
and  the  blessings  of  God  upon  them,  that  none  other  power 
can  operate  against  them; 

26.  And  this  because  of  their  exceeding  faith,  and  their 
patience  in  their  tribulations  : 

27.  And  I  will  come  unto  yoii.  and  if  there  be  any  among 
you  that  has  a  desire  for  freedom,  yea,  if  there  be  even 
a  **spark  of  freedom  remaining,  behold  I  will  stir  up  insur- 
rections among  you,  even  until  those  who  have  desires  to 
usurp  power  and  authority  shall  become  extinct. 

Sis.  Yea,  behold  1  do  not  fear  your  power  nor  your 
authority,  but  it  is  my  God  whom  I  fear,  and  it  is  according 
to  his  commandments  that  I  do  take  my  sword  to  defend  the 
cause  of  my  country,  and  it  is  because  of  your  iniquity  that 
we  have  suffered  so  much  loss. 

29.  Behold  it  is  time,  yea,  the  time  is  now  at  hand,  that 
except  ye  do  bestir  yourselves  in  the  defence  of  your  countiy 
and  your  little  ones,  the  sword  of  justice  doth  hang  over  you ; 
yea,  and  it  shall  fall  upon  you  and  visit  you  even  to  your 
utter  destruction. 

90.  Behold,  I  wait  for  assistance  from  you,  and,  except 
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ye  do  adixunister  unto  oor  relief^  behold  I  come  unto  you, 
even  in  the  ''land  of  Zarahemla,  and  smite  you  with  the  sword, 
insomuch  that  ye  can  have  no  more  power  to  impede  the 
procress  of  this  people  in  the  cause  of  our  freedom : 

31.  For  behold,  the  Lord  will  not  suffer  that  ve  snail  live 
and  wax  strong  in  your  iniquities  to  destroy  his  righteous 
people. 

32.  Behold,  can  you  suppose  that  the  Lord  will  spare  you 
and  come  out  in  judgment  against  the  Lamanites,  wnen  it  is 
the  ^tradition  of  their  fathers  that  has  caused  their  hatred : 
yea,  and  it  has  been  redoubled  by  those  who  have  dissentea 
from  us ;  while  your  iniquity  is  for  the  cause  of  your  love  of 
glory,  and  the  vain  things  of  the  world? 

33.  Te  know  that  ye  do  transgress  the  laws  of  God.  and 
ye  do  know  that  ye  do  trample  them  under  your  feet.  Benold. 
the  Lord  saith  unto  me,  if  those  whom  ye  have  appointed 
your  governors  do  not  repent  of  their  sins  and  iniquities,  ye 
shall  go  up  to  battle  against  them. 

34.  And  now  behold,  I,  Moroni,  am  constrained,  accord- 
ing to  the  covenant  which  I  have  made  to  keep  the  command- 
naents  of  my  God:  therefore  I  would  that  ye  should  adhere 
to  the  word  of  God,  and  send  speedily  unto  me  of  your 
provisions  and  of  your  men,  and  also  to  Helaman. 

35.  And  behold,  if  ye  will  not  do  this  I  come  unto  you 
speedily:  for  behold,  God  will  not  suffer  that  we  should 
perish  with  hunger ;  therefore  he  will  give  imto  us  of  your 
food,  even  if  it  must  be  by  the  sword.  Now  see  that  ye  'fulfil 
the  word  of  Grod. 

36.  Behold,  I  am  Moroni,  your  chief  captain.  I  seek  not 
for  power,  but  to  pull  it  down.  I  seek  not  for  honour  of  the 
woild,  but  for  the  glory  of  my  God,  and  the  'freedom  and 
i^elfare  of  my  country.    And  thus  I  close  mine  epistle. 


CHAPTER  61. 

1.  Behold,  now  It  came  to  pass  that  soon  after  Moroni 
had  sent  his  emstiLe  unto  the  chief  governor,  he  received  an 
epistle  from  ^sJioran,  the  chief  governor.  And  these  are 
the  words  which  he  received : — 

2.  I,  Pahoran,  who  am  the  chief  governor  of  this  land, 
do  send  these  words  unto  MoronL  the  chief  captain  over  the 
Army,  behold,  I  say  imto  you,  Mforoni,  that  I  do  not  joy  in 
your  great  afflictions ;  yea,  it  grieves  my  soul. 

3.  But  behold,  there  are  those  who  ao  joy  in  your  afflic- 
tions ;  yea,  insomuch  that  they  have  risen  up  in  rebellion 
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against  me,  and  also  those  of  my  people  who  are  ^freemen, 
jeA,  and  those  who  have  risen  up  are  ezceedine  numerous ; 
4.  And  it  is  those  who  have  sought  to  take  away  the 
judgment  seat  from  me,  that  have  been  the  cause  of  this 
ffreat  iniquity,  for  they  have  used  great  flattery,  and  they 
Save  led  away  the  hearts  of  many  peoi>le,  which  will  be  the 
cause  of  sore  affliction  among  us ;  they  have  withheld  our 
provisions,  and  have  daunted  our  freemen  that  they  have 
not  come  unto  you. 

6.  And  behold,  they  have  driven  me  out  before  them,  and 
I  have  fled  to  the  ^'land  of  Gideon,  with  as  many  men  as  it 
were  possible  that  I  could  get. 

6k  And  behold  I  have  sent  a  proclamation  throughout 
this  part  of  the  land ;  and  behold  th^  are  flocking  to  us 
daily,  to  their  arms,  in  the  defence  ol:  their  country  and 
their  freedom,  and  to  avenge  our  wrongs. 

7.  And  they  have  come  unto  us,  insomuch  that  those 
who  have  risen  up  in  rebellion  against  us  are  set  at  deflance, 
yea,  insomuch  that  they  do  fear  us,  and  durst  not  come  out 
against  tis  to  battle. 

8.  They  have  got  possession  of  the  land,  or  the  «ci^  of 
Zarahemla ;  they  have  appointed  a  king  over  them,  ana  he 
hath  written  unto  the  kiUg  of  the  Lamanites,  in  the  which 
he  hath  joined  an  alliance  with  him ;  in  the  which  alliance 
he  hath  agreed  to  maintain  the  city  of  Zarahemla,  which 
maintenance  he  supposeth  will  enable  the  Lamanites  to 
conquer  the  remainder  of  the  land,  and  he  shall  be  placed 
king  over  this  people,  when  they  shall  be  conquered  under 
the  Lamanites. 

9.  And  now  in  your  epistle  you  have  censured  me,  but  it 
mattereth  not,  I  am  not  angry,  but  do  rejoice  in  the  great- 
ness of  your  heart.  I,  Pahoran,  do  not  seek  for  power,  save 
only  to  retain  m^  judgment  seat,  that  I  may  preserve  the 
rights  and  the  -^hberty  of  my  people.  My  soul  standeth  fast 
in  that  liberty,  in  the  which  God  nath  made  us  free. 

10.  And  now,  behold,  we  will  resist  wickedness  even 
unto  bloodshed.  We  would  not  shed  the  blood  of  the 
Lamanites  if  they  would  stay  in  their  own  land. 

11.  We  woula  not  shed  the  blood  of  our  brethren,  if  they 
would  not  rise  up  in  rebellion  and  take  the  sword  against  us. 

12.  We  would  subject  ourselves  to  the  yoke  of  oolidage. 
if  it  were  requisite  with  the  justice  of  God,  or  if  he  should 
command  us  so  to  do. 

13.  But  behold  he  doth  not  command  us  that  we  shall 
subject  ourselves  to  our  enemies,  but  that  we  should  put  our 
trust  in  him,  and  he  will  deliver  us  ; 

14.  Therefore,  my  beloved  brother,  Moroni,  let  us  resist 
evil,  and  whatsoever  evil  we  cannot  resist  with  our  words, 
yea,  such  as  rebellions  and  dissensions,  let  us  resist  them 
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with  our  swords,  that  we  may  retain  our  freedom,  that  we 
may  rejoice  in  the  great  privilege  of  our  church,  and  in  the 
cause  of  our  Redeemer  and  our  God. 

15.  Therefore,  come  unto  me  speedily  with  a  few  of  your 
men,  and  leave  the  remainder  in  the  charge  of  Lehi  and 
Teancum ;  give  unto  them  power  to  conduct  the  war  in  that 
part  of  the  land,  according  to  the  Spirit  of  God,  whicli  is 
also  the  spirit  of  freedom  which  is  in  them. 

16.  Behold  I  have  sent  a  few  provisions  unto  them,  that 
they  may  not  perish  until  ye  can  come  unto  me. 

17.  Gather  together  whatsoever  force  ye  can  upon  your 
march  hither,  and  we  will  go  speedily  asainst  those  dis- 
senters in  the  strength  of  our  God,  according  to  the  faith 
w^hich  is  in  us. 

IS.  And  we  will  take  possession  of  the  'city  of  Zarahemla. 
that  we  may  obtain  more  food  to  send  forth  unto  Lehi  and 
Teancum;  yea,  we  will  go  forth  against  them  in  the 
strength  of  the  Lord,  and  we  will  put  an  end  to  this  great 
iniquity. 

19.  And  now,  Moroni,  I  do  joy  in  receiving  your  epistle, 
for  I  was  somewhat  worried  concerning  wnat  we  should 
do,  whether  it  should  be  just  in  us  to  go  agidnst  our 
brethren. 

20.  But  ye  have  said.  Except  they  repent,  the  Lord  *hath 
also  commanded  you  that  ye  snould  ^o  against  them. 

21.  See  that  ye  strengthen  Lehi  and  Teancum  in  the 
Lord  :  tell  them  to  fear  not,  for  Grod  will  deliver  them ;  yea, 
and  also  all  those  who  stand  fast  in  that  liberty  wherewith 
God  hath  made  them  free.  And  now  I  close  mine  epistle  to 
my  beloved  brother  MoronL 


CHAPTER   62. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Moroni  had 
received  this  epistle,  his  heart  did  take  courage,  and  was 
filled  with  exceeding  great  joy,  because  of  the  faithfulness 
of  Fahoran,  that  he  was  not  also  a  traitor  to  the  freedom 
and  cause  of  his  country. 

2.  But  he  did  also  mourn  exceedingly,  because  of  the 
iniquity  of  those  who  had  driven  Pahoran  from  the  judg- 
ment seat ;  yea,  in  fine  because  of  those  who  had  reoelled 
against  their  country  and  also  their  God. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  took  a  small  number 
of  men,  according  to  the  desire  of  Pahoran,  and  gave  Lehi 
and  Teancum  command  over  the  remainder  of  his  army,  and 
took  his  march  towards  the  ^land  of  Gideon. 

4.  And  he  did  raise  the  ^standard  of  liberty  in  whatso- 
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ever  ])lace  he  did  enter,  and  gained  whatsoever  force  he 
could  in  all  his  march  tovtrards  the  <^land  of  Gideon. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thousands  did  flock  unto  his 
standard,  and  did  take  up  their  swords  in  the  defence  of 
their  'freedom,  that  they  might  not  come  into  bondage ; 

6.  And  thus  when  Moroni  had  gathered  together  what- 
soever men  he  could  in  all  his  march,  he  came  to  the  'land 
of  Gideon ;  and  uniting  his  forces  with  that  of  Pahoran, 
they  became  exceeding  strong,  even  stronger  than  the  men 
of  Fachus,  who  was  the  king  of  those  dissenters  who  had 
driven  out  the  -^freemen  out  of  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  and 
had  taken  possession  of  the  land. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  and  Pahoran  went 
down  with  their  armies  into  the  'land  of  Zarahemla,  and 
went  forth  against  the  city,  and  did  meet  the  men  of  Pachus, 
insomuch  that  they  did  come  to  battle. 

8.  And  behold  Pachus  was  slain,  and  his  men  were  taken 
prisoners,  and  Pahoran  was  restored  to  his  judgement  seat. 

9.  And  the  men  of  Pachus  received  their  trial,  ac- 
cording to  the  law,  and  also  those  %ing-men  who  had 
been  taken  and  ^cast  into  prison ;  and  they  were  executed 
according  to  the  law  ;  yea,  those  men  of  Pachus,  and  those 
king-men,  whosoever  would  not  take  up  arms  in  the  defence 
of  their  country,  but  would  fight  against  it^  were  put  to 
death; 

10.  And  thus  it  became  expedient  that  this  law  should 
be  strictly  observed  for  the  safety  of  their  country  ;  yea,  and 
whosoever  was  found  denjring  their  freedom,  was  speedily 
executed  according  to  the  law. 

11.  And  thus  ended  the  thirtieth  year  of  the  rei^  of  the 
Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi ;  Moroni  and  Pahoran 
having  restored  peace  to  the  -^and  of  Zarahemla,  among  their 
own  people,  having  inflicted  death  upon  all  those  who  were 
not  true  to  the  '^cause  of  freedom. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the 
thirtv  and  first  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the 
people  of  Nephi,  Moroni  immediately  caused  that  provisions 
should  be  seiiL  and  also  an  army  of  six  thousand  men  should 
be  sent  unto  Helaman  to  assist  him  in  preserving  that  part 
of  the  land ; 

13.  And  he  also  caused  that  an  army  of  six  thousand 
men,  with  a  sufiQcient  quantity  of  food,  should  be  sent  to 
the  armies  of  Lehi  and  Teancum.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
this  was  done  to  fortify  the  land  against  the  Lamanites. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  and  Pahoran,  leavinjg 
a  large  body  of  men  in  the  land  of  Zarahemla,  took  their 
mar(£  with  a  large  body  of  men  towards  the  ^land  of 
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Nephlhah,  being  determined  to  overthrow  the  Lamanites  in 
that  city. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  tl^ev  were  marching 
toTirards  the  land,  they  took  a  large  body  of  men  of  the 
Liamanites,  and  slew  many  of  them,  and  took  their  provi- 
sions and  their  weapons  of  war. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  they  had  taken  them, 
they  caused  them  to  enter  into  a  covenant  that  they  woidd 
no  more  take  up  their  weapons  of  war  against  the  Nephites. 

17.  And  when  they  had  entered  into  this  covenant,  they 
sent  them  to  dwell  with  the  "people  of  Ammon,  and  they 
were  in  number  about  four  thousand,  who  had  not  been 
slain. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  sent  them 
a^way  they  i)ur8ued  their  march  towards  the  ^land  of  Nephi- 
hah.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  come  to  the 
city  of  Nephihah,  they  did  pitch  their  tents  in  the  plains  of 
Nephihah,  which  is  near  the  city  of  Nephihah. 

19.  Now  Moroni  was  desirous  that  the  Lamanites  should 
come  out  to  battle  against  them,  upon  the  plains ;  but  the 
Lamanites  knowing  of  their  exceeding  great  courage,  and 
beholding  the  greatness  of  their  numbers,  therefore  they 
durst  not  come  out  against  them ;  therefore  they  did  not 
come  to  battle  in  that  day. 

20.  And  when  the  night  came,  Moroni  went  forth  in  the 
darkness  of  the  night,  and  came  upon  the  top  of  the  wall  to 
si>y  out  in  what  part  of  the  city  the  Lamanites  did  camp 
with  their  army. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  on  the  east,  by 
the  entrance ;  and  they  were  all  asleep.  And  now  Moroni 
returned  to  his  armv,  and  caused  that  they  should  prepare 
in  haste  strong  ^cords  and  ladders,  to  be  let  down  from  the 
top  of  the  wall  into  the  inner  part  of  the  wall. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  caused  that  his  men 
should  march  forth  and  come  upon  the  top  of  the  wall,  and 
let  themselves  down  into  that  part  of  the  city,  yea,  even  on 
the  west,  where  the  Lamanites  did  not  camp  with  their 
armies. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thev  were  all  let  down  into 
the  city  by  night,  by  the  means  of  their  strong  cords  and 
their  ladders ;  thus  when  the  morning  came,  they  were  all 
within  the  walls  of  the  city. 

24.  And  now  when  the  Lamanites  awoke,  and  saw  that 
the  armies  of  Moroni  were  within  the  walls,  they  were 
a£&ighted  exceedingly,  insomuch  that  they  did  flee  out  by 
the  pass. 

25.  And  now  when  Moroni  saw  that  they  were  fleeing  be- 
fore him,  he  did  cause  that  his  men  should  march  forth  agamst 
them,  and  slew  many,  and  surrounded  manv  others,  and 
took  them  prisoners ;  and  the  remainder  of  tnem  fled  into 
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the  ^land  of  Moroni,  which  was  in  the  borders,  by  the  sea 
shore. 

26.  Thus  had  Moroni  and  Pahoran  obtained  the  x>osses- 
sion  of  the  ''city  of  Nephihah,  without  the  loss  of  one 
soul ;  and  there  were  many  of  the  Lamanites  who  were 
slain. 

27.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  many  of  the  Lamanites  that 
were  prisoners,  were  desirous  to  join  the  'people  of  Ammon, 
and  become-  a  tree  people. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  many  as  were  desirous, 
unto  them  it  was  granted,  according  to  their  desires ; 

29.  Therefore,  all  the  prisoners  of  the  Lamanites  did 
join  the  people  of  Ammon,  and  did  begin  to  laboiur  exceed- 
ingly, tilling  the  ground,  raising  all  manner  of  grain,  and 
flocks,  and  herds  of  every  kind ;  and  thus  were  the  Nephites 
relieved  from  a  great  burthen;  yea,  insomuch  that  tiiey 
were  relieved  from  all  the  prisoners  of  the  Lamanites. 

30.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni,  after  he  had 
obtained  possession  of  the  'city  of  Nephihah,  having  taken 
many  prisoners,  which  did  reauce  the  armies  of  the  La- 
manites exceedingly,  and  having  retained  many  of  the 
Nephites  who  had  been  taken  prisoners,  which  did 
strengthen  the  army  of  Moroni  exceedingly;  therefore 
Moroni  went  forth  from  the  land  of  Nephihfi3i  to  the  **land 
of  Lehi. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  Lamanites  saw 
that  Moroni  was  coming  against  them,  they  were  again 
frightened,  and  fled  before  the  army  of  Moroni. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  and  his  army  did 
pursue  them  from  city  to  city,  until  they  were  met  by  Lehi 
and  Teancum ;  and  the  Lamanites  fled  from  Lehi  and  Tean- 
cum,  even  down  upon  the  borders  by  the  sea  shore,  until 
they  came  to  the  *land  of  Moroni. 

33.  And  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites  were  all  gathered 
together,  insomuch  that  they  were  all  in  one  body,  in  the 
land  of  Moroni.  Now  Ammoron,  the  king  of  the  Lamanites, 
was  also  with  them. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni,  and  Lehi,  and 
Teancum,  did  encamp  with  their  armies  round  about  in  the 
borders  of  the  land  of  Moroni,  insomuch  that  the  Lamanites 
were  encircled  about  in  the  borders  by  the  wilderness,  on 
the  south,  and  in  the  borders  by  the  wilderness,  on  the 
east; 

35.  And  thus  they  did  encamp  for  the  night.  For  be- 
hold, the  Nephites  and  the  Lamanites  also,  were  weary 
because  of  the  greatness  of  the  march ;  therefore  they  did  not 
resolve  upon  any  stratagem  in  the  night  time,  save  it  were 
Teancum ;  for  he  was  exceeding  angry  with  Ammoron.  inso- 
much that  he  considered  that  Ammoron,  and  Amalickiah 
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his  brother,  had  been  the  cause  of  this  great  and  lasting 
i^ar  between  them  and  the  Lamanites,  which  had  been 
the  cause  of  so  much  war  and  bloodshed,  yea,  and  so  much 
famine, 

96.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Teancum  in  his  anger  did 
SO  forth  into  the  camp  of  the  Lamanites,  and  did  let  him- 
self  down  over  the  walls  of  the  city.  And  he  went  forth 
with  a  cord,  from  place  to  place,  insomuch,  that  he  did  find 
the  king;  and  he  did  cast  a  "Javelin  at  him,  which  did  pierce 
him  near  the  heart.  But  behold,  the  kins  did  awake  his 
servant  before  he  died,  insomuch  that  they  aid  pursue  Tean- 
cum, and  slew  hinL 

37.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Lehi  and  Moroni 
knew  that  Teancum  was  dead,  they  were  exceeding  sorrow- 
ful :  for  behold  he  had  been  a  man  who  had  fought  valiantly 
for  his  country,  yea,  a  true  friend  to  'liberty ;  and  he  had 
suffered  very  many  exceeding  sore  afflictions.  But  behold, 
he  was  dead,  and  had  gone  the  way  of  all  the  earth. 

38.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  marched  forth  on 
the  morrow,  and  came  upon  the  Xiamanites,  insomuch  that 
they  did  slay  them  with  a  great  slaughter ;  and  they  did 
drive  them  out  of  the  land;  and  they  did  flee,  even  that 
they  did  not  return  at  that  time  against  the  Nephites. 

39.  And  thus  ended  the  thirty  and  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi;  and  thus  they  had 
had  wars,  and  bloodsheds,  and  famine,  and  affliction,  for  the 
spijEice  of  many  years. 

40.  And  there  had  been  murder^,  and  contentions,  and 
dissensions,  and  all  manner  of  iniquity,  among  the  people  of 
Nephi ;  nevertheless  for  the  righteous  sake,  yea,  because  of 
the  «l)rayers  of  the  righteous,  they  were  spared. 

41.  But  behold,  because  of  the  exceeding  ^eat  length  of 
the  war  between  the  Nephites  and  the  Lamanites,  many  had 
become  hardened,  because  of  the  exceeding  great  length  of 
the  war ;  and  many  were  softened,  because  of  uieir  afflictions, 
insomuch  that  they  did  humble  themselves  before  God,  even 
in  the  depth  of  humility. 

42.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  Moroni  had  'fortified 
those  parts  of  the  land  which  were  most  exposed  to  the 
Lamanites,  until  they  were  sufflciently  strong,  he  returned 
to  the  2<*city  of  Zarahemla,  and  also  Helaman  returned  to 
the  place  of  his  inheritance ;  and  there  was  once  more  peace 
established  among  the  people  of  Nephi. 

43.  And  Moroni  yielded  up  the  command  of  his  armies 
into  the  hands  of  his  son,  whose  name  was  Moronihah ;  and 
he  retired  to  his  own  house  that  he  might  spend  the  re- 
mainder of  his  days  in  peace. 

44.  And  Pahoran  did  return  to  his  judgment  seat ;  and 
Helaman  did  take  upon  him  again  to  preach  unto  the  people 
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the  word  of  Grod:  for  because  of  so  many  wars  and  conten- 
tions, it  had  become  expedient  that  a  regulation  should  be 
made  asain  in  the  church : 

45.  Therefore  Helaman  and  his  brethren  went  forth,  and 
did  declare  the  word  of  God  with  much  power,  unto  the 
conyincing  of  many  people  of  their  wickedness,  which  did 
cause  them  to  repent  of  tneir  sins,  and  to  be  >  ^baptized  unto 
the  Lord  their  God. 

46.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  establish  again  the 
church  of  God,  throughout  all  the  land ; 

47.  Yea,  and  regulations  were  made  concerning  the 
law.  ^^'And  their  judges,  and  their  chief  judges  were 
chosen. 

48.  And  the  people  of  Nephi  began  to  prosper  again  in 
the  land,  and  began  to  multiply  and  to  wax  exceedinfl^ 
strong  again  in  the  land.  And  they  began  to  grow  exceed- 
ing rich ; 

49.  But  notwithstanding  their  riches,  or  their  strength, 
or  their  prosperity,  they  were  not  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of 
their  eyes;  neither  were -they  slow  to  remember  the  Lord 
their  God;  but  they  did  humble  themselves  exceedingly 
before  him ; 

60.  Yea,  they  did  remember  how  great  things  the  Lord 
had  done  for  them,  that  he  had  delivered  them  from  death, 
and  from  bonds,  and  from  prisons,  and  from  all  manner  of 
afflictions ;  and  he  had  delivered  them  out  of  the  hands  of 
their  enemies. 

51.  And  they  did  '  ''pray  unto  the  Lord  their  God  con- 
tinually, insomuch  that  the  Lord  did  bless  them,  according 
to  his  word,  so  that  they  did  wax  strong,  and  prosper  in  the 
land. 

52.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  all  these  things  were  done. 
And  Helaman  died,  in  the  thirty  and  fifth  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  Judges  over  the  people  oz  Nephi. 


CHAPTER  63. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the 
thirty  and  sixtii  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over 
the  people  of  Nephi,  that  ''Shiblon  took  possession  of 
those  ^sacred  things  which  had  been  delivered  unto  Hela- 
man by  Alma ; 

2.  And  he  was  a  iust  man,  and  he  did  walk  uprightly 
before  God ;  and  he  did  observe  to  do  good  continuaUy,  to 
keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  nis  Grod ;  and  also 
did  nis  "brother.

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3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moroni  died  also.  And 
thus  ended  the  thirty  and  sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
Judffes. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  thirty  and  seventh 
year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges,  there  was  a  larse  company 
of  men.  even  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  and  four 
hundred  men,  with  their  wives  and  their  children,  de- 
parted out  of  the  ^land  of  Zarahemla,  into  the  land  which 
was  ^northward. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Hagoth,  he  being  an  ex- 
ceeding curious  man,  therefore  he  went  forth  and  built 
him  an  -^exceeding  large  ship,  on  the  borders  of  the  'land 
Bountiful,  by  the  ^land  Desolation,  and  launched  it  forth 
into  the  west  sea,  by  the  ^narrow  neck  which  led  into 
the  -^and  northward. 

6.  And  behold,  there  were  many  of  the  Nephites  who 
did  enter  therein  and  did  sail  forth  with  much  provi- 
sions, and  also  many  women  and  children ;  and  they  took 
their  course  northward.  And  thus  ended  the  thirty  and 
seventh  year. 

7.  And  in  the  thirty  and  eighth  year,  this  man  built  *other 
ships.  And  the  first  ship  did  also  return,  and  many  more 
people  did  enter  into  it ;  and  they  also  took  much  provisions, 
and  set  out  again  to  the  land  northward. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  never  heard  of 
more.  And  we  suppose  that  they  were  drowned  up  in  the 
depths  of  the  sea.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  one  other  ship 
also  did  sail  forth ;  and  whither  she  did  go,  we  know  not. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  this  year,  there  were 
many  people  who  went  forth  into  the  land  northward. 
And  thus  ended  the  thirty  and  eighth  year. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirty  and  ninth  year  of 
the  reign  of  the  Judges,  ^Shiblon  died  also,  and  "*Corianton 
had  gone  forth  to  the  land  northward,  in  a  '^ship.  to  carry 
forth  provisions  unto  the  people  who  had  gone  forth  into 
that  land ; 

11.  Therefore  it  became  expedient  for  Shiblon  to  confer 
those  ''sacred  things,  before  his  death,  upon  the  son  of  Hela- 
man,  who  was  caUed  Helaman,  being  ccdled  after  the  name 
of  his  father. 

12.  Now  behold,  all  those  engravings  which  were  in  the 
possession  of  Helaman,  '^vere  written  and  sent  forth  among 
the  children  of  men  throughout  all  the  land,  save  it  were 
those  parts  which  had  been  commanded  by  Alma  shoiild  ^ot 
go  forth. 

13.  Nevertheless,  these  things  were  to  be  kept  sacred,

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and  handed  down  from  *'one  generation  to  another ;  there- 
fore, in  this  year,  they  had  been  'conferred  upon  Helaman, 
before  the  'death  of  Shiblon. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  also  in  this  year,  that  there 
were  some  dissenters  who  had  gone  forth  unto  the  Laman- 
ites :  and  they  were  stirred  up  again  to  anger  against  tJie 
Nepnites. 

15.  And  also  in  this  same  year,  they  came  down  with  a 
numerous  army  to  war  against  the  people  of  *'Moronihah, 
or  against  the  army  of  Moronihah,  in  the  which  they  were 
beaten,  and  driven  oack  again  to  their  own  lands,  suffering 
great  loss. 

16.  And  thus  ended  the  thirty  and  ninth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

17.  And  thus  ended  the  account  of  Alma,  and  Helaman 
his  son,  and  also  Shiblon,  who  was  his  son.

An  account  of  the  Nephites.  Their  wars  aTid  contentions, 
and  their  dissensions.  And  also  the  prophecies  of  many 
holy  prophets,  before  the  coming  of  Vhnst,  according  to 
the  records  of  Helaman,  xoho  was  the  son  of  Helaman, 
and  also  according  to  the  records  of  his  sons,  even  down 
to  the  coming  of  Christ,  And  also  many  of  the  Lamanites 
are  converted.  An  account  of  their  conversion.  An 
o/ccount  of  the  righteottsness  of  the  Lamanites,  and  the 
vjickedness  and  cAominaiions  of  the  Nephites,  according 
to  the  record  of  Helaman  ana  his  sons,  even  dxncn  to 
the  coming  of  Christ,  which  is  called  the  hook  of  Hekir 
man,  &c, 

CHAPTER  1. 

1.  And  now  behold,  it  came  to  pass  in  the' commencement 
of  the  fortieth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people 
of  Nephi,  there  be^n  to  be  a  serious  difficulty  among  the 
people  of  the  Nephites. 

2.  For  behold,  "Pahoran  had  died,  and  gone  the  way  of 
all  the  earth ;  therefore  there  began  to  be  a  serious  conten- 
tion concerning  who  should  have  the  judgment  seat  among 
the  brethren,  who  were  the  sons  of  Pahoran. 

3.  Now  these  are  tlieir  names  who  did  contend  for  the 

m III  ,   ■  1,1   M  ■  -  I-  -m i-n ■ ■ ■ — ^^m^^m^^^ir^ 
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judgment  seat,  who  did  also  cause  the  people  to  contend : 
Pahoran,  Paanchi,  and  Facumeni. 

4.  Now  these  are  not  all  the  sons  of  Pahoran,  (for  he  had 
many,)  but  these  are  they  who  did  contend  for  the  judgment 
seat ;  therefore,  they  did  cause  three  divisions  among  the 
people. 

a.  Nevertheless,  it  came  to  pass  that  Pahoran  was 
appointed  by  the  voice  of  the  people  to  be  Qiief  Judge  and  a 
Grovemor  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Facumeni,  when  he  saw  that 
he  could  not  obtain  the  judgment  seat,  he  did  unite  with  the 
voice  of  the  people. 

7.  But  behold,  Paanchi,  and  that  part  of  the  people  that 
were  desirous  that  he  should  be  their  governor,  was  exceed- 
ing wroth;  therefore,  he  was  about  to  flatter  away  those 
people  to  rise  up  in  rebellion  against  their  brethren. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  he  was  about  to  do  this,  behold, 
he  was  taken,  and  was  tried  according  to  the  N^oice  of  the 
people,  and  condemned  unto  death ;  for  he  had  raised  up  in 
rebellion,  and  sought  to  destroy  the  liberty  of  the  people. 

9.  Now  when  those  people  who  were  desirous  tnat  he 
should  be  their  governor,  saw  that  he  was  condemned  unto 
death,  therefore  tney  were  an^ry,  and  behold,  they  sent  forth 
one  Kishkumen,  even  to  the  judgment  seat  of  Pahoran,  and 
murdered  Pahoran  as  he  sat  upon  the  judgment  seat. 

10.  And  he  was  pursued  bv  the  servants  of  Pahoran ;  but 
behold,  so  speeder  was  the  flight  of  Kishkumen,  that  no  man 
could  overtake  him. 

11.  And  he  went  unto  those  that  sent  him,  and  they  all 
entered  into  a  covenant,  yea,  swearing  by  their  everlasting 
Maker,  that  they  would  tell  no  man  uiat  Elishkumen  had 
murdered  Palioran ; 

12.  Therefore,  Kishkumen  was  not  known  among  the 
X)eople  of  Nephi,  for  he  was  in  disguise  at  the  time  that  he 
murdered  Pahoran.  And  Kishkumen  and  his  band,  who 
had  covenanted  with  him,  did  mingle  themselves  among  the 
people,  in  a  manner  that  they  all  could  not  be  found ;  but  as 
many  as  were  found,  were  condemned  unto  death. 

13.  And  now  behold,  Pacumeni  was  appointed,  according 
to  the  ^'voice  of  the  people,  to  be  a  Chief  Judge  and  a  Grovemor 
over  the  people,  to  reign  in  the  stead  of  his  brother  Pahoran ; 
and  it  was  according  to  his  right.  And  all  this  was  done  in 
the  fortieth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges ;  and  it  had  an 
end. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  forty  and  first  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges,  that  the  Lamanites  had  gathered 
together  an  innumerable  army  of  men,  and  ''armed  them 
with  swords,  and  with  cimeters  and  with  bows,  and  with 
arrows,  and  with  head-plates,  and  with  breast-plates,  and 
with  all  manner  of  shields  of  every  kind ;

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15.  And  they  came  down  again,  that  they  might  pitch 
battle  against  the  Nei)hites.  And  they  were  led  by  a  man 
whose  name  was  Coriantumr  ;  and  he  was  a  descendant  of 
Zarahemla ;  and  he  was  a  dissenter  from  among  the  Nephites; 
and  he  was  a  large  and  a  mighty  man ; 

16.  Therefore,  the  king  of  the  Lamanites,  whose  name 
was  Tubaloth,  who  was  the  son  of  Ammoron,  supposing  that 
Coriantumr,  being  a  mighty  man,  could  stand  against  the 
Nephites,  insomuch  with  his  strength,  and  also  with  his 
great  wisdom,  that  by  sending  him  forth,  he  should  gain 
power  over  the  Nephites ; 

17.  Therefore  he  did  stir  them  up  to  an^r,  and  he  did 
gather  to^tiier  his  armies,  and  he  md  appoint  Coriantumr 
to  be  their  leader,  and  did  cause  that  they  should  majx^ 
down  to  the  'land  of  Zarahemla,  to  battle  against  the 
Nephites. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pa^s  that  because  of  so  much  con- 
tention and  so  much  dimcultv  in  the  government,  that  they 
had  not  kept  sufficient  guards  in  the  land  of  Zarahemla ; 
for  they  haa  supposed  that  the  Lamanites  durst  not  come 
into  the  heart  of  their  lands  to  attack  that  great  city  Zara- 
hemla. 

19.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantumr  did  march  forth 
at  the  head  of  his  numerous  host,  and  came  upon  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city,  and  their  march  was  with  such  exceeding 
great  speed,  that  there  was  no  time  for  the  Nephites  to 
gather  together  their  armies; 

20.  Therefore  Coriantumr  did  cut  down  the  watch  by 
the  entrance  of  the  city,  and  did  march  forth  with  his  whole 
army  into  the  city,  and  they  did  slay  every  one  who  did 
oppose  them,  insomuch  that  they  did  take  possession  of  the 
whole  city. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Pacumeni,  who  was  the 
Chief  Judge,  did  flee  before  Coriantumr,  even  to  the  walls 
of  the  city.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantumr  did  smite 
him  against  the  wall,  insomuch  that  he  died.  And  thus 
ended  the  days  of  Pacumeni. 

22.  And  now  when  Coriantumr  saw  that  he  was  in 

Possession  of  the  city  of  Zarahemla,  and  saw  that  the 
fephites  had  fled  before  them,  and  were  slain,  and  were 
taken,  and  were  cast  into  prison,  and  that  he  had  obtained 
the  possession  of  the  strongest  hold  in  all  the  land,  his  heart 
took  courage,  insomuch  that  he  was  about  to  go  forth  against 
all  the  land. 

23.  And  now  he  did  not  tarry  in  the  land  of  Zarahemla, 
but  he  did  march  forth  with  a  large  army,  even  towards 
the  -^city  of  Bountiful;  for  it  was  his  determination  to  go 
forth  and  cut  his  way  through  with  the  sword,  that  he  might 
obtain  the  north  parts  of  the  land ; 

24.  And  supposing  that  their  greatest  strength  was  in

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the  centre  of  the  land,  therefore  he  did  march  forth,  giving 
them  no  time  to  assemble  themselves  together,  save  it  were 
in  small  bodies  :  and  in  this  manner  they  did  fall  upon  them 
and  cut  them  down  to  the  earth. 

25.  But  behold,  this  march  of  Coriantumr  through  the 
centre  of  the  land,  ^ave  Moronihah  great  advantages  over 
them,  notwithstanding  the  greatness  of  the  number  of  the 
Nephites  who  were  slain ; 

26.  For  behold,  Moronihah  had  supposed  that  the 
liamanites  durst  not  come  into  the  centre  of  the  land,  but 
that  they  would  attack  the  cities  round  about  in  the  borders 
as  they  had  hitherto  done ;  therefore  Moronihah  had  caused 
that  their  strong  armies  should  maintain  those  parts  round 
about  by  the  borders. 

27.  But  behold,  the  Lamanites  were  not  frightened 
according  to  his  desire,  but  they^  had  come  into  the  centre  of 
the  land,  and  had  taken  the  capital  city  which  was  the  city 
of  Zarahemla,  and  were  marcmng  through  the  most  capit^ 
parts  of  the  land,  slaying  the  people  witn  a  great  slaughter, 
Doth  men,  women,  and  children,  taking  possession  of  many- 
cities  and  of  many  strong  holds. 

28.  But  when  Moronihah  had  discovered  this,  he  im- 
mediately sent  forth  Lehi  with  an  army  round  about 
to  head  them,  before  they  should  come  to  the  ^land 
Bountiful. 

29.  And  thus  he  did ;  and  he  did  head  them,  before  they 
came  to  the  land  Bountiful,  and  gave  unto  them  battle, 
insomuch  that  they  began  to  retreat  back  towards  the  land 
of  Zarahemla. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moronihah  did  head  them 
in  their  retreat,  and  did  give  unto  them  battle,  insomuch  that 
it  became  an  exceeding  bloody  battle ;  yea,  many  were  slain, 
and  among  the  number  who  were  slain,  Coriantumr  was  also 
found. 

31.  And  now  behold  the  Lamanites  could  not  retreat 
either  way ;  neither  on  the  north,  nor  on  the  south,  nor  on 
the  east,  nor  on  the  west,  for  they  were  surrounded  on  every 
hand  by  the  Nephites : 

32.  And  thus  had  Coriantumr  plunged  the  Lamanites 
into  the  midst  of  the  Nephites,  insomuch  that  they  were  in 
the  power  of  the  Nephites,  and  he  himself  was  slain,  and 
the  Lamanites  did  yield  themselves  into  the  hands  of  the 
Nephites. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moronihah  took  possession 
of  the  Nsity  of  Zarahemla  again,  and  caused  that  the  Laman- 
ites who  had  been  taken  prisoners  should  depart  out  of  the 
land  in  peace. 

34.  And  thus  ended  the  forty  and  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  Judges.

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CHAPTER  2.     * 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fort^  and  second  Tear  of 
the  reign  of  the  Judges,  after  Moronihah  had  established 
again  peace  between  the  Nei>hites  and  the,Lamanites,  behold 
there  was  no  one  to  fill  the  judgment  seat ;  therefore  there 
began  to  be  a  contention  again  among  the  people  concerning 
who  should  fill  the  judgment  seat. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pa^ss  that  Helaman,  who  was  the  son 
of  Helaman,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  judgment  seat,  by 
the  "voice  of  the  people ; 

3.  But  behold,  Kishkumen,  who  had  hnurdered  Pahoran, 
did  lay  wait  to  destroy  Helaman  also ;  and  he  was  upheld 
by  his  band,  who  had  entered  into  a  covenant  that  no  one 
should  know  his  wickedness ; 

4.  For  there  was  one  Gadianton  who  was  exceeding 
expert  in  many  words,  and  also  in  his  craft,  to  carry  on 
the  '^secret  work  of  murder  and  of  robbery;  therefore  he 
became  the  leader  of  the  band  of  Kishkumen ; 

5.  Therefore  he  did  flatter  them,  and  also  Kishkumen, 
that  if  they  would  place  him  in  the  judgment  seat,  he  would 
granc  unto  those  wno  belonged  to  his  band  that  they  should 
be  placed  in  power  and  authority  among  the  people ;  there- 
fore Kishkumen  sought  to  ''destroy  Helaman. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  he  went  forth  towards  the' 
judgment  seat,  to  destroy  Helaman,  behold  one  of  the  ser- 
vants of  Helaman,  having  been  out  by  night,  and  having 
obtained,   through  disguise,  a  knowledge  of  those  plans 
which  had  been  laid  by  this  band  to  destroy  Helaman. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  met  Kishkumen,  and  he 
gave  unto  him  a  sign ;  therefore  Elishkumen  made  known 
unto  him  the  object  of  his  desire,  desiring  that  he  would 
conduct  him  to  tne  judgment  seat,  that  he  might  hiurder 
Helaman. 

8.  And  when  the  servant  of  Helaman  had  known  all  the 
heart  of  Kishkumen,  and  how  that  it  was  his  object  to 
murder,  and  also  that  it  was  the  object  of  all  those  who 
belonged  to  his  band,  to  murder,  and  to  rob,  and  to  gain 
power,  (and  this  was  their  -^secret  plan,  and  their  combuia- 
tion),  the  servant  of  Helaman  saith  unto  Kishkumen,  let 
us  go  forth  unto  the  judgment  seat. 

9.  Now  this  did  please  Kishkumen  exceedingly,  for  he 
did  suppose  that  he  should  accomplish  his  design;  but  be- 
hold, the  servant  of  Helaman,  as  they  were  going  forth 
unto  the  judgment  seat,  did  stab  Kishkumen.  even  to  the 
heart,  that  he  fell  dead  without  a  groan.  Ana  he  ran  and 
told  Helaman  all  the  things  which  he  had  seen,  and  heard, 
and  done.

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10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Helaman  did  send  forth  to 
take  this  band  of  ^robbers  and  secret  murderers,  that  they 
mi^ht  be  executed  according  t6  the  law. 

11.  But  behold,  when  Gadianton  had  found  that  Kish- 
kumen  did  not  return,  he  feared  lest  that  he  should  be  de- 
stroyed ;  therefore  he  caused  that  his  band  should  f  oUow  him. , 
And  they  took  their  flight  out  of  the  land,  by  a  secret  way, 
into  the  wilderness ;  and  thus  when  Helaman  sent  forth  to 
take  them,  they  cotud  no  where  be  found. 

12.  And  more  of  this  Gadianton,  shall  be  spoken  here- 
after. And  thus  ended  the  forty  and  second  year  of  l^e 
reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

13.  And  behold,  in  the  end  of  this  book,  ye  shall  see  that 
this  Gadianton  did  prove  the  overthrow,  yea,  almost  the 
entire  destruction  of  the  people  of  Nephi. 

14.  Behold  I  do  not  mean  the  end  of  the  book  of  Helaman, 
but  I  mean  the  end  of  the  *book  of  Nephi,  from  which  1 
have  taken  all  the  account  which  I  have  written. 


CHAPTEB  3. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  forty  and  third  year 
of  the  reign  of  the  Judges,  there  was  no  contention  among 
the  people  of  Nephi,  save  it  were  a  little  pride  which  was  in 
the  church,  which  did  cause  some  little  dissensions  among 
the  people,  which  afiSeiirs  were  settled  in  the  ending  of  the 
forty  and  third  year. 

2.  And  there  was  no  contention  among  the  people  in  the 
fort^  and  fourth  vear;  neither  was  there  much  contention 
in  tne  forty  and  fifth  year. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  forty  and  sixth,  yea,  there 
was  much  contention  and  many  dissensions ;  in  the  which 
there  were  an  exceeding  great  many  who  departed  out  of 
the  ^land  of  Zarahemla,  and  went  forth  unto  the  ^land 
northward,  to  inherit  the  land; 

4.  And  they  did  travel  to  an  exceeding  great  distance, 
insomuch  that  they  came  to  <'large  bodies  of  water,  and  many 
rivers; 

5.  Tea,  and  even  they  did  sj^read  forth  into  all  parts  of 
the  land,  into  whatever  parte  it  had  not  been  rendered 
desolate,  and  without  timber,  because  of  the  %iany  inhabi- 
tante  who  had  before  inherited  the  land. 

6.  And  now  no  part  of  the  land  was  desolate,  save  it 
were  for  timber,  &c ;  but  because  of  the  greatness  of  the

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destructioii  of  the  people  who  had  before  inhabited  the  land 
it  was  called  'desolate. 

7.  And  there  being  but  little  timber  upon  the  face  of  tlie 
land^  nevertheless  the  people  who  went  forth,  became  ex- 
ceeding expert  |n  the  working  of  cement;  therefore  they 
did  buHd  houses  of  dement,  in  the  which  they  did  dwell. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  multiply  and 
spread,  and  did  go  forth  from  the  land  ^southward  to  tlie 
land  Northward,  and  did  spread  insomuch  that  they  began 
to  cover  the  face  of  the  whole  earth,  from  the  sea  'south, 
to  the  sea  ■'north,  from  the  sea  *west  to  the  sea  'east. 

9.  And  the  people  who  were  in  the  land  "^northward,  did 
dwell  in  tents,  and  in  houses  of  "cement,  and  they  did  suffer 
whatsoever  tree  should  spring  up  upon  the  face  of  the  land, 
that  it  should  grow  up,  that  in  tune  they  might  have  timber 
to  build  their  nouses,  yea,  their  cities,  and  their  l^mples, 
and  their  ^synagogues,  and  their  'sanctuaries,  and  all 
manner  of  their  buildings. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  timber  was  exceeding  ''scarce 
in  the  land  northward,  they  did  send  forth  much  by  the  way 
of  'shipping; 

11.  And  thus  they  did  enable  the  people  in  the 
land  ^northward,  that  they  might  build  many  cities,  both  of 
wood  and  of  "cement. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  many  of 
the  'people  of  Ammon,  who  were  Lamanites  by  birth,  did 
also  go  forth  into  this  land. 

13.  And  now  there  are  many  "l^ecords  kept  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  this  people,  by  many  of  this  people,  which  are 
particular  and  very  large,  concerning  them ; 

14.  But  behold  a  'hundredth  part  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  people,  yea,  the  account  of  the  Lamanites,  and  of  the 
Nephites,  and  their  wars,  and  contentions,  and  dissensions, 
and  tbeir  preaching,  and  their  prophecies,  and  their  ''ship- 
ping, and  their  building  of  ships,  and  their  building 
of  temples,  and  of  ^''synagogues,  and  their  ^ ^sanctuaries, 
and  their  righteousness,  and  their  wickedness^  and  their 
murders,  ana  their  robbings,  and  their  plundermg,  and  ail 
manner  of  abominations  and  whoredoms,  cannot  be  con- 
tained in  this  work ; 

15.  But  behold,  there  ^^are  many  books  and  many  records 
of  every  kind,  and  they  have  been  kept  chiefly  by  the  Ne- 
phites ; 

16.  And  they  have  been  ^  landed  down  from  one  gene-

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ration  to  another  by  the  Nephites,  even  until  they  have 
fallen  into  transgression  and  have  been  murdered,  plun- 
dered, and  hunted,  and  driven  forth,  and  slain,  and  scattered 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  mixed  with  the  Lamanites 
until  they  are  ^nio  more  called  the  Nephites,  becoming 
wicked,  and  wild,  and  ferocious,  yea,  even  becoming  La- 
manites. 

17.  And  now  I  return  again  to  mine  account ;  therefore 
wliat  I  have  spoken  had  passed  after  there  had  been  ^eat 
contentions,  and  disturbances,  and  wars,  and  dissensions, 
among  the  people  of  Nephi. 

18.  The  forty  and  sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges 
ended. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  still  great 
contentions  in  the  land,  yea,  even  in  the  forty  and  seventh 
year,  and  also  in  the  f or^  and  eighth  vear ; 

20.  Nevertheless,  ^-^Helaman  did  nil  the  judgment  seat 
with  justice  and  equity ;  yea,  he  did  observe  to  keep  the 
statutes,  and  the  judgments,  and  the  commandments  of 
Grod ;  and  he  did  do  that  which  was  right  in  the  sight  of 
God  continually ;  and  he  did  walk  after  the  ways  of  his 
father,  insomuch  that  he  did  prosper  in  the  land. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  had  two  sons.  He 
gave  unto  the  eldest  the  name  of  Nephi,  and  unto  the 
youngest,  the  name  of  Lehi.  And  they  oegan-to  grow  up 
unto  the  Lord. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  wars  and  contentions 
began  to  cease,  in  a  snudl  degree,  among  the  people  of  the 
Nephites,  in  the  latter  end  of  the  forty  and  eightn  year  of 
the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pctss  in  the  forty  and  ninth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges,  there  was  contmual  peace  established 
in  the  land,  all  save  it  were  the  ^  'secret  combinations  which 
Gadianton  the  robber  had  established,  in  the  more  settled 
parts'  of  the  land,  which  at  that  time  were  not  known  unto 
those  who  were  at  the  head  of  government ;  therefore  they 
were  not  destroyed  out  of  the  land. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  this  same  vear  there  was 
exceeding  great  prosperity  in  the  church,  insomuch  that 
there  were  thousands  who  did  join  themselves  unto  the 
church,  and  were  ^  ^baptized  unto  repentance ; 

25.  And  so  great  was  the  prosperity  of  the  church,  and 
so  many  the  blessings  which  were  poured  out  upon  the 
people,  that  even  the  ^'high  priests  and  the  teachers  were 
themselves  astonished  beyond  measure. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  did 
prosper  unto  the  ^-^ptizing  and  uniting  to  the  churcli  of 
God,  many  souls  ;  yea,  even  tens  of  thousands. 

27.  Thus  we  may  see  that  the  Lord  is  merciful  unto  all

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who  will,  in  the  sincerity  of  their  hearts,  call  upon  his  holy 
name; 

28.  Yea,  thus  we  see  that  the  gate  of  heaven  is  open 
unto  all,  even  to  those  who  will  believe  on  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ,  who  is  the  Son  of  Grod ; 

29.  Yea,  we  see  that  whosoever  will  lay  hold  upon  the 
word  of  Grod,  which  is  quick  and  i>owerful,  which  shall  divide 
asunder  all  the  cunning,  and  the  snares,  and  the  wiles  of  the 
devil,  and  lead  the' man  of  Christ  in  a  ^^straight  and  narrow 
course  across  that  everlasting  ^'gulf  of  misery  which  is 
prepared  to  engulf  the  wicked, 

30.  And  land  their  souls,  yea.  their  ^  "^immortal  souls,  at 
the  right  hand  of  God,  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  to  sit 
down  with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  ana  with  Jacob,  and  with  all 
our  holy  fathers,  to  go  no  more  out. 

31.  And  in  this  year  there  was  continual  rejoicing  in 
the  3  "land  of  Zarahemla,  and  in  all  the  regions  round  about, 
even  in  all  the  land  which  was  possessed  by  the  Nephites. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  peace  and  ex- 
ceeding great  Joy  in  the  remainder  of  the  forty  and  ninth 
year :  yea^  and  also  there  was  continual  peace  and  great  joy 
m  the  fiftieth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  judges. 

33.  And  in  the  fifty  and  first  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
judges  there  was  peace  also,  save  it  were  the  pride  which 
began  to  enter  into  the  church ;  not  into  the  church  of  Grod, 
but  into  the  hearts  of  the  people  who  professed  to  belong  to 
the  church  of  God ; 

34.  And  they  were  lifted  up  in  pride,  even  to  the  perse- 
cution of  many  of  their  brethren.  Now  this  was  a  great 
evil,  which  did  cause  the  more  humble  part  of  the  people  to 
suffer  great  persecutions,  and  to  wade  through  much  afiGlic- 
tion ; 

35.  Nevertheless  they  did  ^ofast  and  pray  oft.  and  did 
wax  stronger  and  stronger  in  their  humility,  and  firmer  and 
firmer  in  me  faith  of  Christ,  imto  the  filling  their  souls  with 
joy  and  consolation,  yea,  even  to  the  purifyinjo;  and  the 
sanctification  of  their  hearts,  which  sanctification  cometh 
because  of  their  yielding  their  hearts  unto  God. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  fifty  and  second  year 
ended  in  peace  also,  save  it  were  the  exceeding  great  pride 
which  had  gotten  into  the  hearts  of  the  people ;  and  it  was 
because  of  their  exceeding  great  riches  and  their  prosperi^ 
in  the  land  ;  and  it  did  grow  upon  them  from  day  to  day. 

37.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fifty  and  third  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges,  ^^Helaman  died,  and  his  eldest  son 
Nephi  began  to  reign  in  his  stead.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
he  did  fill  the  judgment  seat  withjustice  and  equity ;  yea, 
he  did  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  did  walk  in  the 
ways  of  his  father.

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CHAPTER  4. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fifty  and  fourth  year  there 
were  manj  dissensions  in  the  church,  and  there  was  also 
a  contention  among  the  people,  insomuch  that  there  was 
much  bloodshed ; 

2.  And  the  rebellious  part  were  slain  and  driven  out  of 
the  land,  and  they  did  go  unto  the  king  of  the  Lamanites. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  v  did  endeavour  to  stir  up 
the  Lamanites  to  war  against  the  Nephites  ;  but  behold,  the 
liamianites  were  exceeding  fraid,  insomuch  that  t^ey  would 
not  hearken  to  the  words  of  those  dissenters. 

4.  But  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fif^  and  sixth  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  Judges,  there  were  dissenters  who  went  up 
from  the  Nephites  unto  the  Lamanites  ;  and  they  succeeded 
with  those  others  in  stirring  them  up  to  anger  against 
the  Nephites;  and  they  were  all  that  year  preparing  for 
war. 

5.  And  in  the  fifty  and  seventh  vear,  they  did  come  down 
against  the  Nephites  to  battle,  and  they  did  commence  the 
work  of  death ;  yea,  insomuch  that  in  the  fiflv  and  eighth 
year  of  the  reign  of  the  judges,  they  succeeded  in  obtaining 
possession  of  the  "land  of  ZaraJiemla ;  yea,  and  also  all  the 
Lamds,  even  unto  the  land  which  was  near  the  ^land  Boun- 
tiful; 

6.  And  the  Nephites,  and  the  armies  of  Moronihah,  were 
driven  even  into  the  land  of  Bountiful ; 

7.  And  there  they  did  <tortify  against  the  Lamanites, 
from  the  west  8e&  even  unto  the  east ;  it  being  a  ^day's 
journey  for  a  Nephite,  on  the  line  which  they  had  'fortified 
and  stationed  their  armies  to  defend  their  north  countnr. 

8.  And  thus  those  dissenters  of  the  Nephites,  with  the 
help  of  a  numerous  army  of  the  Lamanites,  nad  obtained  all 
the  possession  of  the  Nephites  T^hich  was  in  the  land  south- 
ward. And  all  this  was  done  in  the  fifty  and  eighth  and 
ninth  years  of  the  reign  of  the  pud^s. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixtieth  year  of  the  reign  of 
the  pudges,  Moronihah  did  succeed  with  his  armies,  in 
obtaining  many  parts  of  the  land ;  vea,  they  retained  many 
cities  which  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixty  and  first  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  judges,  they  succeeded  in  retaining  even  the 
half  of  all  their  possessions. 

11.  Now  this  great  loss  of  the  Nephites,  and  the  great 
slaughter  which  was  amon^  them,  would  not  have  hapi>ened, 
had  it  not  been  for  their  wickedness  and  their  abomination 
which  was  among  them ;  yea,  and  it  was  among  thoae  also 
who  professed  to  oelong  to  the  church  of  God ; 
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12.  And  it  was  becaiise  of  the  pride  of  their  hearts, 
because  of  their  exceeding  riches,  vea,  it  was  because  of  their 
oppression  to  the  poor,  withholding  their  food  -^from  the 
hun^y,  withholding  tneir  clothing  from  the  naked,  and 
smiting  their  humble  brethren  upon  the  cheek,  making  a 
mock  of  that  which  was  sacred,  denying  the  Spirit  of 
prophecy  and  of  revelation,  murdering,  plundering,  lying, 
stealing,  committing  adultery,  rising  up  in  great  contentions, 
and  deserting  away  into  the  ^land  of  Nephi,  among  the 
Lamanites ; 

13.  And  because  of  this  their  great  wickedness,  and  their 
boastings  in  their  own  strength,  mey  were  left  in  their  own 
strength ;  therefore  they  did  not  prosper,  but  were  afflicted 
and  smitten,  and  driven  before  the  Lamanites,  until  they  had 
lost  possession  of  almost  all  their  lands. 

14.  But  behold,  Moronihah  did  preach  many  things  unto 
the  people  because  of  their  iniqiuty,  a^d  also  Nepni  and 
Lehi,  who  were  the  sons  of  Helaman,  did  preach  many  things 
unto  the  people ;  yea,  and  did  prophesy  many  things  unto 
them  concernm|;  their  iniquities,  and  what  should  come  unto 
them  if  they  did  not  repent  of  their  sins. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  repent,  and 
inasmuch  as  they  did  repent  they  did  begin  to  prosper; 

16.  For  when  Moronihah  saw  that  they  did  repent,  he 
did  venture  to  lead  them  forth  from  place  to  place,  and 
from  city  to  city,  even  until  they  had  retained  the  *one- 
half  of  their  property,  and  the  one-half  of  all  their  lands. 

17.  And  thus  ended  the  sixty  and  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  Judges. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixty  and  second  year 
of  the  reign  of  the  judges,  that  Moronihah  could  obtain  no 
more  possessions  over  the  Lamanites: 

19.  Therefore  they  did  abandon  their  design  to  obtain 
the  remainder  of  their  lands,  for  so  numerous  were  the 
Lamanites  that  it  became  impossible  for  the  Nephites  to 
obtain  more  power  over  them ;  therefore  Moronihah  did 
employ  all  his  armies  in  maintaining  those  parts  which  he 
had  taken. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  because  of  the  greatness  of  the 
number  of  the  Lamanites,  the  Nephites  were  in  great  fear, 
lest  they  should  be  overpowered,  and  trodden  down,  and 
slain,  and  destroyed; 

21.  Yea,  they  oegan  to  remember  the  prophecies  of  Alma, 
and  also  the  'words  of  Mosiah ;  and  they  saw  that  they  had 
been  a  stiShecked  people,  and  that  they  had  set  at  nought 
the  commandments  of  God  ; 

22.  And  that  they  had  altered  and  trampled  under  their 
feet  the  ^aws  of  Mosiah,  or  that  which  the  Lord  commanded 
him  to  give  unto  the  people ;  and  thus  seeing  that  their

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laws  had  become  corrupted,  and  that  they  had  become  a 
wicked  people,  insomuch  that  they  were  wicked  even  like 
unto  the  Lamanites. 

23.  And  because  of  their  iniquity,  the  church  had  began 
to  dwindle ;  and  they  be^n  to  disoelieve  in  the  *Spirit  of 
prophecy,  and  in  the  Spirit  of  revelation ;  and  the  judg- 
ments oi  God  did  stare  them  in  the  face. 

24.  And  they  saw  that  they  had  become  weak,  like  unto 
their  brethren,  the  Lamanites,  and  that  the  Spirit  of  the 
liord  did  no  more  preserve  them ;  yea,  it  had  withdrawn 
from  Ihem  because  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  doth  ^ot  dwell  in 
unholy  temples ; 

25.  Therefore  the  Lord  did  cease  to  preserve  them  by  his 
miraculous  and  matchless  power,  for  they  had  fallen  into  a 
state  of  unbelief  and  awful  wickedness ;  and  they  saw  that 
the  Lamanites  were  more  exceeding  numerous  than  they,  and 
except  they  should  cleave  unto  the  Lord  their  God,  t^ey 
must  unavoidably  perish. 

26.  For  behold,  they  saw  that  the  strength  of  the  Laman- 
ites was  as  great  as  their  strength,  even  man  for  man.  And 
thus  had  they  fallen  into  this  great  transgression  ;  yea,  thus 
had  they  become  weak,  because  of  their  transgression,  in 
the  space  of  not  many  years. 


CHAPTER  5, 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  this  same  year,  behold, 
Nephi  <*delivered  up  the  judgment  seat  to  a  man  whose 
name  was  Cezoram. 

2.  For  as  their  ^laws  and  their  governments  were  estab- 
lished by  the  voice  of  the  people,  and  they  who  chose  evil 
were  more  numerous  than  they  who  chose  good,  therefore 
they  were  ripening  for  destruction,  for  the  laws  had  become 
corrupted ; 

3.  Yea,  and  this  was  not  all ;  they  were  a  stiffhecked 
pepple,  insomuch  that  they  could  not  be  ^vemed  by  the  law 
nor  justice,  save  it  were  to  their  destruction. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  had  become  weary, 
because  of  their  iniquity ;  and  he  yielded  up  the  judgment 
seat,  and  took  it  upon  him  to  preach  the  word  of  God  all  the 
remainder  of  his  days,  and  his  brother  Lehi  also,  all  the  re- 
mainder of  his  days  ; 

5.  For  they  remembered  the  words  which  their  father 
Helaman  spake  unto  them*  And  these  are  the  words  which 
he  spake : 

o.  Behold,  my  sons,  I  desire  that  ye  should  remember  to 
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keep  the  commandments  of  God ;  and  I  would  that  ye  should 
declEure  unto  the  people  these  words,  behold,  I  have  given 
unto  you  the  names  of  our  first  parents,  who  came  out  of 
the  land  of  Jerusalem ;  and  this  I  nave  done,  that  when  you 
remember  your  names,  that  ye  may  remember  them :  and 
when  ye  remember  them,  ye  may  remember  their  works ; 
and  when  ye  remember  their  works,  ye  may  know  how  that 
It  is  said,  and  also  written,  that  they  were  good ; 

7.  Therefore,  my  sons,  I  would  that  ye  should  do  that 
which  is  good,  that  it  may  be  said  of  you,  and  also  written, 
even  as  it  has  been  said  and  written  of  them. 

8.  And  now  my  sons,  behold  I  have  somewhat  more  to 
desire  of  you,  which  desire  is,  that  x^  i^^^y  ^ot  do  these 
things  that  ye  may  boast,  but  that  ]^e  may  do  these  things  to 
lay  up  for  yourselves  a  treasure  in  heaven,  yea,  which  is 
eternal,  and  which  fadeth  not  away :  ^ea,  that  ye  may  have 
that  'precious  gift  of  eternal  life,  wnich  we  have  reason  to 
suppose  hath  been  given  to  our  fathers. 

9.  O  remember,  remember,  my  sons,  the  •words  which 
king  Benjamin  spake  unto  his  people ;  yea,  remember  that 
there  is  no  other  way  nor  means  whereby  man  can  be  saved, 
only  through  the  /atoning  blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  shall 
come  :  yea,  remember  that  he  cometh  to  redeem  the  world. 

10.  And  remember  also  the  words  which  Amulek  spake 
unto  Zeezrom,  in  the  'city  of  Ammonihah ;  for  he  said  unto 
him,  that  the  Lord  surely  should  come  to  redeem  his  people ; 
but  that  he  should  *not  come  to  redeem  them  in  their  sins, 
but  to  redeem  them  from  their  sins. 

11.  And  he  hath  power  ^ven  unto  him  from  the  Father, 
to  redeem  them  from  their  sins,  because  of  repentance ; 
therefore  he  hath  'sent  his  angels  to  declare  the  tidings  of 
the  conditions  of  repentance,  which  bringeth  unto  the  power 
of  the  Redeemer,  unto  the  salvation  of  their  souls. 

12.  And  now,  my  sons,  remember,  remember  that  it  is 
upon  the  rock  of  our  Bedeemer,  who  is  Christy  the  Son  of 
God,  that  ye  must  build  jour  foundation,  that  when  the  devil 
shall  ^sena  forth  his  mighty  winds ;  yea,  his  shafts  in  the 
whirlwind ;  yea,  when  all  his  hail  and  nis  mighty  storm  shall 
beat  upon  you,  it  shall  have  no  power  over  you,  to  drag  you 
down  to  the  ^ulf  of  misery  ana  endless  wo,  because  of  the 
rock  upon  which  ye  are  built,  which  is  a  sure  foundation,  a 
foundation  whereon  if  men  build,  they  cannot  fall. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  these  were  the  words  Trhich 
Helaman  taught  to  his  sons ;  yea,  he  did  teach  them  manv 
things  which  are  not  written,  and  also  many  things  whicn 
are  written. 

14.  And  they  did  remember  his  words ;  and  therefore 
they  went  forth,  keeping   the  commandments  of  God,  to 
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teach  the  word  of  God  amonp;  all  the  people  of  Nephi,  heghi- 
nin^  at  the  *city  Bountiful ; 

15.  And  from  thenceforth  to  the  ^ty  of  Gid ;  and  from 
the  city  of  Gid  to  the  "Haty  of  Mulek ; 

16.  And  even  from  one  city  to  another,  until  they  had 
cone  forth  among  all  the  people  of  Ne^hi,  who  were  in 
the  **land  southward ;  and  from  thence  into  the  ^land  of 
Zarahemla,  '^mong  the  Lamanite8« 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  preach  with  ereat 
power,  insomuch  that  they  did  confotmd  many  of  'those 
dissenters  who  had  gone  over  from  the  Nephites,  inso- 
much that  they  came  forth  and  did  confess  their  sins,  and 
were  ''baptized  unto  repentance,  and  immediately  returned 
to  the  Nephites,  to  endeavour  to  repair  unto  them  the 
wrongs  which  they  had  done. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  and  Lehi  did  preach 
unto  the  Lamanites  with  such  great  power  and  authority,  for 
they  had  power  and  authoritv- given  unto  them  that  thev 
might  speak :  and  they  also  had  what  they  should  speak 
given  unto  them ; 

19.  Therefore  they  did  speak  unto  the  great  astonishment 
of  the  Lamanites,  to  the  convincing  them,  insomuch  that 
there  were  eight  thousand  of  the  Lamanites  who  were  in 
the  'land  of  Zarahemla  and  round  about  'baptized  unto 
repentance,  and  were  convinced  of  the  wickedness  of 
the  traditions  of  their  fathers. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  and  Lehi  did  proceed 
from  thence  to  g^  to  the  *land  of  NephL 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  tney  were  taken  by  an 
armv  of  the  Lamanites  and  cast  into  prison ;  yea,  even 
in  that  same  prison  *ln  which  Ammon  and  his  brethren 
were  cast  by  the  servants  of  Limhi. 

22.  And  after  they  had  been  cast  into  prison  many 
days  without  food,  behold,  they  went  forth  into  the  prison' 
to  take  them  that  they  might  slay  them.  . 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  and  Lehi  were  en- 
circled about  as  if  by  fire,  even  insomuch  that  «they  durst 
not  lay  their  hands  upon  them,  for  fear  lest  they  should  be 
burned.  Nevertheless,  Nephi  and  Lehi  were  not  burned; 
and  Ihey  were  as  standing  in  the  midst  of  fire,  and  were  not 
burned. 

24.  And  when  they  saw  that  they  were  encircled  about 
with  a  pillar  of  fire,  and  that  it  burned  them  not,  their  hearts 
did  take  courage. 

25.  For  they  saw  that  the  Lamanites  durst  not  lay  their 
hands  upon  them ;  neither  durst  they  come  near  unto  them, 
bat  stood  as  if  they  were  struck  dumb  with  amazement. 

-■       '  ■  — 
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26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  and  Lehi  did  stand 
forth,  and  began  to  speak  unto  them,  saying.  Fear  not,  for 
behold,  it  is  God  that  has  shewn  unto  you  this  marvellous 
thing,  in  the  which  is  shewn  unto  you  that  ye  cannot  lay 
your  hands  on  us  to  slay  us. 

27.  And  behol<L  when  they  had  said  these  words,  the 
earth  shook  exceedingly,  and  the  walls  of  the  prison  did 
shake,  as  if  they  were  about  to  tumble  to  the  earth;  but 
behold  they  did  not  fall.  And  behold  they  that  were  in  the 
prison  were  Lamanites  and  Nephites  who  were  dissenters. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  overshadowed 
with  a  cloud  of  darkness,  and  an  awful  solemn  fear  came 
upon  them. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  came  a  voiiie  as  if  it 
were  above  the  cloud  of  darkness,  saying,  Bepent  ye,  repent 
ye,  and  seek  no  more  to  destroy  my  servants  whom  I  nave 
sent  unto  you  to  declare  good  tidings. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  they  heard  this  voice,  and 
beheld  that  it  was  not  a  voice  of  thunder;  neither  was  it  a 
voice  of  a  great  tumultuous  noise ;  but  behold,  "it  was  a  still 
Toice  of  perfect  mildness,  as  if  it  had  been  a  whisper,  and 
it  did  pierce  even  to  the  very  soul. 

31.  And  notwithstanding  the  mildness  of  the  voice, 
behold  the  earth,  shook  exceedingly,  and  the  walls  of  Uie 
prison  trembled  again,  as  if  it  were  about  to  tumble  to  the 
earth ;  and  behold  the  cloud  of  darkness,  which  had  over- 
shadowed them,  did  not  disperse. 

32.  And  behold  the  voice  came  again,  saying.  Repent  ye, 
repent  ye,  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  nana ;  and  seek 
no  more  to  destroy  my  servants.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
the  earth  shook  again,  and  the  walls  trembled : 

33.  And  also  again  the  third  time  the  voice  came,  and 
did  speak  unto  them  marvellous  words  which  cannot  be 
uttered  by  man ;  and  the  walls  did  tremble  again,  and  the 
earth  shook  as  if  it  were  about  to  divide  asunder. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  could  not 
flee  because  of  the  cloud  of  darkness  which  did  overshadow 
them ;  ^ea,  and  also  they  were  immoveable  because  of  tJie 
fear  which  did  come  upon  them. 

35.  Now  there  was  one  among  them  who  was  a  Nephite 
by  birth,  who  had  once  belonged  to  the  church  of  Groo,  but 
had  dissented  from  them. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  turned  him  about,  and 
behold  he  saw  through  the  cloud  of  darkness  the  faces  of 
Nephi  and  Lehi;  and  behold  they  did  shine  exceedinglv. 
even  as  the  faces  of  angels.  And  he  beheld  that  the^  did 
lift  their  eyes  to  heaven ;  and  they  were  in  the  attitude 
as  if  talking  or  lifting  their  voices  to  some  being  whom  they 
beheld. 

37.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  this  man  did  cry  unto  the 
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multitude,  that  they  might  turn  and  look.  And  behold, 
there  was  power  siven  unto  them,  that  they  did  turn  and 
look ;  and  they  dia  behold  the  faces  of  Nephi  and  Lehi. 

38.  And  they  said  unto  the  man.  Behold,  what  do  all 
these  things  mean  ?  and  who  is  it  with  whom  these  men  do 
converse  ? 

39.  Now  the  man's  name  was  Aminadab.  And  Amin- 
adab  said  unto  them,  They  do  converse  with  the  angels  of 
God. 

40.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  said  unto 
him.  What  shall  we  do,  that  this  cloud  of  darkness  may  be 
removed  from  overshadowing  us? 

41.  And  Aminadab  said  unto  them,  You  must  repent, 
and  cry  unto  the  voice,  even  until  ye  shall  have  faith  in 
Christ,  who  was  taught  unto  you  by  Alma,  and  Amulek, 
and  Zeezrom ;  and  then  it  i^all  be  removed  from  over- 
shadowing you. 

42.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  all  did  begin  to  cry 
unto  the  voice  of  him  who  had  shook  the  earth ;  yea.,  they  did 
cry  even  until  the  cloud  of  darkness  was  dispersed. 

43.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  cast  their  eyes 
about,  and  saw  that  the  cloud  of  darkness  was  dispersed 
from  overshadowing  them,  and  behold,  they  saw  that  they 
ivere  encircled  about,  yea  every  soul,  by  a  pillar  of  fire. 

44.  And  Nephi  and  Lehi  were  in  the  midst  of  them ; 
yea,  they  were  encircled  about;  yea,  they  were  as  if  in 
the  midst  of  a  flaming  fire,  vet  it  did  harm  them  not, 
neither  did  it  take  hold  upon  tne  walls  of  the  prison ;  and 
they  were  filled  with  that  joy  which  is  unspeakable  and  full 
of  glory. 

45.  And  behold  the  'Holy  Spirit  of  God  did  come  down 
from  heaven,  and  did  enter  into  their  hearts,  and  they  were 
filled  as  if  with  fire,  and  they  could  speak  forth  marvellous 
words. 

46.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  came  a  voice  unto 
them,  yea,  a  pleasant  voice,  as  if  it  were  a  whisper,  saying, 

47.  Peace,  peace  be  unto  you,  because  of  your  faith 
in  my  well  Beloved,  who  was  from  the  2«foundation  of 
the  world. 

48.  And  now  when  they  heard  this,  the^  cast  up  their 
eyes  as  if  to  behold  from  whence  the  voice  came;  and 
behold,  they  saw  the  heavens  open  ;  and  angels  came  down 
out  of  heaven,  and  ministered  unto  them. 

^.  And  there  were  about  three  hundred  souls  who  saw 
and  heard  these  things';  and  they  were  bid  to  go  forth  and 
marvel  not,  neither  should  they  doubt. 

50.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  go  forth,  and  did 
minister  unto  the  people,  declaring  throughout  all  the 
regions  round  about,  all  the  things  which  they  had  heard 
and  seen,  insomuch  that  the  more  part  of  the  Lamanites 
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were  convinced  of  them,  because  of  the  greatness  of  the 
evidences  which  they  had  received  ; 

51.  And  as  many  as  were  convinced  did  lay  down  their 
weapons  of  war,  and  also  their  ^  hatred,  and  the  tradition 
of  iheir  fathers. 

52.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the^  did  ^<^eld  up  unto  th^ 
Nephites,  the  lands  of  their  possession. 


CHAPTER  6. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  sixty  and  second 

Sear  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  had  ended,  all  these  things 
ad  happened,  and  the  Lamanites  had  become,  the  more 
part  of  them,  a  righteous  people,  insomuch  that  their 
righteousness  did  exceed  that  oi  the  Nephites,  because  of 
their  firmness  and  their  steadiness  in  the  mth. 

2.  For  behold,  there  were  many  of  the  Nephites  who 
had  become  hardened,  and  impenitent,  and  grossly  wicked, 
insomuch  that  they  did  reject  the  word  of  God,  and  all 
the  preaching  and  prophesying  which  did  come  among  them. 

3.  Nevertheless  the  people  of  the  church  did  have  great 
Joy,  because  of  the  conversion  of  the  Lamanites;  yea, 
because  of  the  church  of  God,  which  had  been  established 
among  them.  And  they  did  fellowship  one  with  another, 
and  did  rejoice  one  with  another,  and  did  have  great  ^*oy. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  many  of  the  Lamanites  did 
come  down  into  the  ''land  of  Zarahemla,  and  did  declare 
unto  the  people  of  the  Nephites  the  manner  of  their  con- 
version, and  did  exhort  them  to  faith  and  repentance ; 

5.  Yea,  and  many  did  preach  with  exceeding  great  power 
and  authoritv,  unto  the  bringing  down  manv  of  them,  into 
the.  depths  of  humility,  to  be  the  humble  followers  of  Grod 
and  the  Lamb. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  many  of  the  Lamanites  did 
go  into  the  ^land  northward ;  and  also  Nephi  and  Lehi  went 
mto  the  land  northward,  to  preach  unto  the  people.  Ajid 
thus  ended  the  sixty  and  thira  year. 

7.  And  behold,  there  was  peace  in  all  the  land,  inso- 
much that  the  Nephites  did  go  into  whatsoever  part  of 
the  land  they  would,  whether  among  the  Nephites  or  the 
Lamanites. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  also  go 
whithersoever  they  woulcL  whether  it  were  amons  the 
Lamanites  or  among  the  Nephites  ;  and  thus  they  didhave 
tree  intercourse  one  with  another,  to  buy  and  to  sell,  and  to 
get  gain,  according  to  their  desire. 
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9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  became  eitceeding  rich, 
both  the  Lamanites  and  the  Nephites ;  and  they  dicf  have 
an  ^'exceeding  plenty  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  and  of  all  manner 
of  precious  metals,  both  in  the  ''land  south,  and  in  the  'land 
north. 

10.  Now  the  land  south  was  -^called  Lehi,  and  the  land 
north  was  'called  Mulek,  which  was  after  the  ^sons  of  Zede- 
kiah :  for  the  Lord  did  bring  <Mulek  into  the  land  north, 
and  rLehi  into  the  land  south. 

11.  And  behold,  there  was  *all  manner  of  gold  in  both 
these  lands,  and  of  silver,  and  of  precious  ore  of  every  kind  r 
and  there  were  also  curious  workmen,  who  did  work  all 
kinds  of  ore,  and  did  refine  it ;  and  thus  they  did  become 
rich. 

12.  They  did  raise  grain  in  abundance,  both  in  the  north 
and  in  the  south ;  and  they  did  flourish  exceedingly,  both  in 
the  north  and  in  the  south.  And  they  did  multiply  and  wax 
exceeding  strong  in  the  land.  Ana  they  did  raise  many 
flocks  ana  herds,  yesk,  many  fatlings. 

13.  Behold  their  women  'did  toil  and  spin,  and  did  make 
all  manner  of  cloth,  of  fine  twined  linen,  and  cloth  of  every 
kind,  to  clothe  their,  nakedness.  And  thus  the  sixty  and 
fourth  year  did  pass  away  in  peace. 

14.  And  in  the  sixty  and  fifth  year  they  did  also  have 
^eat  joy  and  peace  ;  yea,  much  preaching  and  many  prophe- 
cies concerning  that  which  was  to  come.  And  thus  passed 
away  the  sixty  and  fifth  year. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  sixty  and  sixth  year 
of  the  reign  of  the  Judges,  behold,  "Oezoram  was  murdered 
by  an  uuKuown  hand  as  he  sat  upon  the  judgment  seat. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  same  year,  that  his  son,  who 
had  been  appointed  by  the  people  in  his  stead,  was  also 
murdered.    And  thus  ended  the  sixty  and  sixth  year. 

16.  And  in  the  commencement  of  the  sixty  and  seventh 
year,  the  people  began  to  grow  exceeding  wicked  again. 

17.  For  behold,  the  Lord  had  blessed  them  so  long  with 
the  riches  of  the  world,  that  they  had  not  been  stirreaup  to 
anger,  to  wars,  nor  to  bloodsheds  ;  therefore  they  began  to 
set  ti^eir  hearts  upon  their  riches ;  yea,  they  began  to  seek 
to  get  gain,  that  they  might  be  lifted  up  one  above  another ; 
therefore  they  began  to  **commit  secret  murders,  and  to  rob 
and  to  plunder,  that  they  might  get  gain. 

18.  And  now  behold,  those  murderers  and  plunderers  were 
a  band  who  had  been  formed  by  Kishkumen  and  Gadianton. 
And  now  it  had  come  to  pass  that  there  were  manv,  even 
among  the   Nephites,  of  Hxadianton's  band.    But  oehold, 
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they  were  more  numerous  among  the  more  wicked  part  of 
the  Lamanites.  And  they  were  called  Gadianton's  robbers 
and  murderers ; 

19.  And  it  was  they  who  did  murder  the  ^Chief  Judge 
Cezoram,  and  ^his  son,  while  in  the  judgment  seat;  and 
behold,  they  were  not  found. 

20.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Nvhen  the  Lamanites 
found  that  there  were  robbers  among  them,  they  were  ex- 
ceeding sorrowful ;  and  they  did  use  every  means  in  their 
power,  to  destroy  them  off  tne  face  of  the  earth. 

2X.  But  behold,  satan  did  stir  up  the  hearts  of  the  more 
parts  of  the  Nephites,  insomuch  that  they  did  unite  with 
those  ''bands  of  robbers,  and  did  enter  into  their  covenants, 
and  their  oaths,  that  they  would  protect  and  preserve  one 
another,  in  whatsoever  difficult  circumstances  they  should 
be  placed,  that  they  should  not  suffer  for  their  murders,  and 
their  plunderings,  and  their  stealings. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  have  their  signs, 
yea,  their  'secret  si^s,  and  their  secret  words ;  and  this 
that  they  might  distinguish  a  brother  who  had  entered  into 
the  covenant,  that  whatsoever  wickedness  his  brother 
should  do,  he  should  not  be  injured  by  his  brother,  nor  by 
those  who  did  belong  to  his  oand,  Who  had  taken  this 
covenant ; 

23.  And  thus  they  might  murder,  and  plunder,  and 
steal,  and  commit  whoredoms,  and  all  manner  of  wicked- 
ness, contrary  to  the  laws  of  their  coTintry  and  also  the  laws 
of  their  God ; 

24.  And  whosoever  of  those  who  belonged  to  their  band, 
should  reveal  unto  the  world  of  their  wickedness  and  ti^eir 
abominations,  should  be  tried,  not  according  to  the  laws  of 
their  country,  but  according  to  the  laws  of  their  wicked- 
ness, which  Jaad  been  given  by  Gadianton  and  Kishkumen. 

25.  Now  behold,  it  is  these  'secret  oaths  and  covenants, 
which  Alma  commanded  his  son  should  not  ^o  forth  unto 
the  world,  lest  they  should  be  a  meajis  of  bringing  down 
the  people  unto  destruction. 

26.  Now  behold,  those  secret  oaths  and  covenants  did 
not  come  forth  unto  Gadianton  from  the  records  which  were 
delivered  unto  Helaman ;  but  behold,  they  were  put  into  the 
Jieart  of  Gadianton,  by  that  "same  being  who  did  entice  our 
first  parents  to  partake  of  the  forbidden  fruit. 

27.  Yea,  that  same  being  who  did  plot  with  Cain,  that  if 
he  would  murder  his  brother  Abel,  it  should  not  be  known 
unto  the  world.  And  he  did  "plot  with  Cain  and  his  followers 
from  that  time  forth. 

28.  And  also  it  is  that  same  being  who  put  it  into  the 
hearts  of  the  people  to  •'build  a  tower  sufficiently  high  that 
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they  might  get  to  heaven.  And  it  was  that  same  being  who 
led  on  the  people  who  came  from  that  tower  'into  this  land ; 
who  spread  the  works  of  darkness  and  abominations  over 
all  the  face  of  the  land,  until  he  dragged  the  people  down 
to  an  ^'entire  destruction,  and  to  an  'everlasting  hell ; 

29.  Yea,  it  is  that  same  being  who  put  it  into  the  heart 
of  ^'Kxadianton,  to  still  carry  on  the  work  of  darkness,  and 
of  secret  murder ;  and  he  has  brought  it  forth  from  the 
beginning  of  man,  even  down  to  this  time. 

30.  And  behold,  it  is  he  who  is  the  author  of  all  sin. 
And  behold,  he  doth  carry  on  his  works  of  darkness  and 
secret  murder^  and  doth  hand  down  their  plots,  and  their 
oaths,  and  their  covenants,  and  their  plans  of  awful  wicked- 
ness, from  generation  to  generation,  according  as  he  can  get 
hold  upon  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men. 

31.  And  now  behold,  he  had  got  great  hold  upon  the 
hearts  of  the  Nephites  ;  yea,  insomuch  that  they  had  oecome 
exceeding  wicked ;  yea,  the  more  part  of  them  had  turned 
out  of  the  way  of  righteousness,  and  did  trample  under  their 
feet  the  commandments  of  God,  and  did  turn  unto  their 
own  ways,  and  did  build  up  unto  themselves  idols  of  their 
gold  and  their  silver. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  all  these  iniquities  did 
come  unto  them,  in  the  space  of  not  many.^ears,  insomuch 
that  a  more  part  of  it  had  come  unto  them  in  the  sixty  and 
seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of 
Nephi. 

33.  And  they  did  grow  in  their  iniquities,  in  the  sixty 
and  eighth  year  also,  to  the  great  sorrow  and  lamentation 
of  the  righteous. 

34.  And  thus  we  see  that  the  Nephites  did  begin  to 
dwindle  in  unbelief,  and  grow  in  wickedness  and  abomina- 
tions, while  the  Lamanites  began  to  grow  exceedingly  in 
the  knowledge  of  their  God ;  yea,  they  did  begin  to  keep  his 
statutes  and  commaoidments,  and  to  walk  in  truth  and  up- 
rightness before  him. 

35.  And  thus  we  see  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  began  to 
withdraw  from  the  Nephites,  because  of  the  wickedness  and 
the  hardness  of  their  hearts. 

36.  And  thus  we  see  that  the  Lord  begaii  to  pour  out 
his  Spirit  upon  the  Lamanites,  because  of  their  easiness  and 
willingness  to  believe  in  his  words. 

37.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  hunt 
the  3^band  of  robbers  of  Gadianton:  and  they  did  preach 
the  word  of  Grod  among  the  more  wicked  part  of  them,  inso- 
much that  this  band  of  robbers  was  utterly  destroyed  from 
among  the  Lamanites. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  other  hand,  that  the 
Nephites  did  build  them  up  and  support  them,  beginning  at 
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the  more  wicked  part  of  them,  until  they  had  overspread  all 
the  land  of  the  Nephites  and  had  seduced  the  more  part  of 
the  righteous  untu  they  had  come  down  to  believe  in  their 
works,  and  partake  of  their  spoils,  and  to  join  with  them  in 
their  secret  murders  and  combinations. 

S9.  And  thus  they  did  obtain  the  sole  management  of  the 
government,  insomuch  that  they  did  trample  under  their 
feet,  and  smite,  and  rend,  and  turn  their  oacks  upon  the 
poor,  and  the  meek,  and  the  humble  followers  of  Grod. 

40.  And  thus  we  see  that  they  were  in  an  awful  state, 
and  ripening  for  an  everlasting  destruction. 

41.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thus  ended  the  sixty  and 
eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  judges  over  the  people  of 
Nephi. 

The  Prophecy  op  Nephi,  the  son  of  Helaman.— 6rodJ 
threatema  the  people  of  Nephi,  that  he  vnUviait  them  in 
his  anger,  to  thevr  utter  destruction,  except  they  r^>ent 
of  their  toickedness.  God  smiteth  the  people  of  Nephi 
with  pestilence  ;  they  repent  and  turn  unto  him.  Samuel^ 
a  Lamanite,  prophesies  unto  the  Nephites, 

CHAPTER  7. 

1.  Behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixty  and  ninth 
year  of  the  reign  of  the  judges  over  the  people  of  liie  Ne- 
phites, that  Nephi,  the  son  of  Helaman  returned  to  the  "land 
of  Zarahemla,  irom  the  ^land  northward ; 

2.  For  he  had  been  forth  among  the  people  who  were  in 
the  land  northward,  and  did  preach  the  word  of  God  unto 
them,  and  did  prophesy  m&nv  things  luito  them ; 

3.  And  they  did  reject  all  his  words,  insomuch  that  he 
could  not  stay  among  them,  but  returned  again  unto  the  land 
of  his  nativity : 

4.  And  seeing  the  people  in  a  state  of  such  awful  wicked- 
ness, and  those  Kxaoianton  robbers  filling  the  judgment 
seats  ;  having  usurped  the  poweif  and  authority  of  the  land ; 
laying  aside  the  commandments  of  Grod,  and  not  in  the  least 
aright  before  him;  doing  no  justice  unto  the  children  of 
men; 

5.  Condemning  the  righteous  because  of  their  righteous- 
ness ;  letting  the  guilty  and  the  wicked  go  unpunished, 
because  of  l£eir  money  ;  and  moreover  to  be  held  in  office  at 
the  head  of  government,  to  rule  and  do  according  to  tiieir 
wills,  that  they  might  get  gain  and  glory  of  the  world  ;  and 
moreover  that  they  might  the  more  easy  commit  adultery,  and 
steal,  and  kill,  and  do  according  to  their  own  wills. 

6.  Now  this  great  iniquity  nad  come  upon  the  Nephites, 
in  the  space  of  not  many  years  ;  and  when  Nephi  saw  it,  his 
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heart  was  swollen  with  sorrow  within  his  breast ;  and  he  did 
exclaim  in  the  agony  of  his  soul, 

7.  Oh,  that  I  could  have  had  my  days  in  the  days  when 
my  father  Nephi  iirst  came  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem, 
that  I  could  have  Joyed  with  him  in  the  ''promised  land ; 
then  were  his  people  easy  to  be  entreated,  firm  to  keep  the 
commandments  of  God,  and  slow  to  be  led  to  do  iniquity ; 
and  they  were  quick  to  hearken  unto  the  words  of  tne 
liOrd ; 

8.  Yea,  if  my  days  could  have  been  in  them  days,  then 
-would  my  soul  nave  had  joy  in  the  righteousness  of  my 
brethren. 

9.  But  behold,  I  am  consigned  that  these  are  my  days, 
and  that  my  soul  shall  be  filled  with  sorrow,  because  of  this 
the  wickedness  of  my  brethren. 

10.  And  behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  it  was  upon  a 
tower,  wliich  was  in  the  garden  of  Nephi,  which  was  by  the 
highway  which  led  to  the  chief  market,  which  was  in 
the  *city  of  Zarahemla  ;  therefore  Nephi  had  bowed  himseU 
upon  the  tower  which  was  in  his  garden,  which  tower  was 
also  near  unto  the  garden  gate  which  led  by  the  highway. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  certain  men 
passing  by  and  saw  Nephi  as  he  was  pouring  out  his  soul 
unto  God  upon  the  tower,  and  they  ran  and  told  the  people 
what  they  had  seen,  and  the  people  came  together  in  multi- 
tudes that  thev  might  know  the  cause  of  so  great  mourning 
for  the  wickedness  of  the  people. 

12.  And  now  when  Nephi  arose,  he  beheld  the  multitudes 
of  people  who  had  gathered  together. 

.13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  opened  his  mouth  and 
said  unto  them.  Behold,  why  have  ye  gathered  yourselves  to- 
gether ?    That  I  may  tell  you  of  your  iniquities  ? 

14.  Yea,  because  1  have  got  upon  my  tower,  that  I  might 
pour  out  my  soul  unto  my  God,  because  of  the  exceeding 
sorrow  of  my  heart,  which  is  because  of  your  iniquities  ? 

15.  And  oecause  of  my  mourning  and  lamentation,  ye 
have  gathered  yourselves  together,  and  do  marvel ;  yea,  and 
ye  have  great  need  to  marvel ;  yea.  ye  had  ought  to  marvel, 
because  ye  are  given  away  that  the  devil  has  got  so  great 
hold  upon  your  hearts ; 

16.  Yea,  how  could  you  have  given  away  to  the  enticing 
of  him  who  is  seeking  to  hurl  away  your  souls  down  to  -^ever- 
lasting misery  and  endless  wo  : 

17.  O  repent  ye,  repent  ye  I  why  will  ye  die?  Turn  ye, 
turn  ye  unto  the  Lord  your  God.  Why  has  he  forsaken 
you? 

18.  It  is  because  you  have  hardened  your  hearts :  yea, 
ye  will  not  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  ^good  shepherd  ,* 
yea,  ye  have  provoked  him  to  anger  against  you. 
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19.  And  bebold  instead  of  gathering  you,  except  ye  will 
repent,  behold  he  shall  scatter  you  forth  that  ye  shall  become 
meat  for  dogs  and  wild  beasts. 

20.  Oh  !  how  could  you  have  forgotten  your  God  in  the 
very  day  that  he  has  delivered  you  ? 

21.  But  behold,  it  is  to  get  gain,  to  be  praised  of  men ; 
yea,  and  that  ye  might  get  gold  and  silver.  And  ye  have 
set  your  hearts  upon  the  riches  and  the  vain  things  of  this 
world,  for  the  which  ye  do  murder,  and  plunder,  and  steaL 
and  bear  false  witness  against  your  neighbour,  and  do  all 
maimer  of  iniquity ; 

22.  And  for  this  cause  wo  shall  come  unto  you  except  ye 
shall  repent.  For  if  ye  will  not  repent,  behold  this  great  d^, 
and  also  all  those  great  cities  which  are  round  about^  which 
are  in  the  land  of  our  possession,  shall  be  taken  awa^r*  that 
ye  shall  have  no  place  m  them ;  for  behold,  the  Lord  will  not 
grant  unto  you  strength,  as  he  has  hitherto  done,  to  with- 
stand against  your  enemies. 

23.  For  behold,  thus  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  not  shew  unto 
the  wicked  of  my  strength,  to  one  more  than  the  other,  save 
it  be  unto  those  who  repent  of  their  sins,  and  hearken  unto 
my  words ;  now  therefore  I  would  that  ye  should  behold, 
my  brethren,  that  it  shall  be  better  for  the  Lamanites  than 
for  you,  except  ye  shall  repent; 

24.  For  behold,  they  are  more  righteous  than  you.  for 
they  have  not  sinned  against  that  great  knowledge  which  ye 
have  received;  therefore  the  Lord  will  be  merciful  unto 
them ;  yea,  he  will  ^lengthen  out  their  days  and  increase 
their  seed,  even  when  thou  shalt  be  'utterly  d.estroyed,  except 
thou  shalt  repent ; 

25.  Tea,  wo  be  unto  you  because  of  that  great  abomina- 
tion which  has  come  among  you ;  and  ye  have  united  your- 
selves unto  it ;  yea,  to  that  Secret  band  which  was  establi^ed 
by  Gadianton ; 

26.  Yea,  wo  shall  come  unto  you  because  of  that  pride 
which  ye  have  suffered  to  enter  your  hearts,  which  has  lifted 
you  up  beyond  that  which  is  good  because  of  your  exceeding 
great  riches ; 

27.  Yea,  wo  be  unto  you  because  of  your  wickedness  and 
abominations. 

28.  And  except  ye  repent  ye  shall  perish ;  yea,  even  your 
lands  shall  be  taken  from  you,  and  ye  shall  be  destroyed 
from  off  the  face  of  the  earth. 

29.  Behold  now  I  do  not  say  that  these  things  shall  be, 
of  myself,  because  it  is  not  of  myself  that  I  know  mese  thinss, 
but  behold  I  know  that  these  things  are  true,  because  uie 
Lord  Grod  has  made  them  known  unto  me,  therefore  I  testify 
that  they  shall  be. 


Alma  9. 
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CHAPTER  a 

1.  Ain>  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Nephi  had  said 
these  words,  behold  there  were  men  who  were  judges,  who 
also  belonged  to  the  'Secret  band  of  Gadianton,  and.  they 
were  an^v,  and  they  cried  out  against  him,  saying  unto  the 
people,  Wny  do  ye  not  seize  upon  this  man  and  bring  him 
forth,  that  he  may  be  condemned  according  to  the  crime 
which  he  has  done  ? 

2.  Why  seest  this  man,  and  hearest  him  revile  against 
this  people  and  against  our  law? 

3.  For  behold,  Nephi  had  spoken  unto  them  concerning 
the  corruptness  of  their  law ;  yea,  many  things  did  Nephi 
speak  which  cannot  be  written;  and  nothiiig  did  he  speak 
which  was  contrary  to  the  commandments  of  God. 

4.  And  those  judges  were  angry  with  him  because  he 
spake  plain  unto  them  concerning  their  ^secret  works  of 
darkness ;  nevertheless  they  durst  not  lay  their  own  hands 
upon  him,  for  they  feared  the  people  lest  they  should  cry  out 
against  them; 

5.  Therefore  they  did  cry  unto  the  people,  saying,  Why 
do  vou  suffer  this  man  to  revile  against  us?  f'or  behold  he 
doth  condemn  all  this  people,  even  unto  destruction ;  yea, 
and  also  that  these  our  ^great  cities  shall  be  taken  from  us, 
that  we  shall  have  no  place  in  them. 

6.  And  now  we  know  that  this  is  imjMSsible,  for  behold, 
we  are  powerful,  and  our  cities  greats  therefore  our  enemies 
can  have  no  j>ower  over  us. 

7.  And  It  came  to  pass  that  thus  they  did  stir  up  the 
people  to  anger  against  Kephi,  and  raised  contentions  among 
them ;  for  there  were  some  who  did  cr^  out,  let  this  man 
alone,  for  he  is  a  good  man,  and  those  thmgs  which  he  saith 
will  surely  come  to  pass  except  we  repent ; 

8.  Yea,  behold  all  the  judgments  will  come  upon  us  which 
he  has  testified  unto  us ;  for  we  know  that  he  nas  testified 
aright  imto  us  concerning  our  iniquities.  And  behold  they 
are  many,  and  he  knoweth  as  well  all  things  which  shall 
befall  us  as  he  knoweth  of  our  iniquities ; 

9.  Tea,  and  behold  if  he  had  not  been  a  prophet,  he  could 
not  have  testified  concerning  those  things. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  those  people  who  sought  to 
destroy  Nephi,  were  compelled  because  of  their  fear,  that  they 
did  not  lay  their  hands  on  him ;  therefore  he  began  ag^ain  to 
speak  unto  them,  seeing  that  he  had  radned  favour  in  the 
eyes  of  some,  insomuch  that  the  remainder  of  them  did  fear ; 

11.  Therefore  he  was  constrained  to  speak  more  unto 
them  Saying,  Behold  my  brethren,  have  ye  not  read  that  God 
gave  power  imto  one  man,  even  Moses,  to  smite  upon  the 
waters  of  the  Bed  Sea,  and  they  parted  hither  and  thither,

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insomuch  that  the  Israelites,  who  were  our  fathers,  came 
through  upon  dry  grouad,  and  the  waters  closed  upon  the 
armies  of  the  Egyptians  and  swallowed  them  up? 

12.  And  now  oehold,  if  Grod  gave  unto  tins  man  such 
power  then  why  should  ye  dispute  amons  yourselves  and  say 
that  he  hath  given  unto  me  no  power  whereby  I  may  ''know 
concerning  the  judgments  that  snail  come  upon  you  except  ye 
repent? 

13.  But,  behold,  ye  not  only  deny  my  words,  but  ye  also 
deny  all  the  words  which  hath  been  spoken  by  our  fathers, 
and  also  the  words  which  were  spoken  by  this  man, 
Moses,  who  had  such  great  power  given  unto  him  ;  ye&,  the 
words  which  he  hath  spoken  concerning  the  coming  of  the 
Messiah. 

14.  Yea,  did  he  not  bear  record,  that  the  Son  of  God 
should  come?  And  as  he  'lifted  up  the  brazen  serpent  in 
the  wilderness,  even  so  shall  he  be  lifted  up  who  should 
come. 

16.  And  as  many  as  should  look  upon  that  serpent  should 
live,  even  so,  as  many  as  should  look  upon  the  Son  of  Grod 
vrith  faith,  having  a  contrite  spirit,  might  live,  even  unto 
that  life  which  is  eternal. 

16.  And  now  behold,  Moses  did  not  onlv  testify  of  these 
thinss,  but  also  all  the  holy  prophets,  from  nis  days,  even  to 
the  days  of  Abraham. 

17.  Yea,  and  behold,  Abraham  saw  of  his  coming,  and 
was  filled  with  gladness  and  did  rejoice. 

18.  Yea,  and  behold  I  say  unto  you,  that  Abraham  not 
only  knew  of  these  things,  but  there  were  many  before  the 
days  of  Abraham  who  were  called  by  the  border  of  God ; 
yea,  even  after  the  order  of  his  Son ;  and  this  that  it  should 
be  shewn  unto  the  people  a  great  many  thousand  years 
before  his  coming,  that  even  redemption  should  come  unto 
them. 

19.  And  now  I  would  that  ye  should  know,  that  even 
since  the  days  of  Abraham,  there  have  been  many  prophets 
that  have  testified  these  things;  yea,  behold,  the  pro- 
phet 'Zenos  did  testify  boldly;  for  the  which  he  was 
slain. 

20.  And  behold,  also  '^Zenock,  and  also  'Ezias,  and  also 
Isaiah,  and  Jeremiah,  (Jeremiah  being  that  same  prophet 
who  testified  of  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem.)  And  now 
we  know  that  Jerusalem  was  destroyed  according  to  the 
words  of  Jeremiah.  O  then  why  not  the  Son  of  God  come^ 
according  to  his  prophecy? 

21.  And  now  vml  you  dispute  that  Jerusalem  was  de- 
stroyed?   Will  ye  say  that  the  sons  of  Zedekiah  were  not

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filain,  all  except  it  were  ^ulek?  Yea,  and  do  ye  not  behold 
that  the  seea  of  Zedekiah  are  with  us,  and  they  were 
driven  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem?  But  behold,  this  is 
not  all. 

22.  Our  father  Lehi  was  driyen  out  of  Jerusalem,  because 
he  testified  of  these  things.  Nephi  also  testified  of  these 
things,  and  also  almost  all  of  our  fathers,  even  down  to  this 
time ;  yea,  they  have  testified  of  the  coming  of  Christ,  and 
have  looked  forward,  and  have  rejoiced  in  his  day  wbich  is 
to  come. 

23.  And  behold,  he  is  God,  and  he  is  with  them,  and  he 
did  Ynanifest  himself  unto  them,  that  they  were  redeemed 
by  him ;  and  they  gave  unto  him  glory,  because  of  that 
which  is  to  come. 

24.  And  now  seeing  ve  know  these  things,  and  cannot 
deny  them,  except  ye  shall  lie,  therefore  in  this  ye  have 
sinned,  for  ye  have  rejected  all  these  thin^  notwithstanding 
so  many  evidences  which  ye  have  received;  yea,  even  ye 
have  received  all  things,  both  things  in  heaven,  and  all 
things  which  are  in  the  earth,  as  a  witness  that  they  are 
true. 

25.  But  behold,  ye  have  rejected  the  truth,  and  rebelled 
against  your  holy  God ;  and  even  at  this  time,  instead  of 
laying  up  for  yourselves  ^treasures  in  heaven,  where  nothing 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  nothing  can  come  which  is  unclean, 
ye  are  heaping  up  for  yourselves  wrath  against  the  day  of 
judgment; 

26.  Yea,  even  at  this  time  ye  are  ripening,  because  of 
your  mtirders,  and  your  fornication  and  wickedness,  for 
everlasting  destruction ;  yea,  and  except  ye  repent,  it  will 
come  unto  you  soon ; 

27.  Yea,  behold  it  is  now  even  at  your  doors ;  yea,  go  ye 
in  unto  the  judgment  seat,  and  search;  and  behold^  your 
Judge  is  murdered,  and  he  lieth  in  his  blood ;  and  he  hath 
been  murdered  'by  his  brother,  whoseeketh  to  sit  in  the 
Judgment  seat. 

28.  And  behold,  they  both  belong  to  your  *»secret  band, 
whose  author  is  Gadianton  and  the  evil  one  who  seeketh  to 
destroy  the  soids  of  men. 


CHAPTER  9. 

1.  Behold  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Nephi  had 
spoken  these  words,  certain  men  who  were  among  them 
ran  to  the  judgment  seat ;  yea,  even  there  were  "five  who 
went,  and  they  said  among  themselves,  as  they  went,

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2.  Behold,  now  we  will  know  of  a  surety,  whether  this 
man  be  a  prophet,  and  God  hath  commanded  him  to  pro- 
phesy such  marvellous  things  unto  us.  Behold,  we  do  not 
oelieve  that  he  hath ;  yea,  we  do  not  believe  that  he  is  a 
prophet ;  nevertheless,  if  this  thing  which  he  has  said  con- 
cerning the  Chief  Judge  be  true,  that  he  be  dead,  then  will 
we  beheve  that  the  oSier  words  which  he  has  spoken  are 
true. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  ran  in  their  might,  and 
came  in  unto  the  judgment  seat;  and  behold  the  Chief 
Judge  had  fallen  to  the  earth,  and  did  ^Ue  in  his  blood. 

%,  And  now  behold,  when  they  saw  this,  they  were 
astonished  exceedingly,  insomuch  that  thevfellto  the  earth ; 
for  they  had  not  believed  the  words  which  Kephi  had  spoken 
concerning  the  Chief  Judge; 

fi.  But  now  when  they  saw  they  believed,  and  fear  came 
upon  them,  lest  all  the  judgments  which  Nephi  had  spoken 
should  come  upon  the  people;  therefore  they  did  quake» 
and  had  fallen  to  the  earth. 

0.  Now  immediatel]^  when  the  Judge  had  been  murdered ; 
he  being  stabbed  by  ^ms  brother  by  a  garb  of  secrecy ;  and 
he  fled,  and  the  servants  ran  and  tola  the  people,  raising 
the  cry  of  murder  among  them. 

7.  And  behold  the  people  did  gather  themselves  together 
unto  the  place  of  the  judgment  seat ;  and  behold,  to  t^eir 
astonishment  they  saw  .those  ''five  men  who  had  fallen  to 
the  earth. 

8.  And  now  behold,  the  people  knew  nothing  concerning 
the  multitude  who  had  gathered  together  at  the  "garden  ^ 
Nephi ;  therefore  they  said  among  themselves,  -^these  men 
are  they  who  have  mimlered  the  Judge,  and  Grod  has  smitten 
them  that  they  could  not  flee  from  us. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  laid  hold  on  them,  and 
bound  them,  and  cast  them  into  prison.  And  there  was  a 
proclamation  sent  abroad  that  the  Judge  was  slain,  and 
that  the  murderers  had  been  taken,  and  were  cast  into 
prison. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow,  the  people 
did  assemble  themselves  together  to  mourn  and  to  'nist,  at 
the  burial  of  the  great  Chief  Judge  who  had  been  slain. 

11.  And  thus  were  also  those  judges  who  were  at  the 
garden  of  Nephi,  and  heard  his  words,  were  also  gathered 
together  at  the  burial. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  inquired  among  the 
people,  saying,  where  are  the  ^ve  who  were  sent  to  inquire 
concerning  tiEie  Chief  Judge  whether  he  was  dead?  And 
they  answered  and  said,  concerning  this  five  whom  ye  say 
ye  nave  sent,  we  know  not ;  but  there  are  five  who  are  the 
murderers,  whom  we  have  cast  into  prison.

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13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  judges  desired  that 
they  should  be  brought ;  and  they  were  brought,  and  behold 
they  were  the  'five  who  were  sent ;  and  benold  the  judges 
inquired  of  them  to  know  concerning  the  matter,  and  they 
tola  them  all  that  they  had  done,  saymg, 

14.  We  ran  and  came  to  the  place  of  the  judgment,  and 
when  we  saw  all  things,  even  as  Nephi  had  testified,  we 
were  astonished,  insomuch  that  we  f^  to  the  earth ;  and 
-when  we  were  recovered  from  our  astonishment,  behold 
they  -'cast  us  into  prison. 

15.  Now  as  for  the  murder  of  this  man,  we  know  not 
who  has  done  it,  and  only  this  much  we  know,  we  ran  and 
came  according  as  ye  desired,  and  behold  he  was  *dead 
according  to  the  words  of  Nephi. 

16.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  judges  did  e^roound 
the  matter  unto  the  people,  and  did  cry  out  against  Nephi, 
saying.  Behold  we  know  that  this  Nephi  must  have  agreed 
with  some  one  to  slay  the  Judge,  and  then  he  might  declare 
unto  us,  that  he  might  convert  us  unto  his  faith,  that  he 
might  raise  himself  to  be  a  great  man,  chosen  of  Grod,  and  a 
prophet. 

17.  And  nov^^  behold  we  will  detect  this  man,  and  he  shall 
confess  his  fault  and  make  known  unto  us  the  true  murderer 
of  this  judge. 

IS.  Anait  came  to  pass  that  the  ^fLve  were  liberated  on 
the  6ay  of  the  buriaL  Nevertheless,  they  did  rebuke  the 
judges  in  the  words  which  they  had  spoken  against  Nephi, 
and  did  contend  with  them  one  by  one,  insomuch  that  they 
did  confound  them. 

19.  Nevertheless,  they  caused  that  Nephi  should  betaken 
and  bound  and  brought  before  the  multitude,  and  they  began 
to  question  him  in  divers  ways,  that  they  might  cross  him, 
that  they  might  accuse  him  to  death : 

20.  Saving  unto  him,  Thou  art  confederate ;  who  is  this 
man  that  hath  done  this  murder  ?  Now  tell  us,  and  acknow- 
ledge thy  fault,  saying.  Behold  here  is  money ;  and  also  we 
will  grant  unto  thee  thy  life  if  thou  wilt  tell  us,  and 
acknowledge  the  agreement  which  thou  hast  made  with 
hiin« 

21.  But  Nephi  said  unto  them,  O  ye  fools,  ye  uncircum- 
cised  of  heart,  ye  bUnd,  and  ye  stiff-necked  people,  do  ye 
know  how  long  the  Lord  your  God  will  suffer  you  that  ye 
shall  go  on  in  this  your  way  of  sin? 

22.  O  ye  had  ought  to  begin  to  howl  and  mourn,  because 
of  the  great  destruction  at  tnis  time  which  doth  await  you, 
except  ye  shall  repent. 

2$,  Behold  ye  say  that  I  have  agreed  with  a  man,  that  he 
should  murder  Seezoram,  our  Chief  Judge.  But  behold,  I 
say  unto  you,  that  this  is  because  1  have  testified  unto  you, 
that  ye  might  know  concerning  this  thing ;  yea,  even  for  a

B*or  behold,  he  has  told  us  the  thoughts  of  our  hearts,  and 
-dso  has  told  us  things  ;  and  even  he  has  brought  unto  our 
oiowledge  the  true  murderer  of  our  Chief  Judge. 


CHAPTER  10. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  arose  a  division  among 
the  people,  insomuch  that  thev  divided  hither  and  thildier, 
and  went  their  ways,  leaving  Nephi  alone,  as  he  was  stand- 
ing in  the  midst  oi  them. 

2.  And  it  came  to  p»ass  that  Nephi  went  his  way  towards 
his  own  house,  pondering  upon  the  things  which  the  Lord 
bad  shewn  unto  him. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  he  was  thus  pondering, — ^being 
much  cast  down  because  of  the  wickedness  of  the  people  of 
the  Nephites,  their  <*secret  works  of  darkness,  and  tl^eir 
murdenngs,  and  their  plunderings,  and  all  manner  of 
iniquities— and  it  came  to  pass  as  he  was  thus  pondering  in 
liis  iieart,  behold,  a  voice  came  unto  him  saying, 

4.  Blessed  art  thou,  Nephi,  for  those  things  which  thou 
liast  done ;  for  I  have  beheld  how  thou  hast  with  unwecury- 
ingness  declared  the  word  which  I  have -given  unto  thee, 
unto  this  people.  And  thou  hast  not  fearea  them,  and  hast 
not  sought  tmne  own  life,  but  haver  sought  my  will,  and  to 
keep  mv  commandments. 

5.  And  now  because  thou  hast  done  this  with  such 
unwearvingness,  behold,  I  will  bless  thee  for  ever ;  and  I 
will  make  thee  mighty  in  word  and  in  deed,  in  faith  and  in 
works ;  yea,  even  that  all  things  shall  be  done  unto  thee 
according  to  thy  word,  for  thou  shalt  not  ask  that  which  is 
contrary  to  my  will. 

6.  Behold,  thou  art  Nephi,  and  I  am  God.  Behold,  I 
declare  it  unto  thee  in  the  presence  of  mine  angels,  that  ye 
shall  have  power  over  this  people,  and  shall  smite  the  earth 
with  ^famine,  and  with  pestilence,  and  destruction,  according 
to  the  wickedness  of  this  people. 

7.  Behold,  I  give  unto  you  power,  that  whatsoever  ye 
shall  seal  on  earth,  shall  be  sealed  in  heaven ;  and  whatso- 
ever ye  shall  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven ;  and 
thus  shall  ye  have  power  among  this  people. 

8.  And  thus,  if  ye  shall  say  unto  this  temple,  it  shall  be 
rent  in  twain,  it  shall  be  done. 

9.  And  if  ye  shall  say  <^nto  this  mountain,  be  thou  cast 
down  and  become  smooth,  it  shall  be  done.

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witness  unto  you,  that  I  did  know  of  the  wickedness  and 
abominations  which  are  among  you. 

24.  And  because  I  have  done  this^  ye  say  that  I  have 
agreed  with  a  man  that  he  should  do  this  thing ;  yea,  because 
I  shewed  unto  you  this  sign,  ye  are  angry  wiw  me,  and  seek 
to  destroy  my  life. 

25.  And  now  behold,  I  will  shew  unto  you  another  sign, 
and  see  if  ye  will  in  this  thing  seek  to  destroy  me. 

26.  Behold  I  say  unto  you,  Gro  to  the  house  of  Seantum, 
who  is  the  *"brother  of  Seezoram,  and  say  unto  him, 

27.  Has  Nephi,  the  pretended  prophet,  who  doth  pro- 
phesy so  much  evil  concerning  tms  people,  agreed  with 
thee,  in  the  which  ye  have  murdered  ^ezoram,  who  is 
your  brother? 

28.  And  behold,  he  shall  sa^r  unto  you.  Nay. 

29.  And  ye  shall  say  unto  him,  Have  ye  murdered  your 
brother? 

30.  And  he  shall  stand  with  fear,  and  wist  not  what  to 
say.  And  behold,  he  shall  deny  unto  you  ;  and  he  shall 
make  as  if  he  were  astonished ;  nevertheless,  he  shall  declare 
unto  you  that  he  is  innocent. 

31.  But  behold,  ye  shall  examine  him,  and  ye  shall  find 
blood  upon  the  skirts  of  his  cloak. 

32.  And  when  ye  have  seen  this,  ye  shall  say,  From 
whence  cometh  this  blood?  Do  we  not  know  that  this  is 
the  blood  of  your  brother? 

33.  And  then  shall  he  tremble,  and  shall  look  pale,  even 
as  if  death  had  come  upon  him. 

34.  And  then  shall  ye  say,  Because  of  this  fear  and  this 
paleness  which  has  come  upon  your  face,  behold,  we  know 
that  thou  art  guilty. 

35.  And  tnen  shall  greater  fear  come  upon  him;  and 
then  shall  he  confess  unto  you,  and  deny  no  more  that  he 
has  done  this  murder. 

36.  And  then  shall  he  say  unto  you,  that  I,  Nephi,  know 
nothing  concerning  the  matter,  save  it  were  given  ujito  me 
by  the  power  of  God.  And  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  an 
honest  man,  and  that  I  am  sent  unto  you  from  God. 

37.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  went  and  did,  even 
according  as  Nephi  had  said  unto  them.  And  behold,  the 
words  which  he  h£ul  said,  were  true ;  for  according  to  the 
words,  he  did  deny ;  and  also  according  to  the  words  he  did 
confess. 

38.  And  he  was  brought  to  prove  that  he  himself  was  the 
very  murderer,  insomuch  that  the  five  were  set  at  liberty ; 
and  also  was  Nephi. 

39.  And  there  were  some  of  the  Nephites  who  believed 
on  the  words  of  Nephi;  and  there  were  some  also^  who 
believed,  because  of  the  testimony  of  the  "five,  for  they  had 
been  converted  while  they  were  in  prison.

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40.  And  now  there  were  some  among  the  people,  who 
said  that  Nephi  was  a  prophet ; 

41.  And  there  were  others  who  said,  behold,  he  is  a  God, 
for  except  he  was  a  God,  he  could  not  know  of  all  things. 
For  behold,  he  has  told  us  the  thoughts  of  our  hearts,  and 
also  has  told  us  things  ;  and  even  he  has  brought  unto  our 
^owledge  the  true  murderer  of  our  Chief  Judge. 


CHAPTER  10. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  arose  a  division  among 
the  people,  insomuch  that  they  divided  hither  and  thither, 
and  went  their  ways,  leaving  Nephi  alone,  as  he  was  stand- 
ing in  the  midst  of  them. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  went  his  way  towards 
his  own  house,  pondering  upon  the  things  which  the  Lord 
had  shewn  unto  him. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  he  was  thus  pohdering,~being 
much  cast  down  because  of  the  wickedness  of  the  people  oi 
the  Nephites,  their  Secret  works  of  darkness,  and  their 
murderings,  and  their  plunderingps,  and  all  manner  of 
iniquities— and  it  came  to  pass  as  he  was  thus  pondering  in 
his  lieart,  behold,  a  voice  came  unto  him  saying, 

4.  Blessed  art  thou,  Nephi,  for  those  thing;s  which  thou 
hast  done  ;  for  I  have  beheld  how  thou  hast  with  unweary- 
ingness  declared  the  word  which  I  have  •  given  unto  thee, 
unto  this  people.  And  thou  hast  not  feared  them,  and  hast 
not  sought  tmne  own  life,  but  haver  sought  my  will,  and  to 
keep  my  commandments. 

5.  And  now  because  thou  hast  done  this  with  such 
iinwearvingness,  behold,  I  will  bless  thee  for  ever ;  and  I 
will  make  uiee  mighty  in  word  and  in  deed,  in  faith  and  in 
works ;  yea,  even  that  all  things  shall  be  done  unto  thee 
according  to  thy  word,  for  thou  shalt  not  ask  that  which  is 
contrary  to  my  will. 

6.  Behold,  thou  art  Nephi,  and  I  am  God.  Behold,  I 
declare  it  unto  thee  in  the  presence  of  mine  angels,  that  ye 
shall  have  power  over  this  people,  and  shall  smite  the  earth 
with  ^famine,  and  witib  pestilence,  and  destruction,  according 
to  the  wickedness  of  this  people. 

7.  Behold,  I  give  unto  you  power,  that  whatsoever  ye 
shall  seal  on  eart£,  shall  be  sealed  in  neaven ;  and  whatso- 
ever ye  shall  loose  on  earth,  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven ;  and 
thus  shall  ye  have  power  among  this  people. 

8.  And  thus,  if  ye  shall  say  unto  this  temple,  it  shall  be 
rent  in  twain,  it  shall  be  done. 

9.  And  if  ye  shall  say  ^tinto  this  moimtain,  be  thou  cast 
down  and  become  smootli,  it  shall  be  done.

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10.  And  behold,  if  ye  shall  say,  that  God  shall  smite  *this 
people,  it  shall  come  to  pass. 

11.  And  now  behold,  I  command  you  that  ye  shall  go 
and  declare  unto  this  people.  That  thus  saith  the  Lord 
God,  who  is  the  Almignty,  except  ye  repent  ye  shall  be 
smitten,  ^ven  unto  destruction. 

12.  And  behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  Lord 
had  spoken  these  words  unto  Nephi,  he  did  stop,  and  did  not 
go  unto  his  own  house,  but  did  return  unto  the  multitudes 
who  were  scattered  about  upon  the  face  of  the  land,  and 
began  to  declare  unto  them  the  word  of  the  Lord  which  had 
been  spoken  unto  him  concerning  their  destruction,  if  they 
did  not  repent. 

13.  Now  behold,  notwithstanding  that  great  miracle 
which  Nephi  had  done  in  telling  them  'concermng  the  death 
of  the  Chief  Judge,  they  did  harden  their  hearts,  and  did 
not  hearken  unto  the  words  of  the  Lord ; 

14.  Therefore  Nephi  did  declare  unto  them  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  saying,  Except  ye  repent^  thus  saith  the  Lord,  ye 
shall  be  -^smitten  even  unto  destruction. 

15.  And  it  came  to  nass  that  when  Nei)hi  had  declared 
unto  them  the  word,  behold,  they  did  still  harden  their 
hearts,  and  would  not  hearken  unto  his  words :  therefore 
they  did  revile  against  him,  and  did  seek  to  lay  tneir  hands 
upon  him,  that  tney  might  cast  him  into  prison. 

16.  But  behold,  the  power  of  God  was  with  him,  and 
they  could  not  take  him  to  cast  him  into  prison,  for  he  was 
taken  by  the  Spirit^  and  'conveyed  away  out  of  the  midst  of 
them. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thus  he  did  go  forth  *in  the 
Spirit,  from  multitude  to  multitude,  declaring  the  word  of 
Grod,  even  until  he  had  declared  it  unto  them  all,  or  sent  it 
forth  among  all  the  people. 

18.  Audit  came  to  pass  that  they  would  not  hearken 
unto  his  words ;  and  there  began  to  be  contentions,  inso- 
much that  they  were  divided  against  themselves,  and  oegan 
to  slay  one  another  with  the  sword. 

19.  And  thus  ended  the  seventy  and  first  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 


CHAPTER  11. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seventy  and  second 
vear  of  the  reign  of  the  Judges,  that  the  contentions  did 
increase,  insomuch  that  there  were  wars  throughout  all  the 
land  among  all  the  people  of  Nephi.  ,

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2.  And  it  was  this  'secret  band  of  robbers  who  ^d  carry 
on  this  work  of  destruction  and  wickedness.  And  this  war 
did  last  all  that  year.  And  in  the  seventy  and  third  year  it 
did  also  last. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  this  year,  Nephi  did  cry 
unto  the  Lord,  saying, 

4.  O  Lord  do  not  suffer  that  this  people  shall  be  destroyed 
by  the  sword ;  but  O  Lord,  rather  let  there  be  a  famine  in 
the  land,  to  stir  them  up  in  remembrance  of  the  Lord  their 
God,  and  perhaps  they  will  repent  and  turn  unto  thee ; 

5.  And  so  It  was  done,  according  to  the  words  of  Nephi. 
And  there  was  a  great  famine  upon  the  land,  among  all  the 
people  of  Nephi.  And  thus  in  the  seventy  and  fourth  year 
the  famine  did  continue,  and  the  work  of  destruction  did 
cease  by  the  sword,  but  became  sore  hj  famine. 

6.  And  this  work  of  destruction  did  also  continue  in  the 
seventy  and  fifth  year.  For  the  earth  was  smitten  that  it 
was  dry,  and  did  not  yield  forth  grain  in  the  season  of  grain  ; 
and  the  whole  earth  was  smitten,  even  among  the  Lamanitea 
as  well  as  among  the  Nephites.  so  that  they  were  smitten 
that  they  did  pensh  by  thousands  in  the  more  wicked  part» 
of  the  land. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  saw  that  they 
were  about  to  perish  by  famine,  and  they  began  to  remember 
the  Lord  their  God ;  and  they  oegan  to  remember  the  words 
of  Nephi. 

8.  And  the  people  began  to  plead  with  their  chief  judgea 
and  their  leaders,  that  they  would  say  unto  Nephi,  behold, 
we  know  that  th6u  art  a  man  of  God,  and  therefore  cry  unto 
the  Lord  our  Grod,  that  he  turn  away  from  us  this  famine  lest 
all  the  words  which  thou  hast  spoken  Concerning  our 
destruction  be  fulfilled. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  judges  did  say  unto 
Nephi,  8u;cording  to  the  words  which  had  been  desired.  And 
it  came  to  pass  that  when  Nephi  saw  that  the  people  had 
repented,  and  did  humble  themselves  in  sackcloth,  he  cried 
SkSBda  unto  the  Lord,  saying, 

10.  O  Lord,  behold  this  people  repenteth ;  and  they  have 
s^vept  away  the  ^HMtud  of  Gadianton  from  amongst  them, 
insomuch  that  they  have  become  extinct,  and  they  have 
concealed  their  secret  plans  in  the  earth. 

11.  Now,  O  Lord,  because  of  this  their  humility,  wilt  thou 
turn  away  thine  anger,  and  let  thine  anger  be  appeased  in 
the  destruction  of  those  wicked  men  whom  thou  hast  already 
destroyed  ? 

12.  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  turn  away  thine  anger,  yea,  thy 
fierce  anger,  and  cause  that  this  famine  may  cease  in  this 
land? 

13.  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  hearken  unto  me,  and  cause  that  it

may  be  done  according  to  my  words,  and  send  forth  rain  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth,  that  she  may  bring  forth  her  fruit 
and  her  grain,  in  the  Reason  of  grain  ? 

14.  O  Lord,  thou  didst  hearken  unto  my  words  when  I 
said,  let  there  be  a  famine,  that  the  pestilence  of  the  sword 
might  cease;  and  I  know  that  thou  wilt,  even  at  this  time, 
hearken  unto  my  words,  for  thou  saidst,  that  if  this  people 
repent,  I  will  spare  them ; 

15.  Yea,  O  Lord^  and  thou  seest  that  they  have  repented, 
because  of  the  famine,  and  the  pestilence  and  destruction 
which  has  come  unto  tneuL 

16.  And  now,  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  turn  away  thine  anger, 
and  try  again  if  they  will  serve  thee  ?  And  if  so,  O  Lord, 
thou  canst  bless  them  according  to  thy  words  which  thou 
hast  said. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  seventy  and  sixth 
year,  the  Lord  did  turn  away  his  anger  from  the  people,  and 
caused  that  rain  should  fall  upon  the  earth,  insomuch  that  it 
did  bring  forth  her  fruit  in  the  season  of  her  fruit.  Ajid  it 
came  to  pass  that  it  did  bring  forth  her  grain  in  the  season  of 
her  grain. 

18.  And  behold,  the  i)eople  did  rejoic^  and  glorify  God, 
and  the  whole  face  of  the  land  was  filled  with  rejoicing  ;  and 
they  did  no  more  seek  to  destroy  Nephi,  but  they  did  esteem 
him  as  a  great  prophet,  and  a  man  of  God,  having  >great 
power  and  authority  given  unto  him  from  God. 

19.  And  behold,  Lehi,  his  brother,  was  not  a  whit  behind 
him  as  to  things  pertaining  to  righteousness. 

20.  And  thus  it  did  come  to  pass  that  the  people  of  Nephi 
began  to  prosper  again  in  the  land,  and  began  to  build  up 
their  waste  places,  and  began  to  multiply  and  spread,  even 
until  they  aid  cover  the  whole  face  of  the  land,  both  on 
the  ^northward  and  on  the  ^southward,  from  the  sea  west  to 
the  sea  east. 

21.  And  it  came  to  x>a'Ss  that  the  seventy  and  sixth  year 
did  end  in  peace.  And  the  seventy  and  seventh  year  began 
in  peace ;  and  the  church  did  spread  throughout  the  &ce 
of  all  the  land  ;  and  the  more  part  of  the  people,  both  tiie 
Nephites  and  the  Lamanites,  did  belong  to  the  church  ;  and 
they  did  have  exceeding  great  peace  in  the  land,  and  thus 
ended  the  seventy  and  seventh  year. 

22.  And  also  thev  had  peace  in  the  seventy  and  eighth 
year,  save  it  were  a  few  contentions  concerning  the  points  of 
doctrine  which  had  been  laid  down  by  the  prophets. 

23.  And  in  the  seventy  and  ninth  year,  there  began  to  be 
much  strife.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  and  Lehi,  and 
many  of  their  brethren,  who  knew  concerning  the  true 
points  of  doctrine,  having  many  revelations  daily,  therefore 

e,  see  b,  Hela.  10.  /,  Hela.  10 : 6— IL  g,  North  AmeriOL 
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they  did  pi«ach  xmto  the  people,  insomuch  that  they  did  put 
an  end  to  their  strife  in  that  same  year. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  eightieth  year  of  the 
reifqi  of  the  Judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi,  there  were  a 
certain  number  of  the  dissenters  from  the  people  of  Nephi, 
-who  had  some  years  before  gone  over  unto  the  Lamanites, 
and  took  upon  themselves  the  name  of  Lamanites  ;  and  alsa 
a  certain  number  who  were  real  descendants  of  the  Laman- 
ites, being  stirred  up  to  anger  by  them,  or  by  those  dis- 
senters, tnerefore  they  commenced  a  war  with  their 
brethren. 

25.  And  they  did  commit  murder  and  plunder ;  and  then 
they  would  retreat  back  into  the  mountains,  and  into  the 
ivilderness  and  secret  places,  hiding  themselves  that  they 
could  not  be  discovered,  receiving  daily  an  addition  to  their 
numbers,  inasmuch  as  there  were  dissenters  that  went  forth 
unto  them : 

26.  And  thus  in  time,  yea^  even  in  the  space  of  not  many 
years,  they  became  an  exceeduig  great  bana  of  robbers ;  and 
they  did  search  out  all  the  ^secret  plans  of  Gadianton ;  and 
thus  they  became  robbers  of  Gadianton. 

27.  Now  behold,  these  robbers  did  make  ^eat  havoc,  yea,, 
even  great  destruction  among  the  people  of  Nephi,  and  also 
among  the  people  of  the  Lamanites. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  it  was  expedient  that  there 
should  be  a  stop  put  to  this  work  of  destruction ;  therefore 
they  sent  an  arm^  of  strong  men  into  the  wilderness,  and 
upon  the  ^mountains  to  searcn  out  this  band  of  robbers,  and 
to  destroy  them. 

29.  But  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  in  that  same  year, 
they  were  driven  back  even  into  their  own  lands.  And  thus 
ended  the  eightieth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  judges  over  the 
I>eople  of  Nephi. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the 
eightv  and  first  year,  they  did  go  forth  again  against  this  band 
of  robbers,  and  did  destroy  many ;  and  they  were  also  visited 
with  much  destruction ; 

3L  And  they  were  again  obliged  to  return  out  of  the 
wilderness,  and  out  of  the  mountains,  unto  their  own  lands, 
because  of  the  exceeding  greatness  of  the  numbers  of 
those  robbers  who  infested  the  mountains  and  the  wilder- 
ness. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thus  ended  this  year.  And 
the  robbers  did  still  increase  and  wax  strong,  insomuch 
that  they  did  defy  the  whole  armies  of  the  Nephites,  and 
also  of  the  Lamanites ;  and  they  did  cause  great  fear  to 
come  unto  the  people,  upon  all  the  face  of  the  land ; 

33.  Yea,  for  they  did  visit  many  parts  of  the  land,  and 
did  do  great  destruction  unto  them ;  yea>  did  kill  many, 

t,  see  i,  n.  Nep.  10.      j,  ver.  26. 
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and  did  carry  away  others  captive  into  the  wilderness ;  yea, 
4ind  more  especially  their  women  and  their  children. 

34.  Now  this  great  evil,  which  came  unto  the  i)eople 
because  of  their  iniquity,  did  stir  them  up  again  in  remem- 
brance of  the  Lord  their  God. 

35.  And  thus  ended  the  eighty  and  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  judges. 

36.  And  in  the  eighty  and  second  ^ear,  they  began  aeain 
to  forget  the  Lord  their  Grod.  And  m  the  eighty  and  tioird 
year  they  began  to  wax  strong  in  iniouity.  And  in  the 
eighty  and  fourth  year,  they  did  not  mend  their  wavs. 

dfl.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eighty  and  fifth  year, 
they  did  wax  stronger  and  stronger  in  their  pride,  and  in 
their  wickedness ;  and  thus  they  were  ripening  again  for 
•destruction. 

38.  And  thus  ended  the  eighty  and  fifth  year.

CHAPTER  12. 

1.  And  thus  we  can  behold  how  false,  and  also  the 
unsteadiness  of  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men ;  yea,  we 
can  see  that  the  Lord  in  his  great  infinite  goodness,  doth 
bless  and  prosper  those  who  put  their  trust  in  him ; 

2.  Yea,  ana  we  may  see  at  the  very  time  when  he  doth 
prosper  his  people ;  yea,  in  the  increase  of  their  fields,  their 
nocks,  and  their  herds,  and  in  "gold,  and  in  silver,  and  in 
all  manner  of  precious  things  of  every  kind  and  art ;  snaring 
their  lives,  and  delivering  them  out  of  the  hands  of  tlieir 
enemies ;  softening  the  hearts  of  their  enemies,  that  they 
ishould  not  declare  wars  against  them;  yea,  and  in  fine, 
doing  all  things  for  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  his  people ; 

ea,  then  is  the  time  that  they  do  haraen  their  hearts,  and 
o  forget  the  Lord  their  (rod,  and  do  trample  under  their  feet 

the  Holy  One ;  yea,  and  this  because  of  their  ease,  and  their 

-exceeding  great  prosperity. 

3.  And  thus  we  see,  that  except  the  Lord  doth  chasten 
his  people  with  many  afflictions,  yea,  except  he  doth  visit 
them  with  death,  and  with  terror,  and  with  famhie  and 
with  all  manner  of  pestilences,  they  will  not  remember 
him. 

4.  O  how  foolish,  and  how  vain,  and  how  evil,  and 
devilish,  and  how  quick  to  do  iniquity,  and  how  slow  to  do 
^ood,  are  the  children  of  men ;  yea,  how  quick  to  hearken 
unto  the  words  of  the  evil  one,  and  to  set  their  hearts  upon 
-the  vain  things  of  the  world ; 

5.  Tea,  how  quick  to  be  lifted  up  in  pride ;  yea,  how 
-quick  to  boast,  and  do  all  manner  of  that  wnich  is  iniquity : 
jftnd  how  slow  are  they  to  remember  the  Lord  their  God,  and 

a, Been,  I.  Xep.  1& 
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to  gdve  ear  tmto  his  counsels ;  yea,  how  slow  to  walk  in 
wisaom's  paths ! 

6.  Behold,  they  do  not  desire  that  the  Lord  their  God, 
who  hath  created  them,  should  rule  and  reign  over  them, 
notwithstanding  his  great  goodness  and  his  mercy  towards 
them ;  they  do  set  at  nought  his  counsels,  and  they  will  not 
that  he  should  be  their  guide. 

7.  O  how  great  is  the  nothingness  of  the  children  of 
men  ;  yea,  even  they  are  less  than  the  dust  of  the  earth. 

8.  f^or  beholdj  the  dust  of  the  earth  moveth  hither  and 
thither,  to  the  dividing  asunder,  at  the  command  of  our 
great  and  everlasting  Grod ; 

0.  Yea.  behold  at  his  voice  doth  the  hills  and  the  moun- 
tains tremble  and  quake ; 

10.  And  by  the  power  of  his  voice  they  are  broken  up, 
and  become  smooth,  yea,  even  like  unto  a  valley ; 

11.  Yea,  by  the  power  of  his  voice  doth  the  whole  earth 
snaKe , 

12.  Yea,  by  the  power  of  his  voice,  doth  the  foundations 
rock,  even  to  the  very  centre ; 

13.  Yea,  and  if  he  say  unto  the  earth,  move,  it  is  moved ; 

14.  Yea,  if  he  say  unto  the  earth,  thou  shalt  go  back, 
that  it  ^lengthen  out  the  day  for  many  hours,  it  is  done ; 

15.  And  thus  according  to  his  word,  the  earth  goeth 
back,  and  it  appeareth  unto  man  that  the  sun  standeth  still ; 
yea,  and  behoid,  this  is  so ;  for  sure  it  is  the  earth  that 
moveth,  and  not  the  sun. 

16.  And  behold,  also,  if  he  say  unto  the  waters  of  the 
great  deep,  ''be  thou^dried  up,  it  is  done. 

17.  Behold,  if  he  say  unto  this  mountain,  be  thou  raised 
up,  and  '^come  over  and  fall  upon  that  city»  that  it  be  buried 
up,  behold  it  is  done. 

18.  And  behold,  if  a  man  hide  up  a  treasure  in  the  earth, 
and  the  Lord  shall  say,  *let  it  be  accursed,  because  of  the 
iniqiiity  of  him  who  nath  hid  it  up,  benold,  it  shall  be 
accursed; 

19.  And  if  the  Lord  shall  say,  be  thou  accursed,  that  no 
man  shall  find  thee  from  this  time  henceforth  and  for  ever, 
b^old,  no  man  getteth  it  henceforth  and  for  ever. 

20.  And  behold,  if  the  Lord  shall  say  unto  a  man,  because 
of  thine  iniquities,  thou  shalt  be  -^accursed  for  ever,  it  shall 
be  done. 

21.  And  if  the  Lord  shall  say,  because  of  thine  iniquities, 
thou  shalt  be  cut  off  ^om  my  presence,  he  will  cause  that 
it  shall  be  so. 

22.  And  wo  unto  him  to  whom  he  shall  say  this,  for  it 
shall  be  unto  him  that  will  do  iniquity,  and  he  cannot  be 
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saved ;  therefore,  for  this  cause,  that  men  might  be  saved, 
hath  repentance  been  declared. 

23.  Therefore,  blessed  are  they  who  will  repent  and 
hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  their  God ;  for  tiiese  are 
they  that  shall  be  saved. 

24.  And  may  Grod  grant,  in  his  great  fulness,  that  men 
might  be  brought  unto  repentance  and  good  works,  that 
they^  might  be  restored  unto  grace,  for  grace,  according  to 
their  works. 

25.  And  I  would  that  all  men  might  be  saved.  But  we 
read  that  in  that  great  and  last  day,  there  are  some  who 
shall  be  cast  out :  yea,  who  shall  be  cast  off  *f rom  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Lord ; 

26.  Yea,  who  shall  be  consigned  to  a  state  of  'endless 
misery,  fulfilling  the  words  which  say,  they  that  have  done 
good,  shall  have  everlasting  life ;  and  they  that  have  done 
evil,  shall  have  ^everlasting  damnation*  And  thus  it  is. 
Amen. 


The  Prophecy  of  Samuelj  the  Lamanite,  to  the  Nephites. 

CHAPTER  la 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eighty  and  sixth  yeai, 
the  Nephites  did  still  remain  in  wickedness,  yea,  in  great 
wickedness,  while  the  Lamanites  did  observe  strictly  to  keep 
the  commandments  of  God,  according  to  the  ^law  of  Moses. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  this  vear,  there  was  one 
Samuel,  a  Lamanite,  came  into  the  ^land  of  Zarahemla,  and 
began  to  preach  unto  the  people.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
he  did  preach  many  days,  repentance  unto  the  people,  and 
they  did  cast  him  out,  and  he  was  about  to  return  to  nis  own 
land. 

3.  But  behold,  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came  unto  him,  that 
he  should  return  again,  and  prophesy  unto  the  people  what- 
soever things  should  come  iiirto  nis  heart. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  would  not  suffer  that 
he  should  enter  into  the  city ;  therefore  he  went  and  ^t 
u^on  the  wall  thereof,  and  stretched  forth  his  hand  and  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  and  prophesied  unto  the  people  whatso- 
ever things  the  Lord  put  into  his  heart ; 

5.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Behold,  I,  Samuel,  a  Lamanite, 
do  speak  the  words  of  the  Lord  which  he  doth  put  into  my 
heart ;  and  behold  he  hath  put  it  into  my  heart  to  say  unto 
this  people,  that  the  sword  of  justice  hangeth  ov^r  this 
people ;  and  ''four  hundred  years  jMtsseth  not  away  save  the 
sword  of  justice  falleth  upon  this  people ; 
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6.  Tea,  heavy  destruction  awaiteth  this  people,  and  it 
surely  cometh  unto  this  i»eople,  and  nothing  can  save  IMs 
people,  save  it  be  repentance  and  faith-  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  surely  shall  come  into  the  world,  and  shall  suffer 
manv  things,  and  shall  be  slain  for  his  people. 

7.  And  behold,  an  angel  of  the  Lord  hath  declared  it 
unto  me,  and  he  did  bring  glad  tidings  to  my  soul.  And 
behold,  I  was  sent  unto  you  to  declare  it  unto  you  also,  that 
ye  might  have  glad  tidings ;  but  behold  ye  ''would  not  receive 
me ; 

8.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord,  because  of  the  hard- 
ness of  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  the  Nephites,  except  they 
repent  I  will  take  away  my  word  from  them,  and  I  will 
-withdraw  my  Spirit  from  them,  and  I  will  suffer  them  no 
longer,  and  I  wHl  turn  the  hearts  of  their  brethren  against 
them ; 

9.  And  ^our  hundred  years  shall  not  pass  away,  before  I 
vrill  cause  that  they  shall  be  smitten ;  yea,  I  will  visit  them 
with  the  sword  and  with  famine,  and  with  pestilence ; 

10.  Yea,  I  will  visit  them  in  my  fierce  a'nger,  and  there 
shall  be  those  of  the  fourth  generation,  who  shall  live,  of 
your  enemies,  to  behold  your  utter  destruction:  and  this 
shall  surely  come,  except  ye  repent,  saith  the  Lord;  and 
those  of  the  fourth  generation  shall  visit  your  destruction. 

11.  But  if  ye  will  repent  and  return  unto  the  Lord  your 
Grod^  I  will  turn  away  mine  anger,  saith  the  Lord ;  yea.  thus 
saith  the  Lord,  Blessed  are  they  who  will  repent  and  turn 
unto  me,  but  wo  unto  him  that  repenteth  not; 

12.  Yea,  -^ wo  unto  this  great  city  of  Zarabemla;  for  be- 
hold it  is  because  of  those  who  are  righteous,  that  it  is  saved ; 
yea,  wo  unto  this  great  city,  for  I  perceive,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  there  are  many,  yea,  even  the  more  part  of  tiiis  great 
city  that  will  harden  their  hearts  against  me,  saith  the  Lord. 

13.  But  blessed  are  they  who  wiU  repent,  for  them  will  I 
spare.  But  behold  if  it  were  not  for  the  righteous  who  are  in 
this  great  city,  behold  I  would  cause  that  fire  should  come 
down  out  of  heaven,  and  destroy  it. 

14.  But  behold,  it  is  for  the  righteous'  sake,  that  it  is 
sx)ared.  But  behold,  the  time  cometh,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
when  ye  shall  cast  out  the  righteous  from  among  you,  then 
shall  ye  be  ripe  for  destruction ;  yea,  wo  be  unto  this  great 
citv,  because  of  the  wickedness  and  abominations  which  are 
inner; 

15.  Yea,  and  wo  be  unto  the  ^city  of  Gideon,  for  the 
wickedness  and  abominations  which  are  in  her ; 

16.  Yea,  and  wo  be  unto  all  the  cities  which  are  in  the 
land  round  about,  which  are  possessed  by  the  Nephites, 
because  of  the  wickedness  and  abominations  which  are  in 
them: 
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17.  And  behold,  a  *ciiTse  shall  come  upon  the  land,  salth 
the  Lord  of  Hosts,  because  of  the  people's  sake  who  are 
upon  th6  land;  yea,  because  of  their  wickedness  and  their 
abominations. 

18.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts, 
yea,  our  great  and  true  Grod,  that  whoso  shall  hide  up  trea- 
sures in  the  earth,  shall  find  them  again  no  more,  because  of 
the  great  curse  of  the  land,  save  he  oe  a  righteous  man,  and 
shall  hide  it  up  unto  the  Lord ; 

19.  For  I  will,  saith  the  Lord,  that  they  shall  hide  up 
their  treasures  unto  me ;  and  cursed  be  they  who  hide  not  up 
their  treasures  unto  me ;  for  none  hideth  up  their  treasures 
unto  me  save  it  be  the  righteous ;  and  he  that  hideth  not  up 
his  treasures  unto  me,  'cursed  is  he,  and  also  the  treasure^ 
and  none  shall  redeem  it  because  of  the  curse  of  the  land. 

20.  And  the  day  shall  come  that  they  shall  hide  up  their 
treasures,  because  they  have  set  their  hearts  upon  riches; 
and  because  they  have  set  their  hearts  upon  their  richea» 
I  will  hide  up  their  treasures  when  they  shall  flee  before 
their  enemies,  because  they  will  not  hide  them  up  unto  me ; 
cursed  be  they,  and  also  their  treasures;  and  in  that  day 
shall  they  be  smitten,  saith  the  Lord. 

21.  Behold  ye,  the  people  of  this  great  city,  and  hearken 
unto  m^  words;  yea,  nearken  unto  the  words  which  the 
Lord  saith :  for  behold,  he  saith  that  ye  are  cursed  because 
of  your  riches,  and  also  are  vour  riches  cursed  because  ye 
have  set  your  hearts  upon  tnem,  and  have  not  hecurkened 
Unto  the  words  of  him  who  gave  them  unto  you. 

22.  Te  do  not  remember  the  Lord  your  God  in  the  things 
which  he  hath  blessed  you,  but  ye  do  always  remember  your 
riches,  not  to  thank  the  Lord  your  God  for  them;  yea,  your 
hearts  are  not  drawn  out  unto  the  Lord,  but  they  do  swell 
with  great  pride,  unto  boasting,  and  unto  great  swelling, 
envyings,  strifes,  malice,  persecutions,  and  murders,  and  au 
manner  of  iniquities. 

23.  For  this  cause,  hath  the  Lord  Gk)d  caused  that  a  curse 
should  come  upon  the  land,  and  also  upon  your  riches;  and 
this  because  of  your  iniquities: 

24.  Tea,  wo  imto  this  people,  because  of  this  time  which 
has  arrived,  that  ye  do  ^cast  out  the  prophets,  and  do  mock 
them,  and  cast  stones  at  them,  and  do  slay  them,  and  do  all 
manner  of  iniquity  unto  them,  even  as  they  did  of  old  time. 

25.  And  now  when  ye  talk,  ye  say.  If  our  days  had  been 
in  the  days  of  our  fathers  of  old,  ye  would  not  have  slain  the 
prophets;  ye  would  not  have  stoned  them,  and  cast  them  out 

26.  Behold  ye  are  worse  than  they;  for  as  the  Lord 
liveth,  if  a  prophet  come  among  you,  ana  declareth  unto  you 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  which  testifieth  of  your  sins  and 
iniquities,  ye  are  angry  with  him,  and  cast  him  out,  and  seek 
all  manner  of  ways  to  destroy  him ;  yea,  you  will  say  that  he 
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is  a  false  prophet,  and  that  he  is  a  sinner,  and  of  the  devil, 
becftuse  he  testifleth  that  your  deeds  are  evil. 

27.  But  behold,  if  a  man  shall  come  among  you  and  shall 
say  do  this,  and  there  is  no  iniquity;  do  that  and  ye  shall 
not  suffer;  yea,  he  will  say,  walk  after  l^e  pride  of  your  own 
hearts;  yea,  walk  after  the  pride  of  your  eyes,  and  do  what- 
soever your  heart  desireth;  and  if  a  man  shall  come  among 
you  and  say  this,  ye  will  receive  him,  and  say  that  he  is  a 
prophet; 

28.  Tea,  ye  will  lift  him  up,  and  ye  will  give  unto  him  of 
your  substance ;  ye  will  give  unto  mm  of  your  gold,  and  of 
your  silver,  and  ye  will  clothe  him  with  costly  apparel ;  and 
because  he  speaketh  flattering  words  Tinto  you,  and  he  saith 
that  all  is  well,  then  ye  will  not  find  fault  with  him. 

29.  O  je  wicked  and  y6  perverse  generation  ;  ye  hardened 
and  ye  stiffnecked  people,  how  long  will  ye  suppose  that  the 
liOra  will  suffer  ^ou  ?  yea,  how  long  will  ye  suffer  yourselves 
to  be  led  by  foolish  and  blind  guides?  yea,  how  long  will  ye 
choose  darkness  rather  than  light  ? 

30.  Tea,  behold  the  anger  of  the  Lord  is  already  kindled 
against  you ;  behold,  he  hath  ^cursed  titie  land,  because  of 
your  iniquity ; 

31.  And  behold  the  time  cometh  that  he  curseth  your 
riches,  that  it  becometh  'slippery^  that  ye  cannot  hold  them ; 
and  in  the  days  of  your  poverty  ye  cannot  retain  them ; 

32.  And  in  the  days  of  your  poverty  ye  shall  cry  unto  the 
Lord ;  and  in  vain  shall  ye  cry,  for  your  desolation  is  already 
come  upon  you,  and  your  destruction  is  made  sure ;  and  then 
shall  ye  weep  and  howl  in  that  day,  saith  the  Lora  of  Hosts. 
And  then  shall  ye  lament,  and  say, 

33.  ^>*0  that  I  had  repented,  and  had  not  killed  the 

Srophets,  and  stoned  them,  and  cast  them  out ;  yea,  in  that 
ay  ye  shall  say,  O  tiiat  we  had  remembered  the  Lord  our  Godj 
in  the  day  that  he  gave  us  our  riches,  and  then  they  would 
not  have  become  slippery,  that  we  should  lose  them ;  for 
behold,  our  riches  are  gone  from  us. 

34.  Behold,  we  lay  a  tool  here,  and  on  the  morrow  it  is 
gone ;  and  behold,  our  swords  are  taken  from  us  in  the  day 
we  have  sought  them  for  battle. 

35.  Tea,  we  have  hid  up  our  treasures,  and  they  have 
slipped  away  from  us,  because  of  the  curse  of  the  land. 

36.  O  that  we  had  repented  in  the  day  that  the  word  of 
the  Lord  came  unto  us ;  for  behold  the  land  is  cursed,  and  **all 
thinjgs  are  become  slippery,  and  we  cannot  hold  them. 

37.  Behold  we  are  surrounded  by  ''demons,  yea,  we  are 
encircled  about  by  the  angels  of  him  who  hath  sou^t  to 
destroy  our  souls.  Behold,  our  iniquities  are  great.  OLordy 
canst  thou  not  turn  away  thine  anger  from  us  ?  And  this 
shall  be  your  language  in  those  days. 
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38.  But  behold,  your  ^days  of  probation  are  past;  ^re 
have  procrastinated  the  day  of  yourj  salvation,  until  it  is 
everlastingly  too  late,  and  your  'destruction  is  made  sure ; 
yea,  for  ye  liave  sought  all  the  davs  of  your  lives  for  that 
which  ye  could  not  obtain :  and  ye  nave  sought  for  happiness 
in  doing  iniquity,  whl(db  thing  is  ''contrary  to  the  nature  of 
that  ri^teousness  which  is  in  our  great  and  eternal  Head. 

39.  O  ye  people  of  the  land,  that  ye  would  hear  my  words. 
And  I  pray  that  the  anger  of  the  Lord  be  turned  away 
from  you,  and  that  ye  would  repent  and  be  saved. 


CHAPTER/ 14. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  Samuel,  the  Lamanite^ 
did  prophesy  a  great  many  more  things  which  cannot  be 
written. 

2.  And  behold,  he  said  unto  them.  Behold,  I  give  unto 
you  a  sign ;  for  ^ve  years  more  cometh,  and  behold,  then 
cometh  tne  Son  of  God  to  redeem  all  those  who  shall  believe 
on  his  name. 

3.  And  behold,  this  will  I  give  unto  you  for  a  sign  at  the 
time  of  his  coming ;  for  behold,  there  shall  be  great  lights  in 
heaven,  insomuch  that  in  the  night  before  he  cometh  there 
shall  be  ^o  darkness,  insomucn  that  it  shall  appear  unto 
man  as  if  it  was  day, 

4.  Therefore  there  shall  be  one  day  and  a  night,  and  a 
day.  as  if  it  were  one  day,  and  there  were  no  night ;  and  this 
^atl  be  unto  you  for  a  sign ;  for  ye  shall  know  of  the  rising 
of  the  sun,  and  also  of  its  setting ;  therefore  they  shaU.  know 
of  a  surety  that  there  shall  be  two  days  and  a  night ;  never- 
tiieless  the  night  shall  not  be  darkened ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
night  before  he  is  bom. 

5.  And  behold  there  shall  a  <^ew  star  arise,  such  an 
one  as  ye  never  have  beheld ;  and  this  also  shall  be  a  sign 
unto  you. 

6.  And  behold  this  is  not  all,  there  shall  be  'hnany  signs 
and  wonders  in  heaven. 

7.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  ve  shall  all  be  amazed, 
and  wonder,  insomuch  that  ye  shall  ^11  to  the  earth. 

8.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  whosoever  shall  believe 
on  the  Son  of  God,  the  same  shall  have  everlasting  life. 

9.  And  behold,  l^us  hath  the  Lord  -^commanded  me,  by  his 
angel,  that  I  should  come  and  tell  this  thing  unto  you ;  yea, 
he  nath  commanded  that  I  should  prophesy  these  things  unto 
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you ;  yea,  he  hath  said  unto  me.  Cry  unto  this  people,  repent 
and  prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord. 

10.  And  now  because  I  am  a  Lamanite,  and  have  spoken 
tuitx)  you  the  words  which  the  Lord  hath  commanded  me,  and 
because  it  was  hard  against  you,  ye  are  angry  with  me  and  do 
seek  to  destroy  me,  and  have  ^cast  me  out  from  among  you. 

11.  And  ye  shall  hear  my  words,  tor,  for  this  intent  I  have 
eome  up  ^pon  the  walls  of  this  city,  tnat  ye  might  hear  and 
know  of  the  ^'udgments  of  Grod  wmch  do  await  you  because 
of  your  iniqiuties,  and  also  that  ye  might  know  the  conditions 
of  repentance. 

12.  And  also  that  ye  might  know  of  the  coming  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God^  the  'feather  of  heaven  and  of  earth,  the 
Creator  of  all  things,  from  the  beginning ;  and  that  ye  might 
know  of  the  signs  of  his  coming,  to  the  intent  that  ye  might 
believe  on  his  name. 

13.  And  if  ye  believe  on  his  name,  ye  will  repent  of  all 
your  sins,  that  thereby  ye  may  have  a  remission  of  them 
through  his  merits. 

14.  And  behold,  again  another  sign  I  give  tmto  you ;  yea, 
a  sign  of  his  death ; 

15.  For  behold,  he  surely  must  die,  that  salvation  may 
come ;  yea^  it  behoveth  him,  and  becometh  expedient  that  he 
dieth,  to  bring  to  pass  the  ^resurrection  of  the  dead,  that 
thereby  men  may  be  brought  into  the  presence  of  the  Lord  ; 

16.  Yea,  behold  this  death  bringetn  to  pass  the  resurrec- 
tion, and  redeemeth  *all  mankind  from  the  first  death — ^that 
spiritual  death ;  for  all  mankind,  by  the  fall  of  Adam,  being 
cut  off  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  are  considered  as 
dead,  'both  as  to  things  temporal  and  to  things  spiritual. 

17.  But  behold,  the  resurrection  of  Christ  redeemeth 
mankind,  yea,  even  "*all  mankind,  and  bringeth  them  back 
into  thepresence  of  the  Lord ; 

18.  Yea,  and  it  bringeth  to  pass  the  condition  of  repent- 
ance, that  whosoever  repenteth,  the  same  is  not  hewn  down 
and  cast  into  the  fire  ;  but  whosoever  repenteth  not,  is  hewn 
down  and  cast  into  the  fire,  and  there  cometh  upon 
them  "again  a  spiritual  death,  yea,  a  second  death,  for  tney 
are  cut  off  ''again  as  to  things  pertaining  to  righteousness ; 

19.  Therefore  repent  ye,  repent  ye,  lest  by  knowing  these 
things  and  not  domg  them,  ye  snail  suffer  yourselves  to 
come  under  condemnation,  and  ye  are  brought  down  unto 
this  ^second  death. 

20.  But  behold,  as  I  said  unto  you  ^concerning  another 
sign,  a  sign  of  his  death,  behold,  in  that  day  that  he  shall 
suffer  death,  ''the  sun  shall  be  darkened  and  refuse  to  give 
his  light  unto  you ;  and  also  the  moon,  and  the  stars  ;  and 
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there  shall  be  no  light  upon  the  fkce  of  this  land,  even  from 
Uie  time  that  he  shall  suffer  death,  for  the  space  of  three 
days,  to  the  time  that  he  shall  rise  again  from  the  dead ; 

21.  Yea,  at  the  time  that  he  shall  yield  up  the  ghost, 
there  'shall  be  thunderings  and  lightnings  for  the  space  of 
many  hours,  and  the  ewrth  shall  shake  and  tremble,  and 
the  'rocks  which  are  upon  the  face  of  this  earth  ;  whic^  are 
both  above  the  earth  and  beneath^  which  ye  know  at  this 
time  are  solid,  or  the  more  part  of  it  is  one  solid  mass,  shall 
be  broken  up ; 

22.  Tea,  they  shall  be  rent  in  twain,  and  shall  ever  after 
be  **f ound  in  seams  and  in  cracks,  and  in.  broken  fragments 
upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth ;  yea,  both  above  the  earth 
and  beneath. 

23.  And  behold  there  shall  be  great  tempests,  and  there 
shaU  be  many  mountains  *'laid  low,  like  unto  a  valley,  and 
there  shall  be  many  places,  which  are  now  called  valleys, 
which  shall  become  mountains,  whose  height  thereof  is 
great. 

24.  And  many  "highways  shall  be  broken  up,  andvmany 
cities  shall  become  desolate. 

25.  And  'many  graves  snail  be  opened,  and  shall  yield 
up  many  of  their  dead ;  and  ^  <*many  saints  shall  appear  unto 
many. 

09.  And  behold  thus  hath  the  aneel  spoken  unto  me ; 
for  he  said  unto  me,  that  there  ^  ^should  be  thunderings  and 
lightnings  for  the  space  of  many  hours  : 

27.  And  he  said  unto  me  that  while  the  thunder  and  the 
Ughtning  lasted,  and  the  tempest,  that  these  things  should 
be,  and  that  darkness  should  cover  the  face  of  .the  whole 
earth  for  the  space  of  ^  "three  days. 

28.  And  the  angel  said  unto  me,  that  many  shall  see 
ffreater  things  than  these,  to  the  intent  that  they  might 
believe  that  these  signs  and  these  wonders  should  come  to 
pass,  upon  all  the  face  of  this  land ;  to  the  intent  that  there 
should  oe  no  cause  for  unbelief  among  the  children  of  men ; 

29.  And  this  to  the  intent  that  whosoever  will  believe, 
might  be  saved,  and  that  whosoever  will  not  believe,  a 
righteous  judgment  might  come  upon  them ;  and  also  if 
they  are  condemned,  they  bring  upon  themselves  their  own 
condemnation. 

30.  And  now  remember,  remember,  my  brethren,  that 
whosoever  perisheth,  perisheth  unto  himself :  and  whoso- 
ever doeth  Iniquity,  doeth  it  unto  himself;  for  behold,  ye 
are  ^  <^ee ;  ye  are  permitted   to   act  for  yourselves ;  lor 
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behold,  God  hath  given  unto  you  a  knowledge,  and  he  hath 
made  you  free ; 

31.  He  hath  given  unto  you  that  ye  might  know  good 
from  evil,  and  he  hath  given  unto  you  that  ye  might  choose 
life  or  death,  and  ye  can  do  good  and  be  ^  'restored  unto  that 
which  is  good,  or  have  that  which  is  good  restored  unto 
you ;  or  ye  caji  do  evil,  and  have  that  which  is  evil  restored 
unto  you. 


CHAPTER  15. 

1.  And  now,  my  beloved  brethren,  behold,  I  declare  unto 
you  that  except  ye  shall  repent,  your  "houses  shall  he  left 
unto  you  desolate ; 

2.  Yea,  except  ye  repent,  your  women  shall  have  great 
cause  to  mourn  in  the  day  that  they  shall  give  suck  ;  for  ye 
shall  attempt  to  flee,  and  there  shall  be  no  place  for  refuge : 
yea,  and  wo  unto  them  which  are  witii  child,  for  they  shall 
be  heavy,  and  cannot  flee ;  therefore,  they  shall  be  trodden 
down,  and  shall  be  left  to  perish ; 

3.  Yea,  wo  unto  this  people  who  are  called  the  people  of 
Nephi,  except  they  shall  repent  when  they  shall  see  all  these 
signs  and  wondei's  which  shall  be  showed  unto  them  ;  for 
behold,  they  have  been  a  chosen  people  of  the  Lord ;  yea, 
the  people  of  Nephi  hath  he  loved,  and  also  hath  he  chastened 
them ;  yea,  in  the  days  of  their  iniquities  hath  he  chastened 
them,  because  he  loveth  them. 

4.  But  behold  my  brethren,  the  Lamanites  hath  he 
hated,  because  their  deeds  have  been  evil  continually ;  and 
this  because  of  the  iniquity  of  the  Hradition  of  their  fathers. 
But  behold,  salvation  hath  come  unto  them,  through  the 

E reaching  of  the  Nephites;   and  for  this  intent  hath  the 
lOrd  prolonged  their  days. 

5.  And  1  would  that  ye  should  behold  that  the  more  part 
of  them  are  in  the  patn  of  their  duty,  and  they  do  walk 
circumspectly  before  God,  and  they  do  observe  to  keep  his 
commandments,  and  his  statutes,  and  his  judgments  ac- 
cording to  the  "law  of  Moses. 

6.  Yea,  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  more  part  of  them  are 
doing  this,  and  they  are  striving  with  unwearied  diligence, 
that  they  may  bring  the  remainder  of  their  brethren  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth ;  therefore  there  are  many  who  do 
add  to  their  numbers  dally. 

7.  And  behold,  ye  do  know  of  yourselves,  for  ye  have 
witnessed  it,  that  as  many  of  them  as  are  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  to  know  of  the  'Vicked  and 
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abominable  traditions  of  their  fathers,  and  are  led  to  believe 
the  holy  scriptures,  yea,  the  prophecies  of  the  holy  pro^ets, 
which  are  written,  which  leadeth  them  to  faith  on  the  Lord, 
and  unto  repentance,  which  faitJi  and  repentance  bringeth  a 
change  of  heart  unto  them ; 

8.  Therefore  as  many  as  have  come  to  this,  ye  know  of 
yourselves,  are  firm  and  steadfast  in  the  faith,  and  in  the 
thing  wherewith  they  have  been  made  free. 

9.  And  ye  know  also  that  they  have  'buried  their 
weapons  of  war,  and  they  fear  to  take  them  up,  lest  by  any 
means  they  should  sin  ;  yea,  ye  can  see  that  they  fear  to 
sin;  for  behold  they  will  suiier  themselves  that  they  be 
trodden  down  and  -^  slain  by  their  enemies,  and  will  not  lift 
their  swords  against  them ;  and  this  because  of  their  faith 
in  Christ. 

10.  And  now  because  of  their  steadfastness  when  they 
do  believe  in  that  thing  which  they  do  believe  ;  for  because 
of  their  firmness  when  they  are  once  enlightened,  behold 
the  Lord  shall  bless  them  and  prolong  their  days,  notwith- 
standing their  iniquity ; 

11.  Yea,  even  if  they  should  dwindle  in  unbelief,  the 
Lord  shall  ^prolong  their  days  until  the  time  shall  come 
which  hath  been  spoken  of  by  our  fathers,  and  a]  so  by  the 
prophet  ^Zenos,  and  many  other  prophets,  concerning  the 
restoration  of  our  brethren,  the  Lamanites  again,  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  ; 

12.  Yea,  I  say  unto  you,  that  in  the  latter  times,  the  'pro- 
mises of  the  Lord  hath  been  extended  to  our  bremren,  tiie 
Lamanites ;  and  notwithstanding  the  many  afflictions  which 
they  shall  have,  and  Notwithstanding  they  shall  be  driven 
to  and  fro  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  be  hunted,  and 
shall  be  smitten  and  scattered  abroad,  having  no  place  for 
refuge,  the  Lord  shall  be  merciful  unto  them  ; 

13.  And  this  is  according  to  the  prophecy,  that  they  shall 
be  brought  to  the  true  knowledge,  which  is  the  knowledge 
of  their  Redeemer,  and  their  great  and  *true  Shepherd,  and 
be  numbered  among  his  sheep. 

14.  Therefore  I  say  xmto  you,  it  shall  be  better  for  them 
than  f oryou,  except  ye  repent. 

15.  For  oehold,  had  the  mighty  works  been  shewn  unto 
them  which  have  been  shewn  unto  you ;  yea,  unto  them 
who  have  dwindled  in  unbelief  because  of  the  traditions  of 
their  fathers,  ye  can  see  of  yourselves,  that  they  never  would 
again  have  dwindled  in  unbelief : 

16.  Therefore,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  not  utterly  destroy 
them,  but  I  will  cause  that  in  the  day  of  my  wisdom,  they 
shall  'return  again  unto  me,  saith  the  Lord. 
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17.  And  now  behold,  saith  the  Lord,  concerning  the 
people  of  the  Nephites,  if  they  will  not  repent,  and  observe 
to  ob  my  will,  I  will  ♦"utterly  destroy  them,  saith  the  Lord, 
because  of  their  unbelief  notwithstanding  the  many  mighty 
works  which  I  have  done  among  them ;  and  as  surely  as  the 
liOrd  liveth,  shall  these  things  be,  saith  the  Lbrd. 


CHAPTER  16. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  many  who 
lieard  the  words  of  Samuel,  the  Lamanite,  which  he  spake 
upon  the  "walls  of  the  city.  And  as  many  as  believed  on 
bis  -word,  went  forth  and  sought  for  Nephi  ;  and  when  they 
liad  come  forth  and  found  him,  they  confessed  unto  him 
their  sins  and  denied  not,  desiring  that  they  might  be  ^bap- 
tized unto  the  Lord. 

2.  But  as  many  as  there  were  who  did  not  believe  in  the 
words  of  Samuel,  were  angry  with  him ;  and  they  crfst  stones 
at  him  upon  the  wall,  and  also  man]^  shot  arrows  at  him,  as 
lie  stood  upon  the  wall ;  but  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  with 
him,  insomuch  that  they  could  not  hit  him  with  their  stones, 
neither  with  their  arrows. 

3.  Now  when  they  saw  this,  that  they  could  not  hit  him, 
there  were  many  more  who  did  believe  on  his  words,  inso- 
much that  they  went  away  unto  Nephi  to  be  baptized. 

4.  For  behold,  Nephi  was  baptizing,  and  prophesying, 
and  preaching,  crying  repentance  unto  the  people  ;  shewing 
signs  and  wonders;  working  miracles  among  the  people, 
that  they  might  know  that  the  Christ  must  shortly  come  ; 

5.  Telling  them  of  things  which  must  shortly  come,  that 
they  might  know  and  remember  at  the  time  of  their  coming 
that  they  had  been  made  known  unto  them  beforehand,  to 
the  intent  that  they  might  believe  ;  therefore  as  many  as 
believed  on  the  words  of  Samuel,  went  forth  unto  him 
to  be  baptized,  for  they  came  repenting  and  confessing 
their  sins. 

6.  But  the  more  part  of  them  did  not  believe  in  the 
words  of  Samuel ;  therefore  when  they  saw  that  they 
could  *liot  hit  him  with  their  stones  and  their  arrows,  they 
cried  unto  their  captains,  saying.  Take  this  fellow  and  bind 
him,  for  behold  he  hath  a  devil ;  and  because  of  the  power 
of  tne  devil  which  is  in  him,  we  cannot  hit  him  witn  our 
stones  and  our  arrows ;  therefore  take  him  and  bind  him, 
and  away  witii  him. 

7.  And  as  they  went  forth  to  lay  their  hands  on  him, 
behold  he  did  cast  nimself  down  from  the  ''wall,  and  did  flee 
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out  of  their  lands,  yea,  even  unto  his  own  country,  and 
began  to  preach  and  to  prophesy  among  his  own  people.    * 

8.  And  behold,  he  was  never  heara  of  more  among  the 
Nephites  ;  and  thus  were  the  affairs  of  the  i>eople. 

9.  And  thus  ended  the  eighty  and  sixth  year  of  the  reign 
Of  the  judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

10.  And  thus  ended,  also,  the  eighty  and  seventh  year  of 
the  reign  of  the  judges,  the  more  part  of  the  people  remain- 
ing in  their  pride  and  wickedness,  and  the  lesser  part  walk- 
ing more  circumspectly  before  God. 

11.  And  thJBse  were  the  conditions  also,  in  the  eighty  and 
eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  judges. 

12.  And  there  was  but  little  alteration  in  the  affidrs  of 
the  people,  save  it  were  the  people  began  to  be  more  hardened 
in  iniquity,  and  do  more  and  more  of  that  which  was  con- 
trary to  the  commandments  of  Grod,  in  the  eighty  and  ninth 
year  of  the  reign  of  the  judges. 

13.  But  it  came  to  pass  in  the  ninetieth  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  judges,  there  were  great  signs  given  unto  the  i)eopIe, 
and  wonders;  and  the  words  of  the  prophets  began  to  be 
fulfilled ; 

14.  And  'angels  did  appear  unto  men,  wise  men,  and  did 
declare  unto  them  glad  tidings  of  great  joy ;  thus  in  this  year 
ihe  scriptures  began  to  be  fumlled. 

15.  Nevertheless,  the  people  began  to  harden  their  hearts, 
all  save  it  were  the  most  oehevin^  psuct  of  them,  both  of  the 
Nephites,  and  also  of  the  Lamanites,  and  be^an  to  dejtend 
upon  their  own  strength,  and  upon  their  own  wisdom,  saying, 

16.  Some  things  thev  may  nave  guessed  right,  among  so 
many;  but  behold,  we  know  that  all  these  great  and  mar- 
vellous works  cannot  come  to  pass,  of  which  has  been  six)ken. 

17.  And  they  began  to  reason  and  to  cofitend  among 
themselves,  sa^ng, 

18.  That  it  is  not  reasonable  that  such  a  being  as  a  Christ 
shall  come ;  if  so,  and  he  be  the  Son  of  God,  -^the  Father  of 
heaven  and  of  earth,  as  it  has  been  spoken,  why  will  he  not 
shew  himself  unto  us  as  well  as  unto  them  who  shall  be 
at  Jerusalem? 

'  19.  Yea,  why  will  he  not  shew  himself  in  this  land,  as 
well  as  in  the  land  of  Jerusalem  ? 

20.  But  behold,  we  know  that  this  is  a  wicked  tradition, 
which  has  been  hieuided  down  unto  us  by  our  fathers,  to 
cause  us  that  we  should  believe  in  some  great  and  marvellous 
thing  which  should  come  to  pass,  but  not  among  us»  but  in  a 
land  which  is  far  distant,  a  land  which  we  know  not ;  there- 
fore they  can  keep  us  in  ignorance,  for  we  cannot  witness 
with  our  own  eyes  that  they  are  true. 

21.  And  they  will,  by  the  cunning  and  the  mysterious 
arts  of  the  evil  one,  work  some  great  mystery,  which  we 
cannot  understand,  which  will  keep  us  down  to  be  servants 
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to  their  words,  and  also  servants  onto  them,  for  we  depend 
upon  them  to  teach  us  the  word ;  and  thus  will  they  keep  us 
In  ignorance,  if  we  will  yield  ourselves  unto  them  all  the 
days  of  our  lives. 

22.  And  man^  more  things  did  the  people  imagine  up  in 
their  hearts,  which  were  foolish  and  vain ;  and  tney  were 
much  disturbed,  for  satan  did  stir  them  up  to  do  iniquity 
continually;  yea,  he  did  go  about  spreading  rumours  and 
contentions  upon  all  the  lace  of  the  land,  that  he  might 
harden  the  hearts  of  the  people  against  that  which  was 
good,  and  against  that  which  should  come ; 

23.  And  Notwithstanding  the  signs  and  the  wonders 
which  were  wrought  among  the  people  of  the  Lord,  and  the 
many  miracles  which  they  did,  satan  did  get  great  hold  upon 
the  hearts  of  the  people,  upon  all  the  face  of  the  land. 

24.  And  thus  ended  the  ninetieth  year  of  the  reign  of  the 
judges  over  the  people  of  Nephi. 

25.  And  thus  ended  the  oook  of  Helaman,  according  to 
the  record  of  Helaman  and  his  sons.

THE    BOOK   OF   NEPHI, 

THE   SON  OP  NEPHI,   WHO  WAS   THE   SON  OP  HELAMAN. 


And  Hekuman  vjoa  the  son  of  Helaman^  who  tocLS  the  son  of 
Almay  who  was  the  son  of  Alma,  being  a  descendant  of 
Nephi  who  was  the  son  of  Lehi,  who  came  out  of  Jarusor 
lem  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  Zedekiahy  the  king  of 
Judah, 

CHAPTER   1. 

1.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  ninety  and  first  year 
had  passed  awav  and  it  was  '^six  hundred  years  from  the 
time  that  Lehi  left  Jerusalem ;  and  it  was  in  the  year  that 
Lachoneus  was  the  Chief  Judge  and  the  Governor  over  the 
land. 

2.  And  Nephi  the  son  of  Helaman,  had  departed  out  of 
the  land  of  ^Zarahemla,  giving  charge  unto  his  son  Nephi, 
who  was  his  eldest  son,  concerning  the  <t>lates  of  brass, 
and  all  the  records  which  had  been  kept,  and  ''all  those 
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things  whicn  had  Wen  kept  sacred,  from  the  dei>arture  of 
Lehi  out  of  Jerusalem. 

3.  Then  he  departed  out  of  the  land,  and  «whither  he 
went,  no  man  knoweth;  and  his  son  Nephi  did  keep  the 
records  in  his  stead,,  yea,  the  record  of  this  people. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  commencement  of  the 
ninety  and  second  year,  behold,  the  prophecies  of  the  prophets 
began  to  be  fulflllea  more  fully ;  for  there  began  to  be  -^greater 
signs  and  greater  miracles  wrought  among  the  people. 

5.  But  there  were  some  who  began  to  say  that  the  time 
was  past  for  the  words  to  be  fulmled,  which  were  'spoken 
by  Samuel,  the  Lamanite. 

.  6.  And  they  began  to  rejoice  over  their  brethren,  saying, 
Behold  the  time  is  past,  and  the  words  of  Samuel  are  not 
fulfilled ;  therefore,  your  joy  and  your  f^ith  concerning  this 
thing,  hath  been  vain. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  make  a  great  uproar 
throughout  the  land  ;  and  the  people  who  believed,  be^ui  to 
be  very  sorrowful,  lest  by  any  means  those  thiiigs  which 
had  been  spoken  might  not  come  to  pass. 

8.  But  behold,  they  did  watch  steadfastly  ^or  that  day, 
and  that  night,  and  that  day,  which  shaU  be  as  one  day,  as 
if  there  were  no  night,  that  they  might  know  that  uieir 
faith  had  not  been  vain. 

9.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  a  day  set  ax>art  bv 
the  unbelievers,  that  all  those  who  believed  in  those  tradi- 
tions 'should  be  put  to  death,  except  the  ^sign  should  come 
to  pass  which  hsid  been  given  by  ^muel  the  prophet. 

10.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Nephi,  the  son  of 
Nephi,  saw  this  wickedness  of  his  people,  his  heart  was 
exceeding  sorrowful. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  went  out  and  bowed 
himself  down  upon  the  earth,  and  cried  mightily  to  hia  God, 
in  behalf  of  his  people ;  jrea,  those  who  were  about  *to  be 
destroyed  because  of  their  faith  in  the  tradition  of  their 
fathers. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  cried  mightily  unto  the 
Lord,  all  the  day ;  and  behold,  the  voice  of  the  Lord  came 
unto  him,  saying, 

13.  Lift  up  your  head  and  be  of  good  cheer,  for  behold, 
the  time  is  at  nand,  and  on  this  night  shall  the  sign  be  given, 
and  on  the  morrow  come  I  into  the  world,  to  shew  unto  the 
world  that  I  will  fulfil  all  that  which  I  have  caused  to  be 
spoken  by  the  mouth  of  my  holy  prophets. 

14.  Behold,  I  come  unto  my  own,  to  fulfil  all  things 
which  I  have  made  known  unto  the  children  of  men,  "■from 
the  foundation  of  the  world,  and  do  the  will,  both  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son ;  "of  the  Father,  because  of  me, 
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and  ''of  the  Son,  because  of  my  flesh.    And  behold,  the  time 
is  at  hand,  andilihis  night  shall  the  sign  be  given. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  words  which  came  unto 
XepM  were  fulfilled,  according  as  they  had  been  spoken ;  for 
beliold  'at  the  going  down  of  the  sun,  tJiere  was  no  dark- 
ness ;  and  the  people  began  to  be  astonished,  because  there 
vras  no  darkness  when  the  night  came. 

16.  And  there  were  many,  who  had  not  believed  the 
words  of  the  prophets,  fell  to  the  earth  and  became  as  if 
they  were  dead,  for  they  knew  that  the  great  'plan  of  de- 
struction which  they  had  laid  for  those  who  believed  in  the 
word  of  the  prophets,  had  been  frustrated ;  for  the  signal 
"wliich  had  been  given  was  already  at  hand ; 

17.  And  they  began  to  know  that  the  Son  of  God  must 
shortly  appear ;  yea,  in  fine,  all  the  people  upon  the  face  of 
the  whole  earth  from  the  west  to  the  east,  both  in  the 
land  ^north  and  in  the  land  ^south,  were  so  exceedingly 
astonished,  that  they  ^'fell  to  the  earth : 

18.  For  they  knew  that  the  prophets  had  testified  of 
these  things  for  many  years,  and  that  the  sign  which  had 
been  given  was  already  at  hand;  and  theylbegan  to  fear 
because  of  their  iniquity  and  their  unbelief. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  *^o  darkness  in 
all  that  night,  but  it  was  as  light  as  though  it  was  mid-day. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  sun  did  rise  in  the  morning 
again,  according  to  its  proper  order ;  and  they  knew  that  it 
was  the  day  that  the  Lord  should  be  bom,  because  of  the 
sign  which  had  been  given. 

20.  And  it  had  come  to  pass,  yea,  all  things,  every  whit, 
according  to  the  words  of  the  prophets. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  also,  tnat  a  'Uew  star  did  appear, 
according  to  the  word. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  from  this  time  forth,  there 
began  to  be  lyings  sent  forth  among  the  people,  by  satan,  to 
harden  their  nearts  to  the  intent  that  they  might  not  believe 
in  those  signs  and  wonders  which  they  had  seen  ;  but  not- 
withstanding these  lyings  and  deceivings,  the  more  part  of 
the  people  did  believe,  and  were  converted  unto  the  Lord. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  went  forth  among 
the  people,  and  also  many  others,  ^baptizin^  unto  repent- 
ance, in  tJie  which,  there  were  a  great  remission  of  sins. 
And  thus  the  people  began  again  to  nave  peace  in  the  land ; 

24.  And  there  were  no  contentions,  save  it  were  a  few 
that  began  to  preach,  endeavouring  to  prove  by  the  scrip- 
tures, that  it  was  no  more  expedient  to  observe  the  law  of 
Moses.  Now  in  this  thing  they  did  err,  having  not  under- 
stood the  scriptures. 
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25.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  they  soon  became  converted, 
and  were  convinced  of  the  error  ip^ch  they  were  in,  for  It 
was  made  known  unto  tiiem  that  the  ^w  was  not  yet  ful- 
filled, and  that  it  must  be  fulfilled  in  every  whit ;  yea  the 
word  came  unto  them  that  it  must  be  fulfilled ;  yea,  tnat  one 
jot  nor  tittle  should  not  pass  away  till  it  should  all  be  ful- 
filled :  therefore  in  this  same  year,  were  they  brought  to  a 
knowledge  of  their  error,  and  did  confess  their  faults. 

26.  And  thus  the  ninety  and  second  year  did  pass  away, 
bringing  glad  tidings  unto  the  people  because  oi  the  signs 
whidi  did  come  to  pass,  according  to  the  words  of  the 
prophecy  of  all  the  holy  prophets. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  ninety  and  third  year 
did  also  pass  away  in  peace,  save  it  were  for  the  ^  ^adianton 
robbers,  who  dwelt  upon  the  mountains,  who  did  infest  the 
land ;  for  so  strong  were  their  holds,  ana  their  secret  places, 
that  the  people  could  not  overpower  them ;  therefore  they 
did  commit  many  murders,  and  did  do  much  slaughter 
among  the  people. 

28.  Ana  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  ninety  and  fourth 
year,  they  began  to  increase  in  a  great  degree,  because  there 
were  many  dissenters  of  the  Nephites  who  did  flee  unto 
them,  which  did  cause  much  sorrow  unto  those  Nephites 
who  did  remain  in  the  land ; 

29.  And  there  was  also  a  cause  of  much  sorrow  among  the 
Lamanites ;  for  behold,  they  had  many  children  who  did 
grow  up  and  began  to  wax  strong  in  years,  that  they  became 
For  themselves,  and  were  led  away  by  some  who  were  Zoram- 
ites,  by  their  lyings  and  their  flattering  words,  to  join  those 
Gadianton  roboers ; 

30.  And  thus  were  the  Lamanites  afflicted  also,  and  began 
to  decrease  as  to  their  faith  and  righteousness,  because  of  the 
wickedness  of  the  rising  generation. 


CHAPTEB  2. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thus  passed  away  the  ninety 
and  fifth  year  also,  and  the  people  began  to  forget  ''those  signs 
and  wonders  which  they  had  heard,  and  began  to  be  ma 
and  less  astonished  at  a  sign  or  a  wonder  from  heaven,  inso- 
much that  they  began  to  be  hard  in  tiheir  hearts,  and  bUnd 
in  their  minds,  and  began  to  disbelieve  all  whicn  they  had 
heard  and  seen, 

2.  Imagining  up  some  vain  thing  in  their  hearts,  that  It 
was  wrought  by  men,  and  by  the  power  of  the  devil,  to  lead 
away  and  deceive  the  hearts  of  the  people ;  and  thus  did 
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satan  get  possession  of  the  hearts  of  the  people  again,  inso- 
much that  he  did  blind  their  eves,  and  lead  them  away  to 
belieye  that  the  doctrine  of  Christ  was  a  foolish  and  a  vain 
thing. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that'  the  people  began  to  wax 
strong  in  wickedness  and  abominations ;  and  they  did  not 
believe  that  there  should  be  any  more  signs  or  wonders 
given ;  and  satan  did  go  about,  leading  awav  the  hearts  of 
Sie  people,  tempting  them  and  causing  them  that  they  should 
do  great  wickedness  in  the  land. 

4.  And  thus  did  pass  away  the  ninety  and  sixth  year ; 
and  also  the  ninety  and  seventh  year ;  and  also  the  ninety 
and  eighth  year;  and  also  the  ninety  and  ninth  year ; 

5.  And  also  an  hundred  years  had  passed  away,  since  the 
days  of  ^Mosiah,  who  was  king  over  the  people  of  the 
Nephites. 

6.  And  six  hundred  and  nine  years  had  passed  away, 
since  Lehi  left  Jerusalem : 

7.  And  nine  years  had  passed  away,  from  the  time  when 
the  *sign  was  given,  which  was  spoken  of  by  the  prophets, 
that  Christ  should  come  into  the  world. 

8.  Now  the  Nephites  began  to  ''reckon  their  time  from 
this  period  when  the  sign  was  given,  or  from  the  coming  of 
Christ :  therefore,  nine  years  had  passed  away, 

9.  And  Nephi,  who  was  the  father  of  I^ephi,  who  had  the 
charge  of  the  records,  ""did  not  return  to  the  land  of  -^Zara- 
hemla,  and  could  no  where  be  found  in  all  the  land. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  did  still  remain 
in  wickedness,  notwithstanding  the  much  preaching  and 
prophesying  which  was  sent  among  them  ;  and  thus  passed 
aw^ay  the  tenth  year  also ;  and  the  eleventh  year  also  passed 
away  in  iniquity. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirteenth  year,  there 
began  to  be  wars  and  contentions  throughout  all  the  land ;  for 
the  ^Gadianton  robbers  had  become  so  numerous,  and  did 
slay  so  many  of  the  people,  and  did  lay  waste  so  many  cities, 
and  did  spread  so  much  death  and  carnage  throughout  the 
land,  that  it  became  expedient  that  all  the  people,  both  the 
Nephites,  and  the  Lamanites,  should  take  up  arms  against 
them; 

12.  Therefore  all  the  Lamanites  who  had  become  con- 
verted unto  the  Lord,  did  unite  with  their  brethren,  the 
Nephites,  and  were  compelled,  for  the  safety  of  their  lives, 
ana  their  women  and  their  children,  to  take  up  arms  against 
those  Gadianton  robbers ;  yea,  and  ^Iso  to  maintain  their 
rights,  and  their  privileges  of  their  church,  and  of  their  wor- 
ship, and  their  freedom,  and  their  liberty. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  before  this  thirteenth  year 
had  passed  away,  the  Nephites  were  threatened  with  utter 
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destruction,  because  of  this  war,  which  had  become  exceeding 
sore. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  those  Lamanites  who  had 
united  with  the  Nephites,  were  numbered  among  the 
Nephites ; 

15.  And  'their  curse  was  taken  from  them,  and  their  skin 
became  -^white  like  unto  the  Nephites ; 

16.  And  their  young  men  and  their  daughters  became 
exceeding  fair,  and  they  were  numbered  among  the  Nephites, 
and  were  called  Nephites.  And  thus  ended  the  thirteentii 
year. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  commencement  of  the  f  oiu*- 
teenth  year,  the  war  between  the  ^robbers  and  the  people  of 
Nephi  aid  continue,  and  did  become  exceeding  sore ;  never- 
theless, the  people  of  Nephi  did  gain  some  advantage  of  the 
robbers,  insomuch,  that  they  did  drive  them  back  out  of  their 
lands  into  the  mountains,  and  into  their  secret  places. 

18.  And  thus  ended  the  fourteenth  year.  Ajud  in  the  fif- 
teenth year  they  did  come  forth  against  the  people  of  Nephi ; 
and  because  of  the  wickedness  of  the  people  or  Nephi,  and 
their  many  contentions  and  dissensions,  the  Gradianton  rob- 
bers did  gain  many  advantagies  over  them. 

19.  And  thus  ended  the  fifteenth  year,  and  thus  were  the 
people  in  a  state  of  many  afilictions  ;  and  the  sword  of  destruc- 
tion did  hang  over  them,  insomuch  that  they  were  about  to 
be  smitten  down  by  it,  and  this  because  of  their  iniquity. 


CHAPTER  3. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  sixteenth  year 
from  the  coming  of  Christ,  ''Lachoneus,  the  governor  of  the 
land,  received  an  epistle  from  the  leader  and  the  governor  of 
this  band  of  robbers  ;  and  these  were  the  words  which  were 
written,  saying, 

2.  Lachoneus,  most  noble  and  Chief  Grovemor  of  .the 
land,  behold  I  write  this  epistle  unto  you,  and  do  give  unto 
you  exceeding  great  praise  because  of  your  firmness,  and 
also  the  firmness  of  your  people,  in  maintaining  that  which 
ye  suppose  to  be  your  *nght  and  liberty ;  yea,  ye  do  stand 
well,  as  if  ye  were  supported  by  the  hand  of  a  God,  in  the 
defence  of  jour  liberty,  and  your  property,  and  your  ooun^, 
or  that  which  ye  do  call  so. 

3.  And  it  seemeth  a  pity  unto  me,  most  noble  Lacho- 
neus, that  ye  should  be  so  foolish  and  vain  as  to  suppose 
that  ye  can  stand  against  so  many  brave  men,  who  are  at  my 
conunand,  w^ho  do  now  at  this  time  stand  in  their  arms,  and 
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do  await  with  great  anxiety,  for  the  word,  go  down  upon 
the  Nephites  and  destroy  them. 

4.  And  I,  knowing  of  their  unconquerable  spirit,  having 
proved  them  in  the  field  of  battle,  and  knowmg  of  tiieir 
everlasting  hatred  towards  you,  because  of  the  many  wrones 
which  ye  nave  done  unto  them,  therefore  if  they  shomd 
come  down  against  you,  they  would  visit  you  with  utter 
destruction ; 

5.  Therefore  I  have  wrote  this  epistle,  sealing  it  with 
mine  own  hand,  feeling  for  your  welfare,  because  of  your 
firmness  in  that  which  ye  beheve  to  be  right)  and  your  noble 
spirit  in  the  field  of  battle ; 

6.  Therefore  I  write  unto  you  desiring  that  ye  would 
yield  up  unto  this  my  people,  your  cities,  your  lands,  and 
your  possessions,  rather  than  that  they  should  visit  you  with 
the  sword,  and  that  destruction  should  come  upon  you ; 

7.  Or  in  other  words,  yield  yourselves  up  unto  us,  and 
unite  with  us,  and  become  acquainted  with  our  ^'secret 
works,  and  become  our  brethren,  that  ye  may  be  like  unto 
us ;  not  our  slaves,  but  our  brethren,  and  partners  of  all  our 
substance. 

8.  And  behold,  I  swear  unto  you,  if  ye  will  do  this,  with 
an  oath,  ye  shall  not  be  destroyed ;  but  if  ye  will  not  do  this, 
I  swear  unto  you  with  an  oath,  that  on  the  morrow  month, 
I  will  command  that  my  armies  shall  come  down  against 
vou,  and  they  shall  not  stay  their  hand,  and  shall  spare  not, 
but  shall  slay  you.  and  shall  let  fall  the  sword  upon  you, 
even  until  ye  shall  become  extinct. 

9.  And  behold,  I  am  Giddianhi ;  and  I  am  the  governor 
of  this  the  ''secret  society  of  Gadianton ;  which  society,  and 
the  works  thereol  I  know  to  be  good :  and  they  are  of 
ancient  date,  and  they  have  been  handed  down  unto  us. 

10.  And  I  write  this  epistle  unto  you,  Lachoneus,  and  I 
hope  that  ye  will  deliver  up  your  lands,  and  your  possessions, 
without  the  shedding  of  blood,  that  this  my  people  may 
recover  their  rights  and  government  who  have  dissented 
away  from  you,  because  of  your  wickedness  in  retaining 
from  them  their  rights  of  government,  and  except  ye  do 
this,  I  will  avenge  their  wrongs.    I  am  Giddianhi. 

IL  And  now  it  came  to  pass  when  Lachoneus  received 
this  epistle,  he  was  exceedingly  astonished,  because  of  the 
boldness  of  Giddianhi  demanding  the  possession  of  the  land 
of  the  Nephites,  and  also  of  threatening  the  people  and 
avenging  the  wrongs  of  those  that  had  received  no  wrong, 
save  It  were  they  had  wronged  themselves,  by  dissenting 
away  unto  those  wicked  and  aDominable  robbers. 

12.  Now  behold,  this  Lachoneus  the  governor,  was  a  just 
man,  and  could  not  be  frightened  by  the  demands  and  the 
threatenings  of  a  robber ;  therefore  he  did  not  hearken  to 
the  epistle  of  Giddianhi,  the  governor  of  the  robbers,  but  he 
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3.  And  the  robbers  could  not  exist,  save  it  were  in  the 
wilderness,  for  the  want  of  food ;  for  the  Nef>hites  had  left 
their  liuids  desolate;  and  had  gathered  their  flocks,  and 
their  herds,  and  all  tneir  substance,  and  they  were  in -^  one 
body; 

4.  Therefore  there  was  no  chance  for  the  robbers  to 
plunder  and  to  obtain  food,  save  it  were  to  come  up  in  open 
battle  against  the  Nephites ;  and  the  Nephites  being  in  one 
body,  and  having  so  great  a  number,  and  having  'reserved 
for  themselves  provisions,  and  Worses,  and  cattle,  and  flocks 
of  every  kind,  that  they  might  subsist  for  the  space  of  seven 
years,  m  the  whidi  time  they  did  hope  to  destroy  the  robbers 
from  off  the  face  of  the  land.  And  thus  the  eighteenth  year 
did  pass  away. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  nineteenth  year  Gid- 
dianhi  found  that  it  was  expedient  that  he  should  go  up  to 
battle  against  the  Nephites,  for  there  was  no  way  that 
they  could  subsist^  save  it  were  to  plunder,  and  roo,  and 
murder. 

6.  And  they  durst  not  spread  themselves  upon  the  face 
of  the  land,  insomuch  that  they  could  raise  grain,  lest  the 
Nephites  should  come  upon  them  and  slay  them ;  therefore 
Giadianhi  gave  commandment  unto  his  armies,  that  in  this 
year  they  should  go  up  to  battle  against  the  Nephites. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  come  up  to  battle ; 
and  it  was  in  the  sixth  month ;  and  behold,  great  and  terrible 
was  the  day  that  they  did  come  up  to  battle ;  and  they  were 

g'rded  about  after  the  manner  of  robbers  ;  and  they  had  a 
mb-skin  about  their  loins,  and  they  were  dyed  in  blood, 
and  their  heads  were  shorn,  and  they  had  head-plates  upon 
them :  and  great  and  terrible  was  the  appearance  of  the 
armies  of  Giadianhi,  because  of  their  armour,  and  because 
of  their  being  dyed  in  blood. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  armies  of  the  Nephites, 
when  they  saw  the  appearance  of  the  army  of  Giddianhi, 
had  all  fallen  to  the  earth,  and  did  lift  their  cries  to  the 
Lord  their  Grod,  that  he  woiild  spare  them,  and  deliver  them 
out  of  the  hands  of  their  enemies. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  armies  of  Giddianhi 
saw  this,  they  began  to  shout  with  a  loud  voice,  because  of 
their  joy,  for  they  had  supposed  that  the  Nephites  had  fkllen 
with  fear,  because  of  the  terror  of  their  armies ; 

10.  But  in  thi^  thing  they  were  disappointed,  for  the 
Nephites  did  not  fear  them,  but  they  did  fear  their  Grod,  and 
did  supplicate  him  for  protection ;  therefore  when  the  armies 
of  Giddianhi  did  rush  upon  them,  they  were  prepared  to 
meet  them ;  yea,  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  they  dla  receive 
them. 

11.  And  the  battle  commenced  in  this  the  sixth  month; 
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and  great  and  terrible  was  the  battle  thereof,  yea,  rareat 
and  terrible  was  the  slaughter  thereof,  insomuch  that  there 
never  was  known  so  great  a  slaughter  among  all  the  people 
of  Liehi  since  he  left  Jerusalem. 

12.  And  notwithstanding  the  'threatenings  and  the  oaths 
which  Giddianhi  had  made,  behold,  the  Nephites  did  beat 
them,  insomuch  that  they  did  fall  back  from  before  them. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  •^Gidgiddoni  commanded 
that  his  armies  should  pursue  them  as  mr  as  the  borders  of 
the  wilderness,  and  that  they  should  not  spare  any  that 
should  fall  into  their  hands  by  the  way ;  and  thus  they  did 
pursue  them,  and  did  slay  them,  to  the  borders  of  the 
wilderness,  even  until  they  nad  fumlled  the  comman,dment 
of  Gidgiddoni. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Giddianhi,  who  had  stood 
and  fought  with  boldness,  was  pursued  as  he  fled;  and 
being  weary  because  of  his  much  fighting,  he  was  overtaken 
and  slain.    And  thus  was  the  end  of  Giddianhi  the  robber. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  armies  of  the  Nephites 
did  return  again  to  their  place  of  security.  And  it  came 
to  pass  that  this  nineteenth  year  did  pass  away,  and  the 
robbers  did  not  come  again  to  cattle ;  neither  did  tiiey  come 
again  in  the  twentieth  year ; 

16.  And  in  the  twenty  and  first  year  they  did  not  come 
up  to  battle,  but  thev  came  up  on  all  sides  to  lay  siege  round 
about  the  people  of  Nephi ;  for  they  did  suppose  that  if  t^ey 
should  cut  on  the  people  of  Nephi  from  tneir  lands,  and 
should  hem  them  in  on  every  side,  and  if  they  should  cut 
them  off  from  aU  their  outward  privileges,  that  they  could 
cause  them  to  yield  themselves  up  according  to  their  wishes. 

17.  Now  they  had  appointed  unto  themselves  another 
leader,  whose  name  was  Zemnarihah;  therefore  it  was 
Zemnarihah  that  did  cause  that  this  siege  should  take 
place. 

18.  But  behold,  this  was  an  advantage  to  the  Nephites ; 
for  it  was  impossible  for  the  robbers  to  lay  siege  sufficiently 
long  to  have  any  effect  upon  the  Nephites,  because  of  *their 
much  provision  which  they  had  laid  up  in  store. 

19.  Because  of  the  scantiness  of  provisions  among  the 
robbers ;  for  behold,  they  had  nothing  save  it  were  meat 
for  their  subsistence,  which  meat  they  did  obtain  in  the 
wilderness. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  wild  game  became  scarce 
in  the  wilderness,  insomuch  that  the  robbers  were  about  to 
perish  with  hunger. 

21.  And  the  Nephites  were  continually  marching  out  by 
day  and  by  night,  and  falling  upon  their  armies,  and  cutting 
them  off  by  thousands  and  by  tens  of  thousands. 

22.  And  thus  it  became  the  desire  of  the  people  of  Zem- 
narihah  to  withdraw   from   their  design,  because  of  the 
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great  destruction  which  came  upon  them  by  night  and  by 
day. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Zemnarihah  did  give  com- 
mand unto  the  people  that  they  should  withdraw  themselves 
from  the  siege,  and  march  into  the  furthermost  parts  of  the 
land  'northward. 

24.  And  now,  Gidglddoni  being  aware  of  their  design, 
and  knowing  of  their  weakness  because  of  the  want  of  food, 
and  the  great  slaughter  which  had  been  made  among  them, 
therefore  he  did  send  out  his  armies  in  the  night  time,  ana 
did  cut  off  the  way  of  their  retreat,  and  did  place  his  armies 
in  the  way  of  their  retreat ; 

25.  And  this  did  they  do  in  the  night  time,  and  got  on 
their  march  beyond  the  robbers,  so  that  on  the  morrow,  when 
the  robbers  began  their  march,  they  were  met  by  the  armies 
of  the  Nephites,  both  in  their  front  and  in  their  rear. 

26.  And  the  robbers  who  were  on  the  south  were  also 
cut  off  in  their  places  of  retreat.  And  all  these  things  were 
done  by  command  of  Gidgiddoni. 

27.  And  there  were  many  thousands  who  did  yield  them- 
selves up  prisoners  unto  the  Nephites,  and  the  remainder  of 
them  were  slain ; 

28.  And  their  leader,  Zemnarihah,  was  taken  and  hanged 
upon  a  tree,  yea,  even  upon  the  top  thereof  until  he  was 
dead.  And  when  they  had  hanged  nim  until  he  was  dead, 
they  did  fall  the  tree  to  the  earth,  and  did  cry  with  a  loud 
voice,  saying, 

29.  May  the  Lord  preserve  his  people  in  righteousness 
and  in  hohness  of  heart,  that  they  may  cause  to  be  fell  to 
the  earth  all  who  shall  seek  to  Slav  them  because  of  power 
and  "Secret  combinations,  even  as  this  man  hath  been  fell  to 
the  earth. 

30.  And  they  did  rejoice  and  cry  again  with  one  voice, 
saying,  Mav  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and 
the  God  of  Jacob,  protect  this  people  in  righteousness,  so 
long  as  they  shall  call  on  the  name  of  their  Grod^for 
protection. 

31.  And  it  came  to  i>ass  that  they  did  break  forth,  all  as 
one,  in  singing,  and  praising  their  Grod  for  the  great  thing 
which  he  had  done  for  them,  in  preserving  them  from  fall- 
ing into  the  hands  of  their  enemies ; 

32.  Tea,  they  did  cry,  Hosanna  to  the  Most  High  God: 
and  they  did  cry.  Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord  Grod 
AlmiKhl^,  the  Most  High  Grod. 

33.  And  their  hearts  were  swollen  with  joy,  unto  the 
gushing  out  of  many  tears,  because  of  the  great  goodness  of 
God  in  delivering  them  out  of  the  hands  of  their  enemies ; 
and  they  knew  it  was  because  of  their  repentance  and  their 
humility  that  they  had  been  delivered  from  an  everlasting 
destruction.

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CHAPTER  6. 

1.  And  now  behold  there  was  not  a  living  soul  among  all 
the  people  of  the  Nephites,  who  did  doubt  in  the  least  the 
words  of  all  the  holy  prophets  who  had  spoken ;  for  they 
knew  that  it  must  needs  be  that  they  must  be  fulfilled ; 

2.  And  they  knew  that  it  must  be  expedient  that  Christ 
had  come,  because  of  the  many  signs  which  had  been  given, 
according  to  the  words  of  the  prophets,  and  because  of  tiie 
things  which  had  come  to  pass  already,  they  knew  that  it 
must  needs  be  that  all  things  should  come  to  pass  accord- 
ing to  that  which  had  been  spoken  ; 

3.  Therefore  they  did  forsake  all  their  sins,  and  their 
abominations,  and  their  whoredoms,  and  did  serve  Grod  with 
all  diligence  day  and  night. 

4.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  taken  all 
the  robbers  prisoners,  insomuch  that  none  did  escape  who 
were  not  slain,  they  did  cast  their  prisoners  into  prison,  and 
did  cause  the  word  of  God  to  be  preached  unto  them ;  and  as 
many  as  would  repent  of  their  sins  and  enter  into  a  covenant 
that  they  would  murder  no  more,  were  set  at  liberty ; 

5.  But  as  many  as  there  were  who  did  not  enter  into  a  cove- 
nant, and  who  did  still  continue  to  have  those  ''secret  murders 
in  their  hearts ;  ^ea,  as  many  as  were  found  breathing  out 
threatenings  against  their  brethren,  were  condemned  and 
punished  according  to  the  law. 

6.  And  thus  they  did  put  an  end  to  all  those  wicked,  and 
secret,  and  abominable  combinations,  in  the  which  there  was 
so  much  wickedness,  and  so  many  murders  committed. 

7.  And  thus  had  the  twenty  and  second  year  passed  away, 
and  the  twenty  and  third  year  also,  and  the  twenty  ana 
fourth,  and  the  twenty  and  fifth ;  and  thus  had  ^twenty  and 
five  years  passed  away, 

8.  And  there  had  many  things  transpired  which,  in  the 
eyes  of  some,  would  be  great  and  marvellous ;  nevertheless, 
tney  cannot  all  be  written  in  this  book ;  yea,  ''this  book  can- 
not contain  even  a  hundredth  part  of  what  was  done  among 
so  many  people,  in  the  space  of  twenty  and  five  years  5 

9.  But  behold  there  are  ''records  which  do  contain  all  the 
proceedings  of  this  people ;  and  a  more  short  but  a  true 
account  was  given  by  Nephi ; 

10.  Therefore  I  nave  made  my  record  of  these  things 
according  to  the  "record  of  Nephi,  which  was  engraven  on  the 
plates  which  were  called  the  ^^lates  of  Nephi. 

11.  And  behold  I  do  make  the  record  on  plates  which  I 

have  made  with  mine  own  hands. 

• , ^ , __ 
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12.  And  behold,  I  am  called  Mormon,  being  called  after 
the  ^land  of  Mormon,  the  land  in  the  which  'Alma  did  estab- 
lish the  church  among  the  people;  yea,  the  first  church 
which  was  established  among  them  after  their  transgres- 
sion. 

13.  Behold  I  am  a  ^disciple  of  'Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God.  I  have  been  called  of  him  to  declare  his  word  among 
his  people,  that  they  might  have  everlasting  life. 

i4.  And  it  hath  become  expedient  that  I,  according  to  the 
will  of  Grod,  that  the  prayers  of  those  who  have  gone  hence, 
who  were  the  holy  ones,  should  be  fulfilled  according  to  their 
faith,  should  make  a  record  of  these  things  which  have  been 
done; 

15.  Yea,  a  ^mall  record  of  that  which  hathtaken  place 
from  the  time  that  Lehi  left  Jerusalem,  even  down  until  the 
present  time ; 

16.  Therefore  I  do  make  my  record  from  the  accounts 
which  have  been  given  by  those  who  were  before  me,  until 
the  commencement  of  my  day ; 

17.  And  then  I  do  make  a  Record  of  the  things  which  I 
have  seen  with  mine  own  eyes. 

18.  And  I  know  the  record  which  I  make  to  be  a  just  and 
a  true  record;  nevertheless  there  are  many  things  which, 
according  to  our  language,  we  are  not  able  to  write. 

19.  And  now  I  make  an  end  of  my  saying,  which  is  of 
myself,  and  proceed  to  give  my  account  of  the  things  which 
have  been  before  me. 

20.  I  am  .Mormon,  and  a  pure  descendant  of  Lehi.  I 
have  reason  to  bless  my  God  and  my  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
that  he  brought  our  fathers  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem, 
(and  no  one  knew  it  save  it  were  himself  and  those  whom  he 
Drought  out  of  that  land,)  and  that  hehaUi  given  me  and  my 
people  so  much  knowledge  unto  the  salvation  of  our  souls. 

21.  Surely  he  hath  blessed  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  hath 
been  merciful  unto  the  seed  of  Joseph. 

22.  And  *'*insomuch  as  the  children  of  Lehi  have  kept  his 
commandments,  he  hath  blessed  them  and  prospered  them 
according  to  his  word ; 

23.  Yea,  and  surelv  shall  he  again  bring  a  "remnant  of 
the  seed  of  Joseph  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  their  God; 

24.  And  as  surely  as  the  Lord  liveth  will  he  gather  in 
from  the  four  quarters  of  the  earth,  ''all  the  remnant  of  the 
seed  of  Jacob,  who  are  scattered  abroad  upon  all  the  face  of 
the  earth; 

25.  And  as  he  hath  covenanted  with  all  the  house  of 
Jacob,  even  so  shall  the  covenant  wherewith  h6  hath  cove- 
nanted with  the  house  of  Jacob,  be  fulfilled  in  his  own  due 
time,  unto  the  restoring  all  the  house  of  Jacob  unto  the 
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knowledge  of  the  covenant  that  he  hath  covenanted  with 
them ; 

26.  And  then  shall  they  know  their  Redeemer,  who  is 
Jesus  Chris^  the  Son  of  God ;  and  then  shall  thev  be  gathered 
in  from  the  four  quarters  of  the  earth,  unto  their  own  lands, 
from  whence  thev  have  been  dispersed;  yea,  as  the  Lora 
liveth,  so  shall  it  oe.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  6. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  of  the 
Nephites  did  all  return  to  their  own  lands,  in  the  twenty 
and  sixth  vear.  every  man,  with  his  family,  his  flocks  and 
Ms  herds,  his  <*norses  and  nis  cattle,  and  aU  things  whatso- 
ever did  belong  unto  them. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  had  not  eaten  up  all 
their  provisions ;  therefore  thev  did  take  with  them  all  that 
they  had  not  devoured,  of  all  tneir  erain  of  every  kind,  and 
their  gold,  and  their  silver,  and  all  their  precious  things, 
and  they  did  return  to  their  own  lands  and  their  possessions, 
both  on  the  north  and  on  the  south,  both  on  the  Mand  north- 
ward and  on  the  ^land  southward. 

3.  And  they  granted  unto  those  robbers  who  had  'entered 
into  a  covenant  to  keep  the  i>eace,  of  the  band  who  were 
desirous  to  remain  Lamanites,  lands,  according  to  their 
numbers,  that  they  might  have,  with  their  labors,  where- 
with to  subsist  upon ;  and  thus  they  did  establish  peace  in 
all  the  land. 

4.  And  they  began  again  to  prosper  and  to  wax  great; 
and  the  twenty  and  sixth  and  seventh  years  passed  away, 
and  there  was  great  order  in  the  land ;  and  they  had  formed 
tJieir  laws  according  to  equity  and  justice. 

i5.  And  now  there  was  nothing  in  all  the  land,  to  hinder 
the  people  from  prospering  continually,  except  they  should 
fall  mto  transgression. 

6.  And  now  it  was  ''Gidgiddoni,  and  the  -^judge  Lacho- 
neus,  and  those  who  had  been  appointed  leaders,  who  had 
established  this  great  peace  in  the  land. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  many  cities  built 
anew,  and  there  were  many  old  cities  repaired ; 

8.  And  there  were  ^many  highways  cast  up,  and  many 
roads  made,  which  led  from  city  to  city,  and  Erom  land  to 
land,  and  ^om  place  to  place. 

9.  And  thus  passed  away  the  twenty  and  eighth  year, 
and  the  people  had  continual  peace. 

10.  But  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twenty  and  ninth  year,  there 
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began  to  be  some  disputiiigB  among  the  people ;  and  some 
were  lifted  up  unto  pride  and  boastings,  because  of  their 
exceeding  great  riches,  yea,  even  unto  great  persecutions ; 

11.  For  there  were  many  ^merchants  in  the  land,  and 
also  many  lawyers,  and  many  officers. 

12.  And  the  {teople  began  to  be  distinguished  by  ranks ; 
according  to  their  riches,  and  their  chances  for  learning ; 
yea,  some  were  ignorant '  because  of  their  poverty,  and 
others  did  receive  great  learning  because  of  their  riches  ; 

13.  Some  were  lifted  up  in  pride,  and  others  were  exceed- 
ing humble ;  some  did  return  railing  for  railing,  while 
others  would  receive  railing  and  persecution,  and  allmanner 
of  afflictions,  and  would  not  turn  and  revile  again,  but  were 
humble  and  penitent  before  God ; 

14.  And  thus  there  became  a  great  inequality  in  all  the 
land,  insomuch  that  the  church  began  to  be  oroken  up ;  yea, 
insomuch  that  in  the  thirtieth  year  the  church  was  oroKen 
up  in  all  the  land,  save  it  were  among  a  few  of  the  Laman- 
ites,  who  were  converted  unto  the  true  faith ;  and  they  would 
not  depart  from  it,  for  they  were  firm,  and  steadfast,  and 
immoveable,  willing  with  all  dilligence  to  keep  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord. 

15.  Now  the  cause  of  this  iniquity  of  the  people,  was 
this,  satan  had  great  power,  unto  the  stirring  up  of  the 
people  to  do  all  manner  of  iniquity,  and  to  the  puffing  them 
up  with  pride,  tempting  them  to  seek  for  i>ower,  and 
authority,  and  riches,  anathe  vain  things  of  the  world. 

16.  And  thus  satan  did  lead  away  the  hearts  of  the 
people,  to  do  all  manner  of  iniquity :  therefore  they  had  not 
enjoyed  peace  but  a  few  years. 

17.  And  thus  in  the  commencement  of  the  •thirtieth  year, 
the  people  having  been  delivered  up  for  the  space  of  a  Ions 
time  to  be  carried  about  by  the  temptations  of  the  devu 
whithersoever  he  desired  to  carry  them,  and  to  do  whatso- 
ever iniquity  he  desired  they  should ;  and  thus  in  the  com- 
mencement of  this,  the  thirtieth  year,  they  were  in  a  state 
of  awful  wickedness. 

18.  Now  they  did  not  sin  ignorantly,  for  they  knew  the 
will  of  God  concerning  them,  for  it  had  been  taught  unto 
them  ;  therefore  they  did  wilfully  rebel  against  Grod. 

19.  And  now  it  was  in  the  days  of  Lachoneus,  the  son 
of  ^Lachoneus,  for  Lachoneus  did  fill  the  seat  of  his  father 
and  did  govern  the  people  that  year. 

20.  And  there  began  to  be  men  inspired  from  heaven,  and 
sent  forth  standing  among  the  peo];>le In  all  the  land,  preach- 
ing and  testifying  boldly  of  the  sins  and  iniquities  of  the 
people,  and  testifying  unto  them  concerning  the  redemption 
which  the  Lord  would  make  for  his  people;  or  in  other 
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words,  the  resurrection  of  Christ ;  and  they  did  testify  boldly 
of  his  death  and  sufferings. 

21.  Now  there  were  many  of  the  people  who  were  ex- 
ceeding angry,  because  of  those  who  testified  of  these 
things ;  ana  those  who  were  angry»  were  chiefly  the  chief 
Judges,  and  they  who  had  been  liign  priests  and  *"lawyer8 ; 
yea,  all  those  wno  were  lawyers,  were  angry  with  those  who- 
testified  of  these  things. 

22.  Now  there  was  no  "lawyer,  nor  judge,  nor  ''high 
priest,  that  could  have  power  to  condemn  any  one  to  deaui, 
save  their  condemnation  was  signed  by  the  ^governor  of  the 
land. 

23.  Now  there  were  many  of  those  who  testified  of  the 
things  pertaining  to  Christ,  who  testified  boldly,  who  were 
taken  and  put  to  death  secretly  by  the  judges,  that  the 
knowledge  of  their  death  came  not  unto  the  ^governor  of 
the  land,  until  after  their  death. 

24.  Now  behold  this  was  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the 
land,  that  any  man  should  be  put  to  death,  except  they  had 
power  from  the  goyemor  of  the  land ; 

25.  Therefore  a  complaint  came  up  unto  the  land  of  *'Zara* 
hernia,  to  the  goyemor  of  the  land,  against  these  judges 
who  had  condemned  the  prophets  of  the  Lord  unto  death, 
not  according  to  the  law. 

26.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  taken  and 
brought  up  before  the  jud^e,  to  be  judged  of  the  crime 
which  they  had  done,  accordmg  to  the  law  which  had  been 
given  by  the  *people. 

27.  Now  it  came  to  pass  that  those  judges  had  many 
friends  and  kindreds :  and  the  remainder,  yea,  eyen  almost 
all  the  'lawyers  and  the  "high  priests,  did  gather  themselyes 
together,  and  unite  with  the  kindreds  of  those  judges  who 
were  to  be  tried  according  to  the  law  ; 

28.  And  they  did  enter  into  a  covenant  one  with  another, 
yea,  even  into  that  covenant  which  was  giyen  by  them  of 
old,  which  covenant  was  given  and  administered  by  the 
devil,  to  combine  against  all  righteousness  ; 

29.  Therefore  they  did  combine  against  the  people  of  the 
Lord,  and  enter  into  a  covenant  to  destroy  tnem,  and  to 
deliver  those  who  were  guilty  of  murder  from  the  grasp  of 
justice,' which  was  about  to  be  administered  according  to 
the  law. 

30.  And  they  did  set  at  defiance  the  law  and  the  rights 
of  their  country ;  and  they  did  covenant  one  with  another, 
to  destroy  the  governor,  and  to  establish  a  king  over  the 
land,  that  the  land  should  no  more  be  at  ^liberty,  but  should 
be  subject  unto  kings. 
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CHAPTER  7. 

1.  Now,  behold,  I  will  shew  unto  jon  that  they  did  not 
establish  a  king  over  the  land ;  but  in  this  same  year,  yea, 
the  thirtieth  year,  they  did  destroy  upon  the  judgment  seat^ 
yea,  did  murder  the  Chief  Judffe  of  the  land. 

2.  And  the  people  were  divided  one  against  another ; 
and  they  did  separate  one  from  another,  into  tribes,  every 
man  according  to  his  family,  and  his  kindred,  and  friends ; 
and  thus  they  did  destroy  the  government  of  the  land. 

3.  And  every  tribe  did  appoint  a  chief,  or  a  leader  over 
them ;  and  thus  they  became  tribes  and  leaders  of  tribes. 

4.  Now  behold,  there  was  no  man  amon^  them,  save  he 
had  much  family  and  many  kindreds  and  friends  ;  therefore 
their  tribes  became  exceeding  great. 

5.  Now  all  this  was  done  and  there  were  no  wars  as  yet 
among  them ;  and  all  this  iniquity  had  come  upon  the 
people,  because  they  did  yield  themselves  unto  the  power 
of  satan ; 

6.  And  the  regulations  of  the  ^vemment  were  destroyed, 
because  of  the  '^secret  combination  of  the  friends  and  kin- 
dreds of  those  who  murdered  the  prophets. 

7.  And  they  did  cause  a  great  contention  in  the  land, 
insomuch  that  the  more  righteous  part  of  the  people, 
although  they  had  nearly  all  become  wicked;  yea,  there 
were  but  few  righteous  men  among  them. 

8.  And  thus^six  years  had  not  passed  awav,  since  the 
more  part  of  the  people  had  turned  from  their  righteousness, 
like  the  dog  to  his  vomit,  or  like  the  sow  to  her  wallowing 
in  the  mire. 

9.  Now  this  ^secret  combination  which  had  brought  so 
great  iniquity  upon  the  people,  did  gather  themselves  toge- 
ther, and  did  place  at  their  head,  a  man  whom  they  did  call 
Jacob; 

10.  And  they  did  call  him  their  king;  therefore  he 
became  a  king  over  this  wicked  band ;  and  he  was  one  of 
the  chief  est  ^vho  had  given  his  voice  against  the  prophets 
who  testified  of  Jesus. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  not  so  strong  in 
number  as  the  tribes  of  the  people  who  were  united  toge- 
ther, save  it  were  their  leaders  did  establish  their  laws, 
every  one  according  to  his  tribe ;  nevertheless  they  were 
enemies,  notwithstanding  they  were  not  a  righteous  people ; 
yet  they  were  united  in  the  hatred  of  those  who  had  entered 
mto  a  covenant  to  destroy  the  government ; 

12.  Therefore  Jacob  seeing  that  their  enemies  were  more 
numerous  than  they,  he  being  the  king  of  the  band,  there- 
fore he  commanded  his  people  that  they  should  take  their 
flight  into  the  northernmost  part  of  the   land,  and  there 
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build  up  unto  themselTes  a  kingdom,  until  they  were  joined 
by  dissenters,  (for  he  flattered  them  that  there  would  be 
many  dissenters,)  and  they  become  sufficiently  strong  to  con- 
tend  with  the  tribes  of  the  people,  and  they  did  so ; 

13.  And  so  speedy  was  their  march,  that  it  could  not  be 
inii)eded,  until  they  had  gone  forth  out  of  the  reach  of  the 
people.  And  thus  ended  the  thirtieth  year :  and  thus  were 
the  affairs  of  the  people  of  NephL 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirty  and  first  year, 
that  they  were  divided  into  tribes,  every  man  according  to 
his  family,  kindred  and  friends ;  nevertheless  they  had  come 
to  an  agreement  that  they  would  not  go  to  war  one  with 
another ;  but  they  were  not  united  as  to  their  laws,  and  their 
manner  of  government,  for  they  were  established  according 
to  the  minds  of  those  who  were  their  chiefs  and  their  leaders. 
But  they  did  establish  very  strict  laws  that  one  tribe  should 
not  trespass  against  another,  insomuch  that  in  some  degree 
they  had  peace  in  the  land ;  nevertheless,  their  hearts  were 
turned  from  the  Lord  their  Grod,  and  they  did  ''stone  the 
prophets,  and  did  cast  them  out  from  among  tiiem. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi,  having  been  visited 
by  angels,  and  also  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  therefore  having 
seen  angels,  and  being  eye  witness,  and  having  had  power 
given  unto  him  that  he  might  know  concerning  the  ministry 
of  Christ,  and  also  being  eye  witness  to  their  ''quick  return 
from  righteousness  unto  their  wickedness  and  abomina- 
tions ; 

16.  Therefore,  being  grieved  for  the  hardness  of  their 
hearts,  and  the  blindness  of  their  minds,  went  forth  among 
them  in  that  same  year,  and  began  to  testify  boldly,  repent- 
ance and  remission  of  sins  through  faitii  on  the  Lord  tfesus 
Christ. 

17.  And  he  did  minister  many  things  unto  them ;  and 
all  of  them  cannot  be  written,  and  a  part  of  them  would  not 
suffice;  therefore  they  are  not  written  in  this  book.  And 
Nephi  did  minister  with  power  and  with  great  authority. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  angry  with  him, 
even  because  he  had  greater  power  than  they,  for  it  were  not 
possible  that  they  could  disbelieve  his  words,  for  so  great  was 
nis  faith  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  -^angels  did  minister 
unto  him  daily ; 

19.  And  in  the  name  of  Jesus  did  he  cast  out  devils  and 
unclean  spirits ;  and  even  his  'brother  did  he  raise  from  the 
dead,  after  he  had  been  stoned  and  suffered  death  by  the 
people ; 

20.  And  the  people  saw  it,  and  did  witness  of  it,  and 
were  angry  with  mm,  because  of  his  power ;  and  he  did  also 
do  many  more  miracles,  in  the  sight  of  the  people,  in  the 
name  of  Jesus. 
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21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  thirty  and  first  year 
did  pass  away,  and  there  were  but  few  who  were  converted 
unto  the  Lord ;  but  as  many  as  were  converted,  did  truly 
signify  unto  the  people  that  thev  had  been  visited  by  the 
power  and  Spirit  of  Grod,  whicn  was  in  Jesus  Christ,  in 
whom  they  believed. 

22.  And  as  man^  as  had  Mevils  cast  out  from  them,  and 
were  healed  of  their  sicknesses  and  their  infirmities,  did 
truly  manifest  unto  the  people  that  they  had  been  wrought 
upon  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  had  been  healed ;  and  they 
-did  shew  forth  signs  also,  and  did  do  some  miracles  among 
the  people. 

23.  Thus  passed  away  the  thirty  and  second  year  alsa 
And  Nephi  did  cry  unto  the  people  in  the  conunencement  of 
the  thirty  and  third  year ;  and  he  did  preach  unto  them  re- 
X>entance  and  remission  of  sins. 

24.  Now  I  would  have  you  to  remember  also,  that  there 
were  none  who  were  brought  unto  repentance,  who  were 
not  ^baptized  with  water ; 

25.  Therefore  there  were  ordained  of  Nephi,  men  unto 
this  ministry,  that  all  such  as  should  come  unto  them, 
should  be  baptized  with  water,  and  this  as  a  witness  and  a 
testimony  before  God,  and  unto  the  people,  that  they  had 
repented  and  received  a  remission  of  their  sins. 

26.  And  there  were  many  in  the  commencement  of  this 
jear,  that  were  •^'baptized  unto  repentance;  and  thus  the 
more  part  of  the  year  did  pass  away. 


CHAPTER  8. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  according  to  our  record, 
And  we  know  our  record  to  oe  true,  for  behold,  it  w^as  a  "just 
man  who  did  keep  the  record ;  for  he  truly  did  ^many  miracles 
in  the  name  of  Jesus ;  and  there  was  not  any  man  w^ho  could 
do  a  miracle  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  save  he  were  cleansed 
every  whit  from  his  iniquity. 

2.  And  now  it  came  to  pass,  if  there  was  no  mistake  made 
by  this  man  in  the  reckoning  of  our  time,  the  thirty  and  third 
year  had  passed  away, 

3.  And  the  people  began  to  look  with  great  earnestness 
for  the  sign  which  had  been  given  by  the  prophet  Samuel, 
the  Lamanite ;  yea,  for  the  time  that  there  should  be  ''dark- 
ness  for  the  space  of  three  days  over  the  face  of  the  land. 

4.  And  there  began  to  be  great  doubtings  and  disputa- 
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tions  among  the  people,  notwithstanding  so  many  signs  had 
been  given. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirty  and  fourth  year,  in 
the  first  month,  in  the  fourth  day  of  the  month,  there  arose 
a  great  storm,  such  an  one  as  never  had  been  known  in  all 
tJieland; 

6.  And  there  was  also  a  -^great  and  terrible  tempest ;  and 
there  was  ^terrible  thunder,  insomuch,  that  it  did  shake  the 
iwhole  earth  as  if  it  was  about  to  divide  asunder ; 

7.  And  there  were  exceeding  ^harp  lightnings,  such  as 
never  had  been  known  in  all  the  land. 

8.  And  tte  *citj  of  Zarahemla  did  take  fire ; 

9.  And  the  ^d.t^  of  Moroni  did  sink  into  the  depths  of  the 
sea,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  were  drowned ; 

10.  And  the  earth  was  carried  up  upon  the  *city  of  Mo- 
ronihah,  that  in  the  place  of  the  city  thereof,  there  became  a 
.great  mountain ; 

11.  And  there  was  a  great  and  terrible  destruction  in  the 
land  'southward. 

12.  But  behold,  there  was  a  more  great  and  terrible  de- 
struction in  the  land  *^orthward:  for  behold,  the  whole 
face  of  the  land  was  changed,  because  of  the  '^tempest,  and 
l^e  <^hlrlwinds,  and  the  nhunderings,  and  the  'lightnings, 
and  the  exceeding  sreat  quaking  of  the  whole  earth; 

13.  And  the  ''highways  were  broken  up,  and  the  level 
roads  were  spoiled,  and  many  smooth  places  'became  rough, 

14.  And  many  great  and  notable  cities  were  'sunk,  and 
many  were  "bumeo,  and  many  were  shook  till  the  buildings 
thereof  had  *tallen  to  tiie  earth,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof 
were  slain,  and  the  places  were  left  desolate ; 

15.  And  there  were  some  cities  which  remained ;  but  the 
damage  thereof  was  exceeding  great,  and  there  were  many 
in  them  who  were  slain ; 

16.  And  there  were  some  who  were  carried  away  in 
the  •'whirlwind ;  and  whither  they  went,  no  man  knoweth, 
save  they  know  that  they  were  carried  away; 

17.  And  thus  the  face  of  the  whole  earth  became  de- 
formed, because  of  the  tempests,  and  the  ^thunderings,  and 
the  'Ughtninffs,  and  the  quaking  of  the  earth. 

18.  And  behold,  the  2«rocks  were  rent  in  twain;  they 
were  broken  up  upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth,  insomuch, 
that  they  were  found  in  ^  ^broken  fragments,  and  in  seams, 
and  in  cracks,  upon  all  the  face  of  the  land. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  ^  ^'thunderings, 
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and  the  ^''lightnings,  and  the  ^ 'storm,  and  the  ^^^ tempest, 
and  the  quakings  of  the  earth  did  cease— for  behold,  they 
did  last  for  about  the  space  of  *^three  hours;  and  it  was 
said  by  some  that  the  tmie  was  greater ;  nevertheless,  all 
these  great  and  terrible  things  were  done  in  about  the  space 
of  three  hours ;  and  'Hhen  behold,  there  was  darkness  upon 
the  face  of  the  land. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  thick  dai^ness 
upon  all  the  face  of  the  land,  insomuch,  that  the  inhabitants 
thereof  who  had  not  fallen,  could  ^*teel  the  yai>our  of  dark- 
ness ; 

21.  And  there  could  be  no  light,  because  of  the  darkness ; 
neither  candles,  neither  torches ;  neither  could  there  be  fire 
kindled  witii  their  fine  and  exceeding  dry  wood,  so  that  there 
could  not  be  any  light  at  all ; 

22.  And  there  was  not  any  light  seen,  neither  fire,  nor 
glimmer,  neither  the  sun,  nor  the  moon,  nor  the  stars,  for 
so  great  were  thQ,  mists  of  darkness  which  were  upon  the 
face  of  the  land. 

23.  And  it  came  to  i>ass  that  it  did  last  for  the  space 
of  ^^tbree  da^s,  that  there  was  no  light  seen ;  and  there  was 
great  mourning,  and  howling,  and  weeping  among  all  the 
people  continually ;  yea,  great  were  the  groanings  of  the 
people,  because  of  the  darkness  and  the  great  destruction 
which  had  come  upon  them. 

'  24.  And  in  one  place  they  were  heard  to  cry.  saying,  O 
that  we  had  repented  before  this  great  and  terrible  day,  and 
then  would  our  brethren  have  been  spared,  and  they  would 
not  have  been  ^^burned  in  that  great  dty  Zarahemla. 

25.  And  in  another  place  they  were  heajrd  to  cry  and 
mourn,  saying,  O  that  we  had  repented  before  this  great  and 
terrible  day,  and  had  not  killed  and  stoned  the  prophets,  and 
cast  them  out :  then  would  our  mothers  and  our  fair 
daughters,  and  our  children  have  been  spared,  and  not  have 
been  buried  up  in  that  great  ^  'city  Moronihah ;  and  thus 
were  the  howlings  of  the  people  great  and  terrible. 


CHAPTER  9. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  a  *voice  beard 
among  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  upon  all  the  face  of 
this  land,  crying, 

2.  Wo,  wo,  wo  imto  this  people  ;  wo  unto  the  inhabitants 
of  the  whole  earth,  except  tiiey  shall  repent,  for  the  devil

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laugheth,  and  his  angels  regoice,  because  of  the  slain  of  the 
teAlP  sons  and  daughters  of  my  people ;  and  it  is  because  of 
their  iniquity  anaabominations  that  they  are  fallen. 

3.  Benold  that  ^great  city  Zarahemla  have  I  ''burned  with 
fire,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

4.  And  behold,  that  great  ''city  Moroni  have  I  caused  to 
be  ^unk  in  the  depths  of  the  sea,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  to  be  drowned. 

6.  And  behold,  that  ^reat  -^city  Moronihah  have  I  covered 
with  earth,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  hide  their 
iniquities  and  their  abominations  from  before  my  face,  that 
the  olood  of  the  prophets  and  the  saints  shall  not  come  any 
more  unto  me  a^unst  them. 

6.  And  behold,  the  city  of  Gilgal  have  I  caused  to  be 
sunk,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  to  be  buried  up  in  the 
depths  of  the  earth ; 

7.  Yea,  and  the  city  of  Onihah,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  the  city  of  Mocum,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
and  the  'city  of  Jerusalem,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and 
waters  have  I  caused  to  come  up  in  the  stead  thereof,  to  hide 
their  wickedness  and  abominations  from  before  my  face, 
that  the  blood  of  the  prophets  and  the  saints  shall  not  come 
up  any  more  unto  me  against  them. 

8.  And  behold,  the  city  of  Gadiandi,  and  the  city  of 
Gadiomnah,  and  the  city  of  Jacob,  and  the  city  of  Gimgimno, 
all  these  have  I  caused  to  be  sunk,  and  made  ^hiUs  and 
valleys  in  the  places  thereof,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof 
have  I  buried  up  in  the  depths  of  the  earth,  to  hide  their 
wickedness  and  abominations  from  before  my  face,  that  the 
blood  of  the  prophets  and  the  saints  should  not  come  up  any 
more  unto  me  against  them. 

9.  And  behold,  that  great  city  Jaxsobugath,  which  was 
inhabited  by  the  people  of  the  king  of  Jacob,  have  I  caused 
to  be  turned  with  fire,  because  of  their  sins  and  their 
wickedness,  which  was  above  all  the  wickedness  of  the 
whole  earth,  because  of  their  -^secret  murders  and  combina- 
tions ;  for  it  was  they  that  did  destroy  the  *peace  of  my 
people  and  the  government  of  the  land  :  therefore  I  did  cause 
them  to  be  burned,  to  destroy  them  from  before  my  face,  that 
the  'blood  of  the  prophets  and  the  saints  should  not  come  up 
unto  me  any  more  against  them. 

10.  And  behold  the  city  of  Laman,  and  the  city  of 
Josh,  and  the  citv  of  Gad,  and  the  city  of  Kishkumen, 
have  I  caused  to  oe  *"bumed  with  fire,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  because  of  their  wickedness  in  casting  out  the 
prophets,  and  stoning  those  whom  I  did  send  to  declare 
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unto  them  concerning  their  wickedness  and  their  abomi- 
nations ;  « 

11.  And  because  they  did  cast  them  all  out,  that  there 
were  none  righteous  among  them,  I  did  send  down  "fire  and 
destroy  them,  that  their  wickedness  and  abominations  might 
be  hid  from  before  my  face,  that  the  blood  of  the  prophets 
and  the  saints  whom  I  sent  among  them,  might  not  cry  unto 
me  from  the  ground  against  them ; 

12.  And  many  great  destructions  have  I  caused  to  come 
upon  this  land,  and  upon  this  people,  because  of  their  wicked- 
ness and  their  abominations. 

13.  O  all  ye  that  are  spared  because  ye  were  more  righteous 
than  they,  will  ye  not  now  return  unto  me,  and  repent  of 
your  sins,  and  be  converted,  that  I  may  heal  you? 

14.  Yea,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  ye  will  come  unto  me 
ye  shall  have  eternal  life.  Behold,  mine  arm  of  mercy  is 
extended  towards  you,  and  whosoever  will  come,  him  will  I 
receive ;  and  blessed  are  those  who  come  unto  me. 

15.  Behold,  I  am  Jesus  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  I  ^created 
the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and  all  things  that  in  them  are. 
I  was  with  the  Father  from  the  beginning.  ^I  am  in  the 
Father,  and  the  Father  in  me ;  and  «m.  me  nath  the  Father 
glorified  his  name. 

16.  I  came  unto  Iny  own,  and  my  own  received  me  not. 
And  the  scriptures  'concerning  my  coming  are  fulfilled. 

17.  And  as  many  as  have  received  me,  to  them  have 
I  'given  to  become  the  Sons  of  God.;  and  even  so  will  I  to  as 
many  as  shall  believe  on  my  name,  for  behold,  by  me  **redemp- 
tion  cometh,  and  *ln  me  is  the  law  of  Moses  fulfilled. 

18.  I  *'am  the  light  and  the  life  of  the  world.  I  am  Alpha 
and  Omega,  the  bennning  and  the  end. 

19.  And  ye  shall  offer  up  unto  me  'no  more  the  sheddins 
of  blood  ;  yea,  your  sacrifices  and  your  burnt  offerings  shau 
be  done  away,  for  I  will  accept  none  of  your  sacrifices  and 
your  burnt  offerings ; 

20.  And  ye  shall  offer  for  a  sacrifice  unto  me  a  broken 
heart  and  a  contrite  spirit.  And  whoso  cometh  unto  me 
with  a  broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit,  him  will  I  bap- 
tize vwith  fire  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  as  the  Laman- 
ites,  because  of  their  faith  in  me  at  the  time  of  'their  conver- 
sion, were  baptized  with  fire  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
they  knew  it  not. 
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21.  Behold,  I  have  come  unto  the  world  to  bring  >  '■re- 
demption  unto  the  worid,  to  save  the  worid  from  sin : 

22.  Therefore  whoso  repenteth  and  cometh  unto  me  as 
a  ^  ^little  child,  him  will  I  receive :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom 
of  God.  Behold,  for  such  I  have  laid  down  my  life,  and  nave 
taken  it  up  again ;  therefore  repent^  and  come  unto  me  ye 
ends  of  the  earth,  and  be  saved. 


CHAPTER  10. 

1.  And  now  behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  all  the  ]^ple  of 
the  land  did  "hear  these  saying,  and  did  witness  of  it.  And 
after  these  sayings  there  was  silence  in  the  land  for  the  space 
of  many  hours ; 

2.  For  so  greisit  was  the  astonishment  of  the  people  that 
they  did  cease  lamenting  and  howling  for  the  loss  of  their 
kindred  which  had  been  slain ;  therefore  there  was  silence  in 
all  the  land  for  the  space  of  manv  hours. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  came  a  voice  again  unto 
the  people,  and  all  the  people  did  hear,  and  did  witness  of  it, 
saying, 

4.  O  ye  people  of  these  *great  cities  which  have  fallen,  who 
are  descendants  of  Jacob,  yea,  who  are  of  the  house  of  Israel, 
how  oft  have  I  gathered  you  as  a  hen  gathereth  her  chickens 
under  her  win^s,  and  have  nourished  you. 

5.  And  again,  how  oft  would  I  have  gathered  you  as  a  hen 
sathereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings ;  yea,  O  ye  people  of 
uie  house  of  Israel,  who  have  fallen ;  yea,  O  ye  people  of  the 
house  of  Israel,  ye  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  as  ye  tnat  have 
fallen ;  yea,  how  oft  would  I  have  gathered  you  as  a  hen 
gathereth  her  chickens,  and  ye  would  not. 

6.  O  ye  house  of  Israel  whom  I  have  ^spared,  how'oft  will  I 
gather  you  as  a  hen  gathereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  if 
ye  will  repent  and  return  unto  me  with  full  purpose  of  heart. 

7.  But  if  not,  O  house  of  Israel,  the  places  or  your  dwell- 
ings shall  become  desolate  imtil  the  <*time  of  the  fulfilling  of 
the  covenant  to  your  fathers. 

8.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  people  had 
heard  these  words,  behold  they  began  to  wee^  and  howl  again 
because  of  the  loss  of  their  kindred  and  fnends. 

•9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thus  did  the  ^three  days 
pass  away.    And  it  was  in  the  -^loming,  and   the  dark* 
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ness  di8i>ersed  from  off  the  face  of  the  land,  and  the  earth 
did  cease  to  tremble,  and  the  'rocks  did  cease  to  rend,  and 
the  dreadful  groanings  did  cease,  and  all  the  tuhmltuous 
noises  did  pass  away. 

10.  And  the  earth  did  cleave  together  again,  that  it 
stood,  and  the  mourning,  and  the  weeping,  and  the  wail- 
ing of  the  people  who  were  spared  alive,  did  cease ;  and 
their  mourning  was  turned  into  joy,  and  their  lamentations 
into  the  praise  and  thanksgiving  unto  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
their  Redeemer. 

11.  And  thus  far  were  the  ^g(cripture3  fulfilled  which 
had  been  spoken  by  the  prophets. 

12.  And  it  was  the  ^ore  righteous  part  of  the  people 
who  were  saved,  and  it  was  they  who  received  the  prophets 
and  stoned  them  not;  and  it  was  they  who  had  not  shed 
the  blood  of  the  saints,  who  were  spared ; 

13.  And  they  were  spared  and  were  •'not  sunk  and  buried 
up  in  the  earth ;  and  they  were  *not  drowned  in  the  depths 
of  the  sea;  and  they  were  'not  burned  by  fire,  neither  were 
they  fidlen  upon  and  crushed  to  death ;  and  they  were  not 
carried  away  in  the  "^whirlwind ;  neither  were  they  over- 
powered by  the  "vapour  of  smoke  and  of  darkness. 

14.  And  now,  wnosoreadeth,  let  him  understand;  he  that 
hath  the  scriptures,  let  him  <^earch  them,  and  see  and  behold 
if  all  these  deaths  and  destructions  by  ^re,  and  by  'smoke, 
and  by  *'tempests,  and  by  •whirlwinds,  and  by  the  ^opening  of 
the  earth  to  receive  them,  and  all  these  things  are  not  unto 
the  fulfilling  of  the  prophecies  of  many  of  the  holy  prophets. 

15.  Behold  I  say  unto  you,  yea,  many  have  testified  of 
these  things  at  the  coming  of  Christ,  and  were  slain  because 
they  testified  of  these  things ; 

16.  f  ea,  the  prophet  **zenos  did  testify  of  these  things, 
and  also  *Zenock  spake  concerning  these  things,  because 
they  testified  particularly  concerning  us,  who  are  the  rem- 
nant of  their  seed. 

17.  Behold,  our  father  Jacob  also  testified  ^'oonceniing  a 
remnant  of  the  seed  of  Joseph.  And  behold,  are  not  we  a 
remnant  of  the  seed  of  Joseph  ?  And  these  things  which 
testify  of  us,  are  they  not  written  upon  the  plates  of  brass 
which  our  father  Lehi  brought  out  oi  Jerusalem  ? 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  ending  of  the  thirty 
and  fourth  year,  behold  I  will  shew  unto  you  mat  the  people 
of  Nephi  who  were  spared,  and  also  those  who  had  b^en 
called  Lamanites,  who  had  been  spared,  did  have  great 
favours  shewn  unto  them,  and  great  blessings  poured  out 
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upon  their  heads,  insomuch  that  soon  after  the  ascension  of 
Christ  into  heaven,  he  did  truly  manifest  himself  unto 
them ; 

10.  ^Shewing  his  body  unto  them,  and  ministering  imto 
them:  and  an  account  of  his  ministry  shall  be  ^ven 
hereafter.  Therefore  for  this  time  I  make  an  end  S  my 
sayings. 


CHAPTER  11. 

Jesua^Christ  aheweth  himself  unto  the  people  of  N^hi,  as 
the  mvUitude  were  gcUhered  together  %n  the  land  Bounti- 
fvly  and,  did  minister  unto  them;  and  on  this  wise  did  lie 
shew  himself  unto  them, 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  a  great 
multitude  gathered  together,  of  the  people  of  Nephi,  round 
about  theHemple  which  was  in  the  ^land  Boimtiful;  and 
they  were  marvelling  and  wondering  one  with  another,  and 
were  shewing  one  to  another  the  ^great  and  marvellous 
change  which  had  taken  place ; 

2.  And  they  were  also  conversing  about  this  Jesus 
Christ,  of  whom  the  <%ign  had  been  given  concerning  his 
death. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  they  were  thus  con- 
versing one  with  another,  they  heard  a  voice  as  if  it  came 
out  of  heaven ;  and  they  cast  their  eyes  roimd  about,  for 
they  understood  not  the  voice  which  they  heard ;  and  it  wa6 
-not  a  harsh  voice,  neither  was  it  a  loud  voice ;  nevertheless, 
and  notwithstanding.it  being  a  'small  voice,  it  <Ud  pierce 
them  that  did  hear  to  the  centre,  insomuch  that  there  was 
no  part  of  their  frame  that  it  did  not  cause  to  quake ;  yea, 
it  did  pierce  them,  to  the  very  soul,  and  did  cause  their  hearts 
to  bum. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  again  they  heard  the  voice, 
and  they  understood  it  not ; 

6.  And  a^in  the  third  time  they  did  hear  the  voice,  and 
did  open  their  ears  to  hear  it ;  and  their  eyes  were  towards 
the  sound  thereof;  and  they  did  look  steadfastly  towards 
heaven,  from  whence  the  sound  came ; 

6.  And  behold  the  third  time  they  did  understand  the 
voice  which  they  heard ;  and  it  said  unto  them, 

7.  Behold  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased, 
in  whom  I  -^have  glorified  my  name :  hear  ye  him. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  they  understood,  they  cast 
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their  eyes  up  a^n  towards  heaven ;  and  behold,  they  saw 
a  'man  descending  out  of  heaven ;  and  he  was  clothed  in  a 
white  robe,  and  he  came  down  and  stood  in  the  midst  of 
them,  and  the  eyes  of  the  whole  multitude  were  turned  upon 
him,  and  they  durst  not  open  their  mouths,  even  one  to 
another,  and  wist  not  what  it  meant,  for  they  thought  it 
was  an  angel  that  had  appeared  unto  them. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  stretched  forth  his  hand 
and  spake  imto  the  people,  saying, 

10.  Behold,  I  am  Jesus  Christy  whom  the  prophets  testi- 
fled  shall  come  into  the  world ; 

11.  And  behold,  ^I  am  the  light  and  the  life  of  the  world ; 
and  I  have  drunk  out  of  that 'bitter  cup  which  the  Father 
hatii  given  me,  and  have  •^glorified  the  Father  in  taking 
upon  me  the  '^sins  of  the  world,  in  the  which  I  have 
Buffered  the  will  of  the  Father  in  all  things  from  the 
beginning. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  spoken 
these  words,  the  whole  multitude  fell  to  the  earth,  for  they 
remembered  that  it  had  been  'prophesied  amon^  them  that 
CShrist  should  shew  himself  unto  them  after  his  ascension 
into  heaven. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  spake  unto  them 
saying, 

IC  Arise  and  come  forth  unto  me,  that  ye  may  *Hhrust 
your  hands  into  my  side,  and  also  that  ye  may  feel  the 
prints  of  the  nails  in  my  hands  and  in  my  feet,  that  ye  may 
know  that  I  am  the  God  of  Israel,  and  the  "Grod  of  the  whole 
earth,  and  have  been  slain  for  the  ^ins  of  the  world. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  multitude  went  f  orth* 
and  ''thrust  their  hands  into  his  side,    and  did  feel  the 

§rints  of  the  nails  in  his  hands  and  in  his  feet ;  and  this  they 
id  do,  going 'forth  one  by  one,  until  they  had  all  gone  forth, 
and  did  see  with  their  eyes,  and  did  feel  with  their  hands, 
and  did  know  of  a  surety,  and  did  bear  record,  that  it  was 
he  of  whom  it  was  written  by  the  prophets  that  should 
come. 

16.  And  when  they  had  all  gone  forth  and  had  witnessed 
for  themselves,  they  did  cry  out  with  one  accord,  saying, 

17.  Hosanna  1  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  ''Most  High 
Grod  I  And  they  did  fall  down  at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  and  cud 
worship  him. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  spake  unto  Nephi 
(for  'Nephi  was  among  the  multitude,)  and  he  commanaed 
him  that  he  shoidd  come  forth, 

19.  And  Nephi  aros^  and  went  forth,  and  bowed  himself 
l>efore  the  Lord,  and  he  did  'kiss  his  feet.

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20.  And  the  Lord  commanded  him  that  he  should  arise. 
And  he  arose  and  stood  before  him. 

21.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  I  give  unto  you  **power 
that  ye  shall  'baptize  this  people  when  I  am  *'again  ascended 
into  heaven. 

22.  And  again  the  Lord  called  others,  and  said  unto  them 
likewise ;  and  he  gave  unto  them  'power  to  baptize.  And 
he  said  unto  them.  On  this  wise  shall  ye  baptize ;  and  there 
shall  be  ^no  disputations  among  you. 

23.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  whoso  repenteth  of  his 
sins  throueh  your  words,  and  desireth  to  be  oaptized  in  my 
name,  on  this  wise  shall  ye  baptize  them :  behold,  ye  shall 

go  down  and  *stand  in  the  water,  and  in  my  name  shall  ye 
aptize  them. 

24.  And  now  behold,  these  are  the  words  which  ye  shall 
say,  calling  them  by  name,  saying, 

25.  Having  3<*authoritv  given  me  of  Jesus  Christ,  ^^I  bap- 
tize you  in  the  name  of  tne  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.    Amen. 

26.  And  then  shall  ye  immerse  them  in  the  water,  and 
come  forth  again  out  of  the  water. 

27.  And  after  this  manner  shall  ve  baptize  in  my  name, 
for  behold,  verily  I  say  imto  you,  ^'^that  the  Father,  and  the 
Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  are  one ;  ^''and  I  am  in  the  Father, 
and  the  Father  in  me,  and  the  Father  and  I  are  ^'^one. 

28.  And  according  as  I  have  commanded  you  ^-^thus  shall 
ye  baptize.  And  there  shall  be  ^'no  disputations  among  you, 
as  there  hath  hitherto  been ;  neither  shall  there  be  disputa- 
tions among  you  concerning  the  points  of  my  doctrine,  as 
there  hath  hitherto  been ; 

29.  For  verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  that  hath  the 
spirit  of  2*contention  is  not  of  me,  but  is  of  the  devil,  who  is 
the  father  of  contention,  and  he  stirreth  up  the  hearts  of 
men  to  contend  with  anger,  one  with  another. 

30.  Behold,  this  is  not  my  doctrine,  to  stir  up  the  hearts 
of  men  with  anger,  one  against  another ;  but  this  is  my 
doctrine,  that  2<such  thin^  should  be  done  away. 

31.  Behold,  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  declare 
unto  you  my  doctrine. 

32.  And  this  is  my  doctrine,  and  it  is  the  doctrine  which 
the  Father  hath  given  unto  me ;  ^/and  I  bear  record  of  the 
Father,  and  the  !Bather  beareth  record  of  me,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  beareth  record  of  the  Father  and  me,  and  I  bear  record 
that  the  Father  commandeth  all  men,  everywhere,  to  repent 
and  believe  in  me ; 

33.  And  whoso  believeth  in  me,  and  is  ^^baptized,  the

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same  shall  be  saved ;  and  they  are  they  who  shall  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  Grod. 

M,  And  whoso  believeth  not  in  me,  and  is  not  baptized, 
shall  be  damned. 

35.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  is  my  doo- 
trine,  *  'and  I  bear  record  of  it  from  the  Father ;  and  *  ""whoso 
believeth  in  me,  believeth  in  the  Father  also,  and  unto 
him  will  the  Father ^ "bear  record  of  me;  for  he  will  visit 
him  2  "with  fire,  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

36.  And  thus  will  the  Father  ^''bear  record  of  me,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost  will  bear  record  unto  him  of  the  Father  and 
me ;  ^^for  the  Father,  and  I,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  are  one. 

37.  And  again  I  say  unto  you.  Ye  must  repent,  and  be- 
come as  a  little  child,  and  be  ^  ''baptized  in  my  name,  or  ye 
can  in  nowise  receive  these  things. 

38.  And  again  I  say  unto  you,  Te  must  repentL  and  be 
baptized  in  m^p^  name,  and  become  as  a  ^ 'little  child,  or  ye 
can  in  no  wise  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 

30.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  is  my  doc- 
trine, and  whoso  buildeth  upon  this,  buildeth  upon  my  rock, 
and  2 'the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  aeainst  them. 

40.  And  whoso  shall  declare  more  or  less  than  this,  and 
establish  it  for  my  doctrine,  the  same  cometh  of  evil,  and  is 
not  built  ui>on  my  rock,  but  he  buildeth  upon  a  ^^'sandy 
foundation,  and  the  gates  of  hell  standeth  open  to  receive 
such,  when  the  floods  come  and  the  winds  beat  upon  them. 

41.  Therefore  go  forth  unto  this  people,  and  declare  the 
words  which  I  have  spoken  unto  the  ends  of  the  eart^. 


CHAPTER  12.    {See  MaUhew  5.) 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  spoken  these 
words  unto  '*Nephi,  and  to  those  who  had  been  called,  (now 
the  number  of  tnem  who  had  been  called,  and  received  ^power 
and  authority  to  baptize,  were  ^'twelve,)  and  behold  he 
stretched  forth  his  hand  unto  the  multitude,  and  cried  unto 
them  saying.  Blessed  are  ye  if  ye  shall  give  heed  unto  the 
words  of  these  twelve  whom  I  have  chosen  from  among  you 
to  minister  unto  you,  and  to  be  your  servants ;  and  unto 
them  I  have  ''given  power,  that  they  maj  baptize  you  with 
water ;  and  after  that  ye  are  baptized  with  water,  rx^old  I 
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imH  baptize  you  «with  fire  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost ;  there- 
fore blessed  are  ye  if  ye  shall  believe  in  me,  and  be  baptized, 
aiter  that  ye  have  seen  me  and  know  that  I  am. 

2.  And  again,  more  blessed  are  the^  who  shall  believe  in 
your  words  because  that  ye  shall  testify  that  ye  have  seen 
me,  and  that  ye  know  that  I  am.  Yea,  blessed  are  they  who 
ahall  believe  in  vour  words,  and  come  down  into  the  depths 
of  humility  and  be  -^baptized,  for  thev  shall  be  visited  'with 
fire  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  shall  receive  a  remission 
of  their  sins. 

3.  Yea^  blessed  are  the  H>oor  in  spirit  who  come  unto  me, 
lor  theirs  is  the  kingdom  oi  heaven. 

4.  And  again,  blessed  are  all  they  that  mourn,  for  they 
4shall  be  comforted ; 

5.  And  blessed  are  the  meek,  for  chey  shall  inherit  the 
earth. 

6.  And  blessed  are  all  they  who  do  hunger  and  thirst  after 
righteousness,  for  they  shall  oe  'filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

7.  And  blessed  are  the  merciful,  for  they  shall  obtain 
mercy. 

8.  And  blessed  are  all  the  pure  in  heart,  for  they  shall  see 
God. 

9.  And  blessed  are  all  the  peace-makers,  for  they  shall 
l)e  called  the  children  of  €rod. 

10.  And  blessed  are  all  they  who  are  ^persecuted  for  my 
name's  sake,  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

11.  And  blessed  are  ve  when  men  shall  revile  yon.  and 
persecute  and  shall  say  all  manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely, 
for  my  sake, 

12.  For  ye  shall  have  *great  joy  and  be  exceeding  glad, 
for  great  shall  be  your  reward  in  heaven ;  for  so  persecuted 
they  theprophets  who  were  before  you. 

13.  Verify,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  give  unto  you  to  be 
the  salt  of  tne  earth ;  but  if  the  salt  shall  lose  its  savor, 
wherewith  ^hall  the  earth  be  salted?  The  salt  shall  be 
thenceforth  good  for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out,  and  to  be 
trodden  under  foot  of  men. 

14.  Verily,  vwily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  give  unto  you  to  be 
the  light  of  this  people.  A  city  that  is  set  on  a  hill  cannot 
behi£ 

15.  Behold,  do  men  light  a  candle  and  put  it  under  a 
bushel?  Nay,  but  on  a  candlestick,  and  it  giveth  light  to  all 
that  are  in  tne  house ; 

16.  Therefore  let  your  light  so  shine  before  this  people, 
that  they  may  see  your  good  works  and  glorify  your  Father 
who  is  in  heaven. 

17.  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the  law  or  the 
prophets.    I  am  not  come  to  destroy  but  to  fulfil ; 

e,  see  y,  ni.  Nep.  9.       /,  see  u,  n.  Nep.9.     ||r,  see  y,  m.  Nep.  9      JLMath. 
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18.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  one  jot  nor  one  tittle  "^hath 
not  passed  away  from  the  law,  but  in  me  it  hath  all  been 
fulfilled. 

19.  And  behold  I  have  given  you  the  law  and  the  com- 
mandments of  my  Father,  that  ye  shall  believe  in  me,  and 
that  ye  shall  repent  of  your  sins,  and  come  unto  me  with 
a  "broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit.  Behold,  ye  have  the 
commandments  before  you,  and  tne  ^'law  is  fulfilled ; 

20.  Therefore  come  unto  me  and  be  ye  saved  ;  for  verily 
I  say  unto  you,  that  except  ye  shall  keep  my  ^conmiandments, 
which  I  have  commanded  you  at  this  time,  ye  shall  in  no 
case  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

21.  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  by  them  of  old 
time,  and  it  is  also  written  before  youj  that  thou  shalt  not 
ktil ;  and  whosoever  shall  kill  shall  be  m  danger  of  the  ^judg- 
ment of  Grod. 

22.  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  whosoever  is  angry  with  his 
brother,  shall  be  in  danger  of  *'his  judgment.  And  whoso- 
ever shall  say  to  his  brother,  Baca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the 
council ;  and  whosoever  shall  say  thou  fool,  shall  be  m  danger 
of  hell  fire ; 

23.  Therefore,  if  ye  shall  come  unto  me,  or  shall  'desire 
to  come  unto  me,  and  rememberest  that  thy  brother  hath 
ought  against  thee, 

24.  Go  thy  way  unto  thy  brother,  and  first  be  reconciled 
to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  unto  me  with  full  purpose  of 
heart,  and  I  will  receive  you. 

25.  Agree  with  thine  adversstry  quickly  while  thou  art 
in  the  way  with  him,  lest  at  any  time  he  shall  get  thee,  and 
^ou  shalt  be  cast  into  prison. 

26.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  thee,  thou  shalt  by  no  means 
come  out  thence,  until  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  ^senine. 
And  while  ve  are  in  prison,  can  ye  pay  even  one  senine  ? 
Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  youL  Nay. 

27.  Behold,  it  is  written  by  them  of  old  time,  that  thou 
shalt  not  commit  adultery ; 

28.  But  I  say  imto  you,  that  whosoever  looketh  on  a 
woman,  to  lust  after  her,  hath  committed  adultery  already 
in  his  heart. 

29.  Behold,  I  give  unto  you  a  commandment,  that  ye 
suffer  "none  of  these  things  to  enter  into  your  heart ; 

30.  For  it  is  better  that  ye  should  deny  yourselves  of  these 
things,  wherein  ye  will  take  up  your  cross,  than  that  ye 
shomd  be  cast  into  hell. 

31.  It  hath  been  written,  that  whosoever  shall  put  away 
his  wife,  let  him  give  her  a  writing  of  divorcement. 

32.  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  whosoever  *shall 

m,  Math.  6 :  18.  n,  m.  Nep.  9 :  20.  o,  vers.  18, 16,  m.  Nep.  9 :  17. 
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put  away  his  wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of  fornication^ 
causeth  her  to  commit  adultery ;  and  whoso  shall  marry  her 
i^ho  is  divorced,  committeth  adultery. 

33.  And  again  it  is  written,  thou  shalt  not  forswear 
tbyself,  but  shall  perform  imto  the  Lord  thine  oaths. 

34.  But  verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  swear  not  at  all ; 
neither  by  heaven,  for  it  is  Grod's  throne  ; 

35.  Nor  by  the  earth,  for  it  is  his  footstool ; 

36.  Neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  the  head,  because  thou 
<5aii8t  not  make  one  hair  black  or  white ; 

37.  But  let  your  communication  be  yea,  yea  j  nay,  nay  ; 
for  whatsoever  cometh  of  more  than  these  are  evil. 

38.  And  behold,  it  is  written,  an  eye  for  an  eye,  and  a 
tooth  for  a  tooth. 

39.  But  I  say  imto  you,  that  ye  shall  not  resist  evil,  but 
whosoever  shall  smite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him 
the  other  also. 

40.  And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  and  take 
away  thy  coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloak  also. 

41.  And  whosoever  shall  compel  thee  to  go  a  mile,  go 
with  him  twain. 

42.  Give  to  him  that  asketh  thee,  and  to  him  that  would 
borrow  of  thee  turn  thou  not  away. 

43.  And  behold  it  is  written  also,  that  thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbour  and  hate  thy  enemy ; 

44.  But  behold  I  say  unto  you,  love  your  enemies,  bless 
them  that  curse  you,  do  gooa  to  them  that  hate  you,  and 
pray  for  them  who  despitefiilly  use  you  and  persecute 
you; 

45.  That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  who  is  in 
heaven ;  for  he  maKeth  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the 
good; 

46.  Therefore  those  things  which  were  of  old  time,  which 
were  under  the  law  in  me,  are  *all  fulfilled. 

47.  Old  things  'are  done  away,  and  all  things  have  become 
new; 

48.  Therefore  I  would  that  ye  should  be  perfect  even  "as 
Ij  or  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven  is  perfect. 


CHAPTER    13.    (See  MaMhew  a) 

1.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  that  I  would  that  ye  should  do 
alms  unto  the  poor ;  but  take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms 
before  men,  to  be  seen  of  them ;  otherwise  ye  have  no  reward 
of  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven. 

2.  Therefore,  when  ye  shall  do  your  alms,  do  not  sound  a

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trumpet  before  you,  as  will  hypocrites  do  in  the  ^jmagogues, 
and  in  the  streets,  that  they  may  have  glory  of  men.  V  erily  I 
say  unto  you,  they  have  their  reward, 

3.  But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know 
what  thy  ri^dit  hand  doeth ; 

4.  That  thine  alms  may  oe  in  secret ;  and  thy  Father  who 
seeth  in  secret,  himself  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

5.  And  when  thou  pray  est,  thou  shalt  not  do  as  the  hyiK>- 
crites,  for  they  love  to  pray,  standing  in  the  synagogues,  and 
in  the  comers  of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of  men. 
Verily J[  say  unto  you,  they  nave  their  reward. 

6.  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet,  and 
when  thou  hast  shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father  who  is  in 
secret ;  and  thy  Father,  who  seeth  in  secret,  shall  reward 
thee  openly. 

7.  ^ut  when  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the 
heathen,  for  they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their 
much  speaking. 

8.  Be  not  ye  therefore  like  unto  them,  for  your  Father 
knoweth  what  things  ye  have  need  of  before  ye  ask  him. 

9.  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye,  Our  Father  who 
art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  name. 

10.  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven. 

11.  And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors. 

12.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil. 

13.  For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the 
glory,  for  ever.    Amen. 

14.  For,  if  ye  forgive  men  their  trespasses,  your  heavenly 
Father  will  also  forgive  you ; 

15.  But  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their  trespasses,  neither  will 
your  Father  forgive  your  trespasses. 

16.  Moreover,  when  ye  ^fast,  be  not  as  the  hypocrites,  of 
a  sad  countenance,  for  they  disfigure  their  faces,  that  tney 
may  appear  unto  men  to  fast.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  they 
have  their  reward. 

17.  But  thou,  when  thou  fastest^  anoint  thy  head,  and 
wash  thy  face ; 

18.  That  thou  appear  not  unto  men  to  fast,  but  unto  thy 
Father,  who  is  in  secret ;  and  thy  Father,  who  seeth  in  secret 
shall  reward  thee  openly. 

19.  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth,  where 
moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  thieves  break  through  and 
steal. 

20.  But  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven,  where 
neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not 
break  through  nor  steal. 

21.  For  where  your  treasure  is,  there  willyour  heart  be  also. 

22.  The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye,  if  tnerefore  thine  eya 
be  single,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full  of  light 

-a,  see  u,  Alma  16.       &,  see  t,  Mos.  27. 
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23.  But  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body  shall  be  full 
of  darkness.  I^  therefore,  the  light  that  is  in  thee  be  dark- 
ness, how  great  is  that  darkness  I 

24.  No  man  can  serve  two  masters,  for  either  he  will  hate 
the  one,  and  love  the  other ;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one  and 
despise  the  other.    Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  Mammon. 

25.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  spoken 
these  words,  he  looked  upon  the  twelve  whom  he  had  chosen, 
and  said  unto  them.  Remember  the  words  which  I  have 
8ix>ken.  For  behold,  <^e  are  they  whom  I  have  chosen  to 
minister  unto  this  people.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  take  no 
thought  for  your  ufe,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall 
drink ;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  Is  not 
the  life  more  than  meat,  and  the  body  than  raiment  ? 

26.  Behold  the  fowls  of  the  air,  for  they  sow  not^  neither 
do  thev  reap,  nor  gather  into  bams ;  yet  your  heavenly  Father 
feedeth  them.    Are  ye  not  much  better  than  they? 

27.  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add  one  cubit 
unto  his  stature  ? 

28.  And  why  take  ye  thought  for  raiment?  Consider  the 
lilies  of  the  field  how  they  grow ;  they  toil  not,  neither  do 
tihey  spin ; 

29.  And  yet  I  say  unto  you,  that  even  Solomon,  in  all  his 
glory,  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these. 

30.  Wherefore,  if  Grod  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  field, 
which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven,  even  so 
wiU  he  clothe  you,  if  ye  are  not  of  little  faith. 

31.  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying.  What  shall  we 
eat?  or,  what  shall  we  drink?  or  wherewithal  shall  we  be 
clothed? 

32.  For  your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need 
of  all  these  things. 

33.  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  right- 
eousness, and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you. 

34.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the  morrow,  for  the 
morrow  shall  take  thought  for  the  things  of  itself.  Sufficient 
is  the  day  unto  the  evil  thereof. 


CHAPTER  14.    {SeeMoMhewl.) 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  spoken 
these  words,  he  turned  a^am  to  the  multitude,  and  did  open 
his  mouth  unto  them  again,  sa^ng.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  judge  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged. 

2.  For  with  what  judgment  ye  judge, ye  shall  be  judged  ; 
and  with  what  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you 
again. 

3.  And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy 
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brother's  eye,  but  considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  hi  thme 
own  eye  ? 

4.  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  let  me  pull  the 
mote  out  of  thine  eye ;  and  behold,  a  beam  is  in  thine  own 
eye? 

5.  Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast  the  beam  out  of  thine  own 
eve  :  and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  cast  the  mote  out  of 
tny  brother's  eye. 

6.  Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  doss,  neither  cast 
ye  ^our  pearls  before  swine,  lest  they  trample  them  under 
their  feet,  and  turn  again  and  rend  you. 

7.  <*Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  imto  you;  seek,  and  ye 
shall  find  ;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you, 

8.  For  every  one  that  asketh,  receiveth ;  and  he  that 
seeketh,  findeth;  and  to  him  that  knocketh,  it  shall  be 
oi>ened. 

9.  Or  what  man  is  there  of  you,  whom,  if  his  son  ask 
bread,  will  sive  him  a  stone  ? 

10.  Or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  give  him  a  serpent  ? 

11.  If  ye  then  being  evil  know  how  to  give  good  gifts 
unto  your  children,  how  much  more  shall  your  Father  who 
is  in  heaven  ^ive  good  things  to  them  that  ask  him  ? 

12.  Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men 
should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them,  for  this  is  the  law 
and  the  prophets. 

13.  Enter  ye  in  at  the  ^straight  gate :  for  wide  is  the 
gate,  and  broad  is  the  way,  which  leadeth  to  destruction, 
and  many  there  be  who  go  in  thereat ; 

14.  Because  straight  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the 
wav,  which  leadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that 
flnA  it. 

15.  Beware  of  false  prophets,  who  come  to  you  in  sheep's 
clothing,  but  inwardly  tney  are  ravening  wolves. 

16.  Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  fruits  :  Do  men  gather 
grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles? 

17.  Even  so  every  good  tree  brinffeth  forth  good  fruit ; 
but  a  corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth  evil  miit. 

18.  A  good  tree  cannot  brin^  forth  evil  fruit,  neither  a 
corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit. 

19.  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit,  is  hewn 
down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

20.  Wherefore,  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them. 

21.  Not  eversr  one  that  saith  unto  me  Lord,  Lord,  shall 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven :  but  he  that  doeth  the 
will  of  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven. 

22.  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord,  have  we 
not  prophesied  in  thy  name?  and  in  thy  name  have  cast 
out  devils  ?  and  in  thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works? 

23.  And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you, 
depart  from  me,  ye  that  work  iniquity.

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24.  Therefore,  whoso  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and 
doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man,  who  built  his 
house  upon  a  rock, 

25.  And  the  '^rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and 
the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house ;  and  it  fell  not ; 
for  it  was  founded  upon  a  rock. 

26.  And  every  one  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine, 
and  doeth  them  not,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man, 
who  built  his  house  upon  the  sand, 

27.  And  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the 
winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house ;  and  it  fell,  and  great 
was  the  fall  of  it. 


CHAPTER  15, 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  i)ass  that  when  Jesus  had  ended 
these  saying,  he  cast  his  eyes  round  about  on  the  multi- 
tude, and  said  unto  them.  Behold,  ye  have  heard  the  things 
which  I  have  "taught  before  I  ascended  to  my  Father* 
therefore  whoso  remembereth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and 
doeth  them,  him  will  I  hraise  up  at  the  last  day. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  said  these 
words,  he  perceived  that  there  were  some  among  them  who 
marvelled,  and  wondered  what  he  would  concerning  the  ''law 
of  Moses;  for  they  understood  not  the  <^saying  that  old 
things  had  passed  away,  and  that  all  things  had  become 
new. 

3.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto 
you,  that  old  things  had  passed  away,  and  that  all  things 
had  become  new. 

4.  Behold  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  'law  is  fulfilled  that 
was  given  unto  Mioses. 

5.  Behold,  ^I  am  he  that  gave  the  law,  and  I  am  he 
who  covenanted  with  my  people  Israel :  therefore,  the  ^law 
in  me  is  fulfilled,  for  I  nave  come  to  fulfil  the  law ;  there- 
fore it  hath  an  end. 

6.  Behold,  I  do  ^ot  destroy  the  prophets,  for  as  many 
as  have  not  been  fulfilled  in  me,  verily  Isay  unto  you,  shall 
aU  be  fulfilled. 

7.  And  because  I  said  unto  you,  that  'old  things  hath 
passed  away,  I  do  not  destroy  that  which  hath  been  spoken 
concerning  things  which  are  to  come. 

8.  For  behold,  the  Covenant  which  I  have  made  with 
my^  people  is  not  all  fulfilled ;  but  the  *law  which  was  given 
unto  Moses,  hath  an  end  in  me. 

c,  see  e,  Alma  26.  
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9.  Behold,  I  am  the  law,  and  the  lieht;  look  unto  me, 
and  endure  to  the  end,  and  ye  shall  uve.  for  unto  him 
thaX  "*endureth  to  the  end,  will  I  give  eternal  life. 

10.  Behold,  I  have  given  unto  you  the  commandments ; 
therefore  keep  mv  commandments.  And  this  is  the  law 
and  the  prophets,  for  they  truly  testified  of  me. 

11.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had 
spoken  these  words,  he  said  unto  **those  twelve  whom  he 
had  'Chosen, 

12.  Ye  are  my  disciples ;  and  ye  are  a  light  unto  this 
people,  who  are  a  remnant  of  the  house  of  Joseph. 

13.  And.  behold,  %his  is  the  land  of  your  inheritance ;  and 
the  Father  nath  given  it  unto  you. 

14.  And  not  at  anv  time  hath  the  Father  given  me  com- 
mandment that  I  snould  tell  it  unto  your  brethren  at 
Jerusalem ; 

15.  Neither  at  any  time  hath  the  Father  given  me  com- 
mandment, that  I  should  tell  unto  them  concerning  the  Mother 
tribes  of  the  house  of  Israel,  whom  the  Father  hath  led  away 
out  of  the  land. 

16.  This  liiuch  did  the  Father  command  me,  that  I  should 
tell  unto  them, 

17.  That  'other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold ; 
them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice ;  and 
there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd. 

18.  And  now  because  of  stifEheckedness  and  unbeliel 
they  understood  not  my  word  :  therefore  I  was  commanded 
to  say  no  more  of  the  Father  concerning  this  thing  unto 
them. 

19.  But.  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  the  Father  hath 
commanded  me,  and  I  tell  it  unto^ou,  that  ye  were  separated 
from  among  them  because  of  their  iniquity ;  therefore  it  is 
because  of  their  iniquity,  that  they  know  not  of  you. 

20.  And  verily,  I  say  unto  you  again,  that  the  *'other 
tribes  hath  the  Father  separated  crom  them ;  and  it  is  because 
of  their  iniquity,  that  they  know  not  of  them. 

21.  And  venly,  I  say  unto  you,  that  *ye  are  thgr  of  whom 
I  said,  other  sheep  I  have  which  are  not  of  this  fold ;  them 
also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice ;  and  there 
shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd. 

22.  And  they  imderstood  me  not,  for  they  supposed  it 
had  been  the  GTentiles ;  for  they  understood  not  that  the 
Grentiles  should  be  ^converted  through  their  preaching ; 

23.  And  they  understood  me  not  that  I  said  they  shall 
hear  my  voice ;  and  they  understood  me  not  that  the  Gentiles 
should  not  at  any  time  hear  my  voice;  that  I  should  not 
manifest  myself  unto  them,.«*save  it  were  by  the  Holy 
Ghost. 
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24  But  behold,  ye  have  both  heard  my  voice,  and  seen 
me ;  and  ye  are  my  *8heep,  and  ye  are  numbered  among 
those  whom  the  Father  hatn  given  me. 


CHAPTER   16. 

1.  And  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  that  I  have  'other 
sheep,  which  are  not  of  this  land ;  neither  of  the  land  of 
Jerusalem ;  neither  in  any  parts  of  that  land  round  about, 
whither  I  have  been  to  minister. 

2.  For  they  of  whom  I  speak,  are  they  who  have  ^ot  as 
yet  heard  my  voice ;  neither  have  I  at  any  time  manifested 
niyself  unto  them. 

3.  But  I  have  received  a  commandment  of  the  Father, 
that  I  shall  go  unto  them,  and  that  they  shall  ''hear  my  voice, 
and  shall  be  numbered  among  my  sheep,  that  there  may  be 
one  fold,  and  one  shepherd  ;  therefore  I  go  to  show  myself 
unto  them. 

4.  And  I  command  you  that  ye  shall  write  these  sayings, 
after  I  am  gone^  that  if  it  so  be  tnat  my  peof^le  at  Jerusalem, 
they  who  have  seen  me,  and  been  with  me  in  my  ministry, 
do  not  ask  tiiie  Father  in  my  name,  that  they  may  receive  a 
knowledge  of  you  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  also  of  the  ^other 
tribes  whom  thev  know  not  of,  that  these  savings  which  ye 
shall  write,  shall  be  kept,  and  shall  be  manifested  <^into  the 
Grentiles,  that  through  the  -^fulness  of  the  Grentiles,  the  rem- 
nant of  their  seed  ivho  shall  be  scattered  forth  upon  the  face 
of  the  earth,  because  of  their  unbeliei^  may  be  brought  in,  or 
may  be  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  me,  their  Redeemer. 

5.  And  ^en  will  I  gather  them  in  from  the  four  quarters 
of  the  earth  ;  and  then  will  I  fulfil  the  ^covenant  which  the 
Father  hath  made  unto  all  the  people  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

6.  And  blessed  are  the  Gentiles,  because  of  their  belief 
in  me,  in  and  'of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  witness  unto  them,  -^of 
me  and  of  the  Father. 

7.  Behold,  because  of  tjieir  belief  in  me,  saith  the  Father, 
and  because  of  the  unbelief  of  you,  O  house  of  Israel,  in 
the  '^latter  dav  shall  the  truth  come  unto  the  Gentiles,  that 
the  fulness  of  these  things  shaJl  be  made  known  unto  them. 

8.  But  %o,  saitii  the  Father,  unto  the  unbelieving  of  the 
Gentiles,  for  notwithstanding  they  have  come  forth  upon 
the  face  of  this  land,  and  have  scattered  my  people,  who  are 
of  the  house  of  Israel ;  and  my  people  who  are  of  the  house 

V,  vera.  17,  21.  
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of  Israel,  have  been  cast  out  from  among  them,  and  have 
been  trodden  under  feet  by  them ; 

9.  And  because  of  the  mercies  of  the  Father  unto  the 
Gentiles,  and  also  the  judgments  of  the  Father  upon  my 
people,  who  are  of  the  house  of  Israel,  verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  that  *^fter  all  this,  and  I  have  caused  my  people 
who  are  of  the  house  of  Israel,  to  be  smitten,  ana  to  be 
afflicted,  and  to  be  slain,  and  to  be  cast  out  from  among 
them,  and  to  become  hated  by  them,  and  to  become  a  bias 
and  a  bye- word  among  them. 

10.  And  thus  commandeth  the  Father  that  I  should  say 
unto  you  at  that  day  when  the  Gentiles  shall  sin  against 
my  '^gospel,  and  shall  be  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  their  hearts 
above  ''all  nations,  and  above  all  the  people  of  the  whole 
earth,  and  shall  be  filled  with  all  manner  of  lyings,  and  of 
deceits,  and  of  mischiefs,  and  all  manner  of  hypocrisy,  and 
murders,  and  priestcrafts,  and  'whoredoms,  and  of  ''secret 
abominations ;  and  if  they  shall  do  all  those  things,  and  shall 
reject  the  'fulness  of  my  gospel,  behold,  saith  the  Father, 
I  will  'bring  the  fulness  of  my  gospel  from  among  them ; 

11.  And  then  I  will  remember  my  covenant  vmich  I  have 
made  unto  my  people,  O  house  of  Israel,  and  I  wlU  bring  my 
gospel  unto  "them ; 

12.  And  I  will  shew  unto  thee,  O  house  of  Israel,  that  the 
Gentiles  shall  not  have  power  over  you,  but  I  will  remember 
my  ''covenant  unto  you.  O  house  of  Israel,  and  ye  shall  come 
unto  the  '^knowledge  of  the  fulness  of  my  gospel. 

13.  But  if  the  Gentiles  will  repent,  and  return  unto  me, 
saith  the  Father,  behold  they  shalT  be  'numbered  among  my 
people,  O  house  of  Israel ; 

14.  And  I  will  not  suffer  my  people,  who  are  of  the  house 
of  Israel,  to  go  through  among  them,  and  tread  them  down, 
saith  the  Father. 

15.  But  if  they  will  not  turn  unto  me,  and  hearken  unto 
my  voice,  I  will  suffer  them  yea,  I  will  suffer  my  people,  0 
house  of  Israel,  that  they  shall  go  through  among  them, 
and  shall  tread  them  down,  and  tliey  shall  be  as  ^salt  that 
hath  lost  its  savor,  which  is  thenceforth  good  for  nothing, 
but  to  be  cast  out,  and  to  be  trodden  under  loot  of  my  people, 
O  house  of  Israel. 

16.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  thus^  hath  the  Father 
commanded  me,  that  'I  should  give  unto  this  people  this 
land  for  their  inheritance. 

17.  And  when  the  words  of  the  prophet  Isaiah  shall  be 
fulfilled,  which  say, 

18.  2  «Thy  watchmen  shall  lift  up  the  voice ;  with  the  voice 

m,  see  j,  ii.  Nep.  26.  n,  revealed  in  the  Book  of  Mormon.  o,  Hor. 
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together  shall  they  sing,  for  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye,  when 
the  Lord  shall  bring  again  Zion. 

19.  Break  forth  into  joy,  sing  together,  ye  waste  places 
of  Jerusalem,  for  the  Lord  hath  comforted  -his  people,  he 
hath  redeemed  Jerusalem. 

20.  The  Lord  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  in  the  eyes  of 
all  the  nations ;  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  the 
salvation  of  Grod. 


CHAPTER  17. 

1.  Behold,  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had 
spoken  these  words,  he  looked  round  about  again  on  the 
multitude,  and  he  said  unto  them,  behold  my  time  is  at  hand. 

2.  I  perceive  that  ye  are  weak,  that  ye  cannot  understand 
all  my  words  which  I  am  commanded  of  the  Father  to  speak 
unto  you  at  this  time ; 

3.  Therefore,  go  ye  unto  your  homes,  and  ponder  upon 
the  things  which  I  have  said,  and  ask  of  the  Father,  in  my 
name,  that  ye  may  imderstand  and  prepare  your  minds  for 
the  morrow,  and  I  come  unto  you  again ; 

4.  But  now  I  ^go  unto  the  Father,  and  also  to  shew  myself 
unto  the  ^lost  tribes  of  Israel,  for  they  are  not  lost  unto  the 
Father,  for  he  knoweth  whither  he  hath  taken  them. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  thus  spoken, 
he  cast  his  eyes  round  about  ag^n  on  t^e  multitude,  and  be- 
held they  were  in  tears,  and  did  look  steadfastly  upon  him, 
as  if  they  would  ask  him  to  tarry  a  little  longer  with  them. 

6.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Behold,  my  bowels  are  filled 
with  compassion  towards  you ; 

7.  ''Have  ye  any  that  are  sick  among  you,  bring  them 
hither.  Have  ye  any  that  are  lame,  or  biino,  or  halt,  or 
maimed,  or  leprous,  or  that  are  withered,  or  that  are  deaf,  or 
that  are  afflicted  in  any  manner?  bring  them  hither  and  I 
wiU  heal  them,  for  I  have  compassion  upon  you ;  my  bowels 
are  filled  with  mercy; 

8.  For  I  perceive  that  ye  desire  that  I  should  shew 
unto  you  what  I  have  done  unto  your  brethren  at  Jeru- 
salem, for  I  see  that  your  faith  is  ''sufficient  that  I  should 
heal  you. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  all 
the  multitude,  with  one  accord,  did  go  forth  with  their  sic^ 
and  their  afflicted,  and  their  lame,  and  with  their  blind,  and 
with  their  dumb,  and  with  all  they  that  were  afflicted  in  any 
manner;  and  he  did  "heal  them  every  one  as  they  were 
brought  forth  unto  him, 

10.  And  they  did  all,  both  they  who  had  been  healed  and 
they  who  were  whole,  bow  down  at  his  feet,  and  did  worship

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him ;  and  as  many  as  could  come  for  the  multitude  did  -^kiss 
his  feet,  insomuch  that  they  did  bathe  his  feet  with  their 
tears. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  commanded  that 
their  ^little  children  should  be  brought. 

12.  So  they  brought  their  little  children  and  sat  them 
down  upon  the  ground  round  about  him,  and  Jesus  stood  in 
the  midst ;  and  the  miiltitude  gave  way  till  they  had  all  been 
brought  unto  him. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  all  been 
brought,  and  Jesus  stood  in  the  midst,  he  commanded  the 
multitude  that  they  should  *kneel  down  upon  the  ground. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  knelt  upon 
the  ground,  Jesus  groaned  within  himself,  and  saith,  Fatner, 
I  am  'troubled  because  of  the  wickedness  of  the  people  of  the 
house  of  Israel. 

15.  And  when  he  had  said  these  words,  he  himself 
also  -^  knelt  upon  the  earth ;  and  behold  he  prayed  unto  the 
Father,  and  the  thines  which  he  prayed  cannot  be  written, 
and  the  multitude  did  bear  record  who  heard  him. 

16.  And  after  this  manner  do  they  bear  record  :  *the  eye 
hath  never  seen,  neither  hath  the  ear  heard,  before,  so  great 
and  marvellous  things  as  we  saw  and  heard  Jesus  speak 
unto  the  Father ; 

17.  And  no  tongue  can  speak,  neither  can  there  be  written 
by  any  man,  neither  can  the  hearts  of  men  conceive  so  sreat 
and  marvellous  things  as  we  both  saw  and  heard  Jesus 
speak ;  and  no  one  can  conceive  of  the  joy  which  filled  our 
souls  at  the  time  we  heard  him  pray  for  us  unto  the  Father. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  made  an 
end  of  praying  unto  the  Father,  he  arose ;  but  so  great  was 
the  joy  of  the  multitude  that  they  were  overcome. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jesus  spake  unto  them,  and 
bade  them  arise. 

20.  And  they  arose  from  the  earth,  and  he  said  unto  them. 
Blessed  are  ye  because  of  your  faith.  And  now  behold,  my 
joy  is  full. 

21.  And  when  he  had  said  these  words,  he  wept,  and  the 
multitude  bear  record  of  it,  and  'he  took  their  little  children, 
one  by  one,  and  blessed  them,  and  prayed  unto  the  Father 
for  them. 

22.  And  when  he  had  done  this  he  wept  again, 

23.  And  he  spake  unto  the  multitude,  and  saith  unto 
them,  behold  your  little  ones. 

24.  And  as  they  looked  to  behold,  they  cast  their  eyes 
towards  heaven,  and  they  saw  the  heavens  open,  and  they 
saw  angels  descending  out  of  heaven  as  it  were,  in  the  midst 
of  fire  ;  and  they  came  down  and  encircled  those  little  ones

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about,  and  thev  "^ere  encircled  about  with  flie ;  and  the 
angels  did  minister  unto  them, 

25.  And  the  multitude  did  see  and  hear  and  bear  record ; 
and  the7  know  that  their  record  is  true,  for  they  all  of  tiiem 
did  see  and  hear,  every  man  for  himself ;  and  mey  were  in 
number  about  two  thousand  and  five  hundred  souLs;  and 
they  did  consist  of  men,  women,  and  children. 


CHAPTER  18. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jesus  commanded  his  <*di8- 
<dples  that  they  should  bring  forth  ^some  bread  and  wine 
unto  him. 

2.  And  while  they  were  gone  for  bread  and  wine,  he  oomr 
manded  the  multitude  that  they  should  sit  themselves  down 
upon  the  earth. 

3.  And  when  the  disciples  had  come  with  bread  and  wine, 
he  took  of  the  bread,  and  Drake  and  blessed  it ;  and  he  gave 
unto  the  disciples,  and  commanded  that  thev  should  eat. 

4.  And  when  they  had  eat,  and  were  filled,  he  commanded 
that  they  should  give  unto  the  multitude. 

5.  And  when  the  multitude  had  eaten  and  were  filled,  he 
said  unto  the  disciples,  behold  there  shall  one  be  "ordained 
among  you,  and  to  him  will  I  give  power  that  he  shall  break 
bread,  and  bless  it,  and  give  it  unto  the  people  of  my  church, 
unto  all  those  who  shall  believe  and  ''be  baptized  in  my  name. 

6.  And  this  shall  ye  always  observe  to  do,  even  as  I  have 
done,  even  as  I  have  broken  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  gave 
it  unto  you. 

7.  And  this  shall  ye  do  in  'remembrance  of  my  body, 
which  I  have  shewn  unto  you.  And  it  shall  be  a  testimony 
unto  the  Fatiier,  that  ye  do  always  remember  me.  And  if  ye 
do  -^always  remember  me,  ye  shall  have  my  Spirit  to  be  with 
you. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  he  said  these  words,  he 
commanded  his  disciples  that  they  should  take  of  the  wine  of 
the  cup,  and  drink  of  it,  and  that  they  should  also  give  unto 
the  multitude,  that  they  might  drink  of  it. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  so,  and  did  drink  of 
it,  and  were  filled ;  and  they  gave  unto  the  multitude,  and 
they  did  drink,  and  they  were  filled. 

10.  And  when  the  disciples  had  done  this  Jesus  said  unto 
them.  Blessed  are  ye  for  this  thing  which  ye  have  done,  for 
this  is  fulfilling  my  commandments,  and  this  doth  witness 

m,  Bee  g.  
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unto  the  Father  that  ye  are  willing  to  do  that  which  I  have 
commanded  yon. 

11.  And  this  shall  ye  always  do  to  those  who  repent  and 
are  ^baptized  in  mv  name ;  and  ye  shall  do  it  in  M^membrance 
of  my  blood,  whicn  I  have  shed  for  you,  that  ye  may  witness 
unto  the  Father  that  ye  do  always  remember  me.  And  if  ye 
do  ^always  remember  me,  ye  shall  have  my  Spirit  to  be  with 
you. 

12.  And  I  give  unto  you  a  commandment  that  ye  shall  do 
these  things.  And  if  ye  shall  always  do  these  things,  blessed 
are  ye,  for  ye  are  built  upon  my  rock. 

13.  But  whoso  among  you  shall  do  more  or  less  than 
these  ^are  not  built  upon  my  rock,  but  are  built  upon  a  sandy 
foundation ;  and  when  the  rain  descends,  and  the  noods  come, 
and  the  winds  blow,  and  beat  upon  them,  they  shall  fall,  and 
the  gates  of  hell  are  ready  open  to  receive  them ; 

14.  Therefore  blessed  are  ye  if  ye  shall  keep  my  command- 
ments, which  the  Father  hatn  commanded  me  that  I  should 
give  unto  you. 

15.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Ye  must  watch 
and  *pray  always,  lest  ye  be  tempted  by  the  devil,  and  ye  are 
led  away  captive  by  him. 

16.  And  as  I  have  prayed  among  you,  even  so  shall  ye 

gray  in  my  church,  among  my  people  who  do  repent  and  are 
aptized  in  my  name.    Behold  ^1  am  the  light;  I  have  set  an 
example  for  you. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  spoken  these 
words  unto  his  disciples,  he  turned  again  unto  the  multitude, 
and  said  unto  them, 

18.  Behold,  verily,  verily,  I  sa^  unto  you,  ye  must  watch 
and  "^ray  always,  lest  ye  enter  mto  temptation;  for  satan 
desireth  to  have  you ;  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat ; 

19.  Therefore  ye  must  always  pray  unto  the  Fatlier  in  my 
name ; 

20.  And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  the  Father  inmynam& 
which  is  right,  believing  that  ye  shall  receive,  behold  it  shall 
be  given  unto  you. 

21.  "Pray  in  your  families  unto  the  Father,  always  in  my 
name,  that  your  wives  and  your  children  may  be  blessed. 

22.  And  behold,  ye  shall  meet  together  oft,  and  ye  eJiall 
not  forbid  any  man  firom  coming  unto  you  when  ye  shall  meet 
together,  but  suffer  them  that  they  may  come  unto  you,  and 
foirbid  them  not ; 

28.  But  ^e  shall  pray  for  them,  and  shall  not  cast  them 
out ;  and  if  it  so  be  that  they  come  unto  you  oft,  ye  shall 
pray  for  them  unto  the  Father,  in  my  name ; 

24.  Therefore  hold  up  your  light  that  it  may  shine  unto 
the  world.    Behold  I  am  the  ^lignt  which  ye  shall  hold  up— 
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that  '^hich  ye  have  seen  me  do.    Behold  je  see  that  I  have 
prayed  unto  the  Father,  and  ye  all  have  witnessed  ; 

25.  And  ye  see  that  I  have  commanded  that  ^none  of  you 
should  go  away,  but  rather  have  commanded  that  ye  should 
come  unto  me,  that  ye  might  ^f eel  and  see  ;  even  so  shall  ye 
do  unto  the  world ;  and  whosoever  breaketh  tMs  conmiand- 
ment,  sulfereth  himself  to  be  led  into  temptation. 

26.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  spoken 
these  words,  he  turned  his  eyes  again  upon  the  ''disciples 
whom  he  had  chosen,  and  said  unto  them, 

27.  Behold  verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  give  unto  you 
another  commandment,  and  then  I  must  go  unto  my  Father, 
that  I  may  fulfil  'other  commandments  which  he  hath  given 
me. 

28.  And  now  behold,  this  is  the  commandment  which  I 
give  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  not  suffer  any  one  knowingly, 
to  'pjartake  of  my  flesh  and  blood  unworthily,  when  ye  bd&u. 
minister  it ; 

29.  For  whoso  eateth  and  drinketh  mj  flesh  and  blood 
unworthily,  eateth  and  drinketh  damnation  to  his  soul; 
therefore  if  ye  know  that  a  man  is  unworthy  to  eat  and 
drink  of  my  flesh  and  blood,  ye  shall  forbid  him  ; 

30.  Nevertheless  ye  shall  not  cast  him  out  from  among 
you,  but  ye  shall  minister  unto  him,  and  shall  pray  for 
him  unto  the  Father,  in  my  name,  and  if  it  so  be  that  he 
repenteth,  and  is  ^'baptized  in  my  name,  then  shall  ye  re- 
ceive him,  and  shall  minister  unto  him  of  my  flesh  and 
blood; 

31.  But  if  he  repent  not,  he  shall  not  be  numbered  among 
my  people,  that  he  may  not  destroy  my  people,  for  behold 
I  'Know  my  sheep,  and  they  are  numbered ; 

32.  Nevertheless  ye  shall  not  cast  him  out  of  your  *'syna- 
gogues,  or  your  places  of  worship,  for  unto  such  shaU  ye 
continue  to  minister ;  for  ye  know  not  but  what  they  will 
return  and  repent,  and  come  unto  me  with  full  purpose  of 
heart,  and  I  snail  heal  them,  and  ye  shall  be  the  means  of 
bringing  salvation  unto  them. 

^.  Therefore  keep  these  sayings  which  I  have  com- 
manded you,  that  ye  come  not  under  condemnation,  for  wo 
imto  him  whom  the  Father  condemneth. 

34.  And  I  give  you  these  commandments,  because  of  the 
disputations  which  have  been  among  you.  And  blessed  are 
ye  if  ye  have  ^o  disputations  among  you. 

35.  And  >^ow  I  go  unto  the  Famer,  because  it  is  expe- 
dient that  I  should  go  unto  the  Father,  for  your  sakes. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  made  an 
end  of  these  sayings,  he  touched  with  his  hand  the  disciples 
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whom  he  had  chosen,  one  by  one,  even  until  he  had  touched 
them  all,  and  spake  unto  them  as  he  touched  them ; 

37.  And  the  multitude  heard  not  the  words  which  he 
spake,  therefore  they  did  not  bear  record  ;  but  the  disciples 
TOar  record  that  he  gave  them  ^ower  to  give  the  ^  *Holy 
Ghost.  And  I  will  shew  unto  you  ^  ^hereafter  that  this  record 
is  true. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  touched 
them  all,  there  came  a  cloud  and  overshadowed  the  multi- 
tude, that  they  could  not  see  Jesus. 

39.  And  wnlle  they  were  overshadowed,  he  departed  from 
them,  and  ascended  into  heaven.  And  the  ^  ''disciples  saw 
and  did  bear  record  that  he  ascended  again  into  heaven. 


CHAPTER  19. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  <>ascend- 
ed  into  heaven,  the  multitude  did  disperse,  and  every  man 
did  take  his  wife  and  his  children,  and  did  return  to  his 
own  home. 

2.  And  it  was  noised  abroad  among  the  people  imme- 
diately, before  it  was  yet  dark,  that  the  multitude  had  seen 
Jesus,  and  that  he  had  ministered  unto  them,  and  that  he 
would  also  show  himself  on  the  borrow  unto  the  noiulti- 
tude  ; 

3.  Tea,  and  even  all  the  ni^ht  it  was  noised  abroad  con- 
cerning Jesus ;  and  insomuch  did  they  send  forth  unto  the 
people,  that  there  were  many,  yea,  an  exceeding  great 
number  did  labour  exceedingly  all  that  night,  that  they 
might  be  on  the  morrow  in  the  place  where  Jesus  should 
shew  himself  unto  the  multitude. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow,  when  the 
multitude  was  gathered  together,  behold,  Nephi  and  ''his 
brother  whom  he  had  raised  from  the  dead,  whose  name 
was  Timothy^  and  alsohis  son,  whose  name  was  Jonas,  and 
also  Mathoni,  and  Mathonihah,  his  brother,  and  Kumen, 
and  Kumenonhi,  and  Jeremiah,  and  Shenmon,  and  Jonas, 
and  Zedekiah,  and  Isaiah;  now  these  were  the  names  of 
the  '^disciples  whom  Jesus  had  chosen. .  And  it  came  to  pass 
that  they  went  forth  and  stood  in  the  midst  of  the  multi' 
tude. 

5.  And  behold,  the  multitude  was  so  great,  that  they  did 
cause  that  they  should  be  separated  into  twelve  bodies. 

6.  And  the  twelve  did  teach  the  multitude ;  and  behold, 
they  did  cause  that  the  multitude  should  ''kneel  down  upon 
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the  face  of  the  earth,  and  should  pray  unto  the  Father  in 
the  name  of  Jesus. 

7.  And  the  disciples  did  pray  unto  the  Father  also»  in 
the  name  of  Jesus.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  arose  and 
ministered  unto  the  i>eople. 

8.  And  when  they  nad  ministered  those  same  words 
which  Jesus  had  spoken— nothing  -^varying  from  the  words 
which  Jesus  had  spoken — behold,  they  Knelt  again  and 
prayed  to  the  Father  In  the  name  of  Jesus ; 

9.  And  they  did  pray  for  that  which  they  most  desired ; 
and  they  desired  that  the  'Holy  Ghost  should  be  given  unto 
them. 

10.  And  when  they  had  thus  prayed,  they  went  down  unto 
the  water's  edge,  and  the  multitude  followed  them. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  went  down  into  the 
water,  and  was  baptized. 

12.  And  he  came  up  out  of  the  water  and  began  to 
baptize.  And  he  baptized  all  those  whom  Jesus  had 
chosen. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  they  were  *all  baptized, 
ajid  had  come  up  out  or  the  water,  the  *Holy  Ghost  did  fall 
upon  them,  and  they  were  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
-with.  fire. 

14.  And  behold,  they  were  Encircled  about  as  if  it  were 
fire ;  and  it  came  down  *from  heaven,  and  the  multitude  did 
witness  it,  and  do  bear  record ;  and  angels  did  come  down 
out  of  heaven,  and  did  minister  unto  them. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  while  the  angels  were 
niinlstering  unto  the  disciples,  behold,  Jesus  came  and  stood 
in  the  midst,  and  ministered  unto  them. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  spake  unto  the  multi- 
tude, and  commanded  them  that  they  should  %neel  down 
again  upon  the  earth,  and  also  that  his  disciples  should 
kneel  down  upon  the  earth. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  all  knelt 
down  upon  the  earth,  he  commanded  his  disciples  that  "'they 
should  pray. 

18.  And  behold,  they  be^an  to  pray  ;  and  they  did  pray 
unto  Jesus,  calling  him  their  Lord  and  their  God. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jesus  departed  out  of  the 
midst  of  them,  and  went  a  little  wav  off  from  them  and 
bowed  himself  to  the  earth,  and  he  said, 

20.  Father,  I  thank  thee  that  thou  hast  "given,  the 
Holy  Ghost  unto  these  whom  I  have  chosen ;  and  it  is 
because  of  their  belief  in  me,  that  I  have  ''chosen  them  out 
ei  the  world. 

21.  Father,  I, pray  thee  that  thou  wilt  ^give  the  Holy 
Ghost  unto  all  them  that  shall  believe  in  their  words. 
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22.  Father,  thou  hast  given  them  the  Holy  Ghost,  because 
they  believe  in  me,  and  taou  seest  that  they  believe  in  me» 
because  thou  hearest  them,  and  tiiey  pray  unto  me ;  and  they 
pray  unto  me  because  I  am  with  them. 

23.  And  now  Father,  I  pray  unto  thee  for  them,  and  also 
for  all  those  who  shall  believe  on  their  words,  that  they  may 
believe  in  me,  that  <I  may  be  in  them  as  thou.  Father,  art 
in  me,  that  we  may  be  ''one. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had  thus 
prayed  unto  the  Father,  he  came  unto  his  disciples,  and 
behold,  thev  did  still  continue,  without  ceasing,  to  pray  unto 
him ;  and  they  did  not  multiply  many  words,  for  it  was  given 
unto  them  *what  they  should  pray,  and  they  were  filled 
with  desire. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jesus  blessed  them,  as 
they  did  pray  unto  him,  and  his  countenance  did  smile  ui)on 
them,  and  the  light  of  his  countenance  did  shine  upon  them, 
and  oehold  they  were  as  white  as  the  countenance,  and 
also  the  garments  of  Jesus :  and  behold  the  whiteness 
thereof  'did  exceed  all  the  whiteness,  yea,  even  there  could 
be  nothing  upon  earth  so  white  as  the  whiteness  thereof. 

26.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  pray  on,  nevertheless 
they  did  not  cease  to  pray. 

27.  And  he  turned  from  them  again,  and  went  a  little 
wa^r  off,  and  bowed  himself  to  the  earth ;  and  he  prayed 
again  imto  the  Father,  saying, 

28.  Father,  I  thank  uiee  that  thou  hast  purified  those 
whom  I  have  chosen,  because  of  their  faith,  and  I  pray  for 
them,  and  also  for  them  who  shall  believe  on  their  woras,  that 
they  may  be  purified  in  me,  through  faith  on  their  words, 
even  as  tney  are  purified  in  me. 

29.  Father,  I  pray  not  for  the  world,  but  for  those  whom 
thou  hast  given  me  out  of  the  world,  because  of  their  faith, 
that  they  may  be  purified  in  me,  that  I  may  be  ''in  them  as 
thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  that  we  may  be  one,  that  I  may  be 
glorified  in  them. 

30.  And  when  Jesus  had  spoken  these  words,  he  came 
again  unto  his  disciples,  and  behold  they  did  pray  stead- 
fastly, without  ceasing,  unto  him :  and  he  did  smile  upon 
them  again ;  and  behold  they  were  'white,  even  as  Jesus. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  went  again  a  little  way 
off  and  prayed  imto  the  Father ; 

32.  And  ^tongue  cannot  speak  the  words  which  he 
prayed,  neither  can  be  written  by  man  the  words  which 
ne  prayed. 

33.  And  the  multitude  did  hear,  and  do  bear  record,  and 
their  hearts  were  open,  and  they  did  understand  in  their 
hearts  the  words  which  he  prayecL 
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34.  Nevertheless,  so  great  and  marvellous  were  the 
words  which  he  prayed,  that  they  cannot  be  written,  neither 
can  they  be  uttered  by  man. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  made  an 
end  of  praying,  he  came  again  to  the  disciples,  and  said 
onto  them,  so  great  faith  have  I  never  seen  among  all  the 
Jews:  wherefore  I  could  not  shew  unto « them  so  'great 
miracles,  because  of  their  unbelief. 

36.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  there  are  none  of  them  that 
bave  seen  so  great  things  as  ye  have  seen ;  neither  have 
they  heard  so  great  things  as  ye  have  heard. 


CHAPTER  20. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  commanded  the  multi- 
tude that  they  should  cease  to  pray,  and  also  his  disciples. 
And  he  commanded  them  that  they  should  not  cease  to 
pray  in  their  hearts. 

2.  And  he  commanded  them  that  they  should  arise  and 
stand  up  upon  their  feet.  And  they  arose  up  and  stood 
upon  their  feet. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  ''brake  bread  again,  and 
blessed  it,  and  gave  to  the  disciples  to  eat. 

4.  And  when  they  had  eaten,  he  commanded  them  that 
they  should  break  bread,  and  ^ve  unto  the  multitude. 

5.  And  when  they  had  given  unto  the  multitude,  he 
also  gave  them  wine  to  drink,  and  commanded  them  that 
they  should  give  unto  the  multitude. 

6.  Now  there  had  been  no  bread,  neither  wine,  brought 
by  the  disciples,  neither  by  the  multitude ; 

7.  But  he  truly  gave  unto  them  bread  to  eat,  and  also 
-wine  to  drink ; 

8.  And  he  said  imto  them,  he  that  eateth  this  bread, 
eateth  of  ^my  body  to  his  soul,  and  he  that  drinketh  of  this 
-wine,  drinketh  of  my  blood  to  his  soul,  and  his  soul  shall 
never  hunger  nor  thirst,  but  shall  be  filled. 

9.  Now  when  the  multitude  had  aJl  eaten  and  drunk^ 
behold  they  were  "filled  with  the  Spirit,  and  they  did  cry  out 
with  one  voice,  and  gave  glory  to  Jesus,  whom  they  both 
saw  and  heard. 

^  10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  thev  had  all  given 
glory  unto  Jesus,  he  saim  unto  them.  Behold  now  I  finish 
the  commandment  which  the  Father  hath  commanded  me 
concerning  this  people  who  are  a  remnant  of  the  house  of 
Israel. 

11.  Te   remember  that  I  spake  unto   you,    and   said 
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that  ''when  the  words  of  Isaiah  should  be  foljQlled,  behold 
they  are  written,  ye  have  them  before  you,  therefore  search 
them. 

12.  And  verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  ^ou,  that  when  they 
shall  be  fulfilled,  then  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  'covenant 
which  the  Father  hath  made  unto  his  people,  O  house  of 
Israel. 

13.  And  then  shall  the  remnants  which  shall  be  scat- 
tered abroad  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  be  -^gathered  in  from 
the  east,  and  from  the  west,  and  from  the  south,  and  from 
the  north  :  and  they  shall  be  brought  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  Lord  tneir  Grod,  who  hath  redeemed  them. 

14.  And  the  Father  hath  commanded  me  that  I  should 
give  unto  ^vou  this  land,  for  your  inheritance. 

15.  Ana  I  say  unto  you,  That  if  the  Gentiles  do  ^ot 
repent,  after  the  "^blessing  which  they  shall  receive,  after 
they  have  scattered  **m.j  people, 

16.  Then  shall  ''ye  who  are  a  remnant  of  the  house  of 
Jacob,  go  forth  among  them  ;  and  ye  shall  be  in  the  midst  of 
them,  who  shall  be  many ;  and  ye  shall  be  among  them,  as  a 
Uon  among  the  beasts  of  the  forest,  and  as  a  ,young  lion 
among  the  flocks  of  sheep,  who,  if  he  goeth  through^  both 
treadeth  down  and  teareth  in  pieces,  and  none  can  deliver. 

17.  Thy  hand  shall  be  lifted  up  upon  thine  adversaries, 
and  all  thine  enemies  shall  be  cut  oflT 

18.  And  I  will  ^gather  my  people  together,  as  a  man 
gathereth  his  sheaves  into  the  floor, 

19.  For  I  will  make  mv  people  with  whom  the  Father 
hath  covenanted,  yea,  I  will  make  thy  horn  iron,  and  I  will 
make  thy  hoofs  brass.  And  thou  shalt  beat  in  pieces  many 
people ;  and  I  will  consecrate  their  gain  unto  the  Lord,  and 
their  substance  unto  the  Lord  of  the  whole  earth.  And 
behold,  I  am  he  who  doeth  it. 

20.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  saith  the  Father,  that  the 
sword  of  my  justice  shall  hang  over  them  at  that  day  ;  and 
except  they  repent,  it  shall  fall  upon  them,  saith  the  Father, 
yea,  even  upon  'all  the  nations  of  the  Gentiles. 

21.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  I  will  establish  my 
people,  O  house  of  Israel. 

22.  And  behold,  this  people  will  I  establish  *1n  this  land, 
unto  the  f ulfllling  of  the  ^covenant  which  I  made  with  your 
father  Jacob ;  and  it  shall  be  a  ^New  Jerusalem.  And 
the  **powers  of  heaven  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  this  people ; 
yea,  even  'I  will  be  in  the  midst  of  you. 

23.  Behold,  I  am  he  of  whom  Moses  spake,  saying,  *A 
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prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  you  of  your 
brethren,  like  unto  me,  him  shall  ye  hear  in  iJl  things  what- 
soever he  shall  sa^  unto  tou.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that 
every  soul  who  will  not  near  that  prophet*  shall  be  cut  oft 
from  among  the  people. 

24.  Verilv,  I  say  unto  you.  yea :  and  "all  the  prophets 
from  Samuel,  and  those  that  follow  after,  as  many  as  have 
spoken,  have  testified  of  me. 

25.  And  behold,  ye  are  the  children  of  the  prophets ;  and 
ye  are  of  the  house  of  Israel :  and  ye  are  oi  the  covenant 
which  the  Father  made  with  your  fathers,  saying  unto 
Abraham,  and  "in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  kindreds  of  the 
earth  be  blessed ; 

26.  The  Father  having  raised  me  up  unto  you  first,  and 
sent  me  to  bless  you,  in  turning  away  every  one  of  you  from 
his  iniquities ;  and  this  because  ye  are  the  children  of  the 
covenant. 

27.  And  after  that  ye  were  blessed,  then  fulfilleth  the 
Father  the  covenant  which  he  made  with  Abraham,  say- 
ing, In  thy  seed  shall-  all  the  kindreds  of  the  earth  be  blessed, 
unto  the  pouring  out  of  the  '  *Holy  Grhost  through  me  upon 
the  Gentiles,  which  blessing  upon  the  Gentiles  ^^shall  make 
them  mighty  above  all,  unto  the  scattering  of  my  people,  O 
house  of  Israel ; 

28.  And  they  shall  be  a  ^  ^scourge  unto  the  people  of  this 
land.  Nevertheless,  when  they  shall  have  received  the  ^  <*ful- 
ness  of  my  gospel,  then  if  they  shall  harden  their  hearts 
against  me,  1  will  ^  «retum  their  iniquities  ui>on  their  own 
heads,  saith  the  Father. 

29.  And  I  will  remember  the  2/ covenant  which  I  have 
made  with  my  people,  and  I  have  covenanted  with  then;, 
that  I  would  2Pgatherthem  together  in  mine  own  due  time ; 
that  I  would  give  unto  them  again  the  land  of  their  fathers, 
for  their  inheritance,  which  is  the  land  of  Jerusalem, 
which  is  the  promised  land  unto  them  for  ever,  saith  the 
Father. 

30.  And'  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  the  time  cometh, 
when  the  fulness  of  my  gospel  shall  be  ^  ^preached  unto 
them. 

31.  And  they  shall  believe  in  me,  that  I  am  Jesus  Christ, 
the  Son  of  Grod,  and  shall  pray  unto  the  Father  in  my 
name. 

32.  Then  shall  '^heir  watchmen  lift  up  their  voice,  and 
with  the  voice  together  shall  they  sing ;  for  they  shall  see 
eye  to  eye. 

33.  Then  will  the  Father  '^gather  them  together  again, 
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and  give  onto  them  Jerusalem  for  the  land  of  their  inheri- 
tance. 

34.  Then  shall  they  break  forth  into  joy— sing  together, 
e  waste  places  of  Jerusalem ;  for  the  Father  hath  comforted 
is  people,  he  hath  redeemed  Jerusalem. 

36.  The  Father  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm  in  the  eyes 
of  all  the  nations:  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see  the 
salvation  of  the  Father,  and  the  Father  and  I  2*are  one. 

36.  And  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  that  ^vhich  ia 
written,  ^  'Awake,  awake  again,  and  put  on  thy  strength,  0 
Zion ;  put  on  thy  beautiful  garments,  O  Jerusalem,  the  holy 
cil7,  for  henceforth  there  shall  no  more  come  into  thee  the 
uncircumcised  and  the  unclean. 

37.  Shake  thyself  from  the  dust ;  arise,  sit  down,  O  Jeru- 
salem ;  loose  thyself  from  the  bands  of  thy  neck,  O  captiye 
daughter  of  Zion. 

38.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord,  Ye  have  sold  yourselves  for 
nought ;  and  ye  shall  be  redeemed  without  money. 

.  39.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  that  my  people  shall 
know  my  name ;  yea,  in  that  day  mey  shaU  know  that  I  am 
he  that  doth  speak. 

40.  And  then  shall  they  say,  *"*How  beautiful  upon  the 
mountains  are  the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings 
unto  them  that  publisheth  peace ;  that  bringeth  good  tidings 
unto  them  of  good,  that  publisheth  salvation ;  that  saiui 
unto  Zion,  thv  God  reignetn ! 

41.  And  then  shall  a  cry  go  forth,  ^"Depart  ye,  depart  ye, 
go  ye  out  from  thence,  touch  not  that  which  is  unclean ;  so 
ye  out  of  the  midst  of  her ;  be  ye  clean,  that  bear  the  veasds 
of  the  Lord. 

42.  For  ye  shall  not  go  out  with  hast^  nor  go  by  flight; 
for  the  Lord  will  go  before  you,  and  the  God  or  Israel  iSaJl 
be  your  rearward. 

43.  Behold,  my  servant  shall  deal  prudently,  he  shall  be 
exalted  and  extolled,  and  be  very  high. 

44.  As  many  were  astonished  at  thee;  (his  visage  was 
so  marred,  more  than  any  man,  and  his  form  more  than  the 
sons  of  men,) 

45.  So  shall  he  sprinkle  many  nations:  the  kings 
shall  ^"shut  their  moutns  at  him,  for  that  which  had  not 
been  told  them  shall  they  see ;  and  that  which  they  had 
not  heard  shall  they  consider. 

46.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  all  these  things  shall 
surely  come,  even  as  the  Father  hath  commanded  me.  Then 
shall  ^Hhis  covenant  which  the  Father  hath  covenanted 
with  his  people,  be  fulfilled ;  and  ''then  shall  Jerusalem  be 
inhabited  again  with  my  people,  and  it  shall  be  the  land  of 
their  inheritance. 
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CHAPTER  21. 

1.  And,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  give  unto  you  a  '^ign, 
that  ye  may  know  the  time  when  these  things  shall  be  about 
to  take  place,  that  I  shall  ^gather  in  from  their  long  dis- 
persion, my  people,  O  house  of  Israel,  and  shall  establish 
aii^ain  amons  them  my  Zion. 

2.  And  oehold,  this  is  the  thing  which  I  will  eive 
unto  you  for  a  '^ign,  for  verUy  I  say  unto  you^  that  when 
these  things  which  I  declare  unto  you,  and  which  I  shall 
declare  unto  you  hereafter  of  myself,  and  by  the  ''power  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  which  shall  be  siven  unto  you  of  the  Father, 
shall  be  made  'known  unto  tne  Gentiles,  that  they  may 
know  concerning  -^this  people  who  are  a  remnant  of  the 
house  of  Jacob,  and  concerning  this  my  people  who  ^shall  be 
scattered  by  them. 

3.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  when  these  things  shall 
be  made  known  unto  them  of  the  Father,  and  shall  come 
forth  of  the  Father,  *from  them  unto  you ; 

4.  For  it  is  wisdom  in  the  Father  that  they  should  be 
established  in  this  land,  and  be  set  up  as  a  'free  people  by 
the  power  of  the  Father,  that  these  things  might  come  forth 
from  them  •'unto  a  remnant  of  your  seed,  that  the  ^covenant 
of  the  Father  may  be  fulfilled  which  he  hath  covenanted 
vrith  his  people,  O  house  of  Israel ; 

5.  Therefore,  when  these  works,  and  the  works  which 
shall  be  wrought  among  you  hereafter,  shall  come  forth  from 
the  Grentiles,  ninto  your  seed,  which  shall  "^dwindle  in  un- 
belief because  of  iniquity ; 

6.  For  thus  it  benoveth  the  Father  that  it  should  come 
forth  from  the  Grentiles,  that  he  may  shew  forth  his  '^power 
unto  the  Gentiles,  for  this  cause,  that  the  Grentiles,  ii  they 
^wiU  not  harden  their  hearts,  that  they  may  repent  and  come 
unto  me,  and  be  ''baptized  in  my  name,  and  know  of  the  true 
points  of  my  doctrine,  that  they  may  be  Numbered  among 
my  people,  O  house  of  Israel ; 

7.  And  when  these  things  come  to  pass,  that  thy  seed 
shall  ^begin  to  know  these  tnings,  it  shall  be  a  ''sign  unto 
them,  that  they  may  know  that  the  work  of  the  Father 
hath  'already  commenced  unto  the  fulfilling  of  the  covenant 
which  he  hath  made  unto  the  people  who  are  of  the  house 
of  Israel. 

8.  And  when  that  day  shall  come,  it  shall  come  to  pass 
that  'kings  shall  shut  their  mouths ;  for  that  which  had  not 
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been  told  them  shall  they  see ;  and  t^at  which  they  had  not 
heard  shall  they  consider. 

9.  ^or  in  that  day,  for  my  sake  shall  the  Father  work  a 
work,  which  shall  be  a  ''great  and  marvellous  work  among 
them ;  and  there  shall  be  among  them  who  will  not  believe 
it^  although  a  man  shall  declare  it  unto  them. 

10.  But  behold,  the  life  of  my  'servant  shall  be  in  my 
hand ;  therefore  they  shall  not  hurt  him,  although  he  shaU 
be  *marred  because  of  them.  Yet  I  will  heal  him,  for  I  will 
shew  unto  them  that  my  wisdom  is  greater  than  the  *cunning 
of  the  devil. 

11.  Therefore  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whosoever  will 
not  believe  in  my  words,  who  am  Jesus  Christ,  whom  the 
Father  shall  cause  'him  to  bring  forth  unto  the  Gentiles,  and 
shall  give  unto  him  power  that  he  shall  bring  them  forth 
unto  tne  Gentiles,  (it  shall  be  done  even  as  'Moses  said,) 
they  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  my  people  who  are  of  the 
covenant. 

12.  And  ><>iny  people  who  are  a  remnant  of  Jacob,  shall 
be  among  the  Gfentiles,  yea,  in  the  midst  of  them  as  a  lion 
among  the  beasts  of  the  forest,  as  a  young  lion  amone  the 
flocks  of  sheep,  who,  if  he  go  through  both  treadeth  down 
and  teareth  in  pieces,  and  none  can  deliver. 

13.  Their  hand  shall  be  lifted  up  upon  their  adversaries, 
and  all  their  enemies  shall  be  cut  on. 

14.  Yea,  wo  be  imto  the  Gentiles,  except  they  repent,  for 
it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  saith  the  Father  that  I  will 
cut  off  thy  horses  out  of  the  midst  of  thee,  and  I  will  destroy 
thy  chariots, 

15.  And  I  will  cut  off  the  cities  of  thy  land,  and  throw 
down  all  thy  strongholds ; 

16.  And  I  will  cut  off  witchcrafts  out  of  thy  hand,  and 
thou  shalt  have  no  more  soothsayers ; 

17.  Thy  graven  images  I  will  also  cut  offl  and  thy  standing 
images  out  of  the  midst  of  thee,  and  thou  shalt  no  more  wor- 
ship the  works  of  thy  hands ; 

18.  And  I  will  pluck  up  thy  groves  out  of  the  midst  of 
thee ;  so  will  I  destroy  thy  cities. 

19.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass '  that  all  'Hyinss,  and 
deceivings,  and  envyings,  and  strifes,  and  priestcrafts,  and 
whoredoms,  shall  be  done  away. 

20.  For  it  shall  come  to  pass,  saith  the  Father,  that  at 
that  day  whosoever  will  not  repent  and  come  unto  my  beloved 
Son,  them  will  I  ^  <'cut  off  from  among  my  i>eople,  O  house  of 
Israel ; 

21.  And  I  will  execute  ^^^engeance  and  fury  upon  them, 
even  as  upon  the  heathen,  such  as  they  have  not  heard. 
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22.  But  if  they  will  repent,  and  hearken  unto  my  words, 
and  harden  not  their  hearts,  I  will  establish  ''my  church 
among  them,  and  they  shall  come  in  unto  the  ^covenant,  and 
be  ^'kiumbered  among  this  the  remnant  of  Jacob,  unto  whom 
I  have  given  ^Hbla  land  for  their  inheritance, 

23.  And  they  shall  ^^assist  my  people,  the  remnant  of 
Jacob,  and  also,  as  many^  of  the  house  of  Israel  as  shall  come, 
that  tney  may  build  a  city,  which  shall  be  ^called  the  New 
Jerusalem : 

24.  And  then  shall  ^^they  assist  ^'my  people  that  they 
may  be  gathered  in,  who  are  scattered  upon  all  the  face  of  the 
land,  in  unto  the  3*"New  Jerusalem. 

25.  And  then  shall  the  '"power  of  heaven  come  down 
among  them ;  and  I  '''also  will  be  in  the  midst ; 

26.  And  then  shall  the  work  of  the  Father  commence  at 
that  day,  even  '''when  this  gospel  shall  be  preached  among 
the  remnant  of  this  people.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  at  that 
day  shall  the  work  of  the  Father  commence  amon^  all  the 
dispersed  of  my  people;  yea, '^even  the  tribes  which  have 
been  lost,  which  me  Father  hath  led  away  out  of  Jerusalem. 

27.  Yea,  the  work  shall  commence  among  all  the  dis- 
persed of  my  people,  with  the  Father,  to  prepare  the  way 
ivhereby  they  may  come  unto  me,  that  they  may  call  on  the 
FaUier  in  my  name ; 

28.  Yea,  and  then  shall  the  work  commence,  with  the 
Father,  among  all  nations,  in  preparing  the  way  where- 
by "Ms  people  may  be  gathered  nome  to  the  land  of  their 
inheritance. 

29.  And  they  shall  go  out  from  all  nations;  and 
they  "shall  not  go  out  in  haste,  nor  go  by  flight,  for  I  will  g5 
before  them,  saith  the  Father,  and  Iwill  be  their  rearward* 


CHAPTER  22.    {See  Isaiah  5L) 

1.  And  then  shall  that  which  is  written  come  to  pass. 
Shiga  O  "barren,  thou  that  didst  not  bear :  break  forth  into 
Bin^ng,  and  cry  aloud,  thou  that  didst  not  travail  with  child ; 
for  more  are  the  children  of  the  Mesolate  than  the  children 
of  the  ^married  wife,  saith  the  Lord. 

2.  <^Enlarge  the  place  of  thj  tent,  and  let  them  stretch 
forth  the  curtains  oi  thy  habitations ;  spare  not,  lengthen 
thy  cords  and  strengthen  thy  stakes ; 
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3.  For  thou  shalt  break  forth  on  the  right  hand  and  on 
the  left,  and  thy  seed  shall  inherit  the  Gentiles,  and  make 
the  desolate  cities  to  be  inhabited. 

4.  Fear  not,  for  thou  shalt  not  be  ashamed ;  neither  be 
thou  confounded,  for  thou  shalt  not  be  put  to  shajne ;  for 
thou  shalt  forget  the  shame  of  thv  youth,  and  shalt  not 
remember  the  reproach  of  thy  youth,  and  shalt  not  remem- 
ber the  reproach  of  thy  widowhood  any  more. 

5.  For  thy  maker,  thy  husband,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is 
his  name ;  and  thy  Redeemer  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  the 
God  of  the  whole  earth  shall  he  be  called. 

6.  For  the  Lord  hath  called  thee  as  a  woman  forsaken 
and  grieved  in  spirit,  and  a  wife  of  youth,  when  thou  wast 
refused,  saith  thy  God. 

7.  For  a  small  moment  have  I  forsaken  thee,  but  with 
great  mercies  will  I  -^gather  thee. 

8.  In  a  little  wrath  I  hid  my  face  from  thee  for  a  mo- 
ment, but  with  everlasting  kindness  will  I  have  mercy  on 
thee,  saith  the  Lord  thy  Kiedeemer. 

9.  For  this,  the  waters  of  Noah  unto  me,  for  as  I  have 
sworn  that  the  waters  of  Noah  should  no  more  go  over  the 
earth,  so  have  I  sworn  that  I  would  not  be  wroth,  with 
thee. 

10.  For  the  ^mountains  shall  depart  and  the  hills  be 
removed,  but  my  kindness  shall  not  depart  from  thee,  neither 
shall  the  ^covenant  of  my  people  be  removed,  saith  the  Lord 
that  hath  mercy  on  thee. 

11.  O  thou  afflicted,  ^ssed  with  tempest,  and  not  com- 
forted !  behold,  I  -^will  lay  thy  stones  with  fair  colours^  and 
lay  thy  foundations  with  sapphires. 

12.  And  I  will  make  thy  windows  of  agates,  and  thy  gates 
of  carbuncles,  and  all  thy  oorders  of  pleasant  stones. 

13.  And  *all  thy  clularen  shall  be  taught  of  the  Lord;  and 
g^eat  shall  be  the  peace  of  thy  children. 

14.  In  righteousness  shalt  thou  be  established,  thou  shalt 
be  far  from  oppression,  for  thou  shalt  not  fear,  and  from 
terror,  for  it  shall  not  come  near  thee. 

15.  Behold,  they  shall  surely  gather  together  against 
thee,  not  by  me ;  whosoever  shall  gather  together  fagainst 
thee  shall  £Edl  for  thy  sake. 

16.  Behold,  I  have  created  the  smith  that  bloweth  the 
coals  in  the  fire,  and  that  bringeth  forth  an  instrument  for 
his  work  ;  and  I  have  created  the  waster  to  destroy. 

17.  No  weapon  that  is  formed  against  thee  shall  prosper ; 
and  every  tongue  that  shall  rise  against  thee  in  judgment 
thou  shalt  condenm.  This  is  the  heritage  of  the  servants 
of  the  Lord,  and  their  righteousness  is  of  me,  saith  the 
Lord. 
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CHAFTEB  23. 

1.  And  now  behold  I  say  onto  you,  that  ye  had  ought  to 
search  these  things.  Tea,  a  commandment  I  give  unto 
you,  that  ye  search  these  things  diligently ;  for  great  are 
the  words  of  Isaiah. 

2.  For  surely  he  spake  as  touching  all  things  concern- 
ing my  people  which  are  of  the  house  of  Israel;  there- 
fore it  must  needs  be  that  he  must  speak  also  to  the 
Gentiles. 

3.  And  all  things  that  he  spake  hath  been  and  shall  be, 
even  'according  to  the  words  wnich  he  spake. 

4.  Therefore  give  heed  to  my  word!s,  write  the  things 
which  I  have  told  you ;  and  according  to  the  time  and  the 
will  of  the  Father,  Hhey  shall  go  forth  unto  the  Grentiles. 

5.  And  whosoever  will  hearken  unto  my  words  and 
repenteth,  and  is  ^baptized,  the  same  shall  be  saved.  Search 
the  prophets,  for  many  tiiere  be  that  testify  of  these 
things. 

6.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  said 
these  words,  he  said  unto  them  again,  after  he  had  ex- 
pounded all  the  scriptures  unto  them  which  they  had 
received,  he  said  unto  them,  behold,  other  scriptures  I  would 
that  ye  should  write,  that  ye  have  not. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  said  unto  ''Nephi,  bring 
forth  the  record  which  ^e  have  kept. 

8.  And  when  Nephi  had  brought  forth  the  records,  and 
laid  them  before  him,  he  cast  his  eyes  upon  them  and  said, 

9.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  commanded  my  servant 
Samuel,  the  Lamanite,  that  he  should  testify  unto  this 
people,  that  at  the  day  that  the  Father  should  glorify  his 
name  in  me,  that  there  were  'many  saints  who  should  arise 
from  the  dead,  and  should  appear  unto  manv,  and  shoidd 
minister  unto  them.  And  ne  said  imto  them,  were  it 
not  so? 

10.  And  his  disciples  answered  him  and  said.  Yea,  Lord, 
Samuel  did  prophesy  according  to  thy  words,  and  they  were 
all  f  uimied. 

11.  And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  how  be  it  that  ye  have 
not  written  this  things  that  many  saints  did  arise  and 
appear  unto  many,  and  did  minister  unto  them? 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nephi  remembered  that 
this  thing  had  not  been  written. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jesus  commanded  that  it 
should  be  written ;  tJierof ore  it  was  written  according  as  he 
commanded. 

14.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  ex- 
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pounded  all  the  scriptures  in  one,  which  they  had  wntteiL 
he  commanded  them  that  they  should  teach  the  tSiingB  whicii 
he  had  expounded  unto  them. 


CHAPTER  24.    {See  Malachi  Z.) 

1.  Akd  it  came  to  pass  that  he  commanded  them  tituit 
they  should  write  tiie  words  which  the  Father  had  ^ven 
unto  'M^^i^i*!*!  which  he  should  tell  unto  them.  And  it  came 
to  nass  that  after  they  were  written,  he  expounded  them.

and  he  shall  purify  the  ''sons  of  Levi,  and  purge  them  as 
gold  and  silver,  that  they  may  ofifer  unto  the  Lord  an  offer- 
nig  m  ri^teousness. 

4.  Then  shall  the  offering  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  be 
^asant  unto  the  Lord,  as  m  the  days  of  old,  and  as  hi 
ionner  years.

13.  Your  words  have  been  stout  against  me,  saith  the 
Lord.    Yet  ye  say,  What  have  we  spoken  against  thee  ? 

14.  Ye  nave  said,  it  is  vain  to  serve  Grod,  and  what  doth 
it  profit  that  we  have  kept  his  ordinance,  and  that  we  have 
wtJked  mournfully  before  the  Lord  of  Hosts  ? 

15.  And  now  we  call  the  proud  happy ;  yea,  they  that 
work  wickedness  are  set  up ;  yea,  they  that  tempt  God  are 
even  delivered.  I      '"^_  .7" 

16.  Then  they  that  feared  theliord  spake  '^often  one  to 
another,  and  the  Lord  hearkened  and  heard ;  and  a  %ook  of 
remembrance  was  written  before  him  for  them  that  feared 
the  Lord,  and  that  thought  upon  his  name. 

17.  And  they  shall  be  mlne^  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  in 
that  day  when  I  ^make  up  my  jewels ;  and  I  will  spare  them, 
as  a  man  spareth  his  own  son  that  serveth  him. 

18.  Then  shall  je  return  and  discern  between  the 
righteous  and  the  wicked,  between  him  that  servet±L  God, 
and  him  that  serveth  him  not. 


CHAPTER  2$.   (See  MalaxM  4.) 

1.  Fob  behold,  the  day  cometh  that  shall  <*bum  as  an 
oven ;  and  all  the  proud,  yea,  and  all  that  do  wickedly,  shall 
be  stubble :  and  the  day  that  cometh  shall  bum  them  up^ 
saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them  neither  root 
nor  branch. 

2.  But  unto  you  that  ^f ear  my  name^  shall  the  Son  of 
Bighteousness  arise  with  healing  in  his  wmgs ;  and  ye  shaJil 
go  lorth  and  grow  up  as  '^calves  in  the  stall. 

3.  And  ye  shall  tread  down  the  wicked :  for  they  shall 
be  ''ashes  under  the  soles  of  your  feet  in  the  day  that  I  shall 
do  this,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

4.  Remember  ye  the  law  of  Moses  my  servant,  which  I 
commanded  unto  him  In  Horeb  for  aU  Israel,  with  fiie 
statutes  and  judgments.

CHAPTER  28. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus*  had 
told  these  things,  he  expounded  them  unto  the  multitude, 
and  he  did  expound  all  things  unto  them,  both  great  and 
small. 

2.  And  he  saith,  ^these  scriptures  which  ye  had  not  with 
YOU,  the  Father  commanded  that  I  should  give  unto  you,  for 
it  was  wisdom  in  him  that  they  should  be  given  unto  future 
generations.

hea^  and  the  earth  should  be  wrapt  together  as  a  scroll,  and 
the  heavens  and  the  earth  should  pass  away : 

4.  And  even  unto  the  great  ana  last  day,  ''when  all  people, 
and  all  kindreds,  and  all  nations  and  tongues  shall  stand 
before  Grod,  to  be  judged  of  their  works,  whether  they  be 
good  or  whether  they  be  evil ; 

6.  K  they  be  ^ood,  to  the  ^^resurrection  of  everlasting  life ; 
and  if  they  be  evil,  to  the  resurrection  of  damnation,  oeing 
on  a  parallel,  the  one  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  other  on  the 
other  hand,  according  to  the  mercy,  and  the  justice,  and  the 
holiness  which  is  in  Christ,  who  was  -^before  the  world 
began. 

6.  And  now  there  cannot  be  written  in  this  ^book  even  a 
hundredth  part  of  the  things  which  Jesus  did  truly  teach 
unto  the  people ; 

7.  But  benold  the  plates  of  Nephi  do  contain  the  more 
part  of  the  things  which  he  taught  the  peoj^le  ; 

8.  And  these  things  have  I  written,  wmch  are  a  lesser 
part  of  the  things  which  he  taught  the  people ;  and  I  have 
written  them  to  the  intent  that  they  may  be  brought  again

9.  And  when  they  shall  have  received  this,  which  is  ex- 
pedient that  they  should  have  firsts  to  try  their  faith,  and  if 
it  shall  so  be  that  they  shall  believe  *these  things,  then  shall 
the  toeater  things  be  made  manifest  untoythem. 

w.  And  if  it  so  be  that  they  will  not  believe  these  things, 
then  shall  the  greater  things  *^e  withheld  from  them,  unto 
their  condemnation. 

11.  Behold  I  were  about  to  write  them  "all  which  were 
engraven  upon  the  plates  of  Nephi,  but  the  Lord  forbid  it, 
saying,  I  will  <1;ry  the  faith  of  my  people ; 

12.  Therefore  I  Mormon,  do  write  the  things  whidi  have 
been  commanded  me  of  the  Lord.  And  now  I,  Mormon, 
make  an  end  of  my  sayings,  and  proceed  to  write  the  things 
which  have  been  commanded  me ; 

13.  Therefore  I  would  that  ye  should  behold  that  the 
liord  truly  did  teach  the  people,  for  the  space  of  three  days ; 
and  after  that,  he  did  shew  himself  unto  them  oft,  and 
did  ^break  bread  oft,  and  bless  it,  and  give  it  unto  them. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  teach  and  minister 
unto  the  ^children  of  the  multitude  of  whom  hath  been 
BiK>ken,  and  he  did  loose  their  tongues,  and  they  did  speak 
unto  their  fathers  ''great  and  marvellous  things,  even  greater 
than  he  had  revealed  unto  the  people,  and  loosed  their* 
tongues  that  they  could  utter. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  he  had  ascended  into 
beaven  the  second  time  that  he  shewed  himself  unto  them, 
and  had  gone  unto  the  Father,  after  having  *healed  all  their 
sick,  and  their  lame,  and  opened  the  eyes  of  their  blind  and 
unstopped  the  ears  of  the  deaf,  and  even  had  done  aU 
manner  of  cures  among  them,  and  raised  a  man  from  the 
dead,  and  had  shewn  forth  his  power  unto  them,  and  had 
ascended  unto  the  Father, 

16.  Behold,  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  the 
multitude  gathered  themselves  together,  and  they  both  saw 
and  heard  these  children;  yea,  ^even  babes  did  open  their 
mouths,  and  utter  marvellous  things ;  and  the  things  which 
tiiey  did  utter  were  forbidden,  that  there  should  not  any  man 
write  them. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  **disciples  whom  Jesus 
had  chosen,  began  from  that  time  forth  to  'baptize  and  to 
teach  as  many  as  did  come  unto  them ;  and  as  many  as  were 
baptized  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  were  "'filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

18.  And  many  of  them  saw  and  heard  unspeakable  things, 
which  are  %ot  lawful  to  be  written :

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19.  And  they  taught,  and  did  minister  one  to  another; 
and  they  had  "all  things  common  among  them,  every  man 
dealing  justlT,  one  with  another. 

20.  And  ft  came  to  pass  that  they  did  do  all  things,  even 
as  Jesus  had  commanded  them. 

21.  And  they  who  were  'baptized  in  the  name  of 
Jesus,  *  <*were  called  the  Church  of  Christ. 


CHAPTER  27. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  as  the  ^sciples  of  Jesus 
were  journeying  and  were  preaching  the  things  which  they 
had  both  heard  and  seen,  and  were  baptizing  in  the  name  of 
Jesus,  it  came  to  pass  that  the  disciples  were  gatliered  to- 
gether, and  were  united  in  mighty  ^praver  and  ''fasting. 

2.  And  Jesus  again  shewed  himself  unto  them,  for  they 
were  praying  unto  the  Father,  in  his  name ;  and  Jesus  came 
and  stood  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  saith  unto  them.  What 
will  ye  that  I  shall  ^ve  unto  you  ? 

3.  And  they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  we  will  that  thoo 
wouldst  tell  us  the  name  whereby  we  shall  call  this  church; 
for  there  are  disputations  among  the  people  concerning  this 

'  matter. 

4.  And  the  Lord  said  imto  them.  Verily,  verily  I  say 
unto  you,  why  is  it  that  the  people  should  murmur  and  dis- 
pute because  of  this  thing? 

5.  Have  they  not  read  the  scriptures,  which  say  ye  must 
take  upon  you  the  ^name  of  Christ,  which  is  my  name!  for 
by  this  name  shall  ye  be  called  at  the  last  day ; 

6.  And  whoso  taketh  upon  him  my  name,  and  enduieth 
to  the  end,  the  same  shall  be  saved  at  the  last  day; 

7.  Therefore  whatsoever  ye  shall  do,  ye  shall  do  it  in  my 
name ;  therefore  ye  shall  call  the  church  in  my  name ;  and 
ye  shall  call  upon  the  Father  in  my  name,  that  he  will  bless 
the  church  for  my  sake ; 

8.  And  how  be  it  my  church,  save  it  be  called  in  my 
name?  for  if  a  church  be  called  in  Moses'  name,  then  it  be 
Moses'  church ;  or  if  it  be  called  in  the  name  of  a  man,  then 
it  be  the  church  of  a  man ;  but  if  it  be  called  in  my  name, 
then  it  is  my  church,  if  it  so  be  that  they  are  built  upon  my 
gospeL 

9.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  are  built  upon  my 
gospel ;  therefore  ye  shall  call  whatsoever  things  ye  do  call, 
in  my  name ;  therefore  if  ye  call  upon  the  Father,  for  the 
churcn,  if  it  be  in  my  name,  the  Father  will  hear  you ;

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10.  And  if  it  so  be  that  the  church  is  built  upon  my 


▼erily  I  sav  unto  tou,  they  have  joy  in  their  works  for  a 
season,  ana  by  and  by  the  end  cometh,  and  they  are  'hewn 
down  and  cast  into  the  fire,  from  whence  there  is  no  return ; 

12.  For  their  works  do  follow  them,  for  it  is  because  of 
their  works  that  they  are  hewn  down ;  therefore  remember 
the  thiogs  that  I  have  told  you. 

13.  Behold  I  have  given  unto  you  my  gospel,  and  this  is 
the  gospel  which  I  have  given  unto  you,  that  I  came  into 
the  world  to  do  the  will  of  my  Father,  because  my  Father 
sent  me ; 

14.  And  my  Father  sent  me  that  I  might  be  lifted  up 
upon  the  cross ;  and  after  that  I  had-^been  lifted  up  upon  the 
cross,  that  I  might  draw  all  men  unto  me ;  that  as  I  have 
been  lifted  up  by  men,  even  so  should  men  'be  lifted  up  by 
the  Father,  to  stand  before  me,  to  be  judged  of  their  works, 
whether  they  be  good  or  whether  they  be  evil ; 

15.  And  for  this  cause  have  I  been  lifted  up ;  therefore, 
according  to  the  power  of  the  Fathei^  I  will  draw  all  men 
unto  me,  that  tney  may  be  judged  according  to  their 
works. 

16.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whoso  repenteth  and 
is  ^baptized  in  my  name,  shall  be  filled ;  and  if  he  'endureth 
to  the  end,  behold,  him  will  I  hold  guiltless  before  my 
Father,  at  that  day  when  I  shall  stand  to  judge  the  world. 

17.  And  he  that  endureth  not  unto  the  end,  the  same  is 
he  that  is  also  -^hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  fiire,  from 
whence  they  can  no  more  return,  because  of  the  justice  of 
the  Father; 

18.  And  this  is  the  word  which  he  hath  given  unto  the 
children  of  men.  And  for  this  cause  he  fulfiHeth  the  words 
which  he  hath  given,  and  he  lieth  not,  but  fulfilleth  all  his 
words ; 

19.  And  %o  imclean  thing  can  enter  into  his  kingdom; 
therefore  nothing  entereth  into  his  rest,  save  it  be  those 
who  have  washed  their  garments  in  my  blood,  because  of 
their  faith,  and  the  repentance  of  all  their  sins,  and  their 
faithfulness  unto  the  ^nd. 

20.  Now  this  is  the  commandment,  repent,  all  ye  ends  of 
the  earth,  and  come  unto  me  and  be  *"Daptized  in  my  name, 
that  ye  may  be  sanctified  bv  the  **reception  of  the  Holy 
Ohos^  that  ye  may  stand  spotless  before  me  at  the  last  day. 

21.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  this  is  my  gospel ;  and 
ye  know  the  things  that  ye  must  do  in  my  church ;  for  the

23.  Write  the  things  which  ye  haye  seen  and  heard,  saye 
it  be  those  '^hich  are  forbidden ; 

24.  Write  the  works  of  this  people,  which  shall  be,  eyen 
as  hath  been  written,  of  that  which  hath  been ; 

25.  For  behold,  'out  of  the  books  which  haye  been 
written,  and  which  shall  be  written,  shall  this  people  'be 
judged,  for  by  them  shall  their  works  be  known  unto 
men. 

26.  And  behold,  all  things  are  *written  by  the  Fatha ; 
therefore  ^out  of  the  books  which  shall  be  written,  shall  tiie 
world  be  judged. 

27.  And  know  ye  that  *^e  shall  be  judges  of  this  people, 
according  to  the  judgment  which  I  shall  giye  unto  you,  wluch 
shall  be  just ;  therefore  what  manner  of  men  had  ye  ou^t  to 
be  ?    Verily  I  say  luito  you,  eyen  as  I  ani. 

28.  And  now  I  go  unto  the  Father.  And  yerily  I  say 
unto  you,  whatsoeyer  things  ye  shall  ask  the  Father,  in  my 
name,  it  shall  be  giyen  unto  you ; 

29.  Therefore,  *ask,  and  ye  shall  receiye ;  knock,  and  it 
shall  be  opened  unto  y<>u ;  for  he  that  asketh,  receiyeth,  and 
imto  him  that  knocketh,  it  shall  be  oi>ened. 

90.  And  now  behold,  m^  joy  is  great,  eyen  unto  fulness, 
because  of  you,  and  also  this  generation ;  yea,  and  even  the 
Father  rejoiceth,  and  also  all  the  holy  angels,  because  of  you 
and  this  generation ;  for  none  of  them  are  lost. 

31.  Behold,  I  would  that  ye  should  understand ;  for  I 
mean  them  who  are  now  aliye  of  this  generation  ;  and  none 
of  them  are  lost ;  and  in  them  I  haye  fulness  of  joy. 

32.  But  behold,  it  sorroweth  me  because  of  the  *f  ourth 

feneration  from  this  generation,  for  they  are  led  away  captive 
y  him,  eyen  as  was  tne  *son  of  perdition ;  for  they  'will  sell 
me  for  silver,  and  for  gold,  and  for  that  which  'moth  doth 
corrupt,  and  which  thieves  can  break  through  and  steal 
And  m  that  day  will  I  visit  them,  even  in  'turning  their 
works  upon  their  own  heads. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  ended  these 
sayings,  he  saith  unto  his  disciples,  ^ ''Enter  ye  in  at  the 
straight  gate  ;  for  straight  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way 
that  leads  to  life,  and  few  there  oe  that  find  i1^  but  wide  is 
the  gate,  and  broad  the  way  which  leads  to  death,  and  many 
there  be  that  travel  therein,  luitil  the  night  cometh,  ^wherein 
no  man  can  work. 
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CHAPTEOa  28. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Jesus  had  said  these 
'vrords,  he  spake  unto  his  disciples,  one  by  one,  saying  unto 
them.  What  is  it  that  ye  desire  of  me,  after  that  I  am  gone  to 
the  Father? 

2.  And  they  all  si>ake,  save  it  were  three,  we  desire  that 
after  we  have  lived  unto  the  age  of  man,  that  our  ministi^, 
wherein  thou  hast  called  us,  may  have  an  end,  that  we  may 
speedily  come  unto  thee,  in  thy  kingdom. 

3.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Blessed  are  ye,  because  ye 
desired  this  thing  of  me ;  therefore  after  that  ye  are  'Seventy 
and  two  years  old,  ye  shall  come  unto  me  in  my  kingdom, 
and  with  me  ye  shall  find  rest. 

4.  And  when  he  had  spoken  unto  them,  he  turned  him- 
self unto  the  three,  and  said  unto  them.  What  will  ye  that  I 
should  do  unto  you,  when  I  am  ^one  unto  the  Father  ? 

5.  And  they  sorrowed  in  their  hearts,  for  they  durst  not 
speak  unto  him  the  thing  which  they  desired. 

6.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Behold,  I  know  your  thoughts, 
and  ye  have  desired  the  thing  which  ^ John,  my  beloved,  who 
■was  with  me  in  my  ministry,  before  that  I  was  "lifted  up  by 
the  Jews,  desired  of  me ; 

7.  Therefore  more  blessed  are  ye,  for  ye  shall  %ever  taste 
of  .death,  but  ye  shall  live  to  behold  all  the  doings  of  the 
Father,  unto  tne  children  of  men,  even  until  all  things  shall 
be  fulfilled,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Father,  when  I 
shall  'come  in  my  glory,  with  the  powers  of  heaven ; 

8.  And  ye  shall  never  Endure  the  pains  of  death;  but 
■when  I  shall  come  in  my  glory,  ye  shall  be  'changed  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye  from  mortality  to  immortality  :  and  then 
shall  ye  be  blessed  in  the  kingdom  of  my  Father. 

9.  And  again,  ye  shall  not  have  ^pain  while  ye  shall 
dwell  in  the  flesh,  neither  sorrow,  'save  it  be  for  the  sins  of 
the  world :  and  all  this  will  I  do  because  of  the  thing  which 
ye  have  desired  of  me,  for  ye  have  desired  that  ye  might  bring 
the  souls  of  men  unto  me,  while  the  world  shall  stand ; 

10.  And  for  this  cause  ye  shall  have  fulness  of  joy ;  and  ye 
shall  sit  down  in  the  kingdom  of  my  Father ;  yea^  your  joy 
shall  be  full,  even  as  the  Father  hath  given  ihe  fulness  of 
joy ;  and  ye  shall  be  even  as  I  am,  and  I  am  even  as  the 
Fatner ;  and  the  Father  and  I  are  •'one ; 

11.  And  the  Holy  Ghost  beareth  record  of  the  Father  and 
me ;  and  the  Father  ^giveth  the  Holy  Ghost  unto  the  children 
of  men,  because  of  me. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  spoken  these 
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works  which  je  haye  seen  me  do,  that  shall  ye  alaodo ;  for 
that  which  ye  iiave  seen  me  do,  even  that  shall  ye  do ; 

22.  Therefore  if  ye  do  these  tilings,  blessed  are  ye,  for  ye 
shall  be  'lifted  up  at  the  last  day* 

28.  Write  the  things  which  ye  hare  seen  and  heaid,  sare 
it  be  those  n^hich  are  forbidden ; 

24.  Write  the  works  of  this  people,  which  shall  be,  eyen 
as  hath  been  written,  of  that  which  hath  been ; 

25.  For  behold,  'out  of  the  books  whi<^  have  been 
written,  and  which  shall  be  written,  shall  this  people  'he 
Judged,  for  by  them  shall  their  works  be  known  unto 
men. 

20.  And  behold,  all  things  are  ^written  by  the  Father; 
therefore  ^ut  of  the  books  which  shall  be  written,  shall  the 
world  be  Judged.  ,     . 

27.  And  know  ye  that  *ye  shall  be  judges  of  this  people, 
according  to  the  Judgment  which  I  shall  give  unto  you,  wnidi 
shall  bejust :  therefore  what  manner  of  men  had  ye  ought  to 
be  t    Verily  I  say  unto  you,  even  as  I  am. 

28.  And  now  I  go  unto  the  Father.  And  verily  I  say 
unto  you,  whatsoever  things  ye  shall  ask  the  Father,  in  mj 
name,  it  shall  be  given  unto  you ; 

29.  Therefore,  'ask,  and  ye  shall  receive ;  knock,  and  it 
shall  be  opened  unto  yon ;  for  he  that  asketh,  receiveth,  and 
unto  him  that  knocketh,  it  shall  be  opened. 

30.  And  now  behold,  my  Joy  is  great,  even  luito  fulness, 
because  of  you.  and  also  this  generation ;  yea,  and  even  the 
Father  r^'oicetn,  and  also  all  the  holy  angels,  becaiise  of  yoa 
and  this  generation ;  for  none  of  them  are  lost. 

SI.  Beliold,  I  would  that  ye  should  understand ;  for  I 
mean  them  who  are  now  alive  of  this  generation  ;  and  none 
of  them  are  lost ;  and  in  them  I  have  fulness  of  joy. 

32.  But  behold,  it  sorroweth  me  because  of  the  ^fourth 

feneration  from  this  generation,  for  thev  are  led  away  captive 
y  him,  even  as  was  tne  *8on  of  perdition ;  for  they  will  sell 
me  for  silver,  and  for  gold,  and  for  that  which  nnoth  doth 
corrupt,  and  which  thieves  can  break  through  and  steal 
And  in  tiiat  day  will  I  visit  them,  even  in  turning  tiieir 
works  upon  their  own  heads. 

SS.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  ended  these

there  be  that  travel  therein,  until  the  night  cometh,  wheiein 
no  man  can  work. 
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10.  And  if  it  so  be  that  the  church  is  built  upon  my 
gospel,  then  will  the  Father  shew  forth  his  own  wor£s  in  it : 

11.  But  if  it  be  not  built  upon  my  gospel,  and  is  buUt 
XLX>on  the  works  of  men,  or  upon  the  works  of  the  devil, 
verily  I  sav  unto  you,  they  have  joy  in  their  works  for  a 
season,  and  by  and  by  the  end  cometh,  and  they  are  'hewn 
down  and  cast  into  the  fire,  from  whence  there  is  no  return ; 

12.  For  their  works  do  follow  them,  for  it  is  because  of 
tiheir  works  that  they  are  hewn  down ;  therefore  remember 
the  things  that  I  have  told  you. 

13.  Behold  I  have  given  unto  you  my  gospel,  and  this  is 
tlie  gospel  which  I  have  given  unto  you,  that  I  came  into 
fihe  world  to  do  the  will  of  my  Father,  because  my  Father 
sent  me ;

16.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whoso  repenteth  and 
is  ^baptized  in  my  name,  shall  be  filled ;  and  if  he  'endureth 
to  the  end,  behold,  him  will  I  hold  guiltless  before  my 
£*ather,  at  that  day  when  I  shall  stand  to  judge  the  world. 

17.  And  he  that  endureth  not  unto  the  end,  the  same  is 
lie  that  is  also  -^hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  f^e,  from 
-vrhence  they  can  no  more  retmm,  because  of  the  justice  of 
the  Father; 

18.  And  this  is  the  word  which  he  hath  given  unto  the 
children  of  men.  And  for  this  cause  he  fulmleth  the  words 
-which  he  hath  given,  and  he  Ueth  not,  but  fulfilleth  all  his 
words; 

19.  And  ^o  unclean  thing  can  enter  into  his  kingdom; 
therefore  nothing  entereth  into  his  rest,  save  it  be  those 
-who  have  washed  their  garments  in  my  blood,  because  of 
their  faith,  and  the  repentance  of  all  their  sins,  and  their 
faithfulness  unto  the  ^nd. 

20.  Now  this  is  the  commandment,  repent,  all  ye  ends  of 
the  earth,  and  come  unto  me  and  be  "^baptized  in  my  name, 
that  ye  may  be  sanctified  by  the  *^ception  of  the  Holy 
Ohos^  that  ye  may  stand  spotless  before  me  at  the  last  day.

25.  For  behold,  ^out  of  the  books  which  have  been 
written,  and  which  shall  be  written,  shall  this  people  '^be 
judged,  for  by  them  shall  their  works  be  known  unto 
men. 

26.  And  behold,  all  things  are  •written  by  the  Father ; 
therefore  'out  of  the  books  which  shall  be  written,  shall  the 
world  be  judged. 

27.  And  know  ye  that  ^e  shall  be  judges  of  this  peoi)le, 
according  to  the  juagment  which  I  shall  give  unto  you,  which 
shall  be  just ;  therefore  what  manner  of  men  had  ye  ought  to 
be  ?

28.  And  now  I  go  unto  the  Father.  And  verily  I  say 
unto  you,  whatsoever  things  ye  shall  ask  the  Father,  in  my 
name,  it  shall  be  given  unto  you ; 

29.  Therefore,  'ask,  and  ye  shall  receive ;  knock,  and  it 
shall  be  opened  unto  you ;  for  he  that  asketh,  receiveth,  and 
unto  him  that  knocketh,  it  shall  be  opened. 

30.  And  now  behold,  mj  joy  is  greats  even  unto  fulness, 
because  of  you,  and  also  this  generation ;  yea,  and  even  the 
Father  rejoiceth,  and  also  all  the  holy  angels,  because  of  yon 
and  this  generation ;  for  none  of  them  are  lost. 

31.  Behold,  I  would  that  ye  should  understand ;  for  I 
mean  them  who  are  now  alive  of  this  generation ;  and  none 
of  them  are  lost ;  and  in  them  I  have  fulness  of  joy. 

32.  But  behold,  it  sorroweth  me  because  of  the  "tourth 

feneration  from  this  generation,  for  they  are  led  away  captive 
y  him,  even  as  was  the  *son  or  perdition ;  for  they  wiD  sell 
me  for  silver,  and  for  gold,  and  for  that  which  nnoth  doth 
corrupt,  and  which  thieves  can  break  through  and  steal 
And  in  that  day  will  I  visit  them,  even  in  ^turning  their 
works  upon  their  own  heads. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  ended  these 
sayings,  he  saith  unto  his  disciples,  ^'Enter  ye  in  at  the 
straight  gate  ;  for  straight  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way 
that  leads  to  life,  and  lew  there  oe  tJiat  find  i^  but  wide  is 
the  gate,  and  broad  the  way  which  leads  to  deatn,  and  many 
there  be  that  travel  therein,  until  the  night  cometh,  wherein 
no  man  can  work. 
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CHAPTEOa  28. 

L  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Jesus  had  said  these 
words,  he  spake  unto  his  disciples,  one  by  one,  sajring  unto 
them.  What  is  it  that  ye  desire  of  me,  after  that  I  am  gone  to 
the  Father? 

2.  And  they  all  si>ake,  save  it  were  three,  we  desire  that 
after  we  have  lived  unto  the  age  of  man,  that  our  ministry, 
wherein  thou  hast  called  us,  may  have  an  end,  that  we  may 
speedily  come  unto  thee,  in  thy  kingdom. 

3.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Blessed  are  ye,  because  ye 
desired  this  thing  of  me ;  tiiereiore  after  that  ye  are  'Seventy 
and  two  years  old,  ye  shall  come  unto  me  in  my  kingdom, 
and  with  me  ye  shall  find  rest. 

4.  And  when  he  had  spoken  unto  them,  he  turned  him- 
self unto  the  three,  and  said  imto  them.  What  will  ye  that  I 
should  do  unto  you,  when  I  am  gone  unto  the  Father  f 

5.  And  they  sorrowed  in  their  hearts,  for  they  durst  not 
speak  unto  him  the  thing  which  they  desired. 

6.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Behold,  I  know  your  thoughts, 
and  ye  have  desired  the  thing  which  ^John,  my  beloved,  who 
was  with  me  in  my  ministry,  before  that  I  was  ''Uf ted  up  by 
the  Jews,  desired  of  me ; 

7.  Therefore  more  blessed  are  ye,  for  ye  shall  <hiever  taste 
of  .death,  but  ye  shall  live  to  behold  all  the  doings  of  the 
Fathe^  unto  tne  children  of  men,  even  until  all  things  shall 
be  fulfilled,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Father,  when  I 
shall  'come  in  my  glory,  with  the  powers  of  heaven ; 

8.  And  ye  shall  never  -^endure  the  pains  of  death;  but 
when  I  shall  come  in  my  glory,  ye  shall  be  'changed  in  the 
tvFlnkllng  of  an  eye  from  mortahty  to  immortality :  and  then 
shall  ye  be  blessed  in  the  kingdom  of  my  Father. 

0.  And  again,  ye  shall  not  have  ^pain  while  ye  shall 
dwell  in  the  nesh,  neither  sorrow,  'save  it  be  for  the  sins  of 
the  world :  and  all  this  will  I  do  because  of  the  thing  which 
ye  have  desired  of  me,  for  ye  have  desired  that  ye  might  bring 
the  souls  of  men  unto  me,  while  the  world  shall  stand ; 

10.  And  for  this  cause  ye  shall  have  fulness  of  joy ;  and  ye 
shall  sit  down  in  the  kingdom  of  my  Father ;  ye^  your  joy 
shall  be  full,  even  as  the  Father  hath  given  me  mlness  of 
joy :  and  ye  shall  be  even  as  I  am,  and  I  am  even  as  the 
Fatner ;  and  the  Father  and  I  are  -^one ; 

11.  And  the  Holy  Ghost  beareth  record  of  the  Father  and 
me ;  and  the  Father  ^giveth  the  Holy  Ghost  unto  the  children 
of  men,  because  of  me. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Jesus  had  spoken  these 
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words,  he  touched  every  one  of  them  with  his  finger,  Bave  it 
were  the  three  who  were  to  tarry,  and  then  he  departed. 

13.  And  behold,  the  heavens  were  opened,  ana  they  were 
caught  up  into  heaven,  and  saw  and  heard  unspeakable 
things. 

14.  And  it  was  ""forbidden  them  that  they  should  utter ; 
neither  was  it  given  unto  them  power  that  they  could  utter 
the  things  which  they  saw  and  heard ; 

15.  And  whether  they  were  in  the  body  or  out  of  the  body, 
they  could  not  tell ;  for  it  did  seem  unto  them  like  a  trans- 
figuration of  them,  that  they  were  changed  from  this  body 
of  fiesh  into  an  immortal  state,  that  they  could  behold  the 
things  of  God. 

W.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  again  minister 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth;  nevertheless  they  did  not 
minister  of  the  things  which  they  had  heard  and  seen,  b^sause 
of  the  "commandment  which  was  given  them  in  heaven. 

17.  And  now  <>whether  they  were  mortal  or  immortal 
from  the  day  of  their  transfiguration,  I  know  not ; 

18.  But  this  much  I  know,  according  to  the  record  which 
hath  been  given,  they  did  go  forth  upon  the  face  of  the  land, 
and  did  minister  luito  all  the  people,  uniting  as  many  to  tho 
church  as  would  believe  in  their  Breaching ;  it>apti2ins  l^em ; 
and  as  many  as  were  baptized,  aid  ^receive  the  Holy  Ghost ; 

19.  And  they  were  cast  into  prison  by  them  who  did  not 
belong  to  the  church.  And  the  ';prisons  could  not  hold  them, 
for  they  were  rent  in  twain, 

20.  And  they  were  cast  down  into  the  earth.  But  they 
did  smite  the  earth  with  the  word  of  Grod,  insomuch  that  by 
his  power  they  were  delivered  out  of  the  depths  of  the 
eartn ;  and  therefore  they  could  not  dig  pits  sufficient  to 
hold  tnem. 

21.  And  thrice  they  were  cast  into  a  furnace,  and  received 
no  harm. 

22.  And  twice  were  they  cast  into  a  den  of  wild  beasts; 
and  behold  they  did  play  with  the  beasts,  as  a  child  witii  a 
suckling  lamb,  and  received  no  harm. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thus  they  did  go  forth 
among  all  the  people  of  Nephi,  and  did  preach  the  gospel  of 
Christ  unto  all  people  upon  the  face  of  the  land:  and  they 
were  converted  unto  the  Lord,  and  were  united  unto  the 
church  of  Christy  and  thus  the  i>eople  of  that  generation 
were  blessed,  according  to  the  word  of  Jesus. 

24.  And  now  I,  Mormon,  make  an  end  of  speaking  oon- 
ceming  these  things  for  a  time. 

25.  Behold,  I  was  about  to  write  the  ^names  of  those  who 
were  never  to  taste  of  death ;  but  the  Lord  forbade  there- 
fore I  write  them  not,  for  they  are  hid  from  the  worldL

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26.  But  behold  *I  have  seen  them,  and  they  have  minis- 
tered nnto  me ; 

27.  And  behold  they  will  be  among  the  GentUes,  and  the 
Gentiles  knoweth  them  not. 

28.  They  will  also  be  among  the  Jews»  and  the  Jews  shall 
know  them  not.  \ 

29.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  the  Lord  seeth  At  in 
his  wisdom,  that  they  shall  minister  imto  all  the  scattwed 
tribes  of  IsraeL  and  unto  all  nations,  kindreds,  tongues  and  ' 
people,  and  shall  bring  out  of  them  unto  Jesus  many  souls, 
that  their  "desire  may  be  fulfilled,  and  also  because  of 
the  ^'convincing  power  of  God  which  is  in  them  : 

90.  And  th^  are  as  the  angels  of  God,  and  if  they  shall 
pray  unto  the  Father  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  they  can  shew 
themselves  imto  whatsoever  man  it  seemeth  them  good ; 

31.  Therefore  '^great  and  marvellous  works  shall  be 
wrought  by  them,  before  the  great  and  coming  day,  when 
all  people  must  surely  stand  oef ore  the  judgment  seat  of 
Chnst ; 

32.  Yea  even  among  the  Gentiles  shall  there  be  a  ^eat 
and  marvellous  work  wrought  by  them,  before  that  judg- 
ment day. 

33.  And  if  ve  had  "all  the  scriptures  which  give  an 
account  of  all  tne  marvellous  works  of  Christ,  ye  would, 
according  to  the  words  of  Christ,  know  that  these  things 
must  surely  come. 

34.  And  wo  be  unto  him  that  will  *n6t  hearken  unto  the 
words  of  Jesus,  and  also  to  them  whom  he  hath  chosen  and 
sent  among  them,  for  whoso  receiveth  not  the  words  of 
Jesus  and  the  words  of  those  whom  he  hath  sent,  receiveth 
not  him  ;  and  therefore  he  will  not  receive  them  at  the  last 
day  : 

35.  And  it  would  be  better  for  them  if  they  had  not  been 
bom.  For  do  ye  suppose  that  ye  can  get  rid  of  the  justice 
of  an  offended  Grod,  who  hath  oeen  trampled  under  feet  of 
men,  that  therebv  salvation  might  come? 

36.  And  now  Dehold,  as  I  spake  concerning  those  whom 
the  Lord  had  chosen,  yea,  even  three  who  were  ^  "caught  up 
into  the  heavens,  that  I  knew  not  ^N^hether  they  were 
cleansed  from  mortality  to  immortcJity. 

37.  But  behold,  since  I  wrote,  I  nave  inquired  of  the 
Lord,  and  he  hath  made  it  manifest  unto  me,  that  there 
must  needs  be  a  change  wrought  upon  their  bodies,  or  ^^else 
it  needs  be  that  they  must  taste  of  death ; 

38.  Therefore  that  they  might  not  taste  of  death,  there 
Tvas  a  change  wrought  upon  their  bodies,  that  they 
might  3  ''not  suffer  pain  nor  sorrow,  save  it  were  for  the  sins 
of  the  world.

d9.  Now  this  change  was  not  equal  to  that  which  shonld 
take  place  at  the  last  day ;  but  there  was  a  change  wrought 
upon  them,  insomuch  that  satan  could  have  no  power  over 
tiiem,  that  he  could  not  tempt  them,  and  they  were  sanctified 
in  the  flesh,  that  they  were  holy,  and  that  the  '*powers  of 
the  earth  could  not  hold  them ; 

40.  And  in  this  state  they  were  to  remain  until  the  judg- 
ment day  of  Christ ;  and  at  that  da^  they  were  to  receive 
*  a  ^-^jCTeater  chainge,  and  to  be  received  into  the  kingdoni  of 
the  Pather  to  go  no  more  out,  but  to  dwell  with  Grod  eternally 
In  the  heavens. 


CHAPTEB  29. 

1.  And  now  behold^  I  say  unto  you,  that  when  the  Lord 
shall  see  fit,  in  his  wisdom,  that  these  savings  shall  '■come 
unto  the  Gentiles,  according  to  his  word,  then  ye  may  know 
that  the  ^covenant  which  the  Father  hath  made  w^th  the 
children  of  Israel,  concerning  their  restoration  to  the  lands 
of  their  inheritance,  is  already  beginning  to  be  fulfilled ; 

2.  And  ye  may  know  that  the  words  of  the  Lord,  which 
have  been  spoken  by  the  holv  prophets,  shall  all  be  fulfilled ; 
and  ve  need  not  say  that  the  Lord  delays  his^  coming  unto 
Uie  children  of  Israel ; 

3.  And  ye  need  not  imagine  in  your  hearts  that  the 
words  which  have  been  spoken  are  vain,  for  behold,  the 
Lord  will  remember  his  covenant  which  he  hath  made  unto 
his  people  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

4.  And  ''when  ye  shall  see  these  sayings  coming  forth 
among  you^  then  ve  need  not  any  longer  spurn  at  the  doinss 
of  the  Lord,  for  tne  sword  of  his  justice  is  in  his  rieht  hand, 
and  behold  at  that  day,  if  ye  shall  spurn  at  his  doings,  he 
will  cause  that  ''it  shall  soon  overtake  you. 

5.  Wo  unto  him  that  spumeth  at  the  doings  of  the 
Lord ;  yea,  wo  imto  him  that  shall  deny  the  Christ  and  his 
works ; 

6.  Tea,  *wo  unto  him  that  shall  deny  the  revelations  of 
the  Lord,  and  that  shall  say  the  Lord  no  longer  worketh  by 
revelation,  or  by  prophecy,  or  by  gifts,  or  by  tongues,  or  by 
healings,  or  by  the  power  of  the  Holv  Ghost ; 

7.  Yea,  and  wo  unto  him  that  shall  say  at  that  day,  to 

get  gain,  that  there  can  be  no  miracle  wrought  by  Jesos 
hrist;  for  he  that  doeth  this,  shall  become  like  unto 
the  -^son  of  perdition,  for  whom  there  was  no  mercy,  accord- 
ing to  the  word  of  Christ. 

8.  Tea,  and  ye  need  not  any  longer  hiss,  nor  spurn,  nor 
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make  game  of  the  Jews,  nor  any  of  the  remnant  of  the 
house  of  Israel,  for  behold  the  Lord  remembereth  his  ^cove- 
nant Tinto  them,  and  he  will  do  unto  tiiem  according  to  that 
w^hich  he  hath  sworn ; 

9.  Therefore  ye  need  not  suppose  that  ye  can  turn  the 
right  hand  of  the  Lord  unto  the  left,  that  he  may  not  ^exe- 
cute judgment  unto  the  fulfilling  of  the  'covenant  which  he 
hath  made  unto  the  house  of  Israel. 


CHAPTER  90. 

1.  Heabkex,  O  ye  Gentiles,  and  hear  the  words  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  Grod,  which  he  hath  com- 
manded <*me  that  I  should  speak  concerning  you,  for,  behold 
he  oommandeth  me  that  I  should  write  saying, 

2.  Turn,  all  ye  Grentiles  from  your  wicked  ways,  and 
repent  of  your  evil  doings,  of  vour  ^lyings  and  deceivings, 
and  of  your  <^horedoms,  and  oi  your  Secret  abominations, 
and  your  idolatries,  and  of  your  murders,  and  your  ^'priest- 
crafts,  and  yoxir  envyings,  and  your  strifes,  and  from  all 
vour  wickedness  and  abominations,  and  come  unto  me,  and 
be  -ntmptLzed  in  my  name,  that  ye  may  receive  a  remission 
of  your  sins,  and  be  'filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  ye 
may  be  Numbered  with  my  people,  who  are  of  the  house  of 
Lsrael.

CHAPTER  L 

^n  CLCcount  of  t?ie  people  of  Nephi,  according  to  his  record, 

1.  Amy  it  came  to  pass  that  the  <*thirtv  and  fourth  vear 
passed  away,  and  also  the  thirty  and  fifth,  and  behold 
-the  ^disciples  of  Jesus  had  formed  a  church  of  Christ  in  all 
the  lands  round  about.  And  as  many  as  did  come  unto 
them,  and  did  truly  repent  of  their  sins,  were  '^baptized 
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in  the  name  of  Jesus ;  and  they  did  also  '^reoeiye  the  HoLy 
Ghost. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirty  and  sixth  year,  the 
people  were  all  converted  unto  the  Lord,  upon  all  the  face  of 
ttie  land,  boti^  Nephites  and  Lamanites,  and  there  were  no 
contentions  and  oUsputations  among  them,  and  eveiy  man 
did  deal  justly  one  with  another ; 

3.  And  they  had  *aU  things  common  among  them,  there- 
fore they  were  not  rich  and  poor,  bond  and  n*ee,  but  they 
were  all  made  free,  and  partakers  of  the  •heavenly  gift. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  thirty  and  seventh  year 
passed  away  also,  and  there  still  continued  to  be  peace  in 
xhe  land.  / 

6.  And  there  were  great  and  marvellous  works  'wrought 
bv  the  disciples  of  Jesus,  insomuch  that  they  did  heal  the 
sick,  and  raise  the  dead,  and  cause  the  lame  to  walk,  and 
the  blind  to  receive  sight,  and  the  deaf  to  hear ;  and  all 
manner  of  miracles  did  they  work  among  the  children  of 
men ;  and  in  nothing  did  they  work  miracles  save  it  w^ere  in 
the  name  of  Jesus. 

6.  And  thus  did  the  thirty  and  eighth  year  i>a88  away, 
and  also  the  thirty  and  ninth,  and  forty  and  first,  and  tiiie 
forty  and  second ;  yea,  even  until  f or^  and  nine  years  had 
passed  away,  and  also  the  fifty  and  nrst,  and  the  fifty  and 
second ;  yea,  and  even  until  fifty  and  nine  years  had  i>assed 
away ; 

7.  And  the  Lord  did  prosper  them  exceedingly  in  the 
land;  yea,  insomuch  that  they  did  fill  cities  again  where 
ti^ere  bad  been  cities  burned ; 

8.  Yea,  even  that  great  *city  Zarahemla  did  they  cause 
to  be  built  again. 

9.  But  there  were  many  cities  which  had  *been  sunk,  and 
waters  came  up  in  the  stead  thereof ;  therefore  these  cities 
could  not  be  renewed. 

10.  And  .now  behold  it  came  to  pass  that  Uie  people  of 
Nephi  did  wax  strong,  and  did  multiply  exceeding  fast, 
ana  became  an  exceeding  fair  and  delightsome  peoi)le. 

11.  And  they  were  married,  and  mven  in  marriage,  and 
were  blessed  according  to  the  multitude  of  the  promises 
which  the  Lord  had  made  unto  them. 

12.  And  they  did  not  walk  any  more  after  the  perform- 
ances and  ordinances  of  the  ^law  of  Moses,  but  they  did 
walk  after  the  commandments  which  they  had  received  from 
their  Lord  and  their  Grod,  continuing  in  ^fasting  and  prayer, 
and  in  'meeting  together  oft,  both  to  *^ray  ana  to  hear  the 
word  of  the  Lord. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  no  contention

amons  all  the  people,  in  all  the  land,  but  there  were  "mighty 
miracles  wrought  among  the  disciples  of  Jesus. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  seventy  and  first  year 
passed  away,  and  also  the  seventy  and  second  year ;  yea,  and 
in  fine,  till  the  seventy  and  ninth  year  had  passed  away ; 
yea,  even  an  hundred  years  had  passed  away,  and  the  dis- 
ciples of  Jesus,  whom  he  had  chosen,  had  all  gone  to 
the  "paradise  of  God,  save  it  were  the  -Pthree  who  should 
tarry ;  and  there  were  Mother  disciples  ordained  in  their  stead ; 
and  also  many  of  that  generation  which  had  passed  away. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  no  contention  in 
the  land,  because  of  the  love  of  God  which  did  dwell  in  the 
hearts  of  the  people. 

16.  And  there  were  no  envyings,  nor  strifes,  nor  tumults, 
nor  whoredoms,  nor  lyings,  nor  murders,  nor  any  manner  of 
la&civiousness ;  and  surely  there  could  not  be  a  happier 
people  among  all  the  people  Who  had  been  created  by  the 
Jhand  of  Grod ; 

17.  There  were  no  robbers,  nor  murderers,  neither  were 
there  Lamanites,  nor  any  manner  of  ites ;  but  they  were  in 
one,  the  children  of  Christ,  and  heirs  to  the  kingdom  of  Grod ; 

18.  And  how  blessed  were  they,  for  the  Lord  did  bless 
them  in  all  their  doings ;  yea,  even  they  were  blessed  and 
prospered,  until  an  hundred  and  ten  years  had  passed  away ; 
and  the  first  generation  from  Christ  had  passed  away,  and 
tJiere  was  no  contention  in  all  the  land. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  ^Nephi,  he  that  kept  this 
last  record,  (and  he  kept  it  upon  the  'plates  of  Nephi,)  died, 
and  his  son  Amos  kept  it  in  ms  stead ;  and  he  kept  it  upon 
the  plates  of  Nephi  also ; 

20.  And  he  kept  it  eighty  and  four  years,  and  there  was 
still  peace  in  the  land,  save  it  were  a  small  part  of  Hie  people 
who  nad  revolted  from  the  church,  and  took  upon  them  the 
name  of  Lamanites ;  therefore  there  began  to  oe  Lamanites 
again  in  the  land. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Amos  died  also,  (and  it  was 
an  ^hundred  and  ninety  and  four  years  from  the  coming  of 
Christ,)  and  his  son  Amos  kept  the  record  in  his  stead ;  and 
he  also  kept  it  upon  the  plates  of  Nephi ;  and  it  was  also 
written  in  the  book  of  Nepni,  which  is  this  book. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  two  hundred  years  had 
passed  away,  and  the  second  generation  had  all  passed  away 
save  it  were  a  few. 

23.  And  now  I,  Mormon,  would  that  ye  should  know  that 
the  people  had  multiplied,  insomuch  that  they  were  spread 
upon  all  the  face  of  tne  land,  and  that  they  had  become  ex- 
ceeding rich,  because  of  their  prosperity  in  Christ. 
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24.  -And  now  in  this  two  hundred  and  first  year,  there 
be£»n  to  be  among  them  those  who  were  lifted  up  in  pride, 
such  as  the  wearine  of  costly  apjMirel,  and  all  manner  of  fine 
pearls,  and  of  the  fine  things  of  the  world. 

25.  And  from  that  time  forth  they  did  have  their  goods 
and  their  substance  'no  more  common  among  them, 

26.  And  they  began  to  be  divided  into  classes,  and  they 
began  to  build  up  churches  unto  themselves,  to  get  gain,  and 
began  to  deny  the  true  church  of  Christ. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  two  hundred  and  ten 
years  had  passed  away  there  were  many  churches  in  the 
land;  yea,  there  were  many  churches  which  professed  to 
know  the  Christ,  and  yet  they  did  deny  the  more  parts  of 
his  gospel,  insomuch  that  they  did  receive  all  manner  of 
wickedness,  and  did  administer  that  which  was  sacred  unto 
him  to  whom  it  had  **been  forbidden,  because  of  un worthi- 
ness. 

28.  And  this  church  did  multiply  exceedingly,  because  of 
iniquity,  and  because  of  the  power  of  satan  who  did  get  hold 
upon  their  hearts. 

29.  And  again,  there  was  another  church  which  denied 
the  Christ;  and  they  did  persecute  the  true  church  of 
Christ,  because  of  their  humility,  and  their  belief  in  Christ; 
and  they  did  despise  them,  because  of  the  many  miracles 
which  were  wrought  among  them ; 

90.  Therefore  they  did  exercise  power  and  authority  over 
the  'disciples  of  Jesus  who  did  tarry  with  them,  and  they  did 
cast  them  into  prison :  but  by  the  power  of  the  word  of  God, 
which  was  in  them,  the  *<^risons  were  rent  in  twain,  and'they 
went  forth  doing  mighty  miracles  among  them. 

31.  Nevertheless,  and  notwithstancling  all  these  miracles, 
the  people  did  harden  their  hearts,  and  did  seek  to  kill  them, 
even  as  the  Jews  at  Jerusalem  sought  to  kill  Jesus,  accord- 
ing to  his  word ; 

32.  And  they  did  cast  them  into  'furnaces  of  fire,  and 
they  came  forth  receiving  no  harm ; 

33.  And  they  lUso  cast  them  into  "dens  of  wild  beasts, 
and  they  did  play  with  the  wild  beasts  e'^en  as  a  child  with 
a  lamb ;  and  they  did  come  forth  from  among  them,  receiv- 
ing no  harm. 

34.  Nevertheless,  the  people  did  harden  their  hearts,  for 
they  were  led  by  many  pnests  and  false  prophets  to  buildup 
many  churches,  and  to  do  all  manner  of  iniquity.  And  they 
did  smite  upon  the  people  of  Jesus ;  but  the  people  of  Jesus 
did  not  smite  again.  And  thus  they  did  dwindle  in  unbelief 
and  wickedness,  from  year  to  year,  even  until  two  hundred 
and  thirty  years  had  jMussed  away. 

36.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  in  this  year,  yea,  in  the  two 
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hundred  and  thirty  and  first  year,  there  was  a  great  division 
among  the  people. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  this  year  there  arose  a 
people  who  were  called  the  Nephites,  and  they  were  true 
believers  in  Christ ;  and  among  tnem  there  were  those  who 
were  called  by  the  Lamanites,  Jacq)t>ites,  and  Josephites,  and 
Zoramites ; 

37.  Therefore  the  true  believers  in  Christ,  and  the  true 
worshippers  of  Christ,  (among  whom  were  the  'three 
disciples  of  Jesus  who  should  tarry,)  were  called  Nephites, 
and  Jacobites,  and  Josephites,  and  Zoramites. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  who  rejected  the  gospel, 
were  called  Lamanites,  and  Lemuelites,  and  Ishmaelites  ; 
and  they  did  not  dwindle  in  unbelief,  but  they  did  ^  <*wilf ully 
rebel  against  the  gospel  of  Christ ;  and  they  did  teach  their 
children  that  they  should  not  believe,  even  as  their  fathers, 
from  the  beginning,  did  dwindle. 

39.  And  it  was  because  of  the  wickedness  and  abomina- 
tion of  their  fathers,  even  as  it  was  in  the  beginning.  And 
they  were  taught  to  hate  the  children  of  God,  even  as  the 
Ijamanites  were  taught  to  ^  ^hate  the  children  of  Nephi,  from 
the  beginning. 

40.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  two  hundred  and  forty  and 
four  years  had  passed  awaj,  and  thus  were  the  affairs  of  the 
people.  And  tne  more  wicked  part  of  the  people  did  wax 
strong,  and  became  exceeding  more  numerous  than  were  the 
people  of  God. 

41.  And  they  did  still  continue  to  buildup  churches  unto 
themselves,  and  adorn  them  with  all  manner  of  precious 
things.  And  thus  did  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  pass 
awav,  and  also  two  hundred  and  sixty  years. 

^.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  wicked  part  of  the  people 
began  again  to  build  up  the  ^^^ecret  oaths  and  combinations 
of  Gradianton. 

43.  And  also  the  people  who  were  called  the  people  of 
NephL  began  to  be  proud  in  their  hearts,  because  of  their 
exceeoing  riches,  and  become  vain,  like  unto  their  brethren, 
the  Lamanites. 

44.  And  from  this  time,  the  ^'disciples  began  to  sorrow 
for  the  sins  of  the  world. 

45.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  three  hundred  years 
had  passed  away,  both  the  people  of  Nephi  and  the  Laman- 
ites had  become  exceedmg  wicked  one  like  unto  another. 

46.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  slobbers  of  Gadianton 
did  spread  over  all  the  face  of  the  land ;  and  there  were  none 
that  were  righteous,  save  it  were  the  disciples  of  Jesus. 
And  gold  and  silver  did  they  lay  up  in  store  in  abundance, 
and  Old  traffic  in  all  maner  of  traffic. 
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47.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  three  hundred  and 
five  years  had  passed  away,  (and  the  people  did  still  remain 
in  wickedness,)  Amos  died,  and  his  brother  Anunaron,  did 
keep  the  record  in  his  stead. 

48.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  three  hundred  and 
twenty  years  had  i>assed  away,  Ammaron,  being  constrained 
by  the  Holy  Ghost,  did  hide  up  the  records  which  were 
sacred:  yea,  even  ^-^all  the  sacred  records  which  had  been 
handed  down  from  generation  to  generation,  which  were 
sacred  even  until  the  three  hundred  and  twentieth  year  from 
the  coming  of  Christ. 

49.  And  he  did  hide  them  up  unto  the  Lord,  that  they 
might  come  again  ^^tmto  the  remnant  of  the  house  of  Jacobs 
according  to  the  prophecies  and  the  promises  of  the  Lord. 
And  thus  is  the  end  of  the  record  of  Ammaron. 
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CHAPTER  1. 

L  And  now  I,  Mormon,  make  a  record  of  the  things 
which  I  have  both  seen  and  neard,  and  call  it  the  'Book  of 
Mormon. 

2.  And  about  til^e  time  that  ^Ammaron  hid  up  the  records 
unto  the  Lord,  he  came  unto  me,  (I  being  about  ten  years  of 
age ;  and  I  began  to  be  learned  somewhat  after  the  manner 
of  tne  learning  of  my  people,)  and  Ammaron  said  unto  me, 
I  perceive  that  thou  art  a  sober  child,  and  art  quick  to 
observe: 

3.  Tnerefore  when  ve  are  about  twenty  and  four  years 
old,  I  would  that  ye  snould  remember  the  things  that  ye 
have  observed  concerning  this  people ;  and  when  ye  are  of 
that  age.  90  to  the  land  «Antum,  unto  a  hill,  which  shall  be 
called  "*Shira ;  and  there  have  I  "deposited  unto  the  Lord,  all 
the  sacred  engravings  concerning  this  people. 

4.  And  benold,  ye  shall  take  the  -^plates  of  Nephi  unto 
yourself,  and  the  remainder  shall  ye  leave  in  the  place  where 
they  are ;  and  ye  shall  engrave  on  the  plates  of  Nephi,  'all 
the  things  that  ye  have  observed  concerning  this  people. 

5.  And  I,  Mormon,  being  a  descendant  of  *Nepni,  (and  my 
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father's  name  was  Mormon,)  I  remembered  the  things  which 
Ammaron  commanded  me. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  being  eleven  years  old,  was 
carried  by  my  father  into  the  land  southward,  even  to 
the  -Hand  of  Zarahemla ; 

7.  The  whole  face  of  the  land  having  become  covered 
with  buildings,  and  the  people  were  as  numerous  almost^ 
as  it  were  the  sand  of  the  sea. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  this  year,  there  began  to  be  a 
war  between  the  Nepnites,  who  consisted  of  the  Nephites, 
and  the  Jacobites,  and  the  Josephites,  and  the  Zoraimites ; 
and  this  war  was  between  the  Nephites  and  the  Lamanites, 
and  the  Lemuel ites,  and  the  Ishmaelites. 

9.  Now  the  Lamanites,  and  the  Lemuelites,  and  the  Ish- 
maelites, were  called  Lamanites,  and  the  two  parties  were 
Nephites  and  Lamanites. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  war  began  to  be  among 
them  in  the  borders  of  Zarahemla,  by  the  ^waters  of  Sidon. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  had  gathered 
together  a  great  number  of  men,  even  to  exceed  the  number 
of  thirty  thousand.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did 
have  in  this  same  year  a  number  of  battles,  in  which  the 
Nephites  did  beat  the  Lamanites,  and  did  slay  many  of 
them. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  withdrew 
their  design,  and  there  was  peace  settled  in  the  land,  and 
peace  did  remain  for  the  space  of  about  four  years,  that  there 
was  no  blood  shed. 

13.  But  wickedness  did  prevail  upon  the  face  of  the  whole 
land,  insomuch  that  the  Lord  did  take  away  his  'beloved  dis- 
ciples, and  the  work  of  miracles  and  of  healing  did  cease, 
because  of  the  iniquity  of  the  people. 

14.  And  there  were  no  gifts  from  the  Lord,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  did  not  come  upon  any,  because  of  their  wickedness 
and  unbelief. 

15.  And  I  being  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  being  somewhat 
of  a  sober  mind,  therefore  I  was  visited  of  the  Lord,  and 
tasted,  and  knew  of  the  goodness  of  Jesus. 

16.  And  I  did  endeavour  to  preach  unto  this  people,  but 
my  mouth  was  shut,  and  I  was  forbidden  that  I  snould 
preach  unto  them ;  for  behold  they  had  "»wilfully  rebelled 
against  their  Grod,  and  the  "beloved  disciples  were  taken 
away  out  of  the  land,  because  of  their  iniquity. 

17.  But  I  did  remain  among  them,  but  I  was  forbidden  to 
preach  unto  them,  because  of  the  hardness  of  their  hearts ; 
and  because  of  the  hardness  of  their  hearts,  the  land 
was  ''cursed  for  their  sake. 

18.  And  these  ^adianton  robbers,  who  were  among  the 
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Lamanitea,  did  infest  the  land,  insomuch  that  the  hihabi- 
tants  thereof  began  to  hide  up  their  treasures  in  the  earth  ; 
and  they  became  slippery,  because  the  Lord  had  ^cursed  the 
land,  that  they  could  not  nold  them,  nor  retain  them  again. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  sorceries,  and 
witchcrafts,  and  magics ;  and  the  power  of  the  evil  one  was 
wrought  upon  all  the  face  of  the  land,  even  unto  the  fulfilling 
of  all  the  *>nrord8  of  Abinadi,  and  also  Samuel  the  Lamanite. 


CHAPTER  2. 

1.  Am)  it  came  to  pass  in  that  "same  year,  there  began  to 
be  a  war  again  between  the  Nephites  and  the  Lamanites. 
.^d  not^tnstanding  I  bein^  young,  was  large  in  stature, 
therefore  the  people  of  Nephi  appointed  me  that  I  should  be 
their  leader,  or  the  leader  of  their  armies. 

2.  Therefore  it  came  to  pass  that  in  my  sixteenth  year  I 
did  go  forth  at  the  head  of  an  army  of  the  Nephites,  against 
the  Lamanites  ;  therefore  three  hundred  and  twenty  and  six 
years  *had  passed  away. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  three  hundred  and 
twenty  and  seventh  year,  the  Lamanites  did  come  ui>on  us 
with  exceeding  great  power,  insomuch  that  they  did  frighten 
my  armies ;  therefore  they  would  not  fight,  and  they  Began 
to  retreat  towards  the  <liorth  countries. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  thsA,  we  did  come  to  the  city  of 
Angola,  and  we  did  take  possession  of  the  city,  and  make 
preparations  to  defend  ourselves  against  the  Lamanites. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  ''fortify  the  city  with  our 
mights;  but  notwithstanding  all  our  fortifications  the 
Lamanites  did  come  uponus,^  and  did  drive  us  out  of  the  city. 

5.  And  they  did  also  drive  us  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
David. 

6.  And  we  marched  forth  and  came  to  the  land  of  Joshua» 
whiich  was  in  the  borders  west  by  the  sea  shore. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  gather  in  our  people 
as  fast  as  it  were  possible,  that  we  mi^t  get  them  together 
in  one  body. 

8.  But  behold,  the  land  was  filled  with  'robbers  and 
with  Lamanites ;  and  notwithstanding  the  great  destruction 
which  hung  over  my  people,  they  did  not  repent  of  their 
evil  doings ;  therefore  there  was  blood  and  carnage  spread 
throughout  all  the  face  of  the  land,  both  on  the  part  of  tiie 
Xephites,  and  also  on  the  part  of  the  Lamanites ;  and  it  was 
one  complete  revolution  throughout  all  the  face  of  the  land. 
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9.  And  now  the  Lamanites  had  a  king,  and  his  name 
was  ^A&Ton  ;  and  he  came  against  us  with  an  army  of  forty 
and  four  thousand.  And  behold,  I  withstood  him  witn 
forty  and  two  thousand.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  beat 
him  with  my  army,  that  he  fled  before  me.  And  behold, 
all  this  was  done,  and  three  hundred  and  thirty  years  had 
passed  away. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  began  to 
repent  of  their  iniquity,  and  began  to  cry  even  as  had  been 
prophesied  by  ^Samuel  the  prophet;  for  behold  no  man 
could  keep  that  which  was  his  own,  for  the  thieyes,  and 
the  robbers,  and  the  murderers,  and  the  magic  art,  and  the 
"witchcraft  which  was  in  the  land. 

11.  Thus  there  began  to  be  a  mourning  and  a  lamenta- 
tion in  all  the  land  because  of  these  things ;  and  more  espe- 
cially among  the  people  of  Nephi. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  I,  Mormon,  saw  their 
lamentation,  and  their  mourning  and  their  sorrow  before  the 
Lord,^  my  heart  did  begin  to  rejoice  within  me,  knowing  the 
mercies  and  the  longsufifering  of  the  Lord,  therefore  sup- 
posing that  he  would  be  merciful  unto  them,  that  they  would 
again  become  a  righteous  people. 

13.  But  behold  this  my  ioy  was  yain,  for  their  sorrowing 
was  not  unto  repentance,  Because  of  the.  goodness  of  God, 
but  it  was  rather  the  sorrowmg  of  the  damned,  because 
the  Lord  would  not  always  suffer  them  to  take  happiness 
in  sin. 

14.  And  they  did  not  come  unto  Jesus  with  broken 
hearts  and  contrite  spirits,  but  they  did  curse  God,  and  wish 
to  die.  Neyertheless  they  would  struggle  with  the  sword 
for  their  liyes. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  my  sorrow  did  return  unto 
me  again,  and  I  saw  that  the  day  of  grace  was  passed  with 
them,  both  temporally  and  spiritually,  for  I  saw  thousands 
of  them  hewn  down  in  open  rebellion  against  their  God^ 
and  heaped  up  as  dung  upon  the  face  of  the  land.  And 
thus  three  hundred  and  forty  and  four  years  had  passed 
away. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  three  hundred  and 
forty  and  fifth  year,  the  Nephites  did  begin  to  flee  before  the 
Lamanites,  and  they  were  pursued  until  they  came  eyen  to 
the  land  of  Ja.shou,  oefore  it  was  possible  to  stop  them  in 
their  retreat. 

17.  And  now  the  *city  of  Jashon  was  near  the  land  where 
Ammaron  had  ^deposited  the  records  unto  the  Lord,  that 
^ey  might  not  be  destroyed.  And  behold  I  had  gone  accord- 
ing to  the  word  of  Ammaron,  and  taken  the  -^plates  of 
Kephi,  and  did  make  a  record  according  to  the  words  of 
Ammaron. 
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18.  And  upon  the  plates  of  Nephi,  I  did  make  a  'fall 
account  of  all  the  wickedness  and  abominations ;  but 
upon  ^hese  plates  1  did  forbear  to  make  a  full  account  of 
their  wickedness  and  abominations,  for  behold,  a  continual 
scene  of  wickedness  and  abominations  has  been  before  mine 
eyes  ever  since  I  have  been  sufficient  to  behold  the  ways 
01  man. 

19.  And  wo  is  me,  because  of  their  wickedness,  for  my 
heart  has  been  filled  with  sorrow  because  of  their  wicked- 
ness, all  my  davs  ;  nevertheless,  I  know  that  I  shall  be  '"lifted 
up  at  the  last  day. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  this  year  the  people  of 
Nephi  again  were  hunted  and  driven.  And  it  came  to  pass 
that  we  were  driven  forth  until  we  had  come  northward  to 
the  land  which  was  called  Shem. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  "fortify  the  city  of 
Shem,  and  we  did  gather  in  our  people  as  mucn  as  it  w^ere 
possible,  that  perhaps  we  might  save  them  from  destruc- 
tion. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  three  hundred  and  forty 
and  sixth  year,  they  began  to  come  upon  us  again. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  speak  unto  my  peoples 
and  did  urge  them  with  great  energy,  that  they  would  stana 
boldly  before  the  Lamanites  and  nght  for  their  wives,  and 
their  children,  and  their  houses,  and  their  homes. 

24.  And  my  words  did  arouse  them  somewhat  to  vigour, 
insomuch  that  they  did  not  flee  from  before  the  Lamanites, 
but  did  stand  with  boldness  against  them. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  contend  with  an 
army  of  thirty  thousand,  against  an  army  of  fifty  thousand. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  stand  before  them  with  such 
firmness,  that  they  did  flee  from  before  us. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  fled,  we  did 
pursue  them  with  our  armies,  and  did  meet  them  again,  and 
did  beat  them ;  nevertheless  the  strength  of  the  Lord  was 
not  with  us  ;  yea,  we  were  left  to  ourselves,  that  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  aid  not  abide  in  us ;  therefore  we  had  becom,e 
weak  like  unto  our  brethren.  ' 

27.  And  my  heart  did  sorrow  because  of  this  the  great 
calamity  of  my  people ;  because  of  their  wickedness  and 
their  atlominations.  But  behold  we  did  go  forth  against  the 
L&manites,  and  the  ^robbers  of  Gadianton,  until  we  had 
again  taken  possession  of  the  lands  of  our  inheritance. 

28.  And  the  three  hundred  and  forty  and  ninth  year 
had  passed  away.  And  in  the  three  hundred  and  fiftieth 
year,  we  made  a  treaty  with  the  Lamanites  and  the  robbers 
of  Gadianton,  in  which  we  did  get  the  lands  of  our  inherit- 
ance divided. 

29.  And  the  Lamanites  did  give  unto  us  the  ^land  north- 
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ward ;  yea,  even  to  the  ^narrow  ptassage  which  led  into 
the  *'land  southward.  And  we  did  give  unto  the  Lamanitea 
all  the  land  southward. 


CHAPTER  3. 

1.  And  It  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  not  come 
to  battle  again  until  ten  years  more  had  passed  away.  And 
behold,  I  had  employed  my  people,  the  Nephites,  in  pre- 
paring their  lands  and  their  arms  against  the  time  of 
battle. 

2.  And  it  came  to  x>ass  that  the  Lord  did  say  unto  me, 
Oy  unto  this  people  repent  ye,  and  come  unto  me,  and  be 
ye  <*baptizedy  and  ouild  up  again  my  church,  and  ye  shall  be 

spare^* 

3.  And  I  did  cry  unto  this  people,  but  it  was  in  vain,  and 
they  did  not  realizer  that  it  was  the  Lord  that  had  spared 
them,  and  granted  unto  them  a  chance  for  repentance.  And 
behold  they  did  harden  their  hearts  against  the  Lord  their 
God. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  this  tenth  year  had 
passed  away,  making,  in  the  whole,  three  hundred  and 
sixty  years  from  the  coming  of  Christ,  the  king  of  the 
Lamanites  sent  an  epistle  unto  me,  which  gave  unto  me 
to  kaow  that  they  were  preparing  to  come  again  to  battle 
against  us. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  cause  mv  people  that 
they  should  gather  themselves  together  at  the  ^land  Desola- 
tion, to  a  city  which  was  in  the  borders,  by  the  <»narrow  pass 
which  led  into  the  ''land  southward. 

6.  And  there  we  did  place  our  armies,  that  we  might 
stop  the  armies  of  the  Lamanites,  that  they  might  not  get 
possession  of  any  of  our  lands ;  therefore  we  did  *f ortify 
Against  them  with  all  our  force. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  three  hundred  and 
sixty  and  first  year,  the  Lamanites  did  come  down  to 
the  -^city  of  Desolation  to  battle,  against  us  ;  and  it  came  to 
pass  that  in  that  year,  we  did  beat  them,  insomuch  that  they 
did  return  to  their  own  lands  again. 

8.  And  in  the  three  hundred  and  sixty  and  second  year, 
they  did  come  down  again  to  battle.  And  we  did  beat  them 
again,  and  did  slay  a  great  number  of  them,  and  their  dead 
were  cast  into  the  sea. 

9.  And  now  because  of  this  great  thing  which  my  people, 
the  Nephites,  had  done,  they  began  to  boast  in  theur  own 
strength,  and  began  to  swear  ben)re  the  heavens,  that  they 
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would  avenge  themselves  of  the  blood  of  their  brethren 
who  had  been  slain  by  their  enemies. 

10.  And  they  did  swear  bv  the  heavens,  and  also  by  the 
throne  of  Grod,  £nat  they  would  go  up  to  battle  against  their 
enemies,  and  would  cut  them  on  from  the  face  of  the  land. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I,  Mormon,  did  utterly 
refuse  from  this  time  forth,  to  be  a  commander  and  a  leader 
of  this  people,  because  of  their  wickedness  and  abomina- 
tion. 

12.  Behold.  I  had  led  them,  notwithstanding  their 
wickedness,  I  had  led  them  many  times  to  battle,  and  had 
loved  them,  according  to  the  love  of  God  which  was  in  me, 
witii  all  my  heart;  and  my  soul  had  been  poured  out  in 
prayer  unto  mv  God  all  the  day  long,  for  them  ;  neverthe- 
less, it  was  witnout  faith,  because  of  the  hardness  of  their 
hearts. 

13.  And  thrice  have  I  delivered  them  out  of  the  hands 
of  their  enemies,  and  they  have  repented  not  of  their  sins. 

14.  And  when  they  had  *swom  bv  all  that  had  been  for- 
bidden them,  by  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  that 
they  would  go  up  unto  their  enemies  to  battle,  and  avenge 
themselves  of  the  blood  of  their  brethren,  behold  the  voice 
of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying, 

15.  Vengeance  is  mine,  and  I  will  Tepa,y ;  and  because 
this  people  repented  not  after  I  had  delivered  them,  behold, 
they  shall  be  \;ut  off  from  the  face  of  the  earth. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  utterly  refused  to  go  up 
against  mine  enemies ;  and  I  did  even  as  tne  Lord  had  com- 
manded me ;  and  I  did  stand  as  an  idle  witness  to  manifest 
unto  the  world  the  things  which  I  saw  and  heard,  according 
to  the  imanif estations  of  the  Spirit  which  had  testified  d 
things  to  come. 

17.  Therefore  I  ^write  unto  you.  Gentiles,  and  also  unto 
you,  house  of  Israel,  when  the  work  shall  ^commence,  that 
^e  shall  be  about  to  prepare  to  return  to  the  land  of  your 
inheritance ; 

18.  Yea,  behold,  I  write  unto  all  the  ends  of  the  earth : 
yea.  unto  you,  twelve  tribes  of  Israel,  who  shall  be  judged 
according  to  your  works,  'by  the  Twelve  whom  Jesus  chose 
to  be  his  disciples  in  the  land  of  Jerusalem. 

19.  And  I  write  also  unto  the  remnant  of  this  people, 
who  shall  also  be  judged  "*by  the  Twelve  whom  Jesus  chose 
in  this  land ;  and  "they  shall  be  Judged  by  the  other  Twelve 
whom  Jesus  chose  in  the  land  of  Jerusalem. 

20.  And  these  things  do  the  Spirit  manifest  unto  me; 
therefore  I  write  unto  you  all.  And  for  this  cause  I  write 
unto  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  ye  must  ^all  stand  before 
the  judgment  seat  of  Christ,  yea,  every  soul  who  belongs  to 
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the  whole  human  family  of  Adam ;  and  ye  must  stand  to  be 
jud^d  of  your  works,  whether  they  be  good  or  evil ; 

21.  And  also  that  ye  may  believe  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  which  ye  shall  ^have  among  you ;  and  also  that  the 
Jews,  the  covenant  people  of  the  Lord,  shall  have  'other 
witness  besides  him  whom  they  saw  and  heard,  that  Jesus 
whom  they  slew,  was  the  very  Christ,  and  the  *Very  God ; 

22.  And  I  would  that  I  could  persuade  all  ye  ends  of  the 
earth  to  repent  and  prepare  to  stand  before  the  Judgment 
seat  of  Chnst. 


CHAPTER  4. 

1.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  three  hundred 
and  sixty  and  third  year,  the  Nephites  did  go  up  with  their 
armies  to  battle  against  the  Lamanites,  out  of  the  '^land 
Desolation. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  armies  of  the  Nephites 
were  driven  back  again  to  the  land  of  Desolation.  And 
while  they  were  yet  weary,  a  fresh  army  of  the  Lamanitea 
did  come  upon  them ;  and  they  had  a  sore  battle,  insomuch 
that  the  Lamanites  did  take  possession  of  the  ^city  Desola- 
tion, and  did  slay  many  of  the  Nephites,  and  did  take  many 
prisoners ; 

3.  And  the  remainder  did  flee  and  join  the  inhabitanta 
of  the  "city  Teancum.  Now  the  city  Teancum  lay  in  the 
borders  by  the  sea  shore;  and  it  was  also  near  the  ''city 
Desolation. 

4.  And  it  was  because  the  armies  of  the  Nephites  went 
up  unto  the  Lamanites,  that  they  began  to  be  smitten  ;  for 
were  it  not  for  that,  the  Lamanites  could  have  had  no  power 
over  them. 

5.  But,  behold,  the  judgments  of  God  will  overtake  the 
wicked;  and  it  is  by  the  wicked,  that  the  wicked  are 
punished :  for  it  is  the  wicked  that  stir  up  the  hearts  of  the 
children  of  men  unto  bloodshed. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  make 
preparations  to  come  against  the  city  Teancum. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  tnree  hundred  and  sixty 
and  fourth  year,  the  Lamanites  did  come  against  the  ''city 
Teancum,  tnat  l^ey  might  take  possession  of  the  city 
Teancum  also. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  repulsed  and 
driven  back  by  the  Nephites.  And  when  the  Nephites  saw 
that  they  had  driven  tne  Lamanites,  they  did  /again  boast 
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of  their  strength ;  and  they  went  forth  in  their  own  might, 
and  took  possession  again  of  the  'city  Desolation. 

9.  And  now  all  these  things  had  been  done,  and  there 
had  been  thousands  slain  on  both  sides,  both  the  Nephites 
and  the  Lamanites. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  three  hundred  and 
sixty  and  sixth  year  had  passed  away,  and  the  Lamanites 
came  again  upon  the  Nephites  to  oattle;  and  yet  the 
Nephites  repented  not  of  the  evil  they  had  done,  but  per- 
sisted in  their  wickedness  continually. 

11.  And  it  is  impossible  for  the  tongue  to  describe,  or 
for  man  to  write  a  perfect  description  of  the  horrible  scene 
of  the  blood  and  carnage  which  was  among  the  i>eople ;  both 
of  the  Nephites  and  of  the  Lamanites ;  and  every  heart  was 
hardened,  so  that  they  delighted  in  the  shedding  of  blood 
continually. 

12.  And  there  never  had  been  so  great  wickedness 
among  all  the  children  of  Lehi,  nor  even  among  all  the 
house  of  Israel,  according  to  the  words  of  the  Lord,  as  were 
among  this  people. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  take 
possession  of  the  *city  Desolation,  and  this  because  their 
number  did  exceed  the  number  of  the  Nephites. 

14.  And  they  did  also  march  forward  against  the  'city 
Teancum,  and  did  drive  the  inhabitants  forth  out  of  her,  ana 
did  take  many  prisoners  both  women  and  children,  and  did 
offer  •'them  up  as  sacrifices  unto  their  idol  gods. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  three  hundred  and 
sixty  and  seventh  year,  the  Nephites  being  axigry  because 
the  Lamanites  had  ^sacrificed  their  women  and  their  children, 
that  they  did  go  against  the  Lamanites  with  exceeding  great 
anger,  insomuch  that  they  did  beat  again  the  Lamanites,  and 
drive  them  out  of  their  lands ; 

16.  And  the  Lamanites  did  not  come  again  against  ihe 
Nephites,  imtil  the  three  hundred  and  seventy  and  fifth 
year. 

17.  And  in  this  year  they  did  come  down  against  the 
Nephites  with  all  their  powers ;  and  they  were  not  numbered 
because  of  the  greatness  of  their  number. 

18.  And  from  this  time  forth  did  the  Nephites  gain  no 
power  over  the  Lamanites,  but  began  to  be  swept  off  by 
them  even  as  a  dew  before  the  sun. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  come 
down  against  the  'city  Desolation ;  and  there  was  an  exceed- 
ing sore  battle  fought  in  the  land  Desolation,  in  the  which 
they  did  beat  the  Nephites. 

20.  And  they  flea  again  from  before  them,  and  they  came 
to  the  city  Boaz;  and  there  they  did  stand  against  the 
Lamanites   with   exceeding   boldness,    insomuch  that  the 
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Lamanites  did  not  beat  them  until  they  had  come  agam  the 
second  time. 

21.  And  when  they  had  come  the  second  time,  the  Ne* 
phites  were  driven  and  slaughtered  with,  an  exceeding  great 
slaughter;  their  women  and  their  children  were  *'*again 
sacrificed  unto  idols. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Nephites  did  again  flee 
from  before  them,  taking  all  the  inhabitants  with  them,  both 
in  towns  and  villages. 

23.  And  now  I,  Mormon,  seeing  that  the  Lamanites 
were  about  to  overthrow  the  land,  tneref ore  I  did  go  to  the 
hill  "Shim,  and  did  take  up  all  the  records  which  Ammaron 
had  ''hid  up  unto  the  Lord. 


CHAPTER  5. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  did  ^o  forth  among  the 
Nephites,  and  did  rei)ent  of  the  <*oath  which  I  had  made  that 
I  would  no  more  assist  them ;  and  they  gave  me  command 
again  of  their  armies ;  for  they  looked  upon  me  as  though  I 
could  deliver  them  from  their  afflictions. 

2.  But  behold,  I  was  without  hopes,  for  I  knew  the 
judgments  of  the  Lord  which  should  come  upon  them ;  for 
they  repented  not  of  their  iniquities,  but  did  struggle  for 
their  lives,  without  calling  upon  that  Being  who  created 
them. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lamanites  did  come 
against  us  as  we  had  flea  to  the  city  of  Jordon ;  but  behold, 
they  were  driven  back  that  they  did  not  take  the  city  at  that 
time. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  came  against  us  again, 
and  we  did  maintain  the  city.  And  there  were  also  other 
cities  which  were  maintained  by  the  Nephites,  which  strong 
holds  did  cut  them  off  that  they  could  not  get  into  the 
country  which  lay  before  us  to  destroy  the  inhabitants  of 
our  land. 

5.  But  it  came  to  pass  that  whatsoever  lands  we  had 
passed  by,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  were  not  gathered  in, 
were  destroyed  by  the  Lamanites,  and  their  towns,  and 
villanges,  ana  cities  were  burned  with  Are;  and  thus  the 
three  hundred  and  seventy  and  nine  years  passed  away. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  three  hundred  and 
eightieth  year,  the  Lamanites  did  come  again  against  us  to 
battle,  and  we  did  stand  against  them  boldly:  but  it  was 
all  in  vain,  for  so  great  were  their  numbers  that  they  did 
tread  the  people  of  tne  Nephites  under  their  feet. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  we  did  again  take  to  flight, 
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and  those  whose  flight  was  swifter  than  the  Lamanites'  did 
escape,  and  those  whose  flight  did  not  exceed  the  Lamanites* 
were  swept  down  and  destroyed. 

8.  And  now  behold,  I,  Mormon,  do  not  desire  to  harrow 
up  the  souls  of  men  in  casting  before  them  such  an  awful 
scene  of  blood  and  carnage  as  was  laid  before  mine  eyes,  but 
I  knowing  that  ^these  things  must  surely  be  made  known, 
andHhat  all  things  which  are  hid  <^ust  be  revealed  upon  the 
house  tops, 

9.  And  also  that  a  knowledge  of  these  things  must  come 
unto  the  remnant  of  these  people,  and  also  unto  the  Grentiles, 
which  tiieLord  hath  said  should  ''scatter  this  people,  and 
this  people  should  be  counted  as  nought  among  tnem,  there^ 
fore  1  write  a  'small  abridgment,  daring  not  to  give  a  full 
account  of  the  things  which  I  have  seen,  because  of  the  com- 
mandment which  Ihave  received,  and  also  that  ye  miffht 
not  have  too  great  sorrow  because  of  the  wickedness  of  mis 
people. 

10.  And  now  behold,  this  I  speak  unto  A;heir  seed,  and 
also  to  the  Gentiles,  who  have  care  for  the  house  of  Israel,  that 
realize  and  know  from  whence  their  blessings  come. 

11.  For  I  know  that  such  will  sorrow  for  the  calamity  of 
the  house  of  Israel ;  yea,  they  will  sorrow  for  the  destruction 
of  this  people  ;  they  will  sorrow  that  this  people  had  not  re- 
pented, that  they  mighthave  been  clasped  in  the  arms  of  Jesus. 

12.  Now  these  things  are  written  unto  the  remnanr  of  the 
house  of  Jacob ;  and  they  are  written  after  this  manner, 
because  it  is  known  of  God  that  wickedness  will  not  bring 
them  forth  unto  them ;  and  the^r  are  to  be  ^hid  up  unto  the 
liOrd,  that  they  may  come  forth  in  his  own  due  time. 

13.  And  this  is  the  commandment  whidh  I  have  received ; 
and  behold  they  shall  ^corne  forth  according  to  the  command- 
ment of  the  Lord,  when  he  shall  see  flt,  in  his  wisdom. 

14.  And  behold  they  shall  go  unto  the  unbelieving  of  the 
Jews;  and  for  this  intent  shall  they  go;  that  they  may 
be  persuaded  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  the  Son  of  the  living 
000;  that  the  Father  may  bring  about,  through  his  most 
beloved,  his  great  and  etenml  purpose,  in  'restoring  the  Jews, 
or  all  the  house  of  Israel,  to  the  land  of  their  inheritance, 
which  the  Lord  their  Grod  hath  given  them,  unto  the  fulfilling 
of  his  covenant, 

15.  And  also.that  the  ^seed  of  this  people  may  more  fully 
believe  his  ^spel,  which  shall  go  forth  unto  them  from  the 
'Gentiles ;  for  tnis  people  shall  oe  *^cattered,  and  shall  "be- 
come a  dark,  a  fllthy,  and  a  loathsome  people,  beyond  the 
description  of  that  which  ever  hath  been  amongst  us  ;  yea, 
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even  that  which  hath  been  amons  the  Lamanites ;  and  this 
because  of  their  unbelief  and  <ldolatrv. 

16.  For  behold,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  hath  already 
ceased  to  strive  with  their  fathers,  and  the^  are  without 
Christ  and  Grod  in  the  world,  and  they  are  driven  about  as 
chaff  before  the  wind. 

17.  Thev  were  once  a  delightsome  people,  and  they  had 
Christ  for  tnelr  shepherd  ;  yea,  they  were  led  even  by  God  the 
Father. 

18.  But  now,  behold,  they  are  led  about  by  satan,  even  as 
chaff  is  driven  before  the  wind,  or  as  a  vessel  is  tossed  about 
upon  the  waves,  without  sail  or  anchor,  or  without  anything 
wherewith  to  steer  her ;  and  even  as  she  is,  so  are  they. 

19.  And  behold,  lihe  Lord  hath  reserved  their  blessings, 
which  they  might  have  received  in  the  land,  for  the  Gren- 
tiles -''who  shall  possess  the  land. 

20.  But  behold,  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  they  shall 
be  'driven  and  scattered  by  the  Gentiles,  and  after  they  have 
been  driven  and  scattered  by  the  Grentiles,  behold,  ''then  will 
the  Lord  remember  the  covenant  which  he  made  unto 
Abraham,  and  imto  all  the  house  of  Israel. 

21.  And  also  the  Lord  will  remember  the  'prayers  of  the 
righteous,  which  have  been  put  up  unto  him  for  them. 

22.  And  then^  O  ye  Grentiles,  how  can  ye  stand  before  the 
power  of  God,  except  ye  shall  repent  and  turn  from  your  evil 
ways  I 

23.  Know  ye  not  that  ye  are  in  the  hands  of  Grod  ?  know 
ye  not  that  he  hath  all  power,  and  at  his  great  command 
the  'earth  shall  be  rolled  together  as  a  scroll  ? 

24.  Therefore  repent  ye,  and  humble  yourselves  before 
him,  lest  he  shall  come  out  in  justice  against  you;  lest 
a  "remnant  of  the  seed  of  Jacob  shall  gp  f  ortn  among  you  as  a 
lion,  and  tear  you  in  pieces,  and  there  is  none  to  deliver. 


CHAFTEB  6. 

L  And  now  I  finish  my  record  concerning  the  destruc- 
tion of  my  people,  the  Nephites.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
we  did  march  forth  before  the  Lamanites. 

2.  And  I  Mormon,  wrote  an  epistle  unto  the  king  of 
the  Lamanites,  and  desired  of  him  that  |he  would  grant 
unto  us  that  we  might  gather  together  our  people  unto 
the  <*land  of  Cumorah.  by  a  hill  which  was  called  Cumorah, 
and  there  we  could  give  them  battle. 

0,  Bee  jt  Mor.  4.        p,  I.  Nep.  18 :  12—10.    n.  Nep.  1 :  11.    10 :  lO—U,  18, 
19.    26 :  19,  20.    80 : 8.          o,  see  <{.  r,  m.  Nep.  16 : 8—12.    21 : 1—11. 
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3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  king  of  the  Lamanites 
did  grant  unto  me  the  thing  which  I  desired. 

I.  And  it  came  to  pass  tiiat  we  did  march  forth  to  the 
land  of  Ciunorah,  and  we  did  pitdli  our  tents  round  about 
t^e  hill  Cumorah ;  and  it  was  in  a  land  of  man]^  waters, 
rivers,  and  fountains;  and  here  we  had  hope  to  gain  advan- 
tage over  the  Lamanites. 

5.  And  when  Hhree  hundred  and  eighty  and  four  years 
had  passed  away,  we  had  gathered  in  sJl  tne  remainder  of 
our  people  unto  the  land  Cumorah. 

o.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  we  had  gathered  in 
all  our  people  in  one  to  the  land  of  Cumorah,  behold  I, 
Mormon,  ''began  to  be  old ;  and  knowing  it  to  be  the  last 
struggle  of  my  people,  and  having  been  commanded  of  the 
Lord  that  I  shoula  not  suffer  that  the  ''records  which  had 
been  handed  down  by  our  fathers,  which  were  sacred,  to  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  Lamanites,  (for  the  Lamanites  would 
destroy  them.)  therefore  I  made  'this  record  out  of  the  -^plates 
of  Nephi,  and  'hid  up  in  the  *hill  Cumorah,  'all  the  records 
which  had  been  entrusted  to  me  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord, 
save  it  were  -^these  few  plates  which  I  gave  unto  my  son 
Moroni. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  my  people,  with  their  wives 
and  their  children,  did  now  behold  the  armies  of  the  Laman- 
ites marching  towards  them ;  and  with  that  awfol  fear  of 
death  which  fills  the  breasts  of  all  the  wicked,  did  they 
await  to  receive  them. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  come  to  battle  against 
us,  and  every  soul  was  filled  with  terror,  because  of  the 
greatness  of  their  numbers. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  fall  upon  mj 
X)eople  *with  the  sword,  and  with  the  bow,  and  with  the 
arrow,  and  with  the  axe,  and  with  all  manner  of  w^eapons 
of  war. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  my  men  were  hewn  down, 
yea,  even  my  ten  thousand  who  werfe  with  me.  and  I  fell 
wounded  in  the  midst :  and  they  passed  by  me  thftt  t^ey  did 
not  put  an  end  to  my  life. 

II.  And  when  they  had  gone  through  and  hewn  down  all 
my  people  save  it  were  twenty  and  four  of  us,  (among  whom 
was  my  son  Moroni,)  and  we  having  survived  the  dead  of 
our  people,  did  behold  on  the  morrow,  when  the  Laman- 
ites had  returned  unto  their  camps,  from  the  top  of  the  'hill 
Cumorah,  the  ten  thousand  of  my  people  who  were  hewn 
down,  being  led  in  the  front  by  me ; 

12.  And  we  also  beheld  the  ten  thousand  of  my  people 
who  were  led  by  my  son  MoronL 

6,  in.  Nep.  2 :  7,  8.  e,  74  yean  old.  iv.  Nep.  1 :  48.  Mor.  1 :  1 
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13.  And  behold,  the  ten  thousand  of  Gidgiddonah  had 
fallen,  and  he  also  in  the  midst ; 

14.  And  Tjamah  had  fallen  with  his  ten  thousand ;  and 
Gil^al  had  fallen  with  his  ten  thousand ;  and  Limhah  had 
fallen  with  his  ten  thousand ;  and  Joneam  had  fallen  with 
his  ten  thousand;  and  Camenihah,  and  Moronihs^,  and 
Antionum,  and  Shiblom,  and  Shem,  and  Josh,  had  fallen 
with  their  ten  thousand  each. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  ten  more  who 
did  fall  by  the  sword,  with  their  ten  thousand  each ;  yea, 
even  all  my  people,  save  it  were  "*tho8e  twenty  and  four 
vrho  were  with  me,  and  also  a  "few  who  had  escaped  into 
the  south  countries,  and  a  few  who  had  ''dissented  over  unto 
the  Lamanites,  had  fallen,  and  their  flesh,  and  bones,  and 
blood  lay  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  being  left  by  the  hands 
of  those  who  slew  them,  to  moulder  upon  the  land,  and  to 
crumble  and  to  return  to  their  mother  earth. 

16.  And  my  soul  was  rent  with  anguish,  because  of  the 
slain  of  my  people,  and  I  cried, 

17.  O  ye  fair  ones,  how  could  ye  have  departed  from  the 
ivays  of  the  Lordl  O  ye  fair  ones,  how  could  you  have 
rejected  that  Jesus,  who  stood  with  open  arms  to  receive 
you  I 

18.  Behold,  if  ye  had  not  done  this,  ye  would  not  have 
fallen.    But  behold,  ye  are  fallen,  and  I  mourn  your  loss. 

19.  O  ye  fair  sons  and  daughters,  ye  fathers  and  mothers. 

£e  husbands  and  wives,  ye  fair  ones,  how  is  it  that  ye  could 
ave  fallen  1 

20.  But  behold,  ye  are  gone,  and  my  sorrows  cannot 
bring  your  return; 

21.  And  the  day  soon  cometh  that  your  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality,  and  these  bodies  which  are  now  ^Moulder- 
ing in  corruption  must  soon  become  incorruptible  bodies ; 
and  then  ye  must  stand  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ, 
to  be  judged  according  to  your  works  ;  and  if  it  so  be  that 
ye  are  rigateous,  then  are  ye  blessed  with  your  fathers  who 
nave  gone  before  you. 

22.  O  that  ye  had  repented  before  this  great  destruc- 
tion had  come  upon  you.  But  behold,  ye  are  gone,  and  the 
Father,  yea,  the  efemal  Father  of  heaven,  Knowetn  your  state ; 
and  he  doeth  with  you  according  to  his  justice  and  mercy. 


CHAPTER  7. 

1.  And  now  behold,  I  would  speak   somewhat  unto 
the  'remnant  of  this  people  who  are  spared,  if  it  so  be  that

a,  Lamanites  or  Indians. 
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God  mav  give  unto  them  my  woi^,  that  they  may  know 
of  the  things  of  their  fathers;  yea,  I  speak  unto  you,  ye 
remnant  of  the  house  of  Israel ;  and  these  are  the  woras 
which  I  speak, 

2.  Elnow  ye  that  ye  are  of  the  house  of  IsraeL 

3.  Know  ye  that  ye  must  come  unto  repentance,  or  ye 
cannot  be  saved. 

4.  Know  ye  that  ye  must  lay  down  your  weapons  of 
war,  and  delight  no  more  in  the  shedding  of  blood,  and 
take  them  not  again,  save  it  be  that  God  shall  conmiand 
you. 

5.  Know  ye  that  ye  must  come  to  the  ^knowledge  of 
your  fathers,  and  repent  of  all  your  sins  and  iniquities,  ana 
oelieve  in  Jesus  Christ,  that  he  is  the  Son  of  God,  and  that 
he  was  slain  by  the  Jews,  and  by  the  power  of  the  Fatiier 
he  hath  risen  again,  whereby  he  hath  gained  the  <VictoiT 
over  the  grave ;  ana  also  in  him  is  the  'sting  of  death 
swallowed  up. 

6.  And  he  bringeth  to  pass  the  ^resurrection  of  tbe 
dead,  whereby  man  must  be  raised  to  stand  before  his 
Judgment  seat. 

7.  And  he  hath  brouj^ht  to  pass  the  redemption  of  the 
world,  whereby  he  that  Is  found  guiltless  before  him  at  the 
judgment  da^r,  hath  it  given  unto  him  to  dwell  in  the  pie* 
sence  of  God  in  his  kingdom,  to  sing  ceaseless  praises  with 
the  /choirs  above,  unto  the  Father,  and  unto  tne  Son,  and 
unto  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  are  'one  God,  in  a  state  of  hap- 
piness which  hath  no  end. 

8.  Therefore  repent,  and  be  ^baptized  in  the  name 
of  Jesus,  and  lay  nola  upon  the  gospel  of  Christ,  which 
shall  be  set  before  you,  not  only  in  ^this  record,  but  also 
in  the  record  which  shall  come  unto  the  Gentiles  •%om 
Uie  Jews,  which  record  shall  come  from  the  Gentiles  unto 
you. 

9.  For  behold,  *thls  is  written  for  the  intent  that  ye  may 
believe  H;hat;  and  if  ye  believe  that,  ye  will  believe  this 
aJKO  ;  and  if  ye  believe  this,  ye  will  "^now  concerning  your 
£Etthers,  and  also  the  marvellous  works  which  were  wrought 
by  the  power  of  God  among  them  ; 

10.  And  ye  will  also  know  that  ye  are  a  remnant  of  the 
seed  of  Jacob ;  therefore  ye  are  numbered  among  the  people 
of  the  first  covenant:  and  if  it  so  be  that  ye  believe  in 
Christ,  and  are  ''baptized,  first  with  water,  then  <^with  fire 
and  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  following  the  example  of  our 
Saviour,  according  to  that  which  he  hath  commanded  us,  it 
shall  be  well  with  you  in  the  day  of  judgment.    Amen.

L  Behold  I,  ^Moroni,  do  finish  the  record  of  mj  fiftther, 
Mormon.  Behold,  I  have  but  few  thinss  to  write,  which 
tbix^  I  have  been  commanded  by  my  father. 

2.  And  now  it  came  to  pass  that  after  the  ^great  and 
tremendous  battle  at  Oumorah,  behold,  the  Nepmtes  who 
had  Escaped  into  the  country  southward,  were  hunted  by 
the  Lanuuiltes,  untU  they  were  all  destroyed ; 

3.  And  my  fi^ther  also  was  killed  by  them,  and  I,  even 
remain  alone  to  write  the  sad  tale  of  the  destruction  of  mv 
people.  But  behold,  they  are  gone,  and  I  fulfil  the  command- 
ment of  my  father.  And  whether  they  will  slay  me,  I  know 
not; 

4.  Therefore  I  will  write  and  ^hide  up  the  records  in  the 
earth,  and  whitl^er  I  go  it  mattereth  not. 

5.  Behold,  mv  father  hath  -^made  this  record,  and  he 
hath  written  the  intent  thereof.  And  behold,  I  would  write 
it  also,  if  I  had  room  upon  the  plates ;  but  I  have  not ;  and 
ore  I  have  none,  for  I  am  alone ;  my  father  hath  been  ^slain 
in  battle,  and  all  my  kinsfolks,  and  I  have  not  friends  nor 
whither  to  go ;  and  <how  long  the  Lord  will  suffer  that  I 
may  live,  I  know  not. 

6.  Behold,  four  hundred  years  have  passed  away  since 
the  coming  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

7.  And  behold,  the  Lamanites  have  hunted  my  people, 
the  Nephites,  down  from  city  to  city,  and  from  place  to  place, 
even  until  they  are^no  more ;  and  gre&t  has  been  their  fall ; 
yea,  great  and  marvellous  is  the  destruction  of  my  people, 
the  Nephites. 

8.  And  behold,  it  is  the  hand  of  the  Lord  which  hath 
done  it.  And  behold  also,  the  Lamanites  are  at  war  one 
with  another ;  and  the  whole  face  of  this  land  is  one  con- 
tinual  round  of  murder  and  bloodshed  ;  and  no  one  knowetb 
the  *end  of  the  war. 

9.  And  now  behold,  I  say  no  more  concerning  them,  for 
there  are  none,  save  it  be  the  Lamanites  and  'robbers,  that 
do  exist  upon  the  face  of  the  land ; 

10.  And  there  are  none  that  do  know  the  true  Grod,  save 
it  be  the  "^disciples  of  Jesus,  who  did  tarry  in  the  land  until 
the  wickedness  of  the  people  was  so  great,  that  the  Lord 
would  not  suffer  them  to  "remain  with  the  people;  and 
whether  they  be  upon  the  face  of  the  land  no  man  knoweth. 

11.  But  behold,  my  <tather  and  I  have  seen  them,  and 
they  have  ministered  unto  us. 
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12.  And  who80  receiveth  pfMa  record,  and  shall  not  con- 
demn it  because  of  the  imperfections  which  are  in  it,  the 
same  shall  know  of  'greater  thin^  than  these.  Behold,  I 
am  Moroni  ;  and  were  it  possiblerl  would  make  aH  things 
known  unto  you. 

13.  Behold,  I  make  an  end  of  speaking  concerning  this 
people.  I  am  the  son  of  Mormon,  and  my  father  was  a  Me- 
scendant  of  Nephi : 

14.  And  I  am  the  same  who  *liideth  up  this  record  unto 
the  Lord  ;  the  plates  thereof  are  of  no  worth,  because  of  the 
commancUnent  of  the  Lord.  For  he  truly  saith,  that  no  one 
shall  have  them  to  get  gain;  but  the  record  thereof  is  of 
great  worth ;  and  whoso  shall  bring  it  to  light,  'him  will  the 
Lord  bless. 

15.  For  none  can  have  power  to  brin^  it  to  li^t»  save  it 
be  given  him  of  Grod ;  for  God  wiU  that  it  shall  be  done  with 
an  eye  single  to  his  glory,  or  the  welfare  of  the  ancient  and 
long  dispersed  covenant  people  of  the  Lord. 

16.  And  blessed  be  Hhim  that  shall  bring  this  thing  to 
light ;  for  it  shall  be  brought  out  of  darkness  unto  light, 
according  to  the  word  of  Grod ;  yea,  it  shall  be  brouj^t  *oat 
of  the  earth,  and  it  shall  shine  forth  out  of  darkness,  and 
come  unto  the  knowledge  of  the  people ;  and  it  shall  be  done 
by  the  power  of  Grod ; 

17.  And  if  there  be  faults,  they  be  the  *taults  of  a  man. 
But  behold,  we  know  no  fault.  Nevertheless  God  knoweth 
all  things  ;  therefore  he  that  'condemneth,  let  him  be  aware 
lest  he  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire. 

18.  And  he  that  saith,  shew  unto  me,  or  ye  shall 
be  ^smitten,  let  him  beware  lest  he  commandeth  that  which 
is  forbidden  of  the  Lord. 

19.  For  behold,  the  same  that  judgeth  rashly,  shall  be 
judged  rashly  again :  for  according  to  his  works  shall  his 
wages  be ;  therefore,  he  that  smiteth,  shall  be  smitten  again 
of  the  Lord. 

20.  Behold  what  the  scripture  says,  man  shall  not  smite, 
neither  shall  he  judge ;  for  judgment  is  mine,  saith  the  Lord; 
and  vengeance  is  mine  also,  and  I  will  repay. 

21.  And  he  that  shall  breathe  out  wrath  and  strifes 
against  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  against  the  covenant 
people  of  the  Lord,  who  are  the  house  of  Israel,  and  shall 
saj.  We  will  destroy  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord 
will  not  remember  his  covenant  which  he  hath  made  unto 
the  house  of  Israel,  the  same  is  in  danger  to  be  'hewn  down 
and  cast  into  the  fire ; 
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22.  For  the  eternal  purposes  of  the  Lord  shall  roll  on, 
until  all  his  promises  shall  be  fulfilled. 

23.  Sewh  the  prophecies  of  Isaiah.  Behold,  I  cannot 
write  them.  Yea,  behold  I  say  unto  you,  that  those  saints 
who  have  gone  before  me,  who  have  possessed  this  land, 
shall  cry ;  yea,  even  from  the  ^  '•dust  will  they  cry  unto  the 
Lord ;  and  as  the  Lord  liveth,  he  will  remember  the  cove- 
nant which  he  hath  made  with  them. 

24.  And  he  knoweth  their  prayers,  that  they  were  in 
behalf  of  their  brethren.  And  ne  knoweth  their  faith ;  for 
in  ^^his  name  could  they  remove  mountains:  and  in  his 
name  could  they  cause  the  earth  to  shake ;  and  oy  the  power 
of  his  word  did  they  cause  prisons  to  tumble  to  the  earth ; 
yea,  even  the  fier^r  furnace  could  not  harm  them ;  neither 
wild  beasts  nor  poisonous  serpents,  because  of  the  power  of 
his  word. 

25.  And  behold  ^^their  prayers  were  also  in  behalf 
of  '''him  that  the  Lord  should  suffer  to  bring  these  things 
forth* 

26.  And  no  one  need  say.  They  shall  not  come,  for  they 
surely  shall,  for  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it ;  for  ^''out  of  the 
earth  shall  they  come,  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  and  none 
can  staj  it ;  and  it  shall  come  in  a  day  when  it  shall  be  said 
that  ^-Tniracles  are  done  away ;  and  it  shall  come  even  as 
if  2  'one  should  si>eak  from  the  dead. 

27.  And  it  shall  come  in  a  day  when  the  '^blood  of  saints 
shall  cry  unto  the  Lord,  because  of  ^ 'secret  combinations  and 
the  works  of  darkness ; 

28.  Tea,  it  shall  come  in  a  day  when  the  power  of  Grod 
shall  be  '^denied,  and  churches  ^'become  defiled,  and  shall 
be  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of  their  hearts ;  yea,  even  in  a  day 
when  leaders  of  churches,  and  teachers,  in  the  pride  of  their 
hearts,  even  to  the  envying  of  them  who  belong  to  their 
churches ; 

29.  Yea,  it  shall  come  in  a  day  when  '^here  shall  be 
heard  of  fires,  and  tempests,  and  vapors  of  smoke  in  foreign 
lands; 

90.  And  there  shall  also  be  3*"heard  of  wars,  rumours  of 
wars,  and  '"earthquakes  in  divers  places ; 

31.  Yea,  it  shall  come  in  a  day  when  there  shall  be  opeat 
pollutions  upon  the  face  of  the  earth;  there  '''shall  be 
murders,  and  robbing,  and  lyinj^,  and  deceivings,  and  whore- 
doms, and  all  manner  of  abominations ;  when  there  shall  be 
many  who  will  say,  do  this,  or  do  that,  and  it  mattereth  not» 
for  the  Lord  will  uphold  such  at  the  last  day.    But  wo  unto

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such,  for  they  are  in  the  gall  of  bitterness,  and  in  the  bonds 
of  iniquity. 

32.  Tea,  it  shall  come  in  a  day  when  there  shall  be 
churches  built  up  that  shall  sav,  Come  unto  me,  and  for  your 
money  you  shall  be  forgiven  or  your  sins. 

33.  O  ye  wicked  and  perverse,  and  stiffiiecked  peo- 
ple, ^Pwhy  have  ye  built  up  churches  unto  yourselves  to  get 
gain?  why  have  ye  ^nransfigured  the  holy  word  of  Grod, 
that  ye  might  bring  damnation  upon  your  souls  ?  Behold, 
look  ye  unto  the  ^rrevelations  of  God.  For  behold,  the  time 
cometh  at  that  day  when  all  these  things  must  be  luIfilledL 

34.  Beholc^  the  Lord  hath  shewn  unto  me  ^ 'great  and 
marvellous  things,  concerning  that  which  must  shortly  come 
at  that  day  when  these  things  shall  come  forth  among  you. 

35.  Behold,  I  speak  unto  you  as  if  ye  were  present,  and 
yet  ye  are  not  But  behold,  Jesus' Christ  hath  shewn  yon 
unto  me,  and  I  know  your  doing ; 

36.  And  I  know  that  ye'  do  walk  in  the  ^'pride  of  your 
hearts  ;  and  there  are  none,  save  a  *  «f ew  only,  who  do  not 
lift  themselves  up  in  the  pride  of  their  hearts,  unto  the 
wearing  of  very  fline  apparel,  unto  envying,  and  strifes,  and 
malice,  and  persecutions,  and  all  manner  of  iniquities  ;  and 
your  churches,  yea,  even  every  one,  have  become  polluted 
because  of  the  pride  of  your  hearts. 

37.  For  behold,  ye  do  love  money,  and  your  substances, 
and  your  fine  apparel,  and  the  adorning  of  your  churches, 
more  than  ye  ^nove  the  poor  and  the  needy,  tne  sick  and  the 
afflicted. 

38.  O  ye  pollutions,  ye  hypocrites,  ye  teachers,  who  sell 
yourselves  for  that  which  will  canker,  why  have  ye  polluted 
the  holy  church  of  Grod?  Why  are  ye  ashamed  to  take  upon 
you  the  2«^ame  of  Christ?  Why  do  you  not  think  tiiat 
greater  is  the  value  of  an  endless  happiness  than  that  misexy 
which  never  dies,  because  of  the  praise  of  the  world  ? 

39.  Why  do  ve  adorn  yourselves  with  that  which  hath 
no  life,  ana  yet  ^'suffer  the  hungry,  and  the  needy,  and  the 
naked,  and  the  sick,  and  the  afflicted  to  pass  by  you,  and 
notice  them  not? 

40.  Yea,  why  do  you  build  up  your  ^'secret  abominations 
to  get  gain,  and  cause  that  widows  should  mourn  before  the 
Lord,  and  also  orphans  to  mourn  before  the  Lord ;  and  also 
the  ^' blood  of  their  fathers  and  their  husbands  to  cry  unto 
the  Lord  from  the  ground,  for  vengeance  upon  your  heads? 

41.  Behold,  the^^word  of  vengeance  hangetii  over  you; 
and  the  time  soon  cometh  that  he  avengeth  the  ^^blood  of  the 
saints  upon  you,  for  he  will  not  suffer  tneir  cries  any  longer. 
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CHAPTER  9. 

1.  And  now,  I  speak  also  concerning  those  who  do  not 
believe  in  Christ. 

2.  Behold,  will  ye  believe  in  the  day  of  your  visitation, 
behold,  when  the  Lord  shall  come ;  yea,  even  that  great  day 
w^hen  the  ''earth  shall  be  rolled  together  as  a  scroll,  and  the 
elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat ;  yea,  in  that-great  day 
'when  ^e  shall  be  brought  to  stand  before  the  Lamb  of  Goo, 
then  will  ye  sav  that  there  is  no  God  ? 

3.  Then  will  ye  longer  deny  the  Christ,  or  can  ye  behold 
the  Lamb  of  God  ?  Do  ye  suppose  that  ye  shall  dwell  with 
him  under  a  consciousness  of  ^our  guilt  ?  Do  ^e  suppose  that 
ye  could  be  happy  to  dwell  with  that  holy  Being,  when  vour 
souls  are  racked  with  a  consciousness  of  guilt  that  ye  nave 
ever  abused  his  laws  ? 

4.  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  would  be  more  miser- 
able to  dwell  with  a  holy  and  just  God,  under  a  consciousness 
of  your  fQthiness  before  him,  thaii  ye  would  to  dwell  with  the 
damned  souls  in  hell  1 

5.  For  behold,  when  ye  shall  be  brought  to  see  your 
nakedness  before  Grod,  and  also,  the  glory  of  God,  and  the 
holiness  of  Jesus  Christ,  it  will  kindle  a  name  of  unquench- 
able fire  upon  you. 

6.  O  then  ye  unbelieving,  turn  ye  unto  the  Lord ;  cry 
mightily  unto  the  Father  in  tne  name  of  Jesus,  that  perhaps 
ve  may  be  found  spotless,  pure,  fair,  and  white,  having 
Deen  cleansed  by  the  ^blood  of  the  Lamb,  at  that  great  ana 
lauBt  day. 

7.  And  again!  speak  unto  you,  who  deny  the  revelations 
of  God,^  and  say  that  they  are  done  away,  that  there  *^axe  no 
revelations,  nor  prophecies^  nor  gifts,  nor  healing,  nor  speak- 
ing with  tongues,  and  the  interpretation  of  tongues. 

8.  Behold  I  say  unto  you,  he  that  denieth  these  things, 
knoweth  not  the  gospel  of  Christ ;  yea,  he  has  not  read  tne 
scriptures ;  if  so,  he  does  not  understand  them. 

9.  For  do  we  not  read  that  God  is  the  "same  yesterday,  to- 
day, and  for  ever ;  and  in  him  there  is  no  variableness  neither 
shadow  of  changing  ? 

10.  And  now,  if  ye  have  imagined  up  imto  yourselves  a 
god  who  doth  vary^  and  in  him  there  is  shadow  of  changing, 
uien  have  ye  imagined  up  unto  yourselves  a  god  who  is  not 
a  Grod  of  miracles. 

11.  But  behold,  I  will  shew  unto  you  a  Grod  of  miracles, 
even  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God 
of  Jacob ;  and  it  is  that  same  God  who  created  the  heavens 
and  the  earth,  and  all  tilings  that  in  them  are. 

a,  see  c,  m.  Nep.  26.  &,  see  /,  n.  Nep.  2.  c.  see  «^  in.  Nep.  29. 
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12.  Behold,  he  'created  Adam,  and  by  -^Adam  came  the  fall 
of  man.  And  because  of  the  fall  of  man,  came  Jesns  Christ 
even  the  'Father  and  the  *Son ;  and  because  of  Jesus  Christ 
came  the  redemption  of  man. 

13.  And  because  of  the  redemption  of  man,  which  came 
by  Jesus  Christ,  thej  are  brought  back  into  the  presence  of 
the  Lord ;  yea,  this  is  wherein  *all  men  are  redeemed,  because 
the  death  of  Christ  bringeth  to  imiss  the  ^resurrection,  which 
bringeth  to  pass  a  redemption  from  an  ^e^dless  sleep,  from 
whicn  sleep  all  men  shall  be  awoke  by  the  power  of  God  when 
the  trump  shall  sound;  and  they  shall  come  forth,  both 
small  and  great,  and  all  shall  stand  before  his  bar,  being 
redeemed  and  loosed  from  this  eternal  band  of  death,  which 
death  is  a  temporal  death; 

14.  And  then  cometh  the  judgment  of  the  Holy  One 
upon  them,  and  then  cometh  the  time  that  he  that  is 'filthy 
shall  be  filthy  still;  and  he  that  is  righteous,  shall  be 
righteous  still ;  he  that  is  happy  shall  be  liappy  still ;  and 
he  that  is  unhappy,  shall  be  imhappy  still. 

15.  And  now,  O  all  ye  that  nave  imagined  up  unto 
yourselves  a  god  who  can  do  "*no  miracles,  I  would  ask  of 
you,  have  all  these  thin^  pas^  of  which  I  have  spoken? 
Has  the  end  come  yet?  Benold  I  say  unto  you.  Nay;  and 
God  has  not  ceased  to  be  a  God  of  miracles. 

16.  Behold,  are  not  the  things  that  God  hath  virrougfat 
marvellous  in  our  eyes?  Yea,  and  who  can  comprehend 
the  marvellous  works  of  God? 

17.  Who  shall  say  that  it  was  not  a  miracle,  that  by 
his  word  the  heaven  and  the  earth  should  be ;  and  by  the 
power  of  his  word,  man  was  created  of  the  "dust  of  the 
earth  ;  and  by  the  power  of  his  word,  hath  miracles  been 
wrought  ? 

18.  And  who  shall  say  that  Jesus  Christ  did  not  do 
many  mighty  miracles?  And  there  were  many  mighty 
miracles  wrought  by  the  hands  of  the  Apostles. 

19.  And  if  there  were  miracles  wrought  then,  why  has 
Grod  ceased  to  be  a  Grod  of  miracles  and  yet  be  an  unchange- 
able Being?  And  behold  I  say  unto  you  he  "changeth  not ;  if 
so  he  woiud  ''cease  to  be  God :  and  he  ceaseth  not  to  be  Grod, 
and  is  a  God  of  miracles. 

20.  And  the  reason  why  he  ceaseth  to  do  miracles  among 
the  children  of  men,  is  ^because  that  they  dwindle  in  un- 
belief, and  depart  from  the  right  way,  and  know -not  the 
God  in  whom  they  should  trust. 

21.  Behold  I  say  unto  you,  That  whoso  believeth  in  Christ, 
doubting  nothing,  ''whatsoever  he  shall  ask  the  Father  in  the 
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name  of  Christ  it  shall  be  granted  him ;  and  this  promise  is 
unto  all,  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

22.  For  behold  thus  saith  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God, 
onto  his  disciples  'who  should  tarrv ;  yea,  and  also  to  'all  his 
disciples,  in  the  hearing  of  the  multitude,  Gro  ye  into  ail  the 
world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature, 

23.  Ana  he  that  beueyeth  and  is  "baptized,  shall  be  saved, 
but  he  that  belie veth  not,  shall  be  damned. 

24.  And  'these  signs  shall  follow  them  thatl  believe ;  in 
my  name  shall  they  cast  out  devils ;  they  shall  speak  with 
new  tongues ;  they  shall  take  up  serpents ;  and  if  uiey  drink 
any  deadly  thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them ;  they  shall  lay 
hands  on  the  sick  and  they  shall  recover ; 

25.  And  whosoever  shall  believe  in  my  name,  doubting 
nothing,  unto  him  will  I  confirm  all  niy  words,  even  luito  the 
<ends  of  the  earth. 

26.  And  now  behold,  who  can  stand  against  the  works 
of  the  Lord?  Who  can  deny  his  sayings?  Who  will  rise 
up  against  the  almightv  power  of  the  Lord?  Who  will 
despise  the  works  of  the  Lord?  Who  will  despise  the 
children  of  Christ  ?  Behold,  all  ye  who  are  despisers  of  the 
works  of  the  Lord,  for  ye  shall  ^'wonder  and  perish. 

27.  O  then  despise  not,  and  wonder  not,  but  hearken 
nnto  l^e  words  of  the  Lord,  and  ask  the  Father  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  for  what  things  soever  ye  shall  stand  in  need. 
Doubt  not,  but  be  believmg,  and  begin  as  in  times  of  old, 
and  come  unto  the  Lord  with  all  your  heart,  and  work  out 
your  own  salvation  with  fear  and  trembling  before  him. 

28.  Be  vrtse  in  the  days  of  your  probation ;  strip  your- 
selves of  all  uncleanness  ;  ask  not,  that  ye  may  consume  it 
on  your  lusts,  but  ask  with  a  firmness  unshaken,  that  ye 
will  vield  to  no  temptation,  but  that  ye  will  serve  the  true 
and  Uving  Grod. 

29.  See  that  ve  are  not  'baptized  unworthily ;  see  that 
ye  partake  not  of  the  sacrament  of  Christ  ^un worthily  ;  but 
see  that  ye  do  all  things  in  worthiness,  and  do  it  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ,  the  son  of  the  living  Grod :  and  if  ye  do 
this,  and  'endure  to  the  end,  ye  will  in  no  wise  be  cast  out. 

30.  Behold,  I  speak  unto  you  as  though  I  spake  ^  ''from 
the  dead  ;  for  I  know  that  ye  shall  hear  my  words. 

31.  Condemn  me  not  because  of  mine  imperfection: 
neither  my  father,  because  of  his  imperfection;  neither 
them  who  have  written  before  him,  but  rather  give  thanks 
unto  God  that  he  hath  made  manifest  unto  you  ^^our  imper- 
fections, that  ye  may  learn  to  be  more  wise  than  we  have 
been. 

32.  And  now  behold,  we  have  written  this  record  accord-

S3,  ^d  if  '  ''our  plates  had  been  suf&cientlY  large,  we 
should  have  written  in  Hebrew;  but  the  Hebrew  bath 
been  ^  'altered  by  us  also ;  and  if  we  could  have  written  in 
Hebrew,  behold,  ye  would  have  had  ^-^no  imperfection  in 
our  record. 

34»  But  the  Lord  knoweth  the  things  which  we  have 
written,  and  also  that  none  other  people  knoweth  our  lan- 
guage, therefore  he  hath  prepared  ^  nneans  for  the  interpre- 
tation thereof. 

36.  And  these  things  are  written,  that  we  may  rid  our 
earments  of  the  blood  of  our  brethren  who  have  ^  M\?vindled 
in  unbelief. 

36.  And  behold,  these  things  which  we  have  desired 
concerning  our  brethren,  vea,  even  their  restoration  to  the 
knowledge  of  Christy  is  ^  ^cording  to  the  prayers  of  all  the 
saints  who  have  dwelt  in  the  land. 

37.  And  may  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  grant  that  their 
pravers  may  be  answered  according  to  their  faith ;  and  may 
God  the  Father  remember  the  ^-^covenant  which  he  hath 
made  with  the  house  of  Israel ;  and  may  he  bless  them  for 
ever,  through  faith  on  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.    Amen. 
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CHAPTER  1. 

1.  And  now  I,  ^oroni,  proceed  to  give  an  account  of 
those  ancient  inhabitants  who  were  destroyed  by  the  hand 
of  the  Lord  upon  the  face  of  this  "north  country. 

2.  And  I  take  mine  account  from  the  Hwenty  and  four 
plates  which  were  found  by  the  people  of  Limhi,  whicU  is 
called  the  book  of  Ether. 

3.  And  as  I  suppose  that  the  first  part  of  this  record, 
which  speaks  ^concerning  the  creation  of  the  world,  and  also 
of  Adam,  and  an  account  from  that  time  even  to  the  ''great 
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Omni  1 :  20—22.    Mos.  28 :  17. 
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to^wer,  and  whatsoever  things  transpired  among  the  children 
of  men  until  that  time,  is  had  among  the  Jews  ; 

4.  Therefore  I  do  not  write  those  things  which  tran- 
spired from  the  days  of  Adam  until  that  time ;  but  they  are 
had  upon  the  plates ;  and  whoso  findeth  them,  the  same  will 
have  power  that  he  may  get  the  full  account. 

5.  But  behold,  I  Rive  not  the  full  account,  but  a  ^art  of 
the  account  I  give,  m)m  the  -^tower  down  until  they  were 
destroyed. 

6.  And  on  this  wise  do  I  give  the  account.  He  that 
wrote  this  record  was  Ether,  and  he  was  a  descendant  of 
Coriantor ;     . 

7.  Coriantor  was  the  son  of  Moron ; 

8.  And  Moron  was  the  son  of  Ethem ; 

9.  And  Ethem  was  the  son  of  Ahah ; 

10.  And  Ahah  was  the  son  of  Seth ; 

11.  And  Seth  was  the  son  of  Shiblon ; 

12.  And  Shiblon  was  the  son  of  Com ; 

13.  And  Com  was  the  son  of  Coriantum ; 

14.  And  Coriantum  was  the  son  of  Amnigaddah ; 

15.  And  Amnigaddah  was  the  son  of  Aaron  ; 

16.  And  Aaron  was  a  descendant  of  Heth,  who  was  the 
son  of  Hearthom ; 

17.  And  Hearthom  was  the  son  of  Lib ; 

18.  And  Lib  was  the  son  of  Kish ; 

19.  And  Kish  was  the  son  of  Corum ; 

20.  And  Corum  was  the  son  of  Levi  ; 

21.  And  Levi  was  the  son  of  Kim  ; 

22.  And  Kim  was  the  son  of  Morianton ; 

23.  And  Morianton  was  a  descendant  of  Riplakish  ; 

24.  And  Riplakish  was  the  son  of  Shez ; 

25.  And  Shez  was  the  son  of  Heth  ; 

26.  And  Heth  was  the  son  of  Com ; 

27.  And  Com  was  the  son  of  Coriantum : 

28.  And  Coriantum  was  the  son  of  Emer ; 

29.  And  Emer  was  the  son  of  Omer ; 

30.  And  Omer  was  the  son  of  Shule  ; 

31.  And  Shule  was  the  son  of  Kib  ; 

32.  And  Kib  was  the  son  of  Orihah,  who  was  the  son  of 
Jared ; 

33.  Which  Jared  came  forth  with  his  brother  and 
their  families,  with  some  others  and  their  families,  from 
the  ^great  Tower,  at  the  time  the  Lord  ^confounded  the 
language  of  the  people,  and  swear  in  his  wrath 
that  'they  should  be  scattered  upon  all  the  face  of  the 
earth;  and  according  to  the  word  of  the  Lord  the  people 
were  scattered. 

34.  And  the  brother  of  Jared  being  a  large  and  mighty

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man,  and  being  a  man  highly  favoured  of  the  Lord ;  for 
Jared  his  brother  said  unto  him,  cry  tmto  the  Lord,  that  he 
will  %ot  confound  us  that  we  may  not  understand  our 
words. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Jared  did  cry 
unto  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  had  compassion  upon  Jared  * 
tiieref ore  he  did  not  confound  the  language  of  Jared ;  and 
Jared  and  his  brother  w;ere  not  confoundedT 

36.  Then  Jared  said  unto  his  brother,  Cry  asain  unto 
the  Lord,  and  it  may  be  that  he  will  turn  away  his  anger 
from  them  who  are  our  friends,  that  he  confound  not  their 
language. 

37.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Jared  did 
cry  unto  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  had  compassion  upon  their 
friends,  and  their  families  also,  that  they  *were  not  con- 
founded. 

38.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jared  spake  again  unto  his 
brother,  saying,  Go  and  inq[uire  of  the  Lord  whether  he 
will  'drive  us  out  of  the  land,  and  if  he  will  drive  us  out  of 
the  land,  cry  unto  him  whither  we  shall  go.  And  who 
knoweth  but  the  Lord  will  carry  us  forth  into  a  land  ivhidi 
is  choice  above  all  the  earth.  And  if  it  so  be,  let  us  be 
^ithful  unto  the  Lord,  that  we  may  receive  it  for  our 
inheritance. 

39.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Jared  did 
cry  unto  the  Lord  according  to  that  which  had  been  spoken 
by  the  mouth  of  Jared.     . 

40.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  did  hear  the 
brother  of  Jared,  and  had  compassion  upon  him,  and  said 
unto  him, 

41.  Go  to  and  gather  together  thy  flocks,  both  male  and 
female,  of  everv  kind;  and  also  of  the  seed  of  the  earth  (tf 
every  kind,  and  'Hhy  families ;  and  also  Jared  thy  brother 
and  his  family ;  ana  '^also  thv  friends,  and  their  families, 
and  the  Mends  of  Jared  and  their  families. 

42.  And  when  thou  hast  done  this,  thou  shalt  go 
at  the  head  of  them  down  into  the  valley,  which  is 
northward.  And  there  will  I  meet  thee,  and  I  will  go  before 
thee  °into  a  land  which  is  choice  above  all  the  land  of  the 
earth. 

43.  And  there  will  I  bless  thee  and  thy  seed,  and  raise 
up  unto  me  of  thy  seed,  and  of  the  seed  of  thy  brother,  and 
they  who  shall  go  with  thee,  a  great  nation.  And  there 
shall  be  none  ^greater  than  the  nation  which  I  will  raise  up 
unto  me  of  thy  seed,  upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth.  Ann 
thus  I  will  do  unto  thee  because  this  long  time  ye  have  cried 
unto  me.

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CHAPTER  2. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jared,  and  his  brother,  and 
their  families,  and  also  the  Mends  of  Jared  and  his  brother 
and  their  families  went  down  into  the  valley  which  <^as 
northward,  (and  the  name  of  the  valley  was  fNTimrod,  being 
called  after  the  miehty  hunter,)  with  their  flocks  which  they 
had  gathered  together,  male  and  female,  of  ^every  kind. 

2.  And  they  did  also  lay  snares  and  catch  fowls  of  the 
air,  and  thev  did  also  prepare  a  vessel,  in  which  they  did 
cany  with  them  the  fish  of  the  waters ; 

3.  And  they  did  also  carry  with  them  Deseret,  which,  bv 
interpretation,  is  a  honey  bee ;  and  thus  they  did  carry  witn 
them  swarms  of  bees,  and  all  manner  of  that  which  was 
upon  the  face  of  the  land,  <^eds  of  every  kind. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  come  down 
into  the  ''valley  of  Nimrod,  the  Lord  came  'down  and  talked 
nvith  the  brother  of  Jared ;  and  he  was  in .  a  -^cloud,  and  the 
brother  of  Jared  saw  him  not. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  commanded  them 
that  they  should  go  forth  into  the  wilderness,  vea,  into  that 
qiuurter  where  there  never  had  man  been.  And  it  came  to 
pass  that  the  Lord  did  go  ^before  them,  and  did  talk  with 
them  as  he  stood  in  a  cloud,  and  gave  directions  whither 
tiiey  should  travel. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  travel  in  the  wilder- 
ness, and  did  build  barges,  in  which  they  did  cross  ^any 
w^aters,  being  directed  continually  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord. 

7.  And  the  Lord  would  not  sufrer  that  they  should  stop 
beyond  the  sea  in  the  wilderness,  but  he  would  tiiat  thev 
should  come  forth  even  unto  the  land  of  promise,  which 
was  choice  above  all  other  lands,  which  the  Lord  God  had 
preserved  for  a  righteous  people ; 

8.  And  he  had  sworn  in  his  wrath  imto  the  brother  of 
Jared.  that  whoso  should  possess  this  land  of  promise,  from 
that  time  henceforth  and  forever,  should  serve  him,  the  true 
and  only  €rod,  or  they  should  be  swept  off  when  the  fulness 
of  his  wratii  should  come  upon  them. 

0.  And  now  we  can  behold  the  ^decrees  of  God  concern- 
ing this  land,  that  it  is  a  land  of  promise,  and  whatsoever 
nraon  shall  possess  it,  shall  serve  Grod,  or  they  shall  be 
swept  off  when  the  fulness  of  his  wrath  shall  come  upon 
them.  And  the  fulness  of  his  wrath  cometh  upon  them 
when  they  are  ripened  In  iniquity ; 

10.  For  behold,  this  is  a  land  which  is  choice  above  all 
other  lands ;  wherefore  he  that  doth  jiossess  it  shall  serve

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God,  or  shall  be  swept  off:  for  it  is  the  everlasting  decree  of 
God.  And  it  is  not  until  the  fulness  of  iniquity  among  the 
children  of  the  land,  that  they  are  swept  off. 

11.  And  this  cometh  unto  you,  O  ye  Gentiles,  that  ye  may 
know  the  decrees  of  God,  that  ye  may  repent,  and  not  con- 
tinue in  your  iniquities  until  the  fulness  come,  that  ye  may 
not  brinor  doMrn  tiie  fulness  of  the  wrath  of  G<>d  upon  you, 
as  the  iimabltants  of  the  land  hath  hitherto  done. 

12.  Behold,  this  is  a  choice  land,  and  whatsoever  natioD 
shall  possess  it,  shall  be  *free  from  bondage,  and  from  cap- 
tivity, and  from  all  Other  nations  under  heaven,  if  they  will 
but  serve  the  God  of  the  land,  who  is  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath 
been  manifested  by  the  things  which  we  have  written. 

13.  And  now  I  proceed  with  my  record ;  for  behold  it 
came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  did  bring  Jared  and  his  brethren 
forth  even  to  that  great  sea  which  divideth  the  lands.  And 
as  they  came  to  the  sea,  they  pitched  their  tents ;  and  they 
called  the  name  of  the  place  Moriancumer ;  and  they  dwelt 
in  tents  :  and  dwelt  in  tents  upon  the  sea  shore  for  the  space 
of  four  years. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  four  years  that  the 
Lord  came  again  unto  the  brother  of  Jared,  and  stood  fin  a 
cloud  and  talked  with  him.  And  for  the  space  of  three 
hours  did  the  Lord  talk  with  the  brotiier  of  Jared,  and 
chastened  him  because  he  remembered  not  to  call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

15.  And  the  brother  of  Jared  repented  of  the  evil  which 
he  had  done,  and  did  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  for  his 
brethren  who  were  with  him.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him, 
I  will  forgive  thee  and  thy  brethren  of  their  sins  ;  but  thoa 
shalt  not  sin  any  more,  for  ye  shaU  remember  that  my  Spirit 
will  not  always  strive  witn  man;  wherefore,  if  ye  will  sin 
until  ye  are  fully  ripe,  ye  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord.  And  these  *"are  my  thoughts  upon  the  land 
which  I  shall  give  you  for  your  inheritance ;  for  it  shall  be  a 
land  choice  aJbove  all  other  lands. 

16.  And  the  Lord  said,  Gro  to  work  and  build,  after  Uie 
manner  of  barges  which  ye  have  *^hitherto  built.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Jared  did  go  to  work,  aiui 
also  his  brethren,  and  built  barges  after  the  manner  'which 
they  had  built,  according  to  the  instructions  of  the  Laid. 
Ana  they  were  small,  and  they  were  light  upon  the  water, 
even  like  unto  the  lightness  of  a  fowl  upon  the  water; 

17.  And  they  were  built  after  a  manner  tiiat  they  w«e 
exceeding  '^ight,  even  that  they  would  hold  water  like  imto 
a  dish ;  and  the  bottom  thereof  was  tight  like  unto  a  dish ; 
and  the  sides  thereof  were  tight  like  unto  a  dish ;  and  the 
ends  thereof  were  peaked ;  and  the  top  thereof  was  tight 
like  unto  a  dish ;  and  the  length  thereof  was  the  length  (3  a

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tree ;  and  the  door  thereof,  when  it  was  shut^  was  tight, 
like  unto  a  dish, 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Jared  cried 
unto  the  Lord,  saying,  O  Lord  I  have  performed  the  work 
which  thou  hast  commanded  me,  and  I  have  made  the  barges 
according  as  thou  hast  directed  me. 

19.  And  behold,  O  Lord,  in  them  there  is  no  light, 
whither  shall  we  steer  ?  And  also  we  shall  perish,  for  in 
them,  we  cannot  breathe,  save  it  is  the  air  which  is  in  them ; 
therefore  we  shall  perish. 

20.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  the  brother  of  Jared,  behold, 
thou  shalt  make  a  hole  in  the  top  thereof,  and  also  in 
the  ^bottom  thereof;  and  when  thou  shalt  suffer  for  air, 
thou  shalt  unstop  the  hole  thereof,  and  receive  air.  And  if 
it  be  so  that  tiie  water  come  in  upon  thee,  behold  ve  shall 
stop  the  hole  thereof,  that  ye  may  not  perish  in  the  flood. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Jared  did  so, 
according  as  the  Lord  had  commanded. 

22.  And  he  cried  again  unto  the  Lord  saying,  O  Lord, 
behold  1  have  done  even  as  thou  hast  commandea  me  ;  and 
I  have  prepared  the  vessels  for  my  people,  and  behold  there 
is  no  liffht  in  them.  Behold,  O  Lord,  wilt  thou  suffer  that 
we  shall  cross  this  great  water  in  darkness  ? 

23.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  the  brother  of  Jared,  What 
will  ye  that  I  should  do  that  ye  ma^  have  light  in  your 
vessels  ?  For  behold,  ye  cannot  have  windows,  for  they  will 
be  dashed  in  pieces  ;  neither  shall  ye  take  Are  with  you,  for 
ye  shall  not  go  bv  the  light  of  fire ; 

24.  For  behold,  ye  shall  be  as  a  whale  In  the  midst  of 
the  sea;  for  the  mountain  waves  shall  dash  upon  you. 
Nevertheless,  I  will  bring  you  up  again  out  of  the  depths  of 
the  sea ;  for  the  winds  have  eone  forth  out  of  my  mouth, 
and  also  the  rains  and  the  floods  have  I  sent  forth. 

25.  And  behold,  I  prepare  you  against  these  things ;  for 
howbeit,  ye  cannot  cross  this  great  deep,  save  I  prepare  you 
against  the  waves  of  the  sea,  and  the  winds  which  have 
gone  forth,  and  the  floods  which  shall  come.  Therefore  what 
will  ye  that  I  should  prepare  for  you  that  ye  may  have  light 
when  ye  are  swallowed  up  in  the  depths  of  the  sea? 


CHAPTER  3. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Jared,  (now 
the  number  of  the  vessels  which  had  been  prepared  was 
eight,)  went  forth  unto  the  mount,  which  they  called  the

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mount  Shelem,  because  of  its  exceeding  height,  and  did 
moulten  out  of  a  rock  sixteen  small  stones ;  and  thev  -were 
white  and  clear,  even  as  ^^transparent  glass ;  and  he  did  carry 
them  in  his  hands  upon  the  top  of  the  mount,  and  cried  again 
unto  the  Lord,  saying, 

2.  O  Lord,  thou  hast  said  Hhat  we  must  be  encompassed 
about  by  the  floods.  Now  behold,  O  Lord,  and  do  not  be 
angry  with  thy  servant  because  of  his  weakness  before  thee ; 
for  we  know  that  thou  art  holy,  and  dwellest  in  the  heavens ; 
and  that  we  are  unworthy  berore  thee ;  because  of  'tihe  faU, 
our  natures  have  become  evil  continually ;  nevertheless,  O 
Lord,  thou  hast  given  us  a  commandment  that  we  most  call 
upon  thee,  that  from  thee  we  may  receive  according  to  our 
desires. 

3.  Behold,  O  Lord,  thou  hast  smitten  us  because  of  our 
iniquity,  and  hath  driven  us  forth,  and  for  this  many  years 
we  have  been  in  the  wilderness;  nevertheless^  thou  hast 
been  merciful  unto  us.  O  Lord,  look  upon  me  in  pity,  and 
turn  away  thine  anger  from  this  thy  people,  and  suffer  not 
that  they  shall  go  rorth  across  this  raging  deep  in  darkness, 
but  behold  these  <things  which  I  have  moulten  out  of  the 
rock. 

4.  And  I  know,  O  Lord,  that  thou  hast  all  power,  and 
can  do  whatsoever  thou  wilt  for  the  benefit  of  man ;  there- 
fore touch  these  stones,  O  Lord,  with  Hhy  finger,  and  pre- 
pare them  that  thev  may  shine  forth  in  darkness;  and 
they  shall  shine  forth  unto  us  in  the  vessels  which  we  have 
prepared,  that  we  may  have  light  while  we  shall  cross  the  sea. 

5.  Behold,  O  Lord,  thou  canst  do  this.  We  know  that 
thou  art  able  to  shew  forth  great  power,  which  looks  small 
unto  the  understanding  of  men. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  brother  of  Jared 
had  said  these  words,  behold,  the  Lord  stretched  forth  his 
hand  and  touched  the  stones,  one  by  one  with  his  finger ;  and 
the  Arail  was  taken  from  off  the  eyes  of  the  brother  of  Jared, 
and  he  ^saw  the  finder  of  the  Lord ;  and  it  was  as  the  finger 
of  a  man,  like  unto  nesh  and  blood ;  and  the  brother  of  Jared 
fell  down  before  the  Lord,  for  he  was  struck  with  fear. 

7.  And  the  Lord  saw  that  the  brother  of  Jared  had  fallen 
to  the  earth ;  and  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise,  why  hast 
thou  fallen? 

8.  And  he  saith  unto  the  Lord,  I  saw  the  finger  of  the 
Lord,  and  I  feared  lest  he  should  smite  me ;  for  rknew  not 
that  the  Lord  had  flesh  and  blood. 

9.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Because  of  thy  faith 
thou  hast  seen  that  I  shall  take  upon  me  flesh  and  blood ; 
and  never  has  man  come  before  me  with  such  exceeding  faith

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as  thou  hast ;  for  were  it  not  so,  ye  could  not  have  seen  my 
finger.    Sawest  thou  more  than  this  ? 

10.  And  he  answered,  Nay ;  Lord,  shew  thyself  unto  me. 

11.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Believest  thou  the 
words  which  I  shall  speak? 

12.  And  he  answered.  Yea,  Lord,  I  know  that  thou 
speakest  the  truth,  for  thou  art  a  God  of  truth,  and  canst 
not  lie. 

13.  And  when  he  had  said  these  words,  behold,  the  Lord 
shewed  himself  unto  him,  and  said.  Because  thou  knowest 
these  things,  ye  are  redeemed  *from  the  fall ;  therefore  ye 
are  brought  oack  into  my  presence ;  therefore  I  shew  myself 
unto  you. 

14.  Behold,  I  am  he  who  was  prepared  from  the  foun- 
dation of  the  world  to  redeem  my  people.  Behold,  I  am 
Jesus  Christ.  I  am  ^the  Father  and  the  *Son.  In  me  shall 
all  mankind  have  light,  and  that  eternally,  even  they  who 
shall  believe  on  my  name ;  and  they  shall  become  my  sons 
and  my  daughters. 

15.  And^ever  have  I  shewed  myself  unto  man  whom  I 
have  created,  for  never  has  man  believed  in  me  as  thou  hast. 
Seest  thou  that  ye  are  created  after  mine  own  image  ?  Yea, 
even  "*all  men  were  created  in  the  beginning,  after  mine 
own  image. 

16.  Behold,  this  body,  which  ye  now  behold,  is  the  *body 
of  my  spirit ;  and  <tean  have  I  created  after  the  body  of  my 
spirit ;  and  even  as  I  appear  unto  thee  to  be  in  the  spirit 
will  I  appear  unto  my  people  in  the  flesh. ' 

17.  And  now,  as  I  Moroni,  said  I  could  ^ot  make  a  full 
account  of  these  things  which  are  written,  therefore  it  suf- 
iiceth  me  to  say,  that  Jesus  shewed  himself  imto  this  man  in 
the  spirit,  even  after  the  manner  and  in  the  'likeness  of  the 
same  body,  even  as  he  shewed  himself  unto  the  Nephites ; 

18.  And  he  ministered  unto  him,  even  as  he  ministered 
unto  the  Nephites ;  and  all  this,  that  this  man  might  know 
that  he  was  God,  because  of  the  many  great  works  which 
the  Lord  had  shewed  unto  him. 

19.  And  because  of  the  knowledge  of  this  man,  he  could 
not  be  kept  from  beholding  ''within  the  vail ;  and  he  'saw 
the  finger  of  Jesus,  which,  when  he  saw,  he  'fell  with  fear ; 
for  he  knew  that  it  was  the  finger  of  the  Lord ;  and  he  had 
faith  no  longer,  for  he  knew,  nothing  doubting; 

20.  Wherefore,  having  this  i)erfect  knowledge  of  Grod,  he

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could  not  be  kept  **£rom  within  the  vail ;  therefore  he  saw 
Jesus,  and  he  did  'minister  unto  him. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  said  unto  the 
brother  of  Jared,  Behold,  thou  shalt  not  suffer  these  things 
which  ye  have  seen  and  heard,  to  go  forth  unto  the  world, 
until  tne  *tlme  cometh  that  I  shall  glorify  my  name  in  the 
flesh ;  wherefore,  ye  shall  treasure  up  the  things  which  ye 
have  seen  and  heard,  and  shew  it  to  no  man. 

22.  And  behold,  when  ye  shall  come  unto  me,  ye 
shall  'write  them  and  shall  seal  them  up,  that  no  one  can 
interpret  them ;  for  ye  shall  write  them  in  a  language  that 
they  cannot  be  read. 

23.  And  behold,  these  ^two  stones  will  I  ^ve  unto  thee, 
and  ye  shall  seal  them  up  also,  with  the  thmgs  which  ye 
shall  write. 

24.  For  behold,  the  'language  which  ye  shall  write  I 
have  ^  ''conf oTinded ;  wherefore  I  will  cause  in  my  own  due 
time  that  these  stones  shall  ^  ^magnify  to  the  eyes  of  men, 
these  things  which  ye  shall  write. 

25.  And  when  the  Lord  had  said  these  words,  he  ^'^ewed 
unto  the  brother  of  Jared  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth 
which  had  been,  and  also  all  that  would  be ;  and  he  with- 
held them  not  &om  his  sight,  even  unto  the  ends  of  the 
earth; 

26.  For  he  had  said  imto  him  in  times  before.  That  if  he 
would  believe  in  him,  that  he  could  shew  unto  him  all 
things — it  should  be  shewn  \into  him ;  therefore  the  Lord 
could  not  withhold  anything  from  him,  for  he  knew  that  the 
Lord  could  shew  him  all  things. 

27.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Write  these  things 
and  ^eal  them  up,  and  I  will  shew  them  in  mine  own  due 
time  unto  the -children  of  men. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  commanded  him 
that  he  should  ^'seal  up  the  two  stones  which  he  had 
received,  and  shew  them  not,  until  the  Lord  should  shew 
them  unto  the  children  of  men. 


CHAPTER  4. 

1.  And  the  Lord  commanded  the  brother  of  Jared  to  go 
down  out  of  the  ''mount  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and 
write  the  things  which  he  had  seen ;  and  they  were  for- 
bidden to  come  unto  the  children  of  men.  until  after  that  he 
should  be  lifted  up  upon  the  cross ;  and  for  this  cause  did

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king  <'Hosiahkeep  them,  that  they  should  not  come  unto  the 
wond  until  after  Christ  should  shew  himself  unto  his  people. 

2.  And  after  Christ  truly  had  shewed  himself  unto  nis 
people,  he  commanded  that  they  should  be  made  manifest. 

3.  And  now,  after  that,  they  have  all  dwindled  in  un- 
belief, and  there  is  none,  save  it  be  the  Lamanites,  and  they 
have  rejected  the  gospel  of  Christ ;  therefore  I  am  commanded 
l^t  I  should  ''hiae  them  up  again  in  the  earth. 

4.  Behold,  I  have  written  upon  these  plates  the  'very 
things  which  the  brother  of  Jared  saw  ;  and  there  never  was 
greater  things  made  manifest,  than  that  which  was  made 
manifest  unto  the  brother  of  Jared  ; 

5.  Wherefore  the  Lord  hath  commanded  me  to  write 
them  ;  and  I  have  written  them.  And  he  commanded  me 
that  I  shoidd  seal  them  up  ;  and  he  also  hath  commanded 
that  I  should  seal  up  the  interpretation  thereof ;  wherefore  I 
have  sealed  up  the  ^interpreters,  according  to  the  command- 
ment of  the  Lord. 

6.  For  the  Lord  said  unto  me.  They  shall  not  go  forth 
unto  the  Gentiles  ^untU  the  day  that  they  shall  repent  of 
^eir  iniquity,  and  become  clean  before  the  Lord ; 

7.  And  in  that  day  that  they  shall  exercise  faith  in  me, 
saith  the  Lord,  ^even  as  the  brother  of  Jared  did,  that  they 
may  become  sanctified  in  me,  then  will  I  manifest  unto  them 
the  things  which  the  brother  of  Jared  saw,  even  to  the 
unfolding  unto  them  all  my  revelations,  saith  Jesus  Christ, 
the  Son  of  Grod,  the  Father  of  the  heavens  and  of  the  earth, 
and  all  things  uiatin  them  are. 

8.  And  he  that  will  contend  against  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  -^et  him  be  accursed;  and  he  that  shall  deny  these 
things,  let  him  be  accursed :  for  unto  them  will  I  shew  %o 
greater  things,  saith  Jesus  Christ;  for  I  am  he  who 
speaketh ; 

9.  And  at  my  command  the  heavens  are  opened  and  are 
shut ;  and  at  my  word,  Hhe  earth  shall  shake ;  and  at  my 
command,  the  inhabitants  thereof  shall  pass  away,  even  so 
as  "*by  fire ; 

10.  And  he  that  believeth  not  my  words,  believeth  not  my 
disciples  ;  and  if  it  so  be  that  I  do  not  speak,  Judge  ye ;  for. 
ye  shall  know  that  it  is  I  that  speaketh,  at  the  last  day. 

11.  But  he  that  believeth  these  tnin^  which  I  have 
spoken,  him  will  I  visit  with  the  "manifestations  of  my 
Spirit,  and  he  shall  know  and  bear  record.  For  because  of 
my  Spirit,  he  shall  know  that  these  things  are  true;  for  it 
I>ersuadeth  men  to  do  good :

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12.  And  whatsoever  thine  ^^rsuadeth  men  to  do  ffood. 
Is  of  me ;  for  good  cometh  of  none,  save  it  be  of  me.  I  am 
the  same  that  leadeth  men  to  all  good;  he  that  will  not 
believe  my  words,  will  J>not  believe  me,  that  I  am ;  and  he 
th^t  will  not  believe  me,  will  not  believe  the  Father  who 
sent  me.  For  behold,  I  am  Hhe  Father,  I  ''am  the  light,  and 
the  life,  and  the  truth  of  the  world. 

13.  Gome  unto  me,  O  ye  Gentiles,  and  I  will  shew  unto 
you  the  'greater  things,  the  knowledge  which  is  hid  up 
because  of  unbelief. 

14.  Come  unto  me,  O  ye  house  of  Israel,  and  it  shall  be 
made  manifest  unto  you  now  great  things  the  Father  hath 
laid  up  for  you,  from  the  foundation  oi  the  world ;  and  it 
hath  not  come  unto  you,  because  of  unbelief. 

15.  Behold,  when  ye  shall  rend  that  vail  of  unbelief 
which  doth  cause  you  to  remain  in  your  awful  state  of 
wickedness  and  hardness  of  heart,  ana  blindness  of  mind, 
then  shall  the  'great  and  marvellous  things  which  have  been 
hid  up  from  the  •^foundation  of  the  world  from  you :  yea, 
when  ye  shall  call  upon  the  Father  in  my  name,  witn  a 
broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit,  then  shall  ye  know 
that  the  Father  hath  remembered  the  'covenant  which  he 
made  unto  your  fathers,  O  house  of  Israel ; 

16.  And  then  shall  my  revelations  which  I  have  caused 
to  be  written  by  my  servant  •John,  be  unfolded  in  the  eyes 
of  all  the  people.  Bemember,  when  ye  see  these  things,  ye 
shall  know  that  the  time  is  at  hand  that  they  shall  be  made 
mimif  est  in  very  deed  ; 

17.  Therefore  *when  ye  shall  receive  this  record,  ye  may 
know  that  the  work  of  the  Father  has  commenced  upon  aU 
the  face  of  the  land. 

18.  Therefore,  repent  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth,  and  come 
unto  me,  and  believe  in  my  gospel,  and  beybaptized  in 
my  name ;  for  he  that  believeth,  and  is  baptized,  shall  be 
saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not,  shall  be  danmed; 
and  *signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe  in  my  name. 

19.  And  blessed  is  he  that  is  found  faithful  unto  my 
name,  at  the  last  day,  for  he  shall  be  ^"lifted  up  to  dwell  in 
the  kingdom  prepared  for  him  ^^from  the  foundation  of  the 
world.    And  behold  it  is  I  that  hath  spoken  it.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  5. 

1.  And  now  I,  Moroni,  have  written  the  words  which 
were  commanded  me,  according  to  my  memory ;  and  I  have

2.  And  behold,  ye  may  be  privileged  that  ye  may  shew 
the  plates  unto  <tnose  who  shall  assist  to  bring  forth  this 
w^ork; 

3.  And  unto  ^three  shall  they  be  shewn  by  the  power 
of  Grod' ;  wherefore  they  shall  know  of  a  surety  that  Uiese 
things  are  true. 

I.  And  in  the  mouth  of  -^three  witnesses  shall  these 
things  be  established  ;  and  the  testimony  of  three,  and  this 
work,  in  the  which  shall  be  shewn  forth  the  fpower  of  Grod, 
and  also  his  word,  ^of  which  the  Father,  ana  the  Son,  and 
the  Holy  Ghost  beareth  record ;  and  all  this  shall  stand  as  a 
testimony  against  the  world  at  the  last  day. 

5.  And  if  it  so  be  that  they  repent  and  come  unto  the 
^Father  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  they  snail  be  received  into  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

(D.  And  now,  if  I  have  no  authority  for  these  things, 
jndse  ye,  for  ye  shall  know  that  I  have  authoritv  *when  ye 
shall  see  me,  and  we  shall  stand  before  God  at  tne  last  day. 
Amen. 


CHAPTER  6. 

1.  And  now  I,  Moroni,  proceed  to  give  the  record  of 
Jared  and  his  brother. 

2.  For  it  came  to  pass  after  the  Lord  had  prepared  Hhe 
stones  which  the  brotner  of  Jared  had  carried  up  into  the 

mount,  the  brother  of  Jared  came  down  out  of  the 
mount,  and  he  did  put  forth  the  stones  into  the  Vessels 
which  were  prepared,  one  in  each  end  thereof ;  and  behold, 
they  did  give  light  unto  the  vessels  thereof. 

3.  And  thus  the  Lord  caused  <%tones  to  shine  in  dark- 
ness, to  give  light  unto  men,  women,  and  children,  that 
they  might  not  cross  tiie  great  waters  in  darkness. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  prepared  all 
manner  of  food,  that  thereby  they  might  subsist  upon  the 
water,  and  also  food  for  their  ^'flocks  and  herds,  and  what- 
soever beast,  or  animal,  or  fowl  that  they  should  carry 
with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  done 
all  these  things,  they  got  aboard  of  their  vessels  or  barges,

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and  set  forth  into  the  sea,  commending  themselves  mito  the 
Iiord  their  God. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  Grod  caused  that 
there  should  a  'furious  wind  blow  upon  the  face  of  the 
waters,  towards  the  promised  land ;  and  thus  they  were 
tossed  upon  the  waves  of  the  sea  before  the  wind. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  were  many  times  buried 
in  the  depths  of  the  sea,  because  of  the  mountain  waves 
which  broke  upon  them,  and  also  the  great  and  terrible 
tempests  which  were  caused  by  the  fierceness  of  the  wind. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  thev  were  buried  in 
the  deep,  there  was  no  water  that  could  nurt  them,  their 
vess^s  oeing  -^tight  like  unto  a  dish,  and  also  they  were 
tight  like  unto  the  ark  of  Noah ;  therefore  when  they  were 
encompassed  about  by  many  waters,  they  did  cry  unto  the 
Lord,  and  he  did  brixig  them  forth  again  upon  the  top  of  the 
waters. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  wind  did  never  cease  to 
blow  towards  the  promised  land,  while  they  were  upon 
the  waters;  and  thus  they  were  driven  forth  before  the 
wind; 

9.  And  they  did  sing  praises  tmto  the  Lord ;  yea,  the 
brother  of  Jared  did  sing  praises  unto  the  Lord,  and  he  did 
thank  and  praise  the  Lord  all  the  day  long ;  and  when  tibe 
night  came,  they  did  not  cease  to  praise  the  Lord. 

10.  And  thus  they  were  driven  forth ;  and  no  monster  of 
the  sea  could  break  them,  neither  whale  that  could  mar 
them ;  and  they  did  have  flight  continually,  whether  it  was 
above  the  water  or  under  the  water. 

11.  And  thus  they  were  driven  forth,  three  hundred  and 
forty  and  four  days  upon  the  water ; 

12.  And  they  did  land  upon  the  ^hore  of  the  promised 
land.  And  when  they  had  set  their  feet  upon  the  shores  of 
the  promised  land,  they  bowed  themselves  down  upon  the 
&ce  of  the  land,  and  didhximble  themselves  before  the  Lord, 
and  did  shed  tears  of  joy  before  the  Lord,  because  of  the 
multitude  of  his  tender  mercies  over  them. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  went  forth  upon  the 
face  of  the  land,  and  began  to  till  the  earth. 

14.  And  Jared  had  four  sons ;  and  they  were  called 
Jacom,  and  Gilgah,  and  Mahah,  and  Orlhah. 

15.  And  the  brother  of  Jared  also  begat  sons  and 
daughters. 

16.  And  the  friends  of  Jared  and  his  brother,  were  in 
number  about  twenty  and  two  souls ;  and  they  also  begat 
sons  and  daughters,  before  they  came  to  the  promised  land ; 
and  therefore  they  b^gan  to  be  many.

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17.  And  they  were  taught  to  walk  humbly  before  the 
liOrd  ;  and  they  were  also  taught  from  on  high. 

IS.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  began  to  spread  upon 
the  face  of  the  land,  and  to  multiply  and  to  till  the  earth ; 
and  they  did  wax  strong  in  the  land. 

19.  And  the  brother  of  Jared  began  to  'be  old,  and  saw 
that  he  must  soon  go  down  to  the  grave ;  wherefore  he  said 
unto  Jared,  let  us  gather  together  our  people  that  we  may 
number  them,  that  we  may  know  of  them  what  they 
"will  'desire  of  us  before  we  go  down  to  our  graves. 

20.  And  accordingly  the  people  were  gathered  together. 
Now  the  number  of  the  sons  and  the  daughters  of  the 
brother  of  Jared  were  twenty  and  two  souls ;  and  the 
number  of  sons  and  daughters  of  Jared  were  twelve,  he 
having  four  sons. 

21.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did  number  their 
people ;  and  after  that  tnev  had  numbered  them^  they  did 
desire  of  them  the  things  wnich  they  would  that  they  snould 
do  before  they  went  down  to  their  graves. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  *desired  of  them 
that  they  should  anoint  one  of  their  sons  to  be  a  king  over 
them. 

23.  And  now  behold,  this  was  grievous  unto  them.  But 
the  brother  of  Jared  said  unto  them,  surely  this  thing  ^eadeth 
into  captivity. 

24.  But  Jared  said  unto  his  brother.  Suffer  them  that 
they  may  have  a  king;  and  therefore  he  said  unto  them. 
Choose  ye  out  from  among  our  sons  a  king,  even  whom  ye 
will. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  chose  even  the  first- 
born of  the  brother  of  Jared ;  and  his  name  was  Paga^. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  refused  and  would  not  be  their 
king.  And  the  people  would  that  his  father  should  constrain 
him :  but  his  father  would  not ;  and  he  commanded  them 
that  thev  should  constrain  no  man  to  be  their  king. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  chose  all  the  brothers 
of  Pagag,  and  they  would  not. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  neither  would  the  sons  of 
Jared,  even  all,  save  it  were  one ;  and  ♦"Orihah  was  anointed 
to  be  king  over  the  people. 

28.  And  he  began  to  reign,  and  the  people  began  to 
prosper  ;  and  they  oecame  exceeding  rich. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  "that  Jared  died,  and  his  brother 
also. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Orihah  did  walk  humbly 
before  the  Lord,  and  did  remember  how  great  things  the 
Lord  had  done  for  his  father,  and  also  taught  his  people 
hov|^  great  things  the  Lord  had  done  for  their  fathers.

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CHAPTER  7. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Orihah  did  execute  judgment 
upon  the  land  in  righteousness  all  his  days,  whose  days  were 
exceeding  many. 

2.  And  he  begat  sons  and  daughters :  yea,  he  begat  Hhirfy 
and  one,  among  whom  were  twenty  and  three  sons. 

3.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  also  begat  ^Elib  in  his  old 
age.  And  it  came  to  pass  tiiat  Klb  reigned  in  his  stead ; 
and  Kib  begat  ''Corihor. 

4.  And  when  Corihor  was  thirty  and  two  years  old,  he 
rebelled  against  his  father,  and  went  over  and  dwelt  in 
the  ''land  of  Nehor  ;  and  he  oegat  sons  and  daughters  ;  and 
they  became  exceeding  fair ;  wherefore  Corihor  drew  away 
many  people  after  him. 

o.  Ana  when  he  had  gathered  together  an  army,  he  came 
up  unto  the  land  of  *'Moron  where  the  kin^  dwelt,  and  took 
hmi  captive,  which  brought  to  pass  the  saying  of  the  brother 
of  Jared,  that  they  would  be  •^brought  into  captivity. 

6.  Now  the  land  of  ^Moron  where  the  king  dwelt,  was 
near  the  land  which  is  called  ^Desolation  by  the  Nephites. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Kib  dwelt  in  captivity,  and 
his  people  under  Corihor  his  son,  until  he  became  exceeding 
old ;  nevertheless  Kib  begat  Shule  in  his  old  ag^,  while  he 
was  yet  in  captivity. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Shule  was  angry  with  his 
brother ;  and  Shule  waxed  strong,  and  became  mighty,  as 
to  the  strength  of  a  man ;  and  he  was  also  mighty  in  judg- 
ment. 

9.  Wherefore  he  came  to  the  hill  Ephraim,  and  he  did 
moulten  out  of  the  hill,  and  made  swonls  out  of  *steel  for 
those  whom  he  had  drawn  away  with  him :  and  after  he 
had  armed  them  with  swords,  he  returned  to  the  •'city  Nehor 
and  gave  battle  unto  his  brother  Corihor,  by  which  means 
he  obtained  the  kingdom,  and  restored  it  unto  his  fatiier 
Kib. 

10.  And  now  because  of  the  thing  which  Shule  had  done, 
his  father  bestowed  upon  him  the  kingdom ;  therefore  he 
began  to  reign  in  the  stead  of  his  father. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  execute  judgment  in 
righteousness ;  and  he  did  spread  his  kingdom  upon  all  the 
face  of  the  land,  for  the  people  had  Become  exceeding 
numerous. 

12.  And  it  came  to  x>ass  that  Shule  also  begat  many  sons 
and  daughters. 

13.  And  Corihor  repented  of  the  many  evils  which  he 
had  done ;  wherefore  Shule  gave  him  power  in  his  kingdom.

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14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Corihor  had  many  sons  and 
daughters.  And  among  the  sons  o|  Corihor  there  was  one 
i^hose  name  was  Noah. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Noah  rebelled  against  Shule, 
the  king,  and  also  his  father  Corihor,  and  drew  away  Cohor 
his  brother,  and  also  all  his  brethren  and  many  of  the  people. 

16.  And  he  gave  battle  unto  Shule,  the  king,  in  which  he 
did  obtain  the  land  of  their  *first  inheritance ;  and  he  became 
a  kinjK  over  that  part  of  the  land. 

It.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  gave  battle  again  unto 
Shule,  the  king ;  and  he  took  Shule  the  king,  and  carried 
him  away  captive  into  ^oron. 

18.  And  ft  came  to  pass  as  he  was  about  to  put  him  to 
death,  the  sons  of  Shule  crept  into  the  house  of  Noah  by 
night  and  slew  him,  and  broke  down  the  door  of  the  prison 
and  brought  out  their  father,  and  placed  him  upon  his  mrone 
in  his  own  kingdom ; 

19.  Wherefore  the  son  of  Noah  did  build  up  his  kingdom 
in  his  stead ;  nevertheless  they  did  not  gain  power  any  more 
over  Shule  the  king,  and  the  people  who  were  under  the 
reign  of  Shule  the  King,  did  prosper  exceedingly  and  wax 
great. 

20.  And  the  country  was  divided ;  and  there  were  two 
kingdoms,  the  kingdom  of  Shule,  and  the  kingdom  of  Cohor, 
the  son  of  Noah. 

21.  And  Cohor,  the  son  of  Noah,  caused  that  his  people 
should  give  battle  unto  Shule,  in  which  Shule  did  beat  them 
and  did  slav  Cohor. 

22.  And  now  Cohor  had  a  son  who  was  called  Nimrod : 
and  Nimrod  gave  up  the  kingdom  of  Cohor  unto  Shule,  and 
he  did  gain  favour  in  the  eyes  of  Shule ;  wherefore  Shule  did 
bestow  great  favours  upon  him,  and  he  did  do  in  the  kingdom 
of  Shule  according  to  his  desires  : 

23.  And  also  in  the  reign  of  Shule  there  *^came  prophets 
among  the  people,  who  were  sent  from  the  Lord,  prophesying 
that  the  wickedness  and  idolatry  of  the  people  was  oringing 
a  curse  upon  tiie  land,  and  they  should  be  destroyed,  if  tney 
did  not  repent. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  did  revile  against 
the  prophets,  and  did  mock  them.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
king  Shule  did  execute  judgment  against  all  those  who  did 
revue  against  the  prophets ; 

25.  And  he  did  execute  a  law  throughout  all  the  land, 
which  gave  power  imto  the  prophets  that  they  should  go 
whithersoever  they  would ;  and  by  this  cause  the  people  were 
brought  unto  repentance. 

26.  And  because  the  people  did  repent  of  their  iniquities 
and  idolatries,  the  Lord  did  spare  them,  and  they  began  to 
prosper  again  in  the  land.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Shide 
Degat  sons  and  daughters  in  his  old  age.

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27.  And  there  were  no  mor6  wars  in  the  days  of  Shule ; 
and  he  remembered  the  great  things  that  the  Lord  had  done 
for  his  fathers  in  bringing  them  **across  the  great  deep  into 
the  promised  land ;  wherefore  he  did  execute  judgment  in 
righteousness  all  his  days. 


CHAPTER  8. 

1.  And  it  came  to  'pass  that  he  begat  Omer,  and  Omer 
reigned  in  his  stead.  And  Omer  begat  Jared ;  and  Jared 
begat  sons  and  daughters. 

2.  And  Jared  rebelled  against  his  father,  and  came  and 
dwelt  in  the  land  of  Heth.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he 
did  flatter  many  people,  because  of  his  cunning  words,  until 
he  had  gained  the  hcQf  of  the  kingdom. 

3.  And  when  he  had  gained  the  half  of  the  kingdom,  he 
cave  battle  unto  his  father,  and  he  did  carry  away  his  father 
into  captivity,  and  did  make  him  serve  in  captivity. 

4.  And  now  in  the  days  of  the  reign  of  Omer,  he  was  in 
captivity  the  half  of  his  days.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he 
begat  sons  and  daughters,  among  whom  were  Esrom  and 
Coriantumr : 

5.  And  they  were  exceeding  angry  because  of  the  doings 
of  Jared  their  brother,  insomuch  that  they  did  raise  an  army, 
and  ^ave  battle  unto  Jared.  And  it  came  to  pass  ^hat  they 
did  give  battle  unto  him  by  night. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  slain  the  army 
of  Jared,  they  were  about  to  slay  him  also ;  and  he  plead  with 
them  that  they  would  not  slay  nim,  and  he  would  give  up  the 
kingdom  unto  his  father.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  did 
grant  unto  him  his  life. 

7.  And  now  Jared  became  exceeding  sorrowful  because  of 
the  loss  of  the  kingdom,  for  he  had  set  his  heart  ui>on  the 
kingdom,  and  upon  the  glory  of  the  world. 

8.  Now  the  daughter  of  Jared  being  exceeding  expert, 
and  seeing  the  sorrows  of  her  father,  thought  to  devise  a  plan 
whereby  she  could  redeem  the  kingdom  imto  her  father. 

9.  Now  the  daughter  of  Jared  was  exceeding  fair.  And 
it  came  to  pass  that  she  did  talk  with  her  father,  and  said 
imto  him,  whereby  hath  my  father  so  much  sorrow  ?  Hath 
he  not  read  the  "record  which  our  fathers  brought  across  the 
great  deep  ?  Behold,  is  there  not  an  account  concerning  them 
of  old,  that  they  by  their  ^secret  plans  did  obtain  kingdoms 
and  great  glory  ?

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10.  And  now,  therefore,  let  my  father  send  for  Akish,  the 
son  of  Kimnor ;  and  behold,  I  am  fair,  and  I  will  dance  before 
him,  and  I  will  please  him,  that  he  will  desire  me  to  wife ; 
-wherefore  if  he  shall  desire  of  thee  that  ye  shall  ^ve'  unto 
him  me  to  wife,  then  shall  ye  say,  I  will  g^ve  her  if  ye  will 
bring  unto  me  the  head  of  my  father,  the  kin^. 

11.  And  now  Omer  was  a  friend  to  Akish,  wherefore 
when  Jared  had  sent  for  Akish,  the  daughter  of  Jared  danced 
before  him,  that  she  pleased  him,  insomuch  that  he  desired 
her  to  wife.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  said  unto  Jared^ 
give  her  unto  me  to  wife. 

12.  And  Jared  said  unto  him.  I  will  give  her  unto  you,  if 
ye  will  bring  unto  me  the  head  of  my  father,  the  king. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Akish  gathered  in  unto  the 
house  of  Jared  all  his  Idnsf oiks,  and  said  unto  them.  Will  ye 
sw^ear  unto  me  that  ye  will  be  faithful  unto  me  in  the  thing 
which  I  shall  desire  of  you  ? 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  all  ^swear  unto  him,  by 
the  Grod  of  heaven,  and  also  by  the  heavens,  and  also  by  the 
earth,  and  by  their  heads,  that  whoso  should  vary  from  the 
assistance  which  Akish  aesired,  should  lose  his  head ;  and 
-whoso  should  divulge  whatsoever  thing  Akish  made  known 
nnto  them,  the  same  should  lose  his  life. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  thus  they  did  agree  with 
Akish.  And  Akish  did  administer  unto  them  the  oaths 
which  were  given  by  <them  of  old,  who  also  sought  power, 
which  had  been  handed  down  even  from  Cain,  who  was  a 
murderer  from  the  beginning. 

16.  And  they  were  kept  up  by  the  power  of  the  devil  to 
administer  these  oaths  unto  the  people,  to  keep  them  in 
darkness,  to  help  such  as  sought  power,  to  gain  i>ower,  and  to 
murder,  and  to  plunder,  and  to  lie,  and  to  commit  all  manner 
of  wickedness  and  whoredoms. 

17.  And  it  was  the  daughter  of  Jared  who  put  it  into  his 
heart,  to  search  up  these  things  of  old ;  and  Jared  put  it  into 
the  heart  of  Akisn ;  wherefore  Akish  administered  it  unto 
his  kindreds  and  friends,  leading  them  away  by  fair  promises 
to  do  whatsoever  thing  he  desired. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  formed  a  'secret  com- 
bination, even  as  they  of  old ;  which  combination  is  most 
abominable  and  wicked  above  all,  in  the  sight  of  God ; 

19.  For  the  Lord  worketh  not  in  secret  combinations, 
neither  doth  he  will  that  man  should  shed  blood,  but  in  all 
things  hath  forbidden  it,  from  the  beginning  of  man. 

20.  And  now  I,  Moroni,  do  not  write  the  manner  of  their 
oaths,  and  combinations,  for  it  hath  been  made  known  unto 
me  that  they  are  had  among  all  people,  and  they  are  had 
among  the  Lamanites, 

21.  And  they  have  caused  the  destruction  of  this  people 
of  whom  I  am  now  speaking,  and  also  the  destruction  of  the 
people  of  Nephi  ;

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22.  And  whatsoever  nation  shall  uphold  such  secret  com- 
binations, to  get  power  and  gain,  until  they  shall  spread  over 
the  nation,  behold,  they  shall  be  destroyed,  for  the  Lord  will 
not  suffer  that  the  -^blood  of  his  saints,  which  shall  be  shed 
by  them,  shall  always  cry  unto  him  from  the  ground  for 
veneeance  upon  them,  and  yet  he  avenge  them  not ; 

23.  Wherefore,  O  ye  Gentiles,  it  is  wisdom  in  Grod  that 
these  things  should  be  shewn  unto  you,  that  thereby  ye  may 
repent  of  your  sins,  and  suffer  not  that  these  'murderous 
combinations  shall  get  above  you,  which  are  built  up  to  get 
power  and  gain,  and  the  work,  yeiL  even  the  work  of  destruc- 
tion come  upon  you,  yea,  even  tne  *sword  of  the  justice  of  the 
eternal  God  shall  fall  upon  you,  to  your  overthrow  and  de- 
struction, if  ye  shall  suflEer  these  things  to  be ; 

24.  wheref ore  the  Lord  commandeth  you,  when  ye  shall 
see  these  things  come  among  you,  that  ve  shall  awake  to  a 
sense  of  your  awful  situation,  oecause  of  this  'secret  combi- 
nation which  shall  be  among  you,  or  wo  be  unto  it,  because 
of  the  ^  blood  of  them  who  nave  been  slain ;  for  they  ciy 
from  the  dust  for  vengeance  upon  it^  and  also  upon  those 
who  build  it  up. 

25.  For  it  Cometh  to  pass  that  whoso  buildeth  it  ua 
seeketh  to  '^overthrow  the  freedom  of  all  lands,  nations,  and 
countries;  and  it  bringeth  to  pass  the  destruction  of  all 
people,  for  it  is  built  up  by  the  devil,  who  is  the  father  of  all 
lies;  even  that  same  liar  who  beguiled  our  first  parents; 
yea,  even  that  same  liar  who  hath  caused  man  to  commit 
murder  from  the  beginning ;  who  hath  hardened  the  hearts 
of  men,  that  they  have  murdered  the  prophets,  and  stoned 
them,  and  cast  them  out  from  the  beginning. 

2d.  Wherefore,  I,  Moroni,  am  commanded  to  write  these 
things,  that  evil  may  be  done  away,  and  that  the  time  may 
come  uiat  'satan  may  have  no  power  upon  the  hearts  of  the 
children  of  men,  but  that  they  may  be  persuaded  to  do  good 
continually,  that  they  may  come  unto  the  fountain  of  all 
righteousness  and  be  saveoL 


CHAPTER  9. 

1.  And  now  I,  Moroni,  proceed  with  my  record.  There- 
fore behold,  it  came  to  pass  that  because  of  the  Secret  com- 
binations of  Aklsh  and  his  friends,  behold  they  did  overthrow 
the  kingdom  of  Omer. 

2.  Nevertheless,  the  Lord  was  merciful  unto  Omer,  and

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also  to  bis  sons  and  to  his  daughters,  who  did  not  seek  his 
destruction* 

3.  And  the  Lord  warned  Omer  in  a  dream  that  he  should 
depart  out  of  the  land ;  wherefore  Omer  departed  out  of  the 
land  with  his  family,  and  travelled  many  days,  and  came 
over  and  passed  by  the  ^hill  of  Shim,  and  came  over  by  the 
place  where  the  Nephites  ®were  destroyed,  and  from  thence 
eastward,  and  came  to  a  place  which  was  called  ^'Ablom,  by 
the  sea  shore,  and  there  he  pitched  his  tent,  and  also  his  sons 
and  his  daughters,  and  all  his  household,  save  it  were  Jared 
and  his  fanmy. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Jared  was  anointed  king 
over  the  people,  by  the  hand  of  wickedness ;  and  he  gave 
unto  Akisn  his  daughter  to  wife. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Akish  sought  the  life  of  his 
father-in-law;  and  he  applied  unto  those  whom  he  had  sworn 
by  the  'oath  of  the  ancients,  and  they  obtained  the  head  of 
his  father-in-law,  as  he  sat  upon  his  tnrone,  giving  audience 
to  his  people. 

6.  JB'or  so  great  had  been  the  spreading  of  this  wicked 
and  secret  society,  that  it  had  corrupted  the  nearts  of  all  the 
people ;  therefore  Jared  was  murdered  upon  his  throne,  and 
Akish  reigned  in  his  stead. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Akish  be^n  to  be  jealous  of 
his  son,  therefore  he  shut  him  up  in  prison,  and  kept  him 
upon  little  or  no  food  until  he  had  suffered  death. 

8.  And  now  the  brother  of  him  that  suffered  death,  (and 
his  name  was  Nimrah,)  was  angry  with  his  father,  because 
of  that  which  his  father  had  done  unto  his  brother. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Nimrah  gathered  together 
a  small  number  of  men,  and  fled  out  of  the  land,  and  came 
over  and  dwelt  -^with  Omer. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Akish  begat  other  sons,  and 
they  won  the  hearts  of  the  people,  notwitnstanding  they  had 
sworn  unto  him  to  do  all  manner  of  iniquity,  according  to 
that  which  he  desired. 

11.  Now  the  people  of  Akish  were  desirous  for  gain,  even 
as  Akish  was  desirous  for  power;  wherefore  the  sons  of 
Akish  did  offer  them  money,  by  which  means  they  drew 
away  the  more  part  of  the  people  after  them ; 

12.  And  there  be^an  to  dib  a  war  between  the  sons  of 
Akish  and  Akish,  which  lasted  for  the  space  of  many  years ; 
vea,  unto  the  destruction  of  nearly  all  the  people  of  the 
kingdom ;  yea,  even  all,  save  it  were  thirty  souls,  and  they 
who  fled  with  the  house  of  Omer ; 

13.  Wherefore  Omer  was  restored  again  to  the  ^land  of 
his  inheritance. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Omer  began  to  be  old, 
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nevertheless,  in  his  old  a^  he  begat  Emer ;  and  he  anointed 
Emer  to  be  King  to  reign  in  his  stead'. 

15.  And  after  that  he  had  anointed  Emer  to  be  king,  he 
saw  peace  in  the  land  for  the  space  of  two  years,  and  he 
died,  having  seen  exceeding  many  days,  which  were  full  of 
sorrow.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Emer  did  reign  in  his 
stead,  and  did  fill  the  steps  of  his  father. 

16.  And  the  Lord  began  again  to  take  the  curse  from 
off  the  land,  and  the  house  of  Emer  did  prosper  exceedingly 
under  the  reign  of  Emer ;  and  in  the  space  of  sixty  and  two 
years,  they  had  become  exceeding  strong,  insomuch  that 
they  became  exceeding  rich, 

17.  Having  '^all  manner  of  fruit,  and  of  grain,  'and  of 
silks,  and  of  fine  linen,  ^and  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  and  of  pre- 
cious things, 

18.  And  also  *all  manner  of  cattle,  of  oxen,  and  cows, 
and  of  sheep,  and  of  swine,  and  of  goats,  and  also  many 
other  kind  of  animals  which  were  useful  for  the  food  of 
man; 

19.  And  they  also  had  'horses,  and  asses,  and  there  were 
elephants  and  cureloms,  and  cumoms;  all  of  -which  were 
useful  unto  man,  and  more  especially  the  elephants,  and 
cureloms,  and  cumoms. 

20.  And  thus  the  Lord  did  pour  out  his  blessings  upon 
this  land,  which  was  *"choice  above  all  other  lands ;  and  he 
commanded  that  whoso  should  possess  the  land,  should 
possess  it  unto  the  Lord,  or  they  should  be  "destroyed  when 
the^  were  ripened  in  iniquity  ;'  tor  upon  such,  saith  the  Lord, 
I  will  pour  out  the  fulness  of  my  wrath. 

21.  And  Emer  did  execute  judgment  in  righteousness  all 
his  days,  and  he  begat  many  sons  and  daughters ;  and  he 
begat  Coriantum ;  and  he  anointed  Coriantum  to  reign  in 
his  stead. 

22.  And  after  he  had  anointed  Coriantum  to  reign  in  his 
stead,  he  lived  four  years,  and  he  saw  peace  in  the  land ; 
yea,  and  he  even  saw  the  Son  of  Righteousness,  and  did 
rejoice  and  ^lory  in  his  day  ;  and  he  died  in  peace. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantum  did  walk  in  the 
steps  of  his  father,  ana  did  build  many  mighty  cities,  and 
did  administer  that  which 'was  good  unto  his  people,  in  all 
his  days.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  had  no  cniloren,  even 
until  he  was  exceeding  old. 

24.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  his  wife  died,  being  an 
hundred  and  two  years  old.  And  it  came  to  pass  that 
Coriantum  took  to  wife,  in  his  old  age,  a  young  maid,  and 
begat  sons  and  daughters ;  wherefore  he  lived  until  he  was 
an  nundred  and  forty  and  two  years  old. 

25.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  begat  Com,  and  Com 
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reigned  in  his  stead ;  and  he  reigned  forty  and  nine  years, 
and  he  begat  Heth ;  and  he  also  begat  other  sons  and 
daughters. 

26.  And  the  people  had  spread  again  over  all  the  face  of 
the  land,  and  there  began  again  to  be  an  exceeding  great 
wickedness  upon  the  face  of  the  land,  and  Heth  began  to 
embrace  the  ^secret  plans  again  of  old,  to  destroy  his  rather. 

27.  And  it  came  to  ^ass  that  he  did  dethrone  his  father ; 
for  he  slew  him  with  nis  own  sword ;  and  he  did  reign  in 
his  stead. 

28.  And  there  came  prophets  in  the  land  'again,  crying 
repentance  iinto  them ;  that  they  must  prepare  the  way  (S 
the  Lord,  or  there  should  come  a  curse  upon  the  face  of  the 
land  ;  yea,  even  there  should  be  a  ^great  famine,  in  which 
t^ey  should  be  destroyed  if  they  did  not  repent. 

29.  But  the  people  believed  not  the  words  of  the  prophets, 
but  they  cast  them  out ;  and  some  of  them  they  cast  into 

Sits,  and  left  them  to  perish.    And  it  came  to  pass  that  they 
one  all  these  things  according  to  the  commandment  of  the 
king  Heth. 

30.  And  it  came  to  i)ass  that  there  began  to  be  a  great 
dearth  upon  the  land,  and  the  inhabitants  began  to  be 
destroyed  exceeding  fast,  because  of  the  dearth,  for  there 
was  no  rain  uiK>n  the  face  of  the  earth ; 

31.  And  there  came  forth  'poisonous  serpents  also  upon 
the  face  of  the  land,  and  did  poison  many  people.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  tneir  flocks  began  to  nee  before  the 
poisonous  serpents,  towards  the  land 'southward,  which  was 
called  by  the  Nephites  'Zarahemla. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  were  many  of  them 
which  did  perish  by  the  way ;  nevertheless,  there  were  some 
which  fled  into  the  land  southward. 

33.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  did  cause  the 
serpents  that  they  should  pursue  them  no  more,  but  that 
they  should  hedge  up  the  way,  that  the  people  could  not 
pass ;  that  whoso  should  attempt  to  pass,  might  fall  by  the 
I>oisonous  serpents. 

34.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  did  follow  the 
course  of  the  beasts,  and  did  devour  the  carcasses  of  them 
which  fell  by  the  way,  until  they  had  devoured  them  alL 
Now  when  the  people  saw  that  they  must  perish,  they  began 
to  repent  of  their  iniquities,  and  cry  unto  the  Lord. 

35.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  humbled 
themselves  sufficiently  oefore  the  Lord,  he  did  send  rain 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  the  people  began  to  revive 
again,  and  there  began  to  be  fruit  in  the  north  countries, 
and  in  all  the  countries  round  about.  And  the  Lord  did 
shew  forth  his  power  unto  them,  in  preserving  them  from 
famine. 
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CHAPTER  10. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Shez,  who  was  a  de- 
scendant of  Heth,  for  Heth  had  perished  by  the  famine, 
and  all  his  household,  save  it  were  Shez;  wherefore  Shez 
bc^n  to  build  up  again  a  broken  people. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Shez  did  remember  the 
destruction  of  his  fathers,  and  he  did  build  iip  a  righteous 
kingdom,  for  he  remembered  what  the  Lord  had  done  in 
bringing  Jared  and  his  brother  'across  the  deep;  and  he 
did  walk  in  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  and  he  begat  sons  and 
daughters. 

3.  And  his  eldest  son,  whose  name  was  Shez,  did  rebel 
agahist  him  ;  nevertheless,  Shez  was  smitten  bv  the  hand  of 
a  robber,  because  of  his  exceeding  riches,  which  brought 
peace  again  unto  his  father. 

4.  Aiid  it  came  to  pass  that  his  father  did  build  up  many 
cities  upon  the  face  of  the  land,  and  the  people  began  again 
to  spread  over  all  the  face  of  the  land.  And  ohez  cud  live  to 
an  exceeding  old  age ;  and  he  begat  Biplakish,  and  he  died. 
And  Biplakish  reigned  in  his  stead. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Biplakish  did  not  do  thai 
which  was  ri^ht  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  for  he  did 
have  ^many  wives  and  concubines,  and  did  lay  that  upon 
men's  shoulders  which  was  grievous  to  be  borne ;  yea,  he 
did  tax  them  with  heavy  taxes ;  and  with  the  taxes  ne  did 
build  many  spacious  bmldings. 

6.  And  he  did  erect  him  an  exceeding  beautiful  throne, 
and  he  did  build  many  prisons,  and  whoso  would  not  be 
subject  unto  taxes,  he  did  cast  into  prison;  and  whoso 
was  not  able  to  pay  taxes  he  did  cast  into  prison ;  and  he 
did  cause  that  they  should  labor  continually  for  their 
support ;  and  whoso  refused  to  labor,  he  did  cause  to  be  put 
todieatibj 

7.  w  heref ore  he  did  obtain  all  his  fine  work  ;  yea,  even 
his  fine  gold  he  did  cause  to  be  refined  in  prison ;  and  all 
manner  of  fine  workmanship  he  did  cause  to  be  wrought  in 
prison.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  afflict  the  people 
with  his  ''whoredoms  and  abominations ; 

8.  And  when  he  had  reined  for  the  space  of  forty  and 
two  years,  the  people  did  raise  up  in  rebellion  against  him, 
and  there  began  to  be  war  aigp.in  in  the  land,  insomuch  that 
Biplakish  was  killed,  and  his  descendants  were  driven  out 
of  the  land. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  the  space  of  many  years, 
Morianton,  (he  being  a  descendant  of  Biplakish,)  gathered 
together  an  army  of  outcasts,  and  went  forth  and  gave 
battle  unto  the  people;  and  he  gained  power  over  many 
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cities  ;  and  the  war  became  exceeding  sore,  and  did  last  for 
the  space  of  many  years,  and  he  did  gain  power  over  all  the 
land,  and  did  establish  himself  kine  over  all  the  land. 

10.  And  after  that  he  had  established  himself  king,  he 
did  ease  the  burden  of  the  people,  by  which  he  did  gain  favor 
in  the  eyes  of  the  people,  ana  they  did  anoint  him  to  be 
their  king. 

11.  And  he  did  do  justice  unto  the  people,  but  not  unto 
himself,  because  of  his  'hnany  whoredoms  ;  wherefore  he 
was  cut  off  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Morianton  built  up  many 
cities,  and  the  people  became  exceeding  rich  under  his  reign, 
both  in  buildings,  and  in  ''gold,  and  silver,  and  in  raising 
grain,  and  in  -knocks,  and  herds,  and  such  tnings  which  had 
been  restored  unto  them. 

13.  And  Morianton  did  live  to  an  exceeding  great  age, 
and  then  lie  begat  Kim ;  and  Kim  did  reign  in  the  stead  of 
his  father  ;  and  he  did  reiga  eight  years,  and  his  father  died. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  Kim  did  not  reign  in  righteousness, 
wherefore  he  was  not  favored  of  the  Lord. 

14.  And  his  brother  did  raise  up  in  rebellion  against  him, 
by  which  he  did  bring  him  into  captivity ;  and  he  did 
remain  in  captivitv  all  his  days ;  and  he  begat  sons  and 
daughters  in  captivity ;  and  in  his  old  age  he  begat  Levi,  and 
he  died. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Levi  did  serve  in  captivity 
after  the  death  of  his  father,  for  the  space  of  forty  and  two 
years.  And  he  did  make  war  against  the  king  ot  the  land, 
by  which  he  did  obtain  unto  himself  the  kingdom. 

16.  And  after  he  had  obtained  unto  himself  the  kingdom, 
he  did  that  which  was  right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lora;  and 
the  people  did  prosper  in  the  land,  and  he  did  live  to  a  good 
old  age,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters ;  and  he  also  begat 
Corom,  whom  he  anointed  king  in  his  stead. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Corom  did  that  which  was 
good  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  all  his  days ;  and  he  begat 
many  sons  ana  daughters;  and  after  he  had  seen  many 
days,  he  did  pass  awav,  even  like  unto  the  rest  of  the 
earth  ;  and  Kish  reignea  in  his  stead. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Kish  passed  away  also, 
and  Lib  reigned  in  his  stead. 

19.  And  It  came  to  pass  that  Lib  also  did  that  which  was 
good  in  the  sight' of  tne  Lord.  And  in  the  days  of  Lib 
tne  'poisonous  serpents  were  destroyed ;  wherefore  they  did 
go  into  the  land  ^southward,  to  hunt  food  for  the  people 
of  the  land,  for  the  land  was  covered  with  'animals  of  the 
forest.    And  Lib  also  himself  became  a  great  hunter. 

20.  And  they  built  a  great  city  by  the  narrow  neck  of 
land,  by  the  place  where  the  sea  divides  the  land. 
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21f  And  they  did  preserve  the  land  ^southward  for  a 
wilderness,  to  get  game.  And  the  whole  face  of  the  *lajid 
northward  was  covered  with  inhabitants  ; 

22.  And  they  were  exceeding  industrious,  and  they  did 
buy  and  sell,  and  traffic  one  with  another,  that  they  might 
get  gain. 

23.  And  they  did  work  in  all  'manner  of  ore,  and  they  did 
make  gold,  and  silver,  and  iron,  and  brass,  and  all  manner  of 
metals ;  and  they  did  dig  it  out  of  the  earth ;  wherefore  they 
did  cast  up  *"mighty  heaps  of  earth  to  get  ore,  of  gold,  and  of 
silver,  and  of  iron,  and  of  copper.  And  they  did  work  all 
manner  of  fine  work.  « 

24.  And  they  did  '*have  silks,  and  iine  twined  linen ;  and 
they  did  work  all  manner  of  cloth,  that  they  might  clothe 
themselves  from  their  nakedness. 

25.  And  they  did  make  all  manner  of  <1x)ols  to  till  the 
earth,  both  to  plough  and  to  sow,  to  reap  and  to  hoe,  and  also 
to  thrash. 

26.  And  they  did  make  all  manner  of  tools  with  which 
they  did  work  their  beasts. 

27.  And  they  did  make  all  manner  of  weapons  of  war. 
And  they  did  work  all  manner  of  work  of  exceeding  curious 
workmanship. 

28.  And  never  could  be  a  people  more  blessed  than  were 
they,  and  more  prospered  by  the  hand  of  the  Lord.  And  they 
were  in  a  land  that  was  ^choice  above  all  lands,  for  the  Lord 
had  spoken  it. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Lib  did  live  many 
y^rs,  and  begat  sons  and  daughters;  and  he  also  be^t 
Hearthom. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Hearthom  reigned  in  the 
stead  of  his  father.  And  when  Hearthom  had  reigned  twenty 
and  four  years,  behold  the  kingdom  was  taken  away  &om 
him.  And  he  served  many  years  in  captivity  ;  yea,  even  all 
the  remainder  of  his  daysL 

31.  And  he  besatHeth,  and  Heth  lived  in  captivity  sdl  his 
days.  And  Heth  begat  Aaron,  and  Aaron  dwelt  in  captivity 
all  his  days ;  and  he  be^t  Ainnigaddah,  and  Amnigaddeufi 
also  dwelt  in  captivity  alihis  days ;  and  he  begat  Coriantum, 
and  Coriantum  dwelt  in  captivity  all  his  days ;  and  he  begat 
Com. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Com  drew  away  the  half  of 
the  kingdom.  And  he  reigned  over  the  half  of  the  kingdom 
forty  and  two  years ;  and  he  went  to  battle  against  the  Edpg 
Amgid,  and  fought  for  the  space  of  many  years,  durins  which 
time  Com  gained  power  over  Amgid,  and  obtainecT  power 
over  the  remainder  of  the  kingdom. 

33.  And  in  the  days  of  Com  there  began  to  be  robbers  in 
the  land:  and  they  adopted  the  old  plans,  and    adminis- 
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tered  'oaths  after  the  manner  of  the  ancients,  and  sought 
again  to  destroy  the  kingdom. 

34.  Now  Com  did  fight  against  them  much ;  nevertheless, 
he  did  not  prevail  against  them. 


CHAPTER  11. 

1.  And  there  came  also  in  the  days  of  Com  ^many  pro- 
phets, and  prophesied  of  the  destruction  of  that  great  people, 
except  they  should  repent  and  turn  unto  the  Lord,  and  for- 
sake their  murders  and  wickedness. 

2.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  prophets  were  rejected  by 
the  people,  and  they  ned  unto  Com  for  protection,  for  the 
people  sought  to  destroy  them ; 

3.  And  they  prophesied  unto  Com  many  things ;  and  he 
was  blessed  in  aQ  the  remainder  of  his  days. 

4.  And  he  lived  to  a  good  old  age,  and  l>egat  Shiblom ;  and 
Shiblom  reig^ned  in  his  stead.  And  the  brother  of  Shiblom 
rebelled  against  him ;  and  there  began  to  be  an  exceeding 
great  war  in  all  the  land. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Shiblom  caused 
that  ^all  the  prophets  who  prophesied  of  the  destruction  of 
the  people,  should  be  put  to  death, 

o.  And  there  was  great  calamity  in  all  the  land,  for  thev 
had  testified  that  a  greater  curse  should  come  upon  the  land, 
and  also  upon  the  people,  and  that  there  should  oe  a  great  de- 
struction among  them,  such  an  one  as  never  had  been  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth ;  and  their  bones  should  become  as  ^heaps 
of  earth  upon  the  face  of  the  land,  except  they  should  repent 
of  their  wickedness. 

7.  And  they  hearkened  not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord, 
because  of  their  ''wicked  combinations ;  wherefore  there 
began  to  be  wars  and  contentions  in  all  the  land,  and  also 
many  famines  and  pestilences,  insomuch  that  there  was  a 
^eat  destruction,  such  an  one  as  never  had  been  known  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth,  and  all  this  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of 
Shiblom. 

8.  And  the  i)eople  began  to  repent  of  their  iniquity ;  and 
inasmuch  as  they  aid,  the  Lord  did  have  mercy  on  them. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  titiat  Shiblom  was  slain,  and  Seth 
was  brought  into  captivity,  and  did  dwell  in  captivity  all  his 
days. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Ahah,  his  son,  did  obtain  the 
kingdom ;  and  he  did  reign  over  the  people  all  nis  days.  And 
he  Old  do  all  manner  of  iniquity  in  his  aays,  by  which  he  did 
cause  the  shedding  of  much  blood ;  and  few  were  his  days. 

qt  tee  i,  n.  Nep.  10.  
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11.  And  Ethem,  being  a  descendant  of  Ahah,  did  obtain 
the  kingdom  ;  and  he  also  did  do  that  which  was  wicked  in 
his  days. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Ethem,  there 
came  nnany  prophets,  and  prophesied  again  unto  the  people ; 
yea,  they  ola  prophesy  that  the  Lord  would  utterly  destroy 
them  from  off  the  face  of  the  earth,  except  they  repented  of 
their  iniquities. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  hardened  their 
hearts,  and  would  not  hearken  unto  their  word ;  and  the 
prophets  mourned  and  withdrew  from  among  the  x>eople. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Ethem  did  execute  judgment 
in  wickedness  all  his  days ;  and  he  begat  Moron.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  Moron  did  reign  in  his  stead :  and  Moron 
did  that  which  was  wicked  before  the  Lord. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  arose  a  rebellion  among 
the  people,  because  of  that  -^secret  combination  which  was 
built  up  to  get  power  and  gain ;  and  there  arose  a  mighty  man 
among  them  in  iniquity,  and  gave  battle  unto  Moron,  in 
which  he  did  overthrow  the  half  of  the  kingdoin ;  and  he  did 
maintain  the  half  of  the  kingdom  for  many  years. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Moron  cud  overthrow  him, 
and  did  obtain  the  kingdom  again. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  arose  another  mighty 
man  ;  and  he  was  a  descendant  of  the  brother  of  Jared. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  did  overthrow  Moron  and 
obtain  the  kingdom ;  wherefore  Moron  dwelt  in  captivity 
aU  the  remainder  of  his  days ;  and  he  begat  Coriantor. 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantor  dwelt  in  captivity 
all  his  days. 

20.  And  in  the  days  of  Coriantor  there  ^also  came  many 
prophets,  and  prophesied  of  great  and  marvellous  things, 
and  cried  repentance  unto  the  people,  and  except  they  shomd 
repent,  the  Lord  God  would  execute  judgment  against  liiem 
to  their  utter  destruction ; 

21.  And  that  the  Lord  Grod  would  send  or  bring 
forth  ^another  people  to  possess  the  land,  by  his  ix>wer, 
after  the  manner  which  he  brought  their  fathers. 

22.  And  they  did  reject  all  the  words  of  the  prophets, 
because  of  their  ^secret  society  and  wicked  abominations. 

23.  And  it  came  to  i>ass  that  Coriantor  begat  Ether,  and 
he  died,  having  dwelt  in  captivity  all  his  days. 


CHAPTER  12. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  days  of  Ether  were  in 
the  days  of  Coriantumr ;  and  Coriantumr  was  king  over  all 
the  land.

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2.  And  Ether  was  a  prophet  of  the  Lord ;  wherefore 
Ether  came  forth  in  the  davs  of  Coriantumr,  and  began  to 
prophesy  unto  the.  people,  for  he  could  not  be  restrained 
because  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  which  was  in  him ; 

3.  For  he  did  cry  from  the  morning,  even  until  the  going 
down  of  the  sun,  exhorting  the  people  to  believe  in  Goa 
unto  repentance,  lest  they^  ''should  be  destroyed,  saying  unto 
them,  that  by  faith  all  thin^  are  fulfilled ; 

4.  Wherefore,  whoso  believeth  in  God  might  with  ^surety 
hope  for  a  better  world,  yea,  even  a  place  at  the  right  hand 
of  Grod,  which  hoi>e  cometh  of  faith,  maketh  an  anchor  to  the 
souls  of  men,  which  would  make  them  sure  and  steadfast, 
always  abounding  in  good  works,  being  led  to  glorify  God. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Ether  did  prophesy  great 
and  marvellous  things  unto  the  people,  which  they  did  not 
believe,  because  they  saw  them  not.' 

6.  And  now,  I  Moroni,  would  speak  somewhat  concern- 
ing these  things ;  I  would  shew  unto  the  world  that  faith 
is  things  which  are  hoped  for  and  not  seen ;  wherefore, 
dispute  not  because  ye  see  not,  for  ye  receive  no  witness 
until  after  the  trial  of  your  faith ; 

7.  For  it  was  by  faith  that  Christ  shewed  himself  unto 
our  fathers,  after  he  had  risen  from  the  dead :  and  he  shewed 
not  himself  unto  them,  until  after  they  had  faith  in  him ; 
wherefore  it  must  needs  be  that  some  had  faith  in  him,  for 
he  shewed  himself  not  unto  the  world. 

8.  But  because  of  the  faith  of  men,  he  has  shewn  him- 
self unto  the  world  and  glorified  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  prepared  a  wav  that  thereby  others  might  be  partakers 
of  the  heavenly  gift,  that  they  might  hope  for  those  things 
which  they  have  not  seen ; 

9.  Wherefore  ye  may  also  have  hope,  and  be  partakers 
of  the  ^ft,  if  ye  will  but  have  faith. 

10.  Behold  it  was  by  faith  that  they  of  old  were 
called  <^af  ter  the  hoi  v  order  of  God  : 

11.  Wherefore,  by  faith,  was  the  law  of  Moses  given. 
But  in  the  gift  of  his  Son,  hath  God  prepared  a  more  excel- 
lent way ;  and  it  is  by  faith  that  jLt  hath  oeen  fulfilled ; 

12.  For  if  there  be  no  faith  among  the  children  of  men. 
God  can  do  ''no  miracle  among  them ;  wherefore  he  shewed 
not  himself  until  after  their  faith. 

13.  Behold,  it  was  the  faith  of  Alma  and  Amulek  that 
caused  the  'prison  to  tumble  to  the  earth. 

14.  Behold,  it  was  the  faith  of  Nephi  and  Lehi, 
that  -^wrought  the  change  up^on  the  Lamanites,  that  they 
were  bajptized  with  fire  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

15.  Behold,  it  was  the  ^aith  of  Ammon  and  his  brethren, 
which  wrought  so  great  a  miracle  among  the  Lamanites ;

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16.  Yea,  and  even  all  they  who  wrought  miracles, 
wrought  them  by  faith,  even  those  who  were  before  Christ, 
and  also  them  who  were  after. 

17.  And  it  was  by  faith  that  the  three  disciples  obtained 
a  promise  that  they  should  ^not  taste  of  death ;  and  they 
obtained  not  the  promise  until  after  their  faith. 

18.  And  neither  at  any  time  hath  anv  wrought  miracles 
until  after  their  faith ;  wherefore  they  first  believed  in  the 
Son  of  God. 

19.  And  there  were  many  whose  faith  was  so  exceeding 
strong  even  before  Christ  came  who  could  not  be  kept 
from  »within  the  vail,  but  truly  saw  with  their  eyes  the  things 
which  they  had  beheld  with  an  eye  of  faith,  and  they  were 
glad. 

20.  And  behold,  we  have  seen  in  this  record,  that  one 
of  these  was  the  brother  of  Jared :  for  so  great  was  his  faith 
in  God,  that  when  God  put  ■'forth  his  Unger,  he  could  not 
hide  it  from  the  sight  of  the  brother  of  Jared,  because  of  his 
word  which  he  had  spoken  unto  him,  which  word  he  had 
obtained  by  faith. 

21.  And  after  the  brother  of  Jared  had  beheld  the  finger 
of  the  Lord,  because  of  the  *promise  which  the  brother  of 
Jared  had  obtained  by  faith,  the  Lord  could  ^ot  withhold 
anj  thing  from  his  sight ;  wherefore  he  shewed  him  all 
thmgs,  for  he  could  *^o  longer  be  kept  without  the  vail. 

22.  And  it  is  by  faith  that  my  fathers  have  obtained 
the  "promise  that  these  things  should  come  unto  their 
brethren  through  the  Gentiles ;  therefore  the  Lord  hath  com- 
manded me,  yea,  even  Jesus  Christ. 

23.  And  I  said  imto  him,  Lord«  the  Gentiles  will  ^mock 
at  these  things,  because  of  our  weakness  in  writing ;  for 
Lord  thou  hast  made  us  mighty  in  word  by  faith,  but  thou 
hast  not  made  us  mighty  in  writing ;  for  thou  hast  made  all 
this  people  that  they  could  speak  much,  because  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  which  thou  hast  given  them ; 

24.  And  thou  hast  made  us  that  we  could  write  but 
little,  because  of  the  ^awkwardness  of  our  hands.  Behold, 
thou  hast  not  made  us  mighty  in  writing  like  unto  the 
brother  of  Jared,  for  thou  madest  him  that  the  things  'which 
he  wrote,  were  mighty  even  as  thou  art,  unto  the  overpower- 
ing of  man  to  read  them. 

25.  Thou  hast  also  made  our  words  powerful  and  great, 
even  that  we  ''cannot  write  them;  wherefore,  when  we 

A,  see  d,  in.  Nep.  28.  «•  see  /,  Ether  3.  j,  see  e.  Ether  8. 
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write*  we  behold  our  weakness,  and  stumble  because  of  the 
placing  of  our  words ;  and  I  fear  lest  the  Gentiles  shall  'mock 
at  our  words. 

26.  And  when  I  had  said  this,  the  Lord  spake  unto  me, 
saying.  Fools  mock,  but  they  shall  mourn ;  and  my  grace  is 
sumcient  for  the  meek,  that  they  shall  take  no  advantage  of 
your  weakness ; 

27.  And  if  men  come  unto  me,  I  will  shew  unto  them 
their  weakness.  I  give  unto  men  weakness,  that  they  may 
be  humble;  and  my  grace  is  sufficient  for  all  men  that 
humble  themselves  before  me ;  for  if  they  humble  them- 
selves before  me,  and  have  faith  in  me,  then  will  I  make 
w^eak  things  become  strong  unto  them. 

28.  Benold,  I  will  shew  unto  the  Gentiles  their  weakness, 
and  I  will  shew  unto  them  that  faith,  hope,  and  charity, 
bringeth  unto  me — the  fountain  of  all  righteousness. 

^.  And  I,  Moroni,  having  heard  these  words,  was  com- 
forted, and  said,  O  Lord,  thy  righteous  will  be  done,  for  I 
^ow  that  thou  workest  unto  the  children  of  men  according 
to  their  faith ; 

30.  For  the  brother  of  Jared  said  unto  the  mountain 
Zerin,  remove,  and  ^it  was  removed.  And  if  he  had  not  had 
faith,  it  would  not  have  moved;  wherefore  thou  workest 
after  men  have  faith ; 

31.  For  thus  didst  thou  manifest  thyself  unto  thy  dis- 
ciples. For  after  they  had  faith,  and  did  speak  in  thy  name, 
thou  didst  shew  thyself  unto  them  in  great  power ; 

32.  And  I  also  remember  that  thou  hast  said  that  thou 
hast  prepared  a  house  for  man ;  yea,  even  among  the  "man- 
sions of  thy  Father,  in  which  man  might  have  a  more  excel- 
lent 'hope ;  wherefore  man  must  hope,  or  he  cannot  receive 
an  inheritance  in  the  place  which  thou  hast  prepared. 

33.  And  again  I  remember  that  thou  hast  said  that  thou 
hast  loved  the  world,  even  unto  the  laying  down  of  thy  life 
for  the  world,  that  thou  mightest  take  it  again  to  prepare  a 
place  for  the  children  of  men. 

34.  And  now  I  know  that  this  love  which  thou  hast  had 
for  the  children  of  men,  is  charity;  wherefore,  except  men 
shall  have  "'charity,  they  cannot  inherit  that  place  which 
thou  hast  prepared  in  the  mansions  of  thy  Father. 

35.  Wherefore,  I  know  by  this  thiu^  which  thou  hast 
said,  that  if  the  Gentiles  have  not  chanty,  because  of  our 
weakness,  that  thou  wilt  prove  them,  and  take-  away  their 
talent,  yea,  even  that  which  they  have  received,  and  give 
unto  them  who  shall  have  more  abundantly. 

36.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  I  prayed  unto  the  Lord  that 
he  would  give  unto  the  Gentiles  grace,  that  they  might  have 
charity. 

37.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Lord  said  unto  me,  It

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they  have  not  charity,  it  mattereth  not  unto  thee,  thou  hast 
been  faithful ;  wherefore  thy  garmehts  shall  be  xnade  clean. 
And  because  thou  hast  "seen  thy  weakness,  thou  shalt  be 
made  strong,  even  unto  the  sitting  down  in  the  place  which  I 
haveprepared  in  the  ^mansions  of  my  Father. 

38.  And  now  I,  Moroni,  bid  farewell  unto  the  Gentiles, 
yea,  and  also  unto  my  brethren  whom  I  love,  until  we  shall 
meet  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ,  where  all  men  shall 
know  that  my  garments  are  not  spotted  with  your  blood ;  - 

39.  And  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  have  seen  Jesus,  and 
that  he  hath  talked  with  me  face  to  foce,  and  that  he  told 
me  in  plain  hilmillty,  even  as  a  man  telletii  another  in  mine 
own  language,  concerning  these  things ; 

40.  And  only  a  'few  have  I  written,  because  of  my  weak- 
ness in  writing. 

41.  And  now  I  would  commend  you  to  seek  this  Jesus  of 
whom  the  prophets  and  apostles  have  written,  that  the  grace 
of  God  the  Father,  and  aiso  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  tiie 
Holv  Ghost,  which  beareth  2«record  of  them,  may  be,  and 
abide  in  you  for  ever.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  13. 

1.  And  now  I,  Moroni,  proceed  to  finish  my  record  con- 
eeming  the  destruction  of  the  people  of  whom  I  have  been 
writing. 

2.  For  behold,  they  rejected  all  the  words  of  Ether ;  for 
he  truly  told  them  of  all  thin^,  from  the  beginning  of  man ; 
and  that  after  the  waters  hiSl  receded  from  off  the  face  of 
this  land,  it  became  a  choice  land  above  all  other  lands,  a 
chosen  land  of  the  Lord ;  wherefore  the  Lord  would  have 
that  all  men  should  serve  him  who  dwell  upon  the  face 
thereof ; 

3.  And  that  it  was  the  <^lace  of  the  New  Jerusalem, 
which  should  ^come  down  out  of  heaven,  and  the  Holy 
Sanctuarv  of  the  Lord. 

4.  Behold,  Ether  saw  the  days  of  Christ,  and  he  spake 
concerning  a  <'New  Jerusalem  upon  this  land ; 

5.  And  he  spake  also  concerning  the  house  of  Israel,  and 
the  Jerusalem  from  whence  ''Lehi  should  come ;  after  it  should 
be  destroyed,  it  should  be  built  up  again  a  *holy  city  unto  the 
Lord,  wherefore  it  could  not  be  a  New  Jerusalem,  for  it  had 
been  in  a  time  of  old,  but  it  should  be  built  up  again,  and 
become  a  holy  city  of  the  Lord ;  and  it  should  be  built  unto 
the  house  of  Israel ;

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6.  And  that  a  -^New  Jerusalem  shoiild  be  built  up  upon  this 
land,  Tinto  the  remnant  of  the  seed  of  Joseph,  for  which 
thmgs  there  has  been  a  type  ; 

7.  For  as  Joseph  brought  his  father  down  into  the  land 
of  Egypt,  even  so  ne  died  there ;  wherefore  the  Lord  brought 
a  remnant  of  the  seed  of  Joseph  out  of  the  land  of  Jerusalem, 
l^at  he  mi^ht  be  merciful  unto  the  seed  of  Joseph,  that  'they 
should  pensh  not,  even  as  he  was  merciful  unto  the  father  of 
Joseplji.  that  he  should  perish  not ; 

8.  Wherefore  the  remnant  of  the  house  of  Joseph  shall  be 
built  upon  this  land ;  and  it  shall  be  a  land  of  Hheir  inheri- 
tance ;  and  they  shall  buildup  a  'holy  city  unto  the  Lord,  like 
unto  the  Jerusalem  of  old  ;  and  they  shall  no  more  be  con- 
founded, until  the  end  come,  when  the  earth  shall  pass 
away. 

9.  ''And  there  shall  be  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth ; 
and  they  shall  be  like  unto  the  old,  save  the  old  have  passed 
away,  and  all  things  have  become  new. 

10.  And  *then  cometh  the  New  Jerusalem  ;  and  blessed 
are  they  who  dwell  therein,  for  it  is  they  whose  garments 
are  white  through  the  blood  of  the  Lamb ;  and  they  are  they 
who  are  Numbered  among  the  remnant  of  the  seed  of 
Joseph,  who  were  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

11.  And  *Hhen  also  cometh  the  Jerusalem  of  old  ;  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  blessed  are  they,  for  they  have  been  washed 
in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb ;  and  they  are  they  who  were 
scattered  and  gathered  in  from  the  four  quarters  of  the  earth, 
and  from  the  **north  countries,  and  are  partakers  of  the  ful- 
filling of  the  covenant  which  God  maae  with  their  father 
Abraham. 

12.  And  when  these  things  come,  bringeth  to  pass  the 
scripture  which  saith,  <^here  are  they  who  were  first,  who 
shall  be  last ;  and  there  are  they  who  were  last,  who  shall  be 
first. 

13.  And  I  was  about  to  write  more,  but  I  am  forbidden ; 
but  great  and  marvellous  were  the  prophecies  of  Ether,  but 
tiiey  esteemed  him  as  nought,  and  cast  him  out.  and  he  hid 
himself  in  the  ^cavity  of  a  rock  bv.day,  and  by  'night  he 
-went  forth  viewing  the  things  whicn'  should  come  upon  the 
people. 

14.  And  as  he  dwelt  in  the  cavity  of  a  rock,  he  made 
the  '^mainder  of  this  record,  viewing  the  destructions  which 
came  upon  the  people  by  night. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  that  same  vear  which  he 
was  cast  out  from  among  the  people,  there  oegan  to  be  a 
great  war  amon^  the  people,  for  there  were  many  who  rose 
up  who  were  mighty  men,  and  sought  to  destroy  Coriantumr

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by  their  'secret  plans  of  wickedness,  of  which  'hath  been 
spoken. 

16.  And  now  Coriantamr,  having  studied  himself  in  all 
the  arts  of  war,  and  all  the  cunning  of  the  world,  wherefore 
he  gave  battle  unto  them  who  sou^t  to  destroy  him ; 

17.  But  he  repented  not,  neither  his  fair  sons  nor 
daughters ;  neither  the  fair  sons  and  daughters  of  Cohor ; 
neither  the  fair  sons  and  daughters  of  Corinor ;  and  in  fine, 
there  was  none  of  the  fair  sons  and  daughters  upon  the  face  of 
the  whole  earth,  who  repented  of  their  sins ; 

18.  Wherefore  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  first  year  that 
Ether  dwelt  in  the  'cavity  of  a  rock,  there  was  many  people 
who  were  slain  by  the  sword  of  those  **secret  combinations 
fighting  against  Coriantumr,  that  they  might  obtain  the 
kingdom. 

Id.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  sons  of  Coriantumr 
fought  much  and  bled  much. 

20.  And  in  the  second  year,  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  to 
Ether,  that  he  should  go  and  prophesy  unto  Coriantumr,  that 
if  he  would  repent,  and  all  nis  household,  the  Lord  would 
give  unto  him  his  kingdom,  and  spare  the  people, 

21.  Otherwise  they  should  be  destroyed,  and  all  his  house- 
hold, save  it  were  himself,  and  he  should  only  live  to  see  the 
fulfilling  of  the  prophecies  which  had  been  spoken  concern- 
ing ^'another  people  receiving  the  land  for  their  inheritance ; 
and  Coriantumr  should  receive  a  burial  by  them  ;  and  every 
soul  should  be  "'destroyed  save  it  were  Coriantumr. 

22.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantumr  repented  not, 
neither  his  household,  neither  the  people ;  and  the  wars 
ceased  not ;  and  they  sought  to  kill  £!ther,  but  he  fled  from 
before  them,  and  hid  again  in  the  'cavity  of  the  rock. 

23.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  arose  up  Shared,  and 
he  also  gave  battle  unto  Coriantumr ;  and  he  did  beat  him, 
insomuch  that  in  the  third  year  he  did  bring  him  ^  into 
captivity. 

24.  And  the  sons  of  Coriantumr,  in  the  fourth  year,  did 
beat  Shared,  and  did  obtain  the  kingdom  again  unto  their 
father. 

25.  Now  there  began  to  be  a  war  upon  all  the  face  of  the 
land,  every  man  with  his  band  fighting  for  that  which  he 
desired. 

26.  And  there  were  robbers,  and  in  fine,  all  manner  of 
wickedness  upon  all  the  face  of  the  land. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantumr  was  exceeding 
angry  with  Shared,  and  he  went  against  him  with  his  armies 
to  battle ;  and  they  did  meet  in  great  anger,  and  they  did 
meet  him  in  the  valley  of  Gilgal ;  and  the  battle  became 
exceeding  sore. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Shared  fought  against  him

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for  the  space  of  three  days.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Corian- 
tumr  beat  him/ and  did  pursue  him  until  ne  came  to  the 
plains  of  Heshlon. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Shared  gave  him  battle 
again  upon  the  plains  ;  and  behold,  he  did  beat  Coriantumr, 
and  drove  him  back  again  to  the  vallev  of  Gilgal. 

30.  And  Coriantumr  gave  Shared  battle  again  in  the 
valley  of  Gilgal,  in  which  he  beat  Shared,  and  slew  him. 

31.  And  Shared  wounded  Coriantumr  in  his  thigh,  that  he 
did  not  go  to  battle  again  for  the  space  of  two  years,  in 
which  time  all  the  people  upon  all  the  face  of  the, land  were 
shedding  blood,  and  there  was  none  to  restrain  them. 


CHAPTER  14. 

1.  And  now  there  began  to  be  a  great  "curse  upon  all  the 
land,  because  of  the  iniquity  of  the  people,  in  which,  if  a 
man  should  lay  his  tool  or  his  sword  upon  his  shelf,  or  upon 
the  place  whither  he  would  keep  it,  and  behold,  upon  the 
morrow,  he  could  not  find  it,  so  great  was  the  curse  upon  the 
land. 

2.  Wherefore  every  man  did  cleave  unto  that  which  was 
his  own,  with  his  hands,  and  would  not  borrow,  neither 
would  he  lend ;  and  everjr  man  kept  the  hilt  of  his  sword 
thereof,  in  his  right  hand,  in  the  defence  of  his  property  and 
his  own  life,  and  of  his  wives  and  children. 

3.  And  now  after  the  space  of  two  years,  and  after  the 
death  of  Shared,  behold,  there  arose  the  brother  of  Shared 
and  he  gave  battle  unto  Coriantumr,  in  which  Coriantumr 
did  beat  nim,  and  did  pursue  him  to  the  wilderness  of  Akish. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  brother  of  Shared  did 

five  battle  unto  him  in  the  wilderness  of  Akish ;  and  the 
attle  became  exceeding  sore,  and  many  thousands  fell  by 
the  sword. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantumr  did  lay  siege  to 
the  wilderness,  and'  the  brother  of  Shared  did  march  forth 
out  of  the  wUderness  by  night,  and  slew  a  part  of  the  army 
of  Coriantumr,  as  they  were  drunken. 

6.  And  he  came  forth  to  the  Mand  of  Moron,  and  placed 
himself  upon  the  throne  of  Coriantumr. 

7.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantumr  dwelt  with  his 
army  in  the  wilderness,  for  the  si)ace  of  two  years,  in  which 
he  md  receive  great  strength  to  his  army. 

8.  Now  the  brother  of  Shared,  whose  name  was  Gilead, 
also  received  great  strength  to  his  army,  because  of  ^secret 
combinations. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  his  High  Priest  murdered 
him  as  he  sat  upon  his  throne.

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  one  of  the  secret  combina- 
tions murdered  him  in  a  secret  pass,  and  obtained  unto 
himself  the  kingdom ;  and  his  name  was  Lib ;  and  Lib  was 
a  man  of  great  stature,  more  than  any  other  man  among  all 
the  people. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  first  year  of  Lib, 
Coriantumr  came  up  unto  the  ''land  of  Moron,  and  gave 
battle  unto  Lib. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  fought  with  Lib,  in 
which  Lib  did  smite  upon  his  arm  that  he  was  wounded ; 
nevertheless,  the  army  of  Coriantumr  did  press  forwara 
upon  Lib,  that  he  fled  to  the  borders  upon  the  sea  shore. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantumr  pursued  him ; 
and  Lib  gave  battle  unto  him  upon  the  sea  shore. 

14.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Lib  did  smite  the  army  of 
Coriantumr,  that  they  fled  again  to  the  wilderness  of 
Akish. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Lib  did  pursue  him  until  he 
came  to  the  plains  of  Agosh.  And  Conantiimr  had  taken 
all  the  people  with  him,  as  he  fled  before  Lib  in  that  quarter 
of  the  land  whither  he  fled. 

16.  And  when  he  had  come  to  the  plains  of  Agosh,  he 
gave  battle  unto  Lib,  and  he  smote  upon  nim  until  he  died ; 
nevertheless,  the  brother  of  Lib  aid  come  against  Co- 
riantumr in  the  stead  thereof,  and  the  battle  became 
exceeding  sore,  in  the  which  Coriantumr  fled  again  before 
the  army  of  the  brother  of  Lib. 

17.  Now  the  name  of  the  brother  of  Lib  was  called  Shiz. 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  Shiz  pursued  after  Coriantumr,  and 
he  did  overthrow  many  cities,  and  he  did  slay  both  women 
and  children,  and  he  did  bum  the  cities  thereof ; 

18.  And  there  went  a  fear  of  Shiz  throughout  all  the 
land ;  yea,  a  cry  went  forth  throu^out  the  land,  who  can 
stand  before  the  army  of  Shiz?  jBehold,  he  sweepeth  the 
earth  before  him ! 

19.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  began  to  flock 
together  in  armies,  throughout  aU  the  face  of  the  land. 

20.  And  they  were  divided,  and  a  part  of  them  fled  to  the 
army  of  Shiz,  and  a  part  of  them  fled  to  the  army  of  Co- 
riantumr. I 

21.  And  so  great  and  lasting  had  been  the  war,  and  so 
long  had  been  the  scene  of  bloodshed  and  carnage,  that 
the  whole  face  of  the  land  was  covered  with  the  bodies  of 
the  dead ; 

22.  And  so  swift  and  speedy  was  the  war,  that  there 
was  none  left  to  bury  the  dead,  but  they  did  march  forth 
from  the  shedding  of  olood  to  the  shedding  of  blood,  leaving 
the  bodies  of  both  men,  women,  and  children,  starewed  upon 
the  face  of  the  land,  to  become  a  prey  to  the  worms  of  the 
flesh;

23.  And  the  scent  thereof  went  forth  upon  the  face  of  the 
land,  even  upon  all  the  &ce  of  the  land;  wherefore  the 
people  became  troubled  by  day  and  by  night,  because  of  the 
scent  thereof ; 

24.  Nevertheless,  Shiz  did  not  cease  to  pursue  Coriantumr, 
for  he  had  sworn  to  avenge  himself  upon  Coriantumr  of 
the  'blood  of  his  brother,  who  had  been  slain,  and  the  word  of 
the  Lord  which  came  to  Ether,  that  Coriantumr  should  -^not 
fall  by  the  sword. 

25.  And  thus  we  see  tha|;  the  Lord  did  visit  them  in  the 
fulness  of  his  wrath,  and  their  wickedness  and  abomina- 
tions, had  prepared  a  way  for  their  everlasting  destruction. 

26.  Ana  it  came  to  pass  that  Shiz  did  pursue  Coriantumr 
east-v^ard,  even  to  the  borders^of  the  sea-snore,  and  there  he 
gave  battle  unto  Shiz  for  the  s|)ace  of  three  days ; 

27.  And  so  terrible  was  the  destruction  among  the 
armies  of  Shiz,  that  the  people  began  to  be  frightened,  and 
began  to  flee  before  the  armies  of  Coriantumr :  and  they  fled 
to  the  land  of  Corihor,  and  swept  off  the  inhabitants  before 
them,  all  they  that  would  riot  join  them ; 

28.  And  they  pitched  their  tents  in  the  valley  of  Corihor. 
And  Coriantumr  pitched  his  tents  in  the  valley  of  Shurr. 
Now  the  valley  of  Shurr  was  near  the  hill  Comnor  ;  where- 
fore Coriantumr  did  gather  his  armies  together,  upon  the 
hill  Comnor,  and  did  sound  a  trumpet  unto  the  armies  of 
Shiz,  to  invite  them  forth  to  battle. 

29.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  came  forth,  but  were 
driven  again;  and  they  came  the  second  time;  and  they 
were  driven  again  the  second  time.  And  it  came  to  pass 
that  they  came  again  the  third  time,  and  the  battle  became 
exceeding  sore. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Shiz  smote  upon  Coriantumr 
that  he  gave  him  many  deep  wounds,  and  Coriantumr 
having  lost  his  blood,  fainted,  and  was  carried  away  as 
though  he  were  dead. 

31.  Now  the  loss  of  men,  women,  and  children,  on  both 
sides,  was  so  great  that  Shiz  commanded  his  people  that 
they  should,  not  pursue  the  armies  of  Coriantumr ;  where- 
fore they  returned  to  their  camp. 


CHAPTER  15. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  Coriantumr  had  recovered 
of  his  wounds,  he  began  to  remember  the  "words  which 
Ether  had  spoken  unto  him ; 

.  2.  He  saw  that  there  had  been  slain  by  the  sword  already 

e,  ver.  16.       /,  Ether  13 :  21. 
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nearly  two  millions  of  his  people,  and  he  began  to  tsoirow 
in  his  heart;  yea,  there  had  been  slain  Hwo  millions  of 
mighty  men,  and  also  their  wives  and  their  children. 

3.  He  began  to  repent  of  the  evil  which  he  had  done ;  he 
began  to  remember  tne  words  which  had  been  spoken  by 
the  mouth  of  all  the  prophets,  and  he  saw  them  that  th^ 
were  fulfilled  thus  far,  everr  whit ;  and  his  soul  mourned, 
and  refused  to  be  comforted. 

4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  wrote  an  epistle  unto 
Shiz,  desiring  him  that  he  would  spare  the  people,  and  he 
would  give  up  the  kingdom  for  the  sake  of  the  lives  of  the 
people. 

5.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Shiz  had  received  his 
epistle,  he  wrote  an  epistle  unto  Coriantumr,  that  if  he 
would  give  himself  up,  that  h^  might  slay  him  with  his  own 
sword,  that  he  would  spare  the  lives  of  the  people. 

6.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  people  repented  not  of 
their  iniquity;  and  the  people  of  Coriantumr  were  stirred 
up  to  anger  against  the  people  of  Shiz ;  and  the  people  of 
Shiz  were  stirred  up  to  anger  against  the  people  of  Corian- 
tumr ;  wherefore  tne  people  of  Shiz  did  give  battle  unto 
the  people  of  Coriantumr. 

7.  And  when  Coriantumr  saw  that  he  was  about  to  fall, 
he  fled  again  before  the  people  of  Shiz. 

8.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he  came  to  the  ^^aters  of 
Ripliancum,  which,  by  interpretation,  is  large,  or  to  exceed 
all ;  wherefore,  when  they  came  to  these  waters,  they  pitched 
their  tents ;  and  Shiz  also  pitched  his  tents  near  unto  them ; 
and  therefore  on  the  morrow  they  did  come  to  battle. 

9.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  fought  an  exceeding 
sore  battle,  in  which  Coriantumr  was  wounded  again,  and 
he  fainted  with  the  loss  of  blood. 

10.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  armies  of  Coriantumr 
did  press  upon  the  armies  of  Shiz,  that  they  beat  them, 
that  they  caused  them  to  flee  before  them ;  and  they  did 
flee  <^outhward,  and  did  pitch  their  tents  in  a  place  which 
was  called  O^ath. 

11.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  army  of  Coriantoxnr 
did  pitch  their  tents  by  the  'hill  Bamah ;  and  it  was  that 
same  hill  where  my  father  Mormon  did  -^hide  up  the  records 
unto  the  Lord,  which  were  sacred. 

12.  And  it  came  to  pass  t^t  tibey  did  gather  together  all 
the  people,  upon  all  the  face  of  the  land,  who  had  not  been 
slain,  save  it  was  Ether. 

13.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Ether  'did  behold  all  the 
doings  of  the  people ;  and  he  beheld  that  the  people  who 

b,  including  wives  and  children,  the  numben,  very  probably,  mmfkhvn 
been  from  ten  to  fifteen  milUonB.  c,  suppoeeci  to  be  Lute  Ontecio. 

d,  southward,  brought  them  into  the  region,  near  the  hill,  caOed  by  the 
Nephltes,  Cumorah.  e,  Bamah  was  the  hul  Cumovah.         /,  Mor.  6 :  & 
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were  for  Coriantumr,  were  gathered  together  to  the  army  of 
Coriantumr ;  and  the  people  who  were  for  Shiz,  were  gathered 
together  to  the  army  of  Shiz ; 

14.  Wherefore  they  were  for  the  space  of  four  years, 
gathering  together  the  people,  that  they  might  get  all  who 
were  upon  the  face  of  the  land,  and  that  they  might  receive 
all  the  strength  which  it  was  possible  that  they  could  receive. 

15.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  were  all  gathered 
together,  every  one  to  the  army  which  he  would,  with  their 
wives  and  tiieir  children ;  both  men,  women,  and  children 
being  ^armed  with  weapons  of  war,  having  shields,  and 
breast-plates,  and  head-plates,  and  being  clothed  after  the 
manner  of  war,  they  did  march  forth  one  against  another, 
to  battle  ;  and  they  fought  all  that  day,  and  conquered  not. 

16.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  it  was  night  they 
were  weary,  and  retired  to  their  camps  ;  and  after  they  had 
retired  to  their  camps,  they  *took  up  a  howling  and  a  lamen- 
tation for  the  loss  of  the  slain  of  their  people  ;  and  so  great 
were  their  cries,  their  bowlings  and  lamentations,  that  it 
did  rend  the  air  exceedingly. 

17.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  morrow  they  did  go 
again  to  battle,  and  great  and  terrible  was  that  day  ;  never- 
theless they  conquered  not,  and  when  the  night  came  a^ain, 
they  did-^rend  the  air  with  their  cries,  and  their  howlmgs, 
ana  their  mournings,  for  the  loss  of  the  slain  of  their  people. 

18.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  Coriantumr  wrote  ^'again  an 
epistle  unto  Shiz,  desiring  that  he  would  not  come  again  to 
battle,  but  that  he  would  take  the  kingdom,  and  spare  the 
lives  of  the  people. 

19.  But  behold,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  had  ceased  striving 
with  them,  and  satan  had  full  power  over  the  hearts  of  the 
people,  for  they  were  given  up  unto  the  hardness  of  their 
hearts,  and  the  blindness  of  their  minds  that  they  might  be 
destroyed ;  wherefore  they  went  again  to  battle. 

20.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  fought  all  that  day,  and 
when  the  night  came  tney  slept  upon  their  swords ; 

21.  And  on  the  morrow  they  fought  even  until  the  night 
came; 

22.  And  when  the  night  came  they  were  drunken  with 
ajiger,  even  as  a  man  who  is  drunken  with  wine ;  and  they 
slept  again  upon  their  swords ; 

23.  And  on  the  morrow  they  fought  again ;  and  when  the 
night  came  they  had  all  fallen  by  the  sword  save  it  were  fifty 
and  two  of  the  people  of  Coriantumr,  and  sixty  and  nine  of 
the  people  of  Shiz. 

z4.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  slept  upon  their  swords 
that  night,  and  on  the  morrow  thev  fought  again,  and  they 
contended  in  their,  mights  with  their  swords,  and  with  their 
shields,  all  that  day; 

26.  And  when  the  night  came  there  were  thirty  and  two

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of  the  "people  of  Shiz,  and  twenty  and  seven  of  the  people 
of  Coriantumr. 

26.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  ate  and  slepl^  and  pre- 
pared for  death  on  the  morrow.  And  they  were  iarge  and 
mighty  men,  as  to  the  strength  of  men. 

27.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  they  fought  for  the  space 
of  three  hours,  and  they  fainted  with  the  loss  of  blood. 

28.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  the  men  of  Ck>riantamr 
had  received  sufficient  strength,  that  thev  could  walk,  they 
were  about  to  flee  for  their  lives,  but  behold,  Shiz  arose,  and 
also  his  men,  and  he  swore  in  his  wrath  that  he  would  slay 
Coriantumr,  or  he  would  perish  by  the  sword ; 

29.  Wherefore  he  did  pursue  them,  and  on  the  morrow 
he  did  overtake  them ;  and  they  f  oueht  again  with  the  sword 
And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  they  had  all  faUen  by  the 
sword,  save  it  were  Coriantumr  and  Shiz,  behold  Shiz  had 
fainted  with  loss  of  blood. 

30.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  when  Coriantumr  had  leaned 
upon  his  sword,  that  he  rested  a  little,  he  smote  off  the  head 
of  Shiz. 

31.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  he  had  smote  off  the 
head  of  Shiz,  that  Shiz  raised  iipon  his  hands  and  fell ;  and 
after  that  he  had  struggled  for  breath,  he  died. 

32.  And  it  came  to  pass  that  HlJoriantimir  fell  to  the  earth, 
and  became  as  if  he  had  no  life.    ' 

33.  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Ether,  and  said  unto  him. 
Go  forth.  And  he  went  forth,  and  beheld  that  the  words  of 
the  Lord  had  all  been  fulfilled ;  and  he  *^nished  his  record ; 
(and  the  "hundredth  part  I  have  not  written.)  and  he  hid 
tiiem  in  a  manner  that  the  people  of  Limhi  did  find  them. 

34.  Now  the  last  words  which  are  written  by  Ether,  are 
these,  whether  the  Lord  will  that  I  be  translated,  or  that  I 
suffer  the  will  of  the  Lord  in  the  fiesh,  it  mattereth  not,  if  it 
so  be  that  I  am  saved  in  the  kingdom  of  God.    Amen. 


THE    BOOK    OF    MOEONL 


CHAPTER  1. 

1.  Now  I,  Moroni,  after  having  made  an  end  of  '^bridg- 
ihg  the  account  of  the  people  of  Jared,  I  had  supposed  not 
to  have  written  more,  but  I  have  not  as  yet  perished ;  and 
I  make  not  myself  known  to  the  Lamanites,  lest  they  should 
destroy  me.

a,  see  Book  of  Ether. 
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2.  For  behold,  their  wars  are  ^exceeding  fierce  amonff 
themselves ;  and  because  of  their  hatred,  they  put  to  death 
every  Nephite  that  will  not  deny  the  Christ. 

3.  And  I,  Moroni,  will  not  deny  the  Christ;  wherefore, 
I  wander  whithersoever  I  can,  for  the  safety  of  mine  own 
Ufe. 

4.  Wherefore  I  write  a  few  more  things,  contrary  to  that 
which  I  had  supposed ;  for  I  had  supposed  not  to  have 
written  any  more;  but  I  write  a  few  more  things,  that 
perhaps  they  may  be  of  <^orth  unto  my  brethren,  the 
Liamanites,  in  some  future  day,  according  to  the  will  of  the 
Lord. 


CHAPTER  2. 

1.  The  words  of  Christ,  which  he  spake  unto  his  '■dis- 
ciples, the  Twelve  whom  he  had  chosen,  as  he  laid  his  hands 
upon  them. 

2.  And  he  called  them  bjr  name,  saying.  Ye  shall  call  on 
the  Father  in  my  name,  in  mighty  prayer ;  and  after  ye  have 
done  this,  ye  shall  have  power  tiiat  on  him  whom  ye  shall 
lay  your  hands,  ^e  shall  give  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and  in  my 
name  shall  ye  ^ve  it,  for  thus  do  mine  apostles. 

3.  Now  Christ  spake  these  words  unto  them  at  the  time 
of  his  Arst  appearing ;  and  the  multitude  ''heard  it  not,  but 
the  disciples  neard  it;  and  on  as  many  as  they  ''laid  their 
hands,  fell  the  Holy  Ghost. 


CHAPTER  3. 

1.  The  manner  which  the  "disciples,  who  were  called  the 
Elders  of  the  church,  ^ordained  Priests  and  Teachers. 

2.  After  they  had  prayed  unto  the  Father  in  the  name  of 
Christ,  they  laid  their  hands  upon  them,  and  said, 

3.  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  I  ordain  you  to  be  a 
Priest ;  (or,  if  he  be  a  Teacher,)  I  ordain  you  to  be  a  Teacher, 
to  i>reach  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  through  Jesus 
Clirist,  by  the  endurance  of  faith  on  his  name  to  the  end. 
Amen. 

4.  And  after  this  manner  did  they  ordain  Priests  and 
Teachers,  according  to  the  gifts  and  callings  of  God  unto 


b,  I.  Nep.  12 :  20—28.    Mor.  6  :  15.               o,  n.  Nep.  8 :  7, 
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men ;  and  they  ordained  them  by  the  ^power  of  the  Holy 
GhoBt^  which  was  in  them. 


CHAPTER  4. 

1.  The  manner  of  their  <>Elder8  and  Priests  administering 
the  ^esh  and  blood  of  Christ  unto  the  church.  And  they 
administered  it  according  to  the  commandments  of  Christ; 
wherefore  we  know  the  manner  to  be  true ;  and  the  Elder 
or  Priest  did  minister  it. 

2.  And  they  did  ^'kneel  down  with  the  church,  and  pray 
to  the  Father  in  the  name  of  Christ  saying, 

3.  O  God^  the  Eternal  Father,  we  ask  thee  in  the  name 
of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  to  bless  and  sanctify  this  bread  to 
the  souls  of  all  those  who  partake  of  it,  that  they  may  eat  in 
remembrance  of  the  'body  of  thy  Son,  and  witness  unto 
thee,  O  Grod,  the  Eternal  Father,  that  they  are  willing  to 
takaupon  them  the  «name  of  thy  Son,  and  always  remem- 
ber him,  and  keep  his  commandments  which  he  hath  given 
them,  that  they  may  always  have  his  Spirit  to  be  with  uiem. 
Amen. 


CHAPTER  5. 

1.  The  manner  of  administering  the  wine.  Behold,  they 
took  the  cup,  and  said, 

2.  O  GrO(L  the  Eternal  Father,  we  ask  thee,  in  the  name 
of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  to  bless  and  sanctify  this  wine  to 
the  souls  of  all  those  who  drink  of  it,  that  they  may  do  it  in 
remembrance  of  the  <*blood  of  thy  Son,  which  was  shed  for 
them,  that  they  may  witness  unto  thee,  O  Grod,  the  Eternal 
Father,  that  they  do  always  remember  him,  that  they  may 
have  his  Spirit  to  be  with  them.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  6. 

1.  And  now  I  speak  concerning  baptism.  Behold,  'El- 
ders, ^Priests,  and  Teachers  were  baptized ;  and  they  were 
not  ^baptized,  save  they  brought  forth  fruit  meet  that  they 
were  worthy  of  it ; 

0,  L  Nep.  18 :  87.    Moro.  6 :  9. 
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2.  Neither  did  they  receive  any  unto  baptism,  save  thef 
came  forth  with  a  broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit,  ana 
witnessed  unto  the  Church  that  they  truly  repented  of  all 
their  sins. 

3.  And  none  were  received  unto  baptism,  save  they  took 
upon  them  the  ^hiame  of  Christ,  having  a  determination  to 
serve  him  to  the  end. 

4.  And  after  they  had  been  received  unto  baptism,  and 
were  wrought  upon  and  cleansed  by  the  'power  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  they  were  numbered  among  the  people  of  the 
Church  of  Christ,  and  their  names  were  taken,  that  they 
miffht  be  remembered  and  nourished  by  the  good  word  A 
Grod,  to  keep  them  in  the  right  way,  to  keep  them  continually 
watchful  unto  -Sprayer,  relying  alone  upon  the  merits  of 
Christ,  who  was  the  author  anathe  finisher  of  their  foith. 

5.  And  the  Church  did  meet  together  oft,  to  'fast  and  to 
prav,  and  to  speak  one  with  another  concerning  the  welfare 
of  tneir  souls ; 

6.  And  they  did  meet  together  oft  to  H>artake  of  bread 
and  wine,  in  remembrance  ofthe  Lord  Jesus  ; 

7.  And  they  were  strict  to  observe  that  there  should  be 
no  iniquity  among  them  ;  and  whoso  was  found  to  commit 
iniquity,  and  Hhree  witnesses  of  the  Church  did  condemn 
them  before  the  elders ;  and  if  they  repented  not,  and  con- 
fessed not,  their  names  were  blotted  out,  and  they  were  not 
numbered  among  the  people  of  Christ ; 

8.  But  as  ^ft  as  tney  repented,  and  sought  forgiveness, 
with  real  intent,  they  were  i»rgiven. 

9.  And  their  meetings  were  conducted  b^  the  Church, 
after  the  manner  of  the  workings  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  the 

S>wer  of  the  Holy  Ghost';  for  as  the  *power  of  the  Holy 
host  led  them  whether  to  preach,  or  exhort,  or  to  pray,  or 
to  supplicate,  or  to  sing,  even  so  it  was  done. 


CHAPTER  7. 

1.  And  now  I,  Moroni,  write  a  few  of  the  words  of  my 
father  Mormon,  which  he  spake  ^concerning  Faith,  Hope» 
and  Charity;  for  after  this  manner  did  he  speak  unto  the 
people,  as  he  taught  them  in  the  ^synagogue  which  they  had 
built  for  the  place  of  worship. 

2.  And  now  I,  Mormon,  speak  unto  you,  my  beloved 
brethren ;  and  it  is  by  the  grace  of  God,  the  Father,  and  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christy  and  Ids  holy  will,  because  of  the  ^'gift  ol

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his  calling  unto  me,  that  I  am  permitted  to  speak  nnto  you 
at  this  time. 

3.  Wherefore  I  would  speak  unto  srou  that  'are  of  the 
Church,  that  are  the  peaceable  followers  of  Christy  and 
that  have  obtained  a  sufficient  hope,  by  which  ye  can  enter 
into  the.  rest  of  the  Lord,  from  this  time  henceforth,  until  ye 
shall  rest  with  him  in  heaven. 

4.  And  now  my  brethren,  I  judge  these  things  of  you 
because  of  your  peaceable  walk  with  uie  children  oi  men ; 

6.  For  I  remember  the  word  of  Grod,  which  saith  <%y 
their  works  ye  shall  know  them ;  for  if  their  works  be  good, 
then  they  are  good  also. 

6.  For  behold,  God  hath  said,  A  man  being  evil  cannot  do 
that  which  is  good ;  for  if  he  offereth  a  gift,  or  prayeth  unto 
God,  except  he  shall  do  it  with  real  intent,  it  profiteth 
him  nothing. 

7.  For  behold,  it  is  not  counted  unto  him  for  righteous- 
ness. 

8.  For  behold,  if  a  man  being  evil,  giveth  a  gpft,  he 
doeth  it  grudginfl^y ;  wherefore  it  is  counted  unto  him  the 
same  as  u.  he  had  retained  the  gift ;  wherefore  he  is  counted 
evil  before  Grod. 

9.  And  likewise  also  is  it  counted  evil  unto  a  man,  if  he 
shall  prav,  and  not  with  real  intent  of  heart ;  yea,  and  it 
profiteth  him  nothing ;  for  Grod  receiveth  none  ^uch ; 

10.  Wherefore,  a  man  being  evil,  cannot  do  that  which  is 
good :  neither  will  he  ^ve  a  good  ^ift. 

11.  For  behold,  a  bitter  fountain  cannot  bring  forth  good 
water ;  neither  can  a  good  fountain  bring  forth  bitter  water ; 
wherefore  a  man  being  a  servant  of  the  devil,  cannot  follow 
Christ ;  and  if  he  follow  Christ,  he  cannot  be  a  servant  of 
the  devil. 

12.  Wherefore,  'all  things  which  are  good,  cometh  of 
God :  and  that  which  is  evil,  cometh  of  the  devil ;  for  the 
devil  is  an  enemy  unto  Grod,  and  fighteth  against  him  con- 
tinuallv,  and  inviteth  and  enticeth  to  sin,  and  to  do  that 
which  is  evil  continually. 

13.  But  behold,  that  which  is  of  God,  inviteth  and  en- 
ticeth to  do  good  continually ;  wherefore,  every  thing  which 
inviteth  ana  enticeth  to  do  good,  and  to  love  God,  and  to 
serve  him,  is  inspired  of  Grod. 

14.  Wherefore  take  heed,  my  beloved  brethren,  that  ye 
do  •^not  judge  that  which  is  evil  to  be  of  God,  or  that  which 
is  good  and  of  Grod,  to  be  of  the  devil. 

15.  For  behold,  my  brethren,  it  is  ^ven  unto  you  to 
Judge,  that  ye  may  know  good  from  evil ;  and  the  way  to 
judge  is  as  plain,  that  ye  may  know  with  a  perfect  know- 
ledge, as  the  day-light  is  from  tne  dark  night. 

lo.  For  behold,  the  Spirit  of  Christ  is  given  to  every  man,

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that  they  may  know  good  from  evil^  wherefore  I  sHew  iinto 
you  the  way  to  judge ;  for  ^every  thin^  which  inviteth  to  do 
good,  and  to  i>ersuaae  to  believe  in  Christ,  is  sent  forth  by  the 
power  and  gift  of  Christ ;  wherefore  ye  may  know  with  a 
perfect  knowledge  it  is  of  God, 

17.  But  whatsoever  thing  persuadeth  men  to  do  evil,  and 
believe  not  in  Christ,  and  deny  him,  and  serve  not  God,  then 
ye  may  know  with  a  perfect  knowledge  it  is  of  the  devil,  for 
after  this  manner  doth  the  devil  work,  for  he  persuadeth  no 
man  to  do  good,  no  not  one  ;  neither  doth  his  angels ;  neither 
do  they  who  suDject  themselves  unto  him. 

18.  And  now,  my  brethren,  seeing  that  ye  know  the  light 
by  which  ye  may  judge,  which  light  is  the  light  of  Chnst, 
see  that  ye  do  not  ^judge  wrongfully;  for  with  that  same 
judgment  which  ye  judge,  ye  shall  also  be  judged. 

19.  Wherefore  I  beseech  of  you,  brethren,  that  ye  should 
search  diligently  in  the  light  of  Christ,  that  ye  may  know 
ffood  from  evil ;  and  if  ye  will  lay  hold  upon  every  good 
tiling,  and  condemn  it  not,  ye  certainly  will  be  a  cnild  of 
Christ. 

20.  And  now,  my  brethren,  how  is  it  possible  that  ye  can 
lay  hold  upon  every  good  thing? 

21.  And  now  I  come  to  that  *Faith,  of  which  I  said  I 
would  speak ;  and  I  will  tell  you  the  way  whereby  ye  may 
lay  hold  on  every  good  thing. 

22.  For  behold,  God  •'knowing  all  things,  *bein^  from 
everlasting  to  everlasting,  behold,  ne  sent  angels  to  minister 
unto  the  children  of  men,  to  make  manifest  concerning  the 
coming  of  Christ;  and  in  Christ  there  should  come  every 
good  thing. 

23.  And  God  also  declared  unto  prophets,  by  his  own 
mouth,  that  Christ  should  come. 

24.  And  behold,  there  were  divers  ways  that  he  did 
manifest  things  unto  the  children  of  men,  which  were  good  ; 
and  all  things  which  are  good,  cometh  of  Christ,  otherwise 
men  were  fallen,  and  there  could  'no  good  thing  come  unto 
them. 

25.  Wherefore,  by  the  ministering  of  angels,  and  by 
every  word  which  proceeded  forth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God, 
men  began  to  exercise  faith  in  Christ ;  and  thus  by  "*faith, 
they  did  lay  hold  upon  every  good  thing ;  and  thus  it  was 
until  the  coming  of  Christ. 

26.  And  after  that  he  came,  men  also  were  saved  by  faith 
in  his  name ;  and  by  faith,  they  become  the  sons  of  God. 
And  as  sure  as  Christ  llveth,  he  spake  these  words  unto 
our  fathers,  saying,  "Whatsoever  thing  ye  shall  ask  the 
Father  in  my  name,  which  is  good,  in  faith  believing  that 
ye  shall  receive,  behold,  it  shall  oe  done  unto  you. 

27.  Wherefore,    my    beloved    brethren,    hath   miracles 

g,  see  o,  Ether  4.  h,  see  /.  i,  see  a.  j,  see  r,  ii.  Nep.  9.  Ar,  see 
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oeased,  because  Christ  hath  ascended  into  heaven,  and 
hath  set  down  on  the  right  hand  of  God,  to  ^claim  of  the 
Father  his  rights  of  mercy  which  he  hath  upon  the  cldldr^ 
of  men? 

28.  For  he  hath  answered  the  ends  of  the  law,  and  he 
elaimeth  all  those  who  have  ^laith  in  him,  and  they  who 
have  faith  in  him,  will  cleave  unto  everV  09od  thing; 
wherefore  he  'advocateth  the  cause  of  the  cnil£en  of  men ; 
and  he  dwelleth  eternally  in  the  heavens. 

29.  And  because  he  hath  done  this,  my  beloved  breth- 
ren, ''hath  miracles  ceased  ?  Behold  I  say  unto  you.  Nay ;  nei- 
ther have  angels  'ceased  to  minister  unto  the  children  of  men. 

90.  For  behold,  they  are  subject  imto  him,  to  minister 
according  to  the  word  of  his  command,  shewing  themselves 
unto  them  of  strong  ^th  and  a  firm  mind,  in  every  form  of 
godliness. 

31.  And  the  office  of  their  ministry  is,  to  call  men  unto 
repentance,  and  to  fulfil  and  to  do  the  work  of  the  covenants 
of  the  Father  which  he  hath  made  unto  the  children  of  men, 
to  prepare  the  way  among  the  children  of  men,  by  declaring 
the  word  of  Christ  unto  the  chosen  vessels  of  the  Lord,  that 
they  mav  bear  testimony  of  him ; 

32.  And  by  so  doing,  the  Lord  God  prepareth  the  way 
that  the  residue  of  men  may  have  faith  in  Christ,  that 
the  'Holy  Ghost  may  have  place  in  their  hearts,  according  to 
the  power  thereof :  and  after  this  manner  brineethi  to  pass 
the  Father,  the  **covenants  which  he  hath  made  unto  the 
children  of  men. 

33.  And  Christ  hath  said.  If  ye  will  have  faith  in  me,  ye 
shall  have  power  to  do  whatsoever  thing  is  expedient  in  me. 

34.  Ana  he  hath  saicL  *Repent  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth, 
and  come  unto  me  and  be  ''baptized  in  my  name,  and  have 
faith  in  me  that  ye  may  be  saved. 

35.  And  now  my  beloved  brethren,  if  this  be  the  case 
that  these  things  are  true  which  I  have  spoken  unto  you, 
and  God  will  shew  unto  you  'with  power  and  great  glory  at 
the  last  day,  that  they  are  true ;  and  if  they  are  true,  has 
the  yday  of  miracles  ceased  ? 

36.  Or  have  angels  'Ceased  to  appear  unto  the  children  of 
men  ? — or  has  he  >  <*withheld  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghoet 
l^m  them  ?  or  wiU  he.  so  long  as  tmie  shall  last,  or  the  earth 
shall  stand,  or  there  shall  be  one  man  upon  the  face  thereof 
to  be  saved? 

37.  Behold  I  say  unto  you.  Nay ;  for  it  is  by  >  ^faith  that 
miracles  are  wrought ;  and  it  is  by  faith  that '  ^'angels  appear 
and  minister  unto  men ;  wherefore  if  these  things  have

of  unbelief,  and  all  is  vain ; 

38.  For  no  man  can  be  saved,  according  to  the  words  of 
Christ,  save  they  shall  have  faith  in  his  name ;  wherefore,  if 
these  things  have  ceased,  then  has  ^  faith  ceased  also ;  and 
awful  is  the  state  of  man ;  for  they  are  as  tJiough  there  had 
been  no  redemption  made. 

39.  But  beholdj  my  beloved  brethren,  I  judge  better 
things  of  you,  for  I  jud^e  that  ye  have  faith  in  Cnrist  because 
of  your  meekness :  for  if  ye  have  not  faith  in  him,  then  ye 
are  not  fit  to  be  numbered  among  the  people  of  his  church. 

40.  And  again^my  beloved  brethren,  I  would  speak  unto 
ou  concerning  ^-^Hope.  How  is  it  that  ye  can  attain  unto 
aith,  save  ye  shall  have  hope  ? 

41.  And  what  is  it  that  ye  shall  hope  for  ?  Behold  I  say 
unto  you,  that  ye  shall  have  hope  through  the  ^  atonement 
of  Christ  and  the  power  of  his  resurrection,  to  be  ^  Raised 
unto  life  eternal ;  and  this  because  of  your  faith  in  him 
according  to  the  promise  ; 

42.  Wherefore,  if  a  man  have  faith,  he  must  needs  have 
hope  ;  for  without  faith  there  cannot  be  any  hope. 

43.  And  again,  behold  I  sav  unto  you,  that  he  cannot 
have  faith  and  nope,  save  he  shall  be  mecK,  and  lowly  of  heart ; 

44.  If  so,  his  faith  and  hope  is  vain,  for  none  is  acceptable 
before  God,  save  the  meek  and  lowly  in  heart,  and  if  a  man 
be  meek  and  lowly  in  heart,  and  confesses  by  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  he  must  needs 
have  2  ^charity ;  for  if  he  have  not  charity  he  is  nothing ; 
wherefore  he  must  needs  have  charity. 

45.  And  charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind,  and  envieth 
not,  and  is  not  puffed  up,  seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily 

grovoked,  thinketh  no  evil,  and  rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity, 
ut  rejoiceth  in  the  truth,  beareth  all  things,  believe th  £ul 
things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things ; 

w.  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  if  ye  have  not 
charity,  ye  are  nothing,  for  charity  never  faileth.  Where- 
fore, cleave  unto  charity,  which  is  the  greatest  of  all,  for  all 
things  must  fail ; 

¥i.  But  charity  is  the  pure  love  of  Christ,  and  it  endureth 
for  ever ;  and  whoso  is  found  possessed  of  it  at  the  last  day, 
it  shall  be  well  with  them. 

48.  Wherefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  pray  unto  the 
Father  with  all  the  energy  of  heart,  that  ye  may  be  filled 
with  this  love,  which  he  nath  bestowed  upon  all  who  are 
true  followers  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  may  become 
the  sons  of  God,  that  when  he  shall  appear,  we  shall  ^^  be  like 
him ;  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is,  that  we  may  have  this 
hope,  that  we  may  be  purified,  ^^even  as  he  is  pure.    Amen.

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CHAPTER  8. 

1.  An  epistle  of  my  father  Mormon,  written  to  me 
Moroni ;  ana  it  was  written  unto  me  soon  after  my  calling 
to  the  ministry.  And  on  this  wise  did  he  write  unto  me, 
saying, 

2.  My  beloved  son  Moroni,  I  rejoice  exceedingly  that 
your  Lord  Jesus  Christ  hath  been  mindful  of  you,  ana  hath 
called  you  to  his  ministry,  and  to  his  holy  work. 

3.  I  am  mindful  of  you  always  in  my  prayers,  continually 

S raying  unto  Grod  the  Father  in  the  name  of  his  holy  child 
esus,  that  he,  through  his  infinite  goodness  and  grace,  will 
keep  you  through  the  "endurance  of  faith  on  his  name  to 
the  end. 

4.  And  now  my  son  I  speak  unto  you  concerning  that 
which  grieveth  me  exceedingly ;  for  it  grieveth  me  that  there 
should  disputations  rise  among  you. 

5.  For  if  I  have  learned  the  truth,  there  has  been  disputa- 
tions among  you  concerning  the  ^baptism  of  your  little  chil- 
dren. 

6.  And  now  my  son,  I  desire  that  ye  should  labor 
diligently,  that  this  gross  error  should  be  removed  from 
amongyou ;  for,  for  tnis  intent  I  have  written  this  epistle. 

7.  For  immediately  after  I  had  learned  these  tninss  of 
you  I  inquired  of  the  Lord  concerning  the  matter.  Ana  the 
word  of  the  Lord  came  to  me  by  the  "power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  saying, 

8.  Listen  to  the  words  of  Christ,  your  Bedeemer,  your 
Lord  and  yotir  God.  Behold,  I  came  into  the  world  not  to 
call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  repentance :  the  whole 
need  no  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick ;  wherefore  little 
children  are  whole,  for  they  are  not  capable  of  committing 
sin ;  wherefore  the  curse  of  Adam  is  'n^ken  from  them  in 
me,  that  it  hath  no  power  over  them ;  and  the  *law  of  cir- 
cumcision is  done  away  in  me. 

9.  And  after  this  manner  did  the  Holy  Ghost  manifest 
the  word  of  God  unto  me  ;  wherefore  my  beloved  son,  I  know 
that  it  is  -^solemn  mockery  before  Grod,  that  ye  should  baptize 
little  children. 

10.  Behold  I  say  unto  you.  That  this  thing  shaU  ye  teach, 
repentance  and  baptism  unto  those  who  are  accountable  and 
capable  of  committing  sin  ;  yea,  teach  parents  that  they 
must  repent  and  be  baptized,  and  numble  themselves  as  their 
little  children,  and  they  shall  all  be  saved  with  their  little 
children. 

11.  And  their  little  children  need  no  repentance,  neither 
baptism.  Behold,  baptism  is  unto  repentance  to  the  ful- 
filling the  commandments  unto  'the  remission  of  sins.

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12.  But  little  children  are  alive  in  Christ,  even  ^frorn  the 
foundation  of  the  world ;  if  not  so,  God  is  a  partial  God,  and 
also  a  changeable  Grod,  and  a  respecter  to  persons  ;  for  how 
many  little  children  have  died  without  baptism. 

13.  Wherefore,  if  little  children  could  not  be  saved  with- 
out baptism,  these  must  have  gone  to  an  endless  heU. 

14.  Behold  I  say  unto  you^  That  he  that  supposeth  that 
little  children  need  baptism,  is  in  the  gall  of  bitterness,  and  in 
the  bonds  of  iniquity ;  for  he  hath  *nelther  faith,  hope,  nor 
charity ;  wherefore,  should  he  be  cut  off  while  in  the  thought, 

<  he  mustgo  down  to  ^elL 

15.  For  awful  is  the  wickedness  to  suppose  that  God 
saveth  one  child  because  of  baptism,  and  the  other  must 
perish  because  he  hath  no  baptism. 

16.  Wo  be  unto  him  that  shall  pervert  the  ways  of  the 
Lord  after  this  manner,  for  they  shall  perish,  except  they 
repent.  Behold^  I  speak  with  boldness,  having  authority 
from  God  ;  and  i  fear  not  what  man  can  do ;  for  perfect  love 
casteth  out  all  fear : 

17.  And  I  am  nlled  with  tharity,  which  is  everlasting 
love ;  wherefore  all  children  are  alike  unto  me ;  wherefore  1 
love  little  children  with  a  perfect  love ;  and  they  are  all  alike 
and  ^partakers  of  salvation. 

18.  For  I  know  that  God  is  not  a  partial  God,  neither  a 
changeable  Being ;  but  he  is  hinchangeable  from  *"all  eter- 
nity to  all  eternity. 

19.  Little  children  cannot  repent ;  wherefore  it  is  awful 
wickedness  to  den^  the  pure  mercies  of  God  unto  them,  for 
they  are  "all  alive  in  him  because  of  his  '^ercy. 

20.  And  he  that  saith.  That  little  children  need  baptism, 
denieth  the  mercies  of  Christ,  and  setteth  at  nought 
the  ^atonement  of  him  and  the  power  of  his  redemption. 

21.  Wo  unto  such,  for  they  are  in  danger  of  death,  'hell, 
and  an  endless  torment.  I  speak  it  boldly,  God  hath  com- 
manded me.  Listen  unto  them  and  give  heed,  or  they  stand 
against  you  at  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ. 

22.  For  behold  that  all  little  children  are  ''alive  in  Christ, 
and  also  all  'liiey  that  are  without  the  law.  For  the  power  of 
redemption  cometh  on  all  they  that  have  no  law  ;  wherefore, 
he  that  is  not  condemned,  or  he  that  is  under  no  condemnation, 
■cannot  repent ;  and  unto  such  baptism  availeth  nothing. 

23.  But  it  is  ^mockery  before  God,  denying  the  ^^mercies 
of  Christ,  and  the  power  of  his  Holy  Spirit,  and  putting  trust 
in  dead  works. 

24.  Behold,  my  son,  this  thing  ought  not  to  be;  for 
repentance  is  unto  them  that  are  under  condemnation  and 
under  the  curse  of  a  broken  law.

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26.  And  the  first  traits  of  repentatioe  is  baptism ;  and 
baptism  Cometh  by  faith,  unto  the  fulAllin^  the  oommand- 
ments  ;  and  the  ^fulfilling  the  commandments  bringeth  re- 
mission of  sins ; 

26.  And  the  remission  of  sins  bringeth  meekness,  and 
lowliness  of  heart,  and  because  of  meekness  and  loiirliness  of 
heart,  cometh  the  ^visitation  of  the  Holy  Grhost,  which 
Comforter  fllleth  *with  hope  and  perfect  love,  which  love  en- 
dureth  by  diligence  unto  sprayer,  until  the  end  shall  come, 
when  all  the  saints  shall  dwell  with -God. 

27.  Behold,  my  son,  I  will  write  unto  yea  again,  if  I  go 
not  out  soon  against  the  Lamanites.  Behold,  the  pride  of 
this  nation,  or  the  people  of  the  Nephites,  hath  proven  their 
destruction,  except  they  should  repent. 

28.  Pray  for  wem,  my  son,  tnat  repentance  may  come 
unto  them.  But  behold,  X  fear  lest  the  Spirit  hath  ceased 
striving  with  them ;  and  in  this  part  of  the  land  thev  are  also 
seeking  to  put  down  all  power  and  authority,  whicn  cometh 
from  God ;  and  thej  are  Menying  the  Holy  Ghost. 

29.  And  i^ter  rejecting  so  ereat  a  knowledge,  my  son,  they 
must  perish  soon,  unto  the  fulfilling  of  the  prophecies  whicn 
were  ^spoken  by  the  prophets,  as  well  as  the  words  of  our 
Saviour  nimself . 

30.  Farewell,  my  son,  until  I  shall  write  unto  you,  or  shall 
meet  you  again.    Amen. 


CHAPTER  0. 

The  8ec<md  Epistle  of  Mormon  to  Ms  Son  MoroiU, 

1.  Mt  beloved  son.  I  write  unto  you  again,  that  ye  mav 
know  that  I  am  yet  alive ;  but  I  write  somewhat  that  whicn 
is  grievous. 

2.  For  behold,  I  have  had  a  sore  battle  with  the  La- 
manites, in  which  we  did  not  conquer ;  and  Archeantus  has 
fallen  by  the  sword,  and  also  Luram  and  Emron ;  yea,  and 
we  have  lost  a  great  number  of  our  choice  men. 

3.  And  now  behold,  my  son,  I  fear  lest  the  Lamanites 
shall  destroy  this  people,  for  they  do  not  repent,  and  satan 
stirreth  them  up  continually  to  anger,  one  with  another. 

4.  Behold,  I  am  laboring  with  them  continually ;  and 
when  I  speak  the  word  of  God  with  ^sharpness,  they  tremble 
and  anger  against  me ;  and  when  I  use  no  sharpness,  they 
harden  their  hearts  against  it ;  wherefore  I  fear  ^lest  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  hath  ceased  striving  with  them.

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5.  For  80  exceedingly  do  they  anger,  that  it  seemeth  me 
that  they  have  no  fear  of  death ;  and  they  have  lost  their  love, 
one  towards  another ;  and  they  ^thirst  after  blood  and  revenge 
continually. 

6.  And  now  my  beloved  son,  notwitlistanding  their  hard- 
ness, let  us  labor  oiligently;  for  if  we  should  cease  to  labor, 
we  should  be  brought  under  condemnation ;  for  we  have  a 
labor  to  perform  wnilst  in  this  tabernacle  of  clay,  that  we 
may  conquer  the  enemy  of  all  righteousness,  ana  rest  our 
souls  in  the  khigdom  of  Grod. 

7.  And  now  1  write  somewhat  concerning  the  sufferings 
of  this  people.  For  according  to  the  knowledge  which  I  have 
received  from  Amoron,  behold,  the  Lamanites  have  many 
prisoners,  which  they  took  from  the  tower  of  Sherrizsih ; 
and  there  were  men,  women,  and  children. 

8.  And  the  husbands  and  fathers  of  those  women  and 
children  they  have  slain ;  and  they  feed  the  women  upon 
the  flesh  of  their  husbands,  and  the  children  upon  the  nesh 
of  their  fathers ;  and  no  water,  save  a  little,  do  they  give 
unto  them. 

9.  And  notwithstanding  this  great  abomination  of  the 
Lamanites,  it  doth  not  exceed  that  of  our  people  in  Morian- 
tum.  For  behold,  many  of  the  daughters  of  the  Lamanites 
have  they  taken  prisoners ;  and  after  depriving  them  of  that 
which  was  most  dear  and  precious  above  all  things,  which  is 
chastity  and  virtue  ;    ' 

10.  And  after  they  had  done  this  thing,  they  did  murder 
them  in  a  most  cruel  manner,  torturing  their  bodies  even 
unto  death  ;  and  after  they  have  done  this,  they  devour  their 
flesh  like  unto  wild  beasts,  because  of  the  hardness  of  their 
hearts ;  and  they  do  it  for  a  token  of  bravery. 

11.  O  my  beloved  son,  how  can  a  people  like  this,  that 
are  without  civilization ; 

12.  (And  only  a  few  years  have  passed  away,  and  they 
were  a  civil  and  a  delightsome  people  ;) 

13.  But  O  my  son,  how  can  a  people  like  this,  whose  de- 
light is  in  so  much  abomination, 

14.  How  can  we  expect  that  Grod  will  stay  his  hand  in 
judgment  against  us  ? 

15.  Behold,  my  heart  cries.  Wo  unto  this  people.  Come 
out  in  judgment,  O  Grod,  and  hide  their  sins,  and  wickedness, 
and  abominations  from  before  thy  face. 

16.  And  again,  my  son,  there  are  many  widows  and  their 
daughters,  who  remain  in  Sherrizah ;  and  that  part  of  the 
provisions  which  the  Lamanites  did  not  carry  away,  behold, 
the  army  of  Zenephi  has  carried  away,  and  left  them  to 
wander  whithersoever  they  can  for  food;  and  many  old 
women  do  faint  by  the  way  and  die. 

17.  And  the  army  which  is  with  me  is  weak ;  and  the 
d,  Mor.  4  :  11, 12. 
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armies  of  the  Lamanites  are  betwixt  Sherrizah  and  me ;  and 
as  many  as  have  fled  to  the  army  of  'Aaron,  have  fallen 
victims  to  their  awful  brutality, 

18.  O  the  depravi^  of  my  people  1  they  are  without  order 
and  without  mercy.  Behold,  I  am  but  a  man,  and  I  have  but 
the  strength  of  a  man,  and  I  cannot  any  longer  enforce  my 
commands: 

19.  And  thev  have  become  strong  in  their  perversion ;  and 
they  are  alike  brutal,  sparing  none,  neither  old  nor  young ; 
ana  thev  delight  in  everything,  save  tha.t  which  is  good ;  and 
the  simerings  of  our  women  and  our  'children  upon  all  the 
face  of  this  land,  doth  exceed  everything ;  yea,  tongue  cannot 
teU,  neither  can  it  be  written. 

20.  And  now,  my  son,  I  dwell  no  longer  upon  this  horrible 
scene.  Behold,  thou  knowest  the  wickedness  of  this  people; 
thou  knowest  that  they  are  without  principle,  and  -past 
feeling;  and  their  wickedness  doth  exceed  that  of  the 
Lamanites. 

21.  Behold,  m^  son,  I  cannot  recommend  them  unto  Grod 
lest  he  should  smite  me. 

22.  But  behold,  my  son,  I  recommend  thee  unto  Grod,  and 
I  trust  in  Christ  that  thou  wilt  be  saved ;  and  I  pray  unto 
Grod  that  he  would  -^  spare  thy  life,  to  witness  the  return  of 
his  people  unto  him,  or  their  utter  destruction ;  for  I  know 
that  they  must  perish,  except  they  repent  and  return  unto 
him;  * 

23.  And  if  thev  perish,  it  will  be  ^like  unto  the  Jaredites, 
because  of  the  wilfulness  of  their  hearts,  seeking  ^for  blood 
and  reveDge. 

24.  And  if  it  so  be  that  they  perish,  we  know  that  many 
of  our  brethren  have  •dissented  over  unto  the  Lamanites, 
and  many  more  will  also  dissent  over  unto  them ;  where- 
fore, write  somewhat  a  few  things,  if  thou  art  spared ;  and 
I  shall  perish  and  not  see  thee ;  but  I  trust  that  I  may  see 
thee  soon ;  for  I  have  sacred  records  that  I  would  -^deliver 
up  unto  thee,' 

25.  Mv  son,  be  faithful  in  Christ;  and  may  not  the 
things  which  I  have  written  grieve  thee,  to  weigh  thee 
down  unto  death,  but  may  Christ  lift  thee  up,  and  may 
his  sufferings  and  death,  and  the  shewing  his  body  unto 
our  fathers  and  his  mercy  and  long  sunering,  and  the 
hope  of  his  glory  and  of  eternal  life,  rest  in  your  mind  for 
ever. 

26.  And  may  the  grace  of  God  the  Father,  whose  throne 
is  high  in  the  heavens,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
sittetn  on  the  right  hand  of  his  power,  until  all  things  shall 
become  subject  unto  him,  be,  and  abide  with  you  for  ever. 
Amen.

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CHAPTER  10. 

ft 

1.  Now  I,  Moroni,  write  somewhat  as  seemeth  me  good : 
and  I  write  unto  taj  brethren,  the  Lamanltes ;  and  I  would 
that  they  should  know  that  more  than  four  hundred  and 
twenty  years  have  passed  away  since  the  "sign  was  given  of 
the  coming  of  Christ. 

2.  And  I  seal  up  ^these  records,  after  I  have  spoken  a 
few  words  by  way  of  exhortation  unto  you. 

3.  Behold  I  would  exhort  you  that  when  ye  shall  read 
these  things,  if  it  be  wisdom  in  God  that  ye  should  read 
them,  that  ye  would  remember  how  merciful  the  Lord  hath 
been  unto  tiie  children  of  men,  from  the  ^creation  of  Adam, 
even  down  until  the  time  that  ye  shall  receive  these  things, 
and  ponder  it  in  your  hearts. 

£  And  when  ye  shall  receive  these  things,  I  would 
exhort  you  that  ye  would  ask  Grod,  the  eternal  Father,  in  the 
name  of  Christ,  if  these  things  are  not  true ;  and  if  ye  shall 
ask  with  a  sincere  heart,  with  real  intent,  having  faith  in 
Christ,  he  will  manifest  the  truth  of  it  unto  you,  ''by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost ; 

5.  And  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  ye  may  know 
the  truth  of  all  things. 

6.  And  whatsoever  thing  is  good,  is  just  and  true; 
wherefore,  nothing  that  is  good  denieth  the  Christ,  but 
acknowledgeth  that  he  is. 

7.  And  ye  may  know  that  he  is,  by  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost ;  wherefore  I  would  exhort  you,  that  ye  deny  *not  the 
power  of  Grod  :  for  he  worketh  by  power,  -^according  to  the 
faith  of  the  children  of  men,  the  ^same  to-day  and  to-morrow, 
and  for  ever. 

8.  And  again  I  exhort  you,  my  brethren,  that  ye  Meny 
not  the  gifts  of  God,  for  they  are  many ;  and  they  come  from 
the  same  God.  And  there  are  different  ways  that  these  gifts 
are  administered ;  but  it  is  the  same  God  who  worketh  all 
in  all ;  and  they  are  given  by  the  manifestations  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  unto  men,  to  profit  them. 

9.  'For  behold,  to  one  is  ^ven  by  the  Spirit  of  Grod,  that 
he  may  teach  the  word  of  wisdom ; 

10.  And  to  another,  that  he  may  teach  the  word  of  know- 
ledge by  the  same  Spirit ; 

11.  And  to  another,  exceeding  great  faith ;  and  to 
another,  the  gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit. 

12.  And  again,  to  another,  that  he  may  work  mighty 
miracles ;

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18.  And  a«ain,  to  another  that  he  may  prophesy  con- 
cerning all  thmgs ; 

14.  And  again,  to  another,  the  beholding  of  angela  and 
ministering  spirits ; 

15.  And  again,  to  another,  all  kinds  of  tongues ; 

16.  And  again,  to  another,  the  interpretation  of  lan- 
guages and  of  divers  kinds  of  tongues. 

17.  And  aU  these  gifts  come  by  the  Spirit  of  Christ; 
and  they  come  unto  every  man  severally,  according  as  he 
will. 

18.  And  I  woulcL  exhort  you,  my  beloved  brethren,  that 
ye  remember  that  •^everv  good  gift  cometh  of  Christ. 

19.  And  I  would  eznort  you,  my  beloved  brethren,  that 
ye  remember  that  he  is  the  *Bame  yesterday,  to-day,  and  for 
ever,  and  that  all  these  gifts  of  wmch  I  have  spoken,  which 
are  spiritual,  ^ever  wilTbe  done  away,  even  as  long  as  the 
world  shall  stand,  only  according  to  the  unbeliei  of  the 
children  of  men. 

20.  *" Wherefore,  there  must  be  faith ;  and  if  there  must 
be  faith,  there  must  also  be  hope ;  and  if  there  must  be  hope^ 
there  must  also  be  charity ; 

21.  And  except  ye  have  charity,  ye  can  in  no  wise  be 
saved  in  the  kingdom  of  Grod ;  neither  can  je  be  saved  in  the 
kingdom  of  Groo,  if  ye  have  not  faith ;  neither  can  ye  if  ye 
have  no  hope ; 

22.  And  if  ye  have  no  hope,  ye  must  needs  be  in  despair; 
and  despair  cometh  because  of  iniquity. 

23.  And  Christ  truly  said  unto  our  fiithers,  "If  ye  have 
faith,  ye  can  do  all  things  which  is  expedient  unto  me. 

24.  And  now  I  speak  unto  all  the  ends  of  the  earth,  '<Ebat 
if  the  day  cometh  that  the  power  *and  gifts  of  Grod  shall  be 
done  away  among  you,  it  shall  be  because  of  unbelief. 

25.  And  wo  be  imto  the  children  of  men,  if  this  be  the 
case ;  for  there  shall  be  none  that  doeth  good  among  you,  no 
•not  one.  For  if  there  be  one  among  you  that  doeth  good. 
he  shall  work  by  the  power  and  gifts  of  God. 

26.  And  wo  unto  them  who  shall  do  these  things  away 
and  die,  for  they  die  in  their  sins,  and  they  cannot  be  saved 
in  the  kingdom  of  Grod;  and  I  speak  it  according  to  the 
words  of  Christ,  and  I  lie  not. 

27.  And  I  euiort  you  to  remember  these  things ;  for  the 
time  speedily  cometh  that  ye  shall  'know  that  I  Re  not,  for 
ye  shall  see  me  at  the  bar  of  Grod,  and  the  Lord  Grod  will  say 
unto  you,  did  I  not  declare  my  words  unto  you,  which  were 
written  by  this  man,  like  as  one  'crying  from  the  dead  ?  yea» 
even  as  one  speaking  out  of  the  dust? 

28.  I  declare  these  things  unto  the  fulfilling  of  the  pro- 
phecies.    And  behold,  they  shall  proceed  forth  out  of  the

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mouth  of  the  everlasting  God ;  and  his  word  shall  ''hiss  forth 
from  generation  to  generation. 

29.  And  Grod  shall  'shew  unto  you,  that  that  which  I  have 
written  is  true. 

30.  And  again  I  would  exhort  you.  that  ye  would  come 
unto  Christ,  and  lay  hold  ui>on  every  'good  gift»  and  Houch 
not  the  evil  gift,  nor  the  unclean  thing. 

31.  And  awake,  and  'arise  from  the  dust,  O  Jerusalem ; 
yea,  and  put  on  thy  beautiful  garments,  O  daughter  of  Zion, 
and  strengthen  thy  stakes  and  enlarge  thy  borders  for  ever, 
tiiat  thou  mayest  *^o  more  be  confounded,  that  the  'cove- 
nants of  the  eternal  Father  which  he  hath  made  unto  thee, 
O  house  of  Israel,  may  be  fulfilled. 

32.  Tea,  come  unto  Christ,  and  be  i>erfected  in  him,  and 
deny  yourselves  of  all  ungodliness,  and  if  ye  shall  deny 
yourselves  of  all  ungodliness,  and  love  Grod  with  all  your 
might,  mind  and  strength,  then  is  his  grace  sufficient  for 
you,  that  by  his  grace  ye  may  be  perfect  in  Christ ;  and  if  by 
the  grace  of  God  ye  are  perfect  in  Christ,  ye  can  in  ''no  wise 
deny  the  power  of  God. 

33.  And  again,  if  ye  by  the  grace  of  God  are  perfect  in 
Christ,  and  deny  not  his  power,  then  are  ye  sanctified  in 
Christ  by  the  grace  of  God,  through  the  'shedding  of  the 
blood  of  Christ,  which  is  in  the  covenant  of  the  JB*ather, 
unto  the  remission  of  your  sins,  that  ye  become  holy  without 
spot. 

34.  And  now  I  bid  unto  all,  farewelL  I  soon  go  to 
rest  in  the  .^'■paradise  of  Grod,  until  my  spirit  and  oody 
shall  affain  >  ^-unite,  and  I  am  brought  forth  triumphant 
through  the  air,  to  meet  you  before  the  ^^^leasing  bar 
of  the  fireat  Jehovah,  the  eternal  Judge  of  both  quick  and 
dead.    Amen. 
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
